The  Handbook  for  Austria,  which  is  now  issued  for  the 
ninth  time,  and  corresponds  with  the  twenty-sixth  German 
edition,  is  designed  to  assist  the  traveller  in  planning  his  tonr 
and  disposing  of  his  time  to  the  best  advantage,  to  render 
him  as  far  as  possible  independent  of  the  services  of  hotel- 
keepers,  commissionnaires,  and  guides,  and  thus  to  enable  him 
the  more  thoroughly  to  enjoy  and  appreciate  the  objects  of 
interest  he  meets  with  on  his  tour. 

The  Handbook  has  been  compiled  almost  entirely  from 
the  personal  observation  of  the  Editor,  and  most  of  the  country 
described  has  been  repeatedly  explored  by  him  with  a  view 
to  procure  the  latest  possible  information;  but,  as  many  of 
the  data  in  the  Handbook  relate  to  matters  which  are  con- 
stantly undergoing  alteration,  he  will  highly  appreciate  any 
corrections  or  suggestions  with  which  travellers  may  favour 
him.  Those  already  received,  which  in  many  instances  have 
proved  most  useful,  he  gratefully  acknowledges. 

The  districts  described  in  this  Handbook  were  formerly 
embraced  in  the  Handbook  for  Southern  Germany  and  Austria, 
which  is  now  published  in  two  separate  volumes.  The  inform- 
ation in  the  present  volume  is,  however,  much  fuller  than 
that  contained  in  tiie  corresponding  part  of  the  older  Hand- 
book, and  has  been  augmented  by  a  short  description  of  the 
Austrian  Alps.  Its  contents  are  divided  into  Ten  Sections 
(I.  Vienna  and  its  Environs;  II.  Upper  and  Lower  Austria, 
Salzkammergut,  and  Salzburg;  III.  Tyrol;  IV.  Styria,  Car- 
inthia,  Carniola,  and  Istria;  V.  Bohemia  and  Moravia;  VI. 
Galicia  and  the  Bukowina;  VII.  Dalmatia;  VIII.  Hungary, 
Croatia,  andSlavonia;  IX.  Transylvania;  X.  Bosnia),  each  of 
which  may  be  separately  removed  from  the  book  by  the  trav- 
eller who  wishes  to  minimise  the  bulk  of  his  luggage.  A  ful- 
ler description  of  the  mountainous  districts  of  S.  Germany 
and  Austria  (Tyrol,  Salzkammergut,  etc.)  has  been  published 
in  a  separate  volume  entitled  'The  Eastern  Alps'  (10th  Ed., 
1903). 

The  Maps  and  Plans,  on  which  special  care  has  been 
bestowed,  will,  it  is  hoped,  render  material  service  to  the 
traveller  in  planning  his  tour.  Five  new  maps  and  seven  new 
plans  have  been  added  in  ^biUj:esent  edition.

Time  Tables.  Information  as  to  the  departure  of  trains- 
steamboats,  and  diligences  is  seldom  to  be  relied  upon  un- 
less obtained  from  local  sources.  The  best  Austrian  time- 
tables are  contained  in  the  Oesterreichisches  Kursbuch,  which 
appears  at  Vienna  ten  times  annually  (1  K,  40  h.). 

Distances  by  road  are  given  approximately  in  English 
miles;  but  in  the  case  of  mountain-excursions  they  are  ex- 
pressed by  the  time  in  which  they  can  be  accomplished  by 
average  walkers.  Heights  are  given  in  English  feet  (1  Engl, 
ft.  =  0,3048  m6tre),  and  the  Populations  from  data  furnished 
by  the  most  recent  census. 

Hotels.  The  Editor  has  endeavoured  to  enumerate,  not 
only  the  first-class  hotels,  but  also  others  of  a  less  pretending 
kind,  which  may  be  safely  selected  by  the  *voyageur  en  gar- 
Qon',  with  little  sacrifice  of  comfort  and  great  saving  of  ex- 
penditure. The  asterisks  indicate  those  hotels  which  the 
Editor  has  reason  to  believe  to  be  provided  with  the  comforts 
and  conveniences  expected  in  an  up-to-date  establishment, 
and  also  to  be  well -managed  and  with  a  reasonable  scale  of 
charges.  Houses  of  a  more  modest  character,  when  good  of 
their  class,  are  described  as  'fair'  or  *very  fair'.  At  the  same 
time  the  Editor  does  not  doubt  that  comfortable  accommoda- 
tion may  often  be  obtained  at  hotels  which  he  has  not  starred 
or  even  mentioned.  Hotel-charges,  as  well  as  carriage-^fares 
and  fees  to  guides,  are  liable  to  frequent  variation,  and  gener- 
ally have  a  strong  upward  tendency;  but  these  items,  as  stated 
in  the  Handbook  either  from  the  personal  experience  of  the 
Editor  or  from  data  furnished  by  numerous  correspondents, 
will  at  least  afford  the  traveller  an  approximate  idea  of  his 
expenditure. 

To  hotel-keepers,  tradesmen,  and  others  the  Editor  begs 
to  intimate  that  a  character  for  fair  dealing  towards  trav- 
ellers is  the  sole  passport  to  his  commendation,  and  that 
advertisements  of  every  kind  are  strictly  excluded  from  his 
Handbooks.  Hotel-keepers  are  also  warned  against  persons 
representing  themselves  as  agents  for  Baedeker's  Handbooks. 
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INTRODUCTION. 


I.  Language.   Xoney.  Passports. 

Lanotjagb.  For  trayellers  purposing  to  explore  the  remoter 
parts  of  Austria  a  slight  acquaintance  with  German  is  yery  desirable ; 
but  those  who  do  not  deviate  from  the  beaten  track  will  generally 
find  that  English  or  French  is  spoken  at  the  principal  hotels  and  the 
usual  public  resorts.  A  few  remarks  on  the  Polish,  Hungarian,  and 
SlaTonlo  languages,  which  may  be  useful  to  trayellers  in  the  E.  and 
S.  provinces  of  Austria,  are  given  on  pp.  275,  320,  and  428. 

MoMBT.  The  new  Austrian  monetary  unit  is  the  Crown  (Krone) 
SB  100  Heller y  in  terms  of  which  the  railways,  custom-houses, 
bankers,  etc.,  state  their  charges.  But  in  ordinary  business  reckon- 
ings are  still  frequently  made  in  the  old  Florins  (Qvlden)  and 
Kreuzers  (1  florin  ==  100  kreuzer  =  2  crowns ;  1  kreuzer  «=  2  heller). 
The  current  silver  coins  are  pieces  of  6,  2,  1  crown ;  in  nickel  there 
are  10  and  20  heller  pieces,  and  in  bronze  2  and  1  heller  pieces. 
In  gold  there  are  pieces  of  10  and  20  crowns,  besides  the  gold 
florin  or  Gulden  (now  rare ;  4  gold  gulden  =  10  francs).  Large 
sums  are  paid  in  government  notes  (10  and  20  JT.)  or  bank-notes 
(50, 100,  and  1000  JT.).  The  average  rate  of  exchange  for  a  sovereign 
(or  a  German  gold  piece  of  20  marks)  is  24  K,,  and  for  a  Napoleon 
19  Vs  ^'  Those  who  desire  to  convert  considerable  sums  into  Austrian 
notes  should  be  careful  to  employ  respectable  bankers  or  money- 
changers ;  and  they  will  effect  the  exchange  to  better  advantage  in 
the  principal  towns  of  Austria  itself  than  at  Munich  or  other  towns 
in  Germany.  Those  who  travel  with  large  sums  should  be  provided 
with  English  circular  notes,  in  preference  to  bank-notes  or  gold,  as, 
if  lost,  their  value  is  recoverable.  American  travellers  may  also  find 
the  cheques  issued  by  the  American  Express  Co.  convenient. 

Travellers  who  propose  to  visit  Servia  will  find  a  short  account 
of  the  Servian  currency  under  Belgrade  at  p.  381.  The  Roumanian 
currency  is  similar,  francs  being  called  Lei  and  centimes  Bani.  — 
Money  in  Bosnia,  see  p.  428;  in  Montenegro,  see  p.  313. 

It  may  be  stated  generally  that  travelling  in  Austria,  except  the 
large  cities  and  the  fashionable  health-resorts,  is  less  expensive  than 
in  most  other  parts  of  Europe.  The  pedestrian  of  moderate  require- 
ments, and  tolerably  profldent  in  the  language,  may,  by  avoiding 
the  beaten  track  as  much  as  possible,  succeed  in  limiting  his  expen- 
diture to  6-8s.  per  diem;  but  the  traveller  who  prefers  driving  to 
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walking,  frequents  hotels  of  the  highest  class,  and  requires  the  ser- 
Tioes  of  guides  and  commissionaires,  must  be  prepared  to  expend 
at  least  25-30^.  daUy. 

Passpobts  are  not  absolutely  necessary  in  Austria  j  but  they  are 
sometimes  called  for  in  order  to  prove  the  identity  of  the  traveller, 
they  are  not  unfirequently  serviceable  in  procuring  admission  to  col- 
lections, and  they  must  be  presented  at  the  post-offlce  before  the 
traveller  can  obtain  delivery  of  registered  letters.  —  For  Servia  and 

Boumania  passports  are  indispensable  (see  pp.  381,  404). 

Foreign  Office  passports  may  be  obtained  in  London  through  G.  Smith 
and  8on^  63  Charing  Gross;  BtM«,  4^  West  Strand;  E.  Stanford^  26  Cock- 
spur  Street,  Charing  Cross  \  W.  J.  Adcuns^  59  Fleet  Street  (charge  2«. ;  agent's 
fee  1*.

Custom  Housb  formalities  are  now  almost  everywhere  lenient. 
As  a  rule,  however,  articles  purchased  during  the  journey,  which  are 
not  destined  for  personal  use,  should  be  declared  at  the  frontier.  At 
the  Austrian  frontier  playing-cards,  almanacks,  and  sealed  letters 
are  liable  to  confiscation.  Tobacco  and  cigars,  the  sale  of  which  in 
Austria  is  a  monopoly  of  government,  are  Uable  to  a  duty  of  about 
12  K,  per  pound.  According  to  the  strict  rule,  one  ounce  of  tobacco 
and  10  cigars  only  are  exempt  from  duty.  Cycles,  see  p.  xiv.  —  The 
keys  should  be  sent  along  with  all  luggage  forwarded  in  advance. 

II.  Season  and  Plan  of  Tour. 

The  Austria -Hungarian  monarchy  covers  an  area  of  116,840 
square  miles  (exclusive  of  Bosnia  and  the  Herzegovina),  with  a 
population  of  45,405,000  (26,151,000  in  Austria,  19,254,000  in 
Hungary),  of  whom  79  per  cent  in  Austria  and  61  per  cent  in  Hungary 
are  Roman  Catholics.  In  1900  there  were  9,171,000  Oermans  in 
Austria  and  2,136,000  in  Hungary,  16,690,000  Slavs  in  Austria  and 
5,180,000  in  Hungary,  and  8,742,000  Magyars  in  Hungary.  Four 
fifths  of  the  country  is  mountainous. 

The  best  time  for  a  visit  to  Vienna  or  Budapest  is  between  the 

middle  of  April  and  the  middle  of  June,  and  in  autumn.    During 

the  hot  summer  months  most  of  the  well-to-do  inhabitants  leave 

town  and  most  of  the  theatres  and  other  places  of  amusement  are 

closed.   The  health-resorts  are  frequented  from  early  spring,  and  at 

the  height  of  the  summer  are  generally  crowded  and  correspondingly 

expensive.    For  ascents  in  the  German  Alps,  the  Hohe  Tatra,  and 

the  Transylvanian  Carpathians  the  best  time  is  from  the  middle  of 

July  till  the  middle  of  September ;  for  walking  tours  and  for  the 

Southern  Alps  May,  June  and  September  are  preferable.    Comp.

Railway  Tbatellino  in  Austria  and  Hungary  is  less  expensive 
than  in  most  other  parts  of  Europe,  and  the  carriages  are  generally 
clean  and  comfortably  fitted  up.  The  second-class  carriages,  provided 
with  spring-seats,  are  sometimes  nearly  as  good  as  those  of  the  first 
class  in  England.  Smoking  is  allowed  in  all  the  carriages,  except 
those  *Fur  Nichtraucher'  and  the  coupes  for  ladies.  Corridor-trains 
run  on  most  of  the  main  lines  of  the  State  Railway,  and  the  long 
distance  expresses  usually  have  restaurant  cars  or  sleeping  cars.  The 
speed  seldom  exceeds  25  M.  per  hour,  and  as  the  railways  are 
generally  well  organised  and  under  the  supervision  of  government, 
accidents  are  happily  rare.  No  one  is  admitted  to  the  platform  without 
either  a  railway-ticket  or  a  platform-ticket  (Bahnstdgkarte).  Hand- 
luggage  is  free,  but  the  heavier  luggage  must  be  booked,  and  a  ticket 
procured  for  it ;  and  this  being  done,  the  traveller  need  be  under  no 
apprehension,  as  it  will  be  kept  in  safe  custody  at  its  destination 
until  he  presents  his  ticket.  When  a  frontier  has  to  be  crossed  the 
traveller  is  strongly  recommended  to  see  his  luggage  cleared  at  the 

custom-house  in  person. 

The  enormous  weight  of  the  trunks  used  by  some  travellers  not  un- 
freqnently  inflicts  serious  injury  on  the  hotel  and  railway  porters  who 
have  to  handle  them.  Travellers  are  therefore  urged  to  place  their  heavy 
articles  in  the  smaller  packages  and  thus  minimize  the  evil  as  far  as 
possible. 

Railway  time  throughout  Austria,  Hungary,  and  Servia  Is  that  of 
*Mid-Europe',  which  is  one  hour  in  advance  of  Greenwich  time. 
Roumania  observes  ^Eastern  Europe'  time,  which  is  one  hour  in  ad- 
vance of  Mid-Europe  time. 

Diligences,  called  ^Eilwagen'  oi  ^Mallepostei'  in  Austria,  gen- 
erally carry  three  passengers  only,  two  in  the  inside,  and  one  in  the 
coupe.  The  latter  alone  affords  a  tolerable  survey  of  the  scenery, 
and  should  if  possible  be  secured.  In  much-frequented  districts  it 
is  frequently  engaged  several  days  beforehand.  The  guards,  who  are 
often  retired  non-commissioned  officers,  are  generally  well-informed 
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and  oT)ligiDg.  The  usual  quantity  of  luggage  allowed  to  each  pass- 
enger by  the  Ellwagen  does  not  exceed  20  lbs.,  oyer-weight  being 
charged  for  by  tariff.  Passengers  are  sometimes  required  to  book 
their  luggage  two  hours  before  the  time  of  starting,  or  even  on  the 
preyious  erening.  —  The  old  ^Stellwagen\  formerly  the  chief  means 
of  transit  in  Tyrol,  has  now  been  superseded  by  the  more  comfort- 
able Omnibus.  On  nearly  all  the  chief  routes  Po<t-0mm5ti<e«  now 
run,  with  relays  of  horses  at  the  different  stages.  The  best  places 
are  the  cabriolet  and  the  coup^ ;  and  travellers  should  secure  their 
seats  in  good  time. 

Extra-Post.  The  usual  tariff  in  Austria  for  a  carriage  and  pair 
for  four  persons  with  moderate  luggage  is  about  10  K.  per  stage  of 
15  kilometres  (93/g  Engl.  M.).  For  a  party  of  four  persons  posting 
is  cheaper  than  trayeUing  by  diligence,  and  of  course  pleasanter.  — 
In  engaging  Paiyatb  Cakbiagss  the  stipulation  should  always  be 
made  that  the  fare  includes  ail  toUs. 

IV.  Cycling. 

(Gommunioated  by  W.  CMearaj  Manager  of  G.  T.  G.  Toaring  Bureau  ) 
The  roads  of  Austria-Hungary,  on  the  whole,  fall  considerably 
short  of  the  English  standard,  for  the  steam-roller  is  unknown  in 
that  country.  The  best  are  those  in  Tyrol  and  Carinthia,  which  are 
about  equal  in  quality  to  middling  English  roads.  The  further  east 
one  goes  the  worse  the  roads  become.  As  a  rule,  the  principal  roads 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  larger  towns  are  in  bad  condition  owing 
to  the  traffic,  and  are  almost  impassable  in  wet  weather.  The  roads 
in  the  principal  Alpine  valleys  are  often  very  fair  and  generally  not 
very  steep.  When  they  lead  over  a  pass  they  are  mostly  rideable 
with  comfort  up  to  a  certain  point ;  then  comes  a  steep  rise  followed 
by  a  steep  pitch  on  the  other  side,  and  then  again  a  moderate  incline. 
Their  condition  is  at  its  worst  in  early  spring  and  late  autumn,  for 
then  the  repairs  take  place;  i.c.  loose,  sharp  edged  stones  are  dumped 
into  all  the  holes  on  the  surface  and  along  the  ruts ;  the  rest  is  left 
to  the  traf&e.  —  In  Hungary  only  the  Hungarian  names  of  places 
appear  on  the  guide-posts. 

The  rule  of  the  road  in  Austria  is  somewhat  complicated.  In 
Styria,  Upper  and  Lower  Austria,  Salzburg,  Camiola,  Croatia,  and 
Hungary  we  keep  to  the  left,  and  pass  to  the  right  on  overtaking ; 
in  Carinthia,  Tyrol,  and  the  Austrian  Littoral  (Adriatic  coast: 
Trieste,  Gorizia  and  Gradlsca,  Istria  and  Dalmatia)  we  keep  to  the 
right  and  overtake  to  the  left.  Troops  on  the  march  always  keep  to 
the  right  side  of  the  road,  so  in  whatever  part  of  the  Empire  you 
meet  them,  keep  to  the  left. 

In  Styria  the  law  allows  cyclists  to  make  use  of  the  paths  set 
aside  for  foot-passengers  on  all  the  government  tok^b  (Beichsstrassen), 
On  other  roads  there  is  generally  a  strip  on  one  side  used  by  pedes- 
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trians  tut  not  absolutely  reserved  for  them,  which  can  be  used 
with  Impunity  by  cyclists,  always  on  the  understanding  that  they 
must  make  way  for  people  on  foot.  On  the  whole,  the  police  are 
not  nearly  so  strict  in  Anstria  as  they  are  in  Germany  with  regard  to 
the  use  of  footpaths  by  cyclists.  Every  machine  must  be  provided 
vrith  a  lamp;  coloured  glass  is  not  allowed.  There  is  no  fixed  rule 
as  to  the  hour  for  lighting  up.  It  is  sufficient  to  show  a  light  about 
nightfall. 

In  some  localitiea  there  are  special  laws,  for  instance  with  regard 
to  the  use  of  certain  streets  by  cyclists.  But  these  municipal  reg- 
ulations are  too  numerous  and  subject  to  too  frequent  change  to 
be  quoted  here.  They  are  moreover  not  applied  very  strictly  in  the 
case  of  foreign  riders.  The  prudent  tourist  might  perhaps  enquire 
locally,  especially  in  the  larger  towns,  as  to  whether  there  are  any 
such  municipal  regulations  in  force. 

Cyclists  entering  the  Austrian  Empire  have  to  deposit  a  duty 
of  50  K,  (about  22.  10a.),  which  is  refunded  when  they  leave  the 
country,  provided  the  rather  intricate  conditions  stated  on  the 
customs  receipt  are  complied  with.  The  tourist  would  do  well  to 
join  the  Cyclists'  Touring  Club  (chief  offices,  47,  Victoria  Street, 
Westminster,  London,  S.W.),  whose  members  are,  on  presentation 
of  the  special  ticket  supplied  gratis  by  the  Club,  exempted  from 
making  this  deposit. 

Bicycles  accompanied  by  their  owners  are  carried  in  all  trains 
as  passenger's  luggage.  There  is  no  free  allowance  of  luggage  on 
the  state-railways.  Superfluous  luggage  should  be  sent  on,  pre- 
ferably a  few  days  ahead,  by  parcels  post;  the  service  is  rather  slow. 

Before  starting  on  one's  journey  one  should  procure  the  neces- 
sary maps  and  carefully  study  the  proposed  route,  endeavouring  as 
far  as  possible  to  so  arrange  it  as  to  ride  down  the  river  valleys  and 
to  avoid  long  toilsome  grinds  uphill.  Suitable  maps  are  supplied 
by  the  Cyclists'  Touring  Club,  and  the  Touring  Bureau  of  the  club 
will  always  assist  members  in  planning  their  tours.  The  C.  T.  C. 
issues  a  Road  Book,  in  which  the  principal  Austrian  roads  are  de- 
scribed. It  has  concluded  a  great  number  of  contracts  with  hotel- 
keepers  whereby  its  members  are  granted  special  terms  and  dis- 
counts, and  there  is  a  reciprocal  agreement  between  that  body  and  • 
the  Austrian  Touring  Club,  in  virtue  of  which  C.  T.  C.  members  are 
entitled  to  the  special  terms  arranged  by  the  Austrian  Club  for  its 
own  members  with  a  great  many  hotel-keepers  and  others.  The 
Consuls  or  local  representatives  of  both  clubs  are  always  pleased  to 
giye  advice  and  assistance  to  0.  T.  C.  members.

V.  Hotels.   Bestaurants.   Caf^s. 

Hotels.  The  flrst-class  hotels  In  the  principal  towns  and  water- 
ing-places throughout  Austria  and  Hungary  are  generally  good ;  and 
though  the  charge  for  rooms  is  comparatiyely  high  (6-10  K,  or  more), 
the  guest  enjoys  freedom  from  other  demands.  Table  d'h6te  meals 
are  not  usual,  and  are  moreover  dearer  than  meals  served  h.  la  carte 
in  the  restaurants  usually  connected  with  the  hotel.  Pedestrians  and 
travellers  of  moderate  requirements  will  find  the  Austrian  country- 
inns  Tory  reasonable,  5-69.  a  day  being  generally  sufficient  to  include 
every  item. 

Where  the  traveller  remains  for  a  week  or  more  at  a  hotel,  it 
is  advisable  to  pay,  or  at  least  call  for  his  account  every  two  or  three 
days,  in  order  that  errors  may  be  at  once  detected.  Verbal  reckon- 
ings are  objectionable.  A  waiter's  arithmetic  is  faulty,  and  his 
mistakes  are  seldom  in  favour  of  the  traveller.  It  is  also  objection- 
able to  delay  paying  one's  bill  till  the  last  moment,  when  errors 
or  wilful  impositions  must  be  submitted  to  for  want  of  time  to  in- 
vestigate them.    Those  who  intend  starting  early  in  the  morning 

will  do  well  to  ask  for  their  bills  on  the  previous  evening. 

Hotel  -  keepers  who  wish  to  commend  their  houses  to  British  and 
American  travellers  are  reminded  of  the  desirability  of  providing  the  bed- 
rooms with  large  basins,  foot-baths,  plenty  of  water,  and  an  adequate 
supply  of  towels.  Qreat  care  should  be  taken  to  ensure  that  the  sanitary 
arrangements  are  in  proper  order,  including  a  strong  flush  of  water  and 
proper  toilette-paper;  and  no  house  that  is  deficient  in  this  respect  can 
rank  as  first-class  or  receive  a  star  of  commendation,  whatever  may  be 
its  excellencies  in  other  departments. 
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The  word  PiouUm  is  used  in  the  Handbook  m  including  board,  lodging, 
and  attendance. 

EDglish  trayellers  often  give  trouble  by  ordering  things  almost 
unknown  in  Austrian  usage  ]  and  they  are  apt  to  become  inyolved 
in  disputes  owing  to  their  ignorance  of  the  language.  They  should 
therefore  endeavour  to  acquire  enough  of  the  German  language  to 
render  themselves  intelligible  to  the  servants,  and  should  try  to  con- 
form as  far  as  possible  to  the  habits  of  the  country.  For  this  purpose 
Baedeker^s  ^Conversation  Dictionary'  and  ^Traveller's  Manual  of  Con- 
versation' will  be  found  useful. 

Bestauraats  are  frequented  between  12  and  2  for  luncheon  and 
after  7  p.m.  for  dinner,  or  in  the  large  towns  after  the  theatre. 
Meals  «re  usually  served  %  la  carte,  seldom  a  prix  fixe  (3-8  JT.).  A 
feature  of  many  of  the  Austrian  restaurants  (and  hotels)  is  the 
^Oastaimmer*  or  *8ch%Pemme*  for  the  humbler  classes  on  the  ground- 
floor,  while  the  ^8alU  2k  Manger'  or  ^8peiMr'8adC  is  on  the  first  floor. 
The  refreshments  supplied  in  these  different  appartments  are  gen- 
erally the  same,  while  the  charges  differ  considerably.  —  The  table- 
waiter  ('Speisetrager')  and  the  headwaiter  or  'Zahlkellner'  to  whom 
payment  is  made  each  expect  a  gratuity  of  10-20  h.  (or  about  5  per 
cent  of  the  bill)^  while.  5-10  K  may  be  given  to  the  'piccolo'  or  waiter 

who  attends  to  the  liquors. 

Some  of  the  Austrian  dishes  have  curions  names  ^  t.g.  ^Gamiertes 
Bindfleisch*  or  *Feine8  BindfleisV,  boiled  beef  with  various  vegetables, 
usually  very  good;  *Guly^\  Hungarian  baked  meat,  peppered;  *Paprika> 
huhn\  fowl  prepared  in  a  similar  way;  ^Jungfembraten*,  roast  pork  with 


e  Erdapfer,  new  potatoes  i 
flower  1  'Kren%  horse-radish;  ^Aspic ,  jelly;  'Bisibiai'',  rice  and  peas; 
^Beuscher,  calves^  lungs  in  vinegar;  ^Junges  Wild\  ragout  ox:  entrails  of 
game,  etc. ;  *Eaiserfleiach%  smoked  sucking-pig ;  ^Krenfleisch'',  stewed  pork 
with  horse-raddish;  'Frankfurter',  small  boiled  sausages.  —  Gold  dishes 
and  whets  are  grouped  under  the  heading  *Hors  d'o&uvres'  or  'Assietten'.  — 
Among  favourite  sweet  dishes  are :  *Strudel  mit  Boster\  thin  pastry  with 
steamed  plums ;.*8chmarm\  a  kind  of  pastry;  ^Bohmische  Dalken\  pastry 
with  stewed  plums  (p6wedel);  'Topfenhaluska',  dumplings  with  curds; 
»Koch\  souflFl^. 

Tsble-wine  is  served  in  open  bottles  O/i  litre)  or  in  glasses,  and  is 
usually  drunk  mixed  with  soda-water  (syphon)  or  other  mineral  water. 
*Bin  achtel  gespritat*  means  Vs  litre  of  wine  with  i/s  litre  of  soda-water; 
'doppelt'  or  Woll  gespritst'  means  with  twice  the  quantity  of  soda-water. 

Caf4s  are  frequented  for  breakfast  between  8  and  10  a.m.,  while 
in  the  large  towns  they  seldom  close  before  2  or  3  a^m.  Beer  is 
rarely  to  be  obtained  and  only  cold  viands  are  provided.  The  table- 
waiter  and  the  'Zahlmarqueur'  each  expect  4-6  ft.  from  a  single 

visitor.

Kach  cab  is  bound  to  contain  a  detailed  Dittanee  Tariffs  with  alphabet- 
ical list  of  starting-points;  and  all  ordinary  fares  (including  lOmin.  wait- 
ing) are  calculated  on  this  basis.  Waiting  for  more  than  10  min.  and 
return-drives  are  paid  for  by  time  (one-horse,  cab  40,  two-horse  60  A.  each 
V4  hr.)-  An  extra  fee  (one-horse  cab  60,  two-horse  80  h.)  is  payable  when 
the  cab  is  ordered  in  advance  and  for  all  drives  from  railway-stations, 
8teamboat-quays  ,  theatres ,  or  pleasure-resorts.

Vienna  (436  ft.),  the  capital  of  the  Austria-Hungarian  Monarchy 

and  the  residence  of  the  emperor,  lies  in  a  plain  surrounded  by  distant 

mountains,  on  the  Danube  Canal,  into  which  the  Wien  falls  within 

the  city.   The  city  is  divided  into  21  districts  (*Bezirke'):  I.  Interior 

of  the  city,  II.  Leopoldstadt,  III.  Landstrasse,  IV.  Wieden,  V.  Mar- 

gareten,  VI.  Mariahilf,  VII.  Neuhau,  VIII.  Josephstadt,  IX.  Alser- 

grund,  X.  Favoriten,  XI.  Simmering,  XII.  Meidling,  XIII.  Hietzing, 

XIV.  Rudolfsheim,  XV.  Fiiufhans,  XVI.  Ottakring,  XVII.  Hernals, 

XVm.  Wahring,  XIX.  Doling,  XX.  Brigittenau,  XXI.  Floridsdorf. 

According  to  the  census  of  1902  the  interior  of  the  city  had  a 

population  of  68,500,  the  whole  town  1,676,000  inhab.,  including 

147,000  Jews  and  a  garrison  of  26,600  soldiers. 

Vienna  was  originally  the  ancient  Celtic  settlement  of  Vindomna  or 
Vindomina  (old  Celtic  Vinddbona),  which  the  Romans  seized  and  fortified 
about  A.  D.  14.  Marcus  Aurelius  died  here  in  180.  By  the  end  of  the 
third  century  the  settlement  had  become  a  municipium  or  town,  and  the  seat 
of  the  Roman  civil  and  military  government,  and  it  continues  to  flourish 
until  the  invasion  of  the  Avars  about  688.  From  that  date  the  Roman 
Vindobona  disappears  from  history  until  791,  when  Charlemagne  con- 
quered the  Avars  and  made  the  tract  between  the  Enns  and  the  Wiener 
Wald  the  boundary  of  his  empire.  From  the  time  of  Emp.  Otho  II. 
(973-983)  the  fief  of  Austria  (the  'Eastern  Mark')  was  held  by  the  Baben- 
bergers,  who  exchanged  their  title  of  'Markgraf,  or  count  of  the  Mark, 
for  that  of  duke  in  the  reign  of  Frederick  Barbarossa  (12th  cent.)>  The 
first  mention  of  Viennis  occurs  in  a  charter  of  1030;  in  1137  it  is  spoken 
of  as  Vimmemit  Locus;  and  in  1166' it  became  the  residence  of  Duke 
lleinrich  Jasomirgott.  During  the  Crusades  Vienna  increased  so  rapidly, 
owing  to  the  traffic  which  flowed  through  it,  that  wheU'tJie  Babenbergers 
had  become  extinct,  and  Ottokar  of  Bohemia  occupied  the  country  (1251- 
1276),  those  fortifications  were  probably  marked  out  which  formed  the 
boundary  of  the  inner  city  down  to  1857.  Ottokar  was  defeated  by 
Rudolph  of  Hapsburg  in  1276,  and  Vienna  then  became  the  seat  of  the 
Hapsburg  Dynasty.  In  1365  Duke  Rndolph  IV.  founded  the  University,  and 
in  1480  Vienna  became  the  seat  of  a  bishop  (after  1723  an  archbishop).    In 
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1515  Emp.  Maximilian  I.  entertained  WladisI aw  II.,  King  of  Hungary  and 
Bohemia,  and  Sigismund  I.,  King  of  Poland,  at  Vienna,  and  on  that  occasion 
concluded  the  marriages  of  his  children,  through  which  Bohemia,  Moravia, 
and  Hungary  fell  to  the  crown  of  Austria,  giving  rise  to  the  saying:  — 
*  Bella  gerant  alii,  tu  felix  Austria  nube; 
If  am  quae  Mart  aliit^  dai  tibi  regno  Venus^. 
Vienna  was  twice  besieged  by  the  Turks,  under  Soliman  II.  from  22nd 
Sept.  to  15th  Oct.,  1529,   and  under  Mohammed  IV.,   by  the  grand- visier 
Kara  Mustapha,  from  14th  July  to  12th  Sept.,  1683.    In  the  latter  case  they 
were  defeated  by  John  Sobieski,  King  of  Poland,  and  Margrave  Lewis  of 
Baden  with  an  allied  army  of  Poles,  Austrians,  Saxons,  Bavarians,  and 
Franks.    In  addition  to  its  inner  fortifications.  External  Works  were  con- 
structed in  1704  as  a  protection  against  the  incursions  of  the  Hungarians 
under  Francis  Rakoczy.    These,  consisting  of  a  rampart,  12  ft.  high,  and 
a  fosse,   were  called  the  Linien-Oraben  and  Linie»-Wall^  or  the  *-Lines\ 
but  the  Viennese  afterwards  generally  applied  the  word  to  the  fourteen 
exits  from  the  city  named  after  the  suburbs  adjoining  them.    Under  Char- 
les VI.  (1712-40)  and  Maria  Theresa  (1740-80)  Vienna  rapidly  developed 
as  the  social  and  political  centre  of  the  monarchy,  while  the  not  wholly 
successful  reforming  energy  of  Joseph  II.  (1780-90)  accomplished  much 
for  the  capital  at  least.    The  love  of  the  Viennese  for  music  and  the 
drama  attracted  hither  Qluck,   Haydn,  Moeart,  and  Beethoven,  and  in 
1776  the  Burg-Theater  was  founded.    After  the  disastrous  battles  of  1805 
(Austerlitz)  and  1809  (Wagram)  Vienna  was  for  a  short  period  occupied 
by  the  French.    The  Congress  of  Vienna  was  held  from  16th  Sept.,  1814, 
to  19th  June,  1815.    The  period  of  political  reaction  that  followed  the 
overthrow  of  Napoleon  ret-arded  also  the  material  prosperity  of  the  city. 
An  insurrection  in  1848  was  repressed  by  the  strong  hand,  but  it  led  to 
the  abdication  of  Emp.  Ferdinand  I.,  and  a  better  condition  of  things 
dawned  at  the  accession  of  Francis  Joseph.    The  Internal  FortiJleaHons^ 
consisting  of  rampart,   fosse,  and  glacis,  were  levelled  in  pursuance  of  an 
imperial  decree  of  1857,  and  the  space  used  for  the  erection  of  the  Ring- 
Straue  (p.  26),  a  broad  street  encircling  the  interior  of  the  city.     Tbc 
famous  ^  Compr<miise'  or  agreement  between  Austria  and  Hungary  in  1867 
made  Budapest  the  capital  of  the  E.  or  'Transleithan'*  half  of  the  empire 
and  an  alternative  residence  of  the  emperor,  thenceforward  known  also  as 
*King  of  Hungary\    This  was  a  severe  blow  to  Vienna,  and  although  its 
trade  and  means  of  communication  have  made  great  strides,  it  still  lags 
behind  other  great  cities  in  some  matters  of  municipal  importance.   Among 
recent  events  of  moment  to  the  city  are  the  regulation  of  the  Danube  in 
1870-77,  the  Internationa]  exhibition  of  1873.  the  destruction  of  the  Linicn- 
Wall  and  the  incorporation  of  the  outer  districts  with  the  city  after  1890 
(p.  12),  and  the  construction  of  the  Stadtbahn  (p.  5)  in  1898-1902. 

The  great  Beligious  Houses  and  Abbeys  of  Austria  formerly  possessed 
and  still  hold  much  valuable  property  in  Vienna.  They  own  several  of 
those  huge  edifices  called  H6fe^  which  contain  inmates  enough  to  people 
a  small  town.  One  of  the  largest  is  the  Schoitenhof  (p.  24),  once  be« 
longing  to  Scottish  Benedictines,  who  were  invited  hither  by  Heinricli  II. 
Jasomirgott  in  1158,  but  afterwards  gave  place  to  German  monks.  .  Oppa> 
site  to  it,  and  nearly  as  large,  is  the  MSlkerhof^  owned  by  the  Abbey  of 
Melk  (p.  91).  The  Starhembergisehe  Freihaus  in  the  suburb  of  Wieden 
contains  upwards  of  200  different  dwellings,  and  the  Rote  Haus  in  the 
Alsergrund  is  scarcely  smaller. 

Vienna^s  importance  as  a  seat  of  Art  dates  from  the  18th  century. 
Its  only  considerable  mediaeval  buildings  are  the  cathedral  of  St.  Stephen 
and  the  church  of  Maria-Stiegen,  while  it  contains  few  Renaissance  mon- 
uments; but  under  the  influence  of/.  B.  Fischer  von  Erlach  (1656-1723)  and 
Lukas  von  Hildebrand  (1666-1745)  baroque  architecture  attained  a  brilliant 
development.  From  this  period  date  Schonbrunn,  the  Winter  Riding 
School,  the  Imperial  Library  and  other  imperial  buildings,  as  well  as  the 
Belvedere  and  the  Winter  Palace  (both  erected  for  Prince  Eugene  of  Savoy) 
and  many  palaces  of  the  nobility.  Raphael  Donner  (1693-1741)  was  tha 
first  Viennese  sculptor  of  eminence;  he  was  succeeded  by  J,    W.  Befftf 
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(1726  i806),  /.  B.  Hagenauer  (1732-1810),  /.  M.  FUcher  (1740-1820),  and  the 
portrait-sctdptor  F.  X.  Mesterfehmidt  (1723-83).  The  architect  Peter  von 
Mobile  (1774-1864)  and  the  sculptor  Franz  Zauner  (1746-1822)  were  the  lead- 
ing artists  of  the  ^Empire*  period. 

Vienna  has  possessed  an  Academy  of  Art  since  1692,  but  the  develop- 
ment of  its  school  of  painting  has  been  tardy.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
19th  cent  the  younger  men  of  talent,  such  as  Moriit  Schteind  and  Ed.  BteMe^ 
were  forced  to  seek  refuge  in  Borne,  Munich,  or  Paris  from  the  prevailing 
academic  rigidity.  Friedrieh  Amerling  (1803 -87j  and  the  miniaturist  Moritz 
Daffinger  (1790-1849),  the  darling  of  the  Viennese  aristocracy,  were  content 
to  become  shallow  imitators  of  Lawrence  and  the  other  British  portrait, 
painters;  while  WcOdmiUler,  Danhatuer^  and  Peter  Fendi  enjoyed  only  a 
brief  prosperity  about  the  middle  of  the  century.  The  efforts  of  J.  von 
FHhrich  (1800-76)  and  Karl  RaM  (1812-65)  to  introduce  the  monumental 
style  of  mural  painting  achieved  no  lasting  success,  and  the  severe  and 
elevated  style  of^ii.  Feuerhach  (1829-80),  who  worked  at  the  Academy  in 
1873-76,  remained  entirely  unappreciated.  Hans  Makart  (1840-84)  alone,  a 
genuine  product  of  Austrian  soil,  enjoyed  general  popularity  in  virtue  of 
his  orgies  of  colour.  The  younger  Viennese  school  has  disappointed  ex- 
pectations, in  spite  of  the  influence  of  the  landscapists  Rud.  AU  (1812-1906), 
B.  J.  Sehindler  (1842-92),  Th.  von  Hdrmann  (1840-95),  and  Karl  Moll  (b.  1861), 
and  the  establishment  of  the  ^Secession". 

Various  circumstances  combined  to  favour  the  development  of  modern 
architecture  in  Vienna.  About  the  middle  of  last  century  artistic  work 
was  much  in  demand  in  connection  with  the  building  of  the  Arsenal 
and  the  Altlerchenfeld  and  Votive  churches,  but  the  chief  impetus  came 
after  1860  with  the  removal  of  the  old  fortifications  and  the  consequent 
demand  for  new  edifices.  The  churches  of  Maria  vom  Siege,  St.  Othmar, 
and  St.  Brigitta,  and  the  new  Rathaus  were  built  by  Fried.  Schmidt  (1825- 
91),  who  takes  his  place  among  the  masters  of  Gothic  architecture.  Aug, 
von  Siccardsburg  (1813-68)  and  Ed.  van  der  Niill  (1812-68)  adopted  the  style 
of  the  French  Renaissance  (Hofopern-Theater,  Larisch  Palace);  while  Ihe 
style  of  the  Itilian  Renaissance  was  followed  by  H.  von  Ferstel  (1828-88; 
Austrian  Museum,  University),  OoUfried  Semper  (1803-79),  and  K.  von 
Hatencater  (1833-94;  Imperial  Museums,  Burg -Theater,  new  wing  of  the 
Hofburg).  TJieophil  Hansen  (1813  91),  who  built  the  Beichsrats-Gebaude  in 
the  Greek  style,  was  a  Dane.  Otto  Wagner  (b.  1841)  has  acquired  a  high 
reputation  by  his  designs  for  the  stations  of  the  Stadtbahn  and  for  large 
tenement  houses. 

In  the  province  of  sculpture  Zumbusch  and  Fernkom  were  not  natives  of 
Vienna,  but  a  healthy  and  vigorous  Austrian  school  soon  sprang  up,  direct- 
ing its  efforts  chiefly  to  portraiture  (Kundmann^   Tilgner^  TTeyr,  Hellmer), 


I.  The  Inner  Citt  and  the  Ring  -  Strasse. 

a.    Church  of  St,  Stephen,   Graben,  Kohlmarht, 

The  *Chnrch  of  St.  Stephen  (PI.  II;  C,  3),  or  Cathedral,  the 
most  important  edifice  in  Vienna ,  occupying  the  site  of  an  earlier 
church  consecrated  in  1147,  dates  in  its  present  form  mainly  from 
three  different  periods.  The  W.  facade,  with  the  Riesentor  (see 
p.  16),  hullt  ahout  1230,  belonged  to  the  new  edifice  rendered 
necessary  by  the  conflagration  of  1193.  After  another  fire  in  1258 
the  transepts  and  a  polygonal  choir  were  added,  while  the  nave  and 
facade  were  heightened.  The  two  towers  of  the  last,  called  the 
Heidenturme  (210  ft.  highl ,  still  retain  late-Romanesque  features. 
Albert  II.  In  1340  replaced  the  polygonal  choir  hy  a  Gothic  edifice, 
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with  naye  and  aisles }  and  under  Rudolf  lY.  (1356-65)  was  begun 
the  restoration  of  the  nave  (vaulted  by  Hans  von  Puehsbaum  in 
1446-54]  and  the  construction  of  the  two  Gothic  chapels  beside 
the  facade.  The  S.  tower  (448  ft.  high],  completed  by  Hans  von 
Prachatits,  dates  from  1359-1433 ;  the  unfinished  N.  tower  (213  ft.], 
begun  in  1450-1511,  received  its  present  Renaissance  upper  story 
from  Hans  Saphoy  in  1579.  The  roof  is  covered  with  coloured  tiles. 
Since  1852  the  cathedral  has  been  thoroughly  restored  by  L.  Ernst 
(d.  1862],  Fr.  Schmidt  (d.  1891),  and  Hermann;  the  facade  in 
1901-2. 

Exterior.  The  Romane«que  Riesentor,  or  Giant's  Door,  which  was 
mach  injared  in  the  i4th  cent,  by  the  insertion  of  the  large  Gothic  window 
of  the  W.  fa9ade,  is  opened  only  on  occasions  of  great  solemnity.  It  is 
embellished  with  a  number  of  sculptures  of  the  Romanesque  era.  —  On 
the  S.  side,  a^oining  the  first  entrance  (Singertor),  is  a  tombstone  said 
to  be  that  of  the  Meistersanger  Xeithart  Fuchs  (14th  cent.).  Then  follows 
the  bay  of  the  tower  with  the  /Vtmtor,  in  which  are  memorial  tablets, 
with  busts,  by  Kundmann  (1894),  of  L.  Ernst  and  Fr.  Schmidt  (see 
above).  —  The  Choir  is  surrounded  Dy  tombstones.  In  a  recess  is  a  fresco 
of  Hell  by  Danhauser  (1837;  restored  in  1894).  The  reliefs  in  stone,  Christ 
taking  leave  of  the  Holy  Women,  Christ  on  the  Mt.  of  Olives,  and  Bearing 
of  the  Cross,  date  from  the  16th  century.  On  the  N.E.  side  is  the  Pulpit  of 
the  Franciscan  monk  Capi»iranu$  (1461);  adjacent  is  the  entrance  to  the 
catacombs  or  burial  vaults  (no  admission).  The  entrance  to  the  bay  of 
the  K.  tower  is  named  the  AdlTtor  (Eaglet's  Door),  the  second  N.  entrance 
is  the  Bischo/stor  (Bishop^s  Door). 

Interior.  The  very  gloomy  interior  is  864  ft.  long  and  106  ft.  broad; 
the  lofty  nave  (93  ft.  high;  aisles  73  ft.)  has  no  upper  lights.  The  rich 
groined  vaulting  is  borne  by  18  massive  pillars,  adorned  with  upwards 
of  100  statues.  Numerous  barooue  altars  of  the  17th  cent,  enhance  the 
picturesque  appearance  of  the  interior.  —  The  choir  is  closed  1-4,  the 
chapels,  which,  however,  the  sacristan  opens,  1-7. 

The  Xave  contains  the  late-Gothic  *Falpit^  ascribed  to  the  architect 
Ant.  Pilgram  (ca.  1612)  \  on  the  front,  four  Fathers  of  the  Church ;  under 
the  stairs,  the  figure  of  the  master,  looking  through  a  window.  —  The 
large  oi^an,  above  the  W.  entrance,  is  by  Neuhau$er  (1720).  Adjacent  are 
the  Gothic  chapels  mentioned  above.  The  Chapel  of  St.  ^gidius,  or  Dukes'* 
Chapel,  on  the  S.,  has  ancient  stained  glass  and  a  i6th  cent,  painting  of 
the  Bearing  of  the  Cross.  In  the  Tirna  Chanel ,  or  Chapel  of  the  Cross, 
is  the  tomb  of  Prince  Eugene  of  Savoy  (p.  d6).  —  In  tlie  N.  aisle,  near 
the  Adlertor.  is  an  old  organ  screen  by  Pilgram  (1009),  beneath  which 
is  the  stone  ngure  of  the  master,  holding  a  rule  and  pair  of  compasses  in 
his  hand. 

Choib.  The  Frauenehor  (N.  side-choir)  contains  many  monuments,  in- 
cluding those  of  Duke  Rudolph  IV.  and  Catharine,  his  duchess.  In  the 
ffat^tchor  (centre-choir)  is  the  high-altar  of  black  marble  by  Hans  Bock^  with 
an  altar-piece  of  the  Stoning  of  St.  Stephen,  by  TobituBoek ;  richly-carved 
choir-stalls  of  the  16th  century.  Two  of  Uie  windows  contain  old  stained 
glass  (14-l&th  cent.).  In  front  of  the  steps  to  the  vestry  is  a  stone  which 
closes  the  entrance  to  the  old  burial-vault  of  the  sovereigns  of  Austria ;  but 
for  the  last  200  years  the  members  of  the  imperial  family  have  been  interred 
in  the  church  of  the  Capuchins  (p.  21).  —  The  Thekla  Choir  or  Apottelehor 
contains  the  *8arcoph<^fu*  of  Emp.  Frederick  III.  (d.  1493),  by  ZercA,  com- 
pleted in  1613,  a  most  elaborate  work  in  red  and  white  marble,  surrounded 
by  82  coats-of-arms ;  in  8  sections  below  are  scenes  from  the  history  of 
Wiener-Keustadt  (p.  174),  etc. ;  at  the  feet  of  the  figure  various  animals. 
To  the  right  of  the  tomb  is  a  fine  winged  altar,  brought  in  1886  from 
the  Veu-Closter  at  Wiener-Neuatadt.  —  The  Treasury  is  situated  behind 
the  Apostelchor. 
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In  the  bay  of  the  S.  Towbb  is  a  triumphal  *Arch  (50  ft.  high)  of  red 
marble  in  the  baroque  style,  by  Hellmer  (1^4),  commemorating  the  relief 
of  Vienna  from  the  Turkish  besiegers  in  1683;  the  numerous  figures  and 
reliefs  in  Carrara  marble  are  explained  by  the  inscription.  Opposite  is 
the  Chapel  of  St.  Cathabinb  (1396),  with  beautiful  groined  vaulting, 
which  contains  a  wooden  Crucifix  of  the  14th  cent,  and  a  fine  font  of  1481. 

The  *Tower  of  St.  Stephen's  (449  ft.),  which  affords  an  extensive  view 
and  a  good  survey  of  the  battlefields  of  Lobau,  Wagram,  and  Essling,  was 
erected  in  1860^64  to  replace  the  former  tower,  which  had  to  be  taken 
down  owing  to  its  unsafe  condition.  In  the  second  stage  hangs  the  huge 
bell.  Tickets  for  the  ascent  (533  steps)  obtained  at  the  sacristan'^s  office, 
Stephans-Platz  1  (SOh.\  on  week-days  only,  8-5). 

On  the  N.  side  of  the  Stephans-Platz  is  the  Archiepiscopal  Palace^ 

erected  in  1631-41 ;  in  the  court  is  a  tasteful  fountain.  —  The  S. 

continuation  of  the  Stephans-Platz  is  called  the  Stock -im'Eisen- 

Platz. 

At  the  corner  of  the  Graben  and  Earntner  Str.,  in  front  of  the  Equi- 
table Assurance  Office  (built  in  1890),  is  the  *^  Stock  im  £i8en\  the  stump 
of  a  larch,  full  of  nails  driven  iiito  it  in  accordance  with  an  ancient 
national  custom  (not  peculiar  to  Austria),  on  account  of  its  supposed 
sanctity.  The  stump  is  secured  with  an  iron  hoop  and  a  lock  bearing 
the  date  1575.  It  is  said  once  to  have  marked  the  end  of  the  Wiener 
Wald.  —  At  the  comer  of  the  Stephans-Platz  and  the  Singer-Str.  rises  the 
handsome  house  ^Zum  Goldenen  Becher",  adorned  with  frescoes. 

The  Gbabbn  (Pi.  II;  C,  3),  with  its  attractive  shops  (p.  8),  the 

principal  business-street  in  Vienna  next  to  the  Karntner-Str.  (p.  21), 

was  the  moat  of  the  fortifications  in  the  12th  cent.,  and  the  houses 

on  the  N.  side  occupy  the  site  of  the  ancient  wall. 

On  the  right,  No.  31,  is  the  Aziendahof^  in  the  Italian  Renaissance 
style ,  by  Hasenauer  (1867) ;  then  (No.  29)  the  Trattnerhof  (1776)  and  (to 
the  left,  No.  14)  the  Orahenhof,  by  Wagner  &  Thienemann  (1878).  —  In 
the  centre  of  the  Graben  rises  the  Trinity  Column  (PI.  IT*,  G,  8),  a  con- 
fused group  of  figures  among  clouds,  erected  by  order  of  Emp.  Leopold  I. 
in  1693,  in  memory  of  the  cessation  of  the  plague  in  1679.  The  figures  of 
SS.  Joseph  and  Leopold  on  the  two  Fountains  are  by  J.  M.  Fischer  (1804). 

The  Jungferngasse  leads  to  the  N.E.  from  the  Grahen  to  the 
Peters-Platz.  The  Church  of  St.  Peter  here  (Pi.  II  j  C,  3),  with  its 
handsome  dome,  was  founded  by  Bishop  Arno  of  Salzhurg  (790-803), 
and  re-erected  by  Fischer  von  Erlach  in  1702-13  (portal,  with  leaden 
figures  by  Kohl,  of  1752).  Ceiling  -  paintings  by  Rottmayr  and 
Bibbiena,  and  altar-pieces  hy  Altomonte^  Kwptlwieser^  and  others. 

The  Kohlmabkt  (PI.  II ;  B,  C,  3),  another  husy  street,  leads  from 
the  end  of  the  Graben  to  the  left  to  the  Burg.  To  the  left,  in  the 
Michader  Platz,  is  the  Church  of  St.  Michael,  originally  erected  in 
the  Transition  style  in  1219-21 ,  with  a  Gothic  choir  and  tower 
(1327),  but  greatly  altered  in  the  17-18th  centuries.  Over  the  high- 
altar,  the  Fall  of  the  Angels,  in  stucco.  Many  tomhstones  of  the 
16-18th  centuries.  Paintings  hy  Schnorr  and  others.  —  The  large 
FQtintain  in  the  middle  of  the  square  is  hy  Hellmer  (1895). 
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b.   2%e  Imperial  Hofhurg, 

The  Imperial  Hofbnrg  (PI.  II ;  B,  4) ,  usually  called  the  Butg^ 
residence  of  the  Austrian  princes  since  the  13th  cent.,  is  an  ex- 
tensive ,  irregular  pile ,  dating  from  different  periods.  To  the  N. 
is  the  BeUihatanzld-Faiast^  built  In  1728  by  FUeher  von  Erlach, 
with  an  admirable  curved  'Facade  on  the  N.E.,  facing  the  Michae- 
ler-Platz,  erected  in  1890-93  by  Ferd,  Kirachner  from  the  old  plans 
of  Fischer  yon  Erlach.  This  facade,  occupying  part  of  the  site  of 
the  old^Burg-Theater ,  is  adorned  with  a  handsome  central  dome, 
flanked  by  two  smaller  domes.  In  niches  below  the  latter  are  foun- 
tain-groups in  marble,  symbolizing  •Naval  Power,  by  R.  Weyer 
(1895;  to  the  E.  or  left),  and  Military  Power,  'by  Edm.  Hellmer 
(1896 ;  to  the  W.  or  right).  In  the  centre  of  the  vestibule,  between 
the  Michaeler-Platz  and  the  Jnnere  Burghof  or  Franxen»'Plat» ,  is 
a  large  ratunda ,  with  the  staircases  to  the  Treasury  (see  below), 
the  Obersthofmeister- Amt,  or  office  of  the  major-domo,  and  the 

apartments  of  Emp.  Francis  Joseph  (first  floor). 

At  the  handsome  iron  gateway  on  the  MiehMler-Platz  are  four  Hercules 
groups:  Fight  with  the  Hydra,  by  Soffmann  von  Agpemburg^  Rescue  of 
Hesione,  by  Joh.  Beherpty  Deliverance  of  Prometheus,  by  Jos.  LaXy  and  Fight 
with  Cerberus,  by  A.  P.  Woffner.  Over  the  entrance  is  an  inscription  (Fran- 
ciscus  Josephus  I.  vetus  palatii  opus  a  Garolo  VI.  inehoatum  a  Maria 
Theresia  et  Josepho  II.  continuatum  perfecit.  A.D.  mdogcxgiii);  above 
which,  in  the  attic  story,  is  a  group  of  Justice,  Wisdom,  and  Strength, 
by  Joh.  Benk.  —  In  the  outer  archways  to  the  rotunda  are  two  reliefs 
designed  by  Kmner:  on  the  right.  Departure  of  the  Buler  to  War,  on  the 
left,  Victorious  Return.  In  the  niches  of  the  narrow  cross -passages  are 
four  allegorical  figures ;  beyond  the  rotunda  are  the  mottoes  of  the  various 
princes  who  have  taken  part  in  erecting  the  Buxg.  —  At  the  entrances  from 
the  Frantens •  Plats  and  from  the  Sehauflergasse  (on  the  X.W.)  are  four 
Hercules  groups  by  IfatthieUi  (Antseus,  Busiris ;  Nemean  Lion,  Cretan  Bull). 

The  Imperial  *TrMUiury  (adm.,  p.  10),  which  since  the  opening  of  the 
Imperial  Museums  (p.  i4)  contains  only  the  family  treasures  of  the  house 
of  Hapsbnrg-Lorraine,  occupies  five  finely  panelled  and  adorned  rooms 
(1747).  Catalogue  (19(x2) ,  €0  ft.  —  Room  I.  Leather  cases  of  the  insignia 
mentioned  below.  —  Room  II.  Case  1  (in  ttie  centre) :  ^Insignia  of  (hi  Holy 
Roman  Empire^  once  preserved  at  Karlstein  (p.  248),  afterwards  (1424-1796) 
at  Nuremberg :  the  crown  of  Charlemagne,  the  sceptre,  orb,  dalmatica,  alb, 
stole,  girdle,  coronation-robe,  book  of  the  Gospels ;  swords  of  Charlemagne 
and  of  8t.  Mauritius.  Wall-Case  2.  *Coronation-robes  of  the  Norman  kings 
in  Saracenic  work  (from  Palermo),  worn  by  the  German  emperors  since 
Henry  VI.  (1197).  (jase  8.  Relics  which  were  shown  during  the  coronation 
(fragment  of  the  *true  eross%  lanee  which  pierced  the  Saviour's  side,  etc.). 
Case  4.  Heralds'*  vestments.  CiaseG.  Jewels  of  the  Order  of  the  Golden  Fleece 
(Toison  d'Or),  established  in  1430.  Case  7.  Mantle  of  a  knight  of  the  Golden 
Fleece.  —  Boom  HI.  Wall-Case  8.  Staff  of  the  president  of  the  imperial 
chamher.  presented  by  Maximilian  to  his  privy-councillor  and  chancellor, 
Frederick,  Count  of  HohenzoUem,  1495.  Case  10.  Burgundian  and  Austrian 
coronation  and  other  swords.  Case  12.  Auttrian  Regalia:  crown  and  orb 
of  the  time  of  Rudolph  n.,  sceptre  made  for  Bmp.  Matthias  in  1612;  jewel 
of  the  Golden  Fleece  composed  of  150  brilliants  with  a  pink  diamond 
(26  carats)  in  the  centre.  —  Room  IV.  Centre  Case  13  contains  the  im- 
perial *Jewels.  Celebrated  ^Florentines  diamond,  133i/»  carats  in  weight, 
valued  at  67,4491.,  once  the  property  of  Charles  the  Bold,  said  to  have  been 
found  by  a  peasant  after  the  Battle  of  Morat  and  sold  to  a  Bernese  mer- 
chant for  1  florin;  it  was  subsequently  purchased  by  the  Grand-Duke  of 
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Tuscany,  and  is  now  set  in  a  hat-clasp.  Grown  of  Emp.  Francis  I.  with  the 
so-called  'Frankfort  solitaire'*  {iA^ft  carats)  in  the  centre;  so-called  'rose- 
necklace''  and  emerald  ornaments  of  Maria  Theresa;  crown  of  the  Em- 
press Elizabeth,  set  with  diamonds.  Case  14.  Articles  used  at  imperial 
christenings  (golden  ewer  of  1550).  Case  15.  Crown  of  Wladislaw  II.  (p.  13). 
Case  16.  Intignia  of  Napoleon  I.  as  King  of  Italy.  —  Room  V.  Silver-gilt 
cradle  of  the  King  of  Borne  (b.  1811).    Case  17.  Heralds'  vestments. 

In  the  centre  of.  the  Franzens-Platz  rises  the  Monument  of 
Emp.  Francis  L  (d.  1835),  In  bronze,  by  Ponvpeo  Marchesi;  the  in- 
scription is  an  extract  from  the  Emperor's  will :  ^Amorem  meum 
populis  meis'. 

Opposite  the  Beichskanzlei-Palast,  on  the  S.W.  side  of  the 
Franzens-Platz,  is  the  Leopoldinische  Trakt  (built  by  Leopold  I. 
after  the  Are  of  1668),  with  the  old  Residence  (now  called  the  Zere- 
moniell'Appartement;  adm.,  p.  10),  containing  the  superb  'Ritter- 
saal',  the  apartments  once  occupied  by  Maria  Theresa  and  Joseph  II., 
and  the  Military  Office  of  the  emperor.  In  front  of  it  is  the  Haupt" 
wachCj  or  Qtiard  House  (parade  with  military  music  daily,  except 
Sunday,  at  1  p.m.).  Adjoining  the  Franzens-Platz  on  the  N.W.  is 
the  Amalienhof,  erected  at  the  end  of  the  17th  cent.,  with  the  office 
of  the  Oberst-iStallmeister, 

The  passage  on  the  left  of  the  Hauptwaihe  leads  to  the  Outeb 
Burg-Platz,  or  Helden-Plats  (PI.  II;  B,  3,  4),  between  the  Burg 
and  the  Ring-Strasse.  On  the  left  side  of  this  square  rises  the 
New  Wing  of  the  Hofburg,  designed  in  the  Renaissance  style  by 
G.  Semper  and  begun  in  1887.  The  original  plan  contemplated  a 
corresponding  wing  opposite,  skirting  the  Yolksgarten. 

The  Bure-Platz  is  embellished  with  two  bronze  equestrian  statues  by 
Fernkorn  (1885  and  1859):  to  the  left,  Prince  Eugene  of  Savop  ('der  edle 
Ritter';  d.  1736);  lo  the  right,  Archduke  Charles  (d.  1847),  in  the  act  of 
waving  a  flag,  in  allusion  to  the  battle  of  Aspern  (p.  327).  —  On  the  S.  W., 
in  the  Burg-Ring  (p.  31)  stands  the  Outer  Burgior  (PI.  II;  B,  4),  with 
five  passages,  erected  by  Nobile  in  1821-24.  On  the  side  next  the  Platz 
is  the  motto  of  Emp.  Francis  II.,  '■JuMtitia  regnorum  /undamentnm' . 

The  Hofgarten  or  Kaisergarten  (PI.  II,  B,  4),  on  the  S.E.  side 
of  the  new  wing,  with  an  equestrian  Statue  of  Francis  I.  (1745-65), 
husband  of  Maria  Theresa,  is  olosed  to  the  public. 

The  passage  to  the  left  in  the  S.E.  corner  of  the  Franzens-Platz, 
with  the  coloured  and  gilded  armorial  bearings,  leads  across  an  old 
drawbridge  and  moat  to  the  Schweizerhof  (iQth.  cent.),  the  oldest 
part  of  the  Burg  now  left.  On  the  bridge  oyer  the  fosse  are  two 
small  lions  in  stone  with  armorial  bearings ,  on  the  left  those  of 
Hapsburg,  on  the  right  five  eagles,  the  andlent  crest  of  the  Arch- 
duchy. On  the  right  is  the  BurgkapelU ;  the  end  of  the  choir  is  the 
only  relic  of  the  original  Gothic  building  of  1449  (adm.  on  week- 
days 7.30-9  a.m. ;  church-music,  see  p.  7). 

From  the  Schweizerhof  another  passage  leads  to  the  S.E.  to  the 
Josbphs-Platz  (PI.  II;  B,  3,  4),  with  a  bronze  equestrian  Statue 
of  Emp,  Joseph  11.  (d.  1790),  by  Zauner  (1806).  On  the  N.W.  side 
of  the  square  are  the  Redouiensalef  or  BaU  Booms^  and  the  *  Winter 
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Riding  Schoolj  erected  in  1716  by  Fischer  von  Erlachj  with  a  gallery 
borne  by  46  columns  (adm.  7  a.m.  to  noon).  Beyond  the  Reitschul- 
gasse  Is  the  JStallburg  (built  in  1529),  connected  with  the  Hofburg 
by  an  arcade,  and  containing  the  offices  of  the  Oberatkammerer  and 
Ubersthofmarschall.  —  On  the  N.E.  side  of  the  Josephs-Platz  is 
the  Palais  PaUavacini  (No.  5;  PI.  II,  B,  C,  3),  built  in  1784; 
colossal  double  Caryatides  at  the  entrance  by  Zauner.  No.  6 ,  on 
the  right,  is  the  Italian  Embassy, 

The  ^Imperial  Library  (PI.  II;  B,  4)j  erected  by  Fischer  von 
EHach  in  1722,  occupies  the  S.W.  side  of  the  Josephs-Platz  (en- 
trance in  the  S.E.  corner;  adm.  see  p.  10).  In  the  centre  of  the 
richly  decorated  *Hall  (86  by  18  yds.)  are  statues  of  Charles  VI. 
and  other  princes  of  the  House  of  Hapsburg.  The  imposing  dome  is 
embellished  with  frescoes  by  Daniel  Gran,  The  library  contains 
about  800,000  vols,  (including  7000  incunabula),  24,000  MSS., 
400,000  engravings,  and  the  collection  known  as  the  *Papyrus 
Rainer\  —  The  Reading  Room  (adm.  p.  10)  is  in  the  adjacent 

Augustinian  convent.  —  Director,  Prof.  Jos,  Karabacek. 

Among  the  chief  treasares  of  the  library  are  the  following.  —  MSS. 
*Book  of  Oeneti*,  Greek  MS.  of  the  5th  cent.,  in  gold  and  silver  letters  on 
purple  parchment;  *Dio»horidet  on  Plant*  (2nd  cent.),  a  MS.  of  the  5th  cent.  \ 
Qo^d*  in  Greek  (10-llth  cent.)^  Livy$  Roman  Bisiorpy  the  only  MS.  contain- 
ing the  5th  decade ;  PscAtery  presented  by  Charlemagne  to  Pope  Hadrian  II. 
(d.  795);  Harmony  of  the  Gotpa*^  composed  by  Ottfried  about  886,  a  fine 
contemporary  MS.;  Tritian  and  JtoU^  by  Gottfried  of  Strasaburg  (ca.  1210), 
a  MS.  of  the  i4th  cent.;  '*  Evangeliarium  of  John  of  Troppau  (1S68) ;  extract 
from  i\iB*  Chronicle  of  Jenaale/m^  a  MS.  of  ca.  1450;  well-thumbed  Prayer- 
book  of  Charles  F.,  with  the  names  of  several  of  his  relations ;  Seb.  Brandt*s 
Bortuhu  Animae ,  with  66  illustrations  by  Gerard  Horenbout  and  others ; 
earliest  known  MS.  of  Rend  of  Anion's  romance  of  the  ^Love-lorn  Beari\ 
with  beautiful  "Miniatures;  Tasso  s  Gerusalemme  Conquittata ^  written  by 
the  poeVs  own  hand.  —  Oriental  MSS.  Fragments  of  the  Koran  in  Cufic 
characters,  with  Arab  miniatures  (9th  and  lOth  cent.);  Arabic  version  of 
Galen's  treatise  on  electuaries,  with  pictures  of  men  and  animals  (13th 
cent.);  Prince  8?idhf»  Divdn^  a  Persian  MS.  with  fine  miniatures  (early 
i6th  cent.).  —  The  MS.  department  includes  also  about  2O,OJ0  Autograph* 
of  celebrated  persons. 

Among  the  Ingonabula  ({.«.  books  printed  before  i5(X))  are  the  only 
complete  copy  of  the  Psalter  of  Fust  and  Schoffer  (1457);  Gutenberg^s 
42-line  Bible;  the  36-line  Bible-,  and  books  printed  by  Gaxton  and  Wyn- 
kyin  de  Worde.  —  Music.  Autographs  of  Orlando  di  Lasso,  Haydn,  Moeart, 
and  Beethoven ;  besides  early  rare  MSS.  and  printed  works.  —  The  collec- 
tion of  Enqbavings  illustrates  the  schools  of  all  periods.  It  includes 
also  collections  of  portraits  (ca.  100,000),  representations  of  historical  events, 
views,  and  photographs. 

The  celebrated  *Paptbds  of  the  Abchoukb  Bainbb  is  a  large  collection 
of  documents  in  ten  languages,  discovered  in  1877-78  in  the  Fayilm,  the 
ancient  Arsinoe,  in  Central  Egypt,  and  increased  by  subsequent  discoveries 
at  El-Ashmdnen  and  Akhmim.  Only  a  small  portion  of  the  collection, 
which  represents  the  development  of  civilization  through  twenty -seven 
centuries,  is  on  view  in  three  rooms  on  the  third  floor  (entrance  by  tha 
central  duor  in  the  S.E.  corner  uf  the  Platz). 
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c.    The  S.E.  Pari  of  the  Inner  Gfy, 

In  the  Augustinergasse ,  whicli  leads  from  the  Josephs -Platz 

(p.  18)  to  the  S.E.  to  the  Albrechts  -  Platz ,  is  the  Augustiner- 

Kirche  (PI.  II,  B,  G,  4;  coart-chnrch),  begun  in  1330,  a  Gothic 

building  with  an  unusually  long  choir  (nave  61  ft.,  choir  75  ft. 

high).    The  tower  dates  from  1850. 

Opposite  the  entrance  stands  the  beautiful  marble  *Jfonument  of  the  Arch- 
duchess Maria  Christina  (d.  1793,  daughter  of  Empress  Maria  Theresa),  by 
Canova.  —  Farther  on  a  passage  to  the  right  leads  to  the  Gothic  Chapel 
of  St.  George  (closed;  seen  through  a  window),  in  the  centre  of  which  is 
the  monument  of  Bmp.  Leopold  II.  (d.  1792),  in  marble  by  Zauner.  By 
.  the  wall  is  the  monument  of  Marshal  Daun  (d.  1766),  erected  by  Maria 
Theresa  to  this  ''patriae  liberator^  Van  Swieten  (d.  1772),  the  physician 
of  the  Empress,  also  reposes  here.  —  In  the  adjoining  Loretto  Chapel  (to 
the  right),  built  in  1627,  are  preserved  the  hearts  of  all  the  emperors  and 
empresses  since  the  founding  of  the  imperial  burial-vault  (p.  21).  — 
Abraham  a  Sancta  Clara  (d.  1709)  was  preacher  at  this  church. 

In  the  Dorotheergasse,  to  the  N.E.,  are  the  KaUerliche  VenatX' 
ami  (No.  17;  Imperial  pawn-office  and  auction-rooms,  daily  3-5), 
and  the  Lutheran  and  the  Be  formed  Churches  (Nos.  18  and  16).  — 
In  the  small  Lobkowitz-PIatz  is  the  Palais  of  Prince  Lobkowitz 
(1685-90),  now  the  French  Embassy.  The  Orillparzer  House  (1902), 
at  No.  21  Spiegelgasse,  occupies  the  site  of  the  house  in  which 
F.  Grillparzer  died  in  1872. 

In  the  AlbrechtS'Platz  (PI.  II;  C,  4)  is  the  Mozart  Monument^ 
by  Tilgner  (1896),  with  charming  putti  on  the  pedestal.  Opposite, 
at  the  corner  of  the  Augustiner-Bastei,  is  the  Albrechts-Brunnenj 
erected  in  1869,  and  adorned  with  marble  statues,  by  Meixner,  of 
the  Danube  and  its  tributaries.  Above  it  rises  the  Equestrian  Statue 
of  Archduke  Albreeht  (d.  1895),  in  bronze,  by  Zumbusch  (1899). 

On  the  Augustiner-Bastei  stands  the  Palace  of  Archduke  Friedrieh 
(PI.  II;  0,  4),  built  in  1801-4  and  altered  in  1865-67,  containing 
the  *Albertina,  a  famous  library  and  collection  of  engravings  and 
drawings  (adm.,  see  p.  10 ;  entrance  in  the  rear-building,  first  floor). 

This  collection,  one  of  the  most  valuable  in  Europe,  was  founded 
by  Duke  Albert  of  Sachsen  -  Teschen  (d.  1823) ,  and  enlarged  by  Archduke 
Charles  (d.  1847)  and  Archduke  Albreeht  (d.  1895).  It  is  chiefly  remarkable 
for  its  Drawings^  18,000  in  number.  Among  them  are  about  60  by  Raphael 
(including  the  study  of  the  battle  with  the  Saracens  at  Ostia,  presented 
by  Raphael  to  DtLrer  in  1515),  150  by  Diirer  (including  the  portrait  of 
Emp.  Max  I.,  the  so-called  ^Green  Passion'',  the  hare,  the  flowers,  etc.), 
52  by  Rubens  (nearly  all  genuine),  and  147 by  Rembrandt (100 authenticated; 
the  largest  existing  collection  of  Rembrandt  s  drawings).  Diirer^s  drawings 
are  exhibited  to  the  public  in  facsimile  only;  the  originals  are  accessible 
to  students  on  application  (Tues..,  Wed.,  Frid.,  Sat.,  9-12).  The  number 
of  Engravings  exceeds  220,0(X),  the  older  masters  being  copiously  i'®P>^- 
sented  (works  of  Mareantonio  Raimondi  in  beautiful  specimens,  etc.).  —  The 
Library  of  50,000  vols,  includes  many  superb  old  works,  historical,  mili- 
tary ,  and  relating  to  the  history  of  art.  Also  a  collection  of  34,000  Jfaps 
and  Plans. 

The  Tegetthoffgasse  leads  to  the  N.  from  the  Albrechts-Platz  to 
the  Nbw  Markbt  (PI.  II;  G,  3,  4),  enclosed  by  handsome  blocks  of 
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buildings,  erected  since  1894.  The  *Fountain  in  the  centre  re- 
presents the  chief  rivers  of  the  Archduchy  (Enns,  Yhbs,  Traun, 
and  March)  which  fall  into  the  Danube.  The  original  in  lead,  by 
Raph.  Donner  (1739;  restored  hy  G.  M.  Fischer  in  1801),  was  re- 
placed in  1873  by  a  copy  in  bronze. 

On  the  W.  side  of  the  Platz  is  the  Capuchin  Chnreh  (PI.  II; 
G,  4),  a  rococo  edifice  of  1622*-32,  containing  the  Imperial  Vault 
(adm.,  see  p.  10),  in  which  there  are  now  130  coffins.  Entrance 
to  the  left  of  the  church  (door  No.  2). 

The  <Hd  Vandt^  to  the  rigbt,  enlarged  in  1701,  contains  the  sarcophagi 
(many  richly  decorated)  of  the  Hapsburg  emperors  (on  the  right)  and  their 
consorts  (on  the  left)  from  Matthias  (d.  1619)  and  Anna  (d.  1618),  the 
foundress  of  the  church.  -*  To  the  left  is  the  ITew  Vaults  added  in  1748 
and  enlarged  in  1824.  In  front  is  the  large  double  sarcophagus  of  Maria 
Theresa  (d.  1780)  and  her  hasband  Francis  I.  (d.  1765)-,  then  Joseph  II. 
(d.  1790);  Francis  II.  (d.  1835);  Marie  Louise,  Empress  of  the  French  (d. 
1847),  and  her  son  the  Duke  of  Reichstadt  (d.  1832);  Bmp.  Maximilian  of 
Mexico  (d.  1867);  Ferdinand  I.  (d.  1876);  Crown  Prince  Rudolph  (d.  1888); 
(Empress  Elisabeth  (d.  1898).  In  the  side-vault  on  the  left  Archduke  Charles 
d.  1847);  Leopold  II.  (d.  1792);  Archduke  Albert  (d.  1896). 

The  short  Schwanengasse  leads  hence  to  the  busy  Kartnbb- 
Stra8Sb(P1.  II;  G,  3,  4),  widened  and  embellished  since  1894,  with 
some  of  the  most  fashionable  shops.  The  Kartnerhof{^o.  34;  on 
the  right),  by  Thienemann  (1876),  and  the  Todesco  Palace  (No.  61 ; 
on  the  left),  a  Renaissance  edifice  by  L.  Forster  (1861),  are  among 
the  finest  private  buildings  in  the  street.  Nearly  opposite  the  end 
of  the  Schwanengasse  Is  the  Haltese  Chnreh  (PI.  H ;  G,  4),  or  St. 
John  the  Baptisl^Sj  attended  by  Hungarians.  It  contains  an  honorary 
monument  in  plaster  to  the  Grand  Master  Lavalette,  representing 
the  fortress  of  Malta.  —  In  the  adjacent  Annagasse  are  the  Annahof 
(p.  2),  with  a  frescoed  facade,  and  the  Church  of  St.  Anna  (PI.  II ; 
G,  4),  rebuilt  in  the  rococo  style  after  a  fire  in  1747,  formerly  a 
church  of  the  Jesuits,  and  now  used  by  a  French  congregation 
(French  sermon  on  Sun.);  the  frescoes  and  picture  of  the  Virgin 
are  hy  D.  Oran.  —  No.  8  Kruger-Strasse,  the  next  street  on  the  S., 
contains  a  small  Jewish  Museum  (open  Sat.  11-1,  except  on  great 
festivals).  —  To  the  N.,  Himmelpfortgasse  8,  is  the  Office  of  the 
Minister  of  Finance^  in  a  rich  rococo  style,  with  a  handsome  vestibule 
and  staircase,  erected  by  Hildebrand  and  Fischer  von  Erlach  in  1703 ; 
it  was  originally  the  palace  of  Prince  Eugene  of  Savoy,  who  died 
here  in  1736.  The  MozaHhof  Rauhensteingasse  8  (PI.  II;  G,  3,  4), 
occupies  the  site  of  the  house  iu  which  Mozart  died  in  1791.  —  To 
the  E.,  in  the  Seilerstatte  (PI.  11;  G,  D,  4),  are  Ronachers  Establish- 
ment (p.  7),  and  the  Palace  of  the  Duke  of  Coburg  (No.  3). 

From  the  N.  end  of  the  Seilerstatte  we  return  through  the 
8inger-8trasse  to  the  Qraben,  passing  the  Franziskaner-Platz,  with 
a  colossal  leaden  Statue  of  Moses,  by  J.  M.  Fischer.  The  Banco  Haus, 
on  the  right  side  of  the  Singer-Str.  (No.  17),  built  in  1740,  is  now 
the  Office  of  the  National  Debt.  No.  16  (on  the  left)  Is  the  ^Palace 
of  Count  Breuntr  (1726),  with  a  handsome  baroque  fa9ade.    The 
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House  of  the  Teutonic  Order,,  on  the  riglit  (No.  7),  "wts  rebuilt  in 
1730 ;  the  Gothic  Church  of  St.  Elizabeth  (PI.  II ;  0, 3),  richly  adorned 
with  coats-of-arms,  banners,  and  monuments,  erected  in  1316  on 
the  site  of  the  chapel  of  the  Order,  was  rebuilt  in  1730  and  restored 
in  1864. 

From  the  Stephans-Platz  the  busy  Rotenturm-StraBse  runs  to 
the  N.E.  to  the  Leopoldstadt,  and  is  connected  with  the  Stuben-Ring 
(p.  38),  on  the  E.,  by  the  WoUzeiU  (PL  II;  D,  3).  In  the  small 
Vniversitats-Platz  (PI.  II;  D,  3),  a  little  to  the  N.  of  the  last,  rises 
the  UniverBity  ChnrclL,  erected  by  the  Jesuits  in  1625-31  in  the 
baroque  style.  The  frescoes  in  the  dome,  executed  by  Andr. 
Pozzo  in  1706,  were  restored  In  1834.  Adjacent  (No.  2)  is  the  old 
building  of  the  University,  a  handsome  rococo  building  (1753-55) 
with  a  splendid  vestibule,  occupied  since  1857  by  the  Academy  of 
Sciences  (founded  in  1846).  —  In  the  Postgasse,  to  the  E.,  Is  a 
Dominican  ConverU  (PI.  II ;  D,  3),  founded  in  1223,  with  a  church 
modernized  in  1631.  In  the  same  street  are  the  Church  of  St,  Bar^ 
bara,  restored  in  1852,  belonging  to  the  'United  Greek'  congregation, 
the  Office  of  the  Minister  of  Commerce  (No.  8),  and  the  General  Post 
Office  (Nos.  10  &  12). 

In  the  Fleischmarkt,  which  leads  back  to  the  Rotenturm-Str., 
stands  the  Greek  Church  (PI.  II;  D,  3, 4),  built  in  1787.  The  new 
Byzantine  facade,  designed  by  Hansenj  was  added  in  1858;  the 
frescoes  on  gold  ground  are  by  Bahl.  The  vestibule  contains  paint- 
ings by  Bitterlich  and  Eisenmenger.  —  The  Kollnerhofgasse,  the  last 
turuing  on  the  left,  leads  to  the  Lugeck  (PI.  II;  D,  3),  embellished 
with  a  bronze  Statue  of  Outenberg^  by  H.  Bitterlich  (1900). 

d.    The  N.  W.  Part  of  the  Inner  City, 

From  the  N.W.  end  of  the  Graben  the  Bognergasse  (observe 
memorial  tablet  on  No.  1)  leads  straight  to  the  Hof  and  the 
Freiung,  while  the  Tuchlauben  to  the  right  leads  to  the  Hohb  Mabkt 
(PI.  II;  C,  2,  3),  said  to  have  been  the  forum  of  the  Roman  Vindo- 
bona  (p.  12).  The  Sina  Palace  (No.  8),  restored  by  Hansen  in  1860, 
is  supposed  to  occupy  the  site  of  the  Roman  Prsetorium  (inscription). 
In  the  centre  of  the  Platz  rises  a  Votive  Jlfonument  designed  by 
Fischer  von  Erlach,  representing  the  marriage  of  the  Virgin,  erected 
by  Charles  VI.  in  1732  to  commemorate  the  bravery  of  £mp.  Joseph  I, 
at  the  siege  of  Landau,  and  restored  in  1852.  The  figures  are  by 
Gorradini. 

Between  the  Hobo  Markt  and  the  Danube  lay  the  old  Jete'ith  Quarter 
(till  1622  •,  comp.  p.  63).  —  St.  Rwprechts  Chwch  (PI.  11;  D,  3),  in  the  Rup- 
rechts-8tiege,  near  the  Franz-Josef-Quai,  was  founded  in  the  lith  and 
restored  in  the  i4th  century. 

Between  the  Wipplinger-Str.  and  the  Juden- Platz  rises  the 

Ministry  of  the  Interior  (PL  II,  C,  2  j  lojmeily  the  Bohemian  Hof" 
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JkonskJ),  ereeted  by  Fischer  yod  Erlach  in  1716.  No.  8  Wipplinger 
Str.  is  the  Old  Rathaus,  or  Magistrats-Oebaude  (PI.  II;  C,  2), 
originally  erected  in  1456,  though  the  present  building,  with  good 
sculptures  on  the  facade,  dates  from  1706.  In  the  court  is  a  Foun-' 
tain  with  Perseus  and  Andromeda  by  Donner. 

Adjoining  the  old  Rathaus  on  the  right  is  the  Salvator-  or 
Katliaut-Xapelle  (open  on  Sun.  10-12),  consisting  of  two  chapels 
united  by  an  archway,  the  older  dating  from  1361 ,  the  other  from 
1452-67,  and  the  line  Renaissance  portal  from  1515.  Tower  added 
in  1867.   The  chapel  is  used  by  an  Old-Catholic  congregation. 

Tlie  church  of  *Uaria-8tiegen  {^ Maria  am  Qeatade';  PL  II,  C,  2), 
in  the  Salvatorgasse,  contains  handsome  altars  and  old  and  modern 
stained  glass.  The  narrow  and  lofty  nave,  without  aisles,  dates  from 
1394  (restored  1817-20);  it  joins  the  choir  (completed  about  1350) 
in  a  slightly  oblique  direction.  The  heptagonal  tower  (190  ft.),  of 
the  close  of  the  15th  century,  terminates  in  an  elegant  open-work 
dome. 

We  now  return  to  the  Wipplinger-Str. ,  which  goes  on,  crossing 
the  *Tiefe  Graben',  or  town-moat,  dating  from  the  time  of  the  Baben- 
bergers  (p.  12),  to  the  Exchange  in  the  Schotten-Ring  (p.  26).  We, 
however,  follow  the  Farbergasse,  to  the  left,  to  the  Platz  am  Hop 
(PI.  II J  B,  0,  2,  3),  the  largest  square  in  the  interior  of  the  city, 
where  stood,  as  an  inscription  on  the  War  Office  (No.  14)  records, 
the  old  castle  of  the  margraves  and  dukes  of  the  house  of  Babenberg 
(p.  12).  In  the  centre  rises  a  Column  of  the  Virgin^  erected  by 
Leopold  I.  in  1667.  In  front  of  the  War  Office  is  an  *  Equestrian 
Statue  of  Fitldmarshal  Radetzky  (1766-1868),  by  Zumbusch  (1892). 
In  the  S.E.  corner  is  the  Church  am  Hof  (PL  II ;  C,  2),  formerly 
belonging  to  the  Jesuits,  of  the  15th  cent.,  with  a  rococo  facade 
added  in  1662.  The  handsome  building  opposite  (No.  6)  is  the 
Austrian  Credit-Anstalt  (PI.  II;  B,  2),  built  in  1858-60.  The  Civic 
Arsenal  (No.  10),  on  theN.  side,  built  in  1562,  has  a  facade  of  1732. 

The  Frhiung  (PI.  II;  B,  2),  the  adjoining  Platz  on  the  W.,  is 
adorned  with  a  Fountain  by  Schwanthaler,  a  column  wreathed  with 
oak-leaves,  bearing  a  figure  of  Austria ;  below,  the  Danube,  Elbe, 
Vistula,  and  ^o. 

On  the  left  (No.  3)  is  Count  Harrach's  Palace  (PL  II;  B,  2),  built 

in  1689,  containing  a  fine  winter-garden  and  the  *Harraoh  Picture 

Gallery  (on  the  second  floor;  adm.,  see  p.  10 ;  entrance  by  the  door 

on  the  left).    The  collection  (over  400  paintings)  is  distinguished 

for  its  numerous  examples  of  the  later  Italian  and  French  schools 

(17-18th  cent),  and  contains  also  interesting  Netherlandish  and 

Spanish  works  (17th  cent.).   Catalogue  (1897),  1  K, ;  director.  Dr. 

Dert^ac.

To  the  right  of  this  palace,  at  Freinng  No.  4,  at  the  end  of 
the  Herrengasse  (p.  26),  is  the  *Falace  of  Prince  Kintky  (PI.  11 ; 
B,  2),  with  a  rich  facade  and  a  magnificent  staircase,  huilt  by  Hilde- 
hrand  about  1710-13  for  Count  Daun.  Opposite,  between  the  Freinng, 
Schottengasse,  and  Schottensteiggasse,  lies  the  spacious  Sehotten^ 
hof  (PI.  n,  B,  2;  p.  13),  facing  which  Is  the  Molkerhof  (p.  13). 
The  Schotteiikirelie  (PI.  Uj  B,  2),  consecrated  in  1200,  rebuilt  in 
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1638-62  and  restored  in  1892-93,  with  a  auperb  Mgli-altar,  restored 
by  Fentel^  and  paintings  by  Sandrarij  contains  the  tombs  of  Oonnt 
Starhemberg  (d.  ITOl),  the  bra^e  defender  of  the  city  against  the 
Turks  in  1683,  and  of  Duke  Heinrich  Jasomlrgott  (d.  1177;  hand- 
some sarcophagus  in  the  vault).  The  last-named  is  also  commemorat- 
ed by  a  monument  on  the  exterior,  by  J.  Breitner  (1893). 

At  the  N.E.  corner  of  the  Platz,  Renngasse  4,  is  Count  Sehon" 
hom'8  Palaet  (PI.  11;  B,  2),  with  the  Sehdnbom  Pieture  GMlery 
(first  floor;  adm.,  see  p.  10;  door  to  the  right  in  the  entrance).  Cata- 
logue (1902),  40  ft.

Adjoining  the  Harrach  Palace  on  the  left  is  the  Bank^Oebdude 
(Fidnng,  No.  2),  erected  by  Ferstel  in  1856-60  in  the  early  Italian 
Renaissance  style.  The  passage  contains  a  pretty  fountain  In  bronze 
with  a  nymph  of  the  Danube  by  Fernkorn.  —  In  the  court  of  the 
Montenuovo  Palaet  (now  the  Anglo-Austrian  Bank),  Strauohgassel, 
Is  a  fountain-group  of  *St.  Oeorge  and  the  Dragon  by  Fernkorn. 

The  Hbbbbngassb  leads  to  the  left  to  the  Michaeler- Platz 
(p.  16).  No.  13  Is  the  Hiederdtterreiohiiche  Landbaos  (Pi.  11; 
B,  3),  or  hall  of  the  Diet  of  Lower  Austria,  erected  on  the  Minoriten- 
Platz  about  1618,  extended  to  the  Herrengasse  in  1571,  and  partly 
rebuilt  by  PieU  in  1839. 

iHTKRioa.  To  the  left,  on  the  first  floor,  is  the  Provincial  Library  for 
Lotoer  Ausiria  (19,000  vols.)-  The  library-hall  has  a  handsome  timber  roof 
and  a  curious  door  (1572)  opening  either  way.  The  HS8.  Boom,  behind, 
has  beautiful  ceiling-paintings  of  1571 ,  restored  in  1846  (battles  between 
Boman  Catholics  and  Protestants),  and  two  fine  marble  portals. 

The  present  rear -building  is  shown  by  the  porter  (50  A.)*  Oi^  the 
groundfloor  ii  an  old  Gothic  chapel  with  an  altar-piece  by  K.  Geyling 
(designed  by  L.  von  Schnorr).  On  the  first  floor  are  several  rooms  dating 
from  1571,  modernised  in  the  18th  and  19th  cent. :  the  Knights'  Hall,  with 
the  so-called  throne  of  Justice^  the  Boom  of  the  Barons,  or  assembly-hall, 
with  ceiling-paintings  by  Ant.  Belucci  (1710);  and  the  Boom  of  the  Pre- 
lates.   The  adjoining  Gothic  vestibule  is  now  a  council-room. 

On  the  right  (No.  11)  is  the  Statthalterei,  with  a  ceiling-paint- 
ing In  the  great  hall  by  Kupelwieser.   The  back  of  the  Landfaaus 
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adjoins  the  Minoritbn- Platz.  The  Kutorite  Church  (PI.  H ;  B,  3), 
belonging  to  the  Italians,  hullt  in  the  14th  cent.,  with  a  handsome 
E.  poital,  contains  an  admirable  *Mosaic  (30  ft.  long,  15  ft.  high)  of 
Leonardo  da  Vincf  s  Last  Supper,  by  Raffaeli,  executed  in  1806-14, 
by  order  of  Napoleon,  at  a  cost  of  400,000  florins,  and  placed  h^xe 
in  1846.  On  the  right  is  the  monument  of  the  poet  Metastasio 
(1698-1782),  a  sitting  figure  in  marble,  by  Luccardi. 

On  the  S.  side  of  the  Minoriten- Platz  is  the  Archives  Office 
(PL  II J  B,  3),  open  on  week-days  9.80-2.30,  on  Sun.  10-1.  On 
the  N.W.  side  rises  the  Starhemherg  Palace  (No.  7),  now  accommo- 
dating the  Ministry  of  Public  Worship  and  Education,  —  No.  5. 
Minoriten -Platz  (and  No.  9  Bankgasse)  is  the  imposing  Palace  of 
Prince  Liechtenstein  (PI.  H;  B,  3),  built  in  1699-1711  by  Dom. 
Martinelli  (?). 

A  little  to  the  S.,  on  the  N.W.  side  of  the  Burg,  is  the  Ball* 
hauS'Platz  with  the  Foreign  and  Crown  Office.  An  archway  on  the 
£.  side  of  this  Platz  leads  to  the  Schauflergasse ,  in  which  are  the 
buildings  of  the  Agricultural  Society  (No.  6)  and  the  Kunstgewerbe- 
Verein  (No.  2 ;  adm.  see  p.  12).  At  the  end  of  the  Schanflergasse 
is  the  Michaeler-Platz  (p.  16). 


e.   The  JRmff-Strasse. 

Trahwats  (pp.  t,  5).  The  only  line  that  runs  round  the  entire  Ring- 
Strasse  is  Line  A  25i  but  parts  of  it  are  traversed  by  Lines  A  1,  4-8,  12, 
18,  22  26,  28,  29,  and  81. 

The  ""Eing-Strasfle,  62  yds.  in  breadth,  which  with  the  FVanz-^ 
Josef 'Quai  (see  p.  40)  enclTcles  the  inner  city,  has  been  con- 
structed since  1867  mainly  on  the  site  of  the  old  ramparts  and 
glacis  (comp.  p.  13).  From  the  Aspem  Bridge  to  the  end  of  the 
Schotten-Ring  it  is  2  M.  in  length.  Apart  from  a  number  of 
disflgnring  buildings  erected  by  speculators,  it  Is  architecturally  one 
of  the  finest  streets  in  Europe. 

Beginning  at  the  Franz-  Josef -Quai  (p.  40)  is  the  Schottbn- 
RiNO  (PI.  n ;  B,  0, 1,  2).  On  the  left  (No.  16)  rises  the  *Exohange, 
built  in  1872-77  in  the  Renaissance  style,  by  Hansen  and  TietKj  a 
rectangular  edifice  (108  by  100  yds.).  The  vestibule  and  great  hall 
are  worth  seeing  (adm.  20  ft.).  On  the  second  floor  (entrance, 
Wipplinger-Str.  34)  is  the  Huteum  of  Austrian  Ethnography 
(adm.,  see  p.  10;  catalogue  20ft.),  opened  in  1897,  a  collection  of 
ethnographical  specimens,  costumes,  and  curiosities  firom  the  dif- 
ferent countries  of  the  Austrian  empire.  • —  Behind  the  Exchange, 
Borsen-Platz  1,  is  the  Central  Telegraph  Office  (PL  II;  B,  2). 

Farther  on,  to  the  right  (No.  11),  is  the  Police  Office  (PI.  II; 
B,  1) ,  the  headquarters  of  the  Vienna  police  (new  building  in  the 
Elisabeth-Promenade  see  p.  72).  —  No.  7,  at  the  comer  of  the 
Hessgassc ,   is  the  Stiflungshaus  or  Suhnhaus  (Pi.  II ;  B,  1 ,  2),  a 
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ohariUble  institution ,  with  an  ^expiatory  chapel'  on  the  flr&t  floor, 
erected  in  1884-85  by  Fr.  Schmidt,  at  the  cost  of  the  Emperor,  on 
the  site  of  the  Ring  Theatre,  which  was  burned  down  in  1881  with 
the  loss  of  abont  400  Htos. 

In  the  triangular  Maximilians-' PlatZj'  between  the  Wahringer- 
Str.  and  the  Universitats-Str. ,  rises  the  *Votive  Chnroh  {Heilandi- 
kirche;  PI.  II,  A,  1),  a  beautiful  Gothic  church,  erected  from 
designs  by  Ferstel  in  1856-79,  in  memory  of  the  Emperor's  escape 
from  assassination  in  1853.  Fine  facade,  with  two  slender  open 
towers,  325  ft.  high,  and  numerous  statues.  Interior  lavishly  en- 
riched with  gilding  and  painting,  and  adorned  with  78  stained- 
glass  windows.  (Open  daily,  6-11  and  4-6.)  The  Salmkapelle,  ad- 
joining the  N.  transept,  contains  the  monument  of  Marshal  Niklas 
Salm  (d.  1630),  the  defender  of  Vienna  against  Soliman  II.  in  1529 
(p.  13).    The  monument  was  brought  from  Raitz,  near  Briinn,  in 

1878.    Opposite  is  the  superb  font. 

Near  the  Votive  Church,  at  Universitats-Str.  7,  are  the  Military  Eecui- 
quarters  (PI.  11^  A,  2),  a  Renaissance  structure  by  Doderer  (1874),  with 
Atlantes  at  the  portal  by  V.  PHk.  — Close  by,  at.  Ebendorfer-Str.  6,  is  the 
i£u$ewn  of  IndtutrieU  Hygiene^  containing  inventions  for  the  protection  of 
workmen  engaged  in  industrial  establishments  (adm.,  see  p.  10). 

The  Schotten- Ring,  here  intersected  by  the  Schotten  -  Gasse 
(p.  24),  is  continued  to  the  S.  by  the  *FaANZBNs-RiNG  (PI,  II  i 
A,  B,  2,  3),  where  a  number  of  grand  new  buildings  make  this 
section  of  the  Ring^Strasse  the  finest  part  of  Vienna.  On  the  right 
rises  the  ^TJniversitj  (PI.  II  j  A,  2),  a  vast  quadrangular  structure 
in  the  early  Tuscan  Renaissance  style,  built  by  Fersitl  in  1873-84. 
at  a  cost  of  8  million  florins,  containing  the  university  collections, 
the  library,  and  most  of  the  lecture-rooms.  Visitors  are  admitted 
at  any  time ;  the  aula  is  shown  for  a  fee.  A  flight  of  steps  ascends 
to  the  portico,  which  is  adorned  with  a  pediment  group  (Birth  of 
Minerva)  by  Jos.  TauUnhayn  the  Eider.  On  the  first  floor  in  the 
right  wing  is  the  entrance  to  the  magnificent  'Aula'  or  festival  hall, 
which  rises  through  two  stories.  Above  the  main  staircase  of  the  left 
wing  is  a  marble  Statue  of  Emp.  Francis  Joseph  /.,  by  K.  Zumbusch. 
In  the  quadrangle  is  the  marble  Castalia  Fountain^  by  Hellmer, 
and  beneath  the  arcades  are  placed  the  busts  of  distinguished 
professors.  —  The  centre  of  the  W.  facade  is  occupied  by  the 
University  Library,  containing  500,000  vols,  and  a  fine  reading- 
room,  divided  according  to  faculties  (adm.,  see  p.  10;   librarian, 

Dr.  F.  Orassauer). 

The  University,  founded  in  1365  (p.  12),  reorganised  from  the  year 
1752  under  Maria  Theresa  by  the  celebrated  physician  Van  Swieten  (p.  21), 
and  now  attended  by  about  5200  students  and  I4OO  occasional  students,  has 
a  staff  of  360  professors  and  lecturers.  —  To  the  University  belong  among 
other  buildings  the  Observatory  (p.  15);  the  Phyiieal  Institute  (IX.  Tiirlcen- 
8tr.  3);  the  Botanical  Oarden  and  Museum;  the  Chemical  Laboratory  (p.  72); 
the  Anatomical  A  Faiholoifical  Jfuseum  (p.  72);  the  Ptotestant  Th«oloi;ieal 
Faculty  (IX.  Mariannengasse  25)  and  the  Anatomical  Instituts  (see  p.  72). 

To  the  E.,  opposite  the  University,  a  monument  has  been  erected 
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to  Liebenherg,  tlie  valiant  buigomasteT  of  Vienna  during  the  Turkish 
siege  of  1683,  by  Joh.  Silbernagel  (1890). 

From  the  S.  side  of  the  University  to  the  Reichsrats-Gebande 
(p.  31)  extends  the  attractive  Rathaus-Park  (PI.  II,  A,  2,  3 ;  con- 
certs see  p.  7),  containing  a  monument  of  Strauss  and  Lannevy  the 
musical  composers,  by  Seifert  (1906).  In  the  middle  of  the  avenue 
leading  to  the  Rathaus,  opposite  the  Hofburg  Theatre  (p.  30), 
are  eight  Marble  Statues  of  benefactors  of  Vienna,  taken  from  the 
former  Elisabeth-Brucke.  The  ♦♦Eathaui,  or  Town  Hall  (PI.  II, 
A,  2,  3;  adm.,  see  p.  10),  built  in  1873-83  by  Schmidt  in  the 
Gothic  style,  at  a  cost  of  nearly  13  million  florins,  and  lavishly 
enriched  with  statues.  The  stately  tower ,  320  ft.  in  height,  is 
adorned  on  three  sides  with  reliefs  of  Emp.  Francis  Joseph  I.,  Rudolph 
of  Hapsburg,  and  Duke  Rudolph  the  *Founder'  (by  Zumbuschy 
Kundmann^  and  Gasser^^  and  crowned  with  a  banner-bearer  in 
copper.  The  interior  includes  a  large  quadrangle,  flanked  with  ar- 
cades, and  six  smaller  courts.  Observe  in  particular  the  Magistrates' 
Courts;  the  imposing  Council  Chamber  with  frescoes  by  Ludw, 
Mayer;  the  'Volkshalle'  under  the  tower;  the  two  main  staircases, 
with  their  marble  columns  and  gilded  railings;  and  the  lofty  Re- 
ception Hall.  The  balconies  afford  a  good  view  of  the  Franzens- 
Ring.  Below  the  Rathaus  Is  the  Rathaus-Keller  (restaurant,  see 
p.  3),  handsomely  fitted  up,  with  paintings  from  the  history  of 
Vienna,  etc.  —  On  the  first  floor  are  the  Municipal  Library, 
founded  in  1856  (valuable  books  relating  to  Vienna,  etc. ;  adm., 
see  p.  10),  and  the  *  Historical  Hiueiim  of  the  City  of  Vienna 
(reached  by  the  Felder-Str.  through  the  first  court,  and  then  to  the 
left  by  the  main  staircase  No.  II;  adm.,  see  p.  10).  The  exhibits 
bear  explanatory  labels.     Catalogue  of  weapons,  40 /i.    Director,

Scenes  from  the  Turkish  siege  of  1683,  iaclnding  a  large  oil- 
painting  by  Wyck;  entries  of  emperors,  doing  of  homage,  weddings,  me- 
morials of  Maria  Theresa  and  Joseph  II.,  French  invasions  of  1805  and 
1809,  Bevolntion  of  1848.  —Vos.  624-788.  Costumes  and  fashions  of  the  18th 
and  19th  centuries.  Nos.  788-841.  Festivals,  balls,  concerts.  ITos.  843-1085. 
Eminent  persons  of  the  16th  cent,  downwards.  Model  of  a  theatre  of 
German  strolling-players.  III.  Ssotiok.  In  the  corridor:  To  the  left.  Em- 
blems of  ancient  jurisdiction ,  instruments  of  torture  and  execution  i  ob- 
jects relating  to  the  guilds ;  representations  of  the  Municipal  Guards  of 
Vienna  from  the  16th  cent,  to  l848;  Viennese  weights  and  measures ;  to 
the  right,  coins  and  medals.

Bcethuven^s  face-mask,  death-masks  of  Beethoven,  Haydn,  Lenau,  I7a- 
poleon  I.  and  Archduke  Charles ^  relics  of  Beethoven;  autographs  of 
Beethoven,  Liszt,  Bismarck,  etc.  On  the  walls  are  portraits  of  poets, 
musicians,  and  actors^  *Bust  of  Charlotte  Wolter,  by  V.  Tilgner;  bust  of 
Beethoven,  by  A.  Dietrich  (1821);  relics  of  Ferd.  Raimund  and  Job.  Strauss; 
HebbePs  death-mask.  —  To  the  left  is  the  Gkillpabzkb  Room.  The  ante- 
room contains  portraits  of  the  poet,  his  parents,  and  the  FrShlich  family 
(if.  Dafftnger^  Miniature  portraits  of  Grillparzer  and  of  Kathi  Frohlich); 
in  the  main  room  and  in  the  cabinet  are  Grillparzer  s  furniture  and 
library  and  small  memorials  of  the  poet.  —  Boom  II.  contains  portraits 
of  distinguished  Viennese  and  scenes  from  their  lives:  Fr.  Lenhach^  Gott- 
fried Semper;  H.  Kaidbachy  Death  of  Mozart;  Fr,  AmerUng^  Portrait  of 
himself;  A.  JeheM^  Pauline  Lucca;  Amerling^  Grillparzer.  In  the  middle 
is  a  large  model  of  the  Inner  city.  —  Boom  III.  (Prince  Johann  Libohtem- 
8TEIN  Room).  Paintings  of  the  older  Viennese  school:  Lanhatuer^i  Wald- 
mUlleTi  Oauermann,  etc.  —  Boom  IV.  (Schwino  Room):  Drawings  (illustra- 
tions of  Grillparzer^s  plays  etc.)  and  *Cartoons  (Story  of  the  Fair  Melu^ina, 
Magic  Flute)  by  Moritt  von  Schwind;  in  the  middle,  small  paintings  and 
coloured  sketches.  —  Room  V.  (Schubbbt  Room):  Memorials  of  Franz 
Schubert;  bust  of  the  composer,  by  K.  Ktmdmann;  picture  by  Jul.  Schmidt 
*A  Schubert-evening*  in  a  Viennese  citizen's  house. 

IV.  Section  (^Museum  op  Weapons  and  Ethmoqrapbicai.  Museum),  on 
the  second  floor. 

I.  Ante-Boom.  Escutcheons  used  at  the  obsequies  of  Duke  Albert  VI.  in 
1463  and  of  Emp.  Frederick  IV.  in  1493;  two-Landed  and  other  swords 
(15th  and  16th  cent.);  hand-arquebuse  (15th  cent.);  Gothic  equestrian  accou- 
trements (15th  cent.);  artistically  painted  targets  or  cavalry-shields  (15th 
cent.).  In  the  centre,  the  flag  of  Vienna  (15th  cent.)  used  during  both 
the  Turkish  sieges.  ~  II.  Boom.  Ethnographical  collections  of  the  African 
traveller  Oskcw  Baumatm  (d.  1899)  from  Africa  and  the  East  Indies.  — 
III.  Boom.  Spears,  pikes,  lances;  armour,  some  of  It  finely  chased.  In 
glass-cases:  cros»>bows,  wheel-lock  muskets  and  revolvers,  rifles,  cata- 
pults (15- 17th  cent).  ^By  the  walls  t  groups  of  the  rare  ^Ahlspiesse",  or 
pikes  of  the  I5th  cent,  (a  specialty  of  the  collection),  armour,  shields, 
pikes,  etc.  —  IV.  Boom.  Iron-gray  and  black  suits  of  armour;  equestrian 
suits;  numerous  trophies  from  the  second  Turkish  siege  (1683);  portraits 
and  busts  of  Charles  of  Lorraine  and  Starhemberg ;  the  skull  of  the  Grand 
Vizier  Kara  Mustraha  (?),  with  the  silken  cord  with  which  he  was  strangled 
at  Belgrade  in  1669  after  his  unsuccessful  siege  of  Vienna;  his  grave-clothes 
with  iArabic  inscriptions  (the  body  was  exhumed  after  the  taking  of  Bel- 
grade, and  the  head  eut  off  and  brought  to  Vienna);  the  ^Banner  of  Blood*, 
captured  from  the  Turks  in  1684;  other  Turkish  flags,  horse-tails,  arms, 
implements,  etc.  On  the  walls:  lint-stocks,  wheel-lock  muskets,  banner 
of  the  bakers*  guild.  From  the  ceiling  hangs  the  fine  standard  of  Count 
Herberstein,  a  knight  of  St.  John  (1686).  —  V.  Boom.  Turkish  weapons  from 
the  wars  of  Prince  Eugene  and  Marshal  Laudon  ;  French  weapons  of  1805-9, 
grouped  round  a  bust  of  Emp.  Francis  II.  Weapons  and  banners  of  the 
Municipal  Guards  of  Vienna;  blunderbusses.  In  the  eases  and  on  the 
walls  are  ornamented  swords,  daggers,  and  Turkish  'haigars*.  In  the 
centre  is  a  large  model  of  the  inner  city  with  its  bastions  and  glacis 
(c.  1852-54). — VI.  Boom  (Corridor).  Hofer*s  alpenstock ;  muskets  of  the  Vienna 
lifational  Guard  of  1848$  weaponi  and  banners  of  the  Municipal  Guards; 
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Francis  II's  uniform.  —  VII.  Book.  Weapons  of  the  Vienna  National 
Onardj  banners  of  the  Stndenta''  Corps  of  1848  and  the  Tyrolese  riflemen 
of  1848  and  1859;  models  of  the  Vienna  Volunteers  (18S9  and  1866). 

The  gardens  in  the  rear  of  the  Rathaus ,  opposite  the  Ozerain 
Palace  (p.  70),  are  embellisbed  by  a  statue  of  Fr.  Schmidt^  the  archi- 
tect (p.  16),  by  Ed.  Yon  Hofmaim  (1896). 

Opposite  the  Rathaus,  on  the  E.  side  of  the  Ring-Str.,  is  the 
*Hofbiirg- Theater  (Pi.  n,  B,  3;  p.  7),  in  the  later  Renaissance 
style,  built  by  Semper  and  Hasenauer  in  1876-89  (1630  seats). 

The  ExTBRiOB  is  adorned  with  sculptures  by  Kundmann  (Apollo  and 
the  Moses  of  Comedy  and  Tragedy,  above  the  attic  of  the  central  part), 
Wej/r  (IViumph  of  Bacchus),  Tilgner  (Busts  of  Calderon,  Shakespeare. 
Moli^re,  Lessing,  Goethe,  Schiller,  Hehbel,  Grillparzer,  Halm),  ana 
Joh.  Benk  (Allegories).  —  The  ceiling-paintings  of  the  two  *Staibca8ss, 
by  fr.  Matsch  and  the  brothers  Klimt.  portray  the  development  of  the 
drama  Bach  staircase  is  embellishea  with  two  allegorical  figures  by 
Bent  and  statues  of  famous  actors.  Ceiling-paintings  in  the  vestibules  by 
K,  Karger^  in  the  foyer  by  Ed.  Charlemont.  The  rooms  ac^oining  the 
latter  contain  the  *CoIlection  of  portraits  of  actors  of  the  Burg- Theater, 
founded  in  1786  by  Joseph  II.  \  in  the  lunettes  and  domes  of  the  main 
room  are  paintings  by  R,  Ruts  and  Charlemont.  —  The  *Intbbiob  of  the 
theatre  itself  (daily  visible,  on  application  to  the  inspector)  is  enriched 
with  sculptures  by  Weyr  and  Tilgner^  and  with  paintings  by  Ad.  ffynais. 
Observe  in  the  sumptuous  rooms  leading  to  the  imperial  boxes  the  friese 
(figures  of  children  and  animals)  by  Aug.  EUentaenger  and  a  *Statue  of 
Clytie  by  Beni. 

Between  the  Hofburg- Theater  and  the  Burg -Ring  on  the  S. 
extends  the  *VolkBgarten  (PI.  II ;  A,  B,  3),  on  the  N.  W.  side  of  the 
Burg-Platz,  laid  out  by  Emp.  Francis  II.  in  1823  and  much  fre- 
quented in  summer  (chair  4  A.).  The  so-called  Temple  of  Theseus, 
near  the  centre  of  the  parlt ,  built  by  Nobile  in  1823 ,  contains 
the  Ephesus  Hnseum  (adm.,  see  p.  10). 

Excavations  carried  on  at  Ephetui  in  Asia  Minor  by  Benndorf  and 
Humann  in  1886-97,  and  since  1898  by  the  Austrian  Archaeological  Instikite 
at  Athens,  have  brought  to  light  various  buildings  (partly  of  the  Boman 
period)  and  also  a  number  of  sculptures,  which  seem  to  have  been  pur- 
posely mutilated  in  early  Christian  times,  probably  in  obedience  to  an 
edict  of  Kmp.  Theodosius  (379'395  A.D.).  A  few  marble  columns  and 
some  of  the  sculptures  have  been  brought  to  Vienna.  Among  the  latter 
the  following  may  be  mentioned. 

*1.  Bronae  statue  of  an  athlete,  an  original  Attic  work  (middle  of  the 
4th  cent.  B.C.),  put  together  from  234  fragments  and  partly  restored;  *2. 
Upper  part  of  a  lychnuchos,  or  lamp-holder,  of  the  Hellenistic  period 
(above  a  double  bust  of  Hercules  and  Omphale  is  an  Ionic  capital  support- 
ing a  figure  of  Hercules  reposing,  with  Cupids);  *3.  Hercules  fighting  with 
a  Centaur  (head  of  the  latter  restored) ,  perhaps  belonging  to  the  above- 
mentioned  lamp-holder).  —  11.  Marble  head  of  Apollo;  9.  Head  and  torso 
of  a  seated  marble  statue  of  the  Demos  of  Kphesus,  in  the  style  of  ear.iy 
representations  of  Zeus;  14.  Marble  bust  ot  an  archpriest,.  for  the  worship 
of  the  Boman  imperial  family  (partly  restored).  —  20-22.  -Cupids  hunting 
lions  and  carrying  spoils  of  the  chase,  fragmentary  reliefs  from  the  frieze 
on  the  stage  of  the  theatre ,  with  traces  of  painting  (from  the  time  of 
Domitian,  81-96  A.D.).  —  5.  Marble  head  of  Hermes,  in  the  style  uf  Foly- 
kleitos  -,  *12.  Marble  head  of  a  goddess,  wearing  a  diadem  ornamented  with 
foliage;  *6.  Boy  with  a  duck,  a  marble  statue  in  the  style  of  Boethos,  of 
the  Hellenistic  period;  4.  Female  head  in  marble,  perhaps  after  an  orig- 
inal of  the  Sikyon  school  (middle  of  the  6th  cent.  B.C.). 

The  following  are  also  from  Ephesus,  but  were  exhumed  at  a  difi'erent 
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peiiad:  *28.  Marble  relief  of  a  dying  Amaaon,  copied  from  abronie  statue 
by  Polykleitoa,  whioh  stood  in  the  Temple  of  Artemis,  burned  down  by 
Herostratos  in  356  B.C. ;  31.  Torso  of  a  marble  statue  of  Artemis.  —  The 
following  were  not  found  at  Ephesus:  33.  Head  of  Plato,  from  a  marble 
statue  of  Attic  workmanship  (Athens);  34.  Half-figure  of  a  girl  in  a  Doric 
chiton,  holding  a  bird  in  her  right  hand  and  a  pomegranate  in  her  left,  with 
traces  of  painting,  from  a  tomb  at  Dyrrhachium  (Dorazso;  4th  cent.  B.C.); 
36.  Uarble  statue  of  Marcus  Aurellus,  of  uncertain  origin. 

To  the  left  of  the  S.  entrance  to  the  park,  near  the  caftf,  is  the 
*Orillparzer  Homunent  (comp.  p.  20),  erected  in  1889,  forming 
a  Bemicircle,  in  the  central  niche  of  which  is  the  sitting  lignre  of 
the  poet  by  AT.  Kundmann;  the  inner  walls  of  the  wings  are  em- 
bellished with  scenes  from  his  works,  in  relief,  by  JR.  Wtyr:  on  the 
left  the  Ancestress,  Dream  a  Life,  King  Ottokar;  on  the  right 
Sappho,  Medea,  Hero  and  Leander.  —  In  the  "W.  part  of  the  park 
a  statue  of  the  Empress  Elizabeth  (d.  1898)  is  to  be  erected. 

Next,  on  the  right  side  of  theRing-Str.,  facing  the  Yolksgarten, 
is  the  imposing  *B6icluirat8-G«l>&iide 9  or  Houses  of  Parliament 
(PI.  II,  A,  3;  adm.,  see  p.  10),  built  in  1883  In  the  Greek  style, 
by  Hansen,  The  Chamber  of  Deputies  on  the  right  and  the  Upper 
House  on  the  left  form  two  independent  buildings,  adorned  with 
marble  statues  and  bas-reliefs  and  crowned  at  the  corners  with 
bronze  quadrigs  by  V.  PU%,  The  lower  wings  uniting  these  build- 
ings contain  the  offices,  committee-rooms,  etc.  The  portico,  borne 
by  columns ,  is  surmounted  by  a  pediment-group  representing  the 
Granting  of  the  Oonstitutlon ,  by  E,  Hellmer,  From  the  adjoining 
atrium  we  enter  the  magnificent  peristyle,  borne  by  24  monolithic 
marble  columns  and  adorned  with  a  frieze  of  historical  events 
painted  in  fresco. 

Between  the  broad  approaches  leading  to  the  portico  is  the  imposing 
Minerva  Fountain  (1902;  60  ft.  high),  crowned  by  a  culoasal  figure  of  Mi- 
nerva with  a  Nike  in  the  left  hand,  by  Kundmann;  below  are  allegorical 
figures  and  groups  of  children,  by  H.  H&rdtl^  R.  IKeyr,  and  J.  Tautenhaign. 

The  approaches  are  flanlied  by  bronse  groups  of  horse -tamers  by 
Jot.  Lcui^  and  at  the  top  are  statues,  by  Kauffungen^  Stib,  and  others,  of  eight 
Greek  and  Roman  hii^torians :  to  the  left,  Xenopbon,  Thncydide.%  Hero- 
dotus, and  Polybias;  to  the  right,  Sallust,  Julias  Gsesar,  Livy,  and  Tacitus. 

Beyond  the  Houses  of  Parliament,  to  the  left,  is  the  Justitpalast 
or  *Palaee  of  Justice  (PI.  A,  3,  4),  built  in  the  German  Renaissance 
style  by  Alex.  Wielemans  in  1875-81.  In  the  magnificent  hall  in 
the  centre  rises  a  marble  statue  of  Justice  by  Em.  Pendl.  —  Beyond 
the  Justizpalast  is  the  *Deut8che  Volkstheater  (PI.  II,  A,  4 ;  p.  7), 
In  the  late-Italian  Renaissance  style,  designed  by  Fellner  and  Hel- 
mer.  Sculptures  on  the  chief  facade  by  Fr.  Vogl^  those  in  the  in- 
terior by  Th,  Friedl.  Ceiling  -  paintings  by  Ed.  Veith.  In  front  of 
th«  theatre  is  a  monument  to  Ferd.  Rahnund,  the  Yienna  dramatist 
(1790-1836),  by  Vogl  (1898). 

In  the  Maria -Theresien-Platz,  with  pleasure  grounds,  in  the 
Buao-RiNO  (PI.  II;  A,  B,  4),  opposite  theBurgtor,  rises  the  grand 
*MMia  Theresa  Konament  (PI.  A,  B,  4),  erected  by  Emp.  Francis 
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Joseph  in  1888.    The  general  design  is  by  Hasenauer ,  the  bronze 
sculptures  by  K,  Zumbusch. 

Enthroned  on  a  marble  pedestal,  43  ft.  in  height,  is  seated  the  bronze 
figure  of  the  Empress  (19  ft.  high),  at  the  age  of  thirty-five.  In  the  left 
hand  ahe  grasps  the  sceptre  and  the  Pragmatic  Sanction,  emblem  of  the 
unity  of  the  empire.  Below,  by  the  pedestal,  are  the  equestrian  figures 
of  (r.)  Laudon  and  (1.)  Daun,  and  at  the  back  (r.)  Trann  and  (!•)  Kheven- 
hiiller.  Between  these  stand  four  statues:  in  front  the  Chancellor,  Prince 
Kaunitz,  at  the  back  Prince  Wenzel  Liechtenstein,  organiser  of  the  ar> 
tillery,  on  the  left  Haugwitz,  the  jurist,  and  on  the  right  Van  Swieten,  the 
physician.  In  niches  on  the  upper  part  of  the  pedestal  are  placed  portrait 
groups  of  distinguished  men  of  the  period:  above  Kaunitz  are  Starhem- 
berg,  Bartenstein,  and  Mercy;  above  Liechtenstein  are  generals  Lacy, 
Hadik ,  and  Kadasdy ;  above  Haugwitz  are  placed  Brukenthal ,  Grassal- 
kovits,  Rieger,  Martini,  and  Sonnenfels;  and  above  Van  Swieten  we  observe 
Eckhel,  the  numismatist,  Pray,  the  historian,  then  Gluck  and  Jos.  Haydn 
holding  young  Mozart  by  the  hand.  Still  higher  are  ideal  figures  of 
Strength,  Wisdom,  Justice,  and  Clemency,  which  lead  up  to  the  crown- 
ing statue  of  the  empress. 

The  Platz  is  farther  adorned  by  four  Fountains  with  marble 
groups  by  Schmidgruber,  E.  von  Hofmann,  and  H.  Hardtl,  and  by 
two  colossal  Oroup8  of  Horse  Tamers^  by  Th.  Friedl,  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  Museum-Strasse.  —  Flanking  the  Platz  are  the  /m- 
perial  Museums  (p.  41). 

In  the  Hofstall-Str.,  beyond  the  Maria-Theresien-Platz,  are  the 
Imperial  Btablet  (PI.  II,  A,  4;  adm.,  see  p.  10),  which  contain 
an  interesting  saddle-room,  coach-house,  riding-school,  etc.  —  For 
the  MariahilferStTasst^  in  this  neighbourhood,  see  p.  70. 

The  Burg-Ring  is  continued  to  the  E.  by  the  Opbbn-Rino  (PI.  II ; 
B,  G,  4).  To  the  left,  at  the  beginning  of  the  Albrechtsgasse,  which 
leads  to  the  Albrechts-PIatz  (p.  20) ,  is  a  bronze  Statue  of  Ooethe, 
by  Edm.  Hellmer  (1900). 

Opposite,  to  the  S.  of  the  Ring-Strasse,  lies  the  Schilleb- 
Platz  (PI.  II ;  B,  4,  5),  in  which  rises  a  bronze  Statue  of  Schiller y 
by  Job.  Schelling  (1876),  on  a  pedestal  surrounded  by  allegorical 
figures.  In  the  gardens  to  the  left  and  right  are  marble  busts,  by 
K.  Schwerzek  (1891),  of  the  poets  Nikolaus  Lenau  (1802-50)  and 
Anastasius  Oriin  (1806-76).  —  On  the  W.  side  of  the  square  is  the 
Ministry  of  Justice  (PI.  B,  4),  on  the  E.  side  the  Ministry  of  Baii^ 
ways.   On  the  S.  side  is  the  — 

Imperial  Academy  of  Art  (PI.  II ;  B,  5),  a  Renaissance  edifice 
built  by  Hansen  in  1872-76.  The  upper  stories  are  enriched  with 
terracotta  ornamentation  (copies  of  antique  statues,  etc.).  The  two 
bronze  Centaurs  on  the  steps  in  front  are  by  E.  von  Hofmann  (1892). 
The  Academy,  founded  by  Leopold  I.  in  1692  and  frequently  reorgan- 
ised, has  occupied  its  present  position  as  a  school  of  art  since  1872. 
Rector:  Prof,  Edm,  Hellmer. 

The  flight  of  steps  in  front  leads  into  the  Vestibule,  borne  by  columns, 
whence  we  enter  the  Aula,  the  ceiling  of  which  is  embellished  with  A. 
F€uerbaeJi*»  imposing  'Fall  of  the  Giants  (seen  also  from  the  corridor). 
This  is  also  the  chief  room  of  the  Muteum  of  (kuU  (adm.,  see  p.  10),  a  rich 
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collection  of  copies  (1050  in  all)  of  ancient,  mediaeval,  and  modem  aculp- 
tares,  and  also  containing  several  good  originals.  Observe  the  *Tor80  of 
Hera,  of  the  best  Greek  period,  the  leaden  model  of  J.  M.  Fischer''8  Anatomy, 
and  reliefs,  busts,  and  statues  by  Raphael  Donner,  Beyer,  Zauner,  etc. 

The  Entresol  on  the  S.  side  (entrance  by  the  W.  corridor)  contains 
the  lAfnrarp  (catalogue  of  1876)  and  the  collection  of  Engravingt  and  Draw- 
ingt  (about  2i,d(X)  drawings  and  water-colours,  ft2,9(X)  engravings  and  wood- 
cuts, 8500  photographs)  adm.,  see  p.  10).  The  most  interesting  drawings 
are  those  of  Koch  O^ndscapes  from  Italy,  illustrations  of  Dante,  etc.), 
Fiihrich's  scenes  from  the 'Prodigal  Son%  those  by  Genelli,  and  admirable 
works  by  Schnorr,  Steinle,  Schwind,  Wachter,  Bchwanthaler,  and  Rott- 
mann.  Among  the  engravings  note  the  Hiisgen  coUeetion  of  Durer''s  works 
(with  a  lock  of  Diirer^s  hair). 

Tlie  PiCTUAB  Gallery  (adm.,  see  p.  10]  Is  on  the  first  floor,  door 
No.  162,  oil  the  right,  at  the  S.  end  of  the  W.  corridor.  The  greater 
part  of  this  collection  (1250  works)  was  presented  by  Count  Anton 
Lamberg  -  Sprinzensteln  in  1821;  the  remainder  consists  of  pur- 
chases by  government  and  presentations  by  the  Emp.  Ferdinand 
(1838),  Prince  Liechtenstein,  etc.  Almost  every  school  of  painting 
is  represented,  but  the  chief  treasures  are  the  Dutch  masters  of 
the  17th  cent :  thus ,  Pieter  de  Hooch  (one  of  his  best  works), 
Jan  van  Goyen,  Jac.  van  Rnysdael,  Willem  van  de  Yelde  the 
Younger,  and  the  architectural  and  flower  painters.  The  Graces, 
the  Rape  of  Oreithyia,  and  ten  sketches  by  Rubens,  Cupid  sitting 
on  a  stone  parapet  by  Titian,  and  Boys  playing  at  dice  by  Murillo 
deserve  special  mention.  There  are  also  a  number  of  modern  paint- 
ings, belonging  mostly  to  the  Viennese  school  oi  the  early  19th 
century.    Catalogue  (1900)  2  K.

A  little  to  the  W.  of  tlie  Academy,  at  Eschenbacligasse  9  and 
11,  is  tlie  fine  Renaissance  building  of  tlie  Engineers'  and  Archi- 
tects' Union  and  of  the  Industrial  Society  (*Gewerbeverein'),  erected 
by  Thlenemann  in  1870-72. 

We  return  to  the  Opern-Ring.  At  the  end,  on  the  left,  is  the 
^Imperial  Opera  House  (PI.  II,  G,  4;  p.  7),  a  m&gniflceut  Renais- 
sance building,  erected  in  1861-69  by  Ed,  Van  der  NiUl  and  A,  von 
Sieeardsburg . 

The  sumptuous  decorations  of  the  Inteeiob  (visible  on  week-  days 
3-5  p.m.  on  application  at  the  office)  were  executed  by  Mor.  von  Sehwind, 
Ed.  Bngerth,  EarlRahl,  and  others.  On  the  handsome  staircase  are  medallion- 
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portraits  of  the  architects  by  Jos.  Cesar;  the  parapet  i«  adorned  with  marble 
statues  of  the  seven  liberal  arts,  by  B.  Oasser.  Adjoining  the  foyer,  which 
is  richly  embellished  with  operatic  scenes  by  Sehmnd  and  busts  of  celebrated 
composers,  is  an  open  'loggia**  or  balcony  towards  the  street,  also  decorated 
with  frescoes  by  Schwind  (scenes  from  the  'Zauberfldte^)  and  bronze  figures 
of  Heroism,  Tragedy,  Fantasy,  Comedy,  and  Love  by  E.  SUhnel.  The 
winged  horses  above  the  balcony  are  also  by  Hdhnel.  The  interior,  with 
seats  for  2270  spectators,  is  richly  gilded  and  painted.  Ceiling-painting  by 
Jtahl ;  cartain  for  tragedy  (legend  of  Orpheus)  designed  by  Rdhl^  for  comedy 
by  Ferd.  Laufberger.  The  fronts  of  the  boxes  are  embellished  with  me- 
dallions of  tMrty  distinguished  members  of  the  Viennese  opera  during  the 
last  hundred  years. 

Opposite  the  Opera  House,  to  the  S.,  is  the  Heinriehshof,  erected 
by  Hansen  in  1861-63  and  adorned  with  frescoes  "by  Rahl. 


The  S.  continuation  of  the  Karntner-Strasse  (p.  21)  leads  from 
the  E.  end  of  the  Opem-Ring  to  a  district  much  altered  since  the 
covering-in  of  the  Wien  and  the  construction  of  the  Stadthahn. 
The  Friedrich-Str.  leads  hence  to  the  W.  to  the  Exhibition  Building 
of  the  Secession  (PI.  II,  B,  5  j  adm.  p.  12),  a  remarkable  structure 
in  an  Assyrian-Egyptian  style,  by  J.  M,  Olbrich  (1898).  The  bronze 
group  of  the  Triumph  of  Marcus  Antonius,  at  the  N.E.  corner,  is 
by  Strasser.  —  The  Kdmtner'Tor  MarJety  or  Nasch-Markt  (PI.  II ; 
B,  G,  5),  is  adjoined  on  the  E.  by  the  spacious  but  still  unfinished 
Kabls-Platz  (pi.  II ;  0,  6),  in  which  are  two  stations  of  the  Stadt- 
bahn.  In  the  gardens  on  the  S.  side  are  the  Tilgner  Fountain  (120^), 
with  a  pleasant'group  of  children  from  Tilgner's  design,  and  a  bronze 
Statue  ofRessel  (d.  1857),  inventor  of  the  screw-propellor,  by  Fern- 
korn  (1863).  Behind  rises  the  Polytechnic  Institution  (PI.  II, 
G,  5;  adm.  on  application  to  the  custodian,  in  the  left  corner  of  the 
first  court  on  the  right),  containing  rich  technical  collections  and 
also  the  Technological  Cabinet  (open  on  Sun.  10-12). 

The  Karlskirche  (PI.  II  j  G,  5),  erected  in  1716-36,  after  the 
cessation  of  the  plague,  from  designs  by  Fischer  von  Erlach^  Is  a 
lofty  structure  with  a  dome,  in  the  Italian  baroque  style,  and  is 
preceded  by  a  Gorinthian  portico  of  six  columns.  The  efi'ects  of 
the  plague  are  portrayed  in  relief  in  the  tympanum.  Flanking 
the  portico  are  two  belfries,  resembling  Trajan's  Golumn ,  108  ft. 
in  height,  and  13  ft.  in  diameter,  with  reliefs  from  the  life  of 
St.  Garlo  Borromeo  by  Mader,  The  church  contains  frescoes  in  the 
dome  by  J,  F,  Rottmayr  and  an  altar-piece  (St.  Elizabeth)  by  Oran. 
To  the  left  is  a  monument  of  the  poet  Heimich  von  Collin  (d.  1811). 

On  the  N.  side  of  the  Karls  -  Platz  are  the  Handels-Akademie 
(entr.  Akademie-Str.  12),  erected  by  Fellner  In  1860-62,  and  the 
Kfinstlerhaus  (PI.  II ;  G,  6),  built  in  the  Italian  Renaissance  style 
by -A.  Weber  in  1865-68  (adm.,  see  p.  12).  —  To  the  left,  between 
the  Dumbagasse  and  Oanovagasse,  is  the  Musikvereins  -  Oeb&ude 
rPl.  II;  G,  5),  in  the  Renaissance  style,  erected  by  Hansen  in  1867- 
1870.  In  the  niches  of  the  facade  are  statues  often  famous  musicians 
by  Vine,  Pilz.   In  the  interior  are  the  class-rooms  of  the  Gonser- 
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Yatory  of  Music  and  superb  concert-rooms;  tlie  chief  hall  is  de- 
corated with  ceiling-paintings  of  Apollo  and  the  Muses  by  Aug, 
Eisenmenger.  The  society  possesses  a  library  of  20,000  musical 
works  and  a  valuable  collection  of  old  instruments,  portraits  of  com- 
posers, MSS.,  busts,  medals,  etc.  (adm.,  see  p.  10;  concerts,  see  p.  7). 
The  new  Kaiser  Frant  Jo$eph  Mwewn  is  to  be  bailt  on  the  E.  tide  of 
the  Karls-Platz.  

The  Opern-Ring  is  continued,  beyond  the  Karntner-Str.  (p.  21), 
by  the  Eabntnee-Rino  (PI.  II;  0,  4,  5),  a  fashionable  quarter, 
with  a  number  of  handsome  dwelling-houses  and  hotels.  At  its 
farther  end,  in  the  Schwartenhefg - Platz  (PI.  II;  D,  5),  rises  the 
equestrian  Statue  of  Ftince  Charles  Sehwarunberg  (d.  1820),  'the 
victorious  leader  of  the  Allies  in  the  wars  of  1813  and  1814',  In 
bronze,  by  Hahnel  (1867).  On  the  left  is  the  Palace  of  Archduke 
Ludwig  Victor  (No.  1),  and  on  the  right,  Baron  Wertheim's  Palace 
(No.  6),  both  by  Ferstel.  Farther  to  the  S.,  beyond  the  Wien,  is 
the  Palace  of  Prince  Schwarzenberg  (PL  I;  F,  5),  with  a  pleasant 
garden  (open  to  the  public  in  summer).  In  front  of  the  palace  is 
the  Hoehetrahl'Brunnen^  with  a  jet  100  ft.  high. 

The  KoLOWBAT-RiNO  (PL  II ;  D,  4,  5)  begins  at  the  Sehwarzen- 
berg-Platz.  —  To  the  right  in  the  Ghristinengasse  is  the  Academic 
Gymnasium  (PL  II;  D,  6),  with  a  handsome  Gothic  facade,  erected 
by  Fr.  Schmidt  in  1868-66.  In  front  of  it  is  the  Beethoveu-Platz, 
embellished  with  a  *Moniim6nt  to  Beethoven,  by  Zumbusch  (1880). 
On  a  lofty  granite  pedestal  is  the  seated  figure  of  the  great  composer 
in  bronze,  8^/4  ft.  high ;  on  the  pedestal  are  Prometheus  Bound, 
Victory  with  a  wreath  of  laurels,  and  Youthful  genii.  —  At  the  comer 
of  the  Johannesgasse  and  the  Lothringer-Strasse  stands  the  Palais 
Larisehy  a  fine  French  Renaissance  building  by  Van  der  Ndll.  To 
the  S.E.,  in  the  Heumarkt,  is  the  Vienna  SkaUng  Club  (Pi.  II;  D,  5). 

The  *8tadt-Park  (PL  II;  D,  4)  is  a  favourite  resort  in  summer. 
The  pretty  Kursalon,  in  the  Italian  Renaissance  style,  was  built  in 
1865-67  from  designs  by  J,  Garben  (concerts,  etc.,  see  p.  7).  On 
the  N.E.  side  are  a  bronze  statue  of  Hans  Canon,  the  painter,  by 
Weyr  (1905),  a  fountain  with  a  figure  of  the  Danube  by  Hans  Oasser 
(1865),  and  ^The  Deliverance  of  the  Source^  a  marble  group  by  Jos. 
Heu  (1904).  A  little  farther  on,  by  the  pond  (skating  in  winter), 
is  the  *Monument  of  E,  J,  SchindUr  (p.  14),  the  landscape-painter, 
by  Hellmer  (1896).  At  the  N.  end  of  the  pond  is  a  bronze  bust  of 
Bruckner,  the  composer  (1824-96),  by  Tilgner  (1900);  and  on  the 
N.W.  side,  near  the  Ring-Str.,  are  a  bronze  bust  of  Burgomaster 
Zelihka  (d.  1868),  by  Ponninger ;  a  ♦Monument  of  Franz  Schubert 
(d.  1828),  by  Eundmann ;  a  marble  bust  of  Amerling,  the  painter 
(p.  14),  by  J.  Benk  (1902);  and  a  statue  of  Hans  Makart,  the  painter 
^vP-  14),  by  Tilgner  (1897). 

In  the  Park-Ring  (PL  II;  D,  4),  opposite  the  Stadt-Park,  are  the 
Ihimiia  Palace  (No.  4),  with  elaborately  decorated  apartments,  and 
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the  building  of  the  Oartenbau-OeseUschaftj  or  Horticultural  Society 
{So.  12),  containing  spacious  saloons  for  exhibitions,  concerts,  etc. 
(p.  7).  Farther  on  rises  the  *Palace  of  the  Teutonic  Order  (PI.  II  j 
1>,  3,  4),  erected  by  Hansen  in  the  Renaissance  style  in  1865-67, 
now  occupied  by  the  Grand  Master,  the  Archduke  Eugene.  Hand- 
some faQade  with  Ionic  columns,  adorned  with  statues  and  trophies 
above,  and  a  fine  staircase. 

At  the  end  of  the  Stadt-Park  the  Stuben-BrUcke  (PI.  II  j  E,  3),  dating 
from  the  16th  cent.,  leads  to  the  right  to  the  district  of  Landstrasse  (p.  65). 
To  the  right,  at  the  end  of  the  bridge,  is  the  Central  Market  (PI.  II  j  E,  4), 
to  the  left  the  Haupt-ZoUamt  Station  of  the  StadJbahn  (PI.  II ;  E,  3?,  named 
from  the  Haupt-ZoUamt^  or  Chief  Custom  House,  which  lies  immediately  to 
the  N.  (p.  AO). 

In  the  Stuben-Rino,  on  the  right,  is  the  ^Anstrian  Maseum  of 
Art  and  Industry  (PI.  II ;  E,  3),  an  Italian  Renaissance  edifice  in 
brick,  with  stone  articulation,  erected  in  1868-71  from  designs  by 
Ferstel,  The  exterior  is  embellished  with  two  friezes  in  sgraffito 
by  Ferd.  Laufberger,  and  with  majolica  medallion-portraits  of  cele- 
brated artists  and  art-workers.  In  addition  to  its  important  collec- 
tions of  industrial  art,  founded  in  1863  on  the  plan  of  the  South 
Kensington  Museum,  the  Museum  contains  a  library  and  rooms  for 
lectures  and  meetings.  Adm.,  see  p.  10.  Catalogue  (1901)  1  K, 
Director,  A.  von  Scala, 

Oroimd  Floor.  The  square  'Pkbistylb  contains  sculptures,  chiefly  casts 
of  ancient  and  modern  works.  —  Right :  Room  I.  Specimens  of  the  Qold- 
smitKs  Art  and  kindred  branches.  Desk -Case  I.  Greek,  Etruscan  and 
Roman  decoratiye  art;  ornaments  of  the  period  of  tbe  barbarian  migra- 
tions. —  Desk -Case  II,  Cabinets  III  and  IV.  Electrotype  copies  of 
antique  and  Byzantine  goldsmith's  work.

Three  mummy-masks 
in  the  Grseco-Roman  style,  from  Upper  Egypt.

(Ital.;  16th  cent.) ;  lead-reliefs  by  R.  Donner  (Galatea  and  Pygmalion,  Pan 
and  Cupid).  —  Desk-Cases  X-XII.  Italian  bronze  plaquettes.  —  Cases  XIII- 
XVI.  Copies  of  plaquettes  by  Peter  Flotner  of  Kuremberg  (d.  1646);  above, 
on  the  wall ,  modern  plaquettes  by  Roty ,  etc. ;  Reliefs  by  C.  van  der 
Stappen  (*SiIence'  and  two  portraits);  in  front,  C  Meunier,  The  Sower 
(bronze).  By  the  rear-wall  in  the  cabinet  to  the  right:  Modern  bronzes, 
including  a  Florentine  singer  and  John  the  Baptist  by  P.  Dubois.  Standing 
by  itself,  a  Piet^.  In  the  Cab.  to  the  left,  Oriental  works  in  tin  and  brass.  — 
Cab.  VI.  European  tin-work.  —  Desk-Case  V.  Six  leaden  plaquettes  by 
P.  Flotner;  R.  Donner,  *Recumbent  figure  of  a  woman.  Standing  by  it- 
self, Model  of  a  monument  for  the  Empress  Catharine  II.  of  Russia.  —

2nd  section :  French  baroque  and  rococo  furniture ;  8rd  and  4th  sections : 
English  furniture  (18th  cent.)  and  modem  works. 

Booh  VII.  Textile  Fabrics  (exhibits  changed  from  time  to  time;  stu- 
dents admitted  on  application  to  the  director,  Dr.  Dreger):  "Articles 
found  in  Egyptian  graves  (ca.  4-7th  cent.  A.D.);  Chinese,  Japanese,  In- 
dian, Persian,  and  European  textiles  $  Dutch,  Qerman.  and  French  tapestry; 
Oriental  and  JBuropean  embroideries  (valuable  churcn-Testments);  *CoUec- 
tion  of  lace. 

Boom  VIII.  Sculptures,  Book-Bindings,  Leathet'Work,  etc.  Among  the 
marble  sculptures  by  the  exit- wall,  to  the  left,  Venetian  relief  with  two 
portrait-heads  (iSth  cent.);  tomb  of  Bishop  Lorenzo  Gabriello  (d.  1513), 
by  Lor.  Bregno,  On  the  W.-wall,  Belief  of  the  Madonna,  by  Mino  da 
Fiesols.  By  the  same  wall,  large  sculptures  in  wood :  Italian  Benaissance 
altar;  statue  of  the  Madonna  from  tbe  workshop  of  Tilman  Biemen- 
schneider.  Terracotta  sculptures  (standing  by  tbemselves):  A.  Strauer, 
Statue  of  an  Indian  priest  (1894);  Bust  of  a  Franciscan  (Ital.;  16th  cent.); 
Alessandro  ViitoHa  (d.  1608),  Three  busts.  On  the  E.-wall:  air  E.  Boehm, 
Seated  statue  of  Oarlyle;  at  the  exit,  V.  Tilgner,  Bust  of  Ferstel  (1877). 
The  large  central  cases  to  the  left  contain  ivory- carvings;  those  to  the 
right,  small  wood-carvings  and  works  in  wax:  wooden  figure  of  a  Wise 
Virgin  (German;  ca.  1500):  Adam  and  Eve  (boxwood;  Qerman,  16th  cent.); 
Scourging  of  Christ  (boxwood ;  German ,  17th  cent.) ;  wax-figures  (Pieta, 
Madonna  and  Child,  etc.)  made  by  Ant.  Bossi  as  models  for  the  Viennese, 
porcelain-factory.  —  In  the  remaining  cabinets  are  book -bindings,  caskets, 
panelling,  leather  and  lacquer  work,  etc.  —  On  the  walls,  two  S.  German 
tapestries,  with  representations  of  savages  working  in  the  fields  and  the 
storming  of  a  ^Minneburg'  (14th  cent.). 

First  Floor.  —  Booms  IX-XII.  are  used  for  temporary  exhibitions.  — 
The  following  rooms  are  reproductions  of  historical  interiors.  Boom  XIII. 
'Classic*  room  from  the  offices  of  the  minister  of  public  worship  at  Vienna 
(early  19th  cent.).  Boom  XIV.  ^Golden  Boom'  from  Hohensalzburg  (Gothic) 
Boom  XV.  Princess  room  from  the  castle  of  Velthums  near  Brix en  (Benais- 
sance, 1583).  Boom  XVI.  Gothic  room  from  the  castle  of  Beifenstein  in 
Tyrol  (1490).  Boom  XVIII.  Bococo  room  of  Maria  Theresa  at  Schonbrunn, 
with  embroideries  by  tbe  empress.  —  Boom  C.  Sitztmgssaal  or  meeting- 
room,  in  tbe  style  of  Louis  XV.  (copy  of  a  room  in  the  castle  at  Ester- 
h&xa).  Also,  copies  of  French  furniture  of  the  18th  century.  —  Boom  D. 
Oriental  room. 

The  LiBBABT,  in  addition  to  90,(X)0  technical  works,  contains  about 
60,(XX)  eneravings,  etc. ,  including  a  collection  of  engraved  designs  for  or- 
naments (15-18th  cent.),  valuable  books  of  patterns  for  embroidery  and 
lace  of  the  period  of  the  Benaissance,  etc. 

The  building  erected  by  Ferstel  in  1876-77  on  the  N.  side  of 
the  Austrian  Museum  contains  the  School  of  Arts  and  Crafts  (PI.  II ; 
£,  B).  In  the  passage  connecting  the  two  buildings  is  a  large  mosaic 
figure  of  Athena,  by  Ferd.  Laufberger. 

On  the  left,  farther  on,  a  new  residential  quarter  is  being  built 
on  the  site  of  the  drilling-ground  and  two  barracks  that  stood  here 
till  1901.  —  Opposite,  beyond  the  ZoUamts-Briicke,  is  the  Haupt- 
ZoUamt  (p.  38).  Farther  on,  beyond  the  Radetzky  Bridge  (PI.  II; 
E,  2),  In  the  III.  or  Landstrasse  district,  is  the  building  of  the 
Vienna  Humane  Society  for  the  rescue  of  the  drowning. 

The  Ring-Strasse  ends  on  the  Danube  Canal  at  the  Aspem- 
Brucke  (PI.  II ;  E,  2),  a  chain-bridge  erected  in  1864.  The  buttresses 
are  adorned  with  allegorical  statues  by  Melnitzky.  —  The  Franx- 
Josef-Quai  (PI.  II ;  A,  B,  4)  leads  hence  to  the  left  along  the  canal, 
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passing  the  Ferdinands-Bruclie  and  the  Stephanie-Brvekey  to  the 
Schoiten-Bing  (p.  26)  and  the  Maria-Theresien-Brucke  ot  Augartrn- 
Brueke,  This  suspension -bridge,  with  bnttresses  adorned  with 
statnes,  opposite  the  large  Rudolph  Barracks  (p.  72),  leads  to  the 
Leopoldstadt  and  the  Augarten  (p.  64). 

f.   The  Imperial  Museums, 

la  the  Burg-Ring  (p.  82),  flanking  the  Maria-Theresien-Platz, 
are  the  *Imperial  Maseumi  (PI.  II,  A,  B,  4),  two  exactly  similar 
buildings  in  the  Italian  Renaissance  style,  erected  by  Hcuenauer, 
partly  from  designs  by  Semper y  in  1872-89.  That  on  the  W.  side 
contains  the  natural  history,  and  that  on  the  £.  side  the  art-history 
collections  belonging  to  the  imperial  family.  Each  museum  forms 
a  vast  rectangle  (175  by  77  yds.),  with  slightly  projecting  avant- 
corps  adorned  with  columns.  Above  the  central  portion  rises  a  dome, 
whleh,  including  the  colossal  figure  on  the  top,  reaches  the  height 
of  210  ft. 

*  Natural  History  Maieum  (PI.  II,  A,  4).  The  two  central 
stories  of  the  main  building  contain  the  chief  part  of  the  extensive 
collections,  which  originated  with  the  purchase,  by  Emp.  Francis  I. 
in  1748,  of  the  collection  of  J.  von  Baillou  of  Florence.  The  pre- 
sent intendant  is  Dr,  Frant  Steindachner.  Adm.,  see  p.  10,  sticks 
and  umbrellas  must  be  given  in  charge. 

The  figure*  whleh  enrich  the  £xtksiob  indicate  the  object  of  the 
building.  On  the  dome  it  a  coloMal  figure  of  Heliof  in  bronze,  by  J. 
Benkj  while  the  four  canopies  flanking  the  dome  contain  Hephsestus,  Posei- 
don, Geea,  and  Urania,  by  Joh,  Bilbtrnagel.  In  the  spandrels  of  the  dome 
and  on  the  attic  of  the  central  avant-corp*  are  Victories  by  B.  Bdrdti  and 
K.  Kundmann,  On  the  balustrade  are  portrait-statues  of  34  pioneers  of 
natural  science,  each  10  ft.  in  height.  Over  the  windows  of  the  2nd  floor 
are  portrait-heads  of  64  naturalists ;  then  in  12  medallions  of  the  2nd  floor, 
in  44  spandrels  of  the  great  windows,  and  in  12  niches  of  the  avant-corps 
are  allegorical  figures  which  the  official  guide  explains  (see  below).  Between 
the  columns  of  the  central  projection,  on  the  groundfloor,  are  sculptures : 
in  front.  Europe  and  America  with  Australia,  by  Kundmann;  at  the  back, 
Asia  and  Africa,  by  P.  Wagner. 

The  Entbancb  is  under  the  dome,  in  the  centre  of  the  facade.  The 
dome  of  the  Vestibdlb  is  adorned  with  8  med^Iion- portraits  of  former 
directors  of  the  museum  by  Jot.  Lax.  A  short  flight  of  steps  leads  thence 
to  the  Hochparterre  or  groundfloor  to  the  right,  while  the  grand  staircase 
^  ascends  straight  to  the  foi/er  or  corridor  of  the  first  floor.  The  large 
ceiling-painting  of  the  Staibcasb  (Cycle  of  Life)  and  the  12  allegorical 
figures  in  the  lunettes  are  by  Hans  Canon;  the  8  portrait- statues  on  the 
wall-pillars  by  Vikt.  Tilgner^  etc.  The  niches  of  the  dome  of  the /oyer  are 
filled  with  allegorical  figures  by  Tilgner;  above  these  runs  a  pleasing 
frieze  with  animals,  by  Joh.  Benk.  The  spandrels  of  the  windows  contain 
reliefs  by  Rud.   Weyr. 

Visitors  with  2-8  hrs.  only  at  command  had  better  confine  their  at- 
tention to  the  two  principal  floors.  The  following  description  notes  the 
chief  objects  of  interest.  For  fuller  information,  see  the  official  ^Allge- 
meine  Filhrer'  (1902;  1  K.  20 A.)  sold  in  the  cloak-room. 

From  the  Yestibule  we  ascend  the  short  flight  of  stairs  to  the 
right  to  the  —

Boom  XIX  b.  Central  and  South  America.  —  Boom  XIX  a.  Peru  and  Boli- 
via. —  To  the  right  is  Boom  XIX.  with  objects  from  Africa. 

The  exit  leads  back  to  the  Testibule.  The  main  staircase  to  the 
left  ascends  thence  to  the  —

or  leaf-grasshopper  (Phylliumcrurifolium)-,  63.  Searabseui  (Ateuchus  sacer); 
65.  Bhinoceros-beetle  and  cognate  tropical  beetles;  66,  69.  Beautiful  pro- 
boscis and  coloured  beetles;  71,  72.  Huge  stag-beetles  (Macropius  longi- 
manus,  etc.);  74-84.  Butterflies.  —  Side  Boom  XXII.  Cases  1-8.  Large 
crabs;  in  No.  6,  the  enormous  Macrocheira  Ksempferi  from  Japan.  —

Boom  XXIX.  'Austrian  birds,  with  their  nests,  eggs,  etc.-,  by  the  middle 
window,  a  complete  sea-eagle's  nest.  —  Boom  XXX  (where,  as  in  the  following 
rooms,  the  chief  treasures  of  the  collection  are  placed  in  the  front  part  of 
the  cases).  Swimming  birds  (Cases  1-8.  Pelicans;  27.  Flamingoes);  85,42. 
S.  American  screamers  (palamedea)  with  spurred  wings.  Cases  50-58. 
Banning  birds,  including  51.  Kiwis  (Apteryeidse) ,  51-58.  American  and 
African  ostriches.  —  Boom  XXXI.  Cases  1419.  Pheasants;  48-51.  Pepper- 
peckers;  52-59.  Parrots.  —  Boom  XXXII.  Cases  13-15.  Weaver-birds;  2S. 
Humming-birds;  32,  33.  Birds  of  paradise;  56.  Lyre-bird.  —  Boom  XXXIII. 
Gases  27-49.  Falcons ;  60-57.  Vultures ;  in  No.  53,  below,  a  condor.  Window- 
Cases  20-25.  Osteological  preparations  of  the  skulls,  tongues,  and  aural 
organs  of  birds.  —  Boom  XXXIV.  'Skeletons  of  mammals.  Cases  2,  8. 
Apes;  side  next  the  windows,  to  the  right  of  the  skeletons  of  whales, 
huge  barbs  (whalebone)  of  whales.  —  Boom  XXXV.  Case  4.  Sea-cow ;  5. 
Sloths,  armadilloes,  ant-eaters.  7,  8.  Marsupials.  —  Boom  XXXVI.  Cases 
2, 8.  Antelopes.  —  B^om  XXXVII.  Cases  1  A  2,  Bodentia;  3-6.  Antelopes. 
7.  Stass  and  musk-deer.  —  Boom  XXXVIII.  Beasts  of  prey  and  seals. 
Case  6.  Walrujj,   sea -lions.   —   The  door  to    the  left   leads   into   *Side 
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Boom  XXXVIII  c,  wMch  contains  the  spoils  of  the  gun  of  the  late  Grown 
Prince  Badolph,  tastefully  arranged.  —  Boom  XXXIX.  Small  beasts  of 
prey.  Case  1.  Martens  and  polecats;  ichneumon  or  Indian  rat.  Lemurs 
and  apes. 

The  Second   Flooe  is  reached  by   a   double   staircase  near 

Room  XXX. 

Botaxiie  Collections.  Booms  L-LIII.  contain  the  famous  Vienna  Herbar- 
ium, but  are  not  shown  to  the  public.  The  botanical  collection  in  Boom 
LIV.  chiefly  contains  woods,  fruits,  and  seeds,  dried  or  preserved  in  spirit. 

The  **Imperial  Art-History  Musenm  (PI.  II;  B,  4)  contains 
the  extensive  art-collections  of  the  Austrian  imperial  house,  which 
were  formerly  distributed  in  the  Belvedere,  the  Imperial  Hofburg, 
and  other  places.   (Adm.,  see  p.  10,  sticks  and  umbrellas  must  be 

given  up.)     The  rooms  are  well  lighted. 

The  EzTEEioB  of  this  building,  like  that  of  the  Natural  History  Museum, 
is  lavishly  adorned  with  sculpture.  The  dome  is  surmounted  by  a  colos- 
sal bronze  statue  of  Athena  hy  Joh,  Benk^  while  the  four  flanking  canopies 
contain  allegorical  figures  by  Fr.  Oastell.  In  the  spandrels  of  the  dome 
and  on  the  attic  of  the  central  building  are  Victories  by  H,  ESrdtl  and 
Benk.  On  the  balustrade  are  portrait- statues  of  artists  and  patrons  of  art. 
Over  the  windows  of  the  2nd  floor  are  portrait-heads  of  artists,  and  in 
the  medallions  of  the  2nd  floor,  the  spandrels  of  the  great  windows,  and 
the  niches  of  the  avant-corps  are  allegorical  figures,  explained  in  the  official 
guide  (see  p.  41).  Between  the  columns  of  the  central  projection  on  the 
groundfioor  are  figures  of  Painting  by  Edm.  ffellmer  and  Sculpture  by  Benk, 
in  front,  and  figures  of  Architecture  and  Industrial  Art  by  iT.  Kundmanriy 
at  the  back. 

The  Entbancb  is  under  the  dome,  in  the  centre  of  the  main  facade, 
opposite  the  Maria  Theresa  monument.  To  the  right  of  the  Vestibule 
is  the  side- staircase  leading  to  the  collections  in  the  basement  and  the 
groundfloor,  while  straight  in  front  is  the  Main  Staibcasb,  decorated  with 
coloured  marble  and  stucco.  On  the  middle  landing  of  the  staircase  is 
Canova't  marble  group  of  the  Victory  of  Theseus  over  the  Centaur,  orig- 
inally intended  by  Napoleon  I.  for  Milan.  The  large  ceiling-painting  of 
the  staircase  (Apotheosis  of  Art)  is  by  Munkacty;  in  the  lunettes  below 
are  personifications  of  the  great  masters  by  Maiart;  and  the  spandrels 
and  intercolnmniations  below  the  cornice  are  adorned  by  Fr.  Ifatseh  and 
the  brothers  Klint  with  paintings  representing  the  development  of  art  and 
art-industry  from  antiquity  to  the  present  time.  The  beautiful  domed 
room  is  richly  embellished  with  sculptures  by  Benk^  Kundmann^  Tilgner^ 
and  TTeyr,  commemorating  the  house  of  Hapsburg  as  a  patron  of  art ;  below, 
opposite  the  staircase,  is  a  relief,  by  Weyr,  of  the  Emp.  Francis  Joseph  I. 
intimating  the  resolution  for  the  extension  and  embellishment  of  Vienna. 

The  collections  are  arranged  as  follows :  —

Modern  pictures.  Booms  VIII-X.  German  schools.  Booms  XI-XV,  and 
Cabinets  XI-XVIII.    Netherlands  schools. 

D.  Beoond  Floor.  BB.  XXXV-XLVI.  Water-colours  and  drawings. 
On  this  floor  also  are  the  copying  and  restoring  rooms. 

Visitors  whose  time  is  limited  should  confine  themselves  to  the  ground* 
floor  and  first  floor,  and  will  And  the  following  description  sufflcient- 
For  fuller  information,  see  the  official  ^Uebersicht  der  kunsthistorischen 
Sammlungen'  (1  K.  20^.),  the  'Filhrer  durch  die  Gem  aide- Galerie'  (p.  54), 
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and  various  speeial  catalogues,  all  sold  in  the  vestibule.    Photographs  on 
sale  in  the  domed  room  on  the  first  floor. 

The  staircase  to  the  right  in  the  vestibule  leads  down  to  the 
basement  (Tlefparterre) ;  closed  ;  key  in  the  Oberaufseher^s  (chief 
custodian's)  room,  beside  Room  XIY.  on  the  groundflooi. 

The  Hereon  of  OjSlbMhi,  the  tomb  of  a  Lycian  prince,  found  near 
the  ancient  Trysa  in  Asia  Minor,  has  been  placed  in  the  large  8.W.  court 
and  the  central  room  on  the  S.W.  side  of  the  museum.  This  tomb, 
dating  from  about  the  middle  of  the  6th  cent.  B.C.,  was  originally  dis- 
covered in  1842  by  the  Prussian  scholar  SchOnbam^  and  was  re-discovered 
in  1881  by  JPtof.  Benndorf  of  Vienna  and  brought  to  Austria  in  1882^. 
The  tomb-enclosure  round  the  sarcophagus  of  tbe  deceased  formed  a  kind 
of  miniature  cemetery,  78  ft.  long  and  65  ft.  broad ,  and  the  entire  inner 
surface  of  the  walls  as  well  as  the  exterior  of  the  S.  wall,  beside  the 
door,  was  embellished  with  a  double  limestone  frieae,  most  of  which 
has  been  preserved.  The  sabjects  of  the  frieze  (much  weather-worn) 
are  taken  from  the  Iliad,  the  Odyssey,  and  other  epic  works  (now  lost) 
dealing  with  the  Greek  heroic  myths,  and  appear  to  have  been  executed 
by  Ionian  sculptors  under  the  influence  of  the  paintings  by  Polygnotos 
and  his  school.  —  A  Becoruiruction  by  P.  Kohl,  in  the  centre  of  the  room, 
gives  an  excellent  idea  of  the  original  arrangement  of  the  tomb,  which  is 
not  seen  to  advantage  in  its  present  position.  In  the  court,  facing  the 
entrance,  is  the  Door  of  the  Heroon ,  with  portions  of  four  winged  bulls 
and  other  carvings  on  its  exterior,  and  on  its  interior,  relief  of  two  danc- 
ing youths  and  seven  dwarfish  figures  resembling  the  Otbiri  of  the 
Phoenicians.  Among  the  ReU^s  from  the  Friete^  in  the  interior  of  the 
hall,  may  be  mentioned  the  following.  In  the  anteroom  to  the  right:  to 
the  right,  I,  1  (above).  The  Seven  against  Thebes;  I,  2  (below).  Greeks 
landing  near  Troy;  II,  8  (above).  Contest  of  Amazons  and  Greeks*,  II,  4 
(below).  Strife  of  the  Lapithse  and  Centaurs  at  the  marriage  of  Peirithous. 
In  the  anteroom  to  the  left :  to  the  right,  V,  9  (above).  Ulysses  slaying  the 
wooers  of  Penelope;  V,  10  (below).  Calydonian  boar-hunt;  to  the  left, 
VI,  A.  Battle  of  Greeks  and  Trojans.  At  the  entrance  to  the  centre  room : 
VI,  B.  Storm  of  Troy  (to  the  left);  VI,  C.  Battle  of  Amazons  (to  the  right). 
In  the  centre  room :  VII,  12.  Rape  of  the  Leucippldse  (to  the  right);  IV,  8. 
Feasting  and  Dancing  (to  the  left). 

In  the  court,  in  front  of  the  door  of  the  Heroon,  is  the  Bareophetgut 
of  Deroimit  and  ^sehylui,  also  from  Gjolbashi.  In  the  hall  to  the  left  of  the 
Herodn-room:  ArckiUeiwal  Fragments  from  the  Greek  Temple*  in  8amo' 
thracia;  in  the  hall  to  the  right :  Sticred  Imagee  and  Votive  Stonee  of  Mithras. 

Lapidakidm,  to  the  right  of  the  archway.  Pillar  I.  6.  Stele  from 
Erythree  in  Asia  Minor,  with  the  copy  of  a  national  decree  of  the  Myti- 
lenians  (2nd  cent.  B.C.);  10.  Fragment  of  a  commercial  treaty  between 
King  Amyntos  of  Macedonia  (390-874  B.C.)  and  the  cities  of  Chalcis  and 
Olynthus.  Pillar  II.  28.  Inscription  from  a  basilica  in  honour  of  the 
Emp.  Antoninus  Pius  (138-161  A.D.),  from  Assuan  (Syene)  in  Egypt;  88. 
Vouve  tablet  in  honour  of  Marmogius,  the  Celtic  war-god,  from  Perwart 
in  Lower  Austria.  Pillar  III.  53-00.  Small  tablets  from  Eoman  columbaria 
(tombs),  with  the  names  of  the  deceased.  —  The  Larger  Tombstones  are 
placed  by  the  right  end-wall  (Nos.  91-96)  and  the  back- wall  (Nos.  97-107, 
109,  110-116).  —  By  the  left  end-wall  (181-186)  are  Early  ChrxsHan  Inscrip- 
tiont  and  by  tbe  window-wall  Roman  Milestones.  —  By  the  right  end-wall 
(144-164,  166-168,  178) :  Inscriptions  from  Carthage,  —  Table-case  I :  Handles 
of  Amphorae^  showing  the  maker*s  mark.  Show-case  II :  Fragments  of  Vessels 
in  so-called  terra  sigillata.    Show-case  III:  Leaden  Missiles^  etc. 

In  the  doorway  on  the  N.E.  side  of  the  Museum  are  a  few  unimpor- 
tant Roman  lYovinci<$l  AniiqtMies. 

We  return  to  the  vestibule  and  thence  proceed  to  the  right. 

The  Collection  of  Egyptian  Antiquitiof,  founded  in  1821,  and 

largely  increased  in  1878  by  the  incorporation  of  the  Egyptian  collec- 
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tion  from  Mlramar  (p.  207),  contains  chiefly  small  plastic  works  and 
specimens  of  industrial  ait  from  the  earliest  times  to  the  Roman 
period.    Director,  Dr.  A,  Dedekind. 

Booh  I.  In  the  centre,  two  ancient  clustered  colamns  of  red  granite, 
from  Syene  (basis  and  capital  modern).  The  upper  part  of  the  walls  is 
covered  with  coloured  copies  fby  Weidenbach)  of  mural  paintings  in  a 
rock-tomb  at  Benihassan  (ca.  SlOO  B.C.);  beneath  are  steles  and  inscrip- 
tions ranging  from  the  period  of  the  primaeval  monarchy  to  the  new 
empire.

On  the 
upper  part  of  the  walls,  copies  of  tomb- paintings  as  in  B.  I ;  below,  steles 
and  inscriptions  from  the  new  empire  to  the  Boman  period.  By  the  wind- 
ows: No.  XVIII,  small  pyramid;  fragmentary  sculptures,  mainly  of  the 
Sai'te  period  (7-4th  cent.  B.  C.) ;  172.  Tombstone  of  Ta-Thot  (Ptolemaic 
period).  In  the  middle  of  the  room,  mummies  of  cats  and  crocodiles,  croco- 
diles* eggi)  skulls  of  bulls,  etc.  —  B.  III.  On  the  walls  are  coffin-lids 
and  boanls  dating  from  the  new  empire  and  later  periods.  The  wall-cases 
contain  statuettes  of  the  dead  and  of  gods  and  animals,  etc.  (from  the  new 
empire).  In  the  middle  of  the  room ,  wooden  coffin  in  the  shape  of  a 
mummy  (26th  Dyn.).  —  B.  IV.  In  the  cases  are  coffins,  mummies,  and 
canopi.  Cabinet  VJI.  Statuettes  of  the  dead  (Sai'te  period).  Case  'VI.  Frag- 
ments of  padnted  and  gilded  pasteboard ;  16.  Painted  mask  from  a  mummy- 
covering.  C€ue  IV.  Dye-earth,  fruit,  scarabsei,  and  amulets  from  ancient 
Egyptian  tombs.  —  B.  V.  to  the  right.  In  the  middle  of  the  room,  beside 
a  large  red  granite  column  from  a  temple  (16th  cent.  B.  C),  I,  IH.  Colossal 
heads  of  kings  (probably  Sai'te  period) ;  II,  IV.  VI.  Andro- sphinxes.  By 
the  first  window,  VII.  Painted  limestone  portrait-statue  (period  of  the  new 
empire).

The  *CollectioB  of  Antiquities  consists  of  the  Greek,  Etruscan, 
and  Roman  collections  formerly  preserved  in  the  Cabinet  of  Coins 
and  Antiques,  founded  in  1765,  In  the  Burg  and  partly  in  the  Lower 
Belvedere.   Director,  Prof,  Roh,  von  Schneider.

The  ^'''Collection  of  Industrial  Art,  one  of  the  most  important 
of  its  kind,  embraces  the  productions  of  the  industrial  art  of  the 
middle  ages  and  the  Renaissance.  In  addition  to  a  number  of 
valuable  articles  from  the  Burgundian  succession,  which  fell  to  the 
Hapsburgs  as  a  consequence  of  the  marriage  of  Maximilian  with 
Mary  of  Burgundy  (1477),  it  contains  the  remains  of  the  celebrated 
*Kunst  und  Wunder  Rammer'  at  Prague  (comp.  p.  54).  Director,

This  incomparable  collection  was  originated  by  Emp.  Frederick  III. 
and  was  largely  Increased  by  bequests  of  Maximilian  I.  and  Archduke 
Sigmund  of  Tyrol.  After  tbe  separation  of  the  Spanish  line  the  weap- 
ons belonging  to  the  House  of  Uapsburg  were  divided  between  Madrid 
and  Vienna.  On  the  death  of  Emp.  Ferdinand  I.  (1564)  that  half  of  the 
residue  which  belonged  to  Emp.  Maximilian  II.  remained  in  Vienna,  the 
other,  belonging  to  Archduke  Ferdinand  of  Tyrol,  was  taken  to  Inns- 
bruck, zealously  extended  by  its  owner,  and  deposited  in  Schloss  Ambras. 
In  1606  his  son  sold  it  to  Emp.  Rudolph,  who  allowed  it  to  remain  at 
A.mbras.  In  1806  this  and  the  other  treasures  of  Ambras  were  removed 
to  Vienna,  and  in  1814  were  placed  in  the  lower  Belvedere.  The  first- 
mentioned  half,  which  had  remained  in  Vienna,  was  afterwards  largely 
enriched,  but  sustained  severe  losses  in  1805,  1809,  and  in  1848,  when  the 
Arsenal  was  plundered.  In  1856  it  was  re-arranged  in  the  Arsenal  and 
greatly  enriched  with  additions  from  imperial  chateaux,  and  in  1889  it 
was  removed  to  the  Imperial  Art-History  Museum  and  united  with  the 
Ambras  collection.

On  the  first  floor  is  the  ♦♦Picture  Gallery,  divided  into  iwo 
parts  by  the  domed  saloon  and  the  staircase,  and  occapying  15  large 
rooms  and  18  cabinets.  On  the  S.  (left)  side  are  the  Italian, 
Spanish,  and  French  Schools  and  the  modern  paintings;  on  the  N. 
(right)  side  the  Netherlandish  and  German  Schools.  Each  picture 
bears  the  name  of  its  painter.  Catalogues,  see  p.  44.  Director, 
Herr  Aug.  Schdffer, 

The  1700  ancient  paintings  in  this  gallery,  which  was  preserved  in  the 
Upper  Belvedere  (p.  65)  from  1776  until  1891,  represent  several  separate 
collections  united  in  the  18th  cent.  \  hardly  any  recent  additions  having 
been  made  except  to  the  modern  department,  which  now  contains  about 
850  canvasses.  The  older  collections  referred  to  are:  1.  ^Kunst  to  Wun- 
der  Kammer'  of  Prague,  founded  by  Emp.  Rudolph  II.,  which  at  one  time 
embraced  763  paintings  (5  Raphaels,  5  Correggios,  16  Titians,  etc.),  but  was 
unfortunately  diminished  by  the  plundering  Swedes  in  1648  and  by  sale. 
2.  Collection  of  Archd.  Leopold  William ,  son  of  Ferdinand  II.  and  Stad- 
bolder  of  the  Netherlands  in  1646-56,  which  included  not  only  Dutch  works 
but  also  Venetian  paintings  of  rare  excellence.  3.  Collection  of  Archd.  Fer- 
dinand of  Tyrol,  son  of  Ferdinand  I.,  which  yielded  some  at  least  of  its  trea- 
sures to  this  gallery  (Raphaefs  Madonna  al  Verde ;  Moretto^s  St.  Justina). 

The  Imperial  Picture  Gallery  may  justly  boast  of  possessing  master- 
pieces of  almost  every  school  in  the  world,  at  once  deeply  interesting  to 
students  and  delightful  to  amateurs;  but  its  chief  strength  lies  in  its 
examples  of  the  Venetian  School,  of  Rubens,  and  of  Diirer,  in  which  it 
is  unsurpassed.  Most  striking  among  the  works  by  Cemtbal  Italian  Mas- 
ters are  two  by  Perugino  (R.  I;  Nos.  27,  32);  Fra  BaHolomeo^i  Pre- 
sentation in  the  Temple  (I;  41),  painted  in  1606,  remarkable  for  the  noble 
simi)llcity  of  the  grouping  and  for  its  tranquil  dignity  \  Andrea  del  Sarto'e 
Pieta  (I  \  39),  characterised  by  robustness  of  expression.  RaphaeVe  Madonna 
a]  Verde  (I ;  29),  an  example  of  his  Florentine  period,  though  inferior  in 
life  and  expression  to  the  similar  Madonnas  in  the  Louvre  and  at  Florence 
(La  Belle  Jardiniere  and  the  Madonna  del  Cardellino),  is  interesting  as 
indicating  the  influence  of  Leonardo  da  Vinci.  Of  the  Masters  of  Upper 
Itax,t,  Correggio  and  Mazzola  or  Parmigianino,  who,  though  not  his  pupil, 
is  closely  related  to  him ,  chiefly  claim  our  attention.  Correggio  reveals 
himself  both  as  an  impressive  delineator  of  Scriptural  types  (I ;  68)  and 
as  a  fascinating  narrator  of  myths  (I ;  69,  64).  Parmigianino  is  best  re- 
presented by  his  Cupid  shaping  his  bow  (I ;  62)  and  the  portrait  of  Mala- 
testa  Baglioni  (perhaps  Lorenzo  Cib6?;  I,  67).  Among  the  many  excellent 
works  by  Venetian  Masters  it  is  difflcult  to  single  out  the  most  attractive. 
The  far-reaching  fancy  of  Titian^  which  enabled  him  to  embody  the  most 
diverse  themes  in  appropriate  form,  is  perhaps  nowhere  studied  to  such 
advantage  as  here.  With  what  a  host  of  different  emotions  the  mind  passes 
from  the  Eccc  Homo  (II-,  178)  to  the  CalUsto  (II;  169)  or  the  Danae  (II; 
174),  from  the  Entombment  (II;  179)  to  the  mysterious  allegories  of  love 
(II;  173,  187),  from  the  sweetness  of  his  Madonnas  (D;  166,  176,  180)  to 
the  austerity  of  his  portraits  of  Italian  savants,  a  Varchi,  a  Strada,  or 
Parma  the  physician  ft;  1T7,  182,  167).    In  portraits  the  Vienna  gaUery  ia

Interior 
of  St.  Marks  at  Venice,  43.  Fountain  at  Trent;  44.  Jak.  Alt^  Town  Hall 
at  Cologne.

II.  The  Outer  Districts. 

g.  N.E,  Districts:  Leopoldstadt  and  Bfigittenau,  The  Prater, 

TB41IWATS :  ITos.  A 1,  6,  16,  25,  and  29  ply  to  the  Prater-Stem.  No.  18 
runs  through  the  Tabor-8tr(use.  —  Gihdlb  Railway  (p.  6)  from  the  Custom 
House  to  the  Prater-Stem. 

Of  the  19  outer  districts  of  Vienna,  Leopolditadt,  the  second 
(II.  Bbzibx),  the  Jewish  quarter  of  Vienna  since  1622,  lies  on  the 
N.  side  of  the  Danube  Canal.  Its  chief  arteries  of  traffic  are  the 
Pkatbb-St&a88b  (PI.  IIj  E,  F,  2,  1),  leading  from  the  Aspem- 
Brilcke  to  the  Praier-SUm  (p.  64),  and  the  Tabor-Stbabbe,  lead- 
ing to  the  N.  W.  Station  (PI.  1,  F,  3).  In  the  Prater-Str.  are  situated 
the  Carl  Theatre  (p.  7)  and  the  Church  of  8t.  John^  built  by 
K,  Rosner  In  1842-46  and  decorated  with  frescoes  by  Jos.  von 
FHhrich  and  others.   Near  this,  Tempelgasse  5,  is  the  Synagogue 
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(PI.  II;  E,  2),  a  brick  edifice  in  the  Moorisli  style  by  Ludw.  Fdrster 
(1853-58),  with  an  atrium  tastefully  decorated  with  mosaics  j  and 
in  the  Oircusgasse  (No.  22)  is  the  Synagogue  of  the  Turkish  Jews 
(Sephardlst  community),  by  Wiedenfeld,  with  atrium,  handsome 
dome,  and  sumptuous  interior. 

In  the  Pba-teb-Stbrn  (PI.  II;  F,  1),  the  rondel  at  the  entrance 
to  the  Prater  (see  below),  is  the  Tegetthoff  Monumentj  erected  in 
1886,  consisting  of  a  bronze  statue  of  Admiral  Tegetthoff,  the  hero 
of  Lissa  and  Heligoland  fd.  1871),  by  K.  Kundmann,  on  a  granite 
column  (36  ft.  high),  adorned  with  ships-prows  in  bronze,  with 
Battle  and  Victory  below,  in  chariots  drawn  by  sea-horses. 

From  the  middle  of  the  Tabor-Strasse  (PI.  I;  F,  3)  the  Obere 
Augarten-Str.  leads  to  the  left  to  the  Augarten  (PI.  I,  £,  F,  2 ; 
concerts,  see  p.  7),  a  park  of  125  acres  in  the  French  style,  orig- 
inally laid  out  in  1665  and  opened  to  the  public  by  Emp.  Joseph  II. 
in  1775. 

The  Augarten  is  bounded  on  the  X.  by  the  Brigittenaa  (PI.  I ;  E,  1,  2), 
the  XX.  DisTBiGT,  which  contains  extensive  factories  and  the  handsome 
early-Gothic  "*  Church  of  Si.  Brigitta^  with  two  towers,  built  by  Schmidt 
in  1867-73.  The  richly  painted  interior  is  adorned  with  frescoes  by  C. 
and  F.  Jobst.  Altar-sculptures  "by  Erler;  stained  glass  hj  Gej/ling,  —  The 
Kaiser-franz-Josef-Brileke  (PI.  I;  F,  1),  constructed  in  1872-76,  crosses 
the  main  arm  of  the  Danube  from  Brigittenau  to  Floridsdorf  (p.  265). 

The  Kbonprinz  -  Rudolf  -  Strassb  (PI.  I ;  G,  3),  which  leads 
from  the  Prater-Stern  to  the  Danube,  traverses  the  new  quarter, 
called  the  Donau$tadt^  and  ends  at  the  Erzherzog-Earl-Platz 
fPl.  I ;  G,  2),  with  the  Emp.  Francis  Joseph  Jubilee  Church,  begun  in 
1903.  —  A  few  yards  upstream  is  the  Communal-Bad  (p.  8).  — 
The  *KronprinZ' Rudolf' Reichsbriicke  (PI.  I;  G,  H,  2),  buUt  by 
Fischer  in  1872-76,  crosses  the  Danube,  which  has  here  been  pro- 
vided with  a  broad  new  channel  (1870-77),  at  a  cost  of  32  million 
florins.  Beyond  the  bridge  we  may  go  on  to  Kagran,  passing  the 
new  quarter  of  Kaisermuhlen  and  the  Franz 'Josef  "Land  on  the 
right  (PI.  I,  H,  2).  

The  •Prater  (PI.  I;  G,  H,  I,  3-5),  the  largest  public  park  of 
Vienna,  became  the  property  of  the  imperial  family  in  1570,  and 
was  used  as  a  chasse  till  1776,  when  Emp.  Joseph  II.  opened  it  as 
a  public  park. 

The  part  of  the  Prater  between  the  Prater-Stern  (see  above),  the 
Ausstellungs-Strasse,  and  the  Haupt-All^e  (see  below),  known  as 
the  yoLK8-PsATE&  or  Wu&stbl-Pbateb.,  is  the  favourite  haunt  of 
the  humbler  classes,  especially  on  Sunday  and  holiday  afternoons, 
and  abounds  in  suitable  attractions  ('Wurstel'  =.  buffoon).  In  the 
English  Garden  here  is  the  pleasure  -  resort  known  as  Venice  in 
Vienna^  with  the  Summer  Orpheum  (p.  7),  and  a  giant  wheel 
(40/».),  etc.  Janttch'Theaier,  seep.  7. 

The  Ha.upt-Allbb,  or  principal  avenue,  with  a  quadruple  row 
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of  fine  cheBtnui-trees,  traTerseB  the  00- called  NoBKi  P&atbr,  2^2  M* 
in  length.  It  is  a  fashionable  resort  in  spring,  when  many  fine 
horses,  elegant  toilettes,  and  handsome  faces  will  be  observed.  The 
chief  gala-days  are  Easter  Monday  and  Ist  May.  The  usual  drive 
extends  past  the  three  Cafes  (see  below)  as  far  as  the  (1 V2  ^0  Ron- 
deau, or  to  the  Lusthaus  (Restaurant^,  1  ^2  M*  farther  on.  Amongst 
the  numerous  restaurants  mention  may  be  made  of  the  Three  CafS$ 
(p.  7;  military  bands  daily  in  summer;  HofhauerU  Restaurant; 
and  the  Braune  HirBeh. 

To  the  Intexnational  Exhibition  held  in  the  Prater  in  1873  orig- 
inally belonged  the  Rotunda  (PL  I ;  H,  3),  the  W.  wing  of  which 
is  now  occupied  by  the  interesting  Postal  Museum  (adm.,  p.  10). 
Extensive  view  from  the  roof  (lift,  up  and  down,  60 7i.;  adm.  on 
week-days  9-5.30).  Near  this  are  the  Course  for  TroUirhg- Matches 
and  the  dairy  of  the  Krieau  (Caf^).  —  At  the  end  of  the  Prater  is 
the  Fteudenau,  where  the  chief  horse-races  take  place. 

h.  S.W,  Districts:  Landstrctsse  and  Sitwmering, 

Tkamwatb  (p.  6):  K08.  A  23,  21,  28;  18*,  21,  and  22.  ->  Gibdlb  Railway 
(p.  6)  from  the  PrateivStern  to  the  Custom  House  and  Arsenal, 

The  III.  DiSTSioT,  Landstrasse,  lies  on  the  right  bank  of  the 
Wien  and  the  Danube  Canal,  and  extends  W.  to  the  Heugasse 
(p.  67).  From  the  Stuben-Ring  (p.  38),  we  follow  the  Radetzky- 
gasse  (passing  the  custom-house)  and  the  Lowengasse  to  the  *Weiss- 
OARBBBXiBOHE  [8t,  Othmar's;  PI.  II,  F,  3),  erected  by  Schmidt,  in 
the  early-Gothic  style  (1866-73),  with  a  tower  250  ft.  high. 

In  the  Invalidengasse,  a  little  to  the  E.,  beyond  the  railway- 
viaduct,  is  the  Imperial  Invalidenhaus  (^Pethsioners'  Hospital;  PI.  n, 

E,  3,  4),  containing  two  large  paintings  by  Krafft  of  the  battles  of 
Aspem  and  Leipsio  (adm.  on  application  to  the  Commandant).  — 
Beatrixgassa  25,  adjoining  the  Modena  Palace ,  are  the  interesting 
Collections  of  Archduke  FraruHs  Ferdinand  (adm.,  see  p.  10),  contain- 
ing Roman  and  medisval  sculptures,  ethnographical  and  natural 
history  objects,  etc.  —  Near  by,  in  the  Linke  Bahngasse,  is  the 
Veterinary  College  {Tierarwnei'Institut;  PI.  II,  E,  5),  attended  by 
1000  students.  —  The  Oeologieal  Institution  (PI.  II,  F,  4;  adm., 
see  p.  10)  in  the  Liechtenstein  Palace,  Rasumoffsky-Gasse  23, 
founded  in  1849,  possesses  important  collections. 

From  the  Schwarzenberg-PIatz  (p.  37)  the  Rbnnwbg  (PI.  I; 

F,  5)  runs  to  the  S.E.  On  the  right  (No.  6)  is  the  Belvedere  (PI.  I  j 
F,  5),  an  imperial  chateau,  erected  for  Prince  Eugene  of  Savoy 
(d.  1736)  in  1693-1724,  and  occupied  by  him  till  the  time  of  his 
death.  It  consists  of  two  buildings,  the  smaller  Lower  Belvedere 
and  the  Upper  Belvedere,  or  chateau  proper,  restored  in  1892, 
which  contained  the  picture-gallery  now  in  the  Imperial  Art  Mu- 
seum. Between  them  extends  a  terraced  garden ,  laid  out  in  the 
French  style ;   the  flight  of  steps  between  the  lower  part,  with  its 
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shady  ayenues,  and  tlie  upper  part,  with  Its  grass-plots,  flower- 
beds, and  fountains,  is  embellished  with  figures  of  children,  re- 
presenting the  twelve  months,  by  Gasser. 

The  Lower  Belvedere,  which  contained  the  Ambras  and  other  collec- 
tions down  to  1889,  has  accommodated  the  ^Xodern  Gallery  since  1903. 
A  dm.,  see  p.  10. 

Rooms  I-V  (to  the  left) :  mostly  Austrian  painters  since  1830.  —  E.  I :

Farther  on  the  Rennweg  passes  a  Convent  (No.  10),  *  with  a 
domed  church,  by  Donate  Felice  d'AUlo  (1717-30),  and  the  Paltm 
Mettemich{\ett\  No.  27),  built  by  Romano  in  1840.  What  was 
once  Prince  Metternich's  park  (PI.  I;  F,  5)  is  now  covered  by  a 
handsome  new  quarter  (^Diplomaten-Yiertel'),  including  the  palaces 
of  the  BrUUh,  German,  and  RusBian  EmbMsies,  In  the  garden  of 
the  last,  in  the  Richardgasse ,  is  the  Russian  Church ,  built  by 
Giacomelli  in  1899  (key  at  the  comer  house  Richardgasse  1,  door  4). 
—  At  No.  14,  Rennweg,  is  the  entrance  to  the  Botanic  Garden 
(open  April-Oct.  only),  with  the  well-equipped  Botanic  Institute  of 
the  University  and  the  Botanic  Museum.  No.  16  is  the  Oovemmeni 
Printing 'Office  (Staatsdruckerei;  PI.  I;  F,  6),  to  which  visitors  are 
admitted  on  Frid.  at  10  a.m. 


In  Simmeringf  the  XI.  District,  to  the  S.  of  Landstrasse,  are 
the  Central  Cattle  Market  (PI.  I;  G,  6),  with  room  for  37,000  head 
of  cattle,  the  municipal  Gas  Works  (PI.  I ;  H,  6),  and  the  muni- 
cipal Electrical  Works  (PI.  I;  I,  6). 

To  the  S.E.,  near  Kaiser-Bbersdorf  and  Schwechat  (comp.  inset-map 
on  map  of  the  Austrian  Empire),  lies  the  large  and  admirably  kept  Oentral 
Cemetery.  It  contains  many  fine  monuments.  Observe,  to  the  left  of  the 
arcades,  in  the  middle,  the  monument  to  the  victims  of  the  fire  at  the 
Ring  Theatre  in  1881  (see  p.  27).  Among  illustrious  persons  buried  here, 
or  whose  remains  have  been  brought  hither  from  other  cemeteries,  are 
Mozart,  Beethoven,  Schubert,  Jqh.  Strauss,  Brahnu,  Ghega,  Gen.  John,  the 
two  LtttrouUy  Haymerle,  Dinff^Mtedt,  Makari,  Amerling,  Laufberger,  Fem- 
kom,  Romano,  Arli,  Maroicic,  Haualab,  Weilm,  Adam  Burg,  Toni  v<m  Amtth 
(betrothed  to  Tb.  Komer),  etc. 
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i.  S,  Districts:  Wieden,  Favoriten,  Hietzing, 

TRiJiWATS  (p.  5):  to  the  S.  BtoHony  A 19,  20,  81  •,  to  Favoriten,  A  A, 
5,  17)  to  JSietzing  Aoy  10.  —  Gibdlb  Railway  and  Omnibus  to  the  Artenaif 
see  p.  6.  —  8tai>tbabm  (p.  6)  to  ScMnbrunn  and  Hietzing. 

Wieden,  the  IV.  District,  is  bounded  on  the  E.  by  the  Hbu- 
OASSB  (PI.  I;  E,  F,  4),  which  contains  the  palaces  of  MilUr  von 
Aichhoh  (No.  30),  Baron  Albert  von  Bothachild  (No.  26),  and  others. 
In  the  AUeegasse  (PI.  I ;  E,  5)  is  the  Palace  of  the  Orandduke  of 
Tuscany  (No.  29)  and  in  the  Theresianumgasse  (PI.  I ;  E,  F,  5)  is 
the  Palace  of  Baron  Nathaniel  von  Boihschild  (No.  14).  —  The 
Church  ofSt,  EUzahethj  in  the  Karoliuen-Platz  (PI.  I;  E,  5),  is  a 
Gothic  edifice  in  brick,  built  by  Bergmann  in  1860-66. 

In  the  Fayoriten  -  Strasse,  to  the  W.,  are  the  Deaf  and  Dunib 
Asylum  (PI.  I,  E,  5j  adm.,  see  p.  10),  founded  by  Maria  Theresa 
in  1779,  and  the  Hieresianische  Bitter-Akademiey  founded  in  1746, 
with  a  large  garden.  The  latter  building  also  contains  the  Oriental 
Academy f  founded  in  1754,  as  a  training-college  for  the  diplomatic 
and  consular  services.  —  In  the  Mozart-Platz,  to  the  N.W.,  is  the 
Mozart  Fountain,  by  Wollek  (1906).  Farther  to  the  S.,  Rainer- 
gasse  4,  is  the  Museum  Vindobonense  (adm.  Wed.  2-5),  containing 
Roman  antiquities  foand  in  Vienna. 

The  fourth  district  is  adjoined  on  the  S.  by  the  X.  Distsict 
Fayoriten,  in  which  are  the  stations  of  the  Siidbahn  (^Restaurant) 
and  Staatsbahn  (PI.  I ;  F,  6).  Near  the  latter  is  the  ^Arsenal  (PI.  I, 
F,  6 ;  adm.,  p.  10),  erected  in  1849-55,  enclosed  within  a  spacious 
quadrangle,  at  the  corners  and  on  the  sides  of  which  are  barracks. 
Entrance  through  the  Commandantur-Oebaude ;  over  the  entrance 
are  statues  in  sandstone  by  Gasser,  representing  the  different 
handicrafts  connected  with  war,  with  Austria  in  the  centre.  Within 
the  precincts  are  various  workshops  (adm.  only  by  order  of  the  war- 
office)  and  the  Army  Museum. 

The *Anny  Museum (^Heeresmuseum';  adm.,  seep.  10)  occupies 
a  building  in  a  Roman-Byzantine  mixed  style,  erected  by  Forster 

and  Hansen.    Catalogue  (1899),  1  K.    Curator,  Dr.  W,  Erben. 

Ground  Floor.  The  saperb  VeiHbule,  borne  by  twelve  group?  of  pillars, 
is  adorned  with  56  marble  statues  of  Austrian  heroes.  —  On  the  left  is 
the  Hbrarv,  containing  a  large  collection  of  engravings  illustrative  of  the 
history  of  the  Austrian  army.  —  To  the  right  are  the  Oewehrtaal  (with  up- 
wards of  500  guns,  mostly  of  the  iSth  cent.),  and  ihe  large  ArtiUerie-ScuU^ 
with  about  200  models  of  cannon,  a  collection  of  6hot  and  ammunitiiin, 
plastic  representations  of  battles,  and  some  early  cannon  (16-17th  eent.). 

We  return  to  the  vestibule  and  ascend  the  Staircase,  which  is  sup- 
ported by  four  clustered  columns  and  decorated  with  allegorical  frescoes 
hj  Rahly  marble  statues  ofRadetzky,  Haynau,  Windischgratz,- and  Jela^Ic, 
and  a  group  in  marble,  Austria  protecting  her  children,  by  Benk. 

First  Floor.  The  *Ad8tbian  Rdhmxshallb  (^Uall  of  Fame")  consists  of 
a  central  hall  covered  with  a  dome,  75  ft.  in  height,  and  two  smaller  saloons 
adjoining  it.  Frescoes  by  Blaas:  in  the  central  hall,  on  the  left,  the  Battles 
ofKordlingen  1634,  St.  Gotthard  1664,  Zenta  1697,  Turin  1706.  In  the 
dome  are  scenes  from  the  earlier  history  of  Austria.  In  the  saloon  on  the 
left  the  central  picture  is  the  Foundation  of  the  Maria  Theresa  Orders  on 
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the  left,  Piftcenza  1746,  Kolin  1766,  Hochkirch  1758,  Belgrade  1781.  In  the 
saloon  on  the  right  the  central  picture  represents  the  Entry  of  Francis  II. 
into  Vienna  in  1816;  on  the  left,  Galdiero  1806,  Aspem  1809,  Leipsic  1813, 
Noyara  1849.  The  marble  walls  of  these  three  rooms  bear  tablets  record- 
ing the  names  of  Austrian  generals  and  commanders  who  have  fallen  in 
battle  since  1618. 

The  Weapon  Rooms  on  the  right  and  left  are  fitted  up  as  an  Austbian 
Abmt  MuBBDii.  In  the  weapon-room  on  the  left,  ranged  along  the  walls 
in  stands,  in  chronological  order,  are  the  weapons  and  accoutrements  of 
the  Austrian  army  from  the  Thirty  Years*  War  down  to  the  year  1788. 
Above,  in  large  groups,  are  other  Austrian  weapons  with  contemporaneous 
foreign  weapons,  banners,  and  other  trophies  captured  in  war.  The  glass- 
cases  in  front  of  the  windows  and  by  the  walls  contain  the  most  interest- 
ing objects,  e.g.  the  sword  of  Tilly;  the  collar  of  Oustavus  Adolphtu^  covered 
with  bullet-marks  and  blood-stains,  which  the  king  wore  when  he  fell  at 
Liitzen  \  Wallenttein's  written  orders  to  PappenhHm,  general  of  cavalry, 
found  soaked  in  blood  on  his  dead  body  after  the  battle  of  Liitzen;  hat 
of  Marahal  Aldringen^  torn  from  his  head  by  a  bullet  at  the  battle  of  Rain 
(16S2);  swords  of  Emp.  Ferdinand  III.  and  Oen.  Spork;  Turkish  watch, 
found  after  the  battle  of  St.  Qotthard  in  1664;  MonteeuceolCa  generars  baton 
and  coat-of-mail ;  sword  worn  by  Count  RUdiger  of  Starhemberg  at  the  siege 
of  Vienna  (1683) ;  hat  of  Oen.  Heister,  which  was  pinned  to  his  head  by  the 
arrow-head  lying  by  it  at  the  siege  of  Vienna  (1683) ;  hussar's  helmet  of 
Oen,  Zrinyi.  Interesting  collection  of  medals  relating  to  the  siege  of  Vienna ; 
two  general's  batons,  a  cloth  waistcoat  with  sleeves  of  mail,  a  cuirass 
with  bullet-marks,  and  a  lock  of  hair  of  Prince  Eugene  of  Savoy;  sword 
of  Marehal  Daun;  hat,  sword,  scarf,  and  lock  of  hair  of  Mar  thai  Laudon. 
Adjoining  this  case  is  the  monument  dedicated  to  Prince  Wemel  Liechtenstein^ 
general  of  artillery,  by  Empress  Haria  Theresa.  —  The  room  on  the  right 
contains  Austrian  weapons  and  trophies  from  the  year  1789  down  to  the  pre- 
sent time  (including  Montgolfler's  balloon,  captured  at  Wurzburg  in  1796). 
In  the  cases  are  the  crosses  of  the  Order  of  Maria  Theresa  of  all  the 
deceased  knights  since  1763;  the  swords  of  Wurmser  and  Clerfayi;  the  dra- 
goon's sabre  of  Emp.  Joaeph  II. ;  by  the  first  pillars  on  the  right  and  left, 
memorials  of  the  patriotic  spirit  of  the  Austrians  in  the  years  of  war 
1792-94 ;  the  uniforms,  weapons,  and  works  on  military  science  of  Arch- 
duke Charles;  adjoining  the  case  are  the  colours  of  the  Zach  regiment, 
which  the  Archduke  seized  at  the  decisive  moment  at  the  battle  of  Aspem 
and  with  them  led  the  Austrians  to  the  charge  and  to  victory  (comp.  Mon- 
ument in  the  Outer  Burg-Plats,  p.  18);  hat,  sword,  stick,  and  scarf  of  the 
marshal  I^Hnee  Carl  Sehwarzenberg.  In  the  central  cases:  Weapons,  orders, 
and  uniforms  of  Emp.  Francis  /.,  of  Generals  Ferraris^  Unterberger,  Bianchi^ 
Nugent^  Windisd^grdtz^  Haynau^  and  Henteij  of  Field-Marshal  Count  Radetzky 
(with  numerous  insignia  of  honours  conferred  on  him),  of  Col.  Kopal,  and 
of  Admiral  Tegetthoff.  By  the  last  pillar  on  the  left,  goblet  presented  by 
the  Austrian  army  in  Italy  to  Orillparzer  (1849);  opposite,  gift  of  honour 
presented  to  Admiral  Tegetthoff  by  the  city  of  Trieste  after  the  battle  of  Lissa 
(Neptune  hurling  a  man-of-war  into  the  abyss). 

In  front  of  the  Museum  Building  is  a  collection  of  320  cannons :  on 
the  left  Austrian  guns  from  the  year  1400  down  to  modern  times,  on  the 
right  foreign  pieces,  mostly  captured.  —  At  the  entrance  to  the  museum 
is  the  iron  chain,  640  ft.  long,  used  by  the  Turks  to  block  the  Danube 
between  Ofen  and  Pest  in  1543-1602. 

The  Church  of  8t,  Anthony  (PI.  I;  F,  7),  near  the  S.  end  of  the 
Favoriten-Stiasse,  was  built  in  1896  on  the  model  of  the  church  of 
the  same  saint  in  Padna. 

In  the  large  Matzlkimsdorp  Gbmbtert  (PI.  I ;  E,  6),  */4  M.  to  the  S. W. 
of  the  Siidbahnhof,  reposes  G'/uci,  on  the  right,  about  the  middle  of  the  wall 
between  the  old  and  the  new  cemetery.  Also  Zedlitx^  FUger^  and  others.  — 
In  the  PnoTKSTAMT  Ckiutbht  (Matzleinsdorf ;  PI.  I,  D,  E,  6)  lie  Count  Bevtt^ 
Hebbelj  Mohi^  H.  Lauhe  ^  Beckmann^  Fiehiner,  LOwe^  AnsehOtz,  Meixner, 
Am.  Saisinger^  Julie  lUttich,  Jo9^n%  GaUmeyert  Saphtr^  Canon^  etc. 
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From  the  Maigareten-Gilrtel  the  Triestei-Strasse  leads  to  the 
S.,  past  the  Kaiser  Fram  Joseph  Bospital  (PI.  I;  D,  7)  to  the  Wiener 
Berg  (770  ft.),  with  the  Spinnerin  am  KreuZy  a  Gothic  memorial- 
column,  66  ft.  in  height,  erected  in  1382  and  restored  in  1452 
and  1892. 

*Sclioiibrimn  (PI.  I,  A,  B,  6;  excursion  of  3-4  hrs.),  an  imperial 
chateau  on  the  Wien^  272  ^-  ^o  ^^^  S.W.  of  the  Ringstrasse,  was 
built  in  1619  on  the  site  of  the  Oatterburgj  a  hunting-lodge  of  the 
Kmp.  Maximilian  II.  (1570).  After  the  Turkish  siege  it  was  re- 
erected  (ca.  1696)  by  Fischer  von  Erlach,  but  the  building  was 
completely  altered  by  Pacassi  aiid  Valmagini  under  Maria  Theresa 
in  1744-50.  The  chateau,  with  its  1441  apartments,  many  of  which 
are  handsomely,  fitted  up  in  the  rococo  style,  is  shown  to  visitorg 
only  in  the  absence  of  the  imperial  family.  Napoleon  I.  had  his 
headquarters  here  in  1805  and  1809,  and  his  son,  the  Duke  of 
Reichstadt,  afterwards  died  (22nd  July,  1832)  in  the  room  once 
occupied  by  his  father.  —  The  extensive  Gabdbn  ,  in  the  French 
style  of  the  18th  cent.,  is  open  to  the  public.  On  the  parterre,  with 
its  well-kept  flower-beds,  are  32  marble  statues  by  Beyer  and  others ; 
farther  on,  a  large  basin  with  two  fountains,  and  Neptune  with  sea- 
horses and  Tritons  in  the  centre.  On  a  hill  (777  ft.)  Is  the  Oloriette^ 
a  colonnade  built  by  J.  F.  von  Hohenberg,  commanding  a  fine  view 
of  Vienna  and  the  Wiener  Wald  (ascent  to  the  right  in  the  arcade ; 
10  A.).  To  the  left  of  the  main  avenue  are  the  Roman  Ruin,  the 
Obelisk,  and  the  'Schone  Brunnen*  (beautiful  fountain ;  the  Nymph 
Egeria  by  Beyer).  The  Menagerie,  on  the  W.  side,  is  an  old-fashioned 
zoological  garden.  The  adjacent  Botanic  Garden  is  well  stocked 
with  palms  and  exotic  plants;  the  large  palm-house  is  open  in 
summer  on  week-days  (except  Frid.),  2-5,  Sun.  9-12;  adm.  40/i., 
Sun.  1  K,f  Wed.  and  Sat.  free. 

The  park  is  adjoined  on  tbe  E.  (exit  to  the  E.  of  the  Gloriette)  by 
the  TivoU  Restaurant  (Fl.  I;  6,6,7),  with  a  large  garden  and  pretty  view. 

On  the  W.  side  of  the  gardens  of  Schonbrunn  (exit  by  the  conser^ 

vatories,  past  the  ^Kaiserstockr)  lies  Hietxing,  the  XIII.  District, 

consisting  almost  exclusively  of  villas  and  pleasure-resorts  (see  p.  7). 

In  the  principal  Platz  a  bronze  Statue  ofEmp,  Maximilian  of  Mexico 

(Archduke  Ferdinand  Max,  d.  1867)  was  erected  in  1871.    The 

cemetery  contains  the  grave  of  OriUparzer  and  the  monument  of  a 

Baroness  Pillersdorf  by  Canova. 

In  F«n8ing  (PI.  I;  A,  B,  5),  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Wien,  opposite 
Schonbrann,  are  the  house  occupied  by  Richard  Wagner  in  1863-64  (Hadik- 

Sasse  72)  and  the  house  in  which  the  poet  Ludtcig  Ammffrvber  (1839-89) 
led  (Gyrowetzgasse  10),  both  indicated  by  tablets. 

At  the  S.  end  of  Hietsing,  near  Hetzendorf  (p.  78),  is  the  village  of 
BpeUing,  to  the  S.  of  which,  on  the  RoamhUffd  (800  ft.),  is  a  reserroir 
of  the  Vienna  Water  Company.  —  To  the  W.  of  Speising  is  an  imperial 
Deer  Park^  with  the  shooting-box  of  Laint^  containing  sculptures  and 
paintings.

Tbamwats  (p.  5):  Nos.  B36i  AlOj  A8,  11,' 12;  A9-,  A5,  6,  7;  a24 
A26;B36;  A3,  4.  —  Stadtbahn,  p.  6. 

In  Mariahiif,  the  VI.  District  ,  on  tlie'jeft!bank  of  the  Wien, 
Magdalenen-Str.  No.  8,  is  the  Theater  an  der  Wien  (PI.  n,  B  6 ; 
p.  7),  built  by  Schikaneder  in  1798-1801.  In  the  Gumpendorfer- 
Str.,  between  the  Windmiihlgasse  and  Amerlinggasse  (PI.  I;  D,  5), 
aie  the  Esterhazy  Parky  the  property  of  the  city,  and  the  Mgidien- 
Kirche,  founded  in  1660  and  rebuilt  in  1766.  —  At  the  E.  end  of 
the  busy  Mabiahilfer-Stbasse  (PI.  I ;  C,  D,  5),  the  N.  boundary 
of  the  district,  stands  the  Qoose  Qirl^  a  fountain-figure  by  A.  Wag- 
ner (1865).  The  marble  Statue  of  Joseph  Haydn^  by  Natter,  in  front 
of  the  Mariahilf  Church  (PI.  I;  D,  5),  was  erected  in  1887.  In  the 
Haydngasse  (PI.  D,  6),  to  the  S.E.,  is  the  house  where  Haydn  died 
in  1809,  with  the  Haydn  Museum^  containing  reminiscences  of  the 
master,  portraits ,  the  original  manuscripts  of  the  Creation ,  etc. 
(adm.  dally  9-12  and  2-7;  20fe.).  —  At  Wallgasse  18,  at  the  W. 
end  of  this  district,  is  the  Raimund  Theatre  (PI.  I,  0,  5  j  p.  7). 

The  cbarch  of  "Maria  vom  Siege  (PI.  I;  G,  6),  in  the  Mariahilfer 
Gflrtel,  in  Piinlhaua,  the  XV.  Dibtbict,  is  an  octagonal  Gothic  edifice  with 
two  towers  and  a  lofty  domej  built  in  ViQi-7i  by  Fr.  Schmidt;  fine  poly- 
chrome painting  in  the  interior.  —  Near  it  is  the  station  of  the  Westbahn 
(PI.  I,  C,  5;  p.  1),  the  vestibule  of  Which  contains  a  marble  statue  of  the 
Empress  BUzabeth  by  Gasser.  In  the  manager's  offlcea  is  the  Historical 
Mu$eum  of  the  Austrian  Batiwa^M  (Sat.  12-4  and  on  the  first  Sun.  in  each 
month  9-l2;  closed  15th  July -15th  Sept.). 

In  Nenban,  the  VII.  Distbict,  at  the  back  of  the  Justizpalast, 
Hofstall-Str.  No.  7,  is  the  former  ^Trautson  Palace  (PI.  II  j  A,  4), 
by  Fischer  von  Erlach  (1720-30),  with  a  rich  facade  and  imposing 
vestibule  (now  a  barrack ;  visitors  admitted).  —  In  the  Kaiser-Str. 
stands  the  *Lazaristen'Kirche  (PI.  I;  G,  5),  built  in  the  Gothic  style 
by  Fr.  Schmidt  in  1860-62.  —  In  the  Lerchenfelder-Str.,  on  the 
N.  side  of  the  district,  is  the  *Altlerchenfeld  Chiiroh(Pl.  I;  0,  4), 
a  finely  proportioned  brick  structure  in  the  Italian  mediseval  style, 
with  two  towers  and  an  octagonal  dome  above  the  cross,  built 
from  Muller'8  designs  in  1848-61.  The  interior  is  tastefully  de- 
corated with  frescoes  by  Binder,  FOhrichy  Kupelwieser,  and  others. 

In  the  Josephstadt,  the  YIII.  Distbiot,  at  Auersperg-Str.  1, 
rises  the  handsome  Palace  of  Prince  Auereperg  (PI,  II  \  A,  3),  bnilt, 
in  1724  by  J.  M.  Fischer.  In  the  grounds  in  front  of  it  is  the  mona- 
ment  of  Antengruher,  the  poet,  by  Scherpe  (1905).  —  Farther  to 
the  N.,  Landesgerichts-Str.  7,  is  the  Military  Geographical  Institute 
(PI.  II;  A,  3),  in  which  the  ordnance  and  other  government  maps 
are  executed. 

Adjacent,  Landesgerichts-Str.  9,  is  Count  Czemin^s  Palace  (PI.  II ; 
A,  2)»  containing  the  ^Csemin  Fioture  Gallery  (adm.,  p.  lOj,  com- 
prising 343  pictures  and  a  few  antique  sculptures.    Catalogue  40  h. 
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isT  SLoou  (the  forthest  baek).  To  the  left:  1.  Maratta^  Holy  Family ^

A.  Ouypy  Landscape  with 
cattle;  261.  VamOoyeny  Dutch  scene.  — The  private  apartments,  containing 
a  number  of  other  pictures,  are  shown  only  when  the  family  is  from  home. 

This  district  is  intenected  by  the  busy  Josbphstadtbb-Stbassb 
PI.  I;  C,  D,  4),  In  which,  on  the  right,  is  the  Josephstadt  Theatre 
No.  26a),  founded  in  1788.  —  Close  by,  in  the  Plaristengasse,  is 
the  domed  Church  of  Maria  Treu  (PI.  I ;  D,  4),  erected  in  1698-1713, 
with  frescoes  by  A.  F.  Maulpertsch. 

In  the  XVI.  Distbict,  Ott^oring,  adjoining  the  Josephstadt  on  the  W., 
is  the  large  government  Tobeicco  Factory  (PI.  I ;  B,  3,  4),  employing  about 
1500  hands  (w^/o  women)  and  producing  annually  33  million  oigars  and 
60  million  cigarettes.  Visitors  are  admitted  on  Mon.  and  Wed.,  9-11  and 
2-4  (60ft.). 

1.  N.W.  Districts:  Ahergrwndy  Wdhring^  D^hUng. 

Teamwats  (p.  5):  Nos.  Al-4;  A7,  13,  14,  23,  27-31;  A 15,  22;  336; 
A  27;  A 13-15,  B  32-81.  —  Stadtbahn  (p.  6)  via  the  Gurtel  and  from  the 
Schotten-Ring  to  SeiligeMtadt  (Kussdorf).  —  Railway  (p.  255)  viH  Heiligen- 
stadt  to  Nueedorf. 

The  Alsei-Str.  separates  the  Josephstadt  from  Alsergmnd,  the 
IX.  District.  In  this  street  No.  4  is  the  vast  Public  Hospital  {AU- 
gemeine  Krahkenhaua;  PI.  I;  D,  3),  one  of  the  largest  in  Europe 
(3000  patients).     At  the  back  is  the  so-called  Narrentumiy  or 
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*Foo1b  Towei*,  built  by  Joseph  II.  for  insane  patients.  To  the  W., 
No.  14  Lazarettgasse,  is  the  Lower  Austrian  Lunatic  Asylum. 

In  the  Wahringer-Str.  are  the  Chemical  Laboratory  (PI.  II,  A, 
B,  1 ;  No.  10,  to  the  right),  built  in  1871  by  Ferstel,  with  sgraffito 
paintings,  and  the  Anatomical  Institute^  built  in  1886,  with  the 
Anatomical  Museum  (adm.  on  application;  Nos.  11  and  13,  to  the 
left).  Farther  on,  to  the  right,  are  the  Palaces  of  Count  Chotek 
(No.  28)  and  Prince  Dietrichstein  (No.  30),  the  latter  with  a  large 
garden.  —  The  Josbphinum  (PI.  Ij  D,  3),  Wahringer-Str.  26, 
founded  in  1783  by  Emp.  Joseph  II.  for  the  education  of  military 
physicians,  contains  an  excellent  Pathological  Museum  (open  on 
Sat.  10-12).  In  the  court,  a  Hygieia  as  a  fountain-figure.  ^-  The 
Museum  of  Industrial  Technology  (PI.  I;  D,  2,  3)  contains  col- 
lections of  electric  apparatus  and  articles  in  wood  and  metal  (entr. 
Eisengasse  7) ;  the  large  Machinery  Hall  is  entered  from  Severin- 
gasse  9.  —  At  Wahringer  Strasse  78  is  the  Kaiser  Jubildums  Stadt- 
Theater  (PI.  I;  D,  2;  p.  7),  opened  in  1898. 

In  the  E.  part  of  Alsergrund ,  in  the  Elisabeth -Promenade  on 
the  Danube  Canal ,  are  the  large  Rudolph  Barracks  (PI.  E,  3)  and 
beyond  them  the  new  Police  Office,  containing  the  interesting  Police 
J»fuacum(adm.  Tues.  and  Frid.  10-12).  —Farther  to  the N.W.,  1/2  M. 
from  the  Schotten-Bing ,  is  Pbince  Liechtbnstein's  Pabk  (PI.  I; 
D,  E,  2,  3),  always  open  in  summer,  with  the  Garden  Palace^  erected 
in  1701-12  by  Dom.  Martinelli,  and  (at  the  N.  end  of  the  park)  the 
handsome  Renaissance  New  Pcdaccj  built  by  Ferstel  in  1873-75. 

The  *Liechten8tei]i  Picture  OaJlery  (adm.,  see  p.  10;  visitors 
ring),  in  the  Garden  Palace,  containing  about  800  works,  is  by  far 
the  most  important  private  collection  at  Vienna. 

The  gallery  is  rich  in  important  works  by  Rubens  and  Van  Dyek.  The 
six  pictares  illustrating  the  story  of  Decius  bear  witness  to  Rubens's  study 
of  the  antique,  and,  though  certainly  not  entirely  the  work  of  his  own 
brush,  must  yet  be  numbered  among  the  best  examples  of  the  master  in 
existence.  The  Daughters  of  Cecrops  and  the  portraits  of  his  sons  also 
deserve  special  attention.  Van  Dyck's  portrait  of  Maria  Louisa  de  Tassis 
is  one  of  the  finest  female  portraits  of  the  17th  century.  The  early  l^ether- 
landish  and  early  German  and  Italian  works  will  also  repay  careful  inspec- 
tion. Besides  the  pictures,  the  Florentine  Eenaissance  sculptures  purchased 
by  the  reigning  prince  and  numerous  other  works  of  art  are  exhibited 
(majolica,  porcelain,  Italian  chests,  bronzes,  etc.).  The  rooms  are  decorated 
with  ceiling-paintings  by  Belluccio,  Francesehini^  and  Potzo.  The  beautiful 
stucco  mouldings  should  be  noticed.

Hemal0,  tlie  XVIT.  Pistbict,  inoluding  the  villages  of  Dom- 
bach  and  NeuwaXdegg (^p.78)y  is  adjoined  on  theN.  by  the  districts  of 
Wahring  (X.VIII),  which  lies  to  the  W.  of  Alsergnind,  andDdbling 
(XIX).  From  the  Lazaristengasse  station  of  the  tramway  to  Potzleins- 
dorf,  we  proceed  to  the  N.  through  the  Turkenschanz-Str.  (passing 
the  Observatory;  adm.  9-11  a.m.)  to  the  (1/2  ^0  TfLrkenschani  Park 
(PI.  I;  G,  1),  with  a  Restaurant  (concerts,  see  p.  7)  and  a  Belvedere 
(•View;  adm.  all  day  on  Sun.,  on  week-days  4-8  In  summer,  2-4  in 
winter ;  20  h,).  The  villas  of  the  Wiener  Cottage-  Verein  (PI.  I  j  0,  D,  2) 
are  charmingly  situated  at  the  S.E.  base  of  the  TurkamKanu. 

Dobling  includes  both  Ober-Dobling  and  Unter-Dobling,  to  the 
S.  and  N.  respectively.  From  the  latter  the  Hohb  Wabtb,  passing 
the  Central  Meteorological  Station  and  the  fine  Park  of  Baron 
Nathaniel  Rothschild  (open  on  Mon.  &  Frid.  afternoon  in  spring ; 
1  K.\  leads  to  the  N.  to  Heiligenstadt  (PI.  1 ;  E,  1).  Beethoven 
lived  here  at  No.  2,  Pfarr-Platz.  Knssdorf  (^BockkeUer ;  Zur  Ro^e; 
BrauhauSj  opposite  the  station),  farther  to  the  N.,  is  a  favourite 
pleasure-resort  of  the  Viennese.  Rack-and-pinion  railway  to  the 
top  of  the  Kohlenberg^  see  p.  76. 


2.  Environs  of  Vienna. 

The  Left  Bank  of  the  Danube  below  Vienna  is  uninteresting,  ex- 
cepting historically  as  the  scene  of  the  battles  of  Aspern  and  Wagram, 
fought  in  1809  on  the  March/eld  (p.  265),  a  flat  agricultural  tract  bounded 
on  the  £.  by  the  March.  (Visitors  to  the  battlefield  take  the  Steam  Tram- 
way to  Aspem^  in  11/4  hr.  ^  return-tickets  1 K.  62  or  1 K.  11  h.  A  stone  lion 
by  Fernkorn  marks  the  battlefield.)  The  beautiful  environs  on  the  Right 
Bank,  such  as  the  Leopoldtberg^  Kahlenbergy  Sermannskogely  and  Bophien- 
Alpe,  the  picturesque  hills  of  the  Wiener  Wald,  and  LaxenburgyMOdlingy 
Badenj  etc.,  farther  to  the  S.,  are  easily  reached  by  railway.  The  paths 
to  the  points  of  interest  are  generally  indicated  by  coloured  marks  and 
signs,  a  key  to  which  is  sold  at  the  railway-stations.  —  Excursions  by 
the  Wesibahn^  see  pp.  83  et  seq. ;  to  Oreifenstein,  p.  93;  to  the  Behneeberg^ 
p.  175)  to  the  Bemmering,  pp.  175  et  seq. 

Kahlbnbbb,o  and  Lbopoldsbbbg. 

Charming  excursion.  Stadtbahh  (p.  6;  from  the  Schotten  -  Ring  in 
16  min.,  21  trains  daily),  Staatsbahn  (p.  266;  from  the  Franz-Josef-Bahnhof 
in  10  min.),  or  Stsam  Tbauwat  (p.  5;  lines  B  32,  33.  from  the  Schotten- 
Ring  in  34  min.)  to  Nnudorf  (railway-fares  60,  3(),  20  A. ;  steam-tramway 
2i  h.).  From  Nussdorf  to  the  top  of  the  Kahlenberg  by  the  JSahnradbabn 
(rack-aad-pinion  railway)  in  Vs  hr.  (fare  2  or  1  A'.,  return  2  Z^.  80  or  1  £  20, 
Sun.  and  holidays  1  K.  40  A.);  trains  hourly,  in  the  afternoon  half-hourly. 
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Nuasdorf^  see  p.  75.  We  follow  the  lines  of  the  steam-tram- 
way from  the  railway-station  to  (6  mln.)  the  station  of  the  Zdhn' 
radbahn.  The  'Zahnradbahn',  374  M.  long,  constructed  like  that 
on  the  Rigi  on  the  ^rack-and-pinion'  system,  ascends  at  a  gentle 
gradient  (1 :  33  to  1 :  10)  to  the  top  in  32  min.,  passing  first  through 
vineyards,  then  through  fine  woods.  Stations:  ly^  M.  Griming  (Ber- 
ger's  Restaurant,  in  the  vicinity,  with  shady  garden  and  good  wine), 
above  the  charmingly-situatect  village  of  that  name,  with  its  numer- 
ous villas;  I3/4  M.  JTray/cntuaidi  (Restaurant),  a  favourite  resort, 
near  which,  to  the  left,  is  the  Kohenzl,  with  chateau  and  park.  The 
line  now  curves  round  the  Wildgrube,  and  reaches  (3^4  M.)  the 
terminus  on  the  Kahlenberg  (1404  ft.).  The  adjacent  ^Stefanie- 
warte  (ascent  20  h. ;  printed  panorama  10  ft.)  affords  a  splendid  view 
over  Vienna  and  the  Marchfeld  to  the  Lesser  Carpathians,  and  to  the 
Styrian  Alps  on  the  S.  About  1/4  M.  below  to  the  S.E.  are  the  hamlet 
of  Josefsdorf  and  the  large  Hdtel  Kahlenberg,  in  an  open  situation 
(band,  see  p.  7). 

Walkers  also  ascend  the  Kahlenberg  from  Nussdorf  (1  hr.).  We  cross 
the  Zahnradbahn  (see  above)  above  the  station,  and  ascend  along  the 
Sehreiberbach  hf  a  shady  path  called  the  Beethoven-Oanffy  with  a  bronze 
bust  of  the  great  composer,  who  made  this  a  frequent  resort.  We  then 
follow  first  a  poor  field-path,  then  the  road  ascending  past  the  Inn  Zur 
Eisernen  Hand  (*View),  to  the  hotel.  —  A  fine  route  for  good  walkers 
(marked  red)  leads  from  the  Kahlenberg  to  the  S.W..  vift  the  J&gertBiese^ 
the  HBrmannskogel,  and  the  Hameau  (p.  77)  to  the  (3^/2-4  hrs.)  SopJUen-Alpe 
(p.  77).  —  From  the  Kahlenberg  to  (1  hr.)  Weidling,  or  by  the  Josephs-Steig 
to  (1^/4  hr.)  Klosterneuhurg  see  p.  77. 

A  pleasant  forest-path  (red  marks)^  leads  from  the  hotel  to  the 
(1/2  lur.)  Leopcldsberg  (1380  ft.),  the  last  spur  of  the  Wienerwald, 
rising  abruptly  880  ft.  above  the  Danube.  On  the  substructures  of 
the  old  castle  to  which  the  Babenbeig  dukes  transferred  their  re- 
sidence from  Melk  in  1101-47,  is  a  chateau  (now  a  restaurant)  with 
a  small  church  (1705).  *View  from  the  terrace  more  picturesque 
than  that  from  the  Kahlenberg :  N.W.  Elosterneuburg,  opposite  on 
the  left  bank  of  the  Danube  the  Bisamberg;  N.,  the  hilly  region  from 
the  Manhartsberg  to  the  Polau  hills;  E.,  the  Lesser  Carpathians; 
S.E.,  the  Leitha  Mt3.;  S.,  the  Styrian  Alps  and  the  Wiener  WaM; 
also  the  Danube  for  many  miles,  with  its  beautiful  wooded  islands; 
lastly,  in  the  centre  of  the  extensive  landscape  (900  sq.  M.),  the 
imperial  city  of  Vienna,  with  the  new  channel  of  the  Danube  and 
its  five  bridges.  —  From  the  Leopoldsberg  a  path  (along  the  wall  to 
the  left  of  the  inn-door;  guide-board)  descends  in  easy  zigzags  to 
Kahlenbergerdorf  (railway  stations  see  p.  93),  at  the  N.E.  base  of  the 
hill,  in  Y2  ^r.  Another  path  (yellow  marks),  before  the  inn  to  the 
left,  descends  to  (1  hr.)  Klostemeuburg  (p.  77). 

A  good  survey  of  Vienna  is  obtained  by  ascending  the  hill  to  the  left  of 
Qrinting  (see  above)  as  far  as  the  (20  min.)  beautifully-situated  ViUa  Belle- 
vue;  and  in  10  min.  more  (way  indicated  by  a  board)  to  the  still  higher 
*Afn  Himmel  Inn  (finest  view  from  the  steps  of  the  Elisabeth-Kapelle).  Ascent 
of  the  Hermannekogel  hence,  see  p.  78.  From  the  Himmel  a  rapid  descent 
through  a  shady  valley  to  (V4  hr.)  Sievering  (Inn  Zur  Heiligen  Agnes).

Klostbbnbububo,  Dobnbaoh^  Nbu-Waldboo. 

To  Elatttmmburffy  S^/t  M.,  Stadtbahh  (p.  6)  from  tbe  GuBtom  House  in 
27-31  min.  (22  trains  daily),  and  Staatsbahn  (p.  355)  from  the  Franz  Josef 
Station  in  16-26  minutes.  Besides  the  principsl  station  Klostemenburg- 
Weidling  there  is  a  secondary  station  Klostemeaburg  -  Kierling.  —  Stkam 
Tkamwat  (p.  5;  line  A  3)  Ti&  Dornbach  to  Nen-Waldegg. 

At  KloBtemenbnrg  (Schiff;  Herzogahut)^  a  small  town  (8700  in- 
hab.)  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Danube,  3  M.  above  Nussdorf  (p.  75), 
Is  situated  the  oldest  and  wealthiest  Augustinian  Monastery  in 
Austria.  The  church,  consecrated  in  1136,  a  Romanesque  basilica 
with  Gothic  additions,  was  rebuilt  in  the  baroque  style  in  1689-1712 
and  modernized  by  Jos,  Korhhdusel  in  1836.  The  fine  Gothic  cloisters 
date  partially  from  the  end  of  the  13th  century.  The  palatial  abbey- 
buildings  were  erected  in  1630-50  by  Fdice  Donato  d'AUio.  On  the 
E.  dome  rises  the  imperial  crown,  on  the  W.  dome  the  archducal 
hat,  in  wrought  iron.  Within  the  abbey  is  preserved  the  actual 
archducal  hat  which  is  used  at  the  ceremony  of  swearing  allegiance, 
and  there  is  a  small  collection  of  pictures,  chiefly  by  Austrian  masters 

(15th  and  16th  cent.),  and  a  collection  of  miscellaneous  objects  of  art 
The  yalnable  Treaturp  (apply  to  the  treasurer,  best  at  10.30a.m.; 
1-2  K,  to  the  attendant)  and  the  ^Kaiserzimmer^  with  their  handsome  tapestry 
(attendant  1  K»)  are  well  worthy  of  a  visit.  The  Leopolds- KaptlU  con- 
tains the  celebrated  Altar  of  Verdun,  made  in  1181  by  Nicholas  of  Ver- 
dun, of  59  plaques  of  gilded  bronze  with  rude  representations  of  Biblical 
subjects  (*niello''  work).  The  windows  of  the  old  chapter-room  are  filled 
with  stained  glass,  dating  from  the  end  of  the  13th  century. 

The  column  in  front  of  the  church  was  erected  in  1381  on  the 
cessation* of  the  plague.-  Good  wines  at  the  *8tiftskcller,  Albrechts- 
bergergasse  3  (near  the  abbey ;  beyond  the  Gothic  column  go  through 
the  archway  towards  the  town,  then  turn  to  the  right  into  the  gate- 
way), and  fine  view  from  the  terrace.  Frequented  restaurant  at  the 
8chitss-8tdtie^  opposite.  A  small  house  adjacent  to  the  church  on 
the  left  contains  a  monster  cask,  one  of  the  curiosities  of  the  place. 

From  Elosterneuburg  to  the  Kdhleriberg  (li/jhr.;  green  way- 
marks)  see  p.  76;  to  the  Leopoldsberg  (1^/4  hr.)  see  p.  76. 

In  the  Weidlinger-Taly  2M.  to  the  S.W.  of  Klosterneuburg,  IV4M.  from 
the  station  Klosterneuburg-Weidling,  lies  the  pleasant  village  of  Weidling 
( CMdner  Straus* ;  Zum  Tiroler).  Farther  up  the  valley  are  Unter-Weidling- 
baeh  C^Hatuschka's  Restaurant)  and  (4V2  M.)  Obsr- Weidlingh€tch  (Wallner^s 
Restaurant).    The  KaMenberg  (green  way- marks)  or  the  Hermannskogel  (see 

5.  78)  may  be  ascended  from  Weidling  in  IV4  hr.;  from  TTnter-Weidling- 
a«h  to  the  ffermannskogsl  1  hr.,  to  the  ffamsau  (see  p.  78)  */4  hr.  \  from 
Ober-Weidlingbach  over  the  Toijl  to  the  SopMen-Alpe  */«  hr.,  see  p.  78. 

From  Kierling  (climatic  and  whey-cure  establishment-,  pension  60 JT* 
per  week) ,  in  the  yalley  of  that  name,  3  M.  to  the  W.  of  the  station 
Klostemeuburg-Kierling,  pleasant  wood-paths  (2  hrs.)  lead  by  the  Eiehen- 
hain  inn  (1345  ft.)  and  thence  vift  the  Kantel-HUtte  and  Windisch-HUtte  to 
Ober-  Weidlingbach  or  yift  the  Osdnger-HUtie  to  Unter-  Wetdlingbaehisee  above). 

Dornbach  and  Keu-Waldegg  (^Restaurant  zur  Ouldnen  Wold" 
schnepfCy  closed  in  winter),  two  adjoining  villages  belonging  to  the 
XYII.  district  Hernals,  on  the  spurs  of  the  Wiener  Wald,  are  fre- 
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quently  visited.  The  chief  attraction  here  is  the  Park  of  Prince 
Schwaneriberg y  through  which  a  road  (one -horse  carr.  3-4 JT.) 
ascends  from  the  tram-way  terminus  to  the  (274  M.)  Hameau ,  or 
Hollander  Dor f el  (1515  ft.;  Inn),  a  fine  point  of  view:  E.,  a  part  of 
Vienna,  the  Marchfeld,  and  the  Lesser  Carpathians;  S.,  the  moun- 
tains with  the  Schneeberg  in  the  background.  From  the  Hameau  a 
pleasant  and  well-shaded  path  leads  in  3/4  hr.  to  the  *8ophien-Alpe 
(1595  ft. ;  Inn),  which  may  also  be  reached  direct  in  IV4  hr.  by  a 
picturesque  patli  from  Neuwaldegg  vi&  the  Rohrer^Hutte  (Inn).  The 
Franz-Karl' Auasicht,  10  min.  to  the  S.W.,  is  another  fine  point  of 
view.  We  may  then  descend  the  Halter^Talj  or  by  the  path  past 
the  'Knodelhlitte'  Inn,  to  (IVi^r.)  Hutteldorf(jp.  84). 

Other  paths  descend  from  the  Sophien-Alpe  to  Hinter-Hainbaeh^  to  Stein- 
bach  (recommended  to  good  walkers),  and  to  Ober'  WeidUngbaeh  (p.  77). 

A  steep  path  descends  to  the  1^.  from  the  Hameau  to  Unter-  WeidUng- 
baeh (see  p.  77)*  —  A  fine  point  of  view  is  the  *Eab8burff-Warte  (adm. 
90 A.)  on  the  'Hennaanakogel  (1780  ft.),  ascended  from  the  Hamean  in 
2  hrs.,  or  from  Sievering,  Weidling,  Weidllngbach,  or  Himmel  (p.  76)  in 
'A'iV^  l^'-  A  little  below  the  top  is  a  restaurant.  A  path,  indicated  by 
red  marks,  leads  from  the  Hermannskogel  over  the  Jdgerwieie  (tavern; 
close  by  is  the  Jvng/em-BrUndl)  to  the  Kohlenberg  (IV4  hr.  ^  comp.  p.  77). 
—  The  Oalizinberg  (1273  ft.;  restaurant),  to  the  S.W.  of  Dornbach,  is  an- 
other excellent  point  of  view.  It  is  reached  from  Ottakring  (p.  71)  by  a 
pleasant  path  in  Vt  hr.,  or  from  the  station  of  Hiitteldorf-Hacking  (p.  84) 
in  1  hr. 

MoDLiNO,  Laxbnbubo,  Badbn. 

SouTHKBiir  Railway  (comp.  R.  2i)  to  (10  M.)  MSdling  in  19-36  min.  (fares 
1  K.  60,  iK.  20,  or  80 A. ;  return,  2  JT.  60,  1  K.  90,  or  1  K.  20 A.);  to  Laxen- 
burg  in  »/<  hr.  (2  K.^  iK.  50A.,  or  1  JCj  return,  ^K  20.  2K.  40,  or  1  K, 
60 A.);  io  Badm,  17  M.,  in  »/4-l  hr.  i2K.  40,  1  -ff.  80,  or  i  K.  20  A.;  return, 
8ir.  80A.,  2K.  80  A.,  1  jr.  80 A.). 

The  Southern  Railway  (see  p.  174)  passes  through  pleasing  scenery, 

affording  an  extensive  view  to  the  E.  as  far  as  the  LeithaMts.,  and  to 

the  W.  over  numerous  villas,  and  populous  villages  at  the  base  of  a 

beautiful  range  of  hills.    The  city  extends  as  far  as  (2Y2  M.)  Afcid- 

ling.   To  the  right,  beyond  the  avenue  from  Schonbrunn  to  Laxen- 

burg,  is  the  Qlorieite  (p.  69).    3V2  M.  Hetzendorfy  with  an  imperial 

ch&teau  (to  the  left);  b^/^M.  Atzgetsdorf - Mauer)  6  M.   Liesing 

(♦Waldbauer)  ,  with  a  large  brewery  and  restaurant  (fine  view  from 

the  pavilion  in  the  garden). 

From  Liksino  to  Kaltenlkdtoebbn,  41/2  M.,  branch-railway  in  22  min. 
(return- ticket  from  Vienna  2  JT.  40,  i  K.  90,  or  i  K.  20  A.).  The  only  inter- 
mediate station  of  importance  is  (IV4  M.)  Ferehtoldadorf  (*;9cAvar«er  Adler^ 
good  wine),  also  a  station  on  the  steam-tramway  to  Mddling  (p.  6).  The 
Gothic  church,  destroyed  by  the  Turks  in  1683,  has  been  restored.  — -  V/2  M. 
Kaltenleutgeben,  a  charming  village  with  numerous  villas  and  two  hydro- 
pathics, in  the  valley  of  the  DUrre  Liesing.  We  may  thence  ascend  (green 
marks)  to  the  (IV4  hr.)  mUeneiein  (2120  ft.),  the  Julienturm  on  which  com- 
mands a  superb  view.  Another  good  view  is  obtained  from  the  Josepht- 
tcarte  (1886  ft.),  on  the  FHhrenberg  or  Parapluid>erg ^  reached  in  VU  hr.  from 
Kaltenleutgeben  or  Perchtoldsdorf.  Pleasant  walk  {\.%  hr.)  from  tne  Fohren- 
berg  to  the  Julienturm. 

3  M,  Brunn  <im  Qtbitge-' Maria  Entersdorf. 
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10  M.  Mddling  {Hdtel  Kwndlon,  R.  tiom  3  K. ;  *Qoldne8  Lamm, 
good  wine ;  H6t,  Modling ;  En%enbrunnery  garden-concerts  in  snm- 
mer)  is  an  old  town  with  11,100  inhabitants.  At 'the  W.  end  is  the 
Stadl^Pavk,  with  a  'Knrsalon'  (see  above)  and  snmmer  theatre.  To 
the  right,  on  a  rock,  rises  the  Gothic  Church  of  St.  Othmar  (built 
about  1454;  restored  1690),  with  a  crypt,  adjoined  by  a  round 
Romanesque  burial-chapel  ('Kame/),  dating  probably  from  the  end 
of  the  12th  century.  To  the  left  of  the  railway  lies  the  suburb  of 
Schoffel,  with  the  Hyrtl  Orphanage.  About  1^4  M.  to  the  W.  is  the 
hydropathic  of  PrUssnitMtal ;  and  3/^  M.  farther  on  is  the  Rieharda- 
hof  dairy-farm  (1210  ft. ;  hence  to  Gumpoldskirchen  II/2  M.,  see 
p.  81). 

The  *Br&hl  (electric  railway  from  Modling  to  Hinterbrahl,  2  M. 
in20min.,  83  trains  daily ;  fare  to  Klausen  or  Yorderbruhl  20, 
Hinterbriihl  30&.),  a  raviae  in  the  limestone-rock,  abounding  in 
natural  beauties,  is  the  property  of  Prince  Liechtenstein,  whose 
father  adorned  it  with  pleasure-grounds  and  artificial  ruins.  The 
road  passes,  at  the  entrance  to  the  valley,  under  the  Vienna  water- 
conduit,  and  follows  the  left  bank  of  the  brook  to  (Vs  hr.)  Vorder- 
bruhl.  The  path  on  the  right  bank  of  the  brook  (which  is  crossed 
before  the  aqueduct  is  reached)  is  preferable.  As  far  as  Yorder- 
bruhl (he  valley  is  called  the  Klause  (the  houses  on  the  road  being 
named  Klauaen),  at  the  end  of  which  on  the  hill  to  the  left  rises 
ihe  ruin  of  Mddling.  The  valley  then  expands  into  the  pleasant 
dale  of  the  Vorderhruhl  (*H6t.  Garni  Hajek,  R.,  3-12  JP.,  B.  80  A. ; 
*Zwei  Raben,  R.  2-6,  pens.  5-8  JT. ;  Goldner  Stern,  unpretending; 
at  the  farm  of  the  prince  is  a  caf<^;  Dr.  Scheimpflug's  Sanatorium). 
To  the  N.E.,  %  M.  above  the  Yorderbriihl,  is  the  HdUl-Restaurant 
Radetzky,  charmingly  situated. 

Another  very  attractive  path  leads  to  the  (>/«  hr.)  Yorderbriihl  along 
the  brow  of  the  hills  bounding  the  Klause  on  the  K.  Beyond  the  church  of 
St.  Othmar  we  ascend  in  10  min.  to  the  Sehwane  Turm  on  the  Kalenderberg 
(1100  ft.)  ^  thence  a  good  path,  protected  by  railings,  at  the  end  of  which 
wis  descend  into  the  Briihl  by  steps  cut  in  the  rock.  Or  we  may  follow 
a  path  to  the  right  npon  the  hill,  passing  some  artificial  ruins,  to  OA  hr.) 
the  castle  of  LUchtenitein^  part  of  which  has  recently  been  restored;  ad- 
joining it  is  a  modem  Chdteau  with  a  garden  in  the  English  style.  From 
the  Hdtel  Radetzky  (see  above)  a  road  descends  to  the  left  to  (*/4  M.)  Yorder- 
briihl. —  From  stat.  Brunn  (see  p.  78)  to  Yorderbriihl  by  the  castle  of 
Liechtenstein  is  a  walk  of  1  hr. 

The  top  of  the  'Kleine  Anninger'  to  the  S.W.  of  the  Yorderbriihl  is 
crowned  by  ttie  Huaaren-Tompel  (1630  ft.),  erected  by  Prince  Liechtenstein 
in  1813.  Seyen  Austrians  who  fell  at  Aspern  and  Wagram  are  interred  in 
the  vault  below.  Extensive  view.  The  road  leading  to  it  is  bad  at  first, 
but  afterwards  improyes.  The  walking  route  (V4  hr.)  is  preferable:  we 
follow  the  highroad,  passing  the  Stern  inn,  beyond  which  we  ascend  to 
the  left  (^Husarentempelgasse") }  after  a  few  min.  at  the  first  bifureation 
we  keep  to  the  right,  at  the  second  to  the  left.  —  From  the  temple  via 
the  Anninger  to  Baden,  see  p.  80. 

The  valley  beyond  Yorderbriihl  is  less  interesting.  The  road  leads  by 
ffinterbrUhl  (Hdt.  Helmstreitmflhle ;  Paulinenhof*,  Weintraube;  Restaurant 
Hdldrichsmiihle)  and  Oaaden  (1033  ft. ;  p.  83)  to  the  well-prei^erved  abbey 
of  (7^/2  M.)  ♦Hei1ig»nkT«ua  and  its  Romanesque  church  (1160-87}  partly 
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rebuilt  in'  the  Transition  style  in  the  ISth  cent.)}  with  fine  cloisters  and  the 
tombs  of  Frederick  the  Quarrelsome  (d.  1246)  and  other  members  of  the  Baben- 
berg  family.  The  imposing  choir  dates  from  the  i4th  century.  Refresh- 
ments in  the  conrt.  Thence  (omnibus,  see  p.  81)  through  the  Sattelbaeh'Tal 
and  the  pretty  ffelenen-Tal  to  Baden.  A  shorter  path  leads  from  Gaaden 
by  Siegen/eld  (1160  ft.)  to  the  Helenen-Tal,  the  latter  part  rugged.  Other 
paths  from  Gaaden  in  11/2  hr.  to  Rauhenstein  (p.  82),  or  yia  the  HUhnerberff 
and  the  Calvarienberg  (p.  82)  to  Baden.  If  time  be  limited,  the  traveller 
should  return  from  the  Husaren-Tempel  to  Modling,  go  by  railway  to  Baden, 
and  visit  the  Helenen-Tal  thence. 

The  ascent  of  the  Anninger  (2210  ft.),  2-2i/s  hrs.  from  Modling  (red 
marks)  is  interesting.  The  WUhelfMtearte  ^  on  the  highest  point  of  the 
Anninger  plateau,  commands  a  magnificent  view.  At  the  Buchbrunnen^ 
a  little  below  the  summit,  to  the  !N.W.,  is  the  Anninger-Hau$  (restaurant 
in  summer).  The  Anninger  may  also  be  ascended  from  the  Husaren- 
Tempel  (see  above  ^  in  V/4  hr.) ,  Gumpoldskirchen ,  Baden,  Hinterbriihl, 
and  Oaaden  (shortest  and  easiest). 

Branch -line  from  Modling  to  (10  min.)  Laxenburg  (^Kreu%; 
Stem ;  Hartmann'a  Restaurant  at  the  station),  an  imperial  chateau 
and  park,  on  the  Schwechat  and  the  Vienna  and  Neustadt  Canal.  The 
Alte  8ehl088  was  erected  in  1363  by  Emp.  Albrecht  II.  and  after 
its  destruction  by  the  Turks  in  1688  rebuilt  under  Leopold  I.  by 
Bumacini  in  1687-93;  the  Neue  ScUoss  ('Blauer  Hof )  with  the 
theatxe  dates  from  the  reign  of  Maria  Theresa  (ca.  1752).  The 
flower  gardens  are  closed,  but  the  *Park  (985  acres),  laid  out  in  the 
English  style  in  1782  and  1798,  is  open  to  the  public.  The  prin- 
cipal points  are  generally  visited  in  the  following  order  (directions 

from  the  rangers  in  the  park). 

Monument  of  Francis  I.,  a  colossal  bust  in  marble  by  Marchesi;  Ritter- 
gruft,  a  Gothic  chapel ;  Meierei  (farm) ;  Rittersaule.  liear  the  last  (1  X. 
from  the  station)  is  the  *Fkanzen8buro,  erected  in  1799-1896  in  the  med- 
iseval  style,  on  an  island  in  the  lake  (ferry  20  A.),  and  adorned  with 
numerous  works  of  art  (visitors  are  hurried  round  by  a  guardian^  fee 
Vs-l  K.).  The  Waffenhalle  contains  a  leaden  statue  of  Emp.  Francis  I.,  by 
Fr.  Xav.  Hesserschmidt  (1769).  In  the  ffapsburg  Saloon  are  marble  statues 
of  16  sovereigns,  from  Rudolph  I.  to  Charles  VI.,  by  Paul  Strudl  (1680), 
and  a  leaden  statue  of  Maria  Theresa  by  Messerschmidt  (ca.  1760) ;  in  the 
First  Reception  Room^  portraits  of  7  princes,  and  a  majolica  stove,  leather 
hangings,  and  ceiling  of  the  16th  cent.  *,  Second  Reception  Room,  ceiling  of 
the  16th,  and  three  cabinets  and  leather  hangings  of  the  I7th  cent. ;  in  the 
Drawing  Room,  two  large  pictures  by  Hochle  (Marriage  of  Francis  II.  in  1806 
to  his  third  wife);  in  the  Dining  Room,  a  fine  inlaid  table,  said  to  date 
from  1628,  old  glass,  etc.  ♦,  in  the  Bed  Room ,  a  copy  of  Diirer's  Holy 
Trinity  (p.  61)*,  in  the  Dretting  Room,  wall-decorations  of  the  17th  cent; 
in  the  Throne  Room,  Coronation  of  Francis  II.  and  Banquet  in  the  Romer 
at  Frankfort;  in  the  Chapel,  marble  walls,  etc.,  from  the  Romanesque  chapel 
of  St.  John  (Capella  Speciosa)  at  Klostemeuburg  (p.  77),  consecrated  in  1222, 
taken  down  in  1799;  from  the  Tower  a  superb  view;  in  the  Hungarian 
Coronation  Saloon,  the  *  Coronation  of  Emp.  Ferdinand  I.  (1890),  painted 
by  Hochle,  Coronation  of  Empress  Carolina  (1825),  by  Bucher ;  in  the  Hall, 
Interview  of  Leopold  with  Sobieski,  Emp.  Max  on  the  Martinswand,  and 
three  other  pictures  by  Hochle;  in  the  * Lothringersaal  (Lorraine  Room), 
portraits  of  20  princes  of  this  family ;  ceiling  and  panelling  of  the  16th 
cent.;  modem  stained  glass.  —  We  now  cross  the  bridge  at  the  back  of 
the  Franzensburg ,  turn  to  the  right  along  the  lake  and  follow  its  bank 
past  the  Tumier-PkUt  ('tournament- grouncT)  and  Orotto;  then  cross  the 
OoViie  Bridge  to  the  Swedish  PavUion,  a  relic  of  the  Vienna  exhibition, 
and  the  Oold-jUh  Pond;  thence  along  the  channel  to  the  Karolinenhain, 
whence  we  return  by  the  Prater,  an  imitation  of  the  old  Vienna  Prater, 
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to  the  railway-station.  —  If  time  permit,  we  may  also  vioit  the  Mariannen 
Intel  (by  boat),  beyond  the  Fransensburg. 

A  walk  throngh  the  park  by  the  above  route,  allowing  V<  ^''  ^o'  ^^^ 
Fransensburg,  takes  2-2yt  hrs.  \  but  a  delay  sometimes  occurs  at  the  chiteau, 
as  a  limited  number  of  persons  only  are  admitted  at  one  time. 

The  S.  Railway  from  Modling  to  Baden  passes  (13  M.)  Qun- 
tramsdorf  and  (14  M.)  Oumpoldskirchen  (Bairischei  Hof ;  Krone ; 
Adam's  Bestaurant),  famed  for  its  wine.   Short  tunnel.

HADs  (PI.  E,  2)  in  the  Stadtpark,  well  fitted  up,  pens.  20-30  K,  \  Kubahstalt

Post  and  Txlbobaph  Ofviob  (PI.  E,  3),  Neugasse  36. 

Baden  (695  ft.),  a  town  with  15,800  inbab.,  pleasantly  situated 
on  the  BehwechaA^  is  celebrated  for  its  warm  springs  (72^-97°  Fahr. ; 
chief  ingredient,  sulphate  of  lime),  which  were  known  to  the  Ro- 
mans (Thermae  Pannonicae)  and  are  annually  Tlsited  by  about  23, 000 
guests.  The  chief  spring  {RomerquelU  or  Vraprung;  PI.  14)  rises 
copiously  in  a  cavern  at  the  base  of  the  Galvarienberg,  in  the  dolo- 
mite limestone,  through  which  it  is  reached  by  a  passage,  40  yds. 
long  (fee  60  A.).  The  entrance  is  in  the  left  corner  of  the  shady 
8tadi-Park  (PI.  D,  E,  2),  which  contains  the  StddUschet  Badehaus 
(see  above),  the  Kurhaua,  a  TrinkhaUe,  the  Arena,  an  open-air 
theatre,  the  Undine  Fountain  (by  Kassin),  and  a  bronze  bust  of  the 
poet  Fran%  Orillparzer  (d.  1872),  erected  in  1874.  Band  daily 
7.30-8.30,  12-1,  and  8-9.30.  Most  of  the  baths  are  fitted  up  for  both 
sexes  bathing  in  common  (' VoUbadef),  costumes  being  provided  for 
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the  purpose.  The  Herxogabad  (PI.  6)  holds  150  persons ;  adjacent, 
in  the  Franzens-Str.,  are  the  Antonsbad  and  Theresienbad  (PI.  13). 
In  the  Berg-Str.,  near  the  park,  is  a  ^Swimming  Bath  (PL  12)  witii 
thermal  water  (75®  Fahr. ;  bath  60  A.) ,  and  in  the  pretty  Bohdhof 
Park  (Pi.  0,  %  3)  is  a  Swimming  Bath  with  river  water. 

A  path  ascends  the  (*/4  hr.)  Calvarienberg  (1070  ft.),  with 
several  view-points  (^Moritzruhe,  Annahohef  Raimundkohe ;  PL  D,  2). 
The  (V2  111.)  TheresienwaHe  (1365  ft. ;  PL  B ,  E ,  1 ;  Restaurant 
Budolfshof  at  the  foot)  is  another  line  point. 

The  Helenen-Tal,  a  picturesque  wooded  valley,  is  the  favourite 
promenade.  It  may  be  reached  from  the  S.  station  vi4  the  Neu- 
gasse  and  Helenen-Strasse  (tramway  No.  1,  p.  81),  or  from  the 
Kurhaus  vi4  the  Berg-Strasse  (PL  G,  D,  2),  with  its  handsome 
villas  on  the  slope  to  the  right,  and  the  Karlsgasse  (PI.  B,  0,  2). 
The  entrance  to  the  valley  is  crossed  by  the  aqueduct  of  the  Vienna 
waterworks.  Farther  on,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Schwechatj  are  the 
villages  of  St.  Helena  and  Rauhenstein  (Sacher's  Hotel,  see  p.  81), 
commanded  by  the  well-preserved  ruin  of  Rauhenstein  (worthy  of  a 
visit;  good  path  to  it  through  the  Alexandrowicz  grounds,  ascent 
from  the  Berg-Strasse  in  Baden,  Y2  ^f-)-  —  Opposite  St.  Helena, 
on  the  right  bank,  at  the  foot  of  a  hill  crowned  with  the  ruin  of 
Rauhenecky  stands  the  Weilburgj  a  chateau  of  Archduke  Frederick, 
built  in  1823-26  by  Archduke  Charles  (d.  1847),  with  a  fine  Gothic 
chapel.  Above  the  Wellburg  are  pleasant  grounds  extending  past 
the  Villa  of  Archduke  Eugene  up  to  the  Hauswiese  (*Caf6)  and  the 
ruin  of  Scharfeneck. 

The  Urtelstein  (1^2  M.  from  Baden),  a  rock  which  formerly  clos- 
ed the  valley,  is  now  penetrated  by  a  tunnel.  Paths  on  both  sides 
ascend  to  the  top ,  which  affords  a  good  survey  of  the  wooded  valley 
(small  caf^.  Farther  distant  are  the  Cholera-Kapelle  and  (4^2  ^- 
from  the  electric  tramway-terminus)  the  Old  and.  New  Krainer^Hutte 
(omnibus,  see  p.  81),  and  a  little  higher  up  is  the  Augustiner^Huite 
(all  four  with  good  restaurants). 

The  main  road  continues  to  ascend  the  valley  of  the  Schwechat  vi& 
Satttlbach  and  (3  M.)  Maperling^  the  hunting-lodge  in  which  the  Crown 
Prince  Budolph  died  in  1889  (now  a  conyent ;  opposite  on  the  hill-slope  is 
a  monument  to  the  Crown-Prince,  brought  in  1888  from  the  chateau  of 
Achilleion  at  Corfu),  to  (4V2  M.)  AUand  (omnibus,  p.  81),  whence  a  road 
leads  totheabbey  oiir«<2t(jrenlr«w«  (p.  179).  Another  road  diverging  V^  V* 
above  the  Urtelstein  tunnel  unites  the  Helenen-Tal  with  (>/«  hr.)  Siegen- 
feld  and  (iVs  hr.)  Qaaden  (to  the  Briihl,  see  p.  80);  while  a  third  road 
(omnibus,  p.  81)  leads  direct  from  Sattelbach  (see  above)  to  Heiligenkreut. 

The  *Eiaerne  Tor  iHoher  LiUdkogel;  2826  ft.),  the  highe<it  hill  in  the 
enyirons,  is  ascended  from  Baden  in  3  hrs.:  to  uie  shooting-lodge  in  the 
Weichul-Tal  li/«  hr.  {  thence  by  a  path,  indicated  by  red  and  blue  marks, 
to  the  (l*/4  hr.)  summit  (Restaurant;  view-tower).  —  Marked  paths  also 
ascend  (in  iVs  hr.)  from  the  Krain$r-EUtte  (see  ahove)  and  from  Merk9nttein 
(p.  171).

A  little  to  the  N.E.  lies  Hadersdorf,  presented  by  Maria  Theresa 
to  Marshal  Laadon  (d.  1790),  who  is  interred  in  the  park  (fine  sarco- 
phagus by  F.  Zauner).  Thence  through  the  pleasant  Mauerbach-Tid  to 
0  M.)  Yorder-Hainbaoh  CCafi-RettauratU  Lohner),  from  which  a  road  to 
the  right  leads  through  a  narrow  wooded  valley  to  (i  X.)  Hintet'Hainhttch 
(ascent  of  the  BophUnrAlpe^  */«  ^^-t  ^^  P*  78).  Above  Vorder-Hainbach 
is  (V«  hr.)  another  lateral  valley  containing  the  charming  hamlet  of  JStein- 
baeh  (see  p.  78).

The  Wie- 

nerwald-Warte  on  the  Joehgrabenberg  (2118  ft.),  IY3  hr.  to  the  S., 

commands  a  wide  view.    Two  long  tunnels ;  then  across  a  viaduct, 

82  ft  high,  to  (19  M.)  Eichgraben.  —  23 i/2  M.  NeuUngbach  (800  ft.), 

in  the  pretty  valley  of  the  Tullnhach,  with  a  chateau  of  Prince 

Liechtenstein  above  it.   The  Btichderg  (1523  ft.),  jl  hr.  to  the  N., 

commands  a  beautiful  view.

27  H.  earning  (1410  ft.;  ^HdlWigl;  Leehner),  a  pleasantly  situated  littte 
town,  with  the  ruins  of  a  Carthusian  convent.  An  attractiye  excursion 
may  be  made  hence  through  the  romantic  *Erlau/tal  to  the  (5i/s  hrs.) 
Lasting  FaU  and  the  *Oetseh«rffrdben.  —  Ascent  of  the  *Oetseher,  easy  and 
attractive  (diligence  to  Lackenbof  in  summer  daily  in  3V4  hrs.).

The  Enns,  the 
boundary  between  Lower  and  Upper  Austria,  is  now  crossed. 

106  M.  Eiini  (920  ft.;  Krone;  Oelu),  with  its  detached  tower, 
is  a  picturesquely  situated  town  (4674  inhab.),  the  fortifications  of 
which  were  constructed  with  the  ransom  paid  by  England  for  Richard 
GoBur  de  Lion  (comp.  p.  92).  Sehlosa  Ennseck  on  a  height,  with  its 
pleasant  grounds,  is  the  property  of  Count  Furstenberg.  To  the  left 
lies  8t,  LorenXy  with  an  old  Gothic  church.  —  109  M.  Asten, 

To  the  8.W.  (8  If .)  lies  the  extensive  Augustine  abbey  of  Bt,  Flo- 
riaa,  one  of  tiie  oldest  in  Austria.  The  present  large  buildings  are  of  the 
early  18th  cent.,  the  low  crypt  of  the  church  is  of  the  18th.  The  library, 
with  70,000  vols.,  contains  valuable  MSS.  and  incunabula.  The  pictures 
are  chiefly  copies.  The  large  marble  hall  and  the  splendid  dining-rooms 
on  the  second  floor  should  be  noticed. 

The  line  crosses  the  Traun  near  (114  M.)  Kleinmunchen. 

llTM.Lim.  — -  Hotels.  On  the  Danube,  below  the  bridge,  near  the 
steamboat-pier:  *EazHSBZOO  Gakl  (PI.  a;  D,  2),  B.  2i/s-10  JT.,  omnibus  80  A.; 
OoLDBNBK  Adlir  (PI.  f;  D,  2),  R.  iK.  20-2 JT.  40  h.  —  Above  the  bridge: 
BoTBB  Erxm  (PI.  d;  D,8),  B.  8-5  K.,  B.  BOA.  ~  In  the  town:  Stadt 
FKANKTintT  (PI.  b:  D,  3)',  Kakonb  (PI.  c;  D,  8),  Goldbnbs  Schivp,  Land- 
strasse;  AnsraiA,  Harrach-Str.  36;  Englisghbb  Hof  (well  spoken  of),  Stadt 
WiBN,  both  near  the  rail,  station.  —  At  Vr/ahr  (tramway  from  the  station, 
see  below :  Aohleitnbs,  Haupt-Str.  20,  B.  1-3  K. 

Oaffo.  Fi$eJter^  on  the  Danube;  Trtixltnayr^  Promenade;  SMnbdekj 
Franz-Josef-Platz ;  Central^  Landstrasse.  —  Confectioner :  Zath^  Promenade. 

Beataurantt  at  the  hotels  (see  above);  *KaimfmiinnUche»  Vereituhcnu 
(PI.  E,  4),  Landstrasse  49,  with  garden;  Sehicarzer  Bdr^  Herren-Str.  9; 
£wiehf  Domgasse  5;  Volitfforien  (PL  E,  5;  Sun.  afternoons  frequently  con- 
certs) ;  MUrxmkeller  of  the  Linzer  Aktienbrauerei  (PL  D,  6) ,  with  huge 
cellars  built  in  the  sand.  —  ^Railway  Rutaurant. 

Thaatre  in  the  Promenade  (PI.  16 ;  D,  3),  closed  in  summer. 

Baths  at  the  Obere  and  Untere  Donanlande. 

Pott  ft  Telegraph  Offloe,  Domgasse  (PL  4;  D,  £,  8). 

Eleotrio  Tramway  every  6  min.  from  the  Bailway  Station  through  the 
Landstrasse  and  the  Franz-Josef-Platz,  and  across  the  Danube,  to  Urfahr 
(see  below).  Fares  20,  10,  6  A.  —  From  Urfahr  an  Elbctbio  Mountain 
Bail  WAT  ascends  the  Postlingberg  (24  min.,  see  p.  88);  up  60,  down  30  ft., 
including  the  tramway  from  the  Bail.  Station  1  K.  there  and  back. 

Oab  from  the  station  into  the  town,  with  one  horse  1  iT.  40  A.,  with  two 
horses  2  K.\  from  the  steamboat-quay  1  JT.  20ft.  or  2  Z.;  drive  by  time,  first 
1/4  hr.  \K.  or  i  K.  60ft.,  each  additional  Vs  hr.  60ft.  or  1  K» 

lAnx  (813  ft.),  the  capital  of  Upper  Austria  (Austria  *ob  der 
£nns'),  with  56,000  inhab.,  lies  picturesquely  on  the  right  bank  of 
the  Danube,  and  is  connected  with  Vrfaht  (13,000  inhab.)  on  the 
opposite  bank  by  an  iron  bridge  308  yds.  long  (tramway,  see  above)* 

In  the  handsome  Frans- Josef-Flats  (PI.  D,  2,  3),  which  rises 
from  the  Danube,  stands  a  lofty  Trinity  Column  (1723).  The 
Kloster-Strasse  leads  hence  to  the  W.  to  the  Promenade  (p.  87), 
and  the  Schmiedtor-Strasse  to  the  S.  to  the  Land^Straase,  the 
chief  street  of  the  town.  In  the  Domgasse,  on  the  left,  is  the  Alte 
Dorhkirche  (PI.  6;  D,  3),  built  In  1669-82  in  the  rococo  style. 
Beyond  it,  in  the  Pfarrplatz,  rises  the  Stadt- Pfarrkirehe  (PI.  7), 
with  its  high  tower. 
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Near  this,  in  the  Museam-Sti.,  is  the  handsome  *  Museum 

Fraaeisco-Carolimun  (PI.  11;  £,  3),  in  the  late-Renaissance  style, 

erected  in  1892  from  designs  by  Bfuno  Sehmits.   Aronnd  the  second 

floor,  in  front  and  on  the  E.  and  W.  sides,  runs  a  *Frieze  (360  ft. 

long,  8  ft.  high)  in  white  sandstone,  designed  by  Prof.  %ur  Strcuaen 

of  Leipsic  (d.  1897),  representing  the  progress  of  cnlture  in  Upper 

Austria  from  the  earliest  times  down  to  its  occupation   by  the 

House  of  Hapsburg.     Adm.   in  summer  on  week-days  9-12  and 

2-5,  AOh.',   San.  and  holidays  9-12,   10 A.;  in  winter  dosed  on 

Mon.  and  Thurs.,  other  days  10-12  and  2-4. 

Isi  Floor.  Prehistoric  and  Roman  antiquities  found  in  Upper  Austria; 
large  collection  of  weapons)  art-industrial  objects:  collection  of  musical 
instruments,  ineluding  a  piano  presented  by  Erard  Fr&res  to  Beethoven 
in  1803  {  *Boom  with  Gothic  furniture;  Hall  with  ecclesiastical  sculptures 
and  paintings;  Hall  with  peasants^  costumes.  In  the  banquet- hall  are 
two  large  lancUcapes  by  Obermiillner  (Celtic  burial-ground  at  Hallstatt 
and  View  from  Kreuzen  near  Oreln).  —  Snd  Floor.  Extensive  mineralog- 
ical  and  geological  collections;  relief- map  of  Upper  Austria;  picture 
gallery.  —  Qromd  Floor.  Coins,  seals,  natural  history  specimens.  —  8v»k 
Floor,  Weapons  from  the  peasants'*  war,  cannons;  rustic  tavern  and  dwel- 
ling-room, with  interesting  furniture.  Objects  in  iron,  tombstones,  etc.  — 
The  building  is  surrounded  by  a  garden;  the  gate,  brought  from  the 
Landhaus,  is  a  specimen  of  highly  finished  iron-work  (end  of  the  17th  cent.). 

In  the  Pbohenabe  (PI.  D,  3),  with  its  fine  avenue  of  plane 
trees,  to  the  right,  are  a  monument  to  Adalbtrt  Stiftery  the  poet 
(1805-68),  by  Bathausky  (PI.  15),  and  the  Landhaus  (PI.  8),  ^r 
House  of  the  Estates^  built  in  1662,  with  a  court  surrounded  by 
arcades.  The  beautiful  marble  portal  and  the  Hall  of  the  Estates 
date  from  the  original  building.  Beside  the  portal  is  a  marble  bust 
of  Empress  Elizabeth  (d.  1898).   Opposite  is  the  Theatre  (PI.  16). 

From  the  Promenade  the  Herren-Str.  and  then  (to  the  right) 
the  Baumbaeh-Str.  lead  to  the  *Marien-Dom  (PI.  D,  4),  commenced 
in  1862  from  the  designs  of  V,  Statt  of  Cologne  (d.  1898)  in  the 
early-Gothic  style,  with  a  tower  425  ft.  in  height.  The  richly  de- 
corated choir  is  completed  and  used  for  service. 

A  good  road  ascends  hence  in  windings,  over  the  Bauemherg, 
to  the  (II/2  M.)  Freinberg  (PI.  A,  5).  The  massive  tower  erected 
on  the  top  by  Archduke  Maximilian  of  Este  (d.  1864),  the  con- 
structor of  the  fortifications  of  Linz  (which  have  since  been  dis- 
mantled), with  a  small  church  added  later,  now  belongs  to  the 
Jesuits.  A  good  level  road  leads  hence  towards  the  N.  to  the  (10  min.) 
*J&germayer  (PI.  A,  4;  Restaurant;  cab  from  Linz  3  JT.),  with 
pleasant  grounds  and  several  fine  points  of  view.  A  beautiful 
panorama  is  obtained  from  the  ^Trans-Josefm-Warte  (PI.  A,  3), 
a  tower  66  ft.  high ,  on  the  N.  margin  of  the  plateau  (adm.  10  h.): 
at  our  feet  lie  the  Danube,  the  town,  and  its  environs  j  to  the  S. 
stretches  the  chain  of  the  Alps  of  Salzburg  and  Styria.  Adjoining 
the  tower  is  the  inn  Zur  Schonen  Aussicht,  The  Jagermayer  is  about 
1  M.  due  W.  from  the  bridge  over  the  Danube.  The  direct  route  to 
it  is  by  the  Sch weizerhaus-Gasse  and  the  Romer-Str. ;  it  is  pleasanter, 
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though  20  min.  longer,  to  follow  the  road  on  the  bank  of  the  river  as 
far  as  the  Calvwienberg  j  and  to  ascend  thence  direct  through  the  wood. 

The  view  from  the  *PoBtlingherg  (1762  ft. ;  electric  tramway, 
see  p.  86),  on  the  left  bank,  1  hr.  to  the  N.W.  of  Urfahr,  is  still 
more  extensive,  and  particularly  fine  by  evening-light.  The  moun- 
tain-line (pretty  views)  ascends  past  the  chSlteau  ot  H<igen  (now 
a  brewery);  to  the  right  is  the  Petrinum^  a  seminary  for  boys. 
From  the  terminal  station  (1700  ft.)  we  ascend  a  few  yards  to  the 
pilgrimage-church  and  the  H6tel-Restaurant.  Bergbahn  on  the  top 
(near  it  is  the  Restaurant  Jaglbauer).  Good  panorama  by  Edlbacher. 

From  the  Pdstlingberg  a  path  provided  with  way -marks  leads  in 
11/2  hr.  to  the  *Gistlawcirte  on  the  Liehtenberff  (3099  ft.),  a  belvedere  com- 
manding an  extensive  view  (inn).  About  1  hr.  farther  is  the  small  bath 
and  summer-resort  of  Kirchsehlag  (3982  ft.).  The  (Hselawarte  may  also  be 
reached  from  Line  direct  by  several  routes  (marked)  in  about  S  hrs.  — 
*8t.  Magdalma^  a  *  pilgrimage-church  (inn)  */«  ^^'  to  ttie  N.  of  Urfahr,  is 
another  admirable  point  of  view  (one-horse  carr.  there  and  back  7  JT.), 
and  may  easily  be  combfaied  with  the  PSstlingberg.  —  The  Cistercian 
abbey  of  Wilhering  (p.  90),  iVs  H.  down  the  Danube,  may  be  reached  by 
the  high-road  or  by  a  route  through  the  K&mberger  Forst. 

Fbok  TJbfahb  (Lint)  to  Aiobn-Sghlaol,  96  M.,  railway  (M&Mkr€uhaiM) 
in  31/4  hrs.  The  train  ascends  the  left  bank  of  the  IHnube  to  (5V2  H*) 
Otten$heim  (p.  90),  turns  N.W.  to  (3072  H.)  Nevfelden  in  the  valley  of  the 
Oroue  MilMy  and  then  follows  that  stream.  221/2  H.  PamsiMn  (above,  to 
the  right,  the  ruined  chateau  of  PHrmtein).  —  36  H.  Aigen  (1853  ft.  ^  Almert- 
berffer)  is  a  pretty  village,  enclosed  by  finely  wooded  hills.  To  the  8.  lies 
(V«  M.)  the  wealthy  old  Prsemonstratensian  abbey  of  SehlSgl,  with  an  in- 
teresting Gothic  church  and  a  considerable  library. 

From  Linz  to  Elaus-Stktrlino,  41  M.,  narrow-gauge  railway  (Krtm»- 
iaihahn)  in  SVa  hrs.  At  (71/2  M.)  Traun  the  line  crosses  the  Traun  (p.  90), 
and  at  (10  H.)  NtUingidorf  enters  the  smiling  Krem$tal.  12  M.  KdtteJhach 
(with  ScMoMS  WeUtenberg  on  a  hill  to  the  right);  20  M.  UnUr-Rohr  (to  Bad 
Hall^  see  below).  —  22>/2  K-  Xremsmiinster  (1065  ft. ;  *Kaiter  Jfetx ;  Sonne)^ 
a  prettily  situated  little  town  (1000  inhab.),  with  a  celebrated  Benedictine 
abbey,  founded  in  777  by  Tassilo,  Duke  of  Bavaria.  The  present  palatial 
structure  dates  from  the  18th  cent.  \  it  contains  a  valuable  library ,  a  pic- 
ture-gallery, and  a  cabinet  of  antiques  with  several  rare  curiosities  (chalice 
of  Duke  Tassilo,  of  777).  In  the  lower  floors  of  the  lofty  observatory, 
which  is  admirably  fitted  up,  is  an  extensive  natural  history  collection. 
—  At  (38Vs  M.)  S«rndl  the  line  enters  the  valley  of  the  Steyr  and  reaches 
its  terminus  at  (41  M.)  Klaut-ateyrling  (1535  ft.  \  Bahnhof  Hotel).  Thence 
to  Siodtr  and  Wind^ch-Oartten  (p.  18$,  see  Baedeker" $  EeuUm  Alps. 

From  station  Unter-Rohr  (see  above)  a  branch-line  runs  in  12  min« 
to  Bad  Hall  (1230  ft.;  Marienhof;  *Erzhertog  Karl;  SlUtmayer;  Budap€MO, 
a  watering-place  with  springs  impregnated  with  iodine.  Kurhaus,  baths,  and 
colonnade,  and  a  theatre  and  fine  park.  —  From  Hall  a  railway  runs  vift 
Fergern  in  l*/4  hr.  to  (14  H.)  Sieyr  (see  p.  181  and  Baedeker"*  Eastern  Alps), 

4.  The  Danube  from  Passan  to  Vienna. 

Stramroat  to  Lint  twice  daily  in  about  81/2  hrs.  (upstream  ca.  9  hrsOi 
fares  6  K.  60  or  8  JT.  40  A. ;  from  Linr.  to  Vienna  once  daily  in  9  (upstream 
18)  hrs.  \  fares  for  the  descent  9  K.  40  or  5  J?.  20,  for  the  ascent  4  K.  70  or 
S  K.  40  A.  Austrian  custom  -  house  examination  at  the  landing  -  place  in 
Passau.  Passengers  by  the  first  morning  steamer  may  embark  the  night 
before  and  sleep  on  board  (berth  1  K.  60  A.,  cabin  12  JT.).  —  Railwat,  see 
R.  3.  Down  stream  the  steamer  is  far  preferable,  as  the  railway  touches 
tl)e  river  between  Kemmelbach  ai|d  Melk  oi|ly. 
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The  scenery  of  the  Danahe  is  grander  but  less  smiling  than  that  of  the 
Khine,  while  the  finent  points  are  often  rather  far  apart.  The  mountains 
are  higher,  and  the  banks  are  generally  fringed  with  forest,  or  clothed  with 
luxuriant  pasture;  but  the  population  is  poor  and  sparse,  and  there  is  an 
almost  total  absence  of  the  busy  traffic  which  characterises  the  sister-river. 

The  names  of  the  steamboat-stations  are  printed  in  bold  type. 

Pasaau,  see  Baedeker'*  Southern  Oermany.  —  A  beaatiful  retro- 
spect of  the  town  and  environs  is  ei^oyed  immediately  after  starting. 
Below  Passau  the  right  bank  belongs  to  Austria,  and  the  left  bank 
as  far  as  Engelhartszell  to  Bavaria. 

L.  Erlau.  —  R.  Schlosi  Krempelstein,  on  an  abnipt  clifF. 

L.  Ohemxell  or  Haflnerzell  (964  ft. ;  Pewt),  with  large  quarries  of 
graphite  and  an  old  chateau  now  occupied  by  the  district  authorities. 

R.  Vieehtenstem;  on  the  hill  an  old  chslteau,  the  property  of  Count 
Pachta.  Farther  on,  the  Joehenstein  juts  far  into  the  river  on  the 
left,  the  ancient  boundary  between  Bavaria  and  Austria.  The  present 
boundary  is  a  wooded  ravine  on  the  left  bank,  a  little  lower  down. 

R.  EngellLartizell  (Post)^  prettily  situated.  Near  it  is  Engels- 
teUy  once  a  Cistercian  monastery,  now  owned  by  Count  Pachta. 

L.  Eanaritdl^  an  ancient  mountain-castle,  still  inhabited ;  at  the 
foot  of  the  hill  is  the  village  of  Niederranna. 

R.  Weienufer,  with  a  large  wine-cellar  hewn  in  the  rock,  for- 
merly owned  by  the  cathedral-chapter  of  Passau. 

L.  Ma^ibae\  with  the  ancient  tower  of  a  medisval  castle. 

R.  WaldMrclun^  a  ruin  on  a  pine-clad  rock. 

L.  Hayenbach^  or  the  Kersehhaumtf  Schlost,  destroyed  by  Emp. 
Maximilian  I.,  is  seen  a  second  time  after  a  bend  in  the  river. 

The  channel  of  the  river  now  contracts  to  nearly  half  its  former 
width,  and  is  confined  between  precipitous  wooded  hills,  600-1000 ft. 
in  height.  This  is  one  of  the  grandest  parts  of  the  river.  At  — 

L.  ObennfUil,  a  pleasant  village,  the  Kleine  Muhlb<tch  descends 
from  a  wooded  ravine  into  the  Danube. 

L.  NeuhauB,  a  handsome  chateau  on  a  lofty  wooded  height,  the 
property  of  Herr  von  Plank.  The  Danube  suddenly  emerges  on  a 
broad  plain  shortly  before  we  reach  — 

R.  Aschiaeli  (Adler;  Niklas),  a  small  town  extending  pictur- 
esquely along  the  bank,  vrith  a  chateau  and  park  of  Count  Harrach. 
The  Postlingberg  (p.  88)  comes  into  view ;  in  clear  weather  the 
Styrian  and  Austrian  Alps  form  the  background  towards  the  S.  The 
view  is  soon  concealed  by  the  numerous  islands,  overgrown  vrith 

underwood,  between  which  the  river  flows. 

From  this  point  to  Linz,  and  beyond  it,  the  valley  was  the  scene  of 
many  sanguinary  encounters  during  the  revolt  of  the  peasantry  of  Upper 
Austria.  In  16!%  Ascbach  was  the  headquarters  of  the  insurgents,  where, 
as  well  as  at  li^euhaus,  they  had  barricaded  the  Danube  with  chains  to 
prevent  the  Bavarians  from  assisting  Count  Herberstein,  the  Austrian 
governor,  who  was  shut  up  at  Linn.  —  Railway  to  WeU^  see  p.  94. 

About  IVs  M.  to  ihe  £.,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Danube,  are  the  fa- 
vourite chalybeate  baths  of  Mtlhllaeken  i*KurhQtel^  English  landlady,  pens. 
6-10  jr.),  in  well-wooded  environs. 
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Perched  on  the  hills  to  the  right  are  the  ruined  oastles  of  8tauf 
and  Scliaumhurg, 

L.  Landihag^  with  a  hunting  lodge  of  Count  Harrach. 

R.  Brandstadt  is  the  station  [for  (IV2  M.)  Eferding  (rail,  stat., 
see  p.  94).   To  the  left,  in  the  distance,  rises  the  Postlingberg. 

L.  Ottemheim,  burned  In  1899  (rail,  stat.,  see  p.  88).  Gh&teau 
of  Hr.  von  "Weissenegg. 

R.  Wilhering,  a  Cistercian  abbey  (1146),  with  a  pleasant  garden. 
The  church  and  conventual  buildings  date  from  the  18th  century. 

L.  8chU>S8  Buchenau.  Then  the  Postlingberg,  with  its  church. 
To  the  right,  the  Calvarienberg,  with  the  Jagermayer  rising  above  it. 
The  steamer  passes  under  the  bridge  and  reaches  — 

R.  Linz  (see  p.  86). 

Below  Linz  the  right  bank  of  the  river  is  flat.  Fine  retrospect  of 
the  town  and  environs.  The  steamer  passes  under  the  Linz  and 
Budwels  railway-bridge  (p.  254). 

R.  Zizelauj  at  the  influx  of  the  Traun.    Opposite  to  it  — 

L.  Steyregg,  partly  concealed  by  a  wooded  island.  Above  it  rises 
8ckl088  Steyregg,  the  seat  of  Count  Weissenwolf.  The  steamer  threads 
its  way  among  numerous  islands. 

L.  Mauthausen  (PostJ^  a  small  town,  is  the  station  for  Enns 
(p.  86),  21/2  M.  from  the  river.  Railway  to  Qrein,  see  below,  Sehlosa 
Pragstein  projects  far  into  the  stream.  On  the  right  the  green  Enns 
flows  into  the  Danube,  and  retains  its  colour  for  a  long  distance. 
Below  the  village  the  steamboat  passes  under  the  bridge  of  the  rail- 
way from  St.  Valentin  to  Budweis  (p.  254). 

R.  Wallsee  (905  ft.),  a  village  on  a  hill,  amidst  fruit-trees,  and 
the  handsome  Schloss  Wallsety  with  its  lofty  tower  commanding  a 
fine  view,  the  property  of  Archduke  Francis  Salvator. 

L.  On  an  eminence,  a  little  inland,  Schloss  Clam.   Near  — 

R.  Ardagger  the  Danube  suddenly  turns  to  the  N.  On  the  Koll- 
mitzberg  (1538  ft.),  high  above,  is  the  pilgrimage-church  of  8t,  Otti- 
lia,  The  channel  contracts,  and  is  flanked  by  lofty ,  wooded  hills. 

L.  Grain  (715  ft. ;  Ooldenes  Kreut;  Ooldene  Enie),  a  pretty  little 
town ,  is  commanded  by  the  Oreinburg ,  a  castle  of  the  Duke  of 
Coburg.  Railway  via  f  19  M.)  Mauthausen  (see  above)  to  (23 Y2  M.) 
St.  Valentin  J  see  p.  85. 

On  a  hill  8  M.  to  the  N.W.  (omnibus  60A.,  carr.  6  JT.)  lies  the  hydro- 
pathic of  Kreuzen  (1670  ft.;  perc.  from  88,  baths  ViK.  weekly ;  closed  In 
winter),  finely  situated,  with  pleasant  grounds. 

Ridges  of  rock  projecting  far  into  the  stream  here  form  the 

^Oreiner  SchwaW  ('surging  water').    The  stream  is  divided  by  the 

large  island  of  Worthy  on  theN.  side  of  which  the  main  arm  descends 

in  rapids  called  the  *Strud6l  (^whirlpooP,  'eddy*),  500  yds.  longs 

and  10-15  yds.  in  width.    The  steamer  steers  along  the  bank  of  the 

Worth,  at  the  N.  end  of  which  are  the  ruins  of  a  castle  and  a  ston- 

cross.   Opposite,  on  the  left  bank,  is  the  village  of  Struden,  with  the 

ruin  of  Werfenatein  on  an  abrupt  rock.    A  little  lower  the  Baus- 
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•teinj  a  lofty  roek,  crowned  with  a  rained  tower ,  forms  a  new  ob- 
stacle to  the  stream,  causing  the  once  dangerous  Wirhel  (^whirl- 
pool'), now  an  ordinary  rapid.   At  the  end  of  the  defile  lies  — 

L.  St.  Kioola^  with  fine  rocky  scenery,  a  resort  of  artists. 

L.  Sarmingstein,  with  an  old  watch-tower. 

R.  7reyeiuiteiB»  with  a  rained  castle.  —  L.  iBperdorf »  where 
the  liperhaeh,  the  boundary  between  Upper  and  Lower  Austria, 
falls  into  the  Danube. 

R.Donaudorff  with  a  small  chateau.  Opposite,  onarock  project* 
ing  into  the  riyer,  rises  — 

L.  Persenbeng,  a  chateau  of  Archduke  Otto. 

R.  Tbbt  (Lamm;  Stadt  Wien)^  the  Roman  Pons  Isidia,  One 
of  the  two  large  buildings  is  a  lunatic  asylum,  the  other  a  poor-house, 
connected  with  that  of  Vienna.  —  The  river  forms  a  large  bend. 
To  the  right  is  the  mouth  of  the  Tbba  (p.  85).  To  the  S.  a  distant 
ylew  is  obtained  of  the  Austrian  Alps,  with  the  Oetscher.  At 
Barling,  on  the  right,  the  railway  approaches  the  river  (p.  85). 

R.  S&usenstein,  on  a  rocky  promontory. 

L.  Karbach  (Ochs;  Adler)^  a  market-town.  On  the  hill  above 
it  (1450  ft. ;  1  hr.)  rises  the  pilgrimage  -  church  of  Maria  -  Taftrl 
(Inn),  commanding  a  fine  view  of  the  valley  of  the  Danube,  a  great 
part  of  Lower  Austria,  and  the  Styrian  and  Austrian  Alps.  Opposite 
Marbach  is  the  raU.  stat.  Krummnuaahaum  (p.  85).  A  little  farther 
on  the  Erlauf  falls  into  the  Danube. 

R.  Pdohlam  (rail.  stat. ;  Ooldenea  Schiff),  the  traditional  resi- 
dence of  Rudiger  of  Bechlaren,  one  of  the  heroes  of  the  Nibelungen- 
Lied,  who  accorded  a  brilliant  reception  to  Ghriemhild  on  her  jour- 
ney to  the  land  of  the  Huns.  On  the  opposite  bank  is  Klein-Poch^ 
lam  and  above  it  is  Schloaa  Artatetten  (p.  85).  Farther  down,  the 
church  of  Eberadorf  on  the  left.    The  valley  now  expands.    Near  — 

L.  Weitenegg  are  the  picturesque  ruins  of  an  old  castle,  said  to 
have  been  erected  by  Rudiger  of  Bechlaren.  Below  it  is  the  little 
chltean  of  Lubereck. 

R.  Melk,  01  Molk  (rail.  stat. ;  MeUcer  Hof;  Ocha ;  Railway  Hoitt)^ 
is  ft  small  town  at  the  base  of  the  rock  on  which  stands  a  celebrated 
Be^ntdieiine  Abbey,  188  ft.  above  the  river,  founded  in  1039,  re- 
erected  in  1701-38,  resembling  a  large  palace  rather  than  a  mon- 
astery. The  church,  sumptuously  fitted  up  with  gilding  and  red 
marble,  contains  a  famous  organ.  The  library  (30,000  vols.,  valuable 
incunabula,  and  MSS.)  in  its  handsome  saloon,  and  the  picture- 
gallery,  deserve  a  visit.  The  private  ehapel  of  the  abbot  contains 
the  ^Mtlker  Kreue\  2  ft.  high,  admirably  executed  In  embossed 
gold,  dating  from  1363;  the  back  is  adorned  with  pearls  and  pre- 
cious stones ;  the  foot  is  of  silver.  Melk  and  Mautern,  which  lies 
farther  down,  are  also  mentioned  in  the  Nibelungen-Lied.  —  The 
landing-place  of  the  large  steamers  is  1  M.  from  the  railway-station 
(p.  85).  —  Gable-ferry  to  the  left  bank  (24  h.  there  and  back).

Below  Melk  the  Danube  enters  the  WaehaUj  a  sequestered  defile, 
many  miles  in  length,  noted  for  its  scenery  and  its  legends. 

L.  Emmersdorf,  opposite  the  influx  of  the  Pielaeh  (p.  85).  — 
B.  Schonbichl,  with  a  ch&teau  of  Count  Beroldingen  and  a  Servite 
monastery. 

L.  Aggsbaeh.  Opposite,  on  a  lofty  rock,  is  the  picturesque  ruin 
of  Aggstein,  once  a  dreaded  robbers'  castle.  Below  — 

L.  SehwaUeribach  the  Teufelsmauer  (devil's  wall),  a  rocky  ridge, 
extends  from  the  river  to  the  summit  of  the  hill  above. 

L.  Spits  (Bosslejj  a  market-town  with  an  ancient  church  and  a 
ruined  castle,  is  built  around  a  vine-dad  hill. 

The  *Jaiierlii^  0145  ft),  ascended  from  Spitz  by  a  good  bridle-path 
in  21/3  hrs.,  commands  a  fine  view  of  the  Danube  and  the  Austrian  and 
Styrian  Alps  (view-tower  and  tourists^  hut  at  the  top). 

R.  Arnsdorf.  —  L.  St.  Michael.  On  the  roof  of  the  old  church 
are  placed  seven  hares  made  of  clay,  a  quaint  memorial  of  a  snow- 
drift which  once  so  completely  covered  the  church  that  the  hares 
ran  over  the  roof. 

L.  Wesendorf.  Then  Weissenkirchen  (Lowe). 

Pleasant  excursion  by  (IVz  hr.)  Weinzierl  to  C/4  hr.)  the  ch&teau  of 
*Hartefutein  (Hydropathic),  finely  situated  above  the  Teu/eUkirche  ravine. 
We  may  then  go  through  the  Kremstal  and  past  the  ruin  of  Eoherutein 
to  (2hr8.)  ObermeisUng  (*Inn),  whence  a  road  leads  through  the  gorges 
of  the  Erems  to  (ji  H.)  Sen/tenber g,%with  a  ruined  castle,  and  (iVs  V.) 
Krems  (see  below). 

R.  Bossatz,  a  market- town  and  chateau.  Opposite,  on  a  rocky 
eminence,  rise  the  ruins  of  the  castle  of  — 

L.  *Durremtein  (680  ft.).  In  1192-94,  according  to  the  tradition, 
Duke  Leopold  VI.  kept  Richard  Goeur-de-Lion  a  prisoner  here  for 
15  months,  and  here  the  faithful  Blondel  is  said  to  have  discovered 
his  lost  master.  The  village  looks  picturesque  from  the  river ;  the 
modern  Schloss  of  Prince  Starhemberg,  the  old  abbey,  and  the 
church  are  the  chief  buildings.  A  Warriors*  Monument,  by  Schach- 
ner  and  Baumgartner,  was  erected  here  in  1906. 

R.  Mauterrij  the  Roman  Mutinum  Favianis.  An  iron  bridge, 
resting  on  six  piers,  connects  Mautern  with  — 

L.  Stein  (Inn),  a  town  of  4300  inhab.,  with  three  churches.  Near 
the  bridge  are  the  ruins  of  a  castle  destroyed  by  Matthew  Corvinus 
in  1486,  and  on  the  Frauehberg  the  remains  of  another  stronghold. 
The  old  town  of  Krems  (Hirsehf  H6t.  Bahnhof;  pop.  12,700)  is 
separated  from  Stein  by  the  suppressed  Capuchin  monastery  of  Vnd. 

The  Municipal  Museum  is  interesting  (open  on  Sun.). 

Fkom  Kbkms  to  Absdokf,  70  M.,  railway  in  1  hr.  —  6V2  M.  Badersdor/ 
(junction  for  Sigmundsherberffy  p.  264).  9V4  M.  Wagram,  Vs  hr.  to  the  W.  of 
which  is  *Bchlo»i  Orafenegg^  the  property  of  the  Duke  of  Batibor,  with  a 
fine  park  and  interesting  stables.    20  H.  Abidorf  (p.  265). 

From  Krems  to  A(.  PWtn,  see  p.  84. 

Below  Krems  the  line  to  St.  Polten  (p.  84)  crosses  the  Danube. 
We  now  near  the  famous  Benedictine  abbey  of  Oditweig,  founded 
in  1072,  on  a  bill  866  ft.  high,  3  M.  from  the  Danube.    The  present 
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extensive  buildings  were  erected  in  1719.  The  portal  of  the  church 
and  the  great  staircase  are  very  imposing.  The  abbey  possesses  a 
library  with  numerous  incunabula  and  MSS.,  and  collections  of 
coins,  antiquities,  engravings,  etc. 

The  left  bank  is  now  flat,  and  numerous  islands  again  divide  the 
stream.  To  the  right,  on  the  crest  of  the  hill ,  rises  the  solitary 
church  of  Wetterkreuz  (1207  ft.). 

B.  Hollenbnrg  (772  ft.),  with  a  chateau  and  park,  and  above  it 
a  ruined  castle.  The  right  bank  also  now  becomes  flat,  and  the 
scenery  is  uninteresting  until  Vienna  is  approached. 

R.  Traismauer,  a  very  old  village,  not  visible  from  the  river,  is 
mentioned  in  the  Nibelungen-Lied.  Near  it  the  Traisen  falls  into 
the  Danube.   Then,  Zwentendorf. 

K.  TuUn  (Hirsch ;  Lowe),  one  of  the  oldest  towns  on  the  Danube, 
the  Comagenae  of  the  Romans,  and  the  station  of  one  of  their  river-, 
fleets,  is  also  mentioned  in  the  l^ibelungen-Lied.  Beside  the  old 
church  is  an  ancient  Romanesque  *Charnel-house.  In  the  extensive 
plain  here,  the  TuUner  Feld^  an  army  of  60,000  Germans  and  Poles 
assembled  in  1683,  and  marched  thence  to  aid  the  distressed  Vien- 
nese against  their  Turkish  besiegers.  The  Danube  is  here  crossed 
by  the  Staatsbahn  (p.  256). 

From  Tulln  to  HerzogeiUmrg  and  8L  Pdltm,  see  p.  84;  to  Absdorf- 
Hippendarf  and  Krenu,  see  pp.  92,  256. 

Below  Tulln ,  as  the  Wiener  Wald  is  approached ,  the  scenery 
improves. 

R.  Oreifenstein  (Sckwaner  Bar ;  Hirach),  with  a  fine  ruined 
castle  of  Prince  Liechtenstein,  which  attracts  many  visitors  from 
Vienna  (station  on  the  Staatsbahn,  p.  265).  Hadersfeld  (Inn),  on 
the  hill,  from  which  pleasant  forest-paths  lead  to  Klostemeuhurgf 
Kierlingj  etc.,  commands  the  whole  valley  of  the  Danube. 

L.  *Kr€uzenstein,  a  castle  concealed  by  trees,  destroyed  in  the 
Thirty  Years*  War,  but  restored  and  tastefully  fitted  up  with  old 
furniture,  weapons,  etc.  by  Count  Wilcz^k. 

R.  Hbflein,  below  which  the  river  suddenly  turns  to  the  S.  In 
the  distance  we  observe  the  Leopoldsberg  and  the  Kahlenberg  (p.  76). 

L.  Komeiibiirg  (548  ft. ;  Ooldenes  Kreut),  with  8300  inhab., 
lies  in  the  plain,  on  the  Nordwest-Bahn  (p.  259).  Along  the  bank 
extends  the  vine-clad  Bisamberg  (1180  ft.).  In  the  distance  glitter 
the '  domes  of  the  great  Augustine  abbey  of  Klosterneuburg. 

R.  Klosterneuburg  (p.  77).  Below  it  the  Leopold8berg(^,  76) 
lies  so  close  to  the  river  as  scarcely  to  leave  room  for  the  railway 
and  the  road.  To  the  right,  on  a  prominent  spur ,  is  the  church  of 
the  Leopoldsberg  (p.  76),  at  the  foot  of  which,  amidst  vineyards, 
lies  KdhUhbergerdorf, 

R.  ITiusdorf  (p.  75).  The  Danube  Canal  to  Vienna  diverges 
here  to  the  right. 

^.  Vienna  (660  ft.),  p.  1. 
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Niedeir-Tnunersee  (the  'Jfo/<<eei»*);  1V«  H.  to  the  N.W.  U  the  smaller  Gra- 
bense*.  The  8chlosib4rg  (1860  ft.  \  V4  hr.)  affords  a  good  survey ;  and  a  still 
finer  one  is  commanded  by  the  Buehberg  (2610  ft. ;  1  hr. ;  key  of  the  py- 
ramid at  a  cottage  near  the  top). 

The  train  enters  a  wooded  tract  and  crosses  the  ravine  of  the 

Fischach  several  times.  73  M.  Hallwang-Elixhausen,  We  now  tarn 

to  the  S.  into  the  valley  of  the  Saltaeh;  to  the  left,  the  rounded 

Gaisberg,   to  the   right,    the  Untersberg,   Watzmann,    and   the 

Stauffen.   76  M.  Bcrg-Mariaplain  (p.  102J.  —  771/2  M.  Salzburg. 

Salzburg.  —  Arrival.  The  Statb  Railway  Station  is  on  the  K.  side 
of  the  town  (PL  D,  1),  about  1  H.  from  the  Stadt-Briicke  (steam-tramway, 
see  below).  There  are  separate  waiting-rooms  (restaurant  in  each)  for  the 
trains  to  Austria  (Vienna,  Innsbruck)  and  for  t'aose  to  Bavaria  (Rosen- 
heim-Munich).  —  The  Salzkammebqut  Station  (p.  103)  faces  the  state  rail- 
way station.

Enflish  Ohnroh  Service  in  the  German  Protestant  Church  at  11  a.m. 
and  4  p.m. 

Salsbnrg  (1350  ft.),  the  ancient  Juvavum^  was  once  the  capital 
of  the  wealthiest  and  most  powerful  ecclesiastical  principality  in  S. 
Germany,  which  was  secularised  in  1802  and  converted  into  a  tem- 
poral electorate.  It  afterwards  became  Anstrian,  then  Bavarian, 
and  finally,  in  1816,  Austrian  again.  The  town  (33,100  inhab.; 
500  Prot.)  is  now  the  seat  of  an  archbishop  and  of  the  government 
and  law*courts  of  the  province.  Few  German  towns  can  compare 
with  Salzburg  for  beauty  of  situation.  The  town  lies  on  both  banks 
of  the  Salztiehy  bounded  by  the  abrupt  castle-hill  and  the  Monchs^ 
berg  on  the  left  bank,  and  by  the  Caputinerberg  on  the  right  bank. 
Frequent  fires  have  left  few  medisval  buildings  here.  Most  of  the 
principal  edifices  were  built  by  the  splendour-loving  archbishops 
in  the  17th  and  18th  centuries. 

The  older  part  of  the  town  is  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Salzach,  its 
central  point  being  the  Residenz-Platz  (PI.  E,  4),  in  the  middle  of 
which  is  the  handsome  *'BeBidenz-Brannen  (PI.  3),  46  ft.  in  height, 
executed  in  1664-80  by  Ant,  Dario,  Each  of  the  horses  and  figures 
of  Atlas  is  hewn  out  of  a  single  block  of  marble.  At  the  summit 
a  Triton  spouts  water  out  of  a  horn.  On  the  W.  side  of  the  Platz 
rises  the  spacious  SeBidenz,  or  Imperial  Palace  (PI.  D,  E,  4),  erected 
in  1592-1724,  and  now  partly  occupied  by  Grand -Duke  Fer- 
dinand IV.  of  Tuscany.  Opposite  to  it  is  the  Keugeb&ude  (1588), 
including  the  Oovemment  Buildings^  Law  Courts  (PI.  34),  and  Post 
and  Telegraph  Offices  (PI.  32) ,  with  a  small  tower  containing  a  set 
of  chimes,  which  play  at  7, 11,  and  6  o'clock  (names  of  the  tunes  on 
a  tablet  on  the  Palace).  On  the  S.  side  is  the  *Gathedral(Pl.  E,  4), 
erected  in  1614-28  by  Santino  Solari  in  the  late-Renaissance  style, 
with  florid  stucco  ornamentation.  A  chapel  to  the  left  of  the  entrance 
contains  a  *Font  in  bronze,  dating  from  1321;  while  the  chapels  of 
the  aisles  have  modem  pictures  by  Glotzle.  The  treasury  of  the 
cathedral  is  worth  seeing  (apply  to  the  verger,  in  the  transept  to  the 
right).  —  In  the  Dom-Platz,  on  the  W.  side  of  the  cathedral,  rises 
a  Column  of  the  Virgiri,  in  lead,  by  Hagenauer  (1771). 
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*Mozart'B  Statue  (PI.  28),  in  bronze,  by  Schwantkaler^  erected 
in  1842,  adorns  the  Mozart-Platz  (to  the  E.).  The  house  In  which 
the  great  composer  (1756-91)  was  born,  No.  7  Getreidegasse 
(PI.  27),  contains  the  interesting  Mozart  Maseum  on  the  third  floor 
(MSS.,  portraits,  piano,  etc. ;  adm.  1  K.). 

On  the  S.  side  of  the  cathedral  is  the  Kapitel-Plats,  with  its 
handsome  marble  horse-trough  (1732  j  PI.  4).  On  the  left  side  of 
this  Platz  is  the  Archiepiscopal  Palace  (PI.  E,  4). 

Nearly  opposite,  in  the  S.W.  corner  of  the  Platz,  is  the  entrance 
to  the  Burial  Ground  of  St.  Peter  (PI.  E,  4),  the  oldest  in  Salzburg. 
The  vaults  hewn  in  the  rock  and  adjoining  the  Chapels  of  St.  Maxi- 
mus  and  8t,  Gertrude  are  interesting.  The  former  chapel,  the 
most  ancient  Christian  shrine  in  Salzburg,  is,  according  to  the 
legend,,  the  spot  whence  St.  Maximus  and  his  companions  were 
cast  down  in  477  by  the  pagan  Heruli.  The  late-Gothic  ♦CAwrcA  of 
8t,  Margaret  (PI.  16)  in  the  centre  of  the  burial-ground  was  erected 
In  1483  and  restored  in  1864.  Abbot  Johann  Staupitz  (d.  1524), 
the  friend  of  Luther,  is  interred  in  the  Chapel  of  St.  Veit,  The 
Church  of  St.  Peter  (PI.  18),  a  Romanesque  edifice  of  1131,  badly 
restored  in  1754,  contains  a  poor  monument  to  the  composer  Idichael 
Haydn  (d.  1806),  brother  of  the  more  celebrated  Joseph  Haydn,  and 
the  tombstone  of  St.  Rupert  (d,  718).  —  The  Benedictine  Abbey  of 
St,  Peter  (PL  6)  contains  a  library  of  70,000  vols.,  with  a  collection 
of  incunabula  and  ancient  MSS.,  an  interesting  treasury  and  ar- 
chives (visitors  admitted,  generally  at  1  p.m.,  by  permission  obtained 
at  the  gate,  to  the  left  of  the  church-door).  —  At  the  N.  entrance 
to  the  burial-ground  is  the  Stiftskeller  (p.  96 ;  good  wine). 

In  the  vicinity  is  the  Franciscan  Chnroh  (PI.  9),  of  the  1 3th  cent. , 
with  a  fine  Romanesque  S.  portal,  and  an  elegant  Gothic  tower,  restor- 
ed in  1866.  The  interior  is  in  the  transition  style,  disfigured  with 
later  additions.  The  hexagonal  choir  borne  by  columns,  with  its 
net-work  vaulting  and  its  series  of  chapels,  dates  from  the  end  of 
the  15th  century.  On  the  high-altar,  a  *Madonna,  in  wood,  by  M. 
Pacher  (1480).  In  the  Franciscan  Monastery  opposite  a  performance 
is  given  daily  at  10.30  a.m.  (ladies  not  admitted)  on  the  'Pansym- 
phonicum',  an  instrument  invented  by  Father  Singer,  one  of  the 
monks  (d.  1882). 

Adjoining  are  the  stables  of  the  former  prince -bishops,  now 
a  cavalry-barrack,  and  the  Summer  Biding  School  (PI.  35;  adm. 
20  A.),  with  three:  galleries  hewn  in  the  rock.  The  Winter  Riding 
School  has  a  ceiling-painting  of  a.  tournament  (1690). 

On  the  N.  side  of  the  barracks ,  in  the  Unlversitats-Platz ,  is  a 
horse-trough  (PI.  31)  with  a  group  of  horse-tamers  by  Mandl  (1670). 
Thence  to  the  W.  runs  the  *Neuthor,  a  tunnel  150  yds.  long,  hewn 
In  1765-67  through  the  conglomerate  rock  (breccia)  of  the  Monchs- 
berg,  leading  to  the  suburb  of  Rledenburg.  Beyond  It  rises  a  statue 
of  St.  Siglsmund,  by  Hag^umfi  In  memory  of  Axchb.  Slgismund, 
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the  constractor  of  the  tunnel,  a  medallion  of  whom  has  heen.  placed 
at  the  end  of  the  tnnnel  next  the  town.  There  is  a  small  stalactite 
caTem  ahoat  200  yds.  to  the  left  of  the  exit  (20  h.).  —  In  the 
Universitats-Platz  rises  the  Colleginmkirehe  (PI.  22 ;  D,  4),  a  hand- 
some baroque  edifice  with  a  lofty  dome,  built  in  1696-1707  from 
plans  by  Fisehtt  vcn  Erlach. 

On  the  Franz-Joseph-Quai  is  the  valuable  ^Hotenm  Carolino- 
Aagusteum  (PI.  D,  3;  adm.  i  K.,  on  Sun.  60 /i.;  daily  in  summer, 

8-1  and 2-6,  Sun.  andXhurs.  in  winter,  1-4;  good  light  necessary). 
Gbound  Floor.  In  the  Vettibttle  are  a  handsome  bronre  fountain  of 
the  i7th  cent,  and  the  arms  of  several  archbishops  in  stone.  The  Lapi- 
dariwn  contains  Roman  mosaic  pavements,  milestones,  monuments,  etc. 
—  FiBST  Floor.  In  the  Hail  of  Industry  are  works  of  the  art-handicrafts 
and  a  Guild  Room,  with  master-works.  Music  Roomy  with  a  fine  collection 
of  musical  instruments  of  the  last  three  centuries.  SaU  of  Antiquities^ 
with  prehistoric  and  Roman  bronzes,  etc.  Weapon  Saloon :  weapons  of  the 
last  three  centuries.  Mediaeval  Kitchen;  Study;  State  Room  of  the  time  of 
the  Thirty  Years'  War;  SuiUinff  Room;  Women's  Apartment ^  with  bay 
windows  and  old  paintings  on  glasn;  Dining  Room;  Romanesque  Chapel 
and  Sacristy y  fitted  up  in  the  Gothic  style ^  Gothic  Hall;  Rococo  Room; 
Renaissance  Hall.  —  Second  Floor.  Work  Room  of  1606,  from  the  Pongau. 
Librtsry.  Collection  of  DoeumentSy  Seals^  and  Coins.  KeiVs  Relief  Map  of  Sals- 
hurg  and  the  Salzkammergut,  a  large  and  carefully  executed  work,  com- 
pleted by  Pelikan.    Picture  Saloon.     Collection  of  Costumes. 

The  houses  of  the  adjacent  Ostattengasse^Pl.  G,  3 ;  electric  lift  to 
the  Monchsberg,  see  p.  100)  cling  to  the  side  of  the  Monchsberg  like 
swallows'  nests.  The  Klausen-Tor  was  formerly  tbe  termination  of 
this  part  of  the  town,  lying  between  the  hill  and  the  river,  which 
is  now  bordered  by  the  broad  Franz- Jose fs-Quaiy  planted  with  trees. 
Beyond  the  gate  is  the  iron  Franz- Karl- Oehhrucke  (foot-bridge). 

Above  the  town,  on  the  S.E.  point  of  the  Monchsberg,  rises  the 
fortress  of  *Hohen-Salzbnrg  (1780  ft.),  now  reached  in  2  min.  by 
a  Cable  Railwat,  starting  in  the  Festungsgasse,  close  to  St.  Peter's 
Cemetery  (PI.  E,  4 ;  fare  60,  up  and  down  80,  including  admission 
to  the  fortress  and  the  view  -  tower  1  K.  20  ft.).  The  railway  is 
200  yds.  Ion?  and  ascends  at  a  gradient  of  58 :  100.  Halfway  up  is 
the  station  Monchsbergy  adjoining  the  restaurant  Zur  Katz  (approach 
to  the  Monchsberg,  see  p.  100).  Farther  on  the  train  penetrates  the 
wall  of  the  fortress  by  a  tunnel  and  reaches  the  upper  station  in  the 
Hasengrdben  (Restaurant).  The  Vihs)  Tower  (82  ft.  high;  platform 
560  ft.  above  the  town)  commands  a  splendid  *Panorama  extending 
from  the  Gaisberg  to  the  Sonntagshorn,  with  the  town  in  the  fore- 
ground and  the  Bavarian  plain  to  the  N.  The  fortress,  now  used  as 
barracks,  was  founded  in  the  11th  cent,  and  extended  at  different 
periods ;  the  greater  part  of  the  present  imposing  pile  dates  from 
1496-1619.  The  Church  of  8t.  Oeorgeirx  the  castle-yard,  erected  in 
1502,  contains  statues  of  the  Twelve  Apostles  in  red  marble.  On 
the  exterior  is  a  relief,  representing  the  founder,  Archb.  Leonhard 
(d.  1519).   The  Ooldene  8iube  contains  a  fine  Gothic  stove  of  1501. 

The  *Kdnch8berg  (1645  ft.),  a  wooded  hill  about  IV2  M-  ^^ 
length,  bounding  the  town  on  the  W:,  affords  charming  walks  with

beautiful  views.  An  Electric  Lift  (200  ft. ;  fare  40,  down  20,  up 
and  down  50 A.)  ascends  every  10  min.  from  Gstattengasse  13 
(PI.  0,  3)  to  the  top  of  the  plateau  (^Restaurant,  with  frequent 
concerts).  The  Belvedere  (20  A.),  360  ft.  above  the  Salzach ,  com* 
mands  a  splendid  panorama,  more  picturesque,  though  less  extensive, 
than  that  from  the  fortress.  The  view  of  the  town,  overhung  by  the 
fortress,  is  especially  attractive.  —  Forest-paths  lead  hence  to  the 
S.  to  the  Burgerwehrsbller  (Restaurant) ,  to  the  W.  to  the  *JBestau- 
rant  St.  Hubertw,  below  the  8t.  Johann-Schlosschen  (now  the  Villa 
Paschkoff),  and  to  other  points. 

The  easiest  approach  to  the  Monchsberg  leads  from  the  station  iidneht' 
berg^  on  the  cable-railway  (p.  99),  through  an  archway  under  the  Restau- 
rant Katz  (fine  view,  see  p.  99)  and  past  the  Ludtoigs-FemncTit  and  the 
Villa  Frepburg.  —  The  most  direct  footpath  from  the  town  to  the  Monchs- 
berg is  by  a  flight  of  283  steps  near  the  Summer  Biding  School  (p.  93). 

The  E.  spur  of  the  hill ,  below  the  fortress ,  is  the  Nonnberg 
(PI.  E,  F,  4),  so  called  from  a  Benedictine  nunnery  situated  here. 
The  Gothic  Converht  Church  (founded  1009 ,  restored  in  the  15th 
cent.),  possesses  a  flue  winged  altar-piece,  beautiful  stained  glass 
(15th  cent.),  a  crypt  with  interesting  columns,  and  in  the  tower 
ancient  frescoes.  The  cloisters ,  dating  from  the  end  of  the  11th 
cent.,  are  the  oldest  now  extant  in  Germany  (no  admission).  Charm- 
ing view  from  the  parapet.  —  Outside  the  Kajetaner-Tor,  on  the 
Salzach,  is  the  Kunstlerhaus  (PI.  F,  4),  for  exhibitions  of  art  (p.  97). 

The  Salzach  is  crossed  in  the  middle  of  the  town  by  the  iron 
Stadt-Brucke,  In  the  TlatzF,  near  the  bridge,  on  the  right  bank  of 
the  Salzach,  is  (PI,  30)  the  House  of  ParacelsuSj  the  celebrated 
physician  (d.  1541),  indicated  by  his  effigy.  In  the  Makart-Platz 
is  MozarVs  House  (PI.  29;  see  p.  98);  opposite  is  the  Theatre 
(PI.  36;  D,  3),  a  handsome  rococo  building  by  Fellner  &  Hellmer 
(1893).  Farther  on,  in  the  Mirabell-Platz,  stands  the  MirabeU- 
SchloBS  (PI.  D,  2),  erected  in  1606  by  Archbishop  Wolf-Oietrich, 
rebuilt  after  a  fire  in  1818,  and  now  the  property  of  the  town.  The 
staircase  is  adorned  with  sculptures  by  Raph.  Donner.  The  Mira- 
bell-Schloss  contains  a  geological-mineralogical  collection  of  20,000 
specimens  (open  Wed.  1-4  and  Sun.  10-1),  and  a  permanent  in- 
dustrial exhibition  (p.  97).  Behind  the  ch&teau  lies  the  Mirabell 
Garden  (also  entered  from  the  Makart-Platz),  laid  out  in  the  old 
French  fashion,  with  fountains,  marble  statues,  etc.,  and  connected 
with  the  Kur-Garten  by  the  Mirabell  Steps. 

Adjoining  Schloss  Mirabell  on  the  N.  is  the  well- kept Kurgarten, 
containing  a  Kurhaus  and  Bath  House  (Restaurant;  concerts,  see 
p.  96).    A  building  in  the  park  contains  Sattler's  Cosmorama  and 

Panorama  of  Salzburg  (adm.  AOh.). To  the  W.,  on  the  Elisa- 

beth-Quai,  is  the  Protestant  Church  (PI.  14),  a  Romanesque  edifice 
by  Ootz  (1867).  —  In  front  of  the  station  is  a  tasteful  marble  statue 
of  the  Empress  Elizabeth  (d.  1898),  by  E.  Hellmer  (1901). 

AboTe  the  Stadt-Brucke  (p.  100)  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Sal- 
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zach  the  OUela  Quay,  with  a  monument  to  the  Stadtholder  Count 
8igmund  Thun  (d.  1897),  by  Breitner,  and  the  iron  Motartateg  (foot- 
bridge), extends  to  the  Oarolinen-Brilcke  and  the  franz-Josef-Park 
in  the  Brodhausel-Au  (PI.  G,  4),  the  'Prater'  of  Salzburg. 

In  the  Linzergasse  on  the  right  bank,  about  200  paces  from  the 
Stadt-Briicke,  opposite  the  Gablerbrau  Inn,  and  recognisable  by  its 
large  stone  portal  (r.),  is  the  entrance  to  the  *Capazinerberg  (21 30  ft.). 
The  Capuchin  Monastery  (PI.  11)  is  reached  in  8-10  min.  by  a  'Route 
de  Calvaire*,  with  225  steps,  or  by  the  Capuzinerstiege  (Steingasse  9 ; 
also  with  steps).  At  the  top  visitors  ring  at  the  gate  (2/i.)  and  enter 
the  park.  On  the  left,  brought  hither  from  Vienna,  stands  the  ^Mo- 
zart-Hdu8chen\  in  which  Mozart  completed  the  opera  of  'Zauberflote' 
in  1791  (adm.  20  A.).  In  front  of  it  is  a  bronze  bust  of  Mozart  by 
Hellmer.  We  ascend  hence  through  the  wood  by  about  500  steps 
more.  After  10  min.  a  finger-post  on  the  left  indicates  the  way 
to  the  ^Aussicht  nach  Bayem\  whence  we  survey  the  new  town  on 
the  right  bank  and  the  railway-station  in  the  foreground,  to  the  right 
Maria-Plain,  to  the  left  Mulln,  in  the  centre  the  Salzach  stretching 
far  into  the  plains  of  Bavaria.  About  2  min.  farther  on  another 
direction-post  shows  the  way  (diverging  from  the  straight  path  to  the 
restaurant)  to  the(5min.)*5tadt-AMs«ic/it'(19S5ft.),  the  finest  point 
on  the  Capuzinerberg  (pavilion):  admirable  *View  of  the  town  and 
fortress,  the  Hochstauffen,  Sonntagshorn,  Latten-Gebirge,  Unters- 
berg,  Hohe  G611,  Pass  Lueg,  and  Tenneu-Gebirge.  In  5  min.  more 
we  reach  the  Francisci  Schlossl,  or  Capuziner  Schlossl  (Restaurant), 
780  ft.  above  the  Salzach,  and  commanding  a  view  towards  the  E. 
and  S.  A  path  leads  hence  down  the  hill  on  the  side  farthest  from 
the  town,  which  we  regain  through  the  Linzergasse. 

The  *Oaisberg  (4220  ft.),  3  hrs.  to  the  E.,  is  the  finest  point  of 
view  near  Salzburg.  A  Zahnradbahn,  or  rack-and-plnion  railway, 
ascends  to  the  summit  from  Parsch  (1410  ft.),  reached  by  the 
Staatsbahn  (p.  117)  in  6  min.,  or  by  the  steam-tramway  (p.  97)  in 
15-20  min.,  or  by  1/4  hr's.  walk  from  the  CaroUnen-Briicke  (PI.  F,  4) 
vi«l  the  Aigen  and  Gaisberg  road.  Opposite  the  station  is  the  Post 
Hotel;  to  the  left,  higher  up,  Dr.  Breyer's  Hydropathic  Establishment 
( Wasserheil'ArMialtj  p.  96).  The  ascent  by  the  railway,  which  is 
23/4  M.  in  length ,  with  a'  maximum  gradient  of  25 :  100 ,  takes 
about  3/4  hr.  (fares,  up  AK.Sh.^  return-ticket  6  TT.  ilh.).  The 
line  ascends  on  the  S.W.  side  of  the  hill,  passing  the  station  of 
Judenberg ' Alp  (2415  ft.),  to  (I3/4  M.)  the  Zistel-Alp  (3270  ft; 
Restaurant),  and  then  mounts  in  a  wide  curve  towards  the  E., 
through  cuttings  in  the  rock,  to  the  terminal  station  (4190  ft.).  A 
few  paces  to  the  W.  is  the  Hdtel  Qaisberqspitze  (R.  3-4  A'.),  on  the 
N.W.  brink  of  the  plateau,  commanding  a  charming  view  of  Salz- 
burg. The  *View  from  the  summit  (4220  ft.;  5  min.)  embraces 
the  Salzburg  Alps  and  the  plain,  in  which  seven  lakes  may  be 
descried. 
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Aig«n,  a  chateau  and  park  of  Prince  Schwarzenbeiig,  at  the  foot  of 
the  Gaisberg.  3V2  H.  to  the  S.E.  of  Salzburg,  merits  a  visit  (railway-sta- 
tion, see  p.  117).  At  the  entrance  to  the  grounds  (*/«  M.  from  the  station) 
is  a  '^Hotel  A  RutavranU  with  a  shady  terrace.  Those  who  are  pressed  for 
time  may  obtain  a  guide  here  (60  A.).    The  Kanzel  is  the  finest  point. 

About  IV4  br.  above  Aigen  is  Count  Platz''8  chateau  of  St.  Jakob  am 
Thurn  (17(X)  ft.^  Restaurant),  an  excellent  point  of  view  ('/2  hr.  from  stat. 
Elsbethm^  p.  11  /).  From  the  *Aussicht\  5  min.  from  the  ch&teau,  we  enjoy 
a  view  of  the  mountains  and  the  plain  of  the  Salsach,  most  picturesquely 
grouped. 

The  imperial  chateau  of  Hellbmiuiy  3  M.  to  the  S.  of  Salzburg 
(steam-tramway,  see  p.  96),  with  garden  and  fountains  in  the  style 
of  the  17th  and  18th  cent.,  was  built  by  Archbp.  Marcus  Sittlch  in 
1613  and  is  adorned  with  frescoes  by  Mascagni  and  others  (1615). 
Adm.  to  the  garden  (* Restaurant)  free;  to  the  chateau  and  the 
fountains  20  h.  The  flower-garden  is  adjoined  by  the  Fark,  Ascend- 
ing the  wooded  hill  to  the  right,  we  pass  the  Monata-Schloaschen 
(so  called  because  built  in  a  single  month)  and  arrive  at  (10  min.) 
the  Stadt'Ausaicht^  commanding  a  fine  view  of  Salzburg.  Thence 
through  wood  to  (10  min.)  the  Watzmann-Aussichtf  on  the  other 
side  of  the  hill,  from  which  the  Watzmann  is  seen  to  great  adyan- 
tage.  On  our  way  back  we  descend  to  the  right,  after  5  min.,  to 
the  ^Steineme  Theater\  hewn  in  the  rock,  where  pastorals  and  operas 
used  to  be  performed  before  the  archbishops.  We  then  return  by 
the  drive,  skirting  the  hill  to  the  left.  —  About  1 Y2  ^*  ^  ^^^  ^-  of 
Hellbrunn,  on  the  road  to  Hallein,  is  the  Gothic  chateau  of  Anif 
(Count  Arco-Steppberg),  with  a  fine  park  (steam-tramway,  see  p.  112). 

About  IVs  M.  to  the  S.W.  of  Salzburg  (steam-tramway  to  Konntal, 
p.  97)  is  the  chateau  of  Leopoldskron,  with  a  lai^e  pond  and  Switnminff 
Bath  (p.  96;  restaurant;  rowing  and  sailing  boats).  From  this  point  the 
extensive  Leopoldtlroner  Moo*  stretches  southwards  to  the  base  of  the  Un- 
tersberg.  On  the  ^Moos-Strasse\  which  traverses  the  moor  to  Glaneck. 
are  a  group  of  200  houses  inhabited  by  peat-cutters,  and  the  *Moos-Bader 
or  peat-baths.  The  Lttdwiff^ad  is  "/<  ^>  from  Leopoldskron ,  and  the 
Marienbad  V/a  H. 

From  Qrddig  (steam -tramway  from  Salzborg  in  '/«  hr.;  p.  112)  a  marked 
path  leads  to  the  (V4  hr)  Rosittenuirt  and  the  O/2  hr.)  Kugd-MUhie  Itm^ 
whence  a  carriage-road  ascends  by  the  falls  of  the  Qlai^  to  (V4  M.)  the 
FUrMtenbninnen  (1950  ft.)-  In  the  vicinity  are  the  (Vz  hr.)  Quarriet  which 
yield  the  beautiful  Untersbei^  marble  (Restaurant  Fiirstenbrunn). 

To  the  N.  (31/2  M.),  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Salzach,  rises  the 
conspicuous  and  handsome  pilgrimage  -  church  of  Karia- Plain 
(1720  ft.),  erected  in  1634.  The  *Vie-w  from  the,parapet  is  the  most 
extensive  in  the  vicinity  of  Salzburg,  but  is  partially  intercepted 
by  trees.    Evening-light  most  advantageous. 

The  Unteraberg,  the  most  conspicuous  mountain  in  the  environs  of 
Salzburg,  culminates  in  the  Oeiereck  (5910  ft.),  the  8althvrg«r  Bochthron 
(6060  ft.),  and  the  Bsrchtesgadener  Hochthron  (6470  ft.).  The  mountain  is 
usually  ascended  from  Orodig  (see  above;  guide  necessary).  The  path 
leads  via  the  Rosittenwirt  (see  above)  and  the  (SVi  hrs.)  Upper  RosiUen- 
Alp  (deserted)  to  the  (IV4  hr.)  Untersberff-Baut  (5410  ft ;  inn),  whence  the 
Oeiereck  may  be  ascended  in  i/s  hr. ;  thence  to  the  SaWmrger  Boehthron, 
the  finest  point  of  view,  in  V4  hr.  A  visit  to  the  KolowraU-HUhley  a  cavern 
containing  fantastic '  ice-formations,  now  easily  accessible,  may  be  made 
in   Va  hr.  from  the  Upper  Rositten-Alp.

40  M.  Salzkammbbout-Lokalbahn  (narrow-gauge  railway)  in  S-Si/s  hrs. 
(first  class  8  K,  50,  third  class  4  K.  80  A.)-  This  is  an  attractire  excursion, 
with  which  the  charming  visit  to  8t.  Wolfgang  and  the  *8ehctfb«rg  may  be 
combined  (4-5  hrs.  morej  the  steamer  should  in  that  case  be  joined  at 
Liteg^  p.  103). 

Salzburg,  see  p.  96.  The  station  of  the  Salzkammergnt  line  is 
opposite  the  State  Railway  Station  (p.  96).  For  a  time  the  line 
runs  parkllel  to  the  Linz  railway,  with  the  Untersberg,  Hohe  Goll, 
Gaisberg,  and  Nocksteln  to  the  right.  Beyond  (I74  M.)  Itzling  we 
ascend  gradually  amid  wood-clad  hills  to  (6  M.)  Eugendorf-Kalham 
(1830  ft.).  The  train  then  crosses  the  upland  plain,  with  its  mead- 
ows and  farms.  8M.  Kraiwitsen.  Beyond (10  M.)  Enatertbttg {20i0  ft.) 
we  descend  in  windings,  crossing  the  FiiMach.  —  13  M.  Thalgau 
(1785  ft),  a  prettily  situated  little  town  on  the  Fmehler  Ach.  To  the 
E.  rise  the  Schober,  Drachensteln,  Scbafberg,  and  HoUen-Gebirge. 

—  17V2  M.  8t.  Lorens  (1600  ft. ;  BaiL  Reitaurani)  is  the  junction 
of  the  branch-line  (2^2  M. ,  in  10  mln.)  to  Mondsee  (see  p.  95). 

Near  (19  M.)  Ploniberg  the  train  reaches  the  lovely  Mondsee 
(p.  95),  into  which  the  Schafberg  descends  abruptly  on  the  right. 
We  ascend  gradually  (tunnel),  first  on  the  open  hill-side  and  then 
through  wood,  and  turn  to  the  right  through  a  tunnel  105  yds.  long. 

—  20  M.  Scharfling  (1770  ft) ;  the  village  (p.  95)  lies  below  to  the 
left  (^2  ^0'  —  Farther  on  the  line  is  carried  along  the  slopes  by 
rock-cuttings  and  two  tunnels,  one  of  which,  the  Eibenberg  Tunnel 

S1900  ft.),  is  74  M.  long.  Beyond  the  wood-girt  KrotenBee  we  reach 
22  M.)  Huttensteiny  with  a  chateau  to  the  left  (ascent  of  the  Schaf- 
berg, see  p.  106).  We  descend  through  meadows  and  wood  (to  the 
left,  above,  the  Schafberg  Hotel)  and  then  along  the  steep  face  of 
the  hill  (gradient  1 : 4),  with  a  fine  view  of  the  Aber-See.  Beyond 
(23  M.)  Billroth  the  line  sweeps  round  and  reaches  — 

231/2  M.  St.  Oilgen  (18'25  ft ;  ^See-Hotel,  on  the  lake,  R.  2-4  K. ; 
Posi),  an  attractive  village  at  the  N.W.  end  of  the  Aber-See. 

ExcuBsiOMs.  *7alk«nBteinwand ,  I-IV4  hr.  We  proceed  to  Farberg 
(Ebner).  either  by  steamer  (10  min.)  or  on  foot  round  the  N.  end  of  the 
lake  via  Brunmrinkel  (V2  hr.).  Thence,  passing  (10  min.)  the  ScJuffeS  Mon- 
ument (a  pyramid,  13  ft.  high),  we  ascend  to  the  (1/2  hr.)  pilgrimage-chapel 
and  hermitage  of  St.  Wolfgang.  (The  path  leads  on,  passing  the  Villa 
Frauenstein,  to  St.  Wolfgang  ^  l^/a  hr.)  A  marked  path,  starting  at  the 
precipice  at  the  beginning  of  the  ascent,  leads  to  the  right  to  (V2  hr.)  the 
Aber-See  Panorama  and  (2  min.)  the  Scheffel-Bliek^  on  the  top  of  the  Fal- 
kensteinwand. 

F&oM  St.  Gilgxn  to  Salzbcbo,  18V2  M.  The  road  passes  (41/2  M.) 
Fuschl  (2170  ft. ;  Brunnenioirt)^i  the  E.  end  of  the  small  Futchl-8e&,  ascends 
gradually  to  (9V2  M.)  Hof  (2a20  ft. ;  Post),  and  then  descends,  passing  the 
Nocktiem^  to  Gvggenihal  (L995  ft. ;  Brauhaus)  and  (I8V2  M.)  Saltburg  (p.  96). 

The  *Aber-8ee  or  8t.  Wolf  gang  -  See ,  a  greenish -blue  lake 

(1800  ft.),  71/2  M.  long,  11/4  M.  broad,  and  370  ft.  deep,  Is  bounded 

on  the  N.  by  the  Schafberg,  while  on  the  S. ,  beyond  the  wooded 

banks,  rise  the  Sparber,  Hohe  Zinken,  Konigsberghom,  and  other 

picturesquely  shaped  mountains.   A  Steamboat  (preferable  to  the 
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railway  if  time  allows)  plies  in  summer  8-9  times  daily,  in  1  hr., 
from  St.  Gilgen  via  St.  Wolfgang  to  Strobl,  and  vice  versa.  The 
boat  teaches  first  at  Furberg  (p.  103) ,  on  the  E.  bank,  and  then 
steers  round  the  projecting  FaUcensteinwand  (p.  103).  On  the  S. 
face  of  the  Falkenstein,  in  red  letters  a  yard  high,  is  an  inscrip- 
tion in  honour  of  the  poet  Victor  von  Scheffel.  The  next  steam- 
boat-station is  at  the  Brduhaua  Lueg^  on  the  W.  side  of  the  lake 
(railway-station,  see  below).  The  boat  then  descends  the  lake, 
passing  the  Villa  Frauenstein  (L),  threads  the  narrows  of  St.  Wolf- 
gang, and  calls  at  the  Station  of  the  Schafberg  Railway  and  at  8t.  Wolf- 
gang (see  below).  Thence  our  course  lies  past  the  PurgUtein  to  the 
terminus  at  Strobl,  ^2  M.  to  the  W.  of  the  railway-staUon  (p.  105). 

The  Railway  leads  from  St.  Qilgen  along  the  S.W.  bank  of  the 
lake  to  the  stations  of  (25  M.)  Lueg  (see  above)  and  (26  M.)  Qwhwandt 
and  then  intersects  the  flat  delta  of  the  Zinkenbach.  At  (27 Y2  M.) 
Zinkenbaeh  we  cross  the  stream.  28^2  M*  St  Wolfgang  (H6tel 
Erzher/.og  Franz  Karl),  the  station  for  St.  Wolfgang  and  the  Schaf" 
berg  Railway  (steamer  to  the  village  in  5  min.,  to  the  mountain  rail- 
way in  10  min.). 

St.  Wolfgang  (1820  ft. ;  *H6t€l- Pension  Peter,  in  an  elevated 
situation,  R.  from  2  JT. ;  *  Weisses  Ronl,  at  the  steamboat-quay,  R. 
1  JT.  60  A.-4  K,  J  Zum  Touri$tenj  Zimmerbrdu,  both  well  spoken  of; 
Hirsch ;  Alter  Peterbrdu)  is  a  considerable  village,  prettily  situated 
on  the  narrow  strip  of  shore  at  the  foot  of  the  Schafberg.  The  Gothic 
church  contains  a  winged  •Altar-piece,  carved  in  wood  by  M.  Packer 
in  1481.  In  the  entrance-court  is  a  fountain  with  good  reliefs  (1516). 

The  *Schafberg  (5840  ft),  an  isolated  mass  of  Alpine  limestone, 
rising  between  the  Aber-See,  the  Mondsee,  and  the  Attersee,  com- 
mands one  of  the  finest  and  most  picturesque  views  among  the  Ger- 
man Alps.  A  Rack-and-Pinion  Railway  ascends  from  St.  Wolf- 
gang to  (4  M.)  the  top  in  1  hr.  (fare  6,  down  4,  up  and  down  9  A".). 
—  The  railway-station  (•H6tel  Peter  zur  Schafberg-Bahn)  lies  V2  M. 
to  the  W.  of  the  village,  near  the  lighthouse.  Soon  after  starting  the 
line  crosses  the  Dietlbach  by  a  viaduct  50  ft.  high  and  then  leads  to 
the  W.  through  wood,  with  an  average  gradient  of  1 : 1 0.  1  ^2  M. 
Station  for  water  and  passing.  The  lake  sinks  farther  and  farther 
beneath  us.  In  the  valley  to  the  left  lies  the  Domer  Alp  (3130  ft.). 
Magnificent  view  to  the  S.W.,  embracing  the  Hochkonig,  Hohe  Goll, 
Watzmann,  and  Untersberg.  Near  the  (2^2  M.)  Schafberg  -  Alp 
(4465  ft.  J  H6tel),  which  commands  a  splendid  view,  the  train  quits 
the  wood  and  ascends  over  the  bare  upper  slopes.  3  M.  Schafberg- 
Hohlen  (ca.  4920  ft.\  near  interesting  stalactite  caves  (adm.  1  KJ). 
Beyond  a  tunnel,  110  yds.  long  (windows  should  be  closed),  we  reach 
the  (4  M.)  terminus  Schafbergapitxe  (6666  ft.).  An  easy  path  leads 
hence  to  (6  min.)  the  summit  (^Hotely  B.  2-3  K. ;  rooms  should  be 
ordered  in  advance  by  telephone  from  St.  Wolfgang). 
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The  *ViBw  (eomp.  the  annexed  Panorama)  embraces  fhe  monntainB  and 
lakes  of  the  SaUkammergut,  Upper  Austria  as  far  as  tbe  Bohemian  Forest, 
the  Alps  of  Styria  and  Balthnrg,  and  the  Bavarian  plain  as  far  as  the 
Chiemsee  and  Waginger  See.  The  most  conapicaons  group  is  that  of  the 
massive  Dachstein  to  the  8.  \  to  the  E.  rise  the  HoUen-Qebirge  and  the 
Priel  group;  to  the  8.W.  the  Berchtesgaden  mountains. 

Paths  also  ascend  the  Schafberg  from  .3t.  Qilgen  or  HUltenstein  (see 
p.  lOS),  from  Seharfling  (see  p.  96),  and  from  UnUrach  (see  p.  94). 


The  Railway  to  Isohl  leads  from  the  station  of  St.  Wolfgang 
(see  p.  104)  along  the  Aber»8ee .  In  front  rise  the  Sparber  and  Ketten- 
kogel,  in  the  backgroand  the  Todte  Gebirge.  —  31  M.  Strobl;  the 
Tillage  (*H6tel  am  8et^  with  garden,  R.  2^/2  K. ;  Brandauer;  Aigner) 
and  steamboat-station  (p.  104;  to  St.  Wolfgang  ^4  l^^O  ^^^  V2  ^-  ^ 
the  N.,  at  the  £.  end  of  the  lake.  Farther  on  we  cross  the  Weisten" 
bach  and  pass  (34  M.)  Aigen-Voglhub  and  (341/2  M.)  WarM.  We 
then  cross  the  iscftf,  flowing  from  the  Aber-See,  to  (35  M.)  Aschau 
and  recross  it  to  (3674  M.)  Pfandl  (Inn).  The  train  now  sweeps 
round  to  the  S.  and  penetrates  the  Oalvarienberg  by  a  tunnel  770  yds. 
long.  At  (38^2  ^0  Kaltenbaehj  at  the  S.W.  end  of  Ischl,  we  pass 
over  a  viaduct,  130  yds.  long,  cross  the  Traun  and  reach  (40  M.) 
Jtehl  (p.  107).  ^

48  M.  Railway  to  (271/*  M.)  Isehl  in  1V4-2  hrs.  (fares  4  ^.  20,  2  K.  50, 1  K. 
40*.);  to  (48  M.)  Ausse€  in  2V2-3  hrs.  (6  A^.  70,  4  K.  10,  2  K.  30  A.).  —  From 
Vienna  to  Ischl  via  Attnang^  178  M.,  express  in  6>/4  hrs.;  yi&  Anutetten  and 
Selztal^  203  M.,  in  8^/4  hrs. 

Attnang^  see  p.  94.  The  railway  crosses  the  Ager  (on  the  right, 
8chlo88  Puchheimj  p.  94)  and  the  Aurachj  and  then  follows  the 
smiling  Anrach  valley  to  (8  M.)  Omunden.  The  station  (1575  ft. ; 
Buffet)  lies  above  the  town  to  the  W.,  1  M.  from  the  lake  (electric 
tramway  to  the  market-place,  in  1/^  hr.,  40  A.), 

Omunden.  —  Hotels.  *H6tbl  Austria  (PI.  a),  B.  4-7,  D.  4  IT.,  ^Belle- 
VUB  (PI.  b),  K.  3-12  if.,  both  first-class,  on  the  lake;  *Goldenks  Schipp 
(PI.  c),  R.  2-6  K. ;  *H6tei.  Mugha  (PI.  d),  on  the  lake,  with  garden,  R.  4-5  A^, 
h.  60ft.i  •Krone  (PI.  e),  Franz-Josefs-Platz;  "Post;  *Goldener  Brunnbn 
(PI.  f);  ^GoLDBMB  Sonne  (PI.  g);  Sghwan,  Rathaus-Platz ;  Goldenbr  Hirbgh 
(PI.  i),  in  Traundor/^  plain.  —  Caf^s.  "Kur- Salon  (PI.  1),  on  the  lake,  with 
restaurant,  large  terrace,  reading-room,  etc.;  Cafi  Pavilion^  Angerer^  on 
the  Esplanade;  Broadly  Ooldnet  Sehiff^  both  in  the  Ratbaus-Platz. 

Sanatorium,  well  situated  on  the  slope  of  the  Hochkogel,  R.  3-16,  board 
6-S  K.  —  Batha  of  all  kinds  at  the  Bellevue  and  Austria ;  FiachiWs  Batfis,  at 
the  bridge  over  the  Traun;  Theresienbad,  Elisabeth -Str.  76;  S%nnuning 
Baths^  by  the  Esplanade. 

Theatre  (PL  3)  from  June  to  September.  —  Visitora'  Tax.  Visitors  stay- 
ing not  longer  than  3  weeks  pay  2  K.  per  week ;  for  a  longer  stay  season- 
tickets  must  be  taken  (16  K.^  additional  members  of  the  same  family  6  K. 
each).    Music  tax  6  K. 

Oarriagea.  Drive  within  the  town ,  one-horse  carr.  1  A*.,  two-horse 
1  K.  40 A.;  to  the  Railway  Station  2  or  3,  at  night  2ir.  60 A.  or  4  JT.;  to 
tlie  Traun  Fall  (2V2  hrs.)  8  or  13  K. ;  no  extra  charge  for  returning,  and 
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a  stay  of  1  hr.  icllowed,  l)eyoiid  wMch  1  JT.  or  1  iT.  40  h.  per  hour  is  charged 
for  waiting;  gratuity  2K.  to  2jr.  40  A.  per  day. 

Boats.  To  Ort  or  Weyer  with  one  rower  00  A.,  Griinberger  Ghut  80 A., 
Steinhaus  1  K.  20,  Altmunster  1  K.  60,  Eleine  Bamsau  or  Ebenzweier  1  K. 
80ft.,  Hoisengut  2 E.^  Lainaustiege  2K.  &)h.  (return- fare  included);  with 
two  rowers,  one-half  more;  for  waiting,  90 h,  per  1/4  hour;  boat  per  hr. 
with  one  rower  1  K.  20,  with  two  rowers  i  K.  Wh. 

Omunden  (1395  ft.),  a  pleasant  town  (6200  inhab.)  and  favourite 
summer-resort,  is  charmingly  situated  at  the  efflux  of  the  Traun 
from  the  Traunsee.  The  Parish  Church  contains  an  altar  in  carved 
wood  by  Schwanthaler,  of  1656.  Handsome  modern  Protestant 
Church  in  the  English  Gothic  style.  The  shady  Esplanade  (band  8 
to  9,  11.30  to  12.30,  and  6  to  8;  Sundays  11.30  to  1  and  5.30  to  7), 
on  the  W.  bank,  commands  a  good  survey  of  the  lake :  to  the  left  is 
the  wooded  Orwnberg  (3295  ft.) ,  then  the  Traunstein  (5550  ft.), 
rising  almost  perpendicularly  from  the  lake ,  and  the  Erlakogel 
(5150  ft.);  farther  to  the  right.  In  the  background,  the  Wildt  Kogel 
(68B5  ft.)  and  the  Kleine  Sonnstein  (3030  ft.),  apparently  terminat- 
ing the  lake ;  then  the  Sonnstein- Hohe  (3430  ft.),  the  broad  Fahrnau 
(3940  ft.),  the  Kranabet-Sattel  (5600  ft)  and  the  HbUen-Oebirge. 
Pleasant  gardens  and  villas  in  the  environs. 

Shost  Walks  (routes  ah  indicated  by  marks).  To  the  If.  the  (1/4  hr.) 
Calvarimberg  (1575  ft.);  to  the  W.  the  *Hochkogel  (1770  ft.),  with  splendid 
view  (10  min.) ;  at  its  S.W.  base  the  *Tov>n  Park  (fine  views)  and  the 
(25  min.)  ^Satori-Anlage^  a  charming  park;  to  the  S.W.  Ori  (i^h  IS..),  with 
two  ch&teaux,  one  on  an  island  connected  with  the  mainland  by  a  bridge, 
77  yds.  long.  To  the  £.  Baumgarten  (*/a  hr.),  to  the  S.E.  Siberroilh  (3/4  hr.), 
on  the  slope  of  the  Grunberg,  both  with  restaurants.  On  the  right  bank  of 
the  Traun  lie  the  shady  Kronprinz  -  Rudolf -Anlagen  (pleasure-grounds), 
with  two  restaurants  (V2  hr.).  On  the  height  to  the  E.  is  the  ch&teau  of 
the  Duke  of  Cumberland,  with  fine  grounds  (no  admission).  —  On  the 
E.  bank  lie  the  Alpensteig  (}/a  hr.) ,  Qrilnberger  Out  O/2  l^'-)  i  Steinhatit 
(40  min.),  Kleine  Ramsau  (50  min.),  the  Eoisn  (IV4  hr.),  and  Stainfnger 
(IV2  hr.),  all  with  restaurants  (the  last  four  are  steamboat  stations). 

LoNOES  BxGOBSioNs.  Through  the  Satori  Park  (see  above)  to  the  (IVs  hi"-) 
Omundner  Berg  (2700  ft. ;  fine  view ;  Inn  at  the  top) ;  descend  to  (1  hr.) 
the  Reindl  -  MUhle  (Inn)  in  the  Aurach-Tal,  and  return  by  Ebentweier  to 
(2  hrs.)  Gmunden.  —  The  *Traun  Fall  may  be  visited  on  foot  (SVa  hrs.), 
or  better  by  the  Lambach  railway  (p.  94)  or  by  one  of  the  salt-barges  that 
leave  Omunden  twice  weekly  at  lU  a.m.,  descend  to  the  fall  in  IVs  hr., 
pass  it  by  means  of  the  canal  ('der  Qute  Fair),  and  land  passengers  ^U  hr. 
lower  down  (a  novel  and  pleasant  trip  quite  without  danger;  fare  o  K.). 
The  return  is  made  by  train.  —  Across  the  Jffimmelreich-Wiese  (2590  ft.),  and 
the  Hoehgeschirr  (3140  ft.),  with  a  view  of  the  glaciers  of  the  Dachstein,  to 
the  (31/4  hrs.)  Laudaeh-See  (2890  ft.) ;  return  either  by  Framl  im  Holz  (2  hrs.), 
or  by  (IV4  hr.)  the  Kleine  Ramrau  (see  above),  and  by  steamboat  thence 
to  Gmunden.  Finger-posts  on  this  route,  so  that  a  gaide  may  be  dispensed 
with.  —  Traunstein  (6650  ft.),  ascended  in  4  hrs.  from  Lainaustiege,  interest- 
ing (guide  necessary,  8  K.).  The  Alpentpitxe  (the  highest  peak)  commands 
a  magnificent  view,  particularly  of  the  Tote  Gebirge  and  the  Dachstein. 

Feom  Gmunden  to  Ischl  (steamboat  to  Ebensee  in  1  hr.,  fares 
1  K,  70  and  1  K,  40  h.,  pr€fferable  to  the  railway ;  tickets  are  issued 
available  both  for  the  steamboat  and  the  train).  The  train  (best 
views  to  the  left)  passes  the  back  of  the  Duke  of  Wurtemberg's 
Villa,    and    at   Altmunster  approaches   the   beautiful   *Traanie« 
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(1385  ft.;  71/2  M.  long).  —  IOV2  M.  (from  Attnang)  EbemweUrj 
with  a  chateau  (now  a  girls*  school) ;  pretty  retrospect  of  Gmunden, 
with  the  Traunstein  to  the  left.  The  scenery  becomes  more  severe 
as  the  S.  end  of  the  lake  is  approached.  Behind  the  Traanstein  are 
the  Hochkogel  (4865  ft)  and  the  line  cone  of  the  Erlakogel  (5150  ft.). 
—  13  M.  Traunkirchen ;  about  1/4  M.  from  the  station,  on  a  beautiful 
bay,  is  the  *SUin  Inn,  The  train  next  threads  two  tunnels  and 
reaches  (147s  M.)  Traunkirchensee  ^  the  station  for  the  yillage  of 
TraniikirelLen  (Post;  Bury$taUer)y  charmingly  situated  on  a  penin- 
sula. The  church  contains  a  quaintly  carved  wooden  pulpit  in  the 
form  of  a  ship,  with  nets  and  flsh. 

The  train  passes  through  a  short  tunnel,  and  then  the  Sonnstein 
Tunnel^  1570  yds.  in  length,  and  stops  at  (17  M.)  Ehtnstt'Land- 
ung9plat%  (Post,  BUckerwirt),  a  steamboat-station.  It  then  crosses 
the  Traun^  and  reaches  ( I73/4  M.)  Ebeiuee-Bahnhof  (1395  ft. ,  RaU. 
Restawant\  a  prettily  situated  place  of  some  importance  (5860  in- 
hab.,  including  Langbath),  with  salt-works  and  a  large  ammonia- 
factory.   The  brine  evaporated  at  Ebensee  Is  brought  from  Ischl  and 

Hallstatt  (p.  110)  in  wooden  pipes. 

EXOUB8ION8.  Pleasant  walks  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Traun,  along  the 
brine-conduit,  to  (V4  hr.)  the  Steinkogl  Hotels  a  fine  point  of  view,  op- 
posite the  station  of  that  name  (see  below).  —  The  *Langbath  Lakes 
('iVs  hrs.)  deserve  a  visit  (omnibus  from  stat.  Ebensee-Langbath  to  the 
Vordere  See  twice  daily,  returning  from  the  Kreh,  there  and  back  3  K.). 
The  road  ascends  the  Langhatti-Tal  to  (41/2  M.)  the  Kreh  (2130  ft.}  Inn) 
and  (1  M.)  the  Vordere  Langbath-See  (2215  ft.)>  whence  a  footpath  leads  to 
the  smaller  bnt  finer  (•/<  hr.)  Hintere  See  (2385  ft.). 

The  line  now  ascends  the  valley  of  the  Traun.  19  V2  ^*  Steinkogl, 
at  the  mouth  of  the  Trauniffeissenhach-  Tal,  6  M.  up  which  lies  the 
picturesque  Offemtt.  —  241/2  M.  Mitier-  Weissenbach  (road  to  the 
Attersee,  p.  95).   Near  Ischl  the  train  crosses  the  Traun. 

271/2  M.  Iiohl.  —  Hotels.  *Kaise]iim  Elisabeth  (PI.  1),  B.  5-12,  B. 
1  ^.  20  A.,  omnibus  1  K.  i  *HdTKL  Baues  (PI.  2),  charmingly  situated  on  a 
height  above  Ischl.  both  ist  class;  ^Goldbnes  Kbbuz  (PI.  5),  R.  3-6,  B.  1  K.  \ 
•Post  (PI.  3),  B.  2-6  Z.j  HStel  Austria,  on  the  Esplanade  j  •Victokia 
(PI.  4),  B.  8-12  /T. ;  EazHEBzoo  Framz  Cabl  (PI.  6);  Kaiseskroke  (PI.  8); 
the  last  five  with  garden-restaurants;  HdT.-PsNsiON  BudolpshOhe,  with 
caf^-restaurant,  at  the  end  of  the  Esplanade,  R.  from  3,  pens,  from  10  K.  — 
Second-class:  Stern  (PI.  7) ;  Batbischer  Hop  (PI.  9),  etc.  —  Pension  Flora; 
HOTELS  Garnis  Bamsader,  Athbn,  Urqubll.  —  l>r.  Hertzkd*s  Hydropathic 
EstahlUhmenty  1/2  ^-  from  tbe  end  of  the  Esplanade,  pension  from  62  K. 
per  week;  Dr.  WieMi''*»  Hydropathic^  Esplanade  (Ealtenbach-Str.  11). 

Oafes,  etc.  *Kur-8alon^  with  cafe,  reading-room,  etc.  (see  p.  108).  — 
Cafi  Ramsauer.  opposite  the  Post  Hotel ;  Walter.  Esplanade ;  Zauner,  Pfarr- 
gasse,  confectioner's;  Rudolf shdhe  (see  above).  —  Rail.  Restaurant.  — 
Theatre  (PI.  Iti)  during  the  season. 

Visitors'  Tax  (Kurtaxe).  Between  June  1st  and  Sept.  STth  each  visitor 
whose  stay  exceeds  3  days  pays  a  weekly  tax  of  2  K.  For  a  stiy  of  22  days 
or  more  a  *Kurtaxe'  of  16  K.  (wife  6,  children  2  iT)  and  a  music-tax  of  6 K. 
(eacti  addit.  member  of  a  family  2  K.)  are  exacted.  —  The  band  plays  in 
the  Budolfs-Garten  (or,  in  bad  weather,  in  the  Trinkhalle)  from  7  to  8  a.m. ;

60  A.  5  TTeiww&acA  on  the  Attersee  (21/2  hrs.),  13  or 
23  K.    These  fares  include  the  driver^'a  fee. 

English  Ohnreh  Serviee  in  the  season  at  10.30  a.m.  and  4  p.m. 

Ischl  (1535  ft.))  the  central  point  of  the  Salzkammergut,  bean- 
tifully  situated  on  a  peninsula  formed  by  the  Traun  and  the  Ischl^ 
is  now  a  highly  fashionable  resort.  Pop.  Q300.  Besides  the  salt« 
baths  (which  contain  25  per  cent  of  salt)  there  are  mud,  sulphur, 
pine-cone,  vapour,  and  other  baths,  in  addition  to  the  whey-cure  and 
the  saline  and  sulphureous  drinking-springs.  Well-kept  walks,  with 
shady  resting-places,  intersect  the  beautiful  valley  in  all  directions. 

The  shady  Bahnhof-Strasse  leads  from  the  station  past  the  Ru- 
dolft-Oarten  and  the  Post  Office  to  the  Parish  Ckweh  (PI.  11),  built 
under  Maria  Theresa  and  adorned  with  altar-pieces  by  Eupelwieser. 
In  the  Kaiser-Ferdinands-Platz  are  the  Trihkhalle  (PL  12),  with  a 
covered  promenade,  and  beyond  it,  to  the  right,  the  Wirerbad  and 
the  Oiselabad.  To  the  left  are  the  extensive  Salt  Works  (PI.  13)  and 
the  Salt^WaUr  Vapour  Bath  (PL  14). 

From  the  Kalser-Ferdinands-Platz  the  Pfarrgasse  leads  to  the  W» 
to  the  Franz-0arl-Plat2,  which  contains  a  handsome  bronze  fountain 
in  memory  of  the  parents  of  the  Emperor  Franz  Joseph,  and  to  the 
Traun  Bridge.  On  the  left  bank  of  the  Traun  at  this  point  begins 
the  Sophien-EsplanadCj  with  its  pleasant  avenues,  confectioner's, 
and  cafe.  —  In  the  Wirer-Park  is  the  Kw^ Salon  ^  with  cafe- 
restaurant,  reading-room,  etc.  To  the  E.,  in  the  Wirer-Strasse,  is  a 
colossal  bust  of  Dr.  Wirtr  von  Rettenbach  (d.  1844),  who  first 
brought  Ischl  into  notice.  —  In  the  Schulgasse  (No.  7)  is  a  small 
Museum  (adm.  on  Tues.,  Thurs.,  &  Sat.,  9-12,  40  A.),  with  natural 
history  specimens  and  other  objects  from  the  Salzkammergut. 

Walks.  The  "Imperial  VUla^  with  its  beautiful  garden  and  grounds 
(no  admission  during  the  residence  of  the  family,  udaally  from  Jnly  to 
September).  —  The  Neue  Schmalnau  (IV2  MOi  ^  caf<S  to  the  left  of  the  road 
to  Ebensee,  affords  a  good  view  of  Ischl.  —  The  * Sophiens-Doppelhliek 
(cafe ;  view  of  Ischl, .  the  Dachstein,  and  the  St.  Wolfgang-Tal)  may  be 
reached  in  1/2  hr.  This  walk  may  be  prolonged  to  the  (1/4  hr.)  "DachsUin- 
Aussieht  and  the  HohenxoUem  Waterfall;  we  return  either  to  the  right  by 
Trenkelbach  (>/<  hr.),  or  to  the  left  through  the  Jainxen-Tal  and  by  the 
Ostdtten  Inn  (I  hr.).  —  To  the  W.  by  the  ('/i  hr.)  Calvarienberg  to  the 
(V2  hr.)  Ahorf^iihl  (caf^).  —  From  the  Esplanade  through  the  Franzens- 
AUie  past  KcUtenhach  rail,  station  (p.  105)  to  the  (»/g  hr.)  Kaiser- From- Jox^s- 
Plats;  to  theruiu  of  (1  hr.)  Wildensiein.  on  the  slope  of  the  Kater-Qebirtie. 
Through  the  valley  of  the  Traun  by  the  shady  promenade  following  the 
salt-water  conduit  to  (1  hr.)  Lau/en  (see  p.  109).  —  Right  bank  of  the 
Traun:  Ascent  of  the  "Siriuekogel  or  Hundekogel  (1960ft.}  1/2  ^•)'-*  finest 
view  of  Ischl  and  its  environs  from  the  Kaiser- Front- Josefs-  Warte  (small 
restaurant).  —  Across  the  Steinfeld-BrUcke  to  the  (V2hr.)  Rettenbach  Mill  (cafe) 
and  the  (}/i  hr.)  Rettenbach- Wildniss  (a  pretty  ravine);  return  by  Sterxen'^s 
Abendsitt  (fine  view)  to  (>/4  hr.)  Ischl. 

To  the  Ischl  SaltKine  {Ischler  Salzberg ,  3170  ft.),  4  M.  We  follow  the 
road  vift  Reiterndorf  (Bachwirt)  to  l3  M.)  Pernegg ,  where  permission  to 
visit  the  mine  is  procured  at  tiie  mining-office.  The  mine,  an  inspection 
of  which  takes  11/3  hr.,  consists  of  12  horizontal  shafts  or  galleries,  one 
above  the  other.    During  the  bath-season  the  mine  is  illuminated  once 
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weekly  (2  K.  \  the  illumination  at  other  iimes  costs  about  12  K.).  The  brine, 
which  is  conducted  to  Ischl  and  Ebensee  and  there  evaporated,  is  obtained 
by  filling  the  different  chambers  with  fresh  water.  After  4-6  weeks  it  be- 
comes highly  saturated  with  salt,  and  is  then  drawn  off. 

From  Ischl  to  St.  Wolfgang  and  the  ^8(hafb^rg^  a  charming  excursion 
for  half-a-day,  see  p.  lOi  (return-ticket,  2nd  class  lo  K.  80,  3rd  class  11  K. 
80 A.)-  —  ^o  Auittty  see  below;  to  Hallstatt  and  Oosau^  see  B.  8.  —  To 
Weittenbach  on  the  Attersee  (p.  95)  omnibus  daily  in  2  hrs.,  via  Mitter- 
WetMenbach. 

Fboh  Isohl  to  Aussbb.  The  train  (views  to  the  right)  crosses 
to  the  right  bank  of  the  Trann  (short  tunnel),  skirts  the  base  of  the 
Siriuskogel  (p.  108),  and  recrosses  the  Traun.  30^2  ^*  Lanfen. 
The  picturesque  village  (1570  ft.;  *Ros8l;  Krone)  lies  on  the  opposite 
bank,  1/4  M.  to  the  S.  The  rapids  of  the  Traun  here  are  called  the 
'Wilde  Laufen'.  —  The  train  again  crosses  the  Traun.  311/2  M.  An- 
tenau.  —  331/2  M.  Ooiiern  (1630  ft.;  Petier'i  Hotel,  R.  from  2  A'.; 
Ooiserer  Muhle;  Ramsauer;  Zur  Wartburg;  Bdr)y  a  considerable  vil- 
lage (1200  inhab.),  containing  the  largest  Protestant  community 
in  the  Salzkammergut,  and  frequented  as  a  snmmer-resort.  About 
Y2  M*  to  the  N.  is  ihe  Marie -Valerie -Badj  with  sulphurous  and 
iodine  springs.  —  3572  M.  Steg  (Goldnes  ScMfQ,  at  the  N.  end  of 
the  Lake  of  Hallrtatt  (p.  110).  The  train  skirts  the  £.  bank  of  the 
lake,  the  line,  50  ft.  above  the  water,  having  been  hewn  at  places 
in  the  precipitous  rocks  of  the  Sarstein  (6470  ft.).  38  M.  Oosau- 
muhl(^.  111).  39^2  M.  HcUistaUj  opposite  the  village  of  that  name 
(p.  110).—  41  M.  Obertraun  (1676  ft  ;  !Zum  Sarstein),  at  the  S.E. 
angle  of  the  lake. 

The  line  now  runs,  skirting  the  base  of  the  Sarstein,  through  the 
wild  and  narrow  Koppen-Tal.  The  train  passes  through  a  tunnel 
and  crosses  the  foaming  Traun  three  times.  The  gorge  expands, 
and  we  soon  reach  (48  M.)  the  station  of  Aussee  (2090  ft.;  Railway 
Restaurant  and  Hotel),  at  Vnter-Kainisch  (salt-works),  about  1  M. 
to  the  S.  of  the  town. 

Auisee.  —  Eotela.  *Hackingbk'8  HStbl  Kaisrb  von  Oestxrbkich^ 
*Erzhbrzoo  Fbanz  Cabl  (Post)^  *Ebzhkezoo  Johann;  Sonne;  Wilder 
HAwy;  Pension  Hursch;  Pension  Szamwald.  —  KurJuttu^  with  restaurant, 
reading-room,  etc.,  in  the  Mecs^ry  Promenade. 

Oab  from  the  station  to  the  town  2,  with  two  horses  S  K.\  to  the  Grundl- 
See,  or  to  Alt- Aussee,  S  K.  GOh.  or  Q  K.\  there  and  back,  with  stay  of  1  hr., 
8  or  12  K.  I  to  Gossl  via  Grundl-See  and  back  (Hour  of  the  three  lakes ^), 
with  stay  of  1  hr.,  8  if.  60  or  13^.  20^.;  each  additional  hour's  stay 
1  £".  20  A.  or  2  K.  These  fares  include  the  driver's  fee.  —  Omnibus  from  the 
station  to  the  town  60 A.;  to  Alt- Aussee  and  Grundl  See,  see  below. 

Aussee  (2130  ft.),  a  Styrlan  market-town,  charmingly  situated 
on  the  Traun,  i&  much  visited  as  a  watering-place  (salt-baths,  etc.) 
and  summer-resort.  The  small  Spitalkircke  contains  a  good  winged 
altar-piece  of  1449.  —  A  little  to  the  N.,  on  the  road  to  Alt- 
AuBsee,  is  *Dr.  Schreiber^s  Kur-Anstalt  Alpenheim,  and  about  1/2  M* 
farther  on  is  the  *Bade'H6Ul  ElUabeth  (R.  from  3,  board  8  K.). 

Excursions.  —  *To  Alt- Aussbb  (3  M.),  a  drive  of  V«  br.  (carriage, 
see  above):  omnibus  thrice  daily  from  the  railway-station  (1  K.  40A.).  H>§ 
road  (the  Elisabeth  Promenade  and  Payer  Promenade  ^preferable  for  walk- 
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ingi  1  hr.  10  min.)  follows  the  wooded  valley  of  the  AlUAxuseer  Ti'aun  to 
Alt-Au88ee  (^Seewirt^  on  the  lake,  B>.  from  3  K.)^  on  the  charming  Al^ 
Aussee  Lake  (2320  ft. ;  overshadowed  by  the  precipitous  Triesselwand  on 
the  E.,  the  Tressenstein  on  the  S.,  and  the  Loser  and  Sandling  on  the  N. 
The  lake  is  skirted  all  the  way  round  by  the  Brzherzog  Franz  Carl  Pro- 
menade, 41/2  M.  long.  The  8eewiese  (on  foot  */«  ^^-y  ^7  l>oat  1/2  ^^X  ^.t 
the  I7.E.  end,  commands  a  good  view  of  the  Dachstein. 

To  THK  Gbdndl-Sbb  (4  SI.),  a  beautiful  drive  of  IVs  hr.  (as  far  as 
Schrammrs  Inn^  carriages,  see  above;  omnibus  four  times  daily,  fare  1  £., 
from  the  station  1  K.  60  A.).  The  road  leads  for  the  most  part  through  wood, 
skirting  the  Grundlsee  Traun,  which  it  crosses  at  the  (3  M.)  Seeklause  (to 
the  right,  the  Hdtel  Bellevue^  with  fine  view),  and  then  along  the  lake  to  the 
(1  H.)  H6tel  Schramml  (generally  crowded  in  summer),  a  charming  point 
of  view.  The  arundl-See  (2325  ft.),  Ss/i  M.  long  and  1/2  M.  wide,  is  enclosed 
by  wooded  mountains  and  abounds  in  fish.  The  E.  background  is  formed 
by  the  bare  precipices  of  the  Tote  Oetrirge.  The  road  next  leads  past  the 
(2  M.)  Inn  zum  Ladner  to  (1V2  M.)  GdMl  (Veit),  at  the  upper  end  of  the 
lake.  From  the  Seeklause  a  small  screw-steamer  plies  six  times  daily  in 
summer  to  the  Schramml,  Ladner,  and  Gossl.  From  Gossl  a  path  leads 
to  (1  M.)  the  beautiful  *Toplitz-See  (2350  ft.),  IV4  M.  long  (boat  across  in 
25  min.,  boatman  to  be  brought  from  Gossl).  About  V*  ^'  farther  on  lies 
the  sequestered  Kammer-See  (2360  ft.),  in  a  grand  situation  at  the  base  of 
the  Tote  Gebirge.  This  *Drei-Seen-Tour\  or  tour  of  the  three  lakes,  makes 
a  very  charming  excursion  (fare  from  Schrammfs  Inn  to  Gossl  and  back, 
including  the  ferry  across  the  Toplitz-See,  2  K.). 

Railway  from  Artssee  to  SUinaeh  and  Sehtal,  see  p.  183. 


8.  From  Ischl  to  Hallstatt,  and  to  Abtenau  and 

Gtolling  Yi&  Gosau. 

Railway  to  (I21/2  M.)  Hallstatt  station  in  40-50  minutes.  Steamboat 
between  the  station  and  town  of  Hallstatt  in  1/4  ^^-t  ^^  connection  with 
each  train  (fare  50,  return  80  h.).  Railway-tickets  may  be  obtained  includ- 
ing the  ferry  to  the  town  of  Hallstatt  (railway  and  steamboat  tickets  are 
issued  at  the  post-office  in  the  Hotel  Eainz).  —  Omnibus  (9  seats)  between 
Hallstatt (Seeauer)  and  Gtosau-Schmied  every  morning  in  summer  in  2V2hrs., 
returning  in  the  afternoon  &  fare  3^  there  and  back  4  if.  —  Garriaqb  from 
Hallstatt  to  Gosau-Schmied  and  back,  16,  with  two  horses  24  K.,  from 
Gosaumiihl  12  or  20  K.^  from  Steeg  (Goldnes  Schiff)  14  or  22  K.  (fee  in- 
cluded). —  One-horse  carr.  from  Isehl  to  Hallstatt  in  2V2  hrs.,  13  K.  20 A., 
two-horse  carr.  21  iT. :  to  Oosau  (Brandwirt)  in  31/2  hrs.,  14  iT.  30  or  24  K. 
60;i.;  to  Gosau '  Schmted  in  4  hrs.,  16  iT.  30  or  23  f.  60 A.  and  driver's  fee 
of  2  JT.  —  Diligence  from  Gosau  to  Abtenau  daily  in  4  hrs.  (3  JST.  40A.)^ 
from  Abtenau  to  Qolling  twice  daily  in  2V4  hrs.  (2  K.  60  A.). 

Railway  from  Ischl  to  (I21/2  M.)  Hallstatt  station,  see  p.  109. 
The  Hallstatter  See  or  *Lake  of  Hallstatt  (1620  ft.),  which  Is 
5  M.  long  and  1/2-^  M.  broad,  is  bounded  on  three  sides  by  lofty 
mountains  (E.  the  Saistein  *,  S.  the  Erippenstein,  Zwolferkogel,  and 
Hirlatz;  W.  the  Plassen,  Gosauhals,  and  Ramsauer  Gebirge). 

Hallstatt  {H6tel  Kainz^  with  terrace  on  the  lake,  R.  2-7  JT.; 
Oruner  Baum;  Zur  Simonykutte,  well  spoken  of ;  AdUfj  plain),  a 
long  village  (740  inhab.,  V2  Prot),  lies  within  very  narrow  limits 
between  the  hillside  and  the  lake.  In  the  middle  of  the  village  the 
Muhlbach  forms  a  waterfall.  The  old  Parish  Church  contains  an  altar 
in  carved  wood  of  the  15th  cent.;  numerous  skulls  are  preserved  in 
the  ossuary.   In  the  fprmer  'Gefai^gnlshaus',  or  prlsoQ,  is  a  smaU 
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Museum  (open  8-12  and  1-6 ;  fee  40^.),  witb  Celtic  antiquities.  A 
load  leads  to  tbe  S.  to  (^2  ^0  tbe  Lahn  (Inn),  a  small  plain  formed 
by  the  alluYlal  deposits  of  the  Waldbtichj  with  the  Salt  Works, 

ExouBSfOMS.  —  The  Bndolfitnrm  (2800  ft.)t  occupied  by  the  manager 
of  the  salt-mine,  is  reached  by  a  good  zigzag  path  in  1  hr.  (horse  7,  to  the 
mine  9  K.  10  A.).  The  little  garden  in  front  of  the  house  affords  a  fine 
view  of  the  lake.  Excavations  made  since  1846  have  brought  to  light  an 
ancient  burial-ground  in  the  vicinity.  The  graves  (of  which  more  than 
2000  have  been  opened)  are  probably  those  of  Celtic  salt-miners  of  the  3rd 
or  4th  cent.  B.C.  Numerous  relics,  especially  bronze  ornaments,  have  been 
diseoyered.  The  most  important  of  these  aremow  in  the  Imperial  Nat.  Hist. 
Museum  at  Vienna  (p.  48)  and  in  the  Museum  at  Linz  (p.  87)  t  but  there  are 
also  a  few  in  the  Hallstatt  Museum  (see  above).  —  The  mining-oflBces  and 
the  entrance  to  tiie  Hallstatt  Sail  Mine  (3675  ft.)  are  reached  in  V4  hr.  more. 
A  visit  to  the  interior  is  more  fatiguing  than  to  that  of  the  Ischl  mine 
(p.  108  i  tickets  of  adm.  at  the  offices). 

The  Waldbaoh-Btrub  (2060  ft.),  in  the  well-wooded  Eehem-Tal,  1  hr. 
to  the  S.W.  of  Hallstatt,  is  precipitated  in  three  leaps  from  a  height  of 
90B  ft.  through  a  cleft  in  the  rocks.  The  SchUier  Fall^  of  about  equal  height, 
descends  into  the  same  abyss.  —  A  picturesque  path  ('Malersteig")  leads 
along  the  Waldbach  from  Oroatto*»  Inn  (halfway  through  the  Echern-Tal) 
to  the  Lahn  and  back  to  Hallstatt. 

Mountain  Asobnts  from  Hallstatt  (Platseny  Sarttein^  Dachttetnt  etc.), 
see  Baedeker''i  Eoitem  Alps. 

Tbe  road  from  Hallstatt  to  Gosau  skirts  tbe  lake  to  the  (2  M.) 
Oosau'Zwang  (see  below],  V2  ^-  ^  ^^  ^*  ^^  ^^  Oosaumuhl  (Inn; 
ferry  to  the  station,  see  p.  109),  at  the  month  of  the  Oosau^Bach. 
[Pedestrians  should  take  the  more  interesting  jSoo^^nlei^unsrs-We^ 
(*/4  hr.  longer),  or  path  by  the  brine-condnit,  which  leads  from  the 
Rudolf  Sturm  along  the  mountain-slope,  with  a  constantly  varying 
Tiew  of  the  lake ;  at  the  Gosau-Zwang  it  joins  the  road.]  The  road 
now  turns  to  the  W.,  passes  under  the  Qosau-Zwang  (an  aqueduct, 
146  yds.  long  and  140  ft  high  at  its  highest  part,  by  which  the  salt- 
water conduit  crosses  the  valley),  and  ascends  the  narrow  wooded 
ravine  of  the  Oosau-Bach.  Near  the  long  village  of  (8Y2  M.)  Vorder- 
Gosan  (2510  ft. ;  Brandwiri)  the  valley  expands.  Towards  the  S. 
tower  the  barren  pinnacles  of  the  Donnerkogel  (6730  ft.).  The 
carriage-road  ends  at  (3  M.)  Oosau-Schmied  (2540  ft. ;  •Inn). 

We  may  ascend  on  foot  through  the  wood  to  the  (Vi  h^O  beautiful 
green  'Vordere  Gosau-Bee  (2980  ft.),  1  M.  long,  V2  M.  broad,  surrounded 
by  woods.  To  the  S.E.,  in  the  background,  towers  tbe  lofty  Dachstein 
with  tbe  two  (Josau  Glaciers  \  to  the  right  the  Torstein  and  Donnerkogeln. 
About  6Vs  M.  farther  up  the  valley  (ferry  to  the  upper  end  of  the  Vordere 
See  60 A.)  is  tbe  light- green  *Einter€  (?osott-iSee  (3790  ft.),  a  lake  about 
half  the  size  of  tbe  Vordere  See,  grandly  and  wildly  situated. 

Fbom  Gosau  to  Abtbnau,  13  M.  From  Vorder-Gosau  the  road 
ascends  for  nearly  3  M.  to  the  Pass  OschiUt  (3185  ft.;  Inn),  the  bound- 
ary between  Upper  Austria  and  the  province  of  Salzburg,  then  it 
descends  via  (2^/4  M.)  Russhach  -  Sag  (2QQ0  ft. -y  two  Inns)  to  the 
(b  M,)  Lammer  -  Brucke  (V2  M.  to  the  S.  is  the  Zwieselbad,  see 
p.  112),  and  re-ascends  to  (3  M.)  Abtenau  (2335  ft.;  Post;  Roter 

Oehs\  a  village  of  some  size. 

The  route  over  the  *Zwieiel-Alp  (5195  ft.l  is,  however,  far  preferable 
to  tbe  above- mentioned  road  (from  Gosau  8,  to  Abtenau  6hr8.  {  guide 
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3  K.  40A.f  to  Abtenau  6  K.).  The  bridle-patb  from  Gosau,  indicated  by 
red  markfl,  diverges  to  the  right  from  the  road  nes^r  the  church  and  as- 
cends gradually,  chiefly  through  wood.  At  the  foot  of  the  peak,  beyond 
a  fence,  the  path  to  the  right  leads  to  the  (2V4  brg.)  Ed-Alp  (1770  ft.;  inn), 
V4  hr.  below  the  summit.  The  magnificent  view  includes  the  Dachstein 
and  Torstein ,  with  the  Gosau-Tal  and  its  lakes  far  below ;  to  the  8. 
the  Tauern  chain  from  the  Hochalpenspitze  to  the  Gross-Glockner ;  to 
the  S.W.  the  Uebergossene  Alp,  the  Tennen-Gebirge,  the  Hohe  GoU,  and 
finally  the  Untersberg.  —  The  descent  (red  way-marks)  leads  through  wood 
and  past  several  farms  to  the  (1V<  hr.)  Leanmer-BrUck$.  We  may  either 
cross  the  bridge  and  follow  the  road  direct  to  (4i/s  M.)  Abtenau;  or,  without 
crossing,  follow  the  cart-track  to  the  right  to  the  (IVs  M.)  *HdUl  ZtoieseU 
bad,  with  a  mineral  spring  and  baths,  in  a  quiet  and  sheltered  situation. 
The  road  hence  joins  the  (^/s  H.)  Gosau  road  (see  above),  and  in  3  M. 
more  reaches  Abtenau. 

From  Abtenau  to  Gollino  (U  M.;  diligence  and  carriages,  see 

p.  110).  The  road  leads  to  the  N.W.  to  DolUrhofAnd  (1 V2  M.)  MuM- 

rain  and  then  descends  into  the  deep  and  well-wooded  valley  of 

the  Schwarzbachy  which  it  crosses  near  its  junction  with  the  Lammer 

(1 V2  M.).  We  then  follow  the  left  bank  of  the  latter,  passing  (V4  M.) 

the  Voglau  Inn.    Vs  M.  Bridge  across  the  Lammer,  crossing  which 

we  may  visit  the  (IV2  M.)  *Aubach  Fall,  which  descends  over  a 

rocky  wall  in  three  stages  from  a  height  of  230  ft.  (40  /».).    Abont 

1  M.  farther  on,  to  the  right,   below  the  road,  is  the  8t.  Veit's 

Bridge,  which  affords  a  fine  view  of  the  wild  *Lammer-Ofen.    The 

road  descends  to  (1  M.)  the  Lammer '  Briicke  (Briickenwirt)  and 

follows  the  right  bank  to  (3  M.)  Scheffau  and  (3  M.)  Oolling  (p.  117). 

9.  From  Salzburg  to  Berchtesgaden.    Konigs-See. 

From  Berchtesgaden  to  Saalfelden. 

151/2  M.  Steam  Tbauwat  to  (8  H.)  St.  Leonhard  in  58  min.  \  Omnibus 
thence  to  Berebtesgaden  seven  times  daily  in  11/4  br.,  and  to  Kifnigt-See  four 
times  daily  in  2-2 V2  hrs.  At  Berchtesgaden  the  omnibus  stops  at  the  salt- 
mines and  at  the  Keichenhall  station.  Through  -  ticket  from  Salzburg  to 
Berchtesgaden  2  K.\  to  KSnigs-See  3  K.,  retum-ticket  6  K.  Circular  ticket 
from  Salzburg  to  Berchtesgaden  and  back  via  Seichenhall,  b  E.  80,  4  K. 
QOh.  —  Cabbiaob  from  Salebure  to  Berchtesgaden  10  or  16  JT.,  there  and 
back  13  or  20  K.  \  to  the  Konigs-See  and  back  16  or  24  K.  (visit  to  the  salt- 
mines included  in  each  case).  The  drive  from  Salzburg  and  back,  with 
a  visit  to  the  salt-mines,  occupies  8  hrs.  A  supply  of  small  change  in 
German  money  will  be  found  useful. 

The  Stbam  Tbamway  ('Salzburger  Localbahn';   p.  96)  leads 

through  the  saburb  of  Nonnthal  (^p.  100),  passes  (4  M.)  HeUbrunn 

(p.  102)  and  (6  M.)  Anif  (p.  102),  and  near  (61/4  M. )  Grddig  (•Brau- 

hausi  Lowe),  at  the  foot  of  the  Vntersherg  (p.  103),  crosses  the 

Aim  Canalj  conducted  to  Salzburg  from  the  Ache,  which  drains  the 

Konigs-See.    On  the  hill  to  the  right  is  the  old  chateau  of  Olanecky 

behind  which  towers  the  pointed  Hochstaufen  (5815  ft.)  j  on  the  left  is 

the  Schmidtenstein  (5555  ft.),  resembling  a  castle.  The  line  skirts  the 

Aim  Canal  (cement- works)  and  reaches  its  terminus  at  the  station  of 

(8M.)  Bt.  Leonhard  (1585  ft. ;  Eestaurani),  On  the  hill  to  the  left  is 

Schloss  OarUfMu,  above  the  prettily-situated  Tillage  ofSt.  Leonhard. 
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On  the  right,  near  the  (5  min.)  Bestaurant  Dr<ichenloch,  high 
np  in  the  side  of  the  Untersberg,  is  the  curious  opening  called  the 
Drachenloch  (^dragon  s  hole').  A  narrow  defile,  traversed  hy  the 
Ache,  between  the  Untersberg  and  the  N.  spur  of  the  Hohe  Oolly 
now  leads  to  the  district  of  Berchtesgaden.  The  boundary  is  formed 
by  the  Hangende  Stein  (1490  ft.),  a  cliff  rising  above  the  Ache.  The 
Austrian  custom-station  is  on  this  side  of  the  cliff;  the  Bavarian 
station  is  1  M.  farther  on,  near  an  old  tower.  —  4^2  M.  Schellenberg 
(1560  ft.;  *For€lle;  Vntersherg).  —  The  road  follows  the  right  bank 
ol  the  Ache,  and  reaches  the  (2^2  M.)  Almbctch' Klamm  Hotel 
(1660  ft.),  where  a  bridge  on  the  right  leads  to  the  Almb<ich'Kktmm, 
a  picturesque  gorge  recently  made  accessible  as  far  as  the  (1^4  hr.) 
Theresien*  KUtuse.  About  V2  ^*  beyond  the  hotel  the  road  from 
Hallein  via  ZiU  (p.  117)  joins  our  road  on  the  left.  The  valley  ex- 
pands, and  the  Oroste  and  Kleine  Watsmannj  with  the  Watzmann 
Oiacier  between  them,  suddenly  appear.  Crossing  the  Larosbaeh, 
and  then  the  Ache  by  the  (V2  M.)  Fretmann-Briicke,  we  soon  obtain 
(V-2  M.)  the  first  glimpse  of  Berchtesgaden,  delightfully  situated  on 
the  hillside,  and  surrounded  by  meadows  and  trees.  About  ^2  ^* 
farther  on,  at  a  finger-post  indicating  the  way  to  the  *Salzberg 
und  Kunigs-See\  a  road  (the  direct  route  to  the  Konigs-See)  leads 
across  the  Ooldenbach-Brucke  to  (V4  M.)  the  Salt  Mine  (1740  ft.). 

A  Visit  to  thb  Salt  Mimb  takes  about  an  hour.  Ticket  for  the  regular 
trips  at  10.30  a.m.  and  4.30  p.m.,  2  Jt  each;  at  other  hours,  from  6  a.m.  to 
7  p.m.f  separate  trips  for  not  less  than  8  persons,  2  Jf  each  (tickets  at 
the  mining-office,  opposite  the  entrance-shaft).  Visitors  of  each  sex  are 
provided  with  appropriate  costumes  and  with  lanterns.  The  mine  is 
entered  on  foot,  numerous  flights  of  steps  ascended,  and  an  occasional 
descent  accomplished  by  means  of  wooden  slides  inclined  at  an  angle  of 
45**  or  more.  The  *6alz-See\  illuminated  somewhat  feebly  by  miners* 
lamps,  is  traversed  in  a  boat. 

The  mine  lies  about  3/4  M.  from  Berchtesgaden,  to  which  the 

Bergwerks  -  AUee  leads.  —  The  Salzburg  road,  leading  straight  on 

from  the  Goldenbach  bridge ,  crosses  the  OembcLch  (on  the  left  is 

the  Malerhugely  a  massive  rock  commanding  a  beautiful  view),  and 

ascends  through  the  suburb  of  Normtal  to  (1  M.)  Berchtesgaden.

Huber,  Bahnhof-Str. ;  WilTulmgbad.  Maximilian-Strasse.  Optn-air  Baths  at 
the  Atehauer  Weiher^  2  H.  to  the  tf.W.  of  the  town. 

Oarved  Wares  m  wood,  bone,  and  ivory,  for  which  Berchtesgaden 
has  been  famous,  for  centuries,  are  kept  in  great  variety  at  many  shops.  .

—  Omnibus  from  the  station  to  Kdnigs-8ee  in 
connection  with  the  trains  (1  Jt)  \  to  the  WknbaehkhMnm  Hotd  (Kamsau), 
twice  daily  in  summer  from  the  station  (2V8  »M  there  and  back);  to  the 
Hintersee  once  daily  in  July  and  August  from  the  Hdtel  Bellevue  (3Vt  *S 
there  and  back).

BerehUsgaden  (1875  ft.),  a  small  Bavarian  town  with  2600  In- 
hab.,  was  down  to  1803  the  seat  of  an  independent  provoatry,  or 
ecclesiastical  principality  (166  sq.  M.).  The  handsome  old  abbey  is 
now  a  royal  chateau.  The  Abbey  Church  possesses  Romanesque  clois- 
ters of  the  12th  cent.,  carved  stalls,  etc.  Pleasant  public  gardens. 
The  Luitpold  Park,  in  front  of  the  royal  villa  to  the  S.  of  the  town, 
was  embellished  In  1893  with  a  bronze  Statue  of  Prinee  Luitpold^ 
liegent  of  Bavaria.  This  point  commands  a  fine  view :  to  the  left 
the  Schwarzort,  Hohe  Qoll,  and  Hochbrett,  in  the  background  the 
Stuhlgebirge  andSchonfeldspltze,to  the  right  the  Kleine  andOrosse 
Watzmann  and  the  Hochkalter.  In  the  valley,  on  the  Ache ,  are 
extensive  Salt  Works  and  t^e  Station  of  the  Reiehenhall  BaUway, 
Berchtesgaden  is  a  very  favourite  summer-resort,  and  the  environs 
afford  an  almost  inexhaustible  variety  of  beautiful  walks  and  ex- 
cursions (comp.  Baedeker's  Eastern  Alps'). 

The  *Lock8tein  (2285  ft. ;  Vz  hr.)  commands  an  admirable  view  of  the 
valley  of  Berchtesgaden,  particularly  by  evening-light. 

The  gem  of  this  district  is  the  clear,  dark-green  **K5nig8-Be6 
(1975  ft.),  or  Lake  of  St,  Bartholomew,  5  M.  long  and  ^/2-i  M. 
broad,  the  most  beautiful  lake  in  Germany,  vying  in  grandeur  with 
those  of  Switzerland  and  Italy.  Some  of  the  surrounding  mountains, 
which  rise  almost  perpendicularly  from  the  water,  are  6500  ft.  in 
height  above  the  lake.  The  road  crosses  the  Ache  near  the  station, 
ascends  for  about  3/4  M.,  and  proceeds  on  the  same  level  along  the 
hillside  to  (3  H.)  the  lake. 

At  the  Wemholz,  1  M.  from  the  station  by  the  new  road,  another  route 
diverges  to  the  right,  leading  past  Unterstein  (Inn),  with  a  chateau  and 
park  of  Count  Arco-Zinneberg  (not  accessible).  The  roads  unite  again  about 
1/2  M.  from  the  lake.  —  Pedestrians  follow  the  pleasant  and  shady  foot- 
path, which  at  the  Hotel  Bahnhof  crosses  the  Ramsauer  Ache,  and  then 
ascends,  at  first  on  the  left  bank,  afterwards  on  the  right  bank  of  the 
Kunigsseer  Ache,  to  the  (I-IV4  hr.)  village  of  Konigssee. 

On  the  bank  of  the  lake  lies  the  village  of  Konigssee  (Zum  Konigs- 
see, Schiffmeister,  both  on  the  lake). 

The  ^Schiffmeister"  presides  over  the  rowing-boats  and  their  crews, 
and  regulates  their  trips.  From  the  middle  of  June  to  1st  Oct.  there  are 
4-5  regular  trips  daily  round  the  lake,  occupying  about  i'/^  hrs.,  including 
V4  hr.  at  the  Sallet-AIp  and  1  hr.  at  St.  Bartholoma  (fare  for  each  pers. 
IV2  Jf).  Small  boat  (2  pers.).  with  one  rower,  to  St.  Bartholoma  3  Jt ; 
with  two  rowers  (l-4pers.)  to  St.  Bartholoma 472,  to  the  Sallet-Alp  6l^  Jf; 
with  three  rowers  (7  pers.)  7>/8  and  ii  Jf;  for  parties   of  10  or  upwards 
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1  Jt  and  IVs  Jf  each  (fee  to  the  hoatmen).  The  best  plan  ia  to  row  direct 
to  the  Sallet-Alp  (li/s  hr.),  and  call  at  8t.  Bartholoma  in  returning.  The 
most  favourable  light  is  in  the  early  morning  or  late  in  the  afternoon. 

Lakb  Voyaob.  To  the  left,  on  a  promontory,  is  the  Villa  Beutt; 
in  the  lake  lies  the  islet  of  ChristUcger^  with  a  statue  of  St.  John 
Nepomuk.  The  boat  passes  the  Falkenstein,  a  rock  with  a  cross  com- 
memorating  the  wreck  of  a  boat  with  a  party  of  pilgrims  about  150 
years  ago.  The  lake  now  becomes  Yisible  in  its  entire  extent;  in 
the  background  rise  the  Sagereckwand^  the  ChrunseC'Tauemy  and  the 
Funtentce-Tauemf  and  adjoining  them  on  the  right  the  Schonfeld- 
spHte  (8700  ft.).  On  the  E.  bank  the  Konigsbctch  falls  over  a  red  cliff 
from  a  height  of  about  2500  ft.  into  the  lake.  A  little  farther  on,  at 
the  deepest  part  of  the  lake  (616  ft.),  a  long,  reverberating  echo  is 
awakened  by  a  pistol  (60  pf.)  flred  in  the  direction  of  the  W.  cliffs 
(Brentenwand).  In  the  vicinity,  on  the  £.  bank,  not  far  from  the 
Kessel  Fall,  is  a  cavern  on  a  level  with  the  water,  called  the  Kuehler 
Lock,  from  which  a  streamlet  enters  the  lake.  The  boat  touches  at 
the  Kessely  a  wooded  promontory  on  the  E.  bank,  whence  a  good 
path  ascends  to  the  (10  min.)  pretty  waterfall  of  the  Keuelhdck 
(bridle-path  to  the  Ootzen-Alp^  see  below). 

The  boat  now  proceeds  to  the  W.  to  St.  Bartholom&,  a  green 
promontory,  with  a  chapel  and  a  former  royal  hunting-chateau.  At 
the  restaurant  kept  by  the  forester  good  salmon-trout  (SaUno  talvt" 
linus^  Ger.  Saibling)  may  be  obtained. 

On  the  S.W.  bank  the  Schrainbach  is  precipitated  into  the  lake 
from  a  roeky  gorge.  The  Sallet-Alp,  a  pasture  V2^*  ^^  breadth  and 
strewn  with  moss-grown  rocks,  with  a  villa  of  the  Duke  of  Melningen, 
separates  the  Konigs-See  from  the  beautiful  ^Obersee  (!2006  ft.), 
a  lake  1  M.  long,  enclosed  on  three  sides  by  high  rocky  mountains. 
To  the  left  rises  the  sheer  Kaunerwand;  beyond  it  tower  the 
TeufeUhomer  (7856  ft.),  from  which  a  brook  descends  over  the  Rots- 
wand  in  several  arms  from  a  height  of  1600  ft  Boating  prohibited.  — 
A  good  survey  of  the  imposing  Watzmann  is  obtained  in  returning. 

From  the  Ke^sel  (see  above)  a  good  path  ascends  in  long  windings  to 
the  (SVshrs.)  *aotaen-Alp  (5530  ft.),  opposite  St.  Bartholoma.  It  passes  the 
chalets  of  (lV2hr.)  Ootzental  and  (1  hr.)  Seeau.  and  then  ascends  la  zigzags 
via  the  Kretizeek,  where  we  take  the  path  to  the  right,  to  (1  hr.)  vibe  Ootzm- 
Alp^  with  three  chalets  (rfmts.  and  rustic  quarters  in  the  Bpringei-HUtte). 
Magnificent  view  of  the  Uebergossene  Aim,  Steineme  Meer,  Watzmann, 
Hohe  6511,  Untersberg,  etc.  The  view  towards  the  N.  is  not  perfect  until 
we  reach  the  (V«  hr.)  FeutrpaJfm  (5705  ft.)  on  the  N.W.  margin  of  the  Alp. 
Somewhat  beyond  that  point,  from  the  brink  of  the  rock  lower  down,  the 
lake  and  St.  Bartholoma  are  visible  3900  ft.  below  us.  Descent  to  the 
(2  hrs.)  Kes^el,  where  a  boat  (previously  ordered)  should  be  in  waiting. 

To  THB  Baksau  a  road  leads  direct  from  Uie  K5nig8-See  via  Sch&nau 
(p.  113)  to  (41/2  M.)  llKMk  (see  below). 

The  *Kamsaa  ranks  next  to  the  Konig8-*See  among  the  attrac- 
tion&  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Berchtesgaden.  The  road  passes  the 
Luitpbld  Park  and  at  the  (3/4  M.)  Orand  Hotel  (direction  -  post) 
descends  to  the  left,  crossing  the  (^3  M.)  Qmund-Brueke  over  the 
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Bischoftwleser  Ache,  At  (3  M.)  /(•avifc(1910ft.;  lAn,  pens.  4-5  u(^) 
a  'brook  descending  about  400  ft.  works  a  pnmp  by  whicb  the  salt- 
water from  the  mines  is  forced  up  to  the  Soldenkopfl^  1200  ft.  higher, 
and  to  Reich  enhall,  a  distance  of  20  M.  We  follow  the  left  bank  of 
the  Ache,  traversing  the  KniepaaSj  a  ravine  with  a  short  tunnel. 
The  Ramsau  is  remarkably  picturesque  owing  to  the  contrast  of  the 
luxuriant  vegetation  of  the  valley  with  the  imposing  and  pictur- 
esquely-shaped grey  mountains.  — On  the  left  (1^2  M.)  a  flnger-post 
indicates  the  path  to  the  ^Jagdschloss  Wimbach'. 

A  path  crossing  the  bridge  (2050  ft. ;  restaurant)  to  the  left,  and  ascend- 
ing to  the  right  by  the  'Trinkfaalle\  leads  to  the  (1/4  hr,)  ^Wimbaeh- 
Klamm.  The  clear  blue  water  of  the  brook  here  forms  beautiful  falls  in 
its  rocky  ravine^  into  which  the  sun  shines  about  noon.  The  whole 
length  of  the  ravine  should  be  traversed.  About  10  min.  before  its  upper 
end,  to  the  right,  is  a  bench  commanding  a  beautiful  view  of  the  romantic 
Wimbaeh  -  Taly  enclosed  by  the  Watsmann ,  Hundstod ,  and  other  grand 
mountains. 

The  ascent  of  the  Watzmann  (Vordere  Oipfel  or  Soeheek^  8700  ft.; 
61/2-7  hrs.  •,  guide  10  Jt)  is  fatiguing  but  interesting.  The  nisht  is  spent  at 
the  (4  hrs.  from  Usank)  Waigmtmn-Satu  on  the  FcHaidpfl  (6920  ft.;  Inn  in 
summer). 

On  the  road,  Y2  M.  above  the  finger-post  (see  above),  is  the  Inn 
zur  Wimbachklamm^  and  a  little  beyond  it  the  Jnn  zum  Hockkalter. 
Then  (1  M.)  Ram$au  (2190  ft.;  Oberwirt).  The  road  divides  8/4 M. 
farther  on,  the  branch  to  the  right  leading  to  (12  M.J  Reichenhall 
via  the  Schwarzhdchwachi  (see  Baedekers  Eastern  Alps). 

The  Saalfelden  Road  (to  the  left)  crosses  the  Ache  and  again 
forks.  The  eiLcellent  new  road  leads  to  the  left,  partly  through  wood, 
with  fine  views  of  the  Reiter-Alpe,  etc.,  and  at  the  (21/4  M.)  Hintersee- 
Klause  reaches  the  Hintersee  (2590  ft.) ,  a  lake  '^j^  M.  in  length 
(ferry,  10  pf.).  About  8/4  M.  farther,  Va  M*  ^^^  *^®  IdkQ^  are  the 
forester's  house  of  Hintersee  and  the  Bavarian  custom-house.  Oppo- 
site is  Auzinger^s  Inn  (pens.  4-4^2  •^)i  &^  ^^^  junction  of  the  old 
load,  which  skirts  the  W.  bank  of  the  lake,  passing  the  hotels 
Qemabock  and  Post  (pens.  4^2-6  •^).  —  The  beautiful  wooded 
valley  between  the  Hochkalter  (left)  and  the  Muhlstwrzhom  (right) 
is  now  ascended  to  the  (6  M.)  Hirsohbfilil  (3780  ft. ;  Inn),  with 

the  Austrian  custom-house  of  Mooswacht, 

The  Kammerlinghorn  (8156  ft.),  ascended  from  the  Hirschbiihl  In 
3V8<4hrs.  (somewhat  fatiguing;  guide,  desirable,  5 UK)*  commands  a  splendid 
view'  of  the  Leoganger  Steinberge,  the  Lake  of  Zell,  etc. 

The  road  ascends  a  few  hundred  paces  farther  to  its  highest  point 
(3870  ft.),  and  then  descends  into  the  Saalach-Tal.  Before  us  rise 
the  imposing  Leoganger  Steinberge.  About  21/4  M.  from  the  Uirsch- 
biihl,  by  a  saw-mill,  a  flnger-post  on  the  right  indicates  the  way  to 
the^Beisenberg-Klamm,  a  profound  and  very  narrow  gorge,  hollowed 
out  by  the  action  of  the  Weissbae\  which  dashes  over  huge  blocks 
of  rock  below.  At  the  (25  min.)  Binder-MUhlej  at  the  lower  end  of 
the  ravine,  we  reach  the  Saalach-Tal;  a  road  leads  hence  to  (^2^0 
Ober-WeiMbach  (2160  ft. ;  AuvogC),  where  we  rejoin  the  road  from 
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the  Hirschbuhl  (to  the  left).    The  Inn  zur  Frohnwies  lies  V2  ^-  *<> 
the  S.   Hence  to  (972  M.)  iSaaZ/'cWfn,  see  p.  121. 

Fkom  Bkbohtbsoadbn  to  Rbichbnhall,  11  M.,  railway  in  IVshr.,  via 
HalUurmy  see  Baedeker*»  Eastern  Alp*. 

10.  From  Salzburg  to  Innsbruck  vi&  Zell  am  See. 

157  M.  Railway  (StaaUbahn)  in  6-71/2  hrs.  (fares  21  K.  60,  12  A".  90, 
7  K.  10  h. ;  express  30  K.  30, 18  K,  70  A.,  10  K.).  —  Good  railway-restaurants 
at  Bischofshofen  and  Saalfelden  ^  dinner,  at  a  charge  of  2  K.^  will  be  handed 
into  the  carriage  at  either  of  these  placea,  if  previously  ordered  through  the 
guard.  —  Beat  views  on  the  right. 

Salzburg  (13&0  ft.),  see  p.  96.  —  The  train  describes  a  wide 
curve  round  the  Gapuzlnerberg  (p.  101).  To  the  right  is  Hohen- 
Salzburg  ^  to  the  left  the  chateau  of  Neuhatu,  2^2  M*  Par*ch  (Gals- 
berg  Railway,  see  p.  101);  4  M.  Aigen  (p.  102).  The  Salzach  is 
now  approached,  and  the  precipitous  Vntersberg  (p.  102)  becomes 
more  prominent.  To  the  right,  on  the  opposite  bank  of  the  river, 
is  the  ch&teau  of  Anif  (j?.  102).  61/2  M.  EUbethen,  1  V»  M.  to  the  N. 
of  which  Ues  St.  Jakob  am  Thum  (p.  102).  Beyond  (tfi/g  M.)  Puch 
the  train  passes  the  large  brewery  of  Kaltenhaxuenf  on  the  left  bank 
of  the  Salzach,  and  crosses  the  Aim, 

11  M.  Hallein  (1460  ft. ;  *8tem,  with  salt-baths ;  Alte  Post;  Aw 
hock;  Stampflhrdu;  Qasthaus  turn  Bahnhof,  at  the  station,  un- 
pretending), an  old  town  (4700  inhab.)  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Salz- 
ach, noted  for  its  salt-works,  and  also  making  tobacco  and  cement. 

The  nUmberg,  whence  the  salt-water  is  obtained,  rises  above  the 
town.  The  mode  of  extracting  the  salt  from  the  earthy  matter  with  which 
it  is  mingled  is  described  at  p.  108.  About  300  miners  are  employed 
here.  Visitors  are  admitted  to  the  salt-mines  in  summer  daily  at  11.80  a.m. 
(2  K.  each;  at  other  times  1  pers.  5  JT.,  2  or  more  pers.  S  K.  each.).  The 
entrance  (2360  A.)  is  reached  in  Vfhr. ;  the  visit  occupies  1-lVshr. 

To  Bbrchtb80ai>bn  (7  M.).  The  road  vii  ZiU  (2165  ft.)  is  recommended 
to  walkers,  but  is  rather  steep  and  not  very  suitable  for  driving. 

15  M.  Kuchl,  an  old  village  with  a  Gothic  church.  To  the  W. 
rises  the  Hohe  GoU  (8276  ft.) ;  to  the  S.  thb  Tennen-Oebirge  (p.  1 18). 

18  M.  Golling  (1630  ft.-,  •Oollinger  Hof,  R.  2-4  K. ;  Hot.^Ptns. 
Bahnhofy  R.  1 V2-3  K,;  Alte  Post,  Neue  Post,  Traube,  in  the  village) 

lies  on  a  hill,  ^4  M.  from  the  station. 

The  route  to  the  (21/4  M.)  *Golling  or  Sehwarsbaoh  Fall  cannot  be 
mistaken  (one-horse  carr.  for  1-2  pers.  3,  3  pers.  k  K.).  Starting  from 
the  station,  we  cross  the  railway  to  the  riglit,  and  then  the  Salzach,  and 
■  walk  in  the  direction  of  the  white  church  of  (I'/a  M.)  Si.  Nicolnus^  on  a  hill 
(guide-post).  In  5  min.  more  we  resch  *Maier''9  Inn^  and  3  rain,  farther  on 
is  the  inn  Zur  MUhU.  On  the  wooded  slope  of  the  Hohe  Gdll  the  Sehwarz- 
baeh  is  precipitated  from  a  cavern  (1900  ft.  above  the  sea-level)  and  through 
an  aperture  in  the  rock,  over  a  cliff  200  ft.  high,  in  two  vast  leaps. 
Masses  of  rock  projecting  over  the  abyss  form  a  natural  bridge. 

The  *Balzattli-0«fen,  21/4  M.  to  the  S.  of  Golling,  on  the  W.  side  of 
the  highroad  to  Werfen  (one-horse  carr.  for  1-2  pers.  3,  3  pers.  4  iST.), 
are  curious  and  picturesque  ravines,  filled  with  huge  blocks  of  rock  heaped 
4ogether  in  wild  confusion,  between  which  the  SaUach  has  forced  its  pass- 
^e  for  upwards  of  a  mile.  These  rocks,  partly  overgrown  with  wood, 
and  undermined  by  the  action  of  the  water,  are  rendered  accessible  by 
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paths  and  bridges  in  every  direction.  At  the  N.  and  S.  entrances  to  the 
Oefen  are  finger-posts  indicating  the  approach,  and  not  1/4  K-  apart,  though 
the  walk  through  the  rocky  wilderness  occupies  V2  hr.  A  path  leads  alung 
the  left  bank  of  the  Salzach  to  a  point  of  view  ('der  Oefen  Ende^)  com- 
manding the  best  survey  of  the  Oefen  as  well  as  a  glimpse  of  the  Salzach- 
Thal,  and  to  the  (16  min.)  Croaten-HUhle^  a  fortified  cave  on  the  slope  of 
the  Hagengebirge,  at  the  entrance  of  the  Pass  Lueg. 

Boute  from  Golling  to  AbtetMu  (Laminerdfm;  Anibach  Fall)  and  viSl  the 
Zwiesel-Alp  to  Oosau^  see  p.  112. 

Beyond  Golling  the  railway  traverses  the  hroad  valley  towards 
the  S.,  passing  on  the  right  the  entrance  to  the  Bluniau^Tal 
and  on  the  left  that  of  the  Larrvmer-Tal  (p.  112).  It  crosses  the 
Lammer  and  Salzach,  passes  through  a  tunnel  (1000  yds.  long) 
piercing  the  Ofenauer  Berg,  and  again  crosses  the  Salzach  by  a  slant- 
ing iron  bridge  of  105  yds.  span.  It  then  enters  the  •Pass  Lueg,  a 
grand  defile  of  the  Salzach,  6  M.  in  length,  between  the  Tenners 
Oebirge  on  the  E.  and  the  Hagen-Gebirge  on  the  W.  —  26 1/2  M.  Con- 
cordia-Hutte  (1700  ft.;  inn),  at  the  entrance  to  the  Bluhnbach^Tal. 
The  line  follows  the  right  bank,  and  crosses  several  torrents.  To 
the  right,  farther  on,  romantically  perched  on  a  rock  345  ft.  above 
the  Salzach,  is  the  well-preserved  ScJUoss  Hohenwerfen ,  built  in 
1076,  and  restored  in  the  16th  century. 

28  M.  Werfen  (1720  ft.).  The  village  (Post;  Hirsch ;  Tirolerwirt) 
lies  on  the  opposite  bank,  overlooked  by  the  jagged  rocks  of  the 
Uebergossene  Alp  (see  below).  — 28V2M!.  P/ferr-  Werfen.  The  valley 
expands.  The  train  crosses  the  Fritzbach  (p.  184),  issuing  from  a 
narrow  gorge,  and  then  the  Salzach. 

33  M.  Bischofshofen  (1795  ft;  •Rail.  Restaurant  ^'  Hotel,  R. 
2-21/2  K.;  Alle  Post;  Bocklinger;  Neue  Post,  well  spoken  of),  an  old 
village  with  three  churches,  is  the  junction  for  the  upper  Ennstal 
Railway  (p,  184).  The  (1/4  hr.)  FaU  of  the  Oeinfeldbach  is  worth 
seeing.  To  the  W.  rises  the  Ewige  Schnee  (*perpetual  snow')  group 
of  mountains  or  Uehergossene  Alp,  culminating  in  the  Hochkonig 
(9640  ft.). 

The  line  traverses  the  broad  valley,   on  the  left  bank  of  the 

Salzach ;  fine  retrospect  of  the  bare  and  jagged  peaks  and  precipices 

of  the  Tennen-Gebirge.  —  38  M.  St.  Johann  im  Fongan  (1845  ft. ; 

•Pongauer  Hof,  at  the  railway-station,  R.  from  IVs)  pens.  6-8  K.-, 

Post;  Franz  Prem;    Zum  AndrcTl;  Kreuz;    Sehwaiger,    near   the 

church),  a  large  village  (3000  inhab.),  8/4  M.  from  the  station,  with 

a  fine  modem  Gothic  church,  is  a  favourite  summer-resort. 

To  the  ^Lieohtaastein-Elamm  (on  foot  there  and  back  SVi  hrs.  ^  one- 
horse  earr.  from  the  station  in  i  hr.,  there  and  back,  including  a  stay  of 
IVs  br.,  4  K.  40A.  -,  two-horse  carr.  8  K.  2dh.\  omnibus  to  Plankenau  1  K.). 
We  cross  the  Salzach  and  the  WaffrHner  Baeh  and  follow  the  Grossarl  road 
to  the  village  of  (2Vt  M.)  Plankenau  (Oberlechner).  The  new  road  diverges 
here  to  the  Hght  and  ascends  to  (V2  br.)  the  bridge  over  the  Chrouarler 
Aehe^  6  min.  from  the  entrance  to  the  wild  rocky  gorge  (adm.  60  A.).  The 
Ache  descends  through  the  gorge  in  a  seriea  of  eascades.  The  path,  9T0  yds. 
in  length,  is  perfectly  safe,  being  a  yard  wide  and  provided  with  a  railing. 
At  the  end  of  the  imposing  8ec<md  Oorg$  (1/4  br.)  is  a  waterfall,  175  ft. 
in  height. 
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The  *Hooh-Ox{indeck  (5990  ft.)  may  easily  be  ascended  in  SVa  brs.  by 
a  marked  bridle-path  from  St.  Johann.  Beautiful  view.  Summer  inn 
10  min.  below  the  top. 

The  valley  of  the  Salzach  now  contracts  and  bends  towards  the 
W.  —  41  M.  8chwarzach-8t-Veii  (1920  ft. ;  junction  for  the  railway 
to  Gastein;  see  p.  123).  The  train  crosses  the  Salzach,  which  here 
dashes  through  a  rocky  ravine,  passes  through  a  tunnel,  and  recrosses 
to  the  left  hank. 

46  M.  Lend  (2086  ft. ;  Turri's  Inn),  The  village  (Pbst,  R.  2-3  K.) 
lies  on  the  opposite  bank.  Below  the  village  (*/,  M.)  a  fine  water- 
fall is  formed  by  the  Oasteiner  Ache  just  before  it  joins  the  Salzach. 

Above  (48  M.)  Eschenau  the  line  crosses  the  Salzach  twice,  In 
order  to  avoid  the  Eschenauer  Plaike  and  the  Embacher  Plaike  (slopes 
of  loose  stones),  and  then  penetrates  the  Unterstein,  a  spur  of  slate- 
rock  on  the  left  bank,  by  a  tunnel,  352  yds.  long.  We  next  skirt  the 
Salzach  and  reach  (51^2  ^O  Bauris-KUzloch,  at  the  entrance  of  the 
Rauris-Talj  i/g  ^'  *o  *^6  E*  ^^  Taxenbach. 

^Kiisloch-Klamm  iVU  hr.  there  and  back  from  the  Rauris-Kitzloch 
station).  We  cross  the  Salzach  to  the  Restaurant  Lackner,  and  then  the 
Rawiser  A4:Ju  (adm.  40  A.),  and  ascend  the  right  bank  of  the  latter  to  the 
(25  min.)  Keuelf  into  which  the  AcJie  is  precipitated  in  four  leaps  from 
a  height  of  390  ft.  ("Kitzloch  Fall).  We  cross  the  bridge  and  ascend  in 
zigzags  and  by  wooden  steps,  and  at  the  top  we  turn  to  the  right  and 
pass  through  three  tunnels,  one  of  which  is  ^yds.  long.  This  point  com- 
mands a  striking  view  of  the  chasm.  We  may  either  turn  here  or  follow 
the  footpath  farther  to  the  (IV2  hr.)  village  of  Rauris. 

The  shortest  route  to  the  Bauria,  a  valley  known  for  its  gold-mines, 
leads  through  the  Kitzloch-Klamm,  the  new  road  being  ii/s  M.  longer.  — 
6  M.  Rauris  or  Oaitbach  (3110  ft.-,  *Zum  Alten  Brauer;  Hofmann)  is  the 
chief  place  in  the  valley,  which  at  WUrth^  about  3  M.  farther  on,  divides 
into  the  Seitenwinkel-Tal  (right)  and  the  HUttenwinkd-Tal  (left).  About  3  hrs. 
up  the  former  lies  the  TauemJum*  (4965  ft. ;  rustic  Inn),  whence  we  may 
proceed  to  (2V4  hrs.)  the  Hochtor  of  the  ffeiligenbltit-Rauriser  Tawm  (8440  ft.) 
and  (2  hrs.)  Heiliffenbhtt;  see  Baedeker* »  Ecutem  Alps.  —  A  bridle-path 
ascends  the  Hiittenwinkel-Tal  via  (1  hr.)  Bitcheben  (Inn)  to  (3  hrs.)  Xolm- 
Baigum  (5240  ft. ;  *Tauemho/ Inn)^  with  gold-mines  worked  by  an  English 
company,  in  a  grand  situation,  and  to  (21/2  hrs.  farther)  the  Knappenhau* 
am  Hohen  Goldberg  (7680  ft.),  situated  on  the  margin  of  the  Goldberg  Glacier^ 
which  has  covered  part  of  the  old  mines.  The  interesting  ascent  of  the 
*'Sonnbliok  (10,190  ft.;  splendid  view)  may  be  made  from  Eolm-Saigurn 
in  4Vr5  hrs.,  with  guide  (8  K.).  On  the  top  is  the  Zittelhatu^  an  inn  and 
meteorological  station.  Descent  to  ffeiligenbluty  see  Baedeker's  Ecutem  Alp*. 
—  From  Kolm-Saigum  to  the  Gasteiner  Kassfeld  vi2L  the  Pochhard-Scharte^ 
see  p.  125. 

Immediately  beyond  Ranris-Kitzloch  the  train  traverses  a  tun- 
nel (297  yds.)  under  the  Taxenbach  Schlossberg.  —  52  M.  Taxenbach 
(2330  ft.;  Alte  Post;  Restaurant  at  the  station),  a  village  with  two 
castles.  The  valley  now  expands.  To  the  right,  on  a  hill  near  (66  M.) 
Qries,  is  the  church  of  St.  Oeorgen  (2705  ft.),  a  fine  point  of  view. 
On  the  left  the  ice-clad  Hohe  Tenn  (11,060  ft.)  rises  from  the  Flucher- 
Tal.   The  train  crosses  the  Salzach  and  the  Fuscher  Ache. 

58 V2  M.  Brack -Fnsch  (2475  ft.;  *mtel  Kronprim,  at  the  sta- 
tion; Lvkashansl;  Omachl)  lies  opposite  the  entrance  to  the  Fuscher- 
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Tal.   To  the  N.W.  (1/4  hr.)  rises  8chlos8  Fischhorn  (Uth  cent.),  the 

property  of  Prince  Liechtenstein,  tastefully  restored. 

The  most  attractive  and  the  most  frequented  approach  to  Heiligenblut 
from  the  N.  leads  through  the  beautiful  ^Fuftcher-Tal.  A  road  ascends 
from  Bruck  to  the  (1  Vs  hr.)  village  of  Fweh  (2645  ft. ;  *Zum  Imbachhom, 
Embacher)  and  thence  on  the  £.  side  of  the  valley  to  (iVz  hr.)  Bcui  Ftuch 
or  St,  Wolfgangs -Bad  (4040  ft.;  Weilguni,  pens.  7-13^.;  Post),  a  fre- 
quented summer-resort  in  the  WeicTuelhach'Tal.  Pleasant  footpath  hence  to 
(iVz  hr.)  Ferleiten.  —  The  valley-road  goes  on  from  Fusch  to  the  (2  M.) 
Bdr  Inn  (2690  ft.),  whence  a  new  road  on  the  E.  side  of  the  valley  leads 
to  (4  M.)  Ferleiten  (3775  ft.;  *XuA:a<Aan«I  Inn;  Tauemhctus,  plain),  the  last 
hamlet,  commanding  a  fine  view  of  the  imposing  head  of  the  valley.  The 
best  points  of  view  are  the  upper  Dureheck-Alpe  (5595  ft.  \  rfmts.)*  on  the 
E.  side  of  the  valley,  2  hrs.  above  Ferleiten,  and  the  Trauner-Alpe  (5055  ft.; 
•Inn),  on  the  way  to  the  Pfandelscharte,  IV4  hr.  to  the  S.  —  To  Heitigen- 
blut  via  the  Ftucher  Tdrl  or  the  FfandeUcharie^  see  Baedtker'^s  Eastern  Alp$. 

The  train  crosses  the  Salzach  for  tbe  last  time,  traverses  the 
Zeller  Moos^  and  reaches  the  Zeller  See. 

62  M.  Zell  am  See  (2460  ft.;  *Kaiserin  ElUabeth,  on  the  lake, 

opposite  the  station  j  *Bdhm'8  Hotel  am  See;  Pinzgauer  Hofj  near  the 

station;  Krone;  AUe  and  Neue  Post;  Metzger  Schwaiger;  Boding- 

haur;  Lebzelter,  moderate),  beantifully  situated  on  a  peninsula  on 

the  W.  bank  of  the  lake,  is  a  favourite  summer-resort. 

The  *Zeller  See  (2450  ft.)  is  21/2  M.  long,  1  M.  broad,  and  225  ft.  deep. 
The  water  is  pleasant  for  bathing  (bath-houses ;  temperature  68**  Fahr-).  A 
small  steamer  plies  on  the  lake,  making  the  round  eight  times  a  day  in 
1  hr.  (i  K.  7i)h.).  Stations:  Thumersbaeh  (Bellevue Restaurant,  with  view), 
on  the  E.  bank,  and  Seeh&usl  (Restaurant),  on  the  N.W.  bank.  The  E.  bank 
commands  a  beautiful  view  to  the  S.  of  the  Tauern,  Imbachhom,  Hoch- 
tenn,  Eitzsteinhorn,  etc.    Evening-light  most  favourable. 

The  *Sc]umttenh5he  (6455  ft.)  is  one  of  the  best  and  most  accessible 
points  of  view  in  the  Austrian  Alps  (3  hrs.;  guide,  5  JC.,  unnecessary; 
horse  12  K.\  chair-carriage  for  one  pers.  12,  there  and  back  16,  incl.  night 
on  top  24  K.).  The  route  leads  to  the  W.  from  Zell  through  the  Schmittener- 
Tal  to  (1/4  hr.)  Schmitten.  Here  we  turn  to  the  left  and  follow  a  bridle- 
path, which  ascends  mostly  through  wood  via  the  (IVz  br.)  Schweieerhiitie 
Eeitaurant  and  (I1/2  hr.)  Brunner^t  Inn  to  the  (1  hr.)  summit  CHcuehie't  Hotels 
45  B.  from  3  K.).  The  superb  panorama  embraces  to  the  S.  the  entire  Tauern 
range  from  the  Ankogel  to  the  Gross- Venediger ;  to  the  N.  the  limestone 
Alps  from  the  Kaiser-Gebirge  to  the  Dachstein ;  immediately  opposite  us 
is  the  Kaprun  Valley. 

An  attractive  day's  excursion  may  be  made  to  the  *Kaprun  Valley. 
Omnibus  from  the  Post  Office  to  the  Kesselfall  Hotel ,  from  July  15th  to 
Sept.  12th  five  times,  from  June  1st  to  July  15th  and  12th  to  30th  Sept. 
thrice  daily  in  2-2V2  hrs.  (allowing  time  for  a  visit  to  the  Sigmund-Thun- 
Klamm),  return  in  IVs-l'A  br. ;  single  fare  3,  retum-tioket  5Vs^>;  f^st 
carriages  SVz  and  6V2  K.  Carriage  and  pair  from  Zell  to  the  Kesselfall- 
Alpenhaus  for  1/2  ^^7  23,  whole  day  28  K. ;  horse  from  the  Kesselfall  to 
the  Moserboden  and  back  (incl.  8  hrs.'*  stay)  16,  chair-carriage  20  JT.  A  new 
road  leads  from  Zell  through  the  broad  valley  of  the  Pinssgau  and  across 
the  Salzach  to  (IV2  br.)  the  village  of  Kaprun  (2465  ft.;  three  rustic  Inns), 
with  a  ruinous  chateau,  at  the  mouth  of  the  valley.  It  then  follows  the 
right  bank  of  the  Kapruner  Ache  and  winds  up  the  Birgkogel  (3156  ft.), 
which  forms  a  barrier  across  the  valley,  through  which  the  torrent  has 
forced  its  passage  by  means  of  a  highly  picturesque  gorge,  the  *8ifirMindr 
Thun-Klamm.  Passengers  alight  near  tiie  entrance  of  the  gorge,  walk  through 
it  (adm.  €0/'.),  and  rejoin  the   carriage  at  tbe  (2V4  V-)  BxlinM-BrUc1»y 
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at  the  top  of  the  hill.  The  road  then  proceeds  through  the  open  valley 
to  the  (11/2  M.)  Hinterwaldhqf  in  the  WHtUlau  (2865  ft.).  At  the  ('A  M.)  Inn 
turn  Kapruntr  Thdrl  we  enter  the  fine  J^entcald  and  ascend  to  the  (lV«  ^I-) 
*KeMelfall-AlpenhauB  (3460  ft.),  a  good  first-class  hotel,  near  the  beautiful 
Ksue^all  (electric  light  in  the  evening).  The  road,  now  steep  and  narrow, 
here  crosses  the  Ache,  mounts  in  windings  to  the  (IV2  hr.)  Limberff-Alpg 
(5145  ft.),  at  the  beginning  of  the  Wcuser/aVhodeny  and  then  leads  to  the 
(25  min.)  Orgler-HnUe  (inn)  and  the  (6  min.)  Eainer-Bmte  (5320  ft. ;  inn). 
On  the  opposite  bank  is  the  Wasserfall-Alpe.  The  ^Moaerboden  (6465  ft.; 
Hotel)^  the  highest  terrace  of  the  valley,  is  reached  in  1  hr.  from  the  Rainer- 
Hutte  (to  the  end  of  the  Karlinger  Glacier  V2  hr.  more).  It  is  surrounded 
by  a  ms^estic  amphitheatre  of  glaciers  and  snow-clad  mountains:  Wiei- 
bachhorn  (11,710  ft).  Glocterin  (11,235  ft.),  Bdrmtopf  (11,176  ft.),  Johannu- 
Urg  (11,375  ft.),  KUstteinhom  (10,510  ft),  etc.  —  For  mountain  ascents  {KiU- 
steinhom^  Wtesbaehhoriij  etc.),  see  £aedekerU  Eeutern  Alps. 

From  Zell  am  See  to  Mittersill  and  "Krimml  (Upper  Pinzgau)^  see  p.  125. 

The  train  quits  the  lake  at  ScMosa  PtielaUy  now  occupied  by 
peasants.  641/2  M.  MaUhofen  (2510  ft.},  on  the  flat  watershed  be- 
tween the  Salzach  and  the  Saalach ;  to  the^left,  the  ch&teau  of  Saal" 
hofy  at  the  mouth  of  the  Olemmtal,  from  which  the  Saalach  issues. 
The  broad  grassy  valley  of  the  Mitter~Pinzgau^  with  a  fine  view  of 
the  Stememe  Meer  on  the  right,  is  next  traversed.  —  70  M.  Saal- 
lelden  (2380  ft.;  Rail.  Restaurant;  Dick's  Hotel).  The  village 
(Berka;  Post),  with  1800  inhab.,  1  M.  to  the  E.  of  the  station,  is 
prettily  situated  on  the  Urslauer  Ache,  in  the  middle  of  the  broad 
valley.  About  1/4  hr.  to  the  S.  of  the  village  is  *Antonio^8  Bath 
Establishment  (peat^water),  with  swimming-baths,  restaurant,  and 
rooms  to  let  (pens.  4-6  A".). 

Fbom  Saalfbldbn  to  Lofer,  151/2  M.,  diligence  daily  in  31/2  hrs. ;  carr. 
12,  with  two  horses  20  K.  The  road  runs  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Saalach 
through  the  Diesbacher  Hohltoege^  a  narrow  gorge  about  6  M.  long,  to 
(10  M.)  Ober-Weitsbach  (p.  117),  where  tbe  road  from  Berchtesgaden  via 
the  Eirsehb&hl  descends  on  the  right  (p.  117^  72^'-  to  theN.  is  the  interesting 
* SeUenberg-Klamtn).  Grossing  the  Saalach,  we  next  pass  the  Lampreehts- 
0/enloch  (left),  a  capacious  cavern,  and  the  (1  hr.)  mouth  of  the  BcMUtach- 
graben,  1/2  hr.  up  which  is  the  impoaing  *Vordeyk€uer-Skimin;  and  beyond 
(I31/2  M.)  8t.  Martin  reach  (15V2  M.)  Lofer  (2095  ft. ;  Pott;  BrUu;  Schweizer), 
a  frequented  summer  resort,  amid  beautiful  surroundings  (to  the  W.  the 
Loferer  Steinberge,  to  the  E.  the  Beitalp-Oebirge).  Hence  to  ^.  Johann  via 
WaidHng^  see  p.  123.  A  beautiful  road  (diligence  twice  daily  in  4  hrs.) 
Iead3  from  Lofer  to  (171/2  M.)  Reiehenhall,  via  Unien  (1810  ft.;  Post: 
Lamm),  a  summer-resort  near  which  lie  the  bath.<)  of  Oberrain,  and  via 
Melleeky  achnaUlreut,  and  Jettegjberg.  A  preferable  route  for  pedestrians 
leads  via  the  Neuelgro^en  and  past  the  Thum-'See.  For  details  and  for  a 
description  of  Reichenhall,  see  Baedeker^s  Eastern  Alps. 

The  train  now  turns  to  the  N.  W.,  crosses  the  Saalach,  enters  the 
Leogang-Talj  and  ascends  rapidly  at  the  base  of  the  Bimhom  to 
(76  M.)  Leogang  (2756  ft. ;  Inn).  About  8/4  M.  to  the  N.  are  the 
baths  of  the  same  name.  The  line  next  crosses  the  Weissbach  and 
Oriessenbachy  and  beyond  Pass  Oriessen  (2835  ft.),  which  was  once 
fortified,  crosses  the  Tyrolese  frontier.  Beyond  (81  M.)  Hochfllzen 
(3176  ft.),  on  the  watershed  between  the  Saalach  and  the  Inn,  the 
train  descends  a  sharp  gradient  (1 :  44)  on  the  right  side  of  the 
Pramau-Talj  or  PiUersee-Achental,  —  87  M.  Fieberbrunn  (2566  ft.  j 
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Wieshofer;  Ohermaier;  Hammerwirt;  Post;  Sieherer),  a  picturesquely 
situated  summer-resort.   Tlie  PHlersee-Ache  is  crossed. 

92  M.  St.  Johann  in  Tirol  (2160  ft.;  Post;  Bar;  Zum  Hohen 
Kaiser,  at  the  station),  iu  the  broad  Leuken-Tal,  or  valley  of  the 
Orosse  Ache,  is  commanded  by  the  Kaiser^Qehirge  on  the  W. 

A  road  leads  to  tbe  N.  from  St.  Johann  through  the  Achental  and 
via  Erpfendorf  to  (9  M.)  Waidring  (2560  ft. ;  Post\  a  thriving  village  on 
the  watershed  between  the  Ache  and  the  Saalach  \  and  thence  through  tbe 
wild  Pms  Slrub  to  (6  M.)  Lo/er  (p.  121).  —  A  pleasant  walk  may  be  taken 
from  Waidring  through  the  Oe/en  or  gorge  of  the  Strubaehe  to  the  (U/4  hr.) 
picturesque  Piller-Bee  (2735  ft.;  inn  at  the  S.  end;  trout). 

98  M.  Kitzbuhel  (2420  ft. ;  *H6t.  Kitzbuhel,  first  class,  R.  from 
2,  pens.  SK.'j  Tiefenhruriner;  Hinterbrdu;  Ooldener  Greif ;  *Pension 
Schloss  Lehenherg ,  English  landlady,  pens.  7JT.  20A. ;  Pens,  zum 
Wilden  Kaiser;  Pens.  Hirnnger),  a  charmingly  situated  little  town, 
much  frequented  in  summer.  About  1  M.  to  the  S.  is  the  Kitzbiihler 
Bad,  -with  a  chalybeate  spring. 

The  *Kitsbiihler  Horn  (6580  ft. ;  81/2  hrs. ;  horse  or  chair-carriage  16  K.) 
is  a  highly  attractive  point.  An  easy  road  ascends  to  the  (2^4  hrs.)  Inn 
above  the  Tratt  -  Alp  whence  the  summit  (*lnn ,  bed  2-3,  pens.  7  K.)  is 
reached  in  1  hr.  more. 

A  picturesque  road  leads  to  the  S.  from  Kitzbiihel  via  the  Pass  Thurn 
(4180  ft. ;  inn)  to  (6V2  hrs.)  Mittersill  (p.  125). 

The  railway  curves  round  the  town  and  gradually  ascends  via 
(101  M.)  Schwarzensee  to  (103  M.)  Kirchberg  (2690  ft. ;  Bechlwirt ; 
Rainwirt),  prettily  situated  at  the  entrance  to  the  8perten-Tal. 
The  line  now  descends  at  the  S.  base  of  the  Hohe  Solve  to  (107  M.) 
Westeruiorf  (2A90  ft. ;  Restaurant)  and  beyond  a  tunnel  enters  the 
WindaiiTal,  where  it  describes  a  wide  curve  before  traversing  a 
sccorl  tunnel  (360  yds.  long)  back  to  the  narrow  Brixen-Tal.  — 
I13V2  ^*  Hopfgarten  (1930  ft. ;  Post;  Rose;  Diewald;  Restaurant 
at  the  station,  with  rooms),  a  large  village. 

The  *Hohe  Salve  (5985  ft.),  the  Bigi  of  the  Lower  Inntal,  is  usually 
afcended  from  Hopfgarten  (3  hrs.;  guide,  4  £*.,  unnecessary;  horse  10, 
Vhaise-a-porteurs**  24  K.).  The  route  leads  through  the  (V4  hr.)  village  and 
ascends  to  the  left  by  the  (5  min.)  finger-post  to  the  (IV2  hr.)  Tenner  Inn. 
Thence  it  leads  past  the  KdU>n-HUtte  to  the  (IV2  hr.)  summit,  on  which 
are  a  chapel  and  a  clean  Inn  (40  beds).    Splendid  *View. 

The  train  traverses  the  Brixentaler  KUmse,  a  wooded  rocky  gorge, 
above  which,  on  a  spur  to  the  right,  stands  ScMoss  liter.

18 V2  M.  Taukbn  Railway  (opened  in  Sept.  1905)  from  Schwarzach  to 
Bad  Gastein  in  1  hr.  10-1  hr.  30  min. ;  fares  3  JT.  40,  2  K.,  1  K.  10  h.  —  The 
continuation  of  the  railway  from  Bad  Gastein  to  Bockstein  and  thence  throuhg 
the  Tauern  Tunnel  (p.  120)  to  Uallnitz  will  probably  be  opened  in  1908. 

Schwarzach-St^Veit  (1920  ft.),  see  p.  119.  The  new  line  to 
Gastein  diverges  here  to  the  left  from  the  Salzburg  and  Innsbruck 
Railway,  skirts  the  hillside  as  far  as  (3  M.)  Station  Loibfarm  and 
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season  (May-Sept.))  for  a  stay  of  upwards  of  five  days,  8-30  K.  according 
to  the  class  in  which  the  visitor  is  ranked;  additional  members  of  a  family 
and  servants  proportionally  less. 

Bad  Oastein  (3480  ft.),  a  celebrated  thermal  station  (7-8000  visi- 
tors annually),  is  picturesquely  situated  in  the  narrow  valley  of  the 
Gasteiuer  Ache,  the  older  and  more  important  part  lying  on  the 
right  bank.  The  chief  rally ing-points  of  visitors  are  the  small  Strau- 
dmger-Platz,  between  the  Straubinger  and  Badescbloss  hotels,  and 
the  WandelbahUj  a  long  covered  glass-gallery,  used  as  a  promenade 
in  wet  weather.  At  the  W.  end  is  the  Xur-CasinOy  with  reading- 
room,  etc. 

The  Ache,  which  flows  through  the  valley,  is  precipitated  here 
through  narrow  gorges,  forming  two  magnificent  *WATBRpALts,  the 
upper  207  ft.,  the  lower  280  ft.  high.  The  upper  fall  is  best  viewed 
from  the  bridge  by  Straubinger's ,  the  lower  from  a  small  terrace 
adjoining  the  Gasteiner  Hof  or  from  the  bridge  at  the  foot  of  the 
fall.  In  summer  the  falls  are  illuminated  on  Wed.  and  Sun.  at 
8.30  p.m. 

The  hot  springs  (77°  to  120°  Fahr.)  rise  on  the  slope  of  the  Bad- 
berg  and  yield  about  880,000  gallons  of  water  daily.  The  water, 
which  has  neither  taste  nor  smell,  contains  a  very  small  proportion 
of  mineral  ingredients,  but  possesses  invigorating  properties,  and  is 
beneficial  in  cases  of  debility,  nervous  affections,  gout,  etc. 

Walks.  The  road  to  Hof-Gastein  on  the  left  (W.)  side  of  the  valley 
passes  the  Villa  Meran,  Higher  up,  on  the  left,  are  the  Bellevue  (caf^  \  fine 
view)  and  the  Villa  Hollandia.  The  road  next  reaches  the  Solitude  (right) 
and  the  small  Protestant  Church.  At  this  point,  to  the  right,  below  the 
road,  begin  the  Schwarzenberg  Promenades^  with  various  views  of  the  water- 
falls, while  the  Konig-Otto  Belvedere  here  overlooks  the  Gastein  valley. 
Farther  on,  by  the  Erzherzog-Johann  (lodgings),  to  the  left,  the  shady  Erz- 
herzog-Johann  Promenade  leads  to  (I  M.)  StUckVs  Restaurant  (view). 

On  the  right  (E.)  side  of  the  valley  a  charming  walk  is  afforded  by 
the  *Kaiser%Deg^  which  follows  the  slope  of  the  hill  above  the  Church  of 
St.  Nicholas^  and  leads  past  a  bronze  bust  of  Enip.  William  I.,  who  was 
a  regular  visitor  to  Gastein  for  many  years,  to  (20  min.)  the  ScAsburger 
Hof  Restaurant  (fine  view)  and  to  (25  min.)  the  C<tf4  zum  Oriinen  Baum  in 
the  Eotschach-Tal  (see  below).  —  The  Schtoarze  List,  a  caf^  with  an  ad- 
mirable view,  on  the  road  to  the  Eotschach-Tal,  is  reached  in  10  min.  by 
a  path  diverging  to  the  right  near  the  Habsburger  Hof.  —  Shady  paths 
^  with  steps  ascend  from  the  Badeschloss  Hotel  to  the  (5. min.)  Hohe  BrUcke 
with  a  view  of  the  upper  fall,  and  to  the  Q/i  hr.)  PyrkersMhe^  near  the 
station  of  the  new  Tauern  railway  (p.  123).  —  The  best  ascent  to  the 
(5  min.)  ScMller-Hdhe  is  from  Gruber's. 

Longer  Excdbsions.  The  Windischgrdtz-HBhe  (»/4  hr.),  on  the  slope 
of  the  Badberg,  afford.*)  a  survey  of  the  valleys  of  Gastein  and  Bdckstein, 
the  Schareck,  etc.  The  path  to  it  ascends  from  the  Hohe  Brficke  (right 
bank),  and  an  easier  route  leads  fom  the  Patechger.  —  The  picturesque 
Kdtschach-Tal  is  reached  by  the  road  leading  to  the  (2  H.)  Cafi  zum 
Oriinen  Baum  (see  above),  whence  a  bridle-path  ascends  past  the  (i^l*  hr.) 
HimmeUeand  to  (IV2  hr.)  Prossau,  the  last  Alp  (4220  ft.-,  refreshmentsj. 

BocKSTEiN  and  the  Kassfbld  are  the  two  favourite  points  for  excurs 
sions  from  ^e  Wildbad.  (The  shady  Kaiserin  Elisabeth  Promenade,  which 
leads  to  the  left  from  the  Caf^  Bellevue  over  the  hill  and  then  follow- 
the  left  bank  of  the  Ache,  takes  walkers  IV4  hr.).  The  road  leads  from 
the  Hohe  Briicke  (p.  124),  following  first  the  left,  then  the  right  bank  of 
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the  Ache,  and  pasaes  the  (1  H.)  Fatsch^er  ilnn),  ythr.  Bftekstaia  (3700  ft.; 
KurhatUf  with  garden;  MUhJberger)  is  a  straggling  village,  charmingly 
situated  opposite  the  month  of  the  Anlauf-Tal ^  which  stretches  to  the 
S.E.  towards  the  Ankogel.  From  this  Talley  the  new  railway  (p.  122) 
pierces  the  Tauern  range  by  a  tunnel  9260  yds.  in  length  to  Hallnitz  (see 
see  below).  Near  the  month  of  the  tunnel  C^  min.)  is  the  Restaurant  An- 
lauffal.  Farther  up  the  Talley,  near  the  (1  hr.)  Tt»ueit%  Fatl^  a  path  diverg- 
ing to  the  right  leads  via  the  Hohe  or  Kom- Tauern  (8060  ft.)  to  (7  hrs.) 
the  Hannover- HUtte  ^30  ft.)  or  (8  hrs.)  Hallnitz  (see  below  \  guide,  14  K.^ 
unnecessary  in  fine  weather).  The  Ankogel  (10,706  ft.)  is  easily  ascended 
by  experts  from  the  Bannover-Hiitte  in  2V2-3  hrs. 

The  route  to  the  Na$if€ld  (from  Bockstein  2  hrs.)  is  a  carriage-road 
for  li/a  M.  We  then  ascend  by  a  tolerable  cart-road  through  the  Atten. 
a  rocky  gorge  about  2  M.  in  length,  in  which  the  Ache  forms  a  series  oi 
cascades.  At  the  entrance  is  the  Kessel  Fall,  at  the  end  the  B&ren  Fall. 
Below  the  latter  the  stream,  which  drains  the  Poehhard-See,  falls  into  the 
ravine  over  a  precipice  300  ft.  high,  forming  the  graceful  Schleier  Fall  (Weil- 
fair).  By  the  bridge,  5  min.  farther  on,  the  path  enters  the  Nasafeld,  a 
sequestered  green  valley,  21/2  M.  in  length  and  IVa  M.  in  breadth,  sur- 
rounded by  massive  mountains,  amongst  which  the  Sehareck  is  conspicuous. 
Near  the  last  bridge  (8  min.)  stands  the  Ertherxogin  Marie  Valerie  Have 
(5265  ft.*,  Inn  in  summer). 

Fbom  Bockstbin  to.Ober-Vellach  ovrr  thb  Mallnitzbb  Tauern 
10  hrs.  (guide  14  K.,  unnecessary  in  fine  weather).  From  the  Nassfeld-Haus 
to  the  Reek'Hilile  at  the  S.E.  end  of  the  Nassfeld,  Vi  ^^-  ^^^  bridle-path, 
indicated  by  stakes,  winds  up  a  steep  slope  to  the  (2V2  hrs.)  Mallnitser, 
or  Miedere  Tauern  (7920  ft.).  A  few  hundred  paces  below  the  saddle  stands 
the  Mallnitter  Tauernhaus  (7615  ft.).  The  path  descends  via  the  Mannhart- 
Alp  to  (2y2  bra.)  Mallnitz  (3890  ft.;  "^Drei  Gemsen),  whence  a  carriage-road 
runs  to  (6  M.)  Oher-  Vellach  (•Post),  in  the  pleasant  MSlUal^  12V4  M.  from 
the  station  of  Sachsenburg  (p.  169;  carr.  7  K.). 

Fbom  the  Nassfsld  to  Kolm-Saigubn  oveb  the  Fochhabd-Schartb 
7490  ft.),  an  attractive  route  of  4-41/2  hrs.  (guide  from  Gastein  11  E.\  see  p.  119.

33  M.  P1MZ6AUBB  LoKALBAMM  (uarrow-gauge  railway)  inS-3V2  hrs.  ('2nd 
class  5  K.  60,  3rd  cl.  2  K.  30 A.).  —  The  scenery  of  the  Upper  Pinzgau  is 
somewhat  monotonous,  but  the  Krimml  waterfalls  are  well  worth  seeing 
and  may  be  visited  by  means  of  the  railway  in  a  long  day^s  journey. 

Zelt  am  See  (2460  ft.),  see  p.  120.  The  line  skirts  the  lake  and 
then  turns  to  the  right.  2  M.  Bruckberg;  to  the  left,  at  the  mouth  of 
the  Fuscher  Tal  (p.  120) ,  rises  the  Imbachhorn,  adjoined  by  the 
snowy  summit  of  the  Hochtenn.  32/4  M.  Furth-Kaprun.  To  the 
left,  at  the  entrance  to  the  valley  of  Kaprun,  are  the  village  and 
castle  of  that  name,  commanded  by  the  Kitz$teinhom  (10,510  ft.). 
974  M.  NUdemsili  (Oberwirt).  Near  (13  M.)  L ttendor/' (2635  ft.; 
Blchlwirt)  opens  the  Stubach-Tal,  with  the  Scfmeewinkelkopf  (to 
Kola  over  the  Kaiser  Tauern,  see  p.  169).  —  151/2  M.  Stuhlfclden; 
then  the  small  sulphur-baths  of  (16  M.)  Bvrguie$, 

171/2  M.  Mittersill  (2560  ft;  Po8t,  at  the  station;  *8ckwaiger, 
Oruniner,  on  the  right  bank),  the  principal  village  in  the  upper 
Pinzgau  (600inhab.).  The  well-preserved  old  Chdteau,  on  a  height 
on  the  left  bank,  600  ft.  above  the  river,  is  fitted  up  in  the  old-Ger- 
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man  style  and  commands  a  fine  view  of  the  Velher-Tal  to  the  S.  — 
Over  the  Pass  Thum  to  Kittbuhely  see  p.  122. 

20^2  M.  Hollershach^  at  the  month  of  the  valley  of  that  name. 
In  the  distance  rises  the  snow-clad  Kratzenberg  (9940  ft.).  213/4  M. 
Dorf' Pass- Thum  (footpath  to  the  right  to  Pass  Thum.  p.  122); 
23  M.  MuUbach;  241/4  M.  Bramberg  (Seningerbrau) ;  26  M.  Bdbach- 
tal.  To  the  right  is  Weierhof(Ian^  with  old  panelled  rooms),  with  a 
ruined  castle.  Opposite  is  the  mouth  of  the  Habach~T(U^  with  the 
Hohe  Fwrlegg  (10,750  ft.)  and  the  Habachkopf  (9946  ft.)  in  the 
background.  Beyond  (27V3  M.)  Neukirchen  (2800  ft. ;  Schett; 
Kammerlander)  the  railway  enters  the  Rosental.  29^2  ^*  RoaerUal^ 
OroU'VenedigeTj  at  the  junction  of  the  Unter-  and  Ober-Sultbach-' 
Tal.   The  Unter-Sulzbach  Fall  (72  hr.)  deserves  a  visit. 

We  now  pass  the  ruin  of  the  HUburg  (right),  and  reach  (30l/*i  M.) 
Waid  (2850  ft.  \  Strasser),  where  the  path  to  (41/2  M.)  Qerlos  di- 
verges to  the  right  (p.  135).  The  line  crosses  the  (IY2  M.)  Salza^ 
which  here  unites  with  the  KrimmUr  Ache  to  form  the  Salzach, 
skirts  a  projecting  rock  called  the  Falkenstein  (lnn\  and  reaches 
its  terminus  at  (33  M.)  Krimml  (2990  ft.;  Kastlunger's  Inn),  2  M. 
(omnibus  in  V2  ^'m  1  ^0  below  — 

Ober- Krimml  (3500  ft.;  *  Hotel  KrimrrUerhof;  *WcUtl;  Zum 
Wasserfally  near  the  falls),  a  pleasant  village,  chiefly  visited  on 
account  of  its  magnificent  *  Water falls^  the  finest  among  the  Ger- 
man Alps. 

The  Krimmler  Aehe^  the  dischax^e  of  the  great  Krimml  Glacier,  ispre- 
cipitated  in  three  falls  into  the  valley  below,  a  depth  of  about  1400  ft. 
The  finest  points  of  view  have  been  rendered  easily  accessible  by  new  paths 
on  the  left  bank  (there  and  back  SVs  hrs.^  guide  unnecessary).  A  road  leads 
from  the  inn  in  the  direction  of  the  falls  as  far  as  a  (V«  hr.)  finger-post, 
where  we  go  straight  on  (while  the  old  Tauern  path  crosses  the  bridge  to 
the  left,  see  below).  Passing  various  points  (*Riemann-EanKel)  command- 
ing views  of  the  Loteest  and  Middle  FdUs^  we  ascend  over  the  ScMnangerl 
(Hofer  s  Inn)  to  the  (1/4  hr.)  ^Jung-KameV^  the  first  point  of  view  for  the 
*Hiffhest  Fall^  which  descends  in  two  leaps  from  a  height  of  about  460  ft. 
(Those*  who  do  not  care  to  mount  to  the  top  of  this  fall  should  at  least 
ascend  for  a  few  hundred  paces  more  in  order  to  obtain  a  complete  view 
of  it.)  Grossing  the  Ache  above  the  highest  fall ,  we  may  return  by  the 
well-made  Tauern  path  on  the  right  bank. 

To  GsRLos  ovBK  THB  Plattb,  4  hrs.,  bridle-path,  guide  unnecessary 
(horse  to  Qerlos  13,  to  Zell  32  K.)\  see  p.  135. 

OvKBTus  Krihulke  Tauekn  to  Kabkbn,  9  hrs.,  laborious  (guide  13  K.^ 
unnecessary  for  experts).  In  the  Krimmler  Achental,  3  hrs.  from  Krimml, 
is  the  Tauernhaus  (0350  ft.*.  Inn,  plain).  Thence  to  the  Innerkees  Alp^  U/t  hr. 
We  then  ascend  the  Windaeh-TcU  to  the  (2  hrs.)  pass  of  the  Krimmler 
Tauern  (8640  ft.),  where  a  splendid  «View  is  obtained,  to  the  S..  of  the 
Dreiherrnspitze,  the  Rots pitze,  etc.  Rapid  descent  thence  to  (2  hrs.)  A'ajiern 
(5136  ft. ;  Leimegger),  the  highest  village  in  the  upper  Ahmtal  (see  p.  168), 
whence  a  road  leads  in  8-9  hrs.  to  Bruneck.

near  the  Inm  bridge;  Post,  Maria- Theresien-Str. ;  HdTEL  Veldidena  (PI.  Ij 
B,  6),  near  the  railway-station  of  Wilten;  Hirsch  (Pl.  f;  B,  C,  3);  Kbonb, 


—  Second-class:  Goldneb  Stern  (PI.  h;  B,  2);  Mondschein  (PI.  i%  B,  3), 
Eaiserhof,  by  the  bridge.  —  Pensions.  Thompgon^  Claudia-Str.  3;  Junek, 
Landhaus-Str.  10;  ScfUfnruhi  pleasantly  situated  near  Schloss  Ambras.

The  stations  are 
Berg-Itel  (mountain  railway  to  Jglt  every  hour,  p.  138),  TFtften,  Triumphal 
Oate^  LandhauSy  Theresien-  Strasse^  Jim  Bridge^  Inn  Fooi-Bridge^  Dollinger 
(Stern,  at  Miihlau),  Miihlau^  Rum^  Thaur^  and  Hall  (comp.  the  Plan).  The 
trip  from  %erg  Isel  to  Theresien-Str.  takes  12  min. ;  thence  to  Dollinger 
1/4  hr.,  to  Hall  */a  hr.  The  fares,  reckoned  in  seven  zones,  vary  from  10 
to  86  h.  («.  g.y  from  Theresien-Str.  to  Berg  Isel  or  Muhlau  16  h.).

C,  3), 
Rennweg;  performances  in  winter  only.  — Panorama  of  the  Battle  of  Berg 
Isel,  Sieberer-Str.  (PI.  B,  2;  adm.  1^.). 

Post  and  Telegraph  Office  (PI.  G,  4),  Maria-Theresien-Str.;  branch 
office  at  the  station.  —  Carved  wood,  photographs,  etc.,  at  F.  Vnterberger^s^ 
Museum-Str.,  and  CHehna'^t,  Herzog-Friedrich-Str.

English  Church  Service  in  the  Kleiner  Stadtsaal  (PI.  19;  G,  8)  at  11  a.m. 
and  6  p.m. 

Innsbruck  (1880  ft.),  the  capital  of  Tyrol,  with  45,000  inhab. 
(including  the  suburbs),  is  bharmlngly  situated  on  the  Inn^  not  far 
from  the  influx  of  the  8Ul^  and  next  to  Salzburg  is  the  most  pictur- 
esque town  among  the  German  Alps.  In  every  direction,  particularly 
towards  the  N.,  the  eye  is  met  by  striking  groups  of  bold  and  fissured 
limestone  mountains  (Btandjocli^  Frauhitt,  Hafelekar),  towering 
above  the  cultivated  slopes  of  the  valley,  while  towards  the  S.,  above 
the  wooded  Berg  ltd ,  rise  the  noWe  outlines  of  the  Watdraater^ 
Spitze  and  SaiU-Spitte,  To  the  S.E.,  nearer  the  foreground,  above 
the  Lanaer  Kopfe^  peeps  the  rounded  summit  of  the  PaUcher  KofeU 
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Lea^ng  the  station  (PL  D,  4),  we  proceed  to  the  right  along  the 
Budolf-Strasse  to  the  Ka30abetbn-Platz  (PL  G,  D,  4),  where  the 
Budolfshnmnen  (PL  2),  in  red  Tyrolese  marble,  erected  in  1863-77, 
commemorates  the  50()th  anniversary  of  the  union  of  Tyrol  with 
Austria  (1363).  At  the  top  is  a  bronze  statue  of  Duke  Rudolph  IV., 
10  ft.  in  height,  by  Grissemann,  and  around  the  basin  below  are  four 
water-spouting  dragons  and  four  griffins  as  shield-bearers. 

We  next  reach  the  Mabia-Theilbsien-Stbassb  (PL  G,  3,  4), 
which  contains  the  Landhaw,  the  Post  Office  (formerly  the  palace  of 
Prince  of  Thum  and  Taxis  j  PL  G,  4),  and  other  handsome  buildings 
of  the  17-18th  centuries.  The  Anna-Sdule  (PL  G,  4),  erected  in 
1706,  commemorates  the  eyacuation  of  Tyrol  by  the  Bavarians  and 
French  in  1703.  —  The  Maria-Theresien-Str.  is  continued  towards 
the  N.  by  the  Herzog-Friedrich-Strasse ,  a  street  flanked  with  ar- 
cades ('Lauben'),  which  leads  direct  to  the  Goldne  Dachl. 

The  'Goldse  DaohV  (PL  4;  G,  3),  a  gilded  copper  roof,  covering 
a  rich  late-Gothic  balcony,  belongs  to  a  palace  which  Gount  Frederick 
of  Tyrol  ^with  the  empty  pockets'  (d.  1439)  is  said  to  have  built  at 
a  cost  of  30,000  ducats  (about  14,0002.)  in  order  to  refute  the  im- 
putation in  his  nickname.  The  date  on  the  balcony  itself  refers  it 
to  the  year  1500.  The  reliefs  on  the  upper  part  and  the  paintings 
and  armorial  bearings  below  refer  to  the  £mp.  Maximilian  I.  — 
The  handsome  old  8tadttwm  or  Feuertwrm,  236  ft.  high,  commands 
a  fine  view. 

Thence  the  Hofgasse  leads  to  the  right  to  the  ^ITranclBcan 
Churoh,  or  Hofkirohe  (PL  G,3),  in  the  Renaissance  style,  erected  in 
1553-63,  in  compliance  with  the  wiU  of  Emp.  Maximilian  I.  (d.  1519) 
for  the  purpose  of  worthily  enshrining  his  monument  The  fine 
porch  and  doorway  should  be  noticed. 

The  Intbbiob  ia  open  on  week-days  Arom  9  a.m.  to  7  p.m.,  on  Sat.  and 
the  eves  of  holidays  till  4  p.m.  only  ^  on  Sun.  and  holidays,  and  on  May  3rd, 
June  13tb,  Sept.  14ih,  and  Oct.  4th  from  11  to  0  and  after  6.80  p.m.  —  To 
the  left  of  the  entrance  is  a  monument  to  Andreat  Eofer  (shot  at  Mantua 
on  20th  Feb.,  1810  -,  his  bones  were  brought  hither  in  1833)-,  at  the  sides  lie 
his  comrades-  Jot.  Speekbacher  (d.  1820)  and  the  Capuchin  Joachim  Ecupiager 
(d.  185S).  —  The  *Konument  of  the  Bmperor  Kazimilian,  who,  however, 
ia  not  interred  here,  but  at  Wiener-Keustadt,  occupies  the  centre  of  the 
nave.  Maximilian  is  represented  in  a  kneeling  posture,  in  bronze^  on  a 
massive  marble  sarcophagus,  surrounded  by  38  bronte  statues  of  his  con- 
temporaries and  ancestors,  in  the  guise  of  mourners  and  torch-bearers. 
The  completion  of  this  imposing  work  occupied  several  generations ;  begun 
as  early  as  1509,  it  was  not  finished  till  1693  under  Archduke  Ferdinand. 
The  general  design  is  due  to  QUg  Sesteltchreiber  of  Augsburg,  the  court- 
painter.  The  figures  were  cast  by  SUphan  Oodl,  Bemhard  Qodl^  Oregor 
LdffleTy  Sant  Lendent^eich,  and  others;  and  the  famoujS  Peter  Viteher  of 
Nuremberg,  to  whom  the  figures  of  King  Arthur  (the  finest  of  the  series) 
and  Theodoric  (8th  and  6th  on  the  right)  are  attributed,  also  took  part  in 
the  work.  The  figure  of  Maximilian  himself  is  by  L.  del  Z>«ca  (15S4).  On, 
the  sides  of  the  sarcophagus  are  24  *Seliefs  in  marble,  representing  the 
princinal  events  in  the  emperor's  life.  These  were  designed  by  Florian 
Ahel  (a.  1565),  hut,  with  the  exception  of  the  first  four,  were  executed  by 
Alex.  OoKm  of  Malines  (d.  1612).  Many  of  the  heads  are  portraits*,  the 
features  of  Maximilian  at  different  periods  of  his  life  are  unmistakable; 
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and  the  characteristics  of  the  different  nationalities  are  faithfully  rendered. 
The  reliefs  are  covered  with  glass  and  enclosed  by  a  railing. 

The  steps  to  the  right,  at  the  beginning  of  the  right  aisle,  lead  to  the 
SUb&rne  Kapelle^  so  called  from  a  silver  statue  of  the  Vii^n,  and  embossed 
representations  in  that  metal  of  the  'Lauretanian  Litany^  on  the  altar.  On 
the  left  wall  are  23  bronze  statuettes  of  saints,  cast  at  Innsbruck,  and 
probably  once  destined  for  the  monument  of  Maximilian.  The  tomb  of 
Archduke  Ferdinand  II.  (d.  1595),  executed  by  Golins  during  the  duke''s 
lifetime,  is  adorned  with  four  scenes  in  relief  from  the  life  of  the  deceased. 
The  tomb  of  Philippina  Welser  of  Augsburg  (d.  1680),  first  wife  of  the 
archduke  (see  p.  192),  is  embellished  with  two  reliefs  by  Golins.  The  old 
organ  is  said  to  have  been  a  gift  of  Pope  Julius  II. 

To  the  left,  on  leaving  the  Franciscan  Church,  is  the  imperial  pal- 
ace, or  Hofbnrg  (PL  C,  3),  erected  in  1766-70.  Visitors  are  admitted 
9-12  and  2-5  from  the  Hofkirche  by  the  Silver  Chapel  (see  above) ; 
the  Rieaensaal  (with  paintings  by  Manlbertsch)  is  worth  seeing. 

Opposite  the  Bnrg  are  the  Stadtsdle  (PI.  19;  restaurant,  see 
p.  128)  and  the  Theatre  (PI.  C,3).  To  the  W.  of  the  latter  rises  the 
Leopoldsbrunnen  (PI.  1),  erected  by  the  town  of  Innsbruck  in  1893, 
with  a  small  equestrian  statue  of  Archduke  Leopold  V.  and  other 
bronze  figures  by  C.  Gras  (1626).  —  To  the  N.  is  the  well-kept  Hof- 
garten  (band  four  times  weekly  in  the  afternoon). 

Next  the  Hofkirche,  in  the  Universitats-Strasse,  is  the  University 
(PI.  C,  D,  3),  founded  by  Emp.  Leopold  in  1672  and  attended  by 
about  1000  students.  The  Jetuitenkirche  or  Vnivertity  Church  (PI.  9), 
erected  in  1627-40  in  the  baroque  style,  is  crowned  with  a  dome 
200  ft.  high.  Adjoining  is  the  Vrwoertity  Library  (PI.  25),  a  collection 
of  177,00^  vols,  (open  8-1  and  3-5). — The  adjacent  Botanic  Garden 
(PI.  C,  D,  3)  contains  upwards  of  600  species  of  Alpine  plants  with  the 
different  kiads  of  rock  on  which  they  grow,  arranged  orographically. 

Near  this  point,  in  the  Museum-Str.,  rises  the  handsome  Re- 
naissance building  of  the  *Xaseiiin  Ferdlnandenin  (PL  C,  D,  3), 
begun  in  1842  and  enlarged  in  1884-86  (open  daily,  except  Sun. 
afternoon,  in  summer  9-5,  in  winter  lO-o ;  admission  1  JT.,  short 

guide  20  h.). 

Gbodnd  Floob.  In  the  Corridor  are  Soman,  medieeval,  and  modern 
monuments  in  stone  and  bronze.  —  The  central  ffcUlj  containing  portraits 
of  the  founders  and  benefactors  of  the  museum,  is  intended  for  temporary 
exhibitions.  To  the  left  and  right  are  the  Zoological  Collection  and  the 
Geological  Collection.  —  Fibst  Floob.  Room  I:  Colle<Hon  of  Arms.  — 
R.  II :  Rheetian,  Roman,  and  Teutonic  antiquities.  —  R.  Ill :  Ethnogrc^h- 
iccd  Collection.  —  R.  IV :  Geographical  Collection ;  globes  by  Anich  \  ancient 
measuring-instruments.  —  R.  V:  Collections  illustrating  the  history  of 
civilization.  —  R.  VI,  a  circular  apartment  containing  patriotic  and  histor- 
ical relics  and  curiosities :  statue  of  Hofer ;  his  tombstone  from  Mantua ; 
his  sabre,  amulet,  coins  struck  during  his  brief  rule,  his  rifle,  etc. ;  Speck- 
bacher*s  chain,  sabre,  and  belt  •,  Haspinger^s  hat  and  breviary  \  a  Neapolitan 
six -pounder;  the  fli^  of  a  Venetian  volunteer  corps,  captured  from  the 
Italians  by  a  corps  of  Innsbruck  students  in  1SA8 ;  a  mountain-gun  of  the 
same  period.  The  Radeteky  Album,  a  memorial  of  the  marshal  of  that 
name,  contains  over  1000  autographs ;  the  most  interesting  leaves  are  ex- 
hibited in  frames  on  the  wall.  —  R.  VII :  Sculptures  and  plaster-casts  of  works 
bv  Tyrolese  artists.  —  R.  Vni:  Small  objects  of  art.  —  R.  IX :  Furniture, 
of  the  15th  cent,  downwards.  —  R.  X :  Objects  of  art  in  metal.  >-  R.  XI : 
Coins.  —•  Sbcond  Floob.    The  Picture-  Gallery  here  occupies  seven  rooms 
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ftnd  ten  cabinets.  To  the  right  of  the  staircase,  Cab.  I-V:  Tyrolese,  Ger- 
man, and  Dutch  artists  of  the  14-16th  centuries.  —  BB.  I-III :  Works  by 
Tyrolese  masters  of  the  17th,  18th,  and  first  part  of  the  19th  centuries.  — 
B.  IV  (*Defregger  Boom*) :  *3.  De/regger^  Speckbacher  and  his  son  Anderl ; 
six  copies  of  Defregger^s  chief  pictures,  touched  up  by  himself.  —  B.  V : 
Modern  Tyrolese  and  Austrian  masters.  —  B.  VI:  Italian,  French,  and 
Spanish  masters  of  the  17-18th  centuries.  —  B.  VII :  IT^etherlands  masters : 
Van  del*  Behty  Rembrandt^  Frcms  ffaUj  Terhttrg^  0.  Dou,  etc.  —  Cabinets 
VI -X:  Engravings,  water-colours,  and  drawings. 

The  Churoli  of  St.  James  (St  Jakob;  PL  0,  3),  erected  in  1717- 
24,  contains  a  picture  of  tbe  Virgin  oyer  the  high-altar  by  L.  Cranach^ 
surrounded  with  a  painting  by  Schopff, 

The  handsome  Bridge  (PI.  B,  3),  which  leads  to  the  suburbs  of 
8t.  Nikolaus  and  Mariahilf  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Inn,  affords  the 
best  surrey  of  the  environs.  In  the  Inn  Alley  on  the  left  bank  is  a 
zinc  Statue  of  Walther  von  der  Vogelweide  (p.  148). — To  the  Weiher- 
burg  and  Miihlau,  see  p.  133. 

At  the  S.  end  of  the  Marla-Thereslen-Strasse  Is  a  Trinmphal 
Gate  (PL  G,  5),  erected  by  the  citizens  In  1765,  on  the  occasion  of 
the  entry  of  Emp.  Francis  I.  and  the  Empress  Maria  Theresa,  to 
commemorate  the  marriage  of  Prince  Leopold  (afterwards  Emp. 
Leopold  II.)  with  the  Infanta  Maria  Ludovlca.  The  emperor  died 
before  the  conclusion  of  the  festivities. 

Beyond  this  gate,  to  the  rights  are  the  Tyrolese  Olass-PairUing 
and  Mosaic  Establishment  (PL  24,  B,  5;  open  on  week-days  11-12 
and  6-6)  and  the  Lying-in  Hospital  (PL  C,  6).  In  the  adjacent 
Fallmerayer-Str.  stand  the  Law  Courts  (PL  B,  4,  6),  the  TurnhalU 
(gymnastic  Institute ;  PL  6),  and  the  Paedagogium  (teachers'  semin- 
ary ;  PL  B,  0,  4).  The  garden  of  the  last  (open  4-7  from  May  1st  to 
July  15th,  8-12  and  2-4  from  July  15th  to  Sept.  15th)  contains  a 
large  and  interesting  Relief  Model  of  Tyrol  (scale  1 :  7500 ;  vertical 
scale  1 :  2500),  by  Prof.  Schuler,  covering  an  area  of  about  100  sq. 
yds.,  and  reproducing  accurately  the  geological  peculiarities  of  the 
different  districts.  —  The  well-kept  Cemetery  contains  handsome 
modem  monuments  by  Tyrolese  sculptors  and  the  original  monument 
of  A.  Collns,  the  sculptor  (p.  129),  in  the  Benalssance  style. 

In  the  suburb  of  Wilten,  about  ^/^  M.  from  the  Triumphal  Gate, 
on  the  Brenner  road  (p.  144),  to  the  left,  is  the  church  of  the  former 
Premonstratensian  abbey  of  Wilten  (PL  D,  7),  a  good  example  of 
the  florid  baroque  style,  from  the  end  of  the  17th  century.  By  the 
portal  are  statues  of  the  giants  Haimon  and  Thyrsus,  the  traditional 
founders  of  the  abbey.  —  In  3  mln.  more  the  road  brings  us  to  the 
Berg  Isel  station  of  the  steam-tramway  (to  Ambras  and  Igls,  see 
p.  133),  above  which  is  the  Bierstindl  Restaurant. 

The  ♦Berg  Isel  (PL  D,  8;  2460  ft.),  reached  in  10  mln.  by  an 
easy  path  (the  carriage-road  diverges  from  the  Brenner  road  farther 
up  to  the  W.,  comp.  PL  0,  8),  is  famous  for  the  battles  fought  in 
1809,  during  which  Andreas  Hofer  and  his  brave  Tyrolean  peasants 
twice  recaptured  the  capital  from  the  French.   The  hill  has  since 
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1816  belonged  to  the  *  Kaiser- Jager'  (Tyrolese  Riflemen),  who  have 
their  shooting-ranges  here  (military  concert  on  Sat.  afternoons). 
The  Regimental  Museum  (adm.,  in  summer  only,  40  A.)  contains 
many  relics,  and  a  PavUion  (restaurant)  at  the  N.E.  angle  affords 
a  charming  survey  of  the  Inn  valley  and  the  town.  Near  the  rifle- 
range,  where  the  carriage-road  ends,  is  a  colossal  *Bronze  Statue 
of  Andreas  Hofer,  by  Natter  (1893). 

SoHLOss  Ambbas,  situated  on  a  hill  about  3  M.  to  the  S.E.  of 
Innsbruck,  is  most  conveuiently  reached  by  steam-tramway  (see  p.  128; 
viH  Berg  Isel  station  in  26  min.;  60  ft.).  The  direct  road  to  the 
chateau  leads  by  Pradl,  Another  road,  via  WiUen  (comp.  PI.  E,  F,  3; 
steam-tramway  in  7  min.,  see  jp.  128)  passes  to  the  left  of  the  tramway- 
station  below  the  Brenner  railway,  crosses  the  SiUj  and  then  leads 
straight  to  the  (^/^  hr.)  chateau  along  the  base  of  the  hills  (JScMoss- 
keller  Restaurant^  near  the  entrance).  A  pleasant  route  for  pedestrians 
ascends  to  the  right  beyond  the  Sill  bridge,  past  the  Bretterkeller^ 
and  follows  the  well-wooded  hillside  to  the  (8/4  hr.)  Tummel-Platz, 
used  in  1797-1809  as  a  burial-place  for  about  8000  soldiers,  and 
the  (10  min.)  chateau. 

*Bolilo88  Ambras  or  Amrat  (2070  ft.),  originally  erected  in  the 
13th  cent.,  owes  its  fame  chiefly  to  Archduke  Ferdinand,  son  of 
Emp.  Ferdinand  I.,  and  husband  of  Philipplna  Welser,  daughter 
of  a  wealthy  patrician  of  Augsburg.  The  archduke,  who  became 
governor  of  Tyrol  in  1563,  extended  the  chateau  considerably  and 
filled  it  with  treasures  of  art.  His  historical  collection  of  arms  and 
armour  established  here,  but  transferred  to  Yienna  in  1806,  is  to 
this  day  one  of  the  finest  in  existence,  and  forms  the  most  valuable 
part  of  the  Imperial  Museum  of  Weapons  (p.  52).  The  Schloss 
gradually  fell  into  decay,  but  when  Archduke  Karl  Ludwig  (governor 
of  Tyrol  in  1856-58)  selected  it  as  his  residence,  it  underwent  a 
thorough  restoration.  The  objects  of  art  were  considerably  increased 
by  contributionB  from  the  imperial  collections  in  Yienna,  and  in  1882 
the  chiteau  was  opened  as  a  museum  (open  in  summer  daily,  except 
Mon.,  9-12  and  2-6,  in  winter  10-12  and  1-3 ;  adm.  40fe.,  Sun.  free). 

The  outer  court  contains  8  Boman  milestones,  from  the  time  of  Sep- 
timius  Severus  (193-211  A.D.),  found  on  the  road  from  Wilten  to  Schonberg. 
In  the  TTntebsghloss  (*lower  castle^),  two  large  halls  to  the  right  contain 
the  valuable  Collection  of  Weapons^  from  the  16th  cent,  to  the  present  time, 
arranged  in  chronological  order.  At  the  entrance  to  the  Hochschloss  is  the 
large  Spanish  Saloon,  140  ft.  long,  32  ft.  broad,  and  18  ft.  high,  built  in  1570-71, 
and  restored  in  1856-77.  —  The  Ground  Floor  of  the  Hochschloss  (*upper 
castle*)  contains  a  restored  Gothic  chapel  of  the  15th  cent.,  with  frescoes 
by  Wdrndle;  and  a  bath-chamber  said  to  have  been  used  by  Philippina 
Welser  (see  aboYc).  The  First  and  Second  Floors  contain  miscellaneous 
collections:  furniture,  models  of  buildings,  objects  in  metal,  sculptures 
in  marble,  wood,  ivory,  etc.,  glass  and  pottery,  and  a  large  collection  of 
portraits,  including  those  of  Archduke  Ferdinand  (d.  1695),  at  various  ages, 
Philippina  Welser  (d.  iSSO),  etc. 

The  pretty  Park,  with  its  miniature  waterfalls,  is  also  accessible 
(entrance  near  the  Spanish  Saloon). 
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Fbom  InnsbbuCE  to  Iols.  —  Railway  (*Mittelgebirgs - Babn' •,  con- 
tinuation of  the  steam-tramway,  p.  132-,  through-carriagea)  12  times  daily 
in  summer  from  the  Berg  Isel  station  in  26  min.  (1  K.  20  h.,  descent  96  h.).  — 
Gabriagbs  by  the  old  road  via  ViU  to  Igls,  one-horse  7,  two-horse  12  K. 

The  line  crosses  the  Sill  and  the  Wilten  road  (p.  132)  and  ascends 

through  wood  to  the  ^station  of  ArhbrcUj  5  min.  above  the  ch&tean 

(p.  132).   It  then  winds  np ,  with  glimpses  of  the  Inn  valley ,  to 

Aldransj  ^2  ^-  ^o  ^^^  ^*  ^^  ^^  village  (2496  ft. ;  Plattner;  Aldranser 

Hof).   The  next  station,  Lam^SistranSf  lies  V2  ^>  to  the  £.  of  the 

village  of  Lana  (2835  ft. ;  Traube)  and  1  M.  from  Sistrans  (3014  ft. ; 

Krone).  Turning  to  the  right  from  the  station  and  passing  through 

the  lattice  gate,  we  may  ascend  in  20-25  min.  to  the  N.E.  top  of  the 

*Lanser  Kopfe  (3050  ft.),  which  commands  a  charming  view  of  the 

Inn  valley  from  the  Martinswand  to  the  Kelleijoch  and  Kaiser- 

Gebirge,  and  of  the  Stubai  glaciers,  Habicht,  Waldraster  -  Spitze, 

Saile,  etc.,  towards  the  S. 

Pedestrians  may  ascend  the  Lanser  Kopfe  in  1  hr.  from  the  Berg  Isel 
station  Op*  131)  by  a  direct  path,  diverging  to  the  right  beyond  the  Bretter- 
keller  (see  p.  182)  ascending  the  wooded  Paschberg  (finger-posts  and  yellow 
way-marlu). 

The  next  station,  Lcmser  SeCj  Ues  near  the  small  lake  of  that 
name  (2760  ft. ;  inn;  baths). 

51/2  M.  IglB  (2900  ft. ;  *Iglerhofj  first-class,  with  baths,  R.  from  3, 
B.  I74,  D.  41/2?  board  6^2  ^'i  *Sdt.  MaximiUan,  close  by,  also  of 
the  first  class;  *Tiroler  Hof,  at  the  station;  *Altwirt;  Stem,  un- 
pretending), charmingly  situated  at  the  foot  of  the  Patscher  Kofel, 
is  much  frequented  as  a  summer  resort.  The  air  is  excellent,  and 
the  environs  abound  in  pleasant  walks  and  fine  views. 

The  ascent  of  the  Patsohar  Kofel  (7264  ft.)  is  easy  and  interesting  (4  hrs.; 
guide  unnecessary).  Bridle-path  via  the  piterimage-ohurch  of  SMigwutBr 
to  the  (3V4  hrs.)  Franz  JotqtJu-Schutgfuwt  (6460  ft.  *,  inn  in  summer)  and  the 
(^/4  hr.)  summit.    Splendid  view. 

A  pleasant  walk  may  be  taken  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Inn,  past 
the  Gothic  church  of  St.  Nicholas  (PI.  12;  0,  1),  the  chateau  of 
Buchsenhausen  (now  a  hrewery  and  bathing-establishment),  and  the 
Pension  Kayser  (p.  128),  to  (V2  br.)  Scbloss  Weiberbnrg(2210  ft. ; 
Pens,  and  Restaurant),  with  a  terrace  commanding  a  charming  *yiew 
of  the  valley  of  the  Inn,  the  Glungetzer,  Patscher  Kofel,  etc.  About 
800  ft.  above  the  Weiherburg  (steep  ascent  of  1/2  br. ;  cable-railway 
under  construction)  is  the  farm-house  of  MarUi-Brunn  (the  ^Hunger- 
hwg';  Restaurant),  which  commands  a  ♦View  extending  to  the  Stubai 
glaciers ;  carriage-road  back  to  Innsbruck  via  Hotting,  2  M.  —  We 
may  return  from  the  Weiherburg  by  (20  min.)  Xuhlan  (2026  ft.; 
Pension  Edelweiss;  Stern),  a  charmingly  situated  village,  at  liie  mouth 
of  the  wild  Muhlauer  Klamm  (Innsbruck  Electric  Works,  interest- 
ing), and  thence  to  (1 V2  M.)  Innsbruck,  either  by  the  steam-tramway 
in  12  min.  (station  Dollinger,  near  the  Stem  Inn)  or  on  foot  by  the 

handsome  suspension-bridge  (V2  br.). 

Excursion  to  the  Stvbai'Tal  (electric  railway  to  Fulpmes  in  1  hrO,  see 
p.  144.  —  Pedestrians  follow  the  Brenner  road  (carriages,  see  p.  ISo)  on 
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the  W.  side  of  the  picturesque  SUUal,  via  Oclrberbach  and  the  StepJums  - 
hrUcke^  to  (9  M.)  the  village  of  SchSnberg  (3325  ft.;  *Jagerhof,  R.  1V2-2,  pens  . 
6ir. ;  Schonachhof ;  Domanig),  a  summer- resort,  picturesquely  situated 
opposite  the  mouth  of  the  Stuhai-Tal  (beautiful  view  from  the  Witting- 
Warie).'  About  1  M.  further  on  the  Brenner  road  is  the  "Hdt.-Pens.  Sehdn- 
herger  Hof^  a  health-resort.  —  From  Schdnberg  to  the  Stubai-Tal,  a  carriage- 
road  (diligence  in  IY2  hr.)  descends  via  Mieders  (*Lerchenhof ;  Post)  to 
(41/2  H.)  Fulpmes  (p.  144). 

14.   From  Innsbruck  to  Salzbnrg  vi&  Eufstein  and 

Eosenheim. 

123  M.  Railway  in  11/2-3  hrs.  to  Ku/stein,  and  31/2-6  hrs.  thence  to  Salz- 
burg.   Luggage  is  examined  at  Kufstein  (in  both  directions). 

Innibrucky  see  p.  128.  The  railway  traverses  the  valley  on  a 
long  viaduct,  and  at  Miihlau  (p.  133)  crosses  the  Inn^  above  the 
influx  of  the  8UL    To  the  right  is  the  chlteau  of  Ambraa  (p.  132). 

51/2  M.  Hall  (1835  ft.j  Barf  Stem,  with  garden;  Engel;  Post; 
Pens.  Plainer;  Pens,  Tomlschlossl ;  *H6t.-Pen8.  Vorderwalderhof, 
finely  situated  1/2  M.  to  the  E.,  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Inn),  a  quaint 
old  town  of  6200  Inhab. ,  with  salt-works,  to  which  the  brine  is  con- 
yeyed  from  a  distance  of  6  M.  The  evaporating  houses  near  the 
station  contain  a  cabinet  of  models.  Steam-tramway  to  Innsbruck, 
see  p.  128. 

91/2  M.  Frit%en»i  n%  M.  Terfens.  —  I8V2M.  Bchwaz  (1766  ft. ; 
Ztif  Brucke;  Zum  Freundsberg;  Roter  Turm;  Stern),  a  town  with 
6560  inhab. ,  lies  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Inn,  commanded  by  the 
chateau  of  Freundsberg.  About  ^2  ^'  to  the  N.E.  is  the  Benedictine 
abbey  of  Fiecht,  restored  after  a  fire  in  1868. 

The  ascent  of  the  *E:eUerjoch  (7670  ft. ;  4V2-5  hrs. ;  guide  8  JT.,  unneces- 
sary for  adepts)  is  easy  and  attractive.  The  route  fmarked  path)  leads  past 
the  chateau  of  Freundsberg  through  wood  to  the  (SV2  brs.)  Keller joch-HiUte 
(6055  ft.),  and  thence  to  the  (11/2  hr.)  summit  (fine  view).  Descent  to  FUgen 
(p.  135),  31/2  hrs. 

23  Vs  M.  Jenbach  (1735  ft.  j  *PrantVs  H6Ul,  opposite  the  station, 
R.  1V2"5V2  ■^•;  Post;  BrduhauSj  in  the  village,  with  view-terrace), 
at  the  entrance  to  the  Achental,  is  the  station  for  the  Zillertal 
(p.  135).  On  the  mountain-slope,  21/4  M.  to  the  W.,  is  Count  En- 
zenberg's  handsome  chateau  of  T^atzberg  (2080  ft.j  fine  view). 

•To  THE  AcHENSEE,  41/4  M.,  uarrow-gaugc  railway  (partly  on  the  rack- 
and-pinion  system),  eight  trains  daily  in  86  min.  ^  a  highly  attractive  excur- 
sion (fare  3,  down  2  K.  \  return-ticket  available  for  10  days  4  K.).  The 
railway  ascends  (16:1(X)),  with  a  pretty  view  on  both  sides  of  the  Inn 
valley,  via  the  station  of  Burgeck.  The  highest  point  of  the  line  (3180  ft.), 
where  the  toothed  rail  ends,  is  reached  at  (2  M.)  Ehen  (3060  ft. ;  Kirchenwirf), 
a  frequented  pilgrim-resort,  with  the  tomb  of  St.  Kothburga  (d.  1313). 
Beyond  (3  M.)  Maurach  the  line  descends  slightly  to  the  (4V4  M.)  terminus 
beside  the  Seespitg  Hotel,  3  min.  from  the  steamboat-pier.  The  dark-blue 
•Aohensee  (3030  ft. ;  51/2  M.  long,  ^/2  V..  broad)  is  the  finest  lake  in  "S. 
Tyrol.  A  steamboat  makes  the  circuit  of  the  lake  eight  times  daily  in 
li/s  hr.  On  the  S.W.  bank  is  the  Fertisau,  a  green  pasture  enclosed  by 
precipitous  mountains  and  frequented  as  a  summer-resort  (Fiirstenhaus , 
on  the  lake;  Hot.  Stefanie;  Alpenhof).  —  On  the  E.  bank,  towards  the 
N.  end,  is  the  B6tel  aeehqf,  1  M.  farther  on  is  the  H6ta  ScholcuHka,  and  at 
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the  end  is  May€r*i  Inn.  The  VnnUtz  (6816  ft. ;  easy  and  interesting)  may  be 
ascended  from  the  Scholastika  in  o  hrs.  —  The  scattered  houses  of  the 
village  of  Achenkirch  (Post,  3  M.  from  the  lake  \  Kern  \  Adler)  extend  almost 
to  the  N.  end  of  the  lake.  About  6  M.  farther  on,  beyond  the  village  of 
Achenwald  (Traube),  the  Tyrolese  frontier  is  reached  in  the  once  strongly 
fortified  defile  of  Aehen.    For  details,  see  Baedeker^i  Eastern  Alps. 

The  Zillertal.  From  Jenbach  to  (20  U.)  MayrhofM^  Railway  in  IV4  hr. ; 
2nd  class  3  K.  80,  3rd  cl.  4  JT.  40  A.  —  Quitting  Jenbach  the  train  crosses 
the  Inn  and  enters  the  Zillertal  at  (272  M.)  Strass.  5  M.  Oagering;  6  M. 
fu(7«n  (1785  ft. ;  ^Post ;  Stern  \  Zum  Aigner  ^  Sonne),  a  large  village  (940  inhab.), 
frequented  as  a  summer  •  resort.  The  railway  then  leads  vi4  Kapfing^ 
UdemSj  and  Ried^  and  at  (lOVtM.)  Kalienbach  (Post)  approaches  the  Ziller.  — 
15  M.  Zell  (1886  ft.  5  *Welsehwirt^  *Briki,  Greiderer,  on  the  right  bank  5  *Post, 
Daviter,  on  the  left  bank),  the  chief  place  (750  inhab.)  of  the  valley,  which 
is  here  broad  and  fertile,  lies  at  the  confluence  of  the  Oerlosbaeh  with  the 
Ziller.  To  the  E.  rise  the  Hainzsnherg  and  the  Oerlostoand  (7106  ft.):  to 
the  S.  the  Tristner  (9065  ft.)  and  the  Ingent  (9570  ft.).  [To  the  £.  of  Zell 
opens  the  Gerlos,  through  which  a  bridle-track  leads  to  the  Plnzgau  (to 
Krimml  8-9 hrs. ;  horse  18  f.«  guide,  11 JT.,  unnecessary),  via  (2V2  brs-)  Gerlos 
(Alpenrose;  Stockl;  Kammerlander)  and  thence  either  by  the  Cferlos  Pass 
(4875  ft.)  or  the  Pinzgauer  Platte  (5560  ft.).]  See  Baedeker's  Eastern  Alps. 

The  line  ascends  the  right  bank  of  the  Ziller,  via  (I71/2  M.)  Bilhel 

—  20M.  Mayrhofen  (2065  ft.  ^  *Neuhaus;  ^Stern;  *Alte  Post;  Krammer)^  the 
highest  village  in  the  lower  Zillertal,  is  beautifully  situated  in  a  green 
basin  amidst  lofty  mountains.  The  valley  divides  here  into  four  branches : 
E.  the  Zillergmnd,  S.E.  the  Stillup,  8.W.  the  Zemmtal,  W.  the  Tuxer- 
Tal.  Through  the  Tuxer-Tal  an  easy  and  interesting  bridle-path  leads 
via  (51/3  hrs.)  HinUr-Tux  (4900  ft. ;  Inn,  with  baths)  and  over  the  (272  hrs.) 
Tuxer  or  Schmimer  Joch  (7675  ft.)  to  the  Schmimer-Tal  and  (41/4  hrs.) 
St.  Jodok  on  the  Brenner  railway  (p.  145). 

Fbom  Hatbhofbn  to  Stbbzino  ovbb  thb  Pvitsohbb  Joch  (16  hrs. ;  two 
days),  interesting.  The  Zemmtal  is  worthy  of  a  visit  (to  Oinzling  3  hrs., 
to  the  Berliner  Hiitte  8-9  hrs. ;  guide  unnecessary).  Beyond  Mayrhofen  we 
cross  the  (10  min.)  Zillerbach  and  (V4  hr.  more)  the  Stillup-Bach  (fine  water- 
fall), and  turning  to  the  left  reach  the  (1/4  hr.)  Boehsteg  (2166  ft. ;  *Inn),  a 
covered  bridge  over  the  Zemmbaeh.  The  bridle-path  then  ascends  gradually 
through  the  *Domauberg-Klamm,  a  picturesque  valley  enclosed  by  lofty 
pine-clad  hills,  skirting  the  left  bank  of  the  Zemmbaeh,  which  is  preci- 
pitated in  numerous  cascades  through  a  rocky  ravine.  The  Karlsteg,  1^4  hr. 
from  Mayrhofen,  crosses  the  torrent,  which  here  dashes  wildly  over  huge 
rocks.  11/4  hr.  OinBling  (3280  ft. ;  Tipotsch;  Krdlt)  is  prettily  situated  on 
the  right  bank  of  the  Zemmbaeh.  The  path  crosses  again  to  the  left  bank 
and  ascends  via  the  Rosshag-Alp  (3696  ft.  1  Inn)  to  (2  hrs.)  BreitlahMr  (4070  ft. ; 
Eder^s  Inn),  opposite  the  mouth  of  the  Zemm-Qrund  or  Sehwarzenstein-Qrundy 
a  picturesque  valley,  in  which  a  highly  interesting  excursion  may  be  made 
to  the  (2V2  hrs.)  *  Berliner  HUUe  of  the  German  Alpine  Club,  grandly  situated 
on  the  Sehwarzenstein-Alp  (6725  ft. ;  inn  in  summer). 

Farther  on  the  path  ascends  the  Zamser-Tal,  at  first  rapidly,  to  the  (2V4hr8.) 
Dominieus-JSiltte  (5o25  ft. ;  inn),  beautifully  situated  opposite  the  entrance  of 
the  superb  SchlegeiS'Tal,  and  to  the  (2Vz  l^rs.)  Ffitscher  Jooh  (7375  ft.-, 
Inn).  We  then  descend  to  (2  hrs.)  8t.  Jacob  in  the  PfitscJter  -  Tal  (4760  ft.  •, 
Bainer^s  Inn)  and  thence  via  Wieden  and  Afers  to  (4  hrs.)  Sterzing  (p.  145). 

28  M.  Brizlegg  (1690  ft. ;  BrixUgger  Hof;  Herrenhaus ;  Vogl. 
Neuwirt;  Wolf,  at  the  station),  a  pleasantly  situated  summer-resort; 

—  291/2  M.  Raitenberg  (Post  or  Sonne ;  Ledererbrau),  an  old  town 
■with  a  picturesque  ruined  ch&teau.   Short  tunnel.  —  33  M.  Kundl. 

37 V2  M.  Worgl  (1665  ft. ;  Rail,  Rataurant,  R.  2  JT. ;  Rote),  the 
junction  of  the  Tyrol  and  Salzburg  line  (R.  10).  The  round  summit 
of  the  Hohe  Salve  (p.  122)  rises  from  the  Brixen-Tal  to  the  S. 
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Tiie  lailway  now  crosses  the  BriTcentaUr  Ache  and  at  Kirchbicfd 
passes  to  the  right  bank  of  the  Inn.  To  the  E.  rises  the  imposing 
Kaiser-Oebirge. 

47 M.  Kuf stein  (1600  ft. ;  Rail,  Restaurant;  Bavarian  and  Austrian 
castom-house  examination ;  Hotel  Oisela^  near  the  station ;  AuracJier 
Brda;  Post;  Eggerhrdu;  Drei  Kdnige')^  a  small  town  of  2900inhab., 
freqnented  as  a  sammer-resort.  An  interesting  visit  may  be  paid  to 
the  old  fortress  of  Oeroldseck.  Fine  view  from  the  CalvaritnJberg^  Va^* 
from  the  station.  About  ^4  ^*  f&rther  are  the  baths  of  Kienberg- 
klamm,  well  Atted  up  (pens.  5-6  K,), 

Walks  :  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Inn  to  the  Oh  hr.)  Klatue  (*Inn,  with 
fine  view)  and  the  Kdnig  Otto  Kapeile  (see  below) ;  to  the  top  of  the  (1  hr.) 
T%er^>erg  (fine  view  from  the  tower)  j  to  the  KaiHr-Tal^  etc. ;  see  Baedeker'' t 
Eastern  Alps. 

The  frontier  of  Tyrol  is  now  passed  in  the  Klause,  a  narrow  de- 
file. To  the  left,  the  pretty  Kdnig  Otto  Kapeile,  —  49  V2  M.  Kiefets- 
felden;  621/2  M.  Oberaudorf;  57  M.  Fischbach.  —  60  M.  Brannen- 
barg  (1550  ft. ;  ScMosswvrt,  in  the  vlUage),  beautifully  situated  at 
the  base  of  the  hills.  —  641/2  M.  Raubling, 

68  M.  Bosenheim  (1470  ft. ;  Rail,  Restaurant;  *Deut8cher  Kaiser 
and  Bismarekbad;  H&t,  Oreiderer;  Kdnig  Otto;  Deutsches  Haus; 
Zum  WendeUtein^  moderate),  the  junction  of  the  line  to  Munich  (in 
1 1/4-2  hrs.),  is  a  town  of  14,200  inhab.,  with  salt-works  and  saline - 
baths  (brine  conducted  hither  from  Reichenhall,  over  50  M.  distant). 
—  About  3/4  M.  from  the  station  are  the  Kaiserbad^  with  a  large 
park,  the  Bismarekbad,  Marienbad^  and  Dianabad,  all  with  hotel- 
pensions  and  salt  and  other  baths.  Pretty  view  from  the  (I/2  hr.) 
ScMossberg  (Restaurant). 

The  train  crosses  the  Inn,  passes  (72  M.)  Stephanskirchen,  the 
Simm-See  (88/4  M.  long),  with  the  station  of  (741/2  M.)  Krottenmiihle 
(Restaurant)  at  its  N.  end,  and  (78  M.l  Endorf,  and  then  runs  through 
a  hilly  district  to  (84  M.)  Prien  (1740  ft. ;  H6t,  Chiemsee,  at  the  sta- 
tion; Zur  Kampenwand;  Kronprinz;  Bayrischer  Hof),  a  summer- 
resort  in  the  smiling  Oriental, 

From  Prien  a  Steak  Tbahwat  runs  in  8  min.  to  (1  H.)  Stocky  the 
landing-place  of  the  steamer  on  the  Ghiemsee,  which  plies  nine  times  daily 
in  '^Ik'^x.  to  the  Herreninsel  and  seven  times  in  1/2  hr.  to  the  Fraueninsel 
(return-ticket  to  the  Herreninsel,  2nd  cl.  in  the  steam-tramway,  1st  cl.  on 
the  steamer,  1  UT  80  pf.).  —  The  Ohiemsee  (1700  ft.),  S'/z  M.  long  and  61/2  H. 
broad,  contains  three  islands:  the  large  HerreninsiA^  with  a  Benedictine 
monastery  (now  an  inn  and  brewery),  the  Fraueninsel^  with  a  nunnery,  and 
the  Krautinsel  (^vegetable-island^),  formerly  a  kitchen-garden  for  the  monks 
and  nuns.  There  are  also  a  fishing-village  and  an  inn  on  the  Fraueninsel. 
On  the  much  larger  Herreninsel  (9  H.  in  circumference)  rises  the  large 
^BohloM  Herrenomemsee,  begun  in  the  style  of  Louis  XIV.  by  King  Louis  II. 
after  the  model  of  Versailles,  but  not  completed  (adm.  from  1st  May  to 
16th  Oct.  daily  9-5,  fee  3  Ul,  closed  on  13th  June).  The  interior  is  fitted 
up  with  lavish  splendour.  The  lake  is  celebrated  for  its  fish.  The  banks 
are  low,  and  in  the  distance  to  the  S.  extends  the  long  chain  of  the  Bavarian 
and  Tyrolese  mountains. 

The  line  akirts  the  S.  bank  of  the  Chiemsee  and  passes  the  stations 
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of  Btmau,  Ueberste,  and  Bergen.  About  3  M.  to  the  W.  of  Bergen 
are  the  well-equipped  baths  of  Addholzen, 

101  M.  Traunstein  (1935  ft.5  *Trauntteiner  Hof,  *Krone,  both 
at  the  station;  ^Wiespaiter;  *Po8t)^  a  thriving  place  with  7500  In- 
hah.,  on  a  hill  above  the  Traun^  is  much  frequented  as  a  summer- 
resort.  The  Friedens-Denkmal,  the  Monument  of  King  Max  II.,  the 
Luitpold  Fountain  (1794),  and  the  handsome  marble  Liendl  Foun- 
tain (1526)  in  the  upper  Platz  may  be  inspected.  Mineral  and 
Saline  Baths,  with  large  garden  (pens.  4-8  Jlf),  The  extensive  salt- 
works are  situated  on  the  Traun ;  the  brine  is  conducted  here  from 
Reichenhall,  a  distance  of  22^2  M. 

Ill  M.  Teiaendorf,  with  the  ruin  of  Baachenberg,  119  M.  Frei- 
Zamn^  (Fockerei;  Maffei;  Bachinger),  is  the  last  Bavarian  station 
and  the  Junction  for  Reichenhall.  As  we  approach  Salzburg  the 
white  walls  of  Maria-Plain  (p.  102)  appear  among  the  woods  to  the 
left.   The  Salzach  is  crossed. 

123  M.  Salzburg,  see  p.  96. 


15.  From  Bregenz  to  Ixmsbmck.   The  Arlberg 

Eailway. 

Comp.  MapSy  pp.  138,  142. 

I86V3  H.  Railway  in  4V4-9  hrs.  (fares  i2K.  60,  IK.  60,  iK.  20A.;  ex- 
press 17  JT.  70,  11  jr.,  6Jr.  90 A.)-  —  The  *Arlborg  Railway  (Arlbergbahn), 
built  in  1880-84,  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  examples  of  monhtain- 
railway  engineering,  while  at  the  same  time  it  commands  a  series  of  mag- 
nificent views  (from  Blndenx  to  Langen  the  best  views  are  to  the  right, 
from  St.  Anton  to  Landeck  to  the  left).  The  steepest  gradient  on  the  W. 
side  (from  Bludenz  to  Langen)  is  81 :  100,  and  on  the  E.  side  (from  Landeck 
to  St.  Anton),  26 :  100. 

Bregeni.  —  Hotels.  *H6tel  Montfobt,  B.  21/2-5,  B.  V/*K.^  *HdT. 
ojc  l'Buboi'e,  B.  2-6,  B.  iK.,  both  at  the  station ;  Obbtbbbbzohibgbxb Hop, 
on  the  lake;  Wbissbs  Kbbuz,  Sghwbizebhof,  both  in  the  B6mer-8tr. ; 
Kbonb:  Post;  Ldws,  etc.  —  Hestanrantd.  *Railwap  Restaurant,  with 
view  of  the  lake  from  the  terrace;  Atuiria;  W^>erbeek.  Wine  at  F.  KinsU, 
Kirchgasse;  ^Old  Oerman*  Wine  Room,  opposite  the  station.  Beer  at  the 
ffirsch,  ForsterW&u,  etc. 

Bregenx  (1300  ft.),  the  capital  of  the  Vorarlberg  (district  'before 
the  Arlberg'),  the  Brigantium  of  the  Romans,  with  8200  inhab.,  lies 
at  the  base  of  the  Pfander,  at  the  E.  end  of  the  Lake  of  Constance 
(Ger.  Bodenaee).  The  Old,  or  Upper  Town,  of  irregular  quadrilateral 
shape,  situated  on  a  hill,  occupies  the  site  of  the  Roman  Castrum. 
The  handsome  Church,  with  an  ancient  tower,  is  situated  on  another 
hill  to  the  S.  The  Vorarlberg  Museum  (adm.  daily  9-12  and  2-5 ; 
50 /i.)  contains  natural  history  specimens,  coins,  and  Roman  anti- 
quities. The  Lake  Promenade  (band  in  the  afternoon)  affords  a  good 

survey  of  the  town  and  lake. 

The  *Gebhard8berg  (1966  ft. ;  ascent  36  mln. ;  carr.  there  and  back 
8  Jr.),  on  the  snmmit  of  which  are  the  scanty  ruins  of  the  castle  of  ffoJun- 
Bregeng,  a  small  church,  and  a  restaurant,  commands  an  extensive  prospect| 
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embracing  the  Lake  of  Constance,  the  valleys  of  the  Bregenzer  Ach  and 
the  Rhine,  and  the  snow  mountains  of  Appenzell  and  Olarus. 

The  *Pfllnder  (3490  ft.),  to  the  £.  of  Bregenz,  commands  a  still  more 
extensive  view.  The  best  path  (1^4-2  hrs.)  leads  via  the  Berg  Isel  (shooting 
range)  to  Weiuenreutey  and  then  ascends  to  the  right  through  wood  via 
Hintermooi  to  the  "HHel-Pemion  P/Under^  5  min.  below  the  summit. 

Fhox  Bbkoknz  to  the  Schbogkbn,  9-lOhrs.,  a  very  pleasant  expedi- 
tion through  the  Bregenzer  Wald.  Railway  to  Bezctu^  25  H.,  in  2V4  hrs. 
(2nd  class  2K.  QO,  3rd  class  IK.  lOh.)',  diligence  thence  to  (121/2  M.) 
Schoppemau  twice  daily  in  SVi  hrs.  (2  ^.  30  h.).  The  line  ascends  the 
narrow  and  wooded  valley  of  the  Bregenzer  Ach  vi&  (ISV^  ^•)  I^ngenau  and 
(151/2  M.)  Egg  to  (I8V2M.)  Andelsbwh  (2000  ft.  ^  Hot.  KOnig,  at  the  station, 
pens.  41/2  K,)y  a  scattered  village  with  the  Bad-Hotel  Andelsbuch  y*  H.; 
hydropathic  and  chalybeate  baths,  pens.  Sy^-iytK.)-  —  From  (21  M.) 
Schwarzenberg  (2080  ft.j  Rail.  Restaurant,  with  R.)  a  road  (omnibus  in  35  min., 
40  A.)  leads  to  the  right  to  (21/2  M.)  Schwarzenberg  (2275  ft.  ^  •Hirsch ;  Lamm), 
a  summer-resort,  charmingly  situated  at  the  foot  of  the  Hochdlple  (48l0  ft. ; 
ascent  of  21/2  hrs.,  easy  and  repaying).  The  present  terminus  of  the  rail- 
way is  (25  M.)  Bezau  (2019  ft.*.  Rail.  Restaurant,  with  B.;  Post;  Gemse), 
the  chief  nlace  of  the  'Innere  Wald\  Carriage-road  thence  vi&  (2V4  hrs.) 
Mellau  (23o5  ft.  \  Bar),  with  chalybeate  springs,  (1V«  hr.)  Schnepfau^  and 
(1  hr.)  Au  (Krone  \  Rossle),  to  (1  hr.)  Schoppemau  (2730  ft. ;  Krone),  where  it 
ends.  A  good  bridle-path  ascends  hence,  past  the  small  sulphur-baths  of 
Bop/rebenj  to  (2^/2  hrs.)  the  Schrdcken  (4135  ft. ;  inn),  a  little  village  in  a 
green  basin,  surrounded  by  mountains  rising  to  a  height  of  7000-8000  ft., 
covered  with  forest  and  pasture  at  their  bases  and  snow  on  their  summits. 

Mountain-paths  lead  in  various  directions  from  the  Schrocken: 

To  Stdben  on  the  Arlbeig,  5  hrs.  (guide  unnecessary),  a  good  bridle- 
I^ath  vi&  the  Auen/eld-Alp  to  (2V2  hrs.)  Lech  (4746  ft. ;  Krone),  prettily 
situated  at  the  base  of  the  Omethom  (XiSXi  ft.),  whence  a  fine  road  leads 
via  ZUrsch  and  the  Flexen-SatteH  (6775  ft.)  to  (21/2  hrs.)  Stvben  (]p.  140). 

To  Obbbstdobp,  81/2  hrs.  The  path  ascends  to  the  N.  via  (IV2  hr.) 
Krumbaeh  ob  ffolz  (5565  ft. ;  inn)  to  the  (1  hr.)  Qenischel-Joch  (6480  ft.)  at 
the  foot  of  the  Widderstein  (8305  ft. ;  ascended  in  1 1/2  hr.  from  the  pass ; 
attractive),  and  then  descends  through  the  Oentschel-Tal  to  (2  hrs.)  Mittel- 
berg  (3980  ft. ;  Krone ;  Zum  Widderstein),  the  principal  place  in  the  Kleine 
WaUer-Tal^  and  via  Eirschegg  and  Riezlem  (Inn)  to  the  WaUer  Behanzlt 
(inn,  good  wine)  and  (4  hrs.)  Oberstdorf.    See  Baedeker''*  Eastern  Alps. 

The  railway  skirts  the  Oebhardsberg  (p.  137),  crosses  the  Bre- 
genzer Achj  and  at  (21/2  ^0  Lauterach  enters  the  broad  valley  of  the 
Bfdne.   51/2  M.  8chwar%ach, 

71/2  M.  Dombim  (1495  ft.;  *H6t  Weiss,  at  the  station;  *H6t. 
Bhomberg;  Dombimer  Hof;  Mohreri),  the  largest  market-town  in 
the  Vorarlberg,  with  13,000  inhab.,  is  a  busy  place  upwards  of  2  M. 
long,  on  the  JDombimer  Ach.  It  consists  of  the  four  quarters  of 
Markt,  Oberdorf  (E.),  Haselstauden  (N.),  and  HaUerdorf{^.\  the 
last  two  are  railway-stations).  The  S.W.  horizon  is  bounded  by  the 
mountains  of  Appenzell,  the  Kamor  and  Hohe  Kasten,  the  snow- 
clad  Sentis,  and  the  indented  Gurfirsten. 

About  3  H.  to  the  8.E.  lies  the  GHtle  (1700  ft.),  with  a  cotton-mill,  a 
restaurant,  and  a  fountain  which  plays  to  a  height  of  180  ft.  About  i/s  M. 
farther  up  is  the  picturesque  *Rappenloch  Gorge,  through  which  dashes  the 
foaming  Ach.  The  return  may  be  made  vi&  the  Zanzenberg  (fine  views  \ 
IVx  hr.  to  Dombim). 

121/2  M.  HohenemB  (1420  ft;  Post),  a  weU-to-do  village  (6600 
Inhab.),  lies  at  the  foot  of  precipitous  rocks,  commanded  by  the 
ruins  of  Alt'  and  Neu-Bohcnems, 
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The  flat  alluvial  plain  of  the  Rhine  is  reUeved  at  places  by  rocky 
and  wooded  knolls,  the  chief  of  which  is  the  Kummehberg  (2190  ft.\ 
on  the  right.  —  Near  (I6V2  M.)  Ootais  (1400  ft.;  Ooldner  Adler)^ 
with  a  modem  Romanesque  church,  are  two  ruined  castles  of  the 
former  Counts  of  Montfort.  The  train  crosses  the  Frutzbach  to 
(2OV2  M.)  Bankweil  (1515  ft/;  Becht;  Zum  Schutien),  at  the 
entrance  to  the  Laternser-Tal. 

The  ascent  of  the  "^Hohe  Fresohen  (6580  ft.;  5-5V2  hrs.,  guide,  iOK., 
not  necessary  for  experts)  is  a  fine  excursion.  About  1/2  hr.  from  the  top 
is  the  Fresehenhatu  (inn  in  summer).  Magnificent  panorama  from  the 
summit,  embracing  the  Vorarlberg,  Glarus,  and  Appenzell  Alps,  the  Lake 
of  Constance,  etc. 

23  M.  Feldkirch  (1510  ft.;  *Po8t ;  Vorarlberger  Hof,  at  the 
station;  Bar,  with  beer-garden;  Ukpe;  Schdfle,  well  spoken  of; 
Railway  Reataurant)^  a  thriving  town  (4100  inhab.),  Y2  ^'  ^roni  the 
station,  is  commanded  by  the  ancient  castle  of  Schattenburg.  The 
Gothic  Churchy  erected  in  1487,  possesses  a  *Descent  from  the 
Cross  by  Wolfgang  Huber  (1521)  and  a  fine  pulpit  (1509).  Pleasure 
grounds  have  been  laid  out  at  the  upper  end  of  the  town,  near  the 

Ill-Klamm ;  and  adjacent  are  well-equipped  public  baths. 

A  fine  view  of  the  valley  of  the  Rhine,  from  the  Falknis  to  the  Lake 
of  Constance,  and  of  the  gorge  of  the  III,  is  obtained  from  the  "Kar- 
garetenkapf  (1830  ft.),  a  hill  1/2  br.  to  the  W.  of  Feldkirch,  on  the  left 
bank  of  the  111,  with  the  villa  and  grounds  of  the  Tschavoll  family.  (Ascent 
to  the  right  beyond  the  lower  bridge  over  the  111-,  adm.  daily,  except 
Frid.,  7-11  and  3-7  •,  free).  —  Similar  views  from  the  Veitskap/  on  the  Ar- 
detzenberg,  on  the  opposite  (N.)  side  of  the  gorge  of  the  111  (road  ascend- 
ing to  the  right  on  this  side  of  the  bridge;  20  min.). 

From  Fsldkikgh  to  Bdohs,  11  H..  railway  in  ^4  hr.  The  line  passes 
the  stations  of  Nendeln  and  Schcmn  (Linde),  and  near  Bucks  crosses  the 
Rhine  (comp.  Baedeker^s  Switzerland).  —  About  2  M.  to  the  S.  of  Schaan 
is  Vaduzy  the  capital  of  the  small  principality  of  Liechtenstein. 

Above  and  below  Feldkirch  the  111  has  forced  a  passage  through 
the  limestone  rocks  by  means  of  the  Upper  and  Lower  lU  Klamm. 
The  train  passes  through  a  tunnel,  enters  the  Upper  Klamm,  and 
crosses  the  111.  Before  (251/2  M.)  Frastant  the  valley,  now  called  the 
Inner  Walgau,  expands.  To  the  right  is  the  Samina-Tal,  and  farther 
»n,  at  (30  M.)  Nenzirig,  the  Oamperdon'Tal  opens  on  the  right,  and 
the  Orosse  Walter-Tal  on  the  left.   The  train  crosses  the  111. 

36V2M.  Bliidenz(1870ft.;  ^Bludmur  Hof,  Scesaplana,  Hdtel 
Arlberg,  near  the  station;  *Ei»eme8  Kreuz,  in  the  town),  a  prettily 
situated  little  town  of  4000  inhab.,  dominated  by  the  chateau  of 
Oayenhofen  (now  government  offices).  To  the  S.  is  the  picturesque 
ravine  of  the  Brandner-Taly  with  the  Scesaplana  and  the  broad 
snowy  saddle  of  the  Brandner  Olacier  in  the  background. 

The  *Hohe  Frassen  (6480  ft.^  3V3-4  hrs.  \  guide,  not  indispensable,  UK.) 
affords  an  admirable  view  of  the  Vorarlberg  and  Rhectian  Alps.  About 
i  hr.  below  the  summit  is  the  Pfcmaenknecht  Alp  (inn). 

To  THE  LuNBK  Sbb  AND  THB  ScBBAPLANA,  a  very  interesting  excursion 
6V2-6*/4  hrs.  to  the  lake;  guide  unnecessary).  A  carriage-road  crosses  the  111 
to  BUrt  and  ascends  the  charming  Bremdner-Tal  to  (SV*  hrs.)  Br<md  (3360  ft. ; 
Beck ;  Kegele),  prettily  situated  at  the  base  of  the  Uottenkopf.  Hence  a 
footpath  leads  vi&  the  (IV2  hr.)  8chattm-Lagant-Alp  to  the  picturesque 
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dark-green  ^Lflner  Bee  (6175  ft.).  On  the  W.  aide  is  the  (2  hrs.)  Dottfflass- 
HUtte  (inn  in  summer).  —  The  ascent  of  the  *Bcesaplana  (9735  ft.  ^  3hrs., 
with  guide).,  the  highest  peak  of  the  Bhsetikon  chain,  is  rather  fatiguing,  but 
not  difficult  for  moderately  experienced  walkers.    Splendid  *yiew. 

Above '  Bludenz  the  beautiful  Kontafon  Valley,  watered  by  the  111, 
opens  to  the  S.E.  The  chief  place  in  the  valley  is  (9  H.)  Schruns  (2260  ft. ; 
*TatU}e;  *LdtDe;  '*8tem),  a  picturesquely  situated  village,  frequented  as  a 
summer-resort,  reached  from  Bludenz  by  diligence  twice  daily  in  IV2  hr. 
(1  JT.  40 A.).  Various  excursions  may  be  made  hence:  past  the  monastery 
of  Oauenttein  to  the  (IV4  hr.)  top  of  the  BartholomUberg  (hue  view)  ^  through 
the  Qauer-Tal  to  the  (6  hrs.)  LUner  See  (see  above) ;  to  the  Sulzflvh  (9200  ft. ; 
71/2-8  hrs.^  with  guide)  via  the  Tiluuna-ffutte  (inn),  etc.  The  Bhsetikon 
chain,  dividing  the  Montafon  from  the  Pratigau  in  the  Grisons,  is  traversed 
by  several  passes,  a}l  rarely  used  (ScMapina-Jochy  St.  Antdnien-Joch^  Druten- 
ToTf  Schwexzer-ToTy  etc.).  —  The  road  (rough  at  places)  goes  on  above  Schruns 
via  (2  hrs.)  81.  Qallmkirch  (2730  ft.  ^  Adler:  Edssl)  and  (IV4  hr.)  Gaschum 
(3120  ft.-,  Rossi;  Krone)  to  (^4  hr.)  Pa<«nai  C3350  ft. ;  Essigwirt),  the  highest 
village.  Attractive  and  not  difficult  passes  lead  hence  over  the  Zeinitjoch 
(6095  ft.)  in  4  hrs.,  and  over  the  Bielerkdhe  (6830  ft.),  with  the  Madlenerhaus 
of  the  Oer.  Alp.  Club  (inn  in  summer),  in  6V2-7  hrs.,  to  Galtilr  (5790  ft. ; 
Bdssl),  the  highest  village  in  the  Paiznaun-Tal,  whence  a  carriage-road 
descends  via  (21/2  hrs.)  Ischgl  (4515  ft.^  Post;  Walschwirt)  and  (2  hrs.) 
Kappl  (L6we).to  (4  hrs,)  Fiant  (p.  141). 

The  Ablbebg  Railway  quits  the  HI  at  the  niinnery  of  8t,  Peter^ 
enters  the  Kloater-Taly  watered  by  the  Alfent,  and  ascends  along 
its  N.  side.  A  beautiful  view  up  the  valley  is  soon  disclosed ;  on  the 
left  rises  the  Rogelskopf  (7460  ft.).  431/2  M.  Bratt  (2315  ft.).  Via- 
ducts, cuttings,  and  tunnels  follow  each  other  in  rapid  succession. 
47  M.  HinUrgasse ;  50 1/2  M.  Dalaas  (3055  ft.),  300  ft.  above  the  viUage 
(Post;  Krone).  The  line  now  skirts  the  hillside  at  a  considerable 
elevation,  and  crosses  the  picturesque  Radona  Gorge  and  two  smaller 
torrents  (in  the  valley  to  the  right  is  WaU)  to  (541/2  M.)  Danofen. 
We  cross  the  StreubcLch,  traverse  two  snow-sheds,  and  cross  the 
Waldlitobel  by  a  single  -  arched  bridge  (206  ft.  high)  to  (58  M.) 
KWaterle  (3470  ft.  j  ♦Lowe),  at  the  mouth  of  the  narrow  Nenzigast-' 
Tal,  The  train  now  threads  a  tunnel,  550  yds.  long,  passing  under 
the  great  landsUp  of  1892.  —  591/2  M.  Langen  (3990  ft. ;  Bail. 
Bestcmrant  ^  Bovi^  pens,  from  6  /T.). 

Fbom  Lanobn  to  St.  Anton  bt  thb  Ablbbbo  (3  hrs.),  an  interesting 
route  for  pedestrians.  The  Arlberg  road  leads  vi&  (1/2  hr.)  Stuben  (4600  ft.; 
Alte  Post)  and  ascends  in  windings  to  the  (1  hr.)  Arlberg  Pass  (5910  ft.). 
Beyond  the  pass  (5  min.)  is  the  hospice  of  St.  Chrisioph.  The  road  descends, 
with  fine  views  of  the  Fervall-Tal  and  the  8tanzer-Tal,  to  (iVs  M.)  St.  Anton 
(p.  141). 

The  train  now  crosses  the  Alfenzbach  and  plunges  into  the  great 
♦Arlberg  Tunnel.  This  tunnel,  B^/g  M.  (or  10  V4  kilometres)  long, 
26  ft.  wide,  and  23  ft.  high  (3  M.  shorter  than  the  St.  Gotthard  Tunnel), 
cost  about  1,300,0002.  It  ascends  at  a  gradient  of  15 :  100  to  its 
highest  point  (4300  ft.;  1695  ft.  below  the  Arlberg  Pass),  and 
descends  thence  at  a  gradient  of  1 :  50  to  St.  Anton.  The  transit 
(very  smoky)  lasts  16-17  min.,  and  the  temperature  is  59-64^  Fahr. 
An  obelisk,  to  the  left  of  the  E.  end  of  the  tunnel,  bears  a  portrait 
in  relief  of  Jul.  Lott  (d.  1883),  the  first  chief  engineer  of  the  line. 
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69  M.  Bt.  Anton  (4270  ft.;  *Po$t,  R.  2-7,  pens.  6-9  JT.;  Adler, 

well  spoken  of),  the  highest  village  in  the  Bosanna-Tal^  is  freqnented 
as  a  health-resort.  —  The  railway  next  crosses  the  Rosanna  twice. 
71  M.  St.  Jacob.  To  the  right  is  the  Eiffler  (10,365  ft.),  with  its 
precipitous  glacier.  74  M.  Pettneu,  The  railway  now  crosses  to  the 
right  hank  of  the  Rosanna.  76  M.  Scknan,  near  the  month  of  the 
Scknaner  Klamm^  a  gully  of  the  Schnanerbacb.  We  cross  the 
Rosanna  twice  more.  —  771/2  M.  HirBcli  (3796  ft.;  Post)  is  pleas- 
antly situated  at  the  base  of  the  EUenspit%e  (9400  ft.).  The  valley 
contracts;  the  brawling  Rosanna  forms  several  waterfalls.  81 1/2  M. 
Slrengm  (3355  ft.).  Numerous  tunnels  and  viaducts  follow.  Straight 
on  opens  a  magnificent  view  down  the  valley ;  in  the  distance  rises 
the  pyramidal  Tschirgant.  An  imposing  *Brt(2p«,  280  yds.  long  and 
180  ft.  high,  crosses  the  Trisanna,,  which  issues  from  the  Patsnaun' 
Tal  (p.  140)  and  unites  with  the  Rosanna  to  form  the  Sanna. 
84V2  M.  Wiesberg  (3150  ft.),  with  an  old  castle.  The  line  is  now 
conducted  along  the  Maienwandj  high  above  the  Sanna,  by  a  series 
of  viaducts  and  cuttings. 

86 1/2  M.  Plans  (2990  ft.).  Below,  to  the  left,  lies  the  picturesque 
village  of  Plana  (2795  ft.;  Alte  Post;  Neue  Post);  above  it,  on  the 
verdant  Mlttelgebirge,  is  Orms  (3230  ft.),  at  the  base  of  the  huge 
Parseierspitze  (9965  ft.).  —  The  line  now  descends  the  right  bank 
of  the  Sanna  at  a  steep  gradient  to  (891/2  M.)  Landeck  -  Perfkicla 
and  then  crosses  the  rapid  Inn. 

;92  M.  Landeck  (2675  ft. ;  Bail.  Restaurant,  R.  21/2  ^0-  The  little 
town  (^Po8t,  R.  3-6,  B.  1  IT.),  1  M.  to  the  W.,  lies  on  both  banks 
of  the  Inn,  commanded  by  the  ancient  Schlon  Landeck.  Road  to 
Fimtermum,  see  R.  18.  Picturesque  walk  (2  hrs.  there  and  back) 
via  Perjen  to  the  Latter  Klamm,  a  ravine  with  a  fine  waterfall. 

The  railway  from  Landeck  to  Innsbruck  remains  on  the  right  bank 
of  the  Inn.  93  M.  Zatiu,  with  a  large  nunnery.  Passing  the  foot  of 
the  lofty  rock  crowned  by  the  ruins  of  Kroribwrg  and  traversing  a 
defile  by  means  of  rock-cuttings,  the  train  reaches  (98  M.)  Schonvoiei 
and  (103  M.)  Imst  (2310  ft. ;  Rail.  Reitawan£),  on  ground  reclaimed 
ftrom  the  Inn.  The  little  town  (2715  ft. ;  *Post ;  Sonne;  Lamm),  2  M. 
to  the  N.,  is  pleasantly  situated  at  the  entrance  to  the  Ourgler^TaL 
To  the  E.  rises  the  Tschirgant  (7770  ft.). 

A  carriageToad  (diligence  twice  daily  in  1^4  hr.)  traverses  the  shadeless 
Ourgler-Tal  via  Tamnz  to  (91/2  M.)  Nassereit  (2765  ft. ;  *Post\  where  the 
road  from  Telfi  (16  M.*,  see  p.  143)  via  Ohsteig  debouches  on  the  right.  — 
Fbom  Nassbbbit  to  Bedttb  via  the  Fern  PaUy  25  M.,  one  of  the  finest 
passes  between  Tyrol  and  Bavaria  (diligence  daily  in  5*/4  hrs.).  Passing  the 
chateau  of  Femstein  and  the  picturesque  Femttein  Lake^  with  the  ruins  of 
SigmuncUburg^  we  ascend  to  the  (I'A  hr.)  Fern  Facs  (3970  ft.';  Inn),  and 
thence  descend  past  the  Blind-See  and  Weiu-See  (fine  views  of  the  Wetter- 
stein  range)  to  (6  M.)  Lermoos  (3246  ft.;  *Po»t;  •Drei  Mohren%  prettily  situ- 
ated in  a  green  basin,  whence  a  road,  leads  to  Fartenkirchen  via  Oriesen 
(see  Baedeker^e  Eagtem  Alps).  Our  road  leads  vi&  Heiterwing  to  (26  M.) 
Beatte  r2796fk.;  Fosi;  Hirsch;  Adler\  a  considerable  village  on  the  Lech. 
About  s/4  hr.  to  the  E.  are  the  picturesque  *8tn%ben  FdlU,  to  the  left  of  the 
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road  from  Beutte  to  the  (IV2  hr.)  Plansee  and  (61irs.)  PartentircT^en.  —  To  the 
Upper  Lecktalf  ffohentchtoanffau,  etc.,  see  Baedeker's  Etuteiii,  Alps. 

A  visit  to  the  Fitztal,  a  valley  opening  to  the  S.  of  Imst,  is  recom- 
mended, especially  to  less  ambitious  travellers  who  desire  to  obtain  a 
glimpse  at  the  Oetztal  glacier -region.  A  cart-track,  beginning  at  the 
station,  ascends  to  O/2  hr.)  Arzl^  finely  situated  at  the  foot  of  the  Burg- 
stall  (3440  ft.),  and  thence  via  (IV2  hr.)  Wenns  (3195  ft.;  Ochsj  Post;  Adler) 
and  (4  hrs.)  St.  Leonhard  (4580  ft.;  Sonne;  Post)  to  (2V2  hrs.)  Plangeros 
(5300  ft.;  inn)  and  (1  hr.)  Hittelberg  (5690  ft. ;  Kirschner's  Inn\  the  last 
hamlet,  beautifully  situated  in  view  of  the  huge  *MitMberg  Qlader^  the 
grand  ice-fall  of  which  extends  3  H.  farther  to  the  bottom  of  the  valley. 
In  the  Taschach-Tal,  6  H.  to  the  S.W.,  is  the  imposing  Taschach  Glacier.  — 
Various  passes  lead  from  Mittelberg  to  the  neighbouring  valleys.  To  Sdlden 
via  the  Piiztaler  or  Rettenbach-Joch  (9830  ft. ;  7  hrs. ;  guide  10  Z.),  laborious. 
The  route  to  Vent  via  the  "Tau/kar-Joch  (10,530  ft.;  8-9  hrs.;  guide  16 iT.) 
is  preferable;  on  the  Karleskdpfej^  3  hrs.  from  Mittelberg,  is  the  finely- 
situated  Braunschtoeiger  BUtte  (9050  ft.;  Inn  in  summer).  —  Via  the  Oel- 
grttben-Joch  (^l&^  ft.)  to  Oepatsch  (71/2 hrs.;  guide  14iSr.),  attractive  and  not 
difficult:  via  the  beautiful  Taschach  Olaeier  to  the  (3  hrs.)  Taschach-HUtte 
(7980  ft. ;  Inn  in  summer),  in  a  magnificent  situation,  and  thence  across 
the  Sechsegerten  Ferner  to  the  pass,  whence  we  descend  over  debris  and 
grassy  slopes  to  the  Oepatsch-Saus  (p.  164).  For  details,  see  Baedeker''* 
Eastern  Alps. 

Beyond  Jmst  the  train  crosses  the  Pitzhach  by  a  bridge,  130  ft. 
in  height  (to  the  left,  the  village  of  Karres^  with  its  slender  Gothic 
church-tower).  The  line  is  here  carried  along  the  sheer  precipices 
on  the  right  bank  of  the  Inn.  From  (106  M.)  Roppen  (Klocker) 
a  road  runs  over  the  hill  to  (l^/^  hr.)  Oetz  (see  below).  A  bridge, 
130  yds.  long  and  65  ft.  high,  crosses  the  Oetztaler  Ache,  affording 
a  fine  view  of  the  Oetztal  with  the  Acherkogel,  to  the  right,  and  of 
the  Tschirgant  and  Weisse  Wand,  to  the  left. 

108  V2  M.  Oetztal  (2256  ft;  *  Oetztaler  Bof,  with  carriages  for 
hire)  is  the  station  for  the  Oetztal, 

The  *Oetztal,  the  longest  lateral  valley  of  the  Inn,  well  watered  and 
remarkable  for  the  varied  charms  of  its  scenery,  is  broad  and  fertile  in 
the  lower  part,  contracts  higher  up  to  a  succession  of  wild  ravines,  and  in 
its  highest  region  branches  off  in  several  arms  towards  the  S.,  terminating 
in  a  vast  expanse  of  snow  and  glacier.  A  diligence  plies  from  Oetztal 
station  twice  daily  to  Oetz  (l>/4hr.;  80  A.),  to  Umhausen  (S^A  hrs.s  2  K.), 
to  (15  H.)  Langenfeld  (51/2  hrs. ;  3  JT.  20  A.),  and  to  (241/2  H.)  Sdlden  (9  hrs. ; 
5  JT.  80  h.).  —  The  road  leads  alon?  the  right  bank  of  the  Oettialer  Ache 
to  (31/2  M.)  Oetz  C2690  ft.;  •Kasslwirt,  pens.  5V2-7Jr.;  Stern),  a  thriving 
village  and  summer-resort.  At  Hdbichen  we  cross  the  Ache,  and  ascend  via 
(2V4  H.)  Tumpen  (Acherkogl  Inn)  and  (6  M.)  Umhausen  ^00  ft. ;  Krone). 
About  2  M.  to  the  S.E.  is  the  beautiful  Stuiben  Fall.  —  We  now  enter 
the  wild  defile  of  Maurach^  and  beyond  a  short  ascent  reach  a  broad 
green  plateau  in  which  lie  the  hamlets  of  Au  and  Dorf^  and  farther  on 
(6V2  M.)  Langenfeld  (8860  ft.;  •Hirseh;  *8tem\  at  the  mouth  of  the  Sulz- 
icU,  from  which  the  rapid  Fischhach  issues  (V4  M.  from  the  Hirsch  is  the 
well-equipped  Kvrhad  LSngenfeld,  with  sulphureous  springs).  Above  (2  M .) 
Huben  the  valley  contracts.  Crossing  the  Ache  beyond  the  (3V2  H.)  Asch- 
bach  Inn^  we  reach  (31/3  M.)  Bdlden  (4465  ft.;  Qrilner  zum  Alpenverein; 
Unterwirt  Ostrein;  Oberwirt  RimnU),  charmingly  situated.  To  Mittelberg 
via  the  Pitztaler-Jdchl^  see  above.  —  From  Solden  we  proceed  by  a  rough 
cart-track  through  a  grand  rocky  ravine  of  the  Ache  called  the  KUhlreien, 
At  the  (1  hr.)  hamlet  of  Zwieselstein  (4830  ft. ;  Unterwirt  Prantl ;  Traube), 
at  the  foot  of  the  Mderkogel  (10,385  ft.),  the  valley  divides  into  the  Gurgler- 
SToJ,  to  the  left,  and  the  Venter-Tal,  io  the  right. 
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The  path  into  the  Vbmtsb-Tal  crosses  the  Ache,  and  follows  a  stony 
slope  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Venter  Ache  to  (2  hrs.)  HeiUg-Kreuz  (5376  ft.) 
and  to  (2  hrs.  more)  Vent  (6250  ft.  ^  Zttm  Curat;  TappHner)^  an  Alpine 
hamlet  at  the  foot  of  the  TaUeitspitge  (11,175  ft.),  which  divides  the  valley 
into  two  branches.  The  route  vi&  the  Hochjoch  (9465  ft.)  to  (8  hrs.)  Umer 
Frau  leads  through  the  Rofen-Tal  or  W.  arm;  that  via  the  Ifiederjoeh 
(9990  ft.)  to  f7  hrs.)  Unser  Frau,  through  the  Nieder-Tal  or  E.  arm.  From 
Unur  Frau  iidlO  ft.  \  Adler)  a  bridle-path  descends  the  pretty  SchndUer-Tal 
to  (11/4  hr.)  Kartham  and  (1  hr.)  Neu-Batteu  (3085  ft.;  Flora),  whence  a  road 
leads  through  a  picturesque  rocky  goi^e  to  (6  M.)  NcUvmt^  on  the  Vintsch- 
gau  post-road  (p.  156;  diligence  twice  daily  in  IV2  hr.  to  Meran). 

From  Vent  to  Mittelberg  vi&  the  Tai^ar-Joeh^  see  p.  142.  —  The  route 
into  the  Gdbqlkr-Tal,  crossing  the  Gurgler  Ache  at  Zwieselstein,  ascends 
abruptly  on  the  left  bank,  but  (1  hr.)  above  the  mouth  of  the  TimmUfaeh 
(p.  153)  returns  to  the  right  bank.  We  again  cross  the  stream  twice,  pass 
the  chalets  of  PiUberg  and  Kifnigsrain,  and  reach  (2  hrs.)  Ober-Ourgl (6260  ft.-, 
*8cheiberU  Inn)^  the  loftiest  village  in  Tyrol,  situated  in  the  midst  of  imposing 
scenery.    For  excursions  and  ascents,  see  Baedeker**  Eattem  Alps. 

Beyond  Oetztal  Station  the  valley  of  the  Inn  expands.  On  a  hill 
to  the  right,  beyond  (110  M.)  Haiming,  is  the  chateau  of  Petersberg. 
—  II3V2M.  8ilz  (2130ft.;  RaUway  Inn);  lldl/aM.  Motz;  II8V2M. 
Stams.  In  the  village,  1  M.  to  the  S.,  is  an  extensive  Cistercian 
convent,  founded  in  1271  by  Elizabeth,  mother  of  Gonradin,  the  last 
of  the  Hohenstaufen.  To  the  N.  are  the  massive  limestone  crags  of 
the  Mieminger  Mt8,  and  the  Hohe  Munde  (8730  ft.). 

117 V2M.  Rietz.  —  I2OV2  M.  Telfa  (2045  ft;  Seiser,  at  the  station ; 
Post;  Lowe;  Traube;  Schdpfer'e),  a  viUage  of  2700  inhab.,  8/4  M.  to 
the  N.  of  the  station.  From  Telfs  a  picturesque  road  leads  vi4  Obet' 
Mieming  (Post)  and  Obsteig  to  Nassereit  (p.  141). 

124  M.  Zirl  (Zur  Martinswand,  at  the  station).  The  village 
(2036  ft.;  Lowe;  Post)  is  picturesquely  situated  on  the  left  bank  of 
the  Inn,  1  M.  to  the  N.,  overlooked  by  the  ruined  castle  of  Fragen- 
stein.   The  Calvarienberg  commands  a  beautiful  view ;  to  the  S.  rise 

the  jagged  peaks  of  the  Sellrain,  to  the  E.  the  Solstein  (8330  ft.). 

Below  Zirl  the  Xartinswand  (3660  ft.),  the  legendarv  scene  of  a  perilous 
adventure  of  Emp.  Maximilian  I.  while  hunting,  in  1493,  rises  perpendic- 
ularly from  the  valley.  The  spot  where  the  emperor  was  in  danger  is 
marked  by  a  cross  in  a  small  cavern,  now  accessible  to  steady  waJkers 
by  a  safe  and  easy  path  (IV4  hr.  from  the  station). 

From  Zikl  to  Mittbnwald,  17  M.,  diligence  daily  in  41/2  hrs.,  via 
Se^eld  (3860  ft.;  Post)  and  Schamitz  (Adler).    See  BaedekerU  Eattem  Alps. 

The  line  now  skirts  the  Inn  and  crosses  the  Melach  to  (180  M.) 
Kematen,  at  the  entrance  to  the  SeUrain  -  Tal.  In  a  picturesque 
gorge,  IVj  M.  to  the  S.E.,  are  the  Kaiser  Ferdinand  Waterfalls. 
I32V2M.  Fofo,  situated  among  orchards ;  I36V2M.  Wittm  (p,  131). 

I36V2  M.  InnsbriLckj  see  p.  128. 


16 »  From  Innsbruck  to  Botzen  by  the  Brenner. 

Comp.  Maps,  pp.  134,  142^  162. 

83  M.  Railway  in  3V2-6V3  hrs.  (fares  11  K.  80,  8  JT.  80,  6  X  80  A.  ^  ex- 
press 15  K.  SO.  11  K.  50,  7  it.  60  A.).  Best  views  to  the  right  as  far  as  the 
£isak  bridge  below  Sterzing;  beyond  it,  generally  to  the  left. 
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The  Brenner  (4490  ft.),  the  lowest  pass  over  the  main  chain  of  the  Alps, 
is  traversed  b7  the  oldest  of  the  Alpine  routes,  onoe  used  by  the  Romans, 
and  rendered  practicable  for  carriages  in  1772.  The  railway,  opened  in 
jt867,  one  of  the  grandest  works  of  the  kind  (30  tunnels ;  60  large,  and 
many  smaller  bridges),  is  the  shortest  route  between  Central  Germany  and 
Italy.  The  steepest  gradient,  1 :  40,  occurs  between  Innsbruck  and  the 
summit ;  and  thence  to  Sterzing  the  gradient  is  1 :  44.  The  most  interesting 
parts  of  the  line  are  between  Innsbruck  and  Oossintass^  whence  Soehicieden 
should  be  visited  (p.  145). 

Innsbruck  (1880  ft.),  see  p.  128.  The  train  passes  the  abbey  of 
Wittm  (right),  traverses  a  tunnel  750  yds.  long  under  Berg  IscL,  and 
then  the  Sonnenburg  Tunnel  (270  yds.),  and  crosses  the  8iU  by  a 
stone  bridge,  78  ft.  in  height.  Further  on  it  runs  through  the  narrow 
Wipptal,  high  above  the  brawling  river.  On  the  left  bank  is  the  Bren- 
ner road,  which  a  little  farther  on  crosses  the  bold  Stefans-Brucke 
over  the  Rutzbach,  issuing  from  the  Stubai-Tal ;  to  the  S.  rises  the 
finely-shaped  Waldrcuter-Spitse  (8920  ft.).  Five  more  tunnels  fol- 
low before  (6  M.)  Patsch  (2570  ft.  j  footpath  to  Schonberg  in  1/2  ^r.  j 
see  p.  134). 

The  *8tubai-Tal  stretches  for  about  20  M.  to  the  S.W.,  in  the  direction 
of  the  central  Oetstal  mountains.  Electric  narrow-gauge  railway  from  Inns- 
bruck to  Fulpmes  in  1  hr.  (fare  3  or  2  K.).  Beginning  at  the  station  of  Wiltm- 
Stubai  (comp.  Plan  of  Innsbruck,  C.  7)  the  line  ascends  along  the  Brenner 
road  (fine  views  of  the  Inn  valley)  and  enters  the  Silltal  to  the  W.  of 
Berg  Isel.  It  then  diverges  to  the  right  via  0  M.)  Natters  and  (4  M.)  Mutters^ 
two  well-to-do  villages  and  summer-resorts,  picturesquely  situated  at  the 
foot  of  the  Saile,  and  descends  via  Kreith  ana  Te^et  to  (ilV4  M.)  Fulpmes 
(3065  ft.;  *S6ta  Btubaiy  first  class*,  Lute;  P/wtschelUr),  a  thriving  place 
with  iron  manufactories  (road  via  Miedera  to  SehSnherg^  see  p.  134).  A 
carriage-road  ascends  hence  to  (IVshr.)  Newtifi  (3256  ft. ;  ^Salzburger;  Hofer), 
where  the  valley  forks  into  the  Oberberg^  on  the  right,  and  the  Unterberg^  on 
the  left.  A  pleasant  excursion  may  be  made  up  the  Oberberg  to  the  (41/2  hrs.) 
Franz -8€nn-HiUt€  of  the  German  Alpine  Club  (7120  ft.),  finely  situated 
near  the  foot  of  the  great  Alpeiner  Glacier.  —  About  3  hrs.  above  Keustift, 
in  the  Unterbeig  or  main  valley,  lies  the  hamlet  of  Ranalt  (4130  ft.  \  inn), 
3  hrs.  from  which,  in  the  Langentaly  is  the  NUmberger  Siltte  of  the  German 
Alpine  Club  (7535  ft.;  inn  in  summer;  ascents  and  passes  thence,  see  Ba«- 
dekerU  Eattem  AJp$).  An  attractive  expedition  from  Ranalt  leads  vi&  the 
Mutlerberger  Alp  to  the  (3V2  hrs.)  Dradner  HUtte  in  the  Obere  Fernau 
(7570  ft. ;  *Inn  in  summer),  and  over  the  *Bildtt6eil-Joch  (10,290  ft.)  to 
(7  hrs.)  Sdlden  (p.  142;  guide  from  Keustift,  70  K.).  The  top  of  the  pass 
commands  a  fine  view  of  the  Stubai  and  Oetztal  Alps. 

Three  more  tunnels,  including  the  Miihlbach  Tunnel  (960  yds.), 
the  longest  on  the  line.  Near  Matrei  the  line  penetrates  the  Matreier 
Schlossberg  and  crosses  the  Sill.  I2V2  M.  Matrei (3240 ft.;  Krone; 
Stem;  Rose)^  a  beautifully  situated  village,  with  the  chateau  of 
Trautson;  the  property  of  Prince  Auersperg.  On  the  small  Tebener 
See,  1  M.  to  the  N.E.,  is  the  ^Pension  Kraft  (6-10  JT.).  —  15i/2  M. 
Bteinaoh  (3430  ft.).  The  vlUage  (Steinacherhof;  *Stembock;  '^Post; 
Wilder  Manrkf  moderate),  much  visited  as  a  summer-resort,  lies  on 
the  left  bank  of  the  Sill,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Oschnitztal. 

The  line  now  begins  to  ascend  rapidly  on  the  E.  side  of  the 
vaUey  and  then,  near  the  village  of  Stafflach  (3610  ft.),  enters  the 
Schmimer'Tal,    (Above  us,  on  the  other  side  of  the  valley,  is  seen 
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the  moutli  of  a  tunnel  throngh  which  we  afterwards  pass.)  To  the 
right  opens  the  VaUer-Taly  with  the  village  and  station  of  (I81/2  M.) 
8t.  Jodok  (Lamm)  at  its  entrance  (over  the  Tftxer-Joch  to  the  ZiUer- 
tal^  see  p.  135).  The  line  crosses  the  Schmimer  Bctch^  penetrates 
the  hiU  between  Schmirn  and  Yals  by  means  of  a  carved  tunnel, 
and  crosses  the  Valser  Back  (view  of  the  Tux  glaciers  to  the  left). 
The  train  next  ascends  the  S.  slope  of  the  valley  (to  the  right,  225  ft. 
below,  lies  the  route  already  traversed),  regains  the  Silltal  through 
another  curved  tunnel,  and  runs  towards  the  S.,  high  above  the  river. 
—  22  M.  Ories  (4115 ft.);  the  viUage  (3810  ft.;  Aigner,  Rose),  lies 
below,  at  the  mouth  of  the  pretty  Ohemberg'Tal, 

The  line  describes  a  long  curve,  high  above  the  Silltal,  passing 
the  small  green  Brenner-See  (4300  ft.)  and  crossing  the  Vennaback. 
The  Sill  is  now  crossed  for  the  last  time,  and  we  reach  the  station 
of  (25  M.)  Brenner  (4490  ft. ;  Buffet),  on  the  watershed  between 
the  Black  Sea  and  the  Adriatic.  At  the  railway-station  is  a  memorial 
to  K,  von  Etzel  (d.  1865),  builder  of  the  Brenner  Railway.  On  the 
road  opposite  is  the  "^Brenner  Post  Hotel,  frequented  in  summer. 

The  Eisak  descends  in  several  falls  to  the  right  of  the  station.  — 
27  V2  M.  Brennerbad  (4390  ft.;  *  Grand  Hdtel  Brennerbad,  first  class, 
R.  0-9,  B.  11/2, 1).  5,  pens.  9-18  K, ;  H6t.  Oeizkoflerhaus,  less  pretend- 
ing), with  indifferent  thermal  springs  (68^  Fahr.).  The  line  then 
descends  rapidly  by  means  of  a  long  embankment  and  two  tunnels 
to  (301/2  M.)  ScheUeberg  (4070  ft.).  One  of  the  most  curious  parts 
of  the  line  is  between  this  point  and  Gossensass,  which  lies  580  ft. 
below  ScheUeberg.  The  line  turns  suddenly  to  the  right  into  the 
Pflertchtal,  which  opens  here,  gradually  descends  on  its  N.  slope, 
enters  the  hillside  by  the  curved  Aster  Tunnel,  840  yds.  long,  and 
emerges  lower  down,  but  in  an  opposite  direction.  A  fine  view  of  the 
Pflerschtal  glaciers,  with  the  Feuerstein,  Schneespitze,  etc.,  is  ob- 
tained to  the  right  on  emerging  from  the  tunnel. 

36  M.  GossenBasB  (3610  ft. ;  *H6t  Grobner,  R.  2-5,  D.  4,  pens. 
8-12  Jr.;  *Wielandhof,  pens.  7-10  JT.;  *Avkenthaler;  several  pen- 
sions), a  favourite  summer-resort,  lies  at  the  foot  of  the  Huhner' 
spiel  (9025  ft.),  which  is  frequently  ascended  for  the  sake  of  the 
view  (41/2  hrs.;  good  path,  no  guide  required).  An  exquisite  view 
of  the  Pflerschtal  is  obtained  from  (1/2  hr.)  *Hochwieden  (4590  ft. ; 
Restaurant).    Swimming-bath  near  the  station. 

The  railway  crosses  the  Eisak  at  the  influx  of  the  Pflerschbaeh, 
follows  the  old  bed  of  the  river  for  some  distance,  and  then  leads 
high  up  on  the  left  side  of  the  narrow  wooded  valley.  We  now  enter 
the  broad  basin  of  — 

40  M.  BteTsing  (3110  ft.;  ^Stoetter's  Hotel,  at  the  station,  with 
baths,  R.  IV2-3,  pens.  6  JT.;  *8terzinger  Hof;  *AUe  Post;  *Neue  Post; 
Krone;  Mondtehein).  The  clean  Uttle  town  (1700  inhab.),  with  its 
picturesque  old  buildings,  arcades,  balconies,  and  turrets,  lies  ^3  ^* 
from  the  station,  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Eisak,  which  is  confined 
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between  strong  embankments.   The  town  owes  its  prosperons  ap- 
pearance to  the  mines  formerly  worked  here. 

The  ^Bosskopf  (7190  ft.  \  fine  view)  may  be  ascended  from  Sterzing  in 
372  hrs.  (marked  paths  ^  guide  unnecessary).  About  V^  ^^-  from  the  top  is 
the  Bosskopf-HUtte  (rftnts.).  —  Over  the  Penser  Joch  to  Botzen,  see  p.  149; 
over  the  Pfitseher  Joeh  to  the  Zillertal,  see  p.  135;  over  the  Jaufen  to  Meran, 
see  p.  153. 


A  road   (omn.  thrice  daily  to   Mareit  in  IV4  hr. ;  1  K.)  leads  through 
'  _  W.,  via  (21/4      ; 

Hotel  (in  the  vicinity,  the  *OU/enklamm  or  Marmorklamm ;  72  ^^•)  to  (27*  ^0 


the  Bidnaun-Tal,  vt'hich  opens  here  to  the  w.,  via  (274  M.)  Wiedner''t 


Mareit  (Stern).  Thence  a  bridle-path  (marked)  goes  on  to  (I72  hr.)  Ridnaun 
(4430  ft. ;  *Sonklarhof),  whence  a  very  interesting  excursion  may  be  taken 
to  the  UeheUal  Glacier^  with  guide  (to  the  Grohmann-Hiitte  5,  Teplitzer 
Hiitte  6,  Becherhaus  9  K.').  We  proceed  via  (8/4  hr.)  Mayem  to  the  (372  hrs.) 
Qrohmann-HUtte  QTlb  ft.),  splendidly  situated  opposite  the  end  of  the  grand 
*  Ueheltal  Glacier.  About  1  hr.  farther  up  is  the  Teplitzer  Hiitte  (8695  ft.), 
with  a  magnificent  view.  On  the  Becher  (10,470  ft.),  372-4  hrs.  from  the 
Teplitzer  Hiitte,  is  the  Kaiterin  Elizabeth  Schutzhaus  (Inn  in  summer),  the 
starting-point  for  a  number  of  grand  mountain  -  ascents  (Wilde  Freiger^ 
fSonklarspitze,  ZuckerhUtl,  etc.)  and  passes ;  see  Baedeker*s  Eastern  Alps. 

The  train  crosses  the  Pfitscher  Bach  and  runs  between  river  and 
rock,  close  under  the  castle  of  Sprechemtein.  On  the  opposite  bank 
rise  the  castles  of  Thumburg  and  Reifemtein^  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Uidnaun-Tal  (see  above),  at  the  head  of  which  rise  the  lofty  snow-clad 
Botzer,  Sonklarspitze,  and  Freiger.  The  line  traverses  the  marshy 
Sterzinger  Moos  by  a  long  embankment  and  reaches  (42^2  M.)  Freien- 
feld.  On  the  left  lies  the  picturesque  chateau  of  Welfenstein,  45  M. 
Mauls;  471/2  M.  Qrasstein,  The  train  now  enters  a  narrow  defile,  in 
which  lies  (50  M.)  Mittewald^  where  Marshal  Lefebvre  was  defeated 
by  the  Tyrolese  under  Haspinger  and  Speckbacher  in  1809.  At 
Oberau  550  of  Lefebvre's  Saxon  troops  were  taken  prisoners,  and 
the  pass  is  still  called  the  Sachsen-Klemme. 

The  mouth  of  the  defile,  called  the  Brixener  Klause^  near  Vnterau 
(2510  ft.),  was  strongly  fortified  in  1833-38.  The  works  (Franzens- 
feste),  which  are  very  conspicuous  when  seen  from  the  S.,  command 
the  Brenner  route  and  the  entrance  to  the  Pustertal.  621/2  M. 
Franzensfeste  Station  (2450  ft.;  *RaiL  Restaurant')  lies  upwards  of 
1  M.  to  the  N.  of  the  fortress.   Pustertal  Railway^  see  R.  22. 

To  the  left  in  the  valley  below,  beyond  the  hill,  is  the  Augustine 
monastery  of  Neustiftj  founded  in  1141.  To  the  right,  near  (57 V2  M.) 
Vahrn  (*Pen8.  Villa  Mayr;  Waldsacker),  opens  the  Schalderer-Tal^ 
in  which  lies  the  (3  M.)  unpretending  Bad  Schalders,  The  vegetation 
assumes  a  more  southern  character,  and  vineyards  and  chestnuts 
begin  to  appear. 

591/2  M.  Brixen  (1860ft.;  Rail.  Restaurant^  with  rooms;  *El' 
ephantj  R.  2-4,  pens.  7-8  K,]  Kreuzj  Perhs,  Alexandra^  Villa  Qaxser, 
Budolfsheim,  and  others;  JDr.  von  Quggenherg's  Hydropathic^  pens. 
8-13  ^.),  for  nine  centuries  the.  capital  of  a  spiritual  principality, 
which  was  suppressed  in  1803,  is  still  an  episcopal  see.  Pop.  5400. 
The  15th  cent.  Cathedral,  with  its  two  copper-roofed  towers,  was 
rebuilt  in  1754.  To  the  right  are  the  cloisters,  containing  old  mural 
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paintingB  and  tombstones.  At  the  S.W.  end  of  the  town  is  the  Epi$- 
copal  Palace^  with  an  extensive  garden. 

Ther  Eisak  is  again  crossed.  To  the  left,  at  the  entrance  to  the 
Aferer  Tal,  stands  the  church  of  (61  M.)  AUbeins.  At  (64  M.)  VIM- 
no8  (1770  ft.)  opens  the  Vilbw9-Tal^  with  the  jagged  QeUUfipii%en 
(9930  ft.)  in  the  background. 

65  M.  Klausen  (1715  ft. ;  ^Lamm,  R.  1 V2-2  K. ;  Krone;  Alte  Post), 
consisting  of  a  single  narrow  street,  and  lying  in  a  defile,  as  its  name 
imports ,  has  always  been  regarded  as  an  important  military  point. 
The  Benedictine  nunnery  of  Sdhtn  (2350  ft.),  crowning  the  cliffs  on 
the  right,  was  a  baronial  castle  until  1685.  A  painted  crucifix  on 
the  N.  tower  was  placed  there  in  memory  of  a  nun  who  was  pursued 
by  the  French  in  1809  and  threw  herself  from  the  battlements. 

99  M.  Waidbruck  (1545  ft.;  ^Krone;  *8onne;  Lamm)  lies  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Orodener-Tal.  To  the  left,  high  above  it,  rises  the 
Trosthurg  (2040  ft.),  the  property  of  Count  Wolkenstein. 

The  GT6d6iier-TfU,  is  a  narrow  valley,  18  M.  in  length,  watered  by  the 
Orddener  -SadSk  and  enclosed  by  massive  dolomites.  The  local  dialect  is 
^Ladin''  (p.  16T),  but  German  is  commonly  understood.  A  diligence  plies 
thrice  daily  in  31/4  hrs.  from  Waidbruck  to  (7  M.)  St.  Ulrieh  (4066  ft.  j 
*Bdssl;  *Adler;  Marien-Gasthaus;  Hdt.  Madonna),  the  chief  village  in  the 
valley,  with  extensive  depots  of  wood -carvings.  —  To  the  £.  rise  the 
Langkofel  and  Sella.  A  road  leads  hence  vi&  (li/s  hr.)  St.  Christina  (inn) 
to  (V4  hr.)  Si.  Maria  in  WotkeMtein  (5128  ft.-,  *H6t.  Oswald  von  Wolken- 
stein; Hirsch;  SLrone),  the  last  village.  Thence  over  the  Orffdmer-JifcM 
to  Enneberff  (to  Gorvara  8V2  hrs.),  see  p.  167.  —  To  Fassa  ovbk  the  Sblla- 
JocH  (to  Campitello  41/2  hrs.),  attractive.  The  bridle-path  ascends  to  the 
right  at  (»/«  hr.)  PUm  (inn) ,  to  the  (2  hrs.)  Sella-Joeh  (7276  H.t  Sellajoch- 
Haus;  Valentini's  Inn),  between  the  Sella  and  Langkofel.  The  *Roddla 
(8156  ft.),  easily  ascended  hence  in  >/4  hr.,  commands  an  admirable  view 
of  the  Langkofel,  Marmolata,  etc.    Descent  to  (2  hrs.)  Campitello  (p.  161). 

From  Waidbruck  a  carriage-road  tdiligence  in  summer  thrice  daily  in 
21/4 hrs.)  ascends  to  the  S.E.  to  (6M.)  Xastelruth  (3590ft.;  Lamm;  Rdtsl; 
Dr.  Mayr''t  Sanatorium\  a  health-resort  in  an  open  and  sunny  situation, 
at  the  foot  of  the  Fitflatseh  (7140  ft.),  which  may  be  ascended  hence  in 
dVshrs.  (guide  not  indispensable;  picturesque  view).  To  the  S.E.  extends 
the  Setter- Alp,  an  undulating  grassy  plateau,  12  M.  long  and  8-9  M.  broad, 
sprinkled  with  chalets  and  hay-sheds.  —  From  Kastelruth  the  road  proceeds 
via  (21/2  M.)  Beis  (3286  ft. ;  Seiser  Hof.  R.  1V3-2,  pens.  6-7  K. ;  *2)olomitenho/; 
Adler;  *H6t.-PeM  SaUga,  ^4  K.  to  the  S.),  a  favourite  summer- resort,  to 
(21/2  M.)  Bad  Ratzes  (3950ft. ;  Inn,  pens.  51/2-6^.),  with  sulphureous  and  chaly- 
beate springs,  situated  in  the  narrow  and  wooded  gorge  of  the  FrOtschbaeh, 
at  the  foot  of  theSeiser  Alpe  (bridle-path  to  the  plateau  in  iVshr.).  The 
*Schlern  (8400  ft.),  a  splendid  point  of  view,  may  be  ascended  hence  in 
4-41/2  hrs.  by  a  good  bridle-path  (guide  5-6  JT.,  not  indispensable).  About 
V2  hr.  below  the  top  are  the  SehlamMuier  {^fxO  ft. ;  *Inn  in  summer). 

The  train  crosses  the  Grodener  Bach,  and  then  the  Eisak,  in  a 
grand  defile  of  porphyry  rock.  From  (71 V2  M.)  Atzwang  (1220  ft. ; 
Post),  at  the  mouth  of  the  FvMiwhach  (p.  149),  a  steep  bridle-path 
ascends  to  the  right  to  (2V2  hrs.)  Klohenstein  on  the  Kitten  (p.  149) ; 
another  to  the  left  via  8t  ConstarUin  to  (3  hrs.)  Sets  (see  above). 

Again  crossing  the  Eisak,  passing  through  several  tunnels,  and 
crossing  the  ScMembach  at  (76  M.)  Sttg  (to  the  left,  high  up,  the 
ch&teau  of  Prossels),  we  next  reach  (78  M.)  Blumau  (1020  ft. ;  Brau- 
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hau8;  Tierser  Hof),  at  the  month  of  the  Tierser-Tal,  On  the  right 
bank,  beyond  the  next  tunnel,  begin  the  vine-clad  slopes  of  the 
Botzener  Ldte  (p.  149).  81  M.  Kardaun^  at  the  mouth  of  the-ES^r^en- 
Tal  (p.  149;  to  the  left,  the  castle  of  Kameid'),  The  train  now 
crosses  the  Eisak,  and  enters  the  broad  and  luxuriant  basin  of  Botzen 
(Botzener  Boden),  which  resembles  a  vast  vineyard. 

83  M.  Botsen.  —  Hotels.  *H6tel  Victobia  (PL  b),  at  the  station ; 
*HoTBL  Bkistol  CPl.  a),  Kaiser  Franz  Joseph-Str.  -,  *Eaibbbkbokb  (PI.  c), 
Erzherzog  Balne^-Str. ;  ^Goldeneb  Gbbif  (PI.  d),  H6t.  db  l'Eubopb  (PL  e), 
Waltheb  VON  DEB  VoGBLWEiDB  (PI.  0»  Walther-PJatz ;  H6t.  Tibol  (PI.  g), 
Ohstplatz;  MoNDSGHBiN  (PI.  1),  Bindergasse^  Ebzhbbzog  Hbinbigh  (PI.  k), 
Goethe-Str.  •,  Bibbbk  (PL  1),  Kaiser  Franz  Joseph -Platz;  *Stie6L  (PL  h), 
at  the  Zollstange,  V^  M.  to  the  N.  of  the  station. 

Restaurants.  Oreiff  Kraukur^  WaUher  von  der  Vogelweide^  all  in  the 
Johann-Platz.  —  Oaf^s.  Ktuseth^  M uster-Platz ;  Scftgraffer,  Johann-Platz, 
with  garden.  —  Wine  at  the  TorgglTunts^  Obst-Platz ;  BcUzenh&tul  and  LStcen- 
grubey  ZoUgasse. 

Botzen  (870  ft.),  a  town  with  13,900  inhab.,  was  the  chief  depot 
of  the  traffic  between  Venice  and  the  North  in  the  middle  ages,  and 
is  to  the  present  day  the  busiest  commercial  town  in  Tyrol.  It  is 
charmingly  situated  at  the  confluence  of  the  Talfer,  which  descends 
from  the  Samtal  on  the  N.,  and  the  Eisaky  which  falls  into  the  Adige 
3  M.  below  the  town.  The  E.  background,  beyond  the  Eisak-Tal, 
is  formed  by  the  picturesque  and  fantastic  dolomite  peaks  of  the 
Schlem  and  the  Bosengarten,  while  to  the  W.  the  view  is  bounded 
by  the  long  ridge  of  the  Mendel,  stretching  from  Mte.  Roen  to  the 
Gantkofel  and  rising  above  the  castled  hills  of  Ueberetsch.  Fine 
view  of  J;he  environs  from  the  Talfer  bridge.  In  summer,  when  the 
heat  in  the  basin  of  Botzen  is  very  oppressive,  the  Wassermauer  on 
the  Talfer  affords  a  cool  walk  aftf  r  sunset. 

The  Bahnhof-Strasse  leads  through  the  attractive  Public  Park  to 

the  Walther-Platz,  vdth  a  monument  to  the  poet  WaUher  von  der 

Vogelweide^  by  H.  Natter  (1889).  The  Gothic  ^Parish  Church,  of  the 

14- 15th  cent.,  has  a  W.  portal  with  two  lions  of  red  marble,  in  the 

Lombard  style,  and  an  eiegant  open  tower  (205  ft.),  completed  in  1519. 

The  altar-piece  (Assumption)  is  by  Lazzarini,  a  pupil  of  Titian.  — 

The  new  Museum  in  the  Museum-Str.  (open  daily  9-12 ,  2-5,  Sun. 

9-12;  40  ft.)  contains  a  miscellaneous  collection  of  curiosities,  natural 

history  objects,  furniture,  Tyrolese  costumes,  etc. ;  among  the  pictures, 

an  original  portrait  of  Andreas  Hofer  by  Altmutter.  —  The  Franciscan 

Monastery  possesses,  in  a  chapel  to  the  N.  of  the  choir,  a  finely  carved 

winged  altar  (ca.  1500). 

The  Oalvajienberg  (960  ft.)  commands  a  fine  view  of  the  town  and 
its  W.  environs  (25  min.  r  turn  to  the  left  from  the  highroad  by  the 
Botzener  Hof  beyond  the  Eisak  bridge,  cross  the  railway,  and  ascend  to 
the  right).  A  more  extensive  view  is  obtained  from  the  *Virglwarte  (1512  ft.), 
20  min.  farther  up,  to  which  also  a  direct  path^  diverging  to  the  left  from 
the  Eisak  bridge,  ascends  in  1/2  ^t^-  ^ear  it  is  the  "Bdt.  Hof  Weinegg,  with 
view  terrace  (pens,  from  6  K.). 

Oaries  (*fl8«.-P«M.  Austria^  ^Sonnenhof,  ^Bellevue,  *Orieser  Hof 

all  flrst-class,  with  gardens ;  *Badl,  beyond  the  Talfer  bridge,  with 
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baths;  Oermaniaf  on  the  Heinrich-Promenade ;  Kreuz;  Pens,  Trafoier, 
etc.),  ^4  ^-  ^  ^®  ^'  ^^  Botzen  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Talfer,  in 
a  sheltered  situation  at  the  base  of  the  OunUehnaherg^  is  frequented 
in  winter  by  persons  with  delicate  chests.  The  Kurfuiua  contains  a 
cafe-restanrant,  reading-room,  etc.  (music  firom  3.30  to  6.3Q  p.m.). 
The  *Ef%her%og  Heinrich  Promenadej  which  gradually  ascends  the 
Guntschnaberg,  affords  a  delightful  walk.  At  its  foot  is  a  marble 
bust  of  the  late  Archduke  Heinrich. 

ExcDBSioNS.  A  pleasant  walk  may  be  taken  into  the  Bamtal  along  the 
left  bank  of  tbe  Ta^er^  past  the  spinning-mill  of  8i.  Anton.  The  road  passes 
below  (11/2  M.)  Rvnkektein  (1360  ft.),  a  casUe  built  in  1237  and  restored 
in  1884-88,  with  curious  medieeval  frescoes.  Farther  on  we  pass  the  castles 
of  Ried  and  Lctngtgg^  and  enter  the  Maggntr  Keuel,  a  wild  rocky  chaos  at 
the  foot  of  the  perpendicular  Johcmnskofel.  Then  we  reach  (about  TVs  M. 
from  Botzen)  the  Inn  tur  Post  HaHbteegs^  beyond  which  the  scenery  loses 
in  interest,  and  (6M.)  Bamthein  (3170 ft.;  *Sehweizerhof;  &c(iM6acA«r),  the 
chief  place  in  the  valley,  pleasantly  situated,  and  much  visited  in  summer. 

—  At  Attfeld,  3  M.  higher  up,  the  valley  forks,  the  left  branch  leading 
to  (SVa  hrs.)  Pent  (inn).  From  Pens  to  (6  hrs.)  Sterzing  (p.  146),  over  the 
Penser  Joeh  (7250  ft.),  uninteresting  (guide  8  JT.,  not  indispensable). 

The  Bitten,  an  extensive  plateau  to  the  "S.IS.  of  Botzen,  between  the 
Talfer  and  the  Eisak,  is  a  favourite  summer-resort.  A  bridle-path  leads 
from  iSI.  Anton  (see  above)  past  the  church  of  St.  Peter  to  (3  hrs.)  Oberbotzen 
(3915  ft.;  inn)  and  to  St.  Mcaria-Sehnee  Qnn),  1/4  hr.  farther  on.  Thence  a  pretty 
route  proceeds  via  Wolfsgrvben  to  (2  hrs.)  Xlobenstein  (3770  ft. ;  *lfasr'« 
Inn,  pens.  6  K.").  which  commands  a  beautiful  view  of  the  Schlern,  Bosen- 
garten,  etc.  About  1/2 br*  farther  on,  beyond  Lengmoo*^  in  the  valley  of 
the  Fimlerbachy  are  the  curious  *Earth  Pyramids^  worn  into  their  present 
shapes  by  the  action  of  rain-water  and  preserved  from  farther  destruction 
by  stones  or  trees  on  their  summits.^ —  The  *Rittnerhom  (7420  ft.;  guide 
unnecessary;  horse  8  £*.),  ascended  via  Pemmem  in  3V2-4  hrs.,  is  an  admir- 
able point  of  view;  on  the  top  is  the  Rittnerhom-Batu  (inn  in  summer). 

—  The  direct  route  from  Klobenstein  to  (3  hrs.)  Botzen  is  by  a  rough  road 
(not  recommended  for  driving)  via  Uhterinn  and  KMnttein,  and  down  the 
Botzener  Leite^  with  its  vineyards,  to  join  the  main  valley  road  at  RerUtch. 

Eggental.  Diligence  from  Botzen  to  the  Earersee  Hotel,  20^/2  M.,  twice 
daily  in  summer  in  BVs  hrs.  (6  K.  40  A.) ;  omnibus  several  times  daily  (from 
the  Hotel  Goldener  Greif,  Erautner,  and  Mondschein)  in  6V2-7hrs.  (6ir.  20  A.). 
Carriage  and  pair  32-36  A",  and  fee.  Omnibus  from  Earersee  via  Vigo  and 
Campltello  to  Ganazei  twice  daily  in  summer  in  5  hrs.  (4  K.  60  A.);  also  via 
Vigo  to  Predazzo  daily  in  4^/4  hrs.  (4  K.  10  A.).  —  We  follow  the  Brixen  road 
to  Rentschy  and  cross  the  Eisak  and  the  railway  to  (2V2  M.)  Kardaun.  Here 
we  turn  to  the  right  through  a  gateway  and  enter  the  narrow  ravine  of  the 
Kameidbaeh,  below  the  picturesque  castle  of  Kameid.  IV2  M.  farther  on, 
the  road  passes  through  a  short  tunnel,  immediately  beyond  a  bridge  under 
which  the  Earneidbach  forms  a  picturesque  fall.  Two  other  short  tunnels 
are  traversed  farther  on.  The  valley  now  becomes  comparatively  un- 
interesting until  we  approach  (7M. ;  12  M.  from  Botzen)  Birehabruck  (2895  ft. ; 
Post;  Lamm),  which  commands  a  fine  view  of  the  Latemar.  Bosengarten, 
and  Botwand.  Thence  the  road  ascends  to  the  left  to  (16  M.)  Welaohnofen 
(3865  ft.;  '*RSul;  Kreuz),  beyond  which  it  enters  the  wood  and  mounts  in 
wide  curves,  passing  Uie  picturesque  Karersee,  to  the  C^'M..)*Karertee  Hotel 
(5580  ft. ;  B.  from  3,  pens.  9  K.),  a  large  establishment  finely  situated  among 
woods,  with  splendid  views  of  the  Botwand,  Latemar,  and  other  dolomites. 
About  IV2  M.  farther  on,  beyond  the  ffdtel  Latemar,  is  the  top  of  the  Barer 
Pass  (5765  ft. ;  Ro»engarten-Hof),  between  the  Botwand  (left)  and  Latemar 
(right),  whence  the  road  descends  to  the  left  to  (4Vs  M.)  Vigo  in  the  Val 
di  Fassa  (p.  161). 
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Uebaretseh.  Kalteni.  XendeL  Bailway  from  Botzen  to  Saltern,  12  M., 
in  47  min.  (2  K.  48, 1 K.  24  h.)\  from  Ealtern  to  the  Mendel,  2V2 M.,  mountain 
railway  in  37-60  min.  (8  Z^.  50  or  2  K.  60  A.,  descent  2  Z^.  80  A.  and  2  K.), 
Through-tickets  from  Botsen  to  the  Mendel  and  back  9  or  6  Z^.  (carriages 
changed  at  St.  Anton).  —  The  line  crosses  the  AcUge  to  (3  M.)  Ud>eretsch 
(on  a  hill  to  the  left  rises  the  conspicuous  castle  of  Sigmundskron,  built 
in  1473  and  now  used  as  a  powder-magazine),  and  ascends  to  the  right, 
passing  the  ruins  of  Wart  and  Altmherg,  to  (8V3  M.)  Eppan-Oirkm  (1845  ft. ; 
Hotel  Hocheppan),  1/4  M.  to  the  E.  of  St.  Michael  in  Eppan  (1345  ft.; 
*Eppaner  Hof ;  *Sonne;  Bdssl),  a  well-built  and  thriving  village,  where  the 
Mendel  road  diverges  to  the  right  (to  the  Mendel  Pass  3  hrs. ;  short-cuts 
for  pedestrians).  The  railway  thence  proceeds  across  the  vine-clad  plateau 
via  (lOVs  M.)  MonHggl  to  (12  M.)  Saltern  (1390  ft. ;  *Rdut)^  the  capital  of 
TJeberetsch,  noted  for  its  wine  (^Seewein'  is  the  best). 

The  Mendel  Railwat,  constructed  by  the  Swiss  engineer  Strub  and 
opened  in  1904,  is  an  ordinary  narrow-gauge  line  as  far  as  (IV4  M.)  8t.  Anton 
(1673  ft.),  where  carriages  are  changed  for  the  electric  wire-rope  railway 
(IV2  M.  long;  maximum  gradient  64  :  100),  which  ascends  the  steep,  wooded 
slope  in  26  minutes.  The  *Mendel  Pass  (4475  ft.),  in  well-wooded  environs, 
with  a  cool  and  refreshing  breeze  even  in  the  height  of  summer,  is  much 
frequented  as  a  health-resort.  About  8  min.  from  the  station  are  the 
*Mendelhqf  Hotel  (B.  8-4,  pens.  8-16  K.\  on  the  left,  and  the  *Orand  H6t. 
Penegal  (B.  8-4,  pens,  from  9Jr.),  on  the  right  of  the  road,  and  V>^* 
farther  on  are  the  Peng,  Villa  Maria  and  the  H6t,  Adler.  Pleasant  excursions 
may  be  made  from  the  Mendel  to  the  I^.  to  the  (IV4  hr.)  *Peneaal  (5685  ft. ; 
iim  in  summer)  and  to  the  S.  to  the  (3  hrs.)  Monte  Roen  (6940  ft.),  both 
commanding  splendid  views.  —  The  road  descends  from  the  Mendel  to 
(7  M.)  Fondo  (3240  ft. ;  Posta)  and  thence  via  Cavareno  and  San  Zeno^  with  a 
celebrated  pilgrim-resort,  to  (16  M.j  Cle*  in  the  Val  di  ll^on  (see  p.  161); 
diligence  from  the  Mendel  Pass  via  Cles ,  Mali  and  Dimaro  to  (55  M.) 
Madonna  di  Campiglio  (p.  161)  daily  in  summer  in  9 hrs.,  fare  11  iT.  40  A.; 
carr.  and  pair  from  Botzen  in  14  hrs.,  96  K.  and  fee. 

17.  From  Botzen  to  Meran.

20  M.  Railway  in  IV4  hr.  (fares  3^;  40,  2  K.  10  A.,  no  second  class). 

The  train  crosses  the  Talfer  and  at  (3^2  M.)  Siffmundtkron  (cAStle^ 
see  above)  enters  the  valley  of  the  Adige.  We  traverse  embankments 
vii  (6  M.)  Siebmeich  (to  the  right,  on  a  predpltons  rock,  the  mined 
castle  of  Oreifemtein)  to  (71/2  M.)  Terlan  (*H6tel' Peru.  Sieindlhof^ 
R.  1-2  jr.),  famous  for  Its  wine,  with  a  Gothic  church  of  the  16th 
century.  Beyond  (10  M.)  Vilpian  (826  ft.),  to  the  left,  Is  the  large 
village  of  Nals  and  the  hills  of  Tiseru,  overtopped  by  the  wooded 
summit  of  the  Oall  (5350  ft.) ;  more  In  the  background,  the  Laugen- 
spitze  (p.  153).  The  Meran  hills  appear  shortly  after  (15  M.)  Lana, 
To  the  left  is  Oberlana,  with  the  ruined  castle  of  Braunsherg.  — 
18^/4  M.  UntermaU  (950  ft.),  at  the  foot  of  the  Marlinger  Berg;  to 
the  left  is  the  chateau  of  Lebetiberg  (p.  152).  The  train  crosses 
the  Passer. 

20  m.  Meran.  —  Hotels  (most  of  them  closed  in  summer).  *Ebzherzoo 
JoHANN  (PI.  b),  in  the  Sand-Platz,  with  garden ;  *Meranbk  Hof  (PI.  a),  on 
the  left  bank  of  the  Passer,  with  garden;  *Kai8bbhof  (PI.  c),  *Hab8bubobb 
Hof  (PI.  d),  *Tibolbb  Hof  (PI.  e),  these  three  near  the  station ',  *HdT. Windsor 
(PI.  Ov  *8avot  Hotbl  (PI.  g)-.  Hot.  Spitk6  (PI.  h)^  at  these,  R.  from  8, 
pens.  B-9  K.i   *Ha8sfubthbb  (PI.  1);    ♦Gbaf   von  Meran  (PI.  i)i  •Hot.

Kessler,  all  at  Meran.  At  Obermais :  Weinhart ;  Dr.  Mazegger ;  Villa  Regina ; 
Warmegg,  etc.;  at  Untermais:   Villa  Maja;  Wol/^  etc. 

Cafes.  Kurhau*  (see  below);  Cafi  Oil/^  on  the  Gilf  Promenade;  Orien- 
ttem^  above  the  last,  with  pretty  view.  —  Bestaurants,  at  the  above- 
mentioned  hotels.  Wine  at  Jos.  MarchettCt^  Laubengasse.  Beer:  Kwhaus; 
Raff  I  i  Forsterhrdu  (see  above),  with  garden,  etc.  —  Knrhaus  (closed  in 
summer),  in  the  Oisela  Promenade.  —  Sanatoria :  Hygiea  (Dr.  J.  Schreiber) 
in  Obermais,  open  from  Oct.  to  May ;  Dr.  Balhnartn't  at  Obermais  (Msendlhof) ; 
Martinibrunn  and  SonnenJieil  at  Gratsch. 

English  Church  Set-vice  in  the  Church  of  the  Resurrection. 

Meran  (1000  ft.),  with  9300  inhab.,  the  ancient  capital  of  Tyrol, 
occupies  a  sheltered  situation  at  the  base  of  the  vine-clad  Kuchel- 
berg,  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Passer,  ^2  M.  above  its  confluence 
with  the  Adlge,  and  is  much  frequented  in  winter  by  persons  with 
pulmonary  complaints  on  account  of  Its  mild  and  equable  climate. 
There  are  also  a  whey-cure  In  spriifg  and  a  grape-cure  in  autumn. 
On  the  opposite  bank  of  the  Passer  lie  the  villages  of  Untermais 
and  Obermais  (the  latter  higher  and  cooler),  with  numerous  villas, 
old  castles,  and  vineyards.  The  business-quarter  of  Meran  is  a 
long  street  intersecting  the  town  from  E.  to  W.,  flanked  with  arcades 
('Lauben').  In  this  street,  In  the  court  of  the  *Magistrats-Gebaude', 
is  situated  the  Burg,  or  castle,  once  the  residence  of  the  Counts  of 
Tyrol,  dating  from  the  15th  cent.;  it  has  been  skilfully  restored  and 
deserves  a  visit  (adm.  60  A.).  —  The  Gothic  Church  (14-16th  cent.) 
contains  a  good  painting  by  Enoller  (d.  1804),  representing  the 
Assumption. 

The  Oisela  Promenade,  with  its  fine  old  poplars,  the  chief  rallying- 
point  of  visitors,  lies  on  the  broad  embankment  on  the  right  bank  of 
the  Passer.  Adjoining  it  is  the  Kurhaus  (see  above),  in  front  of  which 
a  band  plays  in  winter,  and  farther  on  is  the  Stefanie  Promenade.^  with 
the  Protestant  Church.  Above  the  Spital-Briicke  are  the  Vntere  and 
ObereWinter^Anlage,  with  a  spacious  covered  promenade  (band  in  the 
morning;  smoking  forbidden),  near  which  is  the  Museum,  containing 
pictures  and  sculptures  by  Tyrolese  masters,  antiquities,  etc.  (adm. 
50  A.).  On  the  left  bank  is  the  Marie -Valerie' Anlage,  with  a  marble 
statue  of  the  Empress  Elizabeth  (d.  1898),  by  Klotz,  and  farther 
up,  united  with  the  Winter-Anlage  by  the  Tappeiner  Steg,  is  the 
Sommer-Ardage,  where  the  band  plays  in  the  evening  in  spring  and 
autumn.  These  grounds  extend  along  both  banks,  beyond  the 
Steineme  Steg,  to  the  Kaiser  Frant  Joseph- Anlage  and  the  JSlisaheth- 
Oarten  at  Obermais,  with  a  covered  promenade  (band  twice  weekly), 
and  to  the  *Oilf-Anlage,  with  its  luxuriant  vegetation  and  the  Cafi 
Qilfy  on  the  right  bank.  The  platform  at  the  upper  end  of  the  latter 
affords  a  charming  glimpse  of  the  gorge  of  the  Passer,  at  the  foot  of 
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the  Zenobnrg.  Easy  walks  lead  nphlll,  crossing  the  Passeier  road, 
to  the  H6tel  and  Caf6  Ortenstein  (fine  "Tlew).  —  Another  pleasant 
promenade  may  be  taken  along  the  *Tappeiner  Weg^  which  gradually 
ascends  from  the  Bnrg  (p.  161)  along  the  S.  slope  of  the  Eiichelberg. 
On  this  path  is  a  marble  bust  of  Dr.  Tappeiner,  by  J.  Steiner. 

Pleasant  walk  from  Obermais  towards  the  E.,  past  ScMoss  Bubein 
with  its  cypress-avenue,  and  across  the  Naif  (two  caf^s  by  the 
bridge)  to  the  (20  min.)  church  of  St.  Valentin,  which  commands  a 
charmhig  view;  then  back  by  ScMoss  Rametz,  or  to  the  S.  by 
SclUoss  TraiUmannadorf  (restaurant  at  the  foot) ,  with  a  park  and 
a  terrace  at  the  back,  which  is  another  fine  point  of  view.  —  Among 
the  numerous  old  chateaux  near  Obermais  the  ivy-clad  Schlosa  Planta 
and  SchlosB  Bottenttem  may  be  mentioned,  the  latter  belonging  to 
the  Archduke  Franz  Ferdinand  (garden  generally  open  to  the  public). 
The  garden  of  the  Villa  SchiUerho  f(yi8itoTB  admitted)  contains  a  bust 
of  Schiller,  by  Zumbusch. 

Excursion  to  Schloss  Tisol  (there  and  back  S-S^q  hrs.).  The 

easiest  and  pleasantest  route  is  by  the  Tappeiner  Weg  (see  above), 

which  commences  at  the  back  of  the  Maglstrats-Gebaude  in  the 

Laubengasse;   on  the  top  of  the  Segenbiichel  the  'Tiroler  Steig' 

diverges  to  the  left  and  joins  the  road  (see  below).  —  The  road  leads 

through  the  N.E.  town-gate  (Passeirer  Tor),  past  the  Zenoburgy 

with  its  curious  Romanesque  portal,  and  then  ascends  the  Kucful-^ 

berg  to  the  left  to  (66  min.)  Dorf  Tirol  (1960  ft ;  Zum  Rimmele, 

with  view-terrace).    We  next  (^4  hr.)  thread  a  tunnel  100  paces 

long  (passing  the  picturesque  ruin  of  the  Brunnenburg  and  several 

clay  pyramids  in  the  ravine  to  the  left),  and  in  a  few  minutes  more 

reach   the  entrance  to  the  castle. 

Another  and  longer  roate  (1^4  hr.),  rongh  at  places,  bat  lerel  for  the 
first  V«  tir.,  passes  through  the  N.W.  town-gate  (Vinachganer  Tor),  diverges 
from  the  highroad  to  the  right  opposite  the  Capachin  conyefit,  and  ascends 
by  the  village  of  OrcUsch  (wine  at  the  ^Wessobrann  Tavern),  the  old 
chateau  of  Jhtmttein,  and  the  church  of  8t.  Peter  (fine  view  of  Schloss  Tirol). 

*8ohl088  Tirol  (2096  ft.;  adm.  50  A. ;  tickets  at  Rimmele^s,  see 
above),  situated  on  the  N.W.  side  of  the  Eiichelberg,  was  the  earliest 
residence  of  the  Counts  of  Tyrol.  It  is  now  In  a  dilapidated  condition. 
The  only  ancient  parts  of  the  building  are  a  porch  and  the  marble 
portals  (12th  cent.)  of  the  Rittersaal  and  the  chapel.  Magnificent 
*yiew  from  the  windows  of  the  Kaisersaal,  best  by  evening-light, 
embracing  the  vaUey  of  the  Adige  to  a  distance  of  20  M.,  bounded  on 
the  left  by  a  chain  of  porphyry  mountains  extending  to  Botzen,  and 
on  the  right  by  the  cliffs  of  the  Mendel  and  the  Ultental  Mts. ;  to  the 
W.  stretches  the  luxuriant  valley  of  Meran,  with  the  falls  of  the  Adige 
(which  descends  600  ft  from  the  Toll  to  Meran) ;  in  the  background, 
the  Laaser  Ferner. 

The  chateau  of  'Lebenberg  (1740  ft.) ,  charmingly  situated  6  M. 
to  the  S.  of  Meran,  is  now  a  pension  (rfmts.).  Shortest  route  by  the 
^Marlinger  Steig\  which  crosses  the  fields  to  the  (1  M.)  Marlinger' 
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Brueke,  above  the  station  of  VniermaU  (p.  151).  Beyond  the  latter 
we  follow  the  road  to  the  left  to  the  (I72  M.)  bridge  over  the 
Libenberger  Orciben,  ascend  on  the  other  side  to  the  right  to  Baslingy 
and  then  by  the  road  to  the  (40  min.)  castle.  The  short-cuts  through 
the  yineyards  are  barred  in  autumn,  but  are  accessible  on  payment 
of  10  h.  to  the  mediavally-attired  watchers  fSaltner'). 

Among  the  numerous  old  castles  visible  from  Meran  that  of 
•Sohenna  (1926  ft.),  at  the  entrance  to  the  Passeier,  built  in  the  l^th 
cent,  and  containing  a  collection  of  old  weapons  and  other  curiosities, 
is  one  of  the  most  interesting  and  picturesque.  A  carriage-road  leads 
from  Obermais  via  (1  hr.)  DorfSchenna  (•Prunnerj  Schlosswirt). 
The  Gothic  chapel  contains  the  tomb  of  Archduke  John  (d.  1859)  and 
commands  as  fine  a  ^Yiew  as  the  castle  itself  (fee  to  the  steward). 

Another  pleasant  excursion  (new  road)  may  be  made  to  the 
(2  hrs.)  Eragsbarg  (2410  ft.;  Restaurant^  in  an  elevated  situation 
on  the  hillside  to  the  E.  (splendid  view).  In  a  gorge,  V2  ^'*  farther 
on,  is  a  fine  waterfall  of  the  Sinackbach, 

The  Vinschgau  road  (p.  156)  leads  from  Meran  to  tlie  W.  and  crossea  the 
(2  If.)  Adige  to  the  ch&teau  of  Forst,  recently  restored  and  tastefully  fitted 
up  (proprietor  Mr.  Cross ^  visitors  admitted  on  Tues.  andFrid.  12-4  p.m.), 
beyond  which  is  the  (*U  hr.)  Forater  Brewery.  The  small  ch&teau  of 
Jose/^erg  lies  1/4  hr.  higher  up  (pension).  The  road  ascends  to  the  (1  M.) 
saddle  of  the  Toll  (1660  ft. ;  inn) ,  with  the  electric  works  for  Meran  and 
Botsen.  whence  a  carriage-road  to  the  left  leads  via  the  Quadrat-Hd/e  to 
the  (2V2  hrs.)  *Hdt.'Pen:  Bggerhof  (4210  ft. ;  fine  views)),  and  another  path 
to  the  right  ascends  to  the  (IVz  hr.)  *Partiehint  Waterfall  in  the  Zieltal. 
From  the  Toll  we  may  return  to  Meran  by  the  picturesque  Old  Roady  or 
along  the  Plars  Aqueduct  to  (1  hr.)  Algund  and  (V4  hr.)  Meran. 

Ascents  fbom  T/iKViJisiC  Vigil joeh^  Rofsteinkogeh  0/aliwand)j  ate Baedeter^i 
Eastern  Alps. 

From  Mrkan  to  ths  Baths  of  Rabbi  (p.  161)  through  the  TJlten-Tal  and 
oyer  the  Kirehberger  Joeh  (8130  ft.),  15  hrs.,  not  very  attractiye  on  the  whole. 
About  5  hrs.  from  Meran  lies  the  Ultner  Mitterbad  (3190 ft.)j^with  a  good 
bath-house  and  arsenical  springs,  whence  the  Laugempiize  (7960  ft. ;  rlub- 
httt  near  the  top),  a  famous  point  of  yiew,  may  be  ascended  in  41/2-5  hrs. 

The  Fasseier,  the  yalley  watered  by  the  impetuous  Passer,  is  intimate- 
ly associated  with  the  memory  of  Andreas  Hofer,  the  Tyrolese  patriot 
ib.  1767}  shot  at  Mantua  1810).  Xew  road  (omnibus  to  St.  Leonhard 
,  times  daily  in  3V2  hra.)  past  the  Zenohurg  (p.  162)  yia  (IV2  hr.)  Riffia» 
(1770  ft.)  and  (V2  hr.)  Saltaue  (Inn)  to  (2  hrs.)  St.  Martin  (1930  ft.  ^  Unter- 
wirt).  About  1/2  !*'•  farther  on  is  the  SandJiof  (inn)  j  the  house  in  which 
Hofer  (the  *8andwirt  of  Passeir^)  was  born,  containing  a  few  mementoes 
of  him.  Adjacent  is  the  Hofer-Kapelle^  built  in  1867.  Above  St.  Martin 
is  the  (21/2  hrs.)  Pfandl-HiUU  or  Hofer-HUtte  (4700  ft.),  where  he  was 
concealed  from  Koy.  1809  until  bis  capture  on  28th  Jan.,  1810. 

Aboye  (Vs  hr.)  Bt.  Leonhard  (2130  ft.;  ^-Theisteirt;  *8troblwrt;  BrUh- 
teirt),  the  chief  village  in  the  valley,  rises  the  Jat^fenburg^  a  ruin  on  an 
isolated  green  hill  (view).  —  From  St.  Leonhard  to  Sterzino  (p.  145), 
8  hrs.,  guide  unnecessary  (11 K.) ;  the  bridle-path  leads  through  the  Walten- 
Tal  to  the  E.  and  over  the  Jaufen  (6870  ft.  \  inn).  —  From  St.  Leonhard 
TO  SoLDEN  in  the  Oetztal,  lO^/shrs.  (guide  12 ir.).  A  good  bridle-path  ascends 
on  the  left  bank  of  the  Passer  to  (21/2  hrs.l  Moot  (8840  ft. ;  inn),  beyond 
which  it  crosses  the  river  and  proceeds  to  (IVahr.)  Seehaue  (inn)  and  via 
Rabenstein  to  (!'/«  hi^-)  Schdnau  (6520  ft. ;  inn,  clean).  Thence  we  ascend 
rapidly  to  the  (2V2  hrs.)  Timmel-Joch  or  Titnbler-Joch  (8230  ft.),  whence  we 
descend  along  the  Timmlbachy  either  to  the  right  to  (4  hrs.)  Sdlden  (p.  142), 
or  to  the  left  to  (31/2  hrs.)  Gurgl  (p.  143). 
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18.  From  Landeck  to  Meran.  Finstermnnz. 

Comp.,  Maps,  pp.  142^  138, 

81  M.  Diligence  (landaus  with  four  seats)  daily  in  151/2  hrs.  (fare 
20  K.  64  h.).  Stellwaqen  (omnibus)  daily  from  Landeck  to  Mais  and  from 
Mais  to  Meran.  Extka-Post  with  two  horses,  without  ehangine  carriages, 
from  Landeck  to  l^auders  47 JT.  62,  to  Mais  UK.  72,  to  Eyrs  86 JT.  18,  to 
Meran  129 Z.  56 A.  (these  chaises  include  all  fees,  etc.)-  Mail  Coach j  see 
p.  156.    Railway  from  Schluderns  to  Meran  under  construction. 

Landeck  (2675  ft.),  see  p.  141.  —  The  road  ascends  on  the  right 
bank  of  the  Inn,  which  here  forms  several  rapids,  past  the  Neue  Zoll 
Inn  to  the  (6  M.)  Pontlatzer-BrucJce  (2820  ft.),  where  the  Tyrolese 
^Landstnrm'  nearly  annihilated  the  Bavarian  invaders  In  1703  and 
1809.  On  a  precipitous  rock,  to  the  right,  stand  the  ruins  of  Burg 
Laudeck,  near  which  is  the  village  of  LadU  (3900  ft.),  with  sulphur- 
baths  (moderate  charges) ,  1  hr.  by  road  from  Prutz ,  1 1/4  hr.  from 
Ried  (see  below).  About  V2  ^r.  higher  lies  Obladis  (4645  ft.),  with 
mineral  springs ,  beautifully  situated.  —  71/2  M.  Frntz  (2840  ft. ; 
Rose),  where  the  road  returns  to  the  right  bank,  lies  at  the  entrance 
to  the  Kaunser-Tal, 

The  Kaunser-Tal  runs  to  the  E.  as  far  as  Ealtenbrunn ,  then  towards 
the  8.,  parallel  with  the  Pitztal,  to  the  central  mass  of  the  Oetztal  Mts. 
A  new  road  ascends  along  the  Faggenbaeh  to  (SVs  hrs.)  Feuchten  (4175  ft.; 
*Hirsch),  whence  a  bridle-path  goes  on  to  the  (SVs-4  hrs.)  Oepattch-Haus 
(6325  ft. ;  inn,  26  beds),  picturesquely  situated  at  the  head  of  the  valley, 
opposite  the  imposing  *Oepatsch  Glacier,  the  largest  in  Tyrol  except  the 
Pasterze.  [Pedestrians  will  prefer  to  reach  Feuchten  by  the  footpath  via 
Kaun*  and  the  pilgrim  resort  of  Kaltetibrunn  (4135  ft. ;  Eckhardt).]  —  Passes 
from  the  Gepatsch-Haus  to  MitttJberg  in  the  Pitztal  over  the  Oelgrttben-Jodi 
(9885  ft.),  7-8  hrs.  (guide  14  K.\  see  p.  142;  to  Vent  (p.  143)  over  the  Gepatsch- 
Joch  (l(),640ft.),  9-10  hrs.,  difficult  (two  guides  at  19  IT.);  to  LangtauM* 
over  the  Weiti-See-Joeh  (9745  ft.),  6  hrs.  to  HMerkirch  (guide  12  JT.),  a  fine 
route,  free  from  difficulty.  Graun  (p.  155)  is  reached  in  2 hrs.  from 
Hinterkirch. 

10  M.  Bled  (2875  ft.;  Post),  a  thriving  village,  with  the  castle 
of  Siffmundsried.  The  road  now  ascends  over  an  extensive  alluvial 
deposit  and  then  closely  skirts  the  Inn  to  (41/4  M.)  Tosens  (3055  ft. ; 
Wilder  Mann),  crosses  the  Inn  at  (*/2  M.)  Bruggen,  and  reaches 

(4V«  M.)  - 

19  M.  Ffnnds  (3185  ft.),  picturesquely  situated  at  the  entrance 
to  the  Badurschel-Tal,  and  consisting  of  two  villages :  Stuben  (Post), 
on  the  highroad  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Inn,  and  Pfunds,  on  the  right 
bank.  About  IV2  ^*  farther  on,  the  road  crosses  the  Inn  and  grad- 
ually ascends  on  the  right  bank,  being  hewn  In  the  rock  at  places, 
and  passing  through  three  tunnels  and  two  avalanche -galleries. 
Picturesque  views  of  the  narrow  valley  of  the  Inn<  One  of  the  finest 
points  is  at  (23  M.)  Hoch-rinBtermnn«  (3630  ft. ;  *Hot€l,  D.  4,  pens, 
from  8  jr.),  a  cluster  of  houses  on  the  roadside,  420  ft.  below  which 
is  AU~Finstermunz,  with  its  old  tower  and  bridge  crossing  the  Inn. 

The  road  now  quits  the  Inn  and  enters  (left)  a  small  lateral  valley, 
passing  a  pretty  waterfall  and  Fort  Nauders.  It  then  ascends  in  a 
long  bend  (old  road  shorter  fo?  walkers)  to  (1^4  hr.)  — 
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271/2  M.  Handers  (4470  ft.;  Post;  Adler;  LoMJt;  Mondsehein),  a 
large  village,  with  the  old  Schloaa  Naudersberg, 

Highroad  to  the  W.  to  the  Enffodine  yi&  Martin^>ruckj  see  Baedeker^t 
Switzerland. 

The  road  gradually  ascends  on  the  right  bank  of  the  8UIU  Bach 
to  (4  M.)  the  Beschen-Scheideck  (4950  ft.),  its  culminating  point, 
the  watershed  between  the  Inn  and  the  Adige.  A  little  beyond  the 
village  of  (31 1/2  M.)  Reachm  (4890  ft.;  Stem;  Federspiel),  which 
lies  near  the  small  green  Reschen-See^  a  striking  'View  is  disclosed 
of  the  snow  and  ice  fields  of  the  imposing  Ortler  chain  (comp. 
p.  157).  The  A^ge,  Germ.  EUch,  rises  near  Reschen,  flows  through 
the  lake  of  Reschen,  and  afterwards  through  the  Mittersee  and 
Heidersee,  We  next  reach  (33 V2  M.)  Grann  (4880  ft. ;  ^Hot-Pens, 
Wenter,  R.  from  2,  board  5  K,;  Hot.  OrUer;  Traube  or  Post;  Adler; 
Lamm) J  a  village  at  the  entrance  to  the  Langtauferer-Tal. 

37  M.  St.  Valentin  auf  der  Haid  (4695  ft. ;  Post),  formerly  a 
hospice,  situated  between  the  Mittersee  and  the  Heidersee.  Below 
the  latter  lake  begins  the  monotonous  MaUer  Heide.  To  the  right 
lies  the  village  of  Burgei8,  with  its  red  spire  and  the  castle  of  Fursten- 
burg,  now  occupied  by  poor  families.  Farther  on,  the  Benedictine 
abbey  of  Marienberg  lies  on  the  hill  to  the  right. 

43  M.  Hals  (3440  ft.;  Post  or  Adler;  Bar;  Hirsch),  a  viUage  of 
Roman  origin,  in  the  Upper  Vinschgau.  The  grounds  on  the  hillside 
to  the  E.  (opposite  the  Post,  5-10  min.  ascent)  command  a  fine  view 
of  the  Vinschgau  and  the  Ortler. 

Two  days  may  be  pleasantly  spent  by  walking  hence  via  Tau/ers  to 
(3  hrs.)  the  Swiss  village  of  Santa  Maria  (4550  ft.;  Schweizerhof ;  Hot. 
Stelvio),  in  the  Munster-TaL  and  thence  (new  road)  over  the  UmbraU  Pass 
(8240  ft.)  to  (4  hrs.)  Santa  Maria  on  the  Stelvio,  returning  to  the  valley  of 
the  Adige  over  the  Stelvio  Pass  on  the  following  day  (see  p.  168). 

On  quitting  Mais  we  pass  the  venerable  tower  of  the  Frolichs- 
burg.  In  the  distance  to  the  right,  beyond  the  Adige,  is  the  ruin  of 
Lichtenberg,  To  the  left,  at  ScMudemSj  rises  the  Churburg^  a  chateau 
of  Count  Trapp.  At  (491/2  M.)  Neu-Spondinig  (2900  ft. ;  •Hirsch)  the 
Stelvio  road  (p.  157)  diverges  to  the  right.   Then  (2  M.)  — 

61 V2  M.  EyrB  (2960  ft. ;  PostX  At  (55  M.)  Laas  (Hirsch)  the  ice 
peak  of  the  La^serspitze  (10,835  ft.)  comes  prominently  into  view. 

59  M.  SchlanderB  (2315  ft.;  Post;  Kreuz;  Widder),  at  the  en- 
trance to  the  Schlandemaun-Tal.  At  Ooflan,  in  the  vicinity,  are 
quarries  of  white  marble.  The  road  crosses  (2  M.)  the  Adige  above 
Ooldreiny  and  then  the  rapid  Plima,  which  descends  from  the 
Martell'Tal  on  the  S. 

The  Hartell-Tal  stretches  to  the  jS.W.  towards  the  Ortler  group.  At 
the  entrance  to  the  valley  (1  M.  from  Ooldrein,  1^/4  M.  from  LatsclO  lies 
the  village  of  Morter,  with  the  decayed  castles  of  Unter-Montan  and  Ober- 
Montan,  and  1  hr.  farther  on  is  the  little  chalybeate  bath  of  Satl  (3765  ft.), 
opposite  which,  on  the  left  bank,  is  Martell  or  Tfta?,  with  the  church  of 
the  valley.  A  cart-road  ascends  from  Salt  via  (3/4  hr.)  Qand  (inn)  and 
(li/4hr.)  the  chapel  of  Maria-Sehmeh  to  the  (IV4  hr.)  Untere  and  (1/4  hr.) 
Obere  Mctrteller  Alp  (6995  ft.),  commanding  a  fine  view  of  the  snow-clad 
Cevedak  (12,380  ft.).    About  I'A  hr.  farther  on  is  the  Zttfall  Club  Hut  (7180  ft. ; 
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Inn  in  cammer),  llBely  situated  near  the  end  of  the  hnge  Zufott  Olaeier^ 
Olaeier-rontefl  lead  hence  to  Snlden  fp.  157),  in  6  hn.  Tia  the  Madrittch~ 
Jcch  (1O;S0O  ft.)  or  in  7  hrs.  Tia  the  Eu$ee  Pas*  (10,280  ft.)i  u^d  to  the  W. 
in  8  hrs.  to  SanU  Caterina  (p.  159),  Tia  the  Cevedale  Feu*  (10,730  ft.). 

Beyond  (2  BL)  Latsch  (Hirsch)  the  road  lecrosses  the  Adige.  To 
the  left  rises  the  picturesqne  ruined  chateau  of  KastdJbeU,  We  next 
pass  TscAofV,  Bad  Kochenmoos,  with  a  sulphur  spring,  and  (6V2  ^0 
Stahtn  (Adler),  at  the  foot  of  a  barren  slope.  Below  the  (3/4  M.) 
*H6id  Schnalstal  the  road  passes  the  narrow  mouth  of  the  ScknaUer" 
Tal  (road  to  Neur-BaUeis,  p.  143),  and  leads  to  (2  M.)  — 

71  H.  Katnms  (1855  ft.;  Post),  with  a  restored  castle.  Beyond 
(3^4  M.)  Babland  (1740  ft.)  the  vaUey  contracts.  A  saddle,  caUed 
the  Toll  (1660  ft.),  separates  the  Yinschgau  from  the  Meran  district. 
The  road  crosses  the  (IV2  M.)  Adige,  which  forms  several  rapids 
lower  down ,  and  descends  the  slope  of  the  Marlmger  Berg  (p.  153) 
in  a  wide  curve,  affording  a  striking  view  of  the  beautiful  valley  of 
Meran,  which  resembles  a  vast  orchard,  enlivened  with  villages, 
churches,  and  castles,  and  enclosed  by  beautifuUy-formed  porphyry 
mountains.  At  the  foot  of  the  hill  (1  M.)  we  pass,  on  the  right,  the 
Fortt  Brewery,  1/4  M.  beyond  which  is  Schlost  Forst  on  the  left  (jp.  153). 

81  M.  Meran  (1000  ft.),  see  p.  150. 


19.  From  Eyrs  (Landeck^  Meran)  to  Colico  on  the 
Lake  of  Como.    Stelvio  Pass. 

Comp.  Map*t  pp.  242,  ISO. 

99  M.  Mail  Coach  from  Landeck  to  Trafoi  (61 1/2  M.)  daily  in  summer 
in  121/2  brs.  (18J^.  80,  outside  22  K.  40  A.)-,  Omnibus  daily  in  13  hrs. 
(17  K.).  —  Mail  Coach  from  Meran  to  Trafoi  (39  M.)  daily  in  10  hrs.  (12  K., 
oaiaide  14  K.).  Diligkncb  from  Meran  to  Eyrs  twice  daily  in  6  hrs. 
(9  K.)',  Omnibus  from  Eyrs  to  Trafoi  twice  daily  in  4  hrs.  (5  K.  40  A.).  — 
Diligence  from  Eyrs  to  Bad  Bormio  over  the  Stelvio  (31  M. ;  pay  for  43  M.) 
in  summer  daily  in  12  hrs.  (16  JT.  80  A.  ^  comfortable  open  vehicles).  — 
Italian  Diligence  from  Bormio  to  Tirano  (26  M.)  twice  daily  in  5  hrs. ; 
Railway  from  Tirano  to  Colico  (42  M.)  in  2«/4  hrs.  —  Cabeiage  from 
Eyr*  to  Gomagoi,  one-horse  14,  two-horse  16  K. ;  to  Trafoi  20  and  ^  K. 
(extra  horse  for  the  ascent,  when  more  than  66  lbs.  of  luggage,  9  iT.  20  A.)  ^ 
to  Franzenshdhe  SO  and  34,  to  Bormio  64  and  68  K.  (extra  horse  20  and  28  K.) ; 
from  Mai*  to  Oomagoi  carr.  and  pair  for  two  pers.  16,  lai^er  vehicle  25  if. ; 
to  Trafoi  22  and  34,  to  Franzenshohe  32  and  66 ,  to  Bormio  64  and  92  K. 
EzTBA-PosT  with  two  horses  from  Meran  to  Trafoi  76  K,  68  A.,  to  Bormio 
(in  two  days)  137  K.  58  A. 

The  route  over  the  *Stelvio  (Qiogo  di  Stehio,  Qer.  StiJfser-Joch),  the 
highest  carriage-road  in  Europe,  9055  ft.  above  the  sea-level,  constructed 
by  the  Austrian  government  in  1820-25,  is  exceedingly  interesting,  and 
gradually  carries  the  traveller  from  the  huge  glaciers  and  snow-fields  of  the 
Ortler  and  Monte  Cristallo  to  the  vine-clad  slopes  of  the  Val  Tellina  and 
the  luxuriant  vegetation  of  the  banks  of  the  Lake  of  Como.  The  finest 
scenery  is  on  the  Tyrolese  side  of  the  pass,  whereas  the  construction  of 
the  road  itself  is  an  object  of  interest  on  the  Italian  side. 

Pbdbstbians  crossing  the  pass  are  strongly  recommended  to  avoid 
the  short-cuts,  as  the  road  affords  the  finest  view.  The  following  times 
should  be  allowed  for  the  various  stages  on  foot:  from  Prad  to  Trafoi  3; 
Franeenshdhe  2V4 ;  Stelvio  Pass  2 ;  Santa  Maria  Vs  *  Baths  of  Bormio  3  hrs. ; 
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bftck  to  Santa  Maria  4;  over  the  Wormser-Joch  to  Santa  Maria  in  the 
Miinster-Tal  4;  Miinater  >/«}  Taufers  >/<)  ^^s  iVs  l^^*- 

From  Landeck  or  Meran  to  Eyra,  see  R.  18.  The  SteMo  road 
crosses  the  Adige  at  .(2  M.)  Neu^Spondinig  (2900  ft.  j  ♦Hirsch)  and 
runs  straight  across  the  valley,  -which  is  rendered  marshy  by  the 
inundations  of  the  Trafoier  Bach.   At  — 

31/2  M.  Prad  (2950  ft.;  Post;  Prader  Hof),   at  the  entrance 

to  the  Trafoier  Tal ,  the  road  is  joined  on  the  right  by  the  direct 

route  from  Mais  via  Olums  (Sonne).   At  the  Schmelz  (Inn)  the  road 

begins  to  ascend,  the  valley  contracts,  and  the  brawling  Trafoier 

Bach  forms  several  waterfalls.  On  the  slope  to  the  right  lies  the  poor 

village  of  Stilfs^  Ital.  Stelvio^  whence  the  route  derives  its  name. 

Opposite  (5  M.)  Gomagoi  (4175  ft. ;  H6t.  Oomagoi)^  with  a  small 

fort,  opens  the  Sulden-Tal. 

The  *Sulden-Tal  extends  for  9  M.  into  the  heart  of  the  Ortler  group. 
A  road  leads  from  Gomagoi  to  (2V4  hrs.)  St.  Gertrud  or  Stdden  (6O0O  ft. ; 
*£ller;   Zum   Ortler;  Tembl)  and  to  (3D  min.)  the  large   *Siadm  Hotel 
(B.  from  3,  D.  4,  pens.  9-16  K.)y  commanding  a  beautiful  view  of  the  Ortler, 
Konigsspitze,  Monte  Zebrh,  etc.    The  large  Svlden  Glacier^  descending  from 
the  Suldenspitze,  has  much  receded,  leaving  its  moraines  behind  it,  and 
is  now  scarcely  visible  from  the  valley.    A  good  view  of  it  is  obtained 
from  the  (2  hrs.)  Schavbach-Hutte  (8440  ft.;  inn),   on  the  Ebemoandy  the 
starting-point  for  the  KUnigupUze^  Gevedale,  8cfidntatif»pitze,  Cevedale  Fan  (to 
Santa  Caterina,  p.  159),  and  the  MadHUeh-Joch  (to  Martell).   The  (2-2^2  hrs.) 
Dilsseldor/er-ffilUt  (8880  ft.-,  inn;  fine  view  of  the  Ortler)  in  the  Zaitaly  and 
the  (2  hrs.)  Baeekmann-HHtte  on  the  ffintere  Cfrat  (8760  ft.),  above  the  Sulden 
Glacier,  are  both  worthy  of  a  visit.  The  former  is  the  starting-point  for  the 
Tsehengelter  Saehtcand^    Vertainspitze^  etc.,  the  latter  for  MonU  ZArity  the 
Ortler  via  the  HinUre  Orat  or  the  Hochjoeh  (very  difficult),  etc.  —  Ascehts 
from  Sulden:  *H%ntere  Sehdntaitfspifze  (10,905  ft.;  41/2  hrs.;  guide  9  K.)y 
easily  reached  in  1/2  hr.  from  the  Madritsch-Joch,  and  conyeniently  com- 
bined with  the  expedition  to  Martell  (p.  156).  —  *0€vedak  O^ghest  peak 
12,380ft.;  7 hrs.;  guide  16 Z^.),  not  difficult  for  experts;  fine  view.    The 
night  may  be  spent  at  the  Halle^sehe  ffHtie  on  the  Eieeee  Pau  (10>%0  ft.), 
41/2  hrs.  from  Sulden;  thence  to  the  top  2-2V2  hrs.  —  KOnigufitze  (12,655  ft. ; 
5-6  hrs.  from  the  Schaubach-Hutte ;  guide  2i  K.\  difficult.  —  The  Ortler 
(12,800  ft. ;  7-8  hrs. ;  guide  20  K.\  the  highest  of  the  Eastern  Alps,  is  fre- 
quently ascended  from  Sulden  and  is   not  difficult  for  experts  when  the 
snow  is  in  good  condition.   The  route  from  Sulden  ascends  rapidly  through 
the  Marlt'Tal  to  the  (2  hrs.)  Tabaretia-Hatte  (8313  ft.;  inn)  and  the  (lV2hr.) 
Payer-HHtte  on  the  TdbareUa-Kamm  (9940  ft. ;  inn  in  summer),  whence  the 
summit  is  reached  in  3-4  hrs.  over  the  Talbaretta  Olaeier  and  Upper  Ortler 
Olader.    Splendid  view  from  the  top.  —  For  details,  see  BaedekerU  East- 
ern Alps. 

The  road  ascends  more  rapidly  and  crosses  the  Trafoier  Bach  four 
times.  Behind  appears  the  broad  snowy  pyramid  of  the  Weisskugel, 
and  in  front  the  imposing  Ortler  group. 

101/2  M.  Trafoi  (5080  ft. ;  *Trafoi  Hotel,  Ist  class,  R.  3-9,  D.  4, 
board  7  JT.;  Post;  H6t.  Stelvio  or  Alte  Post;  Zur  Schonen  Aussicht), 
a  small  village,  is  grandly  situated. 

Interesting  walk  (guide  unnecessary)  from  Trafoi  to  the  (*/i  hr.)  Heilice 
Brei  Brunnen  (6240  ft.).  The  path  diverges  from  the  road  to  the  left  by 
the  Trafoi  Hotel,  runs  through  meadows  and  pine-wood,  and  finally  crosses  a 
moraine.  Under  a  wooden  roof  are  three  wooden  figures  representing  Christ, 
the  Virgin,  and  St.  John,  from  whose  breasts  flows  the  ice-cold  'holy 
water'.    A^acent  are  a  chapel  and  a  tavern.   Opposite  rises  the  huge  and 
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nearly  perpendicular  Madatsch ,  from  the  dark  limestone  cliffs  of  wMch 
two  brooks  are  precipitated  from  a  great  height.  To  the  left,  above  us. 
are  the  ice-masses  of  the  Trafoi  and  Lower  Ortler  Glaciers,  overshadowed 
by  the  Trafoier  Eiswand.    The  whole  scene  is  picturesque  and  impressive. 

The  road  ascends  in  bold  windings  on  the  left  side  of  the  valley. 
As /the  best  views  are  obtained  from  the  bends  of  the  road,  short- 
cuts should  be  avoided.  The  finest  point  is  (81/2  M.)  the  *Wei88e 
Knott  (6110  ft.;  rfmt.  hut),  a  platform  with  a  marble  obelisk  to  the 
memory  of  Josef  Pichler  ('Passeirer  Josele'),  who  in  1804  made  the 
first  ascent  of  the  Ortler  (see  above).  Facing  us  is  the  sombre  Ma- 
datsch, to  the  right  the  Madatsch  Glacier,  and  to  the  left  the  Trafoi 
and  Lower  Ortler  Glaciers,  overlooked  by  the  Pleishom.  Far  below, 
amid  dark  pine-trees,  lies  the  chapel  of  the  Three  Holy  Springs. 
Farther  on,  opposite  the  superb  Madatsch  Glacier,  is  the  (IV4  M.) 
Cantoniera  del  Bosco,  which  was  destroyed  by  irregular  Italian  troops 
in  1848.  The  zone  of  trees  is  now  quitted,  and  stunted  dwarf-pines 
only  are  occasionally  seen.  At  (2V4  M.)  — 

15  M.  Franzenglidlie  (7180  ft. ;  *Po8t  Hotel)  the  highest  summit 
of  the  Ortler  becomes  visible  for  the  first  time. 

The  road  ascends  in  long  windings  on  slopes  of  talc-slate.  High 
above  us,  on  the  left,  are  the  snowy  summits  of  the  Monte  Livrio 
(10,470  ft.)  and  the  Oeisterapitze  (11,405  ft.). 

On  the  (2hrs.)  Stelvio  Pass  (JStilftier'Joch,  9055  ft.)  is  the  Hdtel 
Ferdinandshohe  (R.  2-5  K,]  Austrian  post-office  in  summer).  A 
column  to  the  left  marks  the  boundary  between  Austria  and  Italy  (the 
height  given  on  the  boundary- stone  is  wrong).  The  ^Dreiaprachen- 
spUte  (9325  ft),  to  the  right,  is  easily  ascended  in  1/4  hr.  and  com- 
mands an  excellent  survey  of  the  environs  (new  hotel). 

To  the  left  is  the  Eben  Glacier.  The  road  then  descends  in  wind- 
ings, which  may  be  avoided  by  short-cuts,  to  (2  M.)  — 

21  M.  Santa  Maria  (8160  ft. ;  Inn)^  the  fourth  Cantoniera  and  the 

Italian  custom-house. 

A  new  road  (diligence  twice  daily  in  1  hr.)  diverges  from  the  Stelvio 
route  to  the  right  near  the  Cantoniera  Santa  Maria,  crosses  the  Umbrail 
Pass  (8240ft.)f  or  Wormser-Joehy  and  descends  through  the  Vol  Mvranza  to 
(3  hrs.)  Santa  Maria  in  the  Miinster-Tal  (p.  155). 

The  ascent  of  the  *FiK  TJmbraU  (9945ft.;  13/4-2  hrs.  from  Santa  Maria; 
guide,  advisable,  5-6  fr.)  is  recommended.  We  diverge  by  the  Dogana  to  the 
left  from  the  road  to  the  Miinster-Tal,  and  ascend  first  a  grassy  slope  and 
then  a  stony  zigzag  path  to  the  jagged  summit  (the  Umbrail  Glacier  remains 
to  our  right).  Magnificent  *View  of  the  Ortler,  the  Alps  of  the  Val  Tel- 
lina,  the  Bernina,  Silvretta,  and  Oetztal  Alps.  A  good  panorama  by  Faller 
may  be  seen  at  the  cantoniera. 

We  next  reach  the  (1 Y4M.)  third  Cantoniera  al  Piano  del  Brauglio 
(7590  ft. ;  inn),  near  a  chapel,  and  then  the  Casino  dei  Rotteri  di 
Spondalonga  (7100  ft.),  a  house  occupied  by  road-menders.  The 
road  descends  in  numerous  windings,  crosses  the  brook  descending 
from  the  Val  Vitelli^  and  reaches  the  (second)  Cantoniera  Bruciato 
(6495  ft.).  To  the  right  rises  the  abrupt  Mte.Brauglio  (9775  ft.).  The 
road  skirts  the  mountain-slope  and  is  carried  through  the  Diroccamento 
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(Wormser  Loch)  by  covered  galleries.  Farther  on  is  the  (first)  Can- 
toniera  di  Piatta  Martina  (5585  ft),  beyond  which  the  Adda  dashes 
forth  from  the  wild  Val  Fratle  on  the  right  and  unites  with  the 
Brauglio.  Beyond  the  last  gallery  but  one  the  valley  and  the  road 
turn  towards  the  S.,  and  a  beautiful  view  is  disclosed  of  the  valley 
of  Bormio  as  far  as  Ceppina.  To  the  S.W.  rise  the  Como  di  San 
Colombano  (9915  ft.),  the  Cima  di  Piazzi  (11,280  ft.),  and  the  Cima 
B«dflwco  (10,300  ft.) ;  to  the  S.E.  are  the  Mte.Sobretta  (10,720  ft.) 
and  the  ice -pyramid  of  Piz  Tresero  (il,8?0  ft.).  The  Bagni  Vecchi 
(4760  ft.;  nnn,  R.  2-3,  pens.  6-8  fr.),  or  Old  Baths  of  Bormio,  now 
come  into  view,  perched  on  the  rocks  below  the  road.  Before  the 
last  tunnel  is  reached,  a  road  descends  to  them  direct.  About  1/2  M. 
farther  down  are  the  — 

31  M.  Hew  Baths  of  Bormio,  or  Bagni  Nuovi  (4380  ft. ;  *Hotel, 
B.  3-6 ,  D.  4-5,  pens.  8-12  fr.;  post  and  telegraph  office),  a  handsome 
building  on  a  terrace,  commanding  a  fine  view  of  the  valley  of  Bormio 
and  the  surrounding  mountains. 

33  m.  Bormio,  Ger.  Worms  (4020  ft.;  Posta  or  Leone  d'Oro; 
Alb,  deUa  Torre),  an  antiquated  little  Italian  town  at  the  entrance 
to  the  Val  Furva,  with  many  dilapidated  towers. 

Fbom  Bobmio  to  Santa  Gatbbina,  9-10  M.  (diligence  twice  dsdlj  in 
2  hrs. ;  one-horse  carr.  there  and  back  12  fr.).  The  road  leads  through 
the  Vai  FurvOy  along  the  Frodolfo.  Santa  Oaterina  (5700  ft.  \  *atdbilimmto 
ClemesUi;  Alb.  Miktnojis  a  hath  of  some  repute,  with  a  spring  impregnated 
with  carbonic  acid.  A  beautiful  walk  may  be  taken  to  the  (2  hrs.)  chalets 
called  Baite  del  Fomo  (7660  ft.;  Buzzi^s  Inn),  situated  opposite  the  huge 
*Fomo  Olacier. 

From  Santa  Gaterina  to  FUmte  di  Legno  (p.  161),  over  the  Octvia  Fast 
(8465  ft.),  7-8  hrs.,  easy  and  interesting  (guide  unnecessary  in  good  weather) ; 
over  the  Ceaedale  Pau  to  the  Martell-  Tal,  see  p.  156. 

The  road  crosses  the  Frodolfo  at  (iy^M,)  Santa  Lucia,  and  then 
turning  towards  the  S.  traverses  the  broad  green  vaUey  (Piano)  of 
Bormio.  Beyond  (3  M.)  CeppirM  we  pass  the  hamlet  of  Sanf  Antonio 
and  then  Morignone,  The  Serra  di  Morignone,  a  defile  3^2  M.  in  length, 
here  separates  the  district  of  Bormio  from  ihe  Val  Tellina,  the  broad 
valley  of  the  Adda,  the  slopes  of  which  yield  excellent  red  wine.  The 
Ponte  del  Diavolo  was  destroyed  by  the  Austrians  in  1859.  Near  the 
end  of  the  defile  (right)  are  the  ruins  of  a  fort. 

45  M.  BoUadore  (2840  ft.;   Posta;  JBdtel  des  Alpe$),    Below 

^46^2  M.)  Tiolo  the  road  crosses  to  the  right  bank  of  the  Adda. 
81/2  M.  OrosiOf  with  a  chateau  of  Count  Visconti-Venosta.  Beyond 
(50  M.)  Orosotto,  at  (51 1/2  M.)  Mazzo  the  road  returns  to  the  left 
bank  of  the  Adda.  To  the  W.  rises  the  precipitous  Mte.  Masuccio 
(9140  ft.).   We  then  descend  by  Lovero  and  8emio  to  — 

56 V2  M.  Tirano  (1475ft.;  *Qrand  Httel  Tirana;  Posta;  Italia; 
H6tel  Stelvio'),  a  small  town  which  has  often  suffered  from  the  in- 
undations of  the  Adda,  with  old  mansions  of  the  Yisconti,  Palla- 
vlclni,  and  Sails  families.  The  railway -station  (buffet)  is  on  the 
right  bank  of  the  Adda.

Abont  s/4  H.  to  the  W.  of  the  station  lies  Madonna  di  Tiraao  (Alb. 
San  MicMe)^  a  small  village  with  a  large  pilgrimage-church  (16th  cent.). 
A  carriage-road  (diligence  daily)  leads  hence  to  PotctiMtoOy  and  across  the 
Bemina  Pau  to  the  Upper  Engadine;  see  Bciedeher't  Switzerland. 

The  Railway  crosses  the  Poschiavino,  which  descends  from  the 
Bernina  lakes.  At  (62  M.)  Tresenda  the  Apnea  road  diverges  to  the 
left  (comp.  p.  161).  On  a  hill  to  the  N.  rises  the  old  watch-tower  of 
Teglio  (2945  ft.),  which  gives  its  name  to  the  valley  ( Vol  Teglino), 

73  M.  Sondrio  (1140  ft. ;  RaU.  Restaurant;  *Posta,  R.  3-6,  D.  4, 
pens,  from  7  fr.),  the  capital  (7000  inhab.)  of  the  Val  Tellina,  is  pret- 
tily situated  on  the  Mallero^  an  impetuous  torrent. 

Grossing  the  M&llero,  the  railway  skirts  the  hill  of  SasseUa,  which 
produces  a  well-known  wine.  77  M.  Castione;  80  M.  San  Pietro- 
Berbenno,  At  (841/2  M.)  Ardenno-Maaino  the  Val  Masino,  in  which 
are  the  frequented  Bagni  del  Masino,  opens  on  the  right.  —  The 
train  crosses  the  Adda.  891/2  M.  Horbegno  (850  ft.;  Alb.  Centrale'), 
noted  for  its  silk-culture.  —  9OI/2  M.  Cosio-Traona;  93  M.  Delehio, 
—  The  lower  part  of  the  Val  Tellina  is  made  marshy  and  unhealthy 
by  the  inundations  of  the  Adda. 

99  M.  Colico  (700  ft. ;  RaU.  Restaurant^  with  rooms)  is  situated 
at  the  N.E.  end  of  the  Lake  of  Coma;  see  Baedeker's  Northern  Italy ^ 
or  Baedeker's  Switzerland, 


20.  From  Botzen  to  Verona. 

Comp.  Mapty  pp.  160,  164. 

89  M.  Bailwat.    Express  in  2*/4-4V4,  ordinary  trains  in  5Vs  hrs. 

Botzen  (870  ft.),  see  p.  148.  The  train  crosses  the  Eisak,  which 
falls  into  the  Adige,  or  Etsch,  3  M.  lower  down.  At  (6  M.)  BranzoU 
the  latter  river  becomes  navigable.  Beyond  (10  M.)  Auer,  the  train 
crosses  the  river;  to  the  right,  on  the  hill,  is  Kaltem  (p.  149).  — 
13  M.  Henmarkt-Tramin.  The  village  of  Neumarkt  (Post)  lies  on 
the  left  bank  of  the  Adige,  1  M.  from  the  railway. 

The  Valley  of  the  Avisio  may  he  visited  from  Nenmarkt.  This  valley, 
60  M.  long,  consists  of  the  Vol  Cetnbra  (or  Zimmert\  the  lowest  part,  from 
Lavis  to  Val  Floriana  (21  M.) ;  the  Val  FiemmA  (or  Fleinu),  the  central  part, 
as  far  as  Moena  (24  M.) ;  and  the  Val  di  Faua,  the  highest  part,  extending 
to  Penia  (15  H.)  and  famous  for  its  dolomites.  The  shortest  ronte  to  the 
last  leads  from  Botzen  yi&  the  Karer  Fats  to  Vigo  (see  p.  149).  —  The  Val 
Fiemme  is  conveniently  reached  from  Neumarkt  by  a  diligence  plying  daily 
in  5  hrs.  (8  K.)  to  (15  M.)  Oavalese,  and  in  T-Ti/a  hrs.  (3  Zl  66  h.)  to  (23V«  M.) 
Fredcuzo;  omnibus  from  Gavalese  to  Vigo  daily  in  8  hrs.,  and  from  Vigo 
to  Fenia  twice  daily  in  Sj/s  hrs.  (carriage  and  pair  from  Keumarkt  to  Cava* 
lese  24,  to  Predazzo  40  K.).  —  The  road  ascends  vi&  (7  M.)  KaldiUch  and 
(&M.)  Fontane  Fredde  (3115  ft.;  hotel)  to  its  culminating  point,  near  San 
Lugano  (3610  ft.),  and  descends,  passing  the  little  sulphur  baths  of  Carano. 
to  (15  M.)  Gavalese  (3260  ft.;  Ancora;  Corona),  the  principal  place  (2100 
inhab.)  in  the  Val  Fiemme,  an  Alpine  valley  of  moderate  width.  Viewed 
from  the  hill  beside  the  church  at  Gavalese,  the  villages  of  (4  M.)  Teeero, 
(IVs  M.)  Fanehia,  and  (1/2  M.)  Zicmo,  which  we  next  pass,  seam  quite 
near,  but  the  intervening  gorges  necessitate  frequent  circuits.  Beyond  Ziano 
we  enter  the  broad  valley  of  (23V«  M.)  Predazso  (3340  ft.;  Jfaw  cTOro; 
Rota),  an  excellent  field  for  the  mineralogist.    To  the  fi.  opens  the  Vta 
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SANMICHELE.  20.  Route,   161 

Travignolo^  through  which  a  road  (diligence)  leads  vii  (8Vs  M.)  Faneveggio 
and  (18Vs  M.)  San  Martino  di  Oasirotia  ^740  ft.  \  *Hdt.  des  Dolomites;  Hot. 
Toflfol),  a  favourite  summer-resort,  to  po  M.)  Primiero  (see  Baedeker's  Eoutem 
Alps).  —  The  last  part  of  the  Fiemme  is  a  narrow  sequestered  dale.  39 Vs  M. 
■o«na  (3935  ft.-,  Corona;  CaveOUUo;  Albergo  Alpino\  the  first  village  in  the 
Val  Faua.  To  the  left  rise  the  dolomite  rocks  of  the  Rosengarten,  Bot- 
wand,  etc.,  the  W.  side  of  which  presents  so  striking  an  appearance  from 
Botzen.  To  the  K.  the  Langkofel  (10,425  ft.),  adjoined  hy  the  Plattkofel 
(9710  ft.),  rears  its  white  summit  above  the  valley.  Before  and  after  Soraga 
the  road  crosses  the  Avisio.  We  next  reach  San  Giovanni^  the  church  of 
(34  H.)  Vigo  di  Fasaa  (4565  ft.  ^  H6t.  Vigo;  Corona;  RQ»a\  the  chief  village  in 
the  Val  Fassa,  situated  Vs  M.  higher  up,  to  the  left  (to  Botzen  over  the  Kewer 
Pcu$y  see  p.  149).  The  attractive  ascent  of  the  Ciampedie  (6590ft.),  the  E.  spur 
of  the  dime  dei  Mugoni,  may  be  made  hence  in  1 V2-2  hrs.  —  The  road  des- 
cends vi&  Fozza  (4290  ft.),  at  the  entrance  to  the  Vol  Afonzoniy  Ferra  CBAzzVa 
Inn),  and  Mazzin  to  (38VsM.)  Campitello  (4730  ft. ;  mt.  Mulino),  at  tbe  influx 
of  the  Duron  into  the  Avisio,  a  good  starting-point  for  excursions  in  the 
upper  Fassa  valley.  Interesting  passes  lead  hence  over  the  Sella- Joch  (7276  ft.) 
to  the  Groden  valley  (p.  147),  and  over  the  MahlknecM  -  Joch  (7180  ft.)  to 
the  Seiser  Alp  (p.  147).  The  *Col  Rodella  (8166  ft. ;  3  hrs.)  commands  a 
magnificent  view.  —  The  Val  Fassa  now  turns  to  the  E.  IVsM.  Gries;  >/«  M. 
Canazei  (Pitscheider) ;  1  M.  Alba  (4980  ft.  \  Delia  Oiacoma's  Inn);  1  M.  Fenia 
(5095  ft.),  the  last  village  in  the  valley.  Hence  over  the  FedaJaFass  (6710  ft.) 
to  (SVa-D  hrs.)  Caprile  (p.  171),  see  Baedeker' $  Eastern  Alp*. 

1972  M.  Salum  (Adier),  below  the  ruined  Haderhurg,  situated 
on  an  apparently  inaccessible  pinnacle.  To  the  right  is  the  Rocchetta 
Pctss,  leading  to  the  Val  di  Non  (see  below). 

24  M.  San  Michele  (750  ft.;  AdUr),  with  an  old  Augustlnian 
monastery,  is  the  best  starting-point  for  Madonna  di  Campiglio, 

The  Val  di  Non  and  Val  di  Sole,  opening  here  to  the  K.W.,  form  a 
single  valley,  about  30  M.  long,  with  many  branches,  and  watered  by  the 
Noce,  A  good  road  leads  from  San  Michele  (diligence  daily  to  Mal^  and 
Tresenda)via  CiV..)  Mezeolombardo  or  WaUch-Metz  (JS6b  ft. -^  *  Victoria),  then 
through  the  defile  of  the  Rocehelta  and  up  the  left  bank  of  the  Noce,  to  Tajo 
and  (15  H.)  Cle$  (2150  ft. ;  Aquila),  the  capital  of  the  Val  di  Non,  in  a  fine 
situation.  We  descend  to  the  Moetizzol  Bridge,  where  the  Val  di  Sole  begins, 
and  proceed  via  Caldez  to  (25  M.)  Kale  (4420  ft. ;  H6t.  Malk ;  H6t.  Onestin- 
gheV)^  the  chief  village  in  that  valley.  About  8M.  to  the  N.W.,  in  the  Val 
di  Ratbi^  are  the  frequented  chalybeate  baths  of  Ralbi  (4000  ft.).  —  Beyond 
Hal6  we  pass  JDimaro  (left :  to  ifadonna  di  Campiglio^  see  below)  and  Mettana 
(right)  to  (37  M.)  Fucine  (3135  ft.*,  Zanella;  Leone),  at  the  entrance  to  the 
Val  di  FejOy  6  H.  up  which  are  the  frequented  baths  of  Fejo  (4430  ft.).  A 
picture.<ique  road  leads  from  Fucine  over  the  TonalePass  (6180  ft.)  to  (53  M.) 
Ponie  di  Legno  (4140  ft. ;  Hdt.  Tonale),  in  the  Val  Camonica^  watered  by  the 
Oglio  (over  the  Qaoia  Fau  to  Santa  Caterina^  see  p.  Iti8)  and  to  (66 M.)  Edolo 
(2200  ft. ;  Leon  d'Oro);  thence  through  the  Val  Gamonica  to  I»eo  and  Brescia^ 
or  over  the  Faeso  d^Apriea  to  (Si  M.)  Tresenda  (p.  160),  see  BaedekerU  Eastern 
Alps  or  Notihem  Italy, 

FsoM  San  Michele  to  MADomrA  ni  Campiglio,  SSVs  M.,  diligence  in 
summer  dailv  in  9  hrs.  (10  K.  20  A.).  Through  the  valley  of  the  Koce  via 
(15  M.)  Cles  (junction  of  the  Mendel  diligence,  p.  150)  and  (25  M.)  Mcdi  to 
('28Vs  M.)  JHmaro,  see  above.  The  road  to  Campiglio  diverges  here  to  the 
left  a  \d  ascends  the  wooded  Val  Meledrio  to  the  (3  hrs.)  pass  of  Campo  Carlo 
Magno  (5400  ft.),  whence  it  descends  to  the  0/>  hr.)  hamlet  of  Xadonna  di 
Oampiglio  (4970  ft. :  *Orand  H6tel  des  Alpes,  a  large  first-class  house,  in  an 
old  monastery,  R.  4-8.  board  8^:.;  "ffdt.  Rainaltery  pens.  9-10  Z.;  DolomUen- 
Hdtel,  Hdt.  Brentay  etc.),  a  pleasant  summer-resort,  in  a  sheltered  situation  at 
the  foot  of  Monte  Spinale  (0690  ft. ;  easily  ascended  in  IVzhr. ;  fine  views).  Ex- 
cursions and  passes,  see  BaedekerU  Eagtem  Alps.  The  most  attractive  is  that 
over  the  *Bocea  di  Brenta  to  Molveno  (from  Campiglio  9  hrs.,  guide  14  JT. ;  from 
Molveno  to  Mezzo  Lombardo  4  hrs.).  To  Fintoio  (Vai  dt  Oenova)^  see  p.  168« 
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162   Route  20,  TRENT.  From  Botzen 

The  line  recrosses  the  Adige.  —  28V2  M.  Lavis  lies  on  the 
AvisiOy  a  torrent  descending  from  the  Val  Cemhra  (p.  160),  which 
■with  its  ramifications  is  crossed  by  a  curved  bridge,  1000  yds.  long. 

35  M.  Trent.  —  Hotels.  At  the  station :  'Imperial  HdTSL  Tbento 
(PI.  a;  B,  1),  R.  3-8,  B.  1V«,  D.  5,  pens.  9-14 IT.  —  In  the  town:  •H6t. 
Carloni  QPl.  b ;  C,  2),  Via  Lunga,  R.  2-10  K.  —  Second-class :  Aonbllo  d'Oro  ; 
CoRNBTTO.  —  Restaurants.  Railway  Restaurant^  with  garden ;  Isola  Nuova^ 
near  the  station,  with  rooms.  —  OafSs.  Europa^  Via  Lunga;  TreniOy  near 
the  cathedral.  —  EnglUh  Church  Service  in  the  H6tel  Trento. 

Trent  (640  ft.),  or  Trento,  Lat.  Tridentum,  with  25,000  inhab., 
once  the  wealthiest  town  in  Tyrol,  founded  according  to  tradition 
by  the  Etruscans,  possesses  numerous  towers,  marble  palaces,  and 
broad  streets,  and  still  presents  all  the  characteristics  of  an  impor- 
tant Italian  town.  —  A  large  ^Monument  to  Dante,  by  Zocchl,  was 
erected  in  the  Piazza  Dante  opposite  the  station  in  1896. 

The  Via  Romana  leads  to  the  S.  from  the  Piazza  Dante  to  the 
Via  Lunga  and  Via  Larga,  the  principal  streets  of  the  town.  The 
Palazzo  MunicipaU  (PI.  2;  6,  2,  3),  in  the  latter,  accommodates  the 
Museum  (open  on  week-days  9-12  and  3-6,  Sun.  9-12;  closed  in  July 
and  Aug.),  which  contains  Roman  and  other  antiquities,  natural 
history  olrjects,  coins  and  medals,  etc. 

The  "^Cathedral  (PI.  B,  0,  3),  begun  early  in  the  11th  cent,  but 
dating  in  its  present  form  mainly  from  the  beginning  of  the  13th, 
is  a  Romanesque  basilica,  with  a  lantern  over  the  crossing.  At  the 
N.  portal,  as  at  Botzen,  is  a  pair  of  lions  (p.  148).  In  the  Piazza  del 
Duomo,  which  is  embellished  with  the  pretty  Neptune  Fountain 
(1769),  are  the  Palazzo  Pretorio  (now  military  offices)  and  the  Torre 
Grande  or  Clock  Tower  (PI.  11).  —  Santa  Maria  Maggiore  (PI.  B,  3 ; 
early  16th  cent.),  where  the  celebrated  Council  of  Trent  sat  in  1545-63, 
contains  a  picture  on  the  N.  wall  of  the  choir  with  portraits  of  the 
members.  Outside  the  choir  to  the  S.  a  column  dedicated  to  the 
Virgin  was  erected  in  1845. 

On  the  E.  side  of  the  town  rises  the  CasteUo  del  Buon  Consiglio 
(PI.  D,  1,  2),  with  remains  of  ancient  frescoes,  once  the  residence 
of  the  Prince-Bishops,  now  a  barrack  (adm.  9-11  and  2-4 ;  fee).  The 
huge  circular  Torre  di  Augusto  is  not  of  Roman  origin  (fine  ▼lew'). 
There  is  also  a  good  view  of  the  town  from  the  terrace  of  the  Capuchin 
Monastery  (PL  D,  1),  above  the  castle. 

Faoic  Trent  to  Bassano  throhqh  the  Val  Sugana,  71  M.  Railway 
from  Trent  to  Tezze,  iSVzM.,  in  21/2-4  hrs.,  and  diligence  thence  to  (23  M.) 
BasMno  in  4  hrs.  —  The  railway  diverges  to  the  left  from  the  Verona 
lifie^  crosses  the  broad  valley  of  the  Adige  by  means  of  a  long  viaduct, 
and  ascends  in  a  large  bend  (curved  tunnel)  to  (5Vs  M.)  Villazzano.  At 
(8  M.)  Po90  it  enters  the  ravine  of  the  FereinOy  being  at  places  hewn 
through  the  overhanging  rocks.  Near  (SVs  M.)  Fonie  Alto,  to  the  left,  is 
an  imposing  waterfall  of  the  Fersina  in  a  sombre  gorge  (accessible  by  a 
sabterranean  staircase;  adm.  60  A.).  —  I6V2  M.  Pergine  (1680  ft. ;  Voltolini), 
a  market- village  with  a  chateau.  The  line  now  descends  gradually,  skirting 
the  beautiful  Logo  di  Caldonazzo,  to  (24  M .)  levico  (16B8  ft. ;  Grand  Jffdtel, 
Eden  H6tel,  BeUevue^  Oennania,  etc.)>  a  bathing-resort  with  arsenical  springs, 
much  visited  by  Italians.  The  VcU  augana,  watered  by  the  Erenta^  begins 
here.  —  30  M.  Rcneegno  (*Hotel)  also  has  arsenical  springs. 
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to  Verona,  BASSANO.  20,BouU.   163 

33  H.  Borgo  (1390  ft. ;  Hdtel  VaUvgcma)  is  the  chief  place  in  the  valley 
(3900  inbab.).  The  line  passes  the  stations  of  Ccutelnuovo^  Strigno^  Ospe- 
daUtto,  and  Origno,  and  reaches  its  terminus  at  (43V2  M.)  Tezte^  1/4  M.  from 
the  Tillage  of  that  name  (Austrian  custom-house). 

The  road  crosses  the  Italian  frontier  (custom-house  examination)  to 
(3M.)  Primokmo  (710  ft.  1  Posta,  poor)  and  enters  the  Ccmale  di  Brtnta,  an 
imposing  gorge  enclosed  by  lofty  precipices.  In  a  rocky  gorge  beyond  the 
village  are  the  ruins  of  the  old  frontier- fortress  of  Covelo  or  Kofei^  and 
20  min.  farther  on  we  cross  the  CUmone^  which  descends  from  the  Val  Fi'i- 
miero.  Beyond  Bologna  the  valley  expands.  The  road  makes  a  curve  and 
enters  the  extensive  olive-clad  plain  of  — 

23  M.  Basaano  (420  ft. ;  *San(  Antonio;  Afondo\  a  finely  situated  town 
(6100  inhab),  with  old  ivy-clad  walls.  The  Museum  (10-3)  contains  several 
pictures  by  the  Da  PonU  family  of  artists,  who  are  usually  surnamed 
BauaaOy  after  their  native  place.  The  Cathedral  contains  pictures  by  Jacopo 
Bassano ;  the  best  is  a  Nativity,  in  the  Orafoi-io  San  Qiuuppe.  Near  the  N . W. 
gate  is  the  old  castle  of  the  Ghibelline  tyrant  Ezzelino,  part  of  which  is 
now  occupied  by  the  ^arciprete'  or  dean  of  the  cathedral.  Tbe  promenades 
surrounding  the  town  afford  fine  views  of  the  Alps.  —  Railway  from  Bas- 
sano  via  (9D  M.j  Padua  and  (53  M.)  Venice^  see  BaedekerU  Northern  Italy. 

FsoM  TosNT  TO  Campiglio,  46  M.,  dilieence  (9  K.  40  A.)  in  summer 
twice  daily  in  13  hrs.  (carr.  and  pair  in  10-11  hrs.,  60  JT.  and  fee).  Shorter 
and  more  convenient  routes  lead  from  SanMiehele  and  from  the  Mendel  Pas* 
to  Campiglio  (comp.  p.  160;  diligence  in  9  hrs.).  ->  The  road  crosses  the 
Adige  and,  skirting  tbe  fortified  rocky  hill  of  Dou  Trento^  reaches  its 
culminating  point  (1640  ft.)  near  the  hamlet  of  Cadine.  It  then  descends 
past  the  picturesque  (kutel  Toblino  to  (12V2  M.)  Sarche  (860  ft.;  inn), 
where  a  road  to  (11  M.)  Arco  (p.  164)  diverges  to  the  left.  Here  we  cross 
the  Sat'ca  and  ascend  the  imposing  ravine  of  that  river  in  long  curves  to 
(18  M.)  Comano  (1160  ft.),  a  sulphur-bath  frequented  by  Italians,  whence 
we  again  descend  to  the  (l9Vs  M.)  PoiUt  delle  Arehe  (with  Stenico  above  it 
to  the  right)  and  proceed  through  the  picturesque  Sarca  valley  to  (27Vs  M.) 
Tione  (18^  ft.  \  CaocUlo  Bianco;  Posta),  the  chief  village  in  Oiudiearia.  The 
Val  Sarca  here  becomes  broad  and  fertile,  and  turning  to  the  N.,  is  known 
as  the  ValU  di  Bendena.  Passing  numerous  villages,  we  reach  (38  H.) 
Pinzolo  (2525  ft.;  *E6t.  Pimolo;  Corona),  the  starting-point  for  the  in- 
teresting visit  to  the  *  Val  di  Genova,  or  highest  part  of  the  Val  Sarca  ^to 
Bedole  5,  Mandron-HUtte  TVs  hrs.).  Hence  the  road  ascends  to  the  E.,  with 
beautiful  views  of  the  Brenta  and  Adamello  Alps,  via  San  Antonio  di  Mavig- 
nolo  to  (46  M.)  Madonna  di  Campiglio  (p.  161). 

39  M.  MatiareUo,  On  a  hill  to  the  left  near  (44  M.)  Calliano 
rises  the  large  chateau  of  Beteno  (1420  ft),  the  property  of  Count 
Trapp.  The  lower  valley  of  the  Adige,  rich  in  fruit,  and  yielding 
excellent  red  wine,  is  called  Val  Lagarina, 

49  M.  Bovereto  (*Orand  Hdtel;  H6t,  Balmoral;  Olivo)^  a  busy 
town  with  10,200  inhab.,  on  both  sides  of  the  LenOj  is  noted  for  its 
silk-culture.  The  old  Castello  is  interesting.  Steam-tramway  to  (1 M.) 
SaccOj  with  a  large  tobacco  factory  (1500  hands). 

On  the  right  bank  of  the  Adige  is  Isera^  with  vineyards,  villas, 
and  a  waterfall.  To  the  left,  near  Lisaana ,  is  a  castle  in  which 
Dante  resided  in  1302,  when  banished  from  Florence.  —  51 V,  M. 
Mori  (570  ft.;  Railvoay  Hotel)  is  the  junction  for  Arco  and  Riva 
(see  p.  164). 

Near  (52  M.)  Marco  are  the  Slavini  di  Marco  ^  probably  de- 
posited by  a  glacier  in  the  ice-age,  but  aocordlng  to  soii^^  ^^^  ^c* 
mains  of  a  vast  landslip,  which  overwhelmed  a  town  i^  ^'^1  ^^^

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is  described  by  Dante  {Jnfemo  xil,  4-9).  At  (SSVa  M.)  Serravalle^ 
the  ancient  fort  gaarding  the  defile,  the  yalley  contracts. 

59  M.  Ala  (415  ft.;  Corona,-  Rail,  Restaurant),  a  considerable 
place  (4900  inhab.),  where  luggage  is  examined.  —  61 V2  M.  Avio,  with 
a  picturesque  chateau  of  Count  Oastelbarco,  the  last  Austrian  station. 

67  M.  Peri  (410  ft.)  is  the  first  Italian  station.  The  valley  of  the 
Adige  is  separated  on  the  W.  from  the  Lago  di  Garda  by  the  ridge 
of  Monte  Baldo  (p.  165).  On  a  height  to  the  right  lies  Rivoli,  storm- 
ed several  times  by  the  French  in  1796  and  1797  under  Mass^na, 
afterwards  *Duc  de  Rivoli'.  73  M.  Ceraino.  The  train  now  enters 
the  celebrated  Chiusa  di  Verona,  a  rocky  gorge  at  the  entrance  of 
which  is  the  fortification  of  Jncanale,  78  M.  Domegliara ;  82  M. 
Pe^cantina;  85  M.  Farona,   The  train  crosses  the  Adige. 

89  M.  Veiona,  see  Baedekers  Northern  Jtaly. 


21.  From  Mori  to  Riva.  Lago  di  Garda. 

Comp.  Map^  p.  160. 

1572  '^-  Local  Railway  in  IV2  hr.  (fares  1st  cl.  3  K.,  3rd  cl.  1  K.  64  A.). 
Steamer  on  the  Lago  di  Oarda,  see  p.  165. 

Mori,  see  p.  163.  —  The  railway  crosses  the  Adige  to  (2  M.) 
Mori-Borgata,  the  station  for  the  long  and  straggling  village  of  Mori 
(Alb.  Mori).  It  then  traverses  the  broad  green  valley  to  (41/2  M.) 
Loppio,  passes  the  pretty  Lago  di  Loppio  (720  ft.)  with  its  rocky 
islands,  and  ascends  in  windings  amid  rocky  debris  to  the  summit  of 
the  pass  (916  ft.).  At  (8  M.)  Nago  (705  ft.),  a  village  situated  on 
the  brink  of  a  ravine,  with  the  ruins  of  the  castle  of  Penede  above 
it,  the  old  road  to  Riva  vi&  (3  M.)  TorboU  (•Hdtel  Gardasee)  diverges 
to  the  left.  The  line  descends  to  the  right  along  the  hill -side, 
affording  fine  ^Yiews  of  the  Lago  di  Garda  and  the  Sarca  valley. 

12^2  M.  Arco.  —  Hotels.  *Edrhads,  *Eubga8ino,  *  Hotel  Olivo, 
*HdTBL  Stbasser,  all  in  tlie  Kur-Flatz ;  Bellevue,  near  the  rail,  station  •, 
*H6t.  ViGTOBiA,  Vs  H.  from  the  Kur-Plats^  *HdT.  Olivbnbeim,  in  an  elevated 
position,  with  fine  view;  Austrla,  Kur-Promenade;  Corona,  with  garden^ 
HdT.  HoDER,  at  the  station.  —  Pensions.  Bellaria  (well  situated),  Rainalter, 
Aurora,  etc.  —  The  hotels  and  pensions  are  usually  closed  in  summer. 

Arco  (300  ft.),  an  ancient  town  (2500  inhab.)  with  a  handsome 
domed  church,  in  a  sheltered  situation,  is  a  favourite  winter-resort 
for  consumptive  and  nervous  patients.  To  the  N.,  on  a  precipitous 
rock  (390  ft.),  rises  the  CaMle  of  Areo,  destroyed  by  the  French  In 
the  Spanish  War  of  Succession,  with  garden  and  fine  view  (fee). 

The  railway  now  runs  through  the  broad  and  fertile  vaUey  of 

the  Sarca,  via  (13^/2  M.)  San  Tomaso,  to  — 

15^2  ^*  Biva.  —  Hotels.  *pALA8T-HdTEL  Lido,  with  a  garden  on 
the  lake,  R.  3-V/t,  pens.  8-14  JT.;  Imperial  Hotel  Sole  d'Oro,  with  a 
terrace  on  the  lake,  B.  24,  pens.  l-QK.;  *HdTBL-PBNSioH  dd  Lac,  1/2  M. 
to  the  E.,  on  the  Torbole  road,  with  a  large  garden  and  bath-house,  R.  2-3, 
pens.  ^1  K.\  *HdTEL-PENfiioN  See- Villa,  R.  2-3,  pens.  ISK.;  Hot. -Pens. 
JoLANDA,  with  garden;  ^Hotel- Pension  Riva,  R.  2-3,   pens.  6-8  JT.-,  H6t. 
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Cbntbal;  BdHM's  Hotkl;  Hot.  Bahnhof;  Bayieba}  Alb.  San  Habco, 
outside  the  Porta  San  Hichele,  Italian;  Mdsch,  Oallo.  Alb.  del  Popolo, 
all  three  moderate.  —  English  Church  Service  in  the  Hotel  du  Lac. 

Riva  (230  ft.),  a  busy  town  and  harbour  with  3200  inhab.,  is 
charmingly  situated  at  the  N.  end  of  the  Lago  di  Qarda^  close  to  the 
foot  of  the  steep  Monte  d^Oro  (4975  ft).  On  the  hillside,  high  above 
the  town,  are  the  ruins  of  the  round  keep  of  the  Rocchetta^  a  castle  built 
by  the  Scaligers  (p.  166).  Rlva  is  suitable  for  a  prolonged  stay.  The 
climate  is  healthy,  and  the  heat  in  summer  is  tempered  by  the  lake. 

ExoUBSiONB.  To  the  Fall  of  the  Ponale,  by  electric  launch  (3  timea 
daily  in  20  min.,  60  A.),  or  by  boat  (34  JT.,  iV2-3  hrs.  there  and  back);  or 
we  may  go  by  boat  and  return  on  foot  (steep  ascent;  3-4  brs.  there  and  back). 
The  waterfall  itself,  which  the  Ponale  forms  shortly  before  it  falls  into 
the  lake  from  the  ravine  of  the  Ledro,  is  insignificant,  but  its  surroundings 
are  picturesque.  The  best  point  of  view  is  beyond  the  old  bridge  over 
the  bridle-path  from  the  Ledro  valley  (small  restaurant).  —  The  walk  to 
the  fall  by  the  *Ledro  Road  is  also  very  interesting.  It  leads  at  a  con- 
siderable height  along  the  rocky  precipices  of  the  W.  bank,  through  a 
succession  of  tunnels  and  galleries,  and  commands  beautiful  views  (shade 
after  3  p.m.).  From  the  point  (*/4  hr.)  where  the  road  turns  to  the  right 
into  the  Ledro  valley  (see  below),  the  [old  bridle-path,  descending  to  the 
left,  leads  to  the  waterfall. 

Interesting  excursion  to  the  N.W.  to  (2  M.)  Yarone  (400  ft.),  where 
there  is  a  wild  and  picturesque  *Gorge  with  a  fine  waterfall  (adm.  40  A.). 
Thence  vi&  Cologna  to  (2  M.)  Tenno  (1310  ft.),  with  an  old  castle  (charming 
view),,  and  along  the  hillside  to  Varignano  and  (41/2  M.)  Aroo. 

To  the  Valle  di  Ledro,  another  beautiful  excursion  (one-horse  carriage 
to  Pieve  and  back  8,  two-horse  16  K.  \  diligence  daily  to  Pieve).  Beginning 
of  the  road,  see  above.  It  then  turns  a  corner  high  above  the  gorge  of 
the  Ponale,  enters  the  valley  to  the  W.,  and  leads  via  Biacesa  and  Molina 
to  the  pretty  L(sgo  di  Ledro  (2150  ft.),  on  the  N.  side  of  which  is  Mettolago 
and  (9  M.)  Pieve  di  Ledro  (2165  ft.;  Albergo  Alpino).  Thence  vi&  Storo  to 
Condino  (Giudicaria),  see  Baedeker't  Eeutem  Alps. 

The  *Lago  di  Oarda  (213  ft.),  the  Lacua  Benacua  of  the  Ro- 
mans, 31^2  M.  long  and  3-11  M.  broad,  is  almost  entirely  in  Italy, 
a  small  part  near  Riva  alone  belonging  to  Tyrol.  The  lake  is  rarely 
perfectly  calm,  and  Virgil's  description  (Oeor,  Ily  160)^  ^Fluctibus 
et  fremitu  adsurgena  Benace  marino',  is  sometimes  vividly  recalled. 
The  mountains  at  the  N.  end  are  lofty  and  abrupt,  but  slope  gradually 
towards  the  S.  until  they  are  lost  in  the  great  plain  of  Upper  Italy. 

The  water  of  the  lake  is  of  a  striking  azure  blue. 

Steamboats.  Wbst  Bank  (the  finer  side).  From  Desenzano  to  Riva^ 
twice  daily  in  4-5V4  hrs.  (fares  4  fr.  45,  2  fr.  60  c.,with  10  c.  passenger-duty) 
vi&  Sirmione^  Manerba,  San  Felice  di  ScovolOy  Sald^  Oardone^  FaeanOy  Maderno^ 
QargnanOt  Tignale^  Tremosinej  and  Limone.  The  morning-steamer  also  calls 
at  CasteUetio,  the  afternoon-steamer  at  Malcetine  (both  on  the  E.  bank).  — 
East  Bank.  From  Riva  to  Pesehiera^  twice  daily  in  4V4  hrs.  (fares  4V2| 
2V2  fr.),  via  Torbole,  Maleesine^  Astema^  JUagugnano,  CaetelleUOy  Torri^  Oarda^ 
BardolinOy  and  Laeite.  The  steamboats  also  call  at  Oargnano  and  sometimes 
at  Maderno  on  the  W.  bank.  —  Information  as  to  the  hours  should  be 
obtained  on  the  spot.    Fares  are  paid  in  Italian  currency. 

Steamboat  Trip.  —  E.  Bank.  The  first  station  is  Torbole 
(p.  164),  at  the  mouth  of  the  Sarca.  Then  we  skirt  the  steep  slopes 
of  the  long  Mte,  Baldo  (7220  ft.)  to  Malceaine^  with  an  old  ch&teau, 
and  touch  at  the  stations  of  ils«ensa,  MagugnanOj  CastellettOj  Pat,  and 
Torri.  The  promontory  of  SanVigUio,  extending  far  into  the  lake,  is 
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tlie  finest  point  on  the  E.  bank.  The  Tillage  of  Oarda  (H6t,  Oatda)^ 
in  a  bay  at  the  influx  of  the  Tesino,  has  a  ch&teau  of  Count  Albertiui. 

The  next  places  on  the  E.  bank  are  Bardolino  and  Lazise,  The 
steamer  finally  stops  at  the  small  fortiess  of  FescMera,  at  the  efflux 
of  the  MinciOj  at  the  S.E.  aogle  of  the  lake,  72  ^*  ^^^^  ^^^  '&^~ 
-way-station  (^Rail.  R€$taurant^  poor ;  omnibus  50  c). 

To  the  W.  of  Peschiera,  extending  into  the  lake  from  the  S. 
bank,  is  the  narrow  promontory  of  SirmionCy  2^2  M.  in  length.  At 
the  S.W.  angle  of  the  Lake  of  Garda,  to  the  W.  of  this  peninsula, 
lies  the  busy  little  town  (4500  inhab.)  of  Desensano  (Mayer  a  Hdtel 
Boyal;  Due  Colomhe,  with  a  small  garden  on  the  lake,  well  spoken 
of),  another  station  on  the  Milan  and  Yerona  railway  (see  Baedeker^s 
N.  Italy;  omnibus  from  the  quay  to  the  station  50  c,  luggage  25  c). 

W.  Bank.  The  first  station,  to  the  N.  of  Desenzano,  is  SirmioiLe 
(Hdtel  Sirmione;  Promesei  Sposi)^  a  fishing  village  near  the  N.  end 
of  the  peninsula.  Here  the  remains  of  baths  and  of  a  building  pro- 
jecting into  the  water  are  said  to  represent  the  villa  in  which  the 
poet  Catullus  composed  his  poems  (^Sirmio,  peninsularum  intuUi- 
rumque  oceUeP),  The  Scaligers,  who  ruled  at  Verona  from  1262  to 
1389,  also  built  a  castle  here  (fine  view  from  the  tower ;  fee).  Farther 
on,  on  the  W.  bank,  are  the  stations  of  Manerba  and  San  Felice  di 
Scovolo  (not  always  touched  at  by  the  steamboat).  Opposite  the  above- 
mentioned  promontory  of  SanYigilio  lie  the  small  Jsola  di  San  Biagio 
(St.  Blasius)  and  the  beautiful  crescent-shaped  Jsola  di  Oarda^  or 
Isola  Lecchij  the  property  of  Prince  Borghese.  In  a  bay  to  the  W.  lies 
Said  (*H6telSalhX  with  5000  inhab.,  in  a  luxuriantly  fertile  district. 
Charming  prospect  from  the  Mte.  San  Bartolomeo  (1865ft.;  172^^*)- 

At  this  point  begins  the  Riviera,  a  part  of  the  banks  distin- 
guished for  its  warm  climate  and  the  luxuriance  of  its  vegetation, 
and  dotted  virith  numerous  villages  and  country-houses.  Oardone- 
Biviera  (^Hdtel^Pension  Qardone^-Riviera,  closed  in  summer ;  H6t.- 
Bens.  FasanOy  H6t.  Oigola,  both  in  Fa^ano,  1  M.  to  the  E. ;  Pens. 
ViUa  PrimaverGy  Hdberlinj  Aurora,  etc.),  in  a  sunny  and  sheltered 
situation,  at  the  foot  of  the  hills  and  close  to  the  lake,  is  a  favourite 
autumn  and  winter  resort  of  patients  suffering  from  pulmonary  and 
nervous  affections.  On  a  promontory  formed  by  the  alluvial  deposits 
of  the  Toscolano  lies  Mademo,  with  an  ancient  church,  at  the. base 
of  the  Monte  Pizzocolo.  Then  Toscolano,  Cecina,  and  BogUaco.  Next, 
Oargnano  (Cervo),  a  large  village  (4124  inhab.)  surrounded  by  lemon 
and  orange  plantations. 

The  Riviera  ends  here.  The  mountains  become  loftier.  Tremo-' 
sine,  hardly  visible,  lies  high  above  the  lake ;  the  path  to  it,  ascend- 
ing a  precipitous  rock,  is  not  easily  distinguished.  Farther  on,  in  a 
bay,  appear  the  white  houses  of  Limbne,  amid  lemon  and  olfve  plant- 
ations. We  next  pass  the  mouth  of  the  Ledro  VaUey,  with  the  Fall 
of  the  Ponale  (see  p.  166),  and  the  new  road  (p.  165)  on  the  face 
of  the  cliff  high  above  the  lake,  and  at  length  reach  Riva. 
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I.  From  Franzensfeste  to  Tillach.   Pnstertal. 

Comp.  Maps,  pp.  134^  134,  169 ,  198. 

181  M.  Railway  in  5-7Vs  brs.  (fares  19  K.  60,  lA  K.  70,  0  K.  60,  express 
2fi  K.  60,  19  K.  10,  12  K.  50  ft.).  PrOTisions  should  be  taken,  as  the  railway- 
restaurants  are  few  and  far  between ;  dinner  (3  K.)  will  be  handed  into  the 
carriage  at  Lienz,  if  ordered  beforehand  from  the  guard. 

The  Pustertal,  one  of  the  longest  yalleys  in  Tyrol,  consists  of  the 
valleys  of  the  Rienz  and  the  upper  Drate  or  Dratt^  separated  by  the  low 
saddle  of  Toblach.  The  scenery  is  pleasing,  but  has  no  claim,  to  grandeur 
except  at  Franzensfeste,  near  Lienz,  and  at  a  few  other  points.  The  Val 
Ampezzo,  Ahrntal,  Iseltal,  MoUtal,  and  other  lateral  valleys  afford  many 
beautiful  excursions. 

Franzensfeste  (2450  ft.),  see  p.  146.  The  train  passes  through 
the  fortifications  and  crosses  the  Ehdk  by  an  iron  bridge,  260  ft.  above 
the  impetuous  torrent  in  the  gorge  beneath.  At  (3  M.)  Schahs  the 
'  line  passes  through  the  watershed  between  the  Eisak  and  Rienz  by 
means  of  long  cuttings,  and  turns  to  the  left  into  the  Pustertal.  On 
the  right  is  the  conspicuous  castle  of  Rodeneck,  —  5  M.  Mnhlbach 
(2640  ft.;  *8cnne;  Linde),  in  a  sheltered  situation  at  the  mouth  ol 
the  Valser-Talf  is  frequented  as  a  summer-resort.  Beyond  Miilil- 
bach  the  train  enters  a  narrow  ravine  called  the  MiilUbficher  Klause, 
once  defended  by  fortifications,  which  were  destroyed  by  the  French 
in  1809.  Beyond  it  the  valley  expands.  —  10  M.  Vintlj  near  the 
village  of  Nieder-Vinll  (Post),  at  the  mouth  of  the  Pfunders-Tal. 

The  train  crosses  the  Rienz.  IIV2  M.  St.'Sigmund.  —  14  M. 
Ehrenhurg,  with  a  chUteau  of  Count  Kunigl.  Several  deep  cuttings. 
Near  (18  M.)  8t.  Lorenzen  (Rose;  Post)  the  train  crosses  the  Oader, 
descending  from  the  Enneberg  valley  (see  below).  To  the  left  is 
the  dilapidated  monastery  of  Sonnenhurg;  on  a  rock  to  the  right,  the 
ruined  Michaelshurg. 

The  Enneberg  or  Oader  Tal,  about  27  H.  in  length,  is  chiefly  inter- 
esting on  account  of  the  dolomites  at  its  upper  end.  The  language  spoken 
is  ^Ladin''  (p.  147),  but  German  is  universally  understood.  The  road  (dili- 
gence to  Corvara  daily  in  9  hrs.  •,  i  K.  iO  h.)  ascends  from  St.  Lorenzen  by 
the  profound  and  romantic  gorge  of  the  Oader  to  (2  hrs.)  ZttiscfientooMer 
or  LoTtghiega  (inn),  at  the  junction  of  the  Vigil-Tal.  In  the  latter,  1  hr.  farther 
up,  lies  St.  Vigil  (8940  ft.;  E6t.  Monte  Stlla;  PoU;  Krone),  frequented  as 
a  summer-resort,  at  the  foot  of  the  Kronplatt  (p.  lt'8).  For  expeditions 
and  passes  to  the  Val  Ampezzo,  Prags,  etc.,  see  Baedeker's  Ecu'em  Alps. 

At  Zwischenwasser  the  road  crosses  the  Vigilbach  (to  the  S.W.,  the 
Peitlerlo/el,  9440  ft.),  and  leads  via  (1  hr.)  JHcokin  to  (3  hrs.)  Pedratsches, 
opposite  St.  Leonhard  or  Ahtei  (Ladin  Badia;  4510  ft.;  Craffonara),  at  the 
foot  of  the  Eeiligkreutko/el  (9550  ft.).  Before  (1  br.)  Stern  the  valley  forks. 
In  theS.E.  branch  lies  (2  hrs.)  St.  Cassian  (5060  ft.;  inn),  where  fossils 
abound.  The  road  follows  the  S.W.  branch,  finally  crossing  the  Corvaru- 
Baeh  or  Qrosibach  to  (IV4  hr.)  Corvara  (5110  ft. ;  inn),  a  finely  situated  vil- 
lage. About  Vsbi'.  farther  up,  to  theW.,  is  ColfoscoipiOOtt^  inn))  the  most 
picturesque  point  in  this  interesting  dolomitic  region.  To  thb  Grodem 
Vallet  over  the  QrOdener  Joch  (7010  ft. ;  872  hrs.  to  Wolkenstein),  at- 
tractive (see  p.  147). 

20  M.  Bmneek  (2670  ft.;  •H6t.  Tirol;  Tost;  *H6t.  Bruneck, 

near  the  station;  Stem),  the  chief  place  in  the  W.  Pustertal,  with 

2600inhab.,   charmingly  situated  at  the  mouth  of  the  Tauferer- 

Tal,  is  much  frequented  in  summer.   The  Church,  destroyed  by  a 
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fire  in  1860  and  rebuilt  in  the  Romanesque  style,  contains  frescoes 
by  Mader  and  altar-pieces  by  Hellweger.  The  Kaiserwarte  on  the 
KuKbergl  (3295  ft. ;  ^/2  hr.)  commands  a  fine  panorama. 

The  ascent  of  the  *Kronplat8  (7455  ft.^  4  hrs.;  guide  unnecessary)  is 
very  attractive,  whether  made  direct  from  Bruneck  by  the  good  new  path 
(marked  with  red)  via  Reischachy  or  from  Okmg  (see  below)  via  QeiteUberg 
(ian).  The  top  (inn)  commands  a  splendid  view  of  the  Zillertal  glaciers, 
the  Tauern,  the  Dolomites,  etc. 

From  Bbdnbgk  to  Tadfbbs,  a  pleasant  excursion  of  1  day  (omnibus 
twice  daily  in  2hrs.,  1  ^-  40;^.  •,  one-horse  carr.  iOK.).  The  road  runs  through 
the  Tauf€rer-T(a  via  St,  Qeorgetiy  Gait,  and  Uttenheim  to  (3  hrs.)  Taufers 
(2800 ft. ^  Pott;  Elephant),  the  picturesquely  situated  capital  of  the  valley, 
consisting  of  the  villages  of  Sand  on  the  right  bank  and  St.  Moritzen  on  the 
left  bank.  Above  rises  the  old  castle  of  Taufers.  Farther  up  the  valley, 
now  called  Ahmtal,  contracts.  1  hr.  Luttaeh  (inn)  commands  a  beautiful  view 
of  the  Zillertal  glaciers  (Hornspitzen,  Schwarzenstein,  etc.).  The  road  goes 
on  to  (2  hrs.)  Steinfiatu  (*Inn)  and  (4  hrs.)  Kasern  (Leimbacher),  see  p.  126. 
—  A  very  attractive  excursion  may  be  made  from  Taufers  into  the  *Baintal, 
a  splendidly  wooded  valley,  through  which  the  Bainbach  descends  in  a 
series  of  fine  waterfalls.  In  SVs  hrs.  we  reach  Rcrin  or  Si.  Wol/gang  (5250  ft.; 
two  rustic  inns),  admirably  situated  in  view  of  the  snow-covered  Rieter-Femer 
(Hochgall,  Wildgall,  Schneebige  Nock),  which  enclose  the  head  of  the  valley. 

The  train  crosses  the  Rienz,'^  describes  a  wide  curve  round  the 
town,  and  passes  through  a  tunnel,  opposite  the  Lamprechtsburg,  At 
Percha  it  recrosses  the  stream,  the  left  bank  of  which  it  follows  by 
means  of  cuttings  and  viaducts.  Beyond  two  more  tunnels  we 
reach  (28V2  M.)  Olang  (3380  ft.),  at  the  entrance  to  the  Oeisels- 
herger-Tal  (ascent  of  the  Kronplatz^  see  above).  Opposite,  by  the 
village  of  Rasen^  opens  the  Antholzer-Tal^  at  the  head  of  which  the 
snow-clad  Rieser-Ferner  appear  (see  above).  —  32  M.  Welsberg 
(3566  ft.;  Lowe;  Lamm;  Rose)  is  pleasantly  situated  at  the  mouth 
of  the  Osies-TaL  To  theN.  rise  the  castles  of  Welsberg  and  Thurn; 
to  the  S.,  opposite  the  station,  are  the  baths  of  Waldbrunn. 

36V2M.  Kiederdorf  (3800ft.;  •Schwarzer  Adler;  Post;  Stem),  a 
large  village  in  a  broad  green  valley,  much  resorted  to  in  summer. 

About  IV2  M.  to  the  W.  of  Niederdorf  the  attractive  *Pragser  Tal 
opens  to  the  right  (omnibus  to  Alt-Prags  twice  daily,  i  K.  QOh.\  one- 
horse  carriage  to  Alt-Prags  or  Neu-Prags  4  JT. :  to  the  Pra^ser  See  and 
back  9  K.).  About  IV2  M.  up  the  E.  branch  of  the  valley  (road)  lie  the 
baths  of  Alt-Prags  (4535  ft.),  amidst  beautiful  scenery,  with  the  lofty 
Croda  Rossa  on  the  S.  An  easy  and  pleasant  route  leads  hence  over  the 
Fldtzwieten  (6540  ft. :  Hdt.  Durrenstein),  to  the  S.  of  the  DUrrensUin  (9S20ft. ; 
easily  ascended  in  2  hrs.),  to  (4  hrs.)  Schludei'hach,  on  the  Ampezzo  road 
(p.  170).  —  From  the  baths  of  (IV4  hr.)  Neu-Praga  (4320  ft.)  a  road  leads 
to  the  (2Va  M.)  beautiful  *Pragter  Wildtee  (4850  ft. ;  *Hotel),  in  which  the 
huge  Seeko/el  (9220  ft.)  is  reflected. 

At  Oratsch  the  train  crosses  the  Rienz  for  the  last  time,  and  soon 
reaches  the  Toblacher  Feld  (3965  ft.),  the  watershed  between  the 
Rienz  and  the  Drave  and  the  highest  point  on  the  line. 

38  M.  Toblaoh  {HdtelToblach,  opposite  the  station,  R.  3-8,  pens. 
8- 15  jr.;  *Vnion,*QeTmania,*BeUevue,  Ampezzo,  all  near  the  station; 
Pern,  Waldkof,  Villa  Laner,  Santer,  Ploner,  etc.).  About  3/4  M.  to 
the  N.  lies  the  village  of  Toblach  (Mutschlechner;  Kreuz;  Adler), 
at  the  foot  of  the  P/iznnAorn  (8730  ft.;  ascent  in  4V2  JirS')  easy  and 
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interesting).  The  Val  Ampezxo  opens  here  to  the  S.  (R.  23),  sur- 
rounded by  jagged  dolomites,  with  the  Cristallino  in  the  background. 
The  train  now  descends,  passing  the  insignificant  source  of  the 
Drave  on  the  right,  to  (41  M.)  Innichen  (3855  ft;  Bar;  Stern; 
Adler;Pens.  8axonia,Q-iO  K,  per  day),  another  summer-resort, prettily 
situated  at  the  mouth  of  the  Sexten-Tal.  The  Romanesque  Collegiate 
Church  (13th  cent.)  has  an  interesting  portal.  The  first  chapel  to  the 
left  on  entering  the  village  is  a  i7th  cent,  imitation  of  the  chapel  of 
the  Holy  Sepulchre  at  Jerusalem  and  served  as  a  model  for  the 
burial-chapel  ofEmp.  Frederick  III.  at  Potsdam.  To  theE.  rises  the 

Helm  (7935  ft.;  bridle-path  in  4  hrs.);  fine  view  from  the  top  (inn). 
From  Innichen  a  road  ascends  the  Sexten-Tal  on  the  left  bank  of 
the  Sextenbach.  In  the  woods  above  the  main  road,  2  H.  from  Innichen, 
is  the  Inaieher  Wildbad.  In  IV2  hr.  we  reach  Sexten  or  8t.  Veit  (4320  ft  ; 
Post;  Kreuz)  and  in  V«  ^^r,  more  Moot  or  8t.  Joseph^  where  the  valley  forks. 
In  the  W.  branch  lies  (V4  hr.)  Bad  Moos  (4455  ft. ;  inn),  whence  a  most 
attractive  walk  may  be  taken  to  the  i^/Alir.)*Fiicheleinboden^  commanding 
a  splendid  view  of  the  Dreischusterspitze,  Bachernspitze,  Zwolfer,  Elfer, 
and  other  dolomites  at  the  head  of  the  valley. 

Beyond  Innichen  the  line  follows  the  right  bank  of  the  Drave, 
passing  (46  M.)  the  baths  of  Wcitian&runn,  to  (48  M.)Sillian  (3600  ft.; 
Adler).  To  the  N.,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Viltgratten'Tal^  stands  the 
castle  of  Heimf els.  Beyond  the  stations  of  AhfaUershach^  Mittewaldy 
and  Thai  the  train  enters  the  Lienzer  Klause^  a  defile  9  M.  long, 
successfully  defended  in  1809  by  the  Tyrolese. 

641/2  M.  Lienz  (2210  ft.;  •Post;  Rose;  AdUr;  Trauhe;  Sonne; 
Lamm ;  *Rail,  Restaurant^  11.  2  K.  40  h.),  the  easternmost  town  in 
Tyrol,  with  4300  inhab. ,  lies  in  a  wide  valley  near  the  confluence 
of  the  Drave  and  the  Isel,  a  river  three  times  as  large.  ScMosa 
Bruckj  1  M.  to  the  N.W.  (now  an  inn),  and  the  (1  M.)  Schiessstand 
(shooting-range)  both  command  beautiful  views. 

From  Lienz  to  the  Iseltal^  to  Kah,  and  to  the  Miflltal  (Heiligenblut ; 
passes  to  the  Pinzgau),  see  Baedeker's  Ecutem  Alps. 

69  M.  Ddlsach  (Putzenbacher).  Between  (72V2  M.)  Nikolsdorf 
and  (77 '/2  M.)  Ober-Drauburg  (2000  ft.;  Stern)  we  cross  the  Drave 
and  the  boundary  of  Carinthia.  —  85  M.  Dellach;  89t/2  M.  Oreifen- 
burg  (1900  ft.;  Post);  97 V2  M.  Kleblach-Lind.  —  10372  M.  Mdll- 
brucken-Suchsenburg  (^iSAO  ft.',  Fleischhacker;  Taschler),  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Molltal.  The  train  now  crosses  the  Moll  and  traverses 
the  fertile  plain  of  the  Lurnfeld.  —  107  M.  Lendorf;  on  the  right 
lies  the  ruined  Ortenburg. 

108 V2  M.  Bpittal  (1770  ft.;  •Alte  Post;  Ertl,  at  the  station),  a 
large  village  on  the  Lieser,  has  a  handsome  chateau  of  Prince  Porcia. 

A  post-road  leads  hence  to  the  W.  over  the  Radstadler  Tauem  to  Rad- 
stadt  (comp.  p.  184).  —  A  pleasant  excursion  may  be  made  through  the 
LUser-Tal  to(8H.)  WXL'BXa.\X{^Bnrgstaner;  See-Villa^  etc.),  with  lake-baths, 
prettily  situated  on  the  MiUstdtter  See  (1£00  ft.)f  on  which  a  steamboat  plies. 

The  train  crosses  the  Lleser.  On  the  opposite  bank  of  the  Drave 
is  Schlo^s  Schuttbach.  —  112  M.  Rotenturm,  with  a  chateau;  119  M. 
Patemion-Feistritz;  127  M.  Oummem.  —  131  M.  YiUach,  see  p.  198. 
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23.  From  Toblach  to  Belluno.  Tal  Ampeszo. 

Cotnp.  Map,  p.  162. 

66V2  M.  Post-Ohnibcs  from  the  Toblach  station  to  (I8V2  H.)  Cortina 
daily  in  4  hrs.  (4  JT.,  return  7  K.).  Ounibus  from  the  H6t.  Toblach  and  the 
H6t.  Qermania  in  summer  daily  (same  fares).  —  Cabbiaqb  with  one  horse 
from  Toblach  to  Cortina  14  (there  and  back  18),  with  two  horses  23  Z.,  if 
kept  overnight  22  and  36  K.  —  Diligbnge  from  Cortina  daily  to  Belluno 
in  IIV2  hrs. 

A  visit  to  the  Limestone  Alps  of  S.  Tyrol,  enclosed  by  the  Drave, 
Bienz,  Eisak,  Adige,  Brenta,  and  >iave,  and  generally  known  as  the 
Dolomites  (from  Dolomieu,  the  geologist,  who  first  examined  this  magnesian 
limestone  formation),  is  greatly  facilitated  by  the  Pustertal  railway. 
Strictly  speaking,  the  term  Dolomite  belongs  to  the  Fassa  Mts.,  the  Lang- 
kofel,  Rosengarten,  and  Schlern,  but  does  not  apply  to  the  Cristallo,  Hobe 
Qaisl,  Tofana,  Sorapis,  Antelao,  Pelmo,  and  other  peaks  of  the  Ampezzo 
Limestone  Alps ;  but  as  these  mountains  are  widely  known  as  the  ^Ampezzo 
Dolomites^  the  popular  nomenclature  is  adhered  to  in  the  Handbook. 

The  Ampezzo  Road  (called  by  the  Italians  'Strada  d'AUemagna*) 
quits  the  Pustertal  at  the  To Wacfc  station  (3965  ft. ;  p.  168),  leads 
dae  S.  into  the  Hohlemteintr  Taly  watered  by  the  Rienz,  and  passes 
the  small,  dark  Toblacher  See  (4130  ft.;  hotel).  The  valley  soon 
contracts.  To  the  right  rise  the  jagged  spurs  of  the  l>w»Tcnstcin(p.  168), 
while  the  valley  to  the  S.  is  closed  by  the  Mte,  Pian  (see  below). 
Above  the  Klaus-Briicke  (4310  ft.)  the  Rienz  issues  from  its  sub- 
terranean channel.    Near  Landro  the  road  passes  a  fort. 

63/4  M.  Landro,  Ger.  Hohlenstem  (4616  ft.;  •HOtel  Baur,  R.  4-7, 
pens.  8-12  K.)^  a  pleasant  summer-resort.  At  the  head  of  the  valley 
of  the  Schwarze  Bienz,  whiuh  opens  here  to  the  left,  rise  the  lofty 
and  glistening  Drei  Zinnen  (Cime  di  Lavaredo;  9860  ft.).  A  few 
paces  farther  on  is  the  Ught-green  DurrenseCj  dominated  to  the  S.  by 
the  huge  Monte  CrUtallo  (10,495  ft.),  with  its  glacier,  and  its  neigh- 
bours, the  Piz  Popena  (10,310  ft.)  and  the  CrUtalUno  (9140  ft.), 
presenting  a  most  striking  picture. 

8V2M.  BcMiiderbach  (4730ft.;  •Hdtel  Ploner,  pens.  8-10 /T.), 
beautifully  situated  opposite  the  mouth  of  the  Val  Popena.  To  the 
left  are  the  Cadini  (9320  ft.),  and  to  the  right  rises  the  imposing 
red  pyramid  of  the  Croda  Rossa,  or  Hohe  OaisL  (10,330  ft.). 

The  "^Monte  Pian  (7630  ft.)  may  be  ascended  from  Schluderbach  without 
difficulty  in  8  hrs.*,  guide  useless.  We  ascend  the  Val  Popena  by  the 
Auronzo  road,  from  which  we  diverge  to  the  left  after  1  hr.  and  follow  a 
steep  path  (marked  with  red)  over  the  ForeeUa  Alia  (6478  ft.)  to  the  (lV:t  hr.) 
summit.  The  highest  point  is  on  the  W.  margin  (refuge-hut),  commanding 
a  beautiful  view.  —  From  Schluderbach  to  the  Lago  Afiturina  and  via  Tre 
Croci  to  Cortina,  see  p.  171 ;  via  the  Pl&tzwieee  ioPrags,  see  p.  168. 

The  road  ascends,  skirting  the  base  of  the  Croda  Kossa  (see 
above),  and  on  the  Oemark  reaches  the  low  watershed  (5000  ft.) 
between  the  Rienz  and  the  Boite.  12^2  M.  Ospitale  (4835 ft;  inn), 
formerly  a  hospice,  lies  opposite  the  entrance  to  the  Val  Grande.  The 
road  passes  the  Peutelstem  (4945  ft.),  to  the  left,  a  rock  formerly 
crowned  with  the  ruins  of  a  castle,  which  were  removed  in  1866, 
and  winds  down  into  the  Ampezzo  Valley,  watered  by  the  Boite. 
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20  M.  Cortilia.  —  HotftU :  *H6t.  Falobia  ,  finely  situated  on  the 
hillside,  about  1  M.  to  the  S.E.,  R.  3-5,  pens.  7-10  K.  ^  *HdT.  Cbistallo, 
adjacent;  *Bellevue,  B.  2V2-3,  pens.  8-9  K.  (these  three  frequented  by  the 
English);  *HdT.  Mibamohti,  1  M.  to  the  S.;  Hdr.  Majoni  ;  Aquila  Neba-, 
Stella  d'Oao;  Gbogb  Bianca;  BdT.  Cobtina;  Yittobia;  Ancoba. 

Cortina  d'Ampezzo  (4025  ft.\  with  800  inhab.,  finely  situated  at 
the  foot  of  Monte  Tofana  (10,600  ft.)  and  well  adapted  for  a  stay, 
is  the  capital  of  the  valley.  The  Church  contains  a  rich  altar,  wood- 
carvings  by  Brastolone,  etc.  The  gallery  of  the  Campanile  (250  ft. 
in  height)  commands  an  admirable  *Survey  of  the  environs. 

A  fine  view  is  obtained  from  the  (1  hr.)  *  Belvedere  on  the  Or^spa 
(6060  ft.),  a  prominent  rocky  hill  on  the  W.  side  of  the  valley  (restaurant). 
—  The  *Nuvolau  (8460  ft. ;  inn  at  the  top),  easily  ascended  from  Cortina  in 
IVahrs.  (guide  unnecessary),  commands  an  admirable  view  of  the  Dolo- 
mites, the  Zillertal  Alps,  etc. 

Fbou  Gobtwa  to  Schlddebbacb  via  Tre  Cboci  (6  hrs.,  or  including 
Hte.  Pian  8  hrs.),  a  very  attractive  route,  especially  for  travellers  approach- 
ing  Cortina  by  the  highroad  (guide  unnecessary,  one-horse  carriage  15V2, 
two-horse  26  K.).  A  narrow  road,  to  the  E.,  ascends  to  the  (2  hrs.)  Paaso 
Tre  Orooi  (5990  ft.;  Eotef)^  which  commands  a  beautiful  view  of  the  Val 
Ampez.zo,  to  the  W.,  dominated  by  the  imposing  Tofana;  to  the  E.  is 
the  long  chain  of  the  Harmarole,  and  farther  to  the  left  rise  the  Cadini. 
We  descend  by  the  road  that  goes  on  into  the  Val  Auronzo,  but  diverge 
to  the  left  from  it  after  Vi  ^^'  ^Q^  continue  at  the  same  level  through 
wood.  In  */a  hr.  we  reach  the  ^Erz-Strasse''  leading  from  the  Vid  Auronzo  to 
Schluderbach,  and,  slightly  ascending  at  first,  continue  straight  on  vi&  the 
Miwtrina  Alp  ffine  view  of  the  huge  Drei  Zinnea,  etc.),  to  the  (Vi  hr.)  Lago 
Hisurina  (5760ft. ;  *OrandEdtel Miwrina,  near  the  S.  end;  Albergo  Miwrina^ 
at  the  X.  end,  well  spoken  of).  Thence  we  again  ascend  slightly  to  the 
(5  min.)  Col  deW  Angelo  and  descend  the  wooded  Val  Popena  to  (IV2  hr.) 
Schlitderbacfi  (p.  ITO).  —  MU.  Picm^  see  p.  170. 

From  Cobtina  toCapbile  via  thr  Falzabbgo  Pass,  6V2  hrs.,  attractive. 
A  cart-road,  suitable  for  small  vehicles  (new  road  under  construction), 
ascends  to  the  (3  hrs.)  Falzarego  Pass  (6940  ft.),  beyond  a  hospice.  Thence 
the  road  descends  vi&  Andraz  (Finazzer)  to  Caprile  (Posta;  Albergo  Bel- 
vedere, 10  min.  above  the  village),  finely  situated  on  the  Cordevole^  l^/sM. 
to  the  N.  of  the  pretty  Loffo  d^Allegha  (3  H.  long),  which  reflects  the  huge 
Mte.  Civetta  (10,565  ft.).  From  Caprile  to  Fatta  over  the  Ftdaja  Pauy  see 
p.  161;  to  Affordo  and  Belluno,  see  p.  172. 

The  road  next  reaches  Zuel  and  (3  M.)  Acquabuona^  the  last 
Tyrolese  village,  crosses  the  (IY2  ^0  Italian  frontier,  and  descends 
rapidly  to  (1^2  ^0  Ckiapuzza,  the  first  Italian  hamlet.  Between 
r26V2  M.)  San  Vito  (Albergo  all'  Antelao)  and  (281/2  M.)  Borca 
(♦Palace  Hotel  des  Dolomites,  R.  from  41/2,  I>-  ^  frO  it  runs  high 
above  the  Boite  on  the  slopes  of  the  Antelao  (10,7l0  ft.).  To  the 
right  ( W.)  towers  the  Monte  Pelmo  (10,396  ft.),  a  colossal  rock  forming 
the  most  conspicuous  feature  In  the  landscape. 

33  V2  M.  Venas  (2895  ft.;  Alb.  Borghetto),he\ow  which  the  VaUesina 
unites  with  the  Boite.  Then  (21/2  M.)  Voile,  finely  situated  opposite 
the  mouth  of  the  Val  Cibiana,  (1 1/2  M.)  Tat  di  Cadore  (Alb.  al  Cadore ; 
Alb.  Venezia),  and  (1  M.)  — 

38V2M.  Pieve  di  Cadore  (2906  ft.;  Ttogreaso;  Angelo  \  Sole) 
beautifully  situated  on  the  hillside  high  above  the  Piave.  In  1880, 
a  bronze  statue  of  Titian  (Tiziano  Vecelll,  b.  at  Pleve  1477;  d.  1576), 
the  great  painter,  by  Dal  Zotto,  was  erected  In  the  Piazza.    The

school  contains  a  small  Museum  of  natural  history  objects,  coins,  and 
antiquities,  and  Titian's  patent  of  nobility  (1533).  The  (Vihr.) 
Chapel  of  San  Rocco  commands  a  fine  view. 

The  road  rounds  Mte.  Zucco  (3930  ft.),  and  descends  in  wind- 
ings, being  hewn  in  the  rock  and  supported  by  masonry  at  places, 
to  the  valley  of  the  Piave^  into  which  the  Boite  here  falls. 

44  M.  Perarolo  (1750  ft.;  *Corona  cCOro^  carr.  and  pair  to  Vit- 
torio  26  fr.).  The  Piave  runs  for  many  miles  through  a  narrow  ravine, 
in  which  there  is  barely  space  for  the  road.  To  the  right,  near  (49  M.) 
OspitaU^  is  a  fine  waterfall;  oppasite  the  hamlet  of  Termine,  on  the 
left  bank,  is  a  second  fall.   5272  ^*  Castel  Lavaszo. 

54Y2M.  Longarone  (1560  ft. ;  Posta;  Roma^^  charmingly  situated 
at  the  junction  of  the  Mah,  which  Issues  from  the  Val  di  ZoMo,  with 
the  Piave. 

The  valley  how  expands,  without  at  first  losing  its  wild  character. 
67V2M.  Fortogna,  61 V2M.  Ponte nelle Alpior  Qjpodiponte (i27b ft.; 
Campana;  Stella).  The  road  divides  here,  the  left  branch  leading 
to  Vittorio,  the  right  to  BeUuno. 

The  road  to  Vittosiu  (SOVz  M.)  crosses  the  Have^  turns  to  the  E.,  and 
follows  the  left  bank  of  the  Raiy  which  issaes  from  the  (6  M.)  Logo  di  Santa 
Croce  (1253  ft.  s  2V2  M.  long).  At  the  S.  end  of  the  lake  is  the  hamlet  of 
Santa  Croce.  The  road  then  crosses  the  debris  of  an  extensive  old  landslip 
and  descends  steeply  to  Fadalto.  It  next  skirts  the  E.  bank  of  the  Logo 
Morto  (910  ft.),  passes  two  other  small  lakes,  and  traverses  a  pictureaque 
djefile,  at  the  end  of  which  lies  (12  M.)  Serraoalle  (510  ft.),  connected  by  a 
fine  avenue,  '/«  H.  long,  with  the  larger  village  of  Ceneda.  These  two 
places  together  form  the  town  of  Vittorio  i^Hdtel  VUtoiHo.,  not  far  from 
the  station,  with  garden;  *Q%raffa^  in  the  town).  —  Railway  from  Vittorio 
to  Venice  via  Conegliano^  in  2V4  brs.,  see  Baedeker'* t  Jforthem  Italy. 

The  Belluno  Road  (omn.  daily  from  Longarone)  leads  to  the 
right  from  Ponte  nelle  Alpi  to  (6  M.)  — 

66 V2  M.  BelloBO  (1283  ft.;  H6t,  des  Alpea^  near  the  station; 
CappeUo),  the  capital  of  a  province,  with  5200  inhab.,  situated  on 
a  hill  between  the  Ardo  and  the  Piave^  which  here  unite.  The 
Cathedral,  built  by  TuUio  Lombardo,  was  partly  destroyed  by  an 
earthquake  in  1873,  but  has  been  restored.  The  massive  campanile, 
216  ft.  high,  commands  a  beautiful  view.  The  triumphal  arch  out- 
side the  W.  gate,  completed  in  1815,  and  dedicated  to  the  £mp. 
Francis,  was,  like  that  at  Milan,  begun  in  honour  of  Napoleon  I. 

Fbom  Bellumo  to  Gapbile,  3IV2  M.  The  carriage-road  leads  through 
the  picturesque  Cordevole  Valley  (  Val  d*Agordo)  via  (ii/s  M.)  MaSy  (12  M.) 
Agordo  (Alb.  alle  M%niere)y  the  charmingly  sitaated  capital  of  the  valley, 
and  (6  M.)  Cencenighe;  and  thence  along  the  pretty  Lago  cT  Alleghe  to  (9  H.) 
Gaprile  (p.  171).  Thence  to  Campitello  in  the  Val  Fassa  over  the  Fedaja  Pau, 
see  p.  IdI  ;  to  Cortina  vi&  Andraz  and  the  Falzarego  Pan^  see  p.  171.  The 
head  of  the  Cordevole  valley,  above  Caprile,  is  called  Val  Livinalongo.  — 
For  farther  details,  see  Baedeker^s  Eastern  Alps.

24.  From  Vienna  to  Gratz. 

140  M.  SooTHEHN  Railway  in  41/2-8  hrs.  (fares  19  K.  60, 14  K.  70,  9  K.  60, 
express  25  K.  50,  19  K.  10,  12  K.  60  h.).  Best  views  to  the  right  as  far  as 
Payerbach,  then  to  the  left.  —  A  glimpse  at  the  interesting  * Semmtring 
Railway  may  be  obtained  by  going  as  far  as  MUrtnuschlagy  and  returning 
the  same  day  (return-tickets  21  K.  20, 15^.  90. 10  JT.  40  A.,  by  Sun.  excursion 
trains  in  summer,  2nd  cl.  6,  3rd  cl.  4  K.),    See  Baedeker's  Bastem  Alps. 
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From  Vienna  to  (17  M.)  Baden,  see  pp.  78-81.  On  the  hills  to 
the  right  are  the  ruins  of  Eaahensitin  and  Bavheneck^  with  Schloas 
Weilburg  and  the  Helenen-Tal  between  them  (see  p.  82).  The  broad 
plain  to  the  left,  sprinkled  with  villages,  is  bounded  by  the  Leitha 
Mts.  Near  (19V2M.)VoBlau(800ft.j  *H6tel  BeUevue;  *Hallmayeri 
Voalauer  Hoff  etc.),  awatering^place(4000inhab.),  the  best  Austrian 
wine  is  produced.  A  large  pond  in  the  park  of  Count  Fries,  fed  by 
a  thermal  spring  (75®  Fahr.),  contains  swimming  and  other  baths. 

About  V2  H.  to  the  W.  of  Vdslan  is  the  prettily  situated  village  of 
Gainfarn  (  Weintraube) ,  with  two  hydropathics.  —  About  6  M.  to  the  N.W. 
is  Merkenstein  (1490  ft.),  with  a  chateau  and  a  belvedere  in  the  park. 
Ascent  thence  of  the  Eiseme  Tor  (2785  ft.),  an  admirable  point  of  view, 
11/2  hr.  (see  p.  82). 

Near  (21  M.)  Leobersdorf  the  barren  Schneeberg  is  seen  on  the 
right;  I1/4M.  to  the  E.  is  Schonau, with,  a  flne  park.  Branch-lines 
to  (46^/2  M.)  8t,  PoUen  (p.  84)  and  to  (23V2M.)  Outenatein  (see 
Baedeker* s  Eastern  Alps).  —  25  M.  Felixdorf,  at  the  beginning  of 
the  Steinfeld,  has  a  large  artillery-range.  —  261/2  M.  Theresienfeld, 

31  M.  Wiener -KeuBtadt  (930  ft.;  Rail,  Restaurant f  Hirsch; 
Kreuz;  Krone'),  with  28,700  inhab.,  the  birthplace  of  Emp.  Maxi- 
milian I.,  is  an  important  manufacturing  town.  The  Parish  Church 
is  partly  Romanesque  (nave,  13th  cent.),  partly  Gothic  (choir  and 
transept,  14th  cent),  with  two  modem  towers.  It  contains  inter- 
esting sculptures  (painted  statues  of  the  Apostles,  i5th  cent.; 
St.  Sebastian,  end  of  i-6th  cent.)  and  tombstones. 

At  the  S.E.  angle  of  the  town  (V2  M.  from  the  station)  stands 
the  ancient  ducal  Castle  of  the  Babenberg  family,  built  in  1 192,  and 
altered  by  Emp.  Frederick  III.  in  1457.  The  late -Gothic  Chapel 
contains  three  superb  stained-glass  windows,  that  in  the  middle, 
with  portraits  of  Max  I.  and  his  two  wives  and  the  Baptism  of  Christ 
above,  dating  from  1479.  On  the  high-altar,  under  which  reposes 
Emp.  Maximilian  I.  (p.  129),  stands  an  excellent  bronze  statue  of 
St.  George,  of  the  15th  century.  In  the  court,  over  the  entrance, 
are  the  armorial  bearings  (89  quarterings,  many  quite  imaginary) 
of  Frederick  III.,  and  his  motto  A.  E.  I.  0.  U.  (* Austria  erit  in  orbo 
ultima*,  or  'Austria  est  imperare  orbi  universo');  below  is  a  statue 
of  the  emperor  (1453).  The  building  was  converted  into  a-military 
academy  (450  pupils)  by  Maria  Theresa  in  1752  and  contains  portraits 
of  the  Empress  and  of  eminent  offlcers  educated  here.  In  the  garden 
are  a  statue  of  Maria  Theresa,  by  Gasser,  and  a  monument  to  former 
pupils  slain  in  battle. 

The  late-Gothic  Neukloater-Kirche  contains  the  monument  of 
Eleanor  of  Portugal  (d.  1467),  wife  of  Frederick  III.  The  Monastery 
possesses  a  Library  containing  ancient  miniatures,  and  a  collec- 
tion of  early-German  paintings,  ivory-carvings,  majolica,  etc. 

In  the  Rathaus  are  preserved  many  charters  of  the  12th  cent, 
and  a  small  collection  of  antiquities,  including  the  Corvinus  Beehery 
a  magnificent  silver  tankard,   2  ft.  in  height,  executed  in  Germany 
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in  1462  to  commemorate  the  reconciliation  of  Frederick  III.  and 
Matthew  Gorvinus  of  Hungary  (1462) ;  also  old  codices  (the  Gospels 
of  1325),  weapons,  etc.   (Custodian  on  ist  floor ;  fee.) 

From  Neusteuit  to  Oedtnhurg^  Steinamanger,  and  Mohde»,  see  R.  74. 

From  Ncdbtadtto  Aspano,  22  M.,  railway  in  IV4  hr.  (from  Vienna  to 
Aspang,  54  H.,  in  3  hrs.).  The  station  is  on  the  E.  side  of  the  town. 
6  M.  Klein- Wolkertdorf;  8  M.  FUUn,  with  a  rained  castle;  lOVsM.  Seeben- 
steiHy  commanded  by  a  noble  chateau  of  Prince  Liechtenstein,  containing 
a  collection  of  armour  (fine  view).  —  22  M.  Aspang  (1556  ft.  \  Atpanger 
Ho/;  LOwe ;  Adlefy  etc.).  The  WeehteJ  (5702  ft. ;  5  hrs.)  is  a  fine  point  of 
view.  From  Aspang  a  road  leads  to  the  W.,  via  FHitritt^  to  $  H.)  Kirehberg 
on  the  Wechsel,  where  there  is  a  grand  stalactite  grotto.  Pleasant  road 
through  wood,  by  Schlou  Kranichberg^  a  seat  of  the  Archbishop  of  Vienna, 
to  (71/2  M.)  OloggniU  (see  below).  —  Diligence  from  Aspang  to  Hartberg^ 
see  p.  893  (railway  under  constmction). 

FsoM  Nkdstadt  to  Pcchbbbo,  21  M.,  railway  in  IVs  br.  The  line 
traverses  the  Stein/dd  to  the  W.,  passes  (Sys  M.)  Fttehau  and  (7  M.)  Winzen- 
dor/,  and  beyond  (iOVsM.)  Willeradorf  (\M  fi.)  ascends  to  the  saddle  of 
(18  H.)  Gi-Unbach  (^225  ft.).  Thence  it  descends  to  (31  M.)  Puekberg  (1910  ft. ; 
Bail.  Restaurant^  *Hdt.  Schneebergbahn ;  Adler),  a  prettily  situated  place 
at  the  foot  of  the  'Schneeberg  (6S05  ft),  wh^'ch  may  be  ascended  by  a  rack- 
and-pinion  railway  in  IV4  hr.  (fares  tf  or  4,  return  9  or  6  K.).  At  the 
upper  terminus  of  the  line  is  the  *n6Ul  Sochaekneeberg  (5900  fl.(  B.  from  4, 
D.  5)  pens.  10  K.),  V/i  hr.  below  the  summit  (KaiurtUtn)^  which  commands 
a  magnificent  view.  —  For  details,  see  BtiedekerU  Ecutem  Alps. 

To  the  right  beyond  Neustadt  the  Schneeberg  is  visible  from  the 
summit  nearly  to  the  base;  to  the  left,  the  Leitha  Mts.  35^2 M. 
St.  Egyden ;  39  M.  Neunkirchen  (Hirsch),  a  manufacturing  place 
(10,800  inhab.).  Scenery  picturesque  and  varied.  42  M.  Temitz; 
4372  M.  Pottschachj  with  spinning  mills. 

47  M.  61oggnitii(1426  ft. ;  *Baumgartneri  Adler;  Qruner  Bauni), 
a  pretty  little  town  (3000  inhab.)  on  the  Schwana^  lies  at  the  base 
of  the  Semmering.  Schloss  Ologgnitz  on  a  hill,  a  Benedictine  abbey 
down  to  1803,  is  now  a  private  residence.  On  a  hill  to  the  left  (1^/4  hr. 
to  the  S.W.)  is  the  picturesque  castle  of  Wartenstein. 

The  *Semmering  Bailway,  which  begins  atGloggnitz,  the  oldest 
of  the  great  continental  mountain-railways,  constructed  in  1848-54, 
is  remarkable  alike  for  its  engineering  and  its  scenery.  Between 
Gloggnitz  and  Miirzzuschlag  (35  M.)  there  are  15  tunnels  and 
16  viaducts.  The  maximum  gradient  is  1 :40.  The  construction  of 
this  part  of  the  line  cost  upwards  of  60,0002.  per  English  mile. 

The  train  ascends  with  the  aid  of  a  mountain  locomotive. 
Schloss  Gloggnitz  looks  imposing.  In  the  valley  flows  the  green 
Schwarza,  by  which  is  the  large  paper-factory  of  Schloglmuhl.  On 
the  left  rises  the  Sonnwendstein  with  its  three  peaks;  to  the  W., 
in  the  background,  the  Raxalp.  The  line  then  describes  a  wide 
circuit  round  the  N.  slope  of  the  mountain  to  (51  M.)  Payerbach 
(1512  ft. ;  Rail,  Restaurant,  R.  2-4  JT.;  Hot.  Leberlf  Huttl). 

To  Reiehenau  and  the  HOllenial^  with  ascents  of  the  Schneeberg  and 
the  Raxatp^  see  Baedeker's  Eaatem  Alps. 

Beyond  Payerbach  the  train  crosses  the  valley  of  Reiehenau  by  a 
viaduct  of  thirteen  arches,  249  yds.  long  and  80  ft.  high,  and  then 
ascends  (gradient  1 :  40)  the  S.  slope  of  the  valley.  5672  ^*  Eich* 
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herg.  Two  short  tunnels ;  to  the  left,  an  extensive  view  over  the  plain. 
Glog^itz  now  lies  558  ft.  below  the  line. 

The  train  next  skirts  the  Ootschakogel  (two  tunnels).  On  a  rocky 
pinnacle  at  (60  M.)  Klamm  (2254  ft. ;  Deininger)  rises  an  old 
castle  of  Prince  Liechtenstein ,  once  the  key  of  Styria,  but  now 
half  destroyed.  Far  below  runs  the  old  Semmering  road,  with 
several  manufactories  and  the  white  houses  of  Schottwien  in  a  rav- 
ine. Beyond  the  next  tunnel,  a  picturesque  retrospect  of  the  castle 
of  Klamm.  Farther  on  a  fine  view  is  obtained  of  the  deep  Adliiz- 
graben  with  its  rocky  sides  and  pinnacles.  The  train  traverses  a  long 
gallery,  with  apertures  for  light,  and  a  bridge,  skirting  the  Wein- 
zettelwand,  and  reaches  (641/2  M.)  Breitenstein  (2540  ft.").  Two 
more  tunnels.  We  then  cross  the  Kalte  Rinnehy  a  viaduct  200  yds. 
long  and  150  ft.  high,  and  ascend  to  the  last  large  viaduct  (166  yds. 
long,  79  ft.  high),  which  spans  the  Vntere  Adlilzgrahen, 

After  three  more  tunnels  the  train  stops  at  (69  M.)  Semmering 
(2840  ft.;  Hotel  Stefanie),  reached  in  IVrlVi^^r.  from  Gloggnitz. 
On  the  rocks  to  the  right  is  a  memorial  of  Karl  von  Okega ,  the 
constructor  of  the  railway.  About  1/2  M.  to  the  N.  is  the  *H6tel 
PanhanSy  and  3/4  M.  farther  (omnibus  80  fc.)  is  the  large  *B6tel 
Semmering  (3280  ft.),  in  a  fine  situation.  At  the  highest  point  of  the 
highroad  (3216  ft.),  V/2  M.  to  the  S.'of  the  station,  is  the  Hotel  En- 
herzog  Johann.  —  Ascent  of  the  Sonnwendstein  (4996  ft. ;  2  hrs.), 
see  Baedeker's  Eastern  Alps. 

The  line  avoids  a  farther  ascent  of  276  ft.  by  means  of  a  tunnel, 
1565  yds.  in  length,  which  penetrates  the  Semmering,  the  boundary 
between  Austria  and  Styria.  The  middle  of  the  tunnel  is  the 
culminating  point  of  the  line  (2940  ft.),  whence  the  train  descends 
into  the  grassy  Froschnitz-Tal.  76  M.  Spital  (2520  ft.;  H6t. 
Stummer;  Hirsch;  Schwan;  Krone"),  a  summer-resort. 

80  M.  Murzzuschlag  (2200  ft. ;  Rail.  Restaurant,  R.2  K,  40  A.  j 
*Postj  R.  21/2-^,  pens.  7-12^.;  Adler;  H6t.  Rieder;  Sandwirt,- 
Erzherzog  Johann;  Hot,  Lambach,  1  M.  from  the  station),  on  the 
Miirz,  is  a  summer-resort  (Kurhaus,  Hydropathic,  etc.),  with  pleasant 
walks.  In  winter  snow-shoeing  with  Norwegian  snow-shoes  (*skis') 
is  a  favourite  pastime  here.    To  Neuberg  and  Mariazell,  see  R.  25. 

The  line  follows  the  pleasant,  pine-clad  valley  of  the  Miirz, 
enlivened  with  iron-forges.  85  M.  Langenwang;  87  M.  Krieglach 
(1970  ft.;  Hebenreich;  Maurer),  another  summer-resort;  90  M.  Mit^ 
tcrdor^  (1935  ft.).  To  the  right,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Veitschtal,  is 
the  chateau  of  Pichl,  with  its  four  towers,  and  farther  on,  near 
(91^/2  M.)  Wartberg,  the  ruin  of  Lichtenegg.  The  train  sweeps  round 
the  Wartbergkogel,  crossing  the  Murz  twice,  and  reaches  (95  M.) 
Kindberg  (1880  ft. ;  Wolfbauer;  Lowe;  RcUl.  Restaurant^yfith.  rooms), 
a  summer-resort,  with  the  chateau  of  Oberkindherg  (Count  Attems). 
99  M.  Marein,  103  M.  Kapfenberg  (Ramsauer;  Hirsch),  at  the 
entrance  to  the  Torltal,  1/2  M.  from  which  lies  the  sheltered  Bad 
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Steinerhof.  Narrow-gauge  railway  from  Kapfenberg  to  Au-Scewiesen^ 
see  p.  180. 

106  m.  Bruok  on  the  Mar  (1525  ft. ;  Rail,  Restaurant;  Hdtel 
Tost,  at  the  statioB ;  Lowe ;  Adler)  is  a  small  town  (5500  inhah.) 
at  the  confluence  of  the  MUrz  and  the  Mur^  with  a  Gothic  church 
of  the  loth  century.  In  the  principal  square  is  the  late-Gothic  Kom- 
messer-HauSj  the  old  ducal  residence  (built  in  1497-1505),  with 
arcades  and  an  open  loggia.  The  Qloriette^  to  the  E.  of  the  station, 
and  the  CalvarienberQj  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Mur,  are  good  points 
of  view.  On  a  rocky  hill  to  the  N.  is.  the  ruin  of  Landskrofhy  burned 
down  in  1792.  —  To  8t,  Michael  and  Lins,  see  R.  26 ;  to  MariateU^ 
see  R.  25;  to  Villaeh,  see  R.  31. 

The  train  enters  the  narrow  valley  of  the  Mur.  At  (118  M.)  Per- 
negg  (Linde)  is  a  large  ch&teau  of  Mr.  Llppitt,  an  American.  Near 
(114  M.)  Mixnitz  (Schartner)  is  an  extensive  stalactite  cavern, 
called  the  DrachenhohUj  In  the  RoteUtein^  1600  ft.  above  the  village. 
122  M.  Frohnleitenf  the  village  (Stadt  Strassburg),  with  forges  and 
a  hydropathic,  lies  on  the  opposite  bank.  To  the  right  is  Schlosa 
Neu-Pfannberg  or  Qrafendorf,  and  on  a  hill  to  the  left  are  the 
ruins  of  the  castle  of  Pfannberg,  The  chateau  of  Rabenstein  rises 
on  a  rock  on  the  right  bank.  The  valley  contracts  to  a  narrow  deflle, 
through  which  the  line  is  carried  along  the  Badelwand  by  a  gallery 
of  35  arches  (400  yds.  long).  At  (127  M.)  Peggau  the  Schoekel  (p.  188) 
is  seen  to  the  left.  Opposite,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Vebelbaehj  lies 
Deut8ch-Fei8tritz,  with  lead  and  zinc  mines. 

The  train  now  crosses  the  Mur.  129  M.  Stubing^  with  a  chateau 
of  Prince  Palffy,  132  M.  Oratwein  (1295  ft.),  with  a  large  paper- 
mill.  —  134  M.  Judendorf  (1246  ft.;  *Kurh6tel  Styria;  Wolf; 
MaterUitner')  is  a  favourite  summer  -  resort  with  flue  woods,  nu- 
merous villas,  and  a  hydropathic  establishment  On  a  height  to  the 
right  lies  Maria'Strassengel  (1512  ft.),  a  graceful  Gothic  pilgrimage- 
church  of  1355,  with  an  open  tower.  Beyond  (136^2  ^0  Gostingy 
with  a  chateau  of  Count  Attems,  the  train  enters  a  fertile  basin, 
where  the  isolated  Schlossberg  of  Gratz  rises  on  the  left,  with  the 
capital  of  Styria  at  its  base.

25.  From  Miirzzuschlag  to  Mariazell  and  Bmck  on 

the  Mur. 

Bailwat  from  Hiirzzuschlag  to  (TVs  M.)  Neuberg  in  31  minutes.  — 
DiLiGEKcB  from  Neuberg  to  ifar«a«««(29M.)  twice  daily  in  7Vahrs.  (6ir.  60*.). 
One-borse  Carriage  from  Neuberg  to  UQrzsteg  4,  two-horse  6  K.  \  two- 
horse  carr.  to  Mariazell  in  fi  bra.,  24-28  K.  —  From  Mariazell  to  (24  M.)  Au- 


Seewiesen  Oiligbngr  twice  daily  in  summer  in  6  hrs.  (6  K.  36  h.)  \  from  Au- 
Seewiesen  to  (14  M.)  Kapfa^terffy  railway  in  1  hr.  35  minutes.  —  From  OtM- 
^  to  Mariazell,  see  p.  179;  from  8t.  PdUen^  via  Lilienfeld  and  Kemho/y  see 
85,  179.  —  Bailway  from  Keuberg  to  Kemhof  under  conitmetion. 
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Miinzuschlag,  see  p.  176.  The  Neuberg  line  diverges  here  to 
the  right  from  the  main  line,  crosses  the  Miirzy  and  ascends  the 
wooded  valley  of  that  stream,  passing  several  iron- works,  to  (4V2  M.) 
Kapellen  (Rail.  Restaurant,  rooms  to  let;  Hirsch;  Baumgar.ner)  and 
(7V2  M.)  Henberg  (2400  ft.;  *Po8i;  Hirsch;  Stem),  finely  situated 
at  the  base  of  the  Schneealpe  (6245  ft,),  which  may  be  ascended  hence 
in  31/2  hrs.  The  handsome  Gothic  Churchy  with  its  fourteen  slender 
octagonal  pillars  and  large  rose- window,  was  consecrated  in  1471. 
The  well-preserved  cloisters  contain  portraits  of  all  the  abbots.  The 
abbey,  suppressed  in  1785,  is  partly  occupied  by  the  emperor  during 
the  shooting-season.  A  little  to  the  N.  of  Neuberg  are  extensive 
iron-works  of  the  Alpine  Montan-Gesellschaft.  At  the  foot  of -the 
Calvarieriberg  is  a  triangle  carved  in  the  rock,  with  a  bronze  portrait 
of  Archduke  John. 

The  valley  becomes  nariower  and  more  picturesque.  The  road, 
skirting  the  clear  and  rapid  Miirz,  ascends  to  (8  M.  from  Neuberg) 
Murzsteg  (2570  ft. ;  *Adler,  with  garden),  with  an  imperial  shooting- 
box.  To  the  S.W.  stretches  the  Hohe  VdUch  (6500  ft).  The  valley 
divides  here.  The  highroad  ascends  the  Lolrem-Tal  to  the  W.  and 
crosses  the  (1  hr.)  Niederalpa  Saddle  (4000  ft. ;  fine  view  of  the 
Veitschalp  and  Hochschwab)  to  (20  M.)  Wegscheid^  a  village  9 V2  M . 

to  the  S.  of  Mariazell  (p.  180). 

The  BoAO  TO  Uabiazbll  \ik  Fkbin  is  preferable.  This  runs  to  the  N. 
through  the  gradually  widening  valley  of  the  Miirz  to  the  (8V2M.)  Scheiter- 
hodm  (2700  ft. ;  inn),  and  then  leads  through  wild  ravines,  between  the 
cliffs  of  the  Rostkogel  on  the  right  and  the  Proletwand  on  the  left,  close  by 
the  side  of  the  foaming  stream.  In  the  midst  of  this  rocky  wilderness  a 
small  waterfall  descends  from  a  cavity  above,  called  Zittn  Toim  WeSb  (2730  ft.). 
The  valley  soon  expands  into  a  green  dale,  surrounded  by  lofty,  pine- 
clad  mountains,  in  which  lies-  the  hamlet  of  (8  M.)  Frein  (2840  ft.;  inr/). 
Thence  the  road  continues  to  theW.  through  the  Frtiner-Tal^  passing  (dM.) 
Otchicand ,  and  then  ascends  in  wide  curves  to  the  (2V2  M.)  HUhnerre^t- 
Sattel  or  8chi>neben-8attel  (8750  ft.),  between  the  Student  and  the  Fall enstein. 
Descending  to  (1  M.)  the  8chSnd>en  Inn  (8680  ft.),  we  follow  the  road  through 
the  pretty  Fallensteiner-Tal  to  the  (51/3  U.)  Ouuwerh  (p.  1.0),  on  the  road 
from  Brack  to  (SVsM.)  Mariazell. 

The  Footpath  from  Frein  over  the  Frein-Sattel  to  Mariazell  (4Vs  hrs.) 
is  more  attractive  and  saves  1  hr.  Guide  (6  K.)  not  necessary.  The  marked 
path  diverges  from  the  road  to  the  right  at  (3  M.)  Gtchwand  (see  at  ove),  and 
ascends  into  the  wood  to  (V4  hr.)  the  summit  of  the  Frein-8att«l  (3670  ft. ; 
inn).  Then  a  steep  descent  (after  20  min.,  to  the  left,  following  the  brook) 
to  the  Ealltal,  where  we  cross  (V2  hr.)  the  Saha  to  the  Eernhof  and  Maria- 
zell road  (p.  179)  and  to  (2  hrs.)  Mariazell. 

29  M.  MariazeU  (2830  ft.;  *Krone  ;  ^Schwarzer  AdUr;  ^Wein- 
traube;  Qreif;  Lowe;  Kreuz;  Rossi,  etc.),  very  picturesquely  situated 
in  a  wide  basin,  surrounded  by  wooded  mountains  of  varied  forms,  is 
the  most  frequented  shrine  in  Austria,  being  visited  annually  by  about 
200,000  pilgrims.  The  village  consists  almost  entirely  of  inns  and 
taverns,  all  of  which  are  crowded  at  the  time  of  the  great  pilgrimages 
(from  Vienna  on  1st  July,  from  Oratz  on  14th  Aug.)  and  during  the 
latter  half  of  August. 

In  the  cQntr^  of  the  village  rises  the  imposing  Ghubch^  erected 
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at  the  end  of  the  17th  cent.,  with  its  dome  and  three  towers,  of  which 

the  handsome  Gothic  central  tower  belongs  to  the  original  structure 

of  the  14th  century.  The  miraculous  image  of  the  Madonna  and  Child, 

20  inches  high,  carved  in  lime-wood,  was  presented  in  1157  by  a 

priest  of  the  Benedictine  abbey  of  St.  Lambrecht  (the  mother-church 

of  Mariazell).  Count  Henry  I.  of  Moravia  built  a  chapel  for  it  about 

1200,  and  Lewis  I.,  King  of  Hungary,  enclosed  this  chapel  in  a  larger 

church,  after  a  victory  over  the  Turks  in  1363. 

.  The  Interior  is  207  ft.  long  and  69  ft.  broad.  Behind  a  silver  railing 
in  the  nave  is  the  chapel  containing  the  miraculous  Itnage^  on  a  silver 
altar.  The  Pulpit  is  of  red  marble.  On  the  High  AUar  is  an  ebony  cruciBx 
and  two  lifesize  silver  figures,  presented  bv  the  Emperor  Charles  VI. 
Beneath  the  cross  is  a  silver  terrestrial  globe,  6  ft.  in  diameter,  surrounded 
by  a  serpent.  The  rosaries  and  similar  articles  placed  by  pilgrims  on  a 
long  table  in  the  corner  to  the  right  are  blessed  by  a  priest  from  time  to 
time.  In  the  upper  ambulatories  are  numerous  votive  pictures,  and  over 
the  arches  are  larger  and  more  ancient  paintings  representing  remarkable 
occurrences  connected  with  Mariazell.'  —  The  Tre<uury  contains  precious 
vessels,  reliquaries,  gems,  pearls,  and  ornaments;  miniature  altars  of  rare 
stones;  old  mass-books,  etc.  Over  the  altar  is  a  Madonna,  by  an  early 
Italian  master,  presented  by  King  Lewis  I.  of  Hungary. 

The  semicircle  of  booths  and  stalls  beside  the  church  is  devoted 

to  the  sale  of  religious  articles  and  mementoes.' 

Excursions.  Through  the  ChrHnau  (Maria  Waterfall)  to  the  (IVz  hr.) 
Erlaufsaa  (3740  ft.;  "Seewirt,  at  the  upper  end,  trout;  lake-baths ;  boats  for 
hire),  from  which  we  may  return  by  the  8.  bank  to  the  Herrenhatu  (*lnn), 
at  the  E.  end,  and  thence  by  the  direct  road  to  (3M.)  Mariazell. 

To  the  *LaBaing  Fall,  4-4 V4  hrs.  (carr.  there  and  back  16  K.).  We  follow 
the  road  to  the  V.  via  (IV2  hr.)  MiUerhaeh  and  the  Jonftberg  (3866  ft.)  to  (2  hrs.) 
Wiaiarhruck  (2690  ft.;  Burger),  and  descend  thence  to  the  left  to  the 
(26  min.)  fall,  260  ft.  high,  amidst  grand  rocky  environs.  (The  fall,  in 
itself  insignificant,  may  be  improved  by  the  opening  of  a  sluice ;  fee  4  K. ; 
tickets  at  Burger's  Inn.)  An  interesting  path  descends  to  the  left  from  the 
fall,  crosses  the  Erlauf,  and  leads  to  the  left  through  the  romantic  Oe'seJier- 
grdbtn  to  the  (2>/3  hrs.)  KlauMf^  and  thence  via  the  Riffel-Sattel  (4210  ft.) 
to  the  top  of  the  (3s/4  hrs.)  *Oetscher  (p.  86). 

From  Mariazell  to  Oaxino  (26  M.).  The  road  leads  across  the  ZeUer- 
rain  (3610  ft.)  to  (8Vs  M.)  Aeuhaua  (3290  ft.;  Konrad)  and  (16  M.)  Langau 
(2260  ft. ;  inn,  clean),  in  the  upper  valley  of  the  r&b«,  and  then  over  the 
Orubherg  (p.  85)  to  (26  M.)  Gaming  (p.  S'j). 

From  Mariazell  to  Ksrnhop  (p.  84),  18  M.,  diligence  daily  in  41/4  hrs., 
through  the  ffaUtal  and  over  the  Knollenhals.  —  From  Kernhop  to  St.  POlten, 
35  M.,  railway  in  3  hrs.,  vifl  St.  Egydi^  Hohtnherg^  Lilien/eld  (with  a  cele- 
brated Cistercian  abbey),  and  SeheihmUM  (p.  86). 

From  Mariazell  to  Gross-Bbiflino  via  Weichselbodbn  and  Wild- 
ALPEN,  44  M.  Diligence  to  (I6V3  M.)  Weichselboden  in  4  hrs.  {kK.)\  thence  to 
(11  M.)  Wildalpen  in  21/4  hrs.  (2ir.  80 A.)  i  and  thence  to  (16  M.)  Beifling  in 
4  hrs.  (4ir.).  —  The  road  quits  the  Bruck  road  at  the  (6  M.)  Ghtttwerk  (p.  180) 
and  ascends  the  picturesque  valley  of  the  Salza.  Beyond  (11  M.)  OrHth 
(inn)  it  quits  the  river  and  crosses  the  HaU  (2786  ft.)  to  (161/2  M.)  Weiohsel- 
bodan  (2220  ft. ;  *Po$t;  SeMUtefunter^  1  M.  to  the  E.),  a  small  village  at  the 
union  of  the  Radmerbaeh  with  the  Salza,  in  a  sequestered  basin  surrounded 
by  lofty  mountains.  The  road  hence  still  follows  the  rocky  ravine  of  the 
Salza.  Beyond  a  small  tunnel  it  crosses  to  the  left  bank  and  reaches.  (22  M.) 
OtehOder  (inn),  at  the  mouth  of  the  Anfrngraben^  and  thence  leads  between 
the  precipices  of  the  Riegtrin  (^370  ft.),  on  the  right,  and  the  Hochitttdi 
(6300  ft.),  on  the  left.  —  QTVsM.  WUdalpen  (2000  ft. ;  *Zitler\  a  thriving  village 
and  siqniner-resort,  1$  chBvoiin$lj  situated  on  the  Wildalpenibachi  whicb 
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here  falls  into  the  Salza.  We  continue  to  follow  the  narrow,  wooded 
valley  of  the  Salza,  which  is  joined  on  the  right  by  the  (SV^  M.)  Lasting 
and  at  Erzhalden^  4V2  M.  farther  on,  by  the  Mendling.  Beyond  the  (37V2  M  ) 
Zur  Wachi  Jnn  the  road  divides.  The  shortest  route  to  the  Ennstal  and 
the  railway  leads  vilL  the  (3  K.)  church  of  Falfau  (inn),  follows  the  right 
bank  of  the  Salza  to  its  confluence  with  the  Ermty  and  then  crosses  the  latter 
to  (44  M.)  Orost-Reifling  (railway-station,  see  p.  182). 

The  Road  to  Seewibsen  leads  throngh  the  pretty  valley  of  the 

Salza,  To  the  right,  on  a  wooded  rock,  stands  the  Sigmunds-KapeUej 

originally  fortifled  and  surrounded  with  lofty  walls  in  the  16th  cent. 

to  protect  it  against  the  Turks.   At  the  (5  M.)  Qusswerk  (2450  /t. ; 

inn),  with  abandoned  iron-works,  the  road  to  Weichselhodtn  diverges 

to  the  right  (see  p.  179).    Our  road  now  quits  the  Salza,  ascends  the 

AsMach^Tal  to  the  S.E.,  uniting  after  2^2  ^*  with  the  road  from 

Frtin  (p.  178),  and  reaches  (9  M.  from  Mariazell)  the  small  village  of 

Wegscheid  (2670  ft. ;  Posi),  —  From  Wegscheid  to  Mursateg  across 

the  Niederalpel  (81/2  hrs.),  see  p.  178. 

From  WbgbgAeid  to  Weichselbodbn  over  the  Kastbnribgel,  12  M., 
a  pleasant  route  (carriage-road).  About  Vs  ^>  to  the  S.W.  of  Wegscheid 
the  road  turns  to  the  right  by  a  finger-post  into  the  narrow  entrance 
of  the  RcanmerrTaly  and  ascends  through  wood  and  meadow  to  the  (5  M.) 
Kastenriegel  (3545  ft.),  a  depression  between  the  Zeller  and  Aflenzer  StaHtgen 
(6525  ft.).  Jt  then  descends,  running  at  first  high  up  on  the  S.  slope,  to 
(6V2  M.)  Weichselboden  (p.  179). 

The  road  ascends  by  the  OoUradbaeh  to  (3^/4  M.)  the  important 
iron-mines  of  GoUrad  (3150  ft.),  and  1^2  M.  farther  on  reaches 
Brandhof  (3660  ft.),  formerly  a  country-seat  of  Archduke  John 
(d.  1859),  finely  situated  at  the  foot  of  the  Seeherg. 

The  villa  is  adorned  with  portraits  and  statues  of  Austrian  princes, 
weapons,  reminiscences  of  the  chase,  etc.  The  small  Gothic  chapel,  with 
two  paintings  by  Schnorr,  is  interesting.  In  the  garden  is  a  select  collection 
of  Alpine  plants. 

The  roadnow  ascends  steeply  to  the  (i/2hr.)  Seeherg  Pass  (4115  ft.), 
where  we  enjoy  a  fine  view  of  the  Seetal^  enclosed  by  the  rocky 
walls  of  the  Hochschwab  chain,  and  then  descends  in  long  windings 
(short-cut  to  the  left)  to  (V?  hr.)  the  village  of  — 

18 V2  M.  Seewiesen  (3175  ft. ;  *Po8t),  picturesquely  situated. 

The  *HochBchwab  (7475  ft.;  5  hrs.;  marked  path;  guide,  not  indispens- 
able for  adepts,  to  Weichselboden  10  K.)  is  frequently  ascended  from  See- 
wiesen. We  ascend  the  Seetal  to  the  (2^/4  hrs.)  VoUtaler-Hmte  (6146  ft.) 
on  the  Ohere  Dullnitt^  and  then  ascend  to  the  right  by  the  EdeUteig  to  the 
(IV4  hr.)  Sehiestl-HauSy  on  the  Schioabenboden  (IdaO  {t.\  inn  in  summer),  and 
to  the  (Vs  hr.)  summit.  Extensive  *View,  embracing  the  whole  of  the  K. 
Alps  from  the  Schneebei^  to  the  Dachstein.  —  Descent  to  St.  Ilgen  (p.  181), 
via  the  ffocJuUin-HiiUen,  3Vx  hrs.,  easy;  via  the  Oehaekte^  a  precipitous  cliff, 
shorter  and  more  interesting,  but  more  difficult. 

From  Se.ewiesen  the  road  descends  the  narrow  Seegralen,  past 
the  Durrsee  (296.5  ft.),  to  (23  M.)  Au  (Gemse)  and  (24  M.)  Au- 
Seewiesen,  the  terminus  of  the  Styrian  Nabrow-Gauob  Bailwat 
to  (14  M.)  Kapfenberg.  —  Beyond  {i^/^  M.)  Seehach-Tumau  the 
railway  descends  the  pretty  Stubming-Tal,  via  (3  M.)  Hinterberg  and 
(5^2  M.)  Wappensteinhammer,  to  (6  M.)  Afltnz^  l*/2  M.  to  the  N.  of 
which  lies  the  village  of  that  name  (Daniel ;  Karlon),  a  favourite 
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summer-resort.  At  (7  M.)  Thorl  (Sommerauer),  a  village  with  wire- 
works,  the  brooks  from  the  S.  slopes  of  the  Hochschwab  combine  to 
fpna  the  Thoribach,  Above  the  village  rises  the  picturesque  ruin  of 
SchacheruUin, 

A  road  leads  from  Thorl  to  the  K.W.  through  the  pretty  St.  Jlgner-Tal 
to  (iVs  M.)  St.  ngen  (2100  ft.  j  PUrtr)  and  the  (4Vs  M.)  *H6Ul  Bodmbauer 
(2876  ft.)j  finely  situated  at  the  head  of  the  valley.  The  attractive  ascent 
of  the  KarlhoiMkogel  (6870  ft.)  may  be  made  hence  in  S-Sy*  hrs.  Ascent 
of  the  Boch$chtedb  (7475  ft.)  vi&  the  OehaekU  or  vift  the  Bodenbauer  and  the 
BocJutein-Alpe,  see  p.  IrO. 

We  next  traverse  the  narrow  Thorltal^  passing  several  iron 
works,  to  (121/2  M.)  Winkel,  (13  M.")  Kapferiberg-Lokalbahn,  1/2  M. 
to  the  E.  of  which  is  Bad  StdnerhofQ,  176),  and  (14  M.)  Kapfenherg- 
Sadbahn  (p.  176).   Hence  to  (3  M.)  Bruck  on  the  Jtfur,  see  p.  176. 

26.  From  Linz  to  St.  Michael  viA  Steyr. 

141  M.  Railway  in  5>A-10  hrs.  (fares  19  K.  20,  11  K.  40.  6  JT.  30  A., 
express  27  JT^  16  £.  60,  8  JT.  90  h,).  Dinner  (2  K.)  is  handed  into  the 
carriages  at  Klein-Beifling,  Selztal,  and  St.  Michael. 

To  (15  M.)  8t.  Valentin  (880  ft.),  see  p.  85.  Our  line  here 
diverges  to  the  S.W.,  and  at  (20  M.)  Emsthofen  enters  the  valley  of 
the  Enns,   25^2  ^>  Bamingdorf, 

28  M.  Steyr  (990ft.;  Bail,  Besiaur ant;  •Steyrerkof,  R.  2-6  K.; 
Schiff;  Kreb$),  with  17,600  inhab.,  at  the  confluence  of  the  Steyr 
with  the  Enns,  is  noted  for  its  iron-wares.  The  town,  situated  be- 
tween the  two  rivers,  is  connected  with  its  nine  suburbs  (Ennsdorf, 
Steyrdorft  etc.)  by  three  bridges.  On  a  hill  rises  Burg  Steyr  (18th 
cent.,  but  mentioned  in  the  10th  cent.),  the  property  of  Prince 
Lamberg,with  a  fine  park  (adm.  on  application).  The  Gothic  Churchy 
built  in  1443-1680,  contains  stained  glass  of  the  16th  cent,  and  a 
font  in  bronze,  with  reliefs  of  1560.  The  tower  (288  ft.)  was  rebuilt 
in  1885-89  after  plans  by  Schmidt  of  Vienna.  The  Bathaut^  in  the. 
rococo  style,  and  the  extensive  Austrian  Bifle  Factory  (adm.  on  ap- 
plication) are  also  worthy  of  notice.  The  monuments  of  Jo$.  Wemdl 
(d.  1889),  founder  of  the  rifle-factory,  in  the  Franz- Josef-Platz, 
and  of  Ant.  Bruckner  (1824-96),  the  composer,  in  the  Pfarr-Platz, 
are  both  by  Tilgner. 

Walks.    Pretty  views  of  the  town  and  its  environs  are  enjoyed  from 
the  (Va  hr.)  Soke  Ewfuleithe^  the  (V4  hr.)  Tabor ^  and  the  (1/2  hr.)  DacJuberg. 
St.  Uiriehy  Oarsten^  and  Christkindl  are  each  within  V4  hr.  of  the  town . 
The  tower  on  the  *Dafnberg  (2460  ft.),  affording  a  splendid  view,  is  easily 
reached  in  2  hrs.;  about  Vs  ^^'  frova.  the  top  is  the  Inn  *Zur  Damhergwarti"  • 

Beyond  Steyr  the  train  crosses  the  Enns  to  (29  M.)  Oarsten. 

Fbox  Oabstbn  to  Aqonitz,  20  H.,  railway  in  2  hrs.,  through  the  pretty 
Stevrtal.  with  its  numerous  factories  and  iron-works.  The  train  runs  via 
(l»/4  M.)  Steyrdor/y  (4»/2  M.)  Pergem  (branch  to  Bad  Hall^  see  p.  88),  and 
(7. If.)  Letten.  with  a  factory  of  the  Austrian  Bifle  C!o.  (see  above).  Then 
via  (18  M.)  Leomtein  (1418  ft.;  *Linde;  Wagner),  a  summer-resort,  with  a 
ch&teau  and  park  of  Count  Sallburg,  and  (19  M.)  J/bUri,  at  the  mouth  of 
the  Krumme  Steyrling,  to  (20  M.)  Agonitz^  8V2  H.  from  the  station  of  Hemdl^ 
on  the  Kremstal  railway  (p.  88). 
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The  line  follows  the  left  bank  of  the  Eons.  35  M.  Temberg ; 
41  M.  Losenstein,  with  an  old  chnrch  and  a  rained  castle.  441/^  M. 
Reieh'Raming,  with  iron-works.  —  49  M.  Qross-Raming}  541/2  M. 
Kastenreith^  at  the  confluence  of  the  Oaflenzbach  and  the  Enns  (p.  85). 

56i/2  M.  Klein-Beifling  (1200  ft. ;  Rail.  Restaurant),  junction  of 
the  line  to  Amttetten  (p.  85).  —  65  M.  Weissenbach-St  QaUen  (Qru- 
ber),  1^2  M.  to  the  N.E.  of  which  lies  Altenmafki  (Lohner).  At 
(72  M.)  Oross-Reifling  (1400  ft.;  •Baumann)  the  Salza  falls  into  the 
Enns.   To  Weichselboden  and  MariazeU,  see  pp.  180,  179. 

The  train  threads  two  tunnels  and  crosses  the  Enns.  Beyond 
(74^2  M.)  Landl  are  two  other  short  tunnels.  —  79  M.  Hieflau 
(1700  ft.;  RaiL  Restaurant;  Huhner  zur  Post^  Sttiriberger),  with 
iron-works,  is  finely  situated  at  the  confluence  of  the  Enbach  and 

the  Enns. 

Fbox  Hibflau  to  LsoBBNf  81  M.f  railway  in  B^t-VU  hrs.  Beyond  (2Vs  M.) 
Radmer^  on  a  height  to  the  left,  stands  the  chateau  of  Leopoldttein.  —  OVs  ^* 
Eisenerz  (2446  ft.;  *KSnig  von  SacTuen;  Goldenet  Schiff;  Bum  Seiliffen  Geist; 
Rudolftibahn^  near  the  station)^  with  2600  inhab.,  an  old  mining- town,  as 
its  name  (4ron-ore*)  imports,  is  commanded  on  the  E.  by  the  abrupt 
P/qfenstein  (6140  ft.),  and  on  the  W.  by  the  KaiurtcMld  (6830  ft.).  The 
Church  of  St.  Oswald,  a  Gothic  structure  founded  in  1379  and  rebuilt  in 
1471-1612,  is  an  interesting  example  of  a  medieeval  fortified  church.  By 
the  approach  to  the  church  is  an  interesting  HittoHcal  Miueum  (adm. 
40  A.).  The  terrace  in  front  of  the  8ohicM-Titrm  commands^ a  fine  yiew 
(direction-tablet).  To  the  S.  the  red  Erzherg  (6030  ft.)  closes  the  valley. 
This  *ore-mountain'  is  so  productive  that  the  ore  is  quarried  in  summer 
without  the  aid  of  mining  operations.  In  winter,  however,  the  subterranean 
mode  of  excavation  is  more  convenient.  The  greater  part  of  the  mountain 
belongs  to  the  Alpine  Montan-Gesellschaft.  The  mines ,  some  of  which 
have  been  in  operation  for  iO(X)  years,  employ  2(X)O-d000  hands  in  summer 
and  1000-1600  in  winter  and  yield  800,000  tons  of  iron  annually.  The  best 
plan  for  visitors  is  to  take  the  Erzberg  railway  to  the  station  of  PrAichl 
(see  below),  then  the  mineral-railway  (80  h.  and  fee)  to  (V4  br.)  Wiesmaih, 
and  thence  walk  to  the  (1  hr.)  Vordemibergtr  Berghatu  (Restaurant).  Then 
(with  guide,  1  K.)  descend  the  mining  terraces  to  the  (*/4  hr.)  Barbara- 
Kapelle  (restaurant)  and  to  ('/4  hr.)  Eisenerz. 

The  *Erzbero  Railway,  interesting  both  from  its  bold  engineering  and 
from  the  beautiful  views  it  commands  (best  to  the  left),  was  constructed 
mainly  for  the  mineral  traffic,  on  Abt^s  rack-and-pinion  system.  With  aa 
average  gradient  of  68:1000  it  runs  to  the  S.,  through  the  Schicht-Turm 
Tunnel  (below  the  above-mentioned  tower)  to  the  station  of  Krumpental 
(2366  ft.),  where  the  toothed  rails  begin.  The  gradient  now  becomes  steeper. 
The  train  threads  the  Klammioald  Tunnel,  traverses  lofty  viaducts  and  wide 
curves,  .crossing  the  Ranuau  and  the  Erzgra^en,  and  stops  at  (ISi/z  M.)  Erz- 
herg (3510  ft.),  above  the  mining  terraces  (see  above).  Beyond  the  IHatten 
Tunnel  and  the  PrebicM  Tunnel  is  the  station  of 'i6V2  H.)  Frebichl  (3960  ft.  3 
*Spitaler's  Inn),  The  line  now  descends  to  (18  M.)  Olaslbremie  (3420  ft.)  and 
(20V2  H.)  Yordamberg-Karkt  (2660  ft.  •,  Krone;  Adler),  a  prosperous  place 
with  a  brisk  trade  in  iron.  —  At  (21 V2  M.)  Vordemberg  -  StaaUbahnhof 
(2620  ft.;  Rail.  Restaurant)  passengers  for  Leoben  change  carriages.  The 
train  now  runs  vi&  Friedauwerk  and  Hafning  to  (27Vs  M.)  Trofajaeh  (2160  ft.  *, 
*H6i,  Fueh$;  Post;  Ooldener  Oehse),  a  frequented  summer>resort  in  a  fine 
situation.  Good  view  from  the  (*/*  hr.)  Budol/swarte  (2920  ft.).  —  Thence 
the  line  proceeds  via  Qmeingrub,  St.  Peter-Frepenstein,  and  Donawitt  to  (84  M.) 
L€oben  (p.  200). 

The  Ennstal  now  turns  towards  the  W.,  and  we  enter  the  •Go- 
B&nse,  a  grand  defile,  12  M.  in  length,  flanked  by  the  Tomisch^ 
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bachturm  and  the  Oroste  Buehstein  on  tbe  N.,  and  the  Hoehtor  and 
Seichenstein  on  the  S.,  and  traversed  by  the  Enns,  which  forms  a 
series  of  wild  rapids  (from  Admont  to  Hieflau  fall  of  400  ft.).  The 
road,  which  runs  on  the  left  bank,  well  repays  the  pedestrian  as  far 
as^  Admont  (carriage  and  pair  from  Hieflau  to  the  end  of  the  Ge- 
sause  24  JT.).  The  railway  on  the  right  bank  pierces  two  tunnels, 
between  which,  on  the  left,  opens  the  HartUtgraben^  and  then  crosses 
to  the  left  bank  of  the  Enns.  —  841/2  M.  Ostatteiboden  (1850  ft.; 
*H6tel  Oetduse),  in  a  grand  situation.  The  railway  next  passes  the 
mouth  of  the  picturesque  Johnsbach-'  Tal^  on  the  left,  and  then  the 
wild  gorge  of  the  Burggrdben^  on  the  right,  and  crosses  the  Enns. 
Beyond  a  short  tunnel  is  the  (89V8  M.)  station  Qttauu-EmgQng 
The  train  then  enters  the  broad  green  dale  of  — 

92V2M.  Admont  (2106  ft. ;  ^Post;  SuUer;  Buchbinder;  WoUen- 
bergtr;  Bartu)^  a  favourite  summer-resort.  The  celebrated  Bene- 
dictine abbey  of  Admont  ('ad  monies'),  founded  in  1074,  was 
almost  entirely  burned  down  in  1865,  but  has  been  partly  rebuilt. 
The  Gothic  abbey-church,  8U  Blasius^Mumter^  with  its  two  slender 
spires,  is  modem.  The  library,  in  a  richly-decoiated  hall,  comprises 

80,000  vols,  and  1000  MSS.  (open  daily,  10-11  and  4-5;  40  A.). 

Good  views  of  the  environs  are  obtained  from  the  bridce  over  the  Enns. 
1  M.  from  the  railwar-station.  —  Above  Admont,  to  the  8.,  stands  C/4  hr.) 
Schloss  BOteUtein  (2680  ft.),  the  property  of  the  abbey,  which  affords  an 
admirable  survey  of  the  Ennstal :  to  the  N.W.  is  the  wooded  FUichberg 
(5636  ft.),  with  the  church  on  the  Frauenberg  (see  below)  at  its  base :  to  the 
N.  rise  the  ''Haller  Mauem\  consisting  of  the  Orosge  Pyhrgcu  (7360  ft.), 
SehelbUngstein  (7320  ft.),  Hexmturm  (7155  ft.),  and  Natterriegel  (6650  ft);  to 
the  B.  is  the  Qroue  Bnehitehk  (7395  ft.)  ^  to  theS.E.  the  iSTpon^eM  (7365  ft.). 

The  train  follows  the  broad  valley  of  the  Enns.  To  the  right, 
near  (97  M.)  Frauenberg^  rises  the  Frauer^erg  with  the  pilgrimage 
church  of  Mariakulm,  At  the  confluence  of  the  Paltenbach  with  the 
Enns  the  line  turns  towards  the  S.  —  102  M.  Selztal  (2080  ft. ; 
*BaiL  Restaurant;  Railway  Hotels  KronCy  both  plain),  the  junction 
of  the  line  to  Aussee  and  Bischofshofen  (for  Salzburg). 

Fbox  Srlztal  to  Adbbbb  and  Bischofsrofkm.  Railway  to  (30  M.) 
Aussee  in  11/2-2  hrs.  (fares  3,  2, 1  JT.);  to  (62  M.)  Bisehofthof^  in  2V4-3S/4  hrs. 
(fares  6,  4,  2  K.).  —  The  railway  crosses  the  Paltenbach  and  runs  to  the 
W.  through  the  valley  of  the  Enns,  crossing  the  £nns  and  the  Pyhmbach, 
to  (3V2  M.)  Lietzen  (2110  ft.  •,  Post;  Fuchs\  a  large  village  at  the  mouth  of 
the  Pyhmtal.  A  diligence  plies  hence  daily  in  summer  to  (15  U.)  Windisch- 
garsten  (Ooldene  Sense,  good^  Erzherzog  AlbrecM)^  a  finely  situated  summer- 
resort.  —  The  railway  skirts  the  hillside.  At  (12  M.)  Btainaoh-Irding 
(2105  ft.-,  Rail.  Restaurant;  WUrseMnffer)  the  line  divides;  the  right  branch 
goes  to  Aussee,  the  left  to  Bischofshofen. 

The  railway  to  Adsskr  soon  begins  rapidly  to  ascend  the  K.  slope  0 
the  valley,  affording  fine  views  of  the  Ennstal.  Beyond  two  tunnels  i 
enters  the  narrow  and  romantic  Oritnminffbach-  Tal,  and  ascends  in  wind- 
ings high  up  on  the  left  side,  reaching  its  highest  point  at  (17  M.)  Klachau 
(2730  ft.).  —  2OV2  M.  Mitterndorf-  Zauchen  (2615  ft.) ;  26  M.  KainUch.  on 
the  Oedensee-Trauny  which  issues  from  the  Oedenue  (2570  ft.),  IVj  M.  to 
the  S.    Then  along  the  wooded  Trauntal  to  (SO  M.)  Aussee  (p.  109). 

The  line  from  Stainach  to  Bischofshofen  crosses  the  OrimnUngbaeh 
and  skirts  the  base  of  the  precipitous  Qrinming  (7710  ft.)  to  (20  H.)  Oeblarn 
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(Fischer;  Salziager).  —  23  H.  Stein^  at  the  mouth  of  the  Sfflktal;  24  M.  Ordb- 
minff^  the  village  of  which  name  lies  2  M.  to  the  N. ;  90  M.  ffaui.  — 
86  M.  Schladming  (2400  ft.;  *Alte  Post;  Tutfer;  Lebzelter;  Zum  DacJutein)  is 
a  large  village  pleasantly  situated  at  the  entrance  to  the  ScMadnUng-Tal. 
For  excursions  hence  to  the  JRamsau^  etc.,  and  mountain-ascents,  see 
Baedeker''t  Eastern  Alps. 

The  Ennstal  contracts.  39  M.  Pichl.  Ai  (41  M.)  Mandling  we  cross  the 
UandUnffbachy  the  frontier  between  Styria  and  Salzburg.  —  46  M.  Badstadt 
(2810  ft. ;  *Fost;  Michadis;  StSckl),  an  old  walled  town,  standing  on  a  rocky 
hill  to  the  right.  A  diligence  plies  hence  twice  daily  in  summer  in  6V4  hrs. 
(fare  8  if.  80  A.)  to  (34  M.)  Mauterndorf  (p.  200)  via  the  Radstddler  Tauem 
(57(X)  ft.);  and  from  Mauterndorf  a  diligence  goes  on  daily  in  9V2  hrs.  (9  K.) 
to  (36  M )  Spilial  via  (25i/2  M.)  GmOndt  see  Baedeker's  Eastern  Alps.  —  At 
(48V2  M.)  Altenmarkt  the  line  quits  the  Enns,  which  rises  12  M.  to  the 
S.W.  in  the  Flachau,  and  runs  N.W.  to  (51  M.)  Eben  (2810  ft.),  on  the  water- 
shed between  the  Enns  and  the  Salzach.  It  then  descends  the  narrow  Fritx- 
tal  via  EUttau  (Post),  traversing  several  tunnels  and  repeatedly  crossing  the 
Fritzbacb.  It  penetrates  the  Kreuzberg  by  a  tunnel  770  yds.  in  length, 
descends  to  the  left,  and  crosses  the  Salzach  to  (61  M.)  Bischofshofen  (1795  ft.^ 
Bail.  Restaurant)-,  see  p.  119. 

The  train  skirts  the  slopes  of  the  Durrenschoherl  (5700  ft.)  and 
enters  the  wooded  PalUn-Tal,  a  valley  ascending  to  the  £.  On  a 
pine-clad  hill  to  the  right  rises  the  ch&teau  of  Streehau, 

105  M.  Bottenmann  (2210  ft.;  *TiroUrhof;  Ooldbrich)  is  an 
ancient  little  town  with  iron-works.  From  (IIIV2  M.)  Trieben  a 
road  leads  to  the  right  to  (33  M.)  Judenbwg  (p.  200)  via  Hohen- 
tauem  (4150  ft.).  Near  (114  M.)  Oaishom,  to  the  right,  lies  the  little 
OaUhom  Lake,  The  line  ascends  to  the  station  of  (121  M.)  Wald, 
on  the  Schober  Pass  (2775  ft.),  the  watershed  between  the  Enns  and 
Mur,  and  then  descends  the  Liesing-Tal  to  KaUwang,  with  copper 
mines,  MauUm,  Kammem^  8eitz^  and  Traboeh^Timmersdorf,  Then 
(141  M.)  St.  Miohael  (*BaU.  Restaurant)^  also  a  station  on  the  line 
from  Villach  to  Bruck  (p.  200)  and  17V2  M.  from  the  latter.

Theatres.  Stadt-Theater  (PI.  D,  £,  6).  Earl  Ludwig-Blng,  operas  and 
comedies ;  Theater  can  Frament-Flatx  (PI.  11 ;  D,  4),  comedies. 

Military  Music  thrice  a  week  in  summer,  alternately  in  the  Stadt-Park 
(p.  187).  at  the  Hilmteieh  (p.  188),  on  the  Schlosiberg  (p.  188),  in  the  Volkt- 
Garten  (PI.  B,  4),  and  in  the  Indutti'ie-ffalley  Jakominigasse  (PI.  D,  7),  with 
a  large  park  and  race-course. 

Post  ft  Telegraph  Offiee  (PI.  9;  G,  6),  Xeutorgasse.

From  the  Schiller-Platz  via  the  Jakomini-PJatz  and  Gries  Plats  to  the 
Lend-Platz,  19  min.,with  branch  to  St.  Leonhard,  4  minutes.  — From  the 
Gries-Platz  vi^  the  Gentral  Cemetery  to  Puntigam,  21  minutes.  —  From 
the  Annen-Str.  to  Schlcss  Eggenberp.  V*'*'-  >  to  Wetzelsdorf,  20  minutes.  — 
From  the  Lend-PIatz  to  Gosting,  21  minutes.  —  From  the  Wickenburg- 
Gasse  to  Andrits,  16  minutes.  —  From  the  Zinzendorf-Str.  to  the  Hilm- 
teieh and  Mariatrost,  28  minutes. 

Grats  (1135  ft.),  the  capital  of  Styria,  with  about  138,000  Inhab. 
and  a  garrison  of  5100  men,  picturesquely  situated  on  both  banks  of 
the  ilfur,  which  is  crossed  by  seven  bridges,  is  one  of  the  pleasantest 
and  healthiest  of  the  Austrian  provincial  capitals,  and  is  the  re- 
sidence of  many  retired  civil  servants  and  officers.  On  the  left  bank 
is  the  old  or  Inner  Town  (I.  Bezirk,  or  district),  adjoined  by  the 
former  Jakomini  Suburb  (VI.)  to  the  S.,  Leonhard  (II.)  to  the  E., 
and  Oeidorf  (in.,')  to  the  N.;  on  the  right  bank  are  the  districts  of 
Lend  (IV.)  and  Ories  (V.).  Gratz  is  an  industrial  place  of  con- 
siderable importance. 

The  chief  thoroughfare  between  the  centre  of  the  town  and  the 
right  bank  of  the  Mur  is  the  Franz-Karl  Bridge  (Fl.  G,  5),  built  in 
1891,  with  bronze  figures  of  Austria  and  Styria,  by  Brandstetter,  on 
the  central  buttresses,  handsome  candelabra  surmounted  by  eagles, 
and  a  tasteful  balustrade.   View  of  the  Schlossberg. 

The  Haupt-Platz  (PI.  0,  D,  5)  is  embellished  with  a  bronze 
*Statiie  of  Arehduke  John  (d.  1869),  by  Poiintn^er,  erected  in 
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1878.  —  On  the  S.  side  of  the  Platz  is  the  *Bathans  (PI.  10),  a  hand- 
some German  Renaissance  building  erected  in  1887-92  by  Wielemann 
and  Renter.  The  facade  is  adorned  with  twelve  statues  of  men  of 
importance  in  the  history  of  the  town.  The  third  floor  of  the  stair- 
case is  decorated  with  a  fresco  by  Scholz,  representing  Gratz  in  1635. 
The  Council  Room  contains  a  Court  Scene  of  1478,  by  N.  Strobel. 
In  the  FranzenS'Platz  (Pi.  D,  4),  to  the  N.E.,  is  a  bronze  Statue 
of  Emperor  Francis  II.  (PI.  2),  in  the  robes  of  the  Golden  Fleece, 
by  Marched  (1841).  On  the  E.  side  of  the  Platz  is  the  Theater  am 
Franzensplatz  (PI.  11)  and  the  old  Imperial  Burg,  or  palace,  now 
government  offices,  with  an  interesting  spiral  staircase  (1500)  at  the 
end  of  the  first  court. 

The  Cathedral  (PI.  6;  D,  4,  5),  a  Gothic  structure  of  1449-62 
(the  copper  roof  of  the  tower  added  in  1663),  has  been  extensively 
modernized.   It  has  an  interesting  W.  Portal. 

Interiob.  The  high-altar-piece  in  the  choir,  representing  the  Miracles 
of  St.  iEgidius,  is  by  Jot.  Flwer.  On  the  walls  are  two  votive  paintings 
by  Peler  de  PomU^  representing  the  Archduke  Charles  II.  with  his  family 
before  the  crucifix  and  the  Virgin.  To  the  right  and  left  of  the  approach 
to  the  choir  are  marble  pedestals  supporting  two  ebony  reliquaries,  brought 
from  Italy  in  1617.  The  six  small  ivcry  *Reliefs,  choice  Italian  works  of 
the  16th  cent.,  represent  the  triumphs  of  Love,  Innocence,  Death,  etc.  (from 
Petrarch's  'I  Trionfl'). 

The  ManjaoUum  (PI.  8),  jBidjoining  the  cathedral,  was  built  by 
Emp.  Ferdinand  II.  fd.  1637);  the  vault  contains  his  tomb  and  that 
of  his  wife  Maria  Anna. 

The  Landhaus  (PI.  D,  6),  or  HaU  of  the  Estates,  in  the  Herren- 
gasse,  the  busiest  street  in  the  town,  with  the  best  shops,  was 
erected  in  the  Renaissance  style  in  the  16th  century. 

Interesting  portal  with  two  balconies,  to  the  right  of  which  is  a  curious 
painted  notice  of  1583,  cautioning  those  who  enter  against  quarrelling  or 
'drawing  their  daggers  or  bread-knives'.  —  The  first  court,  with  the  arcadrs 
(new  cloister  of  1890)  and  a  finely  executed  fountain,  in  cast  and  wrought 
iron  of  1590,  is  particularly  pleasing.  Memorial  tablet  to  Johann  Kepler^ 
the  astronomer,  The  Rittersaal  and  Landtagt-Saal  ('Hall  of  the  Diet')  may 
be  inspected. 

The  old  ^Zenghansy  or  Arsenal  (erected  in  1644),  adjoining  the 
Landhaus  on  the  S.,  is  maintained  in  exactly  the  same  condition  as 
it  was  250  years  ago,  with  a  large  quantity  of  weapons,  chiefly  of  the 
17th  century.  (Admission  from  the  Landhaus  daily,  10-1,  60  h. ; 
Sun.  free). 

The  Parish  Church  (PI.  D,  6),  farther  on,  to  the  left,  a  late-Gothic 
edifice  of  the  15th  cent,  (restored  in  1875),  contains  an  Assumption 
by  Tintoretto  as  an  altar-piece.  —  Near  the  end  of  the  street  oppo- 
site the  Karl-Ludwig*Bing  is  the  graceful  Auersperg^Brunnen. 

The  Museum  Joanneum  (PI.  D,  5)  was  founded  in  1811  by  Arch- 
duke John.  The  Oi<i>  Joannrum  (Raubergasse  10)  contains  the  Natural 
History  Museum  (geological,  zoological,  and  botanical  collections), 
the  PrehiHoric  Collection  (containing  the  *Judenburger  Wagen'),  and 
the  Cahit^t  of  Coins  and  Antiquities  (daily,  10-12,  40  h.  \  Sun.  free). 
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The  Library  (about  140,000  vols.)  is  accommodated  in  a  modem  ad- 
dition, which  has  reading-rooms  on  the  groundfloor  and  an  exhibition 
of  rare  books,  etc.,  on  the  first  floor  (adm.  Sun.  10-1,  week-days  10-1 
and  4-9;  closed  from  May  Ist  to  Sept.  15th). 

The  new  Museum  Buildinos,  a  huge  pile  in  the  rococo  style 
from  the  plans  of  Gunolt,  opened  in  1895,  contain  the  Hittorical 
and  Industrial  Art  Museum  and  the  Collection  of  Vaini^s  and 
Engravings,   Admission:  Sun.,  10-1,  free;  Thurs.,  10-2, 1  /T.;  other 

da\s9-l,  50  ^. 

The  yaluable  collections  of  the  HUtoHcal  and  Indtutrial  Mtueum  (Di- 
rector, Prof.  K.  Laeher;  catalogue  40  A.)  occupy  four  stories.  On  the  ground- 
fl'^or  are  the  *'^Weizer  PrvnktaaV  of  1664,  and  the  old  Styrian  rooms  of  1564, 
1568,  1577,  1596,  and  1607  ^  the  travelling-carriage  of  Emp.  Frederick  III., 
and  the  double  litter  of  Stephan  Bathory  and  his  wife.  There  is  also  a 
room  for  the  sale  of  modern  Styrian  art-industrial  products.  On  the  first 
and  second  floors  are  dwelling-rooms  from  Styria;  industrial  and  art- 
industrial  works;  ecclesiastical  art  and  art-industries;  historical  portraits 
and  relics ;  costumes,  pottery ;  and  other  collections.  Specially  interesting 
is  the  *Landsekad$nbvnd-B$cher^  a  masterpiece  of  the  goldsmith's  art  in  the 
16th  cent,  (in  Boom  2<). 

The  ColUetion  of  Fain  tings  and  Engravingt  is  on  the  third  floor.  Among 
the  works  of  the  early-German  school  are:  Ditrer^  Sfadr  nna  (15l9)^  Cra- 
fiarA,  Knight  at  the  parting  of  the  ways;  B,  Strigel,  Emp.  Maximilian; 
B.  Memling,  Uary  of  Burgundy.  Dutch  masters:  Portraits  by  0.  de  Craytr 
and  M.  de  Vos;  P.  Brueghel^  Triumph  of  Death;  B.  GolUius,  I'cce  Homo. 
Italian  masters:  O.  Vcuari,  Michael  Angelo;  L.  Qiordano^  Adoration  of  the 
Magi;  P.  de  Pomis,  Apotheosis  of  the  Archduchess  Maria,  wife  of  Charles  II. 
The  older  and  the  more  modem  Viennese  schools  are  also  represented. 

Opposite,  in  the  Neutorgasse,  is  the  Post  and  Telegraph  Office 
(PI.  0,  5),  a  handsome  building  in  the  Renaissance  style,  by  Fr.  Setz 
(1887).  Adjacent,  on  the  Stadt-Quay,  rise  the  Law  Courts  (PI.  q; 
0,  5),  designed  by  Wielemanns  and  Renter  (1895). 

On  the  site  of  the  former  glacis,  between  the  inner  town  and  the 
suburbs,  is  the  *8tadt-PaTk  (30  acres),  charmingly  laid  out  in  the 
English  style,  and  adorned  with  a  Bust  of  Schiller  by  Oasser,  the 
*  Waldlilie^  (a  bronze  figure  by  Brandstetter,  illustrating  a  novel  by 
Rosegger),  a  marble  statue  of  Burgomaster  Fronck,  the  founder  of 
the  Stadtpark,  by  E.  Hellmer,  the  iron  ^Franz-Josefs^Brunnen^  by 
Durenne  of  Paris,  and  marble  statues  of  Count  Anton  Al,  Auersperg 
(d.  1876)  and  Robert  HamerUng  (d.  1^89),  the  poets,  by  Kundmaun. 

In  the  Glacis- Str.  is  the  Leech-Kifche  (PL  E,  4),  a  small  but  in- 
teresting early-Gothic  church  (13th  cent.),  with  a  winged  altar  of 
the  Cologne  school.  —  The  Harrachgasse  leads  to  the  E.  to  the 
Earl -Franz  University  (PI.  E,  3;  1750  students),  an  imposing 
buildiug  by  ESchlin  and  Rezori  (1890-96).  The  University  Library, 
at  (he  back,  contains  upwards  of  190,000  volumes. —  In  the  Rech- 
bauer-Str.,  to  the  S.E.  of  the  Stadtpark,  Is  the  Technical  College 
(PI.  E,  5),  a  handsome  Renaissance  building  by  Wiist  (1888). 
Farther  to  the  E.,  in  the  Naglergasse,  is  the  Herz-Jesu^Kirdie  (PL 
F,  5),  in  the  early-Gothic  style  from  Hauberrisser's  designs  (1885), 
with  beautiful,  stained  glass  and  a  tower  360  ft.  In  height. 
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The  *8ohloasberg  (PL  C,  D,  3,  4;  1545  ft.)  towers  above  the 
town.  The  fortifications,  constructed  in  the  16th  cent,  to  protect  the 
town  against  the  Turks,  were  blown  up  by  the  French  in  1809  in 
consequence  of  the  armistice,  after  they  had  been  successfully  defend- 
ed for  four  weeks  by  a  garrison  of  500  Austrians  against  3000 
French  under  General  Macdonald.  The  plateau  in  front  of  the  chalet 
(restaurant) ,  halfway  up  the  E.  side,  is  adorned  with  a  Statue  of 
Oeneral  W«2(2en(d.  1853),  the  originator  of  the  promenades,  in  bronze, 
from  Gasser*s  design.  On  the  S.  slope  are  a  quaint  Clock  Tower 
52  ft.  high),  bearing  a  gigantic  clock^dial,  and  the  Tiirken-Brunnen 
300  ft.  deep).  On  the  upper  platform  are  a  Cafe- Restaurant ^  with 
view-terrace,  a  Belfry^  60  ft.  high,  and  four  topographical  indicators. 
The  noble  *View  is  justly  celebrated.  The  course  of  the  Mur  and 
the  populous  valley,  surrounded  by  mountains  of  beautiful  form, 
present  a  most  picturesque  scene.  To  the  N.  rises  the  Schockel,  N.W. 

the  Alps  of  Upper  Styria,  S.W.  the  Koralpe,  S.  the  Bacher  Mts. 

A  Cable  Tbamwat,  starting  every  1/4  lir.,  ascends  the  Schlossberg  in Smin. 
from  No.  56  Sack-Strasse  (PI.  C,  4)  s  fare  20  A. ;  gradient  60 :  100.  —  Pe- 
DBSTSiAKS  ascend  (20  min.)  on  the  E.  side,  from  the  Garmeliter-PIatz  (PI.  D,  4) 
through  an  archway  under  the  house  No.  1  Paulustorgasse  (inscription), 
and  pass  the  Clock  Tower  and  the  Tiirken-Brunnen  (see  above).  On  the  N. 
side  the  hill  is  ascended  from  the  Wickenburggasse  (PI.  C;  3). 

Envibons.  About  1  M.  to  the  N.E.  of  the  Stadt-Park  by  the  Zinzen- 
dorf-Str.  and  Schubert  Str.  (electric  tramway,  see  p.  185)  is  the  *Hilmteich 
(PL  D,  1),  with  pleasure-grounds  (restaurant)  and  a  large  pond  (boats 
for  hire).  The  (10  min.)  Hilmwarte  (98  ft.  high;  adm.  20  A.)  affords  an 
extensive  view. 

The  following  short  excursion  is  recommended.  From  the  Geidorf- 
Platz  (PI.  D,  8)  we  ascend  the  Rosenberg  (1570  ft.)  as  far  as  the  (1  hr.) 
Stoffbauer  (1570ft.-,  restaurant).  Thence  we  ascend  the  (V4  hr.)  Platte  (2186  ft.), 
an  admirable  point  of  view;  then  descend  to  (V2  hr.)  Maria-QrUn  (1460  ft. ; 
inn),  proceed  by  the  finely  situated  Sanatorium  Maria-GrUn  and  the  KcMen- 
brunn  Hotel  to  the  (Vs  hr.)  Eilmteich  (see  above),  and  return  thence  to  Gratz 
by  tramway.  —  Other  excursions  :  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Mur,  to  Steinberg 
(2  hrs.),  with  a  splendid  outlook  on  the  mountains  of  the  Carinthian  fron- 
tier; to  the  chateau  of  Liutbi£hel  (IV4  hr.),  on  the  Rvekerlberg,  and  on  to 
HOnigtcU  (iV2  hr.),  returning  bv  the  Riesberg;  Andritt -  Ureprung  (2  hrs.; 
electric  tramway);  Maria-Troet  (1540  ft. ;  ^Restaurant  Weitaer),  a  pilgrimage- 
church  (iVs  hr. ;  electric  tramway,  p.  185).  On  the  right  bank  of  the  Mur,  to 
the  ch3.teau  and  hydropathic  establishment  of  Bggevberg  (>/«  hr.);  by  the  ruin 
of  Odsting  (1  hr. ;  electric  tramway),  near  which  is  the  Jungferneprvng^  rising 
abruptly  from  the  Mur,  to  (1  hr.)  Thed;  to  Jndendoi^-Straseenga,  the  first 
station  of  the  Vienna  railway  (p.  177;  a  walk  of  2  hrs.),  etc. 

The  *Buohkogel  (2150  ft.;  2V2  hrs.  to  the  S.W.)  may  be  reached  by  driving 
as  far  as  the  (41/2  M.)  Martine-Brunnen,  or  BrUndl  (*Inn)  in  y*  hr.,  and 
walking  thence  to  the  top  in  1  hr.  more  by  a  marked  path  passing  St.  Martin 
(1855  ft.),  with  its  old  chateau.  On  the  summit  is  the  Rudolfe-Warte^  a 
belvedere  86  ft.  in  height.  The  *View  embraces  the  broad  valley  of  the 
Mur ;  N.,  Gratz,  the  double  tower  of  the  pilgrimage-church  of  Maria-Trost, 
and  the  Schockel ;  N.W.,  the  Upper  Styrian  Mts.  (Hochschwab) ;  W.,  the 
Schwanberg  Alps;  S.,  the  Bacher  Mts. 

The  *8oh6ckel  (4745  ft.)  is  most  easily  ascended  from  Bad  Radegund 
(2840  ft.;  hydropathic),  at  the  S.E.  base  of  the  mountain  (10  M.  from  Gratz, 
road  through  the  Annagrdben;  omnibus  twice  daily  in  8  hrs.,  fare  8  JT.). 
Thence  to  the  upper  SehOckel-Krenz  (8695  ft.)  IV4  hr.,  and  towards  the  left 
to  the  Semriaeher  Alp  (inn)  and  the  (1  hr.)  Stubenberg-Haue  of  the  Styrian 
Alpine  Club  (inn),  1(|  min.  below  the  top.   Extensive  view.  —  Direct  ascent 
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from  the  (2  brs.)  Andritt'  Urtprung  (p.  188)  Yi&  A<«A  and  the   OffsHnaer 
AlphUtte  (rfmts.)  in  21/2-8  l^rs. 

Tobelbad  (1150  ft.)  *Kurhaw;  Ktnigslrunn  Jnn)^  pleasantly  situated 
among  pine-woods,  TVs  M.  to  the  S.E.  of  Gratz,  may  be  reached  either  by 
earr.  and  pair  ▼!&  Strcutgang  in  1  hr.,  or  in  1/2  hr/s  walk  from  the  ^  min.) 
station  of  JYemitiUten,  on  the  Koflach  railway  (see  below). 

Fbox  Obatz  to  Koflach,  25Vt  M.,  railway  in  li/t  hr.  The  line,  con- 
structed for  the  coal-traffio,  descends  the  broaid  valley  of  the  Hur,  nearly 
due  S.j  to  (71/2  M.)  Premtt&tteny  where  it  turns  to  the  K.W.  into  the  yalley 
of  the  Kainach^  and  ascends  past  (10  M.)  Liboch  (branch-line  to  Wies^  see 
below).  From  (25V2  M.)  K5flaoh  (Brduhatu)  a  road  leads  to  the  K.W. 
over  the  Stubalp  -  Sattel  (5090  ft.),  to  WeUkirehm  and  (10  hrs.)  Judenburg 
(p.  200),  in  the  upper  valley  of  the  Mur. 

Fboh  Gratz  to  Elagenfdst  via.  Schwanbssq.  Railway  in  21/4  hrs.  to 
(42  M.)  Wie$;  then  a  carriage-road  to  (iVshrs.)  Wvchem-Mahrenberg  (p.  200). 
—  At  (10  H.)  Libodi  (see  above)  our  line  divei^es  to  the  left  from  the  Koflach 
line  and  leads  via  Lannetchy  (19V2  H.)  JYeding-  Wiuelsdorf  (branch  to  Stainty 
5  H.)  and  Grou-Fioriaa  to  (29  M.)  DeuUch-Landsberg  (1220  ft.^  Fritzberg  \ 
Treiber),  a  prettily-situated  village  with  an  old  chateau.  We  next  pass 
the  handsome  chateau  of  HoUenegg  to  (34V2  M.)  Bchwanberg;  the  little  town 
(Grosser;  MoUak)  lies  3  M.  to  the  W.  The  next  and  last  station  is  (42  M.) 
Wies  (Heinisser),  pleasantly  situated  on  the  Weisse  Sulm^  with  iron-works 
and  forges,  commanded  by  an  old  castle.  —  We  now  follow  the  road 
towards  the  S.W.  to  (3  M.)  Eibiswald  (diligence  thrice  daily  in  60  mio.), 
and  ascend  thence  by  a  steep  but  well-kept  road  over  the  Radlberg  (2200  ft.), 
which  commands  a  fine  view  of  the  Brave  Valley  and  the  Karawanken 
Chain  to  the  S.,  and  of  the  Schwanberg  Alps  on  the  K.  The  road  then 
descends  into  the  valley  of  the  Drave  to  (11  M .)  Mdhrenberg  (Lukas),  a 
straggling  village,  with  a  ruined  monastery,  from  which  we  cross  the 
Drave  by  means  of  a  ferry  to  the  (V2  hr.)  railway-station  of  WucMrn  (p.  196). 

The  Schwanberg  Alpi  attract  many  excursionists  from  Gratz  (comp.  Hap, 
p.  200).  We  take  the  train  as  far  as  Deutsch-Landsberg  (see  above),  cross 
the  LassniiZy  and  ascend  to  the  right  via  (2^/2  hrs.)  TrahUtUn  and  the  Parfut 
Inn  (8246  ft.-,  fine  view)  to  (IV2  hr.)  St.  Maria  or  Gkuhatten  (4180  ft.; 
'"Inn).  Thence  we  follow  the  road  to  the  right  to  the  (IV4  hr.)  WHneben 
(6165  ft.),  the  boundary  between  Styria  and  Carinthia,  and  skirt  the  fence 
to  the  left  to  the  (I  hr.)  depression  between  the  BUhnerstHlzen  and  the 
JfoschtogeL  in  which,  a  little  below  us.  is  the  Grimtseh-HUVe  (5725  ft. ; 
rfmts.).  From  this  point  we  mount  in  1V3  hr.  more,  through  the  Grosse 
JTar,  to  the  summit  of  the  *Koralpe  (7025  ft.),  the  highest  peak  of  the 
Schwanberg  Alps,  locally  called  the  Speikkogel.  The  Koralpen-Hatu  (6485  ft. ; 
*Inn),  V2  br.  from  the  top,  is  on  the  W.  side.  View  to  the  W.  —  Descent 
on  the  E.  side  via  the  Brendl-HiUle  to  (4V2  hrs.)  Schwanberg  (see  above)  { 
on  the  W.  via  the  Hipfi-HUiten  to  (4  hrs.)  Wolfa>erg  (p.  196),  or  vi&  the 
Kollailter-Alpe  and  Gentersdorf  to  (4  hrs.)  St.  Andra  Q).l96). 

From  Gbatz  to  Baab  (Budapest)^  see  B.  75. 


28.  From  Gratz  to  Trieste. 

Comp.  Map,  p.  192. 

227  M.  Bailway.  Express  trains  in  7V2-8V4  hrs.  (fares  40  Z^.  80, 80  K.  60 A., 
20  jr.);  ordinary  trains  in  121/2-13  hrs.  (fares  31  K.  40,  28  K.  50,  15  K.  80  h.), 
—  From  Vienna  to  Ven'ce^  via  Gratz  (B.  24),  Nabresina,  and  Monfalcone, 
446  M .,  express  in  15>/4  hrs. ;  via  Nabresina  and  Cormons,  486  H.,  in  17>/4  hrs. ; 
via  Leoben  and  Pontebba  (B.  81),  46711.  in  15V4  hrs. 

Qratzy  see  p.  184.  —  The  line  traverses  the  fertile  Qratzer 
'Feldy  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Mur,  at  some  distance  from  the  river. 
4M.  Puntigam;  on  a  hill  to  the  right  rises  Schlosa  Prematatten^  the 
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seat  of  Goant  €K>e8B.   On  the  left,  beyond  (12  M.)  Wemsdorfy  is  the 
chiteau  of  Wtisstntgg.  Near  (15  M.)  W'Udon  the  Kainach  is  crossed. 

Near  (17  M.)  Lebring  opens  the  Lasanilz-Taly  and  at  (221/2  M.) 
Leibnitz  the  raUey  of  the  Sulm.  Between  these  two  yalleys  rises 
the  vine-clad  Sausal-Oebirge.  On  a  peninsula  between  the  Sulm  and 
the  Mur  lies  the  Leibnitzer  Feldj  where  numerous  Roman  antiquities 
have  been  found,  once  the  site  of  the  Roman  Ptavium  Solvense. 
The  episcopal  chateau  of  SeggaUj  1 1/2  ^*  ^  ^^^  ^*  of  Leibnitz, 
contains  a  collection  of  Roman  inscriptions. 

The  train  crosses  the  Sulm  and  approaches  the  Mur.-  27  M. 
Ehrenhausenj  with  a  chateau  of  Baroness  Salvi  and  the  mausoleum 
of  the  princes  of  Eggenberg,  on  a  hill  to  the  right.  —  29  M.  Spiel- 
ftld  (Rail.  Restaurant),  with  a  chateau  of  Baron  Bruck. 

.To  LuTTEKBEBQ,  35</2  M.,  branch -line  in  8  hrs.  through  the  fertile 
Murtal.  The  little  town  of  (1972  M.)  Badkersburg  (690  ft. ;  2600  inhab. ; 
Kaiser  von  Oetterreich;  Sonne)  has  a  fine  late-Gothic  church  of  the  15th 
eontury.  On  the  opposite  bank  of  the  Mur  is  (21  M  )  Ober-Radkertburffy  with 
the  loftily  situated  chateau  of  Count  Wurmbrand  (870  ft.).  —  241/2  H.  Badein 
(656  ft. ;  *Kurhaus)^  with  a  famous  chalybeate  spring.  Beautiful  walk  to 
(Vs  hr.)  Kapellen  (1004  ft.),  with  a  fine  view  towards  Hungary.  —  Thence 
the  train  runs  via  Eich-Mauthdorf^  Wudiechofteny  and  Kreuzdorf  to  (SSVz  M.) 
Lutienberg  (Stadt  Gratz),  on  the  Stainty  noted  for  its  wine. 

The  line  now  enters  the  Windiseh-Buhelny  the  hills  between 
the  Mur  and  the  Drave,  penetrating  the  watershed  by  the  Egidi 
Tunnel  (200  yds.).  Near  (0672  M.)  Pbssnitz  it  crosses  the  Possnitz- 
Tal  by  a  yiaduct  700  yds.  in  length  and  pierces  the  Poiruek  by 
means  of  the  Leitersberg  Tunnel  (725  yds.). 

41  M.  Marburg  (880  ft. ;  *Stadt  Meran,  opposite  the  station ; 
Erzherzog  Johann;  Mohr;  Stadt  Wien;  Traube;  Restaurant  in  ihe 
Casino ;  Rail.  Restaurantjy  the  second  town  in  Styria,  with  26,000 
inhab.,  picturesquely  situated  on  the  left  bank  of  the  DraUy  at  the 
base  of  the  Posruck.  The  Tappeiner-Platz  in  front  of  the  Com- 
mercial School  is  embellished  with  a  statue  of  Admiral  Tegetthoff 
(1827-71),  a  native  of  Marburg.  Near  it  to  the  N.  is  the  Stadt-Parky 
with  monuments  to  the  Emperor  Joseph  and  Archduke  John,  Marburg 
is  the  centre  of  the  Styrian  fruit  and  wine  Gultivation  and  contains 
the  provincial  pomological  school.  In  the  suburb  of  St,  Magdalena, 
on  the  right  bank,  are  tlie  extensive  workshops  of  the  ^Sudbahn\ 

The  (25  min.)  Calvarienberg  and  the  (1/2  hr.)  Pffratnidenberg  afford  a 
fine  survey  of  the  town  and  environs.  —  Pleasant  excursion  to  (2  hrs.) 
St.  Urban  (1950  ft.) ,  a  pilgrimage  church  and  inn  on  the  E.  spur  of  the 
Posruck,  with  an  extensive  view  (driving  is  practicable  as  far  as  the  foot 
of  the  mountain,  the  ascent  of  which  is  easily  accomplished  in  */«  hr. ; 
carriage  and  pair  there  and  back  8  K.). 

From  Marburg  to  Yillach  and  Franxens/ettey  see  BB.  29,  22. 

The  train  crosses  the  Drave  by  a  long  bridge  (picturesque  view 
of  the  town  and  the  Drave  Valley  to  the  right).  A  broad  plain  is 
now  traversed;  to  the  right,  the  slopes  of  the  Baeher-Oebirge. 
481/2  M.  Kranichsfeld;  521/2  M.  Pragerhof  (823  ft.;  Rail.  Restau- 
rant), the  junction  for  Budapest  (see  R.  76). 
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The  train  enters  a  hilly  district  and  passes  through  two  tnn- 
nels.  56  M.  Windisch-Feistritz,  —  60  V2  M.  Fdltsehach  (^Baumanriy 
near  the  station),  at  the  base  of  the  Wotsch  (3215  ft.). 

Bailway,  vit  Heiligengeist  and  Gattersdorf,  to  (O'/s  M.,  in  1  br.)  Oonobits 
(Hir»eh)y  a  pleaaant  wine-growing  town  with  two  ch&teauz. 

69  M.  Ponigl;  71 1/2  M.  Orobelno. 

To  R0HIT8CB.  20  M.,  branch-line  in  IV2  hr.  via  St.  Martin^  Mifttin^  and 
(151/2  M.)  Bohitsen-Bauerbrann,  a  favonrite  watering  place  with  Glauber 
Bait  springs  (B.  2-10  JT.).  About  7  M.  farther  on,  on  the  Sottla^  which  here 
forms  the  Croation  frontier,  is  Markt  RoJtiiseh  (Post),  at  the  foot  of  the 
conical  Donatiherg  (2900  ft.)*  a  favourite  point  of  view  (ascended  in  2Vs  hrs.)  ■, 
near  the  top  is  the  FrOlieK-ffHtte  (2840  ft.). 

76  M.  at.  Qeorgen;  79V2  M.  Store,  with  iron-works.  Near  Oilli 
an  extensive  Yiew  of  the  Sanntal,  a  hilly,  populous,  and  undulating 
plain,  bounded  by  the  Steiner  Alps,  is  suddenly  disclosed. 

821/2  M.  Cilli  (790  ft.;  *Eriherzog  Johann;  Elephant;  Wei88er 
Ocht;  Stadt  Wien),  a  pleasant  old  town  on  the  8ann  (6700  inhab.), 
founded  by  Emp.  Claudius  (Colonia  Claudia  Celeia),  attracts  visitors 
by  the  picturesqueness  of  its  environs  and  its  river-baths  (in  sum- 
mer 75-85^  Fahr.).  The  Museum  contains  interesting  Roman  an- 
tiquities (Sun.  &  Thurs.  10-12;  other  days  on  application).  On  the 
right  bank  of  the  Sann  is  the  Town  Park,  prettily  laid  out. 

The  (20  min.)  Joufibtrg  (985  f t )  commands  a  charming  view,  and  the 
(Vi  hrO  LaUberff  (1545  ft.)  is  a  still  finer  point.  On  the  wooded  Schloss- 
berg  stands  the  ruin  of  Ober-CUli  (1350  ft.  •,  1  hr.). 

The  Batha  of  Neuhaua  (1160  ft.;  ^'Kurhatu),  frequented  chiefly  by 
ladies,  lie  IOV2  M.  to  the  N.W.  of  Cilli,  on  the  spurs  of  the  SannUl  Alps 
(diligence  twice  daily  in  2  hrs.).  Thermal  water  (117*  Fahr.),  almost  free 
from  mineral  ingredients.  Charming  environs,  and  beautiful  walks  in 
every  direction,  particularly  to  the  0/2hr.)  ruined  Schlangenburg  (iGQO  ft.), 
with  an  extensive  view. 

Pleasant  excursions  from  Cilli  by  Hohenegg  and  Schlou  Stenutein  to 
(12  M.)  OonohiU  (see  above);  by  Sternstein  to  (15  M.)  Weitentiein;  through 
the  Sanntal  to  (6  M.)  Deutsehtntal,  with  its  large  potteries;  ascent  of  the 
(2  hrs.)  Dottberg  (2760  ft.),  a  fine  point  of  view. 

Fbom  Cilli  to  Untks-Dbaubdbo,  51  M.,  branch-railway  in  4  hrs.  The 
line  runs  to  the  K.W.  through  the  Sanntal  vii  PUtroviUch  and  Sachten/eld 
to  (SV2  VL)  St.  Peter  (Inn),  with  stalactite  caverns,  near  the  ch&teaux  of 
Pragwdld  a.nA  ITeukloeter.  —  11  M.  Betlenttein-Fraulau.  15  M.  Riettdorf  {Fosi), 
on  the  Paky  near  its  confluence  with  the  Sann.  The  line  follows  the  narrow 
Pakgraben  to  (21  M.)  SchStutHn  (Breinig)  and  (231/2  M.)  WOUan  (1205  ft. ; 
inn),  with  its  large  ch&teau  (view  from  the  top).  Beyond  the  picturesque 
Pak  Valley  is  (3UVs  M.)  Suda-Lukna^  and  at  (35  H.)  IfiuHng  the  train  enters 
the  valley  of  that  name.  —  43V2  M.  Windiachgrati  (1340  ft. ;  GUnther ;  Post)., 
a  small  town  with  iron-works  and  the  chateau  of  Rottenturm.  The  llrtula- 
berg  (6534  ft.)  is  ascended  hence  in  41/2-6  hrs. ;  extensive  view  from  the  top. 
on  which  is  a  pilgrimage-church  and  an  inn.  —  61  M.  UrUer-Draiubwg^  and 
thence  to  (6IM.)  ZeUmeg^  see  p.  196. 

Excursions  to  the  Steiner  Alpe^  see  Baedeker^s  Eastern  Alps. 

The  train  crosses  the  Sann  twice,  and  enters  the  narrow  wooded 

ravine  of  that  stream.  —  89  M.  Markt- Tiiffer  (736  ft.),  with  the 

Franz-Josef-Bad  and  a  ruined  castle. 

The  Franz-Josef-Bad,  prettily  situated  at  the  foot  of  the  dolomitic 
Bumberg  (1920  ft.),  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Sann,  possesses  three  warm 
springs  (96^102*),  resembling  those  at  Neuhaus  and  BSmerbad.    Visitors 
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received  at  the  Kurhcnu  (B.  1-7  K.)  and  at  the  lodging-houses  Herrenhaus^ 
Zum  FlOuer,  Zw  BrUcke-,  and  others. 

94  M.  ESmerbad  (695  ft. ;  Pott,  at  the  station,  R.  2-3  K).   The 

baths  of  that  name,  Slav.  Teplitza  (*warni  bath';  97°),  which  were 

known  to  the  Romans,  beautifully  situated  on  the  opposite  bank  of 

the  Sann,  have  a  large  Kurhaus  (R.  1-8  K.)  and  pleasant  grounds. 
Beyond  Batschach^  2  M.  below  Steinbriick,  is  the  chateau  of  Weiehsel- 
$tein^  rising  above  the  Save,  with  a  park  containing  rare  pines  (earr.  from 
Bomerbad  in  11/4  hr.,  10  A^).  Another  excursion  is  through  the  Gramnitz- 
Tal  (a  side-valley  of  the  Sann,  with  grand  dolomite  rocks)  to  Qairach^ 
with  its  ruined  monastery  (12  M.  from  Bomerbad;  carr.  in  2  hrs.,  14  AT.). 

97^2  M*  Steinbruck  (666  ft. ;  RaiL  Restauranty  with  rooms)  is 
a  thriving  village  on  the  Save  or  Sau,  which  here  falls  into  the  Sann. 

Fkoh  Stbinbbuge  to  Ag&au,  47  H.,  railway  in  2  hrs.  Stations :  Li^ien- 
lealdj  Reiehenburg^  Videm-Ourk/eld.  Rann^  and  ZapreiU  (to  Waroidin  and 
Ctakathum^  see  p.  394).  From  (41 72  M.)  Podstued  we  may  drive  to  Samohor 
(p.  887)  in  2  hrs.  —  47  M.  Agram  (Siid-Bahnhof),  see  p.  316. 

The  train  follows  the  ravine  of  the  Save,  bounded  by  lofty  lime- 
stone cliffs.  106  M.  Trifail,  with  one  of  the  largest  coal-mines  in 
Austria  (yielding  about  300,000  tons  annually).  The  coal  is  ex- 
cavated in  large  open  quarries,  where  the  huge  seam,  65-80  ft.  thick, 
doubled  and  trebled  at  places  by  dislocations,  rises  in  cliffs  of  quite 
imposing  appearance.  109  M.  Sagor,  the  first  place  In  Garniola; 
114  M.  Sava.  The  valley  expands.  At  (118  M.)  Littai  the  Save  is 
crossed ;  to  the  right,  the  chSlteau  of  Poganek.  Scenery  still  pictur- 
esque. 122  m.  Krcssnitz;  127^2  M.  Laaae,  At  the  influx  of  the 
Laibaeh  into  the  Save  the  line  enters  the  valley  of  the  former. 
132  M.  Salloch.  To  the  N. W.  rise  the  Stelner  Alps  with  the  Grintouz 
(8396  ft.). 

137  M.  Laibaeh  (940  ft. ;  *RaiL  Restaurant^  *Elephant;  *8tadt 
Wien;  H6t,  Lloyd,  Hot,  Sudbahnhof,  both  near  the  station;  Cafe- 
Restaurant  Casino^,  Slav.  Ljubljana,  on  the  LcUbach,  the  capital  of 
Garniola,  with  36,600  inhab.  (chiefly  Slavs),  lies  in  an  extensive 
plain  enclosed  by  a  succession  of  hills  rising  in  terraces.  The  town 
was  severely  injured  by  an  earthquake  in  April,  1895.  The  old 
Castle,  now  a  penitentiary,  which  commands  the  town,  affords  a 
superb  view,  especially  towards  the  Terglou  and  the  Sanntal  Alps. 
The  Cathedral,  in  the  Italian  style,  is  decorated  with  stucco  mould- 
ings and  frescoes  of  the  18th  century.  At  the  beginning  of  Latter- 
mann's  Allee  is  the  Landes- Museum  (adm.  Sun.  10-12,  Thurs.  2-4 
free,  other  days  60  ft.),  with  natural  history  and  other  collections 
(including  lacustrine  remains  from  Garniola)  and  a  picture-gallery. 
The  Stern-AlMe  is  adorned  with  a  bronze  Bust  of  Marshal  Radetzky, 
by  Fernkom  (1860). 

Pleasant  walk  through  Latteifnann'^s  Allii^  an  avenue  with  beautiful 
old  chestnuts,  to  the  (V4  M.)  park  and  chateau  of  Tlvoli,  commanding  a 
charming  view  (restaurant)  and  to  (>/4  M.)  Unter-Rotenbach  (caf^),  both 
favourite  resorts.  Thence  through  wood  to  (20min.)  Ober-Rosenbach  (1280  ft.  5 
restaurant),  with  its  conspicuous  church,  whence  a  fine  view  is  ohtained. 

A  narrow-gauge  railway  (48  M.,  in  3  hrs.)  runs  to  the  S.E.  from  Lai- 
baeh via  (13^/s  M.)  Grou-Lupp  (branch-line  to  SiraicJia,  38V«  M.)  to  Oott- 
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•ehee  (1515  t. ;  POi(),  a  German-speaking  town  (2200  inhab.)  in  the  Karat. 
!Near  it  are  the  interesting  Friedncfutein  Ice  Gave  and  other  caverns. 

Another  railway  runs  from  Laibach  to  the  W.  to  (U  M.)  Stein  (1245  ft.  ^ 
Kurhatu;  Fischer),  a  little  town,  pleasantly  sitaated  at  the  S.  foot  of  the 
Steiner  Alps  (see  Baedeker**  EatUm  Ahae), 

From  Laibach  to  Villach,  see  B.  SO. 

The  line  now  traveises  the  Laibaeher  Moos^  a  swamp  now  largely 
drained,  by  means  of  an  embankment  nearly  1^2  ^«  long,  and  crosses 
the  Laibach,  which  already  becomes  navigable  here,  though  it  issues 
from  the  mountains  at  Ober^Laibachy  only  2^2  M.  higher  up.  This 
river  is  probably  identical  with  the  Poiife,  which  rises  near  stat.  St.  Peter 
(p.  194),  disappears  in  the  cavern  of  Adelsberg  (see  below),  re-appears 
at  Planina  as  the  Unz,  and  after  a  brief  career  is  again  lost  to  view 
to  the  S.  of  Loitsch.  Such  phenomena  are  not  uncommon  among  the 
Julian  Alps,  a  limestone  range  intersecting  Oarniola  from  N.W.  to  S.E. 

Before  reaching  (15072  M.)  Franzdorf  the  train  crosses  a  viaduct 
borne  by  a  double  series  of  arches,  625  yds.  in  length  and  125  ft. 
high  in  the  centre.  It  then  passes  Ober-Laibach  (branch  to  Laibach) 
and  stops  at  (160  M.)  LoitBcb  (1555  ft. ;  Krammer,  unpretending). 

QuicKsiLVBs  Minks  of  Idbia,  21  M.  to  the  17. W.  of  Loitsch.  Diligence 
twice  daily  in  41/4  brs.,  2  K.  -,  carriage  there  and  back  in  6-8  hrs.,  12-16  K.  \ 
inspection  of  the  mines  and  mining  appliances,  8-4  hrs.  The  road  leads 
via  Hotedertie  and  Qodovic  and  through  the  picturesque  gorge  of  the  Sola 
to  Idria  (1090  ft. ;  *Sehwarzer  Adler),  the  largest  town  (5500  inhab.)  in  Gar- 
niola  but  one.  finely  situated  on  the  Idriza.  The  quicksilver-mines,  dis- 
covered in  l49!7,  have  been  worked  by  government  since  1580  (ticket  of 
admission  from  the  manager,  2  JT.  40  A.).  The  ore,  containing  on  an  av- 
erage 1  per  cent  of  quicksilver,  occurs  chiefly  in  the  form  of  cinnabar; 
rich  cinnabar  sometimes  contains  75  per  cent  of  the  pure  metal.  Pure 
quicksilver  occurs  very  rarely  here.  The  foundries  at  which  the  ore  is 
smelted  lie  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Idriza,  V2  V-  to  the  N.B.  of  Idria. 
The  quicksilver  is  obtained  by  smelting  and  distillation ,  and  particularly 
by  mixing  the  heated  and  pulverised  cinnabar  with  unslaked  lime,  which 
combines  with  the  sulphur  and  sets  the  metal  free.  The  annual  yield  is 
500  tons  of  quicksilver,  of  which  about  a  tenth  is  converted  into  pigment 
on  the  spot.  The  miners,  about  1500  in  number,  form  a  kind  of  regulated 
colony;  the  women  employ  themselves  in  lace-making.  The  chateau  of 
Oewerieneffffy  built  in  1527  and  now  the  mine-office,  the  theatre,  built 
under  Maria  Theresa,  and  the  school  should  be  noticed.  Walks  may  be 
taken  to  the  (>/s  M.)  ZemIJa  Park  and  the  (IV2  M.)  Wilden-See. 

169  M.  Bakeky  about  4  M.  to  the  E.  of  which  is  the  ZirJcnitzer 
See,  abounding  in  fish.  —  177  M.  Adeliberg  (1800  ft. ;  AdeUberger 
Hof;  H6t,  National;  Krone;  Restaurant  near  the  station),  Slav. 
Postdjrui,  is  a  summer-resort  of  the  Triesters.   Fine  view  from  the 

ScMossberg  or  castle-hUl  (2215  ft. ;  25  min.),  with  its  ruined  castle. 

The  celebrated  *Adel8berg  Orotto,  known  in  the  middlo  ages  and 
accidentally  re-discovered  in  1818,  is  illuminated  with  electric  light  daily 
in  summer  (April  15th-0ct.  16th)  at  10.30  a.m.  (adm.  5  K.  for  each  person ; 
no  extras),  but  it  may  also  be  visited  at  any  other  time  on  payment  of 
20  IT.  (ticket-office  near  the  church;  omn.  from  the  station,  1  JT.).  Total 
length  of  the  cavern,  so  far  as  accessible,  upwards  of  2V2  M.  The  visit 
usually  takes  lVs-2  hrs.  (chair  with  four  bearers  12  JT.).  Temperature  of 
the  interior  48'  Fahr. 

An  avenue  of  lime-trees  ascends  to  the  Emteangk  (1970  ft.),  closed  by 
a  gate,  */4  M.  to  the  W.  of  Adelsberg.  The  cavern  consists  of  severi^ 
different  chambers:  1.  The  Poik  Cewem,  into  which  the  Poik  {Piuka;  see 
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.p.  198)  flows,  60  ft.  below  the  entrance,  this  being  the  beginning  of  its 
subterranean  channel.  Two  natural  bridges  of  rock,  connected  by  one  of 
masonry,  lead  to  the  —  2.  Cathedral^  72  ft.  high,  158  ft.  broad.  The  di- 
mensions of  this  imposing  grotto  appear  magnified  owing  to  the  uncertain 
light,  and  the  eye  in  vain  endeavours  to  penetrate  its  sombre  recesses, 
from  the  bottom  of  which  the  murmur  of  the  Poik  reaches  the  ear.  — 
3.  The  Kaiser -Ferdinand  Orotto,  consisting  of  a  succession  of  chambers, 
in  one  of  which,  the  Ball  Room^  150  ft.  long  and  upwards  of  10  ft.  high, 
balls  take  place  annually  on  Whit -Monday  and  on  15th  August,  with 
brilliant  illumination.  —  4.  The  Fram-Joseph-Elisabeth  Orotto,  one  of  the 
most  spacious  caverns  known,  112  ft.  in  height,  223  yds.  in  length,  and 
214  yds.  in  breadth,  containing  the  Belvedere^  a  height  composed  of  frag- 
ments of  stiJactites.  —  5.  The  Maria-Anna  Orotto^  wiUi  the  Orotse  CcUvarien- 
herg^  the  farthest  point  from  the  entrance. 

About  1  M.  to  the  W.  of  the  Adelsberg  Grotto  is  the  Ottok  Grotto  (adm. 
for  1-5  pers.  i  K.  each,  6-10  pers.  3  £*.  each),  another  interesting  cavern 
with  magnificent  pure  white  stalactites. 

From  Adelsberg  to  Prawald,  8  M.,  diligence  daily  in  l*/4  hr.  About 
4  M.  from  Adelsberg  a  road  diverges  on  the  right  to  Landol  and  (IVzU.) 
Lueg  (1660  ft.  \  inn),  a  village  with  a  castle,  picturesquely  situated  at  the 
foot  of  a  wall  of  rock,  400  ft.  high,  containing  several  fortified  caves.  At 
its  base  is  a  grotto  in  which  the  Loiva  is  swallowed  up.  —  PrtvaU 
(1900  ft.  ^  Brduhatu),  with  350  inhab.,  is  a  summer-resort  of  the  Triesters. 
The  Nanos  (4265  ft.)  is  frequently  ascended  hence  (3V2  hrs.,  with  guide). 
Extensive  view  of  the  Garinthian  Alps,  the  Adriatic,  and  the  coast  of  Istria. 

The  train  now  traverses  the  valley  of  the  Poik  to  Prettranek  and 
(1831/2  M.)  Bt.  Peter  (1900  ft.;  Rail,  Restaurant ;  Sudbahn- Hotel  ; 
Bahnhof-'Hdtet),   To  Ahhaxia  and  Fiumey  see  B.  34. 

Beyond  St.  Peter  the  train  enters  an  inhospitable  and  dreary  plain, 
strewn  with  blocks  of  limestone,  called  the  Earst  (Ital.  Corrfo,  Slav. 
Kra£)^  extending  from  Flume  to  Gorizia  (p.  208).  The  surface  is  in- 
tersected by  gorges,  and  partly  covered  with  underwood  and  loose 
stones ;  numerous  funnel-shaped  cavities  ('Dolinen*)  are  observed  in 
the  rocks.  The  fierce  N.E.  wind  (Bora)  which  often  prevails  here  has 
been  known  to  overthrow  loaded  waggons.  The  train  passes  through 
six  tunnels.  —  192  M.  LcMce,  —  198V2  M.  Diva2a  (U33  ft. ;  •JRciT- 
way  Hotel  ^  ReAauraniy  R.  2  K.  40 A.;  Re^aurard  Mahorcic), 

About  V/i  H.  from  the  station  is  the  *Crown  Prince  Xudolph  Grotto, 
containing  dazzling  white  stalactites  of  the  most  magnificent  and  varied 
forms.  Tickets  of  admission  (1  JT.)  at  the  railway-restaurant,  where  a  guide 
(1  K.  20  a.)  may  also  be  obtained.    Illumination  extra. 

A  visit  should  also  be  paid  to  the  *Oaaoadea  and  Grottoes  of  Bt.  Oansian, 
2  M.  to  the  8.E.  of  Diva^a,  which  are  among  the  most  magnificent 
natural  phenomena  of  the  kind.  The  JSsia,  flowing  straight  towards  a 
massive  cliff,  320  ft.  high,  on  which  the  village  and  church  of  St.  Canzian 
are  situated,  forces  its  course  through  it  and  then  winds  through  the  Kleine 
Doline  (^funnel*),  amid  a  labyrinth  of  crags  and  scattered  rocks,  to  a  second 
lofty  wall  of  rock,  through  which  it  finds  its  way  by  another  deep  and 
narrow  canon,  falling  at  the  farther  end'  in  a  beautiful  cascade  into  a 
small  lake  in  the  Oro$$e  Doline.  Issuing  from  the  lake,  the  river  again 
enters  a  narrow  rocky  gorge,  and  finally  disappears  from  the  light  of  day. 
The  grottoes  and  waterfalls  are  easily  accessible  from  all  sides  by  means 
of  new  paths  and  bridges  constructed  by  the  German  Alpine  Club.  The  most 
interesting  points  are  the  Lugeck  (with  the  ^Qiant  Qate  Oorge\  the  Toma- 
tini  Bridge^  the  Outtenberg  Balle^^  the  SehrSder  Gang^  the  Obkttser  Wewte 
(amidst  foaming  waterfalls,  reached  by  a  natural  subterranean  passage), 
the  Tominz  OroUo^  the  Plenkertieig,  the  striking  Schmidl  Grotto^  and  the 
subterranean  passage  from  the  last  grotto  to  the  Bttdolph  Cathedral^  iuiu 
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which  the  Reka  dashes  in  waterfalls  and  rapids  from  the  rocky  gorge 
mentioned  above.  Thence  we  may  go  on  via  the  bold  DeviVi  Bridge^  the 
Brunnen-OroUe.  the  Svetina  Cathedral,  and  the  Valvator-Wand^  to  the  JUilller 
Cathedral  (260  ft.  high)  and  the  magnificent  Alpine  Club  Cathedral.  The 
*Ste/anie-Warte  (1425  ft.  above  the  sea-level;  520  ft.  above  the Beka  Lake) 
offers  a  magnificent  view  of  both  Dolinen  with  their  cataracts,  St.  Gan- 
sian,  the  Krainer  Schneeberg,  Nanos,  etc.  The  visit  requires  in  all  2-8  hrs.  \ 
tickets  of  admission  and  guides  are  obtained  at  *Qombai''i  Hotel  at  Matavun 
(1/2  M.  to  the  S.  of  St.  Ganzian),  the  headquarters  of  the  Alpine  Club.  Ad- 
mission to  the  grottoes,  60  A.  each  pers.  ^  guide  for  1  per.^.  40  h.  per  hr., 
for  more  than  1  pers.  ^h.  each  (guide  advisable  for  every  3-4  pers.  in 
a  party).  Torches,  candles,  magoesium  wire,  etc.,  are  sold  at  a  fixed 
tariffl  —  From  the  station  at  Diva^a  we  may  walk  vi&  Unter-Lesece  to 
Matavun  in  */*  far.  (carr.  at  Diva6a  dear).  From  Trieste  to  Matavun ,  hy 
CorgnaU  (with  a  large  grotto),  is  a  drive  of  2*/*  hrs. 

Fbom  Divaca  to  Fola,  77  M.,  railway  in  3-4Vs  hrs.  8  M.  Berpelje- 
Kozina  (1703  ft.  -,  Rail.  Restaurant)  Junction  for  Trieste  (p.  208).  Bleak  stony 
region.  To  the  left,  the  Slaimik  (8876  ft.).  We  traverse  the  bleak  plain  of 
the  diem,  inhabited  by  poor  charcoal-burners.  13Vt  M.  Fodgorje;  ISVs  M. 
Rakitovic;  23  M.  JHngumte^  with  superb  view  over  the  whole  of  Istria. 
Skirting  a  steep  slope,  we  descend  to  (27  M.)  Rotto  and  (81  Vs  ^0  Lupoglava. 
Fine  view  of  the  Monte  Maggiore  (p.  210),  the  lake  of  Cepi2,  and  the  is- 
land of  Gherso.  Long  curves  and  a  tunnel  carry  us  down  to  the  valley  of 
the  Foiba  and  to  Borutto,  Cerovglie,  and  (Wh  M.)  Piaino,  Oer.  Miiterburg 
(860ft.&  ^9t(tto  Nera),  the  capital  of  Istria  (3800  inhab.),  srandly  situated 
on  the  Foiba,  which  here  disappears  in  an  abyss.  Then  (68  M.)  Canfanaro 
(junction  for  Rovigno^  1  hr. ;  p.  211),  and  past  St.  Vincemti^  on  the  left,  to 
(62  M.)  Zabronieh,  (69  M.)  Bignano,  and  (77  M.)  Pola  (p.  212). 

206  M.  Seasana  (1180  ft).  Beyond  (210  M.)  Ohcina  we  descend 
to  (212  M.)  Prosecco,  noted  for  its  wine,  and  (217  M.)  Nabresina 
(550 ft.;  *RaiL  Restaurant  ^'  Hotel  BdswWt),  where  the  line  to  Gorizia 
(p.  208)  dlyerges.  As  Trieste  ie  approached  by  long  curves,  a  magni- 
ficent view  of  the  blue  Adriatic  is  enjoyed.  222  M.  Origruino  (p.  207) 
is  less  than  1 V2  M*  below  Prosecco  as  the  crow  flies.  On  the  PUnta  di 
Orignano,  to  the  right,  is  the  handsome  ch&teau  of  Miramar  (p.  207).

106  M.  Railway  in  S?/4*5Vs  hrs.  (fares  13  K.  70;  10  K.  30,  6  K.  70  A., 
express  17  K.  90,  13  K.  40,  »  K.  70  A.).  —  Between  Klagenfurt  and  Velden 
the  steamer  on  the  Worther  See  is  preferable  to  the  railway,  and  holders 
of  circular  tickets  are  permitted  a  choice. 

Marburg,  see  p.  190.  The  train  diverges,  on  the  right  bank  of 
the  Drave,  from  the  Trieste  Railway  (p.  190),  and  stops  at  the  (2M.) 
Kdrntner  Bahnhof,  or  'Garinthian  Station^  near  the  suburb  of  St. 
MagdcUena. — A^/2  M.  Lembach.  To  the  left,  at  the  foot  of  the  Backer- 
Oebirge,  rises  ScfUoss  Rotwein;  to  the  right,  on  the  opposite  bank 
of  the  Drave,  Is  the  village  of  Oams,  prettily  situated  on  vine-clad 
hills.  —  6  M.  FeUtrit^,  opposite  which  is  the  chUeau  of  Wildhaus; 
9  M.  Maria-Rast,  The  line  crosses  the  Lobnitz,  passes  through  a 
tunnel,  and  reaches  (I21/2  M.)  Faal,  with  a  chlteau  and  park  of 
Couwt  Zabeo,  —  16  M.  St,  Loren%en;  221/2  M.  Reifiiig-Fresm.  —

Fbou  Unteb-Dbaububg  to  Zeltweg,  64  M.,  railway  in  3V2-4  hrs., 
through  the  fertile  Lavant-Tal.  The  train  crosses  the  Mies  and  the  Drave. 
6V2  M.  Lavatnilnd.  14 M.  St.  Paul  (1310  ft. ;  Bail.  Restaurant^  withR. ;  Fischer; 
Klingbae?ier)y  a  prettily  situated  village,  is  commanded  by  an  extensive 
Benedictine  abbey,  founded  in  1091,  with  a  Romanesque  church  and 
valuable  collections.  —  18 M.  St.  Andr&  (1420  ft.  \  Deutscher;  Fischer),  a  small 
town  prettily  situated,  was  the  residence  of  the  prince-bishops  of  Lavant 
down  to  1859,  when  they  removed  to  Marburg.  —  24V2  M.  Wolfsberg  (1510  ft. ; 
^'F/undner ;  Schellander),t}xe  largest  place  in  the  Lavant-Tal,with  2b()0inhab., 
is  finely  situated  at  the  base  of  the  Koralpe.  Above  the  town  rises  the 
handsome  modern  *Schloss  of  Count  Henckel  von  Donnersmark,  in  the  Tudor 
style,  with  a  fine  view.  Near  the  chateau  is  the  sumptuous  *  Mausoleum 
of  the  late  Countess  (d.  1857),  with  a  marble  statue  of  the  deceased  by 
Kiss.  To  the  N.W.  is  (1/4  hr.)  Schloss  KirchhUchl^  the  propertv  of  Baron 
Herbert.  The  ascents  of  the  Koralpe  (7025  ft.  \  5-6  hrs.,  see  p.  196),  and  of 
the  Satudpe  (6828  ft. ;  51/2  hrs.)  and  other  excursions  may  be  made  hence.  — 
Beyond  (27  M .)  Frantschach-St-Qeorg  the  irain  enters  the  picturesque  ravine 
of  the  Twimberger  Oraben^  and  threads  a  long  tunnel.  Vear  (34 Vz  M.) 
Freblau-Sauerbrunn  are  the  baths  of  PreUau  (2565  ft. ;  Kurhaus),  with  an 
alkaline  spring.  —  BBVzM.  St.  Leonhard  (2365  ft.-,  Schlatter;  Post),  a  small 
town  with  an  old  Gothic  church.  The  line  ascends  via  (44  M.)  ReicJunfels 
(2664  ft.)  to  the  frontier  of  Carinthia  at  the  (45V2  M.)  Taxmrt  and  crosses 
the  Obdacher  Battel  (3150  ft.)  to  (64  M.)  zatweg  (p.  200). 

In  the  other  direction  this  line  runs  to  (51  M.)  Cilli^  see  p.  191. 

The  railway  now  quits  the  Drave  and  turns  to  the  S.  into  the 

pretty  wooded  MUital^  passing  (45  M.)  QuUnsiein  and  (47V2  ^0 

Prevali  (1400  ft.),  with  abandoned  iron- works.  The  Misstal  contracts ; 

the  train  turns  to  the  right  into  the  Lav^giteg-'Taly  passes  through 

two  tunnels,  and  descends  to  (57  M.)  Bleibnrg  (1655  ft.;  Rail. 

ReitaurarU^,    The  small  town  (Elephant ;  Ochse),  with  a  chateau,  of 

Count  Thurn,  lies  on  the  Libuskay  IV2  M*  *o  the  N.    To  the  S.  rises 

the  isolated  Petzen  (6935  ft.).  —  63  M.  VdUcermarkt-Kuhnsdorf 

(1415  ft.),  the  station  for  Volkermarkt  (Alte  Post),  3  M.  to  the  N. 

From  the  station  a  fine  view  Is  enjoyed:  to  the  S.,  the  long  chain  of 

the  Karawanken,  from  the  Ursulaberg  and  Petzen  to  the  Mittagskogel 

near  Yillach;  to  the  N.,  the  green  hills  of  the  Saualpe  and  Koralpe. 

Bbanch-line  in  1  hr.  viS.  Ebemdorf,  Oosselsdorf^  and  Miklauzhof  (*Inn) 
to  (11  M.)  Eisenkappel  (1^30  ft.;  *mederdorfer;  Pens.  Gregorhof)^  a  large 
village  at  the  influx  of  the  Ebriaeh-Bach  into  the  Vellach-Baeh^  good  head- 
quarters for  the  exploration  of  the  Karawanken  and  Sanntal  Alps  (see 
Baed«ker''s  Eastern  Alps).  An  interesting  excursion,  especially  for  miner- 
alogists, is  the  ascent, of  the  *Hoch-Obir  (7(K25  ft.-,  4V2hrs.);  near  the  top 
is  the  Bainer  Be/uge  Hut.  —  Carriage-road  from  Eisenkappel  (diligence 
daily)  to  (51/2  M.)  Bad  Vellach  and  over  the  JSetberg  (8995  ft.)  to  (14  H.) 
Kanker  and  (28V2  M.)  Krainburg  (p.  199). 

Beyond  Kuhnsdorf  the  train  crosses  the  Drave,  on  the  opposite 
bank  of  which  are  the  chateau  of  Neudcmtem  and  the  provostry  of 
Teinach^  below  the  mouth  of  the  Qurk.  To  the  S.,  a  fine  yiew  of  the 
Hoch-Obir  and  the  Kosohuta.  —  72  M;  Orafenstein  (1380  ft.),  with  a 
chateau  of  Prince  Rosenberg.  The  train  next  crosses  th^  Ourk  and 
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the  Olan,    On  the  left,  W)entalj  a  chateau  of  Count  Go  ess ;   on  the 
light,  Prince  Rosenberg's  turreted  chateau  of  Welxenegg. 

79  M.  Klagenfart  (Rail.  Restaurant),  —  Hotels.  *  Kaiser  von 
Oesterrbich  (PI.  a;  B,  2),  Hea-Platz,  R.  3-6  K.j  omnibus  50  A.:  Sandwirt 
(PI.  b^  A,  3),  Pembardgassef  with  garden-restaurant;  Moser  (PI.  c;  B,  3), 
Burggasse  9,  B.  2-4  K.^  B.80h.\  Gromer  (PI.  d;  C,  4),  Adlergasse ;  Karntneb 
Hop  (PI.  e;  G,  4),  Eardinals - Platz ;  Lamm  (PI.  f;  B,  3),  Babnbof-Str.  4; 

Madner^  Wiener  Qasse, 
with  garden;  Sehiberth,  Bahnhof - Str.,  etc.  —  Oabs:  from  or  to  the  rail, 
station,  with  one  horse  t  K.^  with  two  horses  1  iT.

1/4  hr.  with  one  horse  50  A.,  Vs  hr.  i  K.  —  Tramway  from  the  rail,  station 
through  the  town  in  40  min.  to  the  Military  Swimming  Baths  on  the  Worther 
See  (fare  20-30  A.). 

Klagenfurt  (1460,ft.),  the  capital  of  Carinthia,  with  24,300  in- 
hab.,  is  charmingly  situated  on  the  Qlan^  which  is  connected  with 
the  Worther  See  (p.  198)  by  the  Lend  Canal,  3  M.  in  length.  The 
fortifications,  destroyed  by  the  French  in  1809,  have  been  converted 
into  a  Ring-Straste,  The  Museum  Rudolfinum  (PI.  C,  4,  5)  is  situ- 
ated in  the  latter,  near  the  station.  On  \he  grouiidfloor  is  a  large 
•Relief  of  the  Gross-Glockner,  by  P.  Oberlercher  (adm.  60  h.).  The 
first  story  contains  the  Museum  of  Natural  History  (Sun.  10-12, 
Wed.  2-4,  free ;  other  days  9-1  and  3-5,  40  h.) ;  in  the  second  story 
are  the  collections  of  the  Carinthian  Historical  Society  (Sun.  10-12 
and  Wed.  2-4,  free ;  other  days,  9-1  and  3-5,  60  ft.),  including  Roman 
and  prehistoric  antiquities,  mediaeval  and  modern  works  of  art,  a 
library,  and  the  provincial  archives.  Near  the  museum,  to  the  right, 
is  the  School  of  Agriculture  and  Mining,  with  a  bronze  bust  of  the 
Emperor  Joseph  II.  The  principal  hall  of  the  Landhaus,  or  House 
of  the  Estates  (PI.  A,  3),  built  in  the  16th  cent,  by  the  Estates,  who 
were  at  that  time  Protestant,  is  adorned  with  the  arms  of  Carinthian 
nobles  and  contains  the  ancient  stone  on  which  the  dukes  of  Carinthia 
sat  to  receive  the  homage  of  their  vassals  (p.  202).  In  the  Neue 
Platz,  or  principal  square  (PI.  B,3),  is  a  fountain  with  a  huge  dragon 
of  chlorite  slate,  placed  here  in  1590.  Adjacent  is  a  bronze  Statue 
of  MaHa  Theresa,  by  Ponninger  (1872).  The  gallery  (164  ft.)  of 
the  tower  of  the  Parish  Church  (PI.  B,  2,  3)  commands  a  fine 
^Panorama  of  the  environs  (40  A.).  The  *  Franz- Jose  fS'Anlagen  on 
the  Kreuzberg,  Y2  l*r.  to  the  N.W.  of  the  town,  contain  a  tower  82  ft. 
in  height,  commanding  a  beautiful  view  of  the  entire  chain  of  the 
Karawanken  Alps,  etc.  (adm.  20  ft.;  restaurant).  Pleasant  lake- 
baths  in  the  Worther-See  (steamboat,  see  p.  198;  also  tramway  to 

the  Military  Swimming  Baths). 

Railway  to  Glandorf,  see  p.  302.  From  Klagenfurt  a  road  leads  to  the 
S.  over  the  Loibl  (4495  ft.)  to  (36  M.)  Krainburg  (p.  199).  In  the  Feistrit/.- 
Tal,  on  the  S.  side  of  the  Karawanken  chain,  is  the  considerable  village 
of  JTeumarm  (*Post),  IOV2  M.  from  Krainburg. 

At  the  (80  V2  M.)  station  of  Klagenfitrt-Lend  the  train  crosses 
the  Lend  Canal.  To  the  left  is  the  old  abbey  of  Viktring,  now  a 
cloth-factory.  At  the  (82  M.)  Military  Swimming  Baths  (*Hotel 
Worther  See;  tramway  to  Klagenfurt,  see  above)  the  train  reaches 
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the  bank  of  the  pretty  *Wo;rtlier  See  (1440  ft),  11  M.  long,  the  N. 
side  of  which  it  skirts.  (Steamboat  on  the  Worther  See,  a  pleasant 
break  in  the  railway-journey,  several  times  dally  to  Yelden  and 
back).  To  the  left,  on  a  promontory,  is  the  chateau  of  Maria^Loretto^ 
and  farther  on,  on  the  S.  bank,  lies  Mniemigg^  both  with  restau- 
rants and  baths.  —  84  M.  Krumpendorf,  with  baths  and  numerous 
villas.  SQ^l2M,  PriUchitz;  opposite,  on  a  rocky  promontory  on  the 
S.  bank,  the  village  of  Maria  -  Wdrth,  with  an  ancient  Gothic  church. 

—  87*/2  M.  Fortscliacli  (*  Wahliss's  Establiahment,  consisting  of  a 
hotel  and  twelve  villas,  with  restaurant,  large  park,  etc. ;  *  Werzer; 
Hot.-Pens.  Bellevue;  Hotel  am  See;  Rail.  Restaurant) ^  much  fre- 
quented as  a  summer-resort,  with  lake -baths  (mean  temperature 
in  summer,  73®  Fahr.).  —  We  next  pass  Leonstein  and  Toschling. 

92 V2  M.  Yelden  (*Ulbing,  *  Wahliss,  in  the  old  chateau,  ♦  Wrarm, 
all  with  swimming  and  other  baths ;  Richter;  Kovntach;  Pens.  Pundschu ; 
Cafe  Aforoj,  a  favourite  summer-resort,  is  pleasantly  situated  at  the 
W.  end  of  the  lake. 

On  the  lake  at  Auenhof-Schieflingy  IVs  ^-  from  Yelden,  is  the  *Au9nr 
hof  Establishment^  a  hotel -pension  (6-10  A.),  with  a  hydropathic  (^Kneipp 
System').  —  A  beautiful  excursion  may  be  taken  to  the  8.  to  (8  M.)  Rosegg^ 
with  a  chateau  and  deer-park  of  Prince  Liechtenstein.  The  ascent  of  the 
Sternberg  (2405  ft.  \  IV2  hr.)  is  also  recommended.  The  top  commands  a 
delightful  •View. 

The  line  quits  the  lake,  traverses  a  wooded,  undulating  tract, 
and  at  (97  M.)  Foderlach-Faakersee  approaches  the  Drave,  which  it 
crosses  twice.  To  the  right  stands  the  well-preserved  castle  of  Wem- 
berg.  Farther  on,  to  the  N.,  at  the  entrance  to  the  Ossiacher-Tal, 
are  the  picturesque  ruins  of  the  castle  of  Landskron  (p.  202). 

103  M.  Ymach  (1665  ft. ;  *H6Ul  Mosser,  *Bahnhof'H8tel,  both 
near  the  station;  Post;  Fischer,  with  garden;  *RaU.  Restaurant),  an 
old  town  on  the  Drave,  with  8600  inhab.,  the  junction  of  lines  to 
St.  Michael  (B.  31),  to  Laibach  (R.  30),  and  to  Udine  (R.  31),  is 
picturesquely  situated  in  a  broad,  fertile  basin  at  the  base  of  the 
Dobratsch  (see  below).  The  detached  tower  of  the  Gothic  Parish 
Church  (15th  cent.)  commands  a  fine  *Yiew.  The  Hans-Gasser- 
Platz  is  adorned  with  statues  of  Hans  OoMer,  the  sculptor  (d.  1868), 
by  Messner,  and  of  Emp.  Joseph  Jl.,  by  Messner  and  Kundmann. 

—  About  2  M.  to  the  S.W.  Ues  Warmbad  VUlaeh  (raU.  stat.,  p.  202), 

with  warm  sulphur-springs. 

The  *Dobratsoh,  or  Villaeher  Alpe  (7110  ft.),  is  best  ascended  from 
Bkiberg  (3025  ft.;  *Mohren;  Stem),  9  M.  to  the  W.  of  Villach  (one-horse 
carriage  6-8  K.y.  whence  a  rough  road  leads  to  the  top  in  3  hrs.  Inn  on 
the  summit.  The  view  embraces  the  valleys  of  the  Drave  and  the  Gail 
with  the  lakes  of  Ossiach  and  Worth,  and  the  Julian  Alps  to  the  S.  —  On 
the  road  to  Bleiberg,  6  H.  to  the  W.  of  Villach,  is  the  summer-resort  of 
Mittewaid  (2285  ft.  \  hotel  and  hydropathic) ,  whence  the  Dobratsch  may  be 
ascended  in  4Vs  hrs.,  vi&  HeOigengeist  (2925  ft).  —  The  pretty  Faaker-Bes 
(hotel -restaurant,  on  an  island)  lies  6  M.  to  the  S.E.  of  Yillach.

Laibach^  see  p.  192.  The  train  traverses  the  broad  plain  of  the 
8au^  or  8avt^  towards  the  N.  Beyond  (3*  2  M.)  Vizmarje  it  approaches 
the  river.  At  (7i/2  M.)  Zwisckenwdssem  we  cross  the  Zeier^  beyond 
which  opens  the  broad  basin  of  Krainburg,  with  the  Steiner  Alps 
on  the  right  and  the  triple-peaked  Terglou  on  the  left.  —  I272  M. 
Bischoflack.  —  18  M.  Krainburg  (1165  ft.;  Neue  Post;  Alte  Po8t% 
a  small  town  (2500  inhab.)  on  a  hill,  at  the  influx  of  the  Kanker  into 
the  Sau.   To  Eisenkappel,  see  p.  196;  to  Klagenfurt,  p.  197. 

The  valley  contracts.  24i/2  M.  Podnart-Kropp  (Rail.  Restaurant). 
The  train  crosses  the  Save  and  enters  a  tunnel.  '60  M.  Radmannsdorf, 
at  the  union  of  the  Wurzener  Save  and  the  Wochemer  Save.  —  31  ^2  M. 
Lees-Veldes  (1655  ft.;  Rail.  Restaurant;  Zum  Triglav). 

From  Stat.  Lees-Veldes  a  road  (diligence  in  summer  from  every  train 
.,  50  A.  •,  one-horse  carr.  2  K.)  leads  to  the  W.,  crossing  the  Save, 
)  Yeldes  (1640  ft.  *,  *H6ta  Mallner^  *Louisenbad^  both  on  the  lake  ^ 
Petemel;  JekUr;  RiklVs  8<»natoHtun\  a  favourite  watering-place,  charmingly 
situated  on  the  Veldeter  See  (1570  ft.).  On  an  islet  in  the  lake  rises  the 
pilgrimage -church  of  St.  MaHa  im  See.  On  a  precipitous  rock  on  the 
N.  side  stands  the  picturesque  Schlots  Veldes.  Swimming-bath  in  the  lake, 
a<yoining  the  garden  of  the  Louisenbad. 

The  Vallet  of  thb  Wocheinee  Save  (or  ^Savitzd'^  little  Save)  affords 
a  favourite  excursion  from  Veldes  (oae-horse  carr.  to  the  Wocheiner  See 
and  back  10  JT.  ^  light  post-conveyance  to  Feistritz  twice  daily,  2  K.).  The 
road  crosses  the  low  ridge  between  the  lake  of  Veldes  and  the  valley  of 
the  Save,  and  continues,  via  Vellach.  Neumingy  and  Witnach^  to  (13  M.)  Feistriti 
(1660  ft. ;  *Po$t;  8chogl%tz\  the  chief  village  in  the  Wochein,  situated  in  a 
basin  at  the  junction  of  the  Feittritzbach  with  the  Save.  The  sequestered 
Woeheiner  See  (1790  ft.)  lies  SVz  M.  to  the  W.  ^  its  lower  end  (*Hdtel 
St.  Johann,  B.  21/2*5,  pens.  bVs-bys  K.)  is  enclosed  by  wooded  hills,  and  its 
upper  end  by  lofty  walls  of  rock  (to  the  upper  end  by  boat  in  1  hr.,  1-4  pers. 
there  and  back,  including  3  hrs.^  stay,  4  if.).  From  the  chalets  at  the  head 
of  thS  IftkS  ft  narrow  road  ascends  to  the  (IVs  hr.)  *Savitea  Fall  (2745  ft.), 
the  picturesque  source  of  the  Save.  The  infant  river  is  precipitated  from  an 
aperture  in  the  rock,  180  ft.  in  height,  into  a  dark-green  pool  at  the  bottom 
of  a  narrow  ravine  enclosed  by  huge  perpendicular  clifft.  —  The  ascent  of 
the  *Terglott  or  TrigUn  (9395  ft.),  the  highest  peak  of  the  Julian  Alps,  is 
laborious  but  not  very  difllcult  for  expert  cUmbers  (9-10  hrs.  from  the 
Hotel  St.  Vohann;  guide  12  f.).  The  night  is  spent  at  tiie  Maria-Theretienr 
HUtte  (7B90  ft.),  a  club-hut  of  tbe  Austrian  Tourist  Club,  8  hrs.  from  the

fsee  below):  «P  *1*®  ^^t  valley  to  the  (5-51/2  hrs.)  Detchmarm-HiUte  of  the 
German  Alpine  Club  (7620  ft. ;  inn  in  summer),  and  thence  via  the  Little 
Teraloa  and  the  narrow  arSte  (about  80  yds.  long)  to  the  (2-2V2  hrs.)  sum- 
mit of  the  Great  Terglou.    Most  extensive  'View. 

The  line  now  approaches  the  S.  base  of  the  Karawanken^  amongst 
which  the  Stou  (7345  ft.)  is  conspicuous.  —  38i/2  M.  Jauerburg 
(1855  ft.;  Kolbl);  401/2  M.  Aaaling;  46  M.  Lengenfeld  (2305  ft.; 
JansaX  On  the  opposite  bank  of  the  Save  lies  (V4  hr.)  Moistrana 
(Schmerz),  at  the  mouth  of  the  Vraia  Valley,  i^i^r.  up  which  Is  the 
*Peri8chnik  Fally  a  picturesque  cascade  130  ft.  in  height.  Ascent  of 
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the  Terglou^  see  p.  199.  —  64  M.  Kronau  (2625  ft.;  Post),  at  the 
mouth  of  the  picturesque  Pischenza  Valley.  -~  59  M.  Satschaoli- 
Weissenfels  (2775  ft.),  on  the  watershed  between  the  Save  and 
the  Drave.  The  village  of  Ratschak:h  (Jalen)  lies  IV2  M.  to  the  E., 
Weissenfels  (2590 ft.;  Stuckl;  ♦Post),  21/4  M.  to  the  W. 

Charming  walk  to  the  (1  hr.)  two  *Weis8enfela  Lakes  (3060  ft. ;  Re- 
staurant). The  Rvdo\fs-Felun  (%220  ft.),  between  th^  lakes,  commands  the 
best  survey  of  the  imposing  head  of  the  valley  with  the  towering  Manhart 
(8785  ft.). 

The  train  crosses  the  WeissenhcLch  by  a  viaduct  (125  ft.  high)  and 
then  the  locky  rayine  of  the  Schlitza  (bridge  160  ft.  high). 

64  M.  Tarvis,  and  thence  to  (8OV2  M.)  Villach^  see  pp.  203, 202.

210  M.  Railway  to  (128  M.)  Villach  in  5V4-7V*  brs. ;  to  Udine  in  9-13  hra. 
Sleeping-cars  by  the  night- express.  —  From  Vienna  to  Venice  via  the 
*Pontebba  Raihgay^  467  M.,  express  in  15V4  hrs.  •,  fares  76  fr.  5,  53  fr.  85  c. 
(comp.  R.  28). 

BrucJc  on  the  Mur,  see  p.  177.  The  train  diverges  to  the  right 
from  the  main  line,  crosses  the  JIfur,  and  turns  to  the  W.  into  the 
narrow  Murtal.   7^2  M.  Niklasdorf.   It  then  crosses  the  Mur  to  — 

10  M.  Leoben  (1745  ft.;  *mtel  Qam&r,  Franz- Josefs -PJatz, 
V4M.  from  the  station;  H6t.  Siidbahnhof,  at  the  station;  Steirerhof; 
Post;  Kindler;  Moht^  etc. ;  Bail.  Restaurant^  a  town  of  10,000  inhab., 
with  old  walls  and  towers,  on  a  peninsula  formed  by  the  Jtfur,  is  the 
seat  of  a  noted  school  of  mining.  A  miner  forms  the  Fountain  Figure 
in  the  market-place.  View  from  the  height  5  min.  above  the  modern 
Church  of  the  Redemptorists,  on  the  Mur.  —  To  Vordemberg  and 
Eisenerz,  see  p.  182. 

The  train  describes  a  wide  circuit  round  the  town,  and  to  the  S. 
of  the  suburb  of  Waasen  stops  at  the  (12  M.)  Staats-Bahnhofor  State 
Railway  Station.  It  then  follows  the  left  bank  of  the  Mur  (passing 
Schlosa  0098  on  the  left)  to  (I8V2M.)  St.  Michael  (*Raa,  Restaurant; 
Hotel  Kronprinz  Rudolfs  at  the  station),  the  junction  for  Selztal  (R.  26). 

20  M.  KaUersberg;  28  M.  8t.  Lorenzm.  —  33  M.  Knittelfeld 
(2115  ft.;  Post;  EcU),  a  prettUy-situated  industrial  town  (8100  in- 
hab.), with  the  workshops  of  the  state-railway.  An  ancient  mon- 
ument in  the  chief  square  commemorates  the  ravages  of  the  plague^ 
the  Turks,  and  locusts.  About  2  M.  to  the  W.  lies  Schloss  Spielberg 
(2300  ft.),  commanding  a  fine  view.  —  Diligence  from  Knittelfeld 
to  (7  M.)  Sekkau,  with  a  fine  abbey-church. 

The  valley  expands.  —  37^/2  M.  Zeltweg  (Railway  Hoiel)^  with 
extensive  iron-works.   To  Unter-Drauburg  and  Cilli,  see  p;  196. 

42  M.  Judenburg  (2380  ft.;  *Post;  *  Brand;  Fichtner;  Frank, 
with  garden),  a  very  ancient  town  (4900  inhab.),  on  a  height  on  the 
right  bank  of  the  Mur,  at  the  foot  of  the  Seetal  Alps.   In  the  Plata 
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rise  the  RomeHurm  (235  ft.),  built  in  1449-1509  (fine  yiew  from  the 

gallery,  20  h.)^  and  a  column  in  memory  of  the  plague,  erected  in 

1719.   Fine  view  from  the  grounds  on  the  N.  and  E.  sides  of  the 

town;  also  from  the  Calvarienherg,  To  the  E.  (}/^  hr.)  rise  the  chllteau 

and  the  ruin  of  Liechtenstein. 

45  M.  Thalheim;  51  M.  St.  Oeorgen  an  der  Mur.  —  54  M.  Unz' 

markt.  On  a  rocky  height  to  the  N.W.  is  the  ruined  castle  of  Frauen- 

hurg,  with  a  chapel  containing  the  tombstone  of  the  minstrel  Ulrich 

von  Liechtenstein. 

From  Unzmabkt-Fbauenbubg  to  Mautebndorf,  48  M. ,  railway  in 
4V2hr8.,  via  (I6V2  M.)  Murau  (2610  ft.;  *Fost;  *Sonne),  a  small  town  with 
three  old  churches,  commanded  by  the  castle  of  Ober-Afurau.  48  M.  Mau- 
terndorf  (Post;  Wallner);  diligences  thence  to  Badstadt  and  to  Spittal,  see 
p.  184.    For  details,  see  Baedeker^ $  Ecutem  Alps. 

The  train  quits  the  Murtal  at  (58  M.)  Scheifling  (to  the  right,  the 
chateau  of  Schrattenberg,  now  a  hotel  &  pension)  and  ascends  to 
(63^2  M.)  8t.  Lambreckt^  on  the  watershed  between  the  Drave  and  the 
Mur.  —  66^/2  M.  Neumarkt;  the  village,  1  M.  to  the  E.,  attracts  sum- 
mer-visitors. We  next  enter  a  narrow  defile  in  which  the  Olsa  forms 
a  series  of  small  cascades.  On  the  right,  near  (71 V2M.)  the  station  of 
Einod,  are  the  baths  of  that  name  (warm  alkaline  water,  a  cure  for 
gout).  The  castle  of  Dumsteiny  the  traditional  prison  of  Richard 
CcBur-de-Lion  (comp.  p.  92),  situated  on  the  frontier  of  Styria  and 
Garinthia,  guards  the  entrance  to  the  Olsa-Tal. 

76V2M.  rriesach  (2090  ft.;  *K(merhoff  Kusier;  Dietz;  Post; 
Bauer),  an  old  town  (2000  inhab.),  still  surrounded  with  walls  and 
moats,  and  commanded  by  the  ruined  castles  of  Oeiersburg,  Lavant, 
and  Petersberg,  and  the  remains  of  the  provostry  of  Virgilienberg,  is 
picturesquely  situated  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Metnitz,  and  is  much 
frequented  in  summer.  Gothic  Parish  Church  of  the  15th  century. 
The  octagonal  fountain  in  the  market. was  erected  in  1563. 

791/2  M.  Hirt.  At  the  influx  of  the  Metnitz  into  the  OurJe,  1 1/2  M. 
to  the  S.,  lies  Zwischenwdssemy  with  Schloss  Pockstein,  the  summer 
residence  of  the  Bishop  of  Gurk.  To  the  E.  is  the  long  crest  of  the 
Saualpe  (see  p.  196);  to  the  S.  rise  the  Karawanken.  At  (8272  M.) 
Treibach'Althofen  is  the  chUeau  of  Dr.  von  Welsbach,  inventor  of 
Welsbach  gas-mantles. 

91 M.  Launsdorf  (1720  ft.;  *RaiL  Restaurant).  The  most  interesting 
of  the  old  ancestral  castles  of  the  Garinthian  nobles  which  abound  in 
this  district  is  ^Hoch-Osterwitz,  2  M.  to  the  S.W.  of  stat.  Launsdorf, 
the  seat  of  the  Khevenhiiller  family  since  1571.  This  imposing  and 
well-preserved  stronghold,  on  a  rock  500  ft.  in  height,  is  reached  by 
a  winding  path  hewn  in  the  rock,  passing  through  fourteen  turreted 
gateways,  and  crossing  three  drawbridges.  The  chapel,  with  its 
numerous  monuments,  and  the  armoury  are  in  good  preservation. 
Fine  view  from  the  balcony  and  the  bastions. 

Froh  Launsdorf  to  Huttbnbbrg  ,  20V«  M. ,  railway  in  li/a  hr.  The 
train  traverses  the  QOrUehitz-Tal,  the  principal  seat  of  the  Garinthian  iron-

industry.  Hilttenberg  (2515  ft.;  Saeherer;  Krone^  etc.),  the  chief  village 
(1000  inhab.)  in  the  valley,  is  situated  at  the  base  of  the  Erehtrg^  which 
yields  a  large  proportion  of  the  iron  of  Garinthia. 

The  train  now  turns  to  the  W.  and  enters  the  valley  of  the 

QUm,  —  951/2  M.  Glandorf  (1630  ft. ;  ^Railway  Hotel  ^  Restaurant), 

Fkoh  Glandobf  to  Elaoenfdbt,  11  M.,  railway  in  40  min.,  traversing 
the  Zollfeld,  an  extensive  and  at  places  marshy  plain,  where  many  Soman 
coins  and  other  antiquities  have  been  found.  To  the  left,  just  before  (8  H.) 
Willertdorf^  is  the  handsome  chateau  of  Stadelhof.  To  the  left  of  (3Vs  M.) 
ZoU/eld  is  the  chateau  of  TolUchcieh^  probably  erected  on  the  site  of  the 
Roman  station  Virvnum;  to  the  right,  on  a  hill,  on  the  opposite  bank  of 
the  Glan,  rises  the  castle  of  Tanzenberg.  61/2  M.  Maria-Saal^  with  a  pil- 
grimage-church. Between  these  two  stations,  near  the  road,  is  the  ancient 
DueeU  Chair  (surrounded  by  an  iron  railing),  on  which,  down  to  1414, 
the  dukes  of  Garinthia  took  the  oath  of  fidelity  to  their  subjects  (comp. 
p.  197).  —  11  M.  Klagenfurt^  see  p.  197. 

97  M.  St.  Veit  (*8tem;  Rossi),  an  ancient  town  with  4700  in- 
hab., on  the  Olan,  was  the  capital  of  Garinthia  down  to  1519.  A 
fountain-basin  of  white  marble  in  the  market-place,  30  ft  in  dia- 
meter, excavated  in  the  Zollfeld,  is  said  to  be  Roman.  The  Museum 
(adm.  Sun.  &  Thurs.,  10-12)  contains  some  interesting  antiquities 
found  in  the  environs,  etc. 

The  line  follows  the  marshy  valley  of  the  Glan.  101  M.  Feistritz" 
Pulst.  To  the  right  (not  seen  from  the  railway)  is  the  ruin  of  Lkben- 
fels,  to  the  left  the  ruined  castle  of  Hardegg.  —  106  M.  Olarhegg, 
with  another  old  castle.  The  valley  contracts,  but  beyond  (112  M.) 
Feldkirchen  (9  M.  to  the  N.W.  of  which  are  the  baths  of  £ft.  Leohhard) 
becomes  broad  and  marshy.  The  line  approaches  the  Ossiacher  See 
(1600  ft.),  a  lake  6  M.  in  length.  —  Opposite  (118  M.)  Ossiaeh  is 
the  village  of  that  name,  with  an  old  monastery.  123  M.  Sattendorf 
(♦Qorlitzenhaus ;  Pens.  Julienhohe),  frequented  as  a  summer-resort. 
From  (1231/2  M.)  Afmenheim  steam-launches  ply  to  the  ^Kur-Uotel 
Annenheim,  on  the  S.  bank  of  the  lake  (pens.  7-10  K,),  On  a  mountain- 
spur  at  the  S.W.  end  of  the  lake  stands  the  ruin  of  Lariddtron  (p.  198). 

128  M.  Yillach,  junction  of  the  Franzensfeste  and  Marburg  line 
(SUdbahn),  see  p.  198  and  R.  22. 

Skirting  the  town,  the  train  runs  towards  the  S.  and  crosses  the 
Dravt  by  a  handsome  iron  bridge.  On  the  right  is  the  Dohratteh 
(p.  198).  —  130  M.  Bad  VUlach  (p.  198).  Crossing  the  OaU,  we 
next  reach  (133V2  M.)  Fumitz  and  (138V2  M.)  Amoldstein. 

Fboh  Abnoldstkin  to  Hbruagok,  l9Vs  H.,  railway  in  li/s  hr.,  through 
the  smiling  Oailtal  with  its  numerous  villages,  via  NSUch^  St.  StefaUy 
and  QOrUcTiaeh-Forolaeh.  —  id^t  M.  Hermagor  (2010  (i.-y  *Pogt;  Gauer)  is 
a  charmingly  situated  little  town  at  the  month  of  the  Oitich-Tal^  through 
which  a  diligence  plies  daily  in  4  hrs.  to  (20  M.)  Kfttaohach  (2325  ft.)  Bi$ti; 
Pogf)i  the  beautifully  situated  capital  of  the  upper  Gailtal,  frequented  aa 
a  summer-resort.  From  Eotschach  a  road  leads  to  the  N.  over  the  Oail- 
berg-Battel  (8180  ft.)  to  (9V«  M.)  Ober-Drauburg  (p.  170) ;  and  a  route  to  the 
S.  leads  via  Fl&ktn  (4125  ft. ;  *Inn)  and  the  Fiffken  Fiu$  (4600  ft.)  to  (SVs  hrs.) 
Tolmezto  and  (2  hrs.)  Stazione  per  la  Camia  (p.  203). 

1411/2  M.  Thikl'Maglem,  The  Une  runs  high  up  on  the  left  side 
of  the  deep  valley  of  the  Oailitz,  and  threads  two  tunnels. 
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145  M.  Tarvig  (2410  ft.;  RaUway  Hotel  ^  Restaurant;  Mortl,  at 
the  station),  the  junction  of  the  Laibach  Railway  (U.  30),  a  large 
and  finely-situated  village  and  summer-resort  (3230  inhab.),  consists 
of  Unter  -  Tarda  (Teppan),  in  the  valley,  V2  M.  from  the  station, 
and  Ober-Tarvis  (Gelbfus),  on  the  hillside,  3/^  M.  farther  off. 

From  Tarvis  to  *Raibl  (2V4  hrs.)  and  to  the  (4  hrs.)  Predil  (carr.  8  £.), 
see  p.  209;  to  the  *WeUsen/el8  Lake*  (one-horse  carr.  6  K.)^  see  p.  200. 

The  train  runs  to  the  W.  to  (147  M.)  Oher-Tarvis^  and  ascends 
to  (160  M.)  Saifnitz  (2615  ft.;  Fo8t\  on  the  watershed  between  the 
Black  Sea  and  the  Adriatic. 

The  *Lu8ohariberg  (5380  ft.),  the  most  frequented  pilgrimage-resort  in 
Carinthia,  is  generally  ascended  from  Saifnitz  (3-3V2  hrs.i  horse  8  JT.).  On 
the  top  are  the  church  and  an  inn.    Extensive  *yiew. 

The  train  gradually  descends  on  the  bank  of  the  FeUa^  which 
rises  a  little  to  the  N.,  past  the  rock-strewn  mouth  of  the  Seitera 
Valley  (splendid  view,  with  the  jagged  Wischberg  in  the  back- 
ground), to  (154  M.)  Vggowitz  (2580  ft.).  It  then  passes  the  pic- 
turesque Fort  Malborget  (with  a  monument  at  its  base,  in  memory 
of  the  heroic  defence  of  the  fort  by  Capt.  Hensel  in  1809),  and  crosses 
the  FeUa  to  (1561/2  M.)  Malborget  (2375  ft.).  The  large  village  of 
that  name  (Schuablegger)  lies  on  the  opposite  bank. 

The  train  threads  its  way  through  a  narrow  rocky  valley,  which 
offered  many  difficulties  to  the  construction  of  the  railway.  160  M. 
LusnitZj  with  a  small  sulphur-bath.  Beyond  LeopolMirchen  (on  the 
left)  the  line  crosses  the  rapid  Vogelbach,  and  reaches  — 

166  M.  Pontafel  (1875  ft.;  Rail.  Restaurant;  in  the  village, 
Postay  unpretending),  splendidly  situated  (Austrian  custom-house). 

The  train  crosses  the  Pontebhana^  the  frontier  between  Austria 
and  Italy,  and  reaches  — 

167  M.  Pontebba  (Ital.  custom-house;  Rail.  Restaurant) ,  a 
village  quite  Italian  in  character.  Interesting  carved  altar  in  the  old 
church. 

The  construction  of  the  line  from  Pontebba  through  the  wUd, 
rocky  ravine  of  the  Fella  to  Chiusaforte  necessitated  an  almost  un- 
interrupted series  of  rock-cuttings,  tunnels,  bridges,  and  viaducts. 
The  train  descends  rapidly  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Fella,  and  crosses 
it  at  Ponte  di  Muro  by  means  of  an  iron  bridge,  131  ft.  high.  — 
172  M.  Dogna  (1520  ft.),  at  the  mouth  of  the  Canale  di  Dogna  or 
vaUey  of  the  Dogna,  at  the  head  of  which,  towards  the  E.,  rises  the 
grand  pyramid  of  the  ^Montasio  or  Bramkofel  (9030  ft.). 

175  M.  Chiusaforte  (1280  ft.;  Albergo  Pesamosca,  at  the  station, 
with  garden),  below  which,  on  the  left,  opens  the  wild  Raccolana 
Valley,  The  train  crosses  the  Fella  for  the  last  time  at  Peraria. 
179  M.  Resiutta  (1035  ft.),  at  the  mouth  of  the  Resia  Valley.  181 M: 
Moggio.  The  valley  of  the  Fella  expands,  and  its  rock-strewn  floor 
is  intersected  with  numerous  water  -  courses.  —  184  M.  Stazione 
per  la  Canua  (diligence  to  Tolmezzo,  1  fr.,  see  p.  202).  A  little 
lower  down  the  Fella  falls  into  the  Tagliamento, 
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188  M.  Yenzone  (755  ft),  an  old  walled  towa  on  the  Taglia- 
mento.  The  train  crosses  the  marshy  Rfighi  Biaticki  by  an  imposing 
viaduct  of  55  arches,  860  yds.  in  length,  and  qnits  the  Tagliamento, 
—  192  M.  Oemona'OapediUetto. 

210  M.  Udine  {Italia;  Croce  di  Malta^  etc.),  see  Baedeker' $

Arrival.  The  SUdbdhn  Station  (PI.  B,  0,  2)  lies  to  the  N.  of  the  town, 
Vt  M.  from  the  Piazza  della  Borsa  (Pi.  0,  A).  Hotel  Onmibuses  80  h.A  K.  \ 
Cab  1,  with  two  horses  iVs  K.  (from  9  p.m.  to  6  a.m.  1  JT.  60  or  3  X.  40  A.)  •, 
from  the  town  to  the  station  80  A.  or  i  K.\  trunk  40  h.  The  8anV  Andrea 
Station  (PI.  B,  7)  of  the  Trieste,  Herpelje,  and  Pola  Railway  lies  to  the  S. 
of  the  town  Cfnnction-line  hetween  the  stations  for  goods  traffic  only).  — 
Piers  of  the  Lhyd  Steamboats  at  the  Holo  San  Carlo  (PI.  B,  4)  and  in  the 
new  harbour. 

Hotels.  Hotel  de  la  Vtllr  (PI.  a;  G,  4),  Riva  Carciotti  3,  on  the 
quay,  with  baths,  R.  from  ^l%K.  (the  manager  speaks  English);  ^Hotbl 
Volpigh  all^  Aquila  Nbba  (PI.  d;  C,  4),  Via  San  Spiridione  2;  IldTSL 
Delobue  (PI.  h;  G,  4),  Via  del  Teatro  2;  HdTSL  Gemtbal  (PI.  f ;  G,  4),  Via 
San  Nicolo  11,  R.  21/2-8  iT.;  Al  Boon  Pastobb  (PI.  e;  G,  4),  Via  San 
'Nicol6  20;  HdTEL  Moncbnisio,  Via  G.  Gallina  1;  Eubopa  (PI.  c;  G,  3), 
Piazza  delta  Gaserma ;  HdTSL  Gabni,  Piazza  Grande  5,  with  baths,  R.  2-6  K.

Beataurants  (beer).  Borea  Yeechia^  in  the  old  Exchange;  Volpich  (see 
ahove);  Stei^feldy  Piazza  della  Borsa  12;  AU-PiUen^  Via  Gaserma,  opposite 
the  Post  Office;  Belvedere^  in  the  old  town,  below  the  castle  (approached 
by  the  Vicolo  Santa  Ghiara),  with  good  view  from  the  garden.  —  Osterie 
in  the  Italian  style:  BtAsaldi^  on  the  Ganal  Grande;  Bonavia^  at  the  back 
of  the  Municipio  (PI.  G,  4),  etc.  —  The  Sardone^  Brantino^  Tonma^  and 
Barbone  are  good  sea-iish.  Prosecco  is  a  half-effervescing  wine  like  Asti; 
Rtfosco^  a  dark  sweet  wine,  also  effervescing;  the  ordinary  wines  are 
Terrano  and  Istriano^  usually  drunk  with  water.

Trieste,  the  Tergeste  of  the  RomanB,  and  the  chief  seaport  of 
Austria,  with  183,000  inhab.  (incl.  the  suburbs),  lies  at  the  N.E. 
end  of  the  Adriatic.  It  was  made  a  free  port  by  Emp.  Charles  YI. 
in  1719,  but  since  1891  only  the  *new'  harbour  is  outside  the  cus- 
toms limit.  About  12,000  yessels,  including  7600  steamers,  of 
an  aggregate  burden  of  21/2  million  tons,  enter  and  clear  the  har- 
bour annually. 

The  Harbour 'Was  greatly  enlarged  and  improved  in  1867-83  at  a 
cost  of  30  million  crowns.  From  the  New  Harbour  near  the  railway 
station,  which  Is  sheltered  by  a  huge  breakwater,  1200  yds.  in 
length,  the  Old  Boada,  with  several  moles,  stretch  S.  to  the  Molo 
Santa  Teresa  (PI.  A,  5,  6),  on  which  stands  a  Lighthouse  (Fanale 
Ma/rittimo),  108  ft.  high.  New  harbours  are  being  built  on  the 
Riva  Sant'  Andrea,  to  the  S.  of  the  town.  On  the  Riva  dei  Pescatori, 
to  the  N.,  is  the  Health  Office  (^Sanitd;  PI.  B,  5).  Adjacent,  on  the 
Piazza  Grande  (see  below),  are  the  handsome  offices  of  the  ^Austrian 
Lloyd\  a  steamboat-company  established  in  1833.  Farther  N., 
between  the  Molo  Quarto  and  the  busy  Molo  San  Carlo,  is  the  mouth 
of  the  Canal  Grande  (PI.  0,  4 ;  366  yds.  long),  which  is  always 
filled  with  shipping.  At  the  E.  end  of  the  canal  rises  the  church 
of  Sani:  Antonio  Nuovo  (PI.  4),  erected  by  Nobile  in  1827-49  in 
the  Greek  style  j  to  the  right  is  the  Servian  church  of  San  Spiridione, 
An  early  morning  visit  to  the  Fish  Market  (PI.  1 1)  is  interesting.  — 
The  Post  Office  (PI.  12),  to  the  N.E.  of  the  fish-market,  has  three 
paintings  by  Lefler  tn  the  main  hall. 

On  the  Riva  Carciotti  (PI.  C,  4),  to  the  S.  of  the  Canal  Grande, 
are  the  Palaxzo  Carciotti^  with  its  green  dome,  and  the  Oreek  Church 
(San  Nicolh  dei  Oreci^  PI.  6,  C  4),  sumptuously  fitted  up.  A  few 
paces  from  the  harbour,  opposite  the  Teatro  Comunale,  is  the 
TergeBteo  (PI.  C,  4),  an  extensive  block  of  buildings,  containing 
a  cruciform  arcade  roofed  with  glass,  which  is  used  as  an  Exchange^ 

Near  the  Tergesteo  are  the  two  busiest  squares  in  Trieste,  the 
Piazza  della  Borsa  and  the  Piazza  Gbande.  The  Piazza  della 
Borsa(Pl.  0, 4),  with  the  handsome  Old  Exchange  (now  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce),  is  embellished  with  a  Statue  of  Leopold  /.,  erected 
in  1660.  In  the  Piazza  Grande  (PI.  C,  4)  are  the  Maria  Theresa 
Fountain  J  erected  in  1751,  and  a  Statue  of  Emp.  Charles  VI,   On 
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the  E.  side  is  the  Municipio  (PI.  G,  4),  rebuilt  in  1874,  and  on  the 
S.  side  is  the  ^Auitrian  Lloyd  Palace. 

The  GoBso  (PI.  G,  D,  4),  the  principal  street  of  Trieste,  which 
leads  to  the  E.  ttom  the  Piazza  della  Borsa,  separates  the  New  Town, 
with  its  broad  and  handsome  streets,  from  the  Old'Town.  The  latter, 
sestling  round  the  castle-hill,  consists  of  narrow,  steep  streets, 
nome  of  which  are  inaccessible  to  carriages. 

On  the  way  from  the  Piazza  Grande  to  the  cathedral,  to  the 
left,  is  situated  the  Jesuits'  Churoh  (^Santa  Maria  Maggiore ;  PI.  5, 
G,  6),  built  in  1627-82.  The  little  (Prot.)  Church  of  the  Redeemer, 
opposite,  is  said  to  occupy  the  site  of  the  earliest  Ghristian  shrine 
in  Trieste.  To  the  W.,  a  few  paces  higher  up,  is  the  Piazzetta 
di  Riceardo,  named  after  Richard  GoBur-de-Lion,  who  is  said  to  have 
been  imprisoned  here  after  his  return  from  Palestine  (?).  The  Arco 
di  Riccardo  (PI.  G,  5)  is  believed  by  some  to  be  a  Roman  triumphal 
arch,  but  probably  belonged  to  an  aqueduct. 

Ascending  the  Via  della  Gattedrale,  we  soon  reach  on  the  right 
the  entrance  to  the  Museo  Lapidario  (PI.  9,  G,  5;  daily  10-2; 
custodian  opposite,  to  the  left.  No.  18,  fee  40  A.),  an  open-air 
collection  of  Roman  antiquities,  in  a  disused  burial-ground. 

The  fragments  placed  on  the  upper  terrace  were  found  at  Trieste,  those 
on  the  lower  at  Aquileia.  Winckelmatm,  the  famous  German  archseologist, 
wbo  was  murdered  at  Trieste  in  1768,  is  buried  here.  A  small  temple 
contains  a  Monument  to  him.  erected  in  1832,  with  an  allegorical  relief, 
and  a  genius  with  a  medallion-portrait  above;  on  each  side  are  fragments 
of  an  Amasonian  frieze.  At  the  lower  end  is  the  *61yptothek%  containing 
an  inscription  from  the  pedestal  of  Fabius  Severus,  a  decurio  of  Trieste, 
and  heads  and  other  fragments  of  statues. 

The  loftily-situated  Cathedral  of  San  Giuflto  (Pi.  3,  D,  5 ;  closed 
12-3)  occupies  the  site  of  an  ancient  Roman  temple ,  part  of  the 
foundations  and  some  of  the  columns  of  which  are  still  visible  by 
the  tower.  The  present  building  was  formed  in  the  14th  cent,  by 
the  union  of  three  contiguous  edifices  of  the  6th  cent.,  an  early- 
Ghristian  basilica,  a  baptistery,  and  a  small  Byzantine  church  with 
a  dome.  At  the  basement  of  the  facade  several  tombstones  are  im- 
mured; above  the  portal  are  the  busts  of  three  bishops  in  bronze. 

The  projecting  terrace  commands  a  fine  view  of  the  sea. 

Most  of  the  interior  has  been  whitewashed,  but  there  are  some  inter- 
esting mosaics:  in  the  altar^recess  on  the  right  is  Christ  between  SS.  Justus 
and  Servatiiis;  in  that  to  the  left  is  the  Madonna  between  Gabriel  and 
Michael  (lith  cent.),  with  the  Apostles  below  (7th  cent.).  Some  of  the 
capitals  are  antique,  others  Romanesque.  In  the  Chapel  of  San  Carlo 
(first  on  the  left)  are  buried  all  the  members  of  the  older  line  of  the 
Spanish  Bourbons. 

In  the  Piazza  Lipsia,  which  is  laid  out  in  promenades,  is  the 

Commercial  and  Nautical  Academy  (PI.  8 ;  £,  5),  on  the  third  floor 

of  which  is  the  Natural  History  Museum,  illustrating  the  complete 

fauna  of  the  Adriatic  (Wed.  and  Sat.  10-1,  Sun.  11-1).    On  the 

opposite  side  of  the  court,  on  the  first  and  second  floor,  is  the  Muni- 

eipal  Museum  of  Antiquities  (week'd&YB  9-2,  Sun.  11-1;  fee  40  A.), 
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which  contains  terracottas,  vases,  hronzes,  and  other  small  antiqu- 
ities, chiefly  from  Tarentum,  Apulia,  and  Aquileia,  Egyptian  and 
Cyprian  relics,  coins,  weapons,  and  objects  relating  to  Trieste. 

At  the  corner  of  the  Via  della  Sanitk  and  the  Piazza  Giuseppina 
is  the  HuBeo  Civico  Kevoltella  (PI.  10 ;  B,  5),  handsomely  fitted 
up  and  embellished  with  pictures  and  sculptures,  which  was  be- 
queathed to  the  town  by  Baron  Revoltella  (adm.  on  week-days,  9-2). 
The  Piazza  Giusbppina  is  embellished  with  a  *Monum6nt  to  Emp, 
Mctximilian  of  Mexico  (d.  1867),  in  bronze,  by  Schilling,  erected 
in  1875.  The  unfortunate  prince,  who  was  a  rear-admiral  Jn  the 
Austrian  navy,  resided  at  Trieste  before  he  undertook  his  ill-starred 
expedition  to  Mexico. 

The  Passeggio  di  8ant  Andrea  (PI.  A,  E,  7),  an  avenue  3  M. 
long,  skirting  the  coast  and  commanding  a  series  of  fine  views, 
leads  on  the  E.  side  of  the  town,  pas^  the  Zoological  Station  with 
a  salt-water  aquarium  (PI.  A,  6 ;  for  admission  apply  to  the  director) 
and  the  Lloyd  Arsenal,  to  Servola  (electric  tramway,  see  p.  204). 
The  extensive  Wharves  of  the  Lloyd  Co,  (Pi.  C,  D,  7),  opposite 
Servola,  may  be  visited  on  week-days,  9-11  and  12-4  (tickets  ob- 
tained at  the  gate,  1  K,),  —  From  Servola  the  road  proceeds,  passing 
the  handsome  Cemeteries,  to  Zaule  and  to  Muggla  (p.  208). 

A  favourite  resort  is  the  Boschetto  (restaurant)  to  the  E.  of  the 
town,  reached  by  the  tramway  (20  ft.)  through  the  Via  del  Corso  and 
the  Via  Stadiou,  passing  the  shady  Oiardino  Pubblico  (Pi.  E,  2). 
Shady  walks  ascend  hence  to  (V2hr.)  the  Villa  Ferdinandea  (garden- 
restaurant),  on  a  plateau  755  ft.  above  the  sea.  Adjacent  is  the 
Villa  Revoltella,  now  the  property  of  the  town,  with  park  and  chapel, 
commanding  a  charming  view  of  town,  sea,  and  coast. 

ExcDBsioNs.  A  very  pleasant  excursion  (railway  to  Miramar  station^ 
trains  f^top  if  desired,  and  then  12min.  walk;  tramway,  p.  204;  steamboat 
at  10.15  a.m.  and  8.15  p.m.,  returning  from  Grijpiano  at  1  and  6,  return 
ticket  1  iT.  20  A. ;  one-horse  carr.  4,  carr.  and  pair  6,  boat  6  K.)  may  be  made 
to  the  chateau  of  "^Kiramar,  formerly  the  property  of  Emp.  Maximilian  of 
Mexico  (see  shove),  charmingly  situated  5  M.  to  the  K.W.  of  Trieste,  and 
commanding  a  fine  view  of  Trieste,  the  sea,  and  the  coast  {*ff6i.  Qrignano, 
B.  21/2,  pens.  7-8  K.).  The  beautiful  park  is  always  open  to  the  public. 
The  sumptuously-furnished  chateau  is  shown  to  visitors  daily  10-12  and  3-5 
(in  winter  2-4)  \  adm.  60  h.  Oood  sea-baths  at  Bareola  (restaurant),  halfway 
between  Trieste  and  the  chateau  (electr.  tramway,  see  p.  204). 

Other  excursions  may  be  taken  to  (3V«M.;  electr.  tramway  see  p.  204) 
ObJUna  (1035  ft.  -,  *E6ta-Pen».  alV  Obelitco)^  with  a  beautiful  view  of  the 
town  and  the  sea  from  the  belvedere-tower  (1300  ft.),  10  min,  above  the 
hotels  to  8t.  Canzian  (drive  of  2V2  hrs.,  vi&  Corgnale;  see  p.  195),  etc.  — 
A  very  interesting  excursion  for  a  whole  day  (early  start)  is  by  steamer 
(p.  204)  in  11/4  hr.  to  Pirano;  over  the  hill  on  foot  (beautiful  view  from  the 
top)  to  (IVt  hr.)  Isola  (good  Befosco  wine;  p.  204)  and  along  tbe  shore 
to  (1  hr.)  Capodistria  {OittA  di  Trieste;  Caffh  in  the  principal  piazza),  an 
ancient  town  (18,200  inhab.),  the  Roman  Justinopolis^  on  an  island  now 
connected  with  the  mainland.  The  chief  objects  of  interest  are  the 
Cathedral^  the  Palazzo  Pubblico,  on  the  site  of  a  temple  of  Gybele,  and  the 
extensive  Salt  Works.    Return  to  Trieste  by  steamer. 

FsoM  Tbiestb  to  Hbrpbljr  and  Pola,  86  M.,  railway  in  4V2  hrs.,  from 
the  SanV  Andrea  Station  (p.  204;  PI.  A,  B,  7).    fieyond  tiie  Llopd  Arsenal 
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(p.  207)  the  line  qaits  the  sea  and  ascends  in  numerons  carves,  affording 
splendid  views,  to  (8  M.)  Bortt;  thence  through  several  tunnels  to  (12Vs  M.) 
Draga^  on  the  Earst  plateau.  From  (17  M.)  Herpelje-Kozina  to  (88  M.) 
Fola^  see  p.  195. 

Fsou  Tbiestb  to  Pabemzo  (p.  211),  95  M.,  railway  in  77t  hrs.,   via 
Muffgiay  Capodutria^  Isola^  Santa  Lucia^  and  Buje. 


33.  From  Trieste  to  Villaeh.  Isonzo  Valley. 

Comp,  Mapy  p.  198. 

120  M.  Railway  to  (35V2  M.)  Gorizia  (Oorz)  in  13/4-3  hrs.  Dilioenob 
from  Gorizia  to  (67  M.)  Tarvis  daily  in  iSVa  hrs.  (10  K.  80  h.).  Railway  from 
Tarvis  to  (17V2  M.)  Villaeh  in  IV4  hr.  .j 

From  Trieste  to  (10 '/2  M.)  Nabreainay  see  p.  196.  Near  (I51/2  M.) 
Duino,  with  a  chateau  of  Prince  Hoheiilohe,  is  the  pleasant  bathing- 
resort  of  Sistiana  (R.  2-5,  board  6  K.^.  At  San  Oiovanni  the  Timavo 
emerges  from  a  rock,  and  IY2  M*  lower  down  it  faUs  into  the 
Adriatic.    22  M.  Monfalconej  with  mineral  springs. 

From  Honfalcone  to  Venice,  79Vi  M.,  express  in  3  hrs.  —  From 
(lOi/s  M.)  Cervignanoy  a  shadeless  road  (diligence  twice  daily,  50  h.\  one- 
horse  carr.  2  K.  there  and  back  including  Va  br.'s  stay)  leads  to  (5  H.) 
Aquileia  (Aquila  Neva;  Fortuna),  one  of  the  most  important  of  the  ancient 
Roman  provincial  cities,  formerly  strongly  fortified,  but  destroyed  by  Attila 
in  452.  Though  now  only  a  poor  village  with  barely  900  inhab.,  it  is  of 
great  interest  from  the  antiquities  found  here.  The  interesting  Archaeo- 
logical Mueeum  is  open  in  summer  9-12  and  3-6  (40  h).  The  Cathedral, 
built  in  1031,  was  formerly  the  metropolitan  church  of  the  patriarchs  of 
Aquileia ;  fine  view  from  the  tower.  For  details  see  Baedeker't  Northern  Italy. 

A  Steauboat  plies  several  times  daily  in  1  Vs  hr.  (80  h.)  from  Aquileia 
through  the  Lagwne  di  Grado  to  Grade  (Fontari;  Posta),  a  small  fishing- 
port  on  the  Adriatic,  with  good  sea-bathing  and  a  marine  hospital  for 
children.  In  the  early  middle  ages  Grado  also  was  the  seat  of  a  patriarch : 
and  a  relic  of  its  importance  is  seen  in  the  6th  cent,  cathedral  of  Sant 
EufenUay  a  basilica  with  aisles,  marble  columns,  mosaic  pavement,  curious 
old  pulpit,  etc. 

From  Gervignano  the  line  goes  on  to  Venice  vi&  Portogruaro  and 
Mettre;  see  Baedeker'' »  Northern  Italy. 

The  line  skirts  the  N.W.  spurs  of  the  Karsi  (p.  194)  and  passes 
the  stations  of  SagradOy  Oradiscay  and  Rubbia: 

351/2  M.  Gorizia,  Ger.  Oorz  (280  ft.;  *Po8t;  H6t.  Central; 
Union;  Angela  d'Oro)^  the  capital  of  a  province,  and  an  archiepiscopal 
see,  with  25,500  inhab.,  is  charmingly  situated  on  the  hon'io  and 
is  frequented  as  a  winter-resort.  Pleasant  walks  and  excursions ; 
theatre;  casino.  The  Cathedral  {\^i^  cent.)  merits  inspection;  its 
treasury  contains  several  Romanesque  works  from  Aquileia.  The 
Provincial  Afweum,  adjoining  the  cathedral,  contains  natural  history 
collections,  antiquities,  etc.  (open  on  Sun.,  11-1;  at  other  times  on 
application).  In  the  Piazza  Grande  are  a  tasteful  fountain  and  the 
elaborately  adorned  church  of  St.  Ignatius  (17th  cent.),  built  by  the 
Jesuits,  whose  former  convent  is  now  a  barrack.  Close  by,  in  the 
Via  Qiardino,  is  the  pretty  Qiardino  Pubblico,  with  its  luxuriant 
southern  vegetation.  In  the  upper  part  of  the  town  is  the  ancient 
Castello  of  the  Counts  of  Gorizia,  now  used  as  a  barrack  (fine  views). 
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High  above  the  town,  to  the  N.,  is  the  Franciscan  convent  of  Oast- 
agnavizza  (fine  view),  with  the  burial-vault  (shown  on  application)  of 
Charles  X.  (d.  1836),  Henri  V.  (d.  1883),  and  other  members  of  the  Bour- 
bon family.  —  About  V/t  M.  to  the  N.  is  the  Monte  Santo  (2245  ft.  \  two  inns), 
with  a  pilgrimage-church  and  a  i6ne  view. 

The  HiGHBOAD  leads  from  Gorizia  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Isonzo, 
via  SalcanOj  to  (48  M.)  Canale  (Inn),  where  it  crosses  the  river.  It 
then  leads  via  Ronzina  to  (58  M.)  Volzano  (Koffou),  and  crosses  the 
Isonzo  to  (69  M.)  Tolmino  (Posta),  In  the  chateau  of  which  Dante, 
according  to  a  doubtful  tradition,  wrote  several  cantos  of  his  Divine 
Comedy.  —  70  M.  Caporetto;   77  M.  Serpenizza, 

83  M.  Flitsch  (1470  ft. ;  Post)j  a  poor  village  in  a  sequestered 
basin.  On  the  W.  rises  the  huge  Canin  group.  The  road  now  quits 
the  Isonzo  valley  and  follows  the  Koritenza  towards  the  N.,  into  a 
defile  called  the  FliUcher  Klause  (1746  ft.),  guarded  by  a  fort. 
Beyond  this  pass,  near  (90  M.)  Vnterbreth  (Post),  a  view  of  the 
imposing  Manhart  (8785  ft.)  is  disclosed. 

The  road  ascends  in  long  windings  (short-cut  for  pedestrians)  to 
Oberhrethy  grandly  situated,  passes  a  small  fort,  where  a  handsome 
monument  commemorates  the  valiant  Capt.  Hermann,  who  fell  here 
in  1809,  and  reaches  (95  M.)  the  highest  point  of  the  Predil  Pass 
(3810  ft. ;  two  plain  Inns).  We  now  descend,  enjoying  fine  views  of 
the  light-green  Raihler  See^  to  — 

97  M.  Kaibl  (2925  ft.;  Oraferikrone;  Post;  H6t.  Zlatorog),  a 
picturesquely  situated  summer-resort  on  the  Schlitza^  with  lead- 
foundries.  To  the  N.W.  rises  the  dolomitic  Konigsherg  (6292  ft.), 
to  the  N.E.  the  Funfspitz  (6240  ft.),  with  its  five  huge  pinnacles. 

The  road  thence  leads  through  the  smiling  valley  of  the  Schlitza^ 
via  Kaltwaster  and  FliUchlj  to  — 

IO2V2  M.  Tarvis  (p.  208).  Thence  to  (120  M.)  ViUach,  see  R.  31. 


34.  From  St.  Peter  to  Abbazia  and  Fiume. 

39  M.  Railway  in  li/s-S  hrs.  From  Vienna  to  Abbazia  express  in 
13'/2hr8.  (61  K.  20,  45  K.  90,  29^.  90^.)  5  through- carriages  ^  sleeping-cars 
by  the  night-express. 

8t.  Peter,  see  p.  194.  The  line  traverses  the  undulating  district 
of  the  Karst  (p.  194).  Beyond  four  tunnels  we  reach  (6M.)  KuUtn- 
berg  (1380  ft.),  with  a  fine  view.  At  (10  M.)  Domegg  -  Feistritz, 
which  is  overloolted  by  a  ruined  castle,  the  Fehtritz  (Bystrica)  issues 
from  the  hill  in  a  copious  stream.  The  line  threads  a  tunnel  before 
(19 1/2  M.)  Sapiane  (1400  ft.)  and  descends,  in  view  of  the  sea  and 
the  island  of  Cherso,  vii  (26  M.)  Jurdani  (1120  ft.),  with  a  large 
cavern,  to  (28^/2  M.)  Abbazia- Mattuglie  (690  ft.;  Rooms  at  the  rail, 
station;  Restaurant  zur  Schonen  Aussicht),  the  station  for  Abbazia, 
with  a  beautiful  view  of  the  sea  and  its  islands.  About  2^2  M'  *<* 
the  N.E.  is  the  small  town  of  Castua,  w\th  fl|ie  view  from  the  ruined 
church  of  the  Trinity.

Ahbaina,  &  favourite  sammer  and  winter  resort  (mean  temper- 
ature in  winter  50°  Fahr.,  in  summer  77®),  in  a  sheltered  situation, 
with  beautiful  grounds  and  woods  of  evergreen  laurel,  is  annually 
frequented  by  about  16,000  visitors.  The  favourite  walk  is  the 
*8trandwegy  a  path  4-6  ft.  wide,  which  skirts  the  rocky  coast  from 
Volosca  to  (3  M.)  Icici.  Excursions  may  be  made  to  the  N.  along  the 
coast  to  (Y2  hr.)  Volosca  (Hdtel  Liburnia;  Pens.  Mignon;  several 
restaurants),  a  prettily  situated  village  and  winter-resort;  to  MattuglU 
(p.  209),  1  hr.;  and  to  Castua  (p.  209),  IV2  hr.  —  To  the  W.  by  a 
somewhat  steep  path,  past  the  Vrulki-QuelUj  to  (1^2  hr.)  Veprinae 
(1676  ft.).  —  To  the  S.  by  the  picturesque  coast-road  \ik  Icici  and 
(3  M.)  Ika  (Krone ;  Villa  Esperta)  to  (1 1/2  M.)  Lovrana  (H6t.  Konigs- 
villa;  H6t.  Mlramar;  H6tel-Pension  ViUa  Lovrana;  H 6 1.  Villa  Iris),  a 
beautifully  situated  sea-bathing  resort,  and  (6  M.)  Moicenice, — FUime 
(p.  398)  may  be  visited  by  steamboat  (3/4  hr.)  or  carriage  (1 V2  hr.). 

The  Konta  ICi^gioxe  (VelaUdka;  4580  ft.)  is  also  a  delightful  object 
for  an  excursion  on  foot  (5  hrs  or  by  carriage  (see  above;  to  theSchutz- 
haus  a  drive  of  SVs  hrs.).  The  .)road  gradually  ascends  via  Volosca,  Mat- 
tvgliey  and  Veprinae  (see  above).  Pedestrians  ascend  to  the  W.  to(l7«br.) 
Veprinae  and  thence  follow  the  road  to  the  (2  hrs.)  Ste/anie-SchutzJuius 
(3040  ft. ;  inn),  whence  the  top  (shelter-hut)  is  reached  by  a  good  path  along 
the  y.E.  slope  in  ii/s  hr.    E-xtensive  and  beautiful  view. 

The  Railway  to  Fiumb  from  Abbazia-Mattuglie  descends  to- 
wards the  sea,  affording  a  fine  view  of  the  Gulf  of  Quarnero,  with 
\}^e  islands  of  Veglia  an4  CJh^rso.  —  39  M,  Frnme,  see  p.  398- 
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35.  From  Trieste  to  Pola  and  Fiume  by  Sea. 


109  Knots  or  nautical  miles.  Stbaubrs  of  the  Austrian  Lloyd  to  Pola 
five  times  weekly  in  41/4 -7  hrs.  (fares  i  K. ,  2  K.  60  A. ;  berth  70  h.). 
Mail  Steamers  from  Trieste  to  Pola  daily  in  8V4  brs.  —  Steamers  of  the 
Hungarian- CrotxHan  Steamship  Co.  to  Fiwne  via  Pola  (where  the  night  is 
spent),  once  weekly  in  33  hrs. ;  also  twice  weekly  from  Pola  to  Fiume  in 
9  hrs.  (restaurants  on  board).  —  Railway  via  Herpelje  to  Pola  (in  iVz  hrs.), 
see  p.  207  i  vii  Diva&i  (in  6V«  b"-),  »ee  p.  195  5  via  St.  Peter  to  Fiume 
(in  41/3-5  hrs.),  see  B.  34;  from  Trieste  to  Parenzo,  see  p.  208.  Luggage 
is  examined  at  Trieste  before  the  train  starts. 

The  steamer  skirts  the  hilly,  olive-clad  coast  of  Istria.   In  a  hay 

to  the  S.E.,  in  the  distance,  lies  Capodistria  (p.  207).  —  12  Knots. 

Pirano  (Citti  di  Trieste),  a  town  of  7000  inhah.,  picturesquely 

situated  in  a  hay,  with  the  towers  and  pinnacles  of  an  old  fortress 

peeping  from  among  oliye-groves.    On  a  prominent  terrace  is  the 

cathedral,  supported  by  arches.    On  the  harbour  is  a  monument  to 

Tartinl,  the  musical  composer  (d.  1790). 

About  2Vs  M.  to  the  S.  of  Pirano  (diligence  4  times  daily  in  40  min.) 
is  Porto  Rose  (Stabilimento  Balneare,  R.  8-7,  pens.  8-9  iT),  with  sea  and 
brine  baths,  and  1  M.  fr.rther  on  is  Santa  Lucia  (p.  20S).  —  About  6  M. 
to  the  S.W.  of  Pirano  are  the  salt-gardens  of  Sicciole. 

We  next  observe  the  lighthouse  of  Salvore,  Umago^  and  the 
chateau  of  Daila.  —  29  Knots.  Cittanuova  (^2000  inhah.),  on  the 
site  of  the  ancient  Noventium. 

35  Knots.  Parenzo  (Lucks),  a  town  of  3500  inhah. ,  is  the  seat  of 
the  Istrian  diet.  The  interesting  Cathedral  dates  from  the  6th  cent. ; 
in  the  interior  the  decoration  of  the  choir,  the  tabernacle,  and 
mosaic  pavements  of  the  2nd  and  4th  cent,  should  be  noticed.  — 
Railway  to  Trieste,  see  p.  208. 

Beyond  the  chilteau  of  Orsera,  the  steamer  crosses  the  Canal 
di  heme,  an  arm  of  the  sea  7^2  ^'  long.  To  the  E.  rises  Monte 
Maggiore  (p.  210). 

44  Knots.  BoTigno  (Alhergo  alia  Citth  di  Trieste;  Caffh  del 
Munidpiojy  the  ancient  Arupenum  or  Bubinum,  a  thriving  place  with 
10,300  inhabitants.  The  wine  of  Rovigno  is  the  best  in  Istria,  and  its 
hazel-nuts  are  reputed  the  finest  in  the  world.  The  highflying 
Cathedrcd  of  St.  Euphemia  contains  the  stone  sarcophagus  of  the 
saint,  and  the  campanile  is  crowned  with  a  bronze  vane  in  the  form 
of  her  figure.  The  square  in  front  of  the  cathedral  commands  a  flue 
view  of  the  sea  and  of  the  islands  (scoglie)  protecting  the  coast. 
The  old  town  of  Cissa,  famous  for  its  purple  dyes,  Is  said  to  have 
sunk  in  the  sea  in  the  7th  cent,  near  the  present  lighthouse.  On  the 
S.  side  of  the  Yaldibora  harbour  is  a  station  of  the  Berlin  Aquarium, 
where  the  interesting  fauna  of  the  Adriatic  may  be  seen  and  studied 
(visitors  admitted).  On  the  island  of  Sant^  Andrea,  to  the  W.,  is  an 
old  Benedictine  monastery,  now  a  private  residence.  —  Railway  to 
Canfanaro^  see  p.  195. 

Nearing  (57  Knots)  Fasana,  we  observe  on  the  right  the  BHon- 
ian  Islands  f  separated  from  the  Istjrian  coast  by  the  narrow  CanaU 
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di  Fasana.  The  Genoese  defeated  the  fleet  of  Venice  here  in  1379. 
These  islands  yielded  the  Venetians  stone  for  their  palaces  and 
bridges ;  in  San  GirolamOj  the  southernmost,  a  huge  quarry  stretch- 
ing across  the  whole  island  is  still  conspicuous. 

Beyond  this  strait  Pola  with  its  amphitheatre  comes  in  sight.  Two 
fortified  towers,  one  on  Capo  Compare  to  the  right,  and  the  other 
on  the  Purita  del  Cristo  to  the  left,  defend  the  entrance  to  the 
harbour. 

62  Knots.  Pola.  —  Hotels.  "Hotel  Gehtsal  (F1.  a^  0,  4),  Strada 
Arsenate,  with  caf^  and  restaurant,  R.  3-6  JT.,  B.  70  h.\  Stadt  Pola  (PI.  bj 
D,  4),  Via  Zaro,  with,  restaurant  and  garden;  Hotel  Imperial  (PI.  c;  C,  3), 
"Via  Eandler,  R.  2-3  K. ;  Stadt  Tbient,  at  the  steamboat  pier.  —  German 
is  spoken  everywhere,  as  well  as  Italian.

boiled,  and  roast  meat ;  vnudiy  stew ;  braccidla  di  vitello,  veal-cutlet  \  tesHna 
di  vitellOj  calfs  head;  pollo^  fowl;  dindietta^  turkey;  telvaUco^  game;  ca- 
v6lifioriy  cauliflower;  ddlce^  pudding.

Polttf  a  considerable  sea-port  aud  (since  1860)  the  headquarters 
of  the  Austrian  na^y,  with  36,200  inhab.,  became  a  Roman  colony 
after  the  conquest  of  Istria  by  the  Romans  in  B.  G.  178,  and  attained 
great  prosperity  under  Augustus  and  his  successors.  As  a  war- 
harbour  it  was  known  as  Pietas  Julia*  In  1148  Pola  was  taken  by  the 
Republic  of  Venice*  During  their  contests  for  supremacy  the  Veiie- 
tians  and  the  Genoese  repeatedly  destroyed  the  place ;  since  1815 
it  has  been  under  Austrian  supremacy. 

Seyeral  superb  Romsan  buildings  still  exist.  The  Temple  of  Au* 
gustus,  the  Porta  Auiea,  and  the  Amphitheatre  are  enclosed  by  rail- 
ings. Keys  at  the  Municipio  (PL  B,  4),  where  a  guide  may  be  ob- 
tained (unnecessary). 

The  *  Temple  of  Augustus  and  Roma  (PI.  B,  4),  adjoining  the 
Municipio,  27  ft.  high,  51  ft.  broad,  with  a  portico  of  six  Corinth- 
ian columns  23  ft.  high,  and  a  frieze  with  admirable  ornamenta- 
tion, was  erected  in  B.C.  19  and  is  in  excellent  preserTation.  The 
inscription  is  gathered  from  the  holes  made  by  the  nails  which  once 
secured  the  metal  letters  to  the  wall:  Romas  et  Augusto  CasariDiTiF 
(ilio)  Patri  Patri».  The  narrow  and  dark  cella  contains  a  small 
collection  of  Roman  antiquities. 
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creepera,  and  fragrant  herbs.  The  yiew  from  the  top  (where  an  echo 
may  be  awakened)  through  the  lofty  arches,  embracing  the  sea,  with  its 
islands  and  promontories,  and  the  green  olive-clad  hills,  is  strikingly 
beautiful. 

In  the  Valerie-Park,  near  the  Amphitheatre,  a  marhle  statue  of 
Empress  Elizabeth  (d.  1898),  by  Cancianl,  \»as  erected  in  1904. 

On  our  way  back  we  may  visit  the  Cathedral  (PI.  B,  3),  built 
in  the  15th  cent,  and  containing  several  antique  columns,  with  a 
campanile  in  front  of  it. 

To  the  S.W.  of  the  Monte  Zaro  (p.  213),  in  the  suburb  of  San 
PolicarpOj  lies  the  beautiful  Maximilian  Park  (PI.  C,  D,  6),  adorned 
with  a  Monument  of  Archduke  Maximilian,  consisting  of  a  column 
with  a  relief  of  the  archduke  (p.  207),  and  ships'  prows,  and  a 
goddess  of  fame  above.  Near  this  are  several  buildings  connected 
with  the  dock-yard  (School,  Barracks,  Hospital,  Prison),  To  the  W., 
on  the  quay,  is  the  imperial  Naval  Arsenal  (PI.  0,  5,  6).  The  Marine 
Museum  in  the  Artillery  Office  contains  interesting  ship -models, 
trophies,  weapons,  etc.  (foreigners  admitted  to  the  arsenal  and 
museum  only  by  permission  of  the  war-office).  —  The  wharves  and 
docks  are  on  the  Olive  Island,  between  the  naval  and  the  commercial 
harbour. 

A  favourite  resort  is  the  KaiterwcUd  or  Bosco  Sianna  (Bistorante  al 
Gacciatore),  an  oak-grove  2  U.  from  the  town,  on  the  road  to  Altura.  — 
To  the  N.  of  Altura  (1  hr'.s  drive  from  Pola)  lay  the  Roman  yescKtium, 
where  successful  excavations  are  still  carried  on. 

On  its  way  to  Fiume  the  steamer  rounds  the  S.  point  of  the 
Istrian  peninsula,  leaves  the  islands  of  Cherso  and  Veglia  on  the 
right,  and  steers  to  the  N.  through  the  Canale  di  Farasina  into  the 
wide  Bay  of  Quamero.  To  the  left  rises  the  Monte  Maggiore,  with 
Abbazia  at  its  base  (p.  210).  To  the  E.  on  the  horizon  rise  the  Cro- 
atian Mts.,  conspicuous  among  which  is  the  Kapella  range  (p.  398).

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Bohemia,  Moravia,  and  Silksia  formtlieN.W.  portion  of  the  Austrian 
Empire.  T^e  former  Kingdom  of  Bobemia,  an  irregular  quadrangle  covering 
an  area  of  20,050  sq.  M.  (pop.  6,318,000),  is  bounded  on  tjie  S.W.  by  the 
Bohemian  Forest^  on  the  N.W.  by  the  Erzgebirge^  and  on  the  N.E.  by  the 
Sudetic  Range^  and  belongs  Almost  entirely  to  the  basin  of  the  Elbe.  — 
Beyond  the  Bohemian-Moravian  EilU^  to  the  E.  of  Bohemia,  lies  Moravia 
(8580  sq.  M.  •,  pop.  2,435,0(K)),  a  hilly  region  traversed  by  the  March^  a 
tributary  of  the  Danube^  beyond  the  Moravian  Plain  and  the  Oder-Oebirge 
the  Sudetic  Mountains  form  its  N.  boundary,  while  on  the  S.E.  it  is  separated 
from  Hungary  by  the  White  Carpathicms  and  the  West  Beskids.  —  Part  of 
Moravia  runs  N.,  dividing  Austrian  Silesia  (1937  sq.  M.  i  pop.  680,000)  into 
the  province  of  Troppau  on  the  W.  and  the  province  of  Teschen  on  the  E. 

Bohemia  is  one  of  the  most  industrial  countries  of  Europe,  its  export 
trade  to  the  K.  being  facilitated  by  the  Elbe.  Ooal^mines  (at  Bux,  Briix, 
etc.),  iron-mines,  deposits  of  precious  stones  (Bohemian  garnets),  textile 
industries,  and  the  manufacture  of  machinery,  glass,  and  china,  all  con- 
tribute to  the  wealth  of  the  country.  Moravia  also  possesses  considerable 
mines  (coal,  iron,  graphite,  etc.),  and  its  woollen  industry  (at  Brfinn)  rivals 
that  of  Silesia  (at  Bielitz,  Troppau,  Jagemdorf  and  Teschen).  To  Silesia 
belongs  the  productive  Ostrow  -  Karwina  coalfield.  The  manufacture  of 
beet-sugar  forms  the  most  important  branch  of  Bohemian  and  Moravian 
agriculture:  in  Moravia  the  fertile  Hanna  produces  excellent  barley  and 
wheat;  and  the  Eger  Valley  near  Saaz  is  noted  for  its  hops.  Bohemian 
beer  from  Filsen  etc.  is  celebrated. 

Population.  The  majority  (6d-70o/o)  of  the  inhabitants  of  Bohemia  and 
Moravia  belong  to  the  Czechish-Slavonic  race,  which  includes  the  Gzeche 
proper  in  Central  and  S.  Bohemia  and  in  certain  parts  of  Moravia,  the 
/Slovaks on  the  Moravian  border,  between  the  March  and  tiie  White  Carpathians, 
and  several  smaller  Slavonic  races  with  strongly  marked  ethnographical 
characteristics  {Horaks  on  the  Bohemian -M(jravian  hills,  Eannakg  in  the 
central  region  of  the  March,  Walac?u  in  the  N.E.).  The  Moravian  Slavs 
are  noted  for  their  obstinate  adherence  to  their  gay  national  costume.  — 
Oermans  (Bavarians,  Saxons,  Silesians)  are  found  scattered  among  tiie  Czechs, 
u&ually  in  communities  of  considerable  size. 

HisTOBT.  Little  is  known  of  the  early  history  of  Bohemia,  the  original 
name  of  which,  BoioTutemwn  (*home  of  the  Boii''),  recalls  its  settlement  by 
the  Celtic  tribe  of  the  Bdi  (5th  cent.  B.C.?).  From  about  the  time  of 
Augustus  we  And  Bohemia  and  Moravia  in  the  possession  of  the  Germanic 
Markomanni  and  Quades.  who  maintained  the  Danube  as  their  S.  frontier 
against  the  Bomans.  After  tiie  migration  of  the  Markomanni  to  Bavaria, 
early  in  the  6th  cent.,  their  former  possessions  were  occupied  by  Slavonic 
races,  but  were  soon  conquered  by  the  Avars.  8amo  (d.  653),  a  Frankish  immi- 
grant, founded  the  first  short-lived  Bohemian  kingdom  in  630.  Christianity 
gradually  made  its  way  into  Bohemia  after  the  time  of  Charlemagne,  and 
in  864  8S.  Cyril  and  Methodiue  began  the  conversion  of  Moravia.  These 
'apostles  of  the  Slavs'  were,  however^  expelled  by  Swatcptuk  (870-89i),  the 
founder  of  the  Kingdom  of  Moravia  which  included  Bohemia. 

The  Kingdom  of  ^  Moravia  succumbed  before  the  incursions  of  the 
Magyars,  and  the  Pfemyelides  took  advantage  of  the  confusion  to  seize 
Bohemia  in  912  (which  they  held  from  929  under  German  suzerainty)  and 
Moravia  in  1029.  The  attempt  of  Ottokar  II.  (1253-78)  to  extend  his  power 
over  Austria,  Styria,  Carinthia,  and  Camiola  was  shattered  by  his  defeat 
by  Rudolph  of  Hapsburg  on  the  Marchfeld.  Kings  of  the  German  house 
of  Luxemhwrg  inherited  (1810<1437)  the  possessions  of  the  PremysUdes.  King 
Johny  who  united  Silesia  with  Bohemia  and  Moravia  in  1327,  and  his  son 
Charles  IV.  (134R-78),  under  whom  Prague  attained  its  greatest  prosperity  as 
capital  of  the  German  Empire,  followed  the  example  of  the  Premyslides 
by  populating  the  frontier-mountains  of  Bohemia  with  German  peasants  and 
settling  German  merchants  in  the  towns.  Under  Wenceaam  IV.  (1378-1419  j 
German  emperor  until  1400)  the  Czechish  national  reaction  began,  largely 
jncpuraged  by  John  Huss,  and  under  Sigiemund  (1419-37;  Germ.  emp. 
1411-37)  the  Czechish  langu^e  and  literature  obtained  the  upper  hand  as 
ft  result  of  the  Hussite  war.  After  the  short  rejgns  oi  Albert  V.  of  Hapsburg, 
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Laditkmt  Potthummi  and  OMrge  PodMbrad  (1468-71),  a  Bohemian  follower 
of  Hu8S,  LadiiUxua  II.  (1471-1516)  of  the  Polish  House  of  the  Jagellons  came 
to  the  tnrone  of  Bohemia,  and  on  his  election  to  the  crown  of  Hungary 
(1490)  transferred  the  royal  residence  to  Ofen.  The  victory  of  the  Turks 
at  the  battle  of  Uoh&cs  (1526)  in  which  Ladislaus'  son  Ludtrig  was  killed, 
assured  the  lasting  possession  of  Bohemia  to  the  Hapshurgs  (comp.  p.  13). 
Ferdinand  I.  (Germ.  emp.  1556-64)  curtailed  the  rkhts  of  the  Protestant 
Bohemian  estates  and  towns  at  the  'Bloody  Diet^  of  lo47,  but  more  beneficial 
times  for  the  Bohemians  followed  under  Maximilian  II.  (1564-76)  and 
Rudolf  II.  (1576-1611),  from  whom  his  brother  Matthias  (1611-1619)  wrested 
Moravia  in  1608  with  the  help  of  the  Protestant  aristocracy.  The  rebellion 
of  the  Bohemian  and  Moravian  Protestants  under  Count  Matthias  von  Thurn 
(p.  227),  and  the  election  as  King  of  the  EUetw  Palatine  Frederick  V.  (1619) 
in  place  of  the  Catholic  Ferdinand  II. ,  were  followed  by  the  battle  of 
the  White  Hill  (p.  280),  which  placed  the  emperor  in  possession  of  the 
land  once  more,  and  led  to  the  expulsion  of  nearly  all  the  Protestant  in- 
habitants and  to  the  transference  of  the  royal  residence  to  Vienna.  The 
endeavour  of  the  Hapsburgs,  assisted  by  the  Jesuits,  who  were  practically 
all-powerful  in  Bohemia  and  Moravia,  to  Germanize  the  habits  and  language 
of  their  Czechish  subjects  culminated  in  the  establishment  of  German  public 
elementary  schools  under  Joseph  II.  In  opposition  to  this  policy  a  new 
Czechish  movement  has  gradually  developed  since  the  end  of  the  18th  cent,, 
and  since  1861  has  led,  in  spite  of  violent  parliamentary  opposition,  to  the 
repression  of  the  German  language  and  to  bitter  feuds  between  German- 
Bohemians  and  Czechs. 

Lanquaob.  As  in  Prague  and  the  rest  of  Central  and  8.  Bohemia  the 
traveller  will  hear  little  but  Czechish  spoken,  he  should  note  the  following 
Czech  characters:  c  =  tz;  i=-  tch;  Ji  =  ye  or  ie}  &  =  ny  or  nij  f  =  rs  or 
rsh;  S  ^  sht  t  =  ty  or  ti)  i  =  zh.

Excursion  to  Karlstein,  see  p.  248. 

Prague  (660  ft.),  Czechish  Praha^  capital  of  the  kingdom  and 
crown-land  of  Bohemia,  the  seat  of  the  imperial  government,  and 
residence  of  a  prlnce-archhishop,  lies  most  picturesquely  in  a  broad 
basin  on  both  banks  of  the  Moldau.  Its  foundation  is  ascribed  to 
Libussa,  the  first  Duchess  of  Bohemia  (8th  cent.?).  From  Ottokar  II. 
it  received  a  municipal  charter ,  and  it  attained  to  great  prosperity 
under  Emp.  Charles  IV.  (1346-78),  when  the  university  and  the 
Neustadt  were  founded.  Prague  was  besieged  and  captured  in  the 
Hussite  War  (1424),  the  Thirty  Years'  War  (1631  and  1648),  the 
War  of  the  Austrian  Succession  (1741) ,  and  the  Second  Sllesian 
War  (1744);  and  It  was  occupied  by  the  Prussians  in  1866.  Pop- 
ulation of  the  town  proper  216,000,  of  the  suburbs  Karolinental, 
Zi&kow,  Weinberge,  and  Smichow  178,000,  together  396,000  (Ve 
Czechs,  Ye  Germans),  not  including  a  garrison  of  about  9300  men. 
The  town  possesses  many  mediaeval  and  baroque  buildings  and 
towers,  and  rising  above  them  all  the  venerable  Hradschin.  Its 
historical  associations  are  also  deeply  interesting. 

The  town  is  9  M.  in  circumference,  and  is  divided  into  eight 
districts :  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Moldau  the  Altstadt,  the  centre 
of  the  town  and  the  focus  of  traffic ;  the  Josef stadt  on  the  N.W. ; 
the  Neustadt,  encircling  the  Altstadt;  the  Vyshehrad;  and  lAehen; 
on  the  left  bank  the  Kleinseite^  in  the  valley  and  on  the  slopes  of 
the  Hradschin  and  Lanrentiusberg ;  the  Hradschin,  with  the  imperial 
palace,  on  the  heights  of  the  left  bank;  and  Holeschowitz-Buhna. 

a.  Quarters  on  the  Right  Bank  of  the  Moldau. 

The  Gbabbn  (Na  Pflkope;  PI.  F,  G,  4,  5),  formerly  the  moat,  is 
now  the  finest  and  busiest  street  in  the  town,  containing  the  best 
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shops  and  the  most  popular  caf^s.  At  its  N.E.  end,  between  the 
Hybemergasse,  leading  to  the  Staats-Bahnhof ,  and  the  Zeltnergasse, 
leading  to  the  AltstUdter  Ring,  rises  the  late -Gothic  Pulvertiirm 
(PI.  G,  4),  erected  as  a  gate-tower  in  1475-84  and  restored  in  1883. 
On  the  left  side  of  the  Graben  are  several  handsome  BankSy  the 
Deutsche  Hans  (No.  26 ;  p.  218),  and  the  Ficcolomini  Palace  (now 
Sylva-Taronca),  with  a  fine  baroque  facade  (ca  1738). 

We  now  enter  the  Altstadt.  In  the  Fruit  Market  (Ovocn^ 
trh),  to  the  N.E.  of  the  Graben,  at  the  end  of  the  short  Bergmanns- 
gasse  (Havffska  ulice).  is  the  Oerman  Theatre  (PI.  F,  5).  Behind  it, 
at  No.  11  Eisengasse  f^elezna  ulice),  is  the  Carolinum  (PI.  F,  4,  5), 
the  university  since  1383,  but  now  used  by  the  law-faculty  only, 
with  a  fine  Gothic  oriel  window  on  the  side  next  the  market.  John 
Huss  held  his  'disputations*  in  the  hall  where  degrees  are  conferred. 

The  Eisengasse  ends  in  the  Altstadteb  or  Gbosse  Ring  (Velk€  > 

namestf;  PI.  F,  4),  which  has  arcades  on  the  S.  and  E.  sides.    In  j 

the  centre  rises  the  Mariensdule,  erected  In  1650  to  commemorate 
the  liberation  of  Prague  from  the  Swedes  in  1648.  Behind  the 
houses  on  the  E.  side  of  the  Ring  stands  the  Gothic  — 

Teynkirohe,  the  old  church  of  the  Hussites,  begun  in  1370 
by  German  merchants  (sacristan,  Unter  den  Lauben  18,  to  the  left, 
where  there  is  also  the  entrance  of  the  church).  The  *Fa(ade,  partly 
concealed  by  houses,  with  its  two  pointed  towers  (260  ft.  high),  each 
crowned  by  four  graceful  turrets,  and  the  high-pitched  roof  were 
added  in.  1460  in  the  time  of  George  Podiebrad,  who  was  crowned 
King  of  Bohemia  here  in  1458.  He  caused  the  facade  to  be  adorned 
with  a  large  gilded  chalice  (an  emblem .  of  the  Hussite  doctrine  that 
the  communion  should  be  administered  in  both  kinds),  and  with  a 
statue  of  himself;  but  after  the  battle  of  the  White  Hill  (p.  230)  the 
chalice  was  superseded  by  an  image  of  the  Yirgin.  Fine  round- 
arched  N.  doorway. 

In  the  interior,  on  the  last  pillar  on  the  S.E.,  is  the  tombstone,  in 
red  marble,  of  the  celebrated  Danish  astronomer  Tyc?io  Brahe  (d.  ISOl), 
who  was  invited  to  Pragne  in  1599.  —  On  the  high-altar  is  an  Assumption 
by  Karl  Bkreta.  —  In  the  chapel  to  the  left  of  the  choir  is  a  Gothic  Gmci- 
fixion  groap  from  the  triumphal  arch  (1489?);  in  the  Lady  Chapel,  to 
the  right  of  the  high-altar,  is  a  Gothic  font,  in  pewter,  dating  from  1414. 

The  baroque  Kimhy  Palace  adjoins  the  Teynkirche  on  the  N. 

The  Sathaus  of  the  Altstadt,  on  the  W.  side  of  the  Grosse  Ring 
(adm.  on  week-days  9-4,  Sun.  and  holidays  9-1  j  40  ^.),  was  erected 
in  1838-48  in  a  modern  Gothic  style  on  the  site  of  an  older  building, 
of  which  the  picturesque  projecting  chapel,  the  great  tower  of  1474 
(with  a  curious  clock),  the  S.  side  with  its  fine  portal,  and  the  old 
council-chamber  still  exist.  The  statues  (by  J.  Max)  on  the  balcony 
of  the  second  floor  represent  four  rulers  to  whom  Prague  is  indebted. 
In  the  S.  wing  of  the  Rathaus  are  the  handsome  new  Council  Chamber, 
adorned  with  two  colossal  paintings  by  Broiik  (Huss  before  the 
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Council  of  Constance,  and  Election  of  George  Podiebrad),  the  old 
Council  Chamber,  with  fine  wood-carvings,  and  the  Chapel.  The  N. 
wing  contains  the  municipal  Archives, 

In  front  of  the  Bathaus,  on  2i8t  Jane,  1621,  after-  the  battle  of  the 
White  Hill  (p.  230),  twenty-seven  of  the  leaders  of  the  Protestant  party, 
most  of  them  Bohemian  nobles,  were  executed.  On  the  same  spot,  in 
Feb.,  1633,  the  same  fate  befell  eleven  officers  of  high  rank,  by  WiUlen- 
stein's  command,  on  the  ground  of  alleged  cowardice  at  the  battle  of  Liitaen. 

In  the  Hussgasse  (Husova  tffda),  a  little  to  the  W.  of  the  Rathans, 
is  the  handsome  *PcUace  of  Count  Clam-Oallas  (PI.  E,4, 5),  erected 
in  1707-12  by  Fischer  von  Erlach. 

Farther  on,  in  the  Karlsgasse  (Karlova  ullce),  on  the  right,  is  the 
ClementiniiiiL  (PI.  E,  4,  5),  an  extensive  block  of  buildings  in  the 
baroque  style,  erected  after  1653  by  the  Jesuits,  consisting  of  two 
churches,  two  chapels,  three  gateways,  and  four  towers.  It  now  com- 
prises the  archlepiscopal  seminary,  the  University  Library  (280,000 
vols,  and  8900  MSS.),  natural  history  collections ,  an  observatory, 
etc.  The  first  court  contains  a  *Statue,  by  E.  Max  (1864),  of  a 
student  of  Prague  in  the  costume  of  the  17th  cent.,  erected  in  1864 
to  commemorate  the  participation  of  the  students  in  the  defence  of 
the  town  against  the  Swedes  in  1648. 

In  the  Krenzherren-Gasse  (Kfizovnick^  tflda),  between  the  Cle- 
mentinum  and  the  Moldau,  is  the  baroque  Kreuzherrenstift  (PI.  E,  4), 
erected  in  1662-3.  —  Near  by,  in  the  Kreuzherren-Platz  (KHiov- 
nick^  nam^stf),  in  front  of  the  Karls-Briicke,  is  the  bronze  Statue 
of  Charles  lY.  fPl.  E,  4,  5),  designed  by  E,  Hahnel  and  erected  in 
1848  on  the  500th  anniversary  of  the  foundation  of  the  University, 
with  allegorical  figures  of  the  four  faculties  on  the  pedestal. 

The  Untveriity  of  Prague,  founded  in  1348,  was  soon  attended  by 
students  from  every  part  of  JSurope.  Wenzel,  the  successor  of  Charles, 
having  proposed  to  limit  the  privileges  of  foreign  students,  many  hundreds 
quitted  Prague  and  founded  the  university  of  Leipzig  (1409)  and  others. 
Since,  1882  the  university,  called  'Carolo-Ferdinandea',  has  been  divided 
into  a  Czechish  and  a  German  section,  the  former  attended  by  3400,  the 
latter  by  1100  students. 

The  *Kar]8-Br&cke  (PI.  E,  D,  4,  6\  with  16  arches,  550jds.  in 
length,  erected  between  1357  and  1507,  was  partially  destroyed  by 
the  floods  of  the  Moldau  in  1890,  but  has  been  restored. 

The  AlItstadt  Toweb,  on  the  right  bank,  is  adorned  on  the  B.  side 
with  the  armorial  bearings  of  the  lands  once  united  with  the  crown  of 
Bohemia,  and  the  statues  of  Emp.  Charles  IV.  and  his  son  Wenzel  IV.  On 
the  left  bank  are  a  tower  from  the  period  of  Charles  IV.  and  a  smaller  one, 
a  relic  of  the  old  Judith  Brucke. 

The  buttresses  of  the  bridge  are  adorned  with  twenty-eight  Statues 
and  Gboups  of  saints,  some  of  them  in  the  baroque  style  of  the  early 
18th  cent,  others  modern  (by  Jos.  and  Em.  Max),  and  with  a  bronze  crucifix 
by  Joh.  BUffer  (1606).  The  bronze  statue  of  St  John  Kepomuc,  the  patron- 
saint  of  Bohemia,  in  the  middle  of  the  bridge,  was  executed  after  the  design 
of  MaUMtu  RauchmiShr  in  1683  at  Nuremberg.  A  slab  of  marble  with  a 
cross  on  the  right,  on  the  coping  of  the  wall,  between  the  6th  and  7th 
pillars,  marks  the  spot  where  the  saint  is  said  to  have  been  flung  from 
the  bridge  in  1383  by  order  of  Wenzel  IV.,  for  refusing  to  betray  what  the 
empress  had  confided  to  him  In  the  confessional.    According  to  ^e  legend, 
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the  body  floated  for  a  considerable  time  in  the  M oldau,  with  five  brilliant 
stars  hovering  over  the  head.  Since  1729,  when  the  holy  man  was  canonised^ 
the  bridge  has  been  visited  annually  by  thousands  of  pilgrims,  especially 
on  16th  May.  —  On  the  left  bank,  on  the  Eampa  Insel,  is  a  renovated 
Gk)thic  Boland  column. 

Beyond  the  Altstddter  Muhlen  and  an  ancient  Water  Tower  is  the 
Fbanzens-Qua.1  (PI.  E,  5),  leading  to  the  Kaiser- Franz -Briicke 
(p  .226).  In  the  middle  of  the  Qua!  stands  the  Monument  of  Fran- 
da  II.j  a  Gothic  fountain  designed  by  Jos.  Kranner  (1845),  with  a 
bronze  equestrian  figure  of  the  emperor  and  allegorical  statues  In 

sandstone  by  Jos.  Max. 

To  the  B.  of  the  Francis  Monument,  in  the  Bethlehems-Platz  (Betlemsk^ 
ndm^sti ;  PI.  E,  5),  once  stood  the  house  of  John  Huss  (now  No.  7)  and  the 
chapel  in  which  he  preached.  —  At  No.  1  is  ydprstek^s  Bohemian  Indtutrial 
Mtueum  (open  on  Sun.  &  holidays  in  summer,  9-12,  adm.  20 A.;  at  other 
times  on  application  to  the  keeper,  1  K.). 

Below  the  Karls-Brucke  Is  the  Budolfi-Quai  (Nabi^ezf  kor.  prince 
Rudolfa;  PL  E,  4),  on  the  right  bank,  on  which  stand  the  Academy 
of  Art  (founded  In  1800)  and  the  Rudolphinum.  The  Kettenateg 
('chain  footbridge';  toll  2h.)  crosses  the  river  to  Eleinseite. 

The  Bndolphiniini  (PI.  £,  4)  was  erected  In  1884  from  designs 
by  Zitek  and  Schulz.  The  S.  wing  contains  the  Conservatory  of  Music 
and  two  concert-rooms ;  the  N.  wing  contains  the  Art- Industrial 
Museum,  the  exhibitions  of  the  Art  Union  (15th  April  to  i5th  June 
annually),  and  on  the  first  floor  the  picture-gallery  of  the  Bohemian 
'Kunstfreunde'.  Adm.  to  the  picture-gallery  and  collection  of  en- 
graTings,  free,  daily  11-3  except  Mon.;  entrance  from  the  side  next 
the  Moldau.  —  In  the  first  room  are  sold  catalogues  of  the  pictures 
(1889;  1  K.  60  ft.,  with  30  photographs  4  K.)  and  of  the  engravings 
(1886;  20  A.).

From  Cabinet  a  of  Room  V  a  flight  of  steps  leads  to  the  Cabinet  of 
Enobavings  ,  where  specimens  of  masters  of  all  schools  are  exposed  to 
view.  Adjacent  is  the  Hollabbum,  devoted  to  457  plates  exclusively  by 
Wenzel  Hollar  (1607-77),  a  native  of  Prague. 

Behind  the  Rudolphinnm  is  the  MaeemiL  of  Indiutxial  Art  (PI. 
E,  4),  erected  by  Jo«.  Schulz  in  1900.  In  the  entresol  is  a  library 
and  rooms  for  temporary  exhibitions;  while  the  two  upper  floors  are 
devoted  to  the  industrial-art  collections.  Adm.  free,  daily,  except 
Mon.,  10-3;  to  the  library  Tues.-Sat.  10-12  and  6-8,  Sun.  10-12. 

Gbound  Floob.  At  the  foot  of  the  steps  are  statues  in  sandstone  (Venus 
and  Cupid,  Mercury)  by  Matth,  Braun  (d.  1738). 

Fibst  Floob.  —  Boom  I  (on  the  right):  Works  in  wrought  iron  (lattice 
work,  box  clamps,  artistic  locks,  keys,  etc.)  and  bronze  (Italian  Renaissance 
door-knockers) ;  also,  works  in  tin,  brass,  copper,  and  lead,  a  collection  of 
weapons,  etc.  —  Adjacent,  on  the  right,  Room  II:  Stoves  with  tiles  in  Em- 
pire and  modern-Gothic  styles  (ca.  1810),  cabinets,  chests,  carved  pannelling. 
—  Room  III:  Ecclesiastical  wood -carvings:  small  works  in  ivory,  wood, 
stone,  and  mother-of-pearl.  —  In  the  Passage  (near  the  stairs)  are  WurxeU 
bauer^t  colossal  group  of  Venus  and  Cupid,  in  bronze  (1619),  carried  off 
by  the  Swedes  from  the  Lobkowitz  Palace  m  1648,  and  presented  in  1889 
to  the  Museum  by  a  patron  of  art;  and  a  bronze  horse  by  Adr.  de  Vriei 
(1610).  —  Room  IV:  Majolica,  German  stone  ware.  Delft  fayence,  porcelain ; 
three  fine  stoves  with  tiles.  —  Room  7:  Antique,  Spanish,  and  Persian  glass; 
fragments  of  mediaeval  glass ;  fine  Venetian  and  Bohemian  glass.  —  Room  VI: 
Oriental  carpets,  goldsmith's  work,  enamels,  seals,  lead-reliefs  and  medallions. 

Sbgomd  Floob:  Leather- work,  bouk- bindings,  collection  of  textiles; 
modem  Bohemian  interior  from  the  Paris  Exhibition  of  19(X);  interior  of 
the  Prague  School  of  Industrial  Art.  —  On  this  floor  is  also  the  Lanna 
collection  of  pottery,  glass,  small  sculptures,  metal-work,  etc. 

Immediately  behind  the  Museum  of  Industrial  Art,  on  the  W. 

side  of  the  Josbphstadt,  formerly  the  Jews^  Quarter,  now  almost 

entirely  deprived  of  its  ancient  character  owing  to  the  construction 

of  numerous  new  streets,  is  the  Jewish  Burial  Ground  (PI.  E,  4), 

disused  since  1787.  Adm.  daily,  except  Sat.,  8-6  (40  h.\ 

Thousands  of  grey,  moss-grown  stones,  bearing  Hebrew  inscriptions, 
stand  here  close  together,  the  authentically  oldest  one  being  of  the  year 
1439.  Many  of  them  are  furnished  with  the  symbol  peculiar  to  the  tribe 
to  which  the  deceased  belonged;  thus,  a  pitcher  marks  the  tribe  of  Levi, 
two  hands  the  descendants  of  Aaron,  etc.  A  sarcophagus  on  which  lions 
are  chiselled  marks  the  grave  of  Rabbi  Low  (d.  1609).  The  small  stones 
piled  on  the  graves  and  tomb-stones  have  been  placed  there,  according  to 
the  Jewish  custom,  by  relatives  of  the  deceased  as  a  token  of  regard. 
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In  the  Rabbinergasse  (Rabfnska  ulice),  a  few  paces  to  the  £.  of 
the  Jewish  Cemetery  and  opposite  the  old  Jewish  Rathaus^  stands 
the  Altnenichule  (PI.  E,  4),  the  oldest  synagogue  in  Prague,  having 
been  founded  according  to  tradition  by  the  first  fugitives  from  Jer^ 
usalem  after  its  destruction.  Adm.  daily  10-12  and  2-4,  except  on 
Sat.  and  Jewish  festivals;  at  other  times  on  application  to  the 
custodian  (Kastulusgasse  or  Hastalski  ulice  15;  PI.  F,  4).  The 
unpretentious  edifice  was  rebuilt  in  the  early-Gothic  style  after  the 
burning  of  the  Jewish  quarter  in  1338.  The  large  flag  suspended  from 
the  vaulting  in  the  gloomy  interior  was  presented  by  Ferdinand  III., 
in  recognition  of  the  bravery  of  the  Jews  during  the  siege  of  Prague 
by  the  Swedes  in  1648.  —  We  return  hence  through  the  Niklasgasse 
(Mikulasska  ulice)  to  the  Altst'adter  Ring  (p.  220). 

Around  the  Altstadt,  on  the  £.  and  S.,  lies  the  Nbustadt.  The 
S.W.  end  of  the  Graben  (p.  219)  is  adjoined  on  the  left  by  the 
Wbnzbls-Platz  (Vaclavsk^  n&mesti;  PI.  F,  G,  5,  6),  65  yds.  in 
width,  and  740  yds.  in  length,  ascending  slighljy  towards  the  S.E. 
At  the  upper  end  rises  the  Bohemian  Mafleam  (PI.  G,  6),  erected  in 
1885-90  by  Schulz^  and  handsomely  fitted  up  in  the  interior  (adm. 
in  summer  Sun.  9-1  and  Wed.  10-4,  free;  Tues.,  Thurs.,  Frid., 
Sat.  10-4,  1  K. 

From  the  entrance  we  proceed  straight  to  the  handsome  staircase,  by 
which  we  ascend  to  the  — 

FissT  Floob.  In  the  centre  is  the  Pantheon^  an  imposing  hall  destined 
for  festivals,  occapying  two  stories  and  embellished  with  eight  lifesise 
bronze  statues  of  persons  celebrated  in  Bohemian  history,  by  Schwanthaler 
(1840).  —  Room  I:  Autographs  (of  Huss,  Ziska,  Wallenstein,  Gustavus 
Adolphus,  etc.),  documents,  incunabula.  Room  II:  Coins,  medals,  seals, 
stamps,  etc.  i^oomt /F- T/.*  Prehistoric  collection.  £o<mM  r//-X:  Historical, 
archecological,  and  ethnographical  collections.  In  B.  Vn,  two  ancient 
Bohemian  druggists  shops}  in  R.  VHI,  flails  used  in  the  Hussite  wars, 
fire-arms,  the  sword  of  Gustavus  Adolphus,  musical  instruments,  art- 
industrial  objects  (glass,  majolica,  ivory  -  carvings,  etc.);  in  B.  IX,  a 
Bohemian,  in  B.  X,  a  Moravian-Silesian  peasant's  room.  Room  XI  (adm. 
for  botanists  only):  Herbaria.  Room  XII:  Botanical  collection.  Rooms  XIII- 
XVII:  Uineralogical  collection.  —  The  Second  Floor  contains  the  Geo- 
logical and  Palseontological  collections  (beautiful  and  rare  specimens  in 
BR.  I  and  II)  and  the  Zoological  collection  (B.  IX-XVH). 

In  front  of  the  Museum  is  a  handsome  fountain,  from  which  the 
water  descends  in  cascades.  —  To  the  N.E.,  below  theFranz-Josefs- 
Bahnhof,  is  the  Stadt-Park.  In  the  Park-Strasse  (Sadovi  ulice),  on 
the  £.  side  of  the  park,  is  the  New  Oerman  Theatre  (PL  G,  6),  built 
in  1887  by  FeUner  &  Hellmer. 

To  the  S.  the  Torgasse  (Mezibranska  uUce)  and  the  Sokol- 
Strasse  (Sokolski  trf da)  lead  from  the  Wenzels-Platz  to  the  ^Karlshof 
Church  (PI,  G,  8),  an  octagonal  Gothic  edifice  erected  by  Peter  von 
Gmand  in  1351-77.  The  interior  was  modernized  in  1720  by 
Dientzenhofer.  The  dome  (diameter  241/2  yds.)  with  its  superb  star- 
vaulting  ranks  among  the  most  brilliant  achievements  of  mediaeval 
builders. 
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Not  faT  to  the  W.,  in  tlie  Slupergasse  (Na  slupi)  whicli  branches 
4)if  to  the  right  from  the  Berg-Strasse  (Horska  nllce)  is  a  Lunatic 
Asylum  (PL  F,  8),  with  the  small  Church  of  the  Annunciation,  a 
Gothic  building  of  the  time  of  Charles  IV  (1359). 

The  Yyehehrad  (PI.  E,  F,  9),  occupying,  the  site  of  the  castle 
of  Libussa  (p.  219),  the  traditional  foundress  of  the  Bohemian  royal 
family,  forms  the  S.  extremity  of  Prague.  Fortifications  occupy  the 
top  of  the  hill  (fine  view  from  the  N.  bastion).  The  Romanesque 
St,  Martin's  Chapel  (12th  cent.)  and  the  collegiate  church  of  St.  Peter 
and  St,  Paul  preserved  here  are  relics  of  an  earlier  period.  The 
latter,  originally  Romanesque  (ca.  1080),  is  now  a  late  Gothic 
basilica  (15th  cent.). 

On  the  left  side  of  the  Yyshehrader-Strasse  (Yysehradska  trlda) 
which  runs  to  the  N.  from  the  former  Bathaus  (PI.  E,  8),  is  the  Bene- 
dictine Monastery  of  Emmaus  (PI.  E,  7),  dating  from  the  time  of 
Charles  IV.,  with  the  Marien-Kirehe,  a  Gothic  structure  (1348-72), 
restored  and  repainted  in  1880  by  the  Benedictines.  On  the  walls 
of  the  cloisters  is  a  series  of  frescoes  (parallel  scenes  from  the 
Old  and  New  Testaments  after  the  fashion  of  the  so-called  Biblia 
Paupemm),  which,  though  much  spoiled  by  repeated  retouching,  are 
the  chief  memorial  of  the  old  Prague  school  of  painting. 

The  Vyshehrader-Strasse  runs  into  the  Karls-Platz  (Karlovo 
namestf ;  PI.  F,  6,  7),  the  largest  Platz  in  Prague,  580  yds.  long  and 
165  yds.  broad,  embellished  with  tasteful  grounds  and  with  mon- 
uments to  Benedict  Boezl,  the  botanist  (on  the  S.),  and  the  Czechish 
poet  Viteslaw  Halek  (1835-74).  On  the  W.  side  of  the  Platz  is  the 
Czechish  Polytechnicum,  In  the  N.E.  corner  is  the  former  Bathaus 
of  the  Neustadt  (p.  224,  PI.  F,  6),  so  altered  in  1806  that  of  the 
original  structure  only  a  single  tower  (begun  in  1451)  remains.  It 
is  now  occupied  by  the  criminal  courts  of  justice. 

On  the  E.  of  the  Karls-Platz  lie  the  lectare-rooms  and  institutes  of 
the  Medical  Facultp  of  both  nniversities.  two  HoipiiaU^  etc.  In  the  Ka- 
therinengasse  is  the  former  monastery-cnurch  of  Bt,  Catharine  (PI.  F,  7), 
begun  iu  1355,  with  baroque  ceiling-paintings  by  W.  L.  Beiner.  A  little  to 
the  N.,  in  the  Stephansgasse,  is  the  Gothic  Church  of  St.  Stephen  (PI.  F.  6,7) 
erected  In  1861-77;  in  the  modernized  interior  is  a  late-Gothic  font  (1462). 

From  the  Karls- Platz  the  Jungmann-Strasse  (Jungmannova 
tlFfda)  leads  N.  to  the  Maria-Schvue-Kirche  (PI.  F,  5),  built  about 
1347;  in  front  of  it  is  a  sitting  bronze  statue  of  the  Czechish  phil- 
ologist Jos,  Jungmann  (1733-1847),  by  L.  Schimek  (1878). 

The  wide  Fbrdikand-Stkasse  (Ferdinandova  tHda),  the  con- 
tinuation of  the  Obstgasse  (Ovoona  ulice)  which  comes  from  the 
Graben  (p.  219),  leads  hence  past  the  Police  Office  (on  the  right)  and 
the  Convent  of  the  Vrsuline  Nuns  (on  the  left;  PI.  E,  5)  to  the 
Moldau.  At  the  end  of  the  street  on  the  rigbt  (No.  7)  is  the  hand- 
some building  of  the  Bohemian  Savings  Barikj  by  Ullmann  (1861); 
on  the  left  is  the  splendid  ^Bohemian  National  Theatre,  in  the 
Renaissance  style,  by  Zitek  and  Schulz  (1881). 

Babdbksb's  Austria.   10.  Edition.  J5 
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The  KaUer  Franz-Brucke  (PL  D,  5,  6 ;  toll  2h.),  rebuilt  in  1900, 
here  crosses  the  Schutzeninsel  (p.  218)  to  the  Kleinseite  (see  below). 
—  Franuru-Quai  see  p.  222. 

From  the  Josephs -Platz  (Josef sk^  namestf;  PI.  G,  4),  which 
adjoins  the  Graben  (p.  219)  on  the  N.E.,  the  Elizabeth-Strasse 
(Eli§6ina  t^lda)  leads  to  the  N.  to  the  Franz-Joseph-Brucke  (PI.  G,  3; 
toll  2  ft.),  while  the  Pofitscher-Strasse  (Na  poffci)  runs  E,  to  the 
Nord-  West'Bahnhof  (p.  217)  and  to  a  small  Park  (PI.  H,  4)  con- 
taining a  War  Monument  (by  J.  Max)  for  1848  and  1849. 

The  Municipal  Maseom  (PI.  H,  4),  on  the  8.  side  of  the  park,  contains 
a  lapidarium  in  the  basement;  on  the  first  floor  are  works  in  terracotta, 
glass  and  metal,  furniture,  coats  of  arms  and  ecclesiastical  antiquities; 
on  the  second 'floor,  documents,  early  printed  works,  views  of  Prague, 
weapons,  armour,  and  guild-insignia.  Adm.  Sun.  10-2  and  Wed.  1-5,  free; 
Tues.,  Frid.,  and  Sat.  1-6,  40  h. 

Karolinentaly  the  N.E.  suburb  of  Prague,  is,  like  the  opposite 
quarter  Bubna-Holleschowitz  and  the  quarter  of  Smichow  (PI.  0, 
D,  6-8),  a  busy  manufacturing  centre.  The  large  Church  of  88, 
Cyril  and  Methodius  (PI.  I,  K,  3)  was  built  in  1854-63  in  the  style 
of  the  early-Christian  basilicas  from  designs  by  Earl  Rosner. 


b.  Quarters  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Holdan. 

From  theKarls-Briicke  (p.  221)  theBruckengasse  (Mostecka  ulice), 
in  which,  in  the  court  of  No.  47,  is  an  unadorned  Gothic  tower,  the 
only  remains  of  the  old  bishop's  palace,  leads  to  the  Klbinseitneb 
Ring  (Malostranske  nam^stf ;  PI.  C,  4),  embellished  with  the  bronze 
Radettky  Monument,  erected  in  1858  from  designs  by  Em.  and  Jos. 
Max.  The  marshal  stands  on  a  shield  borne  by  eight  soldiers.  — 
The  former  Jesuit  church  of  *St.  Nicholas  (PI.  C,  4),  in  the  middle 
of  the  Platz,  built  in  1673-1752  by  the  Jesuits,  is  richly  decorated 
in  the  interior.  Opposite,  on  the  N.  side  of  the  Platz,  at  the  corner 
of  the  Landtagsgasse  (Snemovnf  ulice),  are  the  Oovemment  Offices; 
on  the  W.  side  is  the  Office  of  the  Commandant. 

From  the  N.E.  angle  of  the  Kleinseitner  Ring  the  Thomas- 
gasse  (Tomasska  ulice)  leads  past  the  Gothic  8t.  Thomas's  Oiurch 
(14th  cent.),  with  an  elegant  sacristy,  to  the  Waldstein-Platz  (Vald- 
stynsk^  nam^stl),  in  which,  to  the  right,  is  Count  Waldstein's 
Palace  (PI.  D,  4),  erected  In  1623-30  by  Giovanni  Marini  of  Milan 
for  Albrecht  von  Wallenstein,  or  Waldstein,  the  famous  general  of 
the  Thirty  Years'  War,  and  still  belonging  to  the  family.  At  the 
back  is  an  '''Open  Hall  with  stucco  work  by  Bartolomeo  Bianco,  a 
former  bathing  grotto,  and  a  playing  hall,  whei^e  the  horse  (stuffed) 
which  Wallenstein  rode  at  the  battle  of  Liltzen  is  shown.  On  the 
first  floor  are  the  audience-chamber  (renewed  in  1854)  and  several 
rooms  once  Inhabited  by  Wallenstein  (with  tapestry,  furniture, 
'traits,  etc.).  (Castellan  In  the  first  court,  to  the  right}  fee.) 
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In  tlie  Waldsteingasse  (YaldBtyDSka  ulice)  which  leads  to  the 
Brnskagasse  (p.  230),  is  the  former  Palace  of  Prince  Fiiratenberg 
(No.  12,  on  the  left;  PI.  D,  3,  4),  with  a  heautifal  garden. 

In  the  Malteser-Platz,  not  far  from  the  Bracken gasse  (p.  226), 
Is  the  Palace  of  Count  Nostitz  (PI.  D,  5),  containing  about  300 
pictures.  Adm.  on  application,  in  summer  only,  fee ;  catalogue  24  h. 

Among  the  best  works  are  :  *  Rembrandt,  A  savant  (ca.  1635) ;  *Rubena^ 
General  Spinola,  in  fnll  armour;  163.  Ravesteyn.  Man  and  woman;  48. 
0.  Mostaert,  Market;  63.  If.  KnUpftr^  Diana's  bath;  278.  Nic.  NeucJialel, 
Girl;  *160.  J.  van  Rupsdael^  Forest-scene  (an  early  work);  275.  O.  Dou, 
A  savant;  171.  A.  van Dyeh^  St.  Brano  (early  work);  216.  Sir  A.  Morei^)^ 
Portrait;  NeucTuitel^  Woman  and  child;  212.  JD.  Teniers^  Rustic  tavern. 

Two  routes  lead  from  the  Kleiuseitner  Ring  (p.  226)  to  the 
Hradschin:  the  shorter  to  the  right  through  the  Schlossgasschen 
(Zamecka  ulice),  and  by  the  Neue  Schlossstiege  (Zamecke  schody ; 
205  steps)  to  the  court;  the  longer  and  easier  (10  min.)  leads  straight 
through  the  Sporner  or  Nerudagasse  (Nerudova  ulice),  passing  on 
the  left  the  Palace  of  Count  Morzin  (1670),  with  atlantes  on  the 
facade  by  Joh.  Brokoff,  and  on  the  right  the  Palace  of  Count  Thun 
(PI.  C,  4)  with  a  baroque  doorway  by  Matth.  Braun,  and  then  as- 
cends to  the  right. 

The  HradscMn  (Hradcany;  PI.  B,  C,  4,  3)  may  be  called  the 
Oapitol  of  Prague.  The  Hradschiner-Platz  is  a  quadrangle  bounded 
on  the  N.  by  the  Archiepiscopal  Palace  (erected  in  1764),  on  the 
S.  by  the  Palace  of  Prince  Schwarzenberg  (ca.  1550)  and  by  a 
Carmelite  Nunnery ^  and  on  the  W.  by  a  palace  of  Emp.  Francis 
Joseph  (formerly  the  Toscana  Palace).  In  the  middle  rises  a  Column 
of  the  Virgin  (1725). 

The  HofbiiTg(Pl.  0,  4),  or  Imperial  Palace,  which  occupies  the 
E.  side  of  the  Platz,  restored  after  1333  for  Charles  IV.  by  the  French 
architect  Matthias  of  Arras  (d.  1352),  renewed  by  Ladislaus  II., 
and  again  in  the  16-17th  cent  by  Ferdinand  I.,  Rudolph  11.^  and 
Matthias,  was  completed  by  Maria  Theresa.  From  the  forecourt  we 
proceed  straight  on  to  the  main  portal  (by  Scamozzi;  1614)  and 
pass  through  the  archway  (whence  a  flight  of  steps  on  the  right 
ascends  to  the  imperial  apartments)  to  thevflrst  court.  Admission- 
tickets  for  the  Hof  burg  are  obtained  here  in  the  Schlosshauptmann- 
schaft,  to  the  left;  daily  in  summer  11-1  and  4-6,  40  h.  The 
tickets  admit  also  to  the  Belvedere.  Farther  on,  to  the  right  of  the 
chapel,  we  pass  through  another  archway  into  the  second  court, 
to  the  left  in  which  rises  the  cathedral.  To  the  right  is  the  entrance 

to  the  S.  wing  of  the  Palace  (ring). 

The  most  interesting  rooms  in  the  palace  ox&* Ladislaus' i  Hall,  or  the 
ffall  of  Homage,  constructed  in  1484-1502,  with  a  rich  late-Gothic  ceiling; 
the  Gothic  Landrechts-Stube  (1563),  occupied  by  the  Bohemian  Diet  until 
1847,  the  old  Statthalterei,  the  Palace  Chapel,  and  the  Oerman  and  Spcmith 
Halls.  From  the  window  of  the  old  Statthalterei  Count  Thurn  caused  the 
two  imperial  counsellors  Hartinitz  and  Slawata  to  be  thrown  down  on 
23rd  Hay,  1618.  This  act  of  violence  was  the  immediate  occasion  of  the 
Thirty  Years'  War.  A  cross  under  the  window,  bearing  their  names, 
Qommemorates  the  event.

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The  small  equestrian  *8tatue  of  St.  George^  a  fonntaln-flgure 
in  the  second  court,  was  cast  in  bronze  hy  Martin  und  Georg  von 
Klausenhurg  in  1373;  the  horse  was  restored  in  1562.  In  the  N. 
comer  of  this  court  is  a  gallery  connecting  the  cathedral  and  the 
palace.  In  the  passage  under  this  gallery,  on  the  left,  is  the 
entrance  to  the  cathedral. 

The  *Cathedral  (PI.  0,  4;  open  5-12  and  2-5  o'clock;  adm. 

60  ^),  the  Metropolitan  Church  of  8t,  Vitus,  begun  in  1344  under 

Charles  lY.  by  Matthias  of  Arras  (p.  227),  consists  of  little  more 

than  the  spacious  Gothic  choir  completed  by  Peter  Arler  of  Gmiind 

in  1385  and  restored  in  1541  after  a  lire.    The  nave  was  begun 

in  1392,  the  unfinished  principal  tower  in  1400,  but  after  the 

Hussite  war  building  was  discontinued,  and  it  was  not  resumed 

until  1867. 

The  *Ghoib,  on  the  triforium-gallery  of  which  are  31  damaged  por- 
trait-busts of  the  14th  cent.,  has  two  aislet  and  is  surrounded  by  an  am- 
bulatory and  two  series  of  chapels.  In  the  centre,  within  a  fine  Benais- 
sance  railing  by  JSrff  ScJimidthammer,  rises  the  laige  *  Monument  op  thb 
Kings,  executed  in  marble  hjAlex.  Colins  of  Halines  (p.  129)  in  1570-73,  under 
Rudolph  II.,  and  erected  over  the  hereditary  burial-place  of  the  Bohemian 
monarchs.  Beneath  it  repose  Charles  IV.  (d.  1378),  Wensel  IV.  (d.  1419), 
Ladislaus  Posthumus  (d.  1458),  George  Podiebrad  (d.  1471),  Ferdinand  I. 
(d.  1564),  Maximilian  II.  (d.  1677),  Budolph  II.  (d.  1612),  and  several  queens 
and  princesses.  —  The  *Wbhzbl  Chafel,  the  first  on  the  right,  contains 
the  monument  of  the  saint;  behind  it,  his  helmet  and  coat-of-mail,  and 
a  large  candelabrum  with  his  statue,  cast  by  the  celebrated  Peter  Vischer 
of  Nuremberg  in  1632.  The  chapel,  built  in  1847-66,  is  inlaid  with  Bohemian 
precious  stones  and  decorated  with  very  ancient,  half-obliterated  frescoes 
of  the  early  Prague  school.  The  ring  on  the  door  is  said  to  be  one  which 
was  grasped  by  the  saint  when  he  was  slain  at  Alt-Bunzlau  in  935  by 
his  brother  Boleslav.  —  The  Uabtinitz  Chapel,  adjoining  the  Wenzel 
Chapel,  contains  the  monument  of  the  imperial  statthalter  Jaroslav 
von  Martinitz  (p.  227).  In  the  Chapbl  of  SS.  Simon  &  Jdde,  on  the  left 
wall,  hangs  an  old  painting  of  1368  (in  the  middle  is  the  Head  of  Christ 
on  the  napkin,  revered  as  a  ^vera  icon''  \  the  patron-saints  of  Bohemia  are 
on  the  margin).  The  Ladislaus  Oratobidm  is  borne  by  admirably- 
executed  stone  vaulting  (1493).  —  In  the  Choib  Ambdlatobt  to  the  left  is 
the  magnificent  tomb  of  St.  John  ofKepomuc,  executed  in  1736  at  Vienna 
from  J^her^s  designs.  Opposite,  on  the  altar  of  the  Chapel  of  St.  John 
OF  Nepomdc,  are  silver  busts  of  SS.  Adalbert.  Wenzel,  Vitus,  and  Wolfgang. 
—  In  the  Stbbnbebo  Chapel  are  the  Gothic  tombs  of  Ottocar  I.  and  II. 
by  Peter  of  Gmiind.  A  ball  suspended  by  a  chain  from  a  pillar  is 
one  of  those  which  injured  the  church  in  the  Seven  Tears^  War;  the 
damage  it  occasioned  to  the  balustrade  is  still  observable.  The  Tbinitt 
Chapel  eontains  the  monuments  of  the  Dukes  Bretislav  I.  (d.  1056)  and 
Spitihniew  II  (d.  1061),  probably  from  the  workshop  of  Peter  of  OmilncL 
Opposite,  at  the  back  of  the  high-altar,  is  the  tomb  of  St  Vitus,  the 
patron-saint  of  the  church,  with  a  statue  by  /  Metx.  —  In  the  Chapel  or 
St.  John  the  Baptist  is  a  candelabrum  said  to  have  been  in  Solomon''s 
Temple,  but  really  dating  partly  from  the  12th  cent,  (foot)  and  partly  from 
1641  (upper  part).  The  walls  of  St.  Annans  Chapel  are  adorned  with 
paintings  by  StoerU.  —  Adjoining  the  cathedral  is  the  Teeasdbt,  containing 
numerous  curiosities  and  objects  of  value,  shown  on  application  to  the 
sacristan. 

Behind  the  cathedral,  in  the  Georgs-Platz  (U  sv.  Jiff),  is  the 

Romanesque  Church  of  St.  Oeorge,  a  heavy-looking  edifice,  founded 

'n  912  and  rebuilt  after  a  fire  in  1142-50,  with  a  side-door  in  the 
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BenaiBsance  style.  In  the  interior  are  frescoes  of  the  13th  and 
14th  cent.,  and  the  tomb  of  St.  Ladmilla  (d.  927),  restored  in  the 
15th  century.  —  To  the  right  is  the  Theresianische  Adlige-Damen^ 
9iifiy  an  institution  for  spinsters  of  noble  family,  adjoining  the 
Gothic  Church  of  AU  Saints,  The  balcony  commands  an  admirable 
view  (entrance  in  the  circular  portico ;  fee  40  A.). 

At  the  end  of  the  Georgsgasschen  (Jirska  ulice),  a  gate  adjoining 
the  Schwarze  Turm  and  the  Daliborka^Turm  (fee  40  A.)  leads  to 
the  Basteij  another  good  point  of  view.  Adj/icent  is  the  Palace  of 
Prince  Lobkowitz,  The  Alte  Schlossstiege  (Schody  zameck^  stare; 
98  steps)  descends  hence  to  the  Bruskagasse  (p.  230). 

From  the  Hradschiner-Platz  the  Lauretagasse  leads  to  the  S.W., 
to  the  Laubbta-Platz  (Loretansk^  n^m^stl),  in  which  rise  the 
extensive  Franz  ^  Josef  Barracks^  formerly  Count  Czemin^s  Palace 
(PI.  A,  4).  Opposite  is  the  church  of  8t.  LorettOy  in  the  court  of 
which  is  an  imitation  of  the  celebrated  Casa  Santa  of  Loreto.  The 
treasury  (shown  daily  8.30-2.30  on  application  at  the  adjoining 
Capuchin  monastery)  contains  several  monstrances  of  the  17th  cent., 
the  most  curious  of  which  Is  in  the  form  of  rays ,  said  to  be  set 
with  6580  precious  stones. 

From  the  Pohof elec  -  Platz,  on  the  S.W.,  a  flight  of  steps  at 
No.  8  leads  to  the  Strahowbb-Platz  (Strahovsk^  nadvoM).  Here  to 
the  right,  on  the  highest  site  in  the  town,  stands  the  wealthy  Pre- 
monstratensian  Abbey  of  Strahow  (PI.  A,  4,  5;  adm.  9-11.30  on 
week-days),  founded  in  1140,  but  dating  in  its  present  form  mainly 
from  the  17th  and  18th  centuries. 

The  Chubgh  of  St.  Rochus  exhibits  a  singular  mixture  of  the  Gk>thic 
and  Baroque  styles.  —  Pappenheim,  the  Imperial  general  who  fell  at 
Liitzen  in  1632,  is  buried  in  the  Chubch  of  the  Assumption.  —  The 
chief  work  in  the  Pictdsb  Gallbbt  (ladies  not  admitted)  is  a  "'Virgin  and 
Child  crowned  by  angels  (the  so-called  Rosenkranzfest),  by  DUrer  (1506), 
containing  portraits  of  the  painter  himself,  one  of  his  German  friends  in 
Venice,  Emp.  Maximilian,  Pope  Julias  II.,  and  several  Venetians  (freely 
retouched).  —  The  Libbabt  (door  to  the  right  of  the  church;  first  floor; 
ring),  with  126,(XX)  yols.  and  1700  MSS.,  contains  autographs  of  Tycho 
Brahe,  etc.  Superb  •View,  from  the  monastery  garden,  of  Prague  and  the 
distant  landscape  bounded  by  the  Giant  Mts.  on  the  X.E. 

Returning  to  the  Hofburg  we  regain  the  road  from  the  N.  side 

of  the  first  court,  vi4  the  Hirschgraben  and  through  the  Staubbrucken- 

gasse  (U  presn^ho  mostu).   We  then  proceed  to  the  right,  between 

the  Eaisergarten  (see  below)  and  the  new  Cadet  School,  to  the 

^Belvedere  (PI.  C,  3 ;  adm.  as  to  the  Hofburg),  an  imposing  villa 

in  the  Italian  Renaissance  style,  erected  in  1536  by  Emp.  Ferdinand  I. 

The  beautiful  colonnade  on  the  groundfloor  is  decorated  with  a 

rich  frieze  of  foliage  and  charming  mythological  reliefs;  in  place  of 

the  old  decorations  of  the  great  hall,  which,  under  Rudolf  II.,  served 

for  a  collection  of  minerals,  are  mediocre  frescoes  from  the  history 

of  Bohemia,  after  cartoons  by  Chr.  Ruben  (d.  1875).  *View  from  the 

balcony.   In  the  now  inaccessible  Kaiser  -  Oarten^  in  front  of  the 

W.  facade,  is  a  handsome  Renaissance  fountain  (1569). 
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From  the  Belvedere  we  may  descend  through  the  Ckoteks  Pro- 
menades (PI.  D,  3)  and  by  the  Choteks-Str.  to  the  Bruskagasse  (Pod 
Bruskou),  where,  in  the  Raphaels-Kapelle  of  the  Institute  for  the 
Blind  (PI.  D,  3),  are  flne  frescoes  by  Jos.  von  FQhrich.  We  then 
cross  the  chain-bridge  (p.  222),  or  turn  to  the  right  through  the 
Wendische  Gasse  (Lu£ick&  nlice)  to  the  Karls-BrQcke  (p.  221).  — 
To  the  £.,  on  the  steep  bank  of  the  Moldan,  are  the  *Krorvprin% 
Rudolf  or  Belvedere  Promenades^  commanding  picturesque  views 
(restaurant  J  cable-tramway  in  1^/4  min.  to  the  Franz-Joseph-Brficke, 
p.  219).  To  the  N.  of  the  Promenades  is  the  *BanmgaTteii(Stromovka 
or  Kralovska  Obora;  PI.  E,  1),  a  flne  public  park  and  resort  of  the 
fashionable  world,  with  a  ch&teau  (summer  residence  of  the  Statt- 
halter)  and  restaurant  (military  concerts  onTues.,  Thurs.,  and  Sun.). 
Tramway  (p.  218)  from  the  Wenzels-Platz  via  the  Graben  in  18 
minutes. 

The  *Ha8enburg  (PI.  C,  5),  above  the  Aujezd  (Ujezd),  to  the 
N.W.,  is  the  flnest  point  of  view.  A  cable-tramway  (p.  218)  ascends 
in  3  min.  to  the  upper  terminus  (985  ft. ;  330  ft.  above  the  lower 
terminus),  3  min.  walk  above  which  is  the  View  Tower  (PetHn- 
Warte;  ascent  40  A.,  lift  1  iT. ;  restaurant)  i}nt\iQ  Ldmrentiusberg, 
The  upper  gallery  (1245  ft.  above  the  sea-level)  commands  a  superb 
♦Survey  of  Prague  and  the  valley  of  the  Moldau  and  over  the  greater 
part  of  Bohemia  to  the  Giant  Mts.,  the  mountains  on  the  Moravian 
frontier,  the  Bohemian  Forest,  the  Erzgebirge,  and  the  limestone 
hills  of  Saxon  Switzerland.  The  summits  of  the  central  Bohemian 
range  are  especially  conspicuous. 

Above  the  Aujezd  also  is  the  Kinsky  Public  Garden  (PI.  C,  6), 
formerly  the  property  of  Count  Kinsky,  which  affords  another  charm- 
ing view  of  Prague.  The  villa  now  accommodates  the  Czechish- 
Slavonic  Ethnographical  Museum  (Tues.,  Thurs.,  &  Frid.,  9-1,  50  h. ; 
Mon.  &  Sat.,  9-12,  20  A.,  2-5  free;  Sun.  &  hoUdays  9-12  free,  2-5, 
10  A.).  On  the  groundfloor,  to  the  left,  are  the  Slavonic  section  and 
interiors  of  peasants'  rooms,  to  the  right,  models  of  peasant-houses 
and  furniture ;  on  the  first  floor,  costumes,  embroideries,  and  pottery. 

On  the  White  Hill  (  WeUte  Berg),  SVs  M.  to  the  W.  of  the  Strahower  Platz 
(PI.  A,  4 ;  not  worth  an  excursion),  a  pilgrimage-church  commemorates  the 
battle  of  Nov.  8th,  1620,  by  which  the  fate  of  Protestantism  in  Bohemia 
was  decided.  The  Bohemians  ander  their  ^Winter  King',  Frederick  V.  of 
the  Palatinate,  the  king  of  their  own  election  and  son-in-law  of  James  I.  of 
England,  had  thrown  up  intrenchments  on  the  White  Hill,  but  the  attacks 
of  Maximilian  of  Bavaria,  chief  of  the  Roman  Catholic  League,  with  his 
army  of  Bavarians  and  imperial  troops,  were  so  irresistible  that  Frederick 
and  his  party  were  speedily  routed,  and  the  battle  won  in  less  than  an 
hour.  —  On  the  N.W.  slope  of  the  White  Hill  the  Stem-8ohlo88,  a  large 
and  massive  structure,  erected  in  the  form  of  a  star,  rises  in  the  midst 
of  wood.  It  was  originally  a  royal  ch&teau,  and  afterwards  a  powder- 
magazine,  and  was  restored  in  1875.  Adm.  daily  11-1  and  4-6  (Oct.  to 
end  of  May,  4-6),  20  h.  (adm.  cards  at  the  ranger's  house).  It  is  situated 
at  the  end  of  a  park  which  derives  its  name  of  Stem- Tiergarten  from  this 
building,  and  is  a  favourite  resort  of  the  citizens  0/f  M.  from  stat.^  LiboU^ 
p.  238).    A  stone  here,  commemorating  the  capture  of  Prague  by  Frederick 
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the  Great  in  1744,  purports  to  occupy  the  precise  spot  whence  that  monarch 
directed  the  operations  of  the  besiegers.  —  On  6th  Maj)  1757,  Marshal 
Schweriny  Frederick  the  Great's  favourite  general,  fell  at  the  battle  of 
Prague.  Two  monuments  mark  the  spot  where  he  was  mortally  wounded, 
near  the  village  of  3terbohol,  4Vs  ^-  to  the  E.  of  Prague  and  IV2  H.  from 
the  station  oiSostivaf  (p.  265).  Steamer  to  Stjfchovic,  4hrs.  there,  21/2 back, 
Konigsaaly  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Moldau,  an  old  and  rich  Cistercian 
monastery,  erected  by  King  Wenzel  II.  in  1283-1305  and  destroyed  by  the 
Hussites  in^l420,  now  the  castle  of  Prince  Ottingen,  has  a  fine  park.  To 
the  S.  of  Stechovic  are  the  St.  John  Rapids. 

37.  From  Dresden  to  Prague. 

121 M.  Railwat  in 4-6V2 hrs.  (fares  15 UlTlO,  lOUlT 60, 5 UlT 90 ;  express 20  Jf 
90,  14  Ulf  30,  8  Jt).  —  Finest  views  on  the  left.  —  Steamboat  in  summer 
five  times  daily,  to  Pirna  in  2V4  hrs.,  to  Schandau  in  4V2  hrs.,  to  Aussig 
in  10  hrs.  (descent  from  Aussig  to  Dresden  in  5-7  hrs.).  —  The  traveller 
who  desires  to  see  the  picturesque  banks  of  the  Elbe  may  perform  part 
of  this  route  by  steamer.    The  finest  scenery  terminates  at  Aussig. 

Dresden,  see  Baedeker's  Northern  Oermany,  —  The  station  Is  on 
the  S.  side  of  the  town.  Soon  after  starting  the  Qrosse  Qarten  is  seen 
on  the  left.  Beyond  the  stations  of  8edlitz  and  Mugeln  the  line  ap- 
proaches the  Elbe  and  follows  the  serpentine  course  of  the  river 
through  the  pictnresque  ^ Saxon  Switzerland!  (described  in  Baedeker's 
Northern  Oermanyy.  The  chateau  of  Sonnenberg  at  (11  M.)  Pirna 
is  now  a  lunatic  asylum.  Potzscha  is  the  station  for  the  little  town 
of  Wehlen  on  the  opposite  bank.  At  stat.  Rathen  rises  the  *Bastei, 
a  precipitous  rock  on  the  opposite  bank  of  the  Elbe ,  G40  ft.  above 
the  river,  the  finest  point  in  the  Saxon  Switzerland,  commanding  a 
beautiful  view.  At  (22  M.)  EonigBtein  is  the  fortress  of  that  name, 
810  ft.  above  the  river,  commanding  a  noble  prospect.  Opposite  the 
fortress  rises  the  Lilienstein,  167  ft.  higher.  —  24  M.  Schandau,  a 
favourite  summer-resort,  lies  on  the  opposite  bank.  Herrnskretschen 
is  the  first  Bohemian  place  on  the  right  bank.  —  32  M.  Niederyrund 
Is  the  first  Bohemian  village  on  the  left  bank.  The  line  follows  the 
left  bank.  Several  viaducts  and  embankments.  Then  two  short 
tunnels  under  the  projecting  Schdferwand. 

38V2  M.  Bodenbach  (430  ft;  Rail.  Restaurant;  Hot.  Frieser; 

Vmlauft;  Posi),  a  thriving  town  with  12,000  inhab.,  is  the  Saxon  and 

Austrian  custom-house  station.    Opposite  lies  the  pleasant  town  of 

Teischen  (p.  256),  connected  with  the  left  bank  by  a  railway-bridge 

and  a  suspension-bridge.    The  village  of  Ohergrund  (*Bad-H6tel ; 

Starck's  Hotel),  on  the  left  bank,  below  the  bridge,  is  a  favourite 

summer-resort. 

Fbom  Bodenbauu  to  Komotau  ,  66  M.  ,  railway  in  3  hrs.  The  line 
traverses  the  narrow  and  picturesque  valley  of  the  Eutauer  Bach ;  on  the 
right  rises  the  Behneeherg  (p.  232)  with  its  belvedere.  Stations:  Bilna- 
burg^  Etdau^  and  (12V'2  M.)  Tpssa^Konigswald  (3  M.  to  the  li).  of  which  is 
the  village  of  Tyssa^  with  its  huge  and  curiqusly-riven  cliffs  of  sandstone, 
called  the  Tyssaer  WUnde).  On  the  hill  to  the  right  of  (15  U.)  Klein- 
Kahn  lies  Nollendorf.  18 V2  M.  Tellnitz;  21  M.  Kulm^  where  a  battle  took 
place  on  30th  Aug.,  1813.  22Ve  M.  Hohenstein^  with  the  Geiersburg  on 
the  right-,  23 Vs  M.   MariascTiein ;   26  M.  Bosental-Oraupen  (p.  237),  where 
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the  WilhelnuMhe  and  Rosenburg  rise  on  the  right;  27  H.  TepUtz-Waldior 
(p.  234;  station  1  H.  from  the  town;  omn.  80  h.).  90  M.  Kosten  (li/s  M. 
to  the  W.  is  the  little  town  of  Elostergrah,  p.  237).  34  M.  Ossegg  (p.  237 ; 
branch-line  in  10  min.  to  Dux-Liptitz^  p.  S»7).  The  train  now  skirts  the 
S.  base  of  the  Erzgebirge,  and  runs  by  Brueh^  Wieta  (junction  for  the 
line  from  Prague  to  Moldau,  p.  237),  ObeT'Leutensdorf,  Ober-Oeorffental^ 
Eisenberg^  and  Gihrlau  to  (66  M.)  Komotau  (p.  239). 

Ascent  of  the  Schnssbesg  fbom  Bodsnbach  (2Vs  hrs.).  We  follow 
the  Teplitz  road  to  the  W.$  at  the  (1  H.)  fork  we  proceed  to  the  right 
(guide-post)  vift  Biela;  in  10  min.  more  we  divei^e  to  the  left  vi&  Tteehe 
and  ascend  a  steep  road  to  the  beginning  of  the  forest.  Farther  on,  beyond 
a  deer-fence,  we  turn  to  the  left  at  a  fork  and  follow  the  white  marks 
to  the  summit.  Those  who  wish  to  walk  as  little  as  possible  may  drive 
to  Dorf  Schneeberg  by  the  private  road  (sometimes  closed)  diverging  at 
JfSrxdor/f  or  by  the  road  diverging  to  the  left  near  Peiperz^  below  the  chain* 
bridge,  or  take  the  Bodenbach  and  Komotau  railway  to  Eulau  (p.  231). 
The  steep  road  from  Eulau  to  (2V2  H.)  Dor/  Schneeberg  (1866  ft. ;  Hebe- 
streifs  Hotel)  ascends  to  the  right.  From  the  village  of  Schneeberg  we 
reach  the  plateau  of  the  Hohe  Schneeberg  (2372  ft.),  the  highest  of  the 
Bohemian  sandstone-hills,  in  >/4  hr.  The  tower  at  the  top  (adm.  60  A.)) 
112  ft.  high,  commands  a  magnificent  ^Panorama  (Inn). 

43  M.  Topkowit%-Kartitz;^l^l2^'  Nestersitz-Pommerle, 
63  M.  AuBSig(1600ft.;  *Qoldnes  Schiff,  R.  21/2-5  K,;  Englischer 
Hofi  Dampfschiff~H6iel  y  on  the  Elbe;  *RaU.  Restaurant)  ^  a  busy 
town  with  29,000  Inhab.,  lies  at  the  influxL  of  the  Biela  into  the 
Elbe.  Large  factories  and  a  brisk  coal-trade  occupy  the  inhabitants. 
The  vast  brown-coal  seams  of  N.  Bohemia  lie  a  little  to  the  W. 
The  large  river-barges  load  at  a  special  coaling-harbour  on  the  Elbe. 
Aussig  was  the  birthplace  of  the  painter  Raphael  Mengs  (1728-79). 
The  town  is  connected  by  a  railway-bridge  (with  passage  for  pedes- 
trians) with  the  station  of  Schreckenstein  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Elbe 
(p.  256).  The  traveller  detained  here  should  ascend  the  Ferdinands' 
hohe  (74  hr.  to  the  S.)  or  to  the  ruin  of  Schreckenstein  (see  below ; 
3/4  hr.).  A  more  extensive  prospect  is  obtained  from  the  HoheWostrey 
(1920  ft.),  ascended  via  Neudorfel  and  Ober-Sedlitz  in  I3/4  hr.  — 
The  plain  of  Bihanaj  to  the  W.  of  Aussig,  was  the  scene  of  the 
great  Hussite  battle  of  16th  June,  1426,  which  ended  in  the  rout 
of  the  Saxons  under  Frederick  the  Quarrelsome  and  the  destruction 
of  the  then  flourishing  town. 

From  Aussig  to  Teplitz  and  Komotau^  see  B.  38.  —  Steamboat  to  Dresden^ 
see  p.  231. 

A  bold  rock  on  the  right  bank,  280  ft.  in  height,  resembling 
the  Lurlei  on  the  Rhine,  is  crowned  with  the  extensive  ruins  of  the 
*8chfreekensteinj  not  destroyed  until  the  18th  cent.,  the  property  of 
Prince  Lobkowitz,  who  keeps  them  in  good  preservation.  Beautif\il 
view  from  the  top.  This  forms  a  worthy  termination  to  the  more 
picturesque  part  of  the  Elbe  scenery.  59  M.  Salesl  lies  picturesquely 
on  the  river,  opposite  Sebusein  (p.  256).    61 V2  M.  Praskowitz. 

66  M.  Lobositz  {JSchwartes  Ross ;  Dampfschiff -Restaurant^  on 
the  Elbe,  with  view),  a  manufacturing  town  (4000  inhab.)  with  a 
chateau  of  Prince  Schwarzenberg,  was  the  scene  of  the  first  battle 
in  the  Seven  Years'  War,  in  which,  on  1st  Oct.,  1756,  Frederick  the 
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Great  and  tke  Duke  of  Brunswick  defeated  the  Austrians  uuder 
Marshal  Brown.  Branch-lines  to  Teplitz,  via  Boreslau  (ascent  of  the 
MiUetchauer,  see  p.  237),  and  to  (66  M.)  Bekhenherg  (p.  271).  On 
the  opposite  bank  are  the  village  of  OrosS'-Czemosek  (p.  257),  noted 
for  its  wine,  and  the  Hradek  (1180  ft.),  with  its  chapel. 

71  M.  Theresienstadt  (EcUL  Restaurant);  the  fortified  town 
(H6tel  Erzherzog  Earl;  Deutsches  Hans)  lies  IV2  ^-  ^  ^^^  ^m  <^^ 
the  influx  of  the  Eger.  Fine  *View  of  the  picturesque  basaltic  cones 
of  the  Mittel-Oebirge  from  the  station :  to  the  N.E.,  the  Geltsch  and 
Kelchberg;  to  theN.,  the  Kreuzberg,  Radischken,  andRadobil;  to 
the  N.W.,  the  Lobosch,  Milleschauer,  and  Kletschen;  to  the  W., 
the  Kostial,  with  a  ruined  castle;  to  the  S.W.,  the  isolated  Hasenburg. 
Beyond  Theresienstadt  the  Eger  is  crossed.  To  the  left,  on  the  Elbe, 
is  the  little  town  of  Leitmeritz  (p.  256). 

74V2  M.  Hrobetz,  —  771/2  M.  Baudnits  (Krone)^  on  the  Elbe 
(8000  inhab.).  The  chateau  of  Prince  Lobkowitz  contains  a  library, 
an  armoury,  and  interesting  pictures  from  the  time  of  Charles  Y.  to 
the  Thirty  Years'  War.  In  1350  Cola  di  Rienzi,  *the  last  of  the 
tribunes',  was  confined  in  the  castle  for  a  year  by  Emp.  Charles  IV. 
To  the  right  rises  the  conspicuous  Oeorgenberg  or  iipberg  (1325  ft,), 
with  its  white  chapel,  1  hr.  to  the  S.E.  of  Raudnitz. 

84  M.  Wegstadtl;  89  M.  Befkowitz-Melnikj  where  the  line  quits 
the  Elbe,  into  which  the  Moldau  falls  3  M.  higher  up.  94  M.  Jen" 
lowitz.  In  the  distance,  to  the  left,  lies  Melnik  (p.  257). 

981/2  M.  WeltruSy  with  a  chateau  and  park  of  Count  Chotek, 
where  we  rea'^h  the  Moldau.  100  M.  Muhlhausen  (with  a  chateau  of 
Prince  Lobkowitz) ;  we  pass  through  several  tunnels  and  galleries, 
and  cross  the  Zakolaner  Bach,  102  M.  Kralnp  (Bail.  Bestaurant), 
junction  for  Neratowitz  and  Turnau  (p.  270),  and  for  Kladno 
(p.  238),  with  large  factories  and  railway- works. 

The  train  follows  the  sinuosities  of  the  Moldau.  106  M.  Libsiiz; 
112  M.  Roztoky  amidst  fruit-trees.  116  M.  Podbaba^  at  the  mouth 
of  the  picturesque  valley  of  the  Scharka,  At  (118  M.)  BubenCj  the 
last  station  before  Prague,  the  narrow,  rocky  vaUey  widens.  Charm- 
ing scenery.  The  line  intersects  the  lower  part  of  the  Baumgarten 
(p.  230),  and  is  carried  across  the  Moldau  and  several  of  its  arms,  and 
over  the  Hetz-Insel^  Jerusalems-Insely  and  Karolinental  (p.  226) 
by  a  vast  viaduct  of  87  arches,  1450  yds.  long.  On  the  left  rises  the 
Ziskaberg^  the  scene  of  the  great  Hussite  battle  of  1420.

Hohe$  Hcnu;  L&we\  an  industrial  town  (B800  inhab.)  on  the  Bielay  with  a 
chateau  of  Prince  Lobkowitz.  About  ^/tTi.  to  theS.W.  is  the  well-known 
Bilinef  Sauerbnianen  (*Kurhaa8|  with  restaurant ;  railway-statioUf  see  p.  249), 
whence  upwards  of  4,000,OCX)  bottles  of  the  water  are  annually  exported. 
About  6  M.  to  the  S.  of  the  Sauerbrunnen  is  the  Borsehen  (1755  ft.)i  the 
largest  mass  of  clinkstone,  or  phonolite,  in  Germany,  with  rare  flora  and 
fine  view.  —  From  Bilin  to  Dux  and  to  Pilsen,  see  p.  249. 

6^2  M.  Karbitz  (Rail.  Restaurant),   a  thriving   manufacturing 

town,  1  M.  to  the  N.  of  the  line.    The  cones  of  the  Mittel-Oebirge 

appear  on  the  left.  —  8  M.  Mariaschein  (Rail.  Restaurant) ;  the 

village  (Goldener  Brunnen),  with  a  Jesuit  monastery  and  a  famous 

pilgrimage-church,  lies  1  M.  to  the  N.,  and  has  also  a  station  on  the 

Dux-Bodenbach  line  (p.  232).    On  the  right  is  Oraupen  (p.  237), 

with  the  Wilhelmshohe   and  Rosenburg;  then  Eichwald  (p.  237), 

beyond  the  park  of  Probstau,  which  the  train  skirts.  —  12  M.  Teplit% 

(Rail.  Restaurant). 

Teplitz  and  Environs. 

Bailway  Stations.  The  station  of  the  Jsiuiff  Line  (PL  D,  1)  lies  '/a  H. 
to  the  K.  of  the  market-place  (cabs  and  electric  railway,  see  below).  — 
The  WcikUor  Station^  on  the  Dux  and  Bodenbach  line,  is  1  H.  to  the  N.W.  of 
the  market-place.  —  The  8cMo»»gafien  Station  of  the  Lobositz  line  (PI.  A.  4) 
lies  1  H.  to  the  8.W.  of  the  market-place  (electric  railway,  see  p.  2d5), 
but  trains  for  Lobositz  start  from  the  Aussig  line  station  also. 

Hotels.  *Zd]i  Altbn  Rathads  (PI.  a*,  C,  3),  in  the  market-place, 
R.  2-6,  D.  2V2-3V2,  pens.  7-15  K.  \  Post  (PI.  b ;  0,  3),  Langegasse ;  Kbom-

English  Church  Service  during  the  season. 

Tepliiz-Schonau  (720  ft.),  a  favourite  watering-place  with 
24,400  inbab.,  lies  in  a  broad  and  undulating  basin  between  the 
Erzgebirge  and  the  Bohemian  Mittelgebirge,  3  M.  to  the  N.  of  the 
Biela,  It  is  now  united  with  the  village  of  Schonau.  The  thermal 
springs  (97-120®  Fahr.),  said  to  have  been  discovered  as  early  as  762, 
are  almost  entirely  free  from  mineral  Ingredients.  They  are  beneficial 
in  cases  of  gout,  rheumatism,  stiffness  of  joints,  etc.,  and  are  chiefly 
used  for  bathing.  Their  principal  source  is  the  StadtquelU  (115° 
Fahr.)  in  the  Stadtbad  (PI.  5),  which  also  supplies  the  Kaiaerbad 
(PI.  3 ;  D,  3),  the  Steinbad  (PI.  F,  3),  the  Stefansbad  (PI.  6;  F,  3), 
the  Schlangenbad  (PI.  F,  3),  and  the  small  Sofienbad  (PI.  10),  fre- 
quented by  Jews.  The  HerrenhauSj  Fiirstenbad  (PI.  1  and  2),  and 
Neubad  (PI.  F,  3)  at  Schonau  are  supplied  by  separate  springs. 

The  pleasant  Eurgarten  (PI.  D,  3)  is  enclosed  by  the  hand- 
some buildings  of  the  Hcrrenhaus,  the  Kursalon,  the  Kaiaerbad^ 
and  the  Theatre.  A  number  of  the  patients  assemble  here  at  an 
early  hour  to  drink  the  Teplitz  and  other  waters,  while  the  band 
discourses  its  music. 

A  little  higher  up,  adjoining  the  linden-avenue  leading  to 
Schonau,  Is  the  small  Seume  Park,  with  the  marble  bust  (PL  17) 
and  the  tomb  (PI.  18)  of  the  poet  Johann  Oottfried  Seume,  who 
died  at  Teplitz  in  1810.  Farther  on  are  the  Payer  Anlagen,  with 
the  handsome  Technical  High  School  (PI.  E,  3).  —  On  the  N.  side 
of  the  Llnden-Strasse  are  a  number  of  lodging-houses  and  public 
buildings,  including  the  Saxon  and  Prussian  Military  Baths,  the 
Biirger-Spital,  and  the  John'sche  SpitaL  At  the  E.  end  of  the  Lin- 
den-Strasse  is  a  Warriors^  Monument,  erected  in  1864,  adjoining 
which  are  the  Steinbad  and  the  Stefansbad,  mentioned  above,  the 
Austrian  Military  Bath  House  (PI.  18),  built  in  1807,  the  Schlangen- 
bad, and  the  Neubad, 

We  return  by  the  Ellsabeth-Strasse,  which  is  adjoined  to  the 
N.  by  the  Kaiser-Parh  On  a  hill  to  the  right  rises  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  (St,  Elisabeth;  PI.  E,  F,  2);  farther  on,  to  the  left,  is  the 
Synagogue  (PI.  F,  3),  with  a  conspicuous  dome,  and  the  Protestant 
Church,  on  a  terrace  commanding  a  pretty  view.  —  In  the  Schul- 
gasse,  No.  20,  is  the  Museum  (PI.  0,  2;  open  on  Mon.,  Wed.,  Sat. 
10-12  and  2-4,  Sun.  9.30-12.30,  free),  with  prehistoric  antiquities 
and  natural  history  collections. 

The  most  attractive  pleasure-grounds  at  Teplitz  are  those  of 
the  SchloBBgarten  (PI.  B,  G,  4),  at  the  back  of  the  Prince  Clary- 
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Aldringen's  Schloas^  whicli  occupies  the  highest  site  in  the  town . 
The  grounds,  with  theii  fine  old  timber,  and  two  large  ponds  enliy- 
ened  with  swans,  were  laid  ont  at  the  end  of  last  oentary.  They 
are  reached  from  the  Schloss-Platz  (with  its  rococo  fountain-column 
of  1717)  by  the  chief  portal  of  the  Schloss;  or  by  an  entrance 
adjoining  the  Garten-Salon  (p.  234),  where  the  band  plays  from 
11  to  1.  In  the  Schlossgarten,  on  the  E.  side,  is  the  Meierei  (PI.  G,  4), 
or  dairy. 

The  best  view  of  Teplitz  is  afforded  by  the  *Kdxiig8hdhe  (900  ft. ; 
PI.  D,  E,  4),  ascended  by  a  path  with  230  steps  in  5  min.  from  the 
Stefans-Platz.  On  the  top  is  a  Monument  of  King  Frederick  WiU 
Ham  III.^  who  frequently  visited  Teplitz,  erected  in  1841.  A  little 
farther  on  are  the  Poor  House  and  the  Franz- Josef-  Warte^  erected 
in  1897  (*Restaurant),  with  a  tower  commanding  a  splendid  survey 
of  Teplitz  and  its  environs  (adm.  20  /».).  Towards  the  S.W.  Is  the 
SchlacJcenburg  Restaurant^  a  grotesque  castellated  building  of  slag 
and  brick ;  and  in  the  direction  of  the  Meierei  is  the  Schiesshaus, 
—  To  the  S.  (3/4  hr.)  rises  the  Wachholderberg  (1253  ft.),  also  a 
very  line  point  of  view.  We  ascend  by  the  Bilin  road,  past  the 
Schlossgarten,  and  take  the  ^Katharinen-Weg'  to  the  right.  Halfway 
up  is  the  Bergsehlosschen  Restaurant. 

Another  good  vantage-ground  is  the  Stefanshohe  (837  ft ;  PI. 
F,  3),  which  rises  to  the  E.,  abov'e  Schonau,  ascended  from  the 
Prager-Strasse  (PI.  E,  F,  4),  to  the  left,  or  to  the  right  from  the 
route  to  the  Schlossberg  (PI.  F,  3).  —  Farther  distant,  to  the  E., 
rises  the  Schlossberg  (1286  ft.;  comp.  PI.  F,  3 ;  ascent  8/4 hr. ;  one- 
horse  carr.  4,  two -horse  6  JT.).  On  the  top  are  a  ruined  castle 
(partially  restored),  with  a  belvedere  tower  (adm.  20  h. ;  good  view), 
and  a  restaurant. 

The  Mecs^ry-Weg  (PI.  F,  2;  one-horse  carr.  2^.,  two-horse 
3  K.  20  h.)  leads  from  Schonau  to  the  (8/4  M.)  Turner  Park  (re- 
staurant) and  across  the  main  street  of  the  village  of  Turn,  follow- 
ing the  electric  railway  (p.  236)  past  the  rail,  station  of  Probstan 
(p.  234),  to  the  (IY2  M.)  Probstauer  Park  (restaurant). 

Eichwald  (1405  ft. ;  *Kurhaus  Theresienbad,  with  restaurant 
and  hydropathic,  closed  in  winter;  Restaurant  Waldesruhe  and 
Bellevuej  both  with  gardens,  lower  down ;  lodgings  abound),  3^2  M. 
to  the  N.W.  of  Teplitz,  situated  on  a  slope  and  in  a  ravine  of  the 
Erzgebirge,  is  a  favourite  summer  -  resort.  The  dusty  highroad 
from  Teplitz  to  Eichwald  passes  numerous  mines  of  brown-coal 
(electric  railway,  preferable,  seep.  236;  carr.  4,  with  two  horses 
6  K.).  —  A  road  and  paths  lead  from  Eichwald  to  the  (20  min.) 
Schweissjager,  a  forester's  house  (1575  ft.;  restaurant),  which 
commands  a  picturesque  view  of  Teplitz  and  the  plain,  bounded 
by  the  Schlossberg  and  the  Milleschauer.  —  A  level  road  leads 
from  the  Theresienbad  to  the  W.,  through  wood,  to  (l*/4  M.)  the 
TuppeUmrg,  another  forester's  house  (rflnts.),  with  a  deer-park. 
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At  the  foot  of  the  Erzgebirge^  3 V2  M.  to  the  N.E.  of  Teplitz,  liea 
the  old  mining  town  of  Oranpen  (1116  ft.;  rail,  stat.,  p.  ^31),  near 
which  rise  the  Wilhelmahohe  (1156  ft.)  and  tlie^Rosenburg  (1381  ft ; 
ifmts.),  two  fine  points.  To  the  E.,  above  Hohenstein,  rises  (Y2  J^^O 
the  rain  of  Oeiersburg  (1581  ft.).  —  The  Granpen  road  then  ascends 
by  Obergraupen  (the  old  road  to  which  is  shorter,  but  steeper)  to 
the  (4  M.)  Muckenturmchen  (2644  ft. ;  inn),  a  conspicuous  point  on 
the  crest  of  the  Erzgebirge  (carr.  from  Teplitz  10,  with  two  horses

Fbom  Teplitz  to  Lobositz  ,  25  M.  ,  railway  in  2  hrs.  Trains  start 
from  the  Aussig  station  (PL  D,  1)^  views  generally  to  the  left  (between 
Batsch  and  Boreslan  the  Milleschauer  is  visible  on  the  right).  2  M. 
Settenz  (see  below) ;  3>/4  M.  Tephte-SeMostgartm  (PL  A,  4 ;  on  the  right,  the 
Wachholderberg)  \  8  M.  AupendUn  (584  ft.),  junction  of  the  TiirmitK  and 
Bilin  railway  (p.  234) ;  then,  beyond  a  tunnel,  stations  Satsch  and  Schcillan, 
—  From  (12V2  M.)  Boretlau  the  *KilleBchauer,  or  Donnertberg  (2740  ft.)  may 
be  ascended  in  2  hrs. :  road  to  (2V2  M.)  Filkau  (1930  ft. ;  inn),  whence  the 
summit  is  easily  reached  in  1  hr.  (horse  to  the  top  and  back  8  K.^  with 
2  hrs\  stay).  The  path  enters  the  wood  at  the  foot  of  the  mountain  in 
12  min.,  and  7  min.  later  turns  to  the  right  and  follows  the  blue  and 
white  marks.  The  top  (rustic  *Inn)  commands  the  most  extensive  and 
picturesque  view  in  Bohemia.  Descent  to  (2V2  hrs.)  Lobositz  (p.  233),  or 
via  Kostenblatt  to  (3V2  hrs.)  Bilin  (p.  234).  —  I8V2  M.  MiUeschawKottomineh; 
25  H.  Lobositt  (p.  232).  

Beyond  Teplitz  the  line  passes  numerous  mines.  —  13  M.  Settenz 
(see  above);  15  M.  VUeridorf, 

18  M.  Dux  (705  ft.;  *Krone;  StadthoUlf  Rail.  Restaurant)  is  a 
town  with  12,000  inhab.  and  lignite  mines,  sugar-refineries,  glass 
works,  etc.  On  the  S.W.  side  of  the  market-place,  V4  ^*  ^'^m  the 
station,  is  the  Sehloss  of  Count  Waldsteinj  a  kinsman  of  the 
celebrated  Wallenstein,  with  its  baroque  church  and  a  *  museum' 
containing  various  memorials  of  the  great  general  (shown  by  the 
steward;  fee  1  K,).  —  From  Dux  to  8aaz  and  PilseUy  see  p.  249. 

2OV2  M.  Preschm  (760  ft. ;  Rail.  Restaurant).  To  the  left  are 
several  basaltic  peaks,  in  the  distance  is  the  Biliner  Borschen  (p.  234) ; 
at  the  foot  of  the  Erzgebirge,  to  the  right,  lies  the  abbey  of  Osaegg, 
with  the  Riesenburg  behind  it  (see  below). 

271/2  M.  Brux  (784  ft. ;  Ross;  Adler;  Rail.  Restaurant),  a  thriv- 
ing town  of  21,500  inhab.,  with  a  late-Gothic  church  and  a  modern 
Rathaus,  is  commanded  by  the  ruins  of  an  ancient  castle  (ascent 
V2  hr. ;  restaurant).  —  The  mineral  springs  of  PiiUna  rise  6  M.  to  the 
S.,  on  the  road  to  Saaz. 

Fbom  Brux  to  Moldau,  24  M.,  railway  in  IV2  hr.  The  line  intersects  the 
Bodenbach  and  Komotau  railway  at  (4V2  M.)  Wietii' Oberleutensdor/ {IQOO  ft.). 
8  M.  Ossegg  (1120  ft. ;  Kaiser  von  ifesterreieh),  a  small  town  with  a  famous 
Cistercian  abbey,  founded  in  the  12th  cent,  (beautiful  view  from  the 
windows  of  the  refectory).  In  a  ravine,  */<  ^t-  farther  on,  is  the  ruined 
castle  of  Riesenburg  (1840  ft.).  —  11  M.  Klostergrdb  (1290  ft.  ^  Rathaus),  a 
small  and  ancient  mining  town  at  the  base  of  the  Erzgebirge,  near  which 
is  the  KdnigshUgel  (1352  ft.),  a  good  point  of  view.  Thence  the  line 
ascends  via  (I6V2  M.)  Eiehwald  (p.  236)  to  (20  M.)  Niklasberg,  and  vi& 
Neuitadt   to   (24  M.)   Moldau    (259o  ft.  ^  Rail.   Restaurant) ,   the  Austrian

Restaurant),  on  the  Rote  Baeh^  an  old  town  of  9500 
inhab.;  6OV2  M.  SwoleTiowet  (junction  for  the  railway  from  Kralup  to 
8tf«hiehovie  and  Vinaiie),  From  (68  M.)  Duinik  (1280  ft.)  a  branch-line  leads 
to  (I4V2  M.)  Beraun  (p.  248).  —  78  M.  Smichow  (branch-line  to  Hostiwitz, 
see  below).    81  M.  H-ague  (Franz-Josef-Station),  see  p.  217. 

36  M.  Wurzmes  (970  ft) ;  branch  to  (1 1  M.)  Potscherad  (p.  249).

Prague  (640  ft.),  see  p.  217.  The  train  starts  from  the  Staata-

skirts  the  town  (Kleinselte)  in  a  -wide  curre.  21/2  M.  Sandtor 
Stationy  near  the  Belvedere  (p.  229);  6  M.  Weleslawin;  7  M.  lAbotz 
(1060  ft.).  To  the  left  rises  the  Weiaae  Berg;  on  Its  N.W.  slope 
is  the  Stem  (p.  230).  8  M.  Ruain;  IOV2  M.  Hoatiwitzj  I8V2  M. 
Kladno  (1345  ft. ;  Rail.  Kestanrant),  a  busy  mining  town  (18,600 
inhab.).  Branch-line  in  11/4  hr.  to  (171/2  M.)  Kralup  (p.  233), 
traversing  the  rich  Kladno  coal-district.  —  To  the  right  of  (34  M.)

0980  ft.),  the  highest  mountain  in  Saxony,  may  be  ascended  in  */*  hr.; 
on  the  top  are  an  inn  and  a  belvedere  commanding  an  extensive  view. 
About  2VsM.  to  the  W.  of  Ober-Wiesental  is  aotteagab  (3373  ft.;  GrUnee 
Hau$;  Stadt  Wien),  the  highest  town  in  Bohemia,  once  a  busy  mining  place, 
whence  the  Keilberg  or  Sonnenwirbel  (4088  ft.),  the  highest  point  of  the 
Erzgebirge,  may  be  ascended  by  road  in  1  hr.  (inn  and  view-tower  at  the 
op).    From  Gottesgab  by  Joachimsthal  to  (9  M.)  Sehlaekentoerth,  see  below. 

87  M.  Kaaden-Brunneradorf  (Rail.  Restaurant),  2  M.  to  the  S. 
of  which,  on  the  Eger^  lies  Kaaden  (975  ft. ;  Austria;  Oruner  Baum), 
an  old  town  (7500  inhab.)  with  an  interesting  gateway  and  a  town 
hall  of  the  15th  century.  Outside  the  town  is  a  Franciscan  mon- 
astery with  a  late-Gothic  church.  Near  the  town  rises  the  Heiligen- 
berg  and  1^2  ^f*  f^^m  the  station  (blue  way-marks)  is  the  ruined 
castle  of  Haasenstein  (restaurant). 

9OY2  ^*  Klosterle  (Rathaus),  a  small  town  belonging  to  Count 
Thun,  .with  a  large  porcelain-manufactory.  The  train  crosses  the 
Eger  and  follows  its  pretty  valley  (views  to  the  right).  Several  un- 
important stations.  From  (102  M.)  Wic1cwit%  a  branch-line  diverges 
to  (6V2  M.)  OiesshubeU-Sauerbrunn  (p.  247).  The  line  then  quits  the 
Eger  and  follows  the  Wistritz  to  the  right,  through  a  hiUy  district. 

—  107  M.  Schlackenwerth  (1280  ft. ;  Renthaus),  a  small  town  with 
a  chateau  and  park  of  the  Grand-Duke  of  Tuscany. 

Branch-line  in  40  min.  to  (51/3  M.)  Joachimsthal  (2365  ft.;  Stadt  Dresden; 
Kaiser  von  Oesterreich)^  a  town  of  7400  inhab.,  with  a  modem  church  and 
a  town-hall  with  a  library.  The  word  Whaler''  is  derived  from  the  coins 
(^Joachimsthaler'')  struck  in  the  silver  found  here  by  Count  Schlik  in  the 
i6th  cent.  The  mines  contain  Uranium  ore,  from  which  Badium  is  pro- 
duced. The  Keilberg  (4063  ft.)  may  be  ascended  from  Joachimsthal  in  1  hr. 
(see  above;  road  to  the  top). 

112  M.  Dallwitz  (p.  247).   Branch-line  to  (8  M.)  Merkelsgriin, 

—  116  M.  Carlsbad  (Rail,  Restaurant);  the  town  (p.  242)  lies  on 
the  opposite  bank  of  the  Eger,  1  M.  from  the  railway.  To  Marten- 
bad  and  Johann-Oeorgenstadt  see  p.  247. 

Beyond  Carlsbad  the  railway  quits  the  Eger,  which  from  this 
point  to  Elbogen  flows  through  a  deep  and  tortuous  rocky  ravine.  W^ 
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turn  towards  the  N.  to  (124  M.)  Chodau  (1423  ft.).  Branch-line  to 
(4V2  M.)  Neu'Rohlau  (p.  247). 

125 V2  M.  Neusattl  (1480  ft.). 

To  Elbogkn,  4  M.,  branch-line  in  25  minutes.  Stat.  Helenen-Schaeht,  with 
BiemensU  large  glass-works.  Then  the  Vincenzi-Schachi^  the  Katharinen- 
Schachty  and  the  village  of  Orilnlass^  with  brick-works.  —  4  M.  Elbogen 
(1265  ft. ;  *  Weisie*  Rot* ;  Hirsch)  derives  its  name  Celbow^  from  the  sudden 
bend  of  the  Eger  round  the  rocky  eminence  on  which  the  town  is  charm- 
ingly situated.  The  old  castle  of  the  Margraves  of  Yohbnrg,  subsequently 
of  the  Hohenstaufen,  traditionally  founded  in  870,  is  now  a  prison  (fine 
view;  visitors  admitted).  The  Bathaus  contains  a  fragment  and  a 
model  of  a  meteoric  stone  found  here,  called  the  'Verwunschene  Burggrar 
(^enchanted  count*),  to  which  various  traditions  attach.  Large  porcelain 
factories.  —  From  the  station  a  pleasant  walk  may  be  taken  up  the  beauti- 
ful wooded  Oeiersbaeh-Tal  to  the  SchiitKenhaus  (cross  the  Eger  by  the 
^Ziegel •  Brucke",  ascend  the  hill  to  the  Eger  highroad,  and  beyond  it 
ascend  the  valley).  We  return  by  the  road  to  the  Sutpmsion  Bridge^  80  ft. 
above  the  Eger,  and  follow  the  new  road  to  the  town ;  or  at  the  bridge 
descend  to  the  Eger  and  follow  the  river  through  the  Kolowtat  Tunnel  and 
reach  the  town  by  the  Bohrsteg.  —  In  the  cemetery  is  a  curious  group  of 
rocks,  called  the  ''SpUgige  8tein\  A  picturesque  and  shady  road  leads  hence 
along  the  Eger  to  (3  M.)  ffans  Heiling'g  Rock  (p.  247),  and  thence  by  Aieh 
to  Carlsbad  (p.  242). 

The  line  returns  to  the  Eger.  —  130  M.  Falkenau  (G6tzl),  with 
a  chateau  of  Count  Nostitz. 

To  Elinobntal,  19  M. ,  branch -line  in  I72  hr.  The  train  ascends 
the  valley  of  the  Zwodau  to  Eartenberg^  with  a  chateau  of  Count  Auersperg, 
(8  M.)  Bleiitadt,  an  old  mining  town  with  1400  inhab.,  and  (11  M.)  Annatal- 
Rot?MU,  3  M.  to  the  E.  of  which  is  the  small  town  of  HeinrichsgrUn,  ISVa  tf- 
Gratlitz  (1720  ft. ;  Kaiser  von  Oesterreich)^  an  industrial  town  with  11,600 
inhabitants.  Then  across  the  Saxon  frontier  to  (19  M.)  Klingentaly  whence 
a  branch-railway  runs  to  Zvota,  on  the  Chemnitz  and  Adorf  railway  (see 
Baedeker^i  Nwrthem  Oermanp). 

133  M.  Zieditz;  136  M.  Daasniiz;  139  M.  Kbnigsherg  (1374  ft.). 
The  old  provostry  of  Mariakulmy  3V2  M.  to  the  N.,  with  a  pUgrimage- 
church,  is  said  to  have  been  once  a  haunt  of  robbers,  the  bones  of 
whose  victims  (?)  are  shown  in  a  vault. 

I46V2  M.  Tirschnitz  (1406  ft. ;  Rail.  Restaurant),  junction  for 
Franzensbad  (p.  241).   The  train  crosses  the  Eger.

B,  0,  2),  at  the  upper 

end  of  which  is  a  bronze  Monument  to  Emp,  Joseph  i/.,  by  Wilfert 

(1887),  and  a  fountain,  with  a  statue  of  Roland  (1584).  —  In  the 

StadthauSy  at  the  lower  end  of  the  Marktplatz,  on  25th  Feb.,  1634, 

Wallenstein  was  assassinated  by  the  Irishman  Devereux  (tickets  at 

the  police  gnard-room,  60  h. ;  catalogue  20  ^.).

The  Imperial  Bu&a,  or  Oastlb  (PL  A ,  B,  1 ;    adm.  40  A.), 

situated  in  the  angle  formed  hy  a  bastion  of  the  old  fortifications, 

on  a  rock  above  the  river,  to  the  N.W.  of  the  town,  was  erected  by 

Frederick  Barbarossa  after  his  marriage  in  1149  to  Adelheid  of 

Yohborg.   Uninhabited  since  1634,  it  has  been  a  ruin  since  1742. 

The  lofty  square  tower,  built  of  blocks  of  lava,  belonged  to  an 

earlier  castle  of  the  margraves  of  Yohburg.    The  elegant  double 

^ChaTpd  (finished  about  1214) ,  the  lower  story  Romanesque ,  the 

upper  pointed,  is  interesting. 

Of  the  adjoining  banket-room,  in  which  Wallenstein'^s  officers  lUo, 
Tercsky,  Kinak^,  and  Neumann  were  murdered  a  few  hours  before 
Devereux  assassinated  his  general,  the  arches  of  the  windows  now  alone 
remain.  The  court-yard  is  now  ^  garden.  The  terrace ,  80  ft.  above  the 
Eger,  commands  a  pleasing  view:  to  the  E.,  in  the  direction  of  the  stream, 
rise  the  three  towers  of  Mariakulm  (p.  240). 

The  handsome  church  of  the  deanery  of  St.  Nicholas  (PL  B,  G,  1), 

founded  in  1111,  In  the  pointed  style,  with  nave  and  aisles  of  equal 

height,  borne  by  eight  pillars,  contains  a  fine  new  pulpit.

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Franzentbad  (1447  ft.),  a  favourite  watering-place  (1800  in- 
hab. ;  9000  visitors  annnally),  situated  on  a  high-lying  plain  be- 
tween the  outskirts  of  the  Bohemian  Forest,  the  Fichtelgebirge,  and 
Erzgebirge,  possesses  ten  mineral  springs  (chalybeate  and  saline, 
impregnated  with  carbonic  acid  gas),  used  for  bathing  and  drinking, 
and  also  mud  and  gas  baths.  From  the  Railway  Station  (PI.  0,  D,  1) 
the  Bahnhof-Strasse  leads  in  3  min.  to  the  well-shaded  Kurpark 
(PI.  B,  0,  2),  with  the  Caf6-8alon  and  a  Statue  of  Emp,  Francis  J, , 
the  founder  of  the  baths,  in  bronze,  by  Schwanthaler.  In  the  Kaiser- 
Str.,  to  the  S.  of  the  Kurpark,  is  the  Kurhaus  (PI.  B,  4),  from  which 
a  long  colonnade  leads  to  the  Fransensquelle  (PL  1),  the  chief 
drinking- well ,  under  a  rotunda.  To  the  S.E.,  beyond  the  Salz- 
quell-Park,  are  the  SalzqueUe  (PL  6)  and  the  Wietenquelle  (PL  6), 
under  the  same  colonnade,  and  near  them  are  the  Franz  Joseph^Sad, 
on  the  right,  and  the  handsome  Kaiserbad  (PL  D,  5),  on  the  left.

CarWxid  or  Karlsbad  (1165  ft.),  a  celebrated  watering-place, 
with  16,000  inhab.  and  upwards  of  50,000  visitors  annually,  the 
waters  of  which  are  especially  efficacious  in  liver -complaints,  is 
sltaated  in  the  narrow  valley  of  the  Tepl,  the  pine -clad  slopes  of 
which  are  traversed  by  paths  in  all  directions.  The  springs  are  said 
to  have  been  discovered  in  1347  by  Emp.  Charles  IV.  while  hunting 
(whence  the  monument  in  the  Stadtgarten) ;  but  Karlsbad  was 
known  as  a  health-resort  a  century  earlier. 

The  chief  ingredients  of  the  mineral  water  are  sulphate  of  soda,  car- 
bonate of  soda,  and  common  salt.  The  springs  rise  near  the  Tepl  from 
beneath  a  very  hard  kind  of  rock,  known  as  Sprudelschale,  or  Sprudel- 
decke,  a  crust  from  which,  wherever  it  is  broken  through,  the  hot  water 
gushes  up.  The  greater  part  of  the  town  is  built  upon  this  crust,  under 
which  it  is  believed  that  there  exists  a  large  common  reservoir  of  the 
mineral  water,  known  as  the  ^Sprudelkesser.  The  steam  of  this  sub- 
iterranean  cauldron  escapes  through  artificial  apertures  in  the  rock,  which, 
on  account  of  the  incrustations  deposited  by  the  water,  require  to  be 
I  cleared  and  enlarged  every  three  months.  If  the  usual  egress  of  the 
water  and  gas  is  obstructed  at  any  one  spot,  they  rise  with  increased 
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force  at   the  other  outlets,  and  have  even  been  known  to  force  a  new 

Sassage  for  themselves.  At  the  time  of  the  earthquake  of  Lisbon  the 
pradel  ceased  to  flow  for  three  days.  There  are  in  all  seventeen  hot  and 
two  cold  springs,  which  vary  in  temperature  from  50**  to  167*  Fahr.  and 
are  used  both  for  bathing  and  drinking.  About  2,000,000  bottles  of  the 
water  and  110,000  lbs.  of  the  salt  are  exported  annually. 

The  oldest  and  most  copious  (660  gallons  per  min.)  of  these 
springs  is  tlie  Sprudel  (PI.  19 ;  164®  Fahr.),  on  the  right  bank  of  the 
Tepl,  connected  with  which  is  the  Hygieia  -  Quelle,  On  the  left 
hank  are  the  Miihlbrunnen  (PI.  14;  121**),  the  Neubrunnen  (PI,  15; 
138®),  the  Theresknbrunnen  (PI.  20 ;  134°),  the  Marktbrunnenln.  13 ; 
104®),  the  Kaiaer-Karl-Quelle  (PI.  11 ;  112®),  and  the  Schlossbrunnen 
(PI.  17;  108®);  more  or  less  connected  with  these  are  the  Rusaische 
KronquelU  (PI.  16;  109®),  the  Bemhards-Brunnen  (PI.  7;  137®),  the 
Eliaabeth'Quelle  (PI.  8;  117°),  the  FelsenquelU  (PI.  9;  144®),  the 
Spitalhrunnen  (PI.  18;  100®),  the  Kurhausquelle  (PI.  12),  the  Kmaer- 
brunnen^PL  10;  118®),  the  Hochberger-QuelU  (102®),  and  the  Pwk" 
quelle  (124®).  The  two  cold  springs  are  the  Stefanie-Quelle  (al- 
kaline-saline, with  carbonic  acid),  below  the  Schweizerhof  (PI.  E,  6), 
and  the  EiaenqueUe,  on  the  slope  of  the  Dreikreuzberg.  There  are 
four  Both  HouseSj  with  mineral,  mud,  vapour,  and  other  baths  (the 
Kaiserbad,  the  Sprudel  Baths,  the  Eurhaus,  and  the  Neubad). 

At  an  early  hour,  in  the  height  of  the  season  (June  and  July) 
even  before  5  a.m. ,  the  water-drinkers  repair  to  the  various  springs. 
At  the  Miihlbrunnen  and  Sprudel,  where  the  band  plays  from  6  to  8, 
the  crowd  is  often  so  great  that  the  patients  have  to  wait  more  than 
a  quarter  of  an  hour  before  they  are  served  with  a  glass  of  water. 

The  town  is  creeping  up  towards  the  Buschtiehrad  Railway  Station 
(PI.  A,  1),  to  the  N.,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Eger,  but  the  busiest 
part  of  it  is  the  quarter  bounded  by  the  Stadt-Park  on  the  N.  and 
the  Pupp^sche  Etablissement  on  the  S.  Adjoining  the  pleasant  Stadt- 
Fark  (PI.  C,  3),  on  the  left  hank  of  the  Tepl,  is  the  Stadtpark  Re- 
staurant (p.  243),  with  a  colonnade  contiguous,  where  the  water  of 
the  Parkquelle  (see  above)  is  drunk.  On  the  opposite  bank  is  the 
Neubad,  with  mud-baths.  —  To  the  S.W.  runs  the  handsome  Park- 
StrMse^  in  which,  on  the  left,  rises  the  Synagogue,  erected  in  1876-77 
horn  designs  hy  Wolff  of  Stuttgart.  On  the  right,  farther  up,  is  the 
Military  Kurhaus  (PI.  B,  4),  the  Evangelical  Hospice,  and  the  Russian 
Church  of  SS,  Peter  ^  Paul ,  erected  in  1893-97  from  Wieder- 
mann's  designs,  with  a  gilt  central  dome  and  frescoes  on  the  out- 
side.  Farther  on  is  the  Cafi-Restaurant  Klein-VersailUs  (PI.  B,  4). 

On  the  S.E.  side  of  the  Stadt-Park  is  the  Austrian  Military 
Bath  House  (PL  G,  3),  within  which  rise  the  Kaiserbrunnen  and  the 
Hochberger-Quelle  (see  above).  Next  comes  the  Karhans  ('soirees 
dansantes'  on  Sat.)  and  the  ^M&hlbnmnen  Colonnade  (PI.  0,  D,  4), 
of  the  Corinthian  order,  erected  by  Zitek  in  1871-78,  with  the 
EUsabeth-Quelle,  the  Theresienbrunnen,  the  Bemhardsbrunnen,  the 
Neubrunnen,  and  the  Miiliibrunnen.   Above  the  colonnade  are  the

grounds  of  the  Schlossberg  (see  below)  and  the  English  Church 
(PI.  0,  4),  built  in  1877. 

From  the  Colonnade  the  Muhlbrunn-Strasse  leads  to  the  Mabkbt 
PiiAOB  (PI.  D,  4),  where  the  Kaiser  Karls-Quelle  (PI.  11)  and  the 
Markibrunnen  (PI,  13)  rise  under  the  wooden  Marhtbrunn  Colon" 
node,  with  the  Stadtiurm  towering  aboye  it.  On  the  left  is  the 
Post  ^  Telegraph  Office.  To  the  N.W.  a  broad  flight  of  steps  ascends 
to  the  Schlossberg.  Here,  on  the  right,  rises  the  ScMossbrunnen 
(PI.  17),  opposite  which,  on  the  left,  is  the  Russische  KronqueUe 
(PI.  16). 

From  the  market-place  the  Sprndel-Brucke  crosses  the  Tepl  to 
the  *Sprad6l  Colonnade  (PI.  D,  4),  an  imposing  iron  structure 
by  Hellmer  and  Fellner  (1879).  Within  this  colonnade  rise  the 
Hygieia-Quelle^  adorned  with  a  statue  of  Hygieia  by  Fernkorn,  and 
the  Sfbvdel  (p.  244),  which  gushes  up  in  40-60  jets  per  minute, 
172  ft>  thick,  and  yarying  from  6  to  13  ft.  in  height.  —  In  the 
Kirch-Platz,  beyond  the  colonnade,  stands  the  Rom.  Oath.  Magda- 
lenen'Kirche  (PI.  4),  with  a  terraced  platform,  erected  in  1732-36. 
Above  it  is  the  Stadtgarten  (PI.  D,  E,4),  with  a  statue  of  Emp.  Char- 
les lY.  by  Jos.  Max,  erected  in  1868  on  the  '500th  anniversary'  of 
the  discovery  of  the  springs,  and  the  Panorama  Grounds  (caf^), 
which  afford  a  charming  survey  of  the  town. 

On  the  S.  side  of  the  market-place,  skirting  the  Tepl,  is  the 
Alte  Wiese  (PI.  C,  D,  5),  the  most  frequented  promenade  at  Karls- 
bad, with  the  best  shops.  The  Alte  Wiese  ends  at  the  Ooethe^ 
Platz  and  the  extensive  Pupp'sche  Anlagen. 

Opposite  the  Alte  Wiese  the  None  Wiese  (PI.  0,  D,  6),  on  the 
right  bank  of  the  Tepl,  leads  past  the  Stadt- Theater  (built  by 
Fellner  and  Hellmer  in  1886)  to  the  Pupp'sche  Briicke.  Farther  on, 
in  the  Marienbader-Str.,  is  the  *Kai8erbadj  a  handsome  building  in 
the  French  Renaissance  style,  designed  by  Fellner  &  Hellmer  and 
sumptuously  fitted  up,  with  baths  of  every  description,  a  large  saloon 
for  gymnastic  exercises,  etc.  The  Marienbader  Strasse  goes  on,  past 
the  Protestant  Church  (PI.  2),  to  the  Karls-Brucke  (see  below). 

Of  the  many  beautiful  Walks  the  most  popular,  because  level, 
is  through  the  Pupp'sche  AlUe  and  the  Goethe- Weg  (PI.  C,  5,  6; 
embellished  with  a  marble  bust  of  Goethe  by  Donndorf),  and  by 
the  Kiesweg  to  the  (8  mln.)  *Cafe  Sanssouei  (PI.  D,  6).  On  the  rocks 
by  the  wayside  may  be  read  inscriptions  in  many  different  lan- 
guages, gratefully  extolling  the  efficacy  of  the  springs.  A  little 
farther  on,  leaving  the  Karls-Brucke  on  the  left,  and  passing  the 
*  Vieruhr- Promenade'  (in  shade  after  4  p.m.)  on  the  right,  we  follow 
the  Marienbader  Strasse,  past  the  Komer  Monument,  on  the  right, 
to  the  (10  min.)  *Cafi  Posthof,  with  its  pleasant  garden.  On  the 
opposite  bank  of  the  Tepl  are  the  *Caf6  Schonbrunn^  the  Dorotheen- 
Sduerlingj  and  the  *Cafe  Schweizerhof.  From  the  Posthof  we  ascend 
past  the  Antonsruhe  and  the  Stahlbuche  to  (10  min.)  the  Freund- 
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8ckafts-8aal  (PI.  D,  7),  another  caf^.  About  10  min.  farther  on  is 
the  romantic  *Kai8er'Park  (PI.  B,  0, 7;  caftf),  whence  we  may  extend 
our  walk,  crossing  the  Tepl  halfway,  to  (1  M.)  Pirkenhammer,  or 
Hammer (iSAO  ft.;  H6t.  Eempf,  with  garden-restaurant;  Restau- 
rant SchHtzenmuhle ;  omnibus,  see  p.  243;  railway,  p.  247),  with 
its  large  porcelain-factory.  To  the  left  of  the  factory  a  shady  path 
ascends  to  the  (35  min.)  Mecsery-Hohe  (2038  ft.),  a  good  point  of 
view.  —  In  returning  from  Pirkenhammer  we  may  follow  the  shady 
*Dumbaweg'  on  the  hillside,  and  after  1/2  ^r-  (guide-post)  either 
keep  straight  on  yI^  the  Posthof  to  (^4  hr.)  the  Oaf^  Sanssouci  (see 
p.  245),  or  (preferable)  continue  to  the  right  along  the  hillside  to  the 
(1/2  lir.)  Caf^  Schonbrunn  (p.  245). 

From  the  N.  end  of  the  Alte  Wiese  a  path  ascends,  at  first  by 
steps  and  then  in  zig-zags,  to  the  (20  min.)  cross  on  the  *Hir8chen- 
sprung  (PI.  C,  4;  1620  ft.),  with  an  admirable  view  (caf^).  The 
neighbouring  Theresienhohey  the  Peterskohe^  with  a  memorial  tablet 
and  a  bust  of  Peter  the  Great,  and  Mayer's  Gloriette  are  also  good 
points  of  view.  We  return  to  the  Schlossberg  by  the  Jubilaumsweg, 
passing  the  ^Himmel  auf  Erden\ 

From  the  Goethe-Platz  by  the  MariengSsschen  to  the  Marten- 
Kapelle  (PI.  0,  5),  and  thence  to  the  right  to  the  Friedrich-Wil- 
helms-PlatZj  and  to  the  left,  past  the  Ecce-HomO'KapeUe^  to  the 
(V2hr.)  Franz-Joiefi-Hbhe{P\.0,  D,  6;  1663  ft.),  with  a  belve- 
dere-tower (fine  view  of  Carlsbad  and  the  Erzgebirge).  —  Over  the 
Schlossberg,  or  through  the  Park-Sirasse,  and  past  the  Jdgerhaus 
Kaiser  KarVs  IV.  (1530  ft.;  caftf)  and  Findlater^s  Obelisk  to  the 
(3/4  hr.)  Katharinen-Platz  (PI.  A,  B,  6;  1673  ft.;  view  obstructed 
by  trees)  and  thence  to  (7-2  hr.)  the  Bild  (1784  ft.)  and  n/2  hr.J 
the  *Aberg  (1980  ft. ;  restaurant),  the  tower  on  which  (110  steps) 
commands  an  extensive  panorama  of  the  Erzgebirge.  We  return  vi^ 
(20  min.)  St  LconAard  (1625  ft.  j  restaurant),  where  we  diverge 
to  the  right  past  the  St.  Leonhard-Kapelle  to  the  (V4  hr.)  Echo 
(1705  ft.).  Following  thence  the  Russelweg  to  the  right,  and  leav- 
ing (5  min.)  a  path  to  the  Eatharinen-Platz  (see  above)  on  the 
right)  we  proceed  to  the  (10  min.)  Bussel-Sitz  (PI.  A,  6;  no  view) 
and  descend  to  the  (8  min.)  Aich  road,  by  which  we  return  in 
i/4  hr.  to  the  Cafe  JSgerhaus  (see  above). 

From  the  Magdalenen-Kirche  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Tepl,  by 
the  Schulgasse  and  past  the  garden  of  the  Caf^  Panorama,  to  the 
Prague  road ;  turn  to  the  left ;  then  ascend  by  a  winding  path  to 
the  right  to  the  (40  min.)  Dreikreuzberg  Restaurant  (PI.  D,  E,  3; 
camera  obscura),  an  admirable  point  of  view;  thence  in  5  min. 
more  to  the  top  of  the  Dreikreuzberg  (1805  ft.),  where  the  view  is 
less  extensive,  and  through  wood  vit  the  (1/4  hr.)  Konig  Otto's  Hohe 
(1960  ft.),  to  the  (1/2  lir.)  *SUfanie'Warte  (2085  ft.;  caf^- 
reataurant),  a  tower  98  ft.  high,  with  a  superb  view ;  descent  past 
the  PohUnhof  (Pi.  E ,  4)  to  (V2  h^r.)  Carlsbad. 
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Other  line  points  are  the  Bellevue  and  the  Wiener  -  8itz  on  the 
right  bank  of  the  Tepl,  and  the  Freundsehafts-Sitz,  the  Belvedere, 
and  the  Rohan'Kreuz  on  the  left  hank. 

LoNOBB  ExouBSioNS.  To  the  N.  vi&  Drahowitz  to  (3  M.)  Dall-- 
witz  (Restaurant  zu  Drei  Eichen;  omnibus  see  p.  243,  and  comp. 
p.  239),  a  Tillage  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Eger,  with  beautiful  oaks, 
extolled  by  Korner  in  his  poems,  a  handsome  chateau,  a  porcelain- 
factory,  and  a  Statue  of  Emp,  Joseph  11,^  erected  in  1881.  —  By 
the  Prague  road,  which  commands  charming  views,  to  (5  M.)  the 
rnin  of  EngelhauSj  on  a  rock  of  phonolite  (2340  ft.);  thence  in 
1/2  hr.  to  the  8chomitz9tein,  with  a  splendid  view  (rfmts.  at  the 
forester's).  —  To  the  S.W.  to  (41/2  M. ;  omnibus,  see  p.  243 ;  rail- 
way, see  below)  Aich  (Schloss  Restaurant,  above  the  Eger,  with 
view),  with  a  restored  chateau  and  a  porcelain-factory;  thence  along 
the  Eger  to  (2  M. ;  1  M.  beyond  the  end  of  the  carriage-road)  Hans 
Heiling*»  Restaurant,  opposite  Hans  Ueiling's  Rock,  a  wild  and 
romantic  spot  on  the  Eger.  (Boat  to  Aich,  80  h.  each  person.) 
Thence  to  Elbogeny  see  p.  240.  —  On  the  Eger,  7^^  M.  below 
Carlsbad  (omnibus  daily  in  1 V2  ^'*  i  beautiftil  road  through  wood), 
are  the  baths  of  Oiesshubel-Sauerbrunn  (1115  ft.;  Kurhaus  and  Hy- 
dropathic, with  restaurant,  R.  from  8  K.  weekly,  pens.  30-40  J^.), 
with  a  famous  mineral  spring  (alkaline,  with  carbonic  acid;  8  million 
bottles  exported  annually).  —  The  ascent  of  the  Keilberg  or  Sonnen- 
wirbel  (4083  ft.),  the  highest  summit  of  the  Erzgebirge,  forms 
another  attractive  excursion  from  Carlsbad  (see  p.  239). 

Fboh  Gahlsbad  to  Mabibnbad  via  Petschad,  88  M.,  railway  in  1*74-3  hrs. 
(fares  5  Z:  80,  3  K.  90,  2  JT.  60  h.).  Trains  start  from  the  Central  Station 
(PI.  A,  2)  and  ascend,  passing  over  two  viaducts  and  through  a  tunnel. 
2V2M.  Aich;  8»/4M.  Aich-Pirkenhammer  (p.  246);  to  the  left  rises  the  Aberg 
(p.  246).  Farther  on,  the  line  follows  the  windings  of  the  Tepl,  crossing 
the  river  four  times  and  threading  a  tunnel.  8M.  TSppeles;  iOVz  M.  Bchdn- 
toehr  (branch  to  Elbogen,  20  M.);  I8V2  M.  Petschau  (Rail.  Restaurant; 
branch  to  Bakonitz,  p.  238).  The  valley  contracts;  eight  bridges  and  four 
tunnels  are  passed  before  (20  M.)  Eimiedl-Pauteny  the  next  station.  Beyond 
(231/2  M.)  Tepl,  the  abbey  of  that  name  (p.  252)  is  seen  to  the  left.  26  M. 
Prosau;  231/2  H.  Habakladraug  to  the  nght,  the  Podhorn  (p.  262).  The 
line  descends  vi&  MUllestau  to  (32  M.)  Wilkomtz  (view  to  the  left)  and 
crosses  the  Auscha  to  (38  M.)  Marienbad  (p.  260). 

Fjiom  Gablsbao  to  Johann-Gbobqenstadt,  39  M.,  railway  in  272  brs. 
5  M.  AU-Rohlau;  91/2  M.  Neu-Rohlau.  —  151/2  M.  Neudek  (1S30  ft.;  Post; 
Herrenhaw)^  a  prettily  situated  town  with  4o00  inhab.,  has  a  large  cotton- 
mill  and  iron-rolling  works.  —  39  M.  Johann-QecrgeMta^y  and  thence  to 
Chtmnitz  and  2^riek<nu,  see  Batdeker^s  Jforthem  Oermanif. 

41.  From  Prague  to  Furth  (Nuremberg,  Munich), 

121  M.  Railway  from  Prague  to  Furth  in  4-6  hrs.  (fares  16  K.  70,  10  JT., 
5  Z".  50  A. ;  express  23  K.  60,  14  K.  60,  7  JT.  80  h.).  —  From  Prague  to  Nurem- 
berg 81/4-II  hrs. ;  to  Munich  10-14  hrs. 

Ftague,  see  p.  217.     The  train  starts  from  the  Franz -Josef 

Station  and  turns  to  the  S.  into  the  valley  of  the  Moldau.  —  6  M. 

Kuchelbad,  a  resort  of  excursionists  from  Prague.  9  M.  Radotin.  The 
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line  quits  the  Moldau  and  approaches  the  Btraufh^  which  it  crosses 
at  Mokropetz,  20  M.  Hinter-Tfeban;  branch  to  Lochowitz  (see  be- 
low; 21  M.).  —  21 V2  M.  KarlaUin  (715  ft.  j  H6t.  Kaiser  Karl  IV., 
at  the  foot  of  the  castle). 

On  a  precipitous  rock  25  min.  to  the  N.,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Be- 
raun,  rises  *BehlMfl  Karlatein  (Karluv  Tyn ;  1047  ft.  j  restaurant),  the  most 
interesting  castle  in  Bohemia,  erected  in  1348-65  by  Emp.  Charles  IV.,  as 
a  receptacle  for  the  Bohemian  regalia,  and  once  adorned  with  treasures 
of  art,  most  of  them  now  removed.  The  central  point  of  the  castle  is  the 
Kreuziapelle  in  the  tower,  sumptuously  decorated  with  precious  stones, 
gilding,  and  painting,  where  the  regalia,  various  relics  collected  by  Char- 
les IV.,  anduie  archives  were  once  preserved.  The  paintings  here  belong 
to  the  early  Bohemian  school.  Adjoining  the  strongly  fortified  tower  is 
the  Emperor's  palace,  with  the  chapel  of  St.  Catharine,  also  embellished 
with  precious  stones.  The  portraits  of  Charles  IV.,  his  consort,  and  his 
son,  mural  paintings  executed  in  the  emperor'^s  lifetime,  are  of  special 
interest.  The  castle,  which  is  shown  by  the  guardian  (fee  1  JT.),  has  been 
thoroughly  restored  since  1888. 

Beyond  Karlstein  the  valley  of  the  Beraun  is  confined  between 

lofty  limestone  rocks,  but  expands  at  (271/2  M.)  Berann  (735  ft.; 

RaiL  Restaurant;  Bohmischer  Sof)^  an  old  town  with  9700  inhab., 

junction  of  the  lines  to  Rakonitz  and  Lu^na-Lisehan  (p.  238)  and 

to  DuSnik  (p.  238).  The  train  now  enters  the  valley  of  the  Litawa, 

—  30  M.  Zditz  (850  ft.;  Rail.  Restaurant). 

To  PROTiwiN,  64  M.,  railway  in  ca.  8  hrs.  The  line  traverses  the  smil- 
ing Litawa  Valley.  —  6  M.  Loekowite;  branch  to  Hinter-Ti^eban  (see  above). 
17 V2  M.  F)ribram  (1600  ft.;  Erzherzog  Franz  Ferdinand;  Kaiser  von  Oester- 
reich)^  a  town  of  13,6(X)  inhab.,  with  valuable  silver  and  lead  mines, 
which  employ  6000  workmen  and  yield  about  19  tons  of  pure  silver  annu- 
ally. Vine  shafts  in  all  are  worked,  the  chief  of  which  are  the  Adalbert- 
SeJiaeht,  3660  ft.  deep,  and  the  Maria- Schacht^  3694  ft.  deep.  About  1  M. 
to  the  E.  of  the  town  rises^  the  Heilige  Berg  (1903  ft.),  a  great  resort  of 
pilgrims.  —  From  (29  M.)  Brezniiz  branch-lines  run  W.  to  Rozrfutdl  (6  M.) 
and  S.,  via  Blatna  (151/2  M.*,  branch  to  Nepomuk,  p.  258),  to  Strakonitz 
(p.  253;  35  M.).  —  55  M.  Pisek  (1215  ft.;  Qoldenet  Rad)^  with  13,100  in- 
hab. and  an  old  ch&teau,  half  enclosed  by  the  TToMatra,  is  the  junction 
of  a  line  to  Iglau  (p.  253).  —  64  M.  Proiiwin,  on  the  Franz-Josef  Railway 
(p.  253). 

39  M.  Horowitz,  with  a  chateau  and  iron-works  of  the  Prince  of 
Hanau.  451/2  M.  *Haltestelle'  Zbirow;  31/2  M.  to  the  N.  lies  the 
little  town  of  Zbirow,  with  a  chateau  of  Prince  CoUoredo-Mansf eld. 
471/2  M.  Zbirow ;  49  M.  Mauth,  with  2300  inhab. ;  5OV2  M.  Holoub- 
kaUf  with  a  large  carriage-factory.  At  (57  M.)  Bokitsan  (1210  ft. ; 
Bohmischer  Hof;  5500  inhab.)  the  country  becomes  more  level. 
Branch-line  to  Nezwiestitsi  (p.  253).  The  train  follows  the  Klabawa, 
passing  the  iron-works  of  Kldbawa  and  Horomislitz,  to  (641/2  ^0 
Chrast  (1135  ft.;  Rail.  Restaurant),  whence  a  branch  diverges  to 
RadnitZi  an  important  coal-mining  place.  The  line  re-enters  the 
valley  of  the  Beraun  and  crosses  the  imposing  Valawa  Bridge. 

68 1/2  M.  Filsen  (1005  ft. ;  *Pilsener  Hof;  •Kaiser  von  Oesterreich ; 
Ooldner  Adler ;  Rail,  Restaurant,  with  rooms  •,  Pilsner  beer  at  Salz- 
mannas,  Pragergasse,  and  KnoblocKs,  Salzgasse),  an  old  town  with 
68,300  inhab.,  lies  at  the  confluence  of  the  Mies  and  the  Radbusa. 
Once  fortified,  it  withstood  several  sieges  during  the  Hussite  wars, 
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but  was  taken  by  storm  by  Mansfeld  in  1618.  Pilsen  was  in  part 
the  scene  of  the  alleged  conspiracy  for  which  Wallenstein  was  out- 
lawed, and  twenty -four  of  his  adherents  were  executed  in  the 
market-place  here  in  1634.  In  the  Ring-Promenade,  on  the  S.  side 
of  the  town,  are  monuments  to  the  burgomaster  Kopccky  (d.  1854), 
and  to  Smetana  (d.  1874),  the  musical  composer.  The  Gothic  church 
of  St.  Bartholomew,  the  Municipal  Museum  (daily  10-12  and  2-5, 
free),  and  the  large  rock-cellars  of  the  Biirgerliche  Brauhaus  are 
worth  seeing.    Pilsen  is  famous  for  its  beer. 

The  statioiiA  are  nearly 
all  unimportant.  20  M.  Plasty  with  a  ch&teau  of  Prince  Metternicb.  24  M. 
Mlatt  (branch-line  to  Bakonitz,  p.  288).  —  SGi/z  M.  Fladen  (p.  238).  Kear 
(41  M.)  Petersburg  are  a  ch&teau  and  park  of  Count  Czemin.  —  SG'/s  M. 
KascMtt;  branch-lines  to  (iO  JS..)  Radonitz  and  to  (11  M.)  Dvppau.  —  67  M. 
Baaz  (Bail.  Bestaurant),  see  t>.  288.  At  (73  M.)  PosUlberg  (Bail.  Bestaurant  s 
branch-line  to  Laun^  p.  288)  the  line  quits  the  Eger;  77  M.  PoUcherad 
(branch  to  Wurzmes^  p.  288)}  86Vs  M.  OhemiU^  also  on  the  line  from 
Prague  to  Bniz  (p.  238);  89  M.  aawrbnmn.  station  for  the  Bilin  Sauer- 
brunnen  (p.  234) ;  90V2  M.  Bilin  (p.  234) ;  93  M.  Dux  (p.  237). 

Fbom  Pilsen  to  Eisenstein,  69  M.,  railway  in  3V4  hrs.  The  most 
important  stations  are:  30  M.  Klatiau  (Bail.  Bestaurant),  a  town  with 
12,200  inhab.,  junction  for  Horaidowitz  (p.  263);  35  M.  Janowitz  (branch 
to  Tau$^  see  below);  40  M.  Neuern  (1545  ft.;  Hotel  Angel),  prettily  situated 
at  the  foot  of  the  Bohemian  Forest  Mts.  (with  the  ruin  of  Baiereck  1  hr. 
to  the  8).  The  line  then  winds  up  the  hill  to  (49  M.)  GrUn  (2060  ft.); 
many  cuttings  and  embankments.  55  M.  Hammem-Bieenstraee  (2415  ft.), 
whence  the  Osser  (4240  ft.),  to  the  right,  may  be  ascended  in  IV*  br.  Then 
the  Bpitzherg  Tunnel^  1910  yds.  in  length.  61  M.  Spiizberg  (2736  ft.),  tbe 
highest  point  on  the  railway,  watershed  between  Danube  and  Elbe.  On 
the  Bpitzberg-SaUel  (3880  ft.)  is  the  Hot.-Pens.  Bizy  (fine  view).  We  then 
descend  by  Markt-Eisenstein  to  (69  M.)  Eisenstein^  the  Bohemian  frontier- 
station  (see  Baedeker'^s  Bpuihem  Qermany).

Beyond  it,  on  the  left,  is  Chotieachau^  with  a  chateau  of  Prince  Taxis. 
84  M.  Staabj  a  small  town  on  the  Radbusa;  95Y2  ^*  Stankau 
(branch-line  to  Ronsperg,  1372^.);  10072  M.  Blisowa  (to  the  left, 
in  the  distance,  the  ruin  of  Riesenburg') ;  1071/2  M-  ^''***  (1384  ft. ; 
Rail.  Restaurant),  an  industrial  town  with  7600  inhab.  (To  Janowitz^ 
see  above.) 

Beyond  Taus  begin  the  hills  of  the  Bohemian  Forest^  through 
the  lowest  part  of  which  the  line  is  carried  by  cuttings  and  tunnels. 
The  watershed  (1680  ft.),  the  boundary  between  the  Bohemian  and 
German  languages,  and  the  frontier  of  Bohemia  and  Bavaria,  is 
between  Bohmisch-Kubitzen  and  Deutach-Kubitzen,  The  character 
of  tbe  country  and  the  villages  changes  materially  as  soon  as  the 
frontier  is  crossed.  The  line  descends,  passes  through  a  tunnel,  and 
crosses  the  Pattritz  by  a  viaduct  700  yds.  long. 

121  M.  Purth  (Rail,  Restaurant),  junction  of  the  Bavarian 
E.  Railway,  see  Baedeker's  Southern  Oermany, 
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42.  From  Eger  to  Vienna  vift  Marienbad. 

283  M.  Railwat  (StaaU-BahMn)  in  9V2-17  hrs.  (fares  87  K,  40,  22  K.^ 
11  K.  70  h. ;  express  53  K,,  32  K.  40,  16  £:  90  h,). 

Eger,  see  p.  240.  The  train  diverges  to  the  left  from  the  Ratis- 
bon  line,  and  crosses  the  Wondreh,  IOI/2  M.  Sandau,  —  l^l/j  M. 
Konigniwart  (1975  ft. ;  Restaurant  near  the  station).  About  1 M.  to 
the  N.W.  of  the  station  is  Sehloss  KorUgswart,  the  property  of  the 
Mettemich  family,  surrounded  by  pleasure-grounds.  In  the  right  wing 
of  the  ch&teau  is  the  Museum  (adm.  daily ;  fee),  containing  a  library 
of  37,000  vols.,  a  collection  of  minerals,  and  various  curiosities.  The 
interesting  altar  in  the  chapel  was  presented  by  Pope  Gregory  XVI. 
to  Prince  Clemens  Metternich,  the  well-known  Austrian  statesman. 
The  family  and  other  portraits,  some  of  them  by  celebrated  painters, 
are  in  the  central  part  of  the  chateau  (no  admission).  —  About 
11/2  M.  farther  up,  beyond  the  town  of  Konigswart  (Kaiser  von 
Oesterrelch,  good  cuisine),  on  the  hillside,  is  Bad  Konigswart 
(2370  ft.;  H6tel  Buberl,  R.  from  3,  B.  1,  D.  3,  pens,  from  7  A"; 
Villa  Metternich ;  Weidmannsheil,  pens.  5-8^. ;  Gaf6  Bachmann), 
with  chalybeate  springs  used  both  internally  and  externally.  There 
are  also  steel,  mud,  pine-cone,  and  vapour  baths.  Fine  view  of  the 
Fichtelgebirge  and  the  Bohemian  Forest.  A  well-shaded  road  (om- 
nibus 1  K.  40  ^.)  leads  hence  to  (4^2  M.)  Marienbad.

from  the  town  (cabs,  see  below;  hotel-omnibus  60  A.,  100 lbs.  of  luggage

spend  a  day  or  more  at  a  hotel  and  look  for  lodgings  in  person.  Before 
entering  into  a  contract  they  are  strongly  advised  to  consult  the  MM- 
Ordnung,  or  regulations  as  to  private  apartments.

PretbpUrian  Service  (Charch  of  Scotland),  in  the  German  Protestant  Church 
(PI.  B,  C,  2). 

Marimbad  (2093  ft.),  a  famoug  watering-place  (23,000  visit- 
ors annually),  lies  in  a  charming  yalley  enclosed  on  three  sides 
by  pine -clad  hills.  At  the  beginning  of  the  19th  century  this 
region  was  an  almost  impenetrable  wilderness.  The  springs  contain 
Glauber's  salt  and  resemble  those  of  Carlsbad,  but  are  cold.  They 
belong  to  the  neighbouring  Abbey  of  Tepl.  The  Kreuz-Brunnen^ 
the  Ferdinanda-Brunnen  (i^/^M.,  to  the  S.,  but  brought  in  pipes 
to  the  Promenaden-Platz),  and  the  Waldquelle  (^2  M.  to  the  N.W. 
of  the  Kreuz-Brunnen)  are  the  principal  springs  for  drinking 
(1,000,000  bottles  are  exported  annually).  The  Marienquelle  is  used 
externally,  and  other  baths  (mud,  pine-cone,  alkaline,  gas,  etc.) 
may  be  obtained  at  the  bath-house  here.  The  chalybeate  waters  of 
the  AmbrosiuS'Brunnen  and  the  Karolinen-Brunnen  and  the  strong 
chalybeate  and  saline  water  of  the  Ferdinands -Brunnen  are  also 
used  for  bathing.  The  RudolfsquelUj  to  the  S.  of  the  Ferdlnands- 
Brunnen,  is  strongly  impregnated  with  carbonic  acid. 

The  main  street  of  Marienbad  is  the  long  Kaiseb  -  Stbassb 
(PI.  B,  3,  4),  bounded  on  the  left  by  handsome  houses  and  on  the 
right  by  the  Anlagen ,  or  public  grounds ,  which  soon  expand  into 
a  pretty  park.  In  this  street  are  the  Military  Kurhaus  and  the 
Synagogue.  To  the  left  diverges  from  it  the  Jageb-St&assb  ,  in 
which  rises  the  Siadthaus  (PI.  B,  3),  containing  the  post-offlce,  the 
telegraph  -  of  flee ,  and  the  custom-house,  besides  a  reading-room 
(adm.  free).  A  little  to  the  S.  of  the  Stadthaus  are  the  English 
C/iurcA(Pl.B,  3)  and  the  Russian  Church  of  St.  Wladimir  (PI.  B,  4). 
The  Kaiser-Str.  ends  at  the  Fbanz-Jgsbfs-Platz  (PL  B,  C,  2). 
On  the  N.  side  of  this  Platz  rises  the  Protestant  Church,  with  which 
is  connected  a  charity  called  the  ^Friedrich-Wilhelm-Stift'.  The 
Waldbrunn  - Strasse  leads  hence  to  the  N.W.,  past  the  Theatre 
(PI.  B,  2),  to  the  Waldquelle  (PI.  B,  1;  restaurant;  promenade- 
concert,  see  above). 

The  above-mentioned  park  is  bounded  on  the  N.  by  the  Stefan- 
Str.  and  the  Untere  Kreuzbrunn-Str.  At  the  end  of  the  latter  is 
the  Kreuz-Brunnen  (PI.  0,  2),  with  its  rotunda  borne  by  columns 
and  a  bronze  bust  of  Dr,  Jos.  Nehr  (d.  1820),  who  first  brought 
Marienbad  into  notice.  Above  it,  to  the  N. ,  is  the  Brunnen-  Ver- 
serhdungshaus  (export-depot).  From  the  Kreuz-Brunnen  Colonnade 
a  covered  passage  leads  to  a  long  building  containing  the  Brunnen- 
haUe,  where  patients  walk  in  bad  weather,  and  the  so-called  Co- 
lonnade (PI.  C,  2,  3),  with  shops.  In  front  of  this  colonnade,  to  the 
W.,  rises  a  bronze  statue  of  Reiten^erger  (d.  1860),  an  abbot  of  Tepl, 
who  did  much  to  promote  the  prosperity  of  the  baths.  Opposite  the 
S.  end  of  the  Brunnenhalle,  under  another  colonnade,  are  the  Fer- 
dinands-Brunnen  (see  above)  and  the  Ferdinand  and  Karolinen

Quelle.  Above  this  point,  to  the  left,  is  the  handsome  Eoman  Cath- 
olic Church  (PI.  0,  D,  3),  built  in  1844-50.  On  the  E.  and  S.  sides 
of  the  Platz  are  the  Moorhad  (mud-baths;  PI.  D,  3),  with  inhaling- 
room  and  hydropathic,  the  Amhrosius-Brunnen j  under  a  Gothic 
rotunda,  the  Kurhausy  with  reading-room  (adm.  40^.,  season 
2  JST.)  and  caf^- restaurant,  the  handsome  Central-Bad  (PI.  D,  3), 
with  baths  of  every  description,  and  the  Neuhad  fPl.  0,  3),  a  Re- 
naissance building  from  Schaffer's  designs  (1893-^6),  with  steel, 
mud,  and  other  baths. 

The  pine-forests  close  to  the  town  are  intersected  by  charming 
walks,  provided  with  flnger-posts.  Among  the  favourite  points  are, 
to  the  N.,  beyond  the  Waldquelle,  the  Waldmiihle  (p.  251),  the 
Dianahofy  and  the  Maxtal  (20  min. ;  restaurant);  to  the  S.W.  of 
the  Waldmuhle  the  Konigin  Carola  Hbhe  (PI.  A,  2;  2180  ft.)  and 
the  (74  hr.)  Jdgerhaus  (PI.  A,  1;  restaurant);  to  the  N.E.  of  the 
Dianahof  the  Amalienruhe  and  the  (1/2  hr.)  Friedrich  Wilhelma  Hohe 
(PI.  C,  D,  1 ;  2411  ft.),  which  affords  a  fine  survey  of  Marienbad.  — 
From  the  Kreuz-Brunnen  we  may  visit  the  (20  min.)  Cafe- Restaurant 
Forstwartey  to  the  E.  Fine  distant  views  are  also  obtained  from  the 
Hamelikaherg  (PI.  0,  D,  5),  25  min.  to  the  S.  of  the  park,  above  the 
Cafe  Panorama,  on  which  rises  the  Kaiserturm  (2350  ft. ;  view  of 
Marienbad),  and  from  the  Hohendorfer  Hohe  (2546  ft.),  20  min. 

farther  on  (footpath  hence  to  the  Podhorn,  1  hr.). 

The  most  extensive  view  of  the  Ersgebirge,  Fichtelgebirge,  and  Bo- 
hemian Forest  is  obtained  from  the  basaltic  Podhorn  (2776  ft.  \  small  caf^), 
ii/shr.  to  the  E.,  not  far  from  the  Carlsbad  road  (carr.  for  four  pers.  13  £1, 
incl.  gratuity).  Other  pleasant  excursions  through  the  Maxtal  (see  above), 
and  thence  to  Konigtwari  (p.  360),  !*/«  hr.  to  the  N.E. ;  either  tibrough  fine 
wood  or  via  Prince  Hetternich's  deer-park  (open  on  Hon.,  Wed.,  A  Frid. 
only);  to  the  chateau  of  Olatztn  (2670  ft. ;  inn),  2  hrs.  to  the  N.;  to  KutUn^ 
plan  and  Plan\  2  hrs.  to  the  S.  (see  below),  etc. 

The  wealthy  abbey  of  Tepl  (2155  ft.),  to  which  the  springs  of  Marien- 
bad belong,  7  M.  to  the  E.  (railway  in  *lilav.^  see  p.  247;  carr.  8  or  14, 
by  Podhornberg  10  or  18  JT.),  is  open  to  men  on  Wed.  and  Frid.,  3-6  p.m. 
It  possesses  a  good  library  and  zoological  and  mineralogicar collections.  The 
Romanesque  basilica-church  (freely  modernized  in  the  interior)  was  founded 
in  1193.  The  private  chapel  is  embellished  with  two  large  mural  paint- 
ings by  Fuchs,  and  many  objects  of  interest  are  distributed  throughout 
the  spacious  apartments. 


231/2  M.  Kuttenplan  (1750  ft.;  MiiUer;  Waidmannsheil),  with 
a  chllteau  and  pleasant  grounds  on  the  Kellerberg.  26^2  ^*  Plan 
(Sch-warzer  BSr),  with  a  finely  situated  chateau  of  Countess  Nostitz 
(branch  to  Tachau,  8  M.  to  the  S.W.).  Near  (3IV2  M.)  Josefihutte 
the  train  enters  the  pretty  valley  of  the  Mies.  — 45  M.  Mies (1280  ft.; 
Stadt  Prag)f  an  old  town  (3900  inhab.)  with  lead  and  silver  mines, 
has  a  Kathaus  in  the  Renaissance  style  (modernised).  The  Prager 
Tor  J  with  helmet-shaped  roof,  is  a  fine  gateway  of  the  16th  century. 
The  former  Benedictine  abbey  of  KladraUy  2V2  M.  to  the  S.,  has  an 
interesting  church. 
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5IV2M.  NcuAo/' (branch -line  to  Weseritz,  20  M.>  —  66  M. 
Pilsen  (^Rail.  Restcairanif  p.  248).  The  line  traverses  the  wooded 
Vslawa-Tal;  to  the  left  on  a  hill  is  the  rain  of  Radina  (1646  ft.).  — 
72  M.  Pilsenetz;  76  M.  Ne%wiestitz  (junction  for  Rokitzan,  p.  248) ; 
83  M.  Zdiaf'Zdiretz.  Farther  on,  Sehloss  Orunbergj  the  seat  of 
Count  Colloredo,  on  a  wooded  hill  to  the  right.  —  87^2  M.  JVepo- 
muk,  the  birthplace  of  St.  John  Nepomuc,  patron-saint  of  Bohemia 
(1320-83;  p.  221).  The  church  of  St.  James  (late -Gothic,  with 
older  choir)  occupies  the  site  of  the  house  where  he  was  bom. 
Branch-line  to  Blatna  (20  M. ;  p.  248). 

The  line  quits  the  Uslawa  and  traverses  a  lofty  wooded  plain. 

95^2  M.  WoUchan^  with  its  large  ponds.  —  102  M,  Horaidowitz- 

Babin  (Rail.  Restaurant). 

Fkom  Hoba2dowitz  to  Klattau,  86  M.,  railway  in  2  hrs.  I2V2  M. 
BcMttenhofen  (Krone),  a  busy  town  of  6700  inhab.,  with  a  fish-hatchery, 
at  the  foot  of  the  Bwaidbor  (2612  a^  1  hr.);  36  M.  KMtau  (p.  249). 

The  train  proceeds  in  the  valley  of  the  Wbttatoa.  109  M.  Katowitz; 
114  M.  Strakonitz  (Rail.  Restaurant),  at  the  mouth. of  the  Wolinka, 
Branch  to  Bfeznitz,  see  p.  248. 

Fsou  Stbakonitz  to  Wallebn,  54  M.,  railway  in  6  hrs.  —  23  M. 
Winterberg  (2286  ft.  \  Habsburg),  on  the  Wolinka^  a  town  of  4700  inhab., 
with  a  large  glass-factory,  important  timber-trade,  and  a  chateau  of  Prince 
Schwarzenberg.  —  To  the  E.  of  (37  M.)  KubohiUten  rises  the  wooded  Kubani 
(4470  ft.),  which  commands  an  extensive  view.  —  48V«  M.  Eleonorenhain^ 
with  a  large  glass-factory.  •—  54  M.  Wctllem  (Sitter),  a  small  town  with 
3200  inhab.  (railway  to  Wodnan,  see  below). 

120  M.  Ra&itz  (1226  ft. ;  Rail.  Restaurant). 

Fkom  UaIitz  to  Iqlau,  104  M.,  railway  in  dVz  hrs.  6  M.  J*iiek,  junction 
for  Zditz  and  Protiwin  (p.  249)-,  171/2  M.  Jetetitz,  where  the  Moldau  is  croMed ; 
25Vs  Itf  •  MUhlhausen^  a  manufacturing  place  with  the  Romanesque  church 
of  an  old  Premonstratensian  abbey;  41  Vs  M.  Tabor  (p.  266).  Thence  by 
Pilgram  and  Ober-Cerekw  to  (104  M.)  Iglau^  see  p.  266. 

The  line  quits  the  Wottawa,  which  flows  to  the  N.  towards  the 

Moldau,  and  enters  the  valley  of  the  Blanitz  to  the  S.E.  —  127  M. 

Protiwin  (1260  ft. ;  Rail.  Restaurant))  junction  of  the  line  to  Zditz 

(p.  248).  —  I3IV2M.  Wod'fian-dicenic  (branch-line  to  MolMuttvn^ 

I6V2  M.). 

From  Wodnam  to  Wallbsn,  43  M.,  railway  in  47s  hrs.  —  At  (15 V2  M.) 
Hurinetz  John  Huss,  the  Bohemian  reformer,  was  bom  in  1369  (d.  1415).  — 
19  AI.  Praehatitz  (1784  ft. ;  Kronprine  Rudolf;  Meuner\  a  town  of  4300  in- 
hab.. with  old  walls,  gates,  and  quaint  houses,  is  situated  at  tiie  foot  of 
the  densely  wooded  L&tin  (3580  ft.  \  ascended  in  2  hrs. ;  view-tower  on  the 
top)  and  is  frequented  as  a  summer-resort.  The  Margareten- Bad  (good 
accommodation),  1  H.  to  the  S.,  is  also  a  health-resort  (hydropathic  and 
pretty  silvan  promenades).  —  43  H.  Wallem  (see  above). 

137  M.  NakH'Netolitz,  The  train  skirts  the  large  Besiftwet  Teich, 
144  M.  Frauenberg;  1^/4  M.  to  the  N.  is  Prince  Schwarzenberg's 
magnificent  ch&teau  of  Frauenberg,  on  a  hill  laid  out  as  a  park. 

150  M.  Badweis  (1280  ft;  Rail.  Restaurant;  Kaiser  von  Oester- 
reich,  at  the  station,  Silbeme  Qloeke^  Haupt-Platz,  both  good)  is  a 
prosperous  town  at  the  confluence  of  the  Maltsch  and  the  Moldau^ 
with  39,400  inhabitants.    The  Cathedral  with  its  detached  towe 
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dates  from  1500.  The  Gothic  Marien-Kirehe  has  fine  but  badly  kept 
cloisters.  The  handsome  Rathaiu  is  situated  in  the  Ring^  a  Platz 
flanked  with  arcades.  Adjacent  is  the  Stddtische  Museum  (adm.  60  A., 
on  Sun.  and  holidays  9-12  free).  The  Stadt-Park  contains  a  bronze 
statue  of  Adcdbert  Lanna  (d.  1866),  a  benefactor  of  S.  Bohemia,  by 
Ponninger.  —  Branch-line  to  (231/2  M.)  Wesely  (p.  266). 

Fbom  Budwbib  to  Linz,  78  M.,  railway  in  2^/t-i  hrs.  —  fieveral  un- 
important stations.  81  H.  ZartUsdorf  (4Vs  M.  to  the  W.  ia  the  town  of 
Rosenberg^  with  a  chateau  of  Count  Buquoy).  —  84  M.  Hohenfuri^  near  the 
old  Cistercian  abbey  of  that  name,  with  an  interesting  Gothic  church.  — 
46  M.  Freistadt^  in  Upper  Austria,  with  well-preserved  mediseval  town- 
walls.  On  a  hill  to  the  right  is  the  old  castle  of  Weinberg.  —  51  M.  K^er- 
markt.  The  Gothic  church  contains  a  beautiful  carved  altar  (end  of  the  i5th 
cent.).  —  58  H.'  Pr&garten,  Farther  on,  to  the  right,  is  Schloss  H(»genberg, 
—  62  M.  Oaiibach-Warfberg  (branch  to  St.  ValenHn^  12Vt  M. ;  see  p.  85).  — 
Beyond  (75Vs  M.)  Windegg  the  line  crosses  the  Danube  to  (78  M.)  Linz  (p.  86). 

From  Bodwkib  to  Salnad,  46  M.,  railway  in  4V2-5  hrs.,  a  highly  inter- 
esting expedition  in  the  Bohemian  Forest.  The  line  crosses  the  Moldau 
and  ascends  rapidly  via  (873  M.)  Prabtch  and  (10'/'^  M.)  Krenu-Mrilseh  to 
(IIV2  H.)  Adolfttal^  at  the  foot  of  the  Sehdninger  (8665  ft.),  commanding 
a  beautiful  view.  —  15V2  M.  Goldenkron  (1770  ft.),  with  an  old  Cistercian 
abbey  (18th  cent.).  19  M.  Krunutu  (1780  ft.;  Stadt  Wien;  Qoldner  Engel), 
with  87(X)  inhab.  and  a  large  chateau  of  Prince  Schwarzenberg,  most  pictur- 
esquely situated  on  a  rock  above  the  Holdau.  —  Beyond  the  pilgrimage- 
resort  of  Oojatt  we  reach  (28  M.)  HOriU  (2060  ft.),  the  ^Oberammergau  of 
the  Bohemian  Forest\  where  interesting  Passion-plays  have  been  performed 
periodically  since  1816  but  have  been  re-arranged  by  the  German  *Bdhmer- 
wald-Bund^  (for  information  as  to  dates,  etc.,  apply  to  the  manager  of  the 
Bund  at  Budweis).  —  33  M.  NeutUfi-Quitotehing,  with  the  large  Langen- 
brueker  Teieh;  88  M.  Schtoarzbcich-Sluben ,  with  granite-works.  —  Passing 
(411/2  M.)  OberplcMy  the  birthplace  of  Adalbert  Stifter  the  poet  (1806-68), 
picturesquely  situated  on  the  W.  slope  of  the  broad  Moldau  valley,  we 
reach  the  terminus  at  (46  H.)  Salnau  (Muhr),  an  excellent  starting-point 
for  excursions  in  the  Bohemian  Forest,  e.g.  vi&  Hirtchbergen  (inn)  to  the 
top  of  the  DreUeueUtein ;  viE  Wallem  to  the  Eleonorenhain  and  the  primeeval 
forest  on  the  Kttbani  (p.  258),  etc.  (see  Baedeker*i  Southern  Oermany). 

162  M.  Fofbes'Sehweinitz^yni^  an  old  Augustinian  monastery  of 
the  15th  cent.  (2  M.  to  the  W.  is  Trocnoio,  where  Ziska  was  bom 
in  1360).  17272  M.  Gratzen;  the  little  town,  with  glass-works  and  a 
ch&teau  of  Count  Buquoy,  lies  3  M.  to  the  S.  —  The  line  crosses  the 
Lower  Austrian  frontier.  —  181 1/2  M.  Omfind  (1610  ft. ;  Rail,  Re- 
stawani),  a  thriving  town,  with  large  railway- workshops,  lies  on  the 
Luschnitz.  Junction  for  Vienna  and  Prague  (R.  45) ;  branch-lines  to 
(26 1/2  M.)  OrosS'Oerungs  and  to  (151/2  M.)  Utschau.  From  (197  M.) 
Schwartenau  branch-railways  run  to  the  N.  to  (6  M.)  Waidhofen  on 
the  Thaya^  and  to  the  S.  to  (18  M.)  Zwettl,  a  Cistercian  monastery, 
with  a  magnificent  Romanesque  chapter~house  and  cloisters,  an  im- 
posing abbey-church,  begun  in  1343,  a  valuable  library  (400  manus- 
cripts), and  an  interesting  treasury.  —  207  M.  Oopfritz,  junction 
for  (15  M.)  Raabs,  —  227  M.  Sigmundsherberg  (Rail.  Restaurant). 

To  Hadbbbdobf,  28  M.,  railway  in  3  hrs.  through  the  charming  Kamp' 
tat.  6  M.  Horn  (1018  ft.*,  Schwarzer  Adler;  Goldener  Stem^  at  the  station),  a 
little  town,  with  a  Schloss  of  Count  Hoyos,  and  the  old  Gothic  Stefans- 
Kirche  in  the  cemetery,  8  M.  to  the  W.  is  the  Benedictine  abbey  of  Altm^ 
hwff,  founded  in  IIU.   —  lOi/t  M.  Rosenbarg  (862  ft. ;   HOt.  iJosen&urpr), 
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finely  aituated  on  the  Kamp,  commanded  by  a  grand  SchloM  of  Count  Hoyos, 
dating  from  the  16th  cent.,  with  five  court-yards,  a  fine  late>Oothic  chapel, 
and  a  tournament -ground  with  double  galleries.  —  14  M.  Qart'ThtmaUf 
with  extensive  mins.  —  38  M.  Hadertdor/  (p.  84). 

A  branch-line  runs  fromfligmundsherberg  to  Pulkau  and  (ISVs  M.  \  1  hr. 
ZelUmdorf(p.  259). 

The  line  traverses  the  Mannhartsberg ,  a  range  of  hills  which 

divides  the  N.  half  of  Lower  Austria  into  two  provinces,  —  234  M. 

Eggenburg  (Rail.  Restaurant),  an  ancient  little  town,  still  partly 

enclosed  by  walls,  with  the  late-Gothic  church  of  St.  Stephen.  — 

251 V2M.  OrosS'Weikersdorf. 

At  Wetxdor/^  IVs  M.  to  the  N.W.,  is  the  Heldenberg,  a  temple  of  fame 
erected  by  Herr  von  Pargfrieder  to  the  army,  with  142  busts  of  Austrian 
mlers  and  generals  and  the  statues  and  tombs  of  Marshal  Badetzky  (d.  1868) 
and  Baron  Wimpffen  (d.  1854).    It  is  now  the  property  of  the  Bmperor. 

At  (256  M^  Absdorf'Hippersdorf  (B.2A\,  Restaurant;  branch-line 
to  Kremsj  p.  9!2)  the  line  enters  the  broad  valley  of  the  DanuhCt  and 
crosses  the  river  beyond  (258  M.)  Neu-Aigen.  262  M.  Tulln  (p.  93 ; 
Bail.  Bestauranty  It  then  skirts  the  right  bank  of  the  Danube,  with 
the  hills  of  the  Wiener  Wald  on  the  right.  265  M.  LangenUbam ; 
268V2M.  St.  Andra,  beyond  which  is  Schloss  AUenherg;  2711/2  M. 
Oreifenstein  (p.  93),  where  the  line  nears  the  river.  —  2741/2  M. 
Kritzendorf;  opposite,  at  some  distance  from  the  river,  are  Korneu' 
burg  and  the  Bisamberg  (p.  93).  —  276  M.  Klostemenbnrg-Kierliiig 
.  93) ,  the  station  for  the  town  and  abbey  of  Elostemeuburg ; 
77  M.  Kloitemeuburg-  WeidUng.  The  train  skirts  the  slopes  of  the 
Kohlenberg.  280  M.  Kahlenbergerdorf  (^.  93);  28OV2  M.  Nussdorf 
(p.  76),  a  suburb  of  Vienna  (railway  up  the  Kahlenberg,  see  p.  75). 
283  M.  Vienna,  Franz-Joief-Bahnhof  (j^.  1).

828  M.  ExpBXss  in  10s/«  hrs.  {SdchsUehe  StaaUbahn  to  Tetschen  *,  Oester- 
reicMsehe  Nordicestbahn  thence  to  Vienna) ;  fares  46  UK  20,  81  UK  10,  16  UK 
40  pf.  The  express  trains  have  through-restaurant-cars  and  sleeping-cars. 
Custom-house  examination  at  Tetschen.  —  Dresden  to  Vienna  via  Prague 
and  Brunn,  see  lUS.  87,  44  (through-carriages;  same  fares  and  time). 

From  Dresden  to  (32  M.)  Niedergrund,  see  p.  231.  The  train 
follows  the  left  bank  of  the  Elbe  to  Mittelgrund^  crosses  the  river, 
and  traverses  a  tunnel  beneath  the  Quaderberg  to  — 

38V2  M.  Tetschen  (452  ft. ;  *H6tel  UUrieh,  on  the  Elbe-Qual, 
R.  21/2-6,  pens.  5-7  K.-y  ♦5tem,  R  2  JZ".;  Krone;  Stadt  Prag;  Oruner 
Baum;  Dampfschiff-Hbtel,  at  the  pier;  Bail.  BeataurarU),  a  small 
town  with  9000  inhab.,  prettily  situated  at  the  confluence  of  the 
PulsnitZf  or  Polten,  with  the  Elbe,  and  connected  with  Bodenbaeh 
(p.  231)  and  Obergrxvnd  by  a  chain-bridge  and  two  railway-bridges. 
The  handsome  chateau  of  Count  Thun,  with  its  pleasant  gardens, 
on  a  rocky  hill  154  ft.  in  height,  was  once  fortified,  and  was  an  im- 
portant place  during  the  Seven  Years*  War.  Fine  view  from  the 
(8/4  hr.)  KoiMf^AuBskht  on  the  Quaderberg  (925  ft.;  rfmts.).

Fbom  Tstsohxm  to  Nimbdbo,  74  H.^  railway  in  4Vs  hrs.  The  line 
ascends  the  industrial  Polzen-TcU,  —  4Vs  M.  Benten  (branch-line  to  WamS" 
dor/j  see  below).  —  19  M.  Bahmiseh-Leipa  (820  ft.  *,  Lamm;  Alte  Pott)^  an  old 
town  of  9200  inhab.  on  the  Polzen,  with  large  factories.  The  KaMenberff 
(966ft.;  restaurant  at  the  top),  a  basaltic  hill  laid  out  with  promenades^ 
25  min.  to  the  W.,  commands  a  pretty  view;  still  more  extensive  from  the 
belvedere  on  the  Spitzberg  (1460  ft. ;  restaurant) ,  i/t  hr.  to  the  K.  From 
Leipa  branch-lines  run  to  Tannenberff  (see  below),  to  Lohotitz  (p.  232),  and 
to  Reiehenbmrg  (p.  271).  —  Pretty  scenery;  several  small  lakes.  2772  M. 
Hirtchberg  (2100  inhab.) ;  85Vs  M.  BdHg^  with  a  ruin.on  a  lofty  rock.  49  M. 
Bakovy  a  village  on  the  /ser,  junction  of  the  Neratowitz  and  Turnau  rail- 
way (p.  271)  and  of  a  branch-line  to  (26  M.)  Kopidlno  (p.  267).  —  54Vs  M. 
Jnngbnnslan  (686  ft.;  BaU.  Reitawcmt;  Qoldner  Kranz;  Lamm)^  a  man- 
ufacturing town  with  13,500  inhabitants.  Gothic  church  of  the  16th  cent., 
disfigured  by  additions;  old  Schloss  converted  into  barracks;  Bathaus  of 
1^0  with  two  towers.  Railway  to  Prague,  see  p.  267.  —  The  Iser  la  crossed. 
74  M.  mniburg  (p.  257). 

From  Tetschen  to  Wanudor/^  41  M.,  railway  in  2Vs  hrs.,  via  BdhmUch- 
KamnUz,  Tcmnenberg^  and  KreibUz.  —  Watnsdorf  and  thence  to  Zittau,  see 
Baedeker's  Northern  Germany. 

Beyond  Tetschen  the  Nordwesthahn,  or  Austrian  N.W.  Rail- 
way, follows  the  conrse  of  the  Elbe  and  passes  through  pleasing 
scenery.  —  491/2  M.  Oross-Priesen  (465  ft.;  Railway  Hotel). 

Fbom  Gboss-Pkibsek  to  Ausoha,  12  M.|  railway  in  11/2  hr.  —  7  M.  Loteho- 
witz  (branch-line  to  Wernsiadt^  df/t  M.).  —  II ear  (8  M.)  Lewtn-QeUechberg  is 
the  hydropathic  of  OelUchberg^  with  pleasant  wood-promenades,  whence  the 
Oeltschberg  (2380  ft.),  a  basaltic  cone  commanding  a  splendid  view  of  the 
whole  of  K.  Bohemia,  may  be  ascended  in  IS/4  hr.  vift  Hutzke  (comp.  p.  283). 

—  12  M.  Aiueha  (Adier)  is  a  quiet  little  town  of  2400  inhab.,  on  the  line 
rom  Loboaitz  to  Beichenberg  (p.  233). 

54^2  M.  BohreokeiiBtein  (470  ft. ;  Rail.  Restaurant)^  connected 

by  a  railway-bridge  with  Aussig  on  the  left  bank  (p.  232).  The  train 

then  passes  below  the  picturesque  ruin  of  *Schreeken8tein  (p.  232), 

and  the  yalley  again  contracts.  The  scenery  between  this  point  and 

Gzernosek  (see  below)  Is  the  finest  on  the  line  (views  to  the  right). 

—  60  M.  Sebusein  (Gasthaus  zum  Yetgissmeinnicht) ,  charmingly 
situated. 

To  the  E.  (2  M.)  lies  Kundratitz  (Villa  Henriettenruhe) ,  a  summer- 
resort.  —  Pleasant  excursion  by  the  Leitmeritz  road,  up  the  Miihlen-Tal, 
to  (IV2  M.)  Tluizen,  and  thence  to  the  right  through  the  woods  (green  and 
yellow  marks)  to  the  Eieberg  (1808  ft.)  and  the  ^/i  hr.)  JohannUkapelle^ 
which  commands  an  admirable  view  of  the  Elbe  valley  and  the  Mittel- 
gebirge,  with  the  ruin  of  Kamaik  in  the  foreground.  Descent  by  (V4  hr.) 
Kamaik  to  Leitmeritz,  IVz  hr. 

66  M.  Czemosek^  a  prosperous  village,  yielding  good  wine. 
Branch-line  to  (II/4  M.)  Czalositz. 

70  M.  Leitmeritz  (490  ft. ;  Krebs ;  Hirsch ;  Rail.  Restaurant)  is  a 
pleasant  town  (13,500  inhab.)  and  an  episcopal  see,  with  a  late- 
Qothic  Rathaus  of  the  16th  cent. ,  embellished  with  a  statue  of 
Roland  at  the  corner  towards  the  market-place.  The  Oemeindehaus 
contains  a  'Gantionale',  or  choral-book,  of  the  end  of  the  14th  cent., 
with  beautiful  miniatures.  The  KelchhauSy  thus  named  from  its 
curious  cup-shaped  tower  (^Keleh^  'cup*,  'chalice'),  was  built  by  a 
*utraquist'  or  Hussite  citizen  in  1584.  On  the  groundfloor  is  the 
Industrial  Museum,   The  fertile  country  round  Leitmeritz  is  styled 
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tlie  ^Bohemian  Paradl8e\  An  iron  bridge,  600  yds.  long,  crosses  the 

Elbe  here  to  (II/2  M.)  Theresienstadt  (jp.  233). 

Ascent  of  the  Geltsghbbsg,  an  interesting  excursion  of  half-a-day. 
Railway  in  1/2  hr.  to  Lit^esehitz  (Zar  Goldenen  Sechs),  a  village  with  a 
chateau.  Walk  thence  to  the  N.  to  the  (V2  hr.)  hamlet  of  Ober  -  Koblitz^ 
and  to  the  (1  hr.)  top  of  the  QelUchlberg  (p.  266). 

The  train  soon  quits  the  Elbe,  which  here  makes  a  long  bend 
towards  the  S.,  but  beyond  (82  M.)  Wegstddtl  again  returns  to  it. 
Beyond  the  station,  fine  retrospect  of  the  Bohemian  mountains. 

851/2  ^*  Liboch  (534  ft.)  lies  at  the  entrance  to  the  Libocher 
OrundCj  romantic,  winding  ravines,  stretching  many  miles  to  the  N. 
The  Czechish  idiom  now  prevails.  —  91  M.  Helnik  (Trauhe)^  a 
town  of  4300  inhab.,  belonging  to  Prince  Lobkowitz,  opposite  the 
influx  of  the  Moldau  in  the  Elbe.  The  hills  on  the  right  bank  yield 
good  wine.  Branch-line  via  (15M.)  Mscheno  to  (30^2  M.)  Kuttental 
(p.  271).  —  98  M.  VSetat-Pfivor  (Rail.  Restaurant)y  junction  of 
the  Prague  andTumau  line  (p.  271).  —  106  M.  Alt-Bunzlau  (Rail. 
Restaurant),  opposite  the  old  town  of  Brandeis  on  the  left  bank  ; 
V2M.  distant  is  Bad  Househka^  with  chalybeate  springs.  —  113  M. 
Liflsa  (Rail.  Restaurant)^  junction  of  the  line  from  Prague  to  Mittel- 
walde  (p.  267).  — 121 V2  M.  Nimburg  {Rail.  Restaurant;  7900  in- 
hab.) is  an  old  town  with  an  interesting  Gothic  church  (1282-1305; 
rebuilt  after  a  fire  in  1343)  and  large  railway-workshops.  Railway  to 
Tc««cfccn,  see  p.  266;  to  PohSan  (p.  260);  to  Wo8trom^{^.  267). 

The  line  follows  the  right  bank  of  the  Elbe  to  Kolin.  I26Y2  M. 
Podiehrad  (5400  inhab.),  with  a  Schloss  and  a  chain-bridge  over  the 
Elbe,  birthplace  of  George  Podiebrad,  King  of  Bohemia  (p.  217).  — 
131 Y2  M.  Oross-Wosiek ^  junction  for  Chlumetz  (p.  267).  —  Near 
(137  M.)  Kolin  (^Rail.  Restaurant;  p.  260)  the  line  crosses  the  Elbe. 

—  *Staatsbahn'  to  Brilnn  and  Vienna,  see  R.  44a. 

143^2  M.  SedletZ'Kuttenberg  (705  ft. ;  restaurant  opposite  the 
station). 

Branch-line  to  KuttMberffy  2  H.  in  1/4  hr.  >—  At  (iV4  M.)  Sedietz  is  the 
Grothic  church  of  St.  Mary  (1^0-1304).  the  largest  in  Bohemia,  once  belong- 
ing to  a  Cistercian  abbey,  with  double  aisles,  ambulatory,  and  chapels. 
The  old  abbey-buildings  now  contain  a  large  government  tobacco  factory. 

—  2  M.  Knttenberg  (886  ft. ;  Schwarzes  Ross;  pop.  14,800),  an  ancient  mining 
town,  whose  mines  yielded  much  silver  till  the  close  of  the  i6th  cent.^ 
but  were  abandoned  in  1903.  The  ^'Church  of  8t.  Barbara^  with  double 
aisles,  begun  in  1333  by  Peter  of  Gmiind,  is  a  noble  Gothic  edifice,  with 
numerous  coats  of  arms  on  the  vault  of  the  nave.  Handsome  choir-stalls. 
In  the  Walsche  Hof  (now  the  town- hall)  is  the  WenzelS'KapeUe^  with  a 
beautiful  Gothic  oriel.  The  churches  of  St.  Jakoby  Maria-Himmeifahrt  (both 
Gothic  'y  14th  and  15th  cent.),  and  the  Triniiy  (late-Gothic  -y  1488-1501)  are 
also  worthy  of  note. 

1491/2  M.  iaslau  (785  ft.;  Blauer  Stem;  Krone,  at  the  station ; 
pop.  9000),  near  Chotusitz,  where  Frederick  the  Great  defeated  the 
Austrians  under  Charles  of  Lorraine  in  1742.  Zisfca  (d.  1424)  was 
interred  in  the  church  of  SS.  Peter  and  Paul,  but  in  1623  his  bones 
wfere  removed  and  his  grave  destroyed  by  order  of  Emp.  Ferdinand 
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II.  (Branch-railway  hence  yH  Skowitz to  Zawratetz-TiremosehnitK  and 
Wrdy-Bucitz.)  —  183 V2  M.  Deutsch-Brod  (1385  ft.;  Weisses  Ross, 
Schwarzer  Adler ;  Rail.  Restaurant;  pop.  6500),  a  manufacturing 
town  on  the  Sazawa^  noted  for  Ziska^s  victory  over  Emp.  Sigismund 
in  1422.  Branch-lines  to  (16  M.)  Humpoletz  and  to  (2OV2  M.)  8aar, 
To  Pabdubitz,  59Vs  M-)  railway  in  3-4  hrs.  84  H.  Skui,  a  small  town 
with  8344  inhab.  and  an  old  Gothic  church,  junction  of  the  line  to  Zwittau 
(p.  261).  —  43  M.  Ohrast  (p.  248).  --  50  M.  Chrudim  (Bail.  Eestaurant).  — 
59V»  M.  Pardubitt  (p.  260). 

The  line  crosses  the  Sazawa  at  (189  M.)  SchlappenZf  and  beyond 
(194  M.)  Polna-Stechen  the  Moravian  frontier. 

I99V2  M.  Iglau  (1620  ft.;  Ooldener  Lowe;  Drei  Fursten;  Rail. 
Restaurant;  pop.  24,400),  an  old  town  on  the  Iglawa,  with  weaving 
and  plush  factories  and  important  markets.  The  Gothic  church  of 
St.  Jakob  has  a  good  altar-piece  by  Jos.  Steiner.  The  municipal  and 
mining  code  of  laws  of  Iglau  is  the  oldest  in  Moravia.  The  town- 
hall  contains  a  book  of  civic  laws,  with  miniatures,  of  1389.  — 
Railway  to  Wesely  and  Tdbor,  see  p.  266. 

The  line  follows  the  valley  of  the  Iglawa.  2071/2  M.  Wiese  (with 
a  chateau  of  Count  Sedlnitzky).  —  217  M.  OkHiko  (Rail.  Restaurant). 

From  OkbiIko  to  Bbunn,  47V«  M.  ,  railway  in  872  hrs.  —  71/2  M. 
Trebitsch  (1380  ft.-,  Hdt.  ffabgburff),  on  the  Iglatoa^  with  10,800  inliab., 
has  an  interesting  abbey-church  built  in  1230-45  in  the  transition  style. 
The  W.  aisle  has  a  fine  Romanesque  portal,  and  under  the  choir  is  a 
crypt  borne  by  columns.  —  16  H.  Btudemtt  (branch-line  to  Orost-Meseritscht 
141/2  M.).  —  321/2  M.  Segengottes  (1148  ft. ;  Rail.  Restaurant),  with  extensive 
coal-mines.  881/2  M.  Stf elite,  a  station  on  the  line  from  Briinn  to  Gruss- 
bach  (p.  265).  —  471/2  M.  Briinn  (p.  261). 

Near  (226  M.)  Kojetitz,  on  the  light,  rises  ScMoss  Sadek,  seat 
of  Count  Ohorinsky.  —  232  M.  Jarmeritz,  with  a  chateau  of  Count 
Karolyi.  —  237  M.  Mdhriseh-Budwitz  (branch-line  to  Jamnitz^ 
16  M.).  —  248  M.  Schonwald'Frain.  The  little  town  of  Train,  on 
the  Thaya,  3  M.  to  the  S.W.,  has  a  noble  Schloss  of  Count  Stad- 
nicky  on  an  abrupt  rock. 

260^2  ^*  Znaim  (945  ft.;  Drei  Kronen;  Nesweda;  Lorber,  at 
the  station;  Rail.  Restaurant;  pop.  16,300),  a  town  founded  by 
Ottokar  I.  in  1226,  lies  picturesquely  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Thaya. 
The  well-known  armistice  between  Napoleon  and  the  Archduke 
Charles  was  concluded  here  in  1809  after  the  battle  of  Wagram. 
Pleasant  promenades  now  occupy  the  site  of  the  old  fortifications. 
On  the  W.  side  of  the  town  are  remains  of  a  Castle  of  the  Margraves 
of  Moravia ,  part  of  which  is  now  a  brewery.  The  Castle  Chapel, 
known  as  the  ^HeidentempeV,  a  Romanesque  circular  structure  of 
the  12th  cent.,  contains  very  early  mural  paintings  (restored  in 
1893).  The  parish -church  of  St.  Nicholas,  a  finely  proportioned 
Gothic  edifice  of  the  14th  cent.,  is  disfigured  by  a  modern  tower. 
Near  it  is  the  WenzeUkapeUe ,  an  early-Gothic  double  church;  the 
upper  story  has  been  adapted  for  the  Protestant  service,  the  lower 
is  not  accessible.    The  Law  Courts  on  th©  site  pf  the  former  town- 
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hall,  has  a  handsome  towei  of  the  15th  cent,  253. ft.  high.  In  the 
Goltz  Mansion,  with  a  Renaissance  dooiway,  are  the  municipal 
offices  and  the  Archives^  containing  a  beautiful  illuminated  code  of 
1525.  Outside  the  E.  gate  are  the  Kopal  Monument,  a  granite  obelisk 
with  a  figure  of  Victory,  in  memory  of  Colonel  Eopal  (d.  1848),  and 
a  bronze  bust  of  the  novelist  Charles  Sealsfield  (Karl  Postel ;  1793- 
1864),  who  was  born  at  Poppitz,  3  M.  to  the  S.  of  Znaim. 

The  environs  are  picturesque  and  fertile.  Cucumbers  and  other 
vegetables  are  largely  cultivated  here.  The  former  Premonstratensian 
abbey  of  Brucky  an  extensive  building  II/4  M,  to  the  S.,  is  now  a 

barrack. 

Znaim  is  the  best  starting-point  for  a  visit  to  the  Thaya-Tal.  The 
following  are  the  finest  points  in  the  pictareague  valley :  NeunmUhlen,  with 
the  8ehdbe»er-0ebirge^  the  SchweizerhSwl^  the  ch&teau  of  Karltlusi^  the 
ruins  of  NeuMutel^  Alt-Kaja^  and  Hardegg^  Frain  (see  p.  258j,  the  curious 
Eishdhlen  (ice-caverns),  and  Schlos*  Vdttau^  property  of  Count  Daun,  which 
contains  a  fine  collection  of  armour  and  weapons,  including  the  armour 
of  Zrinyi,  the  brave  defender  of  Szigetv^r  (p.  8vl),  and  the  helmet  of  Ziska. 

FsoM  Znaiu  to  Grossbagh  (p.  265),  16  M..  railway  in  1V«  hr.,  crossing 
the  Leska-Oraben  near  Znaim  by  a  viaduct  100  yds.  long. 

The  line  crosses  the  deep  valley  of  the  Thaya  by  an  imposing 
viaduct,  240  yds.  long  and  150  ft.  high.  To  the  left,  the  Abbey  of 
Bruck  (see  above).  272  M.  Retz  (784  ft.),  a  wine-producing  place.  — 
278  M.  Zellemdorf  (Rail,  Restaurant) ;  branch-line  to  Sigmunds- 
herberg^  see  p.  264;  to  Orussbach  and  Imndenburg,  p.  266.  — 
291 M.  Oberhollabrunn  f  272 M.  to  the  N.E.  is  the  interesting  church 
of  Schongrabemj  a  massive  late-Romanesque  structure  (1210-30), 
with  curious  reliefs  of  the  Fall  of  Man,  etc.,  in  niches  outside 
the  apse. 

297  M.  GbUersdorf  (646  ft.),  with  a  well-preserved  mediaeval 
chateau,  lies  on  the  Qbller ,  the  valley  of  which  the  line  now 
descends.  We  pass  the  ancestral  chateau  of  Count  Schonborn,  with 
its  large  park.  —  303  M,  Siemdorf,  with  a  ch&teau  and  park  of 
Prince  CoUoredo-Mansfeld.  —  307  M.  Stockeran  (646  ft. ;  Strauss), 
a  busy  market-town  with  a  thriving  grain-trade  and  large  cavalry- 
barracks.  The  line  enters  the  broad  valley  of  the  Danube^  with  its 
woods  and  islands.  Beyond  it  rise  the  hills  of  the  Wiener  Wald.  — 
313  M.  Korneuburg  (p.  93).  316  M.  Langenzersdorf,  at  the  W.  base 
of  the  vine-clad  Bisamberg  (p.  93).  On  the  opposite  bank  is  the 
abbey  of  Klosterneuburg  (p.  77). 

From  (319*/2  M.)  Jedlesee  a  branch-line  diverges  to  Floridsdorf, 
on  the  N.  Railway  (p.  266).  The  train  then  crosses  the  Danube  by 
a  long  bridge  (view  to  the  right,  up  the  stream,  as  far  as  the  Kahlen- 
berg,  etc."),  and  stops  at  the  Nordwest-Bahnhof  of  —

Ab  we  leave  the  Staats-Bahnhof,  we  observe 
the  suburb  of  Karolinental  (p.  226)  on  the  left  and  the  Ziskaberg 
(p.  233)  on  the  right.  2V2  M.  Liehen  (p.  267).  —  2OV2  M.  Bohmisch- 
Brod  (728  ft.).  Between  Bohmisch-Brod  and  Podiebrad  (p.  267) 
the  Hussite  wars  were  ended  in  1434  by  a  great  battle,  in  which 
both  the  Bohemian  leaders,  Procopius  Hhe  Great*  and  HheLess',  fell. 
—  231/2  M.  Pofiican  (junction  for  Nimhurg,  p.  269) ;  29  M.  Pecek 
(junction  for  Beivdr  and  JTottrim) ;  331/2  M.  Velim,  Near  Kolin, 
on  the  right,  rises  the  Friedrichaberg  (912  ft.;  II/2  hr.;  where 
Frederick  stood  during  the  battle),  with  an  obelisk  in  memory  of 
the  victory  gained  by  the  Austrian  Marshal  Daun  over  Frederick  the 
Great,  18th  June,  1767,  which  compelled  the  Prussians  to  evacuate 
Bohemia.  —  40  M.  Kolin  (666  ft.  j  Grand  Hotel;  Blatter  Stern ;  Rail, 
Restaurant;  pop.  16,000),  on  the  Elbe,  a  manufacturing  town,  is 
the  junction  of  the  Austrian  N.W.  Railway  (p.  267).  The  Church  of 
8t^  Bartholomew^  a  handsome  building  In  the  transitional  style  of 
the  13th  cent.,  with  Romanesque  transept  and  two  W.  towers,  has 
a  remarkably  rich  Gothic  •Choir,  erected  by  Peter  of  Gmiind  In 
1360-78.  Adjoining  the  church  Is  a  detached  belfry  of  the 
16th  century.    Branch-line  to  Cercan-Pihly,  see  p.  266. 

451/2  M.  Elbe-Teinitz,  prettily  situated  on  a  hill.  On  the  left, 
the  Elbe;  on  the  right,  several  quarries.  621/2  M.  Kladrub;  57  M. 
Preloui  (junction  for  Kalk-Podol,  I31/2  M.).  On  an  Isolated  hill  to 
the  left  of  (65  M.)  Pardnbitz  (Rail,  Restaurant;  H6t  Veulka)  is 
the  ruined  castle  of  Kunetitz  (1000  ft.).  Railway  to  Reichenberg 
and  Zittau^  see  R.  47 ;  to  Deutsch-Brod,  see  p.  268. 

73  M.  Morawan,  —  Beyond  (86  M.)  Chotzen  (Rail,  Restaurant), 
with  a  chateau  and  park  of  Prince  Klnsky,  the  junction  for  Tinischt 
(p.  267)  and  a  branch-line  to  (16  M.)  Leitomischl,  the  train  passes 
through  a  tunnel  of  200  yds.  into  the  narrow  valley  of  the  StilLe 
Adler,  with  Its  pretty  green  meadows,  wooded  hills,  and  rock-forma- 
tions. —  89  M.  Brandeis,  a  picturesque  place,  with  a  ruined  castle, 
once  the  headquarters  of  the  'Bohemian  Brethren*. — 95V2^»  Wilden- 
schwert,  a  manufacturing  town,  junction  for  Geiersberg  (p.  267).  — 
102  M.  Bdhmisch-Tr&bau  (1260 ft.;  *Rail,  Restaurant), 

To  Olmutz,  54Y«  M.,  railway  in  21/2  hrs.  —  4V«  M.  Triebitx  (junction 
fur  Prostnitz,  p.  264);  SVa  M.  Rudeltdorf  (branch-line  to  Landskron)\ihen 
through  the  wooded  ravine  of  the  8cuawa  to  (26  M.)  Hohenttadt  (978  ft.; 
Bail.  Restaurant),  a  small  town  prettily  situated  at  the  S.E.  base  of  the 
Sudetm  (Junction  for  Blauda).  The  line  nears  the  ifarch.  On  a  hill  to  the 
right  beyond  (SO  M.)  Lukawetz  rises  ScMoss  MUrau,  now  a  house  of  cor- 
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rection.  83Vs  M.  MUglitz  (Eail.  Reataurant),  a  pleasant  little  town,  with 
a  monument  to  Emp.  Joseph  II.<  41  H.  Bchwarzbach  (j auction  for  Littavi)'^ 
48  M.  Btefanau^  to  thel^.E.  of  which  lies  the  considerable  town  of  Stem' 
berg.  Near  Olmiitz  the  military  hospital  of  Hradischy  once  a  monastery, 
is  seen  to  the  right  in  the  distance.    541/2  M.  OlmUtz^  see  p.  272. 

Ill  M.  Zwittau  (1463  ft.;  Stadthof),  an  old  town  with  manu- 
factories (branch -line  to  Skuc,  p.  268);  116  M.  Qreifendotf. 
Beyond  a  short  tunnel,  (122V2  M.)  Brusau  (1236  ft.),  a  manufactur- 
ing place  on  the  Zwiita^  or  Zwittawa.  —  128  M.  Leitowiiz^  with  a 
monastery  and  hospital.  To  the  left  In  the  distance,  beyond  (134 M.) 
Skalitz,  the  conspicuous  ruins  of  Boskowitz,  139  M.  Raitz  (Brau- 
haus),  with  a  chateau  of  Prince  Salm.  —  144  M.  Blansko  (Rail. 
Restaurant),  with  large  iron-foundries  owned  by  Prince  Salm. 

A  pleasant  excursion  may  be  taken  (carriage  in  4  hrs.;  10  K.)  from 
Blansko  by  Raitz  and  Peirowitz  to  Sloup  (Wes9ely''s  Inn),  where  there  are 
several  interesting  stalactite  caverns  (adm.  to  each  60  A.)>  l^ence  to  the 
S.  through  the  0(U  Tal  to  the  Mazocha^  a  subsidence  in  the  ground,  450  ft. 
deep  (fine  view  from  the  Ripka'WarU)\  and  back  by  the  PunmchTal.^ 
passing  Prince  Salm''s  iron-works. 

The  valley  of  the  Zwittawa  contracts  and  is  bounded  by  rocky, 
wooded  hills.  The  line  follows  the  winding;  stream  and  passes  through 
four  tunnels;  above  the  third,  the  ruin  of  Nowyhrad,  149 M.  Adams- 
thai  (Rati.  Restaurant;  H6t.  Felsenkeller,  8/4  M.  from  the  station), 
a  busy  place,  with  large  engine-works  and  a  chllteau  of  Prince 
Liechtenstein.  About  3  M.  to  the  E.  lies  the  Josefs-Tal,  with  several 
caverns,  and  rich,  in  natural  beauties,  often  visited  from  Briinn.

Briinn  (690  ft.),  the  capital  of  Moravia,  with  110,000  inhab., 
including  the  suburbs,  lies  in  a  beautiful  fertile  region  at  the  foot 
of  the  Spielberg,  between  the  Schwarzawa  and  the  Zwittawa.  The 
town,  which  was  an  important  place  as  early  as  the  9th  cent.,  is 
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now  one  of  tlie  chief  manufacturing  places  in  the  Austrian  empire, 
especially  for  cloth.  The  cramped  and  angular  old  town  is  surrounded 
with  promenades  and  handsome  boulevards,  heyond  which  sub- 
stantial suburbs  have  sprung  up. 

Turning  to  the  left  on  leaving  the  station,  we  enter  the  promen- 
ades of  the  Franzensberg  (PL  E,  F,  4),  embellished  with  an  obe- 
lisk of  grey  marble  in  memory  of  the  battle  of  Leipzig  (1813),  and 
obtain  a  view  of  the  S.  suburbs,  the  fertile  environs,  and  the  Polau 
Mts.  to  the  S.  in  the  background.  To  the  right  is  the  Episcopal 
Palace  (PI.  1).  On  an  adjacent  hill  rises  the  Cathedral  of  St,  Peter 
arid  St.  Paul  (PI.  E,  F,  4),  with  its  lofty  nave,  built  in  the  Gothic 
style  in  the  15th  cent.,  injured  by  the  Swedes  in  1645,  and  restored 
in  rococo  taste.  The  presbytery,  restored  in  1890  in  the  Gothic 
style,  contains  modern  stained  glass. 

The  Spielberg  (940  ft. ;  PI.  D,  E,  3 :  ascent  from  the  Elisabeth- 
Str.,  PI.  E,  3)  is  crowned  with  the  citadel  of  that  name,  a  state- 
prison  from  1621  to  1855,  where  the  turbulent  Trenck,  colonel  of 
the  half  savage  Pandours,  died  in  captivity  in  1749.  Count  Silvio 
Pellico,  the  Italian  poet,  who  was  imprisoned  here  in  1822-30,  has 
described  his  sad  experiences  in  ^Le  mie  Prigioni'.  The  casemates 
contain  lifesize  portraits  of  several  famous  prisoners,  the  Emp. 
Joseph  cell,  with  its  inmate,  a  torture-cell,  a  well  375  ft.  deep,  etc. 
Tickets  of  admission  to  the  citadel  (now  a  barrack),  a  visit  to  which 
takes  ^l^r^U  ^o^^?  ^^y  ^^  obtained  from  the  sergeant  who  acts  as 
guide  (40  A.).   Pleasant  grounds  and  fine  view. 

in  the  Elisabeth-Str.,  bordered  on  the  left  by  promenades  ex- 
tending to  the  Spielberg,  rise  on  the  right  the  Landes-Oherrealschule 
(Commercial  School f  PI.  11)  and  the  Moravian  Industrial  Haseum 
[Oewerbe- Museum;  PI.  E,  3),  with  interesting  collections  and  a 
library  (adm.  on  week-days,  except  Men.,  9-12  and  2-5,  Sun.  and 
holidays  9-12  and  2-4).    At  the  end  of  the  street  is  the  Elisabeth- 
Plata  (PI.  E,  3),  with  its  promenades,  enclosed  by  handsome  modern 
buildings.    On  the  W.  is  the  Technical  Institution  (Pi.  15);  on  the 
E.,  the  German  Grammar  School  (/.  Deutsches  Gymnasium;  PI.  8); 
on  the  S.,  the  Slavonic  Society  ('Besedni  dum';  PI.  13),  the  Kron- 
prinz  Rudolf  Public  School  (PL  9),  and  the  German  Gymnastic  Hall 
(PI.  6);    on  the  N.,  the  tasteful  Protestant  Church  (PI.  8),  in  the 
Gothic  style,  by  Ferstel  (1867).    To  the  right,  in  the  Jodok-Str.,  is 
the  Landhaus  (PI.  E,  2,  3),  *uilt  in  1876-78,  where  the  Moravian 
Estates  meet.    In  the  adjacent  La^ansky-Platz,  on  the  left,  is  the 
14th  cent.  Church  of  St,  Thomas  (PI.  F,  2),  next  to  which  are  the 
Statthalterei^  or  government-buildings  (PI.  14),  once  an  Augustine 
convent,  with  statues  of  the  margraves  Johann  (1350-75)  and  Jobst 
(1376-1411)  at  the  portal.    To  the  N.   of  the  church  rises  the 
Deutsche  Haus  (PI.  E,  F,  2),  in  the  German  Renaissance  style  by 
Ende  and  Bockmann  (1891),  with  caf^-restaurant,  ball-rooms,  etc. 
In  front  of  it  is  a  bronze  iStofwc  of  Emp,  Josephll.^  byBrenek  (1892). 
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The  Renneigasse  leads  from  the  Lazansky-Platz  to  the  S.  to  the 
Gothic  Glmreh  of  St.  Jacob  (PI.  E,  F,  3),  buUt  in  1314-1480,  with 
nave  and  aisles  of  equal  height,  remarkable  for  its  elegant  propor- 
tions. It  has  recently  been  restored  and  embellished  with  superb 
stained-glass  windows.  In  the  ambulatory  of  the  choir  is  the  mon- 
ument of  Field-Marshal  Count  Radwit  de  Souches  (d.  1683),  the 
gallant  defender  of  Brunn  against  the  Swedes  in  1645.  The  in- 
congruous iron  tower,  305  ft.  high,  was  added  in  1845. 

We  now  cross  the  Qrosst  Platz  (PI.  F,  3),  with  its  column  in 
Ronoui  of  the  Virgin  (1680),  and  follow  the  Herrengasse  and  the 
mathausgasse  to  the  Rathaus  (PI.  F,  3),  erected  in  1511,  but 
grodernized;  the  rich  late-Gothic  portal,  attributed  to  Meister  Pil- 
ham,  and  a  Renaissance  arcade  in  the  court  to  the  right  alone  retain 
their  original  form.  A  crocodile's  skin  suspended  in  the  corridor  at 
the  back  is  pointed  out  as  a  *dragon\  —  In  the  Dominikaner-PIatz 
is  the  old  LandhauSy  or  House  of  the  Estates  (PI.  6),  containing  the 
Municipal  OoZ^ctioru  (antiquities,  curiosities,  the  Gomperz  Collection 
of  modern  pictures,  etc.  j  adm.  Sun.,  10-1,  Tues.  &  Sat.  2-4,  free). 

Near  this  is  the  Krautmarkt  (PI.  F,  4),  with  a  fountain  of  1696 
(known  as  the  ^Parnassus'),  by  B.  Fischer  yon  Erlach,  and  a  column 
in  honour  of  the  Trinity.  The  S.W.  side  of  the  square  is  occupied 
by  the  Provincial  Law  Courts.  Adjacent  is  the  Franzens  Museum 
(PI.  7;  open  in  summer  on  Men.,  Wed.,  &  Sat.  10-12  and  1-4,  Sun. 
10-1,  at  other  times  on  application),  containing  antiquities,  a  natural 
history  collection,  Moravian  costumes,  paintings,  etc.  —  A  vault  in 
the  Capuchin  Churchy  in  the  adjacent  Kapuziner-Platz  (PI.  F,  4), 
contains  the  glass  coffin  of  Colonel  Trenck  (see  p.  262 ;  apply  to 
the  sacristan).  —  Beyond  the  station  is  the  handsome  Synagogue 
(PI.  P,  4),  in  the  Moorish  style  (1852).  —  Farther  to  the  N.,  in  the 
Kaiserring,  is  the  Theatre  (PI,  F,  3),  built  by  Fellner  &'Hellmer  in 
1882,  the  first  in  Europe  lighted  by  electricity.  In  the  promenades 
on  the  Glacis  are  a  monument  in  memory  of  the  Swedish  siege  in 
1645  (erected  in  1895),  busts  of  Schiller  and  Grillparzer,  and  a 
monument  to  Burgomaster  Winterholler  (1895). 

The  Angarten  (PI.  £,  F,  1 ;  electric  tramway,  see  p.  261),  a 
pleasant  park  on  the  N.  side  of  the  town,  opened  to  the  public  by 
Emp.  Joseph  II.,  is  a  favourite  resort.  It  contains  the  Augarien" 
Qebaude  (caftf),  where  a  military  band  plays  in  summer  on  Tues. 
and  Thurs.  afternoons,  and  a  bust  of  Emp.  Joseph  II.  by  Tilgner. 

On  the  S.W.  side  of  the  Spielberg  lies  Alt -Brunn  with  the 
Koniginkloster  (PI.  D,  4)  and  its  interesting  Gothic  Augustine 
Church  (14th  cent.).  Farther  to  the  W.,  beyond  the  Schwarzawa, 
are  the  (l*/2  M.)  Schreibwald^  a  popular  place  of  recreation  (restau- 
rant ;  electric  tramway,  see  p.  261 ;  carr.  and  pair  2  K.  40  A.)  and 
the  Steinmuhle  Restaurant, 


From  Bfunn  to  Tischnowitz,  18  M.,  railway  in  11/2  lir.    IV4  M.  Ob 
wiU^   close  to  the  manufacturing  quarter  of  Briinn^   4'/a  M.  Konignfeld 
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Karikam  (Brewery;  electric  tramway,  see  p.  961),  a  favourite  resort  from 
Brdnn,  with  a  military  school  and  fine  park.  —  9Vs  M.  Zintendorf.  [Charm- 
ing walk  thence  by  the  (1  hr.)  Bdbylom  (1680  ft.  \  two  shelter-huts),  a  fine 
point  of  view,  to  (s/4  hr.)  Wranau^  with  the  burial-church  of  Prince  Liechten- 
stein, and  through  fine  woods  to  (1  hr.)  rail.  stat.  Adamsthal  (p.  261).]  — 
Xext  stations:  Ourein^  Drasowy  and  (18  M.)  Tiaohnowitz  (890  ft),  a  small 
town  prettily  situated  on  tibe  left  bank  of  the  Sehwarzawa  (opposite  Tig^- 
nowiU  -Vorkloster).  Observe  here  the  fine  transition  church  of  Uie  former 
nunnery  of  HimmeUpforU^  particularly  the  richly  sculptured  W.  ^Portal 
and  the  N.  cloisters. 

Fbou  BbGnn  to  OlmCtz  and  to  Pbbbau  (to  OlmUtt^  64  H.,  railway  in 
3  hrs.  {  to  Prerau,  6672  M..  in  2 V4  hrs.).  16Vs  M.  Krenowitz ;  29Vs  M.  Witchau ; 
35  M.  Eywanowitz,  At  (39Vs  M.)  NtzamUUiz  (Bail.  Restaurant)  the  line  to 
Protinitz  and  OkniUz  diverges  to  the  left  (p.  261).  On  the  Prerau  line  are 
stations  Kojetein  and  Chro^.    56V2  M.  Prerau  (p.  272). 

Fboh  BbGnm  to  Tbbngsin-Teplicz,  IIOV2  H.,  railway  in  8  hrs.  8  H. 
Schlapanitz;  15  M.  Austerlitz,  with  a  chftteau  or  Prince  Kaunitz,  famed 
for  the  ^Battle  of  the  Three  Emperors'*  on  2nd  Dec,  1805  (monument  on 
the  battlefield).  21  M.  BuUehowitz;  SSi/i  M.  Qaya;  hS^I%  H.  BUmz  (Bail. 
Restaurant),  with  a  chateau  of  Count  Reichenbach  (junction  for  Pitek^ 
p.  273).  We  cross  the  Kaiser -Ferdiuands-Nordbahn  (p.  273)  and,  near 
(55  M.)  Wessely^  the  March.  Branch-line  to  the  right  to  Strassnits  (p.  273), 
SudomSritZ'Petrau  (Bi/i  M.),  and  (11  M.)  Skalitz  (p.  322).  Our  train  runs 
to  the  N.,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  March.  bV^H.  Ungariseh-Ostra;  60  H. 
Neudorf;  63Vs  H.  KvnowiU^  on  the  OUawa^  which  the  train  follows  to 
the  E.  (Branch  to  Ungarizch-Hradiseh  ^  see  p.  272.)  721/3  M.  Unfforisch- 
Brodf  75  M.  Aujezd-Luhattchotpitz^  with  Count  Ser^nyi^s  baths  (water  con- 
taining iodine  and  bromine  salt,  etc.);  SO'/s  H.  Boikotoitz;  90  H.  Hradek. 
We  traverse  the  (102  M.)  Vlara  Past  (Hungarian  frontier)  and  enter  the 
valley  of  the  Waag.    UOVs  M.  Trenesin-Tepliez  (p.  353). 

From  Brilnn  to  OkfHkOy  see  p.  258. 

Beyond  Brilnn,  on  the  'Nordbahn*,  follow  the  stations  Oher^ 
OerspitZf  Modritz,  and  (165  M.)  Raigem,  with  a  large  Benedictine 
abbey  founded  in  1048.  —  I68V2M.  Rohrbach;  branch-Une  to  (I3/4  M.) 
OrosS'Seelowitzj  with  sugar-reflneries.  —  At  (174  M.)  Branowitz  the 
Schwarzawa  is  crossed ;  on  the  right,  the  Polau  Mta. ,  with  ruins.  — 
179  M,  AuipitZy  connected  by  steam-tramway  with  (41/2  M.)  the  town 
of  that  name. — 183  M.  Saitz;  on  the  right  rises  the  oriental  belvedere 
in  the  park  of  Prince  Liechtenstein  (see  below).  Branch-line  to 
(2372  M.)  Gbding  (p.  2721.  —  I88I/2  M.  Kosttl,  with  the  oldest 
church  in  Moravia.  —  1%  M.  Londenburg  (Rail.  Restaurant; 
Ooldnes  Lamm),  junction  for  Oderberg  (R.  48). 

Branch-line  in  40  min.  to  (7y2  M.)  *Eisgrub  (OemHnde-  Gatthauz) ,  a 
domain  of  Prince  Liechtenstein,  with  a  large  ch&teau.  The  vast  park,  over 
1()0  square  miles  in  area,  contains  two  towns,  several  villages,  picturesque 
lakes,  and  various  single  buildings,  including  the  ^Grenzhalle''  on  the 
boundary  between  Austria  and  Moravia,  the  magnificently  decorated  oriental 
belvedere,  200  ft.  high,  the  Chinese  pavilion,  etc. 

Fboh  Ldndbnbdbq  to  Zbllbbnoobf,  5272  M.,  railway  in  5  hrs.  —  8  M. 
Feldzberffy  with  a  ch&teaa  and  park  of  Prince  Liechtenstein ;  16  H.  NUioU' 
burffyvrith  a  ehftteau  of  Prince  Dietrichstein-Mensdorff,  where  peace  between 
the  Austrians  and  Prussians  was  concluded  on  26th  July,  1866.  —  22  H. 
Neuziedl-DUmholz.  whence  a  branch-line  runs  to  (51/2  M.)  Qrxuibtuh  (p.  265); 
311/2  M.  Laa  (p.  265),  where  we  cross  the  Vienna  and  Brilnn  linet  52V2M. 
Zellemdor/  (p.  250). 

The  line  intersects  part  of  the  Eisgrub  park,  and  crosses  the  Thaya, 
the  boundary  between  Moravia  and  Austria.  Country  flat  and  fertile  j 
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maize  abounds.  On  the  right  rises  the  isolated  Raiatenherg  (955  ft.), 
at  the  foot  of  which  lies  the  town  of  Felaberg,  In  the  March feldy 
beyond  (207  M.)  HohenaUj  Ottocar  of  Bohemia  routed  the  Hungarians 
in  1260,  and  in  1278  was  himself  defeated  and  slain  by  Rudolph  of 
Hapsburg.  21072^*  Drosing  (RaiL  Restaurant;  branch  to  Zittera- 
dorf,  7Va  M.) ;  2I6V2  M.  Dumkrut.  The  hills  to  the  E.  are  the 
Little  Carpathians,  Between  Diirnkrut  and  (222  M.)  Angem  the  line 
approaches  the  March,  the  boundary  between  Austria  and  Hungary. 
At  (227  M.)  O&nflerndorf  (Rail.  Restaurant)  the  line  to  Pressburg 
diverges  to  theE.  (p.  321).  Near  (235  M.)  Wagram  a  bloody  battle  was 
fought  between  the  French  and  the  Austrians  in  1809,  ending  with 
the  retreat  of  the  latter  to  Znaim.  To  the  right  the  Leopoldsberg 
with  its  castle,  then  the  Kahlenberg  (p.  76)  become  visible.  244  M. 
Floridfldorf.  Above  the  wooded  islands  of  the  Danube  the  tower  of 
St.  Stephen's  rises  in  the  distance.  The  train  crosses  the  Danube 
by  an  iron  bridge  V2  ^*  ^^^^S  (^ith  the  Franz-Josefs-Brucke  on  the 
right,  and  the  Rudolfs-Brilcke  on  the  left)  and  stops  at  the  N. 
Station  of  (247  M.)  Yleima  (p.  1).  Travellers  whose  destifiation 
is  the  Leopoldstadt  may  engage  a  porter  for  their  luggage,  but  for 
more  distant  quarters  a  cab  (p.  1)  should  be  taken.

255  M.  Railway  in  TVa-lSVs  hrs.    Same  fares  as  yi&  Lnndenburg  (p.  260). 

From  Prague  to  (168  M.)  Brunn^  see  pp.  260-261.  —  The  line 
crosses  the  Schwartawa,  the  ^Nordbahn'  (see  p.  264),  and  at  (165^2  M^O 
Sthlitz  thQ  Obrawa  (to  Okfiiko,  see  p.  268).  Two  tunnels.  1721/2  M. 
KanitZ'Eibenschutz  (where  the  Iglawa  Is  crossed  by  a  long  viaduct). 
178  M.  Krcmau^  with  a  large  chateau  and  park  of  Prince  Liechten- 
stein on  a  hill  surrounded  by  the  Rokitna, 

197  M.  OrnBibach-Sehonan  (Rail.  Restaurant;  branch-lines  W.  to 
Znaim^  p.  268,  and  E.  to  Lunderiburg  and  Zellemdorfy  see  p.  264). 
Near  (203  M.)  Laa^  a  small  walled  town,  the  line  crosses  the  Thaya 
(branch-line  to  Neusiedl-Dumholz  and  Lundenhurg,  see  p.  264).  — 
210  M.  Enzersdorf  (branch  to  Poysdorf).  Beyond  ^236  M.)  WoVcers- 
dorfj  the  Marchfeld  (see  above)  is  traversed  to  f248  M.)  Stadlau 
(junction  for  Marchegg  and  Budapest,  R.  66).  The  line  crosses  the 
Danube  by  a  bridge  and  viaduct  V2  M.  long,  intersects  the  Prater, 
crosses  the  Danube  Canal  to  Simmering,  and  then  the  Neustddter 
Canalf  and  enters  the  Stoats- Bahnhof  on  the  S.  side  of  Vienna  (p.  1).

Ptague  (Franz-Josef-Bahnhof),  see  p.  217.  A  long  tunnel  car- 
ries the  train  into  the  Botitsch-Tal.  V/^  M.  Nusle-Vriowitz  (branch 
to  Do6/t«<jfc,  4372  M,).  6V2M.  Hostivar,  where  the  old  church  con- 
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tains  a  Madonna  said  to  date  from  1374.  —  17i/2  M.  MnicHowiU, 
with  granite  works ;  26  M.  Cerian-Piiely,  where  the  Saxawa  is  crossed. 
32  M.  Benesehau  (1195  ft. ;  Rail.  Restaurant),  a  small  town  with  a 
Gothic  church  of  the  13th  and  14th  centuriee.  Branch-line  to  Unter- 
Kralowitz  (36V2  M.). 

41 Y2  M.  Wotitz^  with  a  chateau  and  a  Franciscan  convent ;  branch- 
line  to  Selian  (15  M.). 

66  M.  Tahor  (1443  ft. ;  Novy's  Hdtel;  Bail,  BeBtaurant),  with 
10,700  inhab.,  once  a  stronghold  of  the  Hussites,  stands  on  a  bold 
eminence  between  the  Luschnitz  and  the  Jordonteich.  The  walls 
erected  by  Ziska  are  still  partly  preserved.  In  the  Ring-Platz,  from 
which  radiate  eleven  streets,  stands  the  Decanats-KirchCj  of  1516, 
containing  an  interesting  zinc  font  (1472).  In  front  of  the  Ctibor 
House  (Ring-Platz  6),  with  rich  Renaissance  ornamentation,  is  one 
of  the  stone  tables  at  which  the  Taborites  used  to  partake  of  the 
Communion  In  both  kinds  in  the  open  air.  Close  by  is  a  Statue  of 
Ziska^  by  Strachovski  (1884).  The  late-Gothic  Rathaus,  finished 
in  1521,  bears  the  city-arms  in  tufa  (1515),  in  a  framework  which 
includes  statuettes  of  Ziska,  Procopius,  Huss,  and  Jerome  of  Prague, 
and  a  group  of  Adamites.  The  Municipal  Afuseum,  on  the  upper 
floor,  contains  many  local  antiquities,  chiefly  of  the  Hussite  period. 
On  the  E.  side  of  the  town,  outside  the  Bechiner  Tor,  is  the  pictur- 
esque ruined  castle  of  Kotnow;  and  472  ^'  to  the  S.W.  is  the  pic- 
turesque ruin  of  Pfibenic.  —  Railway  from  Tabor  to  Ra^itz  and 
Jglau,  see  p.  253. 

The  line  follows  the  right  bank  of  the  Luschnitz.  77  M.  Sobieslau, 
with  3800  inhab.,  has  a  late-Gothic  church  of  the  15th  century. 

81  M.  Wesely  (Rail,  Reataurant)^  junction  for  Budweis  (p.  253). 

Fbom  WESBLr  TO  Iqlad.  58  M.,  railway  in  3-4  hrs.  16Va  M.  Neuhaus 
(Fridl),  a  busy  town  of  9300  inhab.,  with  a  ch&tean  of  Count  Czernin  (con- 
taining valuable  archives,  a  eollection  of  pictures,  and  fine  old  furniture), 
and  a  Gothic  church  of  the  15th  century.  Branch  to  Neubittritg  (21  Vs  M.). 
35  M.  Ihlawka^  station  for  8t.  Katharinahad^  with  its  alkaline  springs.  40  M. 
Oher'Cer9kv€^  whence  a  branch-line  runs  to  Pilgram  (Martinec),  a  town  of 
4700  inhab.  (3  hra.  to  the  E.  of  which  rises  the  Kretneinik,  2516  ft.,  with 
its  pilgrimage-church),  and  to  (431/8  H.)  Tabor  (see  above).  49  M.  Wolfi'tmu 
(Bail.  Restaurant).    Branch  to  Zlabingt  (36  M.).    58  M.  Iglau  (p.  25S). 

941/2  M.  Wittingau^  a  town  with  5500  inhab.,  has  a  chateau  of 
the  15th  cent,  and  a  Gothic  church  of  the  14th  (flue  cloisters).  — 
11 51/2  M.  Omund,  Hence  to  Vienna,  see  p.  254.

2101/2  H.    Bailwat  in  10V«-12  hrs.  (fares  26  UT,  18  UT,  10  Jf  10  pf.). 

Ptaffue,  see  p.  217.  The  train  starts  from  the  Nordwest^Bahnhof^ 
crosses  a  branch  of  the  Moldau,  passes  beneath  the  viaduct  of  the 
Staatsbahn  (p.  233),  and  traverses  the  Jerusalem$-InseL  To  the  left 
appear  the  Moldau  and  the  trees  on  the  Hetz-Jnsel^  to  the  right  the 
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subur'b  of  Karolinental  and  the  Ziskaherg  (p.  233).  —  I8/4  bJ. 
LieheUj  a -suburb  of  Prague,  with  many  factories.  We  pass  below  the 
line  to  Tumau  (p.  270).  3V2  M.  Wysocan^^s,  pleasure-resort  much 
frequented  from  Prague.  —  From  (16  M.)  Celakowitz  a  branch-line 
runs  to  (6  M.)  BrandeiSy  a  small  town  with  an  old-fashioned  chateau 
of  the  Grand-Duke  of  Tuscany,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Elbe,  and 
(15  M.)  Neratowitt  (p.  271). 

22  M.  LiBsa  (Rail.  Restaurant),  the  junction  for  the  line  from 
Tetschen  to  Iglau  and  Vienna  (B.  43),  the  metals  of  which  our  train 
foUows  Tia  (31 M.)  Nimburg  to  (41  M.)  Grois-WoBselE  (Rail.  Restau- 
rant; p.  267),  where  we  diverge  to  the  E.  —  4672  M.  LibHowea. 
The  line  skirts  the  Zehuner  Teich,  a  lake  3  M.  in  length  (periodic) 
to  (52  M.)  Zihlitz  and  (66  M.)  Chlnmetz  (705  ft. ;  Rail.  Restaurant), 
a  town  of  3700  inhab.  on  the  Cidlina,  with  a  chateau  of  Count  Kinsky. 
Branch-line  to  (18  M.)  KHnee  (see  below). 

Fbom  Ghlumetz  to  Alt-Paka,  85  M.,  railway  in  IV2  hr.  The  line  at 
first  ascends  the  valley  of  the  Cidlina.  &Vs  M.  Neu-Bidschow;  lOVs  H. 
Smidar  (branch  to  Hoch-Wemly)-,  I6V2  M.  Woitromef  (Bail.  Restanrant), 
the  junction  for  several  lines  (see  below).  —  23  M.  Bielohrad;  82  M.  Ifeu- 
Pdkat  36  M.  AU-Paka^  on  the  line  from  Pardubits  to  Zittau  (p.  270). 

From  Wostromer  (see  above)  a  branch  diverges  to  the  W.,  via  Jiein 
(Hdt.  I^ambui^),  known  since  the  war  of  1866.  Kopidlno  (branch  to  JMan 
and  Bakov,  p.  256).  and  Krinee  (branch  to  KUnlgitadtt),  to  NiitiSburg  (p.  257) 
and  Fortran  (p.  260).  Another  branch  diverges  to  the  E.,  traversing  the 
battlefield  of  July  3rd,  1866,  to  Eoritz,  SadotM,  and  KGniggrUtz  (p.  269). 

Our  line  now  traverses  a  fertile  plain  bounded  by  low  hilla.  — 
74 V2  M.  Kdniggratz  (Rail.  Restaurant),  junction  of  the  Pardiibitz 
and  Zittau  line,  see  p.  269.  Describing  a  wide  bend  round  the  town, 
the  railway  then  crosses  the  Elbe  at  Wiekoseh,  and  reaches  the  Adler, 
the  vaUey  of  which  it  follows  as  far  as  Senftenberg  (see  below).  — 
81 1/2  M.  Hohenbrfick  liei  at  the  foot  of  the  Weinb&rg  (Vinice),  which 
is  crowned  by  a  church  with  two  towers. 

87  M.  Tinisclit  (820  ft. ;  Rail.  Restaurant),  an  old-fashioned 
town  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Adler,  is  the  junction  for  the  line  to 
Halbstadt  (see  p.  268)  and  of  a  branch-line  to  (15  M.)  Chotzen 
(p.  260). 

We  continue  to  follow  the  right  bank  of  the  Wilde  Adler.  From 
(91  M.)  Castolowitz  a  branch-line  leads  Vi&  (5^2  M.)  Reichenau  on 
the  Kneina  (Puchwein),  a  finely  situated  little  town  with  a  ch&teau 
of  Count  Kolowrat,  to  (10  M.)  8olnit%.  —  931/2  M.  Adler-Kosteletz, 
on  the  Adler,  with  a  chateau  and  park  of  Count  Kinsky;  98^2  ^> 
Pottenstein,  pleasantly  situated  on  the  Adler,  with  a  ruined  mediseval 
castle.  The  valley  contracts.  The  railway  follows  the  wooded  ravine 
for  some  time,  but  finally  pierces  the  hill  by  means  of  a  short  tunnel, 
and,  quitting  the  river,  enters  an  open  and  undulating  district.  Before 
the  tunnel,  in  the  woods  above  the  line  to  the  left,  is  the  ruin  of 
Lititz.  —  1071/2  M.  Senftenberg  (1360  ft.;  Uerrenhaus);  the  town 
(3400  inhab.),  yfiih  a  ch&teau  of  Baron  Parish,  lies  IV4  M.  to  the  N 
—  From  (111  M.)  Qeiersberg  (1175  ft.;  Bail.  Restaurant)  %  branch- 
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line  Tans  to  the  S.  to  (81/2  M.)  Wildemchwert  (p.  260).  About  3  M. 

to  the  W.  lies  the  ruin  of  Sehamhach,  with  fine  view.    The  line 

follows  the  rocky  valley  of  the  StiUe  Adler.  —  124  M.  WichBtadtl- 

Lichtenan  (1730  ft.)  is  the  last  Austrian  station. 

To  Hanmdoep,  19  M.,  railway  in  1  hr.  —  3  M.  Cfrviich  (1870  ft.). 
The  MaHenberg  (fine  views),  to  the  E.,  is  the  seat  of  a  Servite  monastery 
with  a  pilgrimage-chnrch.  Branch  to  M&hriseh-SehUdberg  (12  M.)*  —  i6M. 
Blatchke.  —  19  M.  Eatmsdor/. 

After  crossing  the  watershed  between  the  Elbe  and  the  Oder  the 
train  descends  to  (129  V2M.)  Hittelwalde  (1525ft.  •,  Rail,  Restaurant; 
Stern),  where  the  train  passes  into  the  control  of  the  German  railway- 
company  (luggage  examined).  —  The  line  proceeds  vi4  (140  M.) 
Hahelsehwerdt,  (152^2  ^0  Glatz,  and  (166  M.)  Camenz^  with  a 
magnificent  cMteau  of  Prince  Albert  of  Prussia,  to  (210^2  M.) 
Breslau;  see  Baedeker's  Northern  Germany, 

b/Yi&Halb8tadt. 

190  M.  Railway  in  9  hrs.  (fares  31  Jl  30,  21  UT,  12  Jl  20  pf.). 

From  Prague  to  (87  M.)  Tinischt,  see  p.  267.  Our  line  at  first 
runs  parallel  with  the  preceding,  but  crosses  it  at  Petrowitz,  —  91  M. 
BoUhotcht,  On  a  hill  to  the  left  is  the  village  of  Hoch-Aujezdj  with 
a  12th  cent,  church.  —  96  M.  Opomo  (862  ft.;  Hot.  Holub),  with 
2300  inhab.,  and  a  magnificent  chateau  and  park  of  Count  CoUoredo 
(beautiful  view  from  the  terrace ;  in  the  distance,  to  the  right,  the 
Hohe  Meme,  8550  ft.).  —  102  M.  Neustadt  (1010  ft. ;  Riedl),  an  old- 
fashioned  town,  picturesquely  situated  1  M.  to  the  E.  of  the  station, 
on  a  mountain-spur  washed  by  the  Mettau.  —  To  the  left,  as  we 
proceed,  lies  the  plain  of  Skalitz,  known  from  the  war  of  1866.  — 
105  M.  Wenzelsberg  (Rail.  Restaurant;  branch  to  8tarkot$chj  p.  269). 
Close  to  the  station  is  the  Wenzels-KapeUej-mih  a  military  monument. 

109  M.  Vachod  (1130  ft.;  Rail,  Reatattrant;  Sonne;  Lamm),  a 
town  of  10,000  inhab.  The  high-lying  chateau  of  the  Prince  of  Lippe- 
Schaumburg  has  a  collection  of  historical  paintings.  The  Prussians 
under  Steinmetz  defeated  the  Austrians  twice  near  Nachod  (June  27th 
ani  28th,  1866) ;  the  battlefield  is  marked  by  monuments. 

We  now  traverse  the  smiling  Mettau-Tal,  To  the  right  are  the 
small  baths  of  BSloweSy  with  chalybeate  springs.  —  11372  M. 
Hronow  (1200  ft. ;  Rathaus),  a  quaint  little  town  on  the  Mettau, 
with  chalybeate  springs.  —  II6V2  M.  PoWf«,  3M.  from  the  little  town 
of  Politz  (Pohl),  picturesquely  situated  at  the  foot  of  the  Falken- 
Oehirge.  —  123  M.  Weckelsdorf  (1520  ft. ;  *RaU,  Restaurant), 

About  2  M.  to  the  N.W.  of  Weckelsdorf  (omnibus)  lie  the  *W6ckels- 
dorfer  Felsen  (EUenhammer,  B.  IV2  Jl;  FeUerutadt)  ^  a  remarkable  chaos 
of  curiously  shaped  and  fissured  limestone  rocks,  well  worth  a  visit.  It 
is  adjoined  on  the  W.  by  the  similar  *Ad«nibAoiier  Felsen  (Hdt.  Feken- 
stadt).    For  description,  see  Baedeker^s  Northern  Oermany. 

128  M.  Halbstadt  (*Rail,  Restaurant)  is  the  last  Austrian  station 
(luggage  examined). 
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To  MxTTBLSTBiNE,  16  H.,  railway  in  1  hr.  —  SVs  H.  Htmudor/'AMberg. 
—  6Vs  M.  Braunau  (Kmbl;  Leo;  Jarotch)^  a  town  of  7600  inhab^  baa  an 
imposing  Benedictine  abbey.  —  15  M.  Mittelsteine^  and  tbence  to  GlaU^  see 
Baedeker's  Sorihem  Qermany. 

Beyond  Halbstadt  the  Piussian  frontiei  is  crossed.  The  line 
proceeds  via  (146  M.)  8al%hrunn^  a  frequented  bathing -resort  with 
saline  and  alkaline  springs,  and  (154  M.)  Freihv/rg  (station  for  the 
picturesque  Furstemteintf  Qrund)  to  190  M.)  Bralau^  see  Baedeker's 
Northern  Qermany, 

47.  From  Pardubitz  to  Zittau. 

117  H.  Bailwat  in  8  hrs. 

PardubitZj  see  p.  260.  Soon  after  leaying  the  station  the  train 
crosses  the  Elbe,  navigable  here  for  rafts  only.  The  country  is  fiat, 
monotonous,  and  thinly  peopled.  Stations:  Bossitt  (with  the  ruin  of 
Kuneiiiz  on  the  right,  p.  260),  Steblowa^  Opatowitz. 

141/2  M.  Koniggrats  (760  ft.;  Rail,  Restaurant;  Grand  Bdtel; 

Schwarzes  Ross;  iferfcttr;  pop.  9800),  a  manufacturing  town,  1V2M* 
to  the  E.  of  the  station  (omn.  40  A.),  at  the  confiuence  of  the  Elbe 
and  the  Adler,  The  Gothic  cathedral  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  founded 
in  1302,  has  a  fine  ciborium  of  1492.  The  Municipal  Museum 
conta  ins  reminiscences  of  1866.  —  To  Prague  or  Breslau  see  R.  46  a. 
Branch-line  t1&  Sadowa  (see  below)  to  Wostrom^  (p.  267). 

The  billy  ground  to  the  X.W.  of  Eoniggratz,  between  tbe  Bistritz  and 
the  Elbe,  is  memorable  as  the  scene  of  the  Battle  of  E&niggrfttz  or  Sadowa, 
fought  on  3rd  Jaly,  1866,  between  the  Austrians  and  Prussians,  in  which 
the  former  were  totally  defeated.  The  Austrian  forces  commanded  by 
Benedek  occupied  a  strong  defensive  position  on  the  ground  rising  gradually 
from  the  Bistritz,  from  which  it  was  the  object  of  the  Prussians  to  dis- 
lodge them.  The  highroad  from  Koniggratz  to  Hofifs  (and  JiSin)  passes 
nearly  through  the  centre  of  this  position,  leading  viS.  Wiestar  and  RoS' 
heritz  to  (6  H.)  Lipa  (1/4  hr.  to  the  right  of  which  lies  C^^tim,  the  highest 
point  in  this  region,  where  Benedek  was  posted  during  tbe  battle),  and 
crossing  the  Bistritz  at  Sadowa^  1%  M.  farther  on.  The  battle  began  early, 
and  at  midday  was  still  undecided.  The  Prussians  maintained  with  great, 
tenacity  the  small  wood  of  Sadowa  and  the  Swiebieald  on  the  hill  to  the 
N.E.,  but  could  not  advance  farther  in  the  face  of  the  strong  and  favour- 
ably-placed artillery  of  the  Austriana.  The  fortune  of  the  day  waa  at  laat 
decided  by  the  capture  of  Cblum  by  the  Prussian  guards.^  The  Austrians 
were  unable  to  resist  the  simultaneous  advance  of  the  whole  Prussian 
army,  and  began  a  retreat,  which  at  places  degenerated  into  a  wild  rout. 
Numerous  Prussian,  Austrian,  and  Saxon  monumenta  have  been  erected 
in  different  parts  of  the  battlefield. 

The  country  now  becomes  more  fertile.  21  M.  Smifits,  —  25  M. 

Josefstadt  (840  ft.;  Rail,  Restaurant;  Wesely's  Hotel\  a  town  of 

6100  inhab.  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Elbe,  I72  M.  from  the  railway, 

was  a  fortress  down  to  1890. 

Fbom  J08EF8TADT  TO  LisBAU,  40  M.,  railway  in  2-3  hrs.  This  line 
passes  through  several  valleys  famous  since  the  war  of  1866.  Stations  un- 
important. From  Starkotzch  a  branch-line  davergea  to  WenzMbtrg  (p.  268) 
and  from  Partchnitz  another  to  Alt-Paia  (p.  270).  Prussia  is  entered  at, 
Kdnigihain  (junction  for  Behatzlar).  From  Liehau  to  BresfaUy  etc.,  see 
Baedeker't  JIforihem  Germany, 
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.  Faiiher  on  we  observe  the  small  town  of  JaromSf  to  the  right, 
beyond  the  Elbe.  The  train  passes  through  several  cuttings  and 
enters  the  grassy  valley  of  the  Elbe.  To  the  E.  and  N.,  in  the 
distance,  rise  the  Glatz  and  Giant  Mts.  —  30  M.  Schlotten-Kukus. 

34^/2  M.  Kdniginliof  (1116ft.;  Deutsches  Haus),,  the  town 
(10,900  inhab.)  lies  IV2  M.  off,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Elbe.  The 
^Kbniginkof  Manuscript^  containing  fragments  of  old  Czechish 
national  songs,  found  here  in  1817  by  W.  Hanka  (now  in  the  Bohemian 
Museum  at  Prague),  is  a  forgery. 

The  line  enters  a  wooded  region.  4272  M.  Mastig  (1463  ft.), 
with  baths,  1  hr.  to  the  S.  of  which  rises  the  Swicin  (2211  ft.;  view  of 
the  Giant  Mts.).  Between  Mastig  and  (49M.)  Falgendorf  (1614  ft. ; 
Rail.  Restaurant;  good  view  of  the  Giant  Mts.),  the  line  reaches  its 
culminating  point,  on  the  plateau  aiBorowitz  (1707  ft.).  The  road 
hence  to  the  small  town  and  ruined  castle  of  Pecka^  4^2  M.  to  the  S., 
leads  by  the  village  of  Stupna,  near  which  is  a  petrified  forest, 
interesting  to  geologists. 

The  train  enters  the  narrow  WoUichha-Tal.  —  53^2  M.  Alt- 
Paka  (1360  ft. ;  E(uL  Restaurant),   To  ChlumetZy  see  p.  267. 

To  Pabsghnitz,  37  H..  railway  in  13/4  br.  •— 11  H.  Starkenbcich^  an  in- 
dustrial town  r3600  inhab.),  with  a  Schloss  that  once  belonged  to  Wallen- 
stein  (branch-line  to  EoehUiz^  15  M.).  —  161/2  M.  Peltdorf^  junction  for 
(3  M.)  ffohenetbe^  prettily  situated  on  the  Elbe,  at  the  foot  of  the  spura 
of  the  Giant  Mts.  —  34  M.  Trautenau  (1364  ft.;  Union;  Weisses  Rossf  pop. 
12,7(X)),  a  town  on  the  AupOy  and  centre  of  the  Bohemian  linen  industries. 
The  battles  fdught  here  on  27th  and  28th  June,  1866,  are  commemorated  by 
an  obelisk  on  the  QahlemhGhe  (1657  ft.)  and  monuments  on  the  Kapellen- 
herg^  a  fine  point  of  view.  Branch -line  to  Freiheit^  see  below.  37  H. 
Panchnitt  (see  p.  269). 

Fbou  Trautenau  to  Johannisbad.  Train  up  the  valley  of  the  Aupa 
to  (8  M.)  FreihHt  in  40  min. ;  diligence  thence  in  >/a  ^^'  ^o  Johannisbad 
(Kurhatuf  Detttsches  Haus;  Bretlau;  JohannUbad^  etc.),  with  its  warm  spring 
(84<*  Fahr.).  Charming  environs :  the  Ladig  (1  hr.),  the  Klause  (1  hr.),  the 
SchubertS'MUhle  P/4  hr.),  etc.    See  Baedeker^s  Northern  Oermavy. 

Several  lofty  viaducts.    64  M.  Semil^  near  the  manufacturing 

village  of  JsertaL  —  We  enter  the  romantic  valley   of  the  Iser. 

Four  tunnels.   —  68  M.  Eisenbrod  (junction  for  Tannwald  and 

Reichenberg"),  beyond  which,  on  the  right,  is  the  workmen's  colony 

of  Neu- Hamburg.    Then  the  Lischnei  Tunnel,  V4  M.  long.    The 

scenery  between  this  point  and  Turnau  is  the  finest  on  the  line ; 

beautiful  wooded  and  rocky  landscapes.  72  M.  KUin'-Skal  (880  ft.). 
An  interesting  route  leads  from  Klein-Skal  to  (2hrs.)  Reiehenau  (see 
p.  271),  passing  the  ^FeUen- Pantheon'  (on  a  bold  rock  on  the  right  bank 
of  the  Iser,  containing  memorials  of  Austrian  celebrities)  and  the  ruin  of 
Friedetein^  and  crossing  the  Kopainherg  (2149  ft. ;  '''View). 

11^12  ^,  Turnau  (850  ft.;  RaiL  Restaurant;  Grand  H6tel; 
Kronprinzj  in  the  town ,  1  M.  from  the  station),  a  pleasant  town 
(pop.  6200)  on  a  hill  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Iser,  commanded  by  the 
modem  Gothic  MarUnkirehe,  The  hydropathic  of  Wartenberg^  21/2  M. 
to  the  S.,  is  a  health-resort.  In  the  vicinity  are  the  ruin  of  Wald^ 
tUin  (1276  ft.)  and  the  chateau  and  park  of  Qross-Skal  (1194  ft.). 
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A  *Walk  to  Wartenberg,  Gross-Skal,  and  Waldstdin  and  back  takes 
31/1  bra.  (guide  3  JT.);  including  the  ruins  of  Trosky  and  the  Annen-Capelle 
(with  a  view  as  far  as  Prague  in  clear  weather),  2Vs  hrs.  more.  The 
sandstone  rocks  of  Gross-Skal  are  remarkably  bold  and  grotesque.  The 
path  leads  from  the  Wartenberg  past  the  WratislawrFelsen,  resembling 
an  obelisk,  the  Qreifennest,  and  the  Drachenhohle,  and  through  the  narrow 
cleft  called  the  Mausloch,  to  the  modern  chateau  of  Oross-Skal  (Steckers 
Hotel,  opposite);  thence  through  beautiful  grounds  with  magniflcent beeches 
and  tall  junipers ,  past  the  Felsenkammer  with  Adam  and  Eve,  and  the 
Felsenstadt,  to  Iralditemy  the  ancestral  castle  of  Wallenstein,  curiously 
built  on  and  in  the  rocks. 

Fboh  Tubnad  to  Pbaodie,  e4Vi  V.,  railway  in2V2  hrs.  —  O'/a  ^'  HUnchen- 
gr&tz  (801  ft.  \  Railvoay  Sotel;  pop.  3700),  on  the  iMr^  near  which  Prince 
Frederick  Charles  of  Prussia  defeated  the  Austrians  and  Saxons  on  28th 
June,  1866.  Wallenstein  (see  p.  241)  is  interred  in  the  chapel  of  the  ch&teau 
here.  Stations:  Baiov  (p.  2d6),  Junghunxlau  (p.  256),  KutfentaL  VietaP- 
Privor  (p.  256),  Iferatowits  (branch  to  Kralup^  p.  233,  and  to  CeiakovitZy 
p.  267),  Wytoian.    64Va  M.  Prague,  see  p.  217. 

The  tialn  now  enters  a  smiling  and  well-cultiyated  district.  A 
long  tunnel.  821/2  M.  Sichrow  (1096  ft.),  with  a  noble  chllteaU  and 
park  of  Prince  Rohan.  We  cross  the  Yalley  of  the  Mohelka  by  a 
Tiaduct,  130  yds.  long.  90^2  M.  Beiehenau,  a  busy  glass-making 
place.  (Route  orer  the  Kopainberg  to  KleinSkal^  p.  270.)  The 
line  ascends  in  a  long  bend  to  (94  M.)  LangenJtruek  (1625  ft.),  on 
the  watershed  between  the  Isei  and  the  Neiase^  and  descends  to  — 

100  M.  Beichenberg  (1220  ft.;  *Qoldner  Lowe;  Central-H6tel; 
Reieheriberger  Hof;  Bail,  Restaurant;  American  Consul,  Silas  C. 
McFarland;  pop.  34,200),  with  large  cloth-factories,  a  handsome 
new  Rathaus,  and  the  eh&teau  and  park  of  Count  Clam-Gallas.  The 
*North  Bohemian  Industrial  Museum  (dally,  excepit  Wed.  &  Frid.., 
10-1  and  2-4,  40  A. ;  Sun.  9-12, 10  h.')  contains  extensive  collections 
of  art -industrial  objects  (furniture,  carvings,  textile  products, 
pottery,  glass,  metal- work,  etc.),  a  library,  and  a  collection  of  patterns. 
In  the  Kaiserpark  is  a  bronze  bust  of  Emp.  Joseph  n.,  by  Brenek. 
Pretty  views  from  the  Keilsherg^  Heinrichshohe,  and  other  points. 
The  *Jeschken  (3314  ft. ;  2V2  hrs.)  commands  a  splendid  panorama. 

To  Seidxnbbbo,  26  M.,  railway  in  IV2  hr.  8  M.  Sintiedely  with  a  deer- 
park  of  Count  Clam-Gallas ;  lOV*  M.  Rai^enauLiebverda.  Branch  to  Weiss- 
bach  (4Vs  M.)  via  Baindorf,  station  for  the  pretty  watering-place  of  lAeh- 
teerda  (Kurhaus  ^  Adler),  at  the  foot  of  the  Tetfelfichte  (8681  ft.).  — 16  M. 
Friedland  (Adler),  with  a  grand  and  holdly-situated  Schloss  of  Count  Clam- 
Gallas,  once  the  seat  of  Wallenstein,  Duke  of  Friedland,  containing  many 
memorials  of  the  Thirty  Years*  War.  —  26  M.  Seidenberg,  the  Prussian 
frontier-station  (custom-house  examination).  To  Odrliiz,  Cottbus^  and  Berlin, 
see  Baedeker^s  Northern  Oermanp. 

Pretty  scenery ;  to  the  left,  the  Jeschken  (see  above).  At  (112  M.) 
Orottau  we  cross  the  Prussian  frontier.  Numerous  viaducts,  the  last 
of  which  is  the  great  *Neisse  Viaduct  of  34  arches,  950  yds.  long  and 
72  ft.  high. 

117  M.  Zittan,  see  Baedeker's  Northern  Germany. 
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48.  From  Vienna  to  Breslau. 


284  M.  Railwat  in  9-14  hra.  (Express  to  Oderberg  in  6V4  hrs.*,  thence 
to  Breslaa  in  4  hrs.)  Fares  34  jM  40,  22  UT  80,  13  UT  €0  pf.;  express  44  Jt  40, 
29  ur  60,  17  ur  80  pf . 

To  (51  M.)  Lundenhurg  (Rail.  Restauiant),  see  p,  264.  The  line 
here  diverges  to  the  right  from  the  Briinn  railway.  —  65  M.  Ooding 
(Rail.  Restaurant),  a  thriving  town  (10,200  inhab.)  with  an  old  castle, 
on  the  Marehy  which  becomes  navigable  here  (branch-lines  S.E.  to 
Holies,  see  p,  322 ;  W.  to  Saitz,  see  p.  264). — 69  V2  M.  RohaUtz  (branch 
to  Strassnitz,  p.  264);  77 1/3  M.  Bisenz^Pisek  (Rail.  Restaurant; 
branch  to  Biaenzy  see  p.  264);  85  M.  Vngarisch-Hradisch  (Rail. 
Restaurant),  on  the  March,  once  fortified  (junction  for  Kunowitz, 
see  p.  264).  Beyond  (93  M.)  Napagedl  the  March  is  crossed.  — 
96  M.  Otrokowiiz  (branch  to  Wiesowitz,  I6V2  M.).  IO4V2M.  Hullein 
(Rail.  Restaurant). 

A  branch-line  runs  hence  to  the  W.  to  (IOV2  M.)  Krenuier  (14,000  inhab .)i 
to  (21  M.)  Zboromtgy  and  to  (16Vs  H.)  KoJ^n  (p.  263) ;  another  branch  runs 
to  the  E.  via  (27  M.)  WallachischrMeseriUchy  (281/2  M.l  Krasna  (p.  273),  (33  M.) 
Hoteendorf  (for  Keutitscheln  and  Zauchtl,  see  p.  273),  and  (41  M.)  Wermdorf 
(p.  27S0  to  (59  M.)  Friedek-Mutek  and  (76  M.)  Teschm  (p.  354). 

1134/2  M.  Frerau  (696  ft. ;  *Rail,  Restaurant  H6t.  Prerau,  op- 
posite the  station),  a  town  of  16,700  inhab.  on  the  Beczwa,  with 
an  ancient  castle  once  occupied  by  King  Matthew  Corvinus,  and  a 

Gothic  Rathaus  (junction  for  Nezamislitz  and  Bruniif  p.  264). 

Fbom  Pbebau  to  Olmdtz,  14  M.,  railway  in  35  min. ,  traversing  the 
fertile  district  of  ffanna.    Stat.  Brodek. 

Ohniitz  (Sdtel  Lauer;  Goliath;  Hdtel  Austria;  H6M  IHsUeh;  HdUl 
Sehwaeh;  electric  tramway  from  station  to  town^  cab  i  K.  iO  h.  or  2  K.. 
at  night  2  or  3Jr.-,  pop.  21,900,  incl.  garrison  of  3600  men),  >/«  ^-  fi'^™^ 
from  the  station,  the  second  town  in  Moravia,  and  a  strong  fortress  down 
to  1894.  In  the  Thirty  Tears'  War  it  was  taken  by  the  Swedes,  and  in 
175S  was  unsuccessfully  besieged  for  seven  weeks  by  Frederick  the  Great. 
In  the  Ober-Eing,  with  its  tall  *Trinity  Column'  (1742)  and  a  bronze  statue 
of  Emp.  Francis  Joseph,  by  Brenek  (1898),  are  the  Rathaus  of  the  15th  cent, 
(with  a  fine  E.  portal,  an  astronomical  clock,  and  a  Gothic  chapel,  now 
containing  a  collection  of  coins),  and  the  Theatre.  In  the  Mauritius-Platz 
are  the  Gothic  Maurittus-Kirche  (15th  cent.)  and  the  modern  school-build- 
ings, containing  the  Oewerbe  -  Museum.  In  the  Franz-Joseph-Platz  is  the 
Bludien-Bibliothek  (the  library  of  the  old  university,  which  was  suppressed 
in  1858).  The  fine  Gothic  Cathedral  of  the  Prince  Bishop  was  built  in 
1107-31  and  restored  in  1883-86.  A  tablet  commemorates  King  Wences- 
laus  ni.,  wbo  was  assassinated  here  in  1306 and  is  interred  in  the  cathedral. 
To  tbe  8.W.  of  the  town  is  the  pleasant  Stadt- Parky  with  Gaf ^-Restaurant. 

From  Olmutz  io  ffohenstadt  and  Bdhmiseh-TriibaUy  see  p.  260^  to  BrUnn^ 
see  p.  264. 

FsoM  OlmGtz  to  Jaoebndosf,  57  M,,  railway  in  2-3  hrs.  The  train 
crosses  the  Feistritt  several  times.  4  M.  Qross-Wistentits ^  at  the  foot  of 
the  Sudeten;  to  the  left,  Heiliffenberg y  on  the  hill,  with  a  pilgrimage 
church;  9V2  ^*  Sombok.  The  valley  now  contracts;  12Vs  H.  Orossteasser. 
Four  tunnels.  21  M.  Domstadtly  picturesquely  situated,  where  the  Austrians 
captured  the  baggage  of  Frederick  the  Great  in  1758,  and  thus  made  him 
raise  the  siege  of  Olmutz.  25Vi  H.  BSm-Andersdor/  (Rail.  Restaurant), 
with  large  linen  and  cotton  factories.  Branch  to  Ho/  (91/2  H.),  in  Morayia. 
Beyond  &i  U.)  DiUersdorf  the  railway  crosses  the  watershed  between  the 
March  and  the  Oder.  871/3  M.  Kriegsdorf  (Ra.il.  Restaurant;  branch  to  ROfner- 
tadt).    To  the  left  rise  the  Altvater  (4890  ft.)  and  the  Vaterberg  (4485  ft.).

—  43  M.  Preuaental  (1830  ft.  j  Birntf  Stem;  pop.  7600),  prettily  situated, 
with  an  old  eastle  which  was  once  the  chief  seat  of  the  Teutonic  Order. 
Branch-railway  to  Klein-Mohrau  (14  M.)  —  The  train  descends  to  (48»/'i  M.) 
Erberidorf.  (Branch-line  in  i*/*  hr.  to  WUrbental;  diligence  thence  daily, 
51/1  M.,  to  the  romantically  situated  baths  of  Korltbrunn^  whence  the  Alt- 
vater  maj  be  ascended  in  3^4  hrs.)*  —  We  now  follow  the  course  of  the 
Oppa,  via  Brantdorf.  57  M.  J&gemdorf,  see  below. 

The  line  crosses  the  Beczwa.  To  the  E.  of  (124  M.)  Leipniky  a 
manufacturing  town  (pop.  5900)  with  old  watch-towers,  rises  the 
(3  M.)  dilapidated  Schloss  Helfenstein^  the  property  of  Prince  Dietrich- 
stein.  The  valley  of  the  Beczwa  is  fertile  and  picturesque.  Cuttings, 
embankments,  and  viaducts  abound.  The  high  ground  at  (13V2  ^0 
MdhrUch-Weisskirchen  (910  ft.;  Rail.  Restaurant)  is  the  boundary 
between  Moravia  and  Austrian  Silesia,  and  the  watershed  between 
the  Black  Sea  and  the  Baltic. 

Fsoii  Weisskirchen  to  Wsetin,  28V2  M.,  railway  in  3  hrs.  —  IS^/a  M. 
KrcutM  (p.  272);  branch-line  to  (15  M.)  Bo2nau  (1243  ft.;  Edtel  Elzer\  a 
prettily  situated  little  town  in  ^Moravian  Walachia\  a  health-resort  for 
consumptive  patients  (Kurhaus,  vapour  baths,  whey-cure,  etc.).

138  M.  Pohl  (Rail.  Restaurant).  —  The  train  now  enters  the 
district  of  the  Oder.  The  Little  Carpathians  form  the  background 
to  the  E.   145  M.  Zauchtl,  junction  for  Fulnek  and  Bautsch. 

Fboh  Zauchtl  to  Nbutitsghein,  6  M.,  railway  in  25  min.  —  Neutitschein 
(880  ft.;  Hdtel  Schuster;  Axmann)  is  a  charmingly  situated  town  (11,9(X)  in- 
liab.).  The  Steinberg,,  Vs  br.  to  the  S.,  is  a  splendid  point  of  view;  still 
finer  is  the  height  1/4  1^'>  farther  on,  from  which  the  entire  chain  of  the 
K.  Carpathians  is  visible.  To  the  W.,  1  hr.,  is  the  picturesque  ruin  of 
Alttitsehein  (1594  ft.).  —  A  branch-line  runs  hence  in  40  min.  to  (7  H.) 
Hottendorf  (p.  272). 

152  M.  Standing  (Rail.  Restaurant).  A  branch-line  runs  hence 
to  Werntdorf  (16  M. ;  p.  272),  vid  Stramhtrg^  a  picturesque  little 
town,  near  the  cave  of  Kotoucj  noted  for  its  petrifactions.  —  At 
(163  M.)  Schonbnmn  (Rail,  Restaurant)  the  valley  of  the  Oder 
contracts. 

To  Jaoebndorp,  36  M.,  railway  in  3  hrs.  —  18  H.  Troppan  (JRSmUcher 
Kaiser;  Ooldene  Birne;  Krone;  pop.  26,700),  on  the  Oppa^  capital  of  Austrian 
Silesia,  and  meeting-place  of  the  Congress  of  1820,  which  was  afterwards 
adjourned  to  Laibach  (p.  192).  The  Kaiser  Franz-Joseph-Museum  (adm.  40A.) 
containa  art-industrial  collections,  casts,  and  pictures.  Branch-line  to  (19 M.) 
Bennisch.  —  The  train  follows  the  Oppa,  the  boundary  between  Austrian 
and  Prussian  Silesia,  via  Lobenstein  (with  the  ruin  of  Schellevburg  on  the 
left),  and  Burgberg  (with  its  pilgrimage-church).  —  36V2  M.  J&gerndorf 
(1027  ft. ;  Kaiser  von  Oesterreich;  Tiroler;  Reichsadler;^op.  14,300),  a  thriving 
town,  with  extensive  cloth-factories.  This  is  the  junction  of  the  lines 
running  8.  to  Freudental  and  OlmUtz  (p.  272);  N.£.  to  LeobschUts  and 
Batibor  (p.  274) ;  and  N.W.  to  Ziegenhals^  Neisse^  and  Brieg  (p.  274). 

Near  (I66Y2M.)  Mdhrisch-Ostrau^  a  thriving  industrial  town  of 
30,100  inhab.,  the  Oder  is  crossed.  In  the  vicinity  are  large  coal- 
pits and  the  Iron-works  of  Witkowitz.  Branch-line  to  (14  M.) 
Friedek-Mistek  (p.  272).

General  Remarks.  Galicia,  the  N.E.  province  of  Austria,  slopes  down 
in  terraces  on  the  N.  side  of  the  Carpathians  and  contains  many  marshy 
plains.  Unprotected  towards  the  N.  and  K.E.,  it  has  late  springs,  short 
summers,  and  long  and  severe  winters.  It  is  rich  in  com,  wood,  salt, 
and  petroleum,  but  poor  in  industries,  which  are  chiefly  in  the  hands  of 
the  JevDi  (800,003  out  of  a  population  of  71/4  millions),  to  whom  most  of  the 
inns,  taverns,  and  shops  belong.  The  horse-dealers  and  carriage-owners 
are  always  Jews.  They  differ  in  their  dress  and  the  mode  of  wearing  their 
hair  from  the  other  inhabitants,  who  despise  them  but  are  financially 
dependent  on  them.  Of  the  other  inhabitants,  who  are  almost  exclusively 
Slavonic,  about  3,50O,C0O  are  Polf^  who  dwell  chiefly  in  the  W.  part  of 
Galicia,  and  2,830,000  are  Rvthenians,  who  occupy  the  E.  part;  but  Polish 
is  the  official  and  the  literary  language-  of  the  whole  province.  The 
Buthenians  (Russinians,  Bussniaks)  diOer  materially  from  the  Poles  in  lan- 
guage, in  religion,  and  in  political  views.  In  culture  they  are  considerably 
inferior;  their  churches  and  houses,  especially  in  the  country  districts, 
are  miserably  poor  and  squalid. 

The  Bdkowina  was  severed  from  Moldavia,  that  is  from  Turkey,  in 
1786,  and  united  with  Austria.  Unlike  Galicia,  it  is  hilly  and  wooded, 
and  also  differs  greatly  from  it  ethnographically.  The  inhabitants  (about 
730,000)  are  chiefly  Buthenians,  Boumanians,  Germans,  Poles,  and  Ar- 
menians. The  political  administration  is  quite  separate  from  that  of 
Galicia,  and  the  official  language  is  German. 

Inns.  There  are  good  hotels  at  Cracow,  Lemberg,  PrzemyiSl,  Tam(Sw, 
and  Czemowitz.  In  the  smaller  towns  and  in  the  country  the  inns  are 
generally  very  primitive  and  dirty,  while  in  the  villages  as  a  rule  the 
only  house  of  call  is  the  brandy-shop. 

Language.  A  knowledge  of  Polish  is  unnecessary  for  tourists  who 
limit  themselves  to  a  flying  visit  to  Cracow  and  Lemberg,  with  perhaps 
a  short  excursion  into  the  Polish  region  of  the  Uohe  Tatra,  for  German 
is  understood  by  all  the  cultured  inhabitants,  and  also  by  innkeepers, 
waiters,  railway  servants,  etc.  For  a  stay  in  parts  of  Galicia  away  from 
the  railway,  however,  at  least  a  superficial  knowledge  of  Polish  is  of  great 
service.  —  The  consonants  are  pronounced  as  follows :  c  =  tz ;  c  before 
i  and  d  =  ty;  cz  =  tsh  (like  c  in  Italian;  comp.  cittli);  dz  and  d2  =  ds; 
d2  =  dsh;  h,  ch,  are  guttural  sounds  (like  the  Spanish  j);  j  =  y;  t  =  U; 
n  =  ny ;  rz  and  i  =  the  French  j  (comp.  jour) ;  s  =  ss  or  ssy ;  sz  =  sh ; 
w  =  v;  z  =  soft  s;  z  before  i  and  i  =  tsy.  The  vowels  are  pronounced 
thus :  4  is  like  the  French  on ;  q  is  like  the  French  ain ;  6  =  00.  The 
accent  is  placed  ou  the  penultimate  syllable.

Chief  Attractions  (for  visit  of  one  day).  *Cathedra1,  *Churcb  of  St.  Mary. 
Court  of  the  old  University;  walk  through  the  gardens  to  the  Rondell  and 
Florians-Tor ;  Czartoryski  Museum ;  drive  in  the  afternoon  to  the  Ko^ciuszko 
Hill.  —  Excursion  to  Wieliczka,  see  p.  282. 

CraeoMD  (705  ft.),  Pol.  Krak6w,  Ger.  KrakaUy  situated  in  an  ex- 
tensive plain  at  the  confluence  of  the  Rudowa  and  the  Vistula  (Pol. 
Widia;  Ger.  Weichsel'),  once  (1320-1610)  the  capital  of  Poland,  is 
now  an  Austrian  fortress  of  the  first  class,  with  a  pop.  of  91,300 
(one-fourth  Jews),  incl.  a  garrison  of  6000  men.  The  churches  and 
towers,  the  lofty  Schloss,  and  the  pleasant  promenades  planted  with 
trees  (Planty)j  on  the  site  of  the  old  fortifications ,  round  the  Inner 
town,  produce  an  imposing  efifect. 

OracoWy  an  important  episcopal  seat  as  early  as  the  11th.  cent.,  was 
destroyed  by  the  Mongolians  in  1241,  but  was  rebuilt  by  German  colonists 
in  1257.  In  1320  it  was  chosen  by  Ladislaus  Lokietek  as  the  coronation 
town  and  residence  of  the  Polish  kings.  The  favourable  position  of  the 
town,  its  adhesion  to  the  Hanseatic  League,  and  the  foundation  of  the 
University  by  Casimir  the  Great  in  1364,  all  contributed  to  the  progress 
of  Cracow,  which  reached  the  zenith  of  its  prosperity  in  the  16th  century. 
The  period  of  decline  began  with  the  transference  of  the  royal  residence 
to  Warsaw  in  1610  and  with  the  warlike  commotions  of  the  17th  cent., 
but  until  1734  the  Polish  kings  continued  to  be  crowned  and  buried  at 
Cracow.  In  the  final  partition  of  Poland  (1795)  Cracow  fell  to  Austria.  In 
1815  it  became  the  capital  of  a  small  independent  state,  but  it  was  again 
annexed  by  Austria  after  the  insurrection  of  1846.  Cracow,  however,  has 
never  lost  its  thoroughly  Polish  character. 

Near  the  centre  of  the  old  town  is  the  Bino-Platz  (Pi.  B,  3), 
with  the  church  of  St.  Mary  and  the  Tuchhaus, 

^St.  Mary's  (PI.  B,  3)  is  a  Gothic  basilica  without  transept,  and 
with  a  long  choir.  Founded  in  1223,  rebuilt  in  the  14th  cent.,  and 
provided  with  a  series  of  chapels  in  the  15th  and  16th  cent.,  it  was 
restored  in  1889-93  and  richly  painted  Arom  designs  by  Matejko 
(d.  1893).  The  N.  tower,  with  a  modem  cap  surrounded  by  16 
pointed  turrets,  Is  the  highest  (266  ft.)  in  the  towq^ 
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In  the  Interiob,  which  we  enter  through  a  Renaissance  Yestibule,  the 
chief  object  of  interest  is  the  huge  *High'AUar^  the  masterpiece  of  Vtit 
8to*s^  executed  in  1477-89,  recently  well  restored,  with  rich  painting  and 
gilding  (open  on  high  festivals ;  at  other  times,  fee  6  K.).  It  is  adorned 
in  the  middle  with  a  Death  of  the  Virgin,  above  which  are  the  Assumption 
and  the  Coronation  of  the  Virgin;  on  the  sides  are  18  large  reliefs  from 
the  Life  of  Christ.  The  church  contains  numerous  sumptuous  tombs  of  the 
16-17th  cent.,  rnd  several  brasses.  In  the  chapel  of  St.  John  are  the 
^firass  of  Peter  Salomon  (d.  1500),  by  Pet&r  Vischer^  and  those  of  Severinu<J 
Boner  (d.  1649)  and  his  wife.  At  the  triumphal  arch  is  a  colo'^sal  crucifix 
of  the  early  16th  century.  To  the  S.  of  it,  at  the  entrance  to  the  choir,  is 
an  altar  by  Motea  (early  16th  cent.).  The  rich  vestments  and  costly  church- 
plate  in  the  treasury  are  shown  on  application. 

The  large  building  neaily  oppositeiin  the  centre  of  the  King-Platz, 
is  the  TuchhaTUi  (Pol.  Sukiennice;  Pl.  B,  3),  or  cloth-h^ll,  begun  in 
the  14th  cent,  under  Caslmir  the  Great,  altered  by  Mosca  of  Padua 
in  the  16th  cent,  and  largely  rebuilt  In  1876-79.  On  the  ground- 
floor  is  a  vaulted  corridor  with  numerous  shops  and  stalls. 

On  the  first  floor  (entrance  opposite  the  Mickiewicz  Monument,  see 
below),  to  the  left,  is  the  Polish  National  Musbuh  of  Abt  (daily,  11-8  or  4 ; 
-40  h.)y  with  pictures  by  Matejko  (Kosciusko  at  Baclawice  in  1794,  and 
Homage  done  to  Albert  of  Brandenburg  in  1025),  ^Siemiradtki  ('Living 
Torches  of  Nero"),  Qrottger  (Lithuania,  in  six  cartoons),  and  other  modem 
Polish  artists;  paintings  by  Polish  and  Buthenian  artists  of  the  16 -17th 
cent.;  sculptures  and  casts;  cameos  and  gems;  engravings  and  drawings; 
memorials  of  Eosciuszko,  Mickiewicz.  etc. 

At  No.  1«\  Wolska-Str.  is  the  Museum  of  Count  E.  H.  GtaptH  (PI.  A,  3), 
which  has  belonged  to  the  National  Museum  since  liOS.  It  contains  an 
important  collection  of  Polish  coins,  engravings,  printed  works  of  the 
16-16th  cent.,  etc. 

In  front  of  the  Tuchhaus,  opposite  the  Sienna-Strasse,  is  a  bronze 
Statue  of  Adam  Mickiewicz  (1798-1855),  the  poet,  by  Ryger  (1898). 
Behind  are  a  Gothic  tower  of  the  15th  cent.,  the  only  relic  of  a  town- 
hall  taken  down  in  1820,  and  the  principal  Ouard  House, 

To  the  N.  of  the  Ring-Platz,  Floryanska  41,  is  the  House  of 
MatejkOy  the  celebrated  painter  (d.  1893),  containing  pictures  and 
the  art  collections  left  by  him  (adm.  Thurs.  and  Sun.  10-1,  40  h., 
Sat.  10-1,  1  .fir.,  at  other  times  2  K,;  closed  on  Mon.). 

To  the  S.  of  the  Ring-Platz  the  Grodzka  and  Dominikanska 
streets  lead  to  the  Dominican  Glixircli  (PL  B,  4),  a  Gothic  building 
of  the  13-16th  cent.,  almost  wholly  modernized  since  a  fire  in  1850. 
The  choir  contains  a  *Brass  in  memory  of  the  famous  scholar  Fil. 
Buonaccorsi,  surnamed  Callimachus  (d.  1496),  by  Peter  Vischer, 
probably  after  a  model  by  Veit  Stoss.  The  Gothic  cloisters  (13- 
14th  cent.)  contain  many  elaborately  sculptured  tombstones  of  the 
16-1 7th  centuries.  —  On  the  W.  side  of  the  Grodzka  is  the  FranciBcan 
ChnrclL  (PI.  B,  4),  of  the  13th  cent.,  rebuilt  in  1850,  and  recently 
gaily  painted  in  the  interior.  In  the  Gothic  cloisters  are  portraits  of 
the  bishops  of  Cracow  since  the  16th  century.  The  old  refectory  of 
the  adjoining  Franciscan  monastery  now  contains  the  Technical  and 
Industrial  Museum  (daily  9-1  and  3-6,  40  ft. ;  Sun.  and  holidays 
10-1  free).  Opposite  rises  the  Prinee-Bishop's  Palace  (Pi.  3,  4), 
restored  since  the  ftre  gf  1850,  —  Th©  Gwdzka-Stri^sse  descends  to 
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the  Jesait  charch  of  St.  Peter  (PI.  B,  4),  a  spacious  baroque  edi&ce 
dating  from  1619.  The  adjoining  abbey-church  of  St.  Andrew  is  a 
Romanesque  building  of  the  12th  century. 

The  SchloBS  (Zamek  KrdUwski;  PL  B,  4,  5),  on  the  broad  Wawel 
hill  at  the  S.W.  end  of  the  old  town  (electr.  tramway,  see  p.  277), 
was  founded  in  the  14th  cent,  by  Ladislaus  Lokietek,  and  restored 
by  Gasimir  the  Great  and  Sigismund  I.  (after  1500),  but  later  con- 
flagrations and  other  injuries  have  left  only  a  number  of  large 
separate  buildings,  dating  chiefly  from  the  time  of  Sigismund  I.  and 
his  son  Sigismund  Augustas,  and  converted  in  1846  into  a  barrack 
and  hospital  (for  adm.,  apply  to  the  castellan). 

The  Gothic  *Gatliedral,  or  SchlOBBkirche  (PI.  A,  B,  4),  on  the 
W.  side,  erected  in  1320-64  on  the  site  of  an  earlier  Romanesque 
church  of  which  only  the  crypt  remains,  and  consecrated  in  1359 
under  Gasimir  the  Great,  is  the  burial  -  place  of  the  Polish  kings 
and  heroes.  The  cathedral  has  been  recently  thoroughly  restored 
(generally  open  daring  the  day ;  sacristan  in  the  sacristy,  or  in  the 
vicar's  house  opposite  the  principal  entrance). 

The  INTERIOB,  originally  in  basilica  form  with  rectangular  choir  and 
ambulatory,  round  which  numerous  Renaissance  chapels  were  added  in 
the  16th  cent.,  was  much  modernized  in  the  18th  century.  To  the  rigbt  of 
the  entrance,  a  ^Bronze  epitaph  to  Marshal  Peter  Kmita  (d.  1505)  by  Peter 
VUcher^  and  two  late-Grothic  chapels  built  after  1431  on  the  site  of  the 
former  side-portals.  In  the  chapel  of  the  Holy  Gross  (left)  are  some  old 
wall-paintings  of  the  RtUIienian  School  (1170)  and  the  monument  of  King 
Gasimir  IV.  Jagiello  (d.  1492),  with  the  recumbent  figure  in  porphyry,  by 
Veit  Sioss.  —  Between  the  nave  and  the  right  aisle  is  the  marble  mon- 
ument of  King  Ladislaus  Jagiello  (d.  1434),  of  the  15th  cent.,  re-erected 
on  its  original  site  here  in  190L.  —  Biqht  Aisle.  1st  Ghapel.  *77ior- 
valdsen^s  Ghrist  imparting  a  blessing,  a  beautiful  statue  in  marble,  and 
the  busts  of  Gount  Arthur  Potocki  and  his  mother,   also  by  ThorvfUdien. 

—  3rd.  Brasses  of  the  Polish  kings  of  the  Vasa  family  (Sigismund  III., 
Ladislaus  I  v.,  John  Gasimir)  •,  superb  bronze  doors  by  Mich.  Welnhold  of 
Dantsic  (1763).  —  *4th  or  Sigismund  Ghapel  (built  by  Bart.  JBerecei  of 
Florence  in  1519-22,  restored  1894  ^  elaborately  ornamented  by  Oiop.  Oini  of 
Siena),  the  mausoleum  of  the  last  scions  of  the  Jagiello  family,  with  the 
fuonuments  of  King  Sigismund' I.  (d.  1548),  Sigismund  Augustus  (d.  1572), 
and  Queen  Anna  (d.  1593),  wife  of  Stephan  Bathory,  with  recumbent 
figures  of  the  deceased  in  red  marble.  —  Opposite  the  5th  chapel  is  *  Thor- 
valdsen's  statue  of  Gount  Wladimir  Potocki,   who  fell  at  Moscow  in  1812. 

—  7th.  Monument  of  King  John  Albert  (d.  1501)  in  red  marble,  by  an 
unknown  Florentine  master;  opposite  to  it,  the  ^Monument  of  King  Gasimir 
the  Great  (d.  1370),  the  ^Founder  of  Gities\  as  indicated  by  his  girdle,  by 
Veit  Stost  (1492),  in  red  marble  under  a  canopy.  —  In  the  Ambulatort, 
behind  the  high-altar,  the  monument  of  King  John  III.  Sobieski  (d.  1696), 
the  conqueror  of  the  Turks,  as  the  reliefs  indicate.  Opposite  is  the  Bathory 
Ghapel,  once  connected  by  a  passage  with  the  palace,  and  used  by  the 
Polish  monarchs  as  an  oratory,  with  a  throne  of  red  marble  and  fine 
modern  stained  •  glass  windows.  Monument  of  King  Stephan  Bathory 
(d.  1586),  in  red  marble.  In  the  cbapels  to  the  right  and  left  are  the 
tasteful  tombs  of  Bishops  Gamrat  (1547)  and  Tomicki  (1535),  by  Mosca  of 
Padua,  the  architect  of  the  Tuchhaus.  —  Ghoib.  In  front  of  the  high- 
altar  is  the  engraTed  bronse  of  Gardinal  Fred.  Jagiello  (d.  1503),  with  a 
later  'Relief  (1610)  by  Peter  VUcher^  representing  the  presentation  of  the 
bishop  to  the  Madonna.  —  In  the  centre  of  the  church,  under  a  canopy, 
if  a  silver  sarcoph^gius  (17th  cent,),  borne  by  silver  i^ngels,  in  which  ar9 
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preserved  the  remains  of  St.  Stanislaus,  the  patron  saint  of  the  Pole?, 
and  Bishop  of  Cracow,  who  was  slain  before  the  altar  in  1079  by  King 
Boleslaus.  —  In  the  Left  Aisle,  near  tbe  choir,  is  the  tomb  of  the  poet 
A.  Mickiewicz  (p.  278).  —  At  the  beginning  of  the  Bight  Aisle  is  a 
copper  trap-door,  leading  to  the  Romanesque  crypt  (p.  279)  and  to  the 
*B.orAL  Tault,  constructed  by  Stanislaus  Augustus  in  1788,  enlarged  since 
1878,  where,  beside  many  Polish  kings,  repose  Jo  eph  Poniatowski  (dro-vm- 
ed  in  the  Elster  near  Leipzig  in  1813),  and  Thaddaeus  Kosciuszko  (who 
died  in  exile  at  Soleure  in  1817).  Adm.  daily,  except  Sun.,  at  10  a.m.  and 
12.30  p.m.  (40  h.J.  —  The  Tbeasubt  (daily  at  10,  except  on  high  festivals) 
contains  part  of  the  ancient  Polish  regalia,  rich  sacerdotal  vestments,  and 
artistically-wrOught  vessels  in  gold  and  silver. 

We  now  proceed  to  the  N.  from  the  Schloss,  thTough  the  gardens, 
to  the  buildings  of  the  Jagellanian  University  (PI.  A,  3;  1400 
students),  founded  by  Casimii  the  Great  In  1364.  The  New  Uni- 
versity, a  Gothic  edifice  designed  by  Kaiflarski  (1881-87),  with  its 
handsome  vestibule  and  fine  hall,  contains  on  the  groundfloor  the 
Archaeological  Museum  (week-days,  12-1)  and  the  Art-Historical 
CoMecfJon  of  the  university  (pictures,  art-industrial  object9,ca8t8,etc.). 
The  Oi^D  Univbbsitt  Buildings  (Anna-Strasse  8),  erected  in  the 
15th  cent,  and  partly  restored  in  1839-72,  include  a  beautiful  Gothic 
♦Court  of  1492,  in  which  a  bronze  statue  of  Copernicus  (d.  1543), 
by  Godebski,  was  erected  in  1900 ;  in  the  interior  is  the  University 
Library  (about  860,000  vols. ;  daily,  except  Sun.,  9-1).  Adjacent 
is  the  Obergymncuium  of  St.  An,na,  founded  in  1588.  —  On  the 
opposite  side  of  the  Anna-Strasse  is  the  University  Church  of 
8U  Anna  (PI.  A,  3),  with  elaborate  stucco  ornamentation  in  the 
baroque  style.  —  On  the  W.  side  of  the  Szczepanski-Platz  is  the 
Kunstlerhaus  (Pi.  3),  built  in  1901  by  Maczynski  and  containing  a 
permanent  exhibition  of  pictures  (10-4;  60  A.).  —  In  the  Slaw- 
kowska  is  the  Polish  Academy  of  Sciences  (PI.  B,  3). 

Farther  on,  in  the  promenades,  Pijarska-Str.  6,  is  the  *C«ar- 
toryski  Museum  (PI.  B,  2,  3;  Tues.  and  Frid.  9-1,  at  other  times 
on  application),  a  large  and  varied  collection  of  objects  of  art. 

Obound  Floob.  In  the  Vestibule  are  ^  few  Etruscan  cinerary  urns, 
he8ide<<  medieeval  and  Renaissance  sculptures  of  German  and  Italian  origin. 
Adjacent  is  a  room  with  larger  works  in  stone  and  bronze. 

FiBST  Floob.  To  the  right  is  the  Library  (adm.  on  previous  applica- 
tion only),  with  precious  manu!»cript<5,  bindings,  charters,  etc.  —  To  the 
left^  a  "Collection  of  Art-IndtutricA  Objects,  reminiFccnces  of  Poland's  past 
grandeur  and  of  Napoleon  I.,  weapons,  enamels,  and  carved  ivory. 

Second  Floob.  Room  I  contains  the  *JHcture  Oallery,  which  includes 
numerous  good  works,  especially  of  the  Italian  and  Dutch  schools.  Entrance> 
wall.  111.  Potter^  Landscape  with  cattle.  To  the  right:  178.  Holbein  the 
Younger,  Portrait;  238.  J.  Clouet,  Portrait;  1H2.  Van  Dyck,  Portrait;  HO. 
Kaspar  Nettcher,  Portrait  of  a  Polish  boy ;  *105.  RenArandt,  Landscape  with 
the  Good  Samaritan  (163>)-,  173.  G.  Schalcken,  Wine -cellar  5  186.  G.  Dou, 
Portrait.  —  156.  /.  van  Ruyedael,  Landscape;  193.  Watteau,  Love-scene.  — 
213.  Benozzo  Gozzoli,  Madonna;  2S7.  Garo/alo,  Madonna  and  saints ;  157. 
Lor.  di  Credi  (?) ,  Holy  Family ;  176.  Mantegna  (?) ,  Daughter  of  Herodias ; 
*'239.  Raphael,  Portrait  of  a  young  man  (said  to  be  himself;  uniinished, 
about^l5iO);  Lor.  Costa  (?),  Mythological  scene,  with  portraits  of  Bentivoglio 
and  his  wife;  *'Leonardo  da' Vinci,  Half-length  of  a  girl  with  an  ermine  in 
her  arms  (*Castlta»');  190  Giorgione  {f),  St.  Liberalis;  194.  Falma  Vecehioil), 
Holy  Family;  230.  Giov.  BeltM,  Portrait;  234.  Frane,  JTronciaC?),  Madonna. 
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In  the  middle  are  drawings  by  A.  del  Sarto^  Nctttier  (Queen  Maria  Le3z-> 
czynska),  Ckodowiechi^  and  engravings  by  DUrer  and  Elinger.  —  Boom  II 
contains  numerous  good  miniature  portraits,  chiefly  of  the  French  school. 
Also:  263.  Mat^ko^  Scene  from  the  Polish  insurrection  of  1863.  —  The 
following  rooms  contain  Egyptian  antiquities,  ancient  glass,  *Terracotta 
figures  from  Tanagra,  Greek  vases,  Greek  and  Etruscan  bronzes  (No.  1, 
fine  Etruscan  situla);  silver  mirror -case  (Hercules  and  Omphale),  of  the 
best  Greek  period*,  cabinets }  tapestry,  etc. 

In  the  Promenades,  at  the  end  of  the  street,  are  the  Florians~Tor 
(PI.  B,  2)  and  the  Bondell,  a  cirAular  structure  dating  from  1498, 
almost  the  only  relic  of  the  old  fortifications.  —  Outside  the  Rondell, 
in  the  Matejko-Platz,  is  t^Q  Academy  of  Art,  Farther  on  is  the 
ChuTcli  of  St.  Florian  (PI.  0,  2),  of  the  12th  cent.,  but  repeatedly 
altered,  with  four  pictures  by  Hans  von  Kulmbach  in  the  second 
chapel  to  the  left.  The  second  chapel  to  the  right  contains  the  late- 
Gothic  ♦Altar  of  St.  John,  by  Veit  Stoss  (1518).  —  To  the  S.E.  of 
the  Florlans-Tor ,  at  the  corner  of  the  Szpitalna,  is  the  Theatre 
(PI.  C,  3),  erected  in  1891-93  from  ZawiejskVs  designs  In  the  late- 
Renaissance  style,  tastefully  fitted  up,  with  a  magnificent  drop-curtain 
by  H.  Siemiradzkl  (1894).  In  front  of  the  theatre  is  a  marhle  bust 
of  Count  Alex.  Fredro  (d.  1876),  the  poet,  by  Godebski.  In  the 
promenades  to  theN.  is  a  bronze  monument  to  B,  Zaleaki^  the  poet, 
by  Wel6nski. 

The  town  is  surrounded  with  Suburbs,  lying  within  the  mod- 
ern fortifications.  To  the  W.  is  Nowy  Swiat,-  on  the  N.W.  Piasek, 
with  the  old  church  of  the  Visitation;  on  the  N.  KleparZf  with  the 
grain  and  cattle  markets ;  on  the  E.  Wesoia,  with  the  hospitals  of 
St.  Lazarus  and  St.  Lewis,  the  University  Glinique  and  Botanic 
Garden  (PI.  D,  3),  the  Observatory  (PI.  D,  3),  and  the  slaughter- 
house. To  the  S.  are  Stradom^  with  the  office  of  the  commandant, 
and  Kasimiefiy  the  Jewish  quarter,  containing  the  Pauline  convent 
and  the  churches  of  St.  Michael^  St.  Catharine^  and  Corpus  Christi. 
The  two  last  contain  numerous  works  of  art.  The  ^Alte  8chule\  at 
the  E.  end  of  the  Josef-Str.,  is  an  old  synagogue  of  the  16th  century. 
—  The  Franz  Joseph  Bridge  leads  hence  across  the  Vistula  to  Pod" 
g6rze  (18,100  inhab.).  To  the  S.  rises  the  conical  Krakusberg  (905  ft.), 
said  by  tradition  to  be  the  grave  of  the  mythical  dragon- slayer  Krakus, 
the  founder  of  Cracow,  and  to  have  been  thrown  up  by  human  hands. 

Numerous  houses  of  the  16- 17th  cent.,  with  interesting  portals  and 
court-yards,  are  still  to  be  found  in  the  old  town.  Among  these  may  be 
mentioned  the  Jabtonowski  Palace  (Ring-Platz  20);  the  aristocratie  man- 
sions at  Anna-Strasse  11,  Stakowska-Strasse  4,  Bing-lMaiz  7  and  43,  Jana- 
Strasse20,  and  Florian-Strasse  8;  the  canons'*  residences,  Kanonicza-Strasse  18 
and  21,  and  the  clergy-houses  beside  the  churches  of  St.  Anna  (Anna-Strasse ; 
ist  floor)  and  St.  Hary  (Plac  Maryacki  4). 

The  •KosoinsAo  HiU  (1093  ft.),  Vj^  M.  to  the  N.W.  (carr.  3  /T., 
bargain  advisable),  is  a  mound  of  earth,  about  65ft.  In  height,  thrown 
up  in  1820-23  by  the  united  efforts  of  the  whole  population  of  Gracow 
in  honour  of  the  Polish  hero  of  that  name,  on  the  hill  of  Bronis- 
iauya.  Sinee  1855  it  has  been  converted  into  a  fort.   ♦View  of  Ora- 
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cow,  with  its  many  towers,  andPodg6fze,  with  theKrakusberg  beyond 
it;  S.  the  Hohe  Tatra;  W.  the  Babiag6ra  (5660  ft.)  and  its  neigh- 
bours of  the  Beskid  range ;  then  the  Vistula,  traceable  for  a  long 
distance;  N.  the  handsome  marble  buildings  of  the  Gamaldulensian 
monastery  of  Bielany, 

*8alt  nines  of  Wieliczka.  Railway  vi&  Bierzandw  in  40  min.  (or  pleas - 
anter  by  carriage,  10-16  JT. ;  p.  277)  to  Wieliczka  (833  ft.;  Bail.  Restaurant 
and  several  inns ;  pop.  6(XX)).  Visitors  are  regularly  admitted  to  the  mines  on 
Tues.,  Thurs.,  and  Sat.  at  3  p.m.;  if  one  of  these  days  ia  a  holiday,  then 
on  the  following  day.  At  other  times  visitors  drive  direct  to  the  office 
and  request  permission  to  inspect  the  mine.  Tickets  of  admission  arc 
obtained  at  the  office,  4  K.  for  each  person.  The  charges  fixed  by  tariff 
for  illumination  vary  from  40  to  180  f .,  according  to  the  amount  desired 
and  the  number  of  persons.  Visitors  don  mining  attire  and  follow  the 
attendant.  The  inspection  of  the  mines  takes  li/2-2hrs.;  carriages  may 
be  ordered  to  wait  at  the  shaft.  Specimens  of  the  rock-salt,  from  10  kr. 
each,  are  offered  to  visitors  on  quitting  the  mine. 

These  mines,  the  greatest  depth  of  which  is  980  ft,  employ  over  1200 
hands  and  yield  about  60,(XX)  tons  of  salt  annually.  They  consist  of  seven 
different  levels  or  stories,  one  above  the  other,  and  have  eight  shafts. 
Total  length  of  the  mines,  from  E.  to  W.,  2Vs  M.^  breadth,  from  N.  to  S., 
1040  yds.  The  different  stories  are  connected  by  flights  of  steps,  and  are 
pierced  by  a  labyrinth  of  passages,  the  aggregate  length  of  whicQ  is  com- 
puted at  65  M.  The  mines  contain  two  ponds,  which  have  boats  upon 
them.  Many  of  the  disused  chambers,  70  of  which  are  spacious,  are  em- 
ployed as  magazines,  and  some  of  them  are  embellished  with  candelabra, 
etc.,  hewn  in  rock-salt.  There  are  also  several  chapels  with  altars,  statues, 
and  other  ornaments  in  rock-salt.  In  the  largest  of  these  mass  is  cele- 
brated annually  on  3rd  July  and  24th  December.  Some  of  these  subterranean 
saloons  are  80-100  ft  in  height.  The  salt  of  Wieliczka  is  remarkable  for 
its  purity  and  solidity,  but  is  generally  gray  or  blackish  in  colour.  Travell- 
ing in  the  interior  is  done  by  horse-tramways,  26  M.  in  total  length,  while 
four  steam-engines  bring  the  salt  and  the  miners  to  the  surface. 

Excursionists  to  the  Hohe  Tdtra  take  the  Galician  Railway  from  Cra- 
cow (Podg<5rze)  by  Bwiha  to  Zakopane  (p.  366). 

FsoM  C&ACOW  TO  KocuT]tz6w,  12Vs  M.,  railway  in  1 1/4  hr.  From  (6  M.) 
Czyzny  a  branch  runs  to  Mogita  (2  M.),  with  a  convent-church  of  the  early 
13th  century.

The  train  crosses  the  Vistula;  on  the  right  is 
the  Kraku9berg  (p.  281).  3  M.  Podgorze-Piaszdw  (Rail.  Restaurant), 
see  p.  276.  —  6^2  M.  Bier&andw  (branch  to  Wieliczka,  see  above),  — 
23V2  M.  Bochnia  (Rail.  Restaurant;  pop.  10,000),  with  large  salt- 
mines. —  48 V2  M.  Tarndw  (^RaU,  Restaurant;  Hdlel  Krakau; 
MStropoU;  pop.  31,700),  junction  of  the  line  to  Strdze  (p.  287 ;  36  M., 
in  13/4  hr.),  lies  on  the  Dunajecj  near  its  conflneuce  with  the  Biala, 
Interesting  old  town-hall.  The  high-lying  Cathedral  (15th  cent.) 
contains  monuments  of  the  Ostrogski  and  Tarnowski  families.

152  M.  Przemysl  (^Rail.  Restaurant;  H6tel  Przimy4l;  Victoria; 
Hotel  de  V Europe;  pop.  46,300),  an  ancient  town  and  important 
fortress  on  the  San,  is  the  seat  of  a  Roman  Catholic  and  a  Greek 
bishop,  with  six  churches  and  a  brisk  trade.  A  hill  on  the  S.W.. 
side  of  the  town  is  crowned  with  the  ruins  of  a  castle  said  to 
have  been  built  by  Casimir  the  Great.  Branch-line  to  (2272  M.) 
Chyrow  (p.  287).

StadtmUller^  Erakowska-Str.  (PI.  E,2);  *Rail.  Restaurant^  at  the  chief  station 
(PI.  A,  8).  —  Oaf^s.  Theatre  Ca/4,  Ferdinands-Platz  (PI.  E,  2)^  Vienna  Ca/^y 
Heilige-Geist-Platz  (PI.  £,  2,  8). 

Cabs*  From  the  chief  station  to  the  town,  one-horse  90  A.,  two-horse

Electric  Tramway  from  the  chief  station  to  the  Waly  ffetmanekie 
(PI.  B,  2,  3)  and  thence  to  the  Kilinski  Park  (PI.  E,  6)  and  to  the  Cemetery 
of  Lyczakow  (beyond  PI.  6,3).  —  Horse  Cars  also  traverse  the  town. 

British  Vioe-ConBul,  Prof.  R.  Zaloziecki. 

Lerhhergy  Polish  Lwdw,  French  Liopol,  the  capital  of  Galicia, 
with  160,000  inhab.  (one- fourth  Jews),  is  the  seat  of  a  Roman 
Catholic,  an  Armenian,  and  a  Greek  Catholic  archbishop.  There 
are  fourteen  Roman  Catholic  churches,  a  Greek,  an  Armenian,  and 
a  Protestant  church,  two  synagogues,  and  several  Roman  Catholic 
and  Greek  convents.  The  town  itself  is  small,  the  finest  buildings 
being  in  the  four  suburbs  (those  o{  Halicz^  Z/yczakow^  Cracow^  and 
Zdlkiew). 

The  inner  town  is  bounded  on  the  E.  side  by  the  Waly  Guber- 
nartorskie,  and  on  the  W.  side  by  the  Waly  Hetmanskle,  with  statues 
or  Hetman  Jablonowski,  the  defender  of  the  town  against  the  Turks 
in  1695,  and  of  King  John  III.  Sobieski,  by  Bars^cz.  In  the  Ring,  or 
principal  Platz,  which  is  embellished  with  four  handsome  mon- 
umental fountains,  stands  the  Rathaus  (PI.  E,  F,  2),  built  in  1828- 
37,  with  its  tower  260  ft.  high  (good  survey  of  the  town  from  the 
top).  —  The  Roman  Catholic  Cathedral  (PI.  E,  3),  built  in  the 
15th  centt  in  the  late-Gothic  style,  was  restored  in  the  18th  cent. 
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in  the  rococo  style.  The  Armer^ian  Cathedral  (PI.  1 ;  E,  2)  is  in  the 
Armenian-Byzantine  style  (15th  cent.);  in  front  of  it  rises  a  statue 
of  St.  Christopher.  The  Dominican  Church  (PL  3 ;  F,  2)  contains  the 
monument  of  a  Countess  Dunin-Borkowska  by  Thorvaldsen.  The 
Oreek  Catholic  Cathedral  (PI.  C,  3),  in  the  basilica  style,  stands  on 
a  height  in  the  Georgs-Platz. 

The  handsome  Polytechnic  Ir^Btitution  (PI.  C,  3, 4),  in  the  Georgs- 
Flatz,  completed  in  1877,  contains  a  large  chemical-technical  lab- 
oratory and  is  otherwise  well  equipped.  In  the  Slowacki-Str.,  op- 
posite the  Park,  is  the  HaU  of  the  Estates  (PI.  D,  3),  built  in  1877-81 
Ixom  Hochberger*8  design,  with  a  painting  by  Matejko  (the  Lublin 
Union  of  1537)  in  the  session-room.  In  the  Kleparowska-S trass e 
rises  the  Invalidenhaus  (PI.  C,  1),  with  its  four  towers.  —  At  the 
Theatre  (closed  in  summer),  in  the  Skarbkowska-Str.  (PI.  E,  2), 
Polish  plays  and  Polish-Italian  operas  are  performed  (the  solos 
generally  in  Italian,  the  chorus  in  Polish).  Near  the  theatre,  to  the 
S.,  is  the  Industrial  Museum  (PI.  q ;  E,  2;  open  on  week-days  9-2, 
40  A.,  Sun.  10-12,  free;  the  library  on  week-days  11-2,  Sun.  10-1, 
free). 

The  University  (PI.  E,  F,  4;  about  2000  stud.)  wag  founded  in 
1784  by  Emp.  Joseph  II.  Adjacent,  to  the  S.,  is  the  Botanic  Garden, 
The  Medical  Faculty  and  the  clinical  institutions  are  in  the  Pie- 
karska-Strasse  (PI.  G,  3,  4). 

OssolijiskCs  NatiorMl  Institute  (PI.  E,  3),  in  the  Halicz  suburb, 
contains  a  library,  relating  chiefly  to  the  literature  and  history  of 
Poland,  and  collections  of  pictures,  antiquities,  coins,  etc.  (adm. 
daily,  except  Mon.  10-1  and  Tues.  &  Frid.  3-5,  free).  —  The  Dzie- 
duszycki  Museum  (PI.  6;  E,  2)  contains  important  natural  history 
collections  and  is  always  open  to  visitors  on  application  to  the  keeper. 

To  the  S.  of  the  town  is  the  extensive  ^KUinski  Park  (PI.  E,  5 ; 
restaurant),  the  favourite  promenade  of  the  citizens,  with  a  statue 
of  JanKilinski  (1760-1819),  the  Polish  patriot,  by  Markowski.  Fine 
views  of  the  town  may  be  enjoyed  from  the  Vnionshiigel(V\,¥,  G,  1) 
and  from  the  top  of  the  Fr am- Josef- Berg  (1310  ft. ;  PI.  F,  G,  1). 

From  Lxkbbbo  to  Lawocznb,  91  H.,  railway  in  5  hrs.  (fares  13  iT.  €0, 
7  ^.  60,  4  £:  20  h.).  Passing  (IBVx  M.)  the  sulphur-baths  of  Puitomtp,  we 
run  through  the  ^retiy  Szczerec  Valley  to  CiSVL.ySzczirzec  (with  large  quarries 
of  gypsum)  and  (32  M.)  Mikoiaj6%o^  and  cross  the  Dniester.  Then  thronerh 
a  wooded  tract  to  (51  M.)  SiryJ  (p.  287)  and  via  (70  M.)  Skole  to  (91  M.) 
LatDOCzne  (p.  287). 

From  Lemberq  to  Odessa,  459  M.,  railway  in  19Va  brs.  81  M.  Kreisne, 
junction  for  Brody^  RadziwiUto  (Russian  frontier),  and  Kiev.  87  H.  Taf- 
nopol  (30,400  inhab.);  119  H.  Podv>otocty»ka^  the  Ia«t  station  in  Austria, 
opposite  which,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  PodhorcB,  is  Woioezyska  (*Rail. 
Restaurant),  the  first  Russian  station.  Thence  via  Shmerinka,  Birsula,  and 
Rcudelnaja  to  (469  H.)  Odessa^  see  BaedekerU  Rwtia. 

The  Railway  from  Lbmbbbo  to  Gzebnowitz  at  first  trayerses 
a  lofty  and  monotonons  plain,  intersected  by  valleys.  Near  (15V2  M.) 
Staresioio,  on  the  right,  is  a  half-rained  castle  of  Gonnt  Potocki, 
erected  in  the  middle  ages  as  a  protection  against  the  Tartars,  now 
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partly  converted  into  a  brewery.  —  40  M,  Chodordw  (816  ft. ;  Rail. 
BeBtanrant) ;  branch-lines  to  (26V2M.)  Stryj  (p.  287)  nnd  to  (27  M.) 
Podwyaokie,  —  62  M.  Buriztyn-DemiamSw^  with  a  cb&tean  of  Prince 
Jabl^onowBki.  —  69  Y2  M.  Haliez  (Bail,  Bestaurant);  the  town  is 
prettily  situated  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Dnie$tery  1^4  M.  to  the 
W.    Branch  to  (18^2  ^0  Podwysokic  (see  above). 

The  long  range  of  the  Carpathians  now  becomes  visible  in  the 
distance  to  the  right.  The  train  crosses  the  Dniester,  and  near 
(78  M.)  Jezupol  approaches  the  Bystrica, 

87  M.  Stanislan  (735  ft.;  Bail,  Bataurant;  Htt.  Jmpirial: 
Central-Hdtel;  pop.  30,400),  a  bnsy  trading  town,  rebuilt  since  ji 
great  fire  in  1868,  is  the  junction  of  lines,  to  the  E.,  to  Husiatynj 
to  the  W,,  to  Stryj,  Chyr6w,  and  Bielitz  (R.  51),  and  to  the  S., 
via  (36  M.)  Delatyn  and  (571/2 M.)  Worochta  to  (721/2 M.)  Kordrnnezo 
(p.  373). 

From  Woroehta  (see  above))  mth  a  club-hoiue  of  the  Tatra-Verein 
(restaurant ;  9  rooms  with  21  beas),  the  Osoma-Hora,  forming  a  ridge 
18  M.  in  length,  may  easily  be  ascended.  A  bridle-path  (guide  or  horse 
3  K.)  ascends  the  valley  of  the  Pruth  to  the  (7  hrs.)  open  refuge-hut  at 
the  foot  of  the  Csorna-Hora,  whence  the  summit  of  the  Hoverla  is  reached 
in  2  hrs.  (comp.  p.  374). 

112  M.  Korszdw  (1108  ft.).  On  the  right  the  Caorna-Hora  (see 
above)  and  other  peaks  of  the  Carpathians  now  come  nearer.  — 
122  M.  Kolomea  (Rail,  Restaurant  f  Hdtel  Angielski^  in  the  chief 
square;  Orand  Udtel;  pop.  34,200),  a  town  on  the  Pruth;  to  the 
right,  near  the  railway,  is  the  pleasant  German  suburb,  with  a  Pro- 
testant church.  Branch-lines  to  (251/2  M.)  Delatyn,  to  (49  M.) 
Stefandwka,  and  to  (16  M.)  Sioboda-Bungunka, 

Beyond  (1 33^/2  M.)  Zabiotdw  the  train  crosses  the  Pruth,  and 
near  (14372  M.)  Sniaiyn-Zaiueze  recrosses  it.  I5OI/2  M.  Nepoio- 
koutz ;  I56I/2  M.  lAdan  (Rail.  Restaurant).  Branch-line  to  Stefan- 
6wka  (see  above).  —  Nearing  (I631/2  M.)  Zuczka  (branch  to  the 
W.  to  NowosieUtsM  and  Odessa^,  we  obtain,  to  the  right,  a  fine  view 
of  Czernowitz,  with  its  domes  and  towers.  The  train  crosses  the 
Pruth  again. 

164  M.  Czernowitz.  —  Hotels.  *Adler,  Ring-Platz ;  Cbntbal,  Rat- 
haus-Str.  6;  MfixaoPOLE,  Rathaus-Str. ;  Bellsvub,  Ring-Platz. 

Restaurants.  At  the  hotels;  Rail.  Restaurant;  ^i«rftaf /e,  Tempelgasse ; 
in  the  Mtuikvereins-Osbdude.  Rudolfs-Platz ;  wine- rooms  of  Oaina^  Ring- 
Platz,  and  Bkowron^  Haupt-Str.  (good  Moldavian  wine  and  cold  viands). 
—  Oaf^B.  Cofi  de  VEurope^  Cafi  Bttbsburg,  both  Herrngasse;  Cafi  Wien^ 
Haupt-Strasse. 

Gabs:  two-horse  from  the  station  to  the  town  1  K.  60,  from  the 
town  to  the  station  1  X  20  A. ;  1  hour  2  K.<,  each  1/4  hr.  more  40  A.  One- 
horse  cab  (not  recommended)  one- third  less. 

Electric  Tramway  from  the  Pruth  Bridge  to  the  station  and  through 
the  town  to  the  Volksgarten  Station  (about  6  H.). 

Post  ft  Telegraph  Office,  Postgasse,  near  the  principal  square. 

Baths.  Warm  and  vapour,  at  the  Sophienbad^  Rnssische  Gasse,  and  the 
Tiirkenbady  by  the  Turkenbrunnen.  Rivsr  Baths  in  the  Pruth,  by  the  bridge. 

Ctemowitz  (520  ft.),  the  capital  of  the  Bukowina,  is  situated 

on  a  rising  ground  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Pruth,  which  is  crossed 
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here  by  two  bridges.  Pop,,  including  the  sabnrbs,  76,000  (about 
20,000  Jews).  The  town,  which  is  entirely  modern,  is  the  seat  of 
the  goyernor  of  the  Bukowina,  of  a  Greek  Oriental  archbishop  and 
consistory,  of  the  provincial  conrts,  and  of  a  nniyersity  (see  below). 

The  most  conspicuous  building  is  the  Archiepiseoptil  Palace^  on 
a  height  at  the  end  of  the  Bischofsgasse,  an  imposing  brick  edifice 
in  the  Byzantine  style,  erected  by  Hlawka  in  1864-75.  The 
richly-decorated  ♦Reception  Hall  is  worthy  of  a  visit  (apply  to  the 
castellan) ;  the  tower  commands  a  fine  view  of  the  town  and  environs. 
The  palace  also  contains  the  small  Landea- Museum  (open  on  Sun., 
3-5  p.m.). 

The  largest  church  in  Gzemowitz  is  the  Oretk  Oriental  Cathe- 
dral in  the  Franz- Josefs-Platz,  erected  in  1864  in  imitation  of  the 
church  of  St.  Isaac  at  St.  Petersburg.  The  tasteful  Armenian  Churchy 
in  a  mixed  Gothic  and  Renaissance  style,  was  consecrated  in  1875. 
The  handsome  SynagoguCy  in  the  Moorish  style,  with  its  conspicuous 
dome,  was  completed  in  1877  from  the  plans  of  Zachariewicz. 

The  Vniversityy  founded  in  1875,  is  attended  by  about  600  stud- 
ents. It  has  no  medical  faculty.  The  lectures  are  delivered  partly 
in  the  Psdagogium  in  the  Bischofsgasse,  partly  in  the  clergy-house 
adjoining  the  palace ;  the  latter  also  contains  the  natural  history 
and  other  collections. 

The  Austria  Monument  in  the  Austria-Platz,  executed  by  Pe- 
kary,  and  erected  in  1875  to  commemorate  the  centenary  of  Au- 
stria's possession  of  the  Bukowina,  consists  of  a  marble  figure  of 
Austria  on  a  pedestal  of  green  Carpathian  sandstone,  adorned 
with  bronze  reliefs  and  inscriptions.  —  Near  by  is  the  Industrial 
Museum. 

At  the  S.  end  of  the  town  lies  the  Volksgarten  (electric  tramway, 
see  above),  a  favourite  resort  with  shady  walks,  containing  the 
SchiitzehhauSy  the  Kursalon  (both  with  restaurants),  and  the  Botanic 
Garden  (to  the  S.W.).  Pleasant  walks  to  the  Panaita  Qrove  on  the 
Bischofsbergy  which  affords  a  good  view  of  the  town ,  and  to  the 
(3/4  hr.)  wood  of  Horeczay  near  the  old  church  of  which  a  fine  survey 
of  the  valley  of  the  Pruth  is  enjoyed. 

Fbom  Czbbnowitz  to  Bdchabest,  836  H.,  express  in  20  hrs.  SVs  M. 
Volksgarten  (see  above).  From  (21  JU.)  Hlihoka  (Rail.  Reftaurant)  branch- 
lines  run  to  Meiebrodp  (39  M,)  and  to  Sereth  (11  tf.)  —  87 Vs  M.  Hadik/alva 
(Rail.  Restaurant);  branch  to  Brodina  (31  M.).  —  From  (61  M.)  Halna  a 
line  runs  via  Wama  (85  M. ;  junction  for  Rtus.  Moldatritta)  to  Doma-Watra 
(78  IL;  several  hotels),  with  chalybeate  springs  and  peat-baths.  —  At 
(56  H.)  lUkanify  the  Austrian  frontier  -  station,  luggage  coming  from 
Roumania  is  examined.  bVJt  M.  Burdujeniy  the  first  Roumanian  station 
(custom-house  examination  for  travellers  from  Austria).  The  train  now 
runs  near  the  Szerety  the  principal  river  of  Moldavia.  96  H.  PascatU^ 
junction  for  /om^,  Kishenevy  and  Odessa;  200  H.  Marasesei  (branch  to 
Oalatg)'y  255Vs  M.  Buzeu  (branch  to  Braila  and  OalaU)'y  29S>/2  M.  Pioesei 
(p.  424);  336  M.  Bueharesty  see  p.  425. 
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51.  From  Stanislau  to  D2ieditz  vi&  Stryj,  Neu- 
Za£^rz,  and  Saybusch. 

410  H.  Railwat  in  34  hrs.j  fares  86,  24,  13  K. 

StanUlau,  see  p.  285.  Tbe  train  crosses  the  Bystrica,  Near 
(31 V2  ^0  -S^a^^i  &  b^sy  '^i^tle  town  with  salt-mines,  it  crosses  the 
Lomniea,  Beyond  (40  M.)  Krechowice  we  near  the  N.  spurs  of  the 
Carpathians.  Pretty  hill-scenery.  51  M.  DoUfta  (Rail.  Restaurant). 
We  cross  the  Swiea  to  (59  V2  M.)  BolecMw.  66 V2  M.  Morstyn,  with 
mineral  springs.  We  cross  the  Stryj  to  (76  M.)  Btiyj  (987  ft.;  Bail. 
Bestaurant;  pop.  23,200),  a  district  town  with  important  cattle- 
markets,  junction  of  the  line  from  Lemberg  to  Lawoczne  (p.  284) 
and  of  a  branch-line  to  (25V2  M.)  Chodordw  (p.  285). 

93  M.  Drohohyct  (Rail.  Restaurant),  21/2  M.  (cab  2  JT.)  from  the 
town  of  Brohobycz  (Schwarzer  AdUr;  pop.  19,300),  with  a  chateau, 
a  fine  Gothic  church,  salt-works,  and  brisk  trade.  A  branch-line 
runs  hence  S.W.  through  the  Tydmienica  VaUty  to  (772  M.)  Borys- 
iaw,  with  its  valuable  petroleum  and  ozocerite  beds.  About  6  M.  to 
the  S.  of  Drohobycz  are  the  sulphur  and  salt  baths  of  Truskawiec,  — 
111  M.  Dublany-Kransberg ;  then  across  the  Dniester  to  (119^2 1^0 
Sambor  (Rail.  Resteurant),  a  district  town  (17,000  inhab.).  The 
train  crosses  the  8trwia% 

139  M.  Chyrdw  (Bail.Restawant)y  junction  for  Przemy^l  (p.  283), 
150  M.  Krdscieriko.  The  train  crosses  the  Strwiaz  and  runs  through 
a  wooded  hill-region.  166  M.  Olssanica.  Then  through  a  short 
tunnel  to  (173  M.)  Lisko-Lukawica  in  the  valley  of  the  San^  and 
across  the  San  and  the  Oalawa  to  (179V2  M.)  Neu-Zagdn  (Rail. 
Bestaurant),  a  basket-making  place,  junction  of  the  Carpathian  line 
to  Legenye-Mihdlyi  (p.  367). 

The  Qalician  line  follows  the  San  to  (182V3  M.)  Sanok  and  then 
turns  to  the  W.  —  200  M.  Bymandw  (186  ft.),  the  sUtion  for  the 
(472  M.)  baths  of  that  name,  with  three  mineral  springs.  — 
2031/2  M.  Iwonicz,  with  baths  (772  M.  to  the  S. ;  carriage  and  pair 
7  K.)  containing  salt,  iodine,  and  bromine.  At  (21372  M.)  Jedlicze 
we  cross  the  Jaaioika,  and  at  (224  M.)  Jasio  the  Wiaioka,  and  then 
enter  the  smiling  Bopa  Valley.  240  M.  Zagdrtany,  junction  for 
Qorlice  (pop.  4500),  with  important  naphtha-works,  8  M.  to  the  S.W. 

We  ascend  the  Moszczanka  and  Wolska  valleys  to  (247  M.) 
Wola  lAizdnaka  (1095  ft.l,  and  then  descend  the  valley  of  the  Biaia 
to  (254  M.)  5tfd««  (1000  ft.;  Rail.  Restaurant),  the  junction  for 
Tam6w  (p.  282).  We  follow  the  right  bank  of  the  Biala  and  then 
cross  it  to  (257  M.)  Qrybdw  (1145  ft.),  a  prettily  situated  little  town. 
The  line  now  winds  in  long  curves  round  the  Gdrki  (1854  ft), 
through  picturesque  hill-scenery,  to  (26172^0  PlasMwa  (1659  ft.], 
on  the  watershed  between  the  Biala  and  the  Dunajec  and  descend 
to  (274*/2  M.)  Kamiorika  in  the  KriSlowa  Valley. 
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279  M.  Kea-Sandeo  (Bail.  Reataurant).  The  town  (pop.  15,700), 
2  M.  off,  lies  in  a  plain,  on  the  Dunc{}ce,  Railway  to  EperjeBj  see 
p.  351. 

We  cross  the  Dunajec.  follow  its  left  bank  to  (285  M.)  Afarcin- 

kowicej  and  enter  the  yalley  of  the  Smolnik.    At  (330  M.)  Mssana 

Dolna  the  Maxana  is  crossed.    The  line  proceeds  through  the  Raha 

Valley  to  Babka,  with  saline  springs  containing  bromine  and  iodine, 

and  (339V2  M.)  Chabdwka  (1668  ft. ;  Rail,  Restaurant), 

Fbom  GhabkSwka  to  Zakopane,  33  M.,  railway  in  2  hrs.  —  18  M. 
Jfeumarkl  (Nowy-Targ,  1612  ft. ;  Hot.  Herz),  with  6500  inhabitants.  Diligence 
daily  in  6  hrs.  to  ('24  H.)  Biczawnica  (1640  ft.;  Kurhaw;  HQt.  Martha^ 
R.  8-5,  D.  4,  pens.  8-10  K. ;  BtOger)^  a  watering-place  on  the  K.  slope  of 
the  Carpathians,  with  alkaline-mariatic  springs.  To  Tatra-Hdhlenhain 
see  p.  3b6.  —  33  tf .  Zaiopane  (p.  866). 

Then  N.W.  to  (3441/2  M.)  Jordan6w  (1447  ft."),  and  through 
the  picturesque  Skawa  Valley  to  (36272  M.)  Saoha  (1095  ft  ;  RaU, 
Reataurant)^  junction  of  a  line  to  Siersia-  Wodna  (46  M.  in  5  hrs.). 

To  Cbacow,  45V2  H.,  railway  in  2Vs  hrs.,  via  Kaltcarya  (junction  for 
Bielifgy  see  below)  and  Bkawina  (branch  to  Ohoi^eim^  p.  276).  Thence  to 
Cracow,  see  p.  276. 

To  Sisbsza-Wodka,  46  M.,  railway  in  6  hrs.  —  5Vs  H.  Skawce;  16  M. 
Wadotoice  (Riil.  Restaurant),  see  above;  26  M.  Bpytkowice  (p.  276) j  88  M. 
Bolfcin  (p.  276);  41 V2  M.  Trzebinia  (p.  276).  —  46  M.  Siersza-Wodna. 

We  traverse  pleasant  wooded  valleys  to  (875  M.)  Hucisko  and 
descend  into  the  Koszararoa  Valley  to  (383  M.)  Jeleinia  (1374  ft. ; 
6ornstein*s  Inn),  whence  the  Babic^ira  (5660  ft.),  the  highest 
summit  of  the  Beskids,  may  be  ascended  in  7  hrs.  (guide  and  pro- 
visions necessary;  splendid  view  from  the  top).  —  390  M.  Saybusch 
(1128  ft.;  Rail.  Restaurant),  Pol.  Zywiec  (4500  Inhab.),  with  an 
interesting  old  castle,  at  the  influx  of  the  Koszarawa  into  the  Sola. 

We  now  run  through  the  valley  of  the  Bialaj  which  here  forms 
the  houndary  between  Galicia  and  Austrian  Silesia,  to  (403  Af.) 
Bielita  (1023  f t.  i  KaUerhoff  Grand  H6tel;  Zauner;  pop.  16,900), 
a  manufacturing  town  on  the  Biala,  with  extensive  woollen  in- 
dustry, engine-factories,  etc.,  and  a  handsome  chateau  with  a  line 
park.  Branch -lines  to  r3672  M.)  Kalwarya  (see  above)  and  to 
(25V2  ^0  Teschen  (p.  354).  On  the  opposite  hank  of  the  Biala  is 
Biala  (pop.  8300),  another  busy  trading  and  industrial  place. 

At  (410  M.)  Dziedits  the  line  Joins  the  Oderberg  and  Cracow 
railway  (p.  276). 
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The  kingdom  of  Dalmatia,  the  southernmost  crown-land  of  the 
Austria-Hungarian  Monarchy,  belonging  to  Cis-Leithania,  extends 
from  the  Quamerolo  on  the  N.  to  the  bills  on  the  Lake  of  Scutari 
on  the  S.)  while  on  the  E.  it  is  commanded  by  the  Yelebit  Mts., 
the  Dinarian  Alps,  and  the  mountainous  region  of  tbe  HerzegOYina 
and  of  Montenegro.  The  W.  side  of  Dalmatia  is  washed  by  the  Adria- 
tic, the  Seno  Adridtico  of  mariners,  which  ttom  time  immemorial 
■has  been  the  highway  of  traffic  between  East  and  West.  Coasting 
vessels  usually  steer  within  the  belt  of  islands  which  protect  the 
Dalmatian  coast,  while  the  opposite  Italian  coast  is  almost  entirely 
destitute  of  such  shelter.  The  tide  within  these  islands  rises  to 
the  unusual  height  of  six  feet.  A  constant  current  flows  from 
GorfCl  to  Venice,  causing  in  stormy  weather  the  dangerous  tides 
of  the  Quarnero. 

Covering  an  area  of  a  little  over  5000  sq.M.,  Dalmatia  forms  the 
N.W.  fringe  of  the  Balkan  peninsula,  and  consists  of  a  coast  deep- 
ly indented  with  numerous  bays  and  fjords,  the  entrances  to  which 
are  guarded  by  innumerable  islands  and  reefs  (scogli),  while  the 
mainland  is  a  mountainous  region,  culminating  in  the  Yelebit  Mts. 
(5770  ft.)  and  the  Oijen  near  Cattaro  (6218  ft.),  and  forming  a  lofty 
plateau  descending  abruptly  to  the  sea,  with  crests  running  almost 
exclusively  from  N.W.  to  S.E.,  parallel  with  the  Dinarian  Alps. 
The  islands  and  peninsulas  which  have  been  formed  by  subsidence 
of  portions  of  the  land  also  run  in  the  same  direction,  except  the 
southern  islands  of  Brcuza,  Xe«tna,  and  Curzola^  which  lie  from 
W.  to  E.  The  Dalmatians  usually  speak  of  east  and  west  only, 
ignoring  the  other  points  of  the  oompass,  the  former  being  scmo  or 
levante  ('up'),  the  latter  gHi  or  ponente  (*down').  The  bleak  and 
sterile  mountain-region  is  badly  watered,  being  intersected,  in  its 
length  of  370  M. ,  by  only  four  rivers  worthy  of  mention  (Zermagnaj 
Kerka^  Cetinaj  NarentaJ^  which  are  torrents  in  their  upper  parts  and 
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are  nearly  dry  in  summer.  Of  lakes  there  is  also  a  scarcity,  and 
as  spring-water  is  not  always  to  be  foand,  the  inhabitants  are  some- 
times obliged  to  use  reservoirs. 

Climate.  The  mean  annual  temperature  of  the  Dalmatian  coast 
is  about  59^  Fahr.,  but  great  variations  are  caused  by  the  violent 
and  changeable  winds.  The  winds  from  the  sea  bring  moisture 
and  in  winter  warmth.  The  Scirocco  (S.E. ;  FortunaUy  S.W.),  called 
at  Ragusa  *the  father  of  the  poor',  always  alternates  in  winter  with 
the  dreaded  Bora  (Boreas ;  called  the  'wind  of  the  dead*),  which 
descends  from  the  mountain  -  gorges  In  terrific  gusts  (refoli),  dan- 
gerous to  the  landsman  and  the  mariner  alike.  The  S.W.  wind  is 
also  very  violent,  as  may  be  gathered  from  an  inscription  on  the 
molo  of  Ragusa,  where  the  waves  throw  up  their  foam  to  a  height 
of  100  ft.,  and  wrench  the  heaviest  blocks  of  stone  out  of  the  pier. 
The  Bora  prevails  in  winter  only,  usually  from  October  to  April. 
The  prevailing  wind  in  summer  is  the  genial  N.W.  wind  (MaestraUJ, 
which  rises  in  the  forenoon,  blows  steadily  for  several  hours,  and 
generally  subsides  at  sunset.  The  water  between  the  coast  and  the 
island  is  unaffected  by  these  winds  and  is  always  calm,  but  very 
rough  water  is  often  experienced  on  the  voyages  to  Lissa  and  La- 
gosta  and  from  Ragusa  to  Punta  d'Ostro.  A  heavy  swell  without 
wind  is  known  here  as  ligazzi. 

Vegetable  and  Animal  Life.  Strabo  calls  Dalmatia  sterile,  un- 
suitable for  agriculture,  and  scarcely  able  to  support  its  population. 
But  in  another  passage  he  states  that  'vines  and  olives  abound,  but 
that  the  country  had  been  neglected  and  its  value  had  remained 
unknown,  probably  on  account  of  the  barbarity  and  predatory  habits 
of  the  native6\  The  natives  have  certainly  improved  since  Strabo's 
time,  but  the  country,  like  most  limestone  regions,  is  still  in  great 
part  destitute  of  vegetation.  As  the  heavy  rains  are  apt  to  sweep 
away  the  best  soil,  the  inhabitants  have  great  difficulty  in  cultivat- 
ing the  mountain-slopes,  where  they  frequently  grow  vines,  figs, 
olives,  and  almonds  in  carefully  built  terraces.  They  have  lately 
taken  to  cultivating  the  Pyretkrutn  cinerariae  folium  and  the  Chry^ 
santhemum  tu/rraneum,  from  the  blossoms  of  which,  somewhat  re- 
sembling camomile,  they  prepare  the  Dalmatian  insect-powder.  The 
flora  of  Dalmatia  also  includes  rosemary,  oleanders,  myrtles,  pome- 
granates, agaves,  and  the  cistus,  which  cover  the  slopes  and  the 
islands,  especially  in  the  south.  While  the  north  part  of  Dalmatia, 
as  far  as  Sebenico,  is  comparatively  poor,  Spalato  with  its  Riviera 
is  famed  for  its  wine,  and  the  territory  of  the  former  republic  of 
Ragusa  is  luxuriantly  fertile,  reminding  one  of  Sicily.  Altogether 
Dalmatia  partakes  more  of  an  Oriental  than  a  European  character, 
and  even  with  Italy  it  has  little  in  common. 

On  the  mountains  are  pastured  flocks  of  sheep  and  goats,  whil^ 
the  only  beast  of  prey  is  the  jackal,  which  descends  ttom  the  east, 
and  is  sometimes  found  in  the  islands  of  Giuppana,  Ourzola,  and  S  alx- 
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bioncello.  The  sea  yields  an  abundant  supply  of  flsb.  Among  the 
varieties  peculiar  to  Dalmatia  are  the  gatto  di  mare  (Squalus  cari- 
cula  and  Squalus  catulus),  the  rasp-like  skin  of  which  is  used  for 
scrubbing  tables  and  benches ;  the  scarpena  negra  and  rossa  (Scar- 
pasna  porcus  and  scrofa),  the  pesce  Colombo  (Raja  pastinaca),  and 
the  pesce  ragno  (Trachinus  draco).  The  shark  (Squalus  or  Hexan- 
drus  griseus),  called  by  the  Italians  pesce  man»o  ('ox-fish')  from  its 
eyes  which  resemble  those  of  an  ox,  though  not  a  common  flsb, 
occurs  everywhere,  and  sometimes  endangers  bathers  even  at 
Trieste.  Among  the  more  abundant  varieties  are  lampreys  and 
mackerel,  the  sampiero,  the  sepia  (Sepia  offlcinalis),  the  astice  (As- 
tacus  marinus,  or  lobster),  and  the  rizzo  di  mare  (Echinus  esculentus, 
or  sea-urchin).  Sea-gulls  enliven  every  part  of  the  coast.  Where 
house-swallows  congregate  there  is  sure  to  be  fresh  water  near. 

The  Population  of  Dalmatia  (about  592,000)  is  chiefly  of  the 
Servian-Croatian  race.  In  the  north  it  is  purely  Croatian,  in  the 
south  entirely  Servian,  in  the  towns  partly  Italian  (to  which  race 
belong  about  16,000  inhab.).  Zara  in  particular  is  almost  entirely 
Italian,  but  everywhere  else  the  ^nationar  or  Slavonic  element  is 
gradually  ousting  the  ^autonomous'  or  Italian.  The  Croatians  are 
mainly  Roman  Catholics,  the  Servians  Greek  (non-united)  Cath- 
olics. As  far  as  the  Narenta  the  country-people  are  called  MorlakSy 
but  farther  to  the  south,  as  at  Ragusa,  the  name  is  a  term  of  re- 
proach. They  are  remarkable  for  their  fine  stature  and  picturesque 
costumes.  The  usual  costume  of  the  men  consists  of  a  small  cap  or 
fez  without  shade  (kapa),  or  a  turban  (peikir,  Turkish  for  'towel';  at 
Ragusa  saruk);  a  brown  woollen  jacket,  richly  embroidered  (haljina); 
a  linen  vest  (kro^et)^  and  another  vest  embroidered  with  silver  and 
several  rows  of  filigree  buttons  (jacerma);  a  cloak  (kabanica)  of 
coarse  cloth  (kaba)  with  a  hood  (kukuljica);  a  red  woollen  sash  (pa^) ; 
a  leathern  girdle  (pripasnajaca)  as  a  receptacle  for  weapons,  pipes, 
etc. ;  gaiters  with  a  multitude  of  hooks  and  eyes  (dokoljenice  and 
bicve);  stockings  (cape,  terluke,  napersniaci^  oinadoSivaci) ;  sandals 
(opanke)  or  shoes  (djmelit  or  nesive)  ;  and  a  wallet  (torbicaj.  The  wo- 
men also  wear  sandals  or  shoes.  Their  usual  dress  is  a  blue  (modrina) 
or  white  (bjelaca)  under-garment,  with  a  linen  (bemjica)  or  woollen 
(sadaky  made  of  a  coarse  cloth  called  rash)  jacket  or  frock,  sleeve- 
less and  open  in  firont,  a  bodice  (kro&et),  and  an  apron  (pregaca). 
The  Italian  Dalmatian  calls  himself  a  Ddlmata  (adjective,  ddlmaio). 

History.  Anciently  an  independent  kingdom,  Dalmatia  was 
subjugated  by  the  Romans  under  Augustus  and  annexed  to  the 
province  of  lUyricum.  Afterwards  occupied  by  the  Goths,  and  in 
690  by  the  Avars,  it  came  in  620  into  possession  of  the  Slavs,  whose 
state  was  broken  up  at  the  end  of  the  11th  century.  Fart  of  the 
land  was  then  conquered  by  the  Hungarians  (1102),  while  the 
remainder,  the  later  Duchy  of  Dalmatia,  placed  itself  under  the 
protection  of  the  republic  of  Venice ,  ftom  which  part  of  it  was 
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afterwards  wrested  by  the  Turks.  By  the  Peace  of  Karlowitz  (1699) 
and  by  that  of  Passarowitz  (1718)  the  present  Daltnatla,  with  the 
exception  of  the  republic  of  Ragusa  (which  was  deprived  of  its  in- 
dependence by  the  French  in  1806),  was  secured  to  Venice.  By 
the  Peace  of  Oampo  Formio  (1797)  it  became  Austrian,  in  1805  it 
was  attached  to  the  kingdom  of  Italy,  in  1810  to  lUyria,  and  since 
1814  It  has  again  belonged  to  Austria. 

Plan  of  Tour.  The  best  seasons  for  travelling  in  Dalmatia  are  the 
months  of  April  and  May  and  from  the  middle  of  September  to  the  middle 
of  Novemher.  Travellers  who  wish  to  seethe  coast  only  are  recommended 
to  take  the  Austrian  Lloyd  steamers  (from  Trieste),  the  Hungarian-Croatian 
steamers  (from  Fiume),  or  the  steamers  of  the  other  companies  (tickets 
are  cheaper  at  the  agencies  than  on  board).  Circular  tickets  (valid  for 
30  days)  from  Trieste,  Fiume,  or  Pola  to  Cattaro  and  back  91  K.  80  A.,  inci. 
2  days^  pension  in  the  Hdtel  Imperial  at  Ragusa.  The  interior  may  be 
explored  with  the  aid  of  the  railways  from  Spalato  and  8d>enieo  to  Knin^ 
from  Meikovii  or  Oravota  to  Sardjevo  (see  B.  86),  and  from  Qravota  to 
Trehinfe  and  Casielnuovo.  There  are  also  numerous  diligences.  Carriages 
(with  one  horse  6-8  K.  per  day)  and  saddle-horses  are  procurable  almost 
everywhere. 

The  following  short  tour  is  recommended  to  hurried  travellers:  — 
(1st  Day)  Steamer  from  Fiume  or  Trieste  to  Pola ;  (2nd)  Zara  \  (3rd)  Sebenico 
and  Excursion  to  the  Eerka  Falls ^  (4th,  5th)  Spalato,  Salona,  and  Trail; 
(6th,  7th)  Bagusa,  Ombla.  Cannosa ;  (Bth)  Casielnuovo,  Cattaro  •,  (9th,  10th) 
to  Cetinje  and  back;  (11th,  i2th)  Return  to  Fiume  or  Trieste.  —  The 
steamer-arrangements  (which  are  liable  to  vary)  may  sometimes  render  it 
impossible  to  accomplish  this  tour  within  twelve  days,  so  that  careful 
enquiry  beforehand  should  be  made. 

The  circular  tours  (10-20  days)  in  Dalmatia,  Bosnia,  and  Herzegovina, 
by  special  steamers  from  Trieste,  annually  organized  by  Ifesart.  Tho».  Cook 
<t  Son  in  April,  Hay,  and  September,  will  be  found  convenient  by  some  trav- 
ellers. Inclusive  return-fares  from  London,  about  26-46<.  Detailed  pro- 
grammes may  be  obtained  at  any  of  Messrs.  Cook^s  offices. 

Inns.  Travellers  who  do  not  expect  too  much  will,  on  the  whole,  find 
the  inns  of  Dalmatia  very  tolerable,  though  at  many  the  food  is  indlflerent 
and  the  cleanliness  insufficient.  In  the  tourist-season  (Jan.  to  the  end 
of  Hay)  rooms  should  be  engaged  beforehand  by  telegram.  The  night 
may  sometimes  be  spent  on  board  one  of  the  Austrian  Lloyd  or  Hungarian- 
Croatian  steamers  (berth  1V2-2  K.) ;  but  on  arriving  at  a  port  in  the  even- 
ing the  passenger  is  not  aUowed  to  sleep  on  board  unless  be  is  goine  on 
with  the  steamer  next  day.  Dinner  incl.  wine  3  K.  60,  supper  2K.  50  A. 
(Second-class  passengers  are  admitted  to  the  deck  of  the  first  class.) 

FasBport  desirable,  though  not  indispensable* 

Police.  The  gendarmes,  respectable  and  trustworthy,  are  often  Germans, 
seldom  Dalmatians.  Information  may  be  obtained  at  their  stations.  The 
public  safety  is  now  well  provided  for. 

Language.  Italian  will  carry  the  traveller  along  the  whole  coast ;  Ger- 
man also,  even  as  far  as  Montenegro,  is  fairly  well  understood.  In  the  in- 
terior, on  the  other  hand,  it  is  difficult  to  get  on  without  some  knowledge 
of  the  Servian-Croatian  languages  (practically  one  and  the  same  Slavonic 
dialect),  though  Italian  is  often  understood.  An  idea  of  the  pronunciation 
and  a  few  of  the  commoner  words  are  given  at  p.  430;  but,  as  Italian  is 
chiefly  spoken  on  the  coast,  the  strict  Slavonic  spelling  is  often  modified.

Pola,  see  p.  *212.  The  steamer  passes  the  islands  of  UnfCf 
Canidole,  and  Sdnsego,  and  touches  at  (41  Knots)  Lussin-Piccolo 
(Hdt.  Hofmann,  R.  3-4,  pens.  7-10 -ST.;  Hot.  Vindobona;  Pens. 
Fritzi,  Adria,  Pundschu),  the  chief  port  of  the  islan^  of  Lussin  and 
the  busiest  trading-place  among  the  islands  of  the  Quarnero  (pop. 
5200).  Its  sheltered  situation  has  recently  made  it  a  health-resort 
for  consumptive  patients.  In  the  N.  part  of  the  island  rises  the 
dssero  (1930  ft. ;  ascent  from  Lnssin-Piccolo  in  31/2  hrs.).  About 
21/2  M.  to  the  S.  lies  the  smaller  town  of  Lussin-Orande  (U6t.  Hoff ; 
'Pens.  Archiduchessa  Renata,  R.  2-3,  board  5  K.;  Pens.  Johannes- 
hof ,  7*/2-9  Hr.),  with  decayed  palaces  and  a  villa  of  Archduke  Stephen. 

The  Express  Stkaubrs  of  the  Hungarian-Croatian  Go.  from  Fiukb  to 
Zara  (84  Knots)  go  through  the  Canale  di  Mezzo,  between  Veglia  on  the  left, 
sometimes  touching  at  the  little  town  of  Veglia  (where  the  cathedral  is 
worth  seeing),  and  Cherso  on  the  right,  and  through  the  Quamerolo  (with 
a  grand  view  of  the  bare  Velebit  Hts.,  towering  above  the  wooded  island 
of  Arbe)  to  Ltusin'Orande  (see  above)  \  then  past  the  islands  of  Selve  and 
Ulbo  and  through  the  Canale  di  Zara. 

The  steamers  via  Zengg  and  Arbe  (see  above ;  115  Knots  to  Zara)  steer 
through  the  Canale  della  Morlaeea^  between  the  coast  and  the  innermost 
islands,  and  touch  at  Cirkvenica  {"Therapia  Palace  Hotel,  with  lift  and 
electric  light,  R.  3-16,  B.  1,  D.  3V2.  pens.  8-15  K. ;  Hdtd  Erzherzogin  ClotUde), 
a  seaside  and  winter  resort,  and  at  the  sea-baths  of  Novi,  Zengg  (Ital. 
Segna;  H6t.  Agram),  once  a  notorious  haunt  of  pirates,  with  the  so-called 
castle  of  the  IJskoks,  and  several  places  on  the  islands  of  Arbe  (Slov.  Rab) 
and  Bxgo.  The  scenery  is  far  finer  than  on  the  trip  through  the  Quarnero 
and  the  Quamerolo. 

The  steamer  touches  at  the  island  of  Selve.

B,  3) ;  Cotmacendi,  Piazza  dei  Signori ;  Caffi 
Lloyd,  near  the  steamboat-pier,  with  depot  of  Dalmatian  liquors.  Also  in 
the  Giardino  Pubblico.

A  specialty  of  Zara  is  the  manufacture  of  ^Rosolio  Maraschino''  from 
cherries  (^marasca*;  the  best  of  which  grow  on  the  limestone-soil  of  the 
Poljica).    The  liqueur  is  distilled  in  July,  August,  and  September. 

Zara,  Slav.  Zadar,  the  Roman  Jader,  the  capital  of  Dalmatia, 

with  13,000  inhab. ,   a  town  of  thoroughly  Italian  character,  lies 


pictureequely  on  s  penlnaaU  atietcMog  from  S.E.  to  N.W.,  oa  the 
Canale  di  Zara.  It  Is  ■  bosy,  lively  pl»ce,  to  which  the  Roitnmes 
of  the  Morlaka  (p.  291)  imptrt  ad  intersBttng  air  of  variety.  The 
Btrong  (artlQcatioiiE  haye  been  converted  Into  promenades. 


From  the  landing-plioe  on  the  Biva  Franctico  Oiuitppt  (Rlva 
uovs),  near  the  H6t.  Bristol  (p.  292),  we  follow  the  quay  to  the 
>ri,  and  near  the  Poll  Offitt  turn  to  the  right  to  the  PtaizA  dalle 
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£r1»e  (PI.  A,  2).  Straight  on  is  the  Archiepiaeopal  Palace  (PI.  1), 
behind  it  San  Donato  (see  below)  and  the  cathedral  (see  below) ;  to 
the  left  are  an  antique  Corinthian  column,  crowned  with  a  griffln, 
once  used  as  a  pillory,  and  the  Servian  church  of  8anf  Elia;  to  the 
right  (approached  by  the  Via  Santa  Maria)  the  conventual  church  of 
Santa  Maria ,  which  on  the  wall  to  the  right  contains  a  painting  of 
*Christ  and  Mary,  under  glass,  by  an  unknown  master  (perhaps 
Tintoretto?).  —  The  ancient  church  of  *8an  Donato  (*Museo'; 
PL  B,  2),  was  erected  in  the  9th  cent,  on  the  foundations  and  partly 
with  the  materials  of  a  Roman  temple,  the  stylobate  or  base  of  which 
has  been  brought  to  light.  The  church  is  a  round  building  in  two 
stories,  each  with  six  pillars  and  two  columns,  a  tribuna,  and  two 
apses  towards  the  W.,  and  is  now  used  as  a  Museum  (adm.  on  ap- 
plication to  the  janitor  in  the  Piazza  delle  Erbe).  To  the  left,  on 
the  first  pillar,  is  an  inscription  which  has  led  to  the  belief  that  the 
temple  was  dedicated  to  Juno  Augusta,  consort  of  Emp.  Augustus. 
The  upper  story  contains  relics  of  the  Christian  period. 

The  •Cathbdbal  {Sanf  Anastasia;  PI.  B,  2),  a  basilica  in  the 
Romanesque  style,  built  in  1250-1330,  with  a  rich  fa?ade  of  1324, 
contains  Gothic  choir-stalls  of  the  15th  cent.,  and  an  interesting 
crypt  and  treasury. 

From  the  cathedral  we  follow  the  Via  del  Duomo  to  the  S.E., 
which  under  various  names  intersects  the  town  to  the  Piazza  della 
Colonna  (see  below),  and  take  the  first  turning  to  the  left  (Via  Santa 
Barbara),  which  leads  to  the  Porta  Marina  and  Riva  Yecchia.  In 
the  second  side-street  to  the  right  is  the  Romanesque  church  of 
San  Orisogono  (PI.  B,  2),  of  the  13th  cent.,  with  modernized  interior. 
The  Porta  Marina^  on  the  inside  of  which  a  Latin  inscription  records 
the  Battle  of  Lepanto  (1571),  is  partly  built  of  fragments  from  a 
Roman  tomb.  Returning  to  the  Via  del  Duomo,  we  now  follow 
(to  the  left)  the  Yia  Larga  and  Via  Santa  Caterina  to  the  Piazza. 
i>Bi  SiGNOBi  (PL  C,  3),  in  which,  facing  us,  is  the  Loggia^  formerly 
a  court  of  justice,  with  the  Town  Library,  To  the  left  are  a  Clock 
Tower  (H.  3)  in  the  Venetian  style  and  on  the  N.E.  side  the  Muni- 
cipio.  —  At  the  end  of  the  Via  Carriera,  to  the  right,  is  the  Oovemora 
Residence  (PI.  2) ;  on  the  left,  the  church  of  San  Simeone  (PI.  C,  3), 
containing  the  •Area  or  reliquary  of  the  saint,  made  by  Francesco 
da  Sesto  in  1377-80,  plated  with  silver,  and  borne  by  four  bronze 
angels,  cast  at  Venice  in  1647  with  the  metal  of  Turkish  cannons. 

To  the  E.  is  the  Piazza  dblla  Colonna  (PL  C,  3),  on  the  left 
side  of  which  rises  a  fine  antique  Corinthian  Column^  and  on  the 
right  the  massive  tower  of  Buovo  d^Antorui  (PL  4),  a  splendid 
point  of  view  (key  at  the  commandant's  office).  Opposite  are  the 
Cinque  Pozzi  (*five  fountains'),  erected  in  1574,  probably  in  part 
with  Roman  materials.  From  this  piazza  we  ascend  to  the 
Oiardino  Puhblico  (PL  C,  4),  laid  out  on  an  old  bastion  in  1830. 

Following  the  Promenade,  to  the  left  (N.)  of  the  Piazza  della 
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Oolonna,  past  the  Oiardino  Wagner  (PL  G,  2;  with  the  Riva  Veechia 
and  the  Dogana  below  us  to  the  right),  we  reach  the  Campo  CasteUo 
(PI.  A,  1)  at  the  N.  end  of  the  town,  with  the  Theatre  and  the  church 
of  San  Francesco  (containing  a  crucifix  of  the  9th  cent,  and  fine 
choir-stalls  behind  the  high- altar),  whence  we  may  turn  to  the  W. 
to  the  Ri^a  Francesco  Giuseppe  (p.  294). 

Outside  the  town  beyond  the  Porta  di  Terraferma  (4and-gate*), 
erected  by  Sanmlcheli  in  1543,  is  the  Bla&ekovid  Park  (PJ.  G,  4),  with 
luxuriant  vegetation  and  a  beautiful  view  of  the  island  of  Ugljan  and 

the  Velebit  range.  Farther  on  is  the  Albanian  village  of  Eriszo. 

Pleasant  trip  (5-6  hrs.  j  boat  6  K.)  to  the  (1  kr.)  island  of  Ugljan.  We 
land  at  Oltv  and  ascend  to  the  (I'A  hr.)  Fort  San  Michtle.  To  the  S.  of 
Ugljan  is  the  Itola  Ltinga^  with  stalactite  grottoes.  —  From  Zara  to  Knin 
(see  p.  297),  62  M.,  diligence  thrice  weekly  in  12  hrs.  (fare  16  K.  16  h. ;  carr. 
about  40  JST.)  through  the  dreary  Butoviea^  \i^  (2LV<  ^•)  Btnkovac.  Beyond 
{1X^2  TAX  Kistanje  is  a  Roman  arch  with  two  passages,  popularly  known 
as   the  Suplja  Crkva  ('pierced  church"). 

From  Zara  the  steamboat  threads  its  way  between  the  mainland 
and  a  fringe  of  islands,  passing  Zara  Veechia^  and  then  turns  to 
the  left  towards  the  Canale  di  SanV  AntoniOj  which  is  flanked  by 
precipitous  rocks.  At  the  entrance,  to  the  right,  is  Fort  San  Niccolby 
built  by  the  Venetians  in  1546,  as  the  lion  of  St.  Mark  over  the 
gate  indicates.    About  6  hrs.  after  leaving  Zara  we  reach  — 

128  Knots.  Sebenico  (^Hdtel-Restaurant  ^KrJca;  rail.  stat.  ^/4M. 
to  the  S.  of  the  town;  pop.  10,100),  Slav.  Sibenik,  picturesquely 
situated  at  the  mouth  of  the  Kerka,  commanded  by  the  three  castles 
of  Barone  (named  after  Baron  von  Degenfeld,  its  gallant  defender 
in  1647),  San  Oiovanni  (view),  and  SanV  Anna.  The  ^Cathedral, 
with  its  raised  choir,  tribuna,  and  two  apses,  and  a  dome  100  ft. 
high  over  the  centre  of  the  transept,  was  erected  in  1443-1556,  and' 
has  recently  been  restored.  To  the  right  of  the  choir  is  the  Baptistery. 
Opposite  the  cathedral  is  the  Loggia  (1522),  now  a  caf^.  —  In  the 
Oiardino  Publico  a  marble  statue  of  Nieolb  TommashOj  the  author 
(1802-74),  by  Ximenes,  was  erected  in  1896. 

To  THB  Falls  of  tub  Kbrka  and  Scardoma  (10  M.;  carr.  8-10,  with 
two  horses  10-12  K.)  the  road  leads  through  the  impressive  solitudes  of  inland 
Dalmatia.  In  the  distance  to  the  E.  towers  the  Dinara  (6006  ft.);  on  the 
right  rises  the  Mte,  Tartaro  (1628  ft.),  and  on  the  left  lies  the  lake  of  Pi'okl- 
Jan,  At  the  village  of  Oulin  the  road  divides,  one  branch  leading  straight 
on  to  DrniS  and  Enin  (p.  297),  the  other  descending  to  the  left  to 
Scardona.  The  carriage  follows  the  right  bank  as  far  as  the  mill,  whence 
we  descend  on  foot  in  a  few  min.  to  the  *FaU8  of  the  Kerka  (Skardintki 
8lap)y  which  descend  in  a  number  of  cascades,  the  main  fall,  in  live  or 
six  leaps,  being  about  130  ft.  in  height.  On  the  left  bank  are  several  full- 
ing-mills (fotatoj),  an  insect  powder  mill,  an  electric  station,  and  the 
Pumping  House  where  the  water  is  forced  to  the  top  of  the  hill  in  order 
to  supnly  8ebenico  and  its  railway-station.  From  the  Lo*per  Milh  (small 
Osteriap,  we  may  either  walk  in  »/*  hr.  or  take  a  boat  in  V«  l»r«  (prefer- 
able ;  4  K.)  to  Scardona,  situated  on  a  hill  amidst  rich  vegetation  (*Caf^ 
to  the  right  about  A  min.  up  the  main  street).  A  ferry  (IDA.)  sets  us  on 
the  left  bank  at  the  end  of  the  road  ascending  in  curves,  where  the  carriage 
Is  in  waiting.    Then  via  GuUn  (see  above)  back  to  Sebenico. 

Pkom  Sebenico  to  Knin,  59  M.,  Dalmaliau  State  Railway  in  3»/4  hrs. 
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To  (16Vs  M.)  Perkovi^-Slivno.  see  below.  17ear  (44  M.)  SiveriS,  on  the  8.E. 
slope  of  the  Ih-omina,  are  deposits  of  coal.  —  59  H.  Knin  iRail.  Restau- 
rant; Hot,  Knin^  near  the  station),  once  a  frontier-fortress,  is  a  town  of 
1300  inhab.  on  the  slope  of  MimtB  Salvatort  (1132  ft.);  the  Franciaean 
monastery  contains  a  collection  of  Croatian  antiquities.  The  valley  of 
the  Kerka  is  very  fertile  here.  To  the  E.  (*/4  hr.),  near  the  source  of  the 
Eerka,  is  the  Topolje  Fall,  72  ft.  high,  formed  by  the  KanUy  a  tributary 
of  the  Kerka  (insignificant  in  summer).  The  main  road  through  the 
interior  of  Dalmatia  leads  from  Enin  to  8i»j  (railway  in  2V4  hrs.  to 
Spalato,  36  M.),  Katuni  (p.  806),   Vergorae^  and  Metkovie  (p.  303). 

The  Steambb  to  Spalato  (preferable  to  the  railway ;  Bome  of  the 
steamers  call  also  at  Trai),  p.  300)  returns  through  the  Gauale  di 
Sant'  Antonio  (p.  296)  to  the  belt  of  islands  and  rounds  the  Punta 
Ptanka,  the  ancient  Promontorium  Syrtis.  In  the  distance  to  the  S. 
are  the  islands  of  Lissa  and  Sant'  Andrea,  and  in  clear  weather 
the  rock  of  Porno  is  visible  to  the  W.  of  them.  We  then  steer 
between  ^the  islands  of  (1.)  Zirona  Piccola  and  Zirona  Orande 
and  (r.)  Solta  into  the  harbour  of  (170  Knots)  Sp&lato  (see  below). 

The  Railway  from  Sebeuico  to  Spalato  (561/2  M. ;  two  trains  daily 
in  31/2  hrs.)  traverses  the  dreary  and  uninteresting  Boraja.  I6V2  M, 
Perkovi6-8Uvno  (640ft.;  Rail.  Restaurant),  junction  for  Knin  (see 
above;  carriages  changed).  — The  train  ascends  via  Dolac  to  (33  M.) 
Labin  (1185  ft.),  on  the  S.  slope  of  the  Opor^  and  descends  (several 
tunnels)  to  (4SV2  M.)  Castelvecchio  (300  ft.).  The  village  lies  on 
the  coast,  2  M.  below  the  station.  Diligence  thence  to  (7  M.)  Trail 
(p.  300)  twice  daUy  in  V/2  ^^'  (1  -K'.  10  h.).  The  train  skirts  the 
slope  of  the  Kozjak  HUU,  traversing  the  fruit-yielding  region  of  the 
CasteUi,  to  (48  V2  M.)  Sucurac  (p.  300)  and  (51  M.)  Salona  (p.  301). 
We  then  make  a  long  sweep  round  the  Candle  CasteUi  and  cross 
the  Jader.  Luxuriant  verdure.  Below  us,  to  the  right,  lies  the 
island-village  of  Vrdnjic  ('Venezia  Piccola'),  once  the  arsenal  of 
Salona.  Then  a  slight  ascent,  and  lastly  through  a  short  tunnel, 
to  (56V2  M.)  Spalato. 


53.  Spalato  and  Environs. 

Arrival.  The  railway -station  and  the  steamboat -quay  lie  near  each 
other  on  the  S.  side  of  the  town.  No  cabs.  Porter  1  K.y  with  hand-cart 
1  jr.  40  h. 

Hotels:  Hotel  Tboccoli  (PI.  b),  Piazza  dei  Signori,  R.  2-3  iT.,  well 
spoken  of:  HdTSL  de  la  Ville  (PI.  a),  in  the  Harmontuv  Trg,  on  the 
W.  side  of  the  town,  >/<  M.  from  the  station;  Kovak,  Ulioe  Sveti  Harije, 
near  the  Piazza  dei  Signori  ^  Tommabimi,  Piazza  dei  Signori. 

Oaf^B  in  the  ffOt.  Troceoli  (see  above)  and  on  the  Stara  Obala. 

Post  and  Telegraph  Offloes,  near  the  Marmontow  Trg,  to  the  N. 

Spdlato,  theaLiicientAspalathoSj  Slav,  ^[pfjet,  with  20,000  inhab., 
the  seat  of  a  bishop,  lies  picturesquely  encircled  by  lofty  hills  (to 
the  N.  the  Kozjak,  to  the  £.  the  Mosor),  in  a  fertile  region,  on  a 
peninsula  washed  on  the  N.  side  by  the  Ganale  Gastelli,  and  on  the 
S.  side  by  the  Oanale  di  Spalato.     To  the  £.  rises  the  Fort  Orippi, 
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to  the  W.  the  MonU  Marian  (584  ft.).  The  town  owes  its  name  to 
&  great  palace  (palatium)  of  Diocletian,  within  the  precincts  of 
-which  (209  by  176  yds.)  a  great  part  of  the  old  town  is  built,  and 
around  which  have  sprung  up  the  suburbs  of  Lucac  on  the  E., 
Manus  and  Pozzobon  on  the  N. ,  and  Borgo  Grande  on  the  W.  From 
the  Puuta  di  Botticelli  extends  a  Jlfo^o,  530  yds.  long,  which  now 
forms  a  large  and  safe  harbour. 

The  antiqaities  of  Spalato  and  of  Salona  are  apt  to  diBappoint.  They 
date  chiefly  from  the  period  of  decadence,  and,  though  following  Roman 
traditions,  often  show  traces  of  negligence,  a  fact  accounted  for  by  the  haste 
with  which  the  ailing  and  hypochondriac  emperor  sought  to  build  himself 
a  retreat  from  the  world.  A  stylistic  peculiarity  is  the  manner  in  which 
the  arches  spring  immediately  from  the  columns.  The  palace,  in  outline 
like  a  Boman  castrum,  formed  a  little  world  of  its  own,  with  its  temples, 
halls,  living-rooms,  baths,  barracks,  offices,  etc.,  but  mast  have  worn  the 
prison-like  air  of  an  autocrat^s  castle,  similar  to  the  Eseurial  or  the  papal 
castle  of  Avignon.  The  style  is  a  feeble  imitation  of  the  Greek,  yet,  with 
all  their  defects,  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  buildings  produce  an  im- 
pression of  grandeur. 

From  the  steamboat-quay  or  railway-station,  skirting  the  harbour 
to  the  N.  for  about  ^3  ^'j  we  have  on  our  left  the  8.  Facade, 
originally  the  front,  of  Diocletian's  palace,  with  its  large  oorner- 
towers,  niches,  and  quasi-Doric  columns;  it  is  in  good  preservation, 
though  much  disfigured  by  later  buildings.  From  this  side  a  covered 
passage  ('Grota'),  once  the  Porta  Aenea  of  the  palace,  leads  into  the 
interior.  —  Skirting  the  S.  facade  to  the  W.  and  turning  to  the 
right  past  the  octagonal  Hrvoja  Tower  (PI.  3),  erected  in  1450-81, 
we  cross  the  Vocni  Trg  (fruit-market;  PI.  V)  and  the  Trg  Sveti 
Mihovila  (PI.  M)  to  the  fine  Piazza  del  Signori  (Gospodski  Trg). 
To  the  right  is  the  Porta  Ferrea  (see  below),  to  the  left  the  H6tel 
Troccoli;  on  the  N.  side  of  the  piazza  is  the  Town  Hall  (PI.  4),  the 
former  Loggia,  built  in  1432  and  restored  in  1891. 

By  the  Porta  Ferrea,  formerly  the  W.  gate,  still  partly  preserved, 
we  enter  the  *FaIace  of  Diocletian,  which  is  now  entirely  occupied 
by  houses.  In  a  few  paces  ftom  the  Porta  Ferrea  we  reach  the  piazza 
of  the  cathedral,  once  the  Pbristtlb  (disfigured  by  a  building- 
shed),  the  Corinthian  columns  of  which,  six  on  each  side,  are  partly 
built  into  the  fronts  of  the  houses,  while  the  S.  end  is  occupied 
by  an  imposing  *Ve8tibulej  with  four  columns  of  red  Egyptian 
granite.  On  the  E.  (left)  side  is  the  cathedral,  which  is  not  ac- 
cessible from  this  piazza.  —  Beyond  the  vestibule  mentioned  above, 
whioh  is  approached  by  five  steps  and  once  led  to  the  state  and 
private  apartments,  opens  a  grand  but  dilapidated  Rotunda^  which 
with  its  later  additions  produces  a  very  picturesque  effect.  By  the 
steps  in  front  of  the  rotunda,  to  the  left,  we  descend  through  the 
Qrota  (see  above)  to  the  Marina,  and  ascend  the  first  lane  to  the  left 
to  the  — 

Cathedral,  a  fine  circular  edifice  68  ft.  high,  enclosed  by  a 
dilapidated  colonnade,  originally  the  mausoleum  of  Diocletian  (see 
inscription),  now  dedicated  to  the  Virgin  and  St.  Doimo.  The  dome 
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is  formed  of  upright  bricks  overlapping  each  other  like  scales.   The 

roof  and  the  windows,  except  the  lunette  over  the  chief  entrance, 

are  modern. 

The  Intbkiob  is  42  ft.  in  diameter.  Eight  columns,  23  ft.  high,  bear 
an  ambnlatarv,  on  which  stand  eight  columns  (four  of  granite,  four  of 
porphyry),  ili/j  ft.  high,  which  were  once  crowned  with  statues.  Between 
these  columns,  above,  runs  a  Frieze  with  hunting-scenes,  genii,  portrait- 
heads,  etc.  The  walls  below  are  relieved  with  niches.  The  marble  pulpit 
and  the  carved  choir-stalls  are  Romanesque. 

Over  the  massive  colonnade  of  the  cathedral,  in  the  iSth  cent., 
was  erected  the  ^Canvpanile^  into  which  several  ancient  sculptures  are 
built.  Splendid  view  from  the  top  (ascent  through  the  building-shed). 
A  huge  scaffolding  has  enclosed  the  tower  sinoe  1882.  A  little  to 
the  S.  of  it  is  an  Egyptian  Sphinx^  broken  by  a  falling  stone,  pop- 
ularly called  Orongona  (^man-woman*),  holding  in  her  hands  the 
sun's  disk,  which  the  natives  take  to  be  a  ^pogazza'  (loaf  of  bread). 

At  the  end  of  a  lane  to  the  W.  of  the  cathedral  is  the  Battistero 
di  San  Oiovanni  (PI.  1 ;  apply  to  the  sacristan  of  the  cathedral), 
supposed  to  have  been  the  private  temple  of  the  palace,  dedicated 
to  Jupiter  or  ^sculapius.  It  is  an  elegant  Corinthian  edifice,  with 
a  coffered  ceiling  and  a  fine  frieze.  To  the  left  of  the  altar  is  the 
marble  sarcophagus  of  the  first  bishop  of  Spalato,  Johannes  of 
Bavenna  (d.  680). 

We  return  to  the  cathedral  and  thence  turn  to  the  left  (N.)  by 
the  Ulica  Porta  Aurea  to  the  Pobta  Aurba,  the  landward  palace- 
gate  recently  brought  to  light,  through  which  led  the  road  to  Salona. 
Outside  the  gate  is  the  Oiardino  Pubblico  (Gradski  perivoj).  We 
now  return  to  the  E.  Fronts  the  gate  of  which  (Porta  Aenea)  has 
disappeared.   Against  this  is  built  the  — 

*Hu8eum(l8t  section;  director  Fr.  Bulic).  Most  of  the  antiquities 

are  from  Salona. 

VssTiBDLB.  13  D.  Early-Christian  sarcophagus  with  representation  of 
the  Good  Shepherd,  lid  unfinished  *,  tombstone  with  Greek  inscription ; 
statues.  —  Room  I:  279 D.  Christian  sarcophagus  with  relief.  Passage  of 
the  Bed  Sea;  29  D.  Large  sarcophagus  with  Hippolytus  andPhsedra,  from 
SaJona,  front  admirably  preserved,  ends  and  lid  crudely  executed;  188 A. 
Venus  and  Cupid;  8B.  Egyptian  sphinx,  headless,  with  inscription ;  "1210. 
•Sarcophagus  with  the  hunt  of  Meleager,  which  formerly  stood  on  the 
steps  of  the  Baptistery.  —  Rook  II:  Idols,  trinkets,  needles,  dice,  ear- 
rings, brooches,  fine  glass  vessels,  stone  hammers,  bronze  vases,  scales, 
mirrors,  lamps,  urns,  pottery .«^  Valuable  collection  of  coins ;  head  of 
Hercules  (a  cast;  the  Franciscans  at  Sii\j  have  the  original). 

Three  other  sections  of  the  museum  are  exhibited  near  the  Gym- 
nasium. The  2nd  section,  in  the  Casa  Dimitrovi^,  contains  beautiful  sarco- 
phagi, interesting  Christian  inscriptions,  mediaeval  Croat  inscriptions,  etc. 
The  3rd  section,  Casa  Brajinovi5,  and  the  4th  section,  Casa  Gilardi,  also 
contain  sarcophagi,  inscriptions,  and  (Srd  sect.)  architectural  fragments. 

The  Envikons  of  Spalato  afford  several  beautiful  walks.  The  lofty 
churchyard  of  San  Stefetno,  with  its  interesting  tombstones,  lies  at  the  S.W. 
angle  of  the  harbour  (20min.).  —  A  stony  road  to  the  W.  ascends  the 
^/i  hr.)  *  Monte  Marian  (584  ft.) ;  extensive  panorama  from  the  top.  —  The 
monastery  of  Santa  Maria  dei  Paludi  is  reached  by  a  road  to  the  N.  of 
tbe  Marmontow  Trg.  After  7*  br.  we  diverge  to  the  left.  (The  road 
straight  on  leads  to  the  Barcagno,  see  p.  900.)     The  cloisters   cpntaii^ 
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medieeval  tombstones,  and  the  monastery  contains  a  famous  anfipbona- 
rinm  made  by  Pater  Bonaventura  RadmUoyic  in  1675.  —  To  the  B.  of 
Spalato  is  the  pilgrimage-chnrch  of  Poitan  (20  mln.)^  the  height  near  it 
affords  a  charming  view. 

To  TttAtr,  an  interesting  day's  excursion. 

Best  by  carriage  (about  17  H.  from  Spalato,  in  2V3  hrs.*,  with  one  horse  8 
with  two  horses  12  JT.).  Or  by  train  to  Castelvecehio,  and  thence  by  diligence 
or  carriage  (p.  297).  The  hours  of  the  Stbamebs  are  apt  to  change  and 
should  previously  be  ascertained  in  the  hotel.  Walkbbs  save  an  hour  by 
taking  a  boat  from  the  Barcagno^  IV2  M.  to  the  K.  of  Spalato,  to  Suivrae 
(rail.  Stat.,  see  below).  —  SsUona  and  Trati  may  both  be  visited  in  one 
day  (carr.  11-12  K.).  In  that  case  visitors  should  explore  the  ruins  from 
the  Porta  Andetria  (p.  301)  on  the  E.  side  of  Salona  and  order  their  carriage 
to  meet  them  at  the  W.  entrance,  by  the  railway-station.  Thence  they 
may  go  on  to  (2  hrs.)  Trail  and  return  direct  to  Spalato  or  to  (IV2  hr.) 
Gastelvecchio,  where  a  train  may  be  caught  for  Spalato  or  for  Sebenico. 

We  follow  the  Spalato  and  Salona  road  to  the  point  where  it 
divides  (p.  301).  The  road  to  Tratl  here  turns  to  the  left  and  skirts 
the  Canale  Castellij  leading  through  the  luxuriant  Riviera  of  the 
Sette  Castelli,  seven  villages  partly  contiguous,  which  sprang  up 
around  old  Venetian  castles.  These  are,  from  E.  to  W.,  Sucurac, 
Qomiliea{ox Ahhadessa)^  Kamhelovac (or  Camhio^,  Luksic (or  Vitturi), 
Castelvecchio  (these  five  are  railway-stations,  p.  297),  Castelnuovo, 
and  Stafileo.  To  the  N.,  above  Salona,  rises  the  conspicuous  chapel 
of  St.  Oeorge  (Sveti  Jure ;  2220  ft.).  Farther  on,  to  the  left,  by  the 
mill  of  Paludi,  is  a  deep  gorge,  1^2  ^*  heyond  which  we  reach  — 

Trail  (Locanda Pastore ;  Ristorante  al  Cervo^  both  unpretending; 
Cafe  Marina,  on  the  canal),  Slav.  Trogir,  a  town  of  3500  inhab.  on 
an  island  in  the  Caruile  di  Trail,  still  quite  mediseval  in  appearance. 
Almost  unique  is  the  Piazza  dei  Signori  with  the  *Gathediial,  a 
basilica  of  the  13th  cent.,  enlarged  in  the  15th  and  16th  cent.,  with 
a  superb  porch,  sculptures  on  the  chief  portal,  and  three  apses.  The 
interior  consists  of  nave  and  aisles  with  two  rows  of  pillars,  four  in 
each.  Fine  pulpit  and  choir-stalls.  The  Chapel  of  San  Giovanni  on 
the  left  contains  the  remains  of  St.  Ursinus  (11th  cent.).  The  Bap- 
tistery  contains  a  relief  of  St.  Jerome  in  the  wilderness.  The  hand- 
some Gothic  tower  has  windows  with  exquisite  tracery.  Opposite  the 
cathedral,  to  the  S.,  is  the  Loggia,  with  antique  columns,  present- 
ing a  perfect  example  of  a  public  court  of  justice  of  the  Venetian 
period.  To  the  E.  is  the  Op^ina  or  town-hall,  restored  in  1899.  — 
A  bridge  connects  Trad  with  the  suburb  of  Bua  on  the  island  of 
that  name.  —  To  the  W.  rises  the  old  fort  Camerlengo,  with  its 
large  tower,  one  of  the  finest  relics  of  the  Venetian  period  in  Dal- 
matia  (1424). 

Fbom  SpAiiATo  TO  Salona,  Glissa,  and  the  Soubce  of  the  Jadeb. 

Railway  (only  two  trains  daily)  to  Salona  (5  M.)  in  1/4  hr.,  to  Clissa 
fl5Va  M.)  in  IV*  hr.  (the  line  goes  on  to  Sinj ,  p.  297).  Preferable  by 
Gabbiagb  (to  Salona  2-4,  with  two  horses  i-Q  K.,  whole  day  8-10  or  12-14  K.). 
A  visit  to  the  mins  of  Salona  takes  an  hour,  and  the  whole  trip  by  carriage 
5-6  hrs.  at  least  \  a  whole  day  should  therefore  be  allowed  even  if  the  raU- 
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way  be  nsed.  (Tolerable  inn  at  Glissa,  but  provisions  had  better  be  taken.) 
The  Source  of  the  Jader  should  be  visited  first,  Clissa  second,  and  Salona 
last.  Italian  is  spoken  at  Salona  and  Clissa,  but  not  always  on  the  routes 
to  the  Source  of  the  Jader. 

The  traTeller  who  walks  or  drives  to  (4  M.)  Salona  quits  Spalato 
by  the  Mamui  suburb  and  the  Sinj  road,  which  skirts  the  railway. 
Just  outside  the  town ,  on  the  left,  is  the  Re^trvoir  of  the  Jader 
water-works  (see  below).  About  2  M.  from  the  town  is  the  Duimovac 
Chapel  (St.  Doimo  or  Domnius),  8  mln.  to  the  right  of  which  is 
the  *Ponte  Secco^  an  ancient  Roman  aqueduct,  the  nine  arches  of 
which  are  again  utilised  for  the  Spalato  water-works. 

Walkbbs  may  go  direct  from  the  Ponte  Seeco  to  the  8ourc€  of  the 
Jader.  They  at  first  follow  the  conduit,  then  the  path  to  the  left  towards 
the  valley,  and  after  Smin.  take  the  road  to  the  ri^ht  to  the  (S/ihr.)  mill 
of  Vidovii  (p.  302).  The  route  ascending  by  the  conduit  all  the  way  is 
interrupted  by  walls  and  thorny  hedges. 

The  road  descends  into  the  valley  of  the  Jader^  which  issues 
from  the  limestone  rocks  V/^  M.  higher  up  (see  p.  302).  On  the 
right  bank  the  road  divides.  The  branch  to  the  left  goes  round  the 
bay  of  Salona  to  the  Castelli  and  Trad  (p.  300) ;  the  branch  straight 
on  leads  to  — 

4M.  Salona  (^Osteria,  not  far  from  the  station),  the  Roman 
SalonaCy  the  ruins  of  which  occupy  all  the  heights  around  the  bay, 
now  a  village  of  1700  inhab.,  most  picturesquely  situated  at  the  base 
of  the  Monte  Caban  (or  KoKjak). 

The  Ruins  of  Sajlovx,  though  neither  grand  nor  extensive,  deserve  a 
visit,  if  only  for  the  sake  of  tbeir  beautiful  situation.  Once  capital  of  the 
Roman  Dalmatia  and  a  naval  harbour  with  an  arsenal,  its  massive  walls, 
of  which  fragments  are  still  seen  on  the  road  to  Trail  (p.  300),  were 
formerly  washed  by  the  sea,  which  has  since  receded  far  from  the  ruins. 
The  town  extended  from  W.  to  E.,  between  the  Jader  and  the  mountains, 
whence  Lucan  (Pharsal.)  writes  — 

Qua  maris  Adriaci  longtu  ferit  unda  JBakmcu 
Et  tepidum  in  molles  zephyros  excurrit  lader. 
In  the  Roman  Civil  War  Salonse  adhered  to  Caesar,  and  was  besieged  by 
Octavius,  Pompey's  general.    After  the  Goths  in  535  and  the  Avars  in  689 
had  destroyed  Salonse,   a  number  of  the  inhabitants  fled  to  Spalato  and 
began  to  disfigure  the  empty  palace  of  Diocletian  with  their  new  dwellings. 

Since  1821  the  Ruins  (town-wall,  theatre,  amphitheatre,  etc.) 
have  been  partly  excavated,  but  without  very  valuable  results. 
Most  of  the  chief  relics  are  now  in  the  museum  of  Spalato.  — 
Approaching  either  from  the  W.  (from  the  station)  6r  from  the  E. 
(the  former  Porta  Andeiria^y  we  follow  the  stone  rampart  of  the 
once  double  Town  Walls,  which  was  defended  by  towers  and  bas- 
tions (guide  1  K,").  Coming  from  the  W.,  we  first  reach  the  Amphi- 
theatre, partially  excavated ;  then  (i/4  hr.)  a  row  of  sarcophagi  in 
a  kind  of  trench ;  next  (5  min.)  a  Gateway  and  beyond  it  an  octagonal 
Christian  Baptistery  (6th  cent.),  with  a  fine  mosaic  pavement.  Adja- 
cent is  the  Basilica  Vrhana^  with  large  columns;  below  the  pres- 
bytery a  mosaic  of  Sappho  and  the  nine  Muses.  Lastly,  the  Porta 
Andetria,  through  which  the  Via  Gabiniana  led  to  Clissa.  Rich 
vegetation  everywhere. 
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Near  the  Baptistery,  to  the  N.,  is  the  extensive  Christian  necro- 
polis of  ManastirinCy  with  a  basilica  and  about  150  early-Christian 
sarcophagi,  most  of  which,  however,  have  been  long  since  despoiled 
of  their  contents.  To  the  N.W.  (20  min.  to  the  N.  of  the  amphi- 
theatre) is  the  Christian  necropolis  of  MaruainaCy  with  a  basilica 
dedicated  to  St.  Anastasins  containing  a  mosaic  pavement  with  gaily 
coloured  foliage. 

To  THE  SouBCB  OP  THE  Jadeb  (8/4  hr.).  The  road  from  Salona 
ascends  the  green  valley  of  the  Jader  and  crosses  to  the  mill  of 
Vidovidy  where  it  ends  at  present  (road  thence  to  the  source  under 
construction).  A  path  to  the  right,  just  before  the  mill  is  reached, 
follows  the  conduit  to  the  (10  min.)  Sorgente  or  *8oaroe  of  the  Jader 
(Vrelo  Jadro),  a  fine  waterfall  in  grand  surroundings,  a  genuine 
Dalmatian  scene. 

Walkers,  instead  of  returning  by  the  same  route,  may  cross  the  stream 
and  go  to  the  W.,  past  a  burnt  mill,  to  the  valley  deseending  from  Clissa ; 
then  follow  a  bridle-path,  good  at  first,  but  afterwards  stony,  towards  Clissa, 
which  is  visible  the  whole  way ;  at  the  top  of  the  valley  they  turn  to  the 
left,  and  ascend  to  the  (IV4  hr.)  first  OsUria  (see  below). 

Fbom  Salona  to  Clissa.  Leaving  the  town  by  theE.  gate  (Porta 
Andetria,  see  p.  301),  the  road  winds  up  the  slope  of  the  Monte 
CahaUy  commanding  beautiful  views  of  the  Campagna  of  Spalato, 
the  sea,  and  the  islands,  to  the  crest  of  the  rock  on  which  lies  — 

8  M.  CliSBa,  Slav.  Klii  (1182  ft. ;  three  tolerable  Oatertey  the  first 
by  the  roadside  the  best),  with  1200  Inhab.,  overshadowed  on  the 
W.  by  the  Monte  Caban  (see  above),  on  the  E.  by  the  bare  Mosor 
(^Mons  Aureus ;  4364  ft.).  From  the  first  osteria  we  ascend  in  5  min. 
to  the  Fortress  for  the  salie  of  the  ♦View  from  the  terrace  in  front 
of  it,  stretching  S.  to  Lissa,  Sant'  Andrea,  and  other  islands,  with 
the  Mosor  on  the  E. ,  and  the  Dinarian  Alps  in  the  distance.  — 
Those  who  wish  to  visit  the  Source  of  the  Jader  descend  by  a  steep 
ix&ck  through  the  village,  having  previously  ordered  their  carriage 
to  meet  them  at  the  mill  of  Yidovic. 

Fkom  Spalato  to  Almissa  (about  15  M.;  carr.  with  one  horse  in  3  hrs., 
8  K.  -y  steamboat.^  see  B.  54).  The  road  leads  through  the  fertile  Cam- 
pagna to  StobreCy  the  ancient  Epetiumy  at  the  entrance  to  the  Poljicay 
which  yields  the  best  maraschino  cherries  (p.  296).  This  district,  bounded 
on  the  N.  by  the  ZemovieOy  on  the  S.  by  the  CetinOy  and  on  the  £.  by  the 
Hosor  (p.  808),  was  once  a  kind  of  peasant-republic  under  Venetian  suzer- 
ainty.  Beyond  StobreS  the  beautiful  road  skirts  the  sea.  Almittay  see  p.  803. 

54.  From  Spalato  to  Cattaro  vift  Bagusa.    The  Sonth 

Dalmatian  Islands. 

From  Spalato  to  Metkovi^.  Adstbian  Llotd  Stsamek  twice  weekly 
via  San  JHetro  di  Brazza^  Almitsoy  Makartca^  Trappano,  and  Foft  Opus  in 
12i/s  hrs.  (fares  9  or  6  K.).  —  Hungakian-Gboatian  Stkaubb  once  weekly 
direct  to  ifetkovi^  in  7  hrs.  —  Riskohdo^s  steamer  four  times  weekly. 

Fbok  Spalato  to  Bagusa  (Oravosa)  akd  Gattabo.  Austbian  Llotd 
Stbamkb  once  weekly  direct  to  Oravosa  in  7,  to  Cattaro  in  11  hrs.j  also 
twice  weekly,  touching  at  several  ports  in  the  islands  of  BrcutOy  LesinOy 
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Lista,  Cwzola,  Lagoita^  Meleda^  and  tlie  peninsula  of  SdbhionceUo^  in 
22-67  hrs.  (fares  to  Gravosa  19  K.  20, 12  JT.  80  A.  ^  to  Cattaro  24  or  16  K. ;  express 
steamer  20«/o  more).  —  Hdngabian-Cboatian  Stbames  four  times  weekly 
from  Spalato  direct  to  Oravota  in  8  hrs.  (and  thrice  weekly  thence  to 
Cattaro,  13  hrs.  altogether),  and  once  weekly  ▼!&  Milnoy  LiUa^  Rttgtua^ 
Castelnuovo,  and  Perzttgno^  in  37  hrs.  —  S.  Topid  &  Co/s  Stbambb  twice 
weekly  to  Lesina  and  Curzola. 

Fbom  Spalato  to  Mbtkovio.  Spalato^  see  p.  297.  The  vessel 
steers  through  the  Candle  della  Brazza,  which  separates  the  island 
of  Brazza  from  the  mainland,  with  the  imposing  Moaor  (p.  302)  on 
the  left,  stops  for  half-an-hour  at  San  Pietro  in  Brazza  (Slav.  Brac)j 
one  of  the  largest  Dalmatian  islands,  and  after  a  voyage  of  2^/2  hrs. 
reaches  — 

AlmiBsa  (H6t,  Dohrovid),  Slav.  Omiiy  a  little  town  at  the 
month  of  the  Cetina  and  at  the  base  of  the  conical  Dindra  (1841  ft.). 
Farther  hack  towers  the  Borak  (2835  ft.),  crowned  with  the  castle 
of  Mirabella,  once  a  notorious  haunt  of  pirates.  The  neighbouring 
hills  yield  a  famous  muscatel  wine,  the  ^Yino  Mte.  Rosa  d'Almissa'. 

A  visit  to  the  *Oetixia  Waterfalls  forms  an  interesting  excursion  from 
Almissa  (14  H.;  carriage  there  and  hack  in  6  hrs.,  10  K.).  The  road 
ascends  in  nnmerons  windings  to  Sviniice  and  descends  vill  Kucic9  in  tw  o 
large  bends  to  the  Cetina.  About  */4  M.  from  the  ^Great  Fair  (Velika  guha- 
vica,  98  ft.  high)  Is  Jhtare  (tolerable  inn),  with  the  ruins  of  a  castle  on  a 
rocky  hill.  Road  thence  to  (2^4  M.)  Katuni  (p.  297).  —  The  falls  may  also 
be  reached  from  Almissa  by  a  bridle-path  (4  hrs.),  which  passes  through 
the  grand  Cetina  gorge,  vi&  the  mills  of  VUak. 

We  next  touch  at  (2  hrs.)  Hakarsoa  (H6L  Hrvacka),  a  brisk 
town  trading  largely  in  grain,  the  capital  of  the  Primorje.  From  this 
point  (or  better  from  the  village  of  Baskavoda^  6  M.  to  the  N.)  we 
may  ascend  the  Svtii  Jure  (St  George ;  5781  ft.),  the  highest  peak 
of  the  Bidkovo  Mis,,  commanding  a  very  extensive  view  (12  brs. 
there  and  back ;  guide  4-6  K^, 

To  the  right,  farther  on.  Is  the  island  of  Lesina  (p.  304) ;  then 
the  long  peninsula  of  Sahbioncello.  The  steamer  touches  at  Oradac 
and  Trappano,  enters  the  Narenta,  and  passes  Fort  Opus  and  the 
Torre  di  Norino,  the  latter  built  by  the  Venetians. 

HetkoTid  (^Hdtel  Austria,  at  the  harbour,  unpretending),  a  little 
town  of  1700  inhab.  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Narenta,  has  been  since 
the  Austrian  occupation  the  chief  depot  of  imports  for  the  Herzegovina 
and  seat  of  the  district  authorities.  Splendid  view  from  the  terrace 
of  the  new  church.  The  situation  is  unhealthy  (fever)  and  travellers 
should  avoid  spending  a  night  here.  —  Railway  to  Sarajevo  or 
Gravosa,  see  R.  86 ;  the  railway-station  (restaurant)  is  on  the  right 
bank  of  the  Narenta  (iron  bridge) ,  beside  the  steamboat-quay ,  op- 
posite the  town. 

Fbom  Spai«ato  to  Raousa  and  Oattabo.  The  express  steamers 
steer  through  the  Canale  delta  Brazza  (see  above)  and  the  Canale 
della  Narenta,  then  between  the  long  peninsula  of  Sahbioncello 
(see  above)  and  the  island  of  Meleda  (p.  305)  to  Oravosa  (p.  305). 
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The  longer  route  taken  by  some  of  the  steamers  round  and 
between  the  Islands  affords  abetter  survey  of  the  beauties  of  the 
Dalmatian  scenery  than  the  direct  voyage. — From  Spalato  the  vessel 
steers  due  S.  to  the  island  of  Solta ,  the  ancient  Olynta  (famed  for 
its  honey  produced  from  the  cistus-rose  and  rosetbary),  with  the 
harbour  of  Carohtr ;  then  S.E.  to  Milnd.^  the  chief  harbour  of  the 
large  island  of  Brazsa,  prettily  situated  in  a  deep  bay  on  the  W. 
coast.  The  steamer  next  threads  its  way  through  the  narrow  Portt 
di  8palato,  between  (r.)  Solta  and  (1.)  Brazza.  To  the  left  we  per- 
ceive L^sina,  to  the  right  Sant*  Andrea,  and  In  the  distance,  in  clear 
weather,  the  ScogUo  Porno.  A  little  later  we  round  the  Capo  PellC' 
grino,  the  N.W.  point  of  the  island  of  LSsina  (with  the  lighthouse 
of  Vodnjak  on  the  right),  and  enter  the  harbour  of  Li8ina(pop.  2100), 
Slav.  Hvar  (Kurhaus  Kaiserin  Elisabeth,  K.  from  2,  pens.  6-12  fC.), 
sheltered  by  the  Isole  di  Spalmadori  (^calkers*  islands').  —  Agaves 
abound  and  the  first  date-palm  appears.  On  the  quay  is  the  *Loggia, 
with  seven  arcades,  built  by  Sanmicheli  (?) ,  now  a  *Kursalon*.  In 
the  town,  on  the  right,  rises  the  Fdndaco,  the  ancient  Venetian 
magazine  and  arsenal.  To  the  left,  on  a  promontory  in  the  harbour, 
is  the  Observatory.  A  beautiful  walk  leads  from  the  harbour  to  the 
S.E.  to  the  Franciscan  Monastery,  the  refectory  of  which  contains 
a  Last  Supper  by  Matteo  Rosselli  (1578-1650).  Lesina,  a  war- 
harbour  and  station  of  the  Venetian  fleet  down  to  1761,  is  com- 
manded by  three  forts:  the  Fort  Spagnuolo  (289  ft.),  erected  by 
Emp.  Charles  V.,  connected  with  the  harbour  by  widls ,  the  Fort 
San  Nicolb  (765  ft.),  and  the  still  higher  VelUca  Glava, 

To  the  E.  of  Lesina  lies  Oittaveeohia,  the  ancient  Fharia  (4719  inhab.\ 
at.  which  some  of  the  Lloyd  steamers  touch  (land-route  laborious,  8  hrs. 
on  hurseback).  To  the  E.  of  Gittavecchia  lie  Qelsa  and  Verbosea  with  the 
church  of  San  Lorenzo,  which  contains  a  picture  of  a  saint  attributed 
to  Titian. 

The  steamer  rounds  the  fortified  Seoglio  Oalesnik  to  the  lofty 
island  and  townofLissa  (accommodation  Skt  Matteo  Puhalovi&Sj 
Brit.  Consular  Agent,  Serafino  Topic),  Slav.  Vis,  the  ancient  Jssa, 
the  westernmost  of  the  larger  islands  of  the  archipelago.  The  town 
(pop.  4300)  lies  in  a  bay  (the  Porto  San  Oiorgio),  strongly  fortified, 
and  sheltered  by  the  Seoglio  Hoste,  A  marble  lAon  in  the  cemetery, 
V2  M*  to  the  N.,  commemorates  the  victory  of  the  Austrian  fleet, 
under  Tegetthoff,  over  the  Italian  under  Persano,  20th  July,  1866. 
Another  monument,  at  some  distance  to  the  N.E.  of  the  town,  was 
erected  in  1811  in  memory  of  a  victory  of  the  British  fleet,  under 
Hoste,  over  the  French,  under  Dubordieu.  From  the  chapdl  of 
San  Cosmo  (765  ft.),  to  the  S.  above  the  town,  the  Monte  Oargnano 
is  visible  to  the  S. ,  on  the  Italian  coast.  —  On  the  W.  side  of  the 
Island  (mule-track,  2^/2 hrs.),  in  a  deep  bay,  lies  Komiia  (Borcica 
Jnn),  also  a  steamboat-station,  at  the  foot  of  the  Hum  (1920  ft.), 
with  important  sardine-fishery.  (Large  nets  called  tratte ,  small 
voingliej) 
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From  Eomisa  a  visit  may  be  paid  to  the  Bpelonca  di  Ballon  in  the 
island  of  Busi  (Slay.  Bikvo)^  a  grotto  34  yds.  long  and  16-18  yds.  broad, 
which,  like  the  Bine  Grotto  of  Capri,  is  lighted  by  means  of  a  submarine 
rocky  gateway  (59  ft.  high  and  34  ft.  broad).  The  boat  {}{%  hr. }  dear)  steers 
into  the  grotto  throngh  an  opening  5  ft.  high  and  8  ft.  wide.  The  water 
is  of  an  exquisite  azure  in  two  shades,  while  the  vault  above  is  in  pro- 
found darkness. 

From  Llssa  the  steamer  tarns  to  the  E.,  round  the  Punta  Ston- 

cica,  with  its  large  lighthouse,  into  the  open  sea.   It  then  steers 

through  the  Canale  di  Curzola,  between  Lesina  on  the  left  (see 

p.  304)  and  Gurzola  on  the  right  (with  a  view  of  the  island  of  Cazza 

in  the  distance  to  the  S.),  and  through  the  Canale  di  Sahbioncello 

(1 Y4  M.  broad),  on  the  S.  side  of  the  peninsula  of  that  name  (see 

below),  to  — 

Carzola  (_Albergo  Europa ;  pop.  2100),  the  capital  of  the  island 
of  Cunola  (Slav.  Korcula'),  the  Corey ra  Nigra  of  antiquity,  now,  as 
in  ancient  times,  partially  wooded.  Part  of  the  old  town-wall  is  still 
preserved.  Tower  of  1420.  The  cathedral  of  San  Marco  contains 
an  altar-piece  by  Tintoretto  (?).  Above  the  town,  to  the  S.W.,  rises 
Fori  San  BiagiOy  built  by  the  British  in  1813.  In  1298  the  Genoese 
here  captured  the  Venetian  admiral  Andrea  Dandolo  and  the  famous 
navigator  Marco  Polo. 

Opposite  Curzola,  in  the  peninsula  of  Sabbiancello  (p.  803),  is  OreHc. 
at  the  foot  of  Mte.  Vipera  iSarW  Elia;  3153  ft.). 

The  steamer  skirts  the  coast  of  Sahbioncello.  To  the  right  in  the 
distance  rise  the  steep  rocks  of  the  island  of  Lagosta^  with  a  light- 
house on  its  S.E.  point  (^Punta  Skrizevo ;  330  ft.),  to  the  E.  of  which 
is  a  second  lighthouse  on  Qlavat^  another  rock  of  the  Lagoatini.  To 
the  left,  in  Sahbioncello,  lies  Tratenik;  then  Oiuliana,  Farther  to 
the  S.  we  reach  M^leda  (Slav.  Mljet')^  the  ancient  Melita,  an  island 
with  numerous  chasms  and  gorges,  the  largest  of  which  is  the  Babi- 
nopolje  on  the  S.  side.  Some  of  the  steamers  touch  at  Porto  Palazzo, 
on  the  N.  side,  the  chief  port.  On  an  island  to  the  W.  is  the  Bene- 
dictine monastery  of  Santa  Maria^  now  a  forester's  house. 

"We  steer  through  the  Canale  di  Meleda ;  then  N.E.  through  the 
Bocca  Elsa^  between  the  Islands  of  Olipa  and  Jaklan,  into  the  Ca- 
nale  di  Olipa,  with  its  lighthouse.  To  the  left,  on  the  mainland, 
rises  the  bare  limestone  mass  of  the  Tmor  (2973  ft.).  On  the  right 
lie  the  'stag  islands'  of  Jaklan,  Giuppana,  Mezzo,  and  Calamoita. 
Between  the  last  two  rises  the  Scoglio  SanV  Andrea  (Donzella),  to 
which  Margherita  Spoletano,  the  ^Dalmatian  Hero',  used  to  swim 
nightly  to  visit  her  lover  until  drowned  by  her  brothers.  Farther 
on  we  pass  several  villages  on  the  coast,  the  lofty  Dubravica, 
Trateno  or  Cannosa  (p.  308),  Valdinoce,  and  Malfi  in  a  deep  hay. 
On  the  right  we  next  observe  the  Scoglio  Daksaj  on  the  left  opens 
the  Ombla  (p.  308). 

Oravosa.  —  Hotels.  HAt.  Pbtka,  at  the  steamboat- pier,  V*^*  f'o™ 
the  railway-station,  R.  from  2,  pens,  from  1  K.\  Austria,  opposite  the 
rail,  station.  —  Cta*  to  Ragusa  In  20  min.,  2  JT.  20  A.  (at  night  3  JT.),  luggage 
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QOh.  —  Omnthus  to  Ragasa,  20  ft.  —  Steam  Lavnch  of  the  Lloyd's  agent 
60JSr.  daily;  also  fixed  trips  to  Gannosa  (4  IT.  there  and  back),  to  the 
Source  of  the  Ombia  (2  JT.),  and  from  Bagusa  to  Lacroma  (1  K.  20  A.)* 

Oravosa  (1600  inhabitants),  Slav.  (?rtt£,  the  chief  harbour  of 
Ragusa  (of  which  the  old  harbour  was  Casaonj  to  the  S.E.,  where 
some  steamers  also  touch),  is  charmingly  situated.  A  fine  plane- 
tree  adorns  the  quay  opposite  the  H6t.  Petka.  Along  the  shore 
extend  villas  and  gardens  with  cypresses  and  palms.  A  beautiful 
road  ascends  from  Gravosa  and  then  descends  past  the  hospital 
and  through  the  suburb  of  PiUe  and  the  Porta  PUle  (see  below)  to 
(H/s  M.)  - 

Bagusa.  —  Hotels.  'Hotel  Ikf^bial  (PI.  a),  on  the  Brsalje ,  with 
view  of  the  sea,  lift,  etc.,  1st  class,  B.  from  4,  B.  1  iT.  20  A.,  D.  4,  S.  3,  pens, 
from  12 iT.)  HdTSL  db  la  Villb  (PI.  b),  good  caisine;  Lacboma  (PI.  c),  at 
the  harbour,  B.  from  2  K.  —  Oafes-Bestaurants.  Areiduca  Federigo^  in  the 
Brsalje;  Comunale^  in  the  Palazzo  Comunale. 

Gabs  in  the  Brsalje ;  drive  in  the  town  90  A. :  to  Gravosa,  see  p.  905.  — 
BowiNO  Boat  to  the  Military  Baths  24  A.,  per  hourl  X,  each  addit.  hr. 
50  A. ;  Vs  more  for  two  rowers.  —  Sba  Baths  at  the  Military  Baths,  below 
the  road  to  San  Giacomo  (p.  807);  stony  beach;  bath  with  towels  44  A. 

Post  &  Tbleobaph  Office,  Siroka  Ulica,  to  the  8.  of  the  Corso. 

Ragusa^  Slav.  DUbrovnik^  an  old  town  of  8400  inbab.,  lies  most 
picturesquely  at  the  foot  and  on  the  slopes  of  Mte,  Sergio  (8rg: 
1350  ft.).  Down  to  1805  an  independent  republic,  annexed  in 
1808  by  Napoleon  to  the  new  'kingdom  of  Illyria\  the  town  has 
belonged  to  Austria  since  1814.  Kagusa  was  seriously  damaged  by 
earthquake  in  1667.  The  interesting  costumes  of  the  natives  are 
best  seen  on  Sunday  mornings. 

Coming  from  Gravosa,  we  pass  outside  the  town  of  Ragusa  on 
the  right  the  Town  Park  (1/2  M.  from  Porta  Pille;  fine  views),  on  the 
left  the  H6t.  Imperial  (see  above).  Adjoining  the  Porta  Pille  is  the 
Brsalje,  a  piazza  with  a  beautiful  avenue  of  mulberry  trees  (con- 
certs frequently)  and  the  Amerling  Fountain,  by  Rendid  (1900). 
From  the  S.  side  of  it  we  obtain  a  charming  view  of  the  sea  and  of 
Fort  San  Lorenzo  (148  ft.)  on  an  isolated  rock.  To  the  E.  a  bridge 
and  the  narrow  Porta  Pille  lead  into  the  town ;  in  a  niche  on  the 
gateway  is  a  statue  of  St.  Biagio  (Blasius),  the  patron-saint  of  the 
town.  Outside  the  gate  a  road  ascends  to  the  N.  to  the  Minceta 
Tower  (erected  in  1464),  turns  to  the  E.,  and  leads  round  the  hnge 
*Town  Walls  to  the  Porta  Pioce  (p.  307)  on  the  S.  side  of  the  town 
(permission  for  walking  on  the  top  of  the  walls,  ^/4hr.,  must  be 
obtained  at  the  commandant's  of  Ace). 

Beginning  at  the  Porta  Pille,  the  Plaea  or  Stradone,  usually 
called  the  Corso,  intersects  the  whole  town  from  W.  to  E.  On  the 
right  we  first  observe  the  Onofrio  Fountain,  a  rotunda  of  1437. 
Opposite,  to  the  left,  is  the  Franciscan  Church  (Slav.  Mala  Bracd), 
with  fine  Romanesque  cloisters  (14th  cent)  and  a  late-Gothic  portal. 
—  In  a  side-street  to  the  right  of  the  Gorso,  farther  on,  is  the 
Servian  Church  (interesting  service.  Sun.  10-11  a.m.). 
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At  the  E.  end  of  the  Oorso  is  a  piazza  with  the  church  of  San 
BiagiOj  in  front  of  which  sUnds  a  figure  of  Roland  (Pi.  8)  6V2  ^t.  in 
height.  On  the  left  is  the  former  mint,  now  the  Dogana  or  custom- 
house, built  about  1620  in  the  Venetian  Renaissance  style,  adorned 
-with  a  statue  of  St.  Biagio  (p.  306).  Handsome  court-yard,  with 
warehouses.  Adjacent  to  the  right  is  a  Clock  Tower  (PI.  4),  giving 
access  to  the  Porta  Ploce,  and  the  Guard  House  (PI.  1),  with  an  old 
fountain.  Farther  on,  on  the  same  side,  is  the  Palazzo  Gomunalb, 
erected  in  1862,  with  a  cafe  on  the  groundfloor,  the  Theatre,  and 
(on  the  2nd  floor)  the  Museo  Patrio  (adm.  Sun.  and  Wed.,  10-12, 
for  strangers  on  other  days  also),  containing  antiquities  and  natural 
history  objects.  Adjacent  is  the  *Rbctob8'  Palacb,  now  occupied 
by  the  district  authorities,  an  imposing  Renaissance  building  with 
colonnades  of  the  end  of  the  15th  cent.,  restored  in  1903;  the  court 
contains  a  bronze  bust  of  Michael  Prazatto,  a  distinguished  Ragusan 
(1638).  —  Near  this  to  the  W.  is  the  Piazza  delle  Erbe,  with  a 
bronze  statue,  by  Rendid,  of  the  poet  F.  Qundulic  (d.  1638;  PI.  2), 
from  which  a  broad  flight  of  steps  ascends  to  the  Military  Hospital 
in  the  old  Jesuits*  convent. 

To  the  S.  of  the  Rectors'  Palace  rises  the  Cathedral  (Duomo), 
built  in  1671-1713,  with  a  cupola-tower  above  the  crossing,  con- 
taining an  Assumption  after  Titian  (the  apostles  by  the  master 
himself),  a  Head  of  Christ  by  Pordenone  (to  the  right  of  the  door 
leading  to  the  sacristy),  and  (opposite)  an  excellent  old  copy  of 
Raphael's  Madonna  della  Sedia,  on  wood  (all  three  usually  covered). 
Rich  treasury  (for  admission  apply  at  the  Palazzo  Gomunale). 

We  return  to  the  Gorso  and  pass  through  the  clock-tower.  To 
the  left  is  the  Dominican  Monastery,  the  church  of  which  (San 
Domenico)  contains,  at  the  first  altar  to  the  left,  a  painting  by 
Titian  (Mary  Magdalen  between  St  Blasius,  the  angel  with  the  infant 
Tobias,  and  the  donor;  restored).  Fine  cloisters  (entraace  to  the 
left,  in  front  of  the  church). 

We  next  pass  through  the  outer  gate  of  the  fortifications  (Porta 
Ploce),  We  may  visit  the  Monte  Sergio  (p.  306)  with  the  Fort  Imperialt 
by  following  the  road  outside  the  town-wall  to  the  left,  and  then 
ascending  a  shadeless  path  to  the  right  in  27  zigzags  (1^4  hr.). 
Permission  to  enter  the  fort  must  be  obtained  from  the  commandant 
in  the  town.  Splendid  yiew  of  Ragusa,  Gravosa,  and  tlic  sea,  which 
is  nearly  as  good  from  the  garden  outside. 

Following  the  Trebinje  highroad  from  the  Porta  Ploce  for  about 

12  miif.,  and  diverging  to  the  right,  we  reach  in  16  min.  more  the 

former  monastery  of  San  Giacomo,  and  obtain  &  delightful  view  of 

Ragusa.   Luxuriant  vegetation ;  agaves  and  date-palms  abound. 

ExcuBsioNS.  From  the  old  harbour  of  Gasson,  to  the  S.K.  of  Ragasa 
(p.  306),  we  may  visit  by  steam-launch  (every  hour)  or  by  boat  (in  !^-30  min.  ^ 
there  and  back,  with  one  hour's  stay,  S  K,\  bargaining  advisable^  per- 
mission to  visit  the  island  at  Ragusa  1  K.)  the  island  of  *£acroma  (anagram 
of  Marco)  with  its  wonderful  wealth  of  ericas,  myrtles,  aloes,  and  other 

20* 
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plants.  We  land  at  the  S.B.  end  of  the  island  near  the  monastery ;  a  lay- 
brother  conducts  visitors  if  desired.  The  old  monastery  of  San  Marco^  in 
a  depression  on  the  S.E.  side,  founded  in  the  12th  cent,  and  fitted  up  as 
a  chateau  by  Archduke  Maximilian  (Bmp.  of  Mexico)  and  Grown-prince 
Rudolph,  was  given  up  to  the  Dominicans  in  1889.  The  interidr  is 
uninteresting  I  fine  view  from  a  window  of  the  tower.  A  little  to  the 
W.  is  the  Mart  Morto^  a  natural  basin  in  the  rock.  On  a  hill  to  the 
N.W.  is  a  deserted  fort  (300  ft.).  A  eross  below  it  on  the  E.  shore  com- 
memorates the  accidental  blowing  up  of  the  Triton,  an  Austrian  man-of- 
war,  in  1859. 

The  Chapel  of  Ban  Biagio  (Slav.  Viaho)^  on  the  peninsula  of  Lapad^ 
s/i  hr.  to  the  N.W.  of  Ragusa,  is  reached  by  following  the  Gravosa  high- 
road to  the  top  of  the  hill  (passing  the  military  cemetery  on  the  right), 
and  diverging  thence  to  the  left  by  a  footpath  through  pine-forest.  The 
chapel,  built  in  1857,  commands  a  beautiful  view  of  the  whole  coast. 
Beyond  it  a  path  descends  to  the  road,  which  leads  in  20  min.  to  the 
cemetery-church  of  San  Michele^  situated  in  a  valley.  Thence  we  may 
either  proceed  to  the  right  to  (^4  hr.)  Gravosa  (p.  905),  or  straight  on  to 
the  (10  min.)  Villa  Oondola^  whence  the  Monte  Peika  (645  ft.),  to  the  left, 
is  easily  ascended  by  a  shady  path  in  ^/i  hr. 

To  the  Vallbt  op  thk  Ombla  a  pleasant  excursion  (2V2-3  hrs.,  best 
in  the  afternoon;  railway  seep.  438).  From  Ragusa  we  drive  to  Gravosa 
(p.  305  J  carr.  2,  to  the  source  of  the  Omb^a  and  back  4  JT.),  row  thence 
(with  1  rower,  4  JT.)  into  the  Ombla  (Slav.  Rijeka^  the  ancient  Arion)^ 
160  yds.  broad,  and  flanked  with  villas  and  villages,  and  ascend  as  far 
as  the  (3  M.)  pumping -house  of  the  aqueduct,  driven  by  the  river  which 
here  bursts  forth  copiously  from  its  subterranean  channel.  —  Walkkhs 
from  Gravosa  follow  the  new  road  on  the  left  (8.)  bank  of  the  Ombla  to 
the  pumping-house  (about  k^j^  M.).  In  returning,  the  traveller  may  ascend 
(somewhat  steep)  to  the  conduit  and  follow  it  direct  to  the  suburb  of  Pille 
(p.  306).    Splendid  views  of  the  bays,  the  sea,  and  the  islands. 

To  THE  Bkbno  Vallbt  as  far  as  the  (7  M.)  MoUni  di  Breno^  a  drive  of 
11/4  hr.  (carriage  5  K.  there  and  back,  including  1  hr.*s  stay),  a  favourite 
excursion,  particularly  on  Sundays. 

To  Cannoba  (Trtteno)  the  easiest  route  is  by  the  steamer  (p.  302) 
which  plies  three  times  weekly  in  the  morning  from  Gravosa  to  Stagno 
(see  below),  touching  at  Oannosa  both  going  and  returning.  It  is,  however, 
more  attractive  to  drive  thither  (15i/s  M. ;  carr.  in  about  3  hrs.-,  16-20  JT), 
or  still  better  to  go  by  rowing-boat  (with  2  rowers,  in  2  hrs.,  7  K.)  and 
return  by  carriage  previously  ordered  to  meet  the  traveller  at  Gannosa. 
Walkers  may  visit  the  source  of  the  Ombla  on  the  way  back  from 
Gannosa.  —  Those  who  drive  to  Gannosa  cross  the  Onibla  by  ferry  (but 
this  is  often  impossible  in  autumn  when  the  violent  Bora  prevails).  The 
beautiful  road,  called  Strada  Marmont  after  the  French  marshal  Harmont 
(Due  de  Raguse),  leads  chiefly  along  the  heights  (with  view  of  the  ^stag 
islands\  p.  305)  to  Vrbiea,  then  round  the  deep  bay  oi  Malfi  (Slav.  Zaton)^  to 
Valdinoce  (Slav.  Oraiae)^  with  several  fine  planes,  and  to  the  insignificant 
village  of  (15Vs  H.)  Oannosa  (Osteria).  We  alight  by  two  gigantic  *Plane^ 
treeSy  each  some  40  ft.  in  circumference  and  shading  with  its  foliage  a 
space  of  65  yds.  in  diameter.  A  somewhat  steep  road,  passing  the  villa 
of  Gount  Gozze  (visitors  admitted  to  the  house  and  the  beautiful  garden  ^ 
1  K.)<,  descends  to  the  (10  min.)  small  harbour  of  Berdupina. 

Steamboat  from  Gravosa  4  times  weekly  vi4  Gannosa  in  41/4  hrs.  to 
Stacfno  Grande^  a  small  town  with  old  fortifications. 

Fkom  Gkavosa  to  Zblbnika,  Blt/sM.,  railway  in  5^4  hrs.  (the  drive 
along  the  road  to  Gastelnuovo,  31  M.,  is  highly  recommended;  carriage 
ca.  20  K.).  —  Railway  to  (13  M.)  Utkoplje  (1150  ft.),  where  we  change 
carriages,  see  p.  488.  We  ascend  in  long  curves  (view  of  the  Adriatic 
Sea),  to  (20V2  H.)  Qlavika  (1625  ft.)  and  cross  the  Dalmatian  frontier  to 
(21  M.)  Brotniee  (1420  ft.).  We  descend  in  zigzags  and  through  several 
tunnels  into  the  Canali  Valley^  watered  by  the  Ljuta^  the  inhabitants  of 
which  (Ganalesi)  have  preserved  their  eharacteristic  dress.  —  36V2  M.  Cavkit 
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The  vessel  steers  to  the  N.,  past  the  Punta  Kohila  to  Gastelnnovo 
{H6t.  Loffko ;  landing  by  small  boat  40  h,  each  person),  Slav.  Eretg 
Novi,  a  little  town  with  venerable  ivy-clad  walls  partially  destroyed 
by  earthquakes,  is  charmingly  situated  at  the  foot  of  the  (^2  hr.)  old 
Fort  SpagnuolOy  for  the  possession  of  which  the  Turks  and  Venetians 
had  many  a  straggle.  The  fountain  in  the  principal  piazza  and  the 
Porta  di  Terra  Ferma  bear  Turkish  inscriptions.  Beautiful  walk  to 
the  E.,  through  luxuriant  vegetation,  to  the  kServian  monastery  of 
Savina  and  (8/4  hr.)  the  harbour  of  Meljine. 

A  charming  drive,  preferable  to  the  steamboat  trip,  may  be  taken  on 
the  N.  bank  of  the  Bocche  to  Meljine  and  Ojenovi^.  We  may  then  cross 
by  boat  to  Lepetane  (see  below)  and  follow  the  beaatifal  road,  or  go  on  by 
boat,  along  the  W.  bank  of  the  bay  of  Oattaro,  to  Donji-Stolivo^  Ferzagno 
(see  below),  Mula^  and  (5  hrs.)  Gattaro. 

Railway  to  Orcttfoia,  see  p.  905. 

The  steamer  turns  to  the  S. ,  traverses  the  Car^ale  di  Kumbury 

and  enters  the  third  basin  of  the  Bocche  called  the  Bay  of  Teodo, 

with  a  naval  harbour.   Over  the  flat  S.£.  bank,  which  yields  the 

famous  Marzamino  wine,  peep  the  mountains  of  Montenegro.    We 

then  steer  N.E.,  between  green  and  thickly  peopled  hilly  banks, 

into  the  narrowest  Bocca,  called  Le  Catene  because  once  shut  off  by 

chains.   To  the  left  are  the  village  of  Josica  and  the  monastery  of 

Santa  Domer^ica;  on  the  hill  to  the  right  lies  Lepetatif,   From  the 

Catene  we  enter  the  two  innermost  recesses  of  the  Bocche,  bounded 

on  the  E.  by  huge  limestone  mountains.  To  the  N.  are  the  pilgrimage 

church  of  Santa  Maria  dello  Scalpello^  on  an  Island,  and  the  rock  of 

San  Giorgio.  Before  us,  at  the  foot  of  the  Casson  (2864  ft.),  lies  the 

large  village  of  Perasto^  with  the  little  fort  of  Santa  Croce,  —  The 

steamer  then  turns  N.  into  the  bay  of  Sisano,  the  ancient  i^Aisinium, 

a  little  town  (1300  inhab.)  grandly  situated  at  the  N.  end  of  the 

Bocche.    To  the  N.W.  (20  min.J  is  the  Zoput  Cavern^  from  which 

a  waterfall  bursts  forth  after  rain.  On  the  hills,  now  crowned  with  a 

series  of  forts,    lies  the  Krivoiie,  where  revolts  have  frequently 

occurred. 

From  Bisano  a1[)eautiful  road  leads  on  the  E.  bank  to  Perasto,  Orahovac^ 
IJuta^  the  long  and  straggling  D6brola^  and  (10  M.)  Gattaro  (see  below). 

The  steamer  returns  to  Perasto  and  steers  S.  into  the  superb 
Bay  of  Cdttaro,  on  the  W.  bank  of  which  it  touches  at  Perzagno 
and  Mula.   To  the  S.  towers  the  huge  Lovcen  (5770  ft.). 

G&ttaro  (Stadt  Oraz^  Stadt  Trieste  Zum  Jdger,  all  plain ;  Dreher^a 
Bierhalle^  beyond  the  drill-ground;  CafS  Doimi,  on  the  Marina; 
photographs  at  Fr.  LaforesVs)^  Slav.  Kotor,  the  Roman  Ascriviumj 
a  strong  frontier-fortress  with  5700  inhab.  and  a  considerable  gar- 
rison, the  residence  of  the  district  governor,  a  Roman  Oatholio  and 
a  Servian  bishop,  is  grandly  situated  at  the  E.  angle  of  the  bay,  at 
the  foot  of  the  lofty  mountains  of  Montenegro,  on  alluvial  soil 
deposited  by  the  Scurda,  a  torrent  which  falls  into  the  bay  to  the  N. 
of  the  town-walls.    Above  the  town  rises  the  fortified  hill  of  San 
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GHovanni  (919  ft. ;  accessible  by  permission  of  the  commandant 
only) ;  fiom  the  chapel  of  Madonna  della  Salute  good  survey  of  the 
town.  The  town  is  entered  from  the  harbour  by  the  Porta  deUa  Marina 
(closed  for  carriages  at  11  p.m.),  from  the  N.  by  the  Porta  Fiumera 
(closed  at  9  p.m.),  and  from  the  S.  by  the  Porta  Oordicchio  (closed 
at  10  p.m.),  the  two  last  gates  being  named  after  two  springs  issuing 
from  the  rocks.  From  the  Porta  della  Marina  we  proceed  to  the 
market-place,  with  the  Ouard  House  and  Custom  House  to  the  left; 
straight  on  is  a  Clock  Tower^  in  front  of  which  stands  a  Roman  altar. 
From  the  E.  side  of  the  square  we  may  ascend  to  San  Giovanni  (see 
above) ;  to  the  S.  (right)  a  narrow  street,  passing  the  Post  and  TeU- 
graphOfficej  leads  to  the  Cathedral,  containing  a  chapel  of  the  patron- 
saint  Triphonius  (whose  festival  Is  on  3rd  Feb.).  Outside  the  Porta 
Fiumera  the  Montenegrins  hold  market  on  Mon.,  Thurs.,  and  Sat., 
on  which  occasion  they  are  required  to  lay  aside  their  weapons. 
Notices  and  sign-boards  in  the  Gyrilllan  (Russian)  character  also 
indicate  the  proximity  of  the  frontier.  —  Beautiful  walks  along  the 
shore,  N.E.  to  (8/4  hr.)  Ddbrota  (p.  310),  N.W.  to  (1/2  hr.)  Mula 
(p.  310).   To  Fort  Trinity,  see  p.  313. 

From  C^ttaro  to  (9  M.)  Budua,  a  little  town  to  the  S.,  on  the  coast  of 
the  Primorje^  diligence  daily  in  4  hrs. 

Fkom  Gattaro  to  Cobfd,  242  Knots,  Austrian  Lloyd  steamer  once 
a  week  in  52  hrs.  (Durazzo  and  the  stations  beyond  are  also  touched 
at  by  the  Lloyd  steamers  bound  for  Constantinople).  The  vessel  sails 
through  the  Bocche  di  Cattaro  and  beyond  the  Punta  d''Ostro  (p.  309)  turns 
to  the  S.E.,  passing  Santo  Ste/ano,  Ccutel  Lattua^  and  ^izza^  the  southern- 
most place  in  Dalmatia,  with  the  high-situated  fortress  of  Haj-17ehej.  — 
44  Knots.  Rada  di  Antwari^  in  Montenegro;' on  the  beach  is  one  of  the 
Princess  villas.  A  carriage-road  leads  E.  to  (3  M.)  Antivari^  which  has  lain 
in  ruins  since  the  bombardment  by  the  Montenegrins  in  1877.  —  68  Knots. 
DtAcigno  has  belonged  to  Montenegro  since  1880.  Above  the  harbour  is 
the  walled  old  town,  and  in  the  background  is  the  new  town  which  rises 
in  terraces.  As  we  continue  our  voyage  we  observe  on  the  left  the  mouth 
of  the  BoJcmOy  the  boundary  river  between  Montenegro  and  Turkish  Albania. 
—  77  Knots.  San  Giovanni  di  Medua^  with  a  few  houses,  whence  we  may 
reach  Scutari  (p.  315^  6  hrs.  by  carriage,  which  must  be  ordered  at  Scutari, 
in  summer  only,  10  Medjidiye  or  42V?-S'';  on  horse-back  in  summer  in 
7  hrs.,  IV2,  in  winter  in  9-10  hrs.  2Vs  Medjidiye).  —  About  4Vs  M.  to  the 
S.B.  is  the  unimportant  place  of  Alutio,  on  the  Drin,  where  the  Albanian 
prince  Scanderbeg  (Georg  Castriota)  died  in  1468.  —  The  steamer  turns  to 
the  N.,  and  passes  the  mouth  of  the  Drin.  —  114  Knots.  Durazzo^  not  far 
from  the  ancient  DprrlMcMumy  of  which,  however,  only  scanty  remains  are 
preserved.  The  coast  is  flat  as  far  as  (171  Knots)  VcUona^  but  beyond  that, 
the  mountains  again  approach  close  to  the  sea.  —  We  now  pass  through 
the  Straits  of  Ot*'an(Oy  touching  at  (222  Knots)  Santi  Quaranta,  and  then 
through  the  Channel  of  CorfU  to  (242  Knots)  CorfU  (see  Baedeker''i  Greece). 

55.  Excursion  to  Montenegro. 

A  visit  from  Gattaro  to  (28  M.)  Cetinje,  the  capital  of  Montenegro,  takea 
11/2-2  days;  a  most  interesting  excursion  (diligence  with  4  seats  daily  in 
6  hrs.,  4  K.  •,  carr.  and  pair  with  two  seats,  there  and  back,  25  K. ;  saddle- 
horse  15-20  jr.). 

MoNTENEGBo  (Sorv.  Cmagora,  Turk.  Karadag,  'black  moun- 
tain'), 3600  sq.  M.  in  area,  witli  230,000  inhab.,  almost  exclusively 
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Greek  Catholics,  is  a  grand  and  quite  nnlqne  mountaiii'region,  the 
W.  half  of  which  is  almost  destitute  of  valleys,  but  contains  a  few 
isolated  rocky  basins,  where  alone  sufficient  soil  is  found  for  the 
cultivation  of  rye  and  potatoes  (krtola,  *  earth-pears').  Only  Cetinje, 
Niksic,  Podgorica,  and  a  few  other  places  lie  in  the  midst  of  plains 
of  some  extent,  which  are  mostly  the  beds  of  ancient  lakes.  The 
highest  mountains  in  the  W.  are  the  Lovctn  (5770  ft.)  and  the 
Ofjen  (6218  ft.),  which  lies  to  the  N.,  on  the  Dalmatian  frontier.  The 
E.  part  is  a  vast  Alpine  region,  the  highest  peaks  being  the  Dormitor 
(8295  ft.),  to  the  N.,  and  the  Kuckikom  (8032  ft.),  to  the  E.  In  this 
part  of  the  country  occur  deep  valleys,  furrowed  by  rivers,  such  as  the 
Zeta  descending  from  the  plateau  of  Niksic  (2132  ft.),  and  falling 
into  the  Moraca  near  Podgorica,  which  last  empties  itself  through  its 
delta-like  embouchure  into  the  Lake  of  Scutari,  whence,  through 
Turkish  territory,  the  copious  Bojana  descends  to  the  sea.  The  E. 
part  alone  is  well  wooded ;  the  W.  half  is  almost  entirely  bare  (save 
for  the  beautiful  wood  at  a  considerable  height  on  the  N.  side 
of  the  Lovcen);  and  it  is  probably  the  bleak  and  wild  character  of 
this  part  of  the  country,  with  its  grey  or  reddish  limestone  rocks, 
that  has  given  rise  to  the  name  of  ^Montenegro'.  —  The  exports,  val- 
ued at  2  million  K.  per  annum,  consist  of  cattle,  hides,  cheese,  wool, 
tobacco,  insect-powder,  etc. 

Inhabitants.  The  Montenegrins,  who  are  Servian  fugitives  from 
Turkish  sway,  speak  the  same  dialect  as  their  compatriots.  They  are, 
as  a  rule,  extremely  poor.  Their  thatched  huts  resemble  stables 
rather  than  the  dwellings  of  human  beings.  Yet  the  men  are  re- 
markably dignified  in  their  bearing,  and  they  generally  carry  quite 
an  arsenal  of  weapons  in  their  girdles,  while  the  women,  though  of- 
ten beautiful,  perform  most  of  the  menial  tasks  and  soon  lose  their 
good  looks.  At  places  the  traveller  encounters  quite  a  Homeric  state 
of  society,  where  war  and  poetry  are  the  sole  pursuits,  and  where 
the  hero  is  seen  seated  In  presence  of  the  blind  minstrel  who  extols 
his  exploits  in  war  or  his  last  ^ceta'  or  predato/y  expedition  to  the 
twang  of  the  one-stringed  *gusla'.  The  vendetta  (for  *he  who  re- 
venges himself  is  blessed*),  which  is  deeply  rooted  in  the  Montene- 
grin notion  of  the  unity  of  the  family,  is  also  occasionally  prevalent. 

History.  In  the  middle  of  the  14th  cent.  Montenegro  was  an  in- 
dependent principality,  and  from  1499  onwards,  after  the  flight  of  the  last 
ruler  of  the  house  of  Crnojevijf,  its  princes  were  also  the  highest  spiritual 
dignitaries.  Down  to  the  19th  cent,  battles  and  raids  against  their  neigh- 
bours form  the  sole  staple  of  the  history  of  the  people,  and  at  a  time  when 
the  whole  of  south-eastern  Europe  to  the  very  gates  of  Vienna  was  trem- 
bling before  the  Turks.,  the  Montenegrins  managed  to  vindicate  and  main- 
tain their  independence.  In  1687  the  first  'Viadika'  of  the  house  of  Petrovi2- 
Njegus  assumed  the  government.  —  With  the  reign  of  Peter  II.  (1830-61) 
begins  a  new  era  in  Montenegro ;  for  that  prince,  himself  one  of  the  fore- 
most Servian  poets  of  his  time,  energetically  devoted  himself  to  ^e  task 
of  civilising  his  people.  His  successor  Danilo  (1862-60)  separated  the  su- 
preme temporal  from  the  spiritual  power,  and  founded  an  absolute  princi- 
pality. His  nephew  and  successor  Nicola^  the  present  reigning  prince,  waged 
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SQCcessful  wars  against  the  Turks  (1861-02  and  1877-78),  and  by  the  Treaty 
of  Berlin  in  1878  not  only  obtained  fall  recognition  of  bis  sovereignty, 
but  gained  an  important  addition  to  his  territory,  which  afforded  the  country 
a  long-wiahed-for  access  to  the  sea  (Antirari-Dulcigno).  Prince  Nieola 
has  the  further  merit  of  having  introduced  a  new  eode  of  laws  in  1888, 
and  he  is  also  known  as  a  dramatist  OThe  Empress  of  the  Balkans*). 

Inns  exist  in  the  chief  towns  only.  Elsewhere  travellers  are  dependent 
on  private  hospitality,  in  which  case  they  should  ofifer  adequate  gratuities 
(introduction  desirable). 

Money.  Montenegro  has  no  coinage  of  its  own.  Austrian  money  alone 
is  current. 

Post  and  Telegraph  Offtcea,  18  of  the  former,  21  of  the  latter,  in  the 
larger  towns  only.  Postage  to  Austria  less  than  to  other  countries,  letters 
10  h.  \  post-cards  0  and  10  h.     Montenegro  has  postage-stamps  of  its  own.

The  magnificent  •Road  to  Oetinje  (28  M. ;  a  walk  of  about  1^ 
hrs.,  or  drive  of  6-7  hrs.)  leads  from  the  Porta  Oordicchio  atCattaro, 
past  the  village  of  Skaljari,  and  through  a  beautiful  valley  wooded 
with  oaks.  Straight  at  first,  it  afterwards  ascends  in  windings  to 
the  (21/2  M.)  'H6UV  ^nd  Fort  Trinitd  (758  ft.).  The  road  straight  on 
leads  through  the  Zupa  to  Budua  (p.  311);  to  the  right  a  path 
diverges  to  Fort  Vermac  (1588  ft.).  We  follow  the  road  to  the  left, 
skirting  the  imposing  Fort  Oorazda^  at  first  towards  the  S. ,  then  to 
the  E.,  and  cross  the  torrent  Zvironjafc.  Thence  a  steady  ascent  in 
many  windings  to  a  (SYj  M.)  road- mender's  house  (2041  ft.)  and 
the  (2  M.)  Montenegrin  frontier  (2966  ft.),  indicated  by  an  Austrian 
boundary-post  by  the  roadside.  Thence  N.E.,  past  a  cavern  on  the 
right,  to  the  top  of  the  pass  (3051  ft.),  at  the  foot  of  the  Lovcen 
(p.  316).  The  whole  route  affords  striking  *Vlew8  of  the  Bocche, 
which  resemble  an  Inland  lake,  commanded  on  the  N.  by  the  Orjen 
{Oora  Biarica;  6218  ft.),  and  of  the  Adriatic  to  the  N.W.,  a  scene 
being  almost  unsurpassed  in  Europe. 

The  road  next  leads  through  a  bleak  district  past  (1  M.)  the 
guard-house  of  Kerstac,  where  a  direct  path  diverges  to  (2  hrs.)  Bajcl 
(see  below),  to  (2  M.)  Mjegni  (2953  ft. ;  unpretending  Inns),  the  an- 
cestral home  of  the  reigning  family  and  the  cradle  of  the  Montenegrin 
wars  of  independence.  The  locality,  situated  In  the  old  basin  of  a 
lake  on  the  E.  slope  of  the  Lovcen,  consists  of  two  parts*,  to  the  left 
by  the  roadside  is  the  plain  country  residence  of  the  Prince.  At  the 
Inns  strukasy  a  kind  of  plaid  with  long  fringes,  and  a  peculiar  kind 
of  pouch,  called  torba  or  torbica,  are  offered  for  sale. 

From  Njegus  the  road  ascends  to  the  E.  in  windings  to  the  pass 
oiKrivacko  Zdrjelo  (4298  ft. J,  which  affords  a  striking  ♦View  of  the 
mountains  to  the  N.E.,  towards  Niksic,  and,  to  the  S.,  of  the  Lake 
of  Scutari  and  the  Albanian  Alpsj  on  the  right  rises  the  Lovcen 
(p.  815).  The  road  then  descends  towards  the  S.,  and  the  red  houses 
of  Oetinje  goon  become  visible  in  a  green  basin.  The  cultivated  floor 
of  the  valley  is  reached  at  Bajei  (direct  path  from  Kerstac,  see 
above).    A  drive  of  2V2-3  hrs.  from  Njegus  brings  us  to  — 

Cetiige  (2100  ft.j  Grand  Hdtei  of  Vuko  Vuletic,  PI.  a,   at  th^ 
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S,E,  end,  R.  3-4,  D.at/j  fi*.;  Reinwein,  PI.  b,  B.  2-2</s,  D.2'/a  K.) 
the  capital  of  Montaiiegto,  witt  3000  inhab.,  residence  of  the 
Prince,  tuid  seat  of  hie  goveinment.  In  some  Tespecte  the  pUce 
Tesemblei  t  clean  little  country  tonn,  bnt  It  has  several  diatiactlTe 
features  of  li^  own.  It  may  be  seen  in  an  hour,  bnt  a  whole  day 
may  be  pleasantly  spent  in  observing  the  natiies  and  their  pe- 
culiarities. 

As  ve  entei  the  town  from  Oattaro,  we  drive  through  the 
KiTCHBKA  Ulica,  the  main  street,  which  internecta  Oetinje  from 
N.W.  to  S.E.,  and  skirts  the  N.E.  side  of  the  Palace  Square.  On 
the  left,  neu  the  beginning  of  the  street,  is  the  Potl  $  Tele- 


graph Office  (PI.  17),  and  near  the  Palace  Sqnare,  to  the  left,  is 
Ildtel  Keinnein.  At  the  end  of  the  street  is  a  square,  in  which 
straight  opposite  is  the  Grand-Hfltel;  to  the  left  la  the  GirW  In- 
lUtulion  (PI.  II),  founded  in  1869  by  the  Empress  Maria  Food  orowna 
of  Russia;   somewhat  fortlier  to  the  left  is  the  Public  Park  (_on 
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Sunday  afternoons  often  music),  and  to  the  right  the  House  of  the 
Crown  PHnce  (PI.  14). 

We  return  from  the  public  park  by  the  main  street  and  reach 
(on  the  left)  the  Palace  Squabb  (Dvorska  ulica).  Here,  on  the 
right,  is  the  Aouse  of  Prince  Mirkoj  on  the  left  the  New  Palace  of 
ihe  Prince  (PI.  15,  not  shown;  persons  who  obtain  an  audience  must 
be  in  uniform  or  in  evening-dress).  The  sentinels  in  front  of  it 
wear  a  becoming  uniform.  In  the  Palace  Garden  is  a  fir-tree  under 
which  the  Prince  occasionally  administers  justice.  Near  by,  on  the 
S.W.,  is  the  Court  Chapel  (PI.  8)  and  the  Old  Palace  or  BUjardo 
(PI.  1),  resembling  a  fortress,  now  the  seat  of  some  of  the  ministries, 
of  a  grammar-school,  and  of  the  supreme  court  of  justice.  To  the 
N.  is  the  Prison  (PL  2).  To  the  S.W.  behind  the  Old  Palace  lies 
the  Monastery  of  the  Virgin  (PI.  13),  dominated  by  a  quadrangular 
tower  (Kula),  with  its  small  but  tasteful  church.  On  the  right  is  the 
sarcophagus  of  St.  Peter  Petrovi^  (d.  1830),  founder  of  the  present 
dynasty.  On  the  outside  of  the  church  wall  are  tombs  of  the  princely 
families  of  Njegus  and  Earageorge witch.  To  the  N.W.,  above  the 
monastery,  rises  the  round  tower  of  Tabija  (Turkish  battery,  PI.  19), 
to  which  the  skulls  of  fallen  Turks  used  to  be  affixed ;  to  the  S.W. 
is  the  Mortuary  Chapel  of  Prince  DanUo  I.  (d.  1735  j  PI.  7),  with 
a  gilded  cupola. 

In  the  Baja  Pivljanina  Ulica  are  the  Theatre  (PI.  20),  with  a 
casino  and  reading-room  (in  the  S.  wing  collections  are  to  be  placed 
which  at  present  are  still  deposited  in  the  barracks),  and  a  chapel  ^ 
behind  this  is  a  drill-ground,  adjoined  by  barracks  and  a  small 
church  with  rock-hewn  tombs.  —  To  the  N.E.  of  the  theatre  on  the 
road  to  Rjeka  is  a  Hospital  (PI.  9). 

The  drive  from  Cetinje  to  (8V2  M.)  Bjeka  may  be  recommended  (carr. 
there  and  back  16  K. ;  outward  journey  IVa  hr. ,  return  2V2  hrs.).  The 
road  leads  past  the  hospital  (see  above)  and  gradually  ascends  to  the  £. 
to  a  mountain  ridge  (2560  ft.  \  Granica  Inn,  unpretending),  which  com- 
mands a  splendid  view  of  the  Lake  of  Scutari,  the  Albanian  Mts.  (the 
Prokletigori  or  ^accursed  mountains',  the  Roman  Bebii  Monies),  and  the 
mountains  near  Antivari.  We  descend  in  zigzags  through  a  *karst*  region, 
with  the  luxuriant  valley  of  Dobrskoselo  (1194  ft.)  far  below  us,  then  pass 
through  a  narrow  valley  to  Kjeka  (98  ft.),  which  chiefly  consists  of  one 
long  street  stretching  along  the  river  SJeka  (to  Scutari,  see  below).  To  the 
S.  above  the  town  are  the  remains  of  the  old  fortress  of  SJeckigrad.  — 
If  time  allows,  the  ascent  of  the  Lovjfen  (6571  ft.)  with  a  beautiful  and 
extensive  view  and  the  mortuary-chapel  of  Prince  Peter  II.  is  well  worth 
the  trouble  (b  hrs.  with  guide ;  on  horseback  to  the  foot  of  the  mountain 
in  3  hrs.,  10  K.\  provisions  should  be  taken ^  descent  to  Njegus,  p.  313). 

Longer  tours  in  Montenegro  must  be  made  on  horseback.  (Horses  and 
guides,  who  at  Cetinje  speak  Italian,  are  almost  everywhere  procurable.) 
About  12  M.  to  the  N.E.  of  Bjeka  lies  the  little  town  of  Podgorica,  on 
the  Mora^a,  the  chief  feeder  of  the  Lake  of  Scutari.  At  DuJkle^  3  M.  to 
the  N.,  the  ruins  of  a  Roman  town,  supposed  to  be  Dioclea^  the  birth- 
place of  Emp.  Diocletian,  have  been  unearthed.  The  road  proceeds  thence 
via  Bpvi,  DanUovgrad,  and  Bojetici  (visit  to  the  convent  of  Ottrok^  to  the  B., 
in  2  hrs.),  to  the  fortress  of  Nikkt  (3500  inhab.).  —  From  Bjeka  (see 
above)  a  steamer  plies  twice  a  week  across  the  Lake  of  Scuta/iH  (30  M. 
ong}  145  ft.   deep),   via   Vir  and  FlavnUga,   to  (6  hrs.)  Scutari  (Turk. 
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Stodroi  Eurcpa  Eotei)<,  the  capital  of  the  vilayet  of  the  same  name,  situated 
on  the  BojanOy  which  flows  from  the  Lake  of  Scutari  to  the  (ISV2  M.) 
Adriatic  Sea.  Visitors  to  Scutari  must  have  their  passports  yisdd  by  a 
Turkish  ambassador.  The  inhabitants  (20,000)  live  in  detached  houses 
surrounded  by  gardens.  Large  bazaar.  Two  hours^  ride  to  the  S.  of  Scutari 
lies  Obotli,  touched  at  weekly  by  a  steamer  from  Ragusa.  To  San  Gio- 
vanni di  Medua,  see  p.  811.  —  Some  little  courage  is  required  for  the 
ascent  of  the  Dormitor  (p.  312)  to  the  N.,  whence  a  tolerably  easy  pass 
crosses  to  Foia  in  Bosnia  (where  formerly  the  population  was  counted  by 
rifles*),  or  for  the  ascent  of  the  Kuckikom  (p.  3l3)  to  the  E.

General  Bemarks.  The  Hunoabiak  Gbcww  Lands,  viz,  Hufi- 
gary  (including  TransylvaniaX  Fiume  and  its  territory,  Croatia  and 
Slavonia,  cover  an  area  of  110,428  sq.  M.,  with  a  population,  accord- 
ing to  the  census  of  1900,  of  19,255,000.  Of  these  inhabitants  less 
than  half  (8,740,000)  belong  to  the  Hungarian  or  Magyar  race,  the 


other  dwellers  in  Hungary  being  Roumanians  (2,800,000),  Germans 
(2,135,000),  Slovakians  (2,019,000),  Croats  (1,679,000),  Servians 
(1,052,000),  Jews  (851,000),  and  Gipsies.  The  Magyars  dwell  chiefly 


in  the  great  plains  on  hoth  sides  of  the  Danube  and  the  Theiss,  and 
in  the  ^Szeklerland*  in  Transylvania;  the  Germans  in  the  border- 
lands towards  Lower  Austria  and  Styria,  in  the  Zips,  and  in  the 
Transylvanian  'Sachsenland' ;  the  Slovakians  in  the  N.W.,  the 
Oroats  and  Servians  in  the  S.W.  and  S.,  and  the  Roumanians  in 
the  S.E.  districts.  German,  Roumanian,  and  Slavonic  settlements 
are  also  frequently  found  in  the  midst  of  Magyar  territory.  The  most 
singular  mingling  of  races  occurs  in  the  S.£.  regions  (the  former 
Banat),  where  Germans,  Servians,  Roumanians,  Magyars,  Slovak- 
ians, Bulgarians,  Bohemians,  and  Armenians  dwell  together.  The 
German  element  is  more  or  less  present  in  all  the  Hungarian  towns, 
but  is  now  becoming  rapidly  assimilated. 

The  N.  portion  of  the  country,  intersected  by  the  Carpathian 
Mts.,  and  the  former  Banat  possess  mineral  treasures  in  abundance, 
including  rock-salt  and  the  precious  metals,  as  well  as  an  inex- 
haustible supply  of  timber.     The  S.  slopes  of  the   Carpathians 
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p>rtl«ii)Briy  the  Hegyaija  near  Toks],  yield  targe  qQintltie*  of  ax- 
celleot  wine,  while  ttie  great  plain*  of  tbe  Danube  and  tbe  Thelu 
gtock  tbe  markets  of  Central  Europe  niCb  tbelr  lurpluB  [Hoduce. 

Plan  of  Tout.  Tbe  oidinarr  tourist  vill  probablT  limit  himself 
to  i>  yi»lt  to  Budapeal,  tho  descent  of  the  Danube  to  OreOTa,  aud 
perhaps  an  excursion  into  the  Tatra  Mts.  The  most  conrenient  vaf 
of  combining  these  is  as  foltowe:  by  steamboat  from  Bwiaptit  to 
Oriova  (ot  partly  by  tcaln,  to  Semlin-Beigradt,  or  by  TtmtivHr  to 
IMtidt  or  Orsova) ;  railway  by  Mchddia,  Temetvdr,  Arad  (or  Qroit- 
ieardeinj,  DebTecnin,  MiiioUt,  sod  Kaichaa  to  PoprSd  (excunions 
to  Sehmedu  and  the  Tatra);  then  either  by  railway  to  Oderbetg 
(or  from  Ztolna  through  the  Waagtal  to  iVtsiiury),  oi  by  EnWea, 
Alliohl,  and  Lodnet  back  to  Budapest.  The  train  may  also  be 
advantageously  taken  from  Budapeit  vii  Agratn  (railway  to  Bointa) 
to  ftunu,  where  the  Dalmatian  cteamer  may  1)e  Joined.

A  slight  acquaint- 
ance with  Magyar  is  desirable  for  a  tour  In  Hungary,  though  German 
is  generally  understood  at  the  larger  hotels  and  shops  and  by  almost 
eTery  educated  person.  The  Hungarian  names  will  often  puzzle  the 
stranger.

The  accent  indicates  the  length  of  the  vowel,  but  the  accent- 
uation of  the  word  is  generally  on  the  first  syllable. 

Honey  (comp.  p.  xi).  In  Hungary,  as  in  Austria ,  silver  and 
paper-money  are  in  common  circulation.  Gold  pieces  are  rarely 
met  with.  The  small  coins  are  the  same  as  in  Austria,  but  with 
a  Hungarian  legend  (ftoronas=  crown,  filUr= heUeij  forint  =  florin, 
krajezdr  ss  krenzer). 

Hotels.  Budapest,  Pressburg,  Debreczin,  Szegedin,  Temesvar, 
Kaschau,  and  the  other  large  towns,  as  well  as  the  larger  watering 
places  and  summer-resorts  of  Hungary  contain  good  hotels,  suited 
to  modem  requirements ;  and  even  in  the  country  the  Hungarian 
inns  are  generally  tolerable.  A  national  custom  that  prevails  at 
many  hotels  is  that  of  having  gipsy-music  every  evening,  often  pro- 
longed until  a  late  hour. 

Carriages  for  hire,  except  in  the  large  towns,  where  the  cabs 
have  a  fixed  tariff,  are  generally  owned  by  Jews.  In  case  of  over- 
charges, the  landlord  or  porter  may  be  consulted,  and  as  a  rule  a 
bargain  should  be  made  beforehand.

The  train  sts^rts  from  the  StaaU- 
Bahnhofy  passes  the  Arsenal  (p.  67)  on  the  left,  crosses  the  Danube 
Canal,  intersects  the  Prater,  and  then  crosses  the  Danubt  and  the 
old  bed  of  the  river  by  a  handsome  iron  bridge  (420  yds.  long,  or 
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with  the  'inundation  bridge'  860  yds.).  —  6^/2  M.  Stadlau  (Mail, 
Bestaurant),  junetidn  of  the  Vienna  and  Prague  line  (p.  265).  The 
train  turns  to  the  right  and  traverses  the  March f eld.  —  29  M. 
Karohegg  (488  ft* ;  RaiL  Beataurant) ,  junction  of  the  ^Nordbahn' 
from  Vienna  vial  Floridsdorf  and  Ganserndorf  (see  p.  321).  To  the 
right  is  the  imperial  chateau  of  Hof,  We  cross  the  March^  the 
boundary  between  Austria  and  Hungary.  32V2  ^*  DtvSny"  Ujfalu 
(625  ft),  at  the  N.  base  of  the  Thebener  Kogel  (p.  323).

In  the  town,  with  one  horse,  V«  ^^'  ^* 
eacU  additional  V^  hr.  40  ft. ;  with  two  horses,  Vs  hr.  1  jST.  20,  1  hr.  2  K.  20, 
each  additional  V2  hr.  80  ft.  —  Electric  Tramway  from  the  station  (Staats- 
bahnhof ;  PI.  B,  0, 1)  through  the  town  to  the  Danube  (20  ft.),  and  from  the 
Bfarktplatz  and  the  Kdnig  Ludwig-Platz  to  the  Keustadt. 

JVc8»6ur$F,  Hungar.  Po«fiOn2;,'wlth61,500  inhab.  (32,600  Q^ermans} 
formerly  the  capital  of  Hungary,  where  the  coronation  of  the  Icings 
of  thfe'Hapsburg  race  took  place,  is  beautifully  situated  on  the  spurs 
of  the  Little  Carpathians.  It  consists  of  the  inner  town,  or  Altttadt, 
the  Ferdinandsiadt  and  Neuitadt  on  the  N.,  the  Frana-Josef-Stadt 
on  the  Danube,  and  the  Theresienstadt  to  the  W. 

On  the  E.  side  of  the  Haupt-Platz  (PI.  B,  C,  3)  in  the  Altstadt  is 
the  Rathaus ,  begun  in  1288,  and  freq[uently  altered.  On  the  first 
floor  is  the  Municipal  Museum  (Sun.  and  Thurs.  9-12,  for  strangers 
on  other  days  also  on  application),  containing  Roman  and  mediaeval 
antbquities,  weapons  and  uniforms,  busts,  a  fountain  -  figure  by 
Tilgner,  etc.  The  wooden  ceilings  and  the  doors  of  the  three  rooms 
should  be  noticed.  The  Column  of  the  Virgin  ^  in  front  of  the 
contlguoiig  Jesuit  church,  was  erected  by  Leopold  I.  In  1672,  in 
honour  of  the  Immaculate  Conception.  —  In  the  Batthy&ny-Plat«, 
behind  the  Rathaus,  is  the  Primatial-Oehaude,  erected  in  1781.  — 
To  the  N.  Of  the  Rathaus  is  the  FrancUean  Churchy  founded  in  1272, 
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and  afterwards  altered  (the  tower  rebuilt  in  1897).    On  the  N.  side 
is  the  Gothic  Chapel  of  8t.  John^  with  a  double  crypt. 

In  ihe  Landhautf  erected  in  1783,  now  a  court  of  justice,  the 
Hungarian  diets  were  held  from  1802  to  1848.  Near  it  is  the  handsome 
Oraxsalkowich  Palacey  now  the  residence  o!  Archduke  Frederick. 

The  Gothic  Cathedral  ofSU  Martin  (PI.  B,  3),  formerly  the  coron- 
ation-chnrch,  begun  in  1204,  completed  in  1445,  was  restored  in 
1861-80.  The  tower  is  surmounted  by  a  pyramid  bearing  a  gilded 
Hungarian  royal  crown.  The  late-Gothic  Chapel  of  8t.  AnnOj  in 
the  N.  aisle,  dates  from  the  14th  century.  The  Chapel  of  8t.  EUt' 
mosinarius  was  built  and  decorated  by  Rafael  Dormer^  who  also 
executed  the  leaden  equestrian  statae  of  St.  Martin,  in  Hungarian 
costume,  outside  the  choir  (1734). 

At  the  E.  end  of  the  Kossuth-Platz  is  the  Theatre  (PI.  0,  3), 
built  in  1886  by  Fellner  and  Hellmer.  In  front  of  it  are  a  pretty 
fountain  with  a  figure  of  Ganymede  and  a  bust  of  the  composer 
Hummel^  who  was  bom  at  Pressburg  hi  1778,  both  by  Tiigner.  — 
To  the  S.  on  the  Danube,  on  the  coronation  -  hill ,  is  the  marble 
*  Monument  of  Maria  Theresa,  by  Fadrusz  (1897) :  the  empress  on 
horseback,  flanked  by  a  Hungarian  magnate  and  a  Kurutz ;  on  the 
pedestal,  the  inscription  'vitam  et  sanguinem'. 

The  Schlossgrund-Gasse  and  the  Schloss-Stiege  lead  W.  from  the 
cathedral  past  the  Synagogue  in  6  min.  to  the  SeMostberg  (PI.  A, 
B,  3).  A  massive  and  imposing  gateway  gives  access  to  the  plateau 
(272  ft.  above  the  Danube)  enclosed  by  a  wall,  with  the  extensive 
ruins  of  the  royal  palace,  which  was  burned  down  in  1811.  Superb 
view  from  the  terrace  and  the  W.  tower,  embracing,  to  the  N. ,  the 
vine-clad  slopes  of  the  Little  Carpathians,  with  the  city  at  our  feet ; 
to  the  S.,  beyond  the  Danube,  the  villages  of  Karlburg  and  Kittsee, 
the  ruin  of  Wolfstal,  etc..  and  to  the  W.,  Hainburg  and  Thebeu. 
The  iron  Kdnig-Franz-Jonf  Bridge  (PI.  0,  3),  built  in  1890 
and  traversed  also  by  the  railway  to  Steinamanger  (see  p.  390),  a 
favoujrlte  evening-promenade,  leads  to  the  Au'Park  on  the  right  bank 
of  the  Danube,  with  caf^  and  pleasant  grounds,  much  frequented  on 
summer  -  evenings  (gnats  troublesome).  Horse-races  take  place  an- 
nually in  spring  in  the  Engerau  (restaurant),  farther  to  the  S. 

Another  favourite  excursion  is  that  to  the  three  Batzenhausely  on 
the  verge  of  the  Oebirgs-Park  (PI.  A,  1),  about  IV2  M.  to  the  N.W. 
of  the  town  (restaurants,  best  in  the  third  BatzenhSusel). 

The  Enyiboms  afford  many  beautiful  excursions.  The  (1/2  hr.)  Calva- 
rienbergy  to  the  N.,  affords  a  fine  view;  descend  thence  to  the  Weidriit-Tal 
and  (1  lir.)  the  EitenbrHndl  a  sdmII  mineral  bath  (inn);  then  through 
beautiful  woods  to  the  (s/4  br.)  QefMenherg,  the  highesl  point  of  whieh, 
the  Szichenpi  Hill  (1440  ft.),  with  its  wooden  tower,  is  an  admirable  point 
of  yiew;  back  to  the  town  by  the  Oenugraben  in  I1/4  hr.  more.  Longer 
excursions  to  (12  M.)  Mariental,  with  an  old  abbey,  now  a  chateau  of 
Count  Schaffgotsch ,  and  to  (fjfi  hr.)  the  ruin  of  BeUlenstein,  and  back  by 
the  Kup/erhammer  and  the  ruin  of  WHssenstein  to  (9  HO  St.  Oeorgtn^  a 
station  on  the  Tyrnau  railway  (p.  802).  To  Thi^en  (p.  329)  by  steamboat; 
ascend  4o  the  ruin  and  to  the  (1  hr.)  top  of  the  ThthtMr  Kog«l  (1686  ft. ; 
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mftgniflcent  view);  thence  to  Haiitbwg  (p.  326),  pictureBquely  aituated  oa 
the  opposite  bank  of  the  Danu}}e,  or  to  the  latter  direct  from  Pressbnrg 
on  the  right  bank,  by   Wolftial  and  the  ruin  of  McLdchenhurg. 

From  Pressburg  to  ^einamanger  (p.  390),  88  H.,  railway  in  O^/s-T  hrs. ; 
to  Komom  (p.  828),  GlVi  M.,  railway  in  5  hrs.;  to  Tyrnau  and  Zioftia, 
see  B.  62. 

Beyond  Pressburg  the  line  skirts  for  a  short  time  the  vine -clad 
slopes  of  the  Little  Oarpathians  and  then  descends  into  the  plain. 
5i  M.  LansehAUi^  Hung.  Ctekliazy  with  a  chateau  and  park  of  Prince 
Esterhazy.  To  the  left,  in  the  distance,  is  the  chateau  of  Bibersburgj 
Hung.  Voroiko,  —  66V2  M.  Didszegt  with  a- large  sugar- factory.  — 
71  M.  Oal4nta  (Bail.  Bestaurant),  with  the  ancestral  chateau  of 
the  Esterhjizys  (junction  for  8»ered  and  Leopoldsladt  ^  p.  352). 
Beyond  (77^/2  M.)  Vdg-Sellye  the  line  crosses  the  Waag,  801/2  M. 
Tom6ez,  —  9OV2M.  TCi-Meg^fer^  a  village  with  the  ancestral  castle 
of  Count  Karolyi  (interesting  library). 

97  M.  Neahausel,  Hung.  ^aek'^Ujvdr  (^BaiL  Bestaurantf  pop. 

13,200),  on  the  Neutra,  was  a  fortress  until  1725. 

Fbom  Neohaosel  to  Peivigtr,  72  M.,  railway  in  6  hrs.  —  From  (6  M.) 
Nagy-Siirany^  with  a  sugar-factory,  a  branch-line  diverges  to  KU-Tapoletdny 
(28  M.  in  2  hrs.).  —  22i/2M.  Neutra,  Hung.  Nyitra  (Goldener  Mnch),  with 
15,000  inhab.,  seat  of  a  bishop,  with  an  old  cathedral,  lies  at  the  foot 
of  the  vine-clad  hills  of  Ifeutra.  —  27V8  M.  tzhigh  (branch-line  to  Leopold- 
stadt,  p.  352).  —  471/2  M.  Botadny  (branch-line  to  Trencsin,  p.  853).  —  54  M. 
Nagy-Bilict^  with  warm  sulphur-springs.  —  72  M.  Pritfigye,  with  a  hand- 
some ch&teau  of  Count  Pal£fy. 

IOOV2  ^-  Vdvard^  a  large  village  with  a  pretty  Gothic  church. 
—  105  M.  Perbete,  with  a  model-farm  of  the  chapter  of  Gran.  Fine 
scenery  as  we  near  the  Danube,  which  flows  from  Qran  to  Waitzea 
through  a  picturesque  valley  between  the  spurs  of  the  Mdlroy  on  the 
left,  and  the  Bakonyer  Wald,  on  the  right.  —  115V2  ^-  Kobolhit,  with 
extensive  vineyards.  —  124  M.  F^Tk&ny-N&na  (BaiLBestaurufU)  is 
also  the  station  for  (3  M.)  Oran  (p.  328;  carr.  and  pair  3  K.\ 

Fbom  PisKiNT-KANA  to  Balassa-Gtakkat,  GO  H.,  railway  in  4-5 V2  hrs. 
The  line  follows  the  valley  of  iheEip$l,  121/2  M.  Csaia  (junction  for  Oran- 
Bretnittt  68  M.;  see  p.  848).  33  M.  Joolysdg,  a  town  with  3900  inhab. 
(branch-line  to  Korpona,  25Vi  H.).  —  50  H.  BdUuia-Oyarmai  (p.  347). 

Beyond  Park&ny-Nana  we  cross  the  Qtan^  Hung.  Oaraniy  and  then 
skirt  the  Danube.  I28Y2  M.  Oaram- Kovesd.  —  129  M.  Esttergom 
is  the  station  for  (7ran  (express  trains  do  not  stop  here;  steam- 
launch  meets  each  train,  60  h.\  —  Before  (133  M.)  8%ob  the  Eipel^ 
Hung.  Ipoly ,  is  crossed.  Opposite  (I4OV2  M.)  Nagy  -  Mates  the 
ruin  of  VUegrdd  (p.  329)  comes  prominently  into  view. 

152  M.  WaitEen,  Hung.  Vdez  (^Hdt.  Curie;  pop.  16,600),  an 
episcopal  see,  with  a  cathedral  erected  in  1761-77.  The  episcopal 
palace  and  garden  contain  Roman  and  medieval  relics.  In  the  upper 
town  is  a  triumphal  arch  commemorating  the  entry  of  Maria  Theresa. 
On  the  Danube  rises  a  large  prison,  with  a  Gothic  church. 

The  line  traverses  a  flat  and  fertile  tract.  169  M.  Qbd^  with  the 
adjacent  villages,  belongs  to  Oount  K&rolyi ;  163  M.  Dunakest^Alag- 
oppoBite,  on  the  hills  to  the  right^. /Scent  Endre.  —  168  M.  Palota 
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Ujpesty  with  a  gbady  park  and  a  restaurant,  frequently  visited  from 
Budapest. 

To  the  N.E.,  3  M.,  lie«  F6ih,  an  eaUte  of  Count  Karolyi,  with  a  large 
park  and  a  fine  Romanesque  church  built  by  Ybl  in  1845-66. 

Passing  Neu-Pest  (p.  329)  on  the  right,  and  the  Siadtwdldchen 
(p.  341)  on  the  left,  we  enter  the  West  Station  of  (173  M.)  Buda- 
pest (p.  330). 

57.  FromVienna  to  Budapest  vid  Brack  and  Nen-Szdny. 

163  M.  Railway  in  5-9  hrs.  \  fares  26  K.  60,  16  K.  40, 10  JT.  60  h.  (express 
32  K.  10,  20  jr.  80  A.). 

The  train  starts  from  the  Staats-Bahnhof  (p.  1).  To  the  left, 
the  Arsenal;  to  the  right,  the  Laaerberg.  Beyond  (2  M.)  Simmering 
the  Central  Cemetery  lies  on  the  left.  5  M.  Sehweehat-Klederling, 
with  Dreher's  extensive  brewery ;  to  the  right,  the  Schneeberg  in 
the  distance.  6  M.  Lanzendorf-Pellendorf,  The  train  crosses  the 
Schwechat.  I272  M.  Orammat-Neusiedl^  junction  for  Pottendorf, 
Ebenfurt,  and  (22  M.)  Wiener- Neustadt  (p.  174).  To  the  left,  on 
the  Fischc^  lies  Ebergassing^  with  a  chateau  and  park  of  Count 
Schloising.  17  M.  Qotzendorf;  to  the  right,  the  Leitka  Mts,  The 
line  approaches  the  Leitha. 

26  M.  Bruok  an  der  Leitha  (^Oriiner  Baum;  Rail,  Restaurant; 
pop.  5100),  Hung.  Brack  Kirdlyhida,  with  a  fine  chateau  and  park  of 
Count  Harrach,  has  two  railway-stations  (Austrian  and  Hungarian). 
Near  it  is  the  interesting  Camp  of  Bruck,  The  Leitha  is  here  the 
boundary  between  Austria  and  Hungary,  dividing  the  empire  into 
Clsleithania  and  Transleithania.  A  branch-railway  runs  hence  to 
Hainburg  (p.  328),  I21/2  M.  to  the  N. 

In  the  distance  to  the  right,  near  (30  M.)  Pamdorfy  Hung.  Pdn- 
doff,  is  the  NeusiedUr  See  (p.  390).  Branch-lines  lead  hence  to 
the  N.  to  (18  M.)  Presshurg  (p.  322);  and  to  the  S.  yii  (21i/2  M.) 
Eisenstadt  (p.  326)  and  (26  M.)  Vulka-Porddny  to  (361/2  M.)  Oeden- 
hurg  (p.  3o9).  —  46  M.  Straps -Somerein^  Hung.  Hegyeshalom 
(Buffet) ;  521/2  M.  Wieselburg ,  Hung.  Moson ,  on  an  arm  of  the 
Danube  beyond  which  lies  the  Kleine  Schutt  (p.  328).  At  the  con- 
fluence of  the  Leitha  and  the  Danube,  3/^  M.  to  the  N.,  lies  Un- 
garisch-Altenburg^  Hung.  Magyar-Ovdr^  with  an  agricultural  school 
and  a  small  museum  of  antiquities  (in  the  Comitats  -  Haus).  — 
621/2  M.  LibSny-Szent-Miklds,  with  an  interesting  Romanesque 
church  of  the  13th  century. 

741/2  M.  Baab,  Hung.  Qyor  (Rail.  Restaurant;  Wdsses  Schi/f; 
Weisses  Lamm;  pop.  28,000),  the  Roman  Arabona^  a  busy  town 
at  the  influx  of  the  Radb  into  the  Kleine  Donati,  was  once  strongly 
fortified.  The  Cathedral,  of  the  i2th  cent.,  was  rebuilt  in  1639-54. 
In  the  Bishop's  PaUice  is  the  D6czi  Chapel,  dating  from  the  i5th 
century.   On  an  island  in  the  Raab  are  pleasant  Promenades,  with  a 
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bronze  statue  of  tlie  poet  Eisfaludy,  by  Mitral,  and  the  Theatre,  — 

Steamboat  to  OonyOt  see  p.  328. 

On  a  spur  of  the  Bakonyer  Wald,  12  H.  to  the  8.E.  of  Baab  (railway  in 
I-I74  hr.,  see  below),  lies  the  celebrated  abbey  of  8t.  Kartuubei^,  Hung. 
Pannonhalma^  one  of  the  oldest  and  wealthiest  in  Hungary,  founded  in  the 
10th  cent,  by  Gesea.  father  of  St.  Stephen.  The  Churchy  in  the  transition  style 
of  the  12th  and  13th  cent.,  has  a  more  recent  crypt  under  the  choir.  The 
principal  entrance  was  erected  in  its  present  form  by  King  Matthew  in  1481. 
The  throne  of  St.  Stephen,  in  red  marble,  is  said  to  have  been  used  by 
the  saint  when  hearing  mass.  In  the  Library  (100,000  books;  raluable  doc- 
uments of  the  11th  cent.,  etc.)  is  preserved  the  cloak  of  St.  Stephen  {d.  1028), 
made  of  a  material  resembling  crape,  with  drawings.  The  tower  com- 
mands an  extensive  view. 

Fbom  Baab  to  Oedenbubo  and  Ebenfubt,  74  M.,  railway  in  8V2-4V4  hrs. 
We  cross  the  Racib  by  an  iron  bridge  and  traverse  the  plain  which  ends, 
to  the  K.,  in  the  Hansdg  (p.  890).  20  M.  Csortta  (Rail.  Restaurant),  a  large 
village,  with  a  Premonstratensian  abbey.  80  M.  Kapuvdr-Oartha.  We 
cross  the  Raab,  traverse  vast  moors,  and  pass  Vitnvid.  87  H.  Eszt^rhdza^ 
with  a  fine  chateau  of  Prince  Esterhdzy  in  the  French  Renaissance  style, 
and  a  large  park  containing  the  theatre  in  which  most  of  the  compositions 
of  Haydn ,  who  was  conductor  of  Prince  Esterh^zy^s  orchestra  from  1760 
till  1790,  were  performed  for  the  first  time.  The  train  rounds  the  S.  end 
of  the  Keusiedler  See  (p.  390).  52  H.  Oedmburfft  see  p.  889.  Several  small 
stations.  68Vi  M.  MmUndorf.  About  8V2  H.  to  the  £.  (cab  41/2  K.)  is 
Eisenstadt,  Hung.  Kit-Marton  (Adler)^  a  pilgrim-resort  at  the  foot  of  the 
Leitha  Mts.,  with  a  large  chateau  of  Prince  Esterhizy,  erected  in  1683, 
enlarged  in  1805,  and  fitted  up  with  regal  magnificence.  The  beautiful 
gardens  on  the  slopes  of  the  hill,  the  hot-houses  of  which  contain  upwards 
of  70,000  species  of  plants,  comimand  a  view  of  the  Keusiedler  See.  The 
Leopoldinen-Tempel  contains  a  statue  of  Princess  Liechtenstein,  n^e 
Esterhdzy,  by  Canova.  Joseph  Haydn  (d.  1809;  see  above)  is  buried  in 
the  pilgrimage-church  of  Maria-Einsiedel  near  Eisenstadt.  Railway  to 
Parndorf,  see  p.  825.  —  74  M.  Ebenfurl  (p.  326). 

Fbok  Raab  to  Uj-Dombovab,  I26V2  M.,  railway  in  9  hrs.  —  From 
(1372  M.)  Pannonhalma^  the  abbey  of  St.  Martinsberg  (see  above)  may  be 
reached  in  25  minutes.  —  49  M.  Jutdt  and  (541/2  H.)  Hajmdtkir.  both  also 
stations  on  the  railway  from  Stuhlweissenburg  to  Kis  Ozell  (p.  891).  —  74  M. 
Uptiny  (p.  394);  102  M.  Tamd$i-Mikld»vdr ;  125V2  H.  UJ-Dombovdr  (p.  895). 

98M.  Komom-Neu-Ssony  (Bail,  Restaurant)  ^  connected  with 

Komom  (p.  328;  omn.  60  fc.,  cab  1  K.  20  fc.)  by  an  iron  bridge, 

470  yds.  long,  across  the  main  arm  of  the  Danube. 

To  Stuhlweissenbubg,  51  M.,  railway  in  21/2  hrs.  The  line  runs  to  the 
S.  and  traverses  a  wooded  region.  —  22  M.  Kisb^r^  with  a  large  stud-farm. 
Then  Modr^Bodaiky  and ifoAa (with  mineral  springs).  Stuhlweiaenburgyif.^^, 

The  train  qnits  the  Danube  and  nears  the  hills.  IOOV2  ^»  '^''" 
8zony(6'8zony ;  p.  328).  -—  From  (106  M.)  Almda-Fuzitd  a  branch- 
line  runs  via  (21  M.)  Tokod^  with  coal-mines,  to  (26  M.)  Qran 
(p.  328).  —  109 Y2  M.  Tata-T6v4ros,  or  Totis  {H6t,  Eszterhazy;  pop. 
11,200),  on  the  Nagy  T6y  a  lake  28/4  M.  long,  with  an  old  chateau 
of  Prince  Esterhazy.  Warm  springs  in  the  prince's  park.  Pleasant 
environs,  with  stalactite  caverns,  marble-quarries,  and  clay-pits.  — 
II6V2  M.  BdnUda,  Branch-line  vi&  (23  M.)  Kisbir  (see  above)  and 
(36  M.)  Vars&ny  to  (58  M.)  P&pa  (p.  391).  —  I2OV2  M.  FeUb-Oalla, 
with  coal-mines.  132  M.  Bicske;  branch -line  to  (31 V2  M.)  Stuhl- 
weissenburg (p.  393).  —  162  M.  BudaorSy  in  a  fertile  fruit  and  wine 
growing  district.  —  Beyond  (166  M.)  Budapest-KeUnfold  (p.  396), 
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the  train  crosses  the  Danube  by  an  iron  bridge ,  430  yds.  long 
(p.  343),  to  (1591/2  M.)  Budapest-Franzatadt  (wbere  express  trains 
do  not  stop)  and  the  East  Station  at  (163  M.)  Budapest  (p.  330). 


58.  The  Danube  from  Vienna  to  Budapest. 

Stbauboat  to  Budapest  in  12-15  hrs.  —  In  the  reverse  direction  the 
BAII.WAT  (RB.  56,  57),  5-9  brs.,  is  preferable,  as  the  steamerfl  take  22  hrs. 
to  ascend  the  stream.  Return-ticket,  valid  for  14  days ,  28  K.  (steamboat 
Ist  cl.,  railway  2nd  cl.). 

A  small  steamboat,  starting  at  7  a.  m.  from  the  steamboat -office  by 
the  Franzens-Briicke,  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Danube  Canal  (p.  6),  conveys 
passengers  to  the  larger  vessel,  which  starts  from  the  Prater-Quai  below 
the  Kronprinz-Badolf-Briicke  (PL  G,  H,  2),  also  at  7  a.m.,  and  awaits  their 
arrival  at  the  Pratereck,  in  the  main  arm  of  the  river.  Passengers  may 
go  on  board  the  night  before;  berth  l^/z  K.  Fare  to  Budapest  11  it.  or 
6  JT.  90  A.  —  Bestaurant  on  board-,  toble-d'hdte  at  12.15  p.m.,  2  K.  40  h. 

A  LooAi.  Stbakboat  plying  between  Vienna  and  Pressburg  usually 
leaves  Vienna  at  5  p.m.  and  Pressburg  at  6  a.m.  daily  (down  stream  in 
3  hrs.),  fare  3  JT.  or  2  JST.  20  h. 

The  right  and  left  banks  are  denoted  by  r.  and  1.  respectively.  The 
names  of  the  steamboat-stations  are  printed  in  bold  type.  The  usual  hours 
of  arrival  are  given,  provided  the  steamer  starts  at  7  a.m. 

ScBXiBBT.  The  finest  is  between  Deutsch  -  Altenburg  and  Pressburg, 
between  Nesmiihl  and  Waitzen,  and  in  nearing  Budapest.  The  least  at- 
tractive part  of  the  route  is  from  below  Pressburg  to  below  Komorn. 

Vienna,  see  p.  1.  The  small  steamer  passes  under  the  Franzens- 
Briicke^  the  bridge  of  the  Verbindungsbahn  or  loop-line,  the  Sofien- 
Briicke,  the  Kaiser  ^  Josefs -Briicke,  and  lastly  the  bridge  of  the 
Siaatsbahn  (p.  265).  On  the  left  lies  the  Prater,  on  the  right  rises 
the  Weissgdrberkirehe  (p.  66),  in  the  district  of  Laruistrasse.  Farther 
on  is  the  suburb  of  Erdberg,  with  its  market-gardens.  At  the  Prater- 
eek,  where  the  Danube  Canal  joins  the  main  branch  of  the  river,  we 
embark  in  the  large  steamer. 

(7.30  a.m.)  L.  The  Lobau,  the  longest  (4^2 M.  long,  3M.  broad) 
of  the  wooded  islands  which  conceal  the  left  bank.  On  that  bank,  a 
little  inland,  lie  the  villages  of  Aspem,  Essling,  and  Wagram ,  well 
known  by  Napoleon's  battles  against  Archduke  Charles  in  1809. 

(8.10  a.m.)  R.  Fiscliamend;  1.  Schonau. 

R.  ElUnd,  close  to  the  river,  and  Haslau.  —  (8.25  a.m.)  L.  Orth 
(the  village  lies  a  little  inland).   Then,  r.  Regelsbrunn. 

R.  Petronell.  The  handsome  chateau  belongs  to  Count  Traun. 

(9  a.m.)  R.  Deatsch- Altenburg,  with  a  castle  and  sulphur-baths. 
On  a  hill  rises  the  elegant  church  of  St.  John,  erected  as  a  Roman- 
esque basilica  in  1213,  and  afterwards  embellished  with  an  early- 
Gothic  choir  (14th  cent.)  and  late-Gothic  vaulting.  The  churchyard 
contains  a  round  Romanesque  mortuary  chapel  ('Karner'),  with  an 
elaborate  portal,  restored  in  1822.  Adjacent  is  a  mound,  62  ft.  high, 
called  the  Huteiberg  (^hat-hiir),  which  is  said  to  have  been  heaped 
up  by  the  people  in  hatfuls  to  commemorate  the  expulsion  of  the 
bated  Turks. 
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In  the  vicinity  are  remains  of  Ceirmmtum^  an  important  permanent 
camp  established  or  rebuilt  by  the  Romans  in  73  A.  D.  to  protect  their 
frontier  on  the  central  Danube.  An  amphitheatre  and  various  walls  and 
buildings  have  been  laid  bare.  The  smaller  antiquities  found  here  are 
preserved  in  the  museum  of  Deutsch-Altenburg. 

(9.16)  R.  Hainbnrg  (Konig  von  Ungam;  pop.  6200),  very 
picturesquely  situated,  with  its  old  walls  and  towers.  The  Schloss- 
berg  is  crowned  with  a  large  ruin ;  on  the  N.  slope  is  the  handsome 
Pioneer  Cadet  School.  The  Imperial  Tobacco  Manufactory  here  em- 
ploys 2000  hands.  The  Rathaus  contains  a  Roman  votive  altar.  On 
the  Wiener -Tor  is  a  stone  figure  of  King  Etzel(?),  who  according 
to  the  Nibelungen-Lied  once  spent  a  night  here.  A  rock  rising  abruptly 
from  the  river,  below  Hainburg,  is  crowned  with  the  ruined  castle  of 
Rottenstein.  Branch-line  to  Bruck,  see  p.  325.  —  Hainhurg  and  — 

(9.30)  L.  Theben,  Hungarian  Deviny,  form  the  gateway  to 
Hungary.  The  March(oT  Moravd)^  the  boundary  between  Austria  and 
Hungary,  falls  into  the  Danube  at  the  foot  of  the  lofty  old  castle  of 
Theben^  a  considerable  ruin,  blown  up  by  the  French  in  1809. 

(9.66)  L.  Fressburg,  see  p.  322.  To  the  left  rises  the  castle- 
hill;  on  the  Danube  is  the  monument  to  Maria  Theresa. 

The  steamboat  passes  below  the  Frawi- Josef  Bridge  (p.  323).  The 
banks  of  the  Danube  again  become  flat.  The  scenery  is  uninterest- 
ing, occasionally  diversified  by  groups  of  mills  in  the  water.  The 
river  is  divided  into  several  arms,  which  form  two  large  islands,  on 
the  left  the  Qrosaey  and  on  the  right  the  Kleine  Schutt;  the  former 
is  56  M.  long,  31  M.  broad,  and  contains  about  a  hundred  villages. 

(10.55)  L.  Kortvilyes  and  (11.55)  Bdds. 

(1.5  p.m.)  R.  Oonyd,  below  the  influx  of  the  Raab.  About 
91/2  M.  to  the  S.W.  (local  steamer  in  IV2  hr.),  lies  Raab  (p.  325). 

R.  Acs^  at  a  distance  from  the  river ;  on  the  hill  the  Benedictine 
abbey  of  8t,  Martinsberg  (p.  326). 

R.  NeU'Szony^  or  Vj-Stonyj  a  station  of  the  Vienna  and  Buda- 
pest railway  (p.  326),  connected  with  Komom  by  an  iron  bridge. 

(2.10  p.m.)  L.  Komom  (^Konig  von  Ungam;  Cent/ral  H6tel;  pop. 
17,000),  Hung.  Komdrom^  an  ancient  town  at  the  E.  extremity  of 
the  Grosse  Schutt  and  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Waag^  which  here 
falls  into  the  Danube,  with  strong  fortifications,  originally  con- 
structed under  King  Matthew  Goryinus,  and  extended  since  1805. 
During  the  last  Hungarian  war  in  1849  the  place  was  successfully 
defended  by  the  Hungarians  under  Klapka,  who  is  commemorated 
by  a  monument  from  Rdna's  designs  (1896).  —  To  Pressburgj  see 
p.  324. 

R.  Alt-Szonyy  the  BrigetU)  of  the  Romans. 

(2. 65)  L.  Bady&ny;  opposite  (r.)  Almda,  with  a  warm  mineral 
spring  and  marble-quarries.  Nesmiihly  Hung.  NessmSly,  is  noted  for 
its  wine.    The  river  is  of  imposing  width. 

(3.20)  R.  Fisske  also  possesses  quarries  of  marble. 

(4.10)  R.  Gran  (Badhdtel;  Konig  von  Ungam) ^  Hung.  Esstergom^ 
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Lftt.  Strigonium,  a  town  with  17,000  inhab.  near  the  confluence  of 
the  Oran  and  the  Danube,  is  the  residence  of  the  Primate  of  Hungary. 
The  huge  dome  of  the  Caihedralj  resembling  that  of  St.  Peter^s  at 
Rome,  rises  very  picturesquely  on  a  hUl  215  ft.  above  the  Danube. 
This  imposing  edifice,  in  the  Italian  Renaissance  style,  was  begun 
In  1820,  under  Cardinal  Rudnay,  consecrated  by  Cardinal  Szitowsky 
in  1856,  and  completed  by  Cardinal  Simor.  The  nave  is  350  ft. 
long,  the  transept  160  ft.  long  and  62  ft.  high;  the  dome  is  260  ft. 
high  and  52  ft  in  diameter. 

The  three  large  altar-pieces  are  by  OHgoletti.  On  the  high-altar,  an 
Assumption  (enlai^ed  copy  after  Titian).  Another  altar-piece  represents 
the  baptism  of  St.  Stephen,  the  first  Christian  king  of  Hungary,  who  founded 
the  archbishopric  of  Gran  in  1000.  The  Stefans-Gapelle  contains  a  marble 
statue  of  the  same  saint  by  Ferenezy.  On  the  wall  to  the  right  is  a  marble 
statae  of  Card.  Pisminy,  by  Delia  Vedova;  to  the  left,  another  of  Card. 
Simor,  by  Street.  The  first  chapel  to  the  right  of  the  entrance  contains 
the  sumptuous  marble  monument  of  Archduke  Karl  Ambrosius,  Arch- 
bishop of  Gran  and  Primate  of  Hungary  (d.  1809).  The  Bak6cz  Chapel, 
on  the -left,  erected  in  another  part  of  the  town  in  1607,  was  transferred 
hither  in  1824.  By  the  entrance  to  the  crypt  are  statues  of  the  Resurrection 
and  Immortality  by  Behrott.  The  treasury  (for  admission  apply  on  the 
previous  day  to  the  guardian  of  the  cathedral)  contains  a  *Mount  Calvary, 
once  the  domestic  altar  of  King  Matthew  Corrinas,  a  Florentine  work 
preserved  here  since  1494,  ecdesiastical  vestments,  etc. 

On  the  W.  side  of  the  hill  stands  the  Church  ofSt.  Ignatius,  with 
two  pointed  towers,  adjoining  which  is  the  imposing  Palace  of  the 
Primate,  built  in  1882  and  containing  a  museum  of  antiquities, 
paintings,  engravings,  etc.  Near  it  is  the  Archiepiscopal  Library 
(100,000  Tols. ;  many  incunabula  and  old  manuscripts),  shown  on 
application  to  the  keeper. 

From  Gban  to  Budapest,  36  M.,  railway  in  2V4  hrs.  —  Beyond  (38  H.) 
0-Buda  (p.  830)  on  the  left  is  the  Amphitheatre,  on  the  right  the  remains 
of  Aquincum  (p.  345).  The  Danube  is  crossed.  —  36  M.  Budapest^  West 
SUtion  (p.  830).  —  Branch  from  Gran  to  Almat-FUzitd^  see  p.  326. 

L.  Pdrkdny  is  connected  with  Gran  by  an  iron  bridge  1664  ft. 
long.    Beyond  this  the  railway  (p.  824)  follows  the  left  bank. 

The  valley  contracts,  and  is  flanked  with  picturesque  porphyry 
and  limestone  rocks. 

(5.5)  L.  OrosB-Haros,  Hung.  Nagy-Maros  (railway,  see  p.  324). 
—  Opposite  (r.),  on  an  abrupt  rock,  lies  Visegrdd  (Slav.  *high 
fortress^) ,  a  castle  inhabited  by  kings  of  Hungary  as  early  as  the 
11th  cent.,  and  greatly  embellished  by  Matthew  Corvinus,  who  con- 
verted the  barren  rock  into  pleasant  gardens.  It  was  destroyed  by 
the  Turks,  and  the  fortifications  were  finally  dismantled  by  Emp. 
Leopold.  The  old  wall  of  the  fortress  extends  down  to  the  Danube, 
on  which  rises  the  lofty  SalomonS'Turm,  Yisegr&d  is  much  fre- 
qnented  from  Budapest  as  a  summei^resort 

The  hills  recede.  The  Danube,  turning  S.,  now  divides,  forming 
the  Andreas^Insel,  18  M.  long. 

(6.45)  L.  WaitMn  (p.  324). 

L.  Neu'Pest  (UJ-Pest),  in  front  of  which  extends  the  long  quay

Regia).    Next  to  Vienna  it  is  now  the  most  important  place  in  the 

Austria-Hungarian  Monarchy,  especially  on  account  of  its  ex,ten8ive 

grain-trade.  It  is  finely  situated  on  both  banks  of  the  Danube,  here 

300-660  yds.  broad;    on  the  low  left  bank  lie  the  more  important 

quarters  (Pest),  with  many  handsome  buildings,  on  the  higher  right 

bank  is  Ofen,  with  the  royal  palace.   Pop.  732,000  (170,000  Jews; 

garrison  15,800).    About  578,000  speak  Magyar;  104,000  German; 

and  the  remainder  other  languages.   Budapest  is  divided  into  ten 

municipal  districts :    on  the  right  bank  I.  Festung  (Vilr),  Tab&n, 

and  Christinenstadt  (Krisztinaviros) ;   II.  Wasserstadt  (Vizivaros] 

III.  Alt-Ofen  ((i-Buda) ;  on  the  left  bank  IV.  Inner  City  (Belvarosl 

V.  Leopoldstadt  (Lipdtvaros);.    VI.   Theresienstadt  (Tertfzvdrosj 

VII.  Elisabethstadt  (Erzs^etvfiros);  VIII.  Josefstadt  (Jozsefv&ros^ 

IX.  Franzensstadt  (Ferenczvaros) ;  X.  Steinbruch  (Kobanyay^ros). 
Ofen  was  once  a  Roman  colony  {Aquineum,  p.  346),  the  capital  of  Lower 
Pannonia,  and  headquarters  of  the  only  Roman  legion  (Prima  Adjutrix) 
in  that  province.^  Pest,  until  its  destruction  by  the  Mongols  in  1241,  was 
a  flourishing  German  settlement.    King  Bela  IV.  erected  the  royal  palace 
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»t  Ofen  in  1247,  whicli  from  1861  down  to  the  first  coiiquest  of  Pett  by 
the  Turks  after  the  Battle  of  Hohacs  in  1526  was  the  residence  of  Uie  kings 
.of  Hungary.  Sultan  Soliman  captured  Ofen  in  1641,  garrisoned  it  with 
12XXX)  janizaries,  and  made  it  the  seat  of  a  vizier.  It  remained  for  nearly 
150 years  in. the  hands  of  the  Turks,  who  were  at  length  expelled  by  tho 
allied  Germans  under  Charles  of  Lorraine  and  Lewis  of  Baden  in  1686.  In 
.1777  Maria  Theresa  transferred  the  university  of  Tymau  to  Ofen,  and  in 
1784  Joseph  II.  established  it  at  Pest.  After  the  ^Compromise'  of  1867, 
Pest  rapidly  developed,  while  Ofen  lost  ground.  After  the  union  of  the 
towns  (p,  833)  Budapest  became  a  royal  residence  in  1802. 

a.  Quarters  on  the  left  bank  (Pett). 

The  finest  part  of  the  town  on  the  left  bank  adjoins  the  Danube, 
on  which  extends  a  succession  of  handsome  buildings,  2^2  ^-  iu 
length.  The  inner  town  is  surrounded  by  the  Innere  BingStrasse, 
viz.  the  Zollamts-Rlng,  Museums-Ring,  and  Earls-Ring  (Vamhaz, 
Muzeum,  and  Karoly  Eorut),  and  connected  towards  the  N.  by  the 
Waitzner  -  Ring  (Vaczi  Korfit)  with  the  Orosse  Ring'Strasse,  which 
describes  a  semicircle  from  the  Margareten-Briicke  (PI.  D,  2)  to  the 
Bor5ros-Platz  (PI.  G,  7),  and  is  known  in  its  successive  sections  as 
the  Leopold -Ring,  Theresien-Ring,  ElisabethRlng,  Joseph -Ring, 
and  Franz-Ring  (Lipot,  Ter^z,  Erzs^et,  J6zsef,  and  Ferencz  Eortit). 
A  third  Ringstrasse  (Hnngaria  Eorut)  is  under  construction. 

In  the  Fbanz-Josbph-Platz  (Ferencz  Jozaef-Tir)^  opposite  the 
(Sft/«pcnwonJ5fM?^c(Lancz-Hid;  Pl.D,  4),  rises  the  *Academy,  a  taste- 
ful Renaissance  edifice  by  -SftuIcr(1862-64).  The  aim  of  the  institu- 
tion, founded  in  1825  by  Count  Stefan  Szechenyi  and  numbering 
300  members,  is  to  encourage  the  study  of  the  Hungarian  language 
and  of  science.  The  elegant  vestibule  is  borne  by  marble  columns  of 
different  colours.  On  the  groundfloor,  to  the  left,  Is  the  Library, 
with  140,000  vols,  (adm.,  see  p.  332).  The  room  In  which  the 
Academy  meets  Is  adorned  with  Hungarian  landscapes  by  Ligeii, 
The  lofty  Reception  Room,  used  on  great  public  occasions,  has  a 
gallery  borne  by  24  columns  of  red  marble,  and  a  vaulted  ceiling 
resting  on  Caryatides.  The  mural  paintings,  by  LotZj  represent 
scenes  from  Hungarian  history.  —  The  second  floor  contains  the 
Botanic  Collection  of  the  National  Museum  (p.  337),  the  third  floor 
the  Historic  Picture  Gallery.  —  The  National  Gallery,  formerly 
here,  has  been  transferred  to  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  (p.  340). 

The  Qoethe  Room  on  the  groundfloor  contains  portraits,  books,  MSB., 
and  other  objects  connected  with  the  poet  (adm.  Mon.,  Wed.,  A  Frid., 
10-12,  free;  at  other  times  1  K.), 

In  front  of  the  Academy  are  a  bronze  Statue  of  Count  Stefan 
Szechenyi  (d.  1860),  by  Engel,  and  busts  of  the  Hungarian  scholars 
Starvas  and  Satamon^  by  Jankovits.  On  the  E.  side  of  the  Franz- 
Joseph-Platz  are  the  Police  Office,  the  Prince  of  Coburg'f  Palace, 
and  the  Dianabad  (p.  332).  On  the  S.  side  is  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, with  an  Ionic  portico,  in  front  of  which  is  a  seated  bronze 
statue  of  Franz  Dedk  (d.  1876),  the  statesman,  by  Husz&r.   In  the 
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B$iY58-PUtz,  to  the  S.,  is  a  Statue  of  Joseph  von  Eotvos  (d.  1871), 
the  author  and  statesman,  by  Huszir. 

The  ♦Fbanz-Josbph-Quai  (Ferenet  Jdtsef  Rakpart ;  PI.  D,  E, 
5, 6),  leading  to  the  S.  from  the  Franz- Joseph-Platz,  skirts  the  Danube 
to  the  Custom  House.  This  superb  street  (1  M.  in  length),  to  which 
carriages  are  not  admitted,  contains  the  most  fashionable  caftfs, 
and  is  the  faYourite  promenade  in  Pest.  On  fine  summer-eTenings 
it  is  thronged  with  a  gay  crowd  (chair  6  ft.).  This  quay  leads  past 
the  old  Exchange  (TGzsde ;  hall  with  frescoes  by  Lotz ;  new  Exchange, 
see  p.  338)  to  the  Redouten-Park  (caftf,  see  p.  331),  on  the  E.  side 
of  which  rise  the  large  Bedonte  Buildings  (Vtpacl(^;  PI.  D,  6;  adm. 
on  week-days  9-12  and  1-5,  Sun.  9-12,  40  ft.),  erected  in  1862-65 
by  Fessl  in  the  Romanesque-Moorish  style,  containing  ball,  con- 
cert, and  other  rooms,  luxuriously  fitted  up.  The  staircase  is  adorned 
with  frescoes  from  Hungarian  legends  by  Than  and  Lotz,  The 
refreshment-room  is  embellished  with  two  large  mural  paintings : 
Wagner,  Tournament  of  King  Matthew ;   Than,  Banquet  of  Attiia. 

Farther  along  the  quay  are  the  H6tels  Hungarla  and  Bristol 
(p.  330)  and  the  steamboat  landing-place  (for  Vienna  and  Orsova). 
The  street  then  skirts  the  shady  P«t6/!-P«a ««  (Petofl-Ttfr;  PI.  D, 
E,  5),  in  which  rises  a  bronze  statue  of  the  Hungarian  poet  Alexan- 
der  Petofi  (1822-49),  by  Izs6  and  Huszar.  On  the  farther  side 
of  the  Platz  is  the  Greek  Churchy  with  its  two  towers.  A  few 
paces  farther  on,  in  the  Schwur-Platz  (Esku-Tir),  where  Francis 
Joseph  took  the  oath  as  king  in  1867  (Schwur  =  oath),  is  the  Stadt- 
FfarrkiTche  (PI.  E,  5),  or  Parish  Church,  the  oldest  in  Pest,  built  in 
the  Gothic  style  in  1500,  with  a  rococo  facade  added  in  1726.  The 
interior  was  restored  in  1890.  (For  the  Eska-Ttfr  Bridge  to  the  right 
bank  of  the  Danube,  see  p.  342).  Farther  S.E.,  Vdczi-Utcza  62, 
is  the  Hew  Bathans  (Pi-  3-,  E,  6),  built  by  StHndl  in  the  early 
Renaissance  style  (1869-76),  with  a  handsome  staircase  and  a  large 
hall  inlaid  with  marble  (allegorical  frescoes  by  Lotz). 

At  the  S.  extremity  of  the  Franz  -  Joseph  -  Quai  are  the  large 
Oustcm  House  (¥6yimhiz ;  PI.  E,  F,  6),  built  in  1870-74  in  the 
Renaissance  style  by  Ybl,  and  the  Central  Market  (opened  in  1897). 
From  the  custom-house  the  Franz- Joac/'Brid5F<(FerenczJ6zsef-Hfd) 
crosses  the  Danube  to  the  right  bank  (see  p.  342).  About  V2  M. 
lower  down  is  a  huge  Elevator  (PI.  F,  7),  or  corn-magazine.  —  To 
the  N.E.  of  this  point,  in  the  Bakfit8-T^r(Pl.  F,  G,  7),  is  the  Franz- 
stadt  Churchy  a  Romanesque  edifice  erected  by  Ybl  in  1867-74, 
with  frescoes  by  Than  and  Lotz.  —  Outside  the  town,  in  the  con- 
tinuation of  the  SoToksari - Utcza  (tramway,  see  p.  331),  stands 
the  vhst  Slaughter  House  (Koz-Vdgohid;  PI.  H,  9;  adm.  In  the  fore- 
noon, on  application),  erected  by  Hennicke  in  1870-72,  with  two 
colossal  groups  of  bulls  at  the  entrance  by  R.  Begas. 

The  Innbkb  Ring-Stbassb  (PL  E,  F,  6-2}  p.  333)  begins  at  the 
Oufltom  House.    The  ZoUamts-Blng  (Vamb&z-Edrtlit)  leads  to  the 
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Oalvin-Platz  (OoZvin-T^f;  Pl.F,  6),  with  the  Danuhhu  Fountain^ 
by  Feszler.  On  the  S.  side  is  the  plain  Reformed  Chwrch, 

Running  to  the  S.E.  from  this  Platz  is  the  broad  OUoer-'Strasse 
(Ouoi'Vt;  PI.  F-I,  6,7),  to  the  left  in  which  (No.  28)  are  the  UrU- 
ventty  CUniques,  —  Opposite,  to  the  right  (No.  33-35),  is  the  *Art- 
Indnstrial  Kiueum  (PI.  G,  6) ,  buUt  in  1893-97  by  Leehner  and 
Pdrtos  in  the  Oriental  style,  with  a  dome,  154  ft.  in  height,  aboye 
the  centre  of  the  chief  facade.  The  coloured  plant-ornamentation 
used  on  the  exterior  and  in  the  interior  is  characteristically  Hun- 
garian.  Adm.,  see  p.  332. 

Ground  Floob.  From  the  entrance  we  proceed  straight  on  to  the 
Court,  covered  with  glass  and  containing  the  larger  objects  (altars,  sculp- 
tures, etc.);  on  the  back-wall,  a  fine  painted  choir  ttoju.  uie  church  of  Meso- 
Osit  (E.  Hungary),  of  1746.  In  the  right  wing,  well-preserved  furniture 
of  the  17th  century.  —  First  Floor.  ^Faience  and  stoneware  from  Holies 
(1734-1832);  planted  wooden  ceiling  from  Soly  (ITth  cent.);  Asiatic  objecta 
(China,  Japan,  etc.).  Hungarian  Hall:  richly  painted  ceiling  from  Maksa 
(18th  cent.);  objects  in  wood,  clay,  gold,  and  iron;  embroideries.  French 
Boom  witti  objects  of  the  18th  cent.;  carved  oaken  panelling  (171(0; 
furniture  in  the  style  of  Louis  XV.  and  Louis  XVI.  An  adjoining  room 
contains  Greek  vases  and  fayence  from  Gubbio.  The  corridor  contains 
medieeval  ecclesiastical  vestments  and  Oriental  tapestry.  Mediceval  Boom: 
car.ved  wooden  cheats,  beds,  etc.  —  On  the  Skcond  Floor  is  the  School 
of  Induftrial  Art. 

Farther  on  in  the  UUoi-Ut,  on  the  left,  are  the  Stefanie  Hospital 
for  Children,  the  Josephinum  Orphanage  (Pi.  H,  7),  the  Botanic 
Garden  (Egyeteml  Fav^sz-Kert;  PI.  H,  I,  7;  adm.,  see  p.  332)  and 
the  Ludoviceum  (PI.  I,  7),  an  academy  for  officers  of  the  Honv^ds, 
or  Hungarian  militia.  Behind  the  Ludoviceum  is  the  pleasant  Orc%y 
Garden  (in  the  forenoon,  tickets  in  the  main  building,  on  the  right; 
in  the  afternoon,  entrance  by  the  LudOTlceum  Utcza).  At  the  end 
of  the  Ulloi-Ut,  on  the  right,  i^/i  M.  from  the  Oalvin-Platz,  are  the 
two  large  municipal  Infirmaries  {Kdrhdz;  PI.  I,  8),  and  ^/aM.  farther 
on,  to  the  left,  the  VoUcsgarten  (N^pllget). 

To  the  N.E.  of  the  Calvin-Platz,  in  the  Musbums-Rino,  rises 
the  ^national  Kaseurn  (Nemzeti  Muzeum;  PI.  F,  5,  6),  built  In 
1836-44  by  Af.  Pollak,  with  a  Corinthian  portico.  On  the  staircase 
are  allegorical  frescoes  by  Af.  Than  and  a  frieze  by  Lotz,  both 
representing  the  deyelopment  of  culture  in  Hungary  (sculptures,  see 
below).  The  entrance  to  the  museum  is  on  the  N.  side,  to  the  left ; 
that  to  the  collections  on  the  second  floor  is  to  the  left,  in  the  centre 
of  the  court.    Admission,  see  p.  332. 

Antiquitisb  (first  floor,  to  the  righO-  Entrance  Corridor:  Costumes  ; 
weapons ;  standards  from  the  years  1848  and  1849.  —  1st  d:  2nd  Rooms. 
Prehistoric  antiquities.  1st  Boom:  Tomb  -of  the  later  stone  period;  c(dlec- 
tion  of  objects  of  the  bronze  and  first  iron  or  'HallstatC  periods.  2nd  Boom : 
Gold  ornaments  of  the  La  TSne  epoch;  Scythian  antiquities  CNos.  11,  12. 
Sacrificial  vessels).  —  3rd  R.  Roman  antiquities.  Silver  tripod  (No.  19); 
Etruscan  helmet  with  golden  laurel-twig;  antique  golden  helmet  set  wit& 
precious  stones.  Weapons  and  tools  of  the  time  of  the  ^  Vdlkerwanderung\ 
or  great  migrations  of  the  Germanic  nations.  *Gold  ornaments  from 
Szil&gy-Somlyd.  —  4th  R.  Weapons :  halberds  of  Transylvanian  princes ; 
sabres   of  historical  personages,  e.g.  Stephen  and  Gabriel  Balhory  (Princes 
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of  Tnnsylyania),  Peter  the  Great,  John  Hunyadi  (father  of  Matthew  Cor- 
vinu8)v  a  carious  sword  dating  from  the  Crusades,  Turkish  weapons  and 
saddles,  three  saddles  of  Emp.  Sigismund  with  admirable  reliefs  in  ivory. 
—  6th  R.  Mediseval  trinkets,  goblets  in  gold  and  silver,  dishes  with  reliefs,  etc. 
Qolden  crown  of  Gonatantin  Monomachns(llthc«nt.);  "Enamelled  ornaments 
from  Transylvania;  knives,  forks,  and  spoons  of  Frederick  the  Great, 
captured  at  the  battle  of  Kolin.  —  6th  B.  Objects  from  Hungarian  tombs 
(9tii  and  10th  cent.);  guild  tankards^  brass  plates  made  at  Nuremberg; 
^ass£  metal  household  utensils*,  baking  moulds.  —  7th  R.  Coins  and 
medals  from  the  11th  cent,  to  the  present  time;  seals,  snuff-boxes,  pipe- 
heads.  Hungarian  banknotes  of  1848;  Kossuth  notes  (London,  loKi); 
Beethoven's  piano  (presented  by  Liszt).  Stick  carried  by  Nelson  at  the 
battle  of  Abnkir.  Bells.  —  8th  R.  Beminiscences  of .  Queen  Elisabeth ; 
harp  of  Queen  Marie  Antoinette;  memorials  of  Lisst. 

The  Staircase  and  Groundfloor  contain  Hungarian  archceological  ob- 
jects. In  the  middle,  Marble  tomb  of  the  Apaft  family  from  Almaker^k 
(Transylvania),  17th  cent.;  two  leaden  angels  by  Bonner,  from  Pressburg 
cathedral,  etc.  —  The  Gallery  of  Modem  Pictures  formerly  here  has  been 
transferred  to  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  (p.  341). 

The  LiBBABT  (adm.,  see  p.  833)  consists  of  four  sections.  1st  Sect. : 
Books  (Bibliotheca  Hungarica;  8^,000  vols.);  Hungarian  incunabula  from 
1633;  Latin  incunabula  (Chronicum  Budense,  1473,  the  first  book  printed  in 
Hungary).  —  2nd  Sect. :  Newspaper*  (18,(XX)  vols.).  —  8rd  Sect. :  Manuscripts. 
Funeral  sermon  in  Hungarian  (early  13th  cent.,  tiie  oldest  existing  example 
of  the  language);  sixteen  other  Hungarian  MSS.  down  to  1537 ;  eleven  MSS. 
from  the  library  of  E[ing  Matthew  Corvinus  (1467-90) ;  407  codices ;  upwards 
of  2(X0U0  MSS.  from  the  16th  cent,  to  the  present  time.  —  4th  Sect. :  AreMoes 
(276«O0O  documents).    The  earliest  dates  from  King  Eoloman  (1109). 

Katubal  Histobt  Collsctions.  1.  Zoology  (birds,wa8p8,  beetles,  butter- 
flies); 2.  Mineralogy  (Hungarian  gold;  meteorites)  and  Palnontology.  The 
Botanical  Section  is  at  present  in  the  Academy  (p.  334).  Ethnographical 
Collection,  see  p.  341. 

In  front  of  the  steps  leading  to  the  mnsenm  is  the  ^seated 
bronze  Statue  ofJohann  Arany  (d.  1882),  the  poet,  by  Strobl  (1893). 
The  garden  contains  bronze  basts  of  Berszinyi^  Ka%inc%y,  Kis-- 
faludy,  and  other  Hnngarian  poets.  —  In  the  S&ndor-Gasse,  op- 
posite the  National  Museom,  is  the  old  House  of  Bepresentativea 
(Parliament,  see  p.  338)  erected  by  Ybl  in  1866.  Near  it  (Mnsenms- 
Bing  6)  Is  the  PolyteehrUe  School  (Muegyetem^  new  building  see 
p.  345). 

In  the  adjoining  *  Magnates'  Quarter^  are  handsome  palaces  of 
Hungarian  magnates  (Esterh£zy,  Festetlcs,  K&rolyi,  etc.).  — :  In  the 
UnlversitXts-Platz  rEgyetem-T^r ;  [PL  E,  F,  5, 6)  rise  the  University 

SPl.  5;  £,  6;  5000  students),  with  a  baroque  fa9ade  rebuilt  in 
900,  and  the  handsome  University  Church.  The  Renaissance  edifice 
containing  the  University  Lihrary  (300,000  yoIs.;  adm.,  see  p.  333) 
lies  to  the  N.W.,  In  the  Franziskaner-Platz|(Ferencziek-Ttfr ;  PI.  E,  5). 
In  the  Kbabpesbb-St&assb  (Eerepesi-Ut ;  PI.  F-H,  5, 4)  is  the 
National  Theatre  (j^.  332)  and  farther  on  the  VoUcS'Theater  (jp.  332), 
built  by  Fellner  and  Hellmer.  Nearly  opposite  the  last,  at  the  corner 
of  the  Jdzsef-Korfit  and  the  Ntfpszinhdz-Utcza,  is  the  IndustrialSchool^ 
containing  the  Teeftnoto^icaZAfiMeum  (unimportant;  adm.,  8eep.333), 
—  At  the  end  of  the  street  (1  M.  from  the  Museums-Ring)  is  a 
bronze  statue  of  Baross  (d.  1892),  minister  of  commerce  and  in- 
troducer of  the  *zone-tarlff'  (p.  319),  by  Sztfcsl  (1898).  Straight  on 
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is  the  large  Ea$t  Station  of  the  Hungarian  State-Railvays  (Pl«  H, 
I,  4;  p.  330>  To  the  left  the  Rottenbiller-Utcza  leads  to  the 
Veterinairy  Institute  (Allatorvosi  Akademia;  PL  H,  3)  and  the 
Soman  Catholic  church  of  8t,  Elizabeth  (Pi.  3a),  completed  in  1900 
&om  Steindl*s  designs ;  and  to  the  right  the  Koztemeto-Ut  (tram- 
way) leads  to  the  large  Kerepes  Cemetery  (Kottemetb  f  PI.  I,  K,  4,  5), 
wiUi  monuments  of  Count  Loois  Batthy&ny,  Franz  Deik,  L.  Kos- 
suth, etc. 

We  return  to  the  Inner  Ring-StrAsse.  In  the  Tabak6gaMe{Doh£ny- 
Utcza),  near  the  KarU-Bing  (Kdroly  KoHitJ,  is  the  Synagogue 
(PI.  F,  5),  a  Moorish  buUding  in  brick,  by  Forster  (1861).  Kear 
it,  in  the  Bombach-Oasse,  is  the  Orthodox  Bgnagogut  (PI.  E,  IB*, 4), 
in  the  Moorish-Byzantine  style,  built  by  Wagner  and  Kallina  in  187^ 
Farther  on  in  the  Earls-Bing  is  the  Ocoitral  Town  Hall  (jEoxjponti 
V&TOtMz;  H.  E,  5),  the  old  Peneiionffrs'  HospUalj  erected  under 
Emp.  Charles  YI.  in  the  Renaissance  style  by  Martinelli,  with  its 
chief  facade  towards  the  Yaroshaz-Utcza. 

At  the  comer  of  Koronaherczeg-Utcza  and  Zsibarus-Utcsa  stands 
the  imposing  Post  and  Telegraph  Office  (p.  332),  with  a  rich 
Renaissance  facade,  by  Skalnitzky  and  Koch.  We  now  cross  thiC 
Deak-Platz,  with  the  Proteitant  Ohufch{lPh^\  to  theEUeabeth-Platz 
(ErzsShel'TSr ;  PI.  E,  4),  with  its  pretty  pleasure-grounds  and  its 
Kiosquey  decorated  with  frescoes  by  Than  and  Lotz.  In  the  neigh- 
bouring Josephs-Platz  (Jozsef-T^r;  PI.  D,  4)  rises  a  hronze  Statue  of 
ArehdukeJoaephj  Palatine  of  Hungary  from  1796  to  1847,  by  Halbig 
(1869).  —  The  Pahitln-Gasse  (Nador-Utcea)  leads  hence  ts  the  N. 
to  the  Fsbxhsts-Platz  {Szabadt&g-TSr;  PI.  D,  E,  3),  with  the 
handsome  new  buildings  of  the  Exehanffe  (1905))  on  the  W.  side, 
and  the  AueUroSungarian  Bank  (1904),  on  the  £.  To  the  N.W. 
of  the  Freih^ts-Platz,  on  the  Danube,  rises  the  — 

*Parliament  Heuse  (Onzdgh&z;  PI.  D,  3;  adm.,  see  p.  333),  a 
huge  limestone  edifice  in  the  late  Gothic  style,  erected  in  1883- 
1902  from  Steindl's  designs,  and  corering  an  area  of  3S/4«cres.  It 
consists  of  a  central  building  with  a  dome  (315  ft.  high)  and  two 
towers  (256  ft.)  and  of  two  wings,  occupied  respectiTely  by  the 
House  of  Representatiyes  (S.)  and  the  House  of  Magnates  (N.). 
The  exterior  is  embellished  with  90  statues,  inoluding,  on  the  W. 
side,  those  of  the  kings  of  Hungary  from  i.rp&d  to  Ferdinand  Y., 
and  on  the  E.  side,  those  of  Hungarian  generals  and  statesmen. 
Over  the  chief  portal  are  statues  of  Lewis  I.  and  Matthew  Oorvinus. 

The  main  entrance  is  on  the  B.  aide.  By  the  richly  decorated  Staie- 
CA8B,  with  a  ceilinc-painting  (Legislation)  by  Z«te,  we  ascend  to  the  firat 
floor,  the  centre  of  which  is  occupied  by  a  Dombd  Hall  (89  ft.  high), 
supported  by  sixteen  pillars,  preceded  by  coloured  sine  statues  of  Hungarian 
kings.  The  statureB  of  Francis  Joseph  and  Queen  SUzabeth  (d.  188o^  are 
of  -marble.  —  On  the  left  (S.)  this  central  hall  is  adjoined  by  a  corridor, 
embellished  with  ceiling-paintings  by  Vt^^da  from  Hungarian  folk-lore  ana 
with  statuettes  representing  popular  Hungarian  types.  Opening  from  th« 
corridor  is  the  jSmsioh  Hall  or  thx  BBPBKSXVTATiYas,  od  ft.  long,  76  ft. 
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bre»d,  66  ft.  higb,  with  se«is  for  438  of  tbe  453  vaeinbers.  The  vralls  are 
lilted  with  gilt  carvings.  The  paintings  by  V<^fda  behind  the  elevated  seat 
of  the  president  represent  the  Diet  of  1848  (right)  and  the  Coronation  of 
Francis  Joseph  in  1867  (left).  ^  To  the  right  of  the  doned  halk  btyond  a 
corridor  with  paintings  from  Hungarian  history,  by  Vajda,  is  me  SsssioH 
Hall  of  thb  Magnates,  similar  in  size  aud  decoration  to  that  of  the 
Representatives.  —  To  the  W.  of  the  d"med  hall  is  the  Dining  Rooh, 
with  paintings  of  five  Hungarian  royal  caf^tles  (by  Spanyi),  Aurochs  hunt. 
Fishing  in  the  Plattenaee,  and  Abundantia.  The  a^loinlag  Iqggia  com- 
mands a  fine  view  of  the  Ofen  mountains.  —  The  portion  of  the  central 
building  projecting  towards  th-i  E.  accommodates  the  Delegation  Haul, 
which  contains  a  mural  painting,  by  DudU*^  of  Francis  Joseph  in  the 
Lanezhid-Ter  stretching  hU  sword  to  the  four  cardinal  points  (186*^. 

To  the  S.  of  the  P&rllament  House  stands  a  bronze  equestriMi 
statue  of  Co%mt  Julius  Andrdssy  (d.  1890),  by  Zala.  —  Opposite, 
to  the  £.,  is  the  *Falace  of  Jutioe  (I^^sSyugyi  PalokL)^  a  noble 
Renaissance  building  from  Hauszmann's  designs.  Above  the  poiiico, 
with  Its  six  columns,  is  a  ebariot  with  three  hoises  and  a  figure  of 
Justice,  in  wrought  copper,  by  Stnnyei,  The  magnifloent  ttaircaae 
is  embellished  with  anotbei  figure  of  Justice,  by  Strobl,  and  with 
oeillng-paintings  by  Loiz.  —  To  the  right  of  the  Palace  of  Justice 
is  the  building  for  the  Ministries  of  Agriculture  a&d  JmaHee  (Foid^ 
miveleiugyi  «nd  Igcas&gugffi.  Mmisterium).  —  On  tiie  left  side  of  the 
KoBstitutionsgasse  (Alkotm&ny-UtcKa ;  PI.  E,  3)  are  the  Lom  Cowris 
(Torvinysziki  PolataJ^  including  a  handsome  Jury  Oourt-room, 
adorned  with  frescoes  by  Feszty,  and  a  large  prison.  Adjacent 
(No.  24)  is  the  house  of  the  Journalists^  Pension  Fund. 

At  the  N.  end  of  the  Waitzneb-Rino  (VdcaU-KoHit ;  PI.  £, 
tl-4)  Is  the  West  Station  (PI.  E,  F,  2;  p.  330).  A  little  to  the  6. 
rises  the  Leopoldstadt  Basilica  (PI.  E,  4),  a  Romanesque  diu^ch 
with  a  dome  315  ft  in  beigbt,  begun  in  1851  by  Hild,  contuiued  by 
Ybl  (d.  1891),  but  not  yet  completed  in  the  interior. 

To  the  N.E.,  straight  to  the  Stadtw&ldchen,  runs  the  ANOsil^sar- 
Stjiassb  (PI.  E-H,4-2),  UJ^  M.  long,  flanked  with  handsome  edifices 
resembling  those  In  the  Ring-Strasse  at  Vienna  (underground  rail- 
way, see  p.  331).  On  the  left  side  of  this  street  rises  the  magnificent 
*Opera  HoiMe  (PI.  E,  4),  built  in  1875-84  in  the  Italian  Renais- 
sance style  by  Ybl.  The  ceiling-painting  (by  Lotz')  in  the  audi- 
torium represents  Olympus.  —  At  the  octagon,  where  it  intersects 
the  Outer  Ring-Strasse  (p.  333),  the  Andrassy - Strasse  attains  a 
width  of  150  ft.  Farther  on,  to  the  right,  are  the  Academy  of  Music 
{Zeneakadimia;  No.  67),  the  old  KunsiUrhaus  {Mucsomoh;  No.  69), 
in  the  Itali«n  Renaissance  style  by  Lang,  and  the  NaJUonal  Drawing 
School  with  a  tasteful  facade  by  Rauscher,  ornamented  with  sgrattti. 

In  the  Bdsza-Utcza  which  diverges  to  the  right,  at  the  corner  of  U^e 
Szegfu-Utcea,  is  the  Zichy  Kusenm  (adm.  see  p.  8£3),  the  property  of  Count 
Eu^en  Zichy,  containing  a  gallery  of  old  masters  (ca.  2m)  paintings),  old 
Chinese  and  Indian  bronzes,  Oriental  weapons,  Hungarian  ornaments, 
furniture,  fayence,  etc.  Ou  the  groundfloor  are  landscape  pictures  from 
ikhe  Caucasus,  Turkestan,  Siberia,  etc. 

The  AndrAssy-Strasse  now  expands  into  the  Bonrfcau  (KSrond ; 
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Alt'Ofm  (Os-Budav&r),  another  relic  of  the  exhibition  of  1896,  is 
the  scene  of  concerts  (in  snmmor),  a  theatre  of  yarieties,  etc.  Near 
the  pond  ire  the  Artesian  Bath  (solphareons  springs,  153^  Fahr.\ 
a  nnmher  of  Booths  like  those  Jn  the  Wurstel-Prater  at  Vienna  (p.  64), 
and  the  Zoological  Garden  {AUatkert ;  adm.,  see  p.  333). 

The  S.  part  of  th^  Stadtw&ldchen  is  intersected  by  the  Stephanib- 
STRASse  (Stefania-Ut ;  PI.  H,  I,  K,  2),  mnch  frequented  on  Sun.  after- 
noon. On  the  left  side  is  the  Town  Museum  (closed  at  present),  and 
on  the  right,  farther  on,  are  the  grounds  of  the  Park  Club,  the  QeO' 
logical  Institute  y  with  interesting  geological  and  palaeontological 
collections,  and  the  Kace  Course  (Ldverseny-Ttfr). 

In  the  Danube,  at  the  upper  end  of  the  town,  la  the  *Xarga- 
reten-Insel  {MargU'Szigeti  PI.  C,  D,  1),  the  property  of  Archduke 
Joseph,  who  has  converted  it,  at  an  outlay  of  several  million  florins, 
into  a  mo«t  delightful  park  (adm.  25,  Sun.  50  h,).  Approach  by  the 
Margareten-BrScke,  see  below.  The  steamboats  (p.  832 ;  return- 
tickets  40,  on  Sun.  and  holidays  80  h^  call  both  at  the  upper  and 
the  lower  end  of  the  island.  Near  the  lower  landing-place  is  a 
'Restaurant,  where  a  military  hand  plays  on  certain  afternoons  in 
summer  (D.  1^2'^  ^0*  ^  tramway  runs  hence  in  10  mln.  (fare 
20  ^.)  along  the  W.  side  of  the  island,  chiefly  through  trees  (with 
glimpses  of  Ofen  to  the  left),  to  the  (II/2  M.)  artesian  well  at  the 
upper  end,  opposite  Alt-Ofen  (p.  345).  This  well  yields  warm 
sulphureous  water  (110°  Fahr.),  used  both  for  drinking  and  bath- 
ing, and  an  elegant  Bath  House  (Margareten-Bad),  by  Ybl,  has  been 
erected  here.  The  superfluous  water  falls  into  a  pond  in  a  pretty 
cascade.  Near  it  are  two  hotels,  a  number  of  villas  for  the  re- 
oeptinn  of  patients,  and  a  favourite  restaurant  (gipsy-music  daily 
in  summer). 

The  Hangarian  diets  from  the  10th  to  the  14th  cent,  were  held  in  the 
open  air  in  the  Rdkotfeld,  an  extensive  plain  to  the  N.  of  the  town,  where 
160,000  men  are  said  frequently  to  have  assembled  on  these  occasions.  A 
visit  to  the  village  of  Rdko§  Paloia  (electric  tramway,  see  p.  891),  with  a 
pleasant  grove  of  acaeias,  is  recommended  on  San.  afternoons. 

b.  The  Quarters  on  the  right  bank  (Ofen,  Aquincum,  SchwabehbergJ, 

The  Danube  at  Budapest  is  crossed  by  six  Bbidobb  (including 
two  flne  suspension  bridges).  Toll  for  foot-passengers  (only  from  the 
left  to  the  right  bank)  4  h.,  for  carriages  see  p.  331.  The  impos- 
ing 'Suspension  Bridge  (Ldncz-Hid;  PI.  C,  D,  4),  constructed  by 
the  English  engineers  Tiernay  and  Adam  Clark  in  1840-49,  is  one 
of  the  largest  in  Europe.  The  chains  rest  on  two  pillars,  160  ft. 
high.  Total  length  410  yds.,  breadth  39  ft.,  height  above  the  mean 
level  of  the  water  86  ft.  At  the  ends  are  four  colossal  Hens  in  stone.  — 
The  8«hwiiiplat«-Bruck0  (Esku-Tirir-Hid;  PI.  D,  5, 6),  a  suspension- 
bridge  completed  in  1903,  has  a  span  of  317  yds.;  the  carriage  way 
is  36  ft.,  the  two  footways  each  10  ft.  wide.  —  The  Frans  Joseph- 
Brfieke  (Fertnet'J6*sef'Hidi  PI.  E,  6)  was  constructed  in  1895-96 ; 
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it  is  362  yds.  long  uid  is  borne  by  two  piers  in  tLe  stream.  Ohaim- 
iBg  "viev  of  the  eity  and  river.  —  To  tbe  N.  of  the  snspension-bridge 
are  two  other  bridges.  The  iron  Kargareten  -  Bracke  (Margii-' 
Hid;  Pi.  0,  D,  1,  2),  620  yds.  long,  was  constructed  in  1872-76 
in  the  form  of  an  obtase  angle  pointing  up-stream.  On  each  side 
are  three  openings ;  the  roadway  is  60  ft.  aboTO  the  mean  level 
ef  the  river.  From  the  apex  of  the  angle  a  junction-bridge  leads 
to  the  Margareten-Insel  (p.  342).  —  At  the  N.  end  of  the  town  is 
the  BaUway  Bridge  (1  M.  long),  fox  the  line  to  Gran  (p.  327).  —  To 
the  S.  of  the  Franz-Joseph  Bridge  the  Railway  JiLii«tio&  Bridge 
(^Oaszekoto  VoiHti-Hid;  PI.  F,  G,  9)  spans  the  river  in  four  arches. 

The  Tunnel  (383  yds.  long)  which  pierces  the  castle-hill  op- 
posite the  suspension-bridge ,  constructed  by  Adam  Clark  (1854), 
cannects  the  Ohristlnenstadt  and  the  S.  Railway  Station  with  the 
river  (toll  4  h, ;  cabs,  see  p.  381). 

The  old  Fortress  (Kdr;  about  230  ft.  above  the  Danube),  with 
the  large  royal  palace ,  crowns  the  summit  of  a  hill  on  and  around 
which  the  town  is  built.  To  the  left  of  the  entrance  to  the  tunnel 
is  the  waiting-room  of  the  Cable  Tramway,  Gar  every  5  min., 
ascending  in  1  min.  to  the  terminus  near  the  Hentzi  Monument  in 
the  Oeorga-Platt  (Stent  Oyorgy-Tirf  PI.  C,  5;  fine  view;  fare,  there 
and  back,  1st  d.  16,  2nd  cL  12  h.}. 

The  most  frequented  carriage-road  to  the  fortress  is  the  Albreeht" 
Vtj  which  ascends  to  the  right  from  the  bridge  in  windings  to  the 
Georgs-Platz,  20  min.  from  the  bridge.  —  A  longer  road  leading 
in  windings  from  the  Attila-Eor6t  (PL  B,  4)  or  through  the  Yarfok- 
Utoza  (PI.  A,  B,  3)  enters  the  fortress  by  the  N.  side. 

On  the  S.  side  of  the  Georgs-Platz ,  tn  which  a  monument  is  to 
be  erected  to  Empress  Elizabeth  (d.  1898),  is  the  entrance  to  the  — 

^Royal  Palace  (Kirdlyi  Paloia;  PI.  0,  5;  adm.  see  p.  333), 
erected  by  Maria  Theresa  in  1748-71 ,  and  partly  burned  down  iff 
1849,  but  restored  in  a  more  imposing  style,  and  since  1894  greatly 
extended  after  YbPs  and  Hauszmann's  plans  (860  rooms ;  659  in 
the  new  portion).  To  the  left  of  the  court  are  the  Sigismund  Chapel, 
where  the  right  hand  of  St.  Stephen  is  preserved  as  a  relic  (adm. 
on  application  to  the  sacristan),  and  the  'Burghauptmannsohaft*, 
with  the  office  where  the  tickets  of  admission  are  issued.  Above 
the  N.  wing  is  a  dome  203  ft.  high.  Of  the  rooms  that  are  at 
present  shown  to  strangers  the  St.  Stephen  Room  in  the  S.  wing  is 
the  most  interesting ;  it  is  richly  fitted  up  in  the  Romanesque  style, 
with  portraits  in  majolica  of  Hungarian  kings  by  Boskovics,  and  a 
bust  of  St.  Stephen  over  the  flre-plaee..  The  Hungarian  regalia 
(crown  of  St  Stephen  or  coronation  crown,  in  a  sealed  case,  sceptre, 
orb,  sword,  and  coronation  robes)  are  kept  in  the  so-called  KronlokcU 
(not  shown)  guarded  by  soldiers.  In  front  of  the  Royal  Riding  School 
is  a  bronze  group  by  Vastagh,  Gsikos  and  horse.  The  Palace  Oarden 
(adm.  8-8,  free),  the  beautiful  terraces  of  which  descend  steeply  to

the  Dann'be,  commandB  a  magnificent  view  of  Pest;  above,  in  ftx)nt 
of  the  palace  and  facing  the  Danube,  is  a  Bronze  Equestrian  StcUue 
of  Prince  Eugene,  by  R6na  (1899). 

From  the  Georgs  -  Platz  we  proceed  to  the  N.  to  the  Parade- 
Platz  (Dfsz-T^r;  PL  G,  4),  in  which  the  Honvid  Monument,  by 
G.  Zaia,  was  erected  in  1893  in  memory  of  the  Hungarian  struggle 
for  independence  in  1848-49.  On  the  S.  side  is  the  domed  Ministry 
of  National  Defence  (Honvid  Ministerium),  erected  in  1896.  —  A 
little  farther  on  is  the  Haupt-Platz  or  Dreifaltigkeits-Platz  (Stent 
Hdromsdg-TSr ;  PI.  B,  4).  Here,  on  the  left,  is  the  old  Town  Hall 
of  Ofen ;  on  the  right  rises  the  — 

^Katthias-Kirohe,  commenced  by  King  Bela  lY.  in  the 
13th  cent,  in  the  Romanesque  style,  and  completed  in  the  15th  cent, 
in  the  Gothic  style.  It  was  used  as  a  mosque  during  the  Turkish 
domination,  and  was  thoroughly  restored  in  1890-96  from  plans  by 
Schuleky  on  which  occasion  the  tower  (260  ft.  high)  was  entirely 
rebuilt.  In  the  gaudily  painted ,  but  badly  lighted  Interior,  to  the 
right  of  the  principal  entrance,  is  the  Loreto  Chapel,  with  a  marble 
statue  of  the  Virgin  (1515)  and  the  coat-of-arms  of  King  Matthew 
Oorvinus  (15th  cent. ;  restored).  A  chapel  on  the  left  contains  the 
marble  monument  of  King  Bela  III.  (1196)  and  his  queen,  Anne  of 
Antioch,  with  recumbent  figures,  transferred  thither  from  Stuhl- 
weissenburg  in  1898.  King  Francis  Joseph  and  Queen  Elizabeth 
were  crowned  in  this  church  in  1867.  —  Behind  the  church  to  the 
E.  is  a  bastion,  erected  in  1901,  on  which  a  marble  equestrian 
statue  of  St.  Stephen,  by  Strobl,  is  to  be  placed  (fine  view  of  Pest^. 
A  broad  flight  of  steps  descends  hence  past  the  Statue  of  John 
Hunyadij  by  Stephan  Toth,  to  the  Albrecht-Strasse. 

Below  the  church,  towards  the  Danube,  are  the  SUuUt-Oymncuium^  a 
fine  Renaissance  building,  and  the  ReaUchuUt  in  the  Gothic  style.     Still 
farther   down,   in  the  Fazeka8-T€r,  is   the  Rtformed  Church,  erected  in 
1898  from  Pecz*s  designs. 

To  the  N.W.  of  St.  Matthew's,  in  the  Ferdinand s-Platz  (N^ndor- 
Ttfr ;  PI.  B,  8),  rises  the  Garrison  Church  (Helyors^gi  Templom)  a 
Gothic  building  of  the  13th  century.  We  now  return  to  the  Georgs- 
Platz  by  the  W.  Bastei  Promenade,  which  commands  the  Christinen- 
stadt,  the  Raitzenstadt,  and  the  Ofen  Hills. 

In  the  Christinenstadt  we  observe  the  Teachars^  Seminary  (Tanitd 
K^zepede),  containing  the  NcUional  Educational  Museum  .^  the  South  Station, 
adjoined  by  the  large  Oarrison  Hospital,  and,  more  to  the  N.,  the  Chrisiinen' 
stadi  Chwcht  with  its  new  tower. 

Below  the  Royal  Palace ,  on  the  Danube,  is  the  Palace  Bazaar 
(now  containing  artists'  studios),  3!20  yds.  in  length;  in  front  of  it 
are  a  bronze  statue  of  Ybl,  the  architect  (d.  1891),  pleasure-grounds, 
and  a  kiosque  (caf^). 

At  the  foot  of  the  Blocksberg  (p.  345)  rise  powerful  chalybeate 
and  sulphureous  hot  springs  (108-113®  Fahr.) ,  which  are  mostly 
used  for  baths.  The  Brnokbad  (Rudas  Furdo;  PI.  D,  6),  also  a 
vapour-  and  swimming-bath,  with  a  remarkable  rotunda  borne  by 
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eight  columns  of  the  Turkish  period  over  a  basin  into  which  the 
thermal  spring  flows,  restored  in  1831  and  several  times  since, 
belongs  to  the  town.  Near  this,  Hatnagy-Utoza  4,  lies  the  Eaitzenbad 
(Rdet  Furdo),  bnllt  in  1860.  —  To  the  S.  of  the  Franz-Joseph- 
Briicke  a  new  Polytechnic  Sehoolj  from  Gzigler's  designs,  was  com- 
menced in  1901.  A  new  quarter  is  springing  up  to  the  S.  —  At  the 
S.  base  of  the  Blocksberg  rise  the  famous  Hunyady-JdnoSy  Franz' 
Josef,  Rdkdaty,  and  other  mineral  springs.  Here  also  is  the  Elisaheth 
Salzbad  (Erzsibet  Sds  Furdo;  PI.  0,  9). 

A  footpath  ascends  from  the  Bruckbad  in.  numerous  windings, 
past  a  monument  to  Bishop  Gerhard  (GeU^rt),  a  semicircular  gallery 
with  a  statue  of  the  bishop  (by  Jankovits,  1902)  who  was  martyred 
here  in  1046,  to  the  (20  min.)  Blocksberg  [St.  Oerhardsberg,  Hung. 
SzifU  GeU6ft'Hegy;  PI.  0,  D,  6, 7),  an  abrupt  dolomitic  hill  (770  ft., 
394  ft.  above  ^  the  Danube).  It  is  also  ascended  by  a  carriage-road 
(Kelenhegyi  Ut)  starting  not  far  from  the  W.  end  of  the  Franz^  Joseph- 
Brikcke.  At  the  top  is  the  former  Citadel.  Beautiful  *View  of  both 
the  towns,  the  winding  river,  and  the  wide  plain  (best  light  in 
the  afternoon).  Below  the  top  is  the  Restaurant  Qell^rthegyi  Kiosk, 
also  with  view. 

On  a  hill,  6  min.  walk  from  the  Margareten-Briicke  (straight  on 
through  the  Margit-Utoza ,  then  to  the  right  through  the  Mecset- 
Utcza;  knock  at  the  gate),  within  the  precincts  of  a  large  villa,  is 
the  Turkish  Chapel,  a  small  octagonal  building  25  ft  high,  erected 
over  the  grave  of  the  Shekh  Giil-Baba  (^father  of  roses'),  a  Turkish 
*santon'.  or  monk.  The  obligation  to  preserve  this  monument  forms 
a  special  article  in  the  Peace  of  Karlowitz,  concluded  between  the 
Emperor  and  the  Porte  in  1699. 

To  the  N.E.  of  the  Turkish  Chapel  is  the  St.  Luoasbad  {LuMcs 
Furdo;  hotel,  see  p.  330),  with  swimming-basins,  mud-baths, 
hydropathic,  and  concert- garden.  Tramway  and  steamboat,  see 
pp.  331 ,  332.  Adjacent  to  the  N.  lies  the  Kaisexbad  {Cz&szar  Furdo ; 
PI.  G,  1),  the  most  frequented  of  the  Ofen  sulphur-baths,  a  vapour- 
bath  dating  from  the  Turkish  period.  The  temperature  of  the  ten 
springs  varies  from  80°  to  150^  Fahr.  Large  swimming-basins  for 
gentlemen  and  ladies.  The  caf^,  colonnades,  and  gardens,  where  a 
band  frequently  plays  in  summer,  are  a  very  favourite  resort. 

The  Wharves  of  the  Danube  Steamboat  Co.  at  Alt-Ofen  (d-£uda; 
p.  330),  9/4  hr.  from  the  Margareten-Brucke ,  may  also  be  visited 
(adm.  20  &.,  on  week-days).  Permission  obtained  at  the  building  to 
the  left  of  the  entrance  (electric  tramway  and  steamboat,  see  pp.  331, 
332 ;  steam  tramway  to  Aquincum,  see  below).  —  About  40  min.  to 
the  N.  of  the  wharves  (dusty  road)  lies  Aquincum  (see  below). 

Aquinenm.  —  Stkam  Tbamwat  from  the  P^lffy-T€r  (PI.  C,  2)  every 
hour,  in  25  min.,  fares  ^  and  32  A.,  thete  and  back  72  and  62  A.  The  line 
goes  on  to  (ISVa  M.)  Szea^JEndre. 

The  tramway  runs  along  the  right  bank  of  the  Danube,  leaving 
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the  Margareten-Insel  (p.  342)  on  the  right,  and  heyond  the  wharrea 
(station)  follows  the  Szent^Endre  road  to  (4V2  ^0  Aqumcum,  To 
the  E.,  opposite  the  station,  are  the  remains  of  the  Roman  eolony 
of  Aqulnenm.  Among  these  are  the  foundations  of  a  castrnm,  baths, 
and  a  temple  of  Mithras.  The  objects  discoyered  here  are  ptreaerted 
in  a  small  Afuseum ,  bnilt  in  1894 ,  with  a  portico  of  two  colomits 
(adm.  free) ;  in  front  of  it  are  some  sarcophagi.  To  the  S.  are  two 
sheds  containing  mosaic  pavements,  the  first  representing  gladia* 
torial  combats.  The  Roman  camp  lay  to  the  W.  of  the  statioA.  — 
A  few  min.  to  the  N.  of  the  station,  pasting  under  the  railway  and 
through  a  wooden  gate  to  the  left  (on  the  right  an  inn  with  garden), 
we  reach  the  tolerably  well  preserred  foandations  of  an  Amphi-- 
theatre  (232  by  246  ft.  in  diameter)  enclosed  by  a  grass-groMnn  wall, 
whence  a  path  leads  to  the  N.  past  the  fragments  of  a  Roman 
aqnedaet  to  the  (20  min.)  Romerbad  (R6mai  F&rdo ;  station  of  the 
steam-tramway),  with  a  good  inn  and  shady  garden. 

A  more  extensive  sarvey  is  obtained  from  the  *8ekwabettberg 
(^Svdb'Hegy;  1463  ft.),  to  the  W.  of  Of  en,  said  to  be  so  called  from 
the  Swabian  (Imperial)  troops  encamped  here  at  the  time  of  the 
expulsion  of  the  Turks  in  1685.  Its  villas  and  restaurants  are 
favourite  resorts  in  summer. 

The  BACK-AiTD-PiKioir  Railway  (Fogaskerekii  Vasut)  ttom  V^vosmajDr 
(atatioQ  V*  hr.  to  the  W.  of  the  Sz^na  T^r,  vi^  the  Betek-Utcza;  comp. 
PI.  A,  S)  ascends  in  17  min.  to  Sv^bhegy  station  (fare  50  ft.,  there  and  back 
80  a.);  to  Sz^chenyi-Hegy  station  in  21  min.  (60  A.,  there  and  back  1  K.}*, 
on  flnmmer  afternoons  trains  start  at  the  hoars  and  half-boars.  The  return 
by  Aawinkel  may  be  recommended,  in  which  case  single  tickets  shoald 
be  taken.  Electric  tramway  to  V^rosmajor  from  the  Kozponti  Yiroshaz 
(PI.  E,  51,  fare  90  ft.,  and  on  the  right  bank  from  the  Franz  Joseph-Br&cke 
(PI.  E,  6)  in  16  min.,  fare  80  ft.  ~  Gab,  see  p.  381. 

The  railway  (views  to  the  right)  runs  past  the  (r.)  8t  John's 
Hospital  (8zent  Jdnos  K6rhdt\  and  latterly  through  oak-plantations. 
At  the  top,  on  the  £.  side  of  the  hill,  adjoining  the  station  of  8vdh- 
hegy^  is  the  *B6tel-Re8taurant  8ehwdbenberg  (view  of  the  plain,  but 
not  of  the  town).  To  reach  the  8»iehenyi  HUl  (recognizable  by  its 
flagstaff)  we  follow  the  road  running  beside  the  railway  and  at  the 
finger-post  'Sz^chenyl  eml^  t4l4^  turn  to  the  left  (11  min.),  or  we 
may  take  the  path  to  the  left  2  min.  from  the  station,  first  descend- 
ing and  reascending  steeply.  An  admirable  ^Yiew  is  obtained  firom 
the  stone  platform :  at  our  feet  lies  the  town  with  Its  sea  of  houses, 
above  which  the  Blocksberg  and  the  castle-Mll  seem  scarcely  to  rise ; 
to  the  right  we  see  far  down  the  Danube;  to  the  S.E.  stretches  the 
vast  plain ;  on  the  left  are  the  Margareten-Insel,  Neu-Pest,  and  the 
Danube  up  toWaitzen ;  nearer  rises  the  Johannisberg;  in  the  baok« 
ground  to  the  N.E.,  the  Mitra  Mountains.  A  littie  below  stands  a 
bronze  bust  of  Count  Stephan  Sz^chenyi  (p.  334).  —  From  the 
Sz^chenyl  Hill  we  return  to  the  Svabhegy  station  (see  above)  and 
follow  the  road  (Normafa  Ut)  to  the  W. ;  after  22  min.  (just  before 
the  road  makes  a  sharp  bend  to  the  right)  we  take  a  footpath  to  the 
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right  leading  io  tbe  (5  mill.)  Norma-Fa,  an  ancient  beeeh-tree  (Tiew), 
whence  we  may  either  descend  to  (V2b^0  Anwinkel  (see  below),  or 
continue  along  the  hill  to  the  (S/4  hr.)  Jokanniiherg  (^Pozsony-Hegy 
or  Jdnos-Htgy;  1735  ft.;  restaurant),  with  a  belvedere  commanding 
a  wide  prospect.  Thence  we  may  descend  to  the  Schone  Schaftrin 
Inn  (Szep  Juh&stni)  and  vii  the  KUine  Lindenberg  (Kit  Hdrshegy) 
to  Leopoldifeld  (see  below). 

A  tramway  (p.  331)  runs  from  the  Central  Town  Hall  (p.  338) 
past  the  Schwabenberg  Station  (p.  346)  to  the  Schone  Helena  Hotel 
(8»Sp  Ilona)^  where  the  line  divides,  one  going  straight  on  (N.)  to 
the  Kiihle  Tal  (see  below),  the  othei  to  the  left  (W.)  to  Auwinkel 
(Zugligel;  inns :  Fasan^  Saukopf  or  DiszndfoJ^  a  wooded  dale  on 
the  N.  slope  of  the  Schwabenberg,  with  many  villas.  —  The  line 
to  the  Kuhle  Tal  (Hiivosvolgy;  inns :  Holzapach,  SehullerJ^  also  with 
many  villas,  on  leaving  the  Schone  Helena  (see  above)  runs  past 
the  (r.)  Cadet  School  (Hadaprdd  lakola),  in  the  court  of  which  stands 
the  Hent%i  Monument^  a  Gothic  obelisk  of  cast  iron  6573  ft*  high, 
with  a  dying  hero  in  the  middle  receiving  the  crown  of  victory  from 
an  angel.  It  was  erected  in  1852  on  the  Georgs  -  Plalz  (p.  343) 
from  designs  by  Sprenger  in  memory  of  General  Hentzi  and  the 
418  soldiers  who  fell  with  him  in  the  defence  of  the  castle  of  Ofen 
against  the  Hungarians  in  1849,  and  was  transferred  to  its  present 
site  in  1900.  Farther  on  we  traverse  the  beautiful  valley  of  Leopoldi- 
feld (Llpotmezo) ;  to  the  left  above  is  the  National  Lunatic  Asylum 

(Orszagos  tebolyda). 

The  yineyardfl  of  Ofen  yield  excellent  wine,  of  which  Adlerberger  (not 
Adelsberger)  is  the  most  esteemed. 

60.  From  Budapest  to  Euttka  (Oderberg), 

270  M.  —  Railway  to  RuUia,  194  M.,  in  eVs-librs.  (fares  31,  14,  or 
9  jr.,  express  27  or  18  JT);  to  Oderberg,  270  M.,  in  10-17  hrs.  (fares  24,  16, 
or  10,  express  30  or  20  K.y. 

Budapest,  see  p.  330.  We  start  from  the  East  Station.  The  train 
passes  the  Eerepes  Cemetery  and  the  Hungarian  rail  way- workshops. 
3  M.  Steinbrueh,  Hung.  Kobdnya  (electric  tramway  to  Budapest, 
see  p.  331),  with  breweries  and  vineyards;  branch-line  to  (40*/2  M.) 
LajoS'Mizse.  We  cross  the  wide  Rdkosfeld  (p.  342).  6  M.  Rdkos, 
junction  for  Klausenburg  (R.  69).  13 V2  M.  Piczelj  with  a  large 
chateau  of  Count  Raday  and  numerous  villas.  I872  ^*  Jsaszegh, 
where  Prince  Windischgratz  was  defeated  by  the  Hungarians  under 
Gorgey  and  Elapka  in  1849.  —  23  M.  Godollo  (Rail.  Restaurant), 
with  a  royal  chateau  (adm  40  A.)  and  beautiful  park.  About  Vg  M. 
from  the  ch&teau  is  a  bronze  statue  of  Empress  Elizabeth  (d.  lo98), 
by  R6na.  The  country  becomes  hilly ;  the  train  ascends  in  a  long 
bend,  and  crosses  the  watershed  between  the  Danube  and  the  Theiss. 
Qn  a  height  to  the  left  lies  the  monastery  of  Besnyo,  —  33  M»  Asz6d, 
with  a  chateau  of  Baron  Podmanizky.    Branch-line  vi^  (34V2  M.) 
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72  m.  Kadl'K&poUm  (Rail.  RestauraBt),  with  tobaicce- fields, 
junction  of  the  line  from  Kis-Ujsz&llis  to  Kis-Ttrtnnt  (p.  348).  — 
79^2  M.  Fuzes-Abony  (Rail.  Restaurant). 

BIU.NCH  Line  in  3/4  hr.  to  (IOV4  H.)  Erlau,  Hung.  Eger  (H6ta  Catmo; 
E6t.  Ifational),  an  ancient  archiepiscopal  town  with  24y700  inhab.,  once 
fortified.  In  1553  it  sustained  a  memorable  siege  from  the  Turks,  but  Wfti 
saved  by  the  heroic  conduct  of  the  women.  la  1596-1667  it  fell  under 
Turkish  away.  Large  Cathedral  in  the  Italian  style,  erected  by  Archbishop 
Pyrker  (d.  1847)  in  1831-67,  with  a  handsome  dome,  and  Corinthian 
porticoes  at  the  W.  front  and  at  the  ends  of  the  trimsepts.  The  interior, 
borne  by  green  marble  columns  with  white  capitals,  is  peculiar.  The 
L^ceumy  with  a  library  and  well-organised  observatory,  was  erected  by 
Archb.  Esterh^zy  in  1135.  Opposite  the  church  of  the  Brothers  of  Mercy 
is  the  fine  Minaret^  115  ft.  high,  of  an  old  mosque.  Near  the  archi- 
episcupal  park  are  the  BUkc^^t  and  the  SimJtovicz  BatJtSy  well  fitted  up, 
with  warm  springs  used  as  a  remedy  for  cutaneous  diseases.  To  the  K.B. , 
on.  a  spur  of  iheAbndgy,  is  a  ruined  Cattte^  converted  into  a  barrack,  in 
which  are  the  tombstone  and  a  monument  of  Doftd,  the  gallant  defender 
of  Eriau  against  the  Turks. 

From  Fazes-Abony  to  D^trecgin^  see  p.  869. 

113  M.  Miskolcs  (^Rail,  Restaurant;  Grand  H6tel  Seper;  Pan-- 
nonia;  Budapest;  pop.  41,000),  a  busy  trading  town,  capital  of  the 
county  of  Borsod,  with  several  churches  (St.  Stephen's,  late-Gothic, 
13th  cent.),  lies  prettily  at  the  mouth  of  the  S%inva  Valley,  A  mon- 
ument to  ijudwig  Kossuth,  by  Rdna,  was  erected  here  in  1898. 

Large  cellars  in  the  Avashegy^  a  hill  above  the  town. 

Charming  excursion  to  (5  M.)  Didsffyfir,  picturetquely  situated  in  the 
Szinva  Valley^  at  the  foot  of  the  Biltt,  with  a  ruined  castle.  About  IVc  M. 
beyond  the  village  begins  a  romantic  *Ravine  (HdmorvOlgy),  watered  by 
the  brawling  Oaradna.  (To  the  colony  of  FeM  Hamor,  V2  hr.)  —  The 
baths  of  Tapoloaa  (plain,  but  good),  with  warm  indi£ferent  springs  rising 
in  a  pond,  lie  3Vs  M.  to  the  S.W.  of  Miskolcz. 

FaoM  Miskolcz  to  Tobna,  43  M.,  railway  in  4  hrs.  —  6  H.  8aj6  Eeng 
(p.  872).  —  From  (31  M.)  Szin  the  Aggtdek  Cavern  (p.  871)  may  be  reached 
hy  carriage  in  IVt  hr.  (6  K.).  —  48  M.  Toma  (p.  861). 

Froin  Miskolcz  to  Fiilek  and  Roienau  (Aggtelek  Cavern)^  see  R.  67*,  to 
Debreezin  and  Budapest,  see  R.  66. 

The  line  crosses  the  Sajd,  an  affluent  of  the  Hernad.  1 18  M.  Zsol- 
c%a,  junction  of  the  Debreezin  line  (R.  66).  The  picturesque  valley 
of  the  Herndd  is  now  traversed.  139^/2  M.  Forrd-Encs,  To  the 
right,  the  Hegyalja  Mts,,  the  E.  slopes  of  which  produce  the  famous 
*Tokay'  (comp.  p.  370),  with  several  ruined  castles.  146  M.  Oaradna, 
with  a  chateau  of  Count  P^chy.  —  167  M,  Bdrcza  (p.  351). 

1721/2  M.  Kaschan,  Hung.  Kassa.  —  Hotels.  ♦Hotel  Schalkhaz, 
with  garden,  R.  2-13  JT.,  omnibus  60  A.;  Hdx.  Europa,  well  spoken  of.  — 
C€^f4  Andrdtzy,  F6-UtC2a ;  Bettavrant  Schabert,  same  street  \  Railway  Rettaurant. 
—  Oab  to  the  town  2Jr.,  but  pleasanter  to  walk  through  the  Sz^chenyi 
grounds  \  per  1/4  hr.  60  A.,  1/2  hr.  1  iT.  20  A.,  1  hr.  2  iT.  —  Tramway  from  the 
station  to  the  town  and  to  the  CJsermely  valley  (p.  961). 

Kasehau  (690  ft.),  an  ancient  royal  free  town  with  36,000  inhab. , 
on  the  right  bank  of  the  Hern&d,  consists  of  the  regularly-built 
Inner  town,  formerly  a  fortress,  and  three  suburbs  separated  from  It 
by  a  broad  glacis.  The  town  is  the  seat  of  various  civil  and  military 
authorities,  and  carries  on  a  brisk  trade.  The  chief  building  is  the 
*  Cathedral  (Y2  M.  from  the  station),  the  finest  Gothic  church  in 
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Htingary,  buUt  in  1382^1497  on  the  site  of  an  earlier  church  and 

thoroughly  restored  in  1877-96,  with  double  aisles,  a  polygonal  choir, 

and  two  towers  (the  southern  unfinished).   The  W.  and  N.  portals 

are  adorned  with  statues  and  sculptures  (in  the  tympanum  of  the 

N.  portal  the  Last  Judgment). 

In  the  interior  is.  a  magniflcent  canopy  of  the  richest  open-work,  66  ft. 
high,  executed  in  14T2.  Good  modern  stained  glafls.  The  late-Gothic  high- 
altar,  with  four  wings,  Is  adorned  with  48  early  German  paintings  on  a 
gold  ground,  attributed  to  Wohlgemut.  The  15th  cent,  frescoes  on  the 
It.  and  S.E.  walls  and  the  chapels  of  SS.  Stephen  and  John  should  also  be 
noticed.  —  Adjacent  to  the  S.  portal  is  the  staircase  agcending  to  the  royal 
orMory  and  l^kence  to  the  roof,  which  is  aurrounded  t>y  an  elegant  open 
balustrade. 

The  Urban^Twrm,  on  the  N.  side  of  the  cathedral,  dates  from 
1628.  —  The  church  of  8U  Michael^  in  the  transition  style  of  the 
13th  cent.,  has  a  graceful  to^er ;  the  Franciscan  is  now  the  Oarri»on 
Church;  the  DorrUniean  Church  ha-s  damaged  frescoes ;  the  Protestant. 
Qiurdi  is  cohered  with  a  lofty  dome  (1816).  —  The  Museum  (adm. 
Sua.,  Wed.,  and  Sat  9-12  and  3-5,  free ;  at  other  times  40  h,)  con- 
tains antiquities  and  coins,  a  cabinet  of  natural  history,  and  a  li- 
brary. —  The  Calvarienberg  commands  a  good  view. 

The  Ekvibonb  of  Kaschau  are  rich  in  mineral  springs.  Among  the 
hills,  3M.  to  theN.W.,  are  the  baths  of  Bank6  (carr.  3  JT.  ^  or  a  pleasant 
walkthrough  the  Csermelp  Valley;  tramway,  see  p.  350;  from  the  terminus 
to  the  baths  a  walk  of  V*  hr.).  ~  About  2  M.  to  the  N.  are  the  small 
sttlphur- baths  of  LadwigsqueUe,  Hung.  Lokjotforrd*  (cab  2  JT.,  omnibus 
80  A.).  —  About  12 M.  to  the  N.E.  (carr.  in  3  hrs.,  10-12  K.)  lies  B&nk-Herlein 
(i!^ft.;  several  Lodging  H<mKt\  with  an  intermittent  chalybeate  spring, 
wMch  from  a  depth  of  1650  ft.  sends  forth  a  jet  65  ft.  high  every  16  hrs. 

Fbok  Kabohau  to  Toena,  26  If.,  railway  in  about  2  hrs.  —  2i/s  M. 
Bamcza  (p.  350).  —  From  (20  M.)  Sze^ti  a  branch-line  diverges  to  (10  M.) 
in  */<  hr.)  Metzmzif  or  Metzenseifm^  via  Jatzd,  a  Premonstratensian  abbey 
with  valuable  archives  and  a  fine  stalactite  grotto  lately  made  accessible. 
—  From  Szepsi  to  the  health-resort  of  Stodse  (p.  357)  is  a  drive  of  about 
8Vt  hrs.  —  96  M.  Toma  (1500  inhab.)  lies  pictaresquely  at  the  foot  of  the 
BttiHenberff,  with  its  ruin  dating  from  the  i6th  century.  Near  it  are  several 
interesting  valleys  and  caves,  where  prehistoric  antiquities  have  been  found. 
Thus,  to  the  ¥.W.,  the  romantio  *asddem  Vcaiep  near  J9zd4eUS  (S/4  hr.; 
carriage  2  JT.),  and  the  Ajertal  near  Falueska,  a  narrow  gorge  crossed 
by  the  OrdOghid  (^devil's  bridge",  requiring  a  steady  head) ;  half-a-day  there 
and  back.    Branch-line  from  Torna  to  luskolcz,  see  p.  350. 

179  M.  Abos  (Rail.  Restaurant),  junction  of  the  Kaschau  and 
Oderberg  line  (p.  357).  The  line  to  Eperjes  crosses  the  Swinka 
by  a  lofty  bridge  and  passes  through  the  village  of  Abos  in  a  deep 
cutting,  beyond  which  we  obtain  a  pleasing  view  of  the  fertile  valley 
of  the  Tarcza. 

!200  M.  Epexjes  (Bail,  Restaurant;  B6tel  Bergerj  pop.  13,100), 

;.n  old  town  on  the  Tarcza,  is  still  partially  surrounded  by  walls. 

The  Calvarienberg  on  the  S.W.  side  of  the  town  commands  a  ilne 

view.    The  salt-works  of  Sodvdr  lie  P/2  M.  to  the  S. 

To  the  N.  of  Epeijes  (28  H.;  branch-railway  in  2  hrs.)  lies  Bartfeld, 
Hung.  Bdrtfa  {.H6t.  Hungaria\  a  very  ancient  little  town,  with  a  handsome 
16th  cent,  town^hall.  The  Gothic  church  of  8L  jBgiditu,  of  the  14th  cent., 
contains  finely  carved  choir-stalls  and  altars  of  the  15th  and  16th  centuries* 
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—  The  baths  of  Buri/eld  (B.  in  the  Kurh&us),  IVs  M.  to  the  N.,  have  a  atrong 
chalybeate  spring,  impregnated  with  carbonic  acid,  used  for  drinking  and 
bathing. 

E&OM  Epkrjeb  to  Ked-Sandkc,  73  M.,  railway  in  S^/s  hrs.,  via^V^^O 
Jfagp  Sdros  (famous  opal-mines  at  V0rd»vdffds)yBXi6.  (88Vs  M.)  Orl6  (Hungarian 
frontier),  station  for  Ifeu-Lt^lau^  2V2  M.  on,  a  chalybeate  bath  used  by 
ansemic  patients.  Then  (ilVz  M.)  Muszyna^  station  (carr.  4-6  K.)  for  the 
baths  of  Kryniea  (1935  ft.;  two  hotels  and  numerous  lodging-houses)  in 
Oalicia,  6  M.  to  the  K.E.,  with  chalybeate  springs,  frequented  by  the  Polish 
and  Russian  nobility.  50  M.  Zegiestdw^  another  small  bath,  prettily  situated. 
70  M.  Alt-Sandee.  —  73  M.  Neu-Bandec  (p.  287). 

62.  From  Pressburg  to  Zsolna.   Valley  of  the  Waag. 

126  M.  Bailwat  in  4V2-7  hrs.;  fares  16  K,  20, 10  K.  80  ft.,  7  K. ;  express 
21  or  14  Jr. 

Pressbur^,  see  p.  322.  The  line  passes  along  the  foot  of  the  hills, 
to  the  l6ft  of  the  Budapest  railway.  872  M.  8t.  Oeorgen^  Hung.  Ssent 
Oydrgy^  with  the  ch&teau  of  Fiherko,  To  the  left  are  the  vine-clad 
slopes  of  the  Little  Carpathians.  I21/2  M.  Bosingy  Hung.  Ba%in^  a 
small  mining  town ,  with  a  chalybeate  bath  charmingly  situated 
IY2  M.  to  the  N.  16  M.  Modor-Sehkviez^  to  the  left  of  which  lies  the 
town  of  Modor^  -at  the  foot  of  the  Carpathians.  —  23*/2  M.  differ , 
with  a  chllteau  and  park  of  Count  Zichy. 

29^2  M.  Tymau,  RvLng.Nagy-Szombat  (490  ft.  \  Railway  Restau- 
rant; Polnitiky  zur  Eisenbahn;  Schwarzer  Adler ;  pop.  12,600),  an 
old  town  of  some  importance,  with  numerous  churches  and  mon- 
asteries, a  large  episcopal  palace,  and  remains  of  fortifications,  lies 
on  the  Tmava.  From  1635  to  1777  it  was  the  seat  of  the  uniYersity 
now  at  Budapest.  The  Cathedral,  founded  in  1389  and  restored  in 
1820,  with  two  clumsy  towers  added  in  the  18th  century,  is  Worthy 

of  a  visit. 

On  a  steep  rock,  9  M.  to  the  W.  of  Tymau,  rises  the  rained  chateau  of 
Btomoldny^  formerly  the  property  of  the  Fuggers,  now  of  Prince  P^ffy. 

Bbanoh  Railwat  from  Tymau  via  Keresxtiir  to  (9  H.)  Beered,  on  the 
WcMff,  with  5900  inhab.  and  a  eh&teau  of  Prince  Bsterh^y,  on  the  line 
from  Galdnta  (p.  834)  to  (18Vs  M.)  LeopokUtadt  (see  below).  ->  To  KutH^ 
see  p.  822. 

The  line  traverses  the  fertile  plain  of  the  Waag.  40  M.  Leopold- 
Btadt,  Hung.  Lipotvdr  (RaU.  Restaurant),  a  former  fortress,  on  the 
right  bank  of  the  Waag.  On  the  left  bank  of  the  W&ag  (which  is 
crossed  by  a  bridge  I/4  M.  long),  IY2  M.  to  the  S.W.,  lies  Oalgdcx, 
a  town  with  8600  inhab.,  with  a  chsLteau  and  park  of  Count  Erdody 
(superb  view  from  the  hill).  Branch-lines  from  Leopoldst&dt  to  iDz- 
btfgh  (p.  324)  and  to  Galanta  (p.  324). 

The  line  follows  the  right  bank  of  the  Waag.  On  the  £.  rise  the 
steep  wooded  slopes  of  the  Neutra  Mts.  —  51 M.  Pisty&n  or  Postyin^ 
with  the  sulphur-baths  of  PostySrh-Teplicz  fKurhdtel),  used  as  a  core 
for  gout  and  rheumatism  (springs  128-lo9^  Fahr.;  famous  mud- 
baths),  situated  on  the  right  bank  and  on  an  island  in  the  Waag, 

On  a  distant  hill  to  the  W.  is  the  ruin  of  Jdko;  to  the  £.  is  the 
Tuln  of  Temetviny.  To  the  left,  on  a  rock  nearer  the  railway,  Is  the 
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ruined  castle  of  Csejte,  once  the  residence  of  the  infamous  Elizabeth 
Bathory,  who  is  said  to  have  murdered  300  young  girls  in  ten  years 
in  order  to  restore  her  youth  with  their  blood  (she  died  in  prison  in 
1614).  —  61  M.  Waag-Nenstadtl,  Hung.  Vdg-VjUly  (610  ft.;  Rail, 
Rtstautani)^  a  town  of  5100  inhab.,  with  a  church  founded  in  1413. 
—  The  valley  contracts.  On  a  lofty  rock  to  the  right  is  the  large 
ruined  castle  of  Beezk6^  above  the  little  town  of  that  name.  On'a 
height  to  the  left  beyond  (66  M.)  Bohuszlaviez  lies  Haluzitx^  with 
the  ruins  of  a  church  said  to  date  from  the  time  of  SS.  Cyril  and 
Methodius. 

77  M.  Trencsin,  Hung.  Trencsen  (700  ft, -,  Lamm;  pop.  6200), 
capital  of  the  county  of  that  name,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Waag,  is 
commanded  by  the  ruins  of  an  old  fortress.  The  castle-well,  590  ft. 
deep,  was  hewn  in  the  rock  by  Turkish  prisoners.  The  tower,  108  ft. 
In  height,  commands  a  beautiful  view.  The  Gothic  Parish  Church 
of  the  14th  cent,  (altered  in  1528),  to  which  a  covered  flight  of  122 
steps  ascends,  contains  the  fine  monument  of  a  Count  IlUshazy 
(d.  1648).  —  Branch-line  to  Bossany  (p.  324). 

82  M.  Trencsin-TepUoz,  Hung.  Tepla-Trencsin^Teplicz  (Hdtel 
Teplicz;  numerous  lodging-houses  and  private  apartments),  with 
warm  lime  and  sulphur  springs  (117-126®  Fahr.),  lies  in  a  fine 
mountainous  region,  1  M.  from  the  station  (omnibus  80  h, ;  cab  2  K,). 
Qood  baths,  especially  in  the  luxurious  Hammam.  Kurhaut  with 
cafe-restaurant.  The  season  lasts  from  May  1st  to  Sept.  30th.  >« 
Railway  to  Briinn^  see  p.  264. 

The  next  place  in  the  valley  of  the  Waag  is  DubnicZj  with  a 
chateau  of  Count  D'Harcourt.  89^2  ^*  Vltava,  with  a  large  castle 
used  as  a  prison.  Fine  view  of  the  valley.  To  the  left,  Pruskau, 
OT  Prusika,  with  a  ch&teau  of  Count  Ronigsegg ;  on  a  bold  rock  In  the 
distance,  the  ruin  of  Oroszldnko  or  Lowenatein,  —  To  the  left,  just 
before  reaching  (106  M.)  Vdg-Besztereze^  we  see  the  flnely-situated 
chateau  of  Orlove^  belonging  to  Prince  Hohenlohe ;  and  just  beyond 
It,  also  J  on  the  left,  is  the  ruin  of  Podhrdgy,  At  (11572  M.)  Nagy 
Bicse-Predmer^  to  the  right,  opens  the  romantic  ''^Szulyov  Valley, 
with  its  curious  castellated  rocks  (a  pleasant  excursion  of  5-6  hrs. 
by  carriage*).  120^/2  M.  Hricsd.  At  Marczek  the  valley  suddenly 
turns  to  the  S.E.  (to  the  right.  In  the  distance,  the  ruin  of  Ljetava; 
to  the  left,  8chlo88  Budatin), 

126  M.  Zsolna,  Qer.  SUUin,  see  p.  354. 


63.  From  Oderberg  to  Kaschan. 

218  M.    Railway   in   10-15  hrs.     The  Hungarian  *zone-tariflr   (comn. 

S.819)  begins  atOs^cza.  Betum-tickets  at  rednced  rates  (Ist  cl.  30,  2nd  ol.  20, 
rd.  cl.  12  K.)  available  for  45  days  are  issued  on  Sat.,  Sun.,  and  hoHdays 
in  summer  from  Oderberg  and  Teschen  to  Csorba  and  Popr^d  (p.  856). 
Best  views   to  the  right  between  Jablunkau  and  Buttka^  thereafter  tr 
*  the  left. 

BABDBKxa's  Austria.    10th  Edition.  23 
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Oderberg,  see  p.  273.  We  diverge  to  the  S.E.  from  the  Vienna 
line  (R.  48),  and  traverse  a  wooded  hill-district,  the  N.  spnrs  of  the 
Beskid  Mis,  10^2  ^*  Karwin  (RaU.  Restaurant),  with  a  ch&tean 
of  Count  Larlsch  and  large  coal-mines  (branch-Une  to  PtUrowUz^ 
7  M.;  see  p.  277).  I2V2  M.  Darkau^  with  iodine  and  salt  baths. 

20  M.  Teschen  (iOiO  ft. ;  Sail.  Restawmt;  Hirsch;  Ochs; 
Bahnhof-Hotel;  pop.  19,100),  a  thriying  town,  situated  on  a  hill 
on  the  right  bank  of  the  OUa,  formerly  the  capital  of  the  duchy  of 
that  name,  is  now  the  chief  town  in  E.  Silesia,  Of  the  old  castle 
of  the  12th  cent,  a  huge  tower  is  still  standing.  Handsome  modem 
chateau  of  Archduke  Frederick,  with  a  fine  garden. 

Teschen  is  the  junction  of  the  Kaiitr-Ferdinandt-Nordhahn:  S.W.  to 
(76  M.)  HulMn  Cp.  2T2);  and  K.W.  to  Bielitz,  Kalwarya^  Bkawina^  and 
(85V«  M.)  Podg6ra-Craeov)  {$.  376). 

241/2  M.  Tfzynittz  (Rail.  Restaurant),  with  large  iron-works  of 
Archduke  Frederick ;  321/2  M.  Jahlunkau  (Rail.  Restaurant).  The 
line  penetrates  the  Jahlunka  Pass  (1806  ft.)  by  means  of  the  Mosty 
Tunnel  (666  yds.),  and  descends,  crossing  the  Hungarian  frontier, 
to  the  Csema  Valley  and  (44  M.)  Csdcza,  a  small  town  at  the  union 
of  the  Oserna  and  the  Kisucza,  the  junction  for  (36  M.)  Sayhusch 
(p.  288). 

63  M.  Zsolna,  Ger.  SOUin  (1180  ft.;  Rail,  Restaurant)^  a  small 
and  ancient  town  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Waag^  once  an  important 
centre  of  the  Hungarian  wine-trade  with  Poland.  About  1  M.  to 
the  N.W.  are  the  ruins  of  Budatin,  with  a  park  and  a  tower  (view). 

To  Tpmau  and  Prestburg,  see  B.  62;  to  Bayhtaeh^  see  p.  288.  — 
Branch-line  to  the  8.  (18  M^  in  1  Lr.)i  passing  the  considerable  ruin  of 
LJetava  (p.  868),  to  Bajecz-Teplicz  (1^  ft;  goo4  accommodation  in  the 
bath-houses),  a  thriving  watering-place  in  the  picturesque  BiUinka  Vailey^ 
with  warm  aliun<springs  (97-103^). 

We  are  now  carried  E.  through  the  broad  valley  of  the  Waag. 
On  the  left,  Teplieska,  and  a  chateau  with  two  towers.  We  cross  the 
Waag.  68  M,  Vdmaj  Ger.  Varinj  9  M.  from  Tyerchova,  at  the  mouth 
of  the  wild  Vratna  Ravine,  The  valley  contracts  so  as  barely  to  leave 
room  for  river,  road,  and  rail.  On  a  ,bold  rock  to  the  right  is  the 
ruin  of  8%treesn6,  to  the  left  that  of  Ov&r,  The  rapids  of  the  river 
here  are  often  dangerous  to  rafts.  Beyond  a  tunnel  we  enter  the 
romantic  Defile  of  Sxtrecsnd,  3  M.  long,  in  which  the  Waag  forces 
its  passage  through  the  Fdtra  Mis,,  and  next  reach  (76i/|M.)  Bnttka, 
Ger.  Ruttek  (1260  ft. ;  Rail,  Restaurant^  junction  of  the  Altsohl 
and  Budapest  line  (R.  60),  picturesquely  situated  at  the  confluence 
of  the  turbulent  Turdes  and  the  Waag. 

79Vs  M.  Szucsdny,  6  M.  to  the  S.  of  which  is  the  chllteau  of 
Stjavnik,  Beyond  (8IV2  M.)  Turdn  we  thread  a  tunnel  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  Hradiska  Pass  and  reach  (871/2  M.)  Kralovdn,  at  the 
mouth  of  the  valley  of  the  Arva,  On  a  lofty  rock  near  Arvavdralja^ 
17  M.  to  the  N.E.  (branch-line),  is  the  handsome,  well-preserved 
castle  of  Arva,  —  9OV2  M.  Fenyohdxa  (1460  ft. ;  Kurhaus  and 
Hydropathic),  a  health-resort.  —  99  M.  Bdzsahegy,  Ger.  Roam- 
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herg  (1628  ft. ;    Rail,  Restaurant;    KraliczeJc's  Inn;   pop.  8200),   a 

small  town,  with  a  Piarist  school  on  a  hill  above  it.    To  the  N.,  on 

the  hillside,  the  ruins  of  Likava  (2155  ft.)  and  t}i&  Liszkova  Cavern. 

The  mineral-hatbs  of  Korytnicza,  9  M.  to  the  S.  (carr.  8-10,  omn.  3  K, 

20  A.))  &  cure  for  ailments  of  the  liver  and  stomach,  are  prettily  situated. 

At  (1041/2  M.)  lAptd'Tepla  a  view  is  disclosed  of  the  chief  sum- 
mits of  the  Central  Carpathians.  1 13  M.Lipt6-Szent-l[ikl68  (1890  ft. ; 
Rail,  RestaurarU;  Krone,  well  spoken  of;  Adler'),  capital  of  the 
county  of  Liptau  and  seat  of  a  Protestant  bishop,  has  leather-factor- 
ies. To  the  S.  rise  the  Poludnicza  (6086  ft.)  and,  farther  off,  the 
Djumbir  (see  below).  Road  to  the  DemSnfalva  Orotto,  6  M.  (see 
below;  carr.  In  1^/4 hr.,  there  and  back  Q  K,"). 

II6V2  M.  S%ent  Ivdn-Pdttomya,  On  the  left  bank  of  the  Waag 
(IV2  M.)  is  the  prosperous  village  of  8%t,  Ivdn  (Inn),  the  property 
of  Baron  Szentivanyi.  ^ 

Splendid  day's  excursion  (guide  4  K.)  through  the  Stjavniea  Valley, 
then  to  the  right  to  the  (2  hrs.)  forester's  house  of  Bitztra  (2960  ft. ;  good 
accommodation)  and  by  a  good  path  to  the  (3V2  hrs.)  top  of  the  *])jumbir, 
Hung.  QyGn^ir  (6710  ft.),  the  highest  summit  of  the  Niedere,  or  Lower, 
Tatra,  which  affords  a  fine  survey  of  the  W.  Carpathians.  Then  down 
through  the  romantic  Demanova  Valley  to  the  (4  hrs.)  refuge-hut  of  the 
Carpathian  (Hub  (good  quarters),  near  the  (I/4  hr.)  interesting  Demenfalva 
Cavern  (3670  ft.)  with  its  fine  ice-formations  and  stalactites  (duration  of 
visit  1  hr.).    Thenee  to  (2  hrs.)  Liptd-Szent-Miklds  (see  above). 

120M.  Lipt6-irjvir(2090ft.;  Rail,  Restaurant;  B6tel  Brull), 

at  the  confluence  of  the  rapid  Bela  and  the  Waag,  with  a  ruined 

castle.  Fine  view  of  the  Hohe  Tatra,  with  the  Krivan  (p.  363). 

A  tolerable  road  unites  Lipt<S-Ujvar  with  (71/2  M.)  foAava  (2710  ft. ;  Inn^ 
guides),  a  small  village  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Bela,  whence  a  footpath 
proceeds  to  the  (2  hrs!)  forester^s  house  of  Pod  Ban$ko  (3190  ft. ;  good  ac- 
commodation), a  starting-point  for  excursions  in  the  W.  part  of  the  Hohe 
Tatra,  3-4  hrs.  (bridle-path)  from  the  Lake  of  Csorba  (p.  362).  From  Pod 
Bansko  vii.  the  Tycha  Valley  to  Zakopane,  7-8  hrs.,  see  p.  367. 

The  line  skirts  the  S.  base  of  the  Tatra,  the  wild  serrated  ridges 
and  peaks  of  which  are  most  picturesque.  123  M.  Kirdly-Lehoia,  at 
the  confluence  of  the  Weisse  and  the  Schwarze  Waag,  —  129^/2  M. 
Vyehodna  (2540  ft. ;  ascent  of  the  Krivin,  7^/2  hrs.,  see  p.  363). 
—  1331/2  M.  Vdgfalva,  The  line  crosses  the  watershed  between 
the  Waag  and  the  Popper  (i.e.  between  the  Baltic  and  the  Black  Sea) 
at  (I371/2  M.)  Csorba  (2946  ft. ;  Rail.  Restaurant;  to  the  Lake  of 
Csorba,  see  p.  362),  and  descends  to  the  valley  of  the  Popper.  — 
142  M.  Lucsivna  FUrdo,  or  Bad  Lucsivna  (2605  ft.),  with  a  park 
of  Hr.  von  Szakmary  and  a  hydropathic ;  1  M.  to  the  S.E.  is  the 
village  of  Lucsivna,  Ger.  Lautschburg  (2517  ft. ;  inn).  —  I441/2  M. 
BatizfalUj  2  M.  to  the  E.  of  the  village.  Fine  view  of  the  tapering 
Koncysta  (8320  ft.)  and  the  Franz- Josef- Spitze  (8737  ft.),  the 
highest  of  the  Tatra. 

Noteworthy  excursions ;  ascent  of  the  JSenberg  (3025  ft.),  2  hrs.  there 
and  back,  with  ,view  of  the  Tatra,  Popper  valley,  etc.  *,  ascent  of  the  Baba 
(3212  ft.),  of  the  (7«nia  (3580  ft.),  and  above  all  (2-2Vzhr8.;  also  ascended 
from  Popn&d)  of  the  *Kou  Kamen  or  OaUberg  (4180  ft.),  the  Rigi  of  the 
Zips,  with  a  tower  commanding  a  superb  panorama  of  the  Tatra  from 
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Chocs  in  the  Liptau  to  the  Stirnberg  near  Tatra-Hohlenhain,  of  the  ad- 
joining mountains,  and  of  the  smiling  valleys  of  the  Popper,  Herndd, 
and  Waag. 

149  M.  Fopr&d,  or  Deutschendorf  (2214  ft. ;  Bail.  Restaurant ; 

*H6tel  HmZ'Park,  V2  ^*  ^  ^^^  ^'^'  of  the  station,  with  haths  and 

a  fine  view  of  the  Tatra,  R.  2-4  K.;  H6t,  Tatra;  H6t.  National, 

both  at  the  station  and  well  spoken  of),  with  1700  inhab.,  is  one  of 

the  sixteen  free  Zips  towns  founded  by  'Saxon*  immigrants  in  the 

12th  cent.,  which  still  retain  their  German  language  and  character, 

although  they  lost  their  political  privileges  in  1875.    The  Muieum 

of  the  Carpathian  Club  is  worth  a  visit  (closed  12-2).  Popr4d  is  the 

station  for  Schmecks  (p.  360)  and  a  good  starting-point  for  excursions 

to  the  Hohe  and  Niedere  Tatra. 

A  road  (carr.  2-3  JT.)  leads  to  the  S.  to  (3H.)  Blummial^  Hung.  VirdgvSlgy 
(24G0ft.;  several  lodging-houses),  a  prettily  situated  summer  resort;  thence 
a  walk  of  *U  hr.  to  the  8.E.  through  beautiful  woods  to  the  Belvedere 
(3025  ft.)  of  the  Carpathian  Club,  which  commands  a  magniOcent  panorama 
of  the  Tatra  Mts.  —  A  very  enjoyable  day's  excursion  may  be  made  from 
Foprdd  to  the  *Ice  Cavern  of  Dobschau,  in  the  valley  of  Straczena,  19  M. 
to  the  8.  The  road  (carr.  and  pair  in  i^/t  hrs.,  16-^  JT..  there  and  back) 
leads  via  Bhanmtal  (see  above),  Orenicz^  and  Vemdr  (2470  ft. ;  inn)  to  the 
Popova  Saddle  (3415  ft.),  whence  it  descends  to  the  Putiapole  Inn  (2950  ft.)* 
at  the  foot  of  the  ivassive  Kdnig^erg  or  Kralova  Bola  (6375  ft. ;  fine  view), 
which  may  be  ascended  hence  in  4  hrs.  (also  on  horseback;  descent  to 
Telgart,  in  2Vr8  hrs.).  Thence  we  proceed  via  Telgart  (2B90  ft.  5  inn)  to 
the  Inn  zur  EUhGhle^  1  M.  from  the  entrance  to  the  cavern  (see  p.  372). 

FsoH  PoPRAD  TO  PuDLxiN,  20V2  H.,  railway  in  2  hrs.  —  The  line 
diverges  to  the  K.E.  from  the  Oderberg  and  Easchau  railway,  and  descends 
the  valley  of  the  Popper.  IV4  M.  Oeorgenberg^  Hung.  Szepes-Szothbat  (2260  ft. ; 
Gr^b-Park,  R.  1-4,  D.  1 K.  40  A.,  pens.  3-6  JT.),  a  sttmmer-resort.  —  5M.  Kohl- 
bach,  Hung.  Tarpatak  (branch-line  to  Tatra- Lomnitz^  7  M.  5  see  p.  364).  — 
6  H.  ffroes-Lomnitz,  Hung.  Nagy-Lcmniez,  with  a  race-course  (horse-races 
in  July).  —  91/2  M.  Eesmark  (2054  ft.-.  Central Hdtel ;  B6t.  Kesmark;  H6t. 
Meeze^  with  garden  and  veranda),  prettily  situated  on  the  Popper,  is  one 
of  the  oldest  towns  in  Hungary,  having  been  a  *royal  free  town*  since 
1380.  The  old  parish-church  Zum  Heiligen  Kreuz  (15tb  cent )  contains  fine 
carved  altars.  New  Prot.  church  built  by  Hansen  (1894);  interesting  old 
timber  Prot.  church.  The  chapel  of  the  old  Tokolyi  chateau  is  worthy  of 
a  visit.  —  To  the  W.W.  (3  M.,  carr.  8-4  JT.),  in  the  Weisswassertal,  is 
T&trah&za  (2280  ft.;  S.  1  JT.  40 ft. -2  ^.,  board  20  24  K.  per  week;  also 
hydropathic),  a  pleasant  summer-resort ;  6  M.  to  the  K. W.  of  T^trahdia  is 
the  Kesmarker  TrOnke  (p.  864).  —  13  M.  Eldgazds;  branch-line  to  (2  M.) 
Bela  (Hung.  Szepez  -  Bila) ,  a  village  with  2500  inhab.,  and  to  Tatra- 
Hdhlenhain  (p.  366).  From  Bela  via  WUntehindor/  to  the  Bote  KUuter  and 
Szczawnica,  see  p.  365.  —  20V8  H.  PudMn,  Hung.  Fodolin.  a  village  of 
1500  inhabitants. 

The  line  crosses  the  Popper  and  quits  the  valley  of  that  stream. 
—  151  M.  Odnocs  (2067  ft. ;  hotel),  with  warm  mineral  springs.  — 
A  low  hill  near  (158  M.)  Kapsdorf^  Hung.  Kdpomtafalu  (2250  ft,), 
forms  the  watershed  between  the  Danube  and  the  Vistula.  "We 
descend  the  vaUey  of  the  Hemdd.  —  166  M.  Igl6  (1503  ft. ;  Rail, 
Restaurant;  H6t.  Schwarzenberg^  opposite  the  station),  is  another 
of  the  sixteen  Zips  free  towns  (see  above). 

A  branch-line  runs  hence  in  40  min.  to  (8  H.)  Leutaohau,  Hung.  Ldese 
(1880  ft.;  Rail.  Restaurant;  8tadt-B6Ul  or  Vdroii  zzdlloda),  capital  of  the 
Zips,  an  old  town  with  6600  inhab.,  chiefly  Germans.    Fine  Gothic  churob 
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of  St.  James,  of  the  13th  cent.,  with  a  slender  tower,  containing;  an  elegant 
tabernacle,  several  well-carved  altars,  pictures,  monuments,  and  a  good 
organ.  The  RaihauSy  with  its  open  arcades,  in  the  Platz  on  the  8.  side 
of  the  church,  was  restored  in  1894  (interesting  interior).  Beautiful  view 
of  the  Tatra  from  the  pilgrimage-church  on  the  MaHeriberg  (*fA  hr.).  — 
On  the  Eesmark  road,  2V2  M.  to  the  N.  of  Leutschau,  lies  LifaefUred 
(2000  ft.),  a  watering-place  and  summer-resort,  whence  the  Oehol  (3J50  ft.) 
may  be  ascended.  —  At  Donnertmark^  1  hr.'s  drive  from  Leutschau,  is  a 
Gothic  doable  chapel,  containing  a  late-G-othic  altar. 

A  road  (carr.  in  2  hrs.,  lO  K.)  leads  to  the  8.E.  from  Igl6  via  (3  M.)  Igld- 
fared  (1870  ft.),  a  prettily  situated  spa,  to  (12V2  M.)  Schwarzenberg  (Hung. 
FeJtetehegy;  2L00ft.),  a  hydropathic,  sheltered  amid  beautiful  pine-woods. 

We  enter  the  Zipser  Erzgeblrge.  —  179^2  ^«  Saepea^Olasziy 
Ger.  WalUndorf. 

Branch-line  to  (5Vs  H.)  Kirchdrauf,  Hung.  Stepei-Vdralja  (inn),  a  little 
town  with  the  considerable  ruins  of  the  castle  of  Zips^  which  gave  name 
to  the  county,  and  the  interesting  cathedral  of  8t.  Martin,  begun  in  the 
13th  cent,  in  the  Romanesque,  and  altered  in  the  15th  cent,  in  the  late-' 
Gothic  style.  Curious  mural  paintings  of  the  14th  cent.,  some  of  them 
well  preserved.  About  2  M.  from  the  station  are  the  small  baths  of 
Balddcg  (1420  ft. ;  Kuthaus),  with  springs  containing  sulphate  of  soda. 

I841/2  M.   Krompach,  with  iron-works.    I871/2  M.  Stefanshutte, 

with  quicksilver,  silver,  and  copper  mines.  —  I9II/2M.  Margitfalu. 

To  SchmSllnitzhOttb,  21  M.,  railway  in  23/4  hrs.  through  the  Odllnitz 
Valley,  with  its  mines  of  iron-ore,  worked  since  the  middle  ages.  3^/4  M. 
Mdriakuta-  Zakdrfaiu,  with  Archd.  Frederick's  Marienhiltte ,  an  iron -mine 
worked  with  aid  of  an  electric  wire -rope  railway.  5  H.  GSllnitz,  Hung. 
OStniczbdnya  (Stadt-ffotel),  an  old  town  with  iron  mines,  and  many  chain 
and  nail  factories  around  it.  To  the  N. W.  (IV4  M.  •,  carr.  3  K.)  is  Tliurzd/itred 
(1876  ft.),  a  summer-resort  embosomed  in  pinewoods.  10  M.  Prakendorf, 
Hung.  Prak/alu,  with  iron-works.  21  M.  SchmoUnitzhUtte,  Hung.  Szamolnok- 
kuta,  with  valuable  mines  of  pyrites.  About  6  M.  distant  is  the  hydropathic 
of  Sto6$z  (2200  ft. ;  p.  351). 

The  line  is  carried  through  the  narrow  and  picturesque  valley 
of  the  Hemdd  by  means  of  embankments  and  cuttings.  208  M.  Abos 
(branch -line  to  Eperjes,  p.  361).  The  Hernad  is  crossed  several 
times ;  then  through  a  tunnel  into  a  broader  part  of  the  valley.

64.  The  Hohe  Tatra. 

The  Central  Carpathians^  rising  between  the  plains  of  the  Waag, 
the  Arva,  the  Dunajec,  and  the  Popper  and  extending  for  a  distance 
of  about  50  M.  with  a  breadth  of  9-22  M.,  are  the  loftiest  mountains 
in  Hungary.  This  range,  of  limestone,  gneiss,  granite,  and  sandstone 
formation,  consists  of  three  principal  groups,  viz.  the  Arva-Liptau 
Oneiss  and  Limestone  Mts.,  or  W.  portion  as  far  as  the  Lllijowe  Pass, 
with  peaks  rising  to  a  height  of  7800  ft. ;  the  Hohe  Tatra  (i.e.  High 
Tatra),  or  central  portion,  stretching  E.  to  the  Eopa  Pass  and  reaching 
the  height  of  8735  ft. ;  and  the  Bela  Limeitone  Alps,  with  peaks  of 
7070  ft.,  stretching  at  an  angle  from  the  Hohe  Tatra  to  the  Zdjar  Pass. 
The  most  Imposing  portion  is  the  Hohe  Tatra,  on  the  borders  of  Zips, 
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Liptau,  and  Galicia,  where  the  huge  masses  rise  sheer  from  the  valleys 
of  the  Popper  and  Waag  like  a  gigantic  waU,  presenting  mountain- 
scenery  of  the  wildest  description,  in  which  only  glaciers  are  wanting. 
The  chief  features  here  are  barren,  fissured  peaks,  precipitous  and  in- 
accessible crests,  and  bleak,  rock-cumbered  valleys,  containing  deep 
and  lonely  lakes  (Pol.  stawy,  Slav.  plessOj  i.e,  eyes  of  the  sea),  which 
are  gradually  being  filled  up  with  d^ris  precipitated  from  the  steep 
slopes  above.  The  highest  peaks  are  not  free  from  snow  except  in 
midsummer,  while  many  of  the  gorges,  especially  on  the  N.  side, 
are  filled  with  perpetual  snow  (snow -line  about  7900  ft.).  The 
dwellers  on  the  S.  and  W.  sides  of  the  Tatra  are  Slovakians,  on  the 
N.  Poles,  and  in  Zips,  on  the  S.E.  side,  Germans. 

Of  Hotels  and  Inns  there  is  now  a  tolerable  array,  especially  on  the 
.S.  side  of  the  range,  bat  in  the  height  of  the  season  (July-August)  it  is 
sometimes  difficult  to  get  quarters  even  after  previous  application.  Close 
to  the  foot  of  the  mountains  (2460-4490  ft.)  are  the  following,  mostly  sur- 
rounded by  beautiful  pine-woods  and  adapted  as  health-resorts  for  a  stay 
of  some  time:  the  hotels  on  the  Lake  of  Gsorha;  Hoel^Hdgi,  at  the  foot  of 
the  Kon^ysta;  H6iel  Weszterheim  ^  at  the  foot  of  the  Frans  Josef  Spitze; 
iVeu,  Alt^  and  Unter  Schmecks,  at  the  foot  of  the  Schlagendorfer  Spitze; 
Hotel  KohU>achy  on  the  Eammchen;  Tatra  -  Lomnitz  and  JlatlarenaUy  and 
Tatra-H&hlenhain ,  in  the  Eotlin  valley.  Simpler  accommodation  is  offered 
by  the  forester's  house  of  Pod  Bansko^  at  the  foot  of  the  Eriv^n;  the 
Majldth  fftit^  on  the  Lake  of  Popper;  the  ScMetier  Hatts,  on  the  Lake  of 
Felka;  the  Ketmarker  Tranke.  on  the  Weisswasserbach  *,  and  the  Archduke 
Frederick  ffut,  on  the  Qrune  See.  The  towns  of  Liptd-  Ujvdry  Poprdd^  Felka^ 
and  Ketmark  all  have  good  hotels  and  command  fine  views  of  the  moun- 
tains, but  they  are  less  suited  for  a  stay  of  some  time  owing  to  the  want 
of  woods  in  their  vicinity  and  their  distance  (6-10  H.)  from  the  foot  of 
the  mountains.  The  favourite  hydropathic  establishments  of  Lucrivna^ 
Oross-Schlagendorf,  and  Tdtrahdza  are  rather  more  conveniently  situated. 
The  best  headquarters  for  excursions  on  the  N.  side  are  Zakopane,  the 
Iron  Works  (Kilznice)  near  Zakopane,  the  small  baths  of  Jfcuzezwdwkay  and 
the  good  club-huts  of  the  Galician  Tatra  Club  in  the  Boztoka  Valleg  and  on 
the  Qrosse  FiecJuee.  —  The  best  time  for  exploring  this  district  is  from  July 
to  the  middle  of  September  ^  but  June  and  October,  when  charges  are  con- 
siderably abated,  are  also  sometimes  favourable. 

GciDBS.  —  Tourists  in  the  S.  Tatra  should  employ  only  guides  authorised 
by  the  Hungarian  Carpathian  Club  (to  be  obtained  most  easily  at  the  three 
8chmeck9,  at  the  Gsorber  and  Popper  Lakes,  in  the  Schlesier  Haus,  Tatra- 
Lomnltz,  and  Matlarenau  guides  are  not  always  to  be  found),  who  are 
bound  to  produce  the  official  tariff  on  demand.  The  first-class  guides, 
naturally  the  most  expensive,  are  acquainted  with  the  entire  Tatra  region 
(7  K.  per  day,  half-day  4  K. :  the  charges  for  mountain  ascents  are  given 
below);  those  of  the  second  class  undertake  certain  definite  expeditions 
only  (5  K.  30  A.  per  day,  half-day  3  K.).  Each  guide  may  be  required  to 
carry  about  33 lbs.  of  luggage,  but  for  long  tours,  involving  considerable 
supplies  of  baggage  and  provisions,  a  porter  also  must  be  engaged.  The 
charges  are  for  one  or  more  persons,  but  on  difficult  ascents  no  guide  may 
undertake  more  than  1-3  persons.  Each  guide  provides  his  own  food; 
when  a  night  is  spent  in  a  refuge-hut  or  in  the  open  air  he  is  entitled  to 
1  K.  Ab  the  nights  are  often  very  cold  (even  in  summer  the  temperature 
sometimes  falls  below  32*'  at  an  elevation  of  6000-6500  ft.),  it  is  advisable 
to  be  well  supplied  with  rugs.  Porters  receive  2-3  K.  per  day,  and  their 
food.  Complaints  should  be  addressed  to  the  managers  of  the  various 
baths.  —  The  charge  for  guides  from  Zakopane  (chieflv  Poles,  a  few  only 
speaking  German;  Polish  words,  see  p.  275),  some  of  whom  also  under- 
take expeditions  in  the  8.  Tatra,  is  8 TT.  a  day,  besides  food:  mountain 
ascents  iO  K. 
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iMPOBMATioN  may  be  obtained  at  the  head-office  of  the  Carpathian  Club 
at  Igl6,  from  Herr  Professor  D^nes  at  Leutschau,  at  the  bath-offices  at  the 
three  Schmecks,  and  at  the  office  of  the  Tatra  Club  in  Zakopane.  —  Kew 
ordnance  maps  of  the  Tatra  (scale  1 :  25,000)  were  published  in  1898. 

The  best  Appboaohss  to  the  Tatra  are :  from  Germany  the  railway  from 
Oderberg  to  Easchau  (R.  63)  j  from  Vienna  and  W.  Hungary  the  railway 
through  the  valley  of  the  Waag  to  Zsolna  (B.  62);  from  Budapest  the 
Miskolcs  and  Raschau  line  (R.  59)  or  the  Hatvan  and  Ruttka  line  (R.  60). 
Circular  ticket  from  Vienna  to  the  Lake  of  Csorba,  Budapest,  and  back  to 
Vienna,  1st.  cl.  60,  2nd  cl.  40  JT.  —  Those  who  approach  from  the  K.  take 
tiie  Galician  railway  from  Podgdrte  (Cracow),  via  Chabdwka  and  N&umarkt 
(p.  1K8)  to  (101  M.,  in  6V2  hrs.)  Zakopane.  A  carriage  from  Zakopane  to 
Tatra-Hohlenhain  (7  hrs.'  drive)  costs  12-20  JT.;  from  Zakopane  to  Schmecks 
vi&  Tatra-Hohlenhain  (9  hrs.'  drive),  16-30  K.  (bargain  necessary). 

For  a  tour  through  the  Tatra  the  traveller  should  engage  a  first  class 
guide  for  the  whole  trip  (charges,  see  p.  358;  no  extra  charge  for  moun- 
tain ascents),  who  should  be  obtained  through  the  managers  of  the  baths 
at  one  of  the  three  Schmecks  to  join  the  party  at  the  Lake  of  Osorba  in 
the  W.  of  the  Tatra. 

South  Side  of  the  Taira  (8  days).  1st  day :  Lake  of  Csorba,  Patria  and 
back  to  the  Lake  of  Csorba,  or  on  to  the  Lake  of  Popper  (p.  363).  — 
2nd  day:  Meeraugspitze  (p.  363),  with  descent  to  the  Lake  of  Popper. 
—  3rd  day :  Osterva  (p.  363)  with  descent  to  Hoch-Hagi  (p.  861).  —  -ith  day  : 
Botzdorf  Lake  (p.  863),  Schlesier  Haus,  Polnische  Kamm,  Kleine  Visoka, 
and  back  to  the  Schlesier  Haus  (p.  362).  —  5th  day :  Schlagendorfer  Spitze 
(p.  861)  with  descent  to  the  three  Schmecks  (p.  360).  —  6th  day:  Falls 
of  the  Eohlbach  (p.  361)  and  Fjve  Lakes  (p.  331);  descent  to  Tatra- 
Lomnitz  (p.  364).  -—  Tth  day :  Qriine  See  (p.  364)  and  vift  Weidau  to  Tatra- 
Hohlenhain  (p.  366).  —  8th  day:  Stalactite  cavern  at  Bdla.  —  Thence  either 
visit  the  N.  side  of  the  Tatra,  or  return  to  Popr&d  and  drive  to  the  ice 
cavern  at  Dobschau  (comp.  p.  372). 

Mrth  Side  of  the  Tatra  (4  days).  1st  day:  Tatra-HShlenhain  (p.  365), 
the  Kopa  Pass,  the  Greiner,  Javorina,  Roztoka  Refuge  Hut  (p.  866).  — 
2nd  day:  Grosse  Fischsee  (p.  366),  the  Five  Polish  Lakes  (p.  366),  Zawrat 
Pass,  Schwarze  See  (p.  367),  Suchawoda  Refuge  Hut  (p.  367).  —  3rd  day  : 
Iron  Works  (p.  367),  the  KoiScielisko  Valley  (p.  367).  —  4th  day:  Zako- 
pane (p.  366). 

a.  Boad  from  the  Lake  of  Csorba  to  Tatra-Holilenhain. 

22  M.  Carriage  to  Alt-Schmecks  8  K.  (omn.,  see  p.  360);  thence  to  Tatra- 
Hohlenhain  8  K.  The  road  (recommended  for  cycling),  which  connects  all 
the  principal  places  of  interest  on  the  S.  side  of  the  mountains,  is  known 
as  the  Klotilden-  Weg  as  far  as  Alt-Schmecks,  beyond  which  its  E.  continu- 
ation is  called  the  Uaria-Thwtfia-Weg. 

Lake  of  Csorba  (4430  ft.),  see  p.  362.  The  road  runs  to  the  E., 
passes  (7  min.)  a  branch  leading  to  the  right  to  Csorba  station,  and 
crosses  the  Mlinica^  beyond  which  it  bends  abruptly  towards  the  N. 
Grossing  the  Popper  we  turn  once  more  to  the  E.  and  beyond  the 
(4^2  M.)  keeper's  house  on  the  Rausehbach  reach  — 

572  M.  Hoch'Hagi  (3515 ft.;  p.  361).  We  then  cross  a  number  of 
small  streams  (pretty  views  of  the  Popper  valley)  to  (9  M.)  Weszter- 
heim  (3260  ft.;  p.  361).  Thence  we  proceed  by  a  shady  footpath 
to  the  right  (finger-post  3  min.  beyond  Weszterheim)  to  — 

llVa  M.  NeU'Sehmecks  (3250  ft.;  p.  360)  and  (12  M.)  Alt- 
Schmecks  (3335  ft. ;  p.  360).  The  road  to  Tatra-Hohlenhain  diverges 
to  the  left  3  min.  beyond  Alt-Schmecks  from  the  road  leading  to 
Poprad)  joins  the  carriage-road  from  Unter-Schmecks  about  8/4  M. 
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farther  on,  and  then  traverses  the  Kohlhack  Valley^  with  its  numer- 
ous old  moraines. 

At  (15V2  M.)  Tatra-Lomniti  (2785  ft.;  p.  364)  we  enjoy  a  good 
view  of  the  Lomnitzer  Spitze  to  lie  left.  Thence  (the  paths  diverg- 
ing to  the  right  lead  to  Gross-Lomnitz)  we  proceed  to  (I61/2  M.) 
Matlarenau  (2940  ft. ;  p.  364),  pleasantly  situated  in  a  plain  on  the 
Steinhach,  and  after  crossing  the  stream  descending  from  theWeiss- 
wasser  Valley  reach  the  (I8V2  M.)  Kesmarker  Tranke  (2976  ft. ; 
p.  364).  Thence  the  road  gradually  descends  to  the  Kotlin  Valley ^ 
and  a  little  beyond  — 

2IV2M.  Tatra 'Hdhlenhain  (2415  ft.;  p.  366)  joins  the  B^la 
high-road.   To  JaYorina  see  p.  365, 

b.  Alt-Schmecks,  Ken-SchmeckB,  and  XTnter-Sohmecks. 

From  Popr&d  to  Alt-Schmecks,  T^/a  H.,  carrii^e  7  JT.  —  From  the  Lake 
of  Csorba,  Tatra-Lomnitz,  or  Tatra-Hohlenhain  to  Alt-Schmecks,  see  above. 

Poprad  (2214  ft.),  see  p.  356.  —  The  road  leads  via  (1  M.)  Felka 
(2235  ft. ;  Tourlstenheim,  hotel  and  villas  with  baths  and  garden, 
K.  IV2-3,  D.  2  K.  40  ft.,  pens.  41/2-6*72  -^0>  '^i*^  a  Tatra  Museum 
and  Alpine  botanic  garden,  and  (3  M.)  Oross  -  Schlagendorfj  Hung. 
Nagy-Szdlok  (2220  ft. ;  H6tel  Weszt'er,  with  pleasant  garden,  R.  1  K, 
40  /i.,  D.  2  K,'),  Farther  on  loads  diverge  on  the  right  to  Muhlen- 
bach  and  to  Unter-Schmecks  (see  below). 

71/2 M.  Alt-Schmecks,  Hung.  Tdtra-Fiired  (3336  ft.),  is  a  well- 
managed  watering-place  with  mineral  springs,  pine-cone  baths,  and 
cold-water  cure,  and  a  Kursaal,  prettily  situated  at  the  foot  of  the 
Schlagendorf  peak. 

Visitors  are  accommodated  in  good  Lodging  Bouse$  (R.  2-8  K.^  scarcely 
obtainable  in  July  and  Aug.  unless  secured  in  advance^  cheaper  in  the 
off-season) ;  meals  are  taken  in  the  Rettaurant.  Booms,  bath-tickets,  guides, 
carriages,  etc.  are  all  engaged  through  the  directors  of  the  baths.  Gipsy- 
band  several  times  daily.  —  Omnibus  once  daily  to  (2V4  hts.)  the  Lak» 
of  Csorba  (2  K.\  return-ticket  3  K.).  —  Protestant  service  at  Neu-Schmecks. 
—  Exchange  office  of  the  Hungarian  Commercial  Bank  at  Alt-Schmecks. 

To  the  W.  (V2  M.)  lies  Neu-Schmecks,  Hung.  Uj-Tdtra-Fured 
(3250  ft.),  with  a  hydropathic,  pine-cone  baths,  a  sanatorium  for 
consumptives,  and  well-equipped  villas  (R.  l*/2~9  ^O*  suited  for 
a  longer  stay,  and  visited  even  in  winter  by  patients  with  delicate 
lungs.  —  Below  Alt-Schmecks,  and  connected  with  it  by  a  pleasant 
road  and  footpath,  lies  (IY4  M.)  ITnter  -  Schmecks,  Hung.  Alsd- 
Tdtra-Fured  (3084  ft.),  a  watering-place  founded  in  1881,  and 
much  frequented  (hydropathic,  mud-baths,  etc.). 

Walks.  From  Alt-Schmecks  in  10  min.  or  from  Unter-Schmecks 
in  20  min.  to  the  Cafe  -  Restaurant  zur  Schonen  Aussicht  (3280  ft. ; 
D.  2  K,  40-2  iT.  80  A.,  also  beds),  overlooking  the  plain  of  the  Popper 
and  the  Lower  Tatra.  —  From  Alt-Schmecks  to  the  N.W.  vi&  the 
Melanie-  Wiese  to  the  (8/4 hr.)  FiinfQuelUn  (3900  ft.)  with  the  Rainer 
Monument,  20  min.  above  which  the  Himbeer-  Wiese  affords  a  view  of 
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the  three  Schmecks  and  the  Popper  Yalley;  from  the  ar^te,  74  b'- 
higher  up,  splendid  view  into  the  Kohlbach  valley.  —  From  Neu- 
Schmecks  to  the  Ntu-Schmecks  Water fall^  10  min.  to  the  S.W.,  and 
to  the  Vanei6  Pond^  10  min.  to  the  S. ;  and  thence  to  the  E.  to 
(20  min.)  Unter-Schmecks,  —  The  following  walks  are  a  little  longer. 
From  Alt-Schmecks  to  the  N.E.  to  the  (1  hr.)  Turmberg  {Totonyhegy; 
3666  ft.)  and  to  the  left  to  the  (10  min.)  Rduhef stein  {Haramva-hb ; 
3819  ft. ;  extensive  view).  Thence  a  poor  bnt  picturesque  footpath 
leads  to  the  (Y2  ^^0  Kdmmchen  (see  below).  —  From  Neu-Schmecks 
to  the  (3  M. ;  carriage  21/2  K.)  Hotel  Weszterheim,  Hung.  Tdtra- 
SzSplak  (3260  ft. ;  R.  1 JT.  60  h.  -  2,  D.  2,  pens.  35-44  K.  per  week), 
with  hydropathic,  frequented  by  Germans  (to  the  Felka  Lake  and  to 
the  Polnische  Kamm,  see  p.  362).  From  the^H6t.  Weszterhelm  we 
may  go  on  to  (iy^hr.^  Hochr'Hdgi,[nnng.  Felsd-Hdgi  (3516ift. ;  hotel, 
R.  2-5,  D.  2,  pens.  o2-48  K,  per  week,  with  bath-house)  j  ascent  of 
the  Osterva,  see  p.  363 ;  to  the  Botzdorf  Lake,  p.  362.  —  From  Alt- 
Schmecks  or  Unter-Schmecks  by  the  Maria-Theresia-Weg  (p.  359) 
'to  (IV2  ^0  Tatrci'LomrUtz  and  (^2  ^r.)  Matlarenau  (p.  364). 

To  the  *KolilbaolL  Valley  (lY4hr.to  the  Rainer-Wiese ;  carr.  to 
the  KSLmmchen  3  K. ;  horse  to  the  H6tel  Gemse  2  K,  40  A.),  very 
attractive.  A  road  And  a  footpath  ascend  from  Alt-Schmecks  to  the 
N.E.  to  the  (50  min.)  Kdmmchen  (4200  ft.),  which  affords  a  beautiful 
view  of  the  Lomnitzer  Spitze,  the  Mittelgrat-Turm,  the  Kohlbach 
Valley  with  its  rocky  debris  (old  moraine),  and  the  Popper  Valley 
studded  with  towns  and  villages.  Immediately  below  the  summit, 
on  the  E.  side,  is  the  Wildbad  Kohlbach  (4080  ft.;  Rosa  lldtel,  H6t. 
Kohlbach,  at  both  R.  li/2-5,  D.  3,  pens.  20-24  K,  per  week).  We 
then  proceed  along  the  slope  to  the  N.,  turn  to  the  right  after  a 
few  min.,  then  again  ascend  the  valley  past  the  thxeQ  Kohlbach 
Water  falls,  amidst  beautiful  wood  and  rock  scenery,  to  the  (V2  l*r.) 
Rainer-Wiese,  on  which  is  the  little  H6tel  Oemse  (4310  ft. ;  R.  2  ^.), 
where  the  Great  Kohlbach  Valley  opens  to  the  N.W.,  and  the  Little 
Kohlbach  Valley  to  the  N.  About  8/4  M.  to  the  N.,  a  little  to  the 
right  of  the  way  to  the  Five  Lakes  (see  below),  is  the  Riesensturz,  a 
waterfall  60  ft.  high. 

To  the  *Lake  of  Csorba  (4  hrs.),  see  p.  362. 

Mountain  Expeditions  (strong  boots  and  alpenstock  advisable).  To 
the  '='Five  Lakes  in.  the  Little  Kohlbach  Valley,  3V2-4  hrs.  from  Alt- 
Schmecks  (guide  5  £*.,  not  indispensable).  From  the  Hot.  Qemse  (see  above) 
we  ascend  the  Treppchen  to  the  right  to  the  (1  hr.)  FeuenUin  (6220  ft.),  an 
overhanging  block  of  granite;  we  then  cross  the  brook  and  ascend  the  S. 
slope  by  a  path  cut  out  of  the  rock  to  the  (IY4  hr.)  Five  Lake*  in  the 
highest  basin  of  the  LittU  Kohlbach  Valley  (6560-6690  ft.),  with  the  T4ry 
Refuge  (6614  ft. ;  bed  3  K.).  (^rand  rock  scenery,  with  large  patches  of 
snow,  encircled  by  the  Lomnitser  Spitze,  the  Schwalbenturm,  the  Grtinensee- 
Spitse,  the  Eistaler  Spitze,  and  the  Mittelgrat-Turm.  —  From  the  Five  Lakes 
a  difficult  route  leads  over  the  JOeitM  Sattel-Pau  (7810  ft.)  to  the  Kroten-See 
(6235  ft.),  and  thence  through  the  Javorinia  Vcaky  to  (5  hrs.)  Javorina  (p.  366). 

The  ^Schlagendorfer  Spitze  (Szaldki-Ctiiet ;  8050  ft.  •,  41/2  hrs.  from  Keu- 
SchmeckS ;  guide  8  K.)  is  not  diflicult.  From  the  path  into  the  Felka  Val- 
ley, after  »/4hr.,  we  diverge  to  the  right;    IV4  hr.  the  three  Schlagendorf 
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Lake$  (56i5  ft.  \  refuge);  thence  to  the  summit  in  2Vshr8.  more  over  Uie 
Kdnigmau  (7490  ft. ;  *View  of  the  three  Schmecks).  Admirable  view,  inter- 
cepted on  the  W.  and  N.  by  the  Frans-Josef  and  Lomnitz  peaks.  The  descent 
into  the  Eohlbaoh  valley  is  difficult  (4  hrs.  to  the  Hdtel  Gemse,  p.  361). 

The  Lomnitzer  Spitze  (^Lomniczi-C*iics;  8642  ft.;  guide  10  jr.)i8  ascended 
in  6  hrs.  from  Alt-Schmecks  (not  difficult  for  experts).  Above  the  Feuer- 
stein  ip.  861)  the  route  ascends  to  the  right  over  stony  slopes  to  the 
(Va  hr.j  ^ Probe*  (a  steep  couloir);  then  to  the  (20  min.)  Kapelle  (lofty  columns 
of  granite),  and  up  steep  grassy  slopes  to  the  (1  hr.)  Lomniteer  Kamm  (7220  ft. ; 
p.  364).  Thenee  past  the  Motet-Quelle  (7415  ft.),  steep  for  the  most  part, 
and  'Matirko's  Umkehr'  and  'Emericzy's  Qreiner'  (8448  ft.),  two  difficult 
points,  provided  with  chains  by  the  Carpathian  Club,  to  the  (IV2  hr.) 
summit,  which  commands  a  splendid  view.  Descent  to  Tatra- Lomnitz 
see  p.  364;  direct  to  the  Tery  Refuge  (p.  361)  difficult,  for  experienced 
climbers  only. 

The  Eistaler  Spitze  {JigvUlgyi-dAet;  8630  ft.;  guide  12^.),  difficult, 
only  for  adepts,  may  be  ascended  from  Alt-Schmecks  in  7  bra.  From  the 
01/2-4  hrs.)  Five  Lakes  in  the  Little  Kohlbach  Valley  (p.  361)  we  ascend 
over  stony  slopes  and  patches  of  snow  to  the  main  crest,  which  we  follow, 
past  a  dangerous  place  at  the  ^Steineme  Boss'',  to  the  (3  hrs.)  top.  Fine 
view  of  the  mountains  and  of  the  plains  of  Hungary  and  Galicia. 

Visit  to  the  Felka  Valley  and  ascent  of  the  Polnische  Kamm  (4  hrs. 
from  Keu-Schmecks;  guide  6  IT.,  unnecessary),  interesting.  Bridle-path 
over  the  (iVa"hr.)  KreuzhUbel  (4705  ft.)  and  then  through  the  Felka  Valley 
(to  the  left,  the  huge  Franz- Josef  Spitze)  to  the  (V^hr.)  Schlesier  Haus  (5506  ft. ; 
B.  3  jr.,  restaurant),  at  the  S.  end  the  small  felka  Lake  (5495  ft.),  reached 
in  2  hrs.  from  Weszterheim  (p.  361)  by  road  (a  footpath  diverges  from  this 
road  to  the  left  to  the  BoUdorf  Lake,  I'/s  hr.  from  the  Schlesier  Haus, 
p.  363).  Like  the  other  high  valleys  of  the  Tatra,  the  Felka  Valley  contains 
distinct  remains  of  the  moraines  of  diluvial  glaciers.  Close  to  the  old  hut 
is  a  typical  wall  of  moraine.  We  next  skirt  the  Oranatenwand  (where  garnet 
crystals  are  found  in  the  mica-slate),  pass  under  the  ^£wige  Begen%  a 
dripping  rock,  and  cross  the  Seewand,  more  than  460  ft.  high,  to  the 
(V2  hr.)  Blumengarien  (5974  ft.),  a  beautiful  Alpine  pasture.  We  now  ascend 
to  the  (Vz  hr.)  Lange  See  (6410  ft.).  Then  an  easy  ascent  of  1  hr.  over  the 
grassy  S.  slope  to  the  summit  of  the  Polnisohe  Kamm  (7244  ft.),  a  narrow 
ridge  with  an  abrupt  precipice  towards  the  N.,  whence  a  striking  view  is 
obtained  of  the  N.  side  of  the  mountains.  Far  below  lies  the  Oe/rorne 
See  (see  below).  The  view  is  still  better  from  the  *Kleiiie  Visoka  (7940  ft. ; 
ascended  without  difficulty  from  the  Polnische  Kamm  in  1  hr.  (guide  from 
Alt-Schmecks  7  E.}.  We  descend  (guide  from  the  Schlesier  Haus  to  the 
Grosse  Fischsee  iO  K.)  from  the  Polnische  Kamm  steeply  to  theK.  to  the 
(Va  hr.)  Oe/rorne  See  (6715  ft.)  ;  thence  to  the  (2  hrs.)  hunting-lodge  of  Prince 
Hohenlohe  and  thence  either  by  road  to  (4  hrs.)  Javorina  (p.  36o),  or  along 
he  right  bank  of  the  BiaUca  to  the  (2  hrs.)  Grosse  Fischsee  (p.  366). 

The  Franz -Josef- Spitze  or  Oerlsdorfer  Spitze  {Oerlachfalvi- Cs^ics; 
8737  ft.;  from  Schmecks  7  hrs.;  guide  12  f.),  the  highest  of  the  Tatra  Mts., 
is  difficult.  The  best  plan  is  to  sleep  at  the  Schlesier  Haus  (see  above); 
ascend  from  the  (Vz  hr.)  Blwnengarten  (see  above)  to  the  left  to  the  (Vs  hr.) 
^Probe%  a  rocky  wall  30  ft.  in  height  (chains  and  cramp-irons) ;  thence  by 
steep  grassy  slopes  to  the  (iVa  hr.)  arSte  and  over  rocks  to  the  (1  hr.)  Kleine 
Qerlsdorfer  Spitte^  whence  the  top  is  reached  by  a  laborious  climb  of 
V/t  hr.  more     Tne  impressive  view  commands  the  whole  Tatra. 

0.  Lake  of  Csorba.  HeerangBpitze. 

The  "Xake  of  Csoiba  (4430  ft.)  may  be  reached  from  Schmecks 
by  the  Klotilden-Weg  (p.  369)  yik  Weszterheim  and  Hoch-Hdgi  in 
4V2  hrs.  (carr.  there  and  back  14  iT.),  or  from  the  railway-station  of 
Csorba  (p.  355)  by  a  rack-and-pinion  railway  (3  M.,  in  Va^^'-; 
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2  K,j  there  and  back  3  JT.).  The  lake,  the  largest  (50  acres)  in  the  S. 
Tatra,  is  situated  on  the  watershed  between  the  Waag  and  the  Pop- 
per. Grand  ♦View  (N.)  of  the  Tatra  Mts.,  from  the  Krlvdn  to  the 
Schlagendorfei  Spitze ;  to  the  S.  the  valleys  of  the  Waag,  Popper, 
and  Hernad,  beyond  which  rises  the  mountain- chain  of  the  Lower 
Tatra  with  the  KSnigsberg.  On  the  S.  bank  are  several  good  lodging- 
houses  (let  by  government  to  the  Hungarian  Hotel  Co. ;  250  R.  at 
2-10,  B  1,  D  3,  pension  from  8  K,),  a  restaurant  and  cafe ;  bath- 
house ;  gipsy  band,  etc. 

ExcnssioNS  from  the  Lake  of  Csorba  (a  guide  should  at  once  be  se- 
cured, a  few  only  being  stationed  here).  —  **JKeerattgspitze  (Hung.  Tenger- 
tzem-Csiies,  Pol.  Rysy;  8210  ft.),  the  Bigi  of  the  Tatra  (5i/2  hrs. ;  guide  9  K.\ 
not  difflcult.  From  the  (1V>  hr.)  8ee-H0tel  (aee  below)  the  route  ascends  past 
the  (1  Vs  hr.)  Groue  Frotchr-See  (6300  ft.)  to  the  (iVs  hr.)  Hunfalwy-Joch  (7685  ft.), 
and  thence  to  the  N.W.  without  danger  to  the  (Vi  hr.)  summit.  Magnificent 
panorama  of  the  mountains  and  thirteen  lakes.  Far  below  on  the  l^.W. 
side  lie  the  Heerauge  and  the  Grosse  Fischsee  (p.  366).  From  the  Frosch-See 
(see  above)  an  attractive  return -route  crosses  N.W.  to  the  Hinzen-See 
(6480  ft.),  finely  sitaated  in  the  highest  N.W.  angle  of  the  Mengsdorf  Valley, 
and  thence  across  Alpine  pastures  inhabited  by  marmots  to  the  Popper 
Lake.  —  From  the  Meeraugspitee  we  may  descend  (steep  and  difficult  at 
places ;  guide  14  JT.)  to  the  (o  hrs.)  Meerauge  (p.  866),  and  thence  cross  the 
rocky  wall  to  the  N.W.  of  the  lake  (590  ft.  in  height)  to  the  (lV4br.)  club- 
hut  on  the  Orotse  FUch-See  (p.  866). 

The  *Valley  of  Mengsdorf  is  one  of  the  grandest  in  the  Tatra  (guide  to 
the  Popper  Lake  2  JT.).  Skirting  the  E.  bank  of  the  Lake  of  Csorba,  we 
diverge  (7  min.)  to  the  right  (guide-post)  and  7  min.  farther  on  (guide-post) 
ascend  to  the  N.  to  the  (72  hr.)  Trigan  (4945  ft.),  a  view-point  with  a  bench. 
A  steep  descent  to  the  N.  thence  brings  us  to  a  point  above  the  union  of 
the  Hinteabach  and  Krupabach  (Popper);  we  cross  a  moraine  wall  and 
descend  to  the  right  to  the  (^4  hr.  ^  IV2  hr.  from  the  Lake  of  Csorba) 
atvperbly  situated  ^Popper  Lake  (4964  ft.),  with  the  See-Hdtd  (formerly  the 
Hajldth  Hut;  bed  3  JT.,  good  accommodation).  On  the  E.  side  of  the  lake 
tower  the  Osterva  (see  below)  and  the  Tupa  (7528  ft.),  on  the  K.E.  the 
Tatratpitze  (8415  ft.),  and  on  the  W.  the  Bastei  (7730  ft.)  and  the  Patria 
(7235  ft.).  About  2V4  brs.  to  the  N.W.  is  the  Grosse  Hinsensee  (p.  862);  to 
the  N.E.,  in  a  rock-strewn  gorge  at  the  foot  of  the  Tatraspitze,  10  the 
(2  hrs.)  Eissee  (6348  ft.). 

The  '^Oaterva  (6510  ft.)  may  be  ascended  from  the  Popper-See  in  IVs  hr. 
(not  difficult,  guide  5-7  JT.).  The  path  ascends  to  the  S.E.  in  zigzags  to  the 
top,  which  commands  to  the  N.W.  a  view  of  the  Mengsdorf  valley.  Descent 
by  a  good  path  to  the  (IV4  hr.)  forester's  house  in  the  RaiueJi^ch  Valley 
(3635  ft.),  41/2  M.  to  the  E.  of  the  Lake  of  Csorba  and  V/a  M.  to  the  W.  of 
Hoch-Hagi  (p.  859).  —  The  expedition  may  be  extended  along  the  arete  to 
the  summit  of  the  Tupa  (iV4  hr. ;  7523  ft.),  whence  we  descend  to  the  (Vs  hr.) 
Luka  Pasture  and  re-ascend  to  the  (IV2  hr.)  Kaniysta  (8338  ft.) ;  descent  thence 
to  the  (2  hrs.)  Botzdorf  Lake  (6223  ft.-,  p.  362)  and  10  (l»/4  hr.)  Hoch-Hagi. 

Ascent  of  the  Kriv&n  (8190  ft.-,  6V4  hrs.;  guide  10  K.\  not  difflcult. 
The  route  crosses  the  Furkota  stream  to  the  (*/i  hr.)  brook  Zlomisko 
(5125  ft.),  where  a  path  from  Pod  Bansko  (p.  855)  joins  ours  on  the  left. 
We  then  proceed  to  the  N.W.  to  the  (1  hr.)  terrace  below  the  Oriine  See 
(6645  ft.),  ascend  the  rock-strewn  slopes  of  the  Ifad  Pavlovu  to  the  (IV4  hr.) 
deserted  Oold  Hine^  whence  a  steep  and  fatiguing  climb  brings  us  inlV4  hr. 
to  the  summit,  a  plateau  about  90  ft.  long  and  12-18  ft.  broad,  commanding 
a  superb  view.  On  the  W.  side  the  peak  descends  in  huge  precipices  to 
the  koprova  Valley;  to  the  8.  is  the  valley  of  the  Waag,  to  the  S.E.  the 
Lake  of  Csorba,  to  the  W.  the  Griine  See ,  and  to  the  N.  the  Terianeko 
Lake  (6888  ft.).  The  descent  on  the  W.  side  leads  at  first  over  steep  rocks 
and  debris  and  then  by  a  good  zigzag-path  on  the  W.  side  of  the  Kopa  to 
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me  (i^/s  lira.)  Foltma  Krivdiuka  (3936  ft.),  at  the  S.W.  base  of  the  Krivdn. 
Thence  we  may  either  proceed  to  the  W.  over  the  wooded  bill  of  Pod 
Palenica  (SU^  ft.)  to  the  (IV2  hr.)  keeper's  house  of  Pod  Baruko  (p.  855), 
to  which  also  a  bridle-path  leads  direct  in  3V2  hrs.  from  the  Lake  of  Csorba. 

We  may  also  visit  the  Mlinioa  Valley  (guide  to  the  waterfall  2  JT.), 
ascending  along  the  Mlinica  to  the  (IV4  hr.)  beautiful  8chlei€r-Weu$€rfaU 
(5645ft.),  80  ft.  in  height^  then  to  the  N.  to  the  lakes  of  8kok^  the  Untere 
and  Ohtre  Oemsen  See  and  the  ('iVz  hrs.)  Szenlivdnyi  Lake  (2788  ft.)  \  thence  W. 
over  the  Lorengjoeh  (7690  ft.)  to  the  (1  hr.)  WuhUnberg  Lakee  (6760-7080  ft.), 
and  through  the  Furkota  Valley  back  to  the  (2  hrs.)  Lake  of  Csorba.  — 
Ascent  of  the  Patria  (7235  ft.),  interesting  and  not  difficult  (2V4  hrs.,  guide 
AK.).  We  follow  the  route  to  the  Popper  Lake  to  the  ("A  hr.)  IMgan 
(4945  ft.  \  p.  363)  and  ascend  thence  to  the  K.  to  the  top.  with  a  splendid 
survey  of  the  Hengsdorf  valley. 

The  ascent  of  the  Tatraspitae  (Holu  Vxeoka;  8415  ft.),  IV2  hr.  to  the  S. 
of  the  Hunfalvy-Joeh  (p.  863),  is  difGcult,  and  suitable  for  experts  only 
(guide  12  K.)\  view  similar  to  that  from  the  Meeraugspitze. 

d.  Tatra-Lomnitz«   Matlarenaa. 

On  the  Maria-Theresia'Weg  (p.  369),  lV2^r.  to  the  N.E.  of 

AU-Schmecks  and  Unter-Schmecks  (carriage  there  and  back  6  J^.), 

in  a  picturesque  meadow  among  woods,  is  the  health-resort  of  Tatra- 

Lomnitz  (2785 ft;  Hotels  Nagy  Szdlloda^&nA  BetUenhdza,  200  R.  at 

3-15,  B.  1,  D.  3V2»'  pens,  from  10  i(r.),|with  a  large  hydropathic  and 

several  private  villas ;  near  it  to  the  W.  is  the  Lomnitzer  Touiistenhaus 

(R.  2-4  -RT.).    Railway  to  Kohlbaeh  (Tarpatak)  see  p.  356;  carr.  to 

the  Lake  of  Csorba  18,  to  Tatra-H6hlenhain  SJC-—  About  1 1/2  M.  to 

the  N.E.  is  the  hotel  of  Matlarenaa,  Hung.  Matldr-hdza  (2940  ft. ; 

R.  1-3  jr.,  board  24  K.  weekly),  a  favourite  summer-resort ;  and  2  M. 

farther  on,  6  M.  to  the  N.W.  of  TdtraMza  (p.  356),  is  the  Kemiarkcr 

Trdrikc  (2975  ft. ;  Restaurant,  unpretending  but  good  j  also  rooms). 

Excursions.  From  Tatra-Lomnitz  (guides)  to  the  (2  hrs.)  KoMbach 
Falls  in  the  KoTdhach  Valley  (p.  361);  path  marked  red  and  blue,  then  after 
the  (40min.)  divergence  of  the  path  to  the  8teinbach  Valley,  blue  only.  — 
By  a  path  marked  red  across  the  (2Vx  hrs.)  Feuerstein  (p.  361)  to  the  (Vzhr.) 
Bteinbaek'See  (5748  ft.),  lying  at  the  foot  of  the  precipices  of  the  Lomnitzer 
Spitze,  towering  26(X)  ft.  above  it,  with  diluvial  glacier-moraines.  Then 
to  the  left  to  the  Lomnitzer  Kamm  (7218  ft.)  and  to  the  top  of  the  (3Vs  hrs.) 
Lomnitzer  Spitze  (p.  362 ^  guide  10  K.).  —  From  Matlarenau  or  the  Kesmarker 
Tranke  to  the  Weisswaaser  Valley,  attractive  (guide  to  the  Grnne  See 
S^/iK.).  A  bridle-path,  diverging  to  the  left  from  the  Maria-Theresia-Weg 
about  midway  between  these  two  places,  aflcends  along  the  Weisee  Wauer 
and  past  the  Weisse  Wand  (230  ft.  in  height),  remains  of  moraines  on  the 
S.W.  slope  of  the  BtOsechm  (6080  ft.),  to  the  CA  hr.)  KreeOn-wnnm  (3936  ft.), 
.where  we  cross  the  stream  to  the  right  bank.  We  then  proceed  to  the 
dVx  hr.)  GrUm  See  (6060ft.;  accommodation  in  the  Frederick  Hut,  bed  3  jKT.), 
fin^ely  situated  at  the  head  of  the  valley,  between  the  precipices  of  the 
Ratzenberg  (6693  ft.),  the  Kesmarker  Spitze  (8385  ft.),  the  Schwalbenturm 
(8610  ft^,  the  amnensee-Spitze  (b305  ft.),  the  Rotmsee-Spitze  (7956  iiX  and 
the  conical  Karfunkelturm  (7018  ft.),  to  which  many  legends  attach.  Thence 
we  may  either  (guide  necessary)  proceed  to  the  N.W.  to  the  (1  hr.)  Rote  See 
(5948  ft.),  and  the  (V2  hr.)  Blaite  See,  and  thence  over  the  E.  spurs  of  the 
Weissensee  Spitze,  with  a  glimpse  of  the  Oe^  See,  ascend  (steep  and  la- 
borious) the  Weisse  See-SpUze  (7320  ft.),  whence  we  return  to  the  arSte  and 
dosoend  to  the  (3  hrs.)  Weisse  See  (5295  ft.),  Vthr-  above  the  Beier  AlphUtte 
(p.  866);  or  we  may  proceed  direct  to  the  (IV4  l^r-)  Weisse  See  by  the  path 
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to  tbe  leil  at  the  gaide*post  below  the  Grline  See.  From  the  Beler  Alph&tte 
we  may  return  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Weisse  Wasser  to  the  S.E.  through  the 
Vordere  Kup/erschdchte  (see  below)  and  via  the  (1  hr.)  Eesmarker  Alphiitte 
to  Matlarenau ;  or  we  may  proceed  to  (2  hrs.)  Tatra-Sdhlenhain  (see  below) 
by  turning  to  the  E.  via  the  pastures  of  the  Weidau  (ca.  4920  ft.)  and 
following  a  path  above  the  seven  springs  in  the  DredulerMiuehen  (ilw  ft.). 
—  To  Javorina  via  the  Weiuwiuter  Valley  and  the  Kopa  Pens,  6  hrs.  (guide 
8  K.).  At  the  fork  of  the  road  above  the  Kesmarker  Alphiitte  (see  above) 
we  take  the  path  to  the  right,  which  leads  through  the  Vordere  Kttpfer- 
scMchte  and  past  the  Beler  Alphiitte  to  the  (I'/i  hr.)  Kopa  Paet  or  BaUel 
(5750ft.;  ascent  of  the  Greiner,  see  below),  1/4  hr.  below  the  DtarUberg 
(6030  ft.;  pretty  view).'  Thence  we  descend  through  the  Sintere  Kvpfer- 
ich&ehte  and  the  Javorinka  Valley  to  (3  hrs.)  Javorina  (p.  366). 

e.  Tatra-Edhlexiliaiii.    Stalactite  Cavern  of  B^la. 

Tatra-Hdhlenhain,  Hung.  Tdtra-Barlangliget  (2415  ft.},  another 
frequented  health-resort  and  summer-residence,  is  pleasantly  situ- 
ated amongst  fine  woods  in  the  Kotlma  Valley,  6  M.  to  the  N.W.  of 
the  railway-station  of  Bela  (p.  356;  omn.  80  h. ;  carr.  5  KJ),  and  is 
connected  by  means  of  the  Maria-Theresia-Weg(p.  359)  with  (11/2^^.) 
Matlarenau,  (I8/4  hr.)  Tatra-Lomnitz,  and  (23/4  hrs. ;  carriage  9  k!) 
Schmecks.  The  arrangements  for  -visitors  resemble  those  at  the 
three  Schmecks  (hydropathic,  etc.).  —  Tickets  of  admission  to  the 
'Stalactite  Cavern  of  B^la  are  obtained  at  the  baths-offlce  (adm. 
during  the  season  daily  at  11,  1,  and  3  o'cl. ;  3  K,  60  A.;  electric 
lighting).  The  cavern  (46**  Fahr.),  the  entrance  of  which  (2900  ft.) 
is  1  M.  to  the  W.  of  Hohlenhain,  is  accessible  for  a  distance  of  2M.; 
its  exploration ,  which  takes  2-272  hrs.,  is  fatiguing  on  accoiAit  of 
the  numerous  steps. 

ExcussiONS.  To  the  top  of  the  Tokamya  (4008  ft.;  2  hrs. ;  guide  conven- 
ient), a  beautiful  point,  with  rich  flora.  —  Ascent  of  the  *Greiner  (7040  ft.), 
5  hrs.  (guide  81/2  ^.),  interesting :  via  the  NestelblGue  (8885  ft.  5  plenty  of 
edelweiss),  the  Seven  Springs,  and  the  (2  hrs.)  Weidau  (Fee  above)  to  the 
(1  hr.)  Kopa  Pats  (see  below),  whence  we  ascend  towards  the  Thifriehte  Oetn 
(6765  ft.)  to  a  height  of  6380  ft.,  descend  thence  to  the  (s/4  hr.)  saddle  of 
the  Breite  Fad  (6010  ft.),  and  skirt  the  £.  and  K.  slope  to  the  (1  hr.)  top  of 
the  Greiner^  which  affords  a  striking  view  of  the  Lomnitzer  Spitze  and 
Eiataler  Spitze  with  their  precipices  and  snow-slopes,  and  of  several  water- 
falls upwards  of  300  ft.  high.  —  Path  vi&  the  DreeJulerbdttsehen  Csee  above) 
to  the  (SVshrs.)  Weisse  See  and  to  the  (2  hrs.)  GrUne  See  (see  above).    . 

A  beautiful  drive  of  IV2-2  days  from  Hohlenhain  may  be  taken  via  B^la 
(p.  956)  and  Winsehmdorf  to  the  Zipser  Magura  (8186  ft.;  inn),  and  down 
by  Altendorf  (good;  inn)  to  (10  hrs.)  the  Rote  Kloster  on  the  Dunajec  Q/4  hr. 
to  the  S.  of  which  are  the  small  sulphur-baths  of  Smerdzonta),  We  may 
then  walk  in  2V4  hrs.  through  the  gorge  of  the  Dunajec,  or  descend  the 
Dunajee  by  canoe  (2  JT.),  through  the  picturesque  limestone  hills  of  the 
Pieiiinen,  to  (i%  hr.)  Bad  Szcgaimica  Op.  288  ^  Vs  ^^'  ^'om  the  bank  of 
the  river). 

f.  Javorina.   Grosfle  FiscliBee. 

From  Tatra  -  Hohlenhain  to  Javorina  on  the  N.  side  of  the 
mountains  there  are  two  routes :  the  footpath  over  the  Kopa  Pass 
(see  above);  and  the  road  (11  M. ;  carr.  12^.)  through  the  Kotlina 
Valley  to  (41/2  M.)  Zdjdr,  a  ^straggUng  Slovak  village  (church  2970  ft. ; 
rustic  inn)  and  over  the  Zdjdr  Pass  (3547  ft. ;  *View  of  the  Bfl» 
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Limestone  Alps  to  the  left),  and  thence  down  'vii  Podapadi(30i6  it. ; 
poor  inn)  to  Javorina  (3280  ft. ;  no  inn),  with  a  chateau  and  wood- 
pulp  mills  of  the  Duke  of  Ujest,  to  whom  a  gieatpart  of  the  N..Tatra 

belongs.  Good  shooting  (chamois,  bonquetins,  etc.). 

The  most  attractive  excursion  from  this  point,  and  one  of  the  finest 
in  the  Tatra.  is  to  the  (4  hrs.)  ^Grosse  Fischsee  (Pol.  Morskit  OiOy  *eje  of 
the  sea^;  4670  ft.),  romantically  situated  in  the  Bialka  Valley.  A  bad  and 
stony  path  leads  through  wood  to  the  (V4  hr.)  sawmill  of  Lffta^  in  the 
Bialka  ralley,  where  the  road  from  Zakopane  (see  below)  joins  it.  A 
road  thence  ascends  the  left  bank  to  the  (IV4  hr.)  Roetoka  R^fugt  (8385  ft. ; 
inn)  and  reaches  the  lake  in  2  hrs.  more  (good  quarters  at  the  refuge-hut 
of  the  T^tra  Club  •,  B.  1  JT.  60  h.).  We  cross  the  lake  on  a  raft  (20  min. ; 
1-10  pers.  2  iT.  40  A. ;  round  the  lake  on  foot  Vs  br  )  and  ascend  the  rocks 
beyond  it  to  the  (40  min.)  *Meerauge  (Pol.  Czamy  State  \  5195  ft.),  a  itrik- 
ingly  picturesque  little  lake,  from  which  the  Mee'raugspitze  (p.  863)  rises 
precipitously.  From  the  Fischsee  over  the  StoUtdwka  (5810  ft.)  to  ti^e  Five 
Polish  Ldket  in  the  Boztoka  Valley  (see  below),  2V2  hrs.,  attractive.  —  To 
the  waterfall  (41/2  hrs.)  in  the  Boztoka  Valley  or  Tunfseen-Tal  is  also 
a  fine  excursion.  We  descend  from  the  Fischsee  (see  above)  for  3  min. 
and  then  ascend  to  the  left  to  the  (2V3  hrs.)  *J3iklawa  Fall^  144  ft.  high, 
situated  below  the  Wielki  State  (5575  ft),  the  largest  of  the  Five  Polish  Lakes, 
which  lie  one  above  another  in  a  bleak  rocky  valley,  and  also  the  largest 
in  the  Tatra  (85  acres).  Thence  to  the  C^Vs  brs.)  Boztnka  Refuge  or  over 
the  Zatorai  Pass  (7080  ft. }  trying)  to  Zakopane,  see  p.  867.  —  The  *8iroka 
(7286  ft.),  ascended  from  Podspadi  via  Javorina  in  6  hrs.  (guide  6  K,)  affords 
an  admirable  survey  of  the  wild  scenery  of  the  27.  Tatra,  from  the 
Swinnica  to  the  Kopa  Pass. 

g.  Zakopane. 

From  Javorina  to  Zakopane,  15  M.  by  road,  see  below  (carr.  from 
Tatra- Hohlenhain  dO  K.\  railway  from  (Thabowka-Craeow  seep.  288).  The 
road  leads  via  Jaszczwrdwka  (see  below). 

Zakopane  (2730  ft. ;  TourUttn  -  H6tel  zum  Meerauge ,  R.'  2  K, 
40  h, ;  Hot'Restaurant  KvUg  or  Pod  Qiewonlttm:  H6t.  Staszeeskdwka; 
Pens.  Kronhelm^  8-14  iT.),  a  village  with  4600  inhab.,  Is  situated 
in  a  broad,  sunny  plain,  at  the  sources  of  the  White  DunajeCy  in 
view  of  the  Swinnica,  Giewont,  and  other  peaks  of  the  Galician 
Tatra.  A  favourite  summer  resort  of  the  Poles,  with  three  hydro- 
pathic establishments,  it  has  also  become  a  winter-resort  for  con- 
sumptive patients.  The  timber  church  dates  from  1840,  the  stone 
church  from  1894.  Schools  of  wood-carving  and  lace-making  and 
a  Tatra  Museum.  Peculiar  local  costume.  —  A  pretty  road  (carr. 
1  K,  20  A.)  leads  thence  to  the  S.E.  to  the  (2V2  M.)  former  Iron 
Wbffcs,  Pol.  iTuxnice  (3240  ft. ;  inn,  with  good  restaurant),  the  property 
of  Count  Zamoyski,  with  paper-mills  and  a  school  of  domestic 
economy.  A  second  road,  diverging  to  the  left  ^/^  M.  below  the  iron- 
works, leads  (omn.  30  h.)  vit  Bystre  to  the  small  baths  of  Jaszczu- 
rdwhttj  with  a  ^neutral'  spring  (GS^Fahr.;  swimming-bath),  and 
thence  up  the  BiaUsa  VcUley  to  iiyaa  (see  above;  12^/4  M.  from 

Zakopane;  one-horse  parr.  6,  two-horse  10  K.). 

EzGUBsiONs.  The  Otibaidwka  (3686  ft.),  to  the  N.W.,  may  be  ascended 
in  'A  hrj^  the  ITosal  (8986  ft.)  in  IVa  hr.  via  Jaszczurdwka.  —  To  the  (19  M.) 
Grease  Fiaohsee  (see  above),  carriage  (one-horse  10,  two-horse  16  K.)  In 
3  hrs.  to  £y$a ;  thenee  to  the  lake,  see  above.  -^  The  Ifag^ra  {Kopa  Mag6ry

5690  ft.),  a  barren  peak  to  the  S.E.  of  the  iron-works,  easily  ascended  in 
2  hrs.,  aflfords  a  picturesque  view  of  the  N.  and  W.  side  of  the  Tatra.  In 
the  ridge  which  runs  from  the  Magora  to  the  W.  is  a  large  cavern  (2  hrs, 
from  Zakopane^  guide  and  torches  necessary). 

To  the  S.E.  a  road  leads  to  the  (3  M. ;  carr.  in  Vs  ^)  former  Iron 
Works  (see  p.  366) ;  footpath  thence  in  11/4  hr.  to  the  pass  (5215  ft.),  be- 
tween the  Kopa  Krdknca  (5315  ft.)  and  the  Kopa  Magdry  (5590  fl.),  and  past 
the  (V2  hr.)  refuge-hut  of  the  Tatra  Club  (7  beds)  in  the  Suchawoda  Valley 
to  the  (I  hr.)  *8chwarze  See  {Czamy  State;  5315  ft.),  with  refuge^hut,  one 
of  the  largest  and  most  beautiful  lakes  in  the  Tatra,  at  the  base  of  the  pre- 
cipitous Koicielec  Spitxe  (7084  ft.).  An  interesting  excursion  for  sturdy 
climbers  is  from  the  Schwarze  See  to.  the  (2V2  hrs.)  Zawrat  Pass  {Swinnica- 
ScJuurte;  7080  ft.),  which  commands  an  Alpine  prospect  of  surpassing 
grandeur;  thence  to  the  (1  hr.)  Five  Polish  Lakes  (p.  366).  —  From  the 
refuge-hut  in  the  Suchawoda  Valley  (see  aboye)  we  may  reach  in  1  hr.  the 
Zielony  Stato  (5840  ft.),  in  the  depression  between  the  Swinnica  and  Fotrednia 
Tumia^  and  thence  in  IV4  hr.  more  the  top  of  the  Swinnica  (7565  ft.; 
magnificent  view).  Descent  across  the  S.  slope  to  the  (I  hr.)  Zawrat  Pass 
(see  above).  —  From  the  refuge-hut  in  the  Suchawoda  Valley  (see  above) 
the  LiUotoe  Pass  (5780  ft.)  may  be  reached  in  IV2  hr.  —  The  ascent  of  the 
*Eryine  (69S5  ft.)  from  Jaszczurdwka  is  recommended.  A  new  path  leads 
from  the  ffala  Oasienicowa  below  the  Zolta  Turnia  to  the  (2  hrs.)  Panszetyca 
VcUley  and  thence  to  the  (2V2  hrs.)  top  (refuge-hut),  commanding  fine  views 
of  the  Five  Polish  Lakes  and  the  Tatra  chain.  Descent  vi&  the  pass  between 
the  Kryine  and  the  Woloszyn  to  the  (2y2  hrs.)  Wielki  State,  see  p.  366.  — 
Another  fine  excursion  from  Zakopane  is  to  the  Koacieliako  Valley  (3  hrs. 
to  the  W. ;  carr.  there  and  back  8  K.)^  the  romantic  rocky  ravine  of  the 
Czamy  (Black)  Dunajec.  The  Inn  ^hei  der  EisquelW  (3210  ft.)  is  reached  in 
2  hrs.  on  foot  by  the  road  from  Zakopane ;  footpath  thence  to  the  (V2  hr.) 
Pisana  meadow  and  to  the  C/4  hr.)  Smrecin  Lake  (4020  ft.),  at  the  head  of 
the  valley.  —  The  easy  ascent  of  the  Rote  Berge  (Czeneony  Wierch;  6885- 
6980  ft.)  is  most  conveniently  combined  with  the  excursion  to  the  Eos- 
cielisko  valley.  About  10  min.  below  the  Inn  *bei  der  Eisquelle^  (see 
above)  the  route  leads  through  the  Mi§tiisia  Valley  and  ascends  the  Oiadkie 
Upiazianskie  (6266  ft.)  and  the  (3  hrs.)  Ciemniak  or  Czerteony  Wierch  Upia- 
zianski  (6885  ft.),  the  S.W.  summit  of  the  Rote  Berge.  The  summits  of  the 
Krzesaniea  (6980  ft.)  and  the  Czeneony  Wierch  Maioiaezniak  (6893  ft.)  lie  re* 
spectively  1/4  hr.  and  1/2  ^^'  farther  to  the  E.,  and  both  command  fine  views 
of  the  Beskids  and  the  Tatra.  We  may  descend  by  the  pass  between  the 
Kopa  Kondracka  (6660  ft.),  on  the  left,  and  the  Qoryczkotoa,  on  the  right,  to 
the  (11/2  hr.)  Kalatdteki  (8866  ft.),  the  source  of  the  Bystre,  in  the  Kimdratoiea 
Valley,  »/«  ^r.  from  the  Iron  Works. 

65.  From  Kaschan  to  Marmaros-Sziget. 

16272  M.  Railway  in  10  hrs.  j  fares  18,  12,  8  K. 

Kaschau,  see  p.  350.  The  line  runs  at  first  parallel  with  the 
railway  to  Miskolcz  (p.  360),  then  turns  to  the  left,  crosses  the 
Hemdd  and  the  Tarczaj  and  at  (91/2  M.)  Ahd-Mislye  (645  ft.)  begins 
to  ascend  the  trachyte  ridge  of  Eperjes  and[  TokaJ.  Pleasing  scenery. 
On  an  eminence  to  the  right  of  (19  M.)  Nagy-Szaldncz  (920  ft.), 
Is  the  ruined  castle  of  Szaldncz.  We  cross  the  Ronyva  by  a  viadnct 
86  ft.  In  height.  3OV2  M.  Legenye-Mihdlyi  (490  ft. ;  Rail.  Restaurant). 

Fjkoh  LBGBNTE-Miui.LTi  TO  X£U-Zag6bz,  108  M.,  railway  in  7V2  hrs. 
13  M.  Tdke-Terehes,  with  a  chateau  (1V2  M.  to  the  S.E.)  of  Count  Andrdssy 
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drive  (carr.  Q  K.)  to  (li/a  hr.)  Bad  J6sza;  bridle-path  to  the  (2  hri.)  Antal 
Refuge  Hut  of  the  Hungarian  Carpathian  Club,  20min.  below  the  top  of  the 
Vihorlat  (3526  ft.)t  a  superb  point  of  view;  then  by  a  good  path  to  the  Seinna 
Stone  (3304  ft.),  two  curious  trachyte  rocks,  1  hr.  from  which  lies  the  liorske 
Oko  or  Betkiden  Meerauge  (2028  ft.),  a  fine  mountain-lake.  Descend  along 
the  discharge  of  the  lake  to  the  iron-works  of  Feltd-Remete,  Seobrdnczy 
and  (5  hrs.)  Ungvdr  (see  below)  or  (4  hrs.)  Nagy-Mihdly^  or  to  Seiwna 
and  through  the  broad  Cziroka  Valley  to  (dVs  hrs.)  Homonna  (see  below). 
The  train  passes  the  ruins  of  (1.)  Barkd  and  (r.)  Jestend.  40  H.  Ho- 
monna^  with  a  chateau  of  Count  Andrdssy.  We  ascend  the  ravine  of  the 
LiAorez.  66  H.  MezA-Laborez  (Bail.  Rettaurant)^  whence  we  mount  rapidly 
to  the  hill  which  forms  the  Galician  frontier.  68  M.  Vidrdnp^  the  laat 
Hungarian  station.  At  (77  M.)  Lupkow  is  a  tunnel  V^  ^-  long.  We  then 
descend  into  the  Oslatoa  Valley^  to  Szezatene  (near  which  is  the  health-resort 
of  Kulaezne)  and  to  (108  M .)  Neu-Zagdrz  (p.  287). 

On  the  right  rises  the  finely-shaped  Sdior-Hegy  (Hent  hill').  — 
4072  ^*  Sitoralja-tyhely  (355  ft. ;  Rail.  Restaurant ;  Konig  von 
Vngam),  a  wine-growing  place  with  16,800  inhab.,  capital  of  the 
county  of  Zemplin  and  junction  for  the  railway  to  Szerencs  (p.  370). 
About  3  M.  from  Satoralja  (cab  there  and  back  3  ^.)  is  SzipKalom, 
with  the  tomb  of  the  Hungarian  poet  Eazinczy  (d.  1831). 

The  train  now  enters  the  plain  of  the  Bodrog,  which  it  crosses 
near  (47  M.)  Szomotor;  to  the  right  is  the  ruin  of  Nagy-Kovesd. 
To  the  S.  stretches  a  vast  marshy  expanse,  called  the  HosszH  RSt. 
567)  M.  Perbenyik,  with  chateau  and  park  of  Count  Majlath ;  59  M. 
Bily^  to  the  left  of  which  is  the  Premonstratensian  abbey  of  Leleat. 
—  66  M.  Gsap  (365  ft. ;  Rail.  Restaurant'),,  the  junction  for  Nyire- 
gyhiza  (p.  370)  and  Ungvir. 

From  Gsap  to  I^aot-Bebezva,  SS'/a  V-i  railway  in  4  hrs.  -^  13  M. 
XJngv&r  (395  ft^  Krone;  cab  to  the  town  1  JT.  20  A.),  an  old  town  on  the 
Ung,  with  13,000  inhab.,  capital  of  a  county  of  the  same  name,  the  seat 
of  a  Greek  GathoUo  bishop,  with  important  potteries.  The  loftily  situated 
castle,  once  strongly  fortifted  and  now  a  seminary,  commands  a  fine 
survey  of  the  mountains  and  of  the  boundless  plain  to  the  S.  —  To  the 
17.W.  (9  H. ;  carr.  in  2  hrs.,  8  K.)  are  the  sulphur  baths  of  Szobrdneg,  — 
181/2  M.  Ifwiaske,  with  a  ruined  castle  and  a  fine  park.  —  From  (26  H.) 
Perec»4ny  an  interesting  excursion  of  3  days  may  be  made  Yi&  Turj(»- 
Remete  and  through  the  Sipdt  or  Lyutta  Valley  to  the  vast  plateau  of  the 
Polonina  Runa  {HQb  ft.).  —  From  (39V3  M.)  Ifagy  Beretna  a  road  (carriage 
in  5  hrs.,  10  K.)  leads  to  the  plain  baths  of  Utedk^  on  the  Galician  frontier. 

To  the  S.   are  the  extensive  lowlands  of  the  Theias,  —  76  M. 

Bdtyu  (Rail.  Restaurant). 

Fboh  Battu  to  {jAWoczNE,  66V2  M.,  railway  in  6  hrs.  —  16  M.  Munk&os 
(Stern ;  cab  to  [the  town  1  JT.  60  A.),  an  old  town  (13,700  inhab.)  on  the 
Latoreza.  The  fhouse  In  which  Hunkilcsy  (originally  Lieb),  the  painter 
(18164900),  was' born,  is  indicated  by  a  tablet.  The  14th  cent,  fastness  of 
Munkdcs^  or  Vdr-Paldnka^  situated  on  a  rock,  197  ft.  high,  1  M.  to  the  8.,  is 
celebrated  for  its  heroic  defence  by  Helene  Zrinyi,  wife  of  Count  T6k61y, 
against  the  Imperial  troops,  who  besieged  it  for  three  years  before  they 
captured  it  (16d8).  On  the  plateau  is  a  Millennium  Monument  (1896),  com- 
memorating the  1000th  anniversary  of  the  occupation  of  the  country  by  the 
Magyars,  who  here  established  their  first  encampment  in  Hungary.  — 
Beyond  Hunkses  the  !)kilfully  engineered  line  skirts  the  richly  wooded  E. 
Beskid  Mts.  20  M,  Frigyeefalva  {Friedrichtdorf^  416  ft.),  with  ironworks, 
where  we  cross  Hie  liatoreza.  Then  past  (r.)  Bereg  8zent-Afikl6s  (620  ft.), 
with  a  castle  of  the  i6th  cent.,  and  (1.)  the  hunting-lodge  of  Beregvdry  to 
(28  M.)  Pdexika  (074  ft.),   where  we  enter  the  basin  of  Szolyva.   —  The 
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train  follows  the  Latorcza  to  (32V2  M.)  Szolyva-Hdrtfalva  (662  ft.),  a  prettily 
situated  chalybeate  bath,  and  turns  to  the  N.  into  the  romantic  and 
sequestered  yalley  of  the  Vicsa^  which  it  crosses  twelve  times.  39  M.  Vdesi 
(934  ft.),  with  a  shooting-box  of  Count  Schonborn  (deer  numerous).  To 
the  right  is  the  8zto.j,  the  highest  of  the  E.  Beskid  Mts.  (5609  ft. ;  ascent 
in  6  hrs.,  guide  8-10  K.).  Many  viaducts  and  tunnels.  69V2  M.  Beskid 
(2627  ft.),  where  the  Beskid  Tunnel^  more  than  1  M.  long,  crosses  the  Galician 
frontier.  —  66  M.  Lawocne  (2180  ft.  j  Rail.  Restaurant)  is  the  first  Galician 
station.    Thence  to  Lemberg^  see  p.  284. 

921/2  M.  Beregszdazy  on  the  Bona^  at  the  base  of  vine-clad 
hills,  capital  of  the  county  of  Bereg;  104 M.  Tisza-Vjlakj  a  market- 
town  on  the  Theissj  11 31/2  M.  NagySzollos^  with  a  ruined  castle 
and  a  chateau  of  Baron  Per^nyi.  The  train  approaches  the  mountains 
on  the  N.,  crosses  the  Thelss,  and  reaches  (II872  ^0  Kirdlyhdza 
(p.  373),  where  it  joins  the  line  from  Debreczin.  Thence  to 
(1 621/2  M.)  MarmarosSziget,  see  R.  68. 


66.  From  Budapest  to  Miskolcz  vi&  Debreczin. 

223  M.  Railway  in  14V4  hrs.  (fares  18,  12,  8  K.). 

To  (iiiM.)Pu8pok-Laddny^  see  pp.  374,  376.  The  line  traverses 
fertile  plains,  the  country  of  the  Hajduks  ('Heyducs').  Stations: 
Kaha^  8zohoszl6^  and  Ebes. 

138  M.  Debreczin  (390  ft.;  Rail.  Restaurant;  Ooldner  Stier; 
Konigin  von  England;  Frohner;  cab  from  the  station  to  the  town 
60 /i.,  two-horse  1  JiT. ;  also  steam -tramway) ,  the  most  important 
commercial  town  in  lower  Hungary,  with  75,000  inhab.,  chiefly 
Protestants,  lies  in  a  sandy,  but  fertile  plain.  In  the  Egyhaz-T^r 
(Kirchen-Platz)  is  the  Prot.  College  for  students  of  theology  and  law, 
one  of  the  most  frequented  in  Hungary  (2000  students),  founded  in 
1531,  possessing  a  library  of  100,000  vols.,  a  botanic  garden  with 
palm-house,  and  various  collections.  In  the  centre  of  the  square  is 
a  large  Protestant  Churchy  from  the  pulpit  of  which,  on  14th  April, 
1849,  Kossuth  proclaimed  the  deposition  of  the  Hapsburg  dynasty. 
In  the  promenade  near  the  church  is  a  bronze  statue  to  the  popular 
Hungarian  poet  Csokonai  (d.  1805),  by  Izs6.  Between  the  church 
and  the  college  a  sandstone  obelisk  was  erected  in  1895  to  the 
memory  of  the  Dutch  admiral  De  Ruyter  (d.  1676),  who  liberated 
26.  Protestant  clergymen  condemned  to  the  galleys  at  Naples.  The 
four  annual  FairSy  held  in  the  suburb  of  Ispotdly^  are  important, 
and  the  horse-market  is  famous.  —  In  the  Qrosse  Wald^  1^/4  M.  to 
the  N.  of  the  town  (carr.  60  ft.-l  K. ;  steam-tramway  from  the  station, 
see  above),  Is  the  Margaretenbad,  much  visited  in  summer. 

From  Debreczin  to  Fuzes-Abony,  63  M.,  railway  in  6  brs.  —  25  M. 
Nagy-Horiohdgy  (tolerable  inn)  is  the  station  for  a  visit  to  theHortob&gy 
Puszta,  upwards  of  300  sq.  M.  in  area,  with  50,000  head  of  cattle  (worth 
10  million  K,)^  the  property  of  the  town  of  Debreczin  (permission  granted 
on  application  to  the  municipal  commissary).  The  characteristics  of  the 
puszta  are  here  particularly  well  to  be  seen:  an  immense,  treeless,  grassy 
plain,  enlivened  only  here  and  there  by  the  huts  of  the  shepherds,  sur- 
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rounded  by  small  groves  of  acacias.  Magnificent  sunrises;  about  noon 
in  July  and  August  the  Dilibdb,  or  Fata  Morgana  of  the  pussta,  may 
frequently  be  seen.  —  From  (35^/8  M.)  Ohat-K6c$  (Bail.  Restaurant)  branch- 
line  via  Tisza-Uk  to  (SlVa  M.)  Kiralytelek  (see  below).  —  W/t  M.  Tisza- 
FUred  (p.  S76);  63  M.  FUeet-Ahony  (p.  350). 

Fboh  Debsbgzin  to  Tisza-LOk,  41  M.,  railway  in  3  hrs.  The  line 
runs  through  the  HsOduk  plain.  —  To  NAGY-LftXA-V^RTES,  2OV2  M.  in 
2  hrs.,  via  (8  M.)  Sdrdnd,  whence  a  branch  diverges  to  (4'/2M.)  Drecske.  — 
To  Marmaros-Siiget,  see  B.  68. 

The  line  now  runs  to  the  N.  across  the  plain  of  the  Hajduks.  — 
169  M.  Nyiregyhdza  (370  ft. ;  RaU.  Restaurant;  Krone;  pop.  33,000), 
junction  for  (44  M.)  Csap^  to  the  N.E.  (p.  368),  and  for  (35V2  M.) 
Mdtiszalka,  to  the  S.E.  On  a  salt-pond,  IY2  Af.  to  the  E.,  lie  the 
unpretending  baths  of  868t6y  heneticial  in  cases  of  rheumatism  and 
scrofula.  —  To  the  N.W.  of  (175  M.)  Kiralytelek  the  Hegyalja  Mts. 
become  visible;  to  the  S.  is  the  isolated  hill  of  Tokaj.  Beyond 
(184  lA.y  Rakamaz  the  line  crosses  the  Theiss, 

I88I/2M.  Tokaj  (347  ft.;  Ooldner  Adlery  Hung.  Arany  Sas^  pop. 

5000),  far  famed  for  Its  wine  (*Tokay'),  Ues  at  the  confluence  of  the 

Bodrog  and  Theiss. 

The  Tokaj  Hegyalja  Mts.^  which  yield  the  genuine  Tokay,  cover  an 
area  of  about  135  sq.  M.  and  belong  to  32  communities.  The  fame  of  Ihc 
wines  of  Tokaj  is  due  to  the  excellence  of  the  soil  (*nvirok\  or  dis- 
integrated trachyte)  and  of  the  species  of  grapes  (^formint),  and  also  to 
the  extreme  care  bestowed  for  centuries  on  the  vineyards  and  on  the 
process  of  wine-making.  The  best  quality,  which  is  not  generally  sold, 
is  called  Ausbruch  (Aszubdr);  the  others  are  Szamarodni  and  Ordinari. 
The  neighbouring  towns  of  ifdd^  Tdlya,  TolavOy  and  Tarczal  are  also  noted 
for  their  wines,  which  resemble  Tokay,  but  contain  a  larger  proportion 
of  alcohol. 

The  Une  skirts  the  S.  side  of  the  Tokaj  hill,  which  is  vine-clad 
to  a  height  of  270ft.  192  M.  Tarczal;  197 M.  MU-Mezozombor, 

200  M.  SzerencB  (Railway  Bestaurant)^  with  an  old  chateau  of 
Prince  Rak6czy. 

Fboh  Szbbbnos  to  SAtobalja-IJjhblt  ,  23Vs  M. ,  in  1V4-2  hrs.  The 
line  runs  through  the  Bodrog  ValUy,  skirting  the  E.  side  of  the  vine-clad. 
Hegyalja  Hills.  Vh  M.  Bodrog- Keresztur^  to  the  S.E.  of  Tdlya  and  Mad  (see 
above),  both  noted  for  wine;  16  M.  Litzka-Tolcsva ;  22V2  M.  Sdrospatak^  a 
little  town  with  a  chateau  of  Prince  Bdk<5czy  and  a  Protestant  seminary, 
in  which  Gomenius  taught  in  1650-54.  —  281/3  ^-  Sdtoratja-Vjhely,  see 
p.  368. 

211  M.  Tisza-Lucz.  The  line  crosses  the  Hemdd,  and  at  (220  M.) 

Zsolcza  reaches  the  Budapest  and  Kaschau  line  (R.  61).  —  223  M. 

Miskolcz  (p.  350). 

67.  From  Fiilek  to  B&nrive^  Bobschau^  and  Miskolcz. 

Bailwat  to  DobseJiau,  74  M.,  in  about  6  hrs.  (9  K.  60,  6  K.  40  h.^  4  K)\ 
to  Miskolcz,  59  M.,  in  about  5  hrs.  (fares  7  JT.  20,  4  JT.  80  h.^  3  X). 

Fiilek f  see  p.  348.  —  The  railway  makes  a  long  bend  to  the  E. 
through  a  narrow  ralley.  7  M.  Ajndcsko  (757  ft),  a  small  chalybeate 
bath;  on  the  right  rise  the  ruins  of  the  castle  of  Ajnficsko.  —  17  M, 
FeUd  (Bail.  Restaurant). 
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To  Theissholz,  81  M.,  railway  in  3  hrs.  The  line  aacends  the  valley 
of  the  Rima.  l^/t  M.  Rimaszombat  (Drei  Bosen),  a  finel}'  situated  county 
town,  with  a  royal  agricultural  school.  We  ascend  the  narrow  valley, 
passing  several  ch&teauz  and  ruins.  Near-(237t  M.)  Ifyustfa  are  the  large 
LikSr  Iron  Workt,  —  31  M.  Theiaahola,  Hung.  Tiszolcx  (pop.  3700;  Steiner  s 
Inn),  on  a  lofty  plateau,  has  busy  industries,  iron-mines,  and  mineral 
springs.    Railway  to  Z61yom-Brez6,  see  p.  84S. 

The  train  follows  the  Rima  to  (24V2  M.)  Rimaszecs^  with  a 
chateau  of  Baron  Vay.' —  301/2  M.  B&nr^ve  (615  ft. ;  Rail.  Restau- 
rant), junction  of  a  mineral  line  to  the  coal  and  Iron  mines  of  Otd. 
Continuation  of  the  line  to  Miskolcz,  see  p.  372. 

The  line  to  Dobsohau,  which  gives  access  to  the  Qomor  Cavern 
District,  turns  to  the  N.  into  the  valley  of  the  Saj6.  From  (40  M.) 
Tornallya  (Tiger ;  Rosenberg)  a  road  leads  to  the  N.E.  to  (5  M. ; 
carr.  there  and  back,  including  stay,  10-12  JST.)  the  *Aggtelek 
Cavern,  Hung.  Baradla  ('steaming  place'),  one  of  the  largest  stalac- 
tite grottoes  in  Europe,  being  with  its  lamlflcations  5  M.  in  length. 

Two  entrances  give  access  to  the  cavern:  the  old  one  (vrith  the 
tourists^  house  of  the  Hungarian  Carpathian  Club,  bed  1  JT.)  to  the  W.  of 
the  village  of  Aggtdek  (inn),  and  the  new,  IVs  M.  to  the  £.  of  the  village. 
Guides  are  stationed  at  both  (adm.  1  JT. ;  guide  for  1-5  persons  4  JST., 
candle  20  A.,  magnesium-wire  130  ft.  per  piece).  To  explore  the  whole 
cavern  takes  5-6  hrs.  \  the  finest  parts  are  the  Attronomical  Tower,  the  Bein- 
haui  (where  antediluvian  bones  were  found),  the  FledermatuhOhle  (bats' 
*cave),  the  Parodies,  with  the  finest  stalactites,  and  the  Rettighdhle.  Several 
chambers  are  of  vast  dimensions.    From  the  cavern  to  Sxin,  see  p.  850. 

501/2  M    Pelsucz  (flail.  Ressaurant),  with  lead  and  tin  mines. 

A  Branch  Bailwat  runs  hence  in  3  hrs.  via  JoUva  and  Nagy-ROc$e 
(Ger.  OroU'Rauschenbach)  to  (2572  M.)  Mur&nv,  with  an  old  castle,  defended 
by  the  heroic  Afaria  Bzichy  in  1644  and  1670,  now  owned  by  the  Duke  of 
Ooburg-Kohiry.  —  From  Hur^ny  we  may  proceed  to  the  N.B.  to  Futtapole 
(p.  356)  and  Foprdd  (p.  366  j  carriage  in  6  hrs.,  24  K.). 

To  the  left  appear  the  peaks  of  the  Central  Carpathians.  The 
valley  of  the  8aj6  contracts.  Near  (53  M.)  Oombastog  (775  ft. ; 
with  iron-works  of  Count  Andrfasy),  to  the  right,  is  the  Plateau 
of  SzUicz,  with  the  Ice  Cavern  of  Szilicz,  within  an  imposing  rocky 
gateway.  Near  the  station  is  the  smaller  Leontine  Cave.  —  59  M. 
Bosenan,  B.\mg.  Rozsnyd  (958  ft.;  Schwarzer  Adler;  pop.  5000), 
the  seat  of  a  bishop,  prettily  situated.  In  the  Csucsom  Valley,  V2  M. 
from  the  town  (carr.  1  JT.  20,  omn.  40  ft.),  is  the  Rosenau  Bath.  ^ 

On  the  road  to  Torna  (p.  351),  on  a  rock  about  IV2  M.  to  the  £.,  rises 
the  castle  of  Kraaznahorka,  the  property  of  Count  Andrissy,  by  whom 
it  has  been  restored,  containing  various  antiquities  and  curiosities.  —  As- 
cent of  the  Pog  Said  (3986  ft.),  affording  a  view  of  the  Tatra,  on  foot 
4  hrs.,  by  ox-waggon  6  hrs. 

63  M.  BetUr  (1053  ft.),  with  a  chateau  of  the  Andrassy  family. 

74  M.  Dobsoliaa,  Hung.  Dohsina  (1555  ft.;  H6t.  Feh£r;  omn.  to 
the  town  60  A.;  cab  to  the  ice-cavern  10,  to  the  ice-cavern  and 
Proprad  20  K.) ,  a  town  with  4700  inhab. ,  chiefly  Germans ,  is 
beautifully  situated  at  the  foot  of  the  Radzim  (3200  ft.).  The  iron, 
cobalt,  and  nickel  mines  in  the  Zemberg  are  very  ancient.  To  the  N. 
(41/2  M.)  lies  the  beautiful  *  Valley  of  Straczena,  watered  by  the

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OoUnits^  T^hich  flows  underground  at  places.    From  the  FeUentor 

or  rock- gateway  of  Straczena  a  good  road  leads  to  the  W.,  past  the 

8pit%en8tem,  to  the  (4  M.)  Hotel  Zur  Eistwhle  (R.  21/3,  D.  3  K.),  From 

this  point  a  pleasant  path  through  the  woods  (with  guide)  leads  to 

the  (I/2  hr.)  entrance  of  the  *])ob8ohaa  Ice  Cavern,  Hung.  Dobsinai 

Jegbarlang  (3180  ft.) ,  one  of  the  largest  of  the  kind,  discovered 

in  1870. 

Electric  illumination  from  15th  May  to  30th  Sept.  daily  10.90-3,  each  pers. 
4  JT.  (temperature  S2-37**;  beware  of  chills).  The  visit  requires  about  2  hrs. 
The  area  of  the  eayem  is  about  10,000  sq.  yds.,  8000  of  which  are  eovered 
with  ice.  The  total  mats  of  ice  is  estimated  at  140,000  cub.  yds.  Some 
of  the  blocks  assume  fantastic  shapes,  and  all  are  of  crystalline  purity. 
—  From  the  cavern  or  from  Dobschau  we  may  cross  the  Fopova  Battel  to 
Poprdd  (p.  366).  

The  Railway  from  Banb]6ve  to  Miskolcz  follows  the  valley  of 
the  Baj6.  34  M.  Puinoh.,  with  a  ch&teau  of  Count  Sertfnyi.  Then 
via  Saj6-Ec8eg  (p.  360)  to  (69  M.)  Miskolcz  (p.  360). 

68.  From  Debreczin  to  Marmaros-Sziget. 

137  M.  Railway  in  6V2  hrs.  (fares  16  K.  20,  10  JT.  80  ft.,  7  K.). 

Dehreczin,  see  p.  369.  Beyond  Vdmoa-Pircs,  a  town  of  the  Haj- 
duks,  the  line  reaches  (24  M.)  Ermihdlyfalva  (branch  to  Grosiwardeiny 
see  p.  376).  36  M.  Szaniszld.  Fertile  country.  —  431/2  M.  Nagy- 
E&roly  (Bail,  Restaurant f  Hot  Koriig  vcrh  Vrigarn;  pop.  16,200), 
capital  of  the  Szatm&r  county,  with  a  chateau  and  park  of  Count 

K&rolyi  and  a  bronze-statue  of  F.  Kolcsey  the  poet,  by  Eallas. 

From  Xagt-Kabolt  to  Zilah,  57  M.,  railway  in  5  hrs.  —  41  M.  8ar- 
mtudg;  branch -line  to  (IOV2  H.)  Szildgy  -  Sornlvi  (p.  376).  —  67  M.  ZUah 
(Vigad6),  with  7000  inhab.;  branch  to  (16  M.)  Ztihd  (p.  406). 

Near  (60  M.)  Domahida  an  obelisk  commemorates  the  peace  of 
Szatmar,  concluded  by  Joseph  I.  and  the  Rdk6czy  leaders  (1711).  — 
66  M.  Oilvdc$  (Rail.  Restaurant). 

Branch-line  to  the  E.  via  (11  M.)  Kdrolyi-ErdOd  (p.  373)  to  (62  M.) 
Nagytonitut^  a  market-town  of  4600  inhah.,  in  the  valley  of  the  Bursa.  About 
473  H.  to  the  S.  are  the  ruins  of  the  castle  of  Xdvdr^  destroyed  in  1670. 

66  M.  Szatm&r - N^meti  (Rail.  Restaurant;  Pannonia;  pop. 
26,200),  a  royal  free  town,  founded  by  Queen  Gisela  early  in  tbe 
11th  cent,  as  a  German  colony,  lies  on  both  banks  of  the  Szamoa. 
In  the  De&k-Platz  rises  the  handsome  Cathedral^  with  its  dome,  two 
towers,  and  Corinthian  portico.  In  the  lUkoczi  Street  is  a  marble 
statue  of  Kolseey  (see  above),  by  Gerendey. 

To  KaotbAnta,  38  M.,  railway  in  3-3V«  hrs.  —  131/2  M.  Aranyos- 
Medgyet,  with  a  castle  of  the  13th  cent,  formerly  named  Jakdvar.  — 
22  M.  Stinyir-Vdralja,  on  the  8.  slope  of  the  Avds  hills,  station  for  the 
baths  of  Bikizdd^  Tdrv^konya^  both  with  alkaline-muriatic  springs,  and 
Vam/aM  BUdis$dr^  with  sulphur-springs).  —  38  H.  Nagybtoya  {Grand 
H6UH ;  cab  to  the  town  1  JT.  20  or  8 J  ft.),  a  royal  free  town  with  ll.OCO  in- 
hab.,  was  founded  in  the  11th  cent,  as  a  Saxon  colony.  Mining  and  tlie  vine 
culture  are  the  industries  here.  Pleasant  grounds  in  the  Sxichenyi-WUldehen 
(restaurant),  and  fine  view  from  the iTrettjr&efv (1643 ft.).  Excursions:  through 
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the  Ferneeel  valley  with  its  foundries,  across  the  Polyana  Izvora^  and  to 
the  top  of  the  Rozsdlp  (4583  ft.);  to  Feltd-Bdnya,  a  mining  town  with  5000 
inhab.,  the  sulphur-baths  of  Bajfalv^  and  Kapnikhdnfa;  thence  either 
across  the  Outtin  (4760  ft.)  and  by  the  sulphur-baths  of  BreiSt  to  Marmaros 
Szigety  or  by  the  Rotunda  (3486  ft.)  and  through  the  valley  of  Sztrimbuly 
to  Tdkii  in  Transylvania.    (Ascent  of  the  Oziblet^  see  p.  374.) 

Branch-liaes  run  from  Szatmar-N^meti  to  Feh4r-0yarmdt  (25  M.)  and 
KdrolyiEvdSl  (p.  372). 

We  now  traverse  a  swampy  plain  and  approach  the  spurs  of  the 
Carpathians.  —  93  M.  Eir&lyh&za  (488  ft.;  Rail,  RestautanC), 
junction  of  the  line  from  Kaschau  (R.  6o).  On  an  isolated  hill  is  the 
ruin  of  Kirdlyhdza.  —  We  cross  the  Theiss,  and  ascend  to  its  sources 
in  the  county  of  Marmaros,  a  basin  of  the  principal  chain  of  the 
Carpathians.  The  narrow  ravine  near  Vorosmart  is  very  picturesque. 
Near  (104  M.)  Huazt  (554  ft.)  are  the  ruins  of  the  castle  of  that 
name,  of  the  11th  cent.,  destroyed  by  lightning  in  1766  (view-tower 
of  the  Carpathian  Club).  —  115V2  M.  Bustyahdza  (708  ft.),  station 
for  Bad  Visk  on  the  opposite  bank  of  the  Theiss,  with  Its  chalybeate, 
alkaline,  and  muriatic  spring  (carr.  in  1  hr.,  4  iT. ;  to  Trfcso  6-8  ^.), 
amidst  beautiful  beech-forest.  — 120  M.  Ticso,  —  126  M.  Taraczkoz^ 
junction  of  a  line  to  (972  M.)  Alsd-Neretnice. 

X37  M.  MarmaroB-Sziget  (890  ft. ;  Krone  f  Jdgerhorn;  cab  from 

the  station  to  the  town  1  K.  60  A.,  at  night  2  K. ;  omn.  40  h. ;  carr. 

per  day  12  K. ;  pop.  17,000),  capital  of  the  county  of  Marmaros 

(Hung.  Maramaros),  is  beautifully  situated  at  the  influx  of  the  Iza 

into  the  Theiss.    To  the  E.  rise  the  wooded  Carpathians,  usually 

capped  with  snow.    The  fairs  annually  held  here  present  a  curious 

mixture   of  nationalities  (chiefly  Ruthenians,  also  Roumanians, 

Q-ermans,  Magyars,  Gipsies,  Slovaks,  Armenians,  etc.). 

The  wooded  and  mountainous  Envibons,  which  abound  in  game  (in- 
eluding  the  bear  and  the  lynx),  are  rery  picturesque,  and  may  be  safely 
explored,  though  much  less  comfortably  tluin  the  Tatra.  Information  as  to 
guides  and  horses  may  be  obtained  from  the  local  magistrates,  the  forest- 
en,  or  the  cur^s;  also  from  Herr  Karl  8i€gmeth  at  Debreczin,  inspector 
of  the  N.  Hungarian  Railway. 

The  neighbouring  Salt  Mines,  which  have  been  worked  for  centuries, 
deserve  a  visit.  At  Akna-Szlatina  (branch-railway  in  25  min. ;  carr.  2  K.y 
there  and  back  5-6  K. ;  permission  at  the  mining  office,  each  person  i  K.) 
is  the  Franciscui  Mine  (shown  8-11  a.m.;  electric  light).  At  Bdnaszik 
(reached  by  the  salt-railway  in  i*/t  hr.,  or  by  carr.  in  half-a-day)  is 
the  Apafy  Mine  (8-11 ;  adm.  60  A.)«  with  a  subterranean  salt  lake  292  ft. 
deep.  We  may  also  visit  (13^/2  M.)  Sugatag  (salt>railway,  in  13/4  hr.),  go 
through  the  Mara  valley  to  the  baths  of  Breih^  and  ascend  the  Outtin 
(see  above). 

From  Mahharos  -  Szioet  to  Eorosmbzo,  46V2  M.,  railway  in  8V4  hrs- 
Interesting  line  through  the  wooded  Carpathians,  ascending  the  valley  of 
the  Theiss.  —  61/2  M.  Boesid.  whence  a  road  to  the  left  leads  to  the  finely 
situated  chalybeate  baths  of  Kdbola- Polyana,  within  41/3  hrs."  ride  of  the 
top  of  the  Opresta  (4870  ft.),  a  superb  point  of  view.  ,  Beyond  Bocskd  we 
follow  the  Theiss  to  (18  M.)  the  disused  iron-works  of  Trebusa-Fejirpatal 
(ascent  of  the  Popp  Ivan  and  Hoverla,  see  p.  874).  Then  vi&  TiszakOcz, 
and  the  small  baths  of  Borkiit  to  (45V2  H.)  KdrdtmezS  (Rail.  Restaurant; 
quarters  at  the  forester's),  near  which  are  petroleum -springs  (railway  to 
Stanitlau,  see  p.  283;  ascent   of  the  Ctoma  ffora^  see  p.  374).     Thence 
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(472  hrs.,  bridle-path;  or  drive  as  far  as  the  Ab»inecz-Klau$e)  through  the 
valley  of  the  Black  Theiss  (TUcsora),  with  club-hut,  to  the  Sources  of  the 
Theisz.  —  The  interesting  ascent  of  the  BUznica  (6175  ft.)  may  be  made  in 
5V2  brs.  from  Eord  mezo  (hor^e  and  guide  each  5  iT.;  provisions  should 
be  taken). 

From  Eorosmezo  (p.  373)  an  interesting  excursion  may  be  made  to 
the  Csoma  Hora  (comp.  p.  285).  Drive  in  the  afternoon  in  2  hrs.  (carr. 
4  K.)  to  the  forester^s  house  of  Kozmieaek  (guides  and  horses)  and  proceed 
on  foot  to  the  (2  hrs.)  refuge  of  the  Hung.  Carpathian  Club  (4265  ft.)i  where 
the  night  is  spent.  Thence  in  2^2  hrs.  to  the  top  of  the  Hoverla  (6750  ft.), 
the  highest  point  of  the  Csorna  Hora.  Descent  either  in.  3  hrs.  to  Koz- 
miecsek:  or  we  may  proceed  along  the  ridge  to  the  Turkul  (64 15  ft.)  and 
descend  into  the  valley  of  the  Weisse  Theiss  to  the  (4Va  hrs.)  Hoverla-Klause 
(2485  ft.)  and  drive  in  3  hrs.  to  TUzakSz  (p.  373). 

From  Trebusa  (p.  373)  we  may  ascend  the  three-peaked  Popp-Ivan 
(6366  ft.):  1st  day,  ride  in  6  hrs.  to  the  refuge- hut  (sleep)*,  2nd  day,  walk 
to  the  top  in  1^2  hr.  (extensive  view).  Descent  across  the  Berlebactka  to 
the  Klause  or  timber-dam  in  the  valley  of  the  Kvaszni^,  and  to  (5-6  hrs.) 
Bogddny  or  Luhi  (bed  at  the  forester's).  Bridle-path  thence  nearly  to  the 
(6  hrs.)  summit  of  the  Hoverla  (p.  373). 

To  the  E.  of  Rdnapolyana  (near  Fej^rpatak;  see  p.  373)  opens  the  in- 
teresting YiBsd  Yalley.  At  (5  hrs.'  drive)  FeU6  VU$d  (Central-Hotel),  to  the 
left,  diverges  the  romantic  Wattertalj  which  leadfl  by  Fajna  (forester^s  house) 
to  the  (3^2  hrs.^  drive)  chalybeate  baths  of  Suliguli.  Thence  across  the 
Torojaga  (6363  ft.)  or  through  the  Katarama  and  CtUla  valleys  to 
Borzahdnya  (9-10  hrs.  \  good  guide  required).  —  Beyond  FeliS  Viz»6  is  (3  M.) 
Monzijiy  starting-point  for  the  ascent  (6  hrs.)  of  the  Bvhajeska  (6780  ft)  and 
the  Pietrosz  (75^  ft.),  the  highest  of  the  Marmaros  Mts.  (for  experts  only; 
a  night  in  the  open  air).  Descent  to  Borsa  (bed  at  Wenzel's,  the  smithes). 
Qood  road  thence  over  the  Priszlop  (4653  ft.)  to  the  valley  of  the  Qoldene 
Bittritz.  About  11  M.  beyond  the  pass  the  road  to  Rodna  diverges  to  the 
right.  Through  the  Bistritz  valley  and  past  the  Lola-See  to  the  Kvhhom^  see 
p.  407.  Parsing  KirW>aba  we  descend  the  Bistritz  valley  to  Jaeobeny  on 
the  Bistritz  and  Suczawa  road  (p.  407). 

To  the  S.  of  Marmaros-Sziget  the  Iza  Yalley  (carr.  in  7  hrs.)  leads 
to  Dragomirfalva.  Thence  ascend  to  the  (3  hrs.)  Ktsrls  Refuge  and  the 
(4  hrs.)  top  of 'the  Czibles  (6043  ft. ;  grand  view).  Back  the  same  way,  or 
descend  to  (6  hrs.)  T&kis  (p.  373)  and  Kapnikb^nya  (p.  373),  or  to  Ol^h 
Ldpos  in  Transylvania  (aee  p.  406). 

69.  From  Budapest  to  Klausenburg  vid  Grosswardein. 

248  M.  Railway  in  8V2-13  hrs.  (fares  18,  12,  8  K.). 

To  (5  M.)  Rdkos,  see  p.  347.  61 V2  ^'  Ujszdsz  (Rail.  Restaurant), 
with  a  ch&teau  and  park  of  Baron  Orczy  (branch  to  Hatvan^  p.  347  ; 
to  Jdst'Apdtiy  with  large  stud,  20  M.,  railway  in  2  hrs.). 

63  M.  Szolnok  (Rail.  Restaurant;  Nemzeti  Ssalloda),  a  thriving 
town  with  25,100  inhab.  and  a  large  Franciscan  convent,  lies  at  the 

confluence  of  the  Theiss  and  the  small  Zagyva, 

To  CzegUd  (p.  384),  18  M. ,  branch  in  1  hr.  ^  to  Kis  Ktin-Filegyhdta 
(p.  386),  41  H.,  in  3  hrs.  •,  to  ffatvan,  see  p.  348.  —  Stbaher  on  the  Theiss 
to  Szegedin  (p.  385)  six  times  a  week. 

From  Szolnok  to  TemesvIr  viX  Arad,  132  M.,  railway  in  8V«  brs. 
The  line  crosses  the  Theiss  and  follows  the  Klausenburg  line  to  (7  M .) 
Szdjol  (p.  875).  12  M.  Puszta  Tenyd  (branch  to  Hod  MezS  Vasarhely^  59 M., 
see  p.  376).  —  26V2  M.  Ke86  Tur  (Nemzeti),  with  23,750  inhabitants. 
[Branch-lines  to  the  N.  to  (10  M.)  THrkew  on  the  Berettyd,  and  to  the  S. 
to  (13  M.)  SzarvaSj  on  the  KdrOs,  and  thence  via  Oroshdza  (p.  876)  to  (48  H.) 
MezHhegyes  (p.  38o).]  —  41  H.  (?sroma  (branch  to  Kis-UJszdllds,  see  p.  376); 
49 H.  MezHberiny ;  mi%HL.  Bikis-FGldvdr  (branch  to  B4k4s,  with 25,600 inhab.). 
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—  591/2  M.  Bekes-Csaba  (208  ft.;  Bail.  Restaurant),  with  38,000  inhab., 
junction  of  the  Grosswardein  and  Essegg  line  (R.  70)  and  of  a  branch- 
line  to  Kovdeshdza  (see  below).  —  127  M.  Kigydt^  with  a  fine  chateau  of 
Count  Wenkheim ;  133  H.  Kiiegyhdza^  whence  branches  run  vi&  Kovdctlidza 
to  C^  ^)  Mezifhegyes  (p.  385),  and  via  Kis  Jend-Erddhegyy  a  large  estate  of 
Archduke  Joseph,  to  (3OV2  M.)  UJ  Szent  Anna  (see  below). 

95V2M.  AxM.  {Weisses  KreuZy  Hung.  Fehir Kere$zt ;  PalaUn^  Hung.  Nddor; 
Central;  Vat;  Rail.  Restaurant;  Tram  to  station  20  A.;  Ceri)  to  town  1  K.^ 
drive  in  town  of  1/4  hr.  40  A.,  1  hr.  1  K.  40  A. ;  with  two  horses  to  town  2  JST., 
drive  in  town  of  V«  ^r-  1  ^m  1  ^r.  2  JT.,  to  the  fortress  3^.  20  A.),  a 
considerable  town  on  the  Afaros^  with  54,(XX)  inhab.,  seat  of  a  Greek 
bishop,  with  brisk  trade  and  river-traffic.  In  the  Bathaus-Platz  are  the 
Rathaut  and  other  conspicuous  buildings.  The  Reliquien-Miueum  in  the 
Theatre  contains  memorials  of  the  battles  of  184849.  The  Martyrs'  Monu- 
ment ^  in  the  Freiheits-Platz ,  commemorating  the  13  Hungarian  generals 
shot  here  in  1849,  consists  of  a  colossal  figure  of  Hungary,  with  four  alle- 
gorical groups  and  medallions  of  the  generals,  by  Husz^r  and  Or.  Zala. 
On  the  left  bank  of  the  river  is  the  Fortress  (1763),  defended  against  the 
Hungarians  by  Gen.  Berger  in  1849.  —  From  Arad  to  Karlsburg  and 
Hermannstadt^  see  B.  81 ;  to  Szegedin,  see  p.  385  \  to  Ourahonez,  see  below. 

The  Temesvdr  line  crosses  the  Maros.  Stations :  Segenthau,  Hung.  Nimet 
Sdgh  (with  tobacco-fields) ,  Vinga  (picturesquely  situated),  Orczidorfy  Merezi- 
dorfy  Szent  Andrds.  —  132  M.   Temesvdr  (p.  386). 

From  Abad  to  Bbad,  103V2  M-t  railway  in  6  hrs.  —  14  M.  Uj  Szent  Anna 
(branch  to  Kitegyhdza,  see  above)  s,  21  Vs  M.  Vildgos^  at  the  foot  of  the  vine- 
clad  Arad  hills,  memorable  as  the  scene  of  Gorgey's  capitulation  on 
Aug.  13th,  1849.  —  Four  small  stations.  —  At  (39  M.)  BorosjenS  (branch  to 
Csennif^  9V2  M.)  the  White  KSrSs  is  crossed.  The  line  traverses  a  picturesque 
mountain- valley  via  Bokszeg-Beil^  Reptzeg,  and  (06  M.)  Borosse^ee-Buttyin 
(branch  to  the  baths  of  Menyhdza^  13  M.).

The  train  crosses  the  Theiss.  69V2  M.  Szajol  (where  the  Arad 
line  diverges,  see  p.  374).  From  (92 M.)  Kis-Vjszdllds  (Buffet) lines 
run  to  the  N.  to  (46  M.)  Kadl-Kdpolna  (p.  348),  to  the  S.  vi&  (18  M.) 
Divavdnya  and  to  (29V2  M.)  Oyoma  (p.  374).  —  102  M.  Karczag 
(branch-line  to  TUza-Fiired,  28  M.,  see  p.  370).  —-  111  M.  Puspok- 
Lad&ny  (Rail,  Restaurant)  y  junction  for  (27^2  M.)  Dehreczin 
(p.  369),  to  the  N.E.,  and  for  (30  M.)  Szeghalom  (p.  376),  to  the  S. 
A  monotonous  plain  Is  now  traversed.  Beyond  (142  M.)  Mezo- 
Keresztesy  where  a  great  battle  with  the  Turks  was  fought  in  1696, 
the  hills'of  Grosswardein  appear  in  the  distance. 

153  M.  Grosswardein,  Hung.  Nagy-Vdrad.  —  Rail.  Restaurant.  — 
Hotels.  *Biil4n6ozi,  with  electric  light  and  vapour -baths;  *8z6ohenti; 
ScHWARZEs  Adlbb,  Hung.  Fekete  Sas^  R.  from  2  £. ;  *Gsuner  Bauh,  Hung. 
Z6l^a^  same  charges  \  Wober,  near  the  station.  —  Cab  to  the  station  1,  at 
night  2  ir. ;  in  the  town,  V*  hr.  40,  V2  ^^r.  60  A.,  1  hr.  1  JT.  20  A. ;  with  two 
horses,  to  the  station  2,  at  night  ^K.\  to  Felixhad  and  Bisehofshcid  3  or  5  A". 

Qfosswardeiny  a  pleasant  town  with  50,000  Inhab.,  on  both  banks 
of  the  Korosj  which  is  crossed  by  four  bridges,  consists  of  four 
quarters :  Olaszfy  with  the  station,  on  the  right  bank ;  VjvdroSj  Vdralja 
(with  the  old  fortress,  now  a  barrack),  and  Velenczcj  on  the  left 
hank.  One  of  the  oldest  towns  in  Hungary,  destroyed  by  the 
Tartars  in  1241,  under  Turkish  rule  in  1660-92,  and  temporary  seat 
of  the  Hungarian  government  in  1849,  it  is  now  the  residence 
of  a  Roman  Catholic  and  a  Greek  Catholic  bishop.  Near  the  station 
is  the  Afchaeologkal  ^  Historical  Museum  (adm.  on  Sun.,  10-12.30, 
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3-5,20*.;  Tues.  &  Thurs.,  3-6,  40  *.)i  ^^^  *«  collection  of 
Bishop  Ipolyi  (d.  1886),  containing  interesting  objectB  of  ecclesiast- 
ical art.  Near  it  is  the  tasteless  Roman  Catholic  Cathedral  sJidi  the 
hishop's  residence,  a  handsome  rococo  structure.  In  the  Markt- 
Platz  is  a  bronze  statue  of  King  Ladislaus  of  Hungary  (d.  1616). 
The  Calvary  Church ,  with  dome  and  semicircular  colonnades,  on 
a  height  Y2  ^^'  ^  *^6  N.E.,  commands  a  fine  view.  The  slopes  to 
the  N.  and  E.  of  the  town  yield  excellent  wine. 

At  ffcud^  6V2M.  to  the  8.  (railway  in  ^/thr.^  seehelow),  are  the  Faix 
and  the  Buhop^s  BaOu  (Hang.  Fdix  i$  Piitpdk  FUrdff),  which  were  known 
to  the  Romans.  Warm  springs  (92-l(B**  Fahr.)  without  mineral  ingredients. 

To  ^bmihIltfalva,  41  M.,  railway  in  378  hrs.  The  train  skirts  vine- 
clad  hills.  23  M.  Sxfkelyliid  (branch  to  azUdgy-Stymlyd^  p.  372)  Then  throagfa 
the  wine-growing  BmUlUh  to  (41  M.)  Ermihaly/alva  (p.  372). 

FsoM  Gbosswabdein  to  Vaskoh,  68  M.,  railway  in  6  hrs.  7.  M.  Felix- 
FUrdd  (see  above) ;  30»/8  M.  SzombaUag-Rogoz  (branch  to  Dohrett).  At  (36  M.) 
Oydnta  we  reach  the  Fekete  KdrS$^  which  we  follow  to  (68  M.)  Vazkoh-Baretty 
picturesquely  situated  at  the  base  of  thie  Bihar  (6070  ft.). 

To  DftvAVANTA,  58  M.,  railway  in  ca.  5  hrs.  —  81/2  M.  6t$i  (see  below) ; 
37  M.   Viszio;  45  M.  Szeghalom  (p.  375).  —  58  M.  Divavdnya  (p.  375). 

From  Grosswardein  to  Es$egg  and  Villdny^  see  B.  70. 

The  train  crosses  the  Koros,  the  valley  of  which  it  now  ascends. 
Scenery  more  attractive.  I82V2  M.  Riv  (900  ft.).  The  engineering 
of  the  line  here  is  interesting;  tunnels,  cuttings,  bridges  in  rapid 
succession.  — 191  M.  Brdtka  (1086  ft.) ;  near  it,  at  BdrUdka^  a  large 
stalactite  cavern.  —  204 M.  Csucsa  (1463  ft.;  Buflfet),  the  first 
station  in  Transylvania.  —  2171/2  M.  Bdnffy-Hunyad  (1784  ft.); 
fine  view  of  the  lofty  Vlegydsza  (6060  ft.)  to  the  right.  The  line  as- 
cends in  long  bends,  affording  fine  views,  and  beyond  a  tunnel, 
760  yds.  in  length,  and  a  lofty  viaduct  descends  into  the  Nddas  Valley, 
231  M.  Egeres  (1463  ft.),  with  an  old  chateau.

Orosswardein,  see  p.  375.  The  line  crosses  the  Koros.  31/2  M.  Ossi 
(see  above).  26  M.  Nagy-Szalonta,  a  large  village ;  331/2  M.  Kotegydn. 
—  46V2  M.  Gyula  (Komlo  Inn),  a  town  with  22,000  inhab.  and  a 
magnificent  chateau  of  Count  Wenkheim,  built  by  Ybl,  near  which  is 
an  old  mined  castle.  A  statue  of  Frartz  Erfce2 (1810-93),  the  musical 
composer,  was  erected  here  in  1897.  —  6672  ^-  B^k^s-Gsaba  (^Rail. 
Restaurant;  junction  of  the  Szolnok  and  Arad  line,  p.  374). 

77  M.  Orosh^a  (Alfold),  with  21,400  inhab.  and  extensiye  grain- 
trade,  Is  the  junction  of  lines  to  the  N.  to  Mezo  THr  (39  M. ;  p.  374), 
and  to  the  S.  to  Mezbhegyes  (22  M. ;  p.  386).  A  bronze  statue  of  Ludmg 
Kossuth,  by  Horvay,  was  erected  here  in  1904.  —  9672^*  H6dme«o 
V&B&rliely  (Schwarzer  Adler,  Hung.  Fekete  Sas;  National^  Hung. 
Nemseti),  a  town  with  61,000  inhab.  (branches  to  Puszta-TenyOj 
59  M.,  see  p.  374,  and  to  Mak6'Vivdros,  17  M.,  see  p.  386).   Near

(105  M.)  Algyb  -we  cross  the  Theiss.  —  ill  M.  Bzegedin  (station 
S%eged'R6ku9,  see  p.  385),  junction  of  the  Budapest  and  Temesvir 
line  (R.  72).

133  M.  PalicSy  with  salt-baths,  on  the  lake  of  that  name,  which  is 
well  stocked  with  flsh. 

137  M.  Uaria-Theresiopely  Hung.  Szahadka  (^BaiL  Rataurant; 
Lamm;  H6t.  National;  Stadt  Pest;  cab  to  the  town  2  ^.;  in  the  town, 
1/4  hr. ,  1  JT. ;  electric  railway  to  Palics,  20  ?i.),  a  straggling  town  with 
82,000  inhab.  (many  Servians),  in  the  Bdcska,  the  richest  corn- 
district  of  Hungary,  has  considerable  trade  in  horses  and  swine. 
This  is  the  junction  of  the  Budapest  and  Belgrade  line  (R.  73). 

From  Maria-Thbresiopel  to  Keusatz,  88  M.,  railway  in  SVs  hrs.  — 
.24  M.  Zenta  (Rail.  Restaurant;  KGmg  von  Ungam)^  a  town  of  23,600  inbab., 
wbere  Prince  Eugene  defeated  tbe  Turks  in  1697.  Brancb-line  to  (21  M.) 
Horgot  (see  above).  —  48  M.  O-Becse  (18,9G0  inhab.),  on  (he  Theiss  (steam- 
boat, see  p.  88J).  —  88  M.  I^eutaiz  (p.  380). 

From  Maria-Tberesiopel  brancb-line  to  the  W.  to  (S6Vx  M.)  Ba;a  (p.  878). 

174  M.  Zombor  (Rail,  Restaurant;  Jdgerhom,  Hung.  Vadd$z- 
kurt)y  capital  of  the  B&cska,  another  straggling  town  with  29,100  in- 
habitants. Branch-lines  N.W.  to  (33*/2  M.)  Baja  (see  above) ;  S.E.  to 
(56V2  M.)  Neusatz  (p.  380).  —  The  line  crosses  the  Fransena-Canal 
(p.  o79).  193  M.  Gombos  (Rail.  Restaurant),  where  we  cross  the 
Danube  by  a  steam-ferry  to  (1941/2  M.)  Erdod  (p.  379),  with  a 
ch&teau  of  CJount  Palffy.  —  199V2  M.  D«ja  (Rail,  Restaurant). 

From  DAlja  to  Bosnisch-Bbod,  64i/s  M.,  railway  in  2V4-S>/4  hr8.  Small 
stations.  Staple  products,  dried  plums  and  sliwowitz,  or  plum-brandy. 
From  (10  M.)  Borovd  a  branch  diverges  to  Vukovdr,  p.  879.  From  (ISVsM.) 
Vincovee  (Bail.  Bestaurant;  Lehrner)  branch-lines  diverge  to  the  S.  to  (d8  M.) 
Brika  on  the  Save  and  to  tbe  S.E.  to  (46  M.)  Mitrovicta  (p.  889).  Beyond 
(39 V«  1^*)  Vrpolje  (branch  to  Samae,  18  M.)  the  Bill  Mts,  appear  on  the  right. 
—  60  M.  Bred  (Qelbea  ffaus,  Rotet  ffaiu;  Rail,  Rettaurant),  the  ancient 
Marsonia^  a  town  and  fortress  with  bOOO  inhab.,  lies  on  the  left  bank  of 
the  Save.  It  is  a  station  of  the  Save  steamers  and  a  great  depot  of  the  trade 
of  Bosnia.  Above  the  town  is  the  small  fortress,  erected  in  1746.  Bailway 
to  Agram,  see  p.  897.  —  The  train  crosses  the  Save.  MVz  M.  Botnisch-Brod 
or  Botna-Brod  (Bail.  Restaurant;  Kaiser  von  Oesferreich),  a  village  on  the 
right  bank  of  the  Save,  junction  of  the  line  to  Sarajevo  (B.  86). 

2I5V2  ^-  Essegg,  Hung.  Esz^,  Slav.  Osiek  {^Rail,  Restaurant; 
Grand  Hotel,  Hdtel  Central,  both  in  the  upper  town ;  tramway  from 
the  station  and  the  steamboat-quay  through  the  chief  streets),  a 
thriving  commercial  town,  with  28,000  inhab.,  on  the  right  bank  of 
the  Drave,  the  Roman  Muraa,  is  the  capital  of  Slavonia.  The  town 
consists  of  four  parts,  tbe  upper,  the  lower,  the  new  town,  and  the 
fortress  (Als6-,Fels6-,  Uj-,  and  Var-Varos).  In  the  upper  town,  the 
seat  of  commerce  and  industry,  is  the  Gomitatshaus  and  a  handsome 
new  Roman  Catholic  church.  Pretty  park.  —  Railway  to  (67  M.) 
Vj  Kapela-Batrina  (p.  397). 

The  train  crosses  the  Drare,  and  turns  to  the  N.W.  —  243  M. 
Vimny  (p.  391). 
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71.  The  Danube  from  Budapest  to  Orsova.  Belgrade. 

Steauboat  from  Budapest  thrice  weekly  to  Belgrade  in  26  hrs.,  and  to 
Orsova  in  41 V4  bra.  (the  night  being  spent  at  Belgrade) ;  fares  to  Belgrade 
11  K,  20  7  K.  50,  to  Orsova  20  K.  40,  13  K.  fiO  A.  Luggage  up  to  50  lbs. 
free.  The  vessels  are  well  Atted  up,  and  provided  with  berths  and  saloon- 
decks  (cabin  for  1st  class  passengers  only,  berth  l^/a  K. ;  private  cabin  to 
Belgrade  22,  to  Orsova  26  K.).  Food  and  attendance  good  and  not  expensive 
(comp.  p.  327).  Tickets  up  stream,  as  well  as  return  -  tickets,  at  greatly 
reduced  rates. 

Below  Budapest  the  Danube  travisrses  the  vast  Hungarian  plain.  Scenery 
monotonous,  banks  thinly  peopled,  towns  insignificant.  Below  the  infliix: 
of  the  Drave  the  scenery  improves,  and  in  the  defile,  73  M.  long,  from  Bd- 
zi^s  to  below  the  Iron  Gates,  it  is  grand  at  places.  —  The  usual  hours  of 
arrival  are  given,  assuming  that  the  steamboat  leaves  Budapest  at  10  p.m., 
and  that  the  water  is  favourable.  The  names  of  the  stations  are  printed 
in  heavy  type. 

Budapest,  see  p.  330.  The  vessel  starts  from  the  Franz-Josef 
Quaifp.  332),  touches  at  Ofen,  and  then  descends  the  stream,  pass- 
ing under  the  Schwurplatz-Brucke,  the  Franz'Josef-Brucke,  and  the 
Railway  Junction  Bridge  (p.  343).  Many  floating  mills  are  passed. 
The  river  divides,  forming  the  large  island  of  Caepel,  30  M.  in  length. 
The  main  arm  flows  on  the  W.  side  ;  the  Soroksdr  Arm  on  the  B.  is 
closed  by  a  lock. 

R.  Albertfalva  (Ger.  Sachsenfeld),  with  a  royal  chateau  on  the 
Danube,  once  the  property  of  Prince  Eugene. 

R.  Promontor,  Hung.  Budafok  (station  on  the  South  Railway, 
p.  393),  a  wine-growing  place.  —  R.  T^t^ny  (p.  393),  with  a  ruined 
chateau. 

R.  Erdy  or  Hamsahig,  with  a  massive  tower  of  the  Turkish  period 
and  a  chateau  of  Count  Wimpflfen.  Then  Erosi.  —  Below  — 

R.  Adony  the  Soroksdr  Arm  rejoins  the  main  stream. 

L.  L6ri,  at  the  S.  end  of  the  island  of  Osepel. 

L.  Tass,  Szalk  Szent  Mdrton;  then  Bona-Veose  and  Apostag. 

R.  DunaFdldv&T  (^Centrul'Hdtel;  pop.  12,260),  prettily  situated 
on  a  height.    Railway  to  Stuhlweissenburg,  see  p.  393. 

L.  (2.30  a.m.)  Harta  and  Ordas.  —  R.  Pakg  (12,000  inhab.). 
Extensive  marshes  on  both  sides  of  the  river. 

L.  Szent  Benedek.  Numerous  floating  rniHi. 

L.  (8.60  a.m.)  Kaloosa,  near  the  village  of  Usz6d,  station  for  the 
town  of  Kalocsa  (Konig  von  Ungarn),  an  archiepiscopal  residence, 
with  a  fine  cathedral,  6  M.  to  the  S.E.  Branch-line  to  Kis  Koros, 
see  p.  389. 

Lower  down  begin  the  windings  of  th«  river,  the  longest  of 
which ,  with  the  town  of  Tolna  (p.  396),  is  cut  off  by  means  of  a 
navigable  canal.  To  the  right,  in  the  distance,  rise  the  Caerhdt  Mta, 
(p.  396),  noted  for  their  wine. 

R.  Bombori,  station  for  Tolna, 

L.  (6.30  a.m.)  Baja  (^H6t.  Nemzeti;  pop.  20,000),  an  important 
grain-market,  river-port  of  the  corn  -  producing -B<5c5fca  (p.  377). 
Railway  to  Maria-Theresiopel  and  Zombor,  see  p.  377. 


MOHACS.  71,  Route.  379 

R.  Bdta^  where  Roman  antiquities  have  been  fonnd,  and  Siek- 
oso.  To  the  left  begins  the  island  of  Mohdca  or  Nagy-Margitazigtt^ 
25  M.  in  length. 

R.  n  a.m.)  Moh^s  {Cenkal-Hoteli  cab  into  the  town  80  A.)> 
with  16,000  inhab.  and  five  churches,  is  famed  for  the  disastrous 
battle  of  29th  Aug.,  1526,  which  brought  Hungary  under  the  Turkish 
yoke.  The  battle-fleld  lies  3  M.  to  the  S.W.  of  the  town.  During 
the  flight  King  Lewis  II.  perished  in  a  swamp  near  the  village  of 
Ozecze.  Almost  on  the  same  field,  on  12th  Aug.,  1687,  Charles  of 
Lorraine  signally  defeated  the  Turks,  and  put  an  end  to  their  hated 
supremacy.  The  station  of  the  Mohacs  and  Funfkirchen  Railway 
(p.  391)  is  close  to  the  pier.  — The  scenery  continues  unattractive. 

R.  Batina,  with  marble  and  alabaster  quarries,  and  relics  of  the 
Roman  period. 

L.  (9.85  a.m.)  Brad&n,  at  the  end  of  the  Frantens  or  Bdcser 
Canal,  which  connects  the  Danube  and  theTheiss  (74  M.  long,  65  ft. 
wide,  6V2  ^*'  deep). 

L.  (11.6  a.m.)  Apatin  (^Hot,  ScUfet ;  14,000  inhab.),  in  a 
hemp-growing  district.  The  Romerschanzt,  an  intrenchment  13  ft. 
high  and  19  ft.  broad  (not  visible  from  the  steamboat),  extends 
hence  to  the  Theiss. 

R.  (12.15  p.m.)  Braueck,  Hung.  Drdvatorok,  at  the  mouth  of 
the  Drau  or  Drove,  on  which  lies  Easegg  (p.  377  j  9  M.  •,  local  steam- 
boat in  1  hr.). 

Below  the  Influx  of  the  Drave  the  left  bank  of  the  Danube  con- 
tinues flat.  The  right  bank  (belonging  to  Slavonia)  rises  in  low  hills 
clothed  with  vines  and  fruit-trees.    B.  Erdodj  with  a  ruined  castle. 

L.  (12.45  p.m.)  Oombos,  a  station  on  the  Alfold  Railway  (p.  877). 

R.  (2.16  p.m.)  Vukovir  (Grand  Hotel),  capital  of  Syrmia,  with 
10,000  inhab.  and  a  chateau  of  Count  Eltz.  Vines  and  fruit-trees 
abound.  The  chain  of  hills  on  the  S.  side  of  the  Danube  between 
this  and  Slankamen  is  called  Fruika-Qora  (Roman  Mons  Almus). 
The  well-known  Karlowitzer  wine  (see  p.  380)  grows  on  the  lower 
slopes,  while  the  tops  of  the  hills  are  densely  wooded. 

L.  Novoazello.  —  R.  Sdrengrdd,  with  a  ruined  castle. 

R.  (3.45  p.m.)  nioky  Hung.  Vjlaky  with  a  chateau  of  Prince 
Odescalchi  and  a  castellated  Franciscan  monastery. 
[8.56  p.m.)^  Pal&nka. 
.5  p.m.)  Cereyits,  shortly  above  the  village  of  Banoater. 

Ij.  Futak,  The  scenery  improves.  In  the  distance  to  the  left 
the  fortress  of  Peterwardein  is  visible  for  some  time. 

R.  (5.45  p.m.)  Kamenitz,  prettily  situated,  with  a  chateau  and 
park  of  Count  Karacsonyi.  The  large  building  on  the  hill  is  a  mili- 
tary academy.    The  river  turns  suddenly  to  the  N. 

R.  Peterwardein,  Hung.  PStervdrad  (Hdtel  NationcU),  a  town 
with  4000  inhab. ,  lies  on  a  peninsula  formed  by  the  Danube,  and 
at  the  base  of  the  rock  on  which  the  Fortress  stands  (fine  view).  The 
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arsenal  contains  Turkish  weapons.  In  the  Franciscan  church  is  the 
tomb  of  John  Gapistranus  (d.  1465),  the  celebrated  preacher  of  the 
Crusades.  On  5th  Aug.,  1716,  Prince  Eugene  defeated  the  Turks 
at  Peterwardein,  thus  ayenging  their  violation  of  the  Peace  of 
Karlowitz. 

The  steamer  passes  under  the  railway-bridge  and  just  below  it 
through  a  bridge  of  boats.  —  Here  begins  the  former  Military  Frontier ^ 
a  long,  narrow  strip  of  land  parallel  with  the  former  Turkish  frontier, 
once  under  strict  military  organisation  for  defence  against  the  Turks. 

L.  (6  p.m.)  Kensats,  Hung.  Ujvidik  (Qrand  Hotel -^  Hotel 
Elisabeth)^  a  thriving  town  with  29,000  inhab.,  is  the  seat  of  a  Greek 
bishop.  Extensive  corn-trade  and  fruit  and  vegetable  cultivation. 
Railway  to  Zombor^  see  p.  377. 

Below  Peterwardein  the  Danube  makes  a  long  bend  and  again 
turns  towards  the  S.  The  fortress  long  continues  visible.  On  the 
hillside  to  the  right  Is  a  large  Franciscan  monastery. 

R.  (7.15  p.m.)  Karlowitz,  Hung.  Karl6c%a^  Slav.  Karlovci 
(^Trompeter ;  pop.  6000),  8/4  M.  from  the  river,  the  seat  of  a  Greek 
Oriental  patriarch,  is  memorable  for  the  peace  of  26l;h  Jan.,  1699, 
by  which  Austria  acquired  the  greater  part  of  Hungary  and  Transyl- 
vania. The  chapel  of  Mariafried  (663  ft.),  in  the  vineyards  above  the 
town,  occupies  the  site  of  the  building  in  which  the  peace  was  con- 
cluded. The  red  wine  (see  p.  379)  grown  near  Karlowitz  and  the 
*Sliwowitz',  or  plum-brandy,  distilled  here,  are  highly  esteemed.  The 
main  arm  of  the  Danube  is  confined  between  numerous  islands. 

R.  Slankamen,  where  the  Margrave  Lewis  of  Baden  defeated  the 
Turks  in  1691.  An  obelisk,  62  ft.  in  height,  commemorates  the  event, 

L.  Theisseck,  at  the  influx  of  the  Theiss  (Hung.  Tisza')^  which  the 
steamer  ascends  to  (8.55  p.m.)  Titel  (p.  386 ;  steamboat  to  Szegedin, 
see  p.  385).  It  then  returns  to  the  Danube;  in  the  distance  appear 
the  towers  of  Belgrade. 

R.  (11.15  p.m.)  Semlin,  Hung.  Zimony  (^RaU.  Restaurant ;  Hotel 
Central;  Qrand  Hotel;  pop.  16,100),  the  last  Hungarian  town  on 
^e  right  bank  of  the  Danube,  seat  of  a  Greek  archbishop,  with  a 
number  of  handsome  buildings.  On  the  Zigeunerberg,  on  the  river, 
are  the  remains  of  the  castle  of  John  Hunyadi,  the  Hungarian  hero, 
who  died  at  Semlin  in  1456,  and  the  Millennium  Monument,  a  tower 
erected  in  1896  from  Berczik's  designs. 

R.  The  Savej  or  SaUj  the  boundary  between  Hungary  and  Servia, 
falls  into  the  Danube  below  Semlin.  The  island  (Kriegs^InHlJioimed 
since  the  beginning  of  the  17th  cent,  by  its  deposits  is  the  haunt  of 
numerous  water-fowl, 

R.  (1 1 . 60  p.m.)  Belgrade.  —  Arrival.  The  Steamboat  Quay  (PI.  A, 3) 
is  on  the  Save,  to  the  W.  below  the  Ealemegdan  Park,  to  which  140  steps 
ascend.  —  The  Raihoajf  Station  (Fh  B,  G,  6;  see  p.  382;  ^Bestattrant  and 
Exchange  Of  Ace)  is  on  the  S.  side  of  the  town,  *U  M.  from  the  steam- 
boat-quay. Cabs  meet  the  trains;  tramway,  see  p.  381.  —  Porters  from  the 
steamboat  to  the  railway-station  1  fr.,  after  dusk  !»/«  fr.  (bargain  advisable). 
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Passpobts  (indispensable)  are  given  up  at  the  rail,  station  or  the 
steamboat- quay  and  should  be  reclaimed  at  once  after  being  registered, 
which  requires  about  10  minutes.

Honey.  The  unit  of  currency  in  Servia  is  the  dinar  or  franc,  which 
is  divided  into  100  parat  (centimes)  or  5  picutrss.  The  ordinary  coins 
are  5,  10,  and  20  paras  in  nickel,  and  V^i  I1  <^d  2  dinars  in  silver. 
Austrian  money  is  taken  somewhat  reluctantly  (2  JT.  =  2  fr.  10  c.  -  2  fr.  25  c). 
The  piastre  is  worth  about  '2d.  English. 

Sritish  Vice -Consul,  Hon.  W.  0.  Thuiger.  —  American  Vice-Gonsnl 
General,  ChrUtian  VSgeU. 

Belgrade  (400  ft.),  Serv.  Beograd^  Hung.  Ndndor-FejSrvdrj  the 
capital  of  the  kingdom  of  Servia,  with  70,000  inhab.,  lies  pictur- 
esquely on  a  promontory  formed  by  the  Danube  and  Save,  at  the 
base  of  a  limestone  rock  crowned  by  the  fortress.  The  town,  the 
Roman  Singidunum,  was  a  fortress  of  the  utmost  importance  during 
the  Turkish  wars.  In  1455  it  was  successfully  maintained  by  Hunyadi 
against  Mohammed  II.,  in  1521  it  was  captured  by  Soliman  II., 
in  1688  retaken  by  Max  Emanuel  of  Bavaria,  in  1717  by  Prince 
Eugene,  and  in  1789  by  Laudon,  having  after  each  successive  peace 
been  restored  to  the  Turks. 

To  the  N.W.,  above  the  junction  of  the  Save  and  Danube,  is  the 
dilapidated  Fortress  (PI.  A,  1,  2;  not  always  accessible),  occupied 
by  a  Turkish  garrison  down  to  1867.  In  the  upper  part  are  prisons, 
the  army  museum  (opened  in  1904),  and  the  commandant^s  head- 
quarters (with  old  cannon  and  mortars  in  front  of  them);  in  the 
lower  part  are  barracks,  magazines,  and,  on  the  bank  of  the  Danube, 
the  Nebojscha  (torture)  tower  and  a  gate  built  under  Prince  Eugene 
(1719).  —  To  the  S.  of  the  fortress  is  the  Kalemegdan  Park  (PI.  B,  2), 
the  favourite  afternoon  promenade  of  the  Belgradians,  with  beautiful 
flower-beds  and  bronze  busts  of  Servian  poets  and  savants  (military 
band  on  Sun.);  charming  view  from  the  promenade  Fikir-Ba'ir  (*slope 
of  dreaming').  A  long  staircase  (Weliki  stepeni,  p.  380)  descends 
to  the  Save.  —  On  the  Danube,  on  the  N.E.  side  of  the  fortress,  is 
the  former  Turkish  Town,  or  Dortschol,  once  the  principal  quarter, 
with  a  Turkish  mosque  (Djamia),  a  vapour-bath,  and  the  scanty  ruins 
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of  a  palace  of  Prince  Eugene  (PI.  P.  E.  P. ;  B,  2).  On  the  Save,  on 
the  W.  side,  Is  the  Servian  or  Rajsoian  Town  (Savamala),  with 
steep  streets  and  the  steamboat  quay. 

From  the  Kalemegdan  the  Usun-Mirkowa-Str.  (PI.  0,  2,  3)  leads 
S.E.  to  the  Market  Place  (Kraljew  Trgj  PI.  B,  3),  where  the  pictur- 
esque costumes  of  the  peasants  may  be  seen  in  the  morning.  Here 
are  the  TJniyersity  (faculties  of  law,  science,  and  philosophy),  with 
the  National  Library;  the  Museum  (adm..  daily  9-12  and  3-5, 
free),  containing  Servian  antiquities,  coins,  and  weapons ;  and  the 
Prefecture,  On  the  N.W.  side  of  the  square  is  the  bronze  statue  of 
the  naturalist  N.  P.  PanUchitsch  (1814-88),  by  Johanowitsch  (1897). 
To  the  S.E.  is  the  Theater -Platz  (PI.  G,  3),  with  the  National 
Theatre  and  the  bronze  Equestrian  Statue  of  Prince  Michael  (see  below), 
by  Pazzi  (1882).  From  the  Theater-Platz  the  Milan  Street^  formerly 
called  the  Terdsia,  with  a  monumental  fountain  near  its  beginning, 
leads  towards  the  S.  In  this  street  are  various  government  offices  and 
the  Kew  Konak  {Roycd  Palace;  PI.  0,D,  4),  the  residence  of  King 
Peter.  The  formerly  adjacent  Old  Konak  j  where  King  Alexander, 
the  last  scion  of  the  Obrenovich  family,  and  Queen  Draga  were 
assassinated  on  11th  June,  1903,  has  been  pulled  down.  —  In  the 
Prince  Milosch  Street,  which  diverges  from  the  Milan  Str.  to  the 
right,  are  (on  the  right)  the  Skuptschina  (B-ovlbq  of  Representatives  j 
PI.  0,  D,  6),  the  StaatsratS'Qebdude  (Privy  Council  Office),  the 
Academy  of  War^  and  several  other  government  offices.  The  third 
street  to  the  right  brings  us  back  to  the  station. 

Topsohider,  a  station  on  the  line  to  Kisch  (electric  tramway,  see  p.  881), 
the  conntry-aeat  of  the  king,  3  M.  to  the  W.,  has  a  large  park  (two  re- 
staurants). Near  the  station  is  the  park  of  KoschtUnJak  (visitors  admitted), 
where  Prince  Michael  Obrenovich  was  assassinated  on  10th  Jane,  18'3d. 
—  From  (13  H.)  Ripanje^  another  station  on  the  same  line,  the  Avala 
(1850  ft.  \  fine  view)  may  be  ascended  in  I'/s  hr. 


The  steamboat,  which  usually  starts  at  5  a.m.,  passes  close  to 
the  walls  of  the  fortress.    The  left  bank  is  flat.    Numerous  Islands. 

L.  (6  a.m.)  The  navigable  Temes  falls  into  the  Danube,  which 
is  here  1^4  M.  in  width.  At  its  mouth  is  Fancsova,  the  station  for 
the  town  of  Pancsova  (18,500  inhab.;  local  steamer  to  Semlin  thrice 
daily),  which  is  situated  3  M.  above. 

R.  (7.36  a.m.)  Semendria,  once  a  Turkish  fortress,  still  walled. 

L.  (7.55  a.m.)  Kubin,  The  town  lies  on  an  island  opposite  the 
quay  (railway  to  Yersecz,  see  p.  388).  Then  on  the  right  the  influx 
of  the  Servian  Morawa, 

R.  (8.30  a.m.)  Dubroyitza.  In  the  river,  the  island  of  Ostrova, 
11  M.  long.  —  R.  Rama,  a  dilapidated  Servian  fort  (near  which 
are  traces  of  Roman  fortifications).   Opposite  lies  — 

L.  O-Paldhkoj  an  Austrian  frontier-post.  The  horizon  is  bound- 
ed by  the  spurs  of  the  Carpathians. 
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L.  (10  a.m.)  BAzUm  (^RaU.  Restauranty  with  rooms),  with  an  old 
conyent,  the  terminus  of  the  Temesyir  and  B&zids  railway  (p.  388 ; 
the  rail,  station  adjoins  the  steamhoat-qnay).  —  The  Danube  enters 
the  hill-district  of  the  Southern  Carpathians.  The  Szichenyi  Road^ 
a  good  road,  made  by  the  Hungarian  goyernment  in  1834-37  at  the 
instance  of  Count  Sz^chenyi,  leads  hence  to  Orsova. 

R.  (10.50  a.m.)  Oradilte,  a  former  Servian  fortress,  below  the 
mouth  of  the  Pek. 

L.  (11.20  a.m.)  Moldova  (6  M.  to  the  N.  of  which  are  the  copper 
mines  of  Vj-Moldova), 

The  banks  become  higher.  Below  Moldova  the  pointed  Babakaj 
rock  rises  in  the  middle  of  the  stream.  On  a  pinnacle  on  the  right 
bank  stand  the  picturesque  ruins  of  the  fortress  of  Oolumbdca 
(Oalamhdsvdr);  opposite,  the  ruin  o( Ldszldvdr.  The  rocks  here 
contain  numerous  caverns.  One  of  these  (to  the  left)  is  the  Oolum- 
bdc8  Cavern^  filled  with  water,  from  which,  according  to  the  popular 
belief,  come  the  swarms  of  poisonous  stinging  flies  which  often 
prove  so  destructive  to  cattle  in  summer.  Below  Kolumb&cs,  to  the 
left,  is  a  tablet  commemorating  the  regulation  of  the  Danube,  carried 
out  in  1893.  At  — 

L.  (12.45  p.m.)  Drenkova  begin  the  rapids  of  the  Danube,  which 
between  this  and  Skela-Gladova  falls  over  six  ledges  of  rock,  covered 
at  times  with  barely  20  inches  of  water. 

The  scenery  is  now  grand  and  severe.  The  vessel  passes  the 
ridges  of  I%la$  and  Tachtaliay  and  the  prominent  rock  of  Qreben 
(627ft. ;  partly  blasted  away  in  1891),  and  suddenly  enters  a  broad 
lake-like  basin,  enclosed  by  wooded  heights.  On  the  left  is  the  vil- 
lage of  SvirUca;  on  the  right  (1.50  p.m.)  the  Servian  town  of 
Milanovac,  On  a  hill  to  the  left,  farther  on,  are  the  rums  of  three 
towers,  called  TrikuUy  said  to  be  of  Roman  origin,  beyond  which  are 
the  villages  of  (1.)  Tiszovicaf  (r.)  Qolubinje,  and  (1.)  Plavisevica. 

The  "'Befile  of  Xasan,  the  grandest  part  of  the  passage,  now 
begins.  The  Danube,  here  180  ft.  in  depth,  is  confined  to  a  width 
of  180  yds.  by  huge  perpendicular  cliffs.  Before  the  construction 
of  the  Sz^chenyl  Road  the  defile  was  impassable  on  either  bank. 
On  the  right  bank  traces  of  the  Roman  Road  constiucted  by  Trajan, 
A.  D.  103,  from  Orsova  to  Golumbacs  are  distinctly  visible.  It  con- 
sisted of  a  path,  5-7  ft.  in  width,  a  little  above  the  highest  level  of 
the  water,  carried  at  places  round  perpendicular  rocks  by  means  of 
covered  wooden  galleries.  The  holes  in  which  the  beams  were  in- 
serted are  frequently  observable. 

High  above  the  road  on  the  left  bank,  ^4  1^^>  farther  on,  Is  the 
Veterani  Cavern  in  the  Sukaru  mountain,  which  was  gallantly  defend- 
ed by  the  Austrian  general  Veteran!  with  400  men  against  a  greatly 
superior  Turkish  force  in  1682.  The  Danube  is  here  285  yds.  in 
width.   At  — 

L.  Dubova  the  Danube  reaches  its  narrowest  point  (120  yds.). 
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Opposite  6  Oradina^  at  the  end  of  the  defile ,  the  celebrated  tims' 
worn,  now  barely  legible  Inscription  of  Trajan  (Tabula  Trajana) 
is  seen  on  the  perpendicular  cliff : 

MP.  CAESAR  DrVI.  NERVAE  F.  NERVA  TRAIANVS.  AVG. 

GERM.  PONT.  MAXIMVS.  .  .  . 

It  was  probably  intended  to  commemorate  Trajan's  first  Dacian 
campaign  and  the  construction  of  the  road  in  103  A.D. 

L.  (3.10  p.m.)  Orsova  (pron.  Orshova;  Hotel  Olianidj  with 
garden  on  the  river;  Ooldner  Hirach,  with  caf^j  Ungariache  JTrorw, 
Stephanie^  at  the  station),  a  prettily«situated  little  town  at  the  mouth 
of  the  Cernay  on  the  left  bank  of  which,  2  M.  from  the  pier  (cab  2  K» ; 
to  the  Hercules-Bad  10-12  JT.),  is  the  station  of  the  Temesvfir  and 
Bucharest  Railway  (R.  72).  Austrian  custom-house.  Above  the 
town,  2  M.  to  the  N.,  is  the  Shooting  Range  (rfmts. ;  fine  view). 
A  chapel  near  the  railway-station,  on  the  road  to  Yerciorova,  marks 
the  spot  where  Kossuth  buried  the  crown  of  Hungary  in  1849.  To 
the  E.  rises  the  hill  of  Allion  (1040  ft.).  This  district  is  chiefly  in- 
habited by  Roumanians,  recognisable  by  their  peculiar  costume.  — 
The  steamer  moors  at  Orsova  for  the  night. 

Aboat  3  M.  lower  down  lies  tbe  island  of  Ada-Kaleh,  taken  by  the 
Austrians  in  1878,  with  an  interesting  Turkish  colony  and  bazaar,  old  fort- 
ifications, etc.  (interesting  expedition  by  boat,  4  JT.,  and  hack  on  foot).  To 
the  left  is  the  mouth  of  the  Bachna^  which  forms  thtt  boundary  between 
Hungary  and  Roumania.  On  the  left  bank  U  the  first  Roumanian  village 
Verciorova  (custom-house),  a  station  on  the  railway  to  Bucharest  (p.  388). 
Half-an-hour  below  it  are  the  Iron  Gates,  Turkish  Demir  Kapu^  the  last 
great  defile  of  the  Danube,  l>/2  M.  in  length  (scenery  inferior  to  the  Pass 
of  Easan).  The  recently  completed  regulation-works  here,  which  have 
provided  a  constantly  navigable  channel  by  blasting  away  some  of  the 
rocks,  lie  chiefly  on  the  right  or  Servian  bank.  To  the  left,  on  the  narrow 
bank,  run  the  Bucharest  Railway  and  the  Orsova  and  Turn-Severin  road, 
constructed  by  the  Roumanian  government  in  continuation  of  the  Sz^chenyi 
road  (p.  383). 

72.  From  Budapest  vi&Temesvdr  to  Orsova- Verciorova 

(Biccharest)  and  to  Bdzi&s. 

808V«  M.  Railway  to  Verciorova  in  11-19V2  hrs. ;  fares  18,  12,  8  K  •, 
express  24  or  16  K.  (From  Vienna  to  Bucharest  in  26V2  brs.  \  92  fr.  15  c. 
or  62  fr.  6  c).  Dining-cars  and  sleeping-cars  in  the  afternoon-express  to 
Bucharest.  Orient  Express  from  Ostend  to  Bucharest,  Eustendji  (Constantza), 
and  Constantinople.  —  Steamboats,  see  p.  378. 

On  quitting  the  We$t  Station  at  Budapest  (p.  330),  the  train  leaves 
the  Stadtwdldchen  (p.  341)  to  the  right  (the  line  to  Godollo  diverges  to 
the  left,  p.  347),  and  turns  towards  the  S.E.  6M.  Steinbruch(j^,  347). 
As  far  as  (18  M.)  t)lld  the  hills  of  Ofen  continue  in  sight.  30  M. 
Pilis,  with  two  chateaux.  —  451/2  M.  Czegl^d  {Rail.  Hotel  ^  Res- 
taurant; pop.  30,000),  junction  for  (18  M.)  Szolnok  (p.  374). 

66  M.  Kecskemet  (^Hdtel  Beretvas;  pop.  57,000),  a  straggling 
town,  with  busy  cattle  and  corn  markets  and  extensive  fruit-culture 
(excellent  apples  and  apricots) ;  hranch-llnes  W.  to  (27  M.)  Fuldp- 
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szdUda  (p.  389)  and  E.  to  (I6V2  M.)  LakyUUk,  —  8OV2  M.  Kis-Kun- 
FSUgyhdza  (Krone ;  pop.  33,300),  yielding  fruit,  tobacco,  and  wine. 
Branch-lines  to  (16  M.)  Kis^Kun-MaJsa  ^  to  (I6V2  M.)  Csongrdd 
and  to  (41  M.)  8zolnok  (p.  374). 

118  M.  Szegedin.  — Arrival.  Szegedin  has  two  railway-stations  con- 
nected with  each  other,  viz.  Szeged  (PI.  G,  5,  6)  and  Szeged-Rdktu  (PI.  A,  1 ; 
for  Grosswardein,  etc.).  —  HoteU.  Gr.Hot.Tisza  (PL  a-,  D,3),  11.4-6,  D.SJT., 
omn.  40  h.  \  Hot.  Ecbopa  (PL  b ;  D,  3,  4),  R.  2-4  JT.,  omn.  40  h. ;  Schwarzeb 
Adleb  or  Fekete  Sat  (PL  c;  C,  3) ;  Sieben  Kdbfdbsten  or  HHvdlcuztdTejedelem 
(PL  d;  C,  3);  ZumPbophkten  (PL  e;  0,4),  with  restaurant.  —  Post,  Tele- 
graph, and  Telephone  Office,  Sz^chenyi-Platz  (PL  G,  D,  8).  —  Cab  to  or 
from  the  stations  2  K. ;  from  one  station  to  the  other  3.  at  night  4  K.  \  per 
1/2  hr.  1,  »/4  hr.  1  A".  60  ;i.,  per  hr.  2  K. ;  each  additional  V4  hr.  40  h.  —  Tram- 
way from  Szeged  station  via  the  Sz^chenyi-Platz  to  Bokus  station  (1/2  hr.  \ 
30  A.)  \  and  along  the  Theiss  to  the  distillery. 

Szegedin  (285  ft.).  Hung.  Szeged,  an  important  commercial  town 
with  103,000  inbab.,  on  tbe  rigbt  bank  of  the  Theiss,  was  rebuilt  in  an 
improved  style  after  a  destructive  inundation  in  Marcb,  1879.  The 
Theiss,  with  its  busy  traffic,  is  flanked  with  substantial  quays.  Two 
iron  bridges  connect  the  town  with  Neu-Szegedin  on  the  opposite 
bank.  The  centre  of  the  town  is  occupied  by  the  Szichenyi-Platz 
(PI.  0,  D,  3),  surrounded  by  avenues,  in  which  are  situated  the  hand- 
some rococo  Rathaw  (view  from  the  tower)  and  other  large  buildings. 
Near  it  to  the  S.  is  a  bronze  statue  of  Ludwig  Kossuth,  by  Rona 
(1902).  To  the  S.E.  lies  the  Rudolfs-Platz  (PI.  D,  3),  on  the  N.  side 
of  which  rises  the  Kultur-Palast  (adm.  daily  10-1  and  3-7,  gratis), 
completed  in  1897,  containing  a  library  (60,000  vols.)  and  reading 
room,  and  collections  of  Hungarian  paintings,  coins,  antiquities,  and 
natural  history.  Behind  is  the  StefarUe  Promenade,  a  fashionable  re- 
sort on  summer-evenings.  The  Maria^Theresia-Tor  (restaurant)  is 
a  relic  of  the  old  fortifications.  The  adjoining  Theatre  has  per- 
formances from  Sept.  to  May.  A  bronze  statue  erected  in  1876  in 
the  Dugonics-Platz  (PI.  0,  4)  commemorates  X>tigFonic«  (1740-1818), 
the  earliest  author  in  the  native  Hungarian  tongue.  About  ^2  ^*  ^^i^ 
the  station  is  a  Franciscan  Monastery  (Pl.B,  5),  containing  a  valuable 
library  and  interesting  antiquities  and  ecclesiastical  vessels;  the 
church  dates  from  the  reign  of  King  Matthias.  —  The  Public  Oar- 
dens  (Hung.N^pkert ;  PI.  E,  4)  at  Neu-Szegedin  and  the  KallayWood 
to  the  £.  (restaurants  at  both)  are  much  frequented. 

From  Szegedin  to  Oro8sv>ardein  and  Essegg,  see  B.  70. 

Fbom  Szegedin  to  Abad,  74  M.,  railway  in  41/2  hrs.  —  S^/2  M.  Szdregh 
(p.  386).  —  191/2  M.  Makd  (Rail.  Restaurant),  on  the  Maros  (pop.  34,000). 
Branch-line  to  (17M.)  Hddmezd-  Vdtdrhelp  (p.  376).  —  42V8  M.  MezShegpet(Rail. 
Restaurant),  with  a  famous  stud,  yielding  1000  horses  per  annum ;  branch-lines 
to  (25  M.}  KHegyhdza  (p.  374)  and  to  (22  M.)  Oroshdza  (p.  376).  Then  Batonya 
(pop.  8642)  and  Piesia  (pop.  7827),  on  the  Maros.    74  M .  Arad^  see  p.  375. 

Fbom  Szegedin  to  Seklin,  steamer  down  the  Theiss  (water  permit- 
ting) thrice  weekly  in  13  hrs.  (upstream-  in  16  hrs.).  Stations :  O'Kanizsa; 
Tdrok-Kanizta;  Zenta  (p.  377)^  Ada;  0-Bec<e,  with  16,850  inhab.  (p.  377) ; 
tj-Beae.  On  the  right  is  the  mouth  of  the  Franz  ens- Canal  (p.  379).  Then 
Titel,  a  ba^e-building  place,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Biga-Canal.  At  Theisteck 
we  enter  the  Danube.  Thence  to  SemHn^  see  p.  380. 
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The  train  crosses  the  Theiss  and  enters  the  fertile  plains  of  the 
Banat.  I2II/2  M.  Szoregh  (p.  385);  branch-line  via  (44  M.J

Nagy  Becskerek  (see  below).  —  139  M.  Valkdny  (Rail.  Restaurant; 
branch-line  to  Nagy  Sxent  Niklos  and  VarjaSy  3IV2  M.).  —  162  M. 
Nagy  Eiklnda  (^Rail.  Restaurant;  Hdtel  National ;  pop.  24,500). 
Branch-line  hence  vial  ScScsdny  to  (59  M.)  Nagy  Becskerek  (pop. 
26,000),  on  the  Bega,  —  I82V2  Szakdlhdza,

A,  4).  —  Hotels  in  the  town :  *KBONPRiifz  Rudolf,  in  the  theatre  (PI.  G,  3),

HiBBCH  (PI.  c;  B,  2);  GoldnebPfau  (PI.  d;  F,  3),  Kossuth-Platz;  Goldneb 
Lowe  (PI.  e;  A,  4),  near  the  Central  Station.  —  Gab  from  the  Central 
Station  to  the  inner  town  80  A.,  to  Fabrik  1  K.  60,  to  Josefstadt  60  A., 
to  Elisahethstadt  80  A.  (at  night  2  f  .,  3  JT.  60,  1  JT.  40  A.,  2  K.)-,  with  two 
horses  80  A.,  1  A*.  20,  2  A;  20  A.,  1  K.  (at  night  3,  5,  2,  8  K)-,  from  the  Fabrik 
Station  to  the  inner  town  1  K.,  to  Fabrik  60  A.,  to  Elisahethstadt  1  AT.  60  A. 
(at  night  2  K.  40, 1  K.  20,  3  K.  60  A.) ;  with  two  horses,  1  K.  60,  80,  2  AT.  40  A., 
(at  night  4  AT.,  1  f.  60  A.,  5  K.).  —  Electric  Tramway  from  the  Central  Station 
to  the  inner  town  20  (at  night  40)  A.,  to  Fabrik  40  (at  night  80)  A. 

Temesvdr^  the  capital  of  the  county  of  Temes,  the  seat  of  a  Roman 
Catholic  and  a  Greek  bishop,  a  busy  trading  and  industrial  town 
with  63,000  inhab.  (27,000  Germans),  lies  in  a  plain  on  the  BSga 
Canal  (p.  885).  From  the  inner  town  avenues  diverge  to  the 
suburbs  of  Fabrik  (E.),  Elisahethstadt  (S.),  and  Josefstad  (S.W.),  in 
the  last  of  which  is  the  Central  Railway  Station.  —  Coming  from 
the  station  (electric  tramway,  see  above),  we  skirt  the  Scudier  Park 
(PI.  C,  3,  4),  with  a  bronze  statue  of  General  Scudier,  and  pass 
the  tasteful  Franz  Josef  Theatre^  built  by  Fellner  and  Hellmer. 
Turning  to  the  left  here,  we  soon  reach  the  Prinz-Eugen-Platz  or 
Paradb-Platz  (^Jeno  herezeg  ter;  PI.  C,  D,  3),  surrounded  with  hand- 
some buildings :  on  the  S.  side  the  Palace  of  the  Commandant^  on 
the  "W.  side  the  Korps" Commando  (military  offices),  on  the  N.  side  the 
Town  Hall  (adjoined  by  the  Piarist  Church'),  on  the  E.  side  the  new 
and  the  old  Savings  Barik.  In  the  centre  rises  a  Gothic  Column^ 
40  ft.  high,  by  the  Bohemian  sculptor  Max,  erected  in  1851  by  Emp. 
Francis  Joseph  to  the  brave  defenders  of  the  town  in  1849.  From 
this  square  the  Hunyadygasse  leads  to  the  Losonczt-  or  Dom-Platz 
(Pi.  D,  2,  3),  in  which  rise  the  Comitats-Oehaude,  the  Greek  Catholic 
Bishop^s  Palace  (on  the  leftj,  and  (on  the  right)  the  Roman  Catholic 
Cathedral  J  built  in  1735-57.  In  the  Lonovics-Gasse,  leading  hence  to 
the  S.,  is  the  Museum  (paintings,  antiquities,  natural  history,  etc.)} 
adm.  on  week-days  9-12  and  2-5,  60  h. ;  Sun.  10-12,  20  ft.  At  the 
E.  end  of  the  Prinz-Eugen-Gasse  is  the  Dikasterial'Gebdude  (or 
tribunal),  containing  the  post  and  telegraph  office.  Farther  to 
the  S.  (tramway  to  the  Stadt-Park  and  the  suburb  of  Fabrik), 
rise  the  huge  Siebenhiirgen  Barracks  (PI.  D,  3).  The  Castle  built 
by  Hunyady  in  1442  (near  the  site  of  the  old  Peterwardein  Gate) 
is  so  altered  that  little  of  the  original  building  now  remains.   It  U 
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new  an  arsenal.  By  tlie  suburb  of  Fabrik  is  tbe  pleasant  Stadt- 
Park  (PI.  0,  3 ;  Restaurant) ,  to  wbicb  the  Franz- Jotef- Park  has 
been  added. 

From  Temesvllr  a  railway  (23Vs  H.  in  2  hrs.)  rans  via  (3Vs  M.)  KisMda 
(p.  888)  to  Busiis  (Grand  H6iel),  a  chalybeate  bath  visited  chiefly  bv  ladies, 
with  a  hydropathic  and  mud -baths.  Branch -lines  hence  to  (ITVz  M.) 
Litffot  (see  below)  i  to  Vertecz^  see  p.  988. 

From  Temesvar  to  Bdzids,  see  p.  388;  to  Arad  and  Seotnok^  see  pp.  375, 
874}  to  Radna,  see  p.  416;  to  Mddo*^  and  to  Vdlkanp,  see  p.  386. 

191  M.  Ttmesvdr-Fabrik.  Beyond  (217  M.)  Bclincz-Kiszetd  the 
train  crosses  the  B^ga,  and  enters  the  fertile  valley  of  the  Temes,  — 
22572  ^-  I<i3Lgos  (Konig  von  Vngam),  a  prosperous  town  with 
15,500  inhab.,  capital  of  the  county  of  Krassov  and  seat  of  a  Greek 
Catholic  bishop,  consists  of  Deutseh'Lugoa  on  the  left  bank  of  the 
Temes  and  Romaniseh'Lugos  on  the  right.  It  was  the  last  seat  of 
the  Hungarian  government  in  August,  1849.  Branch-lines  to  (51 M.) 
Maros-IUye  (p.  416)  and  to  (17  M.)  JBusids  (see  above). 

The  country  now  begins  to  be  mountainous.  —  249  M.  Kardn- 
sebes  (Rail.  Restaurant;  Griiner  Baum;  cab  to  the  town  2  K.^ 
omn.  60  /».),  a  small  town  at  the  influx  of  the  Sehes  into  the  Temes, 
and  seat  of  a  Greek  Oriental  bishop,  with  6000  inhab.,  chiefly 
Roumanians. 

Fkom  Kabansebes  to  Varhklt,  36  M.,  carriage  in  8  hrs.  for  24-28  iT. 
Beyond  (41/2  M.)  Jcu  the  road  ascends  the  valley  of  the  Bisztra  via  Olimboka 
to  (121/2  M.)  Ohdba  Bitztra  (inn),  at  the  foot  of  the  mountains,  Ferdinands- 
berg  (Ifdndorhegy),  with  mines,  and,(18Vs  M.)  Voiulova  (1075  ft.;  inn),  the 
last  village  in  the  Banat.  The  next  villages,  Unter-Baucdr  and  (25  M.)  Ober- 
Baucdr  (1490  ft.',  inn),  are  in  Transylvania.  The  road  proceeds  through 
wood  in  the  gradually  contracting  valley  via  Bukdva  to  the  (33  M.)  Eiserne 
Tor  Fasa  (2152  ft.),  and  descends  via  Zajkdny  in  view  of  the  broad  Hatszeg 
valley  to  (36  M.)  Vdrhely  (p.  416). 

The  valley  of  the  Temes  contracts.  Two  tunnels  and  the  stations 
of  JSTorpa,  Temes-Szlatina,  and  Ormenyes  are  passed.  The  train 
ascends  more  rapidly,  quits  the  Temes  at  (270  M.)  Teregova,  and 
at  (2731/2  M.)  Porta  Orientalis  (1615  ft.)  reaches  its  highest  point, 
followed  by  a  tunnel  of  1100yds.  We  then  descend  through  pictur- 
esque scenery  to  (277  M.)  Domamia-Kornya  (1162  ft.)  and  the  valley 
of  the  Mehadia,  in  which  lies  (287  M.)  Jablanicza  (762  ft.;  tunnel). 
Entering  the  valley  of  the  Bcto,  we  next  reach  (287  M.)  Mehadia,  the 
Roman  colony  Ad  Mediam,  a  thriving  little  town  with  a  few  Roman 
remains.  —  294  M.  Station  Herculesbad,  Hungr.  Hercules- Fiirdd,  at 
the  confluence  of  the  Bela  and  the  Csema  (Rail.  Restaurant). 

A  road  (cab  in  20  min.,  2  JT.,  with  luggage  2  JT.  80 A.;  omnibus  1  K.) 
leads  from  the  station,  crossing  the  Cserna  by  a  suspension- bridge,  to 
the  Herculea-Bad  (485  ft.;  *  Franz- Josef s-Hof;  ^Rudo^shof;  Franzenshof; 
SUfaniehof;  Ferdinandshof ;  Hdtel  Qdlh;  restaurant  at  the  Jr«r«aAm;  visitors* 
tax  18, 12,  or  6  JT.),  beautifully  situated  in  the  romantic  rocky  ravine  of  the 
Cserna,  3  M.  to  the  N.E.  The'  numerous  hot  springs  (125-146°  Fahr.),  which 
several  inscriptions  prove  to  have  been  known  to  the  Romans  (Thermae 
I/erculif),  relieve  chronic  rheumatism  and  other  ailmenta-  Handsome  *Kur- 
salon  in  the  Byzantine  style,  containing  concert-rooms,  a  caf^,  etc. ;  on  each 
side,  under  arcades,  i«  the  Bazaar.  Baths  (60A.-3Jr.)  in  the  Lvdwigshad^ 
the  Oarolwetibad^  the  Marienbad,  etc.    The  valley  ia  so  deep  and  narrow- that 
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the  sun  appears  late  and  disappoara  early.  The  mornings  and  evenings  are 
therefore  pleasantly  cool,  even  in  the  hottest  weather.  Pleasant  paths 
traverse  the  grand  valley  in  all  directions;  e.ff.  to  the  O/2  hr.)  Water/till 
Bridge  and  the  Seven  Hot  Springs.  The  Domogled  (3630  ft.  \  8  hrs.  there  and 
hack  I  guide  4  JT.)  rises  to  the  8.E. 

The  line  now  traverses  the  chanuing  Csema  valley ,  with  its 
vineyards  and  peach-orchards,  enclosed  by  mountains.  Near  (298  M.) 
Toplecz  are  th«  remains  of  a  Turkish  aqueduct,  many  arches  of  which 
are  still  standing.  —  305  M.  Orsova  (185  ft. ;  Rail.  Restawant)^ 
the  last  station  in  Austria ;  custom-house  examination  for  trayellers 
from  Roumania;  the  station  is  IV4  M.  from  the  steamboat-quay 
(cab  2  K,") ;  comp.  p.  384.  —  We  now  cross  the  frontier  to  (308^2  M^O 
VeTciOTOva  (Rail,  Restaurant),  terminus  of  the  Hungarian  Railway, 
and  custom-house  station  for  travellers  entering  Roumania. 

Froh  Vseoiorova  to  Bdohahest,  287 Vs  M.,  railway  in  9-11 V2  hrs.  The 
train  follows  tlfe  left  hank  of  the  Danube  and  leads  through  the  Iron  Oates 
(p.  884)  to  Skela  Gladova  and  (11  H.)  Tum-Severin  (Hot.  Sakellaridis ;  Eu- 
rope), a  busy  Bonmanian  town,  with  the  remains  of  the  grand  bridge  of 
Trajan  and  other  Roman  relics.  Then  by  Filiati  (junction  for  Ttrgu  Jitt, 
p.  417),  Crajova^  Slatina^  Pi(Ura^  Fitesciy  and  ^u  to  Bucharest  (p.  424). 


Fbom  Temesyab  to  Bazias,  75  M.,  railway  in  31/2  ^^s. ;  through 
carriages  (as  to  correspondence  with  the  steamers  at  Bazias,  enquiry 
should  be  made  at  the  Budapest  station). 

The  line  runs  to  the  S.  to  (372  M.)  Kissoda  (p.  387)  and  crosses 

the  Temes  at  (15  M.)  Zsehely  (branch  to  Bdka,  30  M.).   —  21  M. 

Vojtek. 

Fbom  Vojtek  to  Resiczabakta,  50  M..  railway  in  4  hrs.  —  29  M. 
Nemet  -  Bogs&n ,  Ger.  DeutschBogsdn  (Eirsch).  with  iron-works.  —  50  M. 
Resiczoy  with  coal  and  iron  mines. 

At  (26  M.)  Delta  the  train  crosses  the  Berzava  Canal,  —  46 Y2  M. 
Versecz,  Ger.  Werschetz  (Milleker;  Oluckmann)j  on  the  Theresien^ 
Canal,  with  25,000  inhab.,  is  prettily  situated!.  Handsome  parish- 
church.  Near  it  is  the  Romerschanze  (comp.  p.  379),  a  rampart  and 
trench  which  extend  upwards  of  60  M.  to  the  N.  Remains  of  a  Roman 
tower  crown  a  hill  above  the  town  on  the  E.  Extensive  vineyards  in 

the  neighbourhood. 

Branch-lines  on  the  N.W.  to  (35  M.)  Sc^csdny  (p.  386);  on  the  8.W.  I0 
(53  M.)  Kubin- Dttnapart  (p.  882)  via  (23  M.)  Roman- Petre  (junction  for 
Pancsova,  p.  S82)-,  on  the  S.E.  via  (28V2  M.)  Gdttdja  to  (48  M.)  Btuidi 
(p.  387). 

59  M.  Jaszenova  (Rail.  Restaurant). 

To  Akina,  45 H.,  railway  in  5 hrs.  The  line  winds  up  to  (24  II.)  Ora^icza 
(866  ft.;  Bail.  Bestavrani;  Krone;  pop.  4115,  Germans  and  Ruumanian?), 
with  silver  and  copper  mines.  (To  tlie  £.,  41/2  jU.f  Hea  the  pretty  summer- 
resort  Marilla^  2291  ft.)  Thence  via  Liteava  to  (38  M  )  Kratsova  (highest 
point  on  the  line),  and  (45  II.)  Anina  (1930  ft.),  which  wilh  Steierdor/ 
(2142  ft.),  2Vs  M.  to  the  S.,  is  the  centre  of  a  great  coal  and  iron  mining 
industry. 

60  ft.), 
with  10,000  Inhab.,  prettily  situated  among  vineyards.

223  M.  Railway  in  "P/s-lls^  hrs.  (Orient  Express  from  the  West  Station 
in  6V2  brs.);  fares  18,  10,  8  JT.,  express  2i  or  16  K. 

The  train  starts  from  the  East  Station  at  Budapest  (p.  330).  41/4  M. 
Bud'ipest-  Franzstadt.  7*/2  M.  Erzsebetfalva ,  4i  eummer  -  resort. 
101/2  M.  Soroksdfy  on  the  Soroksdr  Arm  of  the  Danube  (p.  378), 
which  the  line  skirts.  Beyond  (3 1 V2  M.)  Domsod  the  railway  traverses 
a  marshy  district,  where  horses  are  largely  hred.

Near  (1451/2  M.)  yerbdsz  the  train  crosses 
the  Franxens- Canal  (p.  379).  — - 161  M.  Kiszdes.  —  171  M.  Kensatz 
(Rail,  Restaurant)^  see  p.  380.  The  train  crosses  the  Danube  by 
an  iron  bridge,  470  yds.  long,  to  (174  M.)  Feterwardein  (p.  380).

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the  S.  side  of  the  Sz^chenyl-Platz  (8/4  M.  from  the  station)  rises 
the  Dominican  Church  (built  1674 ;  rebuilt  1773) ;  on  the  W.  side 
is  a  Statue  of  Count  Stefan  Szichenyij  by  L.  Mitral  (1896).  Before 
the  Theatre  is  a  bronze  bust  (by  Tllgner;  1893)  of  FVanz  Liszt 
(1811-86),  who  was  bom  at  Reldlng  in  the  neighbourhood .  In  the 
Rathaus-Platz,  which  is  embellished  with  a  Trinity  Column  of  1701, 
are  the  Benedictine  Church  (built  about  1280 ;  altered  in  the  15th 
cent.)  and  the  Rathaus,  completed  in  1894.  The  Atchives  atid 
Museum  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Rathaus  are  open,  9-12,  on  ap- 
plication. The  lower  part  of  the  Stadt-Turm  (200  ft. ;  view)  dates 
from  the  Arpdd  period,  the  Renaissance  arcading  above  from  1681. 
Loftily  situated  to  the  N.E.  of  the  town  are  St,  Michael's  Church  and 
St.  Jameses  Chapelytwo  edifices  of  the  13th  cent.,  subsequently  rebuilt.

The  Neuiiedler  See  (Fertd-Tava)^  V/2  M.  to  tbe  £.,  is  a  salt  lake 
22^2  M..  in  length,  12-13  ft.  deep  in  the  middle,  but  very  shallow  near  the 
banks.  Towards  the  S.E.  it  ends  in  a  swamp  {Hansdgy  'floating  turf), 
partly  wooded  and  abounding  in  game,  which  has  been  partially  drained 
and  brought  under  cultivation. 

56  M.  WolflBj  Hung.  Balf,  a  watering-place  with  sulphureous 
and  iron  springs.  —  69  M.  Zinkendorf  Hung.  Nagy^Czenk,  with 
a  chateau  of  Count  Szechenyl.

Slatina  (see  below).  —  69  M.  Pakrdez;  Vi  M-  from  the  station  are  the  baths 
of  ZApik  (Rurhdtel,  B.  2-6,  D.  8,  pens.  6-8  E.),  with  chalybeate  and  iodine 
springs.  —  78  M.  Banovajarvga  (p.  397). 

The  train  quits  the  Drave.  224  M.  Szigetv&r  [HoUl;  pop.  5200), 
once  a  strong  fortress ,  scene  of  the  death  of  its  heroic  defender 
Count  Nicholas  Zrinyl  in  1566,  an  event  commemorated  by  a  mon- 
ument and  a  chapel.  Branch-line  to  (33i/2  M.)  Kaposvdr  (p.  395). 
—  233  M.  BcuranyaStent-Lorinez.  Branch-lines  to  Dombovdr  (see 
p.  395),  and  via  (231/2  M.)  Noskovce  (Rail.  ResUurant)  and  (31 V2  M.) 
Slatina^  with  chalybeate  baths,  to  (58  M.)  Ncuic, 

246  M.  F&nikirchen,  Hung.  Pica  (Nador;  Wilder  Mann^  Gold- 
nes  Schiff;  Rail,  Restaurant;  cab  to  the  station  1  K,  60  h, ;  pop.  44,000), 
capital  of  the  county  of  Baranya  and  residence  of  a  bishop,  is  prettUy 
situated.  The  fine  Romanesque  Cathedral^  with  its  four  towers, 
originally  dating  from  the  11th  cent.,  was  rebuilt  in  1881-91.  Under 
the  choir  is  a  crypt  with  double  aisles,  to  which  eighteen  steps 
descend.  In  the  Dom-Platz,  adjoining  the  S.E.  tower,  is  the  sub- 
terranean SaceUum^  probably  a  burial-chapel  of  the  4th  century. 
Three  Mosques  of  the  Turkish  period  (1543-1686)  still  exist;  two 
have  been  converted  into  the  Parish  Church  and  the  Hospital  Church, 
the  latter  with  a  minaret  88  ft.  in  height.  Large  majolica  manu- 
factory. In  the  vicinity  are  valuable  coal-mines,  owned  by  the 
Danube  Steamboat  Co.  The  slopes  of  the  Mecsek  Hills  yield  ex- 
cellent wine.  To  the  S.  (14  M.  j  cab  12  -fiT.)  are  the  warm  sulphur 
baths  of  Harkdny. 

The  line  turns  towards  the  S.  —  268  M.  ViUdny  (Rail.  Restau- 
rant), well  known  for  its  wine,  junction  for  Essegg  (p.  377). 
284  M.  Mohics  (p.  379). 

75.  From  Budapest  to  Gratz  vi&  Steinamanger. 

247  M.  Railway  in  8-IOV2  hrs. 

To  (89  M.)  Raab,  see  R.  57.  —  At  (118  M.)  Pdpa  (Greif ;  Hun- 
garia;  pop,  17,200)  is  a  chatean  of  Count  Esterhdzy,  with  a  gate- 
way brought  from  the  Tuileries  at  Paris,  after  the  fire.  Branches 
to  (23  M.)  Csoma  (p.  324)  and  to  (531/2  M.)  Bdnhida  (p.  326).  — 
1331/2  M.  Kis-Czell  (Hungaria;  Rail.  Restaurant),  a  well-known 
pilgrim-resort.  Branch  to  Stuhlweissenburg,  see  p.  393  j  to  Parn- 
dorf,  p.  326. 

Fbok  Kis-Gzell  to  Gsakathukn,  92  M.,  railway  in  8  hrs.  —  6  M.  Boba 
(p.  394);  iV/2  M.  Ukk  (branch  to  Tapolczay  18  M.).  Several  unimportant 
stations.  24  M.  Tiirje;  88  M.  Ki^fahtd-SzetU'Ivdn  (branch  to  Zala-Szent-Ivtm, 
p.  390;  11/4  M.).  The  Mur  is  crossed.  8OV2M.  Mura-Szerdahely.  92  M.  Czaka- 
thum,  see  p.  394. 

147  M.  Sdrvdr,  formerly  fortified,  with  an  old  castle.  —  163  M. 
Porpdc%,  —  162  M.  Steinamanger,  see  p.  390. 
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167  M.  KU'Unyom,  At  Jadk,  in  the  vicinity,  is  a  ♦Benedictine 
Church  (consecrated  in  1266),  with  a  magnificent  portal  and  carv- 
ings on  the  exterior  of  the  choir.  —  178  M.  Kbrmendy  on  the  Baab, 
chief  place  in  a  domain  of  Prince  Batthyany,  to  which  it  gives  its 
name.  Branch-line  to  (15  M.)  Qilsaingj  Hung.  Nemelujvdr,  with  a 
chateau  of  Prince  Batthyany,  the  foundations  of  which  are  said  to 
he  of  Roman  origin. 

The  line  proceeds  in  the  valley  of  the  Raah.  184  M.  Csdkdnyy 
with  another  chiteau  of  Prince  Batthyany.  —  195  M.  St.  Ootthard, 
with  a  large  Cistercian  ahhey,  was  the  scene  of  MontecuccolL's 
victory  over  the  Turks  in  1664.  —  201  M.  Jennersdorf^  Hung. 
Oyanafalvay  is  the  last  Hungarian  station.  On  the  hill  to  the  left 
is  Count  Batthyany's  ch&teau  of  NeumarkL  204^/2  M.  Hohenhrugg, 
with  a  chateau  of  Baron  Mersay.  —  IQfl^j^  M.  Tehring  (Rail.  Restau- 
rant ;  Hirsch),  with  the  ruins  of  an  old  fortification  named  Tetbor. 

About  41/2  M.  to  the  S.  is  the  village  of  Kapferutein  {920  ft.^  Lntz's  Inn), 
at  the  foot  of  the  Kap/etuteinerberg  (1545  ft.)%  with  a  chateau  and  church. 
—  The  11th  cent,  chateau  of  Bertholditein^  2V2  M.  to  the  W.  (carr.  5  K.\ 
was  restored  and  fitted  up  with  Oriental  magnificence  by  Sefer  Pasha, 
the  Turkish  general.  A  pleasant  footpath  leads  hence  via  Fehringkiien  to 
(6  M.)  the  baths  of  OUichenberg  (see  below). 

To  Haktberg,  3372  M.,  railway  in  3  hrs.  -^  3  M.  Eatzendorf  is  the 
station  for  Riegershurg  (1236  ft.*,  Keuhold's  Inn;  272  M.,  carr.  2  £".;  footpath 
2  M.).  Schloss  Biegenbargy  on  a  steep  rock  (2695  ft.),  defied  all  the 
attacks  of  the  Turks.  It  is  entered  by  a  winding  path  cut  in  the  rock 
with  seven  successive  gateways.  The  view  ranges  over  nearly  5(X)  sq.  M.  — 
15  M.  Fiirstenfeld  (Brauhaus;  Rail.  Restanrant)^  on  the  Feistritt^  has  a  large 
tobacco-factory  and  a  commandery  of  the  Order  of  St.  John.  Large 
quantities  of  hops  are  grown  in  the  vicinity,  the  harvest  beginning  in 
August.  —  The  train  proceeds  in  the  SaferUal  vi&  (19V2  M.)  Bierbaum 
(branch  to  Neudau.  on  the  Lafnitz^  6  M.),  and  Sd>endorf  (to  the  left  is 
JVeustift^  with  the  chateau  of  Oher-Mayerhofen)^  to  (33V2M.)  Sartberg  (1180  ft.  ^ 
Post  Hotel,  B.  172-2  f.))  a  summer-resort,  prettily  situated  at  the  foot  of 
the  Ringhogel  (2463  ft.).  Diligence  hence  twice  daily  in  974  hrs.  (5  K.)  to 
(28  M.)  Atpang  (p.  175),  a  pleasant  drive  (railway  under  construction). 

To  the  right,  as  we  proceed,  is  the  chateau  of  Johnsdorf^  and  to 

the  left,  farther  on,  that  of  Hainfeld.  —  2131/2  M.  Peldhaoh  (Rail. 

Restaurant;  Brauhaus) ^  with   a   'Tabor'  (see  above),  still  partly 

preserved. 

Fine  view  from  the  (1  M.)  Calvarienberg  (1230  ft.).  —  A  diligence  (1  K. 
60  h. ;  carr.  7  £.)  plies  five  times  daily  in  I73  hr.  to  (7  M.)  Bad  Gleiohenberg 
(985  ft.)  Hdt.  Mailand;  Charlottenburg ;  Bungaria;  Schweizereiy  etc.),  situated 
in  a  park-like  valley,  with  numerous  lodging-houses  and  private  villas. 
The  Constantiru-Quelk  (57**  Fahr.),  a  non-chalybeate  saline  alkali  spring, 
is  beneficial  for  pulmonary  patients.  The  Etnma-QueUe  is  similar,  while 
the  Klausen-Brunnen  and  Johannis-Brumnen ^  3  M.  distant,  are  chalybeate. 
On  a  rock,  1395  ft.  high  and  inaccessible  on  three  sides,  is  the  (72  hr.)  old 
chateau  of  OUichenberg^  notorious  for  its  witch  trials,  now  belonging  to 
Count  Trauttmannsdorf.  —  Excursions  may  be  made  to  the  (7*  hr.)  Klatue 
(caf^) ',  to  the  (72  hr.)  Bauemharul ;  to  (I72  hr.)  Kap/enstein  (see  above)  ^  to 
{7} la  hrs.)  St.  Anna  am  Aigen ;  and  to  Riegenbwrg  (see  above). 

To  the  left,  near  (226  M.)  8tudenzen-Fladnit% ^  lies  Prince 
Liechtenstein's  ch&teau  of  KWchberg.  —  228  M.  GleUdorf. 

From  Gleisdohf  to  Weitz,  10  M.,  railway  in  »/«  M.,  through  the 
Raabtal.    3  M.  WolUdorf  ^  with  the  chiteau  of  Freiberg  above,  to  the  leftj 
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41/2  H.  St.  Rupreeht,  a  amall  bath,  prettil7  situated  at  the  junction  of  the 
Weitzbach  and  Baab.  On  the  latter  river,  about  IV4  M.  to  the  N.W.,  is 
the  chateau  of  Stcutt.  10  M.  Weiig  (inn)  is  a  small,  town  with  foundries 
and  coal-mines.  —  A  road  leads  hence  to  the  K.W.  through  the  romantic 
WHtg-Klamm  to  (6  M.)  Fastail  (3148  ft.;  inn),  whence  the  Hochlanttch 
(8650  ft.)  may  be  ascended  in  4-41/2  hrs.  via  the  THcIt-Alp.  Another  road 
runs  to  the  N.B.  via  (SVz  M.)  Anger^  with  the  ruin  of  WacJuenecky  to  (16  M.) 
Birkfeld  and  the  chateau  of  Birkenttein. 

From  Gleisdorf  a  road  (diligence  daily)  leads  to  the  N.E.  via  Puchelt- 
dorf  and  Hirtudorf  to  (11 V2  M.)  8t.  Johann.  Perched  on  a  steep  rock  on  the 
opposite  bank  of  the  FeUtritt  is  the  castle  of  Berberstein,  one  of  the  most 
picturesque  in  Styria.  Close  by  are  the  chllteau  of  Stubenberg  and  the  ruin 
of  SchiOeiim.  On  the  Kuhnberg  (3200  ft.) ,  41/2  M.  to  the  W.,  is  the  pil- 
grimage-resort of  Mariabrunny  the  Lourdes  of  Styria. 

The  railway  now  quits  the  pleasant  yalley  of  the  Raab,  and  at 
(235  M.)  Lassnitz  (1510  ft.)  pierces  the  watershed  between  the  Kaab 
and  the  Mur  by  means  of  a  tunnel  580  yds.  in  length.  It  then  de- 
scends vi4  Autal  and  (241 M.)  Messendorf  to  the  Staats-Bahnhof  aX  — 

244  M.  Gratz,  afterwards  crossing  the  Mur  to  the  (247  M.)  Siid- 
Bahnhof  (p.  184). 

76.  From  Budapest  to  Pragerhof  (Trieste). 

205  M.  Rail  WAT  in  6V4-li  hrs.  —  From  Budapest  to  Trieste,  express 
in  13  hrs.  (fares  64  K.  50  A.,  46  K. ;  to  Fiume  64  K.  70,  46  K.  10  A.). 

We  start  from  the  Southern  Station  (p.  330)  at  Ofen.  After  a 
long  tunnel,  (5  M.)  Kelenfold.  Then  Promontor  (p.  378);  Teteny 
(p.  378),  on  the  Danube;  2072  M.  Martonvdsdry  with  a  handsome 
chMeau  and  park;  30  M.  VelenczCy  with  the  Velenczer  See  (62/4  M. 
long),  partly  drained,  on  the  rig"ht. 

41 Y2  M'  StuhlweiBsenburg,  Hungar.  Szikes-Fehirvdr  (Konig  von 
Vngam;  Adler;  Bierhalle  at  the  theatre;  Rail. Restaurant ;  cab  into 
the  town  i  K.,  at  night  2  K.y  with  two  horses  1  JT.  or  3  if.  20  fe.), 
the  Roman  Alba  Regalia ,  or  ^^a  Regia,  where  the  kings  of  Hungary 
were  crowned  down  to  Ferdinand  I.,  is  now  the  residence  of  a  bishop 
and  capital  of  the  county  of  the  same  name.  The  town,  which  has 
30,500  inhab.  and  is  one  of  the  most  prosperous  in  Hungary,  trades 
largely  in  wine  and  fruit  and  has  large  calico  printing  works. 
Among  the  many  handsome  buildings  may  be  mentioned  the 
Episcopal  Palacey  the  Theatre,  the  Cathedral  (built  1758),  and  the 
Cistercian  Grammar  Schooly  with  a  beautiful  church.  The  principal 
Platz  is  adorned  with  a  bronze  statue  of  the  Hungarian  poet  VoroS' 
martyy  by  Vay  (1865). 

From  Stuhlweissbnbubo  to  Faks,  641/2  M.,  railway  in  6  hrs.,  via 
(5V2  M.)  BUrgOnd  (branch  to  Sdrbogdrd,  p.  395),  (IS'/zM.J  Adony-Szaholct 
(p.  395),  and  (53  M.)  Bvna-FOldvdr  <p.  378).  —  Faks,  see  p.  378. 

From  STDHLWEisSBNBUBa  TO  Kis-CzELL,  77  M.,  railway  in  4  hrs.  — 
5>^  M.  F^ir-Ziehyfalva,  with  a  chateau  of  Count  Zichy ;  14  M.  Vdr  FalotUy 
3  M.  to  the  N.W.  of  which  is  Pmzta-Falota ,  a  ruined  hunting-lodge  uf 
Matthew  Goryinus;  23  M.  Bqjmdikir  (p.  826).  —  From  (28  M.)  Jutas  a 
branch-line  leads  to  (8  M.)  Yeazprem  (850  ft. ;  KOnig  von  Ungam}y  with 
18,8(X)  inhab.,  an  episcopal  town,  situated  2  M.  to  the  S.  of  the  station  on 
a  rocky  hill  on  the  84dy  and  long  in  the  possession  of  the  Turks,  of  whom 
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a  t&ll  min&Tet  is  a  reminiscence.  Kear  the  large  episcopal  residence  is  the 
Qitela  Chapd^  said  to  have  been  built  by  Queen  Gisela  in  the  11th  cent., 
but  entirely  rebuilt  in  1772.  The  CiUhedral,  in  the  Uth  cent.  Transition 
style,  has  a  late-Gothic  crypt,  with  slender  octagonal  pillars.  Pleasant 
excursions  may  be  taken  hence  to  the  Cistercian  convent  of  Zirez  in  the 
Bakonyer  Wald  (carr.  in  2  hrs.,  12  K.)  and  to  the  baths  of  Fared  on  the 
Platten-See  (see  below ^  carr.  in  li/s  hr.,  UK.).  —  deVsK-  Serend (030  tt.) 
has  a  large  porcelain-factory.  The  line  winds  through  the  Bakonper  Wald^ 
and  reaches  its  highest  point  (1320  ft.)  near  Oombdt.  whence  it  descends 
via  (46Vs  M  )  Vdros-Ud,  wirh  potteries,  and  (SQi/s  M.)  4/to  to  (66  K.)  De- 
vecter,  with  a  chateau  of  Prince  Esterhizy,  in  the  valley  of  the  Toma, 
To  the  right  of  (61  M.)  SonUpd-Vdidi-help  appears  the  conical  SomU-hegy  or 
Schomlauer  Berg  (1396  ft.),  with  the  ruin  of  Homldvdr.  —  71  M.  Boba  (p.  391). 
—  77  M.  KU  Ceell  (p.  391). 

From  Stuhlweissenburg  to  Somom-Neu-Szent/ ,  see  p.  326:  to  Biake^ 
p.  326. 

59  M.  Lepseny  (p.  326).    The  train  reaches  the  Platten-See, 

Hangar.  Balaton  (425  ft.),  the  largest  lake  in  Hungary  and  in 

S.  Europe,  51  M.  long,  2-9  M.  wide,   and  abounding  with  fish. 

The  S.  bank  is  flat;  the  N.  is  bounded  by  a  chain  of  hills  and 

volcanic  peaks  which  yield  the  esteemed  Schomlauer  wine.  —  71  M. 

8i6fok  (Hotels)  lies  at  the  exit  of  the  small  river  8io  from  the  lake 

(good  bathing). 

Steamboat  4  times  daily  in  1  hr.  (fare  8  K.)  to  Fiired  or  Balaton  F^red 
(Grand  Hotel;  Ipolyhof;  Flitdbeth  Hotel;  KlotUder^io/),  a  bath  with  springs 
impregnated  with  carbonic  acid,  beneficial  in  female  complaints,  and 
frequented  by  the  Hungarian  noblesse.  In  the  season  (May  to  Sept.)  the 
place  is  often  crowded  (carr.  to  Ve.ozpr^m,  p.  398).  Cheaper  accommo- 
dation  may  be  obtained  at  the  villages  of  FUred  and  Ardcs^  *Ia  M.  distant, 
at  the  entrance  to  the  Ardee-Ycdley. 

The  train  skirts  the  S.  hank  of  the  lake.  79 V2  M.  Szdntdd,  Op- 
posite, on  a  long  promontory,  stands  the  church  (18th  cent.)  of  the 
Benedictine  abbey  of  Tihany,  founded  in  1054.  The  church  has  « 
crypt  of  the  11th  cent.,  and  the  abbey  has  a  large  library.  On  the 
N.W.  side  there  is  a  famous  echo.  92^2  M.  Bogldr.  On  the  op- 
posite bank  are  the  wine-producing  Badacsony  (1435  ft.),  the  distant 
ruin  of  Csobdncz^  and  nearer  the  lake,  farther  on,  the  picturesque 
ruin  of  Szigliget  —  97^2  M.  Fonyod^  junction  for  (34  M.)  Kaposvdr 
(p.  395).  — 112  M.  Balaton-Szent'Qybrgy^  at  the  S.  end  of  the  lake. 
Branch-line  to  (6  M.)  Ktszihely^  a  small  town  on  the  N.  bank,  with  a 
chiteau  of  Count  Festetics ;  another  to  (29'/2M.)  Turje  (p.  391),  and 
a  third  to  (37V2  M.)  Somogy-Szohh  (p.  395). 

137  M.  KagyrKaxLizsa  (Rait,  Restaurant),  a  market- town  with 
23,300  inhab.,  is  the  junction  for  iSteinaman^er  (p.  390). 

145  M.  Mura-KeresztUr  (hranch  to  Zdkdny,  p.  390).  The  line 
crosses  the  Mur  and  runs  to  the  W.  across  the  Murakoz  (Ger.  Mur^ 
Insei),  or  fertile  plain  between  the  Mur  and  the  Drave.  —  167  M. 
Csakathurn,  Hungar.  Csctktomya  (Rail,  Restaurant),  a  small  town 
with  an  old  chllteau  of  the  Zrinyi  family  now  belonging  to  Count 
Festetics.    To  Kia-Czeil,  see  p.  391. 

From  Csakathubn  to  Agram  ,  72  M.,  in  6  hrs.  —  6Vx  M.  Waraadiii 
{Wilder  Mann;  Lamm;  cab  from  the  station  1  K.  20,  omn.  40  h.),  the  capital 
of  a  Croatian  county  on  the  right  bank   of  the  Drave,  has  11,600  inhab. 
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and  an  old  chateau  of  Count  Erdody  (branch-line  to  QoluJ>ooe€^  21  M.).  — 
From  (IOV2  M.)  Warcudin-TepUiz  a  diligence  plies  twice  daily  in  IV2  hr.  to 
(51/2  M.)  the  celebrated  sulphur-baths  of  Teplitx  or  Constaniini-Bad  (566  ft. ; 
Kurhaus),  known  to  the  Romans  as  T?iermae  Constantinianae.  —  From  (47  M.) 
Zabok  a  branch  runs  to  the  N.W.  to  (lOVa  M.)  Erapina-Teplitz,  whence  an 
omnibus  (1  K.  60  Ji.)  plies  in  t  hr.  to  the  baths  of  that  name  (jEurAata,  pens. 
5Vr9  K.)i  very  efficacious  in  cases  of  rheumatism,  gout,  etc.  —  62  M. 
ZapreHc  is  the  junction  of  the  Steinbruck  and  Agram  line  (p.  192).  -:-  72  M. 
Agram^  see  p.  396. 

The  railway  crosses  the  Styrian  frontier.  174Y2  M,  Polstrau 
(pretty  ciborium  in  the  church);  179  M.  Friedau^  on  the  Drave.  — 
194  M.  Fettau  (Osterherger)  is  an  old  town  with  a  chateau  and  the 
14th  cent,  church  of  St.  Oeorge^  containing  good  sculptures  and 
wood-carving.  The  so-called  *Orpheus  Monument'  in  the  principal 
square  is  probably  the  tombstone  of  a  Roman  decurio.  —  The  line 
now  crosses  the  Drave  and  traverses  the  broad  Petiauer  Feld  to 
(205  M.)  Pragerhof  (Rail.  Restaurant).  Thence  to  Trieste^  see  p.  190.

3S2  M.  Railway  in  12-25V4  hrs.  (fares  18,  12,  8  £.-,  express  -  fares 
24  or  16  K.). 

Budapest^  see  p.  330.  We  start  from  the  East  Station.  Beyond 
(4^2  M.)  Budapest -Franzstadt  we  cross  the  Danube  and  reach 
1 272  ^0  Budapest'Kelenfold  (p.  393).  The  line  to  Stuhlweissenburg 

393),  which  diverges  to  the  left  at  (1 5 1/2  M.)  Fromontor  (Budafok)j 
is  crossed  just  before  we  reach  (24  M.)  Erd  (p.  378).  33^2  M.  Ereai

Fbok  Sabbooard  to  BATTASZftK,  53  M.,  railway  in  4  hrs.  —  36Vs  M. 
Tolna-MdtSy  i*/A  M.  to  the  W.  of  the  town  of  Tolna  on  the  Old  Danube 
(p.  378).  —  4OV2  H.  Bzegz&rd,  a  town  of  13,900  inhab.,  at  the  foot  of  the 
Cterhdt  Mis. J  with  vineyards  and  considerable  wine-trade.  —  53  M.  BdUcuzikj 
see  below. 

At  (721/2  M.)  Simontomya  we  cross  the  Sid  Canalj  and  then 
skirt  the  Kapos  Canal  to  (87  M.)  Hidegkut-Oyonk  (branch  to  Ta- 
mdsi-Miklosvdry  8  M.).  —  112  M.  Uj-Bombov&r  (Rail.  Restaurant). 
Branch-lines  to  Szent  Lorincz  (p.  391)  and  to  Raab  (p.  326).  — 
113  M.  d-Domhovdr  (Rdiil.  Restaurant);  branch  to  Bdttasz6k,  41  M. 

The  railway  quits  the  Kapos  Canal  at  (131  M.)  KaspoBV&r 
(Rail.  Restaurant;  Krone;  Kaiser  Franz  Josef) ,  with  20,000  inhab. 
and  considerable  grain -trade.  Branch-lines  to  (17  M.)  Mocsoldd, 
to  (34  M.)  Fonydd  (p.  394),  and  to  (33  M.)  Szigetvdr  Tp.  391).  — 
From  (156  M.)  Somogy-Szobh  branches  diverge  to  (2972  M.)  Bares 
(p.  390)  and  to  (37V2M.)  BalatonSzent-Gyorgy  (p.  394).  —  175  M. 
Gyik^nyes,  on  the  Drave,  is  the  junction  of  the  line  from  Mura 
Keresztur  to  Bares  and  Fuiifkirchen  (p.  390). 
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The  Agram  line  crosses  the  Drave  and  enters  the  wooded  and 
hilly  region  of  Croatia.  Most  of  the  stations  are  unimportant.  185  M. 
Kopreinitz  (Hung.  Kaproncza) ,  with  a  fine  old  castle ;  203  M. 
Kreuz  (Hung.  Korbs;  pop.  4200);  branch-line  to  (56 Y2  M.)  Verbcse 
(p.  391).  — 226  M.  Dugo-itlo;  branch-line  to  (42  M.)  Banovajaruga 
(p.  391). 

236  M.  Agram.  —  Bailway  Stations.  StaaUbdhnhof  (PL  D,  8),  for 
trains  to  Budapest,  Fiume,  Baigalaka(B.  88),  and  Sarajevo.  —  SUdMmhof 
(PI.  A,  2),  for  Steinbruck  (Vienna,  Trieste). 

Hotels.  *HdTEL  Wbllisgh  (Pi.  c;  D,  2),  Juriiiceva  Ulica  6$  *HdTEL 
ImfAbial  (PI.  fi  C,  2),  Frank opangasse;  *Eaissr  von  Okstbbkeich  (PI.  d; 
C,  2),  llica  4,  on  the  JellaXic-Platz,  R.  2V2-8  K. :  ♦Gband  Hotbl  (PI.  e:  C,  2), 
llica  6,  B.  3-10^.5  *H6TaL  Pbdckneb  (PI.  b -,0,2)4  Hica  U,  R.  i^ft^fiK. ; 
Hot.  Libbalo  (PL  gj  D,  2),  Gajeva  Ulica  12^  Jagbbhokn  (PL  dj  0,2), 
llica  14.  —  Restaurants.  ^Sildbahnhof  Restaurant;  Budweiter  Restaurant^  llica

the  Jella£ic-Platz ;  Zagreb^  Zrinyi-Platz. 

Gab  from  either  station  to  the  town,  with  luggage,  2  K.  \  V^  hr.'s  drive 
in  the  town  80  A.tJ/2  br.  i  K,  20  A.,  1  hr.  2  K.  —  Tramways.  Between  the 
railway- stations  (20min.)  fare  16  A.);  from  the  Brauhaus  (beyond  PL  A,  2) 
to  the  Maximir-Park  (beyond  PI.  E,  2)  vi&  the  llica  (35  min.  ^  24  A.)  \  from 
the  corner  of  the  llica  and  Frankopanska  (PI.  0,  2)  to  the  bridge  over  tbe 
Save  (beyond  PI.  B,  3;  24  A.). 

Baths.  Diana-Bad^  Dica  8  ^  River  BatTUy  to  the  left  of  the  railway-bridge 
over  the  Save  (cab  1  Z.  20  A.,  tramway,  see  above)  ^  reserved  for  ladies  8- 
11  a.m.  —  Post  &  Telegraph  Office  (PL  0,  D,  2),  Gajeva  Ulica  4,  near  the 
Jella6ic-Platz. 

Agram  (400  ft.),  Slav.  Zagreb,  Hung.  Zdgrdb,  the  capital  of  Croatia, 
with  61,000  inhab.,  is  prettily  situated  on  the  Medvesdak,  IV2  M. 
from  the  Save.  The  town,  partly  destroyed  by  an  earthquake  ou 
9th  Nov.,  1880,  but  since  rebuilt,  consists  of  the  Upper  Town,  the 
Lower  Town,  and  (to  the  E.  of  the  Medvesdak)  the  Kapitel-Stadt, 
The  two  first  are  connected  by  a  Cable  Tramway  {Rampe ;  PI.  C,  2) ; 
fare  6  ^.),  beginning  in  the  llica,  not  far  from  the  Jellacic-Platz. 

In  the  Uppbb  Town  are  the  Palace  of  the  Banus  (governor  of 
Croatia ;  PI.  9,  0, 1),  the  Natural  History  Museum  (PI.  C,  1),  St,  Mark's 
Church  (PI.  1,  C,  1 J  13th  cent.,  with  roof  of  coloured  tiles),  and  the 
Strossmayer  Promenade  (PL  C,  2),  affording  a  beautiful  view  of  the 
valley  of  the  Save.  —  In  the  Kapitel-Stadt  are  the  Archiepiscopal 
Palace  (PI.  16 ;  D,  2),  in  the  square  in  front  of  which  rises  a  Column 
of  the  Virgin,  by  Fernkorn  and  Ponninger,  and  the  *  Cathedral 
(PI.  D,  2),  a  fine  late-Gothic  edifice  of  the  15th  cent.,  with  two 
towers,  restored  in  1890-1902. 

Lower  Town.  The  Jellacic-Platz  is  adorned  with  an  equestrian 
statue  of  the  Banus  Jellacid  (d.  1859  ;•  PI.  D,  2),  by  Fernkorn.  The 
Marie -Valerie-Gasse  leads  hence  to  the  S.,  past  the  Synagogue 
(PL  D,  2),  to  the  large  Zrinyi-Platz  (PL  D,  2;  military  band  fre- 
quently in  the  afternoon).  On  the  E.  side  rises  the  Palace  of 
Justice  (PL  10),  in  the  Renaissance  style ;  on  the  S.  side  is  the 
South-Slavonian  Academy  of  Science  (PL  12  j  D,  3),  with  its  fine 
court  and  valuable  collections  (antiquities  and  Strossmayer's  picture- 
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gallery;  Sun.  and  Thurs.  10-1,  other  days  on  application;  library, 
Mon.,  Thurs.  and  Sat.  11-1).  The  Academie-Platz  is  adorned  with 
marble  busts  of  the  Croatian  painters  Clovio  and  Meduli<S  (SchiaL\one) 
and  Oen.  Frankopan  (or  Frangipani),  and  an  equestrian  statue  of 
8t.  Oeorge  by  Fernkom.  On  the  S.  side  is  the  Chemical  Laboratory 
of  the  University.  Farther  to  the  S.  is  the  Franz- Josef-Platz,  with  the 
Kunat-Pavillon  (PI.  14).  —  To  the  W.  of  the  Academy  the  Kukovic- 
gasse  leads  past  the  Protestant  Church  (PI.  7,  C,  2)  to  the  Sveuoilistni 
Trg,  or  Universltats-Platz  (PI.  C,  2),  in  which  rises  the  Theatre 
(PI.  13;  performances  in  Croatian  from  Sept.  to  May).  On  the  N. 
side  of  the  square  is  the  handsome  Romanesque  building  of  the 
Francis  Joseph  University,  and  on  the  E.  side  the  headquarters  of 
the  Agricultural  Society  (PI.  15).  The  Frankopangasse  and  the  busy 
Iliea  (PI.  B,  0,  2),  the  chief  street  in  Agram,  lead  back  hence  to  the 

Jellacic-Platz. 

Environs.  The  pleasant  Maximir  Park  (restaurant)  lies  2  M.  to  the 
E.  of  the  town  (tramway  from  the  Jela5ic-Platz  in  20  min. ;  40  h.  there 
and  back).  —  A  pleasant  drive  of  2  hrs.  (fare  6  K.^  bargain  necessary) 
may  be  taken  among  the  pretty  vineyards  and  villas  in  the  environs  :  from 
the  Jella5id-Platz  we  drive  through  the  llica  and  the  Mesni^ka  -  Strasse, 
passing  the  Schutxenhaus  (PI.  G,  1),  to  the  Tuskanee  Plateau^  Cmrok,  and 
Frekriijej  and  return  via  ParUovcak  or  via  Sestine  and  through  the  valley 
of  the  Medveidak  vial  St.  Xaver.  —  Near  Mirogoi,  V/2  M.  to  the  N.E.,  beyond 
the  suburb  of  Novaves^  is  the  finely  situated  Central  Cemetery.  Thence  we  may 
reach  the  picturesque  village  of  Remete  in  25  min.,  and  return  via  Bukovec 
and  Maximir  to  the  (IV2  hr.)  town  (driving  recommended).  —  About  1272  M. 
to  theW.  of  Agram  (tramway  in  lV4hr.)  lies  the  health  resort  ofSamobor 
{Stadi  Trieitf  grape-cure),  with  a  ruined  castle  and  fine  views.  —  A  fine 
excursion  for  a  whole  day  is  the  ascent  of  the  Sljeme  (3527  ft.),  the 
highest  point  of  the  Agram  Mts.  A  carriage-road  ascends  to  the  top 
(2V2  hrs."  drive).  On  foot  we  walk  to  Graiane^  a  village  at  the  foot  of 
the  hills,  and  ascend  thence  through  wood  in  2  hrs.  to  the  bare  summit, 
on  which  there  is  a  refuge-hut;  superb  view.

Fboh  Aobam  to  Bosnisgu-Brod,  131  M.,  railway  in  6V8  hrs.  —  31  H. 
Sisiek  {Rail.  Restaurant ;  H6t.  Gross  Kapitel^  Haupt-Platz  j  Toptak,  at  the 
station;  pop.  6600)  lies  at  the  confluence  of  the  Kulpa  and  the  Save^  and 
carries  on  a  busy  trade  in  grain,  wood,  and  gall-nuts.  Belies  of  the  Roman 
colony  of  Siseia  are  still  preserved.  —  The  line  crosses  the  Kulpa  and 
descends  the  wide  valley  of  the  Save.  48  M.  Sunja;  branch-line  to  (16  31.) 
DoberUn  (p.  441).  The  Save  is  crossed  at  (68  H.)  JassenovtK.  73  H.  Itovskd; 
branch-line  to  (lOVs  M.)  Banovajaruga  (p.  391).  —  108  M.  VJ-KapOa-Bafrma 
(Rail.  Restaurant).  Branch-line  to  Etsegg^  see  p.  377.  I26V2  H.  Brodi  131 M. 
Bosnisch-Brod  (p.  377). 

We  cross  the  Save.  —  272  M.  Karlstadt,  Hung.  KdroVyvdros, 
Croat.  Karlovac  (^Hdtel  Central ;  Stadt  Fiume;  Rail,  Restaurant;  cab 
into  the  town  2  K,\  a  busy  commercial  place  (6000  inhab.)  on  the 
Kulpa,  connected  by  a  bridge  with  the  suburb  of  Bania.  To  the 
W.  is  the  ruin  of  Dubovac.  The  train  crosses  the  Kulpa  and  enters 
the  Kapella  Mts.,  which  culminate  in  the  Klek  (p.  398).  280  M. 
Dugaresa;  a  lofty  viaduct ;  290  M.  G'en<raiafti--SeoZ.  At  (297  M.) 
Tuin,  Groat.  Tounj,  we  get  a  glimpse  of  the  picturesque  ravine  of  the 
Tuinschiza,  —  300 M.  Josipdol,  —  307  M.  OgnUn  (1065  ft;  Rail- 
way Hotel),  a  picturesquely-situated  little  town,  on  the  Dobra^ 
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nrhich  here  disappears  in  a  locky  gaily,  125  ft.  in  depth,  to  emerge 
again  3  M.  to  the  E.  Ascent  of  the  Klek  (3880  ft. ;  4  hrs.,  with 
guide),  interesting. 

Ogulin  and  Josipdol  are  the  most  convenient  starting-points  for  a  visit 
to  the  Plitvica  Lakes,  42>/2  M.  from  the  former,  40  M.  from  the  latter; 
carriage  from  either  about  25  K.,  there  and  back  with  stay  of  one  day  35  K. 
(bargain  advisable).  An  omnibus  plies  every  second  day  in  summer  (July 
i5th-Sept.  Ist)  in  7  hrs.  (fare  8  K.).  Farther  information  from  the  Verein 
fur  VerschSnerung  der  Plitvicer  Seen,  Academie-Platz  14,  Agram.  —  The 
road  passes  Plaiki  (inn,  beside  the  church),  a  large  village  and  the  seat 
of  a  Greek  bishop,  Jasenica^  with  a  rained  castle,  and  ZaborsU.  The 
^lityiea  Lakes  (1660-2050  ft.),  which  are  embosomed  in  woods  and  sur- 
rounded by  mountains  (highest  peak  4S0O  ft.),  form  a  chain  about  V/t  M. 
in  length,  and  are  connected  with  each  ether  by  cataracts ,  10-190  ft.  in 
height.  There  are  13  principal  lakes,  the  water  of  which  is  of  different  colours. 
On  the  E.  bank  of  the  Kosjak  Lake  (1758  ft.)  stands  the  well-equipped  Ver- 
eins-Hotel  (R  1V2-4,  board  3V2-4  K.)  and  the  smaller  Touristen-Haus.  About 
IVt  H.  to  the  N.  of  the  hotel,  before  the  Kosjak  bridge,  the  Haria-Doro- 
thea-Weg  diverges  to  the  right,  leading  past  the  lower  lakes  {MilanovcK^ 
1729  ft.;  Osredak,  1700  ft.;  KalucUerovae,  1670  ft.;  Novakovicev  Brod^ 
1660  ft.)  to  the  Plitvica  Waterfall  (255  ft. ;  4  hrs.  there  and  back).  The 
Stefanie-Weg  leads  to  the  S.W.  from  the  hotel  (ferry  preferable)  to  the 
upper  lakes :  Jeterce  (1827  ft.).  Milino  Jezerce  (1906  ft.),  Qalovae  (1919  ft.), 
Veliko  Jezero  (1958  ftj,  Vir  (1965  ft.),  Batinovae  (1965  ft.),  Okrm/ljai  Oornji 
(1981  ft.),  Ciginovae  (2014  ft.),  and  Prokansko-Jezero  (2050  ft. ;  Restaurant 
at  the  Villa  Devftic).  We  return  vi&  the  hill  of  Siubica  (view  of  nine 
lakes;  best  in  the  afternoon).  —  From  the  lakes  to  Novi^  see  p.  440. 

The  line  ascends  more  rapidly;  to  the  left  are  the  slopes  of  the 
Klek.  316  M.  Oomirje,  Several  tunnels  before  and  after  (321  M.) 
Vrbovsko.  At  (326  M.)  CamercU-Moravice  (Rail.  Restaurant)  we 
quit  the  valley  of  the  Dobra.  336  M.  Sk^dd  (2126  ft.),  llnely- 
situated.  The  train  describes  a  wide  curve  and  passes  through  throe 
tunnels.  344  M.  Delnice  (2385  ft. ;  pop.  3000).  Beyond  (350  M.") 
Lokve  (2638  ft.)  the  train  passes  through  the  SUme  Tunnel^ 
340  yds.  long,  the  highest  point  of  the  line  (2884  ft.).  It  then 
descends,  crossing  the  Li^anka  Viaductj  to  (354  M.)  Fuzine;  then 
in  long  windings  and  through  a  tunnel  to  (360  M.)  Lie  (2660  ft.), 
on  the  margin  of  the  Karst  plateau,  where  the  Adriatic  Sea  first 
comes  in  sight.  The  line  descends  in  a  long  bend  to  (365  M.)  Plase 
(1808  ft.).  Then  Meja  and,  beyond  two  tunnels,  Buecari,  with  a 
fine  castle.  The  train  passes  through  a  tunnel  under  the  Galvarien** 
berg  and  crosses  the  Fiumara  (Becina), 

382  M.  Finme.  —  Hotels.  *EDBorA  (PI.  a;  D,  2),  at  the  harbour; 
♦DiAK  (PI.  b ;  C,  2),  Corsia  Deik,  near  the  station,  R.  2Vs-5,  D.  3  iT. ;  Hot. 
Lloyd  (PI.  c;  D,  2),  Piazza  Adamich;  HSt.  Quaknero  (PI.  d;  D,  2),  Via 
Andrissy  3,  R.  from  2V«  iT.;  Hot.  de  la  Villb  (PI.  e;  C,  1);  H6t.  Hongaria, 
at  the  station,  plain.  —  Restaurants.  At  the  hotels,  see  above;  Sehenki 
Via  del  Porto,  opposite  the  market  (PL  4); -A/  Tiroletty  Corso.  —  Oafia.  In 
the  ffdt.  Europa;   Caffb  Grande^  Andrdssy-Platz;  ScJiMk,  at  the  harbour. 

Oabs,  with  two  horses,  to  the  town  1  iT.  20  A.  (at  night  1  JT.  60  A  ) ;  per  hr. 
2  JT.  —  Electric  Tramway  from  the  Fabbrica  Torpedini  (beyond  PI.  A,  1) 
through  the  town,  pnst  the  railwav-station  (Pi.  B,  1),  to  the  Oiardino  del 
Scoglietto  (PI.  E,  1,  2);  fares  10-16* A.  -  Post  and  Telegraph  Oface  (PI.  9; 
D,  2),  in  the  Corso.  —  Baths.  Bona  (PI.  K,  2),  at  the  Scoglietto,  vapour 
{^nd  warm  sea-water  baths;  sea-baths  in  the  inner  harbour.

Fhime,  Croat.  Rieka^  the  only  seaport  in  Hungary,  lies  pictur- 
esquely at  the  N.E.  end  of  the  Bay  ofQuarnero.  Anciently  a  thriv- 
ing town  (Tarmtica),  and  named  St,  Veit  am  Flaum  in  the  middle 
ages,  it  was  at  one  time  a  fief  of  the  Patriarchs  of  Aquileia ;  it  next 
belonged  to  the  Counts  of  Duino  and  the  Barons  of  Gorizia ;  in  1471 
it  was  annexed  to  the  dominions  of  the  House  of  Hapsburg  by  Emp. 
Frederick  III. ;  in  1779  it  was  attached  to  Hungary,  ii^ith  which, 
after  several  separations,  it  has  been  united  since  1870.  The  town 
(pop.  with  the  suburbs  39,000)  has  several  harbours:  the  Porto 
Orandty  protected  by  the  Molo  Maria  Teresa,  the  Porto  Barossj  for 
the  timber-trade,  the  Petroleum  Harbour^  etc.  Its  trade  is  rapidly 
increasing.  Among  its  factories  are  Whitehead's  large  torpedo- 
works  (to  the  W.  of  the  town). 

Near  the  centre  of  the  town  lies  the  Piazza  Adamich  (PI.  D,  2), 
1/2  M*  to  the  E.  of  the  station  and  a  little  to  the  N.  of  the  steamboat- 
quay.  Thence  we  follow  the  Via  del  Lido  and  the  Via  del  Porto  to 
the  E.  (with  the  Market  Hall  on  the  right)  to  the  Piazza  Urminy 
(Pl.D,  3),  with  the  Theatre  (PliQ,-,  D,  3).  To  the  N.  of  the  theatre 
is  the  Piazza  Scarpa  (PI.  D,  E,  2),  whence  the  Via  San  Bernardino 
leads  to  the  N.W.  to  the  Cathedral  (PI.  E,  2),  the  oldest  church  in 
Fiume,  with  a  new  fa9ade  in  the  style  of  the  Pantheon  in  Rome. 
The  church  of  St.  Veit  (PL  11),  to  the  N.W.,  is  an  imitation  of 
Santa  Maria  della  Salute  in  Venice.  On  the  N.  side  of  the  Old  Town 
the  Via  Monte  Calvario,  with  230  steps,  ascends  in  10  min.  to  the 
Mount  Calvary  (PI.  E,  1),  commanding  a  good  survey  of  the  town 
and  sea.  Returning  to  the  Piazza  Scarpa,  we  follow  the  Corso,  the 
main  street  of  Fiume,  which  leads  to  the  W.  to  the  Piazza  Adamich. 
The  street  entering  the  old  town  beneath  the  clock-tower  on  the 
Corso  leads  to  a  Roman  Triumphal  Archj  said  to  have  been  erected 
in  honour  of  Emp.  Claudius  II.  Gothicus  (268-270).  —  To  the 
N.W.  of  the  railway-station  is  the  Imperial  Nmta  I  Academy  (PI.  A,  1), 
founded  in  1856,  and  farther  on  is  the  beautiful  Qiardino  Pubblico, 
—  A  pleasant^  walk  (cab  2  K.)  ascends  the  valley  of  the  Rieka 
to  the  (3  M.)  Zakalj  Mill, 

A  path  flanked  with  oratories  or  stations,  beginning  near  St.  Veifs 
(see  above),  ascends  in  425  steps  to  the  Pilgrimage  Church  (Madonna  del 
Mare;  PI.  F,  1;  inn  adjacent),  which  contains  a  picture  of  the  Madonna 
di  Loreto  ascribed  by  tradition  to  St.  Luke.  The  pillars  are  hung  with  the 
votive  offerings  of  rescued  mariners.  From  this  point,  which  may  also  be 
reached  by  a  winding  carriage-road  (cab  there  and  back  6  JT.)  commanding 
beautiful  views,  the  sea  looks  like  a  large  lake,  enclosed  by  the  hills  on 
the  islands  of  Vefflia  and  Cherso.  —  Ilear  tbe  church  is  the  chateau  of 
Teriatto  (adm.  40  A.),  once  the  seat  of  the  Frangipani,  now  that  of  Count 
Kugent.  In  front  of  the  mortuary  chapel  are  preserved  a  column,  eagle, 
and  marble  table  erected  by  the  Italians  in  honour  of  Consul  Bonaparte  on 
the  battlefield  of  Marengo.  *View  of  the  Quamero  Bay  with  its  islands, 
of  Fiume,  and  the  grand  ravine  of  the  Fiumara. 

Charming  excursion  to  *Abbazia  (p.  210}   a  drive  of  I'/x  hr.,  8-10  £. 
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steamer  nearly  every  hoar  in  '/4  hr.,  fare  80  h.^  there  and  back  i  K.  20  A. 
—  Pleasure-steamers  frequently  visit  the  islands  of  Veglia,  Gherso,  etc. ; 
see  advertisements  in  the  newspapers.  —  An  afternoon  may  be  spent  on 
an  expedition  to  Buccari  as  follows:  take  the  steamer  to  Buccari,  walk 
thence  by  a  picturesque  route  to  the  (IV4  hr.)  loftily  situated  station 
(p.  398)f  and  take  the  train  back  to  (Vs  hr.)  Fiume.

From  Predeal  to  Bosenau,  424.  —  From  Bucharest  to 
Qiurgevo,  426. 


The  former  principality  of  Tbansylvania,  called  ErdSly  by  the 
Magyars,  and  Ardealu  by  the  Roumanians  (both  meaning  *forest- 
land'),  a  mountainous  district  of  about  21,000  sq.  M.  in  extent, 
with  2,456,000  Inhab.,  forms  the  S.E.  part  of  Hungary  (16  counties). 
Its  German  name  of  Siebenburgen  has  been  derived  from  the  first 
seven  'burgs',  or  fortresses,  built  by  the  German  colonists,  or  from 
the  seven  once  fortified  tovfns  of  Hermannstadt,  Klausenburg, 
Kronstadt,  Bistritz,  Medias,  Miihlenbach,  and  Sch'assburg. 

History.  At  the  beginning  of  the  Christian  era  the  district 
now  known  as  Transylvania  formed  part  of  the  kingdom  of  Daeia, 
and  in  106  A.D.,  on  the  subjugation  by  Trajan  of  Decebalus,  the 
last  Dacian  sovereign,  it  was  incorporated  with  the  Roman  province 
of  Dacia.  It  remained  under  Roman  sway  till  274  A.  D.,  when  the 
Emperor  Aurelian  was  compelled  to  withdraw  his  troops  and  the 
flower  of  the  Roman  colonists  across  the  Danube  by  the  Gothic 
hordes  from  the  N. ,  which  now  poured  into  the  country.  From  this 
date  down  to  the  beginning  of  the  12th  cent.  Transylvania  was 
the  great  theatre  of  battles  between  the  Ostrogoths,  Huns,  Longo- 
bards,  Bulgarians,  Magyars,  Kumans,  and  other  Eastern  races 
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wMch  kept  surging  towards  Western  Europe.  During  the  reign 
of  Ladialaus  J, ,  King  of  Hungary  (1078-95) ,  who  conquered 
the  Kumans,  Transylvania  was  united  to  Hungary.  Oeisa  II. 
(1141-62),  who  distinctly  perceived  the  importance  of  Tran- 
sylvania as  the  key  of  Hungary  on  the  E.,  summoned  German 
colonists  to  re-people  and  cultivate  the  desolated  territory  (*de- 
sertum')  and  to  protect  the  empire  ('ad  retinendam  coronam'). 
These  immigrants,  chiefly  dwellers  on  the  Middle  Rhine  (Middle 
Franconians) ,  and  collectively  known  as  Saxons ,  settled  in  the 
^Land  unlet  dem  Walde\  or  district  helow  the  forest  (Broos, 
Miihlbach,  and  Reussmarkt),  in  the  ^Altland'  (Hermannstadt, 
Leschkirch,  Gross-Schenk,  Reps),  and  in  the  ^  Wem^ond' (Medias 
and  Schasshurg),  where  they  built  towns  and  tilled  the  soil.  An- 
dreas II.  (1204-35)  made  over  the  Burzenland  (see  p.  412)  to  the 
Teutonic  Order,  which  had  been  founded  shortly  before  (in  1191), 
but  had  to  recall  this  privilege  and  expel  the  knights  of  the  Order 
in  1225,  on  their  attempt  to  lay  the  conquered  country  at  the  feet  of 
Pope  Honorius  III.  as  the  property  of  the  apostolic  see.  In  1224 
the  same  monarch,  however,  granted  a  charter  (the  *Golden  Bull') 
to  the  other  German  settlers,  on  which  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
the  Germans  in  Transylvania  have  rested  for  centuries,  and  which 
was  solemnly  confirmed  by  several  of  his  successors.  During  the 
following  centuries  Transylvania  shared  the  fortunes  of  the  kingdom 
of  Hungary.  Swarms  of  Mongolians  (in  1241)  and  Turks  (from 
1420)  invaded' and  ravaged  the  country,  not,  however,  without 
meeting  a  heroic  resistance  (as  from  Hunyady  JanoSj  d.  1456), 
and  compelled  the  three  privileged  'Nations'  of  Transylvania,  the 
Magyars,  Szeklers,  and  Germans,  to  form  in  1437  a  'fraternal  union' 
for  mutual  protection.  After  Lewis  II.  of  Hungary  had  lost  his  life 
and  crown,  and  Hungary  her  independence,  at  the  battle  of  Mohaos 
in  1526,  the  victorious  Turks  made  Transylvania  an  independent 
principality  under  Turkish  protection,  and  it  was  thenceforth 
governed  by  princes  elected  by  the  people  and  approved  by  the 
Sultan.  Of  these  the  most  eminent  was  Bethlen  Odbor  (Gabriel 
Bethlen),  who  reigned  from  1613  to  1629.  The  fluctuating  poUcy  af 
the  Sultan  and  of  the  Hapsburgs,  who  possessed  a  hereditary  claim 
to  Transylvania,  involved  the  country  in  numerous  conflicts,  but  the 
Turks  were  at  length  decisively  defeated  at  Vienna  in  1683 ,  and 
after  the  Peace  of  Karlowitz,  in  1699,  they  abandoned  their  claim  to 
the  principality.  On  4th  Dec,  1691,  Emp.  Leopold  I.,  by  the  'Leo- 
poldine  Diploma',  ratified  the  public  and  private  laws  of  Transyl- 
vania ,  guaranteed  religious  toleration  to  the  four  'received'  creeds, 
and  annexed  the  country  to  Austria.  The  German  population  had 
been  Lutheran  since  1540,  while  of  the  Magyars  and  Szeklera 
some  had  embraced  the  Galvinistic  doctrines  in  1557,  others  were 
Socinians  or  Unitarians  (a  sect  established  in  1568),  and  the  remain- 
der Roman  Catholics.    An  insurrection  under  Francis  II.  Rakoezy 
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in  1704-10,  known  as  the  *Kurutz  War*,  was  quelled  by  tlie  Austri- 
ans,  and  in  1718  the  Turks  were  again  defeated,  and  compelled  by 
the  Peace  of  Passarovltz  to  recognise  the  supremacy  of  Austria. 
Since  that  period  TransyWania,  which  was  erected  into  a  *grand 
principality'  by  Maria  Theresa,  has  shared  the  fortunes  of  Austria 
and  Hungary,  'the  rebellion  of  Nicolaus  Urss  (Horjah)  in  1784  and 
the  revolutionary  years  1848  and  1849  were  attended  by  many  evils 
Since  1867  Transylvania  has  been  in  legislative  and  administrative 
respects  incorporated  with  Hungary. 

Inhabitants.  The  Magyars,  who  entered  the  land  as  conquerors, 
and  settled  mainly  in  the  N.W.  districts.  —  The  Szeklera  j  kinsfolk  of 
the  Magyars,  who  were  settled  in  E.  Transylvania  at  an  unknown 
date,  in  order  to  act  as  ^Szekler',  or  guardians  of  the  frontier,  and 
who  at  one  time  erroneously  regarded  themselves  as  descendants  of 
the  Huns.  The  Magyars  in  Transylvania ,  including  the  Szeklers, 
number  about  800,000  souls. 

The  Saxons y  about  208,000  in  number,  the  descendants  of  the 
Qerman  immigrants  invited  by  Geisa  II.  (p.  402)  from  the  Middle 
Rhine,  were  at  first  called  Teutones,  Teutonici  Hospites,  or  Flan- 
drenses,  but  since  1206  have  been  known  as  Saxones  or  Saxons, 
as  is  the  case  also  with  most  of  the  mediaeval  German  immigrants 
into  Hungary. 

These  three  races  have  from  an  early  period  shared  the  govern- 
ment of  the  country  among  them,  as  being,  by  virtue  of  conquest 
and  colonisation,  the  sole  'privileged  nations'.  Transylvania,  how- 
over,  is  peopled  by  various  other  races.  Indeed  the  largest  part  of 
the  population  consists  of  Roumanians  or  WallachianSj  of  whom 
there  are  no  fewer  than  1,497,000.  These  regard  themselves  as  the 
lineal  descendants  of  the  Roman  colonists,  but  are  in  reality  a  mixed 
race,  made  up  of  Roman  and  Slavonic  elements,  which  was  formerly 
settled  on  the  Balkans.  Driven  thence  by  the  Greek  Emperor 
Isaac  Angel  us  about  1186,  they  migrated  to  the  left  bank  of  the 
Danube,  and,  after  the  power  of  the  Kumans  had  been  broken  by  the 
Teutonic  Order,  are  said  to  have  crossed  the  mountains  and  entered 
Transylvania.  They  named  themselves  Roumanians  as  members  of 
the  E.  Roman  Empire  (RAm) ,  and  had  adopted  the  Greek  form 
of  Christianity  during  their  long  subjection  to  the  Greek  emperors. 

Another  element  in  the  population  consists  of  the  Armenians, 
8400  in  number,  who  first  settled  in  Transylvania  about  1668,  and 
who  occupy  the  towns  of  Szamos  Ujvar,  Elisabethstadt,  Gyergy6  Szeut 
Miklos,  De^s,  etc.  There  are  also  about  88,000  Gipsies  in  Transyl- 
vania, of  whom  we  hear  as  early  as  1417,  when  they  were  governed 
by  a  Voivode  of  their  own.  Most  of  them  are  nomads ;  but  at  Harom- 
szek,  Torda,  Ober-Weissenburg,  and  Innerszolnok  some  of  them 
have  settled  down  and  become  industrious  husbandmen.  The  other 
races  represented  are  Jews  (26,000),  Slovaks,  Ruthenians,  Bulgar^ 
ans,  Servians,  and  Greeks,

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Flan  of  Tour.  The  S.  part  of  TransyWania  is  the  most  inter- 
esting; i,e.  the  district  between  Petros^ny,  Hermannstadt ,  and 
Eronstadt,  which  may  be  explored  in  about  a  fortnight.  About  1  day 
should  be  allowed  for  Hermannstadt  and  the  Hohe  Rinne  (R.  82) ; 
2  days  for  the  ascent  of  the  Negoi  (p.  422) ;  4-5  days  for  Eronstadt 
and  its  attractive  environs  (R.  80 ;  Rosenau,  Schuler,  Bucsecs,  Tus- 
ndd),  while  the  remaining  days  may  be  spent  in  visiting  Petros^ny 
and  Litaztfny  (R.  81)  in  the  S.,  and  Bistritz  (with  ascent  of  the 
Kuhhorn,  p.  407)  and  Elausenburg  in  the  N.  In  districts  to  which 
neither  trains  nor  diligences  have  yet  penetrated,  decent  carriages 
(12-16  K.  per  day)  or  saddle-horses  (2-3  K,  per  day)  may  be  hired. 
The  poor  saddles  generally  require  shawls  or  rugs  to  make  them 
comfortable.  —  Guides  (2Y2-4  K.  per  day),  necessary  for 
mountain-excursions,  may  be  obtained  in  the  neighbouring  villages. 
When  a  guide  or  horse  is  discharged  at  a  distance  from  home,  the 
full  charge  for  the  return-journey  is  usually  paid.  Application  for 
guides,  etc.,  should  be  made  to  the  Transylvanian  Carpathian  Cluby 
which  has  its  headquarters  at  Hermannstadt,  and  branches  at  Eron- 
stadt, Bistritz,  Schassbnrg,  Fogaras,  Broos,  Muhlbach,  Petros^ny, 
and  Szasz-R^geu. 

Hountain-bootfl  should  be  brought  from  home,  but  good  alpenstocks 
and  knapsacks  may  be  purchased  at  Eronstadt  (Hornung  Brothers)  and 
Hermannstadt  (Earl  Jauernig).  Bugs  (16-24  f.)  also  may  be  obtained  at 
these  towns. 

Inns.  The  inns  in  the  towns  are  fairly  good  on  the  whole  and 
not  dear.  A  tariff  approved  by  the  local  authorities  is  usually  dis- 
played in  the  bed-rooms.  On  expeditions  into  the  country  or  among 
the  mountains  it  is  advisable  to  carry  provisions.  Quarters  for  the 
night  among  the  mountains  may  be  found  in  the  refuge-huts  of  the 
Carpathian  Club,  in  the  houses  of  the  royal  foresters,  or  in  Roumanian 
chalets  ('Stina'). 

Honey,  the  Austrian.  In  case  of  a  trip  to  Roumania  or  Bucha- 
rest French  gold  will  be  found  useful.  Francs  are  called  Lei  (sing. 
leu)  in  Roumania,  centimes  Bani  (sing.  ban). 

FasBportfl  are  unnecessary  for  Transylvania,  but  are  essential  for 
Roumania.   The  visa  of  a  Roumanian  consul  is  required. 

Language.    The  official  language  is  Hungarian,  which  is  also 

the  popular  tongue  in  the  W.  and  N.  districts  and  in  the  districts  of 

the  Szeklers.    German,  however,  will  carry  the  traveller  through  in 

most  places,  even  at  Bucharest,  though  French  is  more  common  there. 

Travellers  among  the  mountains  wiU  find  the  knowledge  of  a  few 

Roumanian  phrases  convenient. 

Haps.  The  best  map  is  the  Specialkarte  der  dslerreichiscTien-vngariscTten 
Monarchie  (1 :  75,000;  i  K.  per  sheet),  published  by  the  Government  Geo- 
graphical Institute  in  Vienna.  The  Transylvanian  Carpathian  Club 
(Hermannstadt  section)  has  published  good  tourist-maps  of  the  mountains 
of  Cibin  and  Fogaras  (1 :  75,(500).

Klausenburg,  Hung.  Kolozsvdr.  —  Hotels.  'Hotel  Nbw  Yobk 
(PI.  a;  C,  4),  R.  from  1  K.  60,  omn.  60  A.;.Centbal  (PI.  bj  D,  3),  in  the 
market-place-,  Biasini  (PI.  c;  D,  4),  near  the  University.  —  Rail.  Restaurant. 
—  CafAs  :  Kikaker ,  Europa ,  both  in  the  market-place.  —  Cab  from  the 
station  1  JT.  20  A.,  with  two  horses  2  K.  —  Steam  Tramway  from  the  station 
through  the  town  to  Kolozi  Monoitor  (see  below)  ^  also  from  the  main  9quare 
through  the  Inner  and  Outer  Ungargasse. 

Klaustnburg  (1145ft.),  a  town  with  49,300  inhab.,  on  the 
SzamoSj  founded  by  the  Saxons  in  1272,  is  the  seat  of  the  authorities 
of  the  county  of  Kolozs ,  of  a  Reformed  and  a  Unitarian  super- 
intendent, and  of  a  Magyar  university  (since  1872).  —  Proceeding 
to  the  S.  from  the  station  (PI.  C,  1)  we  pass  through  the  ^Bridge 
Suburb'  (Hidelve),  with  the  Citadel  (Fellegvdr)j  erected  by  General 
Steinville  in  1715.  The  slope  of  the  citadel-hill  is  studded  with 
gipsies'  huts.  We  then  cross  the  bridge  over  the  Little  Szamos  and 
enter  the  Inner  Town  (Belvdros).  In  the  market-place  is  the  Rom. 
Cath.  Church  of  St.  Michael  (PI.  11:  C,  3),  erected  in  1396-1432} 
the  tower  above  the  N.  porch,  260  ft.  in  height,  was  added  in 
1837-62.  In  front  of  the  church  is  a  Monument  to  King  Matthew 
Corvinus,  by  Fadrusz  (1902);  the  bronze  equestrian  statue  of  the 
king  stands  on  a  castellated  pedestal  guarded  by  four  warriors.  The 
house  in  which  King  Matthew  was  bom  in  1443,  Maty  as  kiraly 
utcza  No.  3  (PI.  5),  was  restored  in  1900  and  now  contains  an 
ethnographical  museum  (apply  to  the  porter).  The  banks  of  the 
Szamos  are  bordered  by  pleasant  public  gardens,  in  which  military 
and  gipsy  bands  frequently  play.  In  the  S.E.  part  of  the  town  is 
the  Reformed  Church  (PI.  10),  built  by  Matthew  Corvinns  in  1486, 
and  ceded  to  the  Calvinists  by  Bethlen  Gabor  in  1622.  In  the  W. 
suburb  is  the  Botanic  Garden ,  presented  to  the  town  by  Count 
Miko,  containing  an  interesting  Museum,  Near  it  are  the  handsome 
buildings  of  the  University  Chemical  and  Anatomical  Institutes.  To 
the  W.  is  the  suburb  of  Kolozs- Mono stor,  with  an  old  monastery  and 
an  agricultural  coUege. 

The  train  skirts  the  Little  Szamos,  running  at  first  on  the  rails  of 
the  Klausenburg  and  Kronstadt  line  (R.  79).  —  7V2  M.  Apahida,  on 
the  Staatsbahn  (p.  407),  which  here  turns  to  the  S.;  872  M.  Apahida, 
a  Roumanian  village  of  1500  inhabitants. 

We  cross  the  river  and  skirt  the  left  bank.  18  M.  VdlasHt- 
Boncs^ida,  each  with  a  chateau  and  a  park  of  the  Banffy  family. 
At  some  distance  to  the  left,  Kendi-L6na,  with  a  chUteau  of  Coun- 
tess Teleky.   We  recross  the  Szamos. 

28  M.  Szamos  -  UJv&r  (Krone),  a  royal  free  town  with  regular 
streets,  a  handsome  square,  and  6400  inhab.,  chiefly  Armenians, 
now  ^Magyarised'.  It  is  the  seat  of  a  Greek-Catholic  bishop,  and 
the  tasteful  Armenian-Cath.  church  contains  an  altar-piece  attributed 
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to  Rubens.  The  fortress  at  the  N.  end  of  the  town,  erected  in  the 
16th  cent.,  Is  now  a  prison,  -where  Rosza  Sandor,  the  notorious 
bandit-chief,  died  in  confinement.  —  On  the  left  bank  of  the 
Szamos,  1 Y2  ^*  ^0  the  W.,  lie  the  small  baths  of  K^ro^  with  mineral 
springs  (omn.  20  ft.  j  cab  2  K.). 

The  Szamos  is  crossed  a  third  time ;  the  Talley  contracts.  To 
the  left  diverges  the  branch-line  to  the  salt-works  of  De^sakna  (see 
below).  Szent  Benedeky  on  the  right,  has  a  pilgrimage-church  and  a 
chllteau  of  the  15th  century.  —  At  the  foot  of  the  wooded  Rosenberg 
(101  Oft.)  lies  —

of  the  15th  century.  In  the  upper  promenade  is  a  tower  (16th  cent.) 

of  the  old  fortili cations.   Opposite,  beyond  the  river,  is  the  Bila- 

Berg  (1055  ft.),  with  a  rifle-range,  restaurant,  and  fine  view.  — The 

Tillage  of  Deesakna,  with  its  salt-works  and  salt-baths,  lies  1^2^* 

to  the  S.  (cab  with  stay  of  1  hr.,  4  IT.). 

Froh  DeAs  to  Nagtbanta,  84  M.,  railway  indi/zbrs.  The  line  skirts 
the  Szamot  to  th«  l^.W.,  sometimes  on  embankments  in  the  river-bed. 
From  (14  H.)  Oalgd^  a  road  to  the  K.  leads  to  (19  M.)  Magyar-Ldpot,  a 
village  of  3000  inhab.,  4  M.  to  the  N.  of  which  are  the  baths  of  Szioika 
with  springs  impregnated  with  carbonate  of  soda.  To  the  N.E.  from 
Magyar-Lilpos  the  road  continues  to  ascend  the  valley  of  the  Lapos  to  the 
'S.'E.  via  the  iron- works  of  Oldh-Ldpos  and  Bztrimbidy  ^  and  over  the 
Rotunda  (3484  ft.)  to  (22  H.)  Kapnikbdnya  (p.  373).  —  181/2  H.  Sdnnezd ,  in 
a  pleasant  district;  25  M.  Nagy-Illonda^  near  rocky  scenery.  —  37  H.  Arany- 
mezd.  To  the  right  are  wooded  slopes  and  fissured  clifi's.  We  cro58  the 
Szdmos  before  reaching  (4dVs  M.)  Szurduk^  and  proceed  on  the  left  bank 
in  a  broader  part  of  the  valley.  471/2  M.  Z$ibd  (Bail.  Restaurant),  with  a 
chateau  and  park  of  Baron  Wessel^nyi;  branch-line  to  (16  H.)  Zilah 
(p.  372).  —  66V2M.  BiOelmed;  84  M.  Nagyhdnya  (p.  372). 

The  train  (carriages  changed  at  De^s)  crosses  the  Great  Szamos, 
turns  to  the  E.,  and  runs  along  the  right  bank,  vi^  Bacza,  with  a 
chateau  of  Count  Zichy,  to  (44  M.)  Retteg.  47  M.  Csicsd-Keresztur ; 
on  a  hill  to  the  left  are  the  scanty  ruins  of  the  rocky  fastness  of 
Csicsdy  destroyed  in  1544.  We  cross  the  Szamos.  52  M.  Bethlen 
(2300  inhab.),  ancestral  residence  of  the  Bethlen  family  (p.  402). 
A  road  leads  to  the  N.E.,  through  the  upper  Szamos  Valley^  to  Na8z6d 
and  Rodna  (p.  407). 

Beyond  Bethlen  we  soon  enter  the  valley  of  the  Sajd^  an  affluent 
of  the  Szamos.  Fine  view  of  the  snow-peaks  of  the  Gzibles  and 
Kuhhorn  (see  pp.  374,  408)  and  of  the  mountains  on  the  N.  fron- 
tier. At  (5672  ^O  Somker£k-Vdvarhely  the  line  bends  to  the  S. 
and  crosses  the  Saj6.  To  the  right,  in  the  distance,  lies  the  village 
of  Kerlfyj  with  a  chateau  and  park  of  Count  Bethl«n.  About  3  M.  to 
the  S.  is  the  Cserhalom  (*oak-hlll'),  occupied  by  a  chateau,  where 
Prince  Ladislaus,  afterwards  King  of  Hungary,  defeated  the  Kumans 
in  1070  (p.  402).  -—  64  M.  Safd^Magyaros, 
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To  Vabos-Ludas,  58V2  M.,  railway  in  5Vx  hrs.  The  train  crosses  the 
Szamos  and  leads  through  pleasant  valleyvS.  3  M.  KerUs  (p.  406);  41  M. 
MezS-Mihes.  Then  through  the  Mezds^g  and  the  valley  of  the  Bit  to  (59  M.) 
Maros-Ludag  (p.  408). 

The  Sajo  is  again  crossed.  677-2  M.  Szeretfalvay  whence  a  road 
leads  to  Szdaz^RSgen  (p.  409).  The  train  recrosses  the  Sajo,  and 
then  enters  the'  ▼alley  of  the  Bistritz,  in  which  we  soon  come  in 
sight  of  the  Saxon  Tillage  of  Heidendorf,  Hung.  Bessenyo,  on  the 
left,  with  numerous  vineyards.

BeitawarU  in  the  Oewerbeverein^  with  garden,  on  the  Promenade;  Ca/6  Milller. 

' —  Cab   from  the  station  1  X  20;  Omnibus  40  A.  —  BatJu  at  the  Swimming 

School,  in  the  upper  suburb  (20  A.  incl.  towel). 

Bistritz  (1188  ft.),  a  royal  free  town  and  capital  of  the  county 
of  Bi8tritz-Nasz6d,  on  the  Bistritz,  with  10,800  inhab.,  chiefly 
Germans  of  earlier  immigration  than  the  other  *  Saxons',  was  for- 
merly called  Nosen,  and  gave  its  name  to  the  Nosner  Land.  Little 
is  now  left  of  its  picturesque  old  walls  and  towers,  which  withstood 
many  hostile  attacks  in  the  16th  and  17th  centuries.  The  Gothic 
Prat.  Churchy  finished  in  1563,  has  a  tower  236  ft.  in  height,  built 
in  1519,  and  contains  interesting  Oriental  carpets.  The  houses  with 
arcades,  in  the  market-place,  should  be  noticed.  Pretty  promenade 
at  the  foot  of  the  wooded  Schieferberg  (1640  ft.),  to  the  E.  The 
*Burgherg  (2241  ft. ;  1 V4  hr. ;  carr.  in  8/4  hr.,  3  K.\  where  a  castle 
of  Hunyady  Janos  once  stood,  built  in  1453  but  destroyed  by  the 
townsfolk  in  1464,  affords  a  beautiful  view  of  Bistritz,  embedded 
among  orchards,  and  of  the  E.  Carpathians. 

Fbom  Bistritz  to  Alt-Hodna.  The  road  (carr.  in  4V2  hrs.,  16,  there 
and  back  24  K.)  crosses  the  Stubenberg  (1725  ft.),  to  Mettersdorf,  a  Saxon 
village,  and  passes  Naszdd  (Hot.  Grivitia),  a  large  village  in  the  valley  of 
the  Szamos;  28V2  M.  Oldh-Szeni-Oydrgy^  with  the  Bor*firmineral ^spring; 
and  Dombhdt^  with  a  similar  spring.  —  33  M.  Alt-Bodna,  Hung.  0-Badna 
(1700  ft. ;  Pftxffer**  /n»),  was  once  the  flourishing  German  town  of  Bodenau, 
but  was  destroyed  by  the  Mongols  in  1241 ;  it  is  now  inhabited  by  Roumanians. 
Pop.  4300.  At  the  foot  of  the  Kuhhom,  Roum.  /new,  Hung.  Undkd  (7480  ft. ; 
5  hrs.;  club-hut),  6  M.  higher  up,  lead-mines  are  worked.  In  a  narrow 
valley  at  the  base  of  the  Kuhhorn  lies  the  mining  village  of  FaHa  Vinului 
(inn),  Hung.  Badna  Boi-berek,  with  a  natron-spring.  Hence  the  Koronjit 
(6540  ft.;  abundant  edelweiss)  may  be  ascended  with  guide. 

Branch-line  from  Bistritz  to  (I8V2  M.)  Borgd-Besztercze.,  whence  a  road 
leads  across  the  Borgd  Pass  (3980  ft.)  to  (4IV2M.)  Doma-Watra  (p.  286). 

79.  From  Elausenbarg  to  Hermannstadt  and 

Eronstadt. 

Railway  to  ^ennafMMtod^,  12272  M.,  in  71/2  brs.;  U>  Kronstadt^  20B  M., 
in  8-13'/4  hrs.  —  From  Hermannstadt  to  Erohstadt  via  Kis-Kapus^  139  M., 
railway  in  6  hrs. 

Klausenhurg  (Kolozsvdr),  see  p.  405.  —  The  railway  runs  through 

the  broad  valley  of  the  Szamos  to  (71/2  M.)  Apdhida  (to  Bistritz,  see 

p*  405),  and  then  turns  to  the  right.    IOV2  M,  Kolozs-Kara,   The 
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line,  threading  seyeral  tnnnels,  winds  along  the  W.  yerge  of  the 
MezosSg,  a  bare  but  fertile  hilly  dlBtrict  that  extends  E.  to  Szasz 
R^gen  (see  below).  Near  (321/2  M.)  Aranyos-Oyirea  we  cross  the 
Aranyos ;  to  the  right  is  a  view  of  the  gorge  of  Torda. 

Branch  Railway  to  (5Va  M.)  Torda,  Ger.  Thorenhurg  (1109  ft. ;  H^l 
Central)^  capital  of  the  county  of  Torda  -  Aranyos.  Pop.  12,100,  chiefly 
Magyars.  Many  diets  haye  been  held  at  Torda.  Pleasant  gardens  on  the 
Aranyot.  About  U/2  M.  to  the  N.E.  of  the  market-place  are  a  saline-bath 
and  large  salt-mines  (adm.  60  A.)-  ^^  the  vicinity  are  numerous  remains 
of  a  colony  (perhaps  Potaissa)  founded  here  by  the  Romans,  to  whom  the 
salt-deposit  was  known.  —  About  7  M.  to  the  W.  is  the  TordauHasadik^ 
a  defile  eroded  by  the  Peterd,  10  M.  long  and  25-65  ft.  wide,  the  rocky 
sides  of  which  are  pierced  by  two  caverns.  At  the  entrance  of  the  defile 
-are  a  club-hut  and  two  mills.  The  drive  there  and  back  takea  21/2  hrs. 
(carr.  10  K.)^  the  visit  to  the  gorge,  etc.,  2V2-3  hrs.  more. 

F&OM  ToBOA  TO  ToPANFALVA  (52  M. ;  carr.  in  10  hrs.,  25  K.)  and 
T0R00ZK6  (17  M.  •,  carr.  in  4  hrs.,  10  K.).  The  road  ascends  the  valley  of 
the  Aranyos  via  (I2V2M.)  Boriv^  beyond  which  the  scenery  improves,  and 
(44  M.)  Offenbdnya  to  (63  M.)  Topdiyfalva^  Boum.  Campini  (1770  ft. ;  Katscho), 
a  large  Roumanian  village,  whence  we  may  visit  the  waterfall  of  Unter- 
Vidra  (about  21/2  hrs.  to  the  W.)  or  the  ice-cavern  of  Skeriwra  (9  hrs.  to 
the  N.W.,  via  Ober-Oirda)  in  the  Roumanian  Motsenland.  Abrudbdntfa  (p.  41Q 
lies  8  M.  to  the  S.  of  Topdnfalva.  —  From  Bor^v  a  road  leads  S.  through 
romantic  gorges  to  (41/2  M.)  Toroezkd  (Ger.  EUemmarkf)^  a  small  town  with 
iron-works,  inhabited  by  a  peculiar  and  fine-looking  race  of  Bzeklers 
(Unitarians),  the  descendants  of  immigrants  from  Upper  Austria,  and  thenec 
past  the  ruined  castle  of  Toroezkd- Szent-Oydrgy  (5^^  M.  to  the  W.  of  which 
is  the  stalactite  cavern  of  Bedelo)  and  via  several  villages  to  (16  M.)  Nagy 
Enyed  (p.  409). 

42  M.  Sz^kely-Kocs&rd  (866  ft.;  Rail.  Restauranf),  near  the 
influx  of  the  Aranyos  into  the  Maros. 

To  SzABZ-B&GBK,  58  M.,  railwiiy  in  4  hrs.,  through  the  fertile  valley 
of  the  Maros.  I2V2  M.  Maros-Ludas  (Rail.  Restaurant;  branch  to  S<vd- 
Magyardtj  p.  406).  —  37Vs  M.  Karos -V&sirhely,  Ger.  Nettmarkt  (Bail. 
Restaurant;  H6tel  Transsylvania ;  Meder;  cab  to  the  town  1  JT.  20,  at  night 

1  K.  60,  omn.  40  A.),  capital  of  the  county  of  Torda-Maros,  with  19,500 
Seekler  inhab.  (chiefly  Prot.).  The  interesting  Teleki  Library  (40,000  vol.) 
contains  the  Teleki  Codex  (old  Hungarian  poems)  and  a  manuscript  of  Ta- 
citus from  the  Bibliotheca  Corvina  (adm.  9-12  and  3-6).  The  Szekler  In' 
dvstrial  Mtueum  deserves  avisit.  In  the  Szdchenyi-Platz  rise  monuments  to 
L.Kossuth,  byKollo,and  to  the  Honvdd  general  Bern,  distinguished  in  1848-49, 
by  HuszAr.  —  49  M.  Gernyeszeg,  with  a  chUteau  and  park  of  Count  Teleki.  — 
58  M.  Sss/Lsz-Regen,  Ger.  SScTuiteh-Regen  (1265  ft. ;  Stddtizehes  Oasthaut),  a 
pleasantly  situated  town  of  65(X)  inhab.,  chiefly  Saxons.  The  Stadt-Park 
lies  on  an  island  in  the  Maros.  In  the  picturesque  valley  of  theGorg^ny, 
about  3V2  M.  to  the  E.,  are  the  saline  baths  of  Zsabenicza  (Hung.  Odrginy- 
S6akna\  at  the  foot  of  i^b  ScMelberg ;  and  3  M.  farther  on  is  the  Hungarian 
market-town  of  Q8rg4ny-8zent-Imre,  with  a  hill  on  which  stood  a  favourite 
castle  of  the  Transylvanian  princes,  destroyed  by  the  Austrians  in  1708, 
and  now  replaced  by  a  chapel  (carr.  vi&  Zsabenicza  to  Gorgdny-Szent-Imre, 

2  hrs.,  6-8  Jf.). 

Fkom  BzASZ-RiGBN  TO  B18TBITZ,  38  M.,  carr.  in  8  hrs.  (about  16  K.). 
18Vs  M.  TeAendor/ (Krone),  a  Saxon  town  with  2000  inhab. ;  281/2  M.  Mdnchs- 
dorfy  Hung.  Harina,  with  a  Romanesque  church  of  the  18ui  century.  31  M. 
Steretfalva,  a  station  on  the  Klausenburg  railway,  at  the  influx  of  the 
Bistritz  into  the  Saj6.    Thence  to  Bistritz,  see  p.  407. 

From  Szisz-RfiOEM  to  BorscAk,  about  60  M.,  carr.  in  9  hrs.  (40  K. ; 
railway  contemplated).  The  road  ascends  the  valley  of  the  Metro*  to  (7  M.) 
V^c*  (1860  ft.),  with  a  chateau  of  Baron  Kem^ny.  22  M.  Batomya  (1804  ft. ; 
Lamm),   To  the  K.  are  the  Pietro^z  and  ^ekmenhwoi^  to  the  S.  the  Platwu 
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0/  ayergyd.  46  M.  Oldh- Toplicza  (220T  ft.;  Sonne),  a  village  with  5000 
Roumanian  and  Magyar  inhab.,  at  the  junction  of  the  Toplicza  and  the 
Haros.  60  M.  Borssek  (2805  ft. ;  Kurhatu;  Zur  Hoffnung\  the  most  frequented 
watering-place  in  Transylvania.  The  chief  spring,  the  Fdkut^  yields  the 
Borsz^k  water,  well  known  in  Germany,  which  has  ,a  pleasant  acidulous 
and  slightly  pungent  flavour.  The  Lobogd  Springs  (0  and  UJ  Lobogd'^  are 
strongly  impregnated  with  carbonic  acid.  Hence  to  Osik-Szereda,  see  p.  415. 

45  M.  Maros'Ujvdr  (inn) ;  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Maros  is  the 
Gothic  chateau  of  Countess  Mik6.  About  2^/4  M.  to  the  S.E.  are 
the  largest  salt-works  in  Transylvania,  most  interesting,  and  shown 
on  week-day  mornings  (1  K, ;  carr.  from  the  station  and  back,  with 
stay  of  2  hrs.,  3  K.).  The  salt-beds,  probably  known  to  the  Romans, 
were  afterwards  forgotten,  but  re-discovered  in  1791. 

461/2  M.  Felvincz.  To  the  right  lies  Miriszld^  which  yields  ex- 
cellent wine.  55  M.  Nagy-Enyed  (Zwei  Schwane;  omn.  40  h.), 
chief  town  of  the  county  of  Unter-Weissenburg,  with  7500  inhab. 
(chiefly  Hungarians),  contains  a  celebrated  Prot.  seminary,  orig- 
inally founded  in  1658  at  Karlsburg  by  Gabriel  Bethlen  (comp. 
p.  418),  a  large  prison,  and  a  school  of  viticulture. 

63  M.  Tovis  (^Rail.  Restaurant,  poor),  where  we  join  the  line 
from  Arad  (R.  81).  We  turn  to  the  E.  and  cross  the  Maros  near 
the  influx  of  the  Cheat  Kokel,  which  we  then  follow.  75^/2^.  Kukul- 
losxeg;  branch-line  to  (63  M.)  Sdvdrad.  78  M.  Baldzsfalva  (Ger. 
Blasendorf),  at  the  junction  of  the  Great  and  the  Little  Kcikel,  has 
1800  Roumanian  inhab.  and  is  the  seat  of  a  Greek  Catholic  arch- 
bishop. 

94  M.  Kis-Kapns,  Ger.  Klein-Kopisch  (Rail,  Restaurant), 


The  Railway  to  Hbrmannstadt  turns  S.  into  the  valley  of  the 
Weisshach  or  Viza,  —  102  M.  NagySelyk  (Ger.  Markt'Schelken)', 
110  M.  Laddmos,  To  the  E.  are  the  Reussen  Mud-Volcanoes  and, 
farther  on,  the  Saxon  village  of  Stolzenburg,  9V2  M.  to  the  N.  of 
Hermannstadt  (p.  419),  with  a  picturesque  ruined  castle.  —  117  M. 
Salzburg,  Hung.  Vizakna(H6tel  Oollner;  Bressler),  with  4000  inhab., 
chiefly  Roumanians,  is  well  known  for  its  salt-mines  and  its  saline 
ponds  occupying  former  salt-pits.  The  baths  are  most  conveniently 
reached  from  the  station  of  Vlzakna-Furdo.  The  *T6koly*  is  a  saline 
spring  to  the  S.W. ,  near  the  railway ;  it  is  so  saturated  with  salt 
(26  per  cent)  that  the  bather  finds  it  difficult  to  keep  under  water. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  town,  about  i/2  M.  to  the  W.,  are  the  *green* 
and  the  *red'  pond.  A  monument  on  a  hill  near  these  commemorates 
300  soldiers  who  fell  in  battle  near  Salzburg  and  were  interred  in  the 
*Echo',  a  disused  salt  shaft,  635  ft.  in  depth.  —  122V2  M.  Hermann- 
stadty  see  p.  419. 

The  KaoNSTADT  Main  Line  from  Kis-Kapus  (see  above)  follows 
the  valley  of  the  Oreat  Kokel,  —  101  M.  Uedgyes,  Ger.  Mediasch 
{Trauht;  Schuize;  pop.  7900,  chiefly  Saxon),  in  the  '^einUnd',  the 


410  Route  79,  SCHASSBURG.         From  Klauaenhurg 

centre  of  the  wine-trade  of  Transylvania,  with  a  fortified  church 

and  an  agricultural  school.    An  obelisk  in  the  garden  of  the  Turm- 

Schule  commemorates  the  Saxon  pastor  Roth,  who  was  shot  in  1849 

under  martial  law. 

To  the  N.W.  (8  M.;  carr.  6  K.)  are  the  small  iodine  and  salt  baths  of 
Baasaen,  Hung.  FeliS-BaJom  (Kurhaus).  —  To  the  N.E.  of  Medgyes  (carr.  in 
3  hrs.,  10  K.)  is  the  Saxon  village  of  Boffeschdor/,  with  a  church  containing 
a  beauliful  Gothic  altar. 

113  M.  Elisabethstadty  Hung.  Erzsibetvdros  (1056  ft.),  a  royal 
free  town,  with  3900  inhab.,  chiefly  Armenians,  and  an  old  ch&teau 
of  Prince  Apafi,  now  occupied  by  public  offlces.  To  the  S.W.  (6  M.) 
lies  Birthalm^  Hang.  Berethedom,  which  yields  excellent  wine,  with 
a  fortified  church  of  the  16th  cent. ;  it  was  the  seat  of  a  Prot.  bishop 
until  1868. 

126  M.  Sch&Bsbiirg,  Hung.  Segesvdr  (1165  ft.;  Ooldner  Stem; 
Rail.  Restaurant;  omnibus  40  A.;  pop.  11,100,  Sax.,  Hung.,  and 
Roum.),  a  royal  free  town  and  capital  of  the  county  of  Gross- 
Kokler,  was  founded  by  the  Saxons.  The  new  town  is  pictur- 
esquely situated  at  the  entrance  to  the  Schaas  valley,  below  the  older 
Oberstadt  or  Burg,  the  wall  of  which  is  partly  preserved.  On  the 
top  of  the  Burg  (to  the  S.)  are  the  Berg-Kirche,  of  the  15th  cent, 
(with  a  *Ciborium  and  choir-stalls  ascribed  to  the  sons  of  Veit 
Stoss  of  Nuremberg),  and  a  Gymnasium  containing  a  good  collection 
of  antiquities.  Lower  down  (on  the  N.)  are  the  convent-church  and 
the  Stunden-Turm  (containing  the  municipal  museum  of  anti- 
quities, art-industrial  objects,  etc.),  and  farther  on  the  considerable 
provincial  buildings,  the  Roman  Catholic  church,  and  two  other  old 
towers  (good  view  from  this  point).  In  front  of  the  provincial  build- 
ings is  a  bronze  statue  of  Petofi  (see  below),  by  N.  KoUo  (1897). 
In  the  lower  town,  towards  the  station,  is  a  Protestant  church  erected 
in  1887.  The  Belvedere  on  the  Gelbe  Berg  (25  min.)  commands  a 
beautiful  view  to  the  E. ;  the  8iechhof-Berg  (inn),  beyond  the  station, 
has  a  view  to  the  N. 

Fbom  ScHASSBUBa  TO  SzAkbly-Udvabhelt,  30  M.,  railway  in  3  hrs., 
via  mjatfaVoa  (p.  411)  and  the  valley  of  the  Oreai  Kokel.  —  30  M.  Bz^kely 
TJdvarhely  (E6tel  Budetpett),  an  industrial  town  with  8000  inbab.,  mostly 
Szeklers,  is  the  capital  of  a  county  of  the  same  name.  Attila  is  said  to 
have  once  held  his  court  here  (Udvarhely,  *place  of  a  court'). 

A  good  road,  diverging  from  the  valley  of  the  Eokel  at  Fenyid,  leads 
hence  to  the  (1!2  M.)  Batht  of  ffomordd^  with  chalybeate  springs,  and  to 
(15V2M.)  SzentegyhdzcU'Oldhfalu  (2890  ft.),  a  large  Szekler  village  (4000  in- 
hab.) at  the  foot  of  the  Hargita  Mt$.  (5905  ft.).  The  road,  rnnning  for  some 
time  through  fine  woods,  then  crosses  the  saddle  of  (33 V2  ^O  Tolvajos 
(8206  ft.),  between  the  Hargita  (K.)  and  the  Bdrot  MU.  (S.),  and  descends 
to  (33  M.)  (kik  Szereda  in  the  valley  of  the  Alt  (p.  415). 

A  branch-railway  runs  to  the  8.W.  from  Schassburg  to  (30  M.)  Agne- 
thein^  Hung.  Bzentdgota  (^9(X)  inhab.),  whence  it  is  to  be  continued  to 
Hermannstadt. 

The  railway  traverses  the  scene  of  the  battle  between  the  Rus- 
sians and  Hungarians  on  July  Slst,  1849,  in  which  Petofl,  the  poet, 
and  the  Russian  general  Scariatine  fell  (monument)*    To  the  left 
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lies  Weisskirchy  with  a  chateau  and  park  of  Goant  Haller.   The  stouo 

obelisk  on  the  hill  to  the  E.  commemorates  the  Honveds  who  fell 

here  in  1849.   At  (132  M.)  Hejasfalva,  Ger.  TeufeUdorf,  the  line 

quits  the  valley  of  the  Kokel  and  turns  S.E.  into  the  valley  of  the 

Erked.  Beyond  (142  M.)  Arkeden  (Hung.  Erked)  a  long  tunnel  pierces 

the  watershed  between  the  Great  Kokel  and  the  Alt.  154M.  Katzen- 

dorf  (Hung.  Kaczd),    We  now  follow  the  Homor6d  Valley,   To  the 

right  lies  Homordd^  with  a  fine  fortified  church;  view  of  I^eps.  — 

159V2  M.  Homor6d-Kohalom  (1490  ft. ;  Rail.  Restaurant). 

To  the  W.  lies  (4  M. ;  can*.  2  K.)  Beps,  Hung.  KShaiom  (Stem,  Krone), 
a  Saxon  town  of  8000  inhab.,  in  the  valley  of  the  JToM&acA,  with  a  pictur- 
esque ruined  castle  on  a  basaltic  hill,  at  the  ba^e  of  which  lies  a  small 
sulphur-bath.  —  To  the  S.W.  from  Homordd-Kuhalom  a  road  leads  to 
(26  M.)  Fogaras  (p.  423),  via  (3  M.)  Hiviz,  the  site  of  a  fortified  Roman 
bridge  and  camp,  and  down  the  broad  valley  of  the  Alt  via  (10  M.)  Ah6- 
Komdna  and  (17V2  M.)  Sdrkdny  (p.  423). 

The  railway  now  turns  to  the  E.,  and,  entering  the  picturesque 
and  narrow  valley  of  the  Alt^  skirts  the  N.  spurs  of  the  Geiater-Wald 
(p.  423).   168  M.  AUd'Rdkos  (1526  ft.). 

At  (176  M.)  KopecZj  with  lignite  mines,  railway  and  river  turn 
to  the  S.  —  191 V2  M.  Marienburg,  Hung.  Foldvdr  (1614  ft.;  Rail. 
Restaurant),  a  Saxon  town,  on  a  hill,  at  the  E.  end  of  which  is  a 
ruined  castle  built  in  the  time  of  the  Teutonic  Knights. 

The  chsilybeate  baths  of  £15patak  (2113  ft.)  lie  in  a  wooded  region, 
5  M.  to  the  N.E.  (road  by  Hidvig  &nAArapatak;  carr,  and  pair  in  lV4hr., 
4-6  K.).    Sepsi-Szent-Gydrgy  (p.  415)  lies  7  M.  to  the  B.  of  Elopatak. 

Thence  across  the  Burzen  plain  via  (1 971/2  M.)  Brenndorfy  Hung. 

Bdtfalu,  with  a  large  sugar-factory,  to  (206  M.)  Krorutadt, 

80.  Kronstadt  and  Environs. 

Arrival.  The  Pjiingipal  Station  (Regtawant)  is  li/s  M.  to  the  E.  of  the 
local  station  at  Bertalafiy  Oer.  Bartholomae  (for  trains  to  Zernest  only),  iVz  IM. 
to  the  K.  of  the  inner  town.  Hotel-omnibusea  meet  the  trains.  Cah  into 
the  town  1  JT.  20,  at  night  1  JT.  60  ft.;  luggage  40  A.  —  Steam  Tramway^ 
see  below.

Brasov,  with  36,600 
inhab.,  of  whom  about  8150  are  Saxons,  founded  by  the  Teutonic 
Order  (p.  402),  the  most  important  commercial  and  manufactuiing 
town  in  Transylvania,  lies  in  a  charming  basin,  with  an  opening  on 
one  side  only  towards  the  Burzen  plain.  It  consists  of  four  quarters : 
1 .  The  Inner  Town^  the  centre  of  business ;  2.  The  Old  Tovon,  or 
6  Braasdj  the  oldest  quarter,  but  now  modern  and  insignificant ; 
3.  BlumenaUy  Hung.  Bolonya^  the  quarter  next  to  the  station, 
mainly  inhabited  by  manufacturers ;  4.  The  Ufper  or  Roumanian 
Suburb,  resembling  a  Tillage,  chiefly  occupied  by  Roumanians. 

In  front  of  the  E.  side  of  the  inner  town  rises  the  Schlossberg, 
crowned  by  a  citadel  built  in  1553  by  Count  Arco,  the  Austrian 
general,  to  protect  Kronstadt  from  the  VoiTode  Peter  of  "Wallachia. 
Fragments  of  the  fortification-wall  of  the  inner  town  still  remain, 
besides  the  Schwarze  and  Weisse  Turm  (PI.  B,  2),  on  the  N.,  the 
so-called  Oraft  below  the  Schwarze  Turm,  and  the  Weher-Bastei  (at 
the  S.W.  angle).  —  Round  the  town  runs  a  promenade,  the  prettiest 
part  of  which  Is  the  *Upper  or  Surg  Promenade,  on  the  S.,  on  the 
slopes  of  the  Zinne. 

In  the  centre  of  the  Franz- Josef -Platz,  or  principal  square 
(market  on  Frid.),  stands  the  BathauB  (PI.  15),  built  in  1420  (the 
tower,  190  ft.  high,  earlier),  and  restored  in  1777  in  the  baroque 
style.  In  the  same  square,  to  the  S.,  is  the  Warenhalle  (PI.  5), 
erected  in  1545;  and  to  the  S.  a  Greek-Catholic  church  with  twin 
domes.    In  the  adjoining  Hirschergasse  is  the  Coruieri-Haus  (PI.  18). 

The  Protestant  Church  (PI.  8),  in  the  Honterus-Platz(Pl.  B,  3), 
popularly  called  the  ^Black  Church^  from  its  smoke-stained  walls, 
is  a  Gothic  edifice  of  1385-1425,  with  traces  of  Romanesque  in  • 
fluence.  On  the  exterior  of  the  choir-wall  are  statues  of  the  twelve 
Apostles,  amidst  foliage,  once  gilded,  but  now  black.  The  Interior 
(sacristan,  Kirchen-Gasschen  4 ;  1-2  pers.  80  h.,  3  or  more  2  iT.) 
contains  an  altar,  designed  by  Bartesch  of  Kronstadt,  and  carved  by 
Schonthaler  of  Vienna  in  1866;  the  altar-piece,  *Christ  among  the 
weary  and  heavy-laden',  is  by  Martersteig  of  Weimar.  Carved 
choir-stalls;  seats  of  the  guilds,  hung  with  rich  Oriental  tapestry. 
Johannes  Honterus  (1498-1549),  the  *Apostle  of  Transylvania', 
preached  in  this  church.  —  To  tiie  S.  opposite  the  church  are  the 
Honterua  Gymnasium  (grammar-school)  and  the  Mnseomt  the  latter 
containing  Natural  History  a.ii^  Archaeological  Collections  and  a  val- 
uable Library  founded  by  Honterus  in  1544.  Between  the  church 
and  the  school  is  a  bronze  Statue  of  Honterus.  by  H.  Magnussen  of 
Berlin  (1898). 

From  the  church  we  cross  the  Rosgmarkt  to  the  modern  Qirla* 
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School  (PI.  14),  to  the  E.  of  which  are  the  Katharinen-Tor  and  the 
TumschuU.  Opposite,  in  the  Schul^PlatZy  the  open  space  between 
the  inner  town  and  the  upper  suburb,  is  the  Roumanian  Gymnasium 
(PL  16),  to  the  left  of  which  is  the  little  Protestant  Church  of  the 
Upper  Suburb,  Higher  up  the  valley  is  the  Greek- Oriental  Church 
of  St  Nicholas  (PI.  12),  built  before  1392  and  restored  in  1751. 

The  Roman  Catholic  Church  (Vl,  11),  Klostergasse,  with  the  ad- 
jacent School  and  Gymnasium,  occupies  the  site  of  an  old  Dominican 
monastery.  The  ^Church  of  St.  Sartholomew  (PI.  6),  at  the  end  of 
the  old  town,  is  the  oldest  church  in  Kronstadt.  The  little  Prot. 
church  on  the  Martinsberg,  in  the  old  town,  commands  an  attractive 
view. 

On  the  N.E.  side  of  the  inner  town  are  several  large  public 
buildings :  the  Pensions- Anstaltj  at  the  end  of  the  Klostergasse,  con- 
taining the  Post  Office;  the  Protestant  Church  (to  the  S.),  the  Upper 
Commercial  School ,  the  Gewerbeverein ,  the  Commercial  Academy ^ 
the  Finance  Office  and  farther  S.  the  new  LcPw  Courts  (PI.  26). 

The  Envibons  afford  many  pleasant  excursions.  From  the  inner  town 
a  route  crosses  the  Burggasse  to  the  water  reservoir  and  thence  ascends 
through  beech-woods  to  the  (1  hr.)  top  of  the  *Zinne  (3153  ft.^  1276  ft. 
above  the  town) ,  which  commands  a  beautiful  view  of  the  town  and 
the  Burzen  plain:  to  the  S.,  the  Bucsecs,  to  the  S.W.,  the  Konigstein, 
to  the  N.W.,  the  Geister-Wald,  to  the  K.,  the  valley  of  the  Alt  and  the 
Marienburg,  to  the  N.E.,  the  H^romsz^k  plain  and  the  K^szon  Mts.,  and 
to  the  S.E.,  the  Siebendorfer,  Pietra  Mare,  and  Csukds.  On  the  summit 
are  the  Bethlen  Grotto  (rfmts.)  and  a  Millennium  Monument,  designed  by 
Berczik  (1896):  a  Doric  column  on  a  circular  pedestal  supports  the  figure 
of  a  warrior  of  the  time  of  Arpad.  —  From  the  Post-Wiese  we  may  pro- 
ceed above  the  Weisse  Turm  to  the  Lorbeer-Qauchen  and  to  the  (86  min.) 
Warie  (inn;  view  of  the  plain,  the  Schuler,  and  Bucsecs),  and  thence 
through  beech- woods  to  the  (72  hr.)  inn  below  the  Eleine  Hangestein 
(2575  ft.),  1/4  M.  beyond  which  we  obtain  a  view  of  Zeiden  and  the 
Konigstein.  About  V4  ^-  before  the  inn  a  route  diverges  to  the  left  to  the 
(1  hr.)  Orosse  ffangettein  (2982  ft.).  About  1/2  hr.  farther  on  is  the  Raben;^ 
itein  (3295  ft. ;  fine  view),  whence  we  may  regain  the  town  in  IVz  hr..  via 
the  Kreuzberffy  which  projects  into  the  Upper  Suburb.  —  To  the  S.W.,  aoove 
the  Upper  Suburb,  is  the  (IV2  hr.)  Salomorufelteny  or  Solomon'^t  Rock,  with 
the  caverns  in  which  the  Hungarian  king  Solomon  (d.  1087)  is  said  to 
have  dwelt  after  his  defeat  by  the  Bulgarians. 

Fbom  Kronstadt  to  HosszuFALtJ,  10  M.,  steam-tramway  (p.  412).  3  M. 
Hontenu.  At  the  Honterus-Platz  (inn),  »/*  M.  to  the  W.,  amidst  pretty 
beech-wood,  a  popular  festival  is  celebrated  annually  at  the  end  of  June. 
The  Honterus  Spring  rises  »/«  M.  higher  up.  About  IV4  M.  to  the  8.  we 
reach  (01/2  M.)  Noa  (tramway  station),  the  village  of  which  name  (Elysium 
Beitawant),  with  its  pretty  villas,  lies  1/2  M.  to  the  W.  In  the  vicinity  are 
the  Tannenau  and  the  RUuber-Brttnnen.  —  5V2  M.  Deresiye  (Dirste),  a  station 
on  the  Bucharest  railway,  whence  an  attractive  expedition  may  be  made 
to  the  TSmOs  Pass  (p.  424).  —  10  M.  HomufalU,  with  6200  inhab.,  is  one 
of  the  Siebendttrfer  (^seven  villages'*),  inhabited  by  Hungarians  and  Wal- 
laehians,  which  are  situated  close  to  each  other  at  the  foot  of  the  Piatra 
Mare  and  Komloi.  The  easternmost  village  is  the  watering-place  of  Zaizon, 
reached  from  Kronstadt  direct  by  omnibus  twice  a  day  (1  K.). 

From  Kronstadt  to  Zernest,  18  M.,  railway  in  IV4  hr.  The  train 
starts  from  the  principal  station  and  runs  via  (272  M.)  BertcUan  (p.  411)  to 
(8V2  M.)  Neuttadt,  Hung.  JS^reeztiny/alva  (Qriiner  Baum),  a  thriving  Saxon 
village,  with  a  fortified  church  in  good  preservation.  —  11  M.  Bogenau,

Hung.  Bareza-Roztnyd  (Communal  Inn,  clean),  a  Saxon  village  with  480O  in- 
hab.,  prettily  situated  at  the  foot  of  the  Burgberg  (2405  ft.^  V^  hr.;  fine  views), 
on  which  are  the  considerable  ruins  of  a  castle.  About  10  M.  to  the  S.W. 
of  Bosenau  (carr.  in  IVs  hr.)  lies  Tdrzburg,  with  an  imposing  castle,  at  the 
entrance  of  the  T&reburg  Pau^  on  the  site  of  the  fortress  of  Dietrichtiein^ 
erected  by  the  Teutonic  Knights  in  1212.  In  the  neighbourhood  are  various 
scattered  settlements  of  Roumanian  peasants  (^Ealibashi*).  —  About  2V2  hrs. 
farther  (pleasant  drive)  lies  Oher-TOrzhurg  (Roam.  La  Grueea)y  on  the 
Roumanian  frontier  (rustic  vehicle  from  Torzburg,  8  A'.).  Owing  to  the 
uncertainty  of  obtaining  a  carriage  at  Rosenau,  it  is  better  to  drive  all 
the  way  from  Eronstadt  to  TSrzburg  via  Rosenau,  fare  16-20  K.\  a  visit 
to  Ober-Torzburg  may  be  included  for  6-8  K.  more,  but  Kronstaidt  must 
then  be  quitted  about  4  a.m.  —  Thence  we  proceed  along  the  Bweenbachy 
via  (15  M.)  Alt'Tohdn,  where  the  Austrian  general  Heissler  was  defeated  in 
1690  by  Emerich  T6k61y,  to  (18  M.)  Zemest,  a  Roumanian  village  with 
3500  inhabitants. 

Mountain  Ascents.  Guides  (3  K.  per  day),  necessary  for  all  ascents 
except  perhaps  that  of  the  Schuler,  should  be  engaged  beforehand  through 
the  Eronstadt  branch  of  the  Carpathian  Club  (porter  2  AT. -2  JT.  40,  horse 
2  K.  60-3  K.  60  h.  per  day).  The  club-huts  on  the  Schuler  and  the  Bucsecs 
contain  inns  in  summer  for  which  coupons  must  be  obtained  at  the 
Sch'utzenhaus,  the  Alte  Bathaus  Wine-rooms,  the  Weisse  Habn,  or  else- 
where in  Eronstadt.  The  other  huts  oflfer  only  shelter  for  the  night  (keys 
kept  by  the  guides).  Passports,  see  p.  404.  —  The  *  Schuler  (5910  ft.  ^ 
41/2  hrs.)  is  ascended  by  a  marked  path  leading  from  the  Upper  Suburb 
(enquire  for  the  path  to  the  ^Poiana')  to  the  (2  hrs.)  Baumstumpf-Quelle 
in  the  Foicma  or  SchuleraUy  and  thence  past  the  Wolfs-Quelle  to  the  (l*/4  hr.) 
Schuler-Haus  of  the  Transylvanian  Carpathian  Club  and  the  (3/4  hr.)  sum- 
mit (admirable  view).  The  descent  is  best  made  from  the  Schuler  Haus 
via  Ruia  and  RiUertteig  to  the  SchUteenhatu  (p.  411).  —  The  Fiatra  Mare 
(HoJterutein ;  6035  ft.;  41/2  hrs.).  From  Deregtye  (p.  413)  we  proceed  by  the 
Totn&t  Valley  to  the  (72  hr.)  forester's  house,  then  gradually  ascend  in 
the  Georginen  Valley  to  the  (3  hrs.)  meadow  called  CsHrkd  mezeje^  beyond 
which  a  steeper  climb  brings  us  to  the  top  in  1  hr.  The  descent  (destitute 
of  shade  but  commanding  fine  views)  may  be  made  past  the  SvUenfels  and 
through  the  Tamina  Gorge  to  the  station  of  TSmds  (p.  424).  —  The  Cauk&s 
(6424  ft.;  7  hrs.).  From  BouzufaM  (p.  413)  we  drive  through  the  Tatrang 
Valley  to  the  customs  -  station  at  (li/ehr.)  AliseJumz^  then,  on  foot,  skirt 
the  Tetzldbach  to  the  (3  hrs.)  Teszla-aattel  (4692  ft.),  which  is  2y2  ^^'S.  below 
the  summit.  —  The  ^Bucsecs  (8280  ft. ;  B^A  or  9V4  hrs.).  From  Bosenau 
(p.  413)  we  drive  (carr.  4  K.)  up  the  valley  of  the  Groste  Weideribach  for 
IV2  hr.,  and  then  ascend  (blue  and  white  marks)  through  the  fine  woods 
of  the  Malaiett  Gorge  to  a  (2V4  hrs.)  club-hut  (5250  ft.).  Thence  we  proceed 
either  by  the  Priedrich-Deubel-Weg  to  the  (3  hrs.)  Onty  or  by  a  steep  route 
along  the  W.  side  of  the  Buksoi,  surmounting  several  successive  levels 
and  finally  traversing  a  meadow  to  the  (5V2  hrs.)  Stone  But  on  the  Om 
(i.e.  *man\  so  called  from  its  shape),  the  highest  of  the  numerous  peaks 
rising  on  the  verge  of  the  massive  Bucsecs  group,  close  to  the  Roumanian 
frontier.  The  expedition  may  advantageously  be  continued  along  the  ridge 
to  the  S.E.  via  the  Caraiman  (8185  ft.)  and  the  Petra  Arse  (7647  ft.)  to  the 
(33/4  hrs.)  Fumica  (7d06  ft.^,  and  thence  down,  by-and-bv  through  wood, 
to  the  vicinity  of  the  chateau  of  Pelesch  (2  hrs. ;  p.  424).  A  digression 
to  the  rock -convent  of  Skit  la  Jalomicza  (accommodation  for  visitors), 
romantically  situated  to  the  W.  in  the  valley  of  the  Jalomicza^  adds  lV2hr. 
to  the  journey  from^  the  Om  to  the  Furnica.  Near  the  convent  are  several 
stalactite  caves.  A  bridle-path  leads  hence  via  the  Fumica  (see  above) 
to  the  chateau  of  Pelesch  (p.  424),  in  41/2-5  hrs.  --  The  E5nigateln  (7352  ft.; 
7-8  hrs.).  From  Zemett  (p.  413)  we  proceed  up  the  Biu  Valley^  to  the  E. 
of  the  Little  KSnigstein  (5950  ft.),  for  11/2  hr.,  then  ascend  gradually  past 
Pester e  (a  little  to  the  left)  and  through  the  Socs  Gorge  to  the  (2V4  hrs.) 
club-hut.  Thence  a  steep  ascent  of  3  hrs.  brings  us  to  the  ffirtenspitzey 
commanding  a  view  of  the  imposing  W.  side  with  its  fissures.    Between  the 
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Konigstein  and  the  Little  KSnigstein  is  the  remarkable  gorge  of  Orepatura, 
Kear  it3  upper  exit  is  a  cluh-hut. 

FxoM  Ebonbtadt  to  EteDi-VA8ABHBi.Y,  48  H. ,  railway  in  SVs  hrs. 
The  line  runs  to  the  K.E.  through  the  Burzen  plain  via  (5  M.)  Hanigberff, 
Hung.  Szdst-Hermdny^  and  (IQi/sM.)  Tartlau,  Hung.  Ptdztmar,  a  Saxon  village 
(3(>00  inhab.))  with  an  interesting  fortified  church ;  and  then  through  the 
plain  of  the  ffdromszik^  passing  the  Fekete  Cgpy  to  (20Vt  M.)  Sepsi-Szent- 
&jbTgy(S6t.  de  ViUe),  on  the  right  hank  of  the  ^2',  capital  of  the  county 
of  Hirumszdk  and  one  of  the  most  important  towns  of  the  S/eklers,  with 
7100  inhah.  (chiefly  Prot.).  Line  to  Fdkmka.  see  below.  —  The  railway 
BOW  turns  to  the  E.  34  M.  Bardtos  (Bail.  Kestaurant).  —  38  M.  Kovdtzna 
(1840  ft.  \  Jiigerhorn)  has  mineral  springs  and  baths  (Pokdlsir,  impregnated 
with  carbonic  acidj  G5zlo,  vapour-bath)-,  the  hill  of  Pilit  (4390  ft.),  6  M. 
to  the  £.,  commuidis  a  beautiful  view  over  the  Haromsz^k  district.  —  The 
line  now  oends  abruptly  to  the  N.  48  M.  Kixdi-  VdadrMy  (Hotel  Millenium), 
a  royal  free  town,  with  56(X)  Szekler  inhab.,  situated  above  the  influx  of  the 
Kdszon  into  the  Fekete  Cgv^   &nd  carrying  on  a  brisk  trade  with  3'oldavia. 

Fbom  Sbpsi-Szent-GyObot  (see  above)  to  Bobsz^k,  about  96  M.  Bail- 
way  in  3^4  hrs.  to  Csik  Szereda;  thence  by  road  (see  below  ^  carr.  from 
Kronstadt  to  Borsz^k  in  21/2  days,  40  JT.).  —  13  M.  Mdlndt-Filrdif,  with  mineral 
springs;  18  M.  Bllktzdd-Balvdnifos^  with  glass-works,  whence  a  route  leads 
to  the  K.E.  through  beech-woods  in  IV2  hr.  to  the  St.  Anna  Lake  (see  below). 
From  the  station  an  omnibus  plies  in  1  hr.  to  Fidelithad^  with  chalybeate 
and  other  baths  and  a  cavern  filled  to  a  height  of  3-5  ft.  above  the  floor 
with  carbonic  acid  gas  and  hydrosulphuric  acid  gas  (used  as  a  bath).  — 
22  M.  Tu8n&d-F1ird&  {Drei  HnsarenX  situated  amidst  beautiful  fir-woods,  a 
favourite  watering-place,  with  mineral  baths  and  springs,  particularly 
patronized  by  Jews.  -A  pleasant  excursion  may  be  made  to  the  E.  over 
the  wooded  ridge  of  the  Giomdl  to  the  (2  hrs.)  beautiful  St  Anna  Lake 
(3120  ft.).  About  2  hrs.  to  the  N.E.  of  the  lake  rises  the  Budoi  (3610  ft.; 
view).  —  The  railway  beyond  Tusndd  continues  to  follow  the  valley  of 
the  Alt.  39  M.  Osik-Sa^reda  (Raa.  Bettawant;  Hutter's  Inn;  2900  inhab.), 
capital  of  the  county  of  Csik,  lying  at  the  base  of  the  Hargita  Mis.  The 
neighbouring  Franciscan  monastery  of  (kik  SonUyd  is  visited  by  Boman 
Catholic  Szekler  pilgrims.  To  Szikely  Udvdrhely^  see  p^  410.  (The  railway 
goes  on  to  Palanka  in  Boumania,  35  M.  farther.)  —  From  Csik  Szereda 
we  proceed  by  road  (carr.  to  Borszek  and  back  in  3  days,  SO  A'.).  The  road 
passes  the  villages  of  Cticsd.,  CHk-Rdko$,  Madara*,  and  Szent-Tamas.  18  M. 
Csik  Szent  Domokoz^  6  M.  to  the  N.  of  which,  near  the  source  of  the  Alt.  is 
the  copper-mine  of  Bdlanbdnya.  The  road  now  quits  the  valley  of  the  Alt, 
crosses  the  H.  spur  of  the  Hargita  Mts.,  the  watershed  between  the  Alt  and 
the  Haros,  and  leads  over  the  high-lying  Plain  of  Oyergyd^  via  Vasldb 
and  Tekerdpatak^  to  (36  M.)  Gyergyd  -  Szent  -  MikUa  (*Latiremfz  Inn)^  a 
town  of  7000  inhab.,  mostly  Armenians.  Farther  on  is  Szdrhegy^  with  a 
Franciscan  monastery  and  a  chateau  of  Count  Lazar ;  the  latter,  in  which 
Prince  Bethlen  Gabor  spent  his  youth,  was  destroyed  during  the  Eurutz 
war,  or  Bakoczy  rebellion,  in  1705.  Beyond  Sz^rhegy  the  road  leads  by 
Biiro^  the  hill  of  THalmas^  and  the  Kdxrizz  (4124  ft.),  to  (57  M.)  Bortzik 
(p.  409). 

81.  From  Arad  to  Hermaimstadt. 

Bailwat  in  41/2-7  hrs.  From  Arad  to  Hermannstadt  vi&  Tdvis^  203  M. 
in  9-12  hrs.;  via  Alvincz,  177  M.,  in  8-14  hrs.  (fares  in  each  case  the 
maximum  zone-tariff,  see  p.  319). 

Arad  J  see  p.  376.  The  Temesvar  line  (see  p.  375)  diverges  to 
the  right.  The  Transylvanian  railway  follows  the  valley  of  the 
Maros^  the  banks  of  which  produce  excellent  wine  (Menescher,  Mag- 
yar£der,  etc.).    On  the  left  rise  the  vine-clad  Arad  HillSj  with  the 
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rained  castle  and  village  of  Vildgos  (p.  376).  — 22  M.  M&ria-Badna 
(8chwar%er  Adler  or  Fektte  Saa),  with  a  pilgrimage-church  with  two 
towers,  containing  a  wonder-working  image  of  the  Virgin.  On  the 
opposite  bank  of  the  Maros  lies  Lippa  (pop.  7000).  Branch-line 
from  Marla-Radna  to  (43  M.)  Temesyar,  see  p.  386.  —  On  the  left 
stands  the  ruin  of  Solymos. 

The  train  follows  the  right  bank  of  the  Maros.  3172  M.  Konop, 
with  a  chateau  of  Count  Konopy ;  62  M.  Soborsin,  with  a  chateau 
and  park  of  Count  Nadasdy.  At  (64  M.)  Zdm  we  cross  the  frontier 
of  Transylvania.  741/2  M.  Ouraszddaj  with  an  old  church  j  to  the 
right,  in  the  distance,  Dohia^  with  its  ruined  castle.  771/2  M. 
Maros'lllye,  birthplace  of  Bethlen  Gibor,  prince  of  Transylvania 
(1580-1629).  Branch-line  to  (60  M.)  Lugoa  (p.  387).  —  Near 
(84  M.)  Brcmyicska  we  cross  the  Maros.  On  the  right  is  Vecel  or 
VSczel^  with  the  ruins  of  the  Roman  castrum  of  Mida. 

92  M.  D6va  (H6t,  Fehirkereszt  or  Weisses  Kreuz-,  pop.  7100)  is 
the  capital  of  the  county  of  Hunyad.  The  Castle  HiU  (610  ft.  •, 
3/4  hr.),  a  trachyte  rock  crowned  by  a  ruined  castle,  affords  a  fine 
view  of  the  valleys  of  the  Cstma^  the  Strell^  and  the  MaroSy  and 
of  the  Hdtszeg  MU.  (p.  417).  The  Gold  Minea  of  Nagydg  are 
reached  from  De'va  by  carriage  In  31/2  lirs.  (8-10  K.).  The  gold 
is  found  in  the  greenstone  and  trachyte  rock,  in  conjunction  with 
tellurium. 

The  train  crosses  the  Csema  (view  of  the  Transylvanian  Erz- 
gebirge  to  the  left).  —  98  M.  Fiski  (^Rail,  Restaurant f  H6t.  Kdzpont 
or  Central,  at  the  station),  with  large  railway-workshops,  at  the  con- 
fluence of  the  Strell  with  the  Maros.  The  bridge  over  the  Strell 
here  was  defended  against  the  Austrians  in  1849  by  General  Bem 

(commemorative  obelisk  near  the  station). 

From  Piski  to  Vajda-Hdktad,  10  M.,  railway  in  1  br.  —  Vajda- 
Hanyad,  Bourn.  Hunedidra  (Oriiner  Baum),  haa  4400  inhabitants.  At  the 
confluence  of  the  Csema  and  the  ZaUud^  at  the  W.  end  of  the  town,  is 
the  *Gastle  of  Hunyady  Janos  (1387-1456),  the  celebrated  conqueror  of  the 
Turks.  The  Gothic  building  to  the  right  of  the  entrance  was  built  by 
Hunyady  himself,  the  rest  by  Matthew  Gorvinus  (1486)  and  Bethlen  Odbor 
(1619-24).  The  castle  was  injured  by  a  fire  in  1864,  but  was  restored  in 
1870.    Kear  the  castle  are  large  iron  works  belonging  to  goverament. 

From  Pibki  to  PxTRosftNY  and  Lnpfimr,  61^/2  U.,  railway  in  tfi/4  hrs. 
The  line  traverses  the  valley  of  the  Strell.  9  M.  Kaldn^Zeyk/alva,  At  the 
village  of  JTalan,  2  M.  to  the  N.,  are  thermal  haths  (inn);  Zeykfcdva^  to  the 
8.,  has  an  ancient  church,  said  to  date  from  the  Boman  period.  —  18VsM. 
Vdralja-BdUgeg  (930  ft.).  About  3Vs  M.  to  the  W.  (diligence  thrice  daily 
in  s/4  hr.)  is  the  little  town  of  Hdtsteg  (1035  ft.$  Lamm,  in  the  market- 
place). Fine  view  of  the  valley  of  the  Hdtszeg  and  of  the  Hatsseg  Mts. 
(finest  from  the  Oraglia  HiU^  Vs  hr.  from  the  station  and  li/t  hr.  from 
the  town,  with  the  ruina  of  a  B^man  watch-tower).  —  On  the  road  to 
Kardnsebes  (p.  887),  12  M.  to  the  W.  of  the  town,  is  Vdrhelf,  the  Daciaa 
Sarmizegeltua^  with  the  remains  of  a  Boman  amphitheatre  and  other  tracea 
of  the  Boman  dominion  (which  are  also  abundant  elsewhere  in  the  Hdtszeg 
valley).  About  3  hrs.*  drive  to  the  S.W.  of  Hdtszeg  (carr.  there  and  back 
8-10  K.)  and  about  41/2  M.  to  the  £.  of  Varhely.  lies  Mdkmviz^  with  the 
ruined  castle  of  Kolczvdr  (whence  the  Retj'ezaty  ol90  ft.,  may  be  ascended 
in  9  hrs.). 
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Beyond  C27Vs  M.)  iV  (1380  ft.)  the  line  ^uita  the  vaUey  of  the  Strell 
and  ascends  in  long  windings.  S6VsM.  Krivadia  (1814  ft.)i  with  a  Roman 
watch-tower.  At  ^Vs  ^0  MtrUor  we  cross  the  Bdnicza  by  a  lofty  hridge. 
Traversing  seven  tunnels,  we  pass  the  Dealu  Bdbi  hill  C2460  ft.)  to  (42i/s  M.) 
Bdnicea.  49  M.  Bolp-barlang-kiterd,  with  the  interesting  grotto  of  CtetcUe 
BcU  (the  signalman  acts  as  guide ;  60  A.). 

60  M.  Fetroseny  (2000  ft.^  Hdt.  Wagner;  Ridwdl;  Berger't  BierhalU\ 
with  7800  inhab.,  situated  in  a  fine  mountain- valley  of  the  Hvngarkm  Sehiel. 
On  each  side  of  the  line  lie  large  coal-beds  (860  sq.  H.  in  area  and  3-114  ft. 
in  thickness),  connected  with  each  other  by  a  mineral  railway. 

The  line  runs  hence  to  the  S.  to  (58V2  H.)  lAvcuiny^  whence  a  pleasant 
excursion  (diligence  5  JT.  40  A.)  may  be  made  to  the  *Szurduk  PcuSj  and 
along  the  bank  of  the  Sehiel  to  Tirgu  Jiu  (p.  888)  in  Boumania,  and  tnence 
to  Orsova  (p.  388)  by  railway.  —  6IV2  M.  Lupiny^  with  coal-pits  worked 
by  a  French  company. 

For  guides,  etc.,  for  mountain-tours  in  the  neighbourhood  ofPetrosdny 
we  apply  to  the  Schieltal  branch  of  the  Carpathian  Club  there  (guide  4  JT., 
horse  2  K.  per  day^  provisions  necessary,  passport,  see  p.  404).  To  the 
S.E.  rise  the  picturesque  Faring  Kta.  A  route  leads  via  ZriecZy  partly 
through  beech-woods,  to  the  top  of  the  SzUma  (4879  ft.)  and  to  the  (S^/s  hrs.) 
club-hut  below  the  Paring  (6810  ft.),  and  thence  vi&  the  (31/2  hrs.)  C&rjia 
(7897  ft.)  to  the  (2V2  hrs.)  Mundra  (^69  ft.),  the  highest  summit,  command- 
ing a  wide  view.  A  path  diverging  to  the  N.E.  at  the  G&rjia  descends  via 
the  Verfu-Capre  (6829  ft.)  to  the  (41/2  hrs.)  Foiana  Mueri  (see  below). 

Fbom  PsTsosfiMY  TO  Hssmannbtadt,  an  interesting  mountain-tour  of 
3  days  (accommodation  in  the  foresters'  cottages).  We  ascend  the  valley 
of  the  Schiel  to  the  K.E.  to  (11/2  hr.)  Lonyai,  and  thence  follow  tiie  road 
to  the  left  through  the  gorge  01  the  Biu  Taia  to  the  (4  hrs.)  fores ter''s  house 
of  AwcM  (3935  ft.),  beyond  which  are  the  (4  hrs.)  club-hut  on  the  Surian 
Lake  below  the  Surian  (6565  ft.)  and  the  (2  hrs.)  forester's  house  o{  Brigona. 
A  picturesque  path  now  skirts  the  Riu  Brigona  and  afterwards  the  Riu  Sebee 
or  MUMbach  via  the  (3y8  hrs.)  forester's  house  of  Teu  (2425  ft.)  to  the  (3V2hr8.) 
colony  of  Bistra  (4^  ft.),  1  M.  from  which  is  another  forester's  house. 
Our  route  next  runs  via  the  (3V2  hrs.)  customs-station  of  La  Due  (4740  ft. ^ 
inn)  and  down  the  valley  of  the  Zibin  to  (6  hrs.)  Ouraro  and  Orldt  (p.  419), 
or  along  the  ridge  to  the  N.E.  vi&  the  gamekeeper's  house  Poenitia  direct 
to  Orlat,  whence  we  take  the  train  to  Hermannstadt.  —  An  alternative  route 
from  Lonyai  (see  above)  continues  to  ascend  the  Schiel  valley,  becoming 
steep  after  2  hrs.  and  traversing  beech-wood  for  a  long  distance,  to  the 
(3V4  hrs.)  club-hut  below  the  Poiana  Mueri  (5790  ft.  •,  see  above).  Whence  it 
proceeds  up  and  down  hill  to  (3V2  hrs.)  Timpa^  a  Roumanian  frontier-post 
(accommodation  here  or  in  a  ^Stina',  IV4  M.  distant),  and  then  down  to 
(I'/i  hr.)  Fiatra  Alba  (5060  ft. ;  /tm),  a  Hungarian  frontier-post.  Crossing 
the  valley  of  the  MUhlbach  (on  the  other  side  of  which  begin  the  Zibin  Mts.) 
we  proceed  by  the  Frutnota^  with  the  (874  hrs.)  Cindrel  (7375  ft.),  on  the  N. 
slope  of  which  the  Zibin  issues  from  the  Zibin  Lake.  Then,  passing  the 
Beeineu  and  the  Batrina  (6036  ft.),  we  turn  to  the  left  at  a  (872  hrs.)  game- 
keeper's cottage,  and  descend  through  wood  to  the  (1  hr.)  Kurhaus  Hohe  Binne. 
Thence  to  Hermanmtadty  see  p.  421. 

108  M.  BrooB,  Hung.  Szdazvdroa  (735  ft. ;  Hot.  Transsylvania; 
H6t,  Central;  Ungar.  Krone;  pop.  6300,  25  per  cent  German),  lies 
on  the  Saxon  *K6nig8boden*,  in  the  'Land  nnter  dem  Walde'.  The 
two  Prot.  churches  are  surrounded  by  a  wall.  Walk  to  the  (V2  ^'0 
top  of  the  Holumh  (1116  ft.;  extensive  view). 

In  the  Oydgy  VaUey,  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Maros,  lie  the  small 
thermal  baths  of  Algydgy^  10  M.  to  the  17. 

Pleasant  drive  (carr.  10-12  K.)  into  the  mountains,  passing  Beriny^  AU6- 
Vdrotviee^  FehU-  Vdroevize,  Ludeedy  and  Koztesd  to  (3V2  hrs.)  Oredistye  (1740  ft. ; 
quarters  at  the  forester's).  Thence  we  may  ride  to  the  (3  hrs.)  venerable 
ruina  of  a  Roman  castle,  lying  amidst  beech-woods  on  the  mountain-ridge 
of  Muaael. 
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116  M.  Alkenyer  (Sihdt)  lies  in  the  fertile  plain  called  the  Brod- 
feld  (KenySrme»d)j  where  Stephan  Bithory  defeated  the  Turks  under 
Ali  Beg  in  1479  (monument  at  the  station).  —  125  V2  M.  Alvincs, 
Ger.  Winzendorf,  with  the  ruins  of  a  castle  in  which  Cardinal 
Martinuzzi  was  assassinated  in  1551.  On  the  opposite  hank  of  the 
Maros  lies  Borbereky  noted  for  its  wine.  Hence  to  Hermannstadt 
direct,  see  p.  419.  — The  train  crosses  the  Maros  near  Maros  Porto. 

131  M.  KarlBburg,  Hung.  Oyula-FehSrvdr  (720  ft.;  Hungaria; 
Europa;  Hdtel  Eliaabeth;  Rail.  Restaurant;  pop.  9700,  one-sixth 
Jews),  the  Roman  Apulum,  was  once  the  residence  of  the  princes 
of  Transylvania.  Near  the  station  Is  a  museum  containing  Roman 
relics  found  in  the  yicinity.  The  Citadel^  built  in  1716-35  by  Emp. 
Charles  VI.,  includes  the  ^Cathedral  of  8t.  Mickaelj  originally  in  the 
round-arch  style,  but  enlarged  and  altered  in  the  Gothic  style  by 
Hunyady  Janos  in  1443-44.  It  contains  the  sarcophagi  of  Hunyady 
Janos  (d.  1456),  his  son  Ladislaus  (beheaded  at  Ofen  in  1457), 
Queen  Isabella  (d.  1556),  and  her  son  John  Sigismund  (d.  1571j. 
Adjoining  the  cathedral  is  the  Episcopal  Palace.  In  the  N.  part  of 
the  fortress  is  the  Academy,  now  a  barrack,  built  by  Bethlen  G&bor 
as  a  Protestant  grammar-school,  where  the  poet  Martin  Opitz  taught 
philosophy  in  1629-30 ;  the  Church  of  the  Jesuits^  the  resting-place 
of  Christof  B&thory  (d.  1581),  now  a  military  magazine ;  and,  lastly, 
the  Batthyarteum^  founded  by  Bishop  Count  Batthyany  in  1794, 
with  geological  and  other  collections.  Fine  survey  of  the  environs 
from  the  bastion  indicated  by  a  flag.  —  Excellent  wine  (Rozsam&L) 
is  produced  in  the  environs. 

Fsou  Kaslsbusg  to  Abbudbania,  in  the  Transylyanian  Erzgebirge. 
Narrow  gauge  railway  to  Zalathna,  23V2  M.  in  3  hrs.;  thence  by  road. 
The  railway  ascends  the  Ompoly  Valley^  passing  (10  M.)  Tdtfalud  (with  the 
ruined  castle  of  Bzent  Mihalykd^  on  a  rock,  erected  by  Bela  IV.  in  1268), 
and  (19  91.)  Oalaez  (excursion  in  the  romantic  Fenet  VaUey  to  Peatra  Cetpri^ 
iV*  M.).  —  231/2  M.  Zalathna  (Motcovitt  Inn),  Ger.  Klein-Schlattmy  the 
Auraria  Minor  of  the  Romans,  the  seat  of  the  mining  authorities  for 
Transylvania,  with  39(X)  inhab.  and  gold-mines.  —  We  now  proceed  by 
road  (carr.  to  Abnidbanya  14,  there  and  back  22  K.).  The  road  crosses 
the  hill  of  F^tricsa  (3020  ft.)  and  passes  (121/2  M.)  Buawn  in  the  Vale 
Cserbiaui.  About  6  M.  to  the  KT.E.  is  the  JDetunata  Ooala,  a  basaltic  rock 
360  ft.  high ;  several  of  its  columns,  which  rise  in  clusters ,  have  been  over- 
thrown by  lightning,  whence  the  epithet  ^detunata\  —  16V«  M.  Abrudb&nya 
(•Detunata  Inn)t  Ger.  Cfross-Schlaiten  (1965  ft. ;  pop.  4000),  the  Roman  Auraria 
Major.  The  Vulkan  Mtt.  (4147  ft.),  9  M.  to  the  S.W.,  command  fine  views. 
To  the  N.E.  is  (7  M.)  Verespaiak,  the  Albumua  Major  of  the  Romans,  with 
the  most  productive  gold-mine  in  Europe.  On  Uie  hill  of  Kimik  are  the 
Gsetata  Mare  and  Csetate  Mike,  ancient  workings  in  the  form  of  craters. 
Topdnfalva  (p.  408)  lies  8  M,  to  the  N. 

Beyond  Karlsburg  the  line  traverses  a  small  plain,  the  scene  of 
the  battle  of  Maros-Szent^ImrCj  where  Hunyady  Janos  routed  the 
Turks  under  Mezet  Beg  in  1442.  On  the  left  rise  the  spurs  of  the 
Transylvanian  Erzgebirge ;  the  tower-shaped  peak  is  named  Kecs- 
keko  (Wallachian  Peatra  Capri,  *goat's  rock*;  4000  ft). 

143  M.  Tovis,  and  thence  to  (203  M.)  HermannstadtySeep.AO^. 
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F&ox  Altinoz  to  Hbbxannstadt  ,  51  ^2  M. ,  railway  in  5  hrs. 

—  Alvinez,  see  p.  418.  —  &V2M.  Muhlbacli,  Hung.  Sxdsx-Sehes 
(815  ft.;  Ooldner  Lowe;  Schunn),  with  7800  Saxon  and  Roumanian 
inhab.,  has  a  Protestant  church  of  the  15th  cent,  on  Roman  founda- 
tions, one  of  the  most  interesting  architectural  monuments  in  Tran- 
sylvania. There  are  also  a  few  remains  of  the  mediaval  fortifications. 
An  agreeable  wine  is  produced  in  the  neighbourhood.  About  1  hr. 
to  the  N.  of  the  town  is  the  Rote  Berg. 

Mfthlbaclk  is  a  good  starting-point  for  excursions  in  the  MUhXbach  Mti.^ 
where  accommodation  is  found  in  the  foresters^  cott^es.  —  To  the  S.  is 
(2V*  '*•)  ^«<«'*(tor/,  with  a  large  paper-mill;  6V2  M.  farther  is  Stdtzetor^ 
with  a  ruined  meaiseval  castle. 

The  railway  gradually  ascends.    25  M.  Oro88pold  (Hung.  Nagy^ 

Apold)y  a  Roman  settlement ,  now  noted  for  its  wine.    We  rapidly 

ascend  (best  views  on  the  left)  through  a  tunnel  and  over  iron 

viaducts  to  (29  M.)  Odlit.    Above  lies  Tetscheln  (Ecsello),  below 

which  is  the  watershed  (1900  ft.)  between  the  Maros  and  the  Alt. 

—  33  M.  Szelistye,  1  M.  from  the  Roumanian  village  of  that  name. 
We  descend  viH  (351/2  M.)  Szecsel  to  (371/2 M.)  Kakova,  in  the  valley 
of  the  Cema  Voda  or  Schwarxbach.  —  39  M.  Orldt  (p.  417).  On  the 
right  (E.)  rises  the  chain  of  the  S.  Carpathians ,  on  which  snow  is 
frequently  seen  even  at  the  height  of  summer.  —  42  M.  Orossau 
(Hung.  Keresztinysziget),  with  a  fortified  church.  Drive  hence  to 
the  (5  hrs.)  top  of  the  Hohe  Rinne,  see  p.  421. — 49  M.  Neppendorf 
(Hung.  Kis-Torony).  —  51^/2  M.  Hermannstadt  (see  below). 

82.  Hermannstadt  and  Environs. 

Hotels.  *B6mischbb  Kaiseb  (PI.  c ;  B,  4) ,  with  dependance  H6tel  Neu- 
rihrer  (PI.  aj  C,  4),  R.  272-6  K.-,  Meltzbk  (PI.  b;  B,  -I0>  R-  from  2  JT.  — 
Bestaurants  at  the  Romische  Kaiser  and  Hdlel  Meltzer ;  also  at  the  Stadlparh ; 
BierJudhy  Hermanns-Platz  ^  Kirtcher^  Qaergasse  6;  Pankxewict^  Wintergasse  1. 
Wine  at  Froniusy  Grosser  Ring  8;  MGncKhof-KiUer  ^  Honchhof  5;  SchulZy 
Qaergasse  80.  —  Oafes.  Habermanny  Hermanns-Platz ;  Mdferdty  Bressler, 
Heltauergasse. 

Cab  from  the  station  to  the  town  60  A.  or  1 JT.  60  A. ;  hotel-carriage  60  A.  — 
Baths.  Hitbermann's  (PI.  B,  5),  with  swimming-bath;  Hydropathies  on  the 
Promenade ;  Military  Swimming  Bath ,  30  h. 

Post  A  Teleffraph  Office  (PI.  12),  Fleischergasse  16.  —  SWangeri  Enquiry 
Offt<»,  Grosser  Ring  14  (PI.  C,  4). 

Hermannstadt {iiiiti,\  Hung.  Nagy-Szeben^^OTim,  Stbiiu,  the 
former  capital  of  Transylvania,  and  one  of  the  earliest  Saxon  colo- 
nies, lies  on  a  hill  on  the  river  Zibin,  It  is  now  the  capital  of  the 
county  of  the  same  name  and  seat  of  the  Prot.  Saxon  bishop  and 
of  a  (ireek  Oriental  archbishop.  Of  its  26,100  inhab.  two-thirds 
are  Saxons.    Garrison,  3500. 

The  central  point  of  traffic  is  the  Orosse  Ring  (PI.  0, 4),  in  which 
is  the  House  of  the  8axon  Nation  (PL  18).  The  Grosse  Ring  is  con- 
nected with  the  Kleine  Ring  by  a  tower  built  in  1588.  To  the  W. 
is  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  (PI.  8). 

The  Protestant  Church  (PL  4;  sacristan,  Huet-Platz  6),   dating 
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from  the  14-16tlL  cent.,  contains  a  beautiful  cup-shaped  font,  cast 
by  Meister  Leonhardus  in  1438.  On  the  N.  wall  of  the  choir  is  a 
large  mural  painting  of  the  ^Crucifixion,  with  numerous  figures, 
by  Johann  of  Rosenau  (1445),  one  of  the  best  specimens  of 
Transylvanian  art.  The  ^New  Church\  an  addition  of  the  16th  cent., 
contains  many  interesting  tombstones  of  old  Saxon  counts,  burgo- 
masters, etc.  The  tower ,  240  ft.  high ,  with  turrets  at  the  angles, 
commands  a  fine  view  (key  at  the  town-hall).  —  In  front  of  the 
church,  to  the  S.,  is  a  bronze-statue  of  O,  D.  Teutsch  (d.  1893),  a 
Protestant  bishop,  by  Donndorf  (1899). 

The  Church  of  the  Ursuline  Nuns  (PI.  6),  the  Chapel  by  the  EUsa- 
beth-Tor ,  with  a  huge  crucifix  carved  from  a  single  block  of  stone 
by  Landregen  of  Ratisbon  (1417),  the  Prot.  Hospital  Churchy  and 
the  Greek  and  Reformed  churches  are  without  artistic  merit. 

The  Bathaus  (PI.  9),  originally  the  fortified  dwelling  of  a  pa- 
trician, purchased  by  the  town  in  1545,  presents  interesting  archi- 
tectural details.  It  contains  the  Archives  of  the  ^Saxon  Nation',  and 
a  well-arranged  armoury  (adm.  Mon.,  Wed.,  and  Sat.  11-12).  The 
staircase  passes  a  very  fine  door  of  the  beginning  of  the  16th  century. 

The  Beukbnthal  Palace  (PI.  1) ,  built  by  Baron  Brukenthal, 
governor  of  Transylvania  in  1777-87,  is  now  the  property  of  the 
Protestant  gymnasium  of  Hermannstadt. 

On  the  second  floor  is  an  interesting  Pigtuse  Gallebt,  with  about 
1260  pictures,  including  good  examples  of  the  Dutch  School  (open  free, 
11-1  on  Thurs.  in  summery  at  other  times  on  application  to  the  attendant, 
to  the  right  in  the  courtyard ;  fee  80  h.  \  catalogue  1  JT.).  —  Rooms  II- VI :

The  Brukenthal  Palace  also  contains  a  Library  of  more  than  100,000 
volumes  and  600  incunabula  (Codex  Altenberger  of  1481,  and  a  prayer-book 
with  beautiful  miniatures  of  the  second  half  of  the  15th  cent.),  p.  Cabinet  of 
Mineral*  (gold-ore  and  tellurium),  and  an  Archaeological  Collection  (Transyl- 
vanian coins  and  metal- work ;  cups,  dboria,  vestments,  etc.).  >

The  Museum  (PI.  11 ;  C,  4)  contains  the  Collection  of  the  Natural 
History  Society  (open  free  Thnrs.  &  Sun.  10-1 ;  at  other  times  60  h,')^ 
illustrating  the  entire  fauna  and  flora  of  Transylyania,  a  well  arranged 
geological  cabinet,  and  the  collections  of  the  Tranaylvanian  Car- 
pathian Society,  with  interesting  ethnographical  objects  from  Tran- 
sylvania (open  Sun.  &  Thurs.  10.30-12.30,  20h. ;  on  other  days  8-5, 
fee  1  K.").  —  The  once  strong  fortifications  are  now  represented  by 
portions  of  the  wall  and  a  few  towers  near  the  Theatre  (PI.  101. 

ExGUBSioNs.  Through  the  beautiful  Erkn-JPark  (beyond  PI.  A,  6),  be- 
ginning near  the  military  swimming-school,  to  the  (V4  hr.)  inn  in  the 
Junge  Wald,  a  pleasure-resort  with  fine  oaks.  —  From  the  Elisabeth  suburb 
(PI.  D,  2,  3)  N.E.  to  (V2  hr.)  Hammersdor/  (inn)  and  the  (1/4  hr.)  Grigori- 
Warte,  on  tiie  S.  slope  of  the  Origoriberff  (1972  ft.),  commanding  the  best 
view  of  the  town  and  the  mountains. 

To  THE  HoHK  BiNNB  KusHADS ,  20  M. ,  by  carriage  in  5-6  hrs.  (20  JT.; 
also  omnibus  thrice  weekly,  4  JT.,  there  and  back  7  K.\  tickets  at  the 
Enquiry  Office,  p.  419).  We  drive  (carr.  to  Besinar  about  4  JT.^  diligence. 
60  h.)  in  1  hr.  tiirough  the  extensive  Junge  Wald  (see  above)  to  $M.) 
Retinar  (1748  ft.;  inn^  to  Michelsberg,  see  below),  a  Roumanian  village 
with  54()0  inhab^  at  the  foot  of  the  mountains.  The  Greek-Oriental  prelate 
Schaguna  (d.  1873) ,  a  benefactor  of  the  Roumanians,  is  buried  near  the 
upper  church.  From  Resinar  we  may  drive  by  the  road  which  joins  the 
road  from  Grossau  at  Curmatura,  or  we  may  proceed  on  foot  up  the 
smiling  valley  of  the  Riu  Stezi  to  the  (2V2  hrs.)  saw-mills  of  Resinar 
(27(X)  ft.).  About  V2  hr.  farther  up  is  the  lower  Hermannstadt  gamekeeper'^s 
house  (3065  ft.).  We  may  thence  take  the  footpath  (red  marks)  joining  the 
road  at  (IV2  hr.)  Gradina  (4345  ft.)  and  follow  the  latter  to  the  left  to 
the  (36  min.)  *Hohe  Binne  KurhauB  (4603  ft. ;  per  week^  R.  6-22  K.,  pens. 
24  jr.),  in  a  sheltered  situation,  with  a  fine  view.  The  Kurhaus  belongs  to 
tiie  Hermannstadt  branch  of  the  Carpathian  Club.  —  Thence  to  F^ratiny 
over  the  Ztbin  MU.,  see  p.  417. 

The  local  club  willingly  affords  all  information  as  to  mountain-tours 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  Hermannstadt.  There  are  club-huts  with  beds 
and  provisions  on  the  lYefha  (p.  422),  the  ITegoi  (p.  422),  and  in  the  BtUlea 
Valky  (p.  ^23),  for  which  coupons  must  be  purchased  at  Hermannstadt 
(in  the  Hdtel  Romischer  Kaiser,  etc.)  or  other  starting-place.  It  is 
advisable  to  provide  food  and  to  order  guides,  horses,  and  carriages  (12-16  K, 
per  day)  in  advance. 


83.  From  Hermannstadt  to  Fogaras. 

53  M.  Railwat  in  4  hrs.  (fares  5,  4,  or  2V2  JT.).  This  is  the  continu- 
ation of  the  line  from[Kis-Eapus  (p.  409). 

Hermannstadt  J  [see  p.  419.  —  The  railway  follows  the  valley  of 
the  Zibin  to  (3  M.)  SchelUnherg  (Hung.  SeUeniberlc),  where  a  hill  to 
the  right  commemorates  the  defeat  of  Andreas  Bathory  by  the  Wal- 
lachian  Voivode  Michael  in  1599. 

A  Branch  Railway  runs  hence  to  (5  M .)  Heltau,  Hung.  Ufagy-Diitndd. 
Roum.  Cisnadia  (1630  ft.;  Schuster,  near  the  station*,  Central;  Zum  Si^en- 
h&rgitchen  Carpathen-Yerein),  a  large  Saxon  village,  prettily  situated  on  the 
Kaltbach.  The  parsonage  contains  a  cross  and  monstrance,  masterpieces 
of  the  goldsmith's  art  among  the  Saxons  in  the  16th  century.  —  From  Zoodt, 
3  M.  to  the  S.  of  Heltau,  the  attractive  ascent  of  the  FTefba  (5725  ft. ; 
porter  and  horse  each  2  K.  per  day;  see  p.  421)  is  made  in  4  hrs.  — 
Michelsberg,  Hung.  Kis  Dismdd,  Roum.  ^isnadiora  (1916  ft. ;  inn),  */a  M. 
to  the  W.  of  Heltau,  is  the  only  Saxon  mountain-village'.  Close  to  it  rises 
a  wooded  hill  with  a  disused  Romanesque  church  enclosed  by  a  wall.

The  wooded  *Ooteenberg  (4280  ft.)  is  ascended  hence  via  the  MaUKifen 
(view-tower)  in  3  hrs.,  or  via  the  Ro»engarien  in  4  hrs.  (from  Heltau  in 
2V2  hrs.)-  A  footpath  leads  from  Michelsberg  to  (3  M.)  BeHnar  (p.  421), 
and  a  carriage-road  to  the  (4V2  M.)  inn  in  the  Junge  Wald  (p.  421). 

11  M.  Talmeschy  Hung.  iVagry-Tafondcs  (1330  ft.),  at  the  junction 

of  the  Zoodt  with  the  Zlbin.    On  a  hill  2^/4  M.  to  the  S.E.  is  the 

ruin  of  Landshron,  built  in  1370,  demolished  in  1453  (fine  view). 

Zoodt  (p.  421)  lies  3  M.  to  the  W. 

About  2V8  ^.  to  the  S.  of  Talmesch,  at  the  N.  end  of  the  Botentvrm 
Pass  (1196  ft.),  lies  the  village  of  Boicza  (the  railway-station  mentioned 
below  lies  opposite,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Alt),  with  the  massive  square 
*Bed  Tower',  which  has  given  its  name  to  the  pass.  An  attractive  expedition 
through  the  pass  by  an  old  road  made  by  Emp.  Charles  YI.  on  the  right 
bank  of  the  Alt  (the  railway  runs  on  the  left  bank),  leads  hence  past  the 
scanty  remains  of  the  LatUerburff  (fine  view)  to  the  (9  M.)  mountain  stream 
of  Riu  Vadului,  the  boundary  between  Hungary  and  Roumania.  On  the 
Roumanian  side  (passport  necessary)  is  a  caf^. 

We  cross  the  Zihin.  —  14  M.  Altbriiclce  (Hung.  Oldhid). 

A  branch-railway  runs  hence  to  the  J9.,  via  (18  M .)  Boicza  (see  above) 
and  (24  M.)  Rotenturm  (Hung.  Verestorony)  ^  the  last  station  on  the  way  to 
Roumania,  to  (180  M.)  PkUra^  on  the  Yerciorova  and  Bucharest  line  (p.  388). 

I6V2  M.  Oher-Sehts  (1246  ft.j  Hung.  FelBoSebes),  2  M.  to  the 
N.W.  of  the  village  of  that  name. 

The  Burul  (7482  ft.)  may  be  ascended  from  the  village  via  (4Vc  hrs.) 
FrutUea  Moasi  in  7  hrs.  (fine  view).  The  descent  may  be  made  to  the  E. 
vi^  the  (2  hrs.)  Frecker-See  (6596  ft.),  which  is  surrounded  by  cliifs,  thence 
to  the  1^.  along  the  left  bank  of  ihe  Riu  Mare  to  the  (l>/4  hr.)  Freck  Chalet 
iSUna  inire  Tri  Izvore;  4628  ft.),  and  then  via  the  Bircaciu  to  the  (2y4  hrs.) 
customs-station  in  the  Poiana  Niamtiidvi  (2316  ft.)  \  from  there  it  is  8  If. 
(8  hrs.)  to  Freck  (see  below).  —  From  Poiana  Niamtiului  we  ascend 
rapidly  to  the  {pU  hr.)  Marienhnmnen  (4910  ft.)  and  then  follow  the  ridge 
to  the  S.  to  (11/4  M:.)  Hirterkfelt  (5477  ft.).  After  a  short  descent,  we  again 
ascend  to  (2  hrs.)  the  Negoi  Club  But  (0084  ft.  \  see  below). 

201/2  M.  Freck,  Hung.  Feltk  (1280  ft.;  inn;  guide,  Joh.  Roth, 
2  K,  40  h.  per  day ;  horse,  1  K.\  a  village  with  3200  Roumanian 
i'nhab.  and  a  chateau  built  by  Baron  Brukenthal  (p.  420). 

From  Freck  via  the  (SVs  hrs.)  customs  -  station  of  Poiana  Niamtiului 
(see  above ;  carriage  to  this  point  3  K.)  and  vi&  the  (4  hrs.)  Freck  Chalet, 
to  the  (2  hrs.)  Freeker  See  (see  above),  whence  the  Cioria  (HoJie  Scharte; 
7958  ft.)  may  be  ascended  in  3  hrs. 

26  M.  Unter-Porumhaeh^  Hung.  Also-Porumbak  (1299  ft.). 

To  the  Negoi  (8345  ft.;  2-3  days  there  and  back;  guide  "Ftailz  Kegel, 
innkeeper  in  Ober-Porumbach,  2  K.  40  h.-S  K.  per  day,  horse  2  K.).  By 
carriage  (2  JST.  40  A.)  8.  via  Ober-Porumbach  (1528  ft.)  in  11/2  hr.  to  the  (8M.) 
abandoned  Ober-Porumbach  Okue  Worke  (19^  ft. ;  accommodation,  6  beds). 
About  Vj  M.  from  here  begins  the  *Dr.  Karl  Wolff  Weg\  a  winding  foot- 
path 71/2  M.  long,  ascending  past  the  (3V2  hrs.)  Serbota  Water/all  (492  ft. 
high),  to  the  ('/z  hr.)  Ifeffoi  R^uge  Hut  (5071  ft. ;  good  accommodation,  16  beds ; 
to  Poiana  Niamtiului  see  above).  Thence  we  ascend  to  the  Oemutein  by 
the  *Drachen-Steig\  traverse  a  patch  of  snow  to  the  (3V4  hrs.)  Mich»U»'Rahe^ 
and,  finally  skirting  ttie  slope  of  the  LiUle  Negd^  climb  steeply  to  the 
(V4  hr.)  summit.  Fine  view  of  the  mountains  and  plain  as  far  as  Fogaras 
and  Hermannstadt.  An  attractive  but  more  difficult  descent  leads  down 
in  about  8  hrs.  to  the  Bullea  Lake  (p.  423).

ExcuBSioM  TO  THB  BuLLBA  Vallbt  (guides  as  at  Freck ,  see  p.  422). 
We  drive  (carr.  iK.)  via  the  (2  hrs.)  abandoned  Kerz  OUut  Work*  (good 
accommodation),  occasionally  through  wood,  to  the  (2 hrs.)  Club  But  (4018ft. ; 
comp.  p.  423)  below  the  Bullea  Waterfall,  and  thence  to  the  (8  hrs.)  Bullea 
Lake  (7255  ft.),  at  the  foot  of  the  Paltina  (7890  ft.  ^  1  hr.)  and  the  Vetiatorea 
lui  Buteanu  (Js230  ft.  •,  2  hrs.).    We  may  return  from  the  lake  to  Eerz  in 

6  hrs.  via  the  Valea  Domna  Valley  and  the  Mieria  (5240  ft.  ^  splendid  view). 

341/2  M.  Al86-Arpd8,  Ger.  Unter-Arpaa  (1390  ft.). 

AsGBNT  OF  thbPodsagu.  From  AIs<5-Arpds  we  drive  (carr.  3  JT.  60  A.) 
to  the  abandoned  Felsd-Arpde  Olass  Works,  where  cheap  accommodation  and 
a  guide  (2  K.  40  h.  per  day)  may  be  obtained  at  Batz's.  Thence  we  walk 
or  ride  to  the  (3  hrs.)  Benoer^  Refuffe  Hut  (5050  ft. ;  no  rfmta.),  ascend  the 
^Abrahams-Steig'  on  foot  to  the  (4  hrs.)  Podragu  Lake  (6890  ft.),  and  finally 
reach  the  summit  of  the  Podragu  0060  ft.  \  fine  view)  in  ly*  br.  more.  In 
descending  we  may  follow  the  ridge  to  the  E.,  and  descend  into  the  valley 
of  the  Vitiea  Mdre  (refuge-hut),  which  we  reach  about  10  hrs.  from  the 
station  of  Alid-Vitt  (see  below).

Ezcubsions  (for  experts  only  -,  Herr  Jarot  courteously  gives  information). 
—  Ascent  of  the  Peatra  Rote  (3  days ;  magnificent  views  of  Bonmania  and 
Transylvania)  -,  ascent  of  the  Vittea  Mare  (B270  ft. ;  refuge-hut) ;  and  to  the 
Podragu  Lake  (see  above),  vift  the  ridge  of  the  TdrUia,  3  days. 

Fboh  Fogabas  to   Kbonbtadt,    41 V2  M.,    diligence  in  8  hrs.   (fare 

7  JST.  80  A.  5  carr.  16-20  K.).  At  (9  M.)  Sehirkanen,  Hung.  Sdrkdnp,  a  largo 
Saxon  village,  a  road  diverges  on  the  left  to  Reps  (comp.  p.  411).  The 
Kronstadt  road  then  ascends  past  (14  M.)  Peredny  and  crosses  the  Peredny 
milt  (the  K.  part  of  which  is  also  called  Geitter-Wald,  p.  411)  to  (25  M.) 
VUd&ny  (inn,  at  the  E.  end).  We  then  cross  a  wooded  spur  of  the  Zeidner- 
berg,  commanding  views  of  the  beautiful  Burzenland,  with  the  Kdnigstein, 
Bucsecs,  etc.  (in  the  distance,  the  church  of  St.  Bartholomew  and  the  castle 
of  Kronstadt),  and  reach  (32  H.)  Zeiden  (2930  ft.  \  inn),  a  large  Saxon  village 
at  the  base  of  the  Zeidnerherg  (4255  ft.^  attractive  ascent  in  21/2  hrs.^  below 
the  summit  is  a  grotto  with  seats).  The  road  then  crosses  the  Burzenbach, 
with  a  view,  to  the  right,  of  the  KSnigstein  and  the  Bosenau  picturesquely 
situated  at  the  foot  of  the  Bucsecs,  and  traverses  the  (36  M.)  village  of 
Weidenbach,  Hung.  VidomJbdk.  At  the  station  of  Bertalan  in  the  old  town 
we  come  in  right  of  (4172  M.)  Kronttadt  (p.  411),  surrounded  by  mountains.

A  stay  at  Sinaia  or  Bucharest  is  apt  to  be  expensive.  —  Pat^portt,  see  p.  404. 
In  Boumania  Bast  European  time  (1  hr.  in  advance  of  the  Central  European 
is  observed. 

Kronstadt^  see  p.  411.    The  line  bends  towards  the  S.E.    On 

the  left,  at  the  foot  of  the  mountains,  are  B&csfalu,  Csemitfalu, 

1  Hrkos,  and  Hosszufalu,  four  of  the  Magyar  'Siebendorfer'  (p.  413). 

Beyond  (4  M.)  Derestye-HStfcdu  (2100  ft.)  we  enter  the  valley  of 

the  Tomos ;  to  the  left  rises  the  Piatra  Mare  or  Hohenstein  (p.  414). 

We  pass  Vnter'Tomos  (2368  ft.)  and  a  simple  Honv^d  monument 

OB  a  hill  to  the  left  at  the  narrowest  part  of  the  pass,  and  reach 
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(IOV2  M.)  T6md8  (2644  ft.) ;  flue  retrospect  of  the  SchuUr  (p.  414) 
to  the  light. 

The  train  then  ascends  from  Oher-Tomos  to  the  T5xiids  Pass 
(3330  ft.),  which  it  penetrates  by  a  tunnel  960  yds.  long.  Beyond 
a  shorter  tunnel  we  have  a  fine  yiew  of  the  Sohuler  and  the  Bucsecs 
to  the  right.  —  I8V2  M.  Predeal  (3280  ft. ;  Bail  Restaurant ^  Hdtel 
Predealf  open  In  summer  only;  Tucek^  opposite  the  station),  a 
summer-resort  of  the  inhabitants  of  Bucharest,  is  the  Roumanian 
frontier-station  (luggage  and  passports  examined). 

A  pleasant  walk  of  about  6  hrs.  may  be  taken  along  the  Roumanian 
frontier  across  the  Fetifoit  then  to  the  N.  across  the  O&hituhu  jind  the 
Bosenau  meadows  to  Eosenatt  (p.  413). 

The  train  now  descends  into  the  valley  of  the  Prahova^  passing 
the  Convent  of  Predeal  on  the  left.  2372  M.  Azuga,  with  a  cloth- 
factory,  on  the  Prahova,  which  the  train  crosses  several  times.

N.  is  an  old  Monastery,  and  farther  on,  amidst  pine-woods,  is  the 
*Chdteau  of  Pelesch  (built  1871-84),  the  summer-residence  of  the 
King  of  Roumania.

English  Ohnrch  Service,  37  Strada  Oltenii,  at  10.45  a.m. 

Buehcurtst  (Rouman.  Bucuresci),  the  capital  of  the  kingdom  of 
Ronmania,  with  285,000  inhab.,  lies  In  a  monotonous  plain,  and 
is  divided  Into  two  paits  by  the  Dimhoviiza,  which  Is  crossed  by 
fifteen  bridges.  The  town  Is  dlylded  for  administrative  purposes 
into  five  districts,  the  Yellow  (Ool6rea  galbenj  N.),  Bed  (rosie; 
central),  Oreen  (verde;  W.),  Black  (negru;  E.),  and  Blue  (al- 
bastru;  S.).  The  suburbs  are  somewhat  Oriental  in  appearance, 
but  the  numerous  new  buildings  in  the  rest  of  the  town  give  It  an 
essentially  modem  air.  The  principal  streets  are  the  Calea  Vic- 
toriei^ which  intersects  the  town  from  N.  to  S.,  the  Boulevards^ 
and  the  Strada  Lipscani  (so  called  because  the  Bucharest  merchants 
formerly  bought  their  goods  at  the  Leipzig  Fair). 

In  the  Galea  Victoriei  Is  the  Boyal  Palaee  {Palatul  Regal ; 
PI.  D,  3),  formerly  the  Palais  Golescu,  altered  in  1882-85  (adm.  in 
the  absence  of  the  Court  through  the  castellan).  It  contains  the 
royal  dwelling -rooms,  with  elaborate  wood -carvings,  the  king's 
library,  and  the  throne-room.  The  staircase  of  the  central  building  is 
adorned  with  a  ceUlng-palnting  by  Y eith  (Apotheosis  of  Roumanla). 
To  the  S.  of  the  palace  Is  the  NaJtional  Theatre  (Teatru  Nazional; 
PI.  D,  3);  and  to  the  N.E.  is  the  Athenaeum  (PI.  D,  2),  with  its 
conspicuous  dome.  In  the  Bouleyard  Academlei  is  the  University 
(PI.  D ,  3) ,  founded  in  1864,  with  an  interesting  archaeological 
museum  (Thurs.  &  Sun.,  11-3;  at  other  times  on  application;  fee), 
containing  the  *Treasure  of  Petrossa  (Vlsigothic  gold  plate  of  the 
4th  cent.).  Opposite  the  University  stands  an  equestrian  statue 
of  Voivode  Michael  III.  (1592-1601),  erected  in  1871,  and  at  the 
sides  are  statues  of  the  Roumanian  scholars  Ivan  Heliade  RaduUicu 
(1802-72)  and  George  Lazar  (1779-1823),  erected  in  1886. 

In  the  adjoining  Strada  Goltzel  is  the  monument  of  Joan  Bra- 
tianuj  the  statesman  (1822-91;  PI.  1,  E  3),  by  Dubois  (1903),  and 
the  old  Hotpital  Coltteiy  the  court-yard  of  which  contains  a  marble 
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monument,  erected  in  1870,  to  its  founder,  Prince  Stephen  Can- 
tacu%eno8f  who  was  executed  in  1716.  In  the  Strada  Lipscani  is 
the  National Bank(Vh  D,  3, 4),  and  to  the  S.  the  Law  Courts (Palatul 
Justitziei ;  PI.  D,  4)  and  the  Post  Office  (p.  425). 

Bucharest  contains  very  many  churches,  most  of  which  are  low 
cruciform  structures  and  few  of  much  interest.  The  small  Stavro- 
poleos  Church  (PI.  13),  built  in  1724,  in  the  Strada  Stayropoleos, 
behind  the  post-office,  is  characterized  by  the  harmony  of  its  pro- 
portions and  its  rich  plastic  decoration.  In  the  neighbourhood  are 
the  churches  of  Zlatar  and  of  Curtea  Veche  (PI.  14),  built  in  1393 
by  Mirza  the  Old  (1387-1419)  and  rebuilt  after  the  fire  of  1847.  — 
On  the  right  bank  of  the  riyer  rises  the  handsome  church  of  Doamna 
Balasha  (PI.  D,  4),  completed  in  1884.  —  The  Metropolitan  Church 
(PI.  D,  4),  built  in  1656  and  restored  in  1839,  stands  on  a  hill  to 
the  S.,  commanding  a  good  survey  of  the  town.  Adjacent  is  the 
residence  of  the  Archbishop.  To  the  S.E.  is  the  church  of  8t,  Spiri" 
dion  (PI.  D,  E,  5),  built  in  1767,  with  interesting  campanili;  and 
in  the  direction  of  the  riyer  are  the  church  and  monastery  of  Badu 
Voda  (PI.  E,  5),  built  in  1572  and  restored  in  1859.  The  neigh- 
bouring Bukur  Churchy  a  small  edifice  of  the  15th  cent.,  is  named 
after  the  traditionary  founder  of  the  town.  —  The  Rom.  Oath.  Ca- 
thedral of  St,  Joseph  (PL  D,  2),  built  in  1884,  is  situated  in  the 
Strada  Fontanel.  —  Bucharest  also  has  a  Lutheran  church  (Biserica 
Luterana;  PI.  D,  2)  and  a  Reformed  church  (Biserica  Ungureasca). 

To  the  W.  of  the  theatre  lies  the  pretty  park  of  CiBmegiu  (^Ora- 
dina  Cismegiu ;  PI.  C,  D,  3).  To  the  W.  of  the  town  are  the  park 
and  ch&teau  of  Cotroceni  (PI.  A,  3),  residence  of  the  crown-prince. 
—  To  the  N.,  at  the  end  of  the  Galea  Victoriei,  is  the  Chausflie 
Kiflselew  (PI.  G,  D,  1),  a  favourite  afternoon  promenade,  with  pleas- 
ure-grounds and  villas  on  each  side  (several  caf^s).  —  To  the  N.E. 
of  the  town,  at  the  end  of  the  Galea  Mosilor  (i^/i  M.  in  length),  is 
the  Obor  (PI.  G,  2),  where  the  popular  life  may  be  studied  on  Tues. 
and  Frid.,  the  market-days.  The  ^Mosh^  a  great  popular  festival,  is 
celebrated  here  during  the  week  before  Whitsunday. 

Fboh  Bdghasest  to  Giubgevo,  46V2  M.,  railway  in  21/4 hrs.  (fares  6  fr.  10, 
4  fr.  90,  2  fr.  96  c).  The  train  starts  from  the  N.  station  (Oara  de  Nord) 
and  stops  lUfter  41/2  M.  at  the  G^ra  de  Sad  or  Filaret.  It  then  runs 
through  a  monotonous  district,  past  (23  M.)  Comana.  About  6  M.  to  the 
W.  is  Calugareni,  where  the  Voivode  Michael  VI.,  the  famous  national 
hero,  defeated  a  Turkish  army  of  140,000  men  under  Sinan  Pasha  on 
15th  Aug.,  1694.  Stations:  Banetsa,  Fratesci,  and  (46V2M.)  Oinrgevo,  Roum. 
OiwffiUy  on  the  Danube,  the  chief  commercial  town  of  Boumania,  with 
16,000  inhab.,  the  Theodoropolit  of  the  Romans,  but  rebuilt  and  named 
Scmto  Giorgio  in  the  14th  cent,  by  the  Genovese.  who  then  held  the  trade 
of  the  lower  Danube.  —  A  steamer  plies  in  */i  hr.  to  Ruttchuk,  on  the 
Bulgarian  bank.  From  Rustchuk  a  railway  runs  to  Varna^  i^hence  steamers 
ply  to  Constantinople.

Bosnia  (Bo9f%a)  in  the  vidder  sense  includes  Bosnia  Proper,  the 
Herzegovina  J  Turkish  Croatia  (Krajina),  and  the  ancient  Ra^eia 
(Sandjak  Novibasar):  —  that  is,  in  all,  the  region  bounded  on  the 
N.W.  and  N.  by  Croatia  and  Slavonia,  on  the  E.  by  Servia,  on  the 
S.  by  Albania  (Turk.  Vilayet  Prisren)  and  Montenegro,  and  on  the 
S.W.  and  W.  by  Dalmatia.  This  territory,  covering  an  area  of 
23,853  (or,  withont  Novibasar,  19,961)  sq.  M.,  nominally  forms  the 
N.  W.  vilayet  of  the  Ottoman  Empire,  bnt  in  accordance  with  the 
Treaty  of  Berlin  of  13th  July,  1878,  followed  by  the  convention  of 
21st  April,  1879,  has  been  occupied  and,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Sandjak  Novibasar,  governed  by  Austria-Hungary,  under  reserva- 
tion of  the  sovereignty  of  the  Sultan. 

Inhabitants.  The  population  of  Bosnia ,  excluding  the  San- 
djak Novibasar,  numbered  in  1895  1,592,000,  and  their  nationality 
is  almost  exclusively  Slavonic.  About  673,250  profess  the  Greek- 
Oriental  creed,  334,140  are  Roman  Catholics,  548,630  Moham- 
medans, and  8200  Jews.  The  last  are  mainly  descendants  of  Jewish 
Immigrants  from  Spain  and  Portugal  in  the  16-17th  centuries. 

History.  The  aboriginal  inhabitants  of  Bosnia  were  Jllyrians 
(^DesidiateSf  Ardieri,  AutariateSj  etc.)  of  the  Celto-IUyrian  stock  of 
the  lapodeSy  who  dwelt  in  the  N.W.  (the  present  district  of  Bihac). 
Bosnia  is  mentioned  in  history  for  the  first  time  in  the  Roman  period 
(34  B.  C),  and  in  close  connection  with  Dalmatia.  The  Roman  sway 
over  these  lands  was  repeatedly  shaken  and  Anally  destroyed  (end 
of  the  4th  cent.)  by  the  invasions  of  the  Goths,  which  were  followed 
in  610  by  an  inroad  of  the  Croatians  and  by  another  of  the  Servians. 
The  S.  W.  part  of  the  country  embraced  Christianity  under  Justinian 
(527-565),  and  the  rest  of  it  was  converted  by  the  Servian  apostles 
Cyril  and  Methodius  about  the  year  880.  From  940  onwards  Bosnia 
was  governed  by  elective  princes  or  ^bans',  who  afterwards  became 
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fendatories  of  the  Hnngarlan  kings.  In  1377  the  lullngBan  assumed 
the  title  of  King  Stephan  Tveriko  /.  In  the  reign  of  his  eighth  suc- 
cessor, SUphan  Tomaahewitch^  Bosnia  was  conquered  by  Sultan  Mo- 
hammed II.  (1463).  In  1528  the  hanat  of  Jajce,  and  In  1592  the 
N.W.  part  of  Bosnia,  were  Incorporated  with  the  Turkish  empire. 
Bosnia  became  the  chief  theatre  of  the  long  wars  between  Austria 
and  Turkey,  which  were  at  length  ended  by  the  peace  of  Slstova 
In  1791.  But  the  land  was  seldom  long  at  peace,  as  the  oppressive 
sway  of  the  Turks  caused  the  Christians  to  revolt  repeatedly,  parti- 
cularly In  1850  and  1875.  The  Russian  and  Turkish  war  of  1878 
did  not  directly  affect  Bosnia  at  the  time,  but  by  the  Treaty  of 
Berlin  Austria  was  allowed  to  occupy  Bosnia  and  the  Herzegovina. 
The  Austrian  troops  under  Oeneral  von  Philippovich  marched  into 
the  country  on  19th  July,  1878,  but  it  was  only  after  conflicts  of 
several  months  that  the  country  was  subjugated.  Much  has  been 
done  to  develop  the  country  since  the  Austrian  occupation.  AU 
the  more  important  places  are  now  united  by  roads,  and  there  are 
already  more  than  600  M.  of  railway  (narrow  gauge;  55lbs.  of 
luggage  free).  A  weU-organized  corps  of  gendarmes  provides  for 
the  public  safety. 

Flan  of  Tour.  A  slight  acquaintance  with  the  country  and  its 
inhabitants  may  be  obtained  by  taking  the  following  tour.  1st  day: 
From  Agram  to  Banjaluka  (R.  88);  2nd  day:  Diligence  to  Jajce 
(p.  441);  3rd  day:  Jajce  and  the  Jezero  Lake  (p.  441);  4th  day: 
Train  to  Sarajevo  (p.  430);  5th  and  6th  days:  Sarijevo  (R.  86) ; 
7th  day:  Train  to  Bosnlsch-Brod  (R.  85);  or  train  to  Mostar 
(p.  435);  source  of  the  Buna;  8th  day:  Train  to  Ragusa  (p.  306). 
—  The  diligences  from  Banjaluka  to  Jajce  and  from  Bugojno  to 
Jablanlca  have  7  seats;  the  post-vehicles  on  other  stages  have 
usually  room  for  two  passengers  only.  For  excursions  of  any  length 
a  carriage  should  be  hired  (about  16  K,,  with  fee  of  1  JT.,  daily). 
The  best  season  for  the  tour  is  September;  July  and  Aug.  are  apt 
to  be  oppressively  hot  in  the  Herzegovina.  CookU  Tourt  in  Dalmatia 
and  Bosnia,  see  p.  292. 

Inns.  At  Sarijevo,  Ilidze,  Banjaluka,  Mostar,  Ji^ce,  Dobcj,  and 
other  towns  there  are  good  and  reasonable  hotels.  In  the  smaller 
places  the  restaurants  usually  have  a  few  rooms  to  let  Good  quarters 
may  generally  be  reckoned  upon  in  places  where  there  is  a  garrison. 
Off  the  beaten  tracks  the  traveller  must  put  up  at  the  objectionable 
Turkish  khans  or  'Hans'. 

Honeyt  Austrian;  but  Servian  and  Turkish  copper  coins  are 
sometimes  current,  and  are  accepted  at  their  par  value. 

Passports  are  convenient,  though  not  necessary,  in  Bosnia.  For 
a  visit  to  the  Sandjak  Novlbasar  a  passport  and  the  visa  of  a  Turkish 
consul  are  necessary. 

The  Language  of  Bosnia  is  the  Servian-Croatian,  which  belongs 
to  the  S.E.  group  of  the  Slavonic  dialects,  but  is  much  mixed  with 
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TurklBh  words.  For  all  ordinary  purposes,  however,  German  snf- 
llces,  as  it  is  spoken  by  the  Austrian  officials,  the  inn-keepers,  and 
a  number  of  the  traders.  The  following  hints  about  the  pronun- 
ciation will  often  be  useful :  c  =  ts,  <5  =  ty,  6  s=  ch,  §  s=  sh,  £  =  the 
French  j.

—  Fbom  Budapest  to  Bob- 
hisch-Bbod,  2So  H.,  railway  vi&  Haria-Theresiopel  and  Daija  in  8  hrs.  ^ 
to  Sarajevo  in  18  hrs.  —  At  Bosnisch-Brod  carriages  must  be  changed  for 
the  narrow-gauge  Bosna  Line.  —  Fbom  Bosnisch-Bbod  to  SabXjbvo, 
167  H.,  railway  in  9-17  hrs.  (fares  21  K.  52,  16  K,  U,  10  K.  76  h.). 

Bosnisch-Brod  (Rail.  Restaurant),  see  p.  377.  5  M.  Sijekovac  is 
also  a  steamboat-station.  The  Bosna  Line  quits  the  Save  and  as- 
cends by  the  Vkrina  to  (IdVa  M.)  Dervent  (492  ft.;  Rail.  Restau- 
rant; Kaiser  von  Oesterreich),  a  town  of  5000  inhabitants.  It  then 
winds  up  to  (221/2  M.)  Vrhovi  and  (30 V2  M.)  Han  MaricUy  on  the 
saddle  of  the  Kmin  Planina  (972  ft.),  passes  (37i/2  M.)  Velikay  and 
descends  to  the  Bosna  Valley  and  (44^/2  M.)  Kotorsko  (443  ft).  At 
(51  M.)  Doboj  (479  ft. y  Rail.  Restaurant;  Railway  Hoiei)y  with  a 
ruined  castle  captured  from  the  Turks  by  Prince  Eugene  of  Savoy 
in  1697,  the  Spreca  descends  f^om  the  left  to  the  Bosna. 

Fbom  Doboj  to  DdnJA  Tuzla,  88V2  H.,  railway  in  SVs  hrs.  The  line 
crosses  the  Bosna  and  ascends  the  yaliey  of  the  Spreca.  11  H.  Oraianicay 
3V*V.  to  the  8.  of  the  town  of  that  name  (branch-Iinej ;  M^I%'!IL.  Botniteh- 
Petrovoulo.  41/2  M.  to  the  S.E.  of  which  is  the  ancient  convent  of  Ozren. 
Beyond  (28  H.)  PuraM  we  enter  the  vaUey  of  the  Jala.  —  S8V«  M.  I>6nja 
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Tusla  (Orand  HoM)y  a  town  with  12,000  inhab.,  with  coal-pita,  a  distiUery, 
and  a  brewery.    The  line  goes  on  to  the  salt-works  of  Sitninhan. 

Fbom  DdNjA  TuzLA  TO  ZvoBNiK,  84  M.,  diligence  daily  in  6  hrs.  (fare 
6  Jr.).  The  road  leads  rift  Siminhan  (see  above)  and  then  to  the  8.E.  vift 
(iSVs  H.)  KaUtija  and  (24  M.)  Han  Capardi.  two  military  posts.  83  M. 
Zvomik  (Stadt  Wim)^  a  fortified  town  with  3000  inhab.,  is  prettily  situated 
on  the  Drina^  the  boundary  between  Bosnia  and  Servia.  To  Brika  (p.  377) 
diligence  thrice  a  week.  —  A  road  leads  to  the  S.  from  Zvomik  (diligence 
thrice  a  week  in  6  hrs. ;  7  K.)  to  (SSVa  M.)  Srebrenica  (Edelbauer),  with 
15,000  inhab..  and  silver,  copper,  and  lead  mines  once  worked  by  the  Ro- 
mans (Hunicipinm  Domavia).   Above  the  town  is  a  ruined  castle. 

Beyond  (5372  M.)  Vsora,  with  its  sugar-factory,  we  cross  the 
Bogna,  and  we  lecross  it  at  (68  M.)  Maglaj  (575  ft),  a  little  town 
with  a  mosque  and  an  old  castle,  picturesquely  situated  at  the  foot 
of  the  Otren,  —  The  valley  contracts.  The  train  winds  round  the 
wooded  hills  rising  to  the  W.,  passes  Qlobarica  and  ZavidoviS^  and 
enters  the  defile  of  (90  M.)  Zep6e  (719  ft.),  which  was  stormed  by 
Prince  Eugene  in  1697.  Here  we  recross  the  stream.  99  M.  Han 
Begov  (to  the  right  of  which  is  Qolubinje,  on  the  hill) ;  104V2  M. 
Nemila,  10972  ^*  Vrandukj  an  ancient  fortress  most  picturesquely 
situated  on  a  peninsula.  —  118  M.  Zenica  (1014  ft.;  Rail.  Restau- 
rant), with  productive  coal-mines,  a  paper-mill,  and  a  large  prison. 
—  128  M.  Laiva  (Rail.  Restaurant ;  junction  fbr  Jajce,  see  p.  442) ; 
129 V2  ^«  Oora;  139  M.  Catidij  with  the  large  Franciscan  monastery 
of  Sutjeskay  founded  in  the  i4th  century.  —  148  M.  Visoko^  with 
large  tanneries.  Diligence  hence  in  IY2  hr.  to  (8V2  M.)  Kiseljak 
(Eronprinzessin  Stefanie),  with  mineral  springs.  —  From  (152  M/) 
Podlugovi  (Rail.  Restaurant)  a  branch-line  runs  to  (I572  M.)  Varef, 
with  iron  works.  —  167  M.  Vogosda,  where  the  Sarajevako  PoljCy 
2  M.  broad,  begins. 

167  M.  Sar^'evo.  —  Arrival.  The  Main  Station  (beyond  PI.  A,  8)  is 
about  2  H.  from  the  middle  of  the  town.  Gab  to  the  town  1  K.  60  A.,  with 
luggage  2  K.  Electric  tramway,  see  below.  —  The  station  of  the  local 
line  to  Ilidze  (PI.  A,  8)  lies  between  the  principal  station  and  the  town.

Oaf^K.  LohneTy  opposite  the  cathedral ;  AbhaeiOy  Gemaluia  Ulica  \  Hoff 
(see  above).  —  Turkish  Cafi  BencOtaia  (PI.  d ;  E,  3),  with  garden,  below 
the  castle  on  the  MiljaSka.

- 10  p.m.),  ca.  16  K.  —  Eleotiio  Tramway  from  the 
station  to  the  Cathedral  (PI.  D,  0).  every  10  min.,  and  also  on  the  arrival 
and  departure  of  the  trains ;  and  from  the  Rathaus  (PI.  D,  £,  8)  along  the 
quay  to  the  Tobacco  Factory  (PI.  A,  4;  near  the  station  for  llidfe). 

Pott  Of&oe  (PI.  8),  Dom-Platz.  —  Telegraph  Office  (PI.  9),  Konakgasse. 

Baths  (boffni) :  Ohati  luabeg  Bath  (PI.  8),  Bistrik-Strasse,  good ;  TurkUh 
Bath  (PL  10),  Cemalusa  Ulica  7  (2  K.).

Shops.  Photoobaphs.  A,  Thier^  Franje  Josipa  Ulica  (PI.  G,  8); 

—  Mbtal  Wobk  in  the 
Govtmment  School  of  Induttrkd  Art  (closed  on  Fxid.),   S^jivin  Sokak,  a 
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littte  to  the  N.  of  the  Hilitwry  Casino  (PI.  6).  —  Bmbboidbbt  and  Tbztuji 
Fabbigb,  at  the  Oovemmeni  School  of  Wtaoiing^  IseriSa  Ulica  6.  •—  Cabpbts 
at  the  Oovemment  Carpel  Factory^  Bistrik  Ulica  13  (PI.  D,  3,  4).  —  FxLiojtBB 
Work,  Attab  of  Bosks,  etc^  at  KdbiHjo^*^  at  the  comer  of  the  Franje- 
Josipa  Ulica  and  Budolfova  Ulica.  —  HsBzaaoviifA  Tobacco  ('Ausstich^ 
the  best),  opposite  the  Hot.  Enropa. 

Pbingipal  Attractions.  Walk  through  the  town,  visit  the  Bazaar 
the  Bo$nian  Museum^  and  the  Qovemment  Workshops^  ascend  the  Castle,  make 
an  excursion  to  the  Ziegen-BrUeke^Uie  EJoiava  Valley,  Miljewid,  etc.  —  Hon., 
Tues.,  Wed.  (market-day),  and  Thurs.  are  the  best  days  for  visiting  the 
town;  on  Frid.,  Sat.,  and  Sun.,  being  Mohammedan,  Jewish,  and  Christian 
holidays  respectively,  the  town  is  less  lively.  —  For  short  excursions  in 
the  environs  a  Eamal  (porter)  may  be  engaged  (found  at  hotel;  fee  about 
60  A.  per  hour,  and  a  few  cigarettes).  —  For  longer  excursions  visitors 
should  apply  for  information  to  the  Tourists^  Club  (president,  Baron 
Mollinary). 

Sardjevo  or  Serdjevo  (1770  ft.),  the  capital  of  Bosnia,  seat  of 
the  authorities,  and  residence  of  a  Roman  Catholic  archbishop  and 
a  Greek  metropolitan,  with  41,000  inhab.  (18,000  Mohammedans 
and  4000  Jews)  and  an  Austrian  garrison  of  2900  men,  lies  in  a 
narrow  valley  watered  by  the  MUjacka,  at  the  foot  and  on  the  slopes 
of  hills  rising  to  a  height  of  5260  ft  The  numerous  minarets  and 
the  little  houses  standing  in  gardens  give  the  town  a  very  pictur- 
esque appearance.  The  river,  which  bursts  forth  from  a  gorge  just 
above  the  town,  is  crossed  by  nine  bridges.  The  streets  on  the 
river-banks  are  chiefly  occupied  by  the  Austrian  and  other  immi- 
grants, while  most  of  the  natives  have  their  houses  on  the  hill- 
sides. —  Most  of  the  troops  are  accommodated  in  the  large  Bartacks, 
to  the  left  between  the  railway-station  and  the  town.  Farther  on,  to 
the  right,  at  the  intersection  of  the  electric  tramways,  is  the  Tobacco 
Factory  (PI.  A,  4 ;  adm.  on  application). 

The  three  main  streets  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Miljacka,  the 
Feanje  Josipa  Ulioa  (Francis  Joseph  Str. ;  PI.  0,  D,  3),  containing 
i^^  Greek  C^tirc^,  the(5BMALU§A,  and  the  Fbbhadia  streets,  leadE. 
to  the  ♦Bazaar  ((;arjfi; a;  Pl.D,  3),  the  focus  of  business,  most  lively 
on  Wednesdays,  when  the  natives  come  ftom  long  distances  to  attend 
the  market.  The  bazaar  consists  of  a  labyrinth  of  more  than  60 
lanes,  flanked  with  wooden  booths,  behind  which  are  warehouses  of 
solid  stone.  Shoemakers,  tailors,  green-grocers,  saddlers,  copper- 
smiths, second-hand  dealers,  and  in  fact  every  trade  and  handicraft, 
have  their  own  allotted  part  of  the  bazaar.  The  copper  wares,  silver 
flligree-work,  and  carpets  are  particularly  attractive,  but  purchases 
cannot  well  be  made  without  an  interpreter.  Many  of  the  so-called 
Oriental  goods  are  of  Austrian  make.  Near  the  H6t  Europe  to  the 
E.  is  the  Bezislan,  a  large  vaulted  market-hall  dating  from  the  early 
Turkish  period  (entrances  in  the  Franje  Josipa  Ulica). 

In  the  W.  part  of  the  bazaar  rises  the  Huaref  Beg  Hoaque  (Begova 
J>j€unta;  PI.  2),  erected  in  the  second  half  of  the  16th  cent.,  to  which  even 
non-Mohammedans  may  gain  admission,  but  not  during  prayers,  on  ap- 

Slication  to  the  office  of  the  administration  (near  the  clock -tower;  fee 
Jh.-i  K.  for  unlocking  the  door  and  for  the  use  of  the  overshoes  which 
the  visitor  must  put  on).    The  fore  -  court  contains  a  fine  fountain  for  re-. 
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liglons  ablutionfl  shaded  by  a  venerable  lime.  The  bodies  of  deceased 
Mohammedans  are  placed  here  for  a  short  time,  covered  with  a  green  cloth, 
those  of  men  being  indicated  by  turbans.  To  the  left  of  the  mosque  is  the 
Tomb  of  HfUTtf  Beg^  its  founder  (40-60  A.)  \  adjacent  the  Sahai  Atito,  a  dock- 
tower.  —  Opposite  the  mosque  is  the  old  Kurivmli  Medrueh  (i.e,  deaden 
school'),  a  seminary  for  the  Softas  or  Mohammedan  clergy. 

In  tbe  Dom-Platz ,  to  the  N.  of  the  Greek  church  (p.  431), 
rises  the  Roman  Catholic  Cathedral  (PI.  G,  3),  with  its  two  towers, 
consecrated  in  1889.  Behind  it  is  the  *Bo8nian  Huseum  (PI.  0, 3 ; 
open  free  on  Frid.,  Sat.^  &  Sun.,  10-1 ;  to  strangers  at  other  times 
also),  containing  on  the  first  floor  a  large  natural  history  collection, 
on  the  second  floor  weapons,  ornaments,  embroideries,  Bosnian 
costumes  with  life-size  figures ;  on  the  third  floor  Greek  and  Roman 
antiquities,  coins,  and  cameos.  The  prehistoric  collections  haye 
been  transferred  to  the  adjoining  Rudolfova  Ulica. 

A  little  to  the  N.  is  a  Roman  CaihoHc  Seminary,  and  ^s  ^*  farther 
to  the  E.  is  the  Sheriat  School,  in  the  Oriental  style,  with  a  fine 
colonnade,  erected  by  the  Austrian  government  as  a  law-seminary  for 
sheriats  (kadis).  About  5  min.  to  the  S.E.  of  this  point,  on  the  Mil- 
jacka,  is  the  red  and  yellow  brick  Town  House  (1892-95). 

At  the  Binan  Tekijah  (PI.  D,  2),  to  the  X.  of  the  Sheriat  School,  vift 
the  Logavina  Street,  Dancing  Dervishes  are  to  be  seen  every  Thurs.  evening 
(tickets  of  admission  at  the  police-office,  opposite  the  Town  House  \  1  JT.). 

On  the  left  bank  of  the  Miljacka  is  the  Philippovich-Platz,  with 
the  Front  Joseph  Barracks  (PI.  4;  D,  3).  The  so-called  KondkU  the 
residence  of  the  Austrian  commandant  Visitors  are  admitted  to  the 
garden.  Towards  the  E.,  near  the  river-bank ,  extends  the  Careva 
Ulica  (Imperial  Street),  at  the  beginning  of  which,  on  the  right,  is  the 
Careva  Djamia  or  Imperial  Mosque,  dating  from  the^early  16th  century. 

A  road,  beginning  near  the  Oaf^  Bendbasa  (p*.  431 ;  PI.  d,  E,  3) 
and  passing  a  bath-establishment  (on  the  right),  ascends  in  windings 
overlooking  the  river  to  the  (20  min.)  Castle  (PI.  E,  F,  2 ;  view  of  the 
town),  in  which  is  a  reservoir.  Enquiriog  our  way  at  the  inn  situated 
beside  the  so-called  Yellow  Bastion,  we  proceed  through  narrow 
lanes  inhabited  by  Turks ,  then  to  the  right  by  a  road  passing  a 
Mohammedan  burial-ground,  and  reach  the  Viiegrad  Oate  (PI.  F,  2; 
two  Turkish  caf^s  close  by).  We  turn  to  the  right  to  the  (1/4  hr.) 
White  Bastion  (PI.  F,  3 ;  no  adm.) ;  from  the  plateau  beside  the 
bastion  we  obtain  a  splendid  *yiew  of  the  town,  the  ravine  of  the 
Miljacka,  the  steep  Eapa  (see  below\  and  the  hill  of  Trebevic. 

The  following  Exoubsion  of  about  3  hrs.  (guide  advisable)  is  recom- 
mended. From  the  £.  end  of  the  Careva  Ulick  (see  above)  we  either  ascend 
rapidly  straight  on,  or  follow  the  winding  road  to  ttie  right;  at  the  top 
of  the  hill  we  pass  several  Turkish  burial-grounds  *,  farther  on  we  pass  the 
custom-house,  and  in  s/4  hr.  reach  the  so-called  Ziegen-Brileke  (JEoria-Cupria), 
which  bridges  the  river  in  a  single  arch  built  about  1600.  (Continuation 
of  route,  see  p.  4^,)  Retracing  our  steps  a  little,  we  next  ascend  a  steep 
footpath  to  the  *Kapa  (3179  ft.),  an  old  Turkish  guard-house,  opposite  the 
castle,  affording  a  charming  view,  and  descend  thence  steeply  to  the  W. 
to  the  (35  min.)  town. 

In  the  W.  part  of  the  OemalnSa-Str.,  opposite  No.  10,  the  Koievo 
Street  (PI.  B,  2)  diverges  to  the  right.    Ascending  the  latter,  pasting  the 
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Austrian  commissftriat  magazine,  the  admirably  equipped  Hospital  (Pi.  B,  1), 
and  the  cemetery  of  the  immigrants,  and  crossing  the  brook  KoSeva^  we 
reach  (20  min.)  a  hollow  between  the  yalleys  of  the  Eoieva  and  the  Suiica^ 
where  Uiere  is  a  caf^.  Thence  following  the  crest  of  the  Oorica  to  the  S.,  we 
come  to  a  Gipsy  Gamp  of  some  30-70  men,  women,  and  children,  and  beyond 
it  the  finest  point  of  *View  near  the  town.  We  descend  by  a  footpath;  or 
return  to  the  eaf^,  descend  the  valley,  turn  to  the  S.,  and  go  through  the 
camp  to  the  town  0/s  lur.). 

Another  excursion  (guide  necessary)  is  by  the  steep  paved  road  ascend- 
ing behind  the  barracks  (PI.  4;  D,  3)  and  by  a  footpath  to  (about  IVs  br.) 
the  houses  of  Miljevi^,  where  we  get  an  extensive  view  of  the  heights  of 
the  Trebevic,  of  the  Lukavica  valley,  and  of  the  Treskavica  (6982  ft.)  and 
the  Bjelainica  (6782  ft.),  the  highest  mountains  in  Bosnia.  We  return  by 
the  old  Jewish  Burping  Ground  to  the  Alexander  Bridge  in  the  town 
(about  3  hrs.  in  all). 

To  iLiDis ,  7  H.,  a  pleasant  excursion  either  by  local  train  (station, 
see  below)  in  1/2  hr.  (fare  24  h.)  or  by  carriage  (9  K.  incl.  2  hrs.^  stay). 
Ilidie  (1640  ft.;  Hungarian  Bosna,  Austria^  all  belonging  to  government, 
B.  3  K.  ^60,  D.  3  K.  20  A.,  pens,  from  9  IT.,  closed  in  winter),  prettily  situated 
on  the  Zeljesnica,  a  watering-place  with  thermal  sulphur-springs  (136°  Fahr.), 
well  managed  bath  -  establishment  (swimming  bath),  and  pretty  gardens. 
Horse-races  in  June.  —  An  omnibus  (20  h.)  plies  daily  in  20  min.  from  the 
station  of  Ilidie  to  the  *8ource  of  the  Boana,  2  M.  to  the  S.W.  (Turkish 
eaf^,  restaurant);  view-tower  and  fish-breeding  establishment.  The  Bosna 
rises  in  several  springs  at  the  base  of  the  wooded  Jffmdn  (4095  ft.\  and  within 
a  few  hundred  yards  of  its  source  attains  a  breadth  of  over  30  yds. 

HouMTAtN  AscBKTS  (Tourists^  Glub,  see  p.  431).  A  bridle-path  ascends 
the  Trebevij  (5845 ft.;  refiige-hut;  fine  view),  to  the  S.,  in  4  hrs.  Horses 
(4-6  K.)  should  be  engaged  and  paid  for  at  the  hotel;  the  horse-owner  acts 
as  guide.  —  From  Ilidze  (see  above)  waJk  or  (better)  ride  (horse,  see  above ; 
provisions  should  be  taken)  to  the  (9  hrs.)  top  of  the  Bjelasnica  (6782  ft. ; 
to  the  S.  fine  view)*  on  which  is  a  meteorological  station  (quarters).  — 
Walk  or  ride  to  the  (4  hrs.)  Skaiavae  Water/all  (230  ft.  in  height).  — 
Through  the  castle  to  the  Han  Vaso  and  to  the  Source  of  tJie  Moidanieay 
with  the  reservoir  of  the  waterworks. 


86.  From  Sar&jevo  to  Mostar  and  Gravosa  (Ragicsa). 

1771/2  H.  Railwat  (narrow-gauge  and  partly  rack-and-pinion)  to  (84  M.) 
Uostar  in  6V«^/4  hrs.  (fares  10  K.  80,  8  K.  10,  5  K.  40  h.\  two  trains  daily); 
from  Mostar  to  (93V2  MO  G^rawsa,  two  trains  daily  in  6-8 V4  hrs.  (fares  from 
Sarajevo  to  Gravosa  23  iT. ,  17  A*.  26 ,  11  JT.  50  A.).  This  interesting  line 
traverses  a  fine  mountain-district.  Enquiry  should  be  made  beforehand  as 
to  the  connection  of  the  trains  with  the  steamers  at  Gravosa  or  Metkovid. 

SardjevOj  see  p.  430.  —  The  railway  runs  for  some  distance  near 
the  Bosna  Line  (p.  430)  and  then  diverges  to  the  left,  crossing  the 
MUjackaj  to  (5  M.)  Jlid&e  (branch  of  I3/4  M.  to  the  baths,  see  above). 
It  then  ciosses  the  Zeljezniea  and  the  Bosruij  which  rises  2  M.  to 
the  S.W.  We  next  proceed  past  the  base  of  the  Jgmdn  (see  above) 
to  (7  M.)  Blazujj  a  group  of  houses  with  a  large  khan,  and  past  the 
inn  of  KrilLanje  (where  a  road  diverges  to  Busovaca  and  Travniky 
p.  442).  Then  through  a  beautiful  wooded  valley  via  (11 M.)  Hadzici 
and  (I672  M.)  PazarU,  whence  the  Bjelasnica  (see  above)  may  b.e 
reached  in  2  hrs.'  ride.  —  Crossing  the  saddle  of  VUovac  (2307  ft), 
the  train  reaches  (19V2  M.)  Tar&n  (2126  ft.),  a  military  station,  on 
the  Lepenica.    To  the  W.  rises  the  BUovr^a. 
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434    Route  8S.  JABLANIOA.  From  Sardjevo 

Here  the  line  begins  the  ascent  of  the  Ivan  Planina,  a  transverse 
ridge  separating  the  Talleys  of  the  Lepenica  and  the  Narenta,  and  it 
is  therefore  provided  at  intervals  with  toothed  raUs  (IIV2  ^«  ^^  ^^ 
gregate  length  between  Tarcin  and  Eonjica),  for  which  the  locomotive 
is  fitted  with  an  adjustable  toothed  wheel.  The  gradient  is  stiU  steeper 
between  (21 V2  M.)  BasteUca  (2295  ft.)  and  (24  M.)  Ivan  (2870  ft. ; 
Rail.  Restaurant).  The  ridge  of  Ivan  Flanina  ^172  ft.),  the  watershed 
between  the  Black  Sea  and  the  Adriatic,  and  also  the  boundary 
between  Bosnia  and  the  Herzegovina,  is  pierced  by  means  of  a  tunnel 
700  yds.  in  length,  beyond  which  the  train  rapidly  descends  the  wild 
and  romantic  valley  of  the  *Tre8canica,  traversing  six  tunnels  and 
two  large  cuttings  and  passing  the  stations  of  Bradina^  Brdjani^  and 
Podoro&itCy  to  — 

36  M.  konjica  (924  ft. ;  Bail.  Bestauranty  with  rooms),  a  district 
town  of  2000  inhab.,  situated  in  a  picturesque  basin  on  the  Narenta 
(trout),  which  is  crossed  by  an  old  Turkish  stone  bridge.  The 
temperature  here  is  already  about  10^  Fahr.  warmer  than  that  of 
Sarajevo.  About  12 Vs  M.  to  the  S.E.  lies  the  Borke  Lake  (Boracko 
Jezero;  1330  ft.),  1/2  M.  in  length. 

The  railway  now  runs  through  the  wild  and  romantic  *Narenta 
Valley,-  bounded  on  the  right  by  the  Corsniea  and  the  Vabfdja 
PlanirM,  and  on  the  left  by  the  PrenJ  fsee  below),  the  Porimf  and 
the  VeleL  To  the  left  is  the  river.  —  49  M.  Bama,  at  the  entrance 
to  the  valley  of  that  name. 

53^2  M-  Jablanica  (665  ft.;  government  Innj  near  the  station), 
a  military  station  with  barracks  on  a  height,  is  a  good  starting-point 
for  mountain-tours  and  hunting-expeditions  (numerous  chamois). 

The  *Kr8taCf  3/4  hr.'s  walk  to  the  E.,  commands  a  fine  panorama. 

Mountain  Ascents.  (Climbers  should  come  provided  with  an  alpen- 
stock and  nailed  shoes:  guides,  9  K.  per  day,  should  be  engaged  and  paid 
through  the  landlord  01  ibe  hotel;  provisions  should  be  taken  )  The  PrmiJ 
Planina  (6276  ft. ;  8  hrs.)  is  ascended  to  the  S.  vi&  the  village  of  Qlogoimea^ 
the  (4  hrs.)  Poldiruhe  and  the  (2  hrs.)  refuge-hut  IdahOtte  (^66  ft.),  whence 
the  summit  is  reached  in  2  hrs.  more  (extensive  view  of  the  mountains  of 
the  Herzegovina,  Montenegro,  Novibasar,  and  Bosnia);  descent  to  Jablanica 
in  5  hrs.  —  The  ascent  of  the  Plcusa  MU.  (edelweiss ;  part  of  the  way  may 
be  done  on  horseback),  to  the  W.,  takes  CVz^^rs.,  via  the  (41/2  hrs.)  refuge- 
hut  to  the  (2V8  hrs.)  summit  of  the  Vdiko  aytme  (6890  ft.);  descent  in  6  hrs. 

Fbom  Jablanica  to  Bcgojko,  46  M..  diligence  (7  seats)  twice  a  week 
from  May  till  the  end  of  Sept.  in  Syz hrs.,  8  K. ;  carr.  about  25  K.  Pedestrians, 
who  require  2  days  for  this  attractive  excursion,  find  the  best  night-quarters 
at  Prozor  (provisions  should  not  be  forgotten).  The  road  follows  tike  rail- 
way almost  to  Rama  (see  above),  then  turns  to  the  X.W.,  and  ascends  the 
valley  of  the  Bama,  with  the  slopes  of  the  Boiina  Planina  on  the  left,  and 
the  river  on  the  right.  Farther  on  a  stalactite  cave  is  passed  (right).  — 
19VsM.  Proaor  (J&otM,  unpretending;  ^ala.^Q  halt),  a  Mohammedan  town 
with  1100  inhab.,  is  commanded  by  a  ruined  castle.  -—  The  road  now  winds 
up  to  the  MaUJen  SaddU  (3685  ft. ;  fine  view),  whence  It  descends  through 
wood  to  (34  M.)  OoTfkfi-VaJmf,  noted  for  Turkish  coffee  mills  (3  K.  each); 
thence  across  the  plain  to  (46  M.)  Bugqfno^  see  p.  443. 

The  train  crosses  the  Narenta,  passes  through  a  tunnel,  and  enters 
a  most  picturesque  defile,  on  the  opposite  (r.)  bank  of  which  is  the 
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high-road.  We  then  cross  the  Ologoinica  Valley ^  with  a  beaatlfal 
view  to  the  left  of  the  Ptenj  Mts,  (p.  434),  and  traverae  the  Ologoi^ 
nioa  Tunnel,  Below  the  road,  on  the  right  bank,  the  fine  waterfall  of 
the  Praporac  or  -Kbmodina  descends  into  the  Narenta,  a  little  beyond 
which  the  railway  and  road  change  sides.  From  this  point  to  Raskagora 
the  narrow  and  wild  rocky  *Gorge  of  the  Narenta  is  known  as  the 
*Great  Deflle'.  66  M.  Drehnica^  at  the  mouth  of  the  Dre^anka^  which 
issues  from  a  wild  gorge;  72 V2  M.  Raikagora;  77  M.  Vojno,  To  the 
left  are  the  precipices  of  the  Veld  (6450  ft.). 

84  M.  Kostar.  —  RaO.  Restaurcmt  opposite  the  station,  with  rooms 
at  iJT.  60  A.  —  Hotels.  Karbnta,  7  min.  to  the  E.  of  the  station,  on  the 
left  bank  of  the  Narenta,  R.  2  JT.  40-6  ^.,  D.  S  Z;  40,  omn.  40  A.,  very  fair, 
with  garden  restaurant;  Post,  Rndolf-Platz.  —  Cafi  Mikaiii^  Hanptstrasse; 
Cafi  Stadt  ITien,  Sanerwaldgasse.  —  Gaba.  Within  the  town,  per  Vs  hr. 
2  K.,  each  addit.  i/s  hr.  1 JT.;  outside  the  town  2  JT.  80  and  1 X.  40  A. 

Mostar  (194  ft.\  with  14,400  inhab.  (half  of  them  Mohammedan)^ 
and  a  garrison  of  zOOO  men ,  is  the  business  centre  of  the  Herzo- 
govina,  and  seat  of  a  Rom.  Cath.  and  a  Greek  bishop.  The  town 
stretches  from  N.  to  S.  on  both  sides  of  the  Narenta  between  the 
hills  of  Hum  to  the  W.  and  PodveleU  to  the  £.  Of  the  30  mosques 
only  the  Ka/ragjoz  Mosque  in  the  Sanerwaldgasse  deserves  a  visit.  — 
Turning  to  the  right  on  quitting  the  station,  we  reach  in  3  min.  a 
cross-roads.  The  road  straight  on  (S.)?  following  the  railway,  leads 
to  the  (10  min.)  Roman  Catholic  Church  and  Franciscan  convent; 
the  Stephanie  AlMe,  with  its  villas,  leads  to  the  W.;  to  the  left  (E.) 
we  follow  the  Franje  Josipa  Ulica,  cross  the  Narenta  (with  the  Hotel 
Narenta  to  the  left),  and  beyond  the  Sanerwaldgasse  reach  the 
(7  min.)  Carina  or  main  street.  In  the  latter,  to  the  right  (S.)  lies 
the  Bazctar^  which  is  inferior  to  that  of  Sarajevo,  though  oriental 
carpets,  embroidery,  inlaid  silver-work  from  Livno,  etc.,  may  be 
obtained  comparatively  cheaply.  We  follow  the  main  street  (from 
which  a  street  diverges  on  the  left  for  the  Oreek  Church ;  view)  to  a 
square  beside  the  (10  min.)  Telegraph  Officey  whence  a  *Stone  Bridge 
(16th  cent.),  with  two  gate-towers  and  a  single  span  of  100  ft., 
crosses  the  Narenta  (60  ft.  below)  to  the  Roman  Catholic  Church 
(see  above)  on  the  right  bank.  The  main  street  leads  on  to  the  S. 
to  the  government  Tobacco  Factory  (adm.  on  application)  and  the 

S.  camp. 

Pleasing  view  from  the  second  or  third  bend  of  the  Hum  road  (from 
the  station  by  the  above-mentioned  Stephanie- AU^e,  thence  across  the  bridge 
over  the  Badobolje  stream,  and  ascend  to  the  left) ;  grander  from  the  top  of 
the  hill  (1480  ft.  ^  11/4  hr.),  with  its  small  fort,  which  may  be  entered  with 
leave  of  the  guard.  —  1  hr.  to  the  N.W.  or  the  Badobolje  bridge  is  the 
Bovrce  of  the  Radoholje  (Inn),  which  yields  the  new  water-supply;  carr. 
there  and  back  4  K. 

An  attractive  excursion  may  be  made  to  the  ^Source  of  the  Bnna  (8  M. 
to  the  S.E.:  best  in  the  afternoon;  carr.  to  Blagaj  in  Ihr. ,  8  K.  there  and 
back).  We  follow  the  dusty  road  to  the  S.  through  a  fertile  plain  surrounded 
by  rocky  mountaina,  past  the  S.  military  camp  (see  above),  and  bear  to  the 
left  where  the  road  forks.  We  now  pass  on  the  left  a  government  Station 
for  Fruit  and  Vine  CuUiuUion  and  JelaH6'$  Wine  Cellars,  and  reach  (T^/sH.) 
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436  Route  86.  GABELA.  From  Sardjevo 

Blagaj^  once  a  considerable  place,  now  a  Mohammedan  village.  Thence  on 
a  footpath  between  the  considerable  rains  of  the  castle  of  Stepangrad 
(fatiguing  ascent)  on  a  rock  to  the  left,  and  the  Buna  on  the  right,  past  a 
mill,  to  a  half-rained  mosqne,  and  the  (10  min.)  mortuary  chapel  of  a 
Turkish  saint  ^  in  front  of  this  is  a  verandah  (fee  to  attendant  60  A.)t  from 
which  we  obtain  a  view  of  the  stalactite  grotto  close  to  us  from  which 
the  Buna  issues. 

Fbom  Mobtab  to  Avtovao,  69Vs  M.,  diligence  (2  seats)  to  Kevesinje 
daily  in  6Vs  lurs.  (fare  6  JT.  40  h.\  thence  to  Avtovac  thrice  weekly  in  71/2  hrs. 
(fare  8  IT.  80  h.).  Beyond  (Ti/s  H.)  Blagaj  (see  above)  the  road  ascends  in 
windings  to  a  monotonous  plateau,  crosses  it  to  the  Ordbok  Saddle  0640  ft.), 
and  descends  to  (26  H.)  Nevuinje  (Bilic),  with  a  military  station.  — 
Skirting  the  left  bank  of  the  ZalomdtOy  we  traverse  a  solitary  region  to 
(467s  H.)  Fojnica  (military  station)  and  cross  the  Oacko  Po(/«,  a  plain  9  M. 
wide,  to  (^y^HL.)  Gaeko  (government  inn ^  bridle-path  to  Foca.  see  p.  438) ^ 
Vs  hr.  to  the  N.  is  the  ^injt  dam  across  the  valley.  -:-  69V2  M.  Avtovae 
(military  station).  Hence  a  road  leads  S.  via  (SS^/z  M.)  Bilek  (p.  487)  to 
(4B  H.)  TreMnft  (see  below). 

The  railway  runs  along  the  right  bank  of  the  Narenta  at  the  foot 
of  the  Hum;  to  the  left,  near  Blagaj,  is  the  ruin  of  Stepangrad  (see 
above).  The  mountains  become  lower.  91  M.  Buna  (which  lies 
on  the  left  bank) ,  opposite  the  mouth  of  the  Buna  (see  above).  — 
96^2  ^*  ^itomiilid  (on  the  right  bank) ,  opposite  the  monastery 
of  that  name  (founded  in  1685).  —  103  M.  Dreteljj  station  for 
Po^iteljj  on  the  left  bank,  a  little  Mohammedan  town  with  an  inter- 
estingold  castle.  —  105  M.  Capljina,  IV4  M.  to  the  S.  of  which 
lies  Mogorelo ,  with  the  well-preserved  remains  of  a  Roman  camp 
close  to  the  Narenta  (to  the  left  of  the  railway). 

108  M.  Oabela  (23  ft.),  a  little  town,  formerly  fortified,  between 

two  hills. 

A  branch-line  runs  from  Gabela  in  11  min.,  crossing  the  Dalmatian 
frontier,  to  (21/2  M.)  Metkovii  (p.  803).  Above  us  to  the  left ,  as  we  quit 
the  tunnel,  are  the  dilapidated  ramparts  of  the  old  Venetian  frontier- 
fortress  of  OdbOa  (226  ft.) 

The  railway  to  Gravosa,  opened  in  1901,  diverges  to  the  left, 
crosses  the  Narenta  and  the  Krwpa^  and  ascends  the  N.  slope  of  the 
Zaha  (3127  ft.).  Metkovid  (p.  303)  is  visible  on  the  right.  Two 
tunnels,  then  a  wide  curve  (view,  on  the  left,  of  the  line  just 
traversed),  and  another  tunnel.  —  115  M.  Duhravica  (488  ft.),  a 
village  in  a  desolate  karst-llke  plateau.  —  Seven  tunnels.  119  M. 
Hraano  (813  ft.).  —  122  M.  Hutovo  (1017  ft.),  with  the  ruins  of 
a  castle  above  the  station.  To  the  left  below  us  lies  the  Popovopolje^ 
a  valley  intersected  in  summer  by  the  scanty  Trehinjcica^  but  under 
water  in  winter  and  spring.  —  The  line  now  makes  a  wide  curve, 
descends  to  (129  M.)  IV^r&ovtd  (924  ft.),  then  reascends  to  (138  M.) 
Ravno  (1046  ft. ;  the  village  lies  to  the  right).  —  Tunnel.  142  M. 
Zavala  (882  ft),  with  a  Greek  convent.  —  Beyond  (149  M.)  Poljice 
(895  ft.)  the  valley  gradually  contracts.  —  158  M.  Hum  (895  ft.). 

A  branch-line  runs  to  the  E.  from  Hum  vi&  (41/2  M.)  Duii  (926  ft.)  to 
(10 Vs  M.,  in  s/4  hr.)  Trehinje  (916  ft. ;  Hdt.  NagU6,  Careva  Ulica,  B.  2-3, 
D.  8  K.^  with  garden  •,  Cafi  JiMldum^  in  the  same  street ;  cab  within  the 
town  1  Jr.).  a  little  town  of  about  6000  inhab.  in  the  Hersegovina,  pictur- 
esquely situated  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Trebinjcica,  On  the  surrounding 
hills  are  forts.    The  old  part  of  the  town  is  surrounded  by  walls,  and 
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contains  a  powder^tower,  a  square  dock-tower,  and  two  mosques.  In  the 
new  town,  to  the  N.,  is  the  Eallay  Park.  The  cigarette  tobacco  of  Trebinje 
is  noted.  —  About  8^/2  M.  to  the  E.  of  the  town  (carr.  in  1/2  hr.,  4  JT.  there 
and  back)  the  Arilan-Agii-MosL  a  four-arched  stone  bridge  dating  from, 
the  Turkish  rule,  spans  the  TrebinjMca.  The  government  station  for  fruit 
and  vine  cultivation  at  Lastva  lies  5V4  M.  farther  to  the  E.  —  The  Orjm 
(6217  ft.)  may  be  ascended  from  Trebiivje.  We  drive  to  the  S.E.  to  the 
(3  hrs.)  village  of  Grab,  and  thence  proceed  on  horseback  visL  the  (3  hrs.) 
gendarmerie  barracks  at  Vrbanjej  to  the  (2  hrs.)  saddle  of  the  Oijen  (5330  ft. ; 
road  to  the  summit  under  construction;  view  of  the  Adriatic  Sea  and  of 
the  mountains  of  Montenegro  and  Albania)^  descent  in  5  hrs.  to  Gastel- 
nuovo  (p.  809),  or  in  6  hrs.  to  Bisano  (p.  810).  —  Diligence  from  Trebinje 
in  31/2  brs.  (N.)  via  (16  M.)  Neu-BiUk^  a  fortified  miUtary  camp,  to  (ITV*  M.) 
BiUk  (1562  ft.;  pop.  200()). 

The  railway  turns  towards  the  S.  164  M.  Uskoplje  (1148  ft.; 
good  inn  behind  the  station).  Branch -line  yik  Castelnuovo  to 
(48^2  ^0  Zelenika  on  the  Bocche  di  Gattaro,  see  p.  309. 

Beyond  a  tunnel  the  Adriatic  Sea  at  Ragusa  Yecchia  (p.  308) 
comes  into  view  on  the  left.  We  cross  the  Dalmatian  frontier. 
168  M.  Brgat  (968  ft ;  the  viUage  lies  below,  farther  on  to  the  left). 
The  railway  descends  rapidly  in  windings  to  the  Ombla  Valley, 
and  traverses  several  tunnels.  171  M.  Sumet^Oionchetto  (577  ft.). 
The  source  of  the  Ombla  is  visible  in  the  distance.  —  From  (174*/2  M.) 
Rijeka-Ombla  (335  ft.)  a  footpath  descends  to  the  (20  mln.)  road. 
The  Ombla  flows  far  below.   Tunnel. 

1771/2  M.  Oravosa  (p.  306),  8/4  hr.  to  the  N.W.  (carr.  in  20  mln.) 
from  the  Domplatz  in  Ragusa  (p.  306). 


87.  From  Sarajevo  to  Gorazda  and  Flevlje  and  back 
to  Sarajevo  vid  Priepolje  and  Visegrad. 

6-7  Days.  (Railway  from  Sarajevo  to  Goraiida  and  Visegrad  under 
construction.)  For  this  most  interesting  mountain  -  tour  (in  the  second 
half  of  which  riding  or  walking  is  alone  practicable)  luggage  should  be 
packed  in  two  boxes  or  bags  of  equal  size  and  weight,  suitable  for  transport 
on  horseback.  (The  small  military  trunks  used  by  the  Austrian  officers 
are  well  adapted  for  the  purpose.  They  are  22-24  inches  long  and  about 
18  inches  in  height  and  in  width.)  The  small  mountain-horses  go  at  a 
foot-pace  only;  they  are  very  sure-footed,  and  should  generally  be  left 
very  much  to  themselves.  Each  night  is  spent  at  a  military  station,  where 
lodging,  food,  a  doctor^  and  a  post-office  are  always  to  be  found.  The 
stage  from  Plevlje  to  Pnboz  (on  which  provisions  should  be  carried)  may 
be  made  on  foot  in  about  as  little  time  as  on  horseback.  —  From  Sarajevo 
to  Plevlje  (98  M.)  a  Diligbnob  ('Post*),  starting  daily,  runs  in  2  days 
(fare  25  K.  20  h.) :  1st  day  to  (53V2  M.)  Gora2da  in  12  hrs.,  2nd  day  to 
(44Vs  H.)  Plevlje  in  11  hrs.  Passports  are  examined  at  the  Hetalka  Saddle.  — 
From  Priboj  to  (25  M.)  Visegrad  a  diligence  plies  thrice  a  week  in  6V3  hrs. 
(4  K.  80ft.);  from  Visegrad  to  (26V2  M.)  Rogatica  daily  in  7V4  hrs.  (7^.  40  A.) ; 
and  from  Rogatica  to  (47  M.)  Sarajevo  daily  in  11  hrs.  (12  K,  80).  —  Private 
carriages  are  not  advisable;  the  diligence  has  a  military  escort. 

SardjevOj  see  p.  430.  The  road  leads  through  the  ravine  of 
the  MUjacka^  crosses  the  Ziegen-Brucke  (p.  432),  and  ascends  in  sev- 
eral serpentines.  —  IOV2  M.  Pale  (2930  ft.),  a  fortified  barrack 
on  the  Bepasnica.    The  road  ascends  thence  in  sixteen  serpentines 
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to  the  top  of  the  Karoline  8addU  (3422  ft.),  with  its  military  station, 
and  descends  through  beautiful  beech -woods  to  the  Praia  or 
Qahroviea  Valley.  —  27  M.  Fra5a  (2270  ft. ;  inn  and  post  office),  a 
military  post;  near  it,  to  the  S.E.,  the  ruin  of  Pavlovae, 

The  road  crosses  the  Praca  and  mounts  on  the  wooded  slope  of 
the  Poglej  Brdo,  in  forty-five  windings  (shorter  footpath),  to 
(391/2  M.)  Banjen  Karaula  (3920  ft. ;  mUitary  station;  inn),  which 
affords  a  superb  distant'  view  of  the  mountains  to  the  S.,  some  of 
which  belong  to  Montenegro  (Dormitor  range,  p.  312).  The  road 
winds  round  the  precipices  of  the  Sienokos  (walkers  taking  the 
short-cuts),  and  descends ,  in  full  view  of  the  beautiful  valley  of 
the  Drina,  to  — 

64  M.  Goraida  (1132  ft. ;  OUhla's  Inn,  R.  2-4  K, ;  pop.  2000), 
on  the  left  bank  of  the  Drina,  with  a  small  bazaar.  Good  survey 
firom  the  bridge,  and  from  the  Wtlrttemberg-Warte,  20  min.  to 
the  N.W. 

Fbom  GobaSda  to  FoSa,  2OV2  M.,  diligence  in  31/4  hrs.  (fare  5  JT.). 
The  road  ascends  the  left  bank  of  the  DritM,  through  tobacco-plantationa. 
131/3  M.  UsHiolina,,  with  a  moscme  of  the  15th  century.  —  20VaM.  FoSa 
(QersiVi  Jnn)^  a  small  town  (3700  inhab.)  at  the  junction  of  the  CehoHna 
and  the  Drina,  has  a  fortified  camp. «  The  Aladia  Djamia  Opainted  mosque*  \ 
lfi49)  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Gehotina  is  worth  a  visit.  Tasteful  in- 
laid work.in  gold  and  silver.  A  bridle-path  (ride  of  8  hrs.)  leads 
hence  to  Gi^nica  (see  below). 

The  following  excursion  from  Fo6a  to  Gacko  is  recommended  (2  days ; 
horse  3  K.  per  day ;  provisions  should  be  brought).  Ist  day :  via  MirMiJ^ 
MarinkwiH',  Kotinan,  B(Uta6i,  and  through  the  *8uije*ka  Qorge  to  the  (31 M. ; 
ride  of  10-11  hrs.), gendarmerie  station  ot  Suha^  where  the  night  is  spent. 
2nd  day:  over  the  Cememo  Pa$$  (4360  ft.)  to  Gacko  (p.  436). 

A  voyage  on  a  Baft  (ca.  90  JT.)  down  the  Drina  from  Qoraida  to  Viiegrad 
(p.  139),  in  4-6  hrs.,  is  IntereFting.    Apply  to  the  posting-master. 

The  road  ascends  the  Drina  for  a  short  distance,  then  mounts 
to  the  left  to  the  Koxara ^Saddle  (2333  ft.),  and  descends  through  a 
pretty  valley  to  (66  M.)  Cajnica  (revision  of  passport  by  the  military 
commandant),  a  pleasant  little  town  of  1800 Inhab.,  picturesquely 
situated  in  a  broad  basin,  with  a  large  Greek  church  and  a  fine 
mosque. 

The  road  ascends  through  wood  to  the  (73^2  ^0  Metalka  Saddle 
(4085ft.;  military  station;  inn),  the  boundary  between  Bosnia  and 
the  Turkish  province  of  Lim,  which  is  temporarily  occupied  by  the 
Austrians,  and  descends  to  (83  M.)  BoljaniS,  another  military  post. 
To  the  left  rise  the  bare  slopes  of  the  Gradina  Planina  (4387  ft.). 
The  road  then  descends  in  long  windings,  through  deep  gorges,  to — 

98  M.  Plevye  (2624  ft. ;  plain  accommodation,  but  no  food,fat 
Heiwbergerii  good  cuisine  in  the  Military  Casino,  a  little  town  with 
6000  inhab.  and  a  konak  of  the  Turkish  pasha.  On  the  W.  side  of 
the  town  are  the  barracks  of  the  Austrian  garrison  (the  garden  con- 
tains fragments  Irom  the  Eoman  period) ;  on  the  N.  side  is  a  Turkish 
camp.  A  visit  should  be  paid  to  the  (^2  lir.)  Greek  Monastery  of 
Troitta ,  where  the  shrine  of  St.  Saba  and  a  collection  of  ancient 
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TefltmentB  and  Slavonic  l)Ook8  are  shown.    At  Staro-FUvlje  (^Old 
Plevlje^,  on  the  Yeleinica  biook,  are  the  remains  of  a  Roman  town, 

FsoM  Pletub  to  Pubpoljb  (I81/2  M.,  a  ride  of  7-8  hrs.). 

The  traveller  ahould  order  horsea  from  his  inn  to  be  In  readineM  at 
the  Austrian  post-office,  one  for  riding,  and  a  second  for  luggage  (2-3  JT. 
each).  The  attendant,  who  walks,  expects  a  few  cigarettes  by  way  of 
gratuity.  Provisions  ghould  be  taken.  Travellers  usually  join  the  Austrian 
horse-post,  which  starts  at  4  or  6  a.m. 

The  track  gradually  ascends  to  the  top  of  the  Mihailovid  Pla^ 
nina  (4521  ft.),  firom  the  W.  margin  of  which  we  enjoy  a  superb 
view,  with  the  mountains  of  Montenegro  and  the  Dormitor  (p.  312) 
in  the  distance.  8^/2  M.  Karaula  Jahuka  (4236  ft.),  a  lonely  mili- 
tary post,  where  coffee  may  be  procured.  Then  down  to  (3  hrs.) 
Han  Seljainica  and  through  the  valley  of  the  Lim  to  (1  hr.)  — 

I8V2  ^*  Priepo^e  (1496  ft. ;  quarters  at  the  military  station  or 
at  MUi&'s,  poor;  good  cuisine  at  the  Cantine;  beer  at  Oiurgiu's),  a 
picturesque  little  town  on  the  Lim,  consisting  of  a  long  street. 
Horses  (see  above)  should  be  at  once  engaged  for  the  next  day.  We 
start  at  4  or  6  a.m.,  in  company  of  the  post-patrol  for  Priboj. 

Fbom  Pbibpoljb  to  Pbiboj  (23  M. ;  a  ride  of  8-9  hrs.).  The 
narrow  bridle-path  skirts  the  right  bank  of  the  Lim ,  which  flows 
through  a  narrow  and  highly  picturesque  valley  between  lofty 
wooded  mountains.  A  ride  of  3  hrs.  brings  us  to  the  Bistrica 
Bridge  (Turkish  caf^),  where  a  post-patrol  from  Priboj  relieves  that 
from  Priepolje.  On  an  abrupt  rock  on  the  left  bank  stands  the  ruin 
of  Jerina  Gradina.  Farther  on  we  pass  the  military  post  of  Banja. 
23  M.  Priboj  (1293  ft.;  pop.  963),  a  small  town  and  an  Austrian 
military  station  (accommodation).  On  the  left  bank  of  the  Lim  is 
the  ruin  of  Jagod. 

Fbom  Pbiboj  to  Sabajbvo  via  Visegrad  and  Rogatica :  diligence, 
see  p.  438 ;  carr.  and  pair  in  10  hrs.  (incL  rest  of  2  hrs.,  20-24  JT.), 
a  most  attractive  drive.  We  follow  the  right  bank  of  the  Lim  to 
the  (3  M.)^  Uvac  Bridge,  above  the  influx  of  the  Uvac  into  the  Lim, 
and  then  ascend  to  the  (91/2  M.)  saddle  of  Bjelo  Brdo  (2726  ft. ; 
Austrian  military  station ;  inn) ,  commanding  a  superb  panorama. 
Thence  we  descend  through  beautiful  wooded  valleys  in  about  3  hrs. 
to  a  Greek-Oriental  church,  where  a  picnic  meal  is  usually  taken. 
(Near  it  is  the  interesting  ruin  of  Dobrun^  once,  the  largest  castle 
in  Bosnia.)  The  road  next  leads  through  the  Etava  Valley  to 
Dohrun,  Cdikov  (where  the  river  is  crossed),  and  — 

25  M.  Vilegrad  (1128  ft. ;  Schreibers  Inn,  R.  IVi-^  Jf.)»  » 
little  town  charmingly  situated  at  the  influx  of  the  Rzava  into  the 
Drina^  which  is  crossed  by  a  handsome  stone  bridge  of  eleven 
arches,  built  by  the  Vizier  Sokolovich  in  1571.  On  a  steep  rock 
above  the  town  is  the  ruin  of  Visegrad^  which  has  given  its  name 
to  the  town. 

To  RooATiOA  (261/8  M. ;  carr.  in  10  hrs.,  16-20  K.)  the  road 
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ascends  in  windings  to  the  top  of  the  (13  M.)  8eme6  Planina 
(4285  ft. ;  gendannerie  station ;  night-quarters),  and  desoends  thence 
through  a  hilly  and  wooded  region,  past  Han  Ptswric,  to  (26Vs  M.) 
Bogatica  (1775  ft.;  Kaiiervon  Oesterreich;  pop.  2000),  a  small  town 
on  the  Rakitnica,  ahout  23  M.  to  the  N.  of  Ooralcda  (p.  438). 

To  Sarajevo  (47  M. ;  carr.  in  14-16  hrs.,  24-28  K,')  the  road 
ascends  past  Kovanj  in  ahont  3  hrs.  to  Han  KapU  (3090  ft),  on 
the  Ivan  Polje,  and  crosses  the  lofty  plain  of  Olasinae  (numerons 
prehistoric  tximnli)  to  the  (19  M.)  Han  pod  Romanjom  (2848  ft.; 
fortified  camp ;  inn).  It  then  crosses  the  Romanja  Planina  (a  table- 
land, used  as  a  pasture)  to  the  Han  na  Romanji  and  Franx-Josefa" 
Karaula  (4534  ft.),  the  highest  point  on  the  rente,  then  winds 
down  to  (3172  M.)  Mokro  (3360  ft.;  Spitzer's  Inn),  a  pleasantly 
situated  little  town,  and  descends  the  valley  of  the  Miljacka  to 
(47  M.)  Sardjevo, 


88.  From  (Agram)  Doberlin  vi&  Novi  to  Banjaluka 
and  vi&  Travnik  to. Sarajevo. 

MiLiTABT  Railway  to  Banjaluka^  68  M.,  in  41/4  hrs. ;  fares  8  K.  80, 
6  IT.  60,  4  £^.  40  A.  From  Banjaluka  to  Jajee^  461/2  M.,  diligence  daUy 
in  TVilirs.  (6  K,)-^  carr.  23-30  K.  —  From  Jajce  to  Laha^  58 Vs  M.,  railway 
in  51/2  hrs.  (7  K.  53,  5  JT.  64,  8  K.  76  h.)  s  thence  by  rail  in  21/2  hrs.  to 
Sarajevo. 

Doberlin  (Rail.  Restaurant),  see  p.  397.  The  line  follows  the 
right  hank  of  the  Vna,  —  9  M.  Bosnisch-Kovi  (391  ft. ;  RaiU 
Restaurant;  Hdtel  Novi;  pop.  3500),  the  first  Bosnian  town,  on 
the  Una,  ahove  the  influx  of  the  Sana. 

Fbok  Novi  to  Ogulin,  a  highly  attractive  excursion  of  3  days  by 
carriage,  the  nights  being  spent  at  Erupa  and  at  the  Plitvica  Lake  (carr. 
and  pair  from  Novi  to  BihaC,  12-14  K.-,  from  BihaX  to  Ogulin,  6872  M.  in 
12-13  hrs.,  23-34  K.).  A  diligence  also  plies  daily  in  8V2  hrs.  from  Novi  to 
Biha£  (Q  KX  —  The  road  leads  through  the  pretty  wooded  valley  of  the 
Una  via  (14  M.)  Otoka^  beyond  which  are  mills  on  the  river,  to  (21  H.) 
Krupa  (525  ft.),  with  its  ruined  castle,  and  then  winds  up  the  slope  of  the 
Dd>eli  Oklinjak  (to  the  left)  to  the  Drenovo  Pum  (1580  ft.),  beyond  which  it 
descends,  with  a  fine  view  of  the  PljeUvica  (5410  ft.),  to  (40  M.)  Bihai 
•  (740  ft.  {  Kaiter  von  OesterreMi;  pop.  6000),  a  district  town  on  the  Una.  The 
Fethija  Mosque,  originally  a  Gothic  church,  was  converted  to  its  present 
use  on  the  capture  of  the  town  by  the  Turks  in  1592.  The  interesting  ruin 
of  Sokolac  lies  41/2  M.  to  the  S.E.  At  JUpad  is  a  jpr^historic  lake-dwelling.  — 
From  Biha^  the  road  ascends  in  serpentines  via  Zegar,,  a  military  post,  and, 
passing  a  monument  to  soldiers  who  fell  in  1878  (behind  us,  the  ruin  of 
Sokolac,  see  above),  to  (3  M.)  Zavalje  (1385  ft.),  the  first  Croatian  village, 
with  an  abandoned  frontier -post.  We  then  skirt  the  E.  verge  of  the 
plateau  of  PljeSevica  to  the  N.W.  to  (I3V2  M.)  Petrovoselo  (1210  ft.),  and 
ascend  in  windings  towards  the  S.W.  to  H'iboJ  (2200  ft.).  Here  we  divei^e 
to  the  right  from  the  road  in  order  to  visit  the  (25  M.)  beautiful  *FiUvica 
Lakes  (p.  398).    Thence  to  OffuUn,  see  p.  397. 

The  train  turns  to  the  W.  into  the  valley  of  the  Sana.  — 
28 V2  M.  Prjedor  (440  ft. ;  RaU.  Restaurant;  Kaiser  von  Oesterreich)^ 
a  district  town  (pop.  5000). 
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A  carriage-road  (diligence  thrice  a  week  in  9VshrB.^  8  JT.  20  h.)  ascends 
the  valley  of  the  Sana,  Yi&  (iSVs  M.)  8an*iimost  and  (30  M.)  VrJ^ifi,  to 
(41Vs  M.)  Kljue  (925  ft. ;  WeOer^s  Jnn),  a  small  town  picturesquely  situated 
on  the  8cau>^  with  a  grand  old  castle.  In  1493  the  castle  was  taken  by 
the  Turks,  and  Tomashewitch,  the  last  king  of  Bosnia,  was  captured  and 
cruelly  put  to  death  at  Jaice.  Splendid  view,  particularly  of  the  passage 
which  the  Sana  has  forced  through  the  rocks  below  the  town.  Klju  ji  was 
the  scene  of  fierce  conflicts  in  1878,  and  was  taken  by  storm  on  Sept.  7th. 

We  quit  the  Sana  and  follow  the  Oomjenica  throngh  theOmarska 
Plain  to  (39  M.)  Omarska,  and  then  cross  the  saddle  of  Kukovica, 
with  the  small  station  of  Ivanjska  (998  ft.),  to  — 

68 M.  Baigaluka  (535  ft.;  Bail.  Restaurant;  Hdtel  Boana,  3  min. 
from  the  station,  R.  firom  21/2,  D.  3  JT.,  fair;  MarxQy  a  district  town 
with  15,000  inhab.  (one-half  Mohammedans),  lies  on  the  left  bank 
of  the  Vrbas,  in  a  broad  valley  enclosed  by  mountains.  Numerous 
Turkish  burying-grounds.  The  Ferhad-Pasha  Mosque  dates  from 
the  end  of  the  16th  century.  On  the  right  bank  of  the  Yrbas,  2  M. 
above  the  town,  are  remains  of  Roman  baths.  A  visit  may  be  paid 
to  the  German  Trappist  Monastery  of  Maria  Stem,  41/2  M.  from 
the  town. 

To  Jajob,  45^2  M.  (diligence,  p.  440),  an  attractive  drive  up 
the  Vrbas.  Pedestrians  require  2  days,  and  should  carry  provisions. 
The  road  leads  through  a  smiling  district  and  crosses  the  Yrbas  to 
(8^/2  M.)  Karanovac,  where  It  recrosses  the  river.  It  then  traverses 
the  wild  and  picturesque  Tjesno  Gorge,  I3/4M.  in  length,  at  the  exit 
from  which  is  the  ruin  of  Zwecaj-  Orad.  Beyond  the  village  of  Krupa 
(inn),  with  the  ruined  castle  of  that  name,  we  pass  through  a  rocky 
gorge  5  M.  in  length  and  then  enter  the  broad  valley  of  Aginoselo, 
—  24  M.  Bocae  (^Inn;  halt  of  ^U  l^r.)  is  commanded  by  a  massive 
ruined  castle.  The  next  part  of  our  route  lies  amidst  grand  mountain- 
scenery.  We  Anally  pass  through  two  tunnels,  cross  an  iron  bridge, 
and  reach  — 

45 V2  M.  Jajce  (1119  ft. ;  *Orand  Hdtel,  belonging  to  govern- 
ment, R.  2  K.  60,  omn.  60  h.;  pop.  4000),  an  old  town  pictur- 
esquely situated  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Vrbas,  on  the  slope  of  the 
Oola  Flanina,  High  above  the  town  rises  the  old  fortress,  the  ob- 
ject of  many  contests,  captured  by  the  Turks  in  1628.  The  old 
catacombs  are  interesting;  they  were  probably  originally  a  sub- 
terranean church,  formed  in  a  cave.  (Permission  to  visit  the  castle 
and  the  keys  of  the  catacombs  obtained  at  the  office  of  the  district 
authorities;  the  attendant  provides  torches;  fee  40  h.  for  each 
person.)  The  church  of  San  Luca  is  now  represented  by  its  detached 
campanile.  To  the  right  in  the  nave  of  the  Frajuiiscan  Church  is 
the  coffin  of  King  Tomashewitch(see  above),  whose  remains  were  re- 
discovered in  1888.  —  The  snj^erb*  Water faU  of  the  Pliva,  which  is 
precipitated  from  the  Lake  of  Jezero  (p.  442)  in  a  leap  of  100  ft. 
into  the  Vrbas,  is  not  far  from  the  Grand  Hotel,  where  directions 
may  be  obtained.  A  pavilion  above  the  fall  affords  the  best  view; 
wraps  are  necessary. 
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*Jex€ro  (1^20  ft.j  Touristenhaus),  on  the  beautiful  LaM9  of  Jezero 
(trout;  cray-fish)  is  1  hr/s  drire  or  2V2  hrs/  walk  from  Jajce  (carriage  5, 
diligence  2  JT.)- 

Fbom  Jajcb  to  LasyA)  6872  ^m  i^ailv&y  ii^  5  hi&.  The  rail- 
way crosses  the  cataracts  of  tlie  Pliya  and  ascends  the  plctnresqne 
vaUey  of  the  Vrbas  (two  tunnels)  via  (8  M.)  Vijenac  (1295  ft.),  a 
little  town  with  an  old  castle,  and  (15  M.)  BaibinoadQ  to  (21  M.) 
Ddnji-Vakaf  (1685  ft. ;  Rail,  Restawrani;  Heller's  Hotet),  a  pleasant 
little  town,  with  several  tasteful  mosques. 

A  Bbangh  Railway  runs  hence  in  1/2  b'*  to  (7  M.)  Bugojno  (Schwarger 
'AdlerL  with  its  large  Roman  Catholic  church.  Diligence  firom  Bngojno  to 
Jahlanica  and  railway  thence  to  Mostar.  see  p.  184. 

Fbom  Buoojno  to  Spalato.  A  diligence  plies  daily  in  8  hrs.  (10  JSl 
40  A.))  running  at  first  tlurough  wood,  then  across  a  Karst  region,  to  (46  M.) 
Z^fono  (Kaiser  von  Oesterreich),  a  small  town  (9000  inhah.)  picturesquely 
situated  on  the  verge  of  the  wide  Livantko  Poy«,  A  diligence  runs  thence 
thrice  a  week  in  V/2  hrs.  to  Si^;  (p.  297),  whence  there  is  a  diligence  daily 
to  (41/2  hrs.)  Spalato  (p.  297). 

The  railway  now  ascends  the  wooded  valley  of  the  Jahlan  to  the 
N.  to  (251/2  M.)  Ohorci  (2035  ft.),  and  thence  (rack-and-pinion 
line  in  places)  to  the  N.E.  to  the  pass  (tunnel)  of  (30  M.)  Komat 
(2460  ft.),  whence  it  descends,  skirting  the  L<i»va,  via  Oolei  and 
Turbe.  —  39V2  M.  Travnik  (1150  ft.;  Rail,  Restaurant;  Kaiser 
von  Oesterreichy  R.  2  JST;  pop.  6300),  an  old  town,  rebuilt  after 
repeated  flres.  Fine  view  from  the  castle,  said  to  date  ftom  the 
time  of  Tvertko  II.  The  bazaar  is  not  unimportant.  Until  1850 
Travnik  was  the  residence  of  the  Bosnian  viziers,  whose  mausoleum- 
like tombs  are  scattered  throughout  the  town.  About  4  hrs.  to  the 
N.  is  the  high-lying  alp  of  Vla»u^  (6295  ft.). 

Beyond  Travnik  the  railway  continues  to  follow  the  broad  valley 
of  the  Lasva  (Travansko  Polje)  via  (42  M.)  Dolac,  (46  M.)  Bjela, 
(60  M.)  Vitezj  and  (54  M.)  Busovaca  to  (58V2M.)  Lasva  (p.  430).
